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PREFACE 


The  State  Department  of  Archives  and  History  (formerly 
the  North  Carolina  Historical  Commission)  began  publishing 
this  series  of  volumes  in  1922.  In  1918  the  late  Adelaide  L.  Fries 
agreed  to  compile  and  edit  the  material  for  these  volumes. 
By  1920  the  first  volume  covering  the  period  1752-1771  was 
ready  for  the  printer.  During  the  year  1922  it  was  issued.  Since 
that  time  six  additional  volumes  have  been  published  bringing 
the  date  of  the  material  covered  down  through  the  year  1822. 
At  the  time  of  her  death  on  November  29,  1949,  Miss  Fries  was 
compiling  the  material  for  the  eighth  and  concluding  volume. 
After  her  passing  the  Department  was  able  to  interest 
Dr.  Douglas  L.  Rights,  a  Moravian  minister  of  Winston-Salem, 
who  has  succeeded  her  as  Archivist  of  the  Moravian  Church  in 
America,  Southern  Province,  to  finish  Volume  VIII  and  see  it 
*  through  the  press.  With  this  volume,  this  series  of  The  Records 
of  the  Moravians  in  North  Carolina  ends.

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FOREWORD 


The  faithful  recording  of  events,  which  began  with  the  first 
settlement  in  Wachovia  in  1753,  continued  through  the  years 
1823  to  1837.  Diaries,  minute  books,  memorabilia,  church  rec- 
ords, memoirs,  and  other  sources,  written  in  German  script  on 
many  hundreds  of  pages,  tell  the  story. 

The  reader  will  note  the  steady  undercurrent  of  religious 
faith  and  practice  along  with  the  successive  wave-beats  of 
changing  times  that  sometimes  broke  with  turbulence  over  the 
peaceful  Moravian  communities. 

There  is  the  impression  also  that  although  Wachovia  was 
still  a  sequestered  region,  remote  from  large  population  centers, 
it  reached  far  out  into  the  world,  with  its  Unity  of  Brethren 
in  England,  on  the  continent  of  Europe,  and  in  mission  fields  in 
foreign  lands ;  its  important  trade  and  industry ;  its  girls  school 
crowded  with  students  from  southern  states. 

Among  the  changes  that  came,  sometimes  with  dramatic 
turn,  were  the  break  with  tradition  in  organizing  military  com- 
panies, the  transfer  of  Salem  land  to  Salem  congregation,  and 
the  establishment  of  a  cotton  factory. 

In  these  years  there  is  evidence  of  a  strong  religious  move- 
ment in  neighboring  denominations  and  of  wide-spread  Sunday 
School  activity.  Among  Moravians  there  was  awakened  interest 
in  home  missions  and  faithful  service  was  given  the  Negro 
congregation. 

Three  problems  gave  much  concern :  The  fate  of  the  Cherokee 
Indian  Mission,  involved  in  the  disaster  of  the  Cherokee  Re- 
moval; slaveholding  and  its  attendant  evils;  and  the  lease  sys- 
tem that  was  becoming  outworn  and  too  burdensome  to  main- 
tain. 

The  volume  closes  with  a  note  of  regret  for  those  who  follow 
the  records  with  interest  and  appreciation.  What  came  next? 
Bishop  Bahnson,  whose  first  charge  was  Bethania,  became  the 
bishop  who  pronounced  a  benediction  on  Confederate  soldiers 
lined  up  at  Salem  Square  before  marching  out  to  Bull  Run, 
Gettysburg,  and  Appamatox.  Franz  Florentin  Hagen,  admonish- 
ed by  the  elders  for  youthful  escapades,  became  the  composer 
who  wrote  the  Christmas  anthem  "Morning  Star."  Francis 
Fries,  who  resigned  as  a  young  teacher  in  the  boys  school  to 
follow  a  business  career,  with  his  father  and  brother  joined  in 
laying  foundations  of  family  industry  and  integrity  upon  which 
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were  built  institutions  of  banking,  manufacturing,  and  com- 
merce, known  and  respected  throughout  the  nation. 
There  is  more  yet  to  be  told! 

The  distinguished  archivist  who  prepared  the  first  seven 
volumes  of  Records  of  the  Moravians  in  North  Carolina, 
Dr.  Adelaide  L.  Fries,  had  begun  the  eighth  when  she  was 
suddenly  called  from  her  earthly  labors  in  November,  1949.  She 
had  already  listed  years  for  review  and  had  begun  translation. 

In  taking  up  the  task  where  she  had  ended  her  work,  her 
successor  admired  more  than  ever  her  genius  as  archivist,  trans- 
lator, and  compiler.  The  hundreds  of  pages  of  manuscript  in 
German  script,  some  of  it  so  closely  written  that  a  magnifying 
glass  is  used  for  reading,  loomed  as  an  impassable  barrier. 

But  the  work  was  attempted  and  has  in  a  measure  succeeded, 
though  not  in  the  accomplished  manner  of  the  predecessor. 

There  was  difficulty  with  technical  terms,  words  given  a  par- 
ticular sense  by  the  Moravians,  and  names  of  persons.  Vorsteher 
can  be  translated  administrator,  trustee,  or  warden.  When 
John  Spach  is  mentioned,  which  of  the  six  Johns  is  meant? 
Dr.  Fries  knew,  but  her  successor  had  to  learn  the  hard  way. 

In  this  period  a  strong  tendency  was  to  anglicize  names,  hence 
variations  such  as  Losch,  Loesch,  and  Lash.  Kreuzfiisser  finally 
became  Krites.  When  the  German  is  retained  there  is  not  always 
uniformity;  there  are  seven  different  spellings  of  the  name 
Frueauf. 

Valuable  assistance  has  been  given  and  a  vote  of  thanks  is 
due. 

Helping  with  translation  were  the  Rev.  Herbert  T.  Kant, 
Mrs.  Kermit  Williams,  Miss  Erika  Huber,  and  Dr.  Edmund 
Schwarze. 

The  State  Department  of  Archives  and  History,  directed  by 
Dr.  Christopher  Crittenden,  has  made  possible  the  publication. 

Head  of  Divisions  of  Publications  of  the  Department,  D.  L. 
Corbitt,  and  his  staff,  have  prepared  the  volume  for  the  press 
and  have  been  most  patient  and  enduring. 

Always  there  has  been  the  support  of  the  Archives  Committee 
members,  Dr.  H.  A.  Pfohl,  chairman,  Dr.  Herbert  Spaugh,  the 
Rev.  H.  B.  Johnson,  Archie  K.  Davis,  and  Charles  N.  Siewers.

[In  1823  the  Greeks  were  at  war  with  the  Turks,  and  Lord 
Byron  went  from  England  to  their  assistance.  French  armies 
marched  into  Spain;  England  objected,  and  withdrew  from  the 
Holy  Alliance. 

In  his  message  to  Congress,  Dec.  2,  1823,  President  James 
Monroe  enunciated  what  has  since  been  known  as  the  "Monroe 
Doctrine' '  of  the  freedom  and  independence  of  the  American 
continents,  avoiding  foreign  entanglements. 

Gabriel  Holmes,  of  Sampson  County,  was  governor  of  North 
Carolina,  having  been  elected  to  that  office  by  the  state  Assembly 
in  December  of  the  preceding  year. 

An  Episcopal  Convention  elected  Rev.  John  Starke  Ravens- 
croft,  of  Virginia,  as  bishop,  and  the  Episcopal  Church  in  North 
Carolina  was  organized.  The  Church  of  England,  once  the  State 
Church  of  North  Carolina,  had  ceased  to  function  in  this  state 
with  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolutionary  War. 

A  geographical  and  mineralogical  survey  of  North  Carolina 
was  authorized  by  the  Assembly.] 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem  for  the  Year  1823. 
[Translated  in  full'] 

Again  we  stand  at  the  close  of  another  year.  In  such  a  situa- 
tion we  greatly  wish  that  through  the  everlasting  mercy  of 
the  Lord  who  forgives  misdeeds,  transgressions,  and  sins,  all 
might  be  sunk  in  the  sea  of  forgetfulness  which  during  the 
period  now  ending  offended  His  eyes,  and  was  unworthy  of 
His  grace.  Even  so  gladly  the  backward  glance  lingers  on  the 
events  which  our  minds  recognize  as  evidence  of  His  wonderful 
love  and  favour,  and  of  His  care  and  protection  which  con- 
tinue to  this  hour.  The  thankful  heart  wishes  to  raise  a  stone 
of  remembrance  to  the  blessing  which  streamed  over  our  path 
from  on  high.  No  eye  should  fail  to  see  the  grace  which  has  led 
each  and  every  one  of  us  from  day  to  day  and  from  year 
to  year.  Pure  mercy  is  it  that  surrounds  us  on  every  side. 
The  goodness  of  our  God  is  without  measure,  without  limit. 
Who  can  remember  all  things  for  which  He  is  worthy  of  re- 
membrance? For  this  also  our  wisdom  suffices  but  in  part,  only 
partially  can  we  appreciate  the  fullness  of  His  blessing.  In- 
sufficient and  feeble  are  our  thanks,  poor  the  praise  which  on 
earth  we  bring  to  the  Guardian  of  our  life.  In  heaven  it  will  be 
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better,  for  there  in  higher  strain  we  will  sing  to  Him  a  thousand 
hallelujahs. 

Called  to  eternal  blessedness,  can  we  not  be  content  when  we 
have  that  which  supports  the  fragile  house  of  the  mortal  body, 
when  His  protection  continues  through  our  time?  No,  before 
all  else  we  need  the  gifts  which  prepare  our  immortal  souls  to 
live  with  God,  which  strengthen  them,  give  them  power  and  a 
sure  foundation. 

Has  not  the  Father  of  Lights,  from  whom  come  all  good  and 
perfect  gifts,  again  this  year  made  manifest  that  He  knows  what 
His  children  need?  Who  has  not  found  that  when  he  asked,  all 
that  was  needed  to  fill  his  heart  with  joy,  life,  and  happiness  was 
available  in  the  unspeakable  riches  of  Christ?  Who  longed  for 
comfort  and  peace  of  soul  and  failed  to  receive  it  through  the 
Spirit  whom  Jesus  sent?  Who  hungered  and  thirsted  after 
righteousness  in  the  kingdom  of  God  and  was  not  satisfied?  Who 
chose  the  good  part,  and  did  not  find  therein  freedom  from  care, 
the  satisfying  of  all  wishes,  sweet  enjoyment  of  the  peace  that 
passeth  understanding?  Who  lay  before  the  throne  of  Him  Who 
had  all  power  and  all  grace,  and  conscious  of  his  own  lack  of 
power  and  his  weakness  prayed  for  new  strength  for  works 
pleasing  to  God,  and  did  not  feel  filled  with  new  life  to  be  used 
in  the  service  of  God,  so  that  with  a  happy  heart  he  might  pur- 
sue the  path  of  love  and  faith? 

And  should  our  beautiful  church  services,  the  united  lifting 
of  our  hearts  to  God  our  Saviour,  remain  without  blessed  fruit? 
Throughout  another  year  we  have  assembled  in  this  place1  to 
consider  the  glory  of  the  First-born  of  the  Father,  full  of  grace 
and  truth,  as  He  manifested  His  matchless  love  from  the  manger 
to  the  grave.  Could  we  raise  our  hymns  of  praise,  and  bow  in 
adoration,  and  many  souls  not  be  fired  with  new  love  and  grati- 
tude toward  Him  Who  first  loved  us  so  tenderly?  The  voice  of 
the  Gospel,  the  powerful  word  of  the  suffering  and  death  of 
Jesus,  have  been  continually  proclaimed  here.  Could  there  be 
one  soul  so  hard  that  this  hammer  could  not  break  it,  did  not 
this  sword  divide  bone  and  marrow?  Could  even  one  dead  spirit 
not  have  been  awakened  into  life,  filled  with  the  power  of  God 
which  is  able  to  save  all  who  believe  on  Him? 

Could  the  congregation  hold  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  and  en- 
ter into  the  Holy  Place,  without  feeling  more  of  its  sinfulness 
and  His  salvation,  without  being  powerfully  drawn  by  the  power

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of  the  future  world  to  that  abode  which  awaits  the  great  sup- 
per of  the  Lamb  and  His  redeemed  bride?  Have  we  spoken  of 
the  blessed  lot  of  those  who  have  fallen  asleep  in  the  Lord 
without  lifting  our  own  heart  and  eye  to  that  unspeakable  glory, 
the  crown  of  life,  which  is  promised  to  those  who  are  faithful 
unto  death? 

During  this  year  we  have  observed  the  festal  covenant  days 
of  the  congregation  and  of  the  Choirs.  Should  not  they  have  led 
some  among  us  to  love  and  prize  more  highly  their  call  to  be- 
long to  a  people  whose  one  and  only  purpose  is  the  great  and 
precious  aim  to  follow  Jesus? 

Should  all  the  opportunities  for  edification  and  understanding 
be  without  effect,  make  no  impression,  especially  upon  the  tender 
mind  of  our  dear  young  people?  Should  not  rather  occasion  be 
made  thereby  for  the  Saviour  to  knock  at  the  door  of  their 
hearts  and  to  gain  entrance  therein?  Surely  some  among  us 
can  testify  to  deep  tremblings,  heart-stirring  emotions,  power- 
ful encouragements,  blessed  instructions,  reviving  comforts, 
which  have  made  one  or  another  service  memorable  for  them. 
Oh  that  no  one  might  go  empty  from  such  a  plentiful  supply 
of  grace!  Might  none  among  us  lack  mind  and  desire  for  such 
food  for  the  heart,  and  may  none  prepare  for  themselves  an 
irreparable  loss  by  lack  of  appreciation. 

It  is  but  proper  that  we  should  acknowledge  that  the  good- 
ness of  God  has  provided  bountifully  for  our  temporal  needs 
also.  Not  one  among  us  had  even  one  day  this  year  on  which 
he  did  not  have  his  food  at  the  right  time.  A  rich  harvest  of 
all  the  fruits  of  field,  garden,  and  orchard  fills  our  storehouses. 
The  industry  which  each  has  shown  in  his  calling  and  occupa- 
tion has  been  blessed  by  God  with  all  needful  for  our  support. 
The  Eye  which  slumbers  not  nor  sleeps  watched  over  our  towns 
and  its  houses.  Peacefully  might  we  go  to  bed,  safely  sleep  under 
the  protection  of  the  Almighty,  and  awake  refreshed  for  the 
work  of  a  new  day,  safe  in  life  and  limb,  in  goods  and  chattels. 
That  this  is  an  undeserved  and  not  sufficiently  appreciated 
mercy  was  impressed  upon  us  recently  by  the  distressing  re- 
port of  the  terrible  fire  which  afflicted  the  congregation  of 
Sarepta2  on  August  9th  of  last  year,  in  which  so  many  of  our 
members  lost  their  homes. 

In  an  unusual  degree  this  was  a  year  of  good  health,  and 
there  were  few  cases  of  sickness  in  comparison  with  other  years.

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Peace  reigned  within  the  borders  of  our  land,  and  no  foe  drew 
near  it.  With  the  people  living  around  us  we  have  maintained 
good  neighborly  relations,  with  an  exchange  of  mutual  assistance. 

Especially  with  the  congregations  lying  near  us  have  we  con- 
tinued to  enjoy  communion  of  spirit  and  of  faith,  and  we  have 
rejoiced  in  what  the  Lord  has  done  for  them.  The  progress 
of  the  mission  of  the  Brethren  to  the  Cherokees  has  interested 
us  deeply,  as  has  the  other  great  and  beautiful  work  of  the 
Brethren  among  Christians  and  heathen.  Moreover,  the  en- 
couraging reports  of  what  at  this  time  is  going  on  in  the  world 
in  the  way  of  extending  the  kingdom  of  Jesus  has  moved  us  to 
happy  gratitude  for  the  great  things  which  the  Lord  has  done, 
and  to  more  fervent  prayer  for  the  speedy  fulfillment  of  all 
that  the  word  of  God  has  promised  to  mankind,  has  ordained 
and  ordered. 

From  this  general  review  of  last  year  we  pass  to  the  considera- 
tion of  some  special  happenings. 

The  local  Mission  Society,  which  has  hitherto  been  united  with 
that  in  Bethlehem,3  met  on  January  31st  and  organized  as  an 
independent  society  under  the  name  A  Society  of  the  United 
Brethren  in  North  Carolina  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel 
among  the  Heathen.  On  the  2nd  of  October  this  Society  had  its 
first  annual  meeting,  and  enjoyed  the  peace  of  God  and  hearty 
brotherly  love. 

Twelve  persons  were  confirmed  on  Palm  Sunday.  This  was 
again  a  public  ceremony,  in  which  our  Lord  made  a  deep  im- 
pression, especially  upon  the  confirmands. 

Also  in  this  year  one  adult  was  baptized,  namely  the  married 
Br.  William  Henry  Clayton,  on  November  2nd. 

We  were  glad  to  have  with  us  for  the  first  four  months  of  the 
year  our  Br.  John  Gambold,  from  the  Cherokee  Mission.  Our 
hearty  good  wishes  accompanied  him  when  he  returned  to  his 
post  in  April,  after  he  had  married  the  widowed  Sr.  Ann  Maria 
Schulz  in  Bethania. 

We  took  an  active  interest  in  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone 
of  the  new  church  and  parsonage  in  Friedberg,  which  took 
place  on  February  5th. 

We  also  wished  a  blessing  and  new  life  for  the  congregations 
of  Bethania  and  Friedland  where  the  ministers  were  changed 
this  year.  In  Bethania,  Br.  and  Sr.  Carl  Anton  Van  Vleck  suc- 
ceeded Br.  and  Sr.   [Peter]  Wolle  who  left  for  Lancaster,

[Pennsylvania,]  in  April.  In  Friedland,  Br.  and  Sr.  Samuel  Htib- 
ner  took  the  place  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Buchholz,  who  retired  and 
moved  to  Salem.  These  changes  gave  occasion  for  two  ordina- 
tions in  Salem.  Br.  Carl  Anton  Van  Vleck  was  ordained  a  deacon 
of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  by  Br.  Benade4  on  the  6th  of  July,  and 
Br.  Samuel  Renatus  Hubner  on  the  7th  of  December.  The  mar- 
ried Srs.  Anna  Maria  Gambold  and  Christiana  Susanna  Van 
Vleck  were  received  as  Akoluthes  by  the  Provincial  Elders  Con- 
ference. 

The  Choir  House  of  the  Single  Brethren  no  longer  fulfilled 
its  purpose,  so  that  establishment  was  given  up  in  June.  One 
part  of  the  former  Brothers  House  was  taken  over  by  the 
school  for  little  boys,  which  has  so  gained  suitable  and  pleasant 
quarters.  The  use  of  the  other  part  will  be  determined  later. 
Br.  and  Sr.  Benade  have  moved  into  the  former  Anstalt  house, 
vacated  by  the  little  boys,  and  part  of  their  former  apartment 
has  been  given  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Buchholz;  the  other  part  is  re- 
served for  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  who  plan  to  come  from  Bethania 
next  spring. 

A  new  dwelling5  has  been  finished  and  occupied  this  year, 
namely  that  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Abraham  Steiner,  Jr.  Three  other 
houses  have  been  begun. 

The  decision  of  the  Congregation  Council  last  year  to  build 
a  large  cistern  in  the  Square,  to  prevent  water  shortage,  especial- 
ly in  case  of  fire,  has  been  carried  into  effect  this  year. 

In  October,  Congregation  Council  elected  a  new  Aufseher 
Collegium,  and  the  following  seven  Brethren  received  a  majority 
vote:-  John  Leinbach,  Heinrich  Senseman,  Emmanuel  Schober, 
Isaac  Boner,  Matthew  Reutz  [Rights],  Ludwig  Benzien,  and 
Wilhelm  Fries.  These  Brethren,  together  with  Br.  Gottlieb 
Byhan  as  congregation  vorsteher  and  curator  of  the  Widows,  Br. 
Theodor  Schulz  as  administrator  of  the  local  Unity  estates,  and 
Br.  Jacob  Blum  as  curator  of  the  Single  Sisters,  compose  the 
Aufseher  Collegium  for  the  present.  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  has 
been  chosen  chairman. 

Three  members  have  left  the  Aeltesten  Conf erenz, — Br.  Mag- 
nus Hulthin,  who  ceased  to  be  vorsteher  of  the  Single  Brethren 
when  the  Brothers  House  was  given  up ;  Br.  Abraham  Steiner, 
who  by  his  own  wish  has  resigned  to  Br.  Benade  his  position 
as  pfleger  of  the  Single  Brethren,  older  boys,  and  little  boys;

Official  correspondence  with  the  Unity  Elders  Conference, 
and  with  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  in  Bethlehem,  has 
continued  frequent  and  uninterrupted,  and  through  it  the  union 
has  been  maintained  which  we  have  with  the  entire  Unity  of 
Brethren  on  this  side  of  the  ocean  and  beyond  it. 

Our  schools  have  continued  to  be  an  important  object  of  our 
care.  Br.  Benade  has  become  Inspector6  of  the  school  for  little 
boys,  in  place  of  Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Sr.  Br.  William  Craig, 
who  had  been  in  very  poor  health,  finished  his  course  in  Septem- 
ber, and  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl7  has  come  from  Nazareth  as  teacher. 
Seven  little  boys  have  entered  the  school, — Ephraim  Briez,  Wil- 
liam Henry  Benade,  William  Holland,  Charles  and  Henry  Rom- 
inger,  George  Hamilton,  and  William  David  Blum.  Three  have 
left, — William  Meinung,  Noah  Hauser,  and  Carl  Eberhard.  The 
present  number  of  pupils  is  thirty-one. 

Six  have  entered  the  classes  for  little  girls, — Gertraut  Schulz, 
Dorothea  Schulz,  Sophia  Blum,  Amanda  Fries,  Adeline  Cooper, 
and  Anna  Elisabeth  Hauser.  Three  have  left, — Mary  Beroth, 
Rebecca  Schulz,  and  Maria  Transou.  The  day  pupils  now  num- 
ber thirty. 

The  Srs.  Mary  Towle,  Wilhelmina  Boehler,  Christiana  Susanna 
Kramsch,  and  Carolina  Schulz  have  left  the  service  of  the 
Boarding  School  this  year.8  Their  places  have  been  taken  by 
the  following  Sisters, — Sophia  Kitschell,  Lisetta  Schulz,  Elisa- 
beth Schroter,  Elisabeth  Christ,  and  Eliza  Bagge. 

Into  the  Boarding  School  there  have  come  sixty-eight  board- 
ing pupils  from  elsewhere,  and  four  children  of  the  Unity 
from  other  congregations, — Lisette  Conrad  and  Paulina  Con- 
rad, and  Louise  Rude  and  Friedericke  Rude.  Forty-nine  outside 
boarding  pupils  have  returned  to  their  homes,  and  one  child 
of  the  Unity,  Dorothea  Rude.  At  the  close  of  the  year  there  are 
in  the  Boarding  School  one  hundred  and  nineteen  outside  board- 
ers and  six  Unity  children,  total  one  hundred  and  twenty-five. 

It  is  also  worthy  of  note  that  during  this  year  a  separate 
meeting-house  for  the  Negroes  of  this  neighborhood  has  been 
erected,9  which  could  be  dedicated  before  the  close  of  the  year, 
that  is  on  December  28th.  Its  use  has  begun,  and  at  the  first 
service  a  married  Negress  was  baptized.

[The  Salem  Diary  for  1823,  with  its  extracts  from  the  diaries 
of  other  congregations  in  Wachovia,  consists  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty  manuscript  pages,  containing  a  total  of  approximate- 
ly twenty-eight  thousand  words.  There  are  separate  diaries  for 
Bethabara,  Bethania,  and  Friedberg,  so  those  items  are  omitted 
from  the  translation  of  the  Salem  diary.  Much  of  the  diary  of 
Salem  outlines  a  church  life  already  familiar  to  readers  of  the 
preceding  volumes  of  the  Records  of  the  Moravians  in  North 
Carolina.  Items  are  translated  to  show  the  church  services  still 
in  use,  it  being  understood  that  such  services  as  preaching,  read- 
ing-meetings, Communions,  and  the  like,  occurred  repeatedly 
throughout  the  year,  and  were  recorded  in  the  diary,  though 
not  given  in  this  translation.  Additional  items  are  translated 
which  may  be  of  interest  to  students  in  various  lines.] 

Jan.  1.  The  passing  into  the  new  year  was  accompanied  in  all 
our  local  congregations  with  the  comforting  sense  of  the  presence 
of  Jesus,  which  was  felt  also  in  the  services  of  today. 

In  Salem  Br.  [Gotthold  Benjamin]  Reichel10  preached  on  Ps. 
xc,  10.  The  usual  meetings  were  held  for  the  Choirs.  In  the 
evening  the  congregation  sang  the  Hymn  of  Praise,  No.  1. 

Jan.  2.  Br.  Benade  held  the  meeting  in  which  the  Nachrichten11 
was  read. 

Jan.  3,  Friday.  Br.  [Theodor]  Schulz12  led  the  congregation 
in  singing  a  Passion  liturgy.13 

Jan.  5,  Sunday.  Br.  [Christian  Friedrich]  Schaaf14  prayed  the 
German  church  litany  with  the  congregation.  Br.  Benade  preach- 
ed in  German.  Br.  Reichel  held  the  children's  hour  in  English. 
Br.  Benade  presided  at  the  Communion  lovefeast,  Br.  Reichel 
in  the  first  and  Br.  Benade  in  the  second  Communion.  As  candi- 
dates for  confirmation  one  married  couple,  five  Single  Brethren, 
and  two  older  girls  attended  the  Communion  as  observers.

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Jan.  6.  In  the  monthly  prayer-meeting  Br.  Schulz  spoke  of 
the  Mission  Festival,15  and  of  the  spread  of  the  kingdom  of 
Jesus  through  the  earth,  following  the  example  set  by  our  Breth- 
ren soon  after  the  renewal  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  on  which 
the  Saviour  has  bestowed  so  rich  a  blessing. 

Jan.  9.  There  was  a  meeting  of  the  committee  appointed  at 
last  session  of  the  Missionary  Society  to  draw  up  rules  and  reg- 
ulations for  it. 

Jan.  12,  Sunday.  Br.  Schaaf  led  the  congregation  in  praying 
the  church  litany  in  English.  Br.  Benade  preached  in  German. 
In  the  children's  hour  in  the  afternoon  Br.  Benade  baptized 
the  infant  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Boelo ;  the  child  received  the  name 
Johann  Levin.  In  the  following  meeting  Br.  Schulz  read  the  re- 
cently revised  fire  rules. 

In  a  meeting  of  the  Female  Missionary  Society16  the  mem- 
bers elected  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  as  their  president,  the  Single  Sr. 
Maria  Steiner  as  secretary,  and  the  married  Sr.  Susanna  Schulz 
as  treasurer. 

In  the  evening  gemeinstunde17  Br.  Reichel  spoke  on  the  text 
for  the  day.  Then  the  widowed  Br.  Thomas  Wohlfahrt  was  mar- 
ried to  the  Single  Sr.  Mary  Towle.  Her  place  as  teacher  in  the 
girls  Boarding  School  was  taken  by  Sr.  Caritas  Schneider. 

Jan.  16.  Br.  John  Gambold  held  the  children's  hour,  and  Br. 
Benade  the  reading-meeting. 

Jan.  17.  The  weather  was  like  spring,  following  weather 
which  was  unusually  cold  for  this  climate. 

Jan.  19,  Sunday.  The  Unity  Day  reading-meetings  were  held. 
A  report  from  Lichtenfels  in  Greenland  for  the  years  1819  and 
1820  was  presented. 

The  Saal-diener18  and  musicians  had  a  lovefeast  with  the 
Aeltesten  Conferenz.  The  thanks  of  the  congregation  were  ex- 
tended to  them  in  the  name  of  the  congregation  for  their  faith- 
ful service,  and  they  were  encouraged  to  continue  therein. 

In  the  gemeinstunde  Br.  Benade  spoke  of  this  as  the  anni- 
versary of  the  beginning  of  the  mission  of  the  heathen  in 
Greenland  in  the  year  1733.  Ninety  years  ago  today  the  first

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missionaries  left  to  take  the  Gospel  to  the  heathen  in  Greenland. 

Br.  [Abraham]  Steiner  [Sr.]19  held  the  meeting  for  Negroes. 
Many  attended  for  the  first  time. 

Jan.  26.  In  the  afternoon  at  one  o'clock  Br.  Schaaf  held  the 
reading  meeting,  and  Br.  Benade  made  an  address  preparatory 
to  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  evening  Br.  Reichel  sang  a  lit- 
urgy with  the  congregation. 

In  Hope,  the  Single  Br.  Friedrich  Noll  was  married  to  the 
Single  Sr.  Catharina  Buttner. 

Jan.  31.  The  members  of  the  Mission  Society  held  a  called 
meeting.  The  Constitution  prepared  by  a  committee  was  revised 
and  adopted. 

Feb.  2,  Sunday.  The  meeting  for  Negroes  was  held  by  Br. 
Steiner  at  the  paper-mill. 

Feb.  5.  The  Brn.  Benade  and  Schulz,  and  the  musicians  with 
wind  instruments,  went  to  Friedberg  to  attend  the  laying  of  the 
cornerstone  of  the  new  church  and  residence  for  the  pastor. 
The  weather  was  pleasant,  and  the  crowd  so  large  that  scarcely 
a  third  could  find  place  in  the  old  church,  so  the  service  was. 
held  under  the  open  sky.  Br.  Benade  spoke  in  German,  and  Br. 
[Christian  Friedrich]  Denke20  in  English. 

Feb.  6.  The  widowed  Br.  Josua  Reutz  was  married  to  the 
Single  Sr.  Ann  Elisabeth  Reich. 

Feb.  9,  Sunday.  As  we  entered  the  Passion  season21  Br.  Schulz 
prayed  with  the  congregation  the  litany  of  the  Life,  Sufferings, 
and  Death  of  Jesus.  At  the  same  hour  Br.  Reichel  held  a  meeting 
for  the  pupils  of  the  Boarding  School,  in  the  small  Saal.22 

The  Holy  Communion  was  held  in  Friedland,  and  it  was  dis- 
appointing that  more  than  half  the  communicants  were  lacking. 
Some  did  not  come  on  account  of  the  cold ;  some  had  other  reas- 
ons ;  and  with  some,  alas,  it  was  indifference. 

Feb.  12.  Mr.  McNair  brought  his  daughter  to  be  educated  in 
our  Boarding  School.  His  wife  is  a  member  of  the  little  Cherokee 
congregation  at  Springplace. 

19  He  had  retired  from  his  position  as  Inspector  of  the  girls  school,  but  continued  to  give 
ministerial  service  so  far  as  his  rather  frail  health  permitted.

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Feb.  16.  Br.  Benade  preached  by  invitation  in  the  church  in 
Waughstown.23 

In  Friedland,  Br.  Buchholz  finished  the  instruction  of  those 
who  will  be  admitted  into  the  Society  on  the  approaching  con- 
gregation festival. 

Much  anxiety  has  been  caused  by  a  mad  dog  which  has  been 
seen  near  town.  It  is  said  that  it  has  bitten  cattle  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

Feb.  17.  Br.  Benade  began  today  the  instruction  of  the  can- 
didates for  confirmation. 

Feb.  18.  The  congregation  of  Friedland  celebrated  its  anni- 
versary. At  the  close  of  the  lovefeast  five  boys  and  four  girls 
were  received  into  the  Society. 

Feb.  19.  Br.  Schulz  held  the  Bible  reading,  and  Br.  Benade 
the  Choir  meeting  of  the  Single  Sisters. 

Feb.  22.  Our  children  had  their  Unity  Day  with  the  usual 
services,  some  of  which  were  attended  by  pupils  from  the  Board- 
ing School. 

Toward  evening  the  fire  engines  were  tested. 

Feb.  28.  This  was  one  of  the  coldest  days  of  the  winter. 

March  2,  Sunday.  In  Hope,  the  single  Br.  George  Frey  was 
married  to  the  single  Anna  Krause,  who  does  not  yet  belong  to  us. 

March  3.  Br.  Benade  held  the  monthly  prayer  meeting.  He 
spoke  of  the  anniversary  which  fell  on  the  first  of  this  month,24 
the  beginning  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  three  hundred  and  sixty- 
six  years  ago.  He  pointed  with  gratitude  to  the  Saviour,  the 
Head  of  His  church  on  earth,  and  what  He  did  for  the  ancient 
Unity  during  its  time  of  severe  persecution,  and  what  He  has 
continued  to  do  since  the  Unity  was  renewed  in  the  last  cen- 
tury. By  His  Spirit  He  led  the  ancient  Unitas  Fratrum,  weak 
though  it  was,  to  accept  the  word  of  His  cross  as  the  ground  of 
all  doctrine.  The  renewed  Unitas  Fratrum  was  established  upon 
the  same  foundation,  and  we  acknowledge  with  heartfelt  thanks 
that  to  this  day  He  has  kept  us  thereon.  But  it  is  not  enough 
to  belong  to  a  part  of  the  Christian  church  which  prizes  this  as 
a  precious  gem  and  safeguards  it  as  such.  It  must  be  the  chief 
aim  of  each  member  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  to  avail  himself  of

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the  merits  and  sufferings  of  Jesus,  and  to  be  persuaded  by  His 
love  to  live  only  for  Him,  and  to  follow  Him,  since  we  no  longer 
need  to  suffer  oppression  and  persecution  on  account  of  this 
doctrine  as  did  our  forefathers  of  the  ancient  Unity. 

March  6.  The  Brn.  Buchholz  and  Denke  were  here  for  the 
Conference  of  Country  Ministers. 

March  7.  The  Single  Br.  Michael  Rank  left  for  Lititz  to  pro- 
cure certain  things  which  he  needs  in  his  business. 

March  9.  There  was  a  meeting  of  the  Choir  of  married  peo- 
ple, at  the  close  of  which  the  annual  accounts  were  presented 
of  the  Poor  Fund  for  the  married  people,  widows,  and  widowers. 

March  11.  Because  of  a  hard  rain  no  service  could  be  held 
here.  In  the  Friedland  neighborhood  the  storm  was  so  great 
that  large  trees  were  uprooted.  In  Friedland,  Br.  Buchholz  mar- 
ried the  single  man,  Moses  Steward,  who  belongs  to  the  Society, 
to  the  single  woman  Ann  Krohn. 

March  19.  It  was  found  necessary  to  remove  the  platform  in 
the  church  on  which  the  bench  stands  which  is  occupied  by  the 
church  officials,  so  for  several  days  this  week  there  were  no 
services  in  the  church.  The  Single  Sisters  had  a  Passion  sing- 
stunde  in  their  Choir  meeting-hall. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Wolle  came  from  Bethania,  with  their  two  children. 
They  will  remain  here  until  the  first  of  next  month  and  then 
go  to  Lancaster  [Pennsylvania] . 

March  20.  In  Friedland  there  was  the  marriage  of  the  single 
Jacob  Leibengut  to  the  single  Philippina  Elisabeth  Seitz. 

March  23,  Sunday.  Most  of  our  congregations  prayed  the  lit- 
any of  the  Life,  Sufferings,  and  Death  of  Jesus,  as  we  entered 
into  the  Passion  Week.  25  We  also  anticipated  the  festival  of  the 
Incarnation  of  God  our  Saviour.26 

In  the  afternoon  at  half  past  two  o'clock  there  was  the  serv- 
ice preparatory  to  the  Holy  Communion.  There  was  also  the 
confirmation  of  one  married  couple,  six  Single  Brethren,  one 
Single  Sister,  and  three  Older  Girls.  Br.  Benade  remarked 
that  it  brings  joy  to  a  communicant  when  the  number  of 
communicants  is  increased,  as  today  when  twelve  are  added 
to  them.  With  evident  emotion  the  confirmands  answered  the

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questions  put  to  them  regarding  their  faith,  and  two  by  two 
received  the  blessing  as  the  hands  were  laid  upon  them.  In 
closing  they  were  commended  to  the  Saviour  for  the  strengthen- 
ing of  the  faith  they  had  professed,  and  for  protection  in  His 
grace. 

In  the  evening  a  beginning  was  made  with  reading  the  story 
of  the  Passion  Week,27  and  the  reading  was  continued  during 
the  following  days. 

March  2U.  In  Friedland  the  married  couple  Johann  and  Cath- 
arina  Lanius  celebrated  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  their  mar- 
riage. According  to  their  wish  the  celebration  was  postponed 
from  yesterday  until  today,  because  today  is  the  birthday  of  Br. 
Lanius.  A  number  of  the  members  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz 
and  others  from  Salem  took  part  in  the  celebration.  According 
to  the  wish  of  many  members  there  was  first  a  service  in  which 
Br.  Benade  preached  an  appropriate  sermon  on  Ez.  xxxiv,  12. 
In  a  lovefeast  for  the  married  and  widowed  members  of  the 
congregation  a  specially  prepared  ode  was  sung,  and  the  jubilee 
pair  received  the  blessing  of  the  Lord. 

March  27,  Thursday.  Our  hearts  were  touched  as  we  consider- 
ed the  suffering  of  soul  of  the  Saviour  in  Gethsemane  and  His 
departure  on  Golgatha.  Br.  Benade  held  the  first  Communion, 
at  which  the  twelve  persons  who  were  confirmed  on  Palm  Sun- 
day partook  for  the  first  time. 

March  28,  Friday.  At  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  Br.  Schulz 
held  the  second  Communion.  At  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening 
the  story  of  the  Burial  was  read,  and  hymns  were  sung  con- 
cerning the  rest  of  Jesus  in  the  grave. 

March  29,  Saturday.  In  the  lovefeast  the  congregation  used 
again  the  ode  from  last  year.  According  to  the  recommendation 
of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  a  general  meeting  for  the  entire 
congregation,  including  the  children,  was  held  at  four  in  the 
afternoon,  taking  the  place  of  the  separate  services  in  the  Choirs. 
At  half  past  four  there  was  a  service  for  the  girls  in  the  Board- 
ing School. 

March  30,  Easter  Sunday.  At  half  past  five  the  congregation 
gathered  for  the  Easter  litany,  which  was  held  on  God's  Acre.

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During  the  night  there  had  been  a  hard  rain.  During  the  service 
on  God's  Acre  it  did  not  rain,  but  the  rain  began  soon  after 
the  congregation  returned  to  their  homes.  This  rain-storm  con- 
tinued all  day.  In  spite  of  the  weather  so  many  visitors  came 
that  they  almost  filled  the  church  for  the  preaching  service. 

In  the  afternoon  Br.  Steiner  held  the  meeting  for  the  Negroes. 

Also  in  the  afternoon  Br.  Schaaf  read  the  story  of  the  resur- 
rection, and  in  the  evening  the  congregation  sang  the  liturgy 
for  the  Resurrection  of  Jesus. 

March  31,  Monday.  During  the  morning  there  were  two  read- 
ing meetings ;  and  in  the  evening  Br.  Benade  spoke  on  the  text 
for  the  day.  So,  with  thankful  hearts,  we  closed  these  days  of 
blessing. 

April  2.  Br.  and  Sr.  Wolle  and  their  children  left  for  Lancast- 
er. With  them  went  the  Single  Sr.  Rebecca  Leinbach,  the  Single 
Br.  Nathanael  Byhan  who  wishes  to  learn  more  about  his  craft 
as  a  saddler  in  the  Pennsylvania  congregations,  and  Sr.  Dorothea 
Warner  who  will  visit  her  parents. 

April  7.  A  girl  from  the  neighborhood  was  caught  stealing 
in  the  house  of  Br.  Abraham  Steiner.  The  preliminary  hearing 
before  the  justice  of  the  peace,  our  Br.  Christian  Blum,  brought 
out  the  fact  that  she  had  done  the  same  thing  in  the  Boarding 
School. 

Br.  Schulz  held  the  monthly  prayer  meeting.  Among  other 
things  which  were  suggested  for  prayer  was  the  great  need 
of  our  mission  to  the  Hottentots,  and  also  the  doubtful  situa- 
tion of  our  mission  to  the  Cherokees  because  of  the  uncertainty 
whether  they  would  or  would  not  remain  in  their  present  reser- 
vation. 

April  10.  The  auswartige  Br.  Peter  Rothrock  was  married 
to  the  Single  Sr.  Jacobina  Reich. 

April  13.  Nineteen  persons  shared  in  the  lovefeast  for  those 
who  have  partaken  of  the  Holy  Communion  for  the  first  time 
since  Easter  of  last  year. 

April  H.  By  request,  Br.  Steiner  held  the  funeral  of  a  neigh- 
bor in  Waughstown. 

April  18.  The  Saviour  and  the  angels  protected  the  one-year- 
old  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  [David]  Kuhln  when  he  fell  from  some 
steps  and  received  only  a  few  small  bruises  on  his  head. 
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April  19.  Our  widowed  Sr.  Stauber,  the  oldest  member  of 
our  congregation,  had  the  misfortune  to  fall  and  break  a  leg. 
To  her  surprise  it  did  not  pain  her. 

April  20.  Br.  Schaaf  held  a  service  for  the  married  people 
and  widowers  and  announced  their  approaching  Choir  Com- 
munion. 

Br.  Steiner  held  the  service  for  Negroes  on  Br.  [Conrad] 
Kreuser's  plantation. 

In  Hope,  Br.  Denke  preached  the  funeral  sermon  for  a  neigh- 
bor, William  Nailor  Williams,  who  died  on  the  2nd  of  this 
month.  The  widowed  Sr.  Hannah  Hanes  was  on  her  way  to 
church  when  her  horse  fell  with  her  and  sprained  her  ankle. 

April  21.  In  the  afternoon  we  had  rain,  for  which  we  had 
been  wishing. 

April  22.  The  Provincial  Elders  Conference  had  a  final  inter- 
view with  Br.  John  and  Sr.  Anna  Maria  Gambold  in  regard  to 
their  work  among  the  Cherokees,  and  Sr.  Gambold  was  received 
as  an  akoluthe. 

April  26.  Br.  Steiner  held  the  lovefeast  for  the  Single  Breth- 
ren, and  Br.  Benade,  who  had  previously  spoken  with  each  Broth- 
er, held  the  Choir  Communion. 

April  27,  Sunday.  In  the  evening  liturgical  service  the  con- 
gregation was  urged  to  think  of  and  pray  for  Br.  and  Sr.  Gam- 
bold on  their  journey  to  the  Cherokees  and  their  service  in 
that  mission. 

April  28.  At  noon  Br.  and  Sr.  Gambold  set  out  on  their  jour- 
ney. Br.  Joseph  Gambold  drove  the  small  wagon  which  he  and 
Br.  Gambold  had  used  in  coming  to  Salem,  and  Br.  Philip 
Rominger's  wagon  went  with  them. 

April  29.  Br.  Benade  held  the  closing  meeting  for  the  covenant 
year  of  the  widowed  Sisters.  Their  covenant  day  followed  on 
April  30,  and  the  services  were  attended  by  two  widows  from 
Friedberg  and  one  from  the  neighborhood  who  formerly  be- 
longed to  this  congregation. 

May  If.  The  Single  Sisters  observed  their  Choir  festival.  Five 
older  girls  were  received  into  the  Choir. 

On  the  farm  belonging  to  the  Unity  Administration,  Br. 
Steiner  held  the  service  for  Negroes. 
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The  Brn.  Theodor  Schulz  and  [Friedrich  Christian]  Meinung 
returned  from  Statesville,  in  Iredell  County,  whither  they  had 
been  on  Administration  business.  In  Salisbury  they  met  the 
well-known  preacher,  Christian  Friedrich  Frey,  a  converted 
Jew,  who  sent  a  message  to  Br.  Benade,  to  whom  he  had  written 
from  Augusta,  Georgia.  His  letter,  however,  had  not  arrived.28 
He  asked  to  hold  the  evening  meeting  here  tomorrow,  for  the 
purpose  of  asking  assistance  for  the  Jews. 

May  5,  Monday.  He  arrived  in  the  late  afternoon,  and  in  the 
evening  spoke  in  English  to  the  large  congregation  of  members 
and  visitors.  His  address  was  evangelical  and  edifying,  and 
he  succeeded  in  his  purpose.  Br.  Kreuser  agreed  to  collect  gifts 
during  the  following  days.  We  learned  to  know  Mr.  Frey  as  a 
friend  and  follower  of  Jesus,  who  grounded  his  hope  of  salva- 
tion solely  on  the  Atonement,  and  who  desired  earnestly  that 
the  descendants  of  the  early  covenant  people  of  God  might  share 
in  this  salvation.  He  left  early  the  next  morning. 

May  8.  On  Ascension  Day  there  was  an  early  service  during 
which  Br.  Schulz  read  the  story  of  the  day.  At  ten  o'clock  Br. 
Reichel  held  the  children's  hour.  In  the  evening  Br.  Schaaf  sang 
a  Hymn  of  Praise  with  the  congregation. 

In  Hope  the  congregation  festival  was  observed  with  almost 
all  the  members  present.  Six  boys  were  received  into  the  Unity 
of  Brethren.  The  married  Br.  George  Fischer,  and  the  married 
Br.  Joseph  Spach  with  his  four  children  transferred  to  Hope 
from  Friedberg.  Joseph  Spach's  wife,  maiden  name  Lashmit, 
was  received  by  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

May  12.  In  the  evening  meeting  attention  was  drawn  to  this 
memorial  day  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,29  especially  of  the  con- 
gregation of  Herrnhut,  and  the  story  of  the  day  was  read  from 
the  printed  report  in  the  Gedenktagen  der  erneuerten  Bruder 
Kirche. 

May  15.  In  Hope  the  Single  Sisters  and  Older  Girls  celebrated 
their  Choir  festival. 

May  18,  Whitsunday.  Br.  Schulz  read  the  story  of  the  day 
from  Acts  ii,  1-21,  and  we  knelt  to  give  thanks  for  the  gift  of 
the  Holy  Ghost.  Br.  Benade  preached  in  German.  In  the  after-

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noon  Br.  Reichel  preached  in  English.  In  the  evening  the  congre- 
gation sang  the  Hymn  of  Praise  to  the  Holy  Ghost,  No.  21. 

May  22  and  23.  Church  services  were  omitted  because  of  the 
Examination  in  the  Boarding  School.  The  many  parents  and 
relatives  who  attended  were  pleased  with  the  progress  made  by 
the  pupils  in  various  branches  of  useful  knowledge.  The  weather 
this  week  was  very  hot.  The  thermometer  stood  at  95°  above  zero. 

May  27.  Br.  Jacob  Schulz  returned  from  Bethlehem.  With  him 
came  the  Single  Srs.  Lisette  Schulz  and  Sophia  Kitschel,  who  will 
remain  here,  and  the  Single  Br.  David  Lichtenthaeler  from 
Lititz,  and  the  Single  Sr.  Carolina  Paulus  from  Bethlehem,  who 
will  visit  here. 

May  29.  The  Conference  of  Country  Ministers  met.  According 
to  a  resolution  of  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  the  ministers 
of  Bethabara  and  Bethania  will  now  belong  to  this  Conference. 

The  single  Carl  Loesch  and  Wilhelmina  Boehler  were  married. 
They  left  the  congregation  and  moved  to  Bethabara. 

June  1.  Our  Br.  Kramsch  went  to  Salisbury  on  the  19th  of  last 
month  at  the  invitation  of  Dr.  Beckwith,  a  well-known  eye  doctor 
there.  He  returned  today  after  a  successful  operation  on  the  eye 
on  which  no  previous  operation  had  been  performed,  and  had 
the  joy  of  again  being  able  to  see  his  family  and  friends. 

By  request,  Br.  Denke  went  to  the  home  of  the  Dunkard 
preacher  Faw,  near  Hope,  and  married  his  daughter,  Maria  Faw, 
to  the  Single  Br.  Thomas  Hanes.  The  wedding  festivities  which 
followed  were  conducted  in  a  Christian  fashion,  accompanied  by 
prayer  and  the  singing  of  hymns. 

June  2.  The  Single  Sr.  Sophia  Kitschel  entered  the  girls  Board- 
ing School  as  teacher.  Sr.  Carolina  Paulas,  who  is  visiting  here, 
will  also  teach  temporarily. 

June  6.  For  some  time  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  and  Aufseher 
Collegium  have  been  considering  the  question:  Would  it  not  be 
better  to  stop  the  gathering  of  the  Single  Brethren  and  Older 
Boys  in  a  Brothers  House,  since  it  no  longer  fills  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  intended?  The  experiences  of  a  number  of  years 
indicate  that  it  is  doing  them  more  harm  than  good.  Today  the 
two  boards  held  a  joint  meeting,  and  after  considering  all  the 
circumstances  decided  unanimously  to  give  up  the  House  organi- 
zation. This  was  announced  today  do  the  Single  Brethren,  and

also  to  the  house-fathers,  and  the  latter  were  urged  to  keep  good 
order  in  their  homes  and  not  permit  unnecessary  meetings  of 
the  young  people  of  both  sexes. 

June  12.  Br.  Philip  Rominger,  who  took  Br.  and  Sr.  Gambold 
to  Springplace,  returned  today  and  brought  good  reports  of  the 
well-being  of  our  missionaries  there. 

June  13.  The  thermometer  stood  at  96°  above  zero. 

June  15.  The  Brn.  Reichel  and  Meinung,  and  the  latter's  son 
William,  left  today  for  Pennsylvania.  Br.  Reichel  hopes  that  the 
trip  will  improve  his  health,  which  has  not  been  good.  Br. 
Meinung  is  taking  his  son  to  the  Paedagogium  at  Nazareth. 

In  Hope  the  preaching  was  well  attended  in  spite  of  the  great 
heat.  The  annual  lovefeast  for  the  members  of  the  Committee, 
Saaldiener,  and  those  who  lead  the  singing  was  held  happily. 

June  19.  In  Si  meeting  of  the  congregation  Br.  Benade  married 
the  Single  Br.  Johann  Heinrich  Schulz  to  the  Single  Sr.  Sabina 
Christmann,  and  the  Single  Br.  Jacob  Christmann  to  the  Single 
Sr.  Anna  Elisabeth  Hauser. 

June  22,  Sunday.  Last  week  the  hay  harvest  was  finished  and 
turned  out  better  than  was  expected.  The  wheat  harvest  is 
beginning. 

June  30.  Toward  noon  the  Brn.  Carl  Anton  Van  Vleck  and 
Samuel  Thomas  Pfohl  arrived  from  Nazareth.  The  betrothal  of 
the  former  to  the  Single  Sr.  Christiana  Susanna  Kramsch  also 
took  place  today. 

July  3.  In  the  evening  meeting  there  was  an  address  on  the  text 
for  the  day,  and  then  the  marriage  of  Br.  Carl  Anton  Van  Vleck 
to  the  Single  Sr.  Christiana  Susanna  Kramsch.  Then  the  newly 
wedded  pair  had  a  lovefeast  with  Sr.  Van  Vleck' s  parents  and  the 
Aeltesten  Conferenz, 

July  -4.  On  this  notable  anniversary  of  the  United  States  Br. 
Benade  preached  in  the  morning.  In  the  afternoon  the  Boarding 
School  girls  had  a  celebration  in  the  orchard  behind  the  church. 
In  the  evening  was  singstunde,  with  instrumental  accompani- 
ment. 

July  6.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  ordination  of  Br.  Carl 
Anton  Van  Vleck  as  a  deacon  in  the  Unity  of  Brethren.  Br. 
Benade  spoke  on  the  text  for  the  day,  and  reminded  the  congrega- 
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tion  of  the  steadfast  witness  to  the  faith,  Johann  Hus,  who  sealed 
his  testimony  with  his  martyr  death  four  hundred  and  eight  years 
ago  today.  His  memory  is  precious  to  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  for 
from  his  true  followers  came  the  Unitas  Fratrum. 

July  13,  Sunday.  The  older  boys  celebrated  their  Choir  festival. 
Five  little  boys  were  received  into  the  Choir. 

Aug.  1.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  married 
Br.  Christian  Heinrich  Beck,  who  fell  asleep  yesterday  morning. 
About  four  weeks  ago  he  began  to  feel  feverish,  but  during  the 
first  week  he  reaped  his  wheat  and  helped  others  do  the  same, 
for  it  was  his  custom  to  be  helpful.  The  weather  was  very  hot, 
and  he  over-heated  himself  in  this  work,  as  he  did  also  when  a 
wild  cow  was  chased  and  caught  for  butchering.  To  make  the 
matter  worse  he  took  a  cold  drink  when  he  was  hot.  The  fever 
grew  worse  and  worse  and  attacked  his  head,  and  he  sank  into 
unconsciousness  in  spite  of  all  medical  help. 

Aug.  7.  The  Brn.  Reichel  and  Meinung  returned  from  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Aug.  8.  Br.  Benade  had  a  visit  from  a  young  preacher  be- 
longing to  the  Universalists.  He  wanted  to  preach  here,  but  per- 
mission was  courteously  refused. 

Aug.  10,  Sunday.  The  congregation  celebrated  the  memorial 
day  of  the  blessing  which  came  to  the  congregation  of  Herrnhut 
at  the  Communion  in  Berthelsdorf  on  August  13,  1727.  In  the 
first  service  Br.  Benade  spoke  of  the  founding  of  the  Unity  upon 
Jesus,  the  Rock  of  Salvation.  Br.  Reichel  preached  in  English. 
In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  lovefeast  for  all  the  members  of  the 
congregation,  at  which  a  new,  printed  ode  was  used.  Br.  Benade 
held  the  first  and  Br.  Schaaf  the  second  Communion.  The  closing 
meeting  in  the  evening  was  omitted  because  of  heavy  rain. 

In  Hope,  sixty  children  anticipated  their  Choir  festival,  which 
properly  comes  on  August  17th. 

Aug.  13.  The  congregations  of  Friedberg  and  Friedland  ob- 
served the  anniversary  of  the  Thirteenth  today.  Friedberg  was 
particularly  happy  because  the  organ30  from  the  prayer-hall  in 
the  former  Brothers  House  had  been  sent  to  them  as  a  gift.  It 
was  played  for  the  services  today  by  Br.  Benzien,  from  Salem. 

30  This  was  the  organ  brought  by  Rev.  John  Michaal  Graff  to  Bethabara  in  June,  1762.  It 
had  been  in  use  in  the  chapel  of  the  Salem  Brothers  House  for  a  number  of  years. 
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Aug.  lJf.  It  was  very  lively  in  our  town  today  because  an  elec- 
tion for  several  members  of  the  Assembly31  was  held  in  our 
tavern. 

Aug.  17.  All  of  the  children  of  the  congregation  observed  their 
Choir  festival,  the  girls  from  the  Boarding  School  sharing  it 
with  them.  In  the  evening  the  girls  from  the  Boarding  School 
and  the  day  pupils  gathered  in  the  Square  in  front  of  the  Gemein 
Haus,  and  sang  to  the  accompaniment  of  the  wind  instruments. 

In  Friedberg  ninety-four  and  in  Friedland  seventy  children 
attended  the  festal  meetings. 

Aug.  18.  The  story  of  the  first  mission  of  the  Brethren,  that  is 
the  mission  to  the  Negroes  in  St.  Thomas,  [1732,]  was  read  from 
the  printed  Gedenktagen  der  erneuerten  Bruderkirche. 

Aug.  2Jf.  In  Hope  a  Brother  reported  that  last  night  on  his 
farm  he  felt  an  earthquake,  followed  by  a  roaring  noise  that 
lasted  a  full  minute. 

Aug.  29.  In  Bethania  and  Friedland  the  unmarried  men  and 
older  boys  observed  their  Choir  festival. 

Aug.  31t  Sunday.  The  Choir  of  Single  Brethren  in  Salem 
celebrated  their  Choir  festival.  In  the  evening  the  musicians  with 
wind  instruments  rendered  choral  melodies  on  the  Square  in  front 
of  the  Gemein  Haus.  The  widowers  combined  their  covenant  day 
with  that  of  the  Single  Brethren.  The  day  closed  with  a  Choir 
Communion  for  the  Single  Brethren. 

In  Bethania  the  single  Br.  Johann  Jacob  Stolz  was  married  to 
the  single  Polly  Geiger,  by  the  justice  of  the  peace. 

Sept.  7.  The  married  people  celebrated  their  Choir  festival.  Br. 
Schaaf  held  the  morning  blessing  at  nine  o'clock.  At  ten  o'clock 
Br.  Benade  preached,  and  at  the  same  hour  Br.  Reichel  held  the 
service  for  the  pupils  of  the  Boarding  School.  The  lovefeast  was 
held  at  two  o'clock,  and  the  Choir  Communion  at  half  past  three. 

Sept.  11.  Br.  Schaaf  went  to  Friedland,  and  notified  Br.  and  Sr. 
Buchholz  that  their  wish  to  retire  had  been  granted  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Elders  Conference.  He  also  secured  the  consent  of  the 
Committee  to  the  installing  of  Br.  Samuel  Renatus  Hiibner, 
formerly  teacher  in  the  Paedagogium  at  Nazareth,  as  their 
future  pastor. 


31  John  Hill  was  elected  senator,  and  Augustine  H.  Shepherd  and  Joseph  M.  Flynt  were 
chosen  as  representatives. 
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Sept  13.  The  Single  Sisters  had  a  lovefeast  and  Choir  Commun- 
ion. 

Sept.  lJf.  The  widows  had  a  lovefeast  and  a  Choir  Communion. 
Br.  Steiner  preached  for  the  Negroes  at  the  Administration's 
Quarter. 

Sept.  16.  The  covenant  day  for  the  servants  of  the  Unity  was 
observed  by  the  Aeltesten  Conference  and  the  Conference  of 
Country  Ministers,  in  thankful  remembrance  of  the  grace  of  the 
Saviour  as  the  Head  and  Chief  Elder  of  His  poor  servants.32  We 
acknowledged  Him  again  as  our  Lord  and  Chief  Elder,  and 
promised  Him  faithfulness  and  diligence  by  His  grace. 

A  hard  rain-storm  did  much  damage  in  the  neighborhood  to 
meadows  and  fences,  and  swept  away  much  of  the  second  crop 
of  hay. 

Sept.  17.  The  school  for  little  boys  was  moved  into  the  part  of 
the  former  Brothers  House  which  has  been  arranged  for  it. 

Sept.  19.  The  singstunde  was  attended  by  many  visitors.  There 
have  been  unusually  many  visitors  in  town  this  week  and  all  the 
rooms  at  the  tavern  were  full. 

Sept.  21.  Br.  Reichel  preached  in  Waughstown. 

Sept.  25.  The  Single  Br.  William  Craig  fell  asleep  after  a  long 
illness  with  consumption. 

Sept.  27.  Thirty  Negroes  gathered  to  lay  up  the  logs  for  the 
church  for  Negroes.  The  Female  Missionary  Society  has  with 
pleasure  undertaken  to  bear  the  expense.  All  went  off  well. 

Sept.  28,  Sunday.  Our  children  anticipated  their  Unity  Day 
which  falls  on  the  Feast  of  Angels,  which  is  tomorrow.  The  girls 
from  the  Boarding  School  shared  in  the  services  with  them.  The 
Brethren  and  Sisters  who  teach  and  supervise  the  children  had  a 
separate  service  for  encouragement  in  their  work.  With  the 
Aeltesten  Conf  erenz  they  shared  the  Cup  of  Praise  and  Covenant. 

Oct.  2.  The  Wachovia  Missionary  Society  was  organized  by 
signing  the  Constitution,  and  the  first  meeting  of  the  society  was 
held. 

In  the  first  session  the  report  was  read  concerning  our  mission 
among  the  Cherokees,  and  a  short  review  was  given  of  all  the

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missions  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  and  also  of  the  progress  of 
the  attempt  to  serve  the  Negroes  of  this  neighborhood  with  the 
Gospel  and  gather  them  into  a  Christian  congregation. 

In  the  second  session  officers  of  the  society  were  elected  for  the 
next  year. 

The  last  session  was  a  lovefeast  to  which  were  invited  the 
wives  of  the  married  members  of  the  society,  and  the  members 
of  the  local  Female  Missionary  Society.  Interesting  items  were 
communicated,  and  a  collection  was  gathered.  The  lovefeast  was 
closed  with  the  New  Testament  benediction. 

Oct.  12.  Friedrich  Klein,  a  baker,  who  has  been  working  for  a 
while  with  Br.  Winkler,  asked  and  received  permission  to  attend 
the  Communion  as  a  guest. 

Oct.  13.  The  Single  Sr.  Justina  Gertraud  Graff  fell  asleep  this 
morning,  aged  seventy-three  years  less  three  days. 

Oct.  18.  The  widowed  Sr.  Louise  Beck  and  her  two  children 
left  today,  and  hereafter  they  will  live  in  Nazareth.  In  their 
company  the  Single  Sr.  Carolina  Paulus  returned  to  Bethlehem. 
The  Single  Br.  John  Chitty  drove  the  team.  The  Single  Br. 
Benjamin  Vierling  went  to  visit  the  Pennsylvania  congregations. 

In  Friedland  the  married  people  celebrated  their  festival. 

Oct.  19.  Br.  Reichel  held  the  English  service  for  the  Boarding 
School.  It  was  attended  by  Mr.  Nash,33  Judge  of  the  Superior 
Court  in  Germantown,  and  some  lawyers. 

Sr.  Dorothea  Warner  returned  from  her  visit  to  Pennsylvania. 
She  is  very  weak  from  an  attack  of  the  fever  epidemic  in  Bethle- 
hem and  Lititz. 

Oct.  31.  In  the  afternoon  the  Single  Br.  Salomo  Reich  returned 
from  Springplace  on  a  visit,  and  brought  letters  from  the  Brn. 
Gambold  and  Schmidt. 

Nov.  6.  Br.  Benade  notified  the  Choir  of  Single  Sisters  that 
their  pflegerin,  Maria  Steiner,  had  resigned  her  office. 

Nov.  7.  The  little  school  boys  had  their  Examination. 

Nov.  9.  Br.  Benade  held  the  service  of  preparation  for  the 
celebration  of  the  13th,  the  festival  of  the  Chief  Elder  and  our 
congregation  anniversary.

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Nov.  13.  In  the  nine  o'clock  service  Br.  Benade  explained  the 
reason  for  this  festival,34  which  fills  us  with  joy  that  the  Saviour 
is  the  Chief  Elder  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren;  also  that  here  in 
Salem  He  established  a  congregation.  It  is  fifty-two  years  since 
the  first  meeting-hall  was  consecrated,  and  twenty-three  years 
since  our  present  church  was  built. 

At  half  past  ten  the  full  account  of  the  Chief  Eldership  of 
Jesus  was  read.  At  two  was  lovef east,  in  which  the  girls  from  the 
Boarding  School  took  part.  This  was  followed  by  the  first  and 
second  Communions.  The  closing  meeting  in  the  evening  was  a 
singstunde,  with  instrumental  accompaniment.  After  this  the 
musicians  with  their  wind  instruments  marched  through  the 
town,  playing  sweet  chorales.  The  weather  was  beautiful. 

Nov.  16.  Br.  Benade  preached  the  harvest  thanksgiving  sermon 
in  German.  A  harvest  thanksgiving  sermon  was  also  preached 
at  Friedland. 

Nov.  20.  The  widowed  Br.  Carl  Abraham  Steiner  was  married 
to  the  Single  Sr.  Carolina  Schulz. 

Nov.  21.  A  letter  was  received  from  our  correspondent  in  the 
Unity  Elders  Conference  bringing  the  sad  news  of  a  destructive 
fire  in  Sarepta  on  August  9th.  Twenty-eight  families,  seventy 
Single  Brethren,  and  twenty  peasant  families,  are  homeless.  We 
thank  our  Lord  that  so  far  He  has  saved  us  from  such  a  fate. 

Nov.  30,  Sunday.  As  we  entered  the  Advent  time  the  congrega- 
tion prayed  the  litany  of  the  Life,  Sufferings  and  Death  of  Jesus. 

Dec.  1.  In  the  tenth  hour  of  the  evening  Br.  Samuel  Renatus 
and  Sr.  Salome  Hubener  arrived  from  Pennsylvania. 

Dec.  7,  Sunday.  Br.  Benade  read  the  Gospel  for  the  day  and 
spoke  impressively  on  the  second  coming  of  our  Lord. 

Dec.  lJf.  Br.  and  Sr.  Benade  accompanied  Br.  and  Sr.  Hubener 
to  Friedland,  where  Br.  Benade  presented  them  to  the  congrega- 
tion as  their  future  pastor  and  wife.  Then  Br.  Hubener  preached 
his  introductory  sermon.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  lovefeast 
to  bid  farewell  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Buchholz  and  to  welcome  Br.  and 
Sr.  Hubener.  Br.  and  Sr.  Buchholz  will  live  in  Salem. 

In  Hope  the  single  William  Fiedler  was  married  to  the  single 
Sarah  Ann  Padget. 


34  On  November  13,  1741,  the  transactions  of  September  16  were  announced  simultaneously 
to  all  the  Moravian  congregations  which  could  be  reached  by  that  time. 
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Dec.  2Jf.  In  the  afternoon  at  five  o'clock  the  little  children  had 
their  Christmas  Eve  service.  The  service  for  the  adults,  school 
children,  and  girls  from  the  Boarding  School  was  at  seven  o'clock. 

Dec.  25.  In  the  festal  service  Br.  Benade  preached  on  the  text : 
"Behold  your  God."  He  spoke  of  the  fulfillment  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment prophecies  concerning  the  Messiah,  His  coming  in  the  flesh, 
and  His  sufferings  and  death  which  won  redemption  for  all 
mankind.  In  the  afternoon  the  girls  from  the  Boarding  School 
gave  an  appropriate  dialogue  with  Christmas  songs,  in  the  church. 
This  was  in  the  English  language,  and  was  repeated  on  the  follow- 
ing day. 

On  both  evenings  the  little  town  girls  gave  a  German  dialogue, 
interspersed  with  songs,  in  the  Saal  in  the  Gemein  Haus. 

In  Friedland  and  Friedberg  it  was  not  possible  to  hold  a  service 
for  the  children  on  Christmas  Eve,  because  they  live  so  scattered, 
but  their  services  were  held  on  Christmas  Day,  and  many  chil- 
dren attended. 

Dec.  28,  Sunday.  With  some  assistance,  especially  from  the 
Female  Missionary  Society,  the  Negro  church  has  been  finished, 
and  this  day  was  set  for  its  consecration.  About  ninety  Negroes, 
men  and  women,  gathered  from  the  neighborhood.  Invitations 
had  been  extended  to  the  members  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz 
and  the  Female  Missionary  Society,  and  to  other  supporters  of 
the  movement,  and  the  church  was  completely  filled. 

The  beginning  of  the  service  was  announced  at  noon  by  the 
trombonists,  playing  in  front  of  the  church.  Br.  Benade  opened 
the  meeting  with  a  hymn,  and  explained  the  purpose  and  inten- 
tion of  the  building  of  this  church.  He  urged  the  Negroes  to  think 
on  the  Lord  Whose  Gospel  will  be  proclaimed  in  this  place.  ...  In 
a  fervent  prayer  the  house  was  dedicated  to  the  Lord. 

In  a  second  session  Br.  Abraham  Steiner, — who  has  been  called 
as  pastor  of  the  Negroes  to  whom  he  has  already  been  preaching, 
— spoke  again  on  the  purpose  of  this  house,  and  what  it  was 
hoped  would  be  accomplished  by  preaching  the  Gospel  therein. 
At  the  close  of  this  service  a  married  Negress  was  baptized,  and 
received  the  name  Sarah  Lucia.  Her  husband,  John,  is  a  com- 
municant member. 

The  third  service  was  a  lovefeast,  with  Br.  Steiner  presiding. 
At  its  close  a  married  couple  were  received  into  the  congregation 
by  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 
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Dec.  31.  In  the  afternoon  at  four  o'clock  the  children  of  the 
congregation  had  their  closing  meeting  of  the  year,  in  the  small 
Saal.  At  the  same  hour  Br.  Reichel  held  a  service  for  the  Board- 
ing School  in  the  church.  In  the  evening  at  eight  o'clock  Br. 
Schaaf  held  the  lovefeast  for  the  congregation.  Hymns  sung  by 
the  congregation  alternated  with  instrumental  music  and  choir 
anthems.  At  ten  o'clock  Br.  Schulz  read  the  Memorabilia  of  the 
year.  At  half  past  eleven  Br.  Benade  held  the  service  for  the 
changing  year.  After  entering  the  new  year  in  the  usual  manner 
the  congregation  knelt  in  prayer;  and  the  blessing  of  the  Lord 
was  pronounced  upon  those  present. 

Salem  Board  Minutes  .  .  .  1823. 

Jan.  6.  (Aufseher  Collegium)  Br.  Traugott  Leinbach  wishes 
the  building  lot  north  of  Thomas  Wohlfahrt,  near  the  corner  lot 
opposite  the  tavern.  Collegium  rules  that  he  may  have  it. 

Agreed  that  instead  of  ringing  the  bell  at  noon  and  in  the 
evening,  as  has  been  done  hitherto,  it  shall  now  be  rung  only  at 
noon. 

Br.  Salomo  Lick,  who  has  been  lighting  the  lamps  of  the  town, 
says  that  the  number  of  the  lamps  has  been  increased  from  time 
to  time,  and  he  asks  that  he  may  receive  something  more  for 
attending  to  them.  Collegium  agreed  unanimously  to  place  an 
additional  lamp  at  Br.  Christoph  Reich's  corner,  which  will  raise 
the  number  of  lamps  to  seven;  also  agreed  to  pay  $10  annually 
for  their  care. 

Br.  Andreas  Benade  has  become  inspector  of  the  boys  school, 
in  place  of  Br.  Abraham  Steiner. 

Jan.  20.  (Auf.  Col.)  It  was  decided  to  take  the  lamp  which  has 
been  fastened  to  the  church  and  place  it  on  a  post  so  located  that 
it  will  light  the  Sisters'  entrance  to  the  church  also. 

Feb.  3.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  clock  in  the  church  tower  must  be  re- 
paired thoroughly.  Some  of  the  parts  seem  to  be  completely 
worn  out. 

Feb.  A.  (Provincial  Elders  Conference)  Since  the  form  of 
landholding  in  Bethania  has  changed,  the  Brotherly  Agreement 
needs  revision. 

The  wish  has  been  expressed  that  the  ministers  of  Bethania 
and  Bethabara  should  hereafter  belong  to  the  Conference  of 
Country  Ministers,  and  not  to  the  Aeltesten  Conf  erenz  of  Salem. 
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Conference  agrees  fully  that  the  present  arrangement  no  longer 
serves  any  purpose,  and  that  hereafter  no  distinction  should  be 
made  between  the  pastors  of  those  congregations  and  the  pastors 
of  Friedberg,  Friedland,  and  Hope.  Discussion  concerning  the 
affairs  of  all  those  congregations  belongs  in  the  Conference  of 
Country  Ministers,  not  in  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz. 

Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Sr.,  has  raised  the  question  whether  it  is 
not  time  to  build  a  church  for  the  Negroes.  The  Negroes  continue 
to  attend  the  services  held  at  fourteen-day  intervals.  It  is  hard 
for  Br.  Steiner  to  hold  these  services  at  distant  points,  and  not 
many  suitable  places  are  available.  Conference  was  of  the  opinion 
that  it  would  be  advantageous  and  useful,  and  that  it  would 
further  the  plan,  if  a  separate  church  should  be  built  for  use  of 
the  poor  Negroes.  The  best  place  for  the  church  would  probably 
be  to  the  south,35  near  the  parish  graveyard.  It  can  be  a  log  house, 
40  by  24  feet  in  size,  with  a  porch  in  which  the  Negroes  could 
gather,  and  with  about  ten  feet  cut  off  to  furnish  a  room  for  the 
minister.  The  church  auditorium  would  then  be  30  by  24  feet  in 
size.  With  the  help  of  the  Female  Missionary  Society,  the  owners 
of  the  Negroes,  and  other  contributors,  the  cost  could  gradually 
be  covered  without  calling  on  the  Mission  Department  of  the 
Unity. 

The  re-marriage  of  Br.  Gambold  seems  to  be  necessary  for  his 
continued  service  in  the  Cherokee  mission,  and  consideration  of 
it  dare  be  postponed  no  longer. 

Feb.  12.  (Aeltesten  Conferenz)  Conferenz  concurs  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  P.E.C.  that  it  is  time  to  build  a  church  for  the  use  of 
the  Negroes. 

Next  week  instruction  will  begin  with  the  candidates  for  con- 
firmation. They  are  nearly  all  adults,  so  the  catechism  will  be 
omitted  when  they  are  confirmed. 

Feb.  19.  (Aelt.  Conf .)  Br.  Denke  asks  approval  of  the  reception 
of  the  boy  George  Ziglar  into  the  Society  at  Friedberg.  Granted. 

Feb.  21.  (P.E.C.)  In  addition  to  the  revised  Brotherly  Agree- 
ment for  the  congregation  at  Bethania  it  seems  wise  to  suggest 
that  the  residents  of  the  town  adopt  rules  regarding  ownership 
of  the  lots.  The  following  shall  be  proposed  to  them: — 
1)  Approval  of  the  Bethania  Committee  shall  be  necessary  before 
a  man  becomes  a  property  owner  in  Bethania. 


On  lot  No.  248  on  the  map  of  Salem.  The  Parish  graveyard  was  on  lot  249. 
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2)  So  far  as  possible  only  members  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  shall 
own  lots  in  Bethania  and  when  permission  for  settlement  there  is 
given  care  shall  be  taken  that  the  town  as  a  whole  is  not  injured. 

3)  In  renting  or  selling,  therefore,  an  attempt  shall  be  made  to 
find  members  of  the  Unity  who  have  the  approval  of  the  Commit- 
tee. If  none  such  can  be  found,  persons  of  good  character,  outside 
our  circle,  may  be  allowed,  with  the  approval  of  the  Committee. 

4)  So  far  as  possible,  care  must  be  taken  that  no  persons  of  bad 
character  come  into  the  town  through  mortgages,  notes,  or  wills. 

5)  Residents  shall  continue  to  exercise  good  discipline  and  order 
by  day  and  night;  keep  the  streets  clean;  observe  the  Sunday 
and  Festal  Day  services,  and  prevent  their  disturbance. 

Feb.  26.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  It  has  been  decided  that  the  Negro 
church  shall  be  32  by  28  feet  in  size,  and  12  feet  high.  On  the 
south  gable  there  shall  be  an  8  foot  addition  for  the  use  of  the 
minister.  In  the  wall  between  this  room  and  the  church  there 
shall  be  a  chimney,  with  a  fire-place  in  the  church  and  another 
in  the  room.  Along  the  west  wall  there  shall  be  a  porch  where  the 
Negroes  may  gather  before  a  service. 

March  3.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  Collegium  was  asked  whether  it 
would  be  willing  that  logs  for  the  Negro  church  should  be  cut  on 
the  Salem  land,  and  some  of  them  on  the  land  of  the  Single 
Brothers  House?  Collegium  agreed  to  this.  Br.  John  Leinbach 
offered  to  select  the  trees,  about  twenty,  which  should  be  cut  on 
the  Single  Brothers  land,  so  that  not  all  should  be  taken  at  one 
place.  Br.  Clauder  will  select  the  trees  to  be  cut  on  the  Salem 
land;  probably  the  woods  behind  Br.  Schuman  will  be  the  best 
place  for  that. 

The  wish  was  expressed  that  the  platform  on  each  side  of  the 
minister's  table  in  the  church  should  be  removed,  and  the  main 
floor  extended,  which  would  give  more  place.  Collegium  saw  no 
objection. 

March  5.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  little  Negro  congregation  wishes  to 
hold  its  Easter  lovefeast  in  the  little  Saal,36  also  to  occupy  the 
gallery  in  the  church  as  guests  in  the  Maundy  Thursday  Com- 
munion, and  partake  with  the  congregation,  and  both  requests 
are  granted. 

March  13.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Friedrich  Meinung  has  given  due 
notice  that  he  has  resigned  as  director  of  music,  to  which  position 


88  In  the  Gemein  Haus. 
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he  was  appointed  last  April.  The  Brethren  of  the  music  society 
have  chosen  two  of  their  own  number,  the  Brn.  Schuman  and 
Benzien,  who  are  to  look  after  the  things  formerly  done  by  Br. 
Meinung,  which  are  too  numerous  for  one  man.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  Br.  Benzien  will  consult  Br.  Schaaf  in  regard  to  selecting 
music  for  the  church,  for  Dr.  Schuman  is  often  absent. 

March  17.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Samuel  Schulz,  Sr.,  reported  that 
Br.  John  Lick  has  bought  his  dwelling  and  other  buildings.  Br. 
Lick  will  build  another  dwelling  for  Br.  Schulz,  and  the  lot  on  the 
back  street,  near  the  widow  Strehle,  was  suggested. 

For  several  years  an  advertisement  has  been  posted  saying 
that  no  strong  drink  would  be  sold  during  Easter,  and  this  shall 
be  done  again  this  year. 

March  26.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Since  the  widowed  Sr.  Anna  Maria 
Schulz,  of  Bethania,  has  decided  to  marry  Br.  John  Gambold,37 
we  discussed  how  best  to  take  care  of  her  two  daughters. 

April  3.  (Auf.  Col.)  For  many  years  Br.  William  Craig  has 
been  head  teacher  of  the  school  for  little  boys.  He  has  often  been 
sick,  but  recently  his  health  has  failed  so  greatly  that  he  has  been 
obliged  to  ask  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  to  relieve  him.  Until  his 
place  can  be  filled,  Br.  Benzien  shall  be  asked  to  manage  alone  as 
best  he  may.  Br.  Craig  shall  continue  to  receive  the  same  salary 
until  it  appears  whether  his  health  will  improve  or  whether  he 
can  find  some  other  means  of  support. 

Br.  Christian  Blum  reports  that  he  has  taken  into  service  a 
Negress  belonging  to  Jacob  Conrad. 

Br.  Traugott  Leinbach  asks  whether  he  may  use  for  burning 
brick  white  oak  wood  that  is  not  suitable  for  building  purposes. 
The  Collegium  grants  his  request,  but  wishes  that  so  far  as  possi- 
ble he  would  use  the  branches  of  the  trees  cut  for  the  Negro 
church. 

April  22.  (P.E.C.)  As  it  is  neither  wise  nor  convenient  just 
now  to  place  in  the  boarding  school  the  two  daughters  of  the 
present  Sr.  Gambold  we  were  obliged  to  find  another  place  in 
town  for  them.  Br.  and  Sr.  Samuel  Schulz,  Jr.,  have  agreed  to 
take  them  for  the  present  for  $50  a  year  each,  this  is  to  cover 
board,  lodging,  and  washing,  and  they  have  already  moved  there. 

37  Mrs.  Schulz  refused  at  first,  and  then  agreed  to  marry  him  if  the  Church  would  educate 
her  daughters.  Her  name  was  the  eighth  that  was  considered  by  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz. 
Three  suggestions  were  negatived  by  the  lot,  which  was  still  used  in  connection  with  the 
marriage  of  ministers,  though  it  had  been  dropped  for  the  laity.  Br.  Gambold  declined  one 
proposal;  three  Sisters  also  declined.

Br.  Gambold  will  see  to  it  that  the  new  house  in  Oochgeelogy  is 
prepared  for  occupancy  as  soon  as  possible,  and  that  the  school 
there  is  opened  quickly.  As  soon  as  the  school  has  been  begun  Br. 
Gambold  shall  notify  the  Secretary  of  War  in  Washington,  as 
then  government  help  may  be  expected. 

Of  all  annual  reports  to  the  Government  (or  the  Secretary  of 
War)  and  other  important  correspondence  a  copy  must  be  made 
for  the  archives  in  Oochgeelogy  and  another  copy  must  be  sent  to 
the  Wachovia  Provincial  Elders  Conference.  Whenever  possible, 
the  diary  of  the  preceding  quarter  year,  neatly  written  on  letter 
paper,  must  be  sent  here  by  post  or  by  some  one  who  is  coming. 
At  the  close  of  the  year  the  number  of  those  who  have  been 
baptized,  of  candidates  for  baptism,  and  so  on,  should  be  noted.38 

The  single  Br.  Salomon  Reich  shall  be  engaged  for  further 
service.  The  school  boys  shall  be  used  in  farming,  as  the  govern- 
ment wishes. 

The  former  agent  of  the  Cherokees,  Colonel  Meigs,  died  at  the 
end  of  last  year,  and  the  President  has  appointed  a  Mr.  McMinn 
of  Tennessee  in  his  place. 

We  are  glad  to  see  in  a  letter  from  Br.  J.  Renatus  Schmidt, 
that  two  young  men  from  Mission  Institute  at  Cornwall  in 
Connecticut  have  returned  recently.  These  two  promising  young 
men,  David  Dazizi  and  John  Van,  formerly  pupils  of  Br.  John 
Gambold,  have  asked  for  membership  in  the  Unity  of  Brethren. 
They  were  baptized  and  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion  in 
Cornwall.  They  can  be  of  much  use  in  our  mission  by  helping  with 
the  school  and  in  other  ways. 

May  7.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Conferenz  agreed  that  Br.  Christoph 
Reich  may  build  a  dwelling  on  the  lot  near  the  garden  of  the 
boarding  school,  behind  Thomas  Wohlfahrt,  and  that  his  son, 
Philip  Reich,  may  establish  himself  as  a  coppersmith  in  his 
father's  present  home.39 

It  is  usual  to  gather  the  children's  collection  directly  after 
Easter,  but  this  year  it  must  be  postponed  until  the  end  of  the 
month.  Recently  Br.  M.  Rights  collected  funds  for  the  new  church 
in  Friedberg;  and  Br.  Kreuser  has  made  a  collection  for  the  new 
York  Society  for  the  Melioration  of  the  Condition  of  the  Jews,  as 
requested  by  the  Jewish  preacher,  Mr.  Frey. 

88  The  diaries,  letters,  etc.  from  the  Cherokee  Mission  are  in  the  Salem  Moravian  Archives.

89  Christoph  Reich  died  before  the  new  house  was  finished.  His  son  Philip  took  the  new 
house  and  completed  it;  the  widow  and  son  Jacob  remained  in  the  home  on  Main  Street. 
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May  U.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Kreuser  has  collected  $80.91  for  the 
Jews. 

May  28.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  widowed  Br.  Rude,  in  Bethabara, 
asks  that  in  view  of  his  sad  situation  his  two  younger  daughters, 
Louisa  and  Friderica,  may  be  received  in  the  boarding  school 
here.  Br.  Reichel  is  willing  to  take  them,  as  it  would  be  difficult  to 
find  a  place  for  them  in  town  without  placing  a  burden  on  the 
Sustentation  Fund. 

June  5.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  We  took  up  the  matter  of  the  Brothers 
House,  which  had  been  postponed  until  today.  After  a  full  con- 
sideration of  everything,  for  and  against  giving  up  the  Brothers 
House,  the  Conf  erenz  decided  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  discuss 
the  question  with  the  Single  Brethren.  Still  less  would  it  be  wise 
for  the  Single  Brethren  to  continue  to  live  together  in  the  Broth- 
ers House.40  It  is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that  the  breaking  up  of  the 
Brothers  House  will  promote  the  material  and  the  spiritual  well- 
being  of  the  Single  Brethren.  Final  arrangements  will  be  made 
tomorrow  morning  at  nine  o'clock  with  the  Aufseher  Collegium. 

June  6.  (Auf.  Col.)  Joint  meeting  with  the  Aeltesten  Con- 
ferenz.  Br.  Magnus  Hulthin  absent.  After  further  discussion  of 
the  matter  Br.  Benade  put  the  question  whether  the  Brethren 
present  were  ready  to  express  their  opinions  as  to  whether  the 
Brothers  House  should  be  given  up,  and  with  their  consent  each 
Brother  was  asked  for  his  vote,  and  each  replied  Yes.  This  de- 
cision will  be  announced  this  evening  in  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Single  Brethren,  and  also  the  married  Brethren. 

Then  followed  a  discussion  of  the  best  way  to  use  this  house, 
but  no  decision  was  reached.  It  was  suggested  that  the  old  part 
might  be  used  for  families  or  others ;  that  the  new  part  might  be 
taken  by  the  boys  school ;  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Benade  might  move 
into  the  former  boys  school  house;  and  that  Br.  Reichel  might 
take  part  of  the  Gemein  Haus  for  the  use  of  the  girls  school. 

June  9.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  tobacco  business  which  Br.  Hulthin  has 
been  carrying  on  for  the  benefit  of  the  Brothers  House  diaconie 
he  will  continue  for  the  congregation  diaconie.  For  the  time  being 
he  will  occupy  his  present  rooms. 

The  congregation  vorsteher  will  take  charge  of  the  tables  in 
the  rooms  of  the  former  Brothers  House,  and  anything  else  which 

40  Tradition  says  that  Br.  Mangus  Hulthin,  the  nominal  vorsteher  of  the  Brothers  House, 
was  a  gentle,  unworldly  man,  utterly  unable  to  cope  with  the  lively  youth  under  his  care. 
Minutes  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  give  details  of  the  incidents  which  led  the  board  members 
to  break  up  the  crowd  and  tell  the  fathers  to  take  their  sons  and  keep  them  in  order. 
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was  not  furnished  by  the  Brethren  themselves  or  did  not  belong 
to  one  or  another  personally. 

A  thought  was  expressed  that  the  already  too  large  attendance 
in  the  boarding  school  might  be  still  further  increased  if  addi- 
tional facilities  were  made  available.  It  was  explained  that  the 
only  desire  of  the  Inspector  was  to  secure  room  needed  to  reduce 
the  size  of  the  classes.  If  the  class  for  little  town  girls  could  be 
divided  between  two  rooms  it  would  be  greatly  for  their  ad- 
vantage. It  was  noted  that  to  stop  the  boarding  of  girls  in  town 
was  a  matter  for  the  congregation  boards ;  that  the  unwillingness 
of  those  concerned  must  be  faced  by  the  boards  as  well  as  the 
Inspector,  who  would  be  responsible  for  the  hardships  caused 
thereby. 

June  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  congregation  diaconie  must  take 
over  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  former  Brothers  House 
diaconie.  Br.  Hulthin  will  no  longer  be  a  member  of  the  Aeltesten 
Conferenz  and  the  Aufseher  Collegium. 

June  13.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  P.E.C.  of  Bethlehem  has  consulted 
the  local  P.E.C.  concerning  the  marriage  of  Br.  Carl  Anton  Van 
Vleck,  called  as  pastor  of  Bethania.  Suggestions  were  made  to 
Bethlehem,  and  in  their  last  conference  the  Saviour  approved 
that  the  Single  Sister  Christiana  Susanna  Kramsch  should  marry 
the  Single  Brother  Charles  A.  Van  Vleck.  The  Brn.  Van  Vleck 
and  Pf  ohl  are  probably  on  the  way  by  this  time. 

June  23.  (Auf.  Col.)  Concerning  the  former  diaconie  of  the 
Single  Brethren,  Collegium  wishes  to  be  fully  informed.  Although 
Br.  Hulthin  submitted  the  last  inventory  today  some  points  were 
not  clear,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  go  through  the  books 
and  inform  the  Collegium  as  to  debits  and  credits. 

July  7.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  two  partition  walls  which  form  the 
three  front  rooms  shall  be  taken  away,  [in  the  new  part  of  the 
former  Brothers  House]  and  instead  of  them  a  wall  shall  be 
built  from  the  chimney,  parallel  with  the  passage  across  the 
house.  This  will  give,  in  front,  a  room  for  the  teacher  and  a 
school-room.  The  present  music  hall  will  serve  for  a  second 
school-room  without  change;  and  the  entrance  to  the  hall  can 
serve  as  a  vestibule,  for  hats,  closets,  wash-bench,  and  the  like. 
The  present  sleeping-hall  may  remain  unchanged,  except  that  it 
shall  be  renovated. 
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To  divide  the  old  house  from  the  new  is  absolutely  necessary, 
so,  at  least  for  the  present,  the  lower  passage-way  in  the  old 
house  shall  be  closed  with  a  plank  wall ;  and  the  house-doors  and 
steps  in  the  old  house  shall  be  replaced  as  they  were  before  the 
new  house  was  built. 

Shalusee41  shutters  should  be  placed  throughout  the  new  house. 

The  vorsteher  shall  make  the  proposed  changes  in  the  former 
Brothers  House  as  soon  as  possible,  for  the  school  cannot  move 
into  it  until  it  is  in  good  order. 

July  9.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl  has  been  installed  as 
teacher  in  the  boys  school.  It  was  planned  that  all  the  little  boys 
should  remain  with  him  until  five  or  six  o'clock,  but  experience 
shows  that  this  will  not  be  possible,  for  parents  take  their  chil- 
dren home,  although  the  present  teacher  is  willing  to  keep  them. 

In  warm  weather  the  teacher  shall  take  the  boys  bathing  twice 
a  week,  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays,  and  they  shall  not  go 
except  at  these  times.  The  Inspector  will  tell  them  this. 

July  16.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Tomorrow  afternoon  the  Brn.  Benade, 
Steiner,  and  Byhan  shall  go  through  the  archives  in  the  former 
Brothers  House,  and  the  private  papers  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
congregation  archives. 

July  21.  (Auf.  Col.)  Upon  investigation  it  appears  that  the 
privies  of  the  former  Brothers  House  are  too  large,  and  the  house 
shall  be  divided  by  a  partition.  Then  a  fairly  high  fence  shall 
be  set  obliquely  from  the  back  door  of  the  new  house  across  the 
yard,  so  that  the  share  of  the  children  in  yard,  garden,  and  privies 
shall  be  cut  off.  A  gate,  however,  must  be  made,  so  that  they  can 
use  the  same  well.  The  gate  into  the  store  yard  shall  be  closed. 

Br.  Hulthin  will  continue  to  use  the  room  and  office  where  he 
has  had  his  tobacco  factory,  and  also  the  cellar  under  the  north- 
east corner  of  the  old  house,  and  for  these  he  shall  pay  $15  a  year 
rent.  He  shall  continue  to  use  the  room  across  the  hall  for  living 
and  sleeping,  and  this  shall  be  rent  free.  The  shed  in  which  his 
tobacco  hogsheads  are  stored  he  may  have  without  rent  for  the 
present. 

Br.  Michael  Rominger,  who  belongs  to  Hope  congregation, 
wishes  to  send  his  two  sons  to  school  here.  Collegium  considered 
the  matter  of  payment  and  decided  that  a  member  of  the  Unity 
of  Brethren  living  outside  the  town  should  pay  $2  per  quarter  for 


41  Jalousie  shutters,  with  stationary,  slanting  slats,  to  shed  rain  but  admit  air. 
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each  son,  with  the  understanding  that  he  must  attend  for  at  least 
half  a  year.  If  a  boys  boarding  school  should  be  established  the 
matter  shall  be  re-considered. 

Br.  Denke,  pastor  at  Friedberg,  has  asked  Br.  Benade  whether 
the  old  organ  which  has  been  in  the  Brothers  House  might  not  be 
given  to  the  Friedberg  congregation  for  use  in  their  new  church. 
The  Collegium  agreed  unanimously  that  it  should  be  presented 
to  them  as  a  gift  from  the  Salem  congregation  diaconie. 

July  23.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  archives  of  the  former  Brothers 
House  have  been  sorted,  and  part  of  the  useful  books  have  been 
given  to  the  boys  school  as  the  beginning  of  a  small  library  for  the 
use  of  the  school. 

Br.  Steiner  was  asked  to  inform  the  Single  Brethren  that  each 
was  expected  to  pay  monthly  to  the  congregation  vorsteher  15^ 
for  town  dues,  15^  for  congregation  dues,  and  5^  for  the  water- 
works. This  applies  to  Single  Brethren  over  twenty-one  years  of 
age. 

Aug.  U*  (Auf.  Col.)  Schroter  asks  permission  to  set  an  iron 
stove  in  the  dining-room  which  he  has  built  on  his  porch.  If  he 
will  build  a  chimney  outside  his  house,  of  sufficient  height,  there 
is  no  objection. 

A  letter  has  been  received  from  Br.  Grunewald  in  Gnadau, 
asking  for  a  hogshead  of  dressed  deer-skins.  Br.  Byhan  will  send 
it  as  soon  as  possible,  at  a  reasonable  price. 

Aug.  6.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  order  to  make  it  possible  for  the  older 
girls  to  attend  the  evening  meetings  Sr.  Polly  Steiner  will  try  to 
arrange  for  a  room  in  which  they  may  gather  before  the  services. 

Br.  Schulz  was  asked  to  sell  a  piece  of  land  between  Salem  and 
Hope,  where  the  Methodists  wish  to  build  a  meeting-house,  and 
he  asked  the  advice  of  the  Conferenz.  The  Conferenz  thinks  he 
can  hardly  refuse,  but  the  country  ministers  shall  be  consulted. 

Aug.  12.  (P.E.C.)  In  a  letter  from  Br.  Gambold  the  Conference 
was  glad  to  see  that  the  Government  of  the  United  States  had 
appropriated  $800  toward  the  building  of  Oochgeelogy,  and  had 
sent  Br.  Gambold  a  draft  on  Huntsville  in  the  state  of  Alabama. 

Aug.  13.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  We  were  glad  to  see  Br.  Reichel  re- 
freshed by  his  trip  to  Pennsylvania. 

It  was  reported  that  arrangements  had  been  made  for  a  Sister 
to  be  in  the  town  girls  room  at  half  past  seven  each  morning,  to 
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supervise  the  children  until  school  begins.  The  children  must  not 
come  earlier.  Br.  Reichel  will  remind  the  teachers  to  open  classes 
each  morning  with  the  singing  of  a  verse,  even  if  most  of  the 
children  are  still  very  small. 

Aug.  18.  (Auf.  Col.)  A  Brother  remarked  that  hitherto  the 
water-works  have  proved  unsatisfactory,  and  that  often  bad 
management  was  the  reason.  It  appears  that  not  much  can  be 
done  about  it,  as  there  has  always  been  some  lack  of  water.  More 
care  should  be  taken  that  only  good,  sound  logs  are  used  for  pipes, 
and  that  a  supply  of  bored  pipes  should  be  kept  on  hand,  so  that 
when  needed  they  need  not  first  be  bored,  and  the  flow  of  water 
need  not  be  interrupted  for  a  longer  time. 

This  discussion  about  the  water-works  led  to  the  following 
resolution. — That  the  water-works42  built  by  the  present  Admini- 
strator supplies  more  water  than  his  house  needs,  and  he  would 
be  willing  for  the  surplus  to  be  turned  into  the  town  water-works. 
This  could  be  done  without  much  expense  if  it  were  piped  from 
Br.  Theodore  Schulz's  house  to  the  cistern  at  Br.  Bohlo's  house, 
from  where  it  could  be  divided  among  the  other  cisterns  without 
changing  the  pipes  already  laid. 

The  experience  of  many  years  has  shown  that  our  water-works 
can  not  be  made  permanent  with  either  wooden  or  clay  pipes.  At 
the  request  of  the  Collegium,  Br.  Jacob  Blum  will  find  out  what 
iron  water-pipes  cost,  and  where  it  is  cheapest  to  get  them.  The 
congregation  diaconie  will  undertake  to  lay  aside  a  certain  sum 
each  year  from  the  profits  of  the  congregation  businesses,  so 
that  in  future  (when  it  becomes  possible)  new  and  better  pipes 
can  be  laid. 

Sept.  1.  (Auf.  Col.)  At  the  recommendation  of  the  Congrega- 
tion Council  a  cistern  will  be  made  in  the  Square.  It  will  be  built 
of  two-inch-thick  oak  planks,  will  be  fifteen  by  fifteen  feet  in 
size  and  ten  feet  deep.  Clay  will  be  firmly  packed  behind  the 
boards.  Into  this  cistern  rain-water  will  be  led  in  clay  pipes  from 
the  roofs  of  the  church,  the  Gemein  Haus,  the  Girls  School,  and 
the  Sisters  House. 

The  Aeltesten  Conf  erenz  has  proposed  a  change  in  the  vestibule 
on  the  Sisters  side  of  our  church.  Collegium  thinks  it  will  be 
very  well  to  lower  the  long  wall  to  the  entrance.  The  lower  tim- 
bers of  the  vestibule  have  rotted,  and  it  should  be  taken  down  and

The  diaconie  of  the  Single  Brethren,  recently  dissolved,  has 
a  deficit  of  $313.61.

Sept.  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  Mr.  Caldcleugh,  who  was  here  on  a 
visit,  asked  to  place  his  seven-year-old  son  in  our  town  so  that  he 
might  attend  the  school.  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  and  Auf seher 
Collegium  held  a  joint  meeting  and  decided  to  serve  this  man  as 
he  requested.  Decided  also  that  if  other  similar  requests  are  made 
more  boys  under  ten  years  old  may  be  accepted  by  the  Inspector, 
though  not  more  than  twenty  boys  may  be  in  one  room.  The 
school  charge  shall  be  $26  per  year,  of  which  amount  $6  shall  be 
paid  to  the  vorsteher. 

Sept.  17.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  thanks  of  the  Friedberg  committee 
for  the  gift  of  the  little  organ  were  read  to  the  Conferenz. 
The  Boys  School  is  moving  to  the  former  Brothers  House  today. 

Sept.  25.  (Congregation  Council)  Only  twenty-one  Brethren 
were  present.  Necessary  for  a  quorum,  thirty.  The  Brethren 
separated  without  being  able  to  do  anything. 

Sept.  29.  (Auf.  Col.)  Jacob  Christman  sent  word  that  he 
planned  to  dig  a  well  on  his  lot.  No  objection. 

Oct.  2.  (Cong.  Council)  Forty-one  Brethren  present.  The  chair- 
man asked  any  who  had  not  signed  the  Brotherly  Agreement  to 
do  so  now,  but  all  present  had  already  signed. 
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When  Br.  Christian  Blum  resigned  from  the  Aufseher  Colle- 
gium, the  other  members  of  the  Collegium,  who  have  served  two 
years,  also  resigned,  and  a  new  Collegium  must  be  elected.  Agreed 
that  the  election  shall  be  held  tomorrow  evening. 

Oct.  3.  (Cong.  Council)  Before  electing  seven  Brethren  to  the 
Aufseher  Collegium  the  chairman  read  the  8th  Article  of  Instruc- 
tions, according  to  which  one-third  of  the  votes  cast  are  necessary 
for  election.  Forty-eight  members  present,  therefore  sixteen  votes 
required.  Six  Brothers  received  the  necessary  votes :

Br.  Emanuel  Schober   27  votes 

Br.  Isaac  Boner   26  votes

On  the  second  ballot  no  one  was  elected  for  the  seventh  place. 
On  the  third  ballot  Br.  Lewis  Benzien  received  24  votes. 

In  regard  to  reducing  the  number  required  to  form  a  quorum, 
34  Brethren  voted  to  set  the  number  at  20  for  the  future. 

The  wish  was  expressed  that  when  the  butcher  comes  to  the 
market  in  the  morning  he  should  notify  the  members  by  blowing 
or  tooting,43  and  the  Aufseher  Collegium  was  asked  to  see  that 
this  was  done. 

Oct.  13.  (Auf.  Col.)  Traugott  Leinbach  presented  the  plan  for 
his  new  home.  Collegium  approved  it. 

The  congregation  vorsteher  and  the  two  fire  directors,  as  last 
year,  will  visit  the  houses,  and  if  they  find  anything  which  might 
lead  to  a  fire,  they  shall  point  it  out,  and  report  to  the  Collegium 
anything  that  needs  attention.  They  shall  also  see  whether  the 
fire-engines,  ladders,  etc.,  are  in  good  condition. 

Oct.  16.  (Cong.  Council)  According  to  the  decision  of  the  con- 
gregation boards  a  Negro  church  is  being  built  near  the  parish 
graveyard.  Question  was  raised  whether  the  gathering  of  the 
Negroes  might  become  a  nuisance  for  the  citizens  ?  Recently  they 
have  been  seen  more  often  in  the  yards,  and  in  that  way  have 
become  better  acquainted  with  the  location  and  condition  of  the 
individual  houses  in  the  town.  When  their  church  is  ready  for 
use  precautionary  measures  must  be  taken,  and  arrangements 


Blowing  a  horn  or  "tooting"a  conch-shell  trumpet. 
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must  be  made  that  they  go  home  directly  after  the  close  of  serv- 
ices. Whether  the  Negroes  shall  be  taught  reading  and  writing 
has  not  yet  been  decided. 

Oct.  20.  (Cong.  Council)  A  Brother  protested  the  election  of 
one  Brother  to  the  Aufseher  Collegium  on  October  3rd.  There 
were  forty-eight  Brethren  present,  not  counting  the  chairman, 
but  he  also  voted.  The  third  of  the  vote  was  therefore  really 
16  1/3.  The  election  of  Br.  Fries  by  a  vote  of  16  was  therefore  not 
valid  according  to  the  Results  of  Synod  and  the  Instructions  for 
the  Aufseher  Collegium.  It  was  agreed  to  hold  a  new  election  for 
one  Brother  tomorrow  evening. 

Oct.  21.  (Cong.  Council)  Present  45  members.  Necessary  to 
election  fifteen  votes.  Br.  William  Fries  received  22  votes  and  was 
declared  elected. 

Oct.  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  It  was  very  pleasant  to  have  Sr.  Dorothea 
Warner  in  our  midst  again.  She  arrived  yesterday  from  her  visit 
to  Pennsylvania. 

Oct.  21.  (P.E.C.)  In  a  letter  from  Br.  Christian  Thomas  Pfohl, 
in  Bethania,  we  see  that  because  of  his  poor  hearing  and  other 
infirmities,  he  feels  himself  increasingly  unfit  to  serve  the  con- 
gregation in  Bethania,  and  longs  to  retire  to  Salem.  Br.  Schaaf 
is  going  to  visit  Bethania  today,  and  will  take  the  opportunity  to 
talk  with  Br.  Pfohl  and  assure  him  that  if  he  really  feels  that  way 
we  will  gladly  help  him.  We  considered  at  length  where  Br.  and 
Sr.  Pfohl  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Buchholz  could  be  lodged,  and  believed 
that  the  best  place  would  be  the  rooms  on  the  first  floor  of  the 
Gemein  Haus. 

Nov.  3.  (Auf.  Col.)  Collegium  agrees  with  the  Aeltesten  Con- 
ferenz  in  regard  to  the  rooms  for  the  town-girls  classes  [in  the 
Gemein  Haus.]  They  shall  keep  the  class-room  which  they  now 
have  [on  the  second  floor].  The  partition  between  the  so-called 
maid's  room  and  the  archives  shall  be  taken  away,  and  these  two 
rooms  turned  into  a  second  school-room  for  the  little  town  girls. 
A  great  advantage  will  be  that  thereby  the  long  stovepipe  will  be 
unnecessary,  and  there  has  always  been  danger  of  fire  from  it  in 
case  of  carelessness. 

Of  the  four  middle  rooms  on  the  first  floor  one  shall  be  held 
for  the  present  as  a  guest  room.  The  other  three  can  be  used  by 
Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  when  they  move  from  Bethania. 
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Nov.  11.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Schulz  reported  that  he  was  planning  to 
have  the  Bethabara  lots  surveyed,  and  to  convey  them  in  fee 
simple  to  those  who  could  and  would  buy  them.  The  store  build- 
ing and  other  houses  belonging  to  the  Wachovia  Administration 
are  growing  older  and  older  and  are  depreciating  steadily.  The 
Unity  Vorsteher  Collegium  has  given  permission  to  sell  to  out- 
siders, and  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  believes  this  will 
be  necessary. 

Nov.  19.  (P.E.C.)  The  support  of  the  elderly  Br.  and  Sr.  Buch- 
holz  was  discussed :  they  will  move  to  Salem  after  the  coming  of 
Br.  and  Sr.  Samuel  R.  Hubener.  We  believe  they  can  live  com- 
fortably on  $160  per  year,  with  rent  and  firewood  included. 

Nov.  19.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  It  has  finally  been  agreed  that  the  Poor 
Fund  of  the  Single  Brethren  shall  be  merged  with  that  of  the 
Married  People.  In  future  a  Single  Brother  needing  help  will 
receive  it  from  this  joint  fund. 

Dec.  15.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  majority  of  the  Collegium  members 
are  willing  to  sell  Br.  Gottlieb  Shober  the  paper-mill  land,  (which 
he  has  rented  from  the  Single  Brothers  diaconie,)  for  $4  an  acre. 

The  surveyor's  plat  of  the  former  Brothers'  plantation  on  the 
Wach44  was  presented.  It  was  surveyed  on  November  17th,  in 
the  presence  of  a  number  of  the  members  of  the  Auf seher  Colle- 
gium. The  land  contains  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  acres  and 
thirty-nine  rods.  The  following  was  decided  concerning  the  sale 
of  the  plantation. —  It  will  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder,  but  not 
for  less  than  $4  an  acre. 

Advertisements  to  this  effect  shall  be  posted  in  public  places, 
and  shall  be  signed  by  the  congregation  vorsteher.  The  vendue  or 
sale  shall  take  place  on  Saturday,  March  24,  1824,  on  the  spot. 
The  purchaser  shall  give  bond  with  good  security.  Interest  shall 
begin  with  November  1,  1824,  on  which  date  possession  will  be 
given,  though  the  purchaser  may  plant  winter  grain  at  the  proper 
time.  The  purchase  price  is  to  be  paid  in  three  equal,  yearly 
payments,  a  separate  bond  being  given  for  each.  When  two-thirds 
of  the  amount,  that  is  two  bonds,  have  been  paid  in  full,  with 
interest,  a  deed  will  be  given  to  the  purchaser. 

Dec.  29.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  has  referred  to 
the  Aufseher  Collegium  the  matter  of  the  marriage  of  Br.  Hol- 
land's Negress  to  the  Negro  man  belonging  to  Horatio  Hamilton.

The  Conferenz  wishes  the  opinion  of  the  Collegium  whether 
married  Negro  women  can  be  allowed  in  the  town  ?  In  February, 
1820,  the  decision  of  the  Congregation  Council  seemed  to  be  that 
only  unmarried  Negresses  might  stay  in  town.  A  copy  of  all 
minutes  on  the  subject  was  read  and  discussed,  and  the  Collegium 
concluded  that  both  married  and  unmarried  Negresses  might  be 
allowed  in  the  town,  but  that  no  Negro  children  might  be  born 
there.  If  that  is  to  happen  the  owner  must  remove  the  Negress 
from  the  town. 

The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  thought  that  Br.  Fries  had  acted  con- 
trary to  the  rule  of  Congregation  Council  in  that  he  bought  a 
second  Negress  without  previous  notice  to  the  Collegium;  and 
Br.  Reichel  said  that  if  Br.  Fries  needed  another  Negress  because 
of  the  school-girls  boarding  there  he  would  rather  take  the  girls 
back  into  the  school  than  see  the  number  of  Negroes  in  town 
increased. 

Br.  Fries  said  that  if  he  was  not  allowed  to  keep  a  second 
Negress  in  town  he  would  send  one  of  them  to  his  plantation. 
The  Collegium  advised  him  to  do  this,  so  that  no  member  of  the 
Collegium  should  be  the  first  to  hold  more  Negroes  than  was 
usual,  and  so  set  a  precedent. 

Dec.  30.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Fries  asked  concerning  the  marriage 
of  his  Negress  to  the  free  Negro  Jacob  on  his  plantation.  Con- 
ferenz replied  that  it  had  nothing  to  do  with  that. 

Bethabara  Diary,  1823. 

[Religious  services  in  Bethabara  closely  followed  those  of 
Salem,  and  will  be  translated  only  when  they  differ.  The  chief 
interest  in  the  Bethabara  diary  lies  in  its  detailed  account  of  the 
weather,  and  all  of  these  items  are  translated.] 

Jan.  1.  Br.  [Johann  Ludwig]  and  Sr.  [Catharina]  Strohle45 
drove  to  Salem  to  attend  the  opening  of  the  various  boards  for 
the  year.  They  could  not  go  on  foot  because  of  the  snow  which 
fell  yesterday  and  last  night,  and  the  glaze  ice. 

Jan.  2.  In  the  following  days  the  weather  was  very  warm 
and  partly  rainy. 

Jan.  5,  Sunday.  A  heavy  rain  which  lasted  until  afternoon 
made  the  already  bad  roads  quite  impassable,  and  everybody 
had  to  stay  at  home.

Jan.  9.  For  several  days  it  has  been  very  cold  and  this  morn- 
ing the  thermometer  stood  at  12°  above  zero.  We  and  many  of 
our  members  are  suffering  from  a  serious  and  stubborn  catarrh. 

Jan.  12.  The  children's  hour  was  omitted  because  of  the  very 
raw  and  stormy  weather. 

Jan.  13.  During  the  day  and  all  night  the  northwest  wind 
was  stronger  and  colder  than  yesterday. 

Jan.  1U.  The  Fahrenheit  thermometer  stood  at  8°  above  zero 
this  morning.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  week  the  weather 
was  milder,  but  so  many  members  continued  ill  that  no  serv- 
ices could  be  held. 

Jan.  19.  In  the  Unity  Day  readings  a  report  from  New  Herrn- 
hut  in  Greenland  was  presented. 

Jan.  22.  It  rained  all  day. 

Jan.  2U.  Because  of  a  hard  rain  no  services  could  be  held. 

Jan.  SI.  The  members  were  spoken  with  in  preparation  for 
the  Communion.  It  was  so  cold  that  there  were  no  services. 

Feb.  2,  Sunday.  The  first  Communion  of  the  year  was  held 
in  the  afternoon.  Rain  began,  and  there  was  no  singstunde  in 
the  evening. 

Feb.  3.  Last  night  snow  covered  the  ground.  It  melted  toward 
evening,  and  the  roads  were  very  bad. 

Feb.  8.  For  two  days  it  has  been  extremely  cold,  and  this 
morning  the  thermometer  stood  at  5°  above  zero. 

Feb.  9.  It  was  still  so  very  cold  that  only  two  services  could 
be  held  as  we  entered  the  Passion  season. 

Feb.  10.  Last  night  it  began  to  snow  and  continued  until  ten 
o'clock  this  morning.  It  is  the  deepest  snow  that  we  have  had 
this  winter. 

Feb.  llf.  It  is  raining  continuously  and  is  very  cold. 

Feb.  16.  It  cleared  yesterday  with  a  strong  wind  from  the 
northwest,  and  is  extremely  cold. 

Feb.  21.  Today  the  weather  was  like  spring.

Feb.  23.  This  morning  it  rained  for  two  or  three  hours.  The 
Committee  met  for  the  first  time  this  year. 

Feb.  24.  It  was  a  cold  and  stormy  day. 

Feb.  28.  Last  night  it  snowed,  and  all  day  there  has  been  a 
piercingly  cold  wind  from  the  northwest. 

March  1.  A  very  cold  day.  This  morning  the  thermometer 
was  12°  above  zero. 

March  5.  It  rained  all  day. 

March  9.  An  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
the  congregation  fund  for  1822  was  presented  to  the  house- 
fathers and  house-mothers.  In  the  evening  singstunde  was 
held.  Yesterday  and  today  the  weather  has  been  like  spring. 

March  10.  This  was  a  stormy,  rainy  day. 

March  11.  Between  seven  and  eight  o'clock  this  morning  there 
was  the  first  thunderstorm  of  the  year.  It  lasted  about  an  hour, 
with  severe  lightning,  thunder,  and  pouring  rain.  The  rain 
continued  all  day. 

March  15.  It  cleared  yesterday  and  the  weather  is  pleasant. 

March  18.  Because  of  unfavorable  weather  there  were  no  serv- 
ices yesterday  or  today. 

March  21.  The  school  for  the  children  closed  today.  It  has 
been  in  session  since  last  autumn.  With  it  closed  the  hours  of 
doctrinal  instruction  which  have  been  held  weekly  in  the  school. 

March  23,  Palm  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  the  Saaldiener  and 
musicians  had  their  annual  lovefeast  with  the  members  of  the 
Committee  and  their  wives. 

March  29,  Great  Sabbath.  Directly  after  the  lovefeast  it  be- 
gan to  pour.  It  snowed  and  sleeted  all  night,  then  cleared  to- 
ward morning  with  a  terrific  wind. 

March  30,  Easter  Sunday.  We  prayed  the  Easter  litany  in 
the  church.  Br.  Theodor  Schulz,  of  Salem,  preached  here,  as 
Br.  Strohle  had  been  asked  to  go  to  Bethania  to  preach  in  Eng- 
lish and  to  hold  the  English  service  for  the  Negroes. 

April  3.  In  the  first  days  of  this  month  the  days  were  gener- 
ally rather  cold  and  windy.  At  night,  when  the  wind  died  down, 
it  froze,  though  it  did  no  great  damage. 
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This  evening,  soon  after  eight  o'clock,  a  thunderstorm  came 
up  from  the  northwest,  but  the  storm  did  not  last  much  over 
an  hour. 

April  7.  This  was  a  rainy  day. 

April  13.  We  have  had  frost  the  last  two  nights. 

April  17.  No  service  was  held  because  nearly  everyone  was 
busy  with  work  in  the  fields  until  late  in  the  evening. 

April  2Jf.  Yesterday  and  today  were  rather  cool  and  windy. 

April  25.  The  thermometer  fell  to  29°  above  zero.  Most  of 
the  tender  plants  in  the  gardens,  and  here  and  there  the  young 
leaves  on  the  trees,  were  frozen.  The  fruit  does  not  seem  to  be 
hurt  badly. 

April  26.  Last  night  the  frost  was  so  severe  that  there  is 
little  hope  of  getting  any  fruit  this  year. 

April  28  Br.  and  Sr.  Gambold  stopped  for  a  little  while  on 
their  way  from  Salem  to  Oochgeeloogy  in  the  land  of  the  Chero- 
kees. 

April  30.  There  was  much  rain,  which  greatly  refreshed  and 
quickened  the  parched  earth. 

May  2,  Friday.  The  Passion  hymn,  No.  33,  was  sung  with 
the  congregation.  This  brings  to  an  end  for  the  time  being  the 
weekday  meetings  which  have  been  held  since  last  autumn. 

May  6.  About  eleven  o'clock  this  morning  it  pleased  the  Sav- 
iour to  bring  to  an  end  the  life  of  the  married  Sr.  Elisabeth 
Rude,  maiden  name  Seiler,  after  she  had  given  birth  to  a  little 
daughter  who  never  saw  the  light  of  this  world.  Her  remains 
and  the  body  of  her  infant  were  buried  the  next  afternoon  at 
one  o'clock. 

During  the  evening  there  was  a  storm  with  a  little  much 
needed  rain. 

May  16.  After  a  long  drought,  which  has  greatly  retarded 
growth,  we  had  rain  yesterday  and  today  which  soaked  the 
ground,  for  which  we  thanked  God  from  our  hearts. 

May  18.  The  weather  is  oppressively  hot. 

May  20.  The  thermometer  rose  to  94°  above  zero,  and  the 
following  days  were  unusually  hot  for  this  season  of  the  year. 
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May  29.  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  went  to  Salem,  where  according 
to  the  new  rule  they  attended  the  Conference  of  Country  Minis- 
ters for  the  first  time. 

June  2.  The  Brn.  Theodor  Schulz  and  Meinung  came  from 
Salem  to  collect  the  rents. 

June  8.  A  shower  in  the  afternoon  and  more  rain  later  finally 
penetrated  fairly  well  into  the  very  dry  earth. 

June  9.  Hay-making,  which  began  last  week,  continued  this 
week. 

June  12.  The  little  boy,  Joseph  Samuel  Stohr,  fell  asleep  in  our 
village  this  morning.  He  had  suffered  much  from  the  epidemic 
diarrhoea  and  complications,  including  severe  cramps. 

June  13.  It  was  oppressively  hot.  At  five  o'clock  in  the  eve- 
ning the  thermometer  registered  96°  above  zero. 

June  15.  The  heat  was  almost  unendurable,  and  the  hot  weath- 
er continued  through  the  following  week.  Hay-making  was 
finished,  and  the  rye  and  wheat  harvest  began  here  and  there. 

June  20.  Clouds  which  gathered  toward  evening  passed  away 
again,  and  to  our  sorrow  we  had  only  a  light  shower  for  a  quart- 
er of  an  hour. 

June  2U.  It  rained  for  several  hours,  not  heavily  but  enough 
to  revive  the  crops  after  such  a  long,  dry  spell  and  such  op- 
pressive heat. 

June  30.  In  the  afternoon  we  had  a  good  rain,  but  it  did  little 
to  reduce  the  oppressive  heat. 

July  1,  Tuesday.  Today  and  throughout  the  week  the  weather 
remained  oppressively  hot.  Wheat  harvest  ended,  and  turned 
out  better  than  could  have  been  expected  in  view  of  the  long 
drought. 

July  13.  During  this  week,  by  day  and  by  night,  the  weather 
was  almost  unendurably  hot.  Several  times  clouds  came  up  but 
passed  us  by,  and  we  received  no  rain. 

July  19.lt  finally  began  to  rain,  but  only  light  showers. 

July  23.  Early  in  the  morning  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  set  out  on 
foot  for  Salem,  to  visit,  and  to  attend  the  Conference  of  Coun- 
try Ministers.  They  returned  on  the  25th  about  noon,  and  found 
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to  their  delight  that  while  they  were  away  there  had  been  a 
good  rain. 

July  29.  During  the  day  there  were  several  fairly  heavy 
showers. 

July  30.  At  noon  a  thunderstorm  passed  directly  over  our 
village,  and  the  rain  was  heavier  than  yesterday. 

Aug.  2.  Yesterday  it  rained  for  three-quarters  of  an  hour. 
Today  there  was  an  unusually  hard  rain  from  two  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  to  seven  in  the  evening. 

Aug.  7.  The  heat  these  days  is  almost  unbearable. 

Aug.  13.  For  two  or  three  days  there  has  been  much  rain.  To- 
day there  was  a  severe  thunderstorm  which  lasted  for  two 
hours  in  the  late  afternoon. 

Aug.  lb.  There  was  another  storm  in  the  afternoon. 

Aug.  15.  Storm  clouds  rose  slowly  in  the  northwest  and 
southeast,  and  in  the  fifth  hour  of  the  afternoon  they  met  with 
terrific  lightning  and  thunder,  accompanied  by  a  strong  wind; 
then  the  clouds  emptied  themselves  in  rain,  flooding  most  of 
the  meadows  and  gardens.  Here  and  there  bridges  and  fences 
were  washed  away.  The  rain  did  not  stop  until  late  in  the 
evening. 

Aug.  20.  Yesterday  there  was  a  shower,  and  today  between 
four  and  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  there  was  a  fairly  hard 
storm,  with  so  much  rain  that  the  roads  became  bad  and  Br. 
Strohle  could  not  carry  out  his  plan  of  going  to  Salem  for  the 
Conference  of  Country  Ministers. 

Aug.  21.  This  morning  it  rained,  and  in  the  afternoon  there 
was  another  storm. 

Aug.  21f.  Br.  Strohle  visited  at  the  home  of  Peter  Schor.  His 
two  eldest  sons  are  in  bed  with  fever. 

Aug.  28.  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  went  to  Bethania  on  a  visit. 
Both  going  and  returning  they  stopped  to  see  Peter  Schor,  who 
is  himself  down  with  a  severe  attack  of  fever. 

Sept  3.  In  addition  to  Peter  Schor  and  his  two  sons  his  wife 
now  has  fever. 
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Sept.  7.  There  was  a  hard  storm  in  the  evening,  which  re- 
lieved the  oppressive  heat  a  little. 

Sept  11.  Yesterday  and  today  there  has  been  much  rain. 

Sept.  17.  The  roads  are  very  bad  because  of  the  much  hard 
rain  during  the  last  days.  The  weather  cleared  up  warm  today. 

Sept.  20.  Peter  Schor  and  his  family  are  improving  nicely, 
although  they  are  still  weak. 

Sept.  21.  This  was  a  day  of  cold  rain. 

Sept.  22.  It  was  piercingly  cold,  but  without  rain. 

Sept.  30.  Last  night  there  was  the  first  frost  of  the  fall. 

Oct.  2.  For  two  nights  there  has  been  heavy  frost. 

Oct.  5.  For  two  days  there  have  been  occasional  showers.  This 
morning  in  the  ninth  hour  there  was  a  severe  storm  with  heavy 
rain  which  lasted  until  noon,  and  covered  the  streets  and  mea- 
dows with  water. 

Oct.  8.  It  rained  heavily  for  an  hour  and  a  half. 

Oct.  16.  For  several  days  there  has  been  much  rain.  The  widow 
Anny  Hauser,  from  Friedberg,  moved  into  her  new  house  here 
in  the  village.  Her  four  children  came  with  her. 

Oct.  19.  For  some  days  it  has  been  very  cold,  with  hard  frosts 
at  night. 

Oct.  27,  Monday.  The  day  school  for  the  children  began  to- 
day and  will  continue  through  the  winter.  For  some  days  the 
weather  has  been  pleasant. 

Nov.  U.  This  was  an  uncomfortable  day,  with  cold  rain. 

Nov.  18.  Last  night  was  the  coldest  we  have  had.  This  morn- 
ing the  thermometer  stood  at  14°  above  zero.  Toward  the  end 
of  the  week  the  weather  moderated. 

Nov.  23,  Sunday.  We  had  the  post-celebration  of  our  congre- 
gation festival46  and  the  festival  of  the  Chief  Elder.47  The  weath- 
er was  unusually  mild  and  pleasant  for  this  time  of  the  year. 

Nov.  27.  Today  and  the  following  days  of  the  week  were  cold 
and  raw. 


46  The  first  company  of  Moravian  settlers  reached  Bethabara  on  November  17,  1753. 

47  November  Thirteenth. 
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Nov.  30,  Sunday.  Today  is  the  beginning  of  the  new  church 
year.  As  in  all  our  congregations,  we  considered  the  glad  tid- 
ings of  the  incarnation  of  our  Saviour,  and  of  His  sufferings 
and  death  for  our  eternal  salvation. 

The  weather  was  very  cold.  This  morning  early  the  thermome- 
ter stood  at  13°  above  zero. 

Dec.  3.  It  cleared  during  the  afternoon,  although  last  night 
and  this  morning  it  rained  so  hard  and  so  continously  that  all 
the  meadows  near  the  town  are  under  water. 

Dec.  7,  Sunday.  The  weather  was  cloudy  and  rainy.  In  the 
following  days  the  weather  was  very  unpleasant,  partly  be- 
cause of  the  cold,  partly  from  rain,  sleet,  and  glaze  ice. 

In  the  preaching  consideration  was  given  to  the  great  pur- 
pose of  God  manifest  in  the  flesh,  namely  by  His  death  and 
cross  to  rescue  lost  man  from  everlasting  ruin. 

Dec.  1U,  Sunday.  This  was  a  day  of  cold  rain  and  bad  roads 
and  only  a  few  could  come  to  church.  The  sermon  pointed  out 
that  to  see  the  Son  of  God  in  the  flesh  with  mortal  eyes  never 
did  and  never  could  save  a  man,  and  that  the  eye  of  faith  is 
needed. 

Dec.  15.  It  was  piercingly  cold,  and  snowed  for  three-quarters 
of  an  hour.  Toward  evening  it  cleared  and  was  still  colder,  and 
this  continued  all  week. 

Dec.  21,  Sunday.  With  thoughts  of  St.  Thomas'  Day  the  con- 
gregation sang  the  Hymn  of  Praise  to  the  Wounds  of  Jesus. 

Dec.  2^.  In  the  afternoon  at  five  o'clock  the  little  children  had 
their  Christmas  Eve  lovefeast,  and  at  seven  o'clock  the  adult 
congregation  assembled.  During  the  lovefeast  a  new  ode  was 
used.  At  the  close  of  the  service,  as  usual,  lighted  wax  tapers 
were  distributed  to  the  children. 

From  the  Memorabilia  of  Bethabara.  The  fruit  crop  was  only 
fair  this  year,  the  harvest  from  field  and  meadow  somewhat 
better. 

There  was  much  more  sickness  this  year  than  in  many  others, 
for  many  among  us  had  a  kind  of  influenza  and  others  had 
fever.  But  we  have  cause  for  gratitude  when  we  compare  our 
lot  with  that  of  people  in  other  states  where  a  bad  kind  of 
fever  and  other  sicknesses  have  been  epidemic,  and  have  caused 
many  to  depart  from  the  earthly  scene. 
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Bethania  Diary,  1823. 

[Church  services  in  Bethania  followed  the  pattern  of  Salem. 
Rev.  Christian  Thomas  Pfohl  was  pastor,  but  because  of  im- 
paired hearing  and  a  tendency  to  asthma  he  needed  an  assistant, 
the  assistant  also  teaching  the  Bethania  school.  Early  in  the  year 
the  assistant  was  Rev.  Peter  Wolle,  who  was  succeeded  by  Rev. 
Carl  Anton  Van  Vleck.  A  few  items  are  translated  from  the 
diary.] 

Jan.  1.  The  snow  and  sleet  storm  of  yesterday  turned  into  rain 
today  and  made  the  roads  so  muddy  that  it  was  impossible  to 
travel  on  foot.  It  was  also  dangerous  to  ride,  because  the  snow 
was  covered  with  glaze  ice,  so  none  of  our  members  living  out- 
side the  town  were  able  to  come  to  services. 

Jan.  5,  Sunday.  Br.  Wolle  held  the  services.  Br.  Pfohl  could 
not  take  part  because  of  a  severe  cough.  Many  in  the  village 
have  this  cough  and  we  hear  that  it  is  general  throughout  the 
country. 

Jan.  11.  Br.  Wolle  held  the  four-weekly  instruction  meeting 
in  Pfaff's  settlement,  which  was  largely  attended. 

Jan.  12,  Sunday.  Br.  Wolle  again  held  the  services  alone,  for 
Br.  Pfohl  has  not  been  able  to  get  rid  of  the  severe  cough. 

Feb.  2,  Sunday.  Br.  Wolle  held  the  lovefeast  for  communicants, 
and  also  the  Holy  Communion.  A  single  woman,  Elisabeth 
Shepherd  Mendenhall,  a  Quakeress,  secured  permission  to  at- 
tend as  an  observer.  For  more  than  a  year  and  a  day  she  has 
been  living  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Oehman,  to  learn  the  trade  of  a 
tailor,  and  she  has  become  very  fond  of  the  Unity  and  its  cus- 
toms. Since  she  has  learned  to  understand  German  she  hardly 
ever  misses  a  service.  Her  quiet  and  orderly  ways  have  pleased 
every  one. 

Feb.  10.  The  thaw  has  made  the  streets  in  the  village  almost 
impassable. 

Feb.  15.  Br.  Wolle  preached  in  the  German  settlement  on  the 
Little  Yadkin,  at  Sponhauer's,  and  bade  farewell  to  his  hearers 
there. 

Feb.  16,  Sunday.  Br.  Pfohl  held  all  the  services  as  Br.  Wolle 
was  suffering  with  a  bad  headache. 
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Feb.  22.  Br.  Wolle  held  the  four-weekly  meeting  at  the  home 
of  Br.  and  Sr.  Johann  Jacob  Grieger. 

Last  night  fire  destroyed  the  still-house  of  the  auswartige 
Br.  Jacob  Conrad,  (merchant,)  and  the  adjoining  house  in  which 
he  had  stored  several  hundred  dollars  worth  of  brandy.  The 
fire  was  not  discovered  until  the  houses  were  in  full  flame,  so 
nothing  was  saved  except  one  of  the  three  stills. 

March  3.  The  Brethren  of  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference 
came  from  Salem,  and  this  morning  had  a  meeting  with  the 
local  Committee. 

March  8,  Saturday.  Br.  Wolle  held  the  four-weekly  service 
in  PfafFs  settlement,  and  bade  farewell  to  the  residents  there. 

March  11.  There  was  a  hard  storm,  and  it  was  so  cold  that 
the  rain  covered  the  trees  with  glaze  ice. 

March  16,  Sunday.  We  celebrated  our  congregation  anniver- 
sary. Br.  Schaaf  held  the  lovefeast,  in  which  the  congregation 
took  an  affectionate  leave  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Wolle,  who  have  serv- 
ed here  faithfully  for  nearly  four  years. 

March  18.  The  auswartige,  married  Sr.  Elisabeth  Schulz,  born 
Krieger,  ended  her  journey  through  life  early  this  morning. 
She  had  consumption,  and  dropsy  also  developed  recently. 

In  the  first  days  of  this  week  Br.  and  Sr.  Wolle  made  a  fare- 
well visit  to  each  family  in  the  village.  On  the  19th  they  left 
for  Salem  with  their  two  little  children. 

March  22.  Br.  Wolle  came  to  attend  the  public  sale  of  their 
household  goods. 

March  2U.  Br.  Wolle  was  here  again  for  two  or  three  hours, 
and  finished  his  business  matters. 

March  27.  Br.  Schaaf  came  from  Salem  to  hold  the  services 
[of  Maundy  Thursday].  Because  of  his  impaired  hearing  Br. 
Pfohl  can  no  longer  lead  a  service  in  which  there  is  so  much 
singing. 

April  6,  Sunday.  In  a  largely  attended  meeting,  Br.  Benade 
married  our  widowed  Br.  John  Gambold  to  the  widowed  Sr. 
Anna  Maria  Schulz,  born  Grabs. 

At  two  in  the  afternoon  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  auswar- 
tige, married  Br.  Philipp  Schneider.  He  passed  away  day  before 
yesterday,  apparently  from  weakness  and  without  any  particu- 
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lar  illness  or  suffering.  Almost  all  his  numerous  relatives  came 
from  Salem,  Bethabara,  and  Friedland. 

April  28.  Br.  John  and  Sr.  Anna  Maria  Gambold,  and  his 
brother  Joseph  Gambold,  arrived.  They  were  on  their  way  to 
their  mission  post  in  the  land  of  the  Cherokees.  They  spent  the 
night  here,  and  proceeded  on  their  journey  next  morning,  the 
29th.  The  Single  Br.  Michael  Hauser  went  from  here  to  help 
with  the  horses. 

May  12.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  meeting  of  all  the  adult 
Brethren  in  the  village,  and  a  new  Committee  was  elected. 

May  18.  At  the  request  of  a  Negro  couple  Br.  Pfohl  baptized 
their  infant.  Unexpectedly,  more  than  thirty  Negroes  attended, 
and  as  most  of  them  understood  German  Br.  Pfohl  spoke  to 
them  about  the  way  of  eternal  salvation.  They  were  very  quiet 
and  seemed  to  listen  attentively. 

June  12.  The  single  Br.  Michael  Hauser  returned  today  from 
the  trip  to  Springplace. 

July  1.  This  morning  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  had  the  pleasure  of 
welcoming  their  son,  Samuel  Thomas  Pfohl,  who  reached  Salem 
yesterday  with  Br.  Carl  Anton  Van  Vleck.  Their  son  left  Salem 
in  April,  1820,  for  the  Theological  Seminary  in  Nazareth,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  after  finishing  his  course  in  that  institution  he 
taught  in  Nazareth  Hall.  He  has  been  called  to  assist  in  the 
school  for  little  boys  in  Salem. 

July  IS,  Sunday.  The  Brn.  Benade  and  Theodor  Schulz  brought 
Br.  Carl  Anton  and  Sr.  Christiana  Susanna  Van  Vleck  to  Beth- 
ania,  and  presented  them  to  the  congregation  as  assistants  to 
Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl.  Br.  Van  Vleck  preached  his  opening  sermon 
on  Romans  i,  16.  In  the  afternoon  the  Brn.  Benade  and  Schulz 
met  with  the  Committee ;  then  Br.  Schulz  held  the  lovef east  in 
which  the  congregation  welcomed  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck. 

July  lJf.  In  the  early  days  of  this  week  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  took 
Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  to  call  on  all  the  families  in  the  village. 

Aug.  2,  Saturday.  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  four-weekly  preach- 
ing at  the  home  of  our  auswartige  Br.  Johann  Jacob  Krieger. 

Aug  3.  Br.  Pfohl  led  the  prayers  of  the  church  litany.  Br.  Van 
Vleck  preached  in  English,  as  it  has  been  decided  to  have  Eng- 
lish preaching  every  four  weeks. 
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In  the  afternoon  Br.  Van  Vleck  preached  for  the  Negroes. 
This  new  beginning  with  them  was  very  encouraging,  the  serv- 
ice being  attended  by  more  than  sixty  Negroes,  large  and  small. 

Aug.  7.  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  came  on  business,  and  Br.  Kramsch 
came  with  him  for  a  short  visit  to  his  children,  Br.  and  Sr.  Van 
Vleck. 

Aug.  1U.  This  was  the  annual  election  for  representatives 
from  our  county  to  the  Assembly  to  be  held  in  Raleigh,  and  also 
a  representative  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

Aug.  21.  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  went  to  Salem  to  attend  a 
meeting  of  the  Conference  of  Country  Ministers. 

Aug.  23.  Br.  Van  Vleck  and  his  wife  went  to  Pfaff's  settle- 
ment, where  he  held  the  four-weekly  meeting. 

Aug.  31.  The  single  Br.  Johann  Jacob  Stolz  was  married  to 
the  single  Polly  Geiger  by  the  Justice,  Br.  John  Buttner.  Br. 
Stolz  has  taken  charge  of  the  mill  erected  near  Salem  several 
years  ago.  They  moved  to  the  Salem  mill  on  September  2. 

Sept.  9.  The  single  Br.  Petrus  Transou  left  for  a  visit  in  Penn- 
sylvania. He  plans  while  there  to  marry  the  single  Rebecca  Lein- 
bach,  who  went  to  Lancaster  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Wolle. 

Sept.  13.  David  Sponhauer  has  asked  Br.  Van  Vleck  to  hold 
four-weekly  services  at  his  house,  as  was  done  during  his  father's 
time.  Br.  Van  Vleck  went  thither  today  for  the  first  time,  and 
found  about  thirty  persons  gathered.  After  a  prayer  in  the 
German  language  he  preached  for  them  in  English.  Then  he  bap- 
tized two  children,  and  finally  he  distributed  tracts  among  them. 

On  the  way  home  Br.  Van  Vleck  called  on  Br.  and  Sr.  Salo- 
mon Sponhauer,  who  have  an  inn. 

Sept.  lJf.  Br.  Van  Vleck  began  doctrinal  instruction  for  the 
youth  of  our  village,  and  all  the  boys  and  girls  attended. 

Sept.  15.  In  the  afternoon  it  poured  for  several  hours.  So 
much  rain  fell  that  our  Muddy  Creek  flooded  the  meadows,  and 
either  carried  away  the  second-crop  hay  which  was  piled  there 
a  few  days  ago,  or  so  covered  it  with  mud  and  sand  that  it  can- 
not be  used.  It  also  washed  away  entire  fences. 

Sept.  20.  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  went  to  PfafTs  settlement 
for  the  four-weekly  service.  About  fifty  persons  were  present, 
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to  whom  Br.  Van  Vleck  spoke  on  the  first  part  of  the  Lord's 
Prayer.  Pleasant  note  should  be  made  of  the  fact  that  the  Sun- 
day School  started  there  about  a  year  ago,  and  conducted  by 
Br.  Christian  Pfaff  and  other  young  people,  is  continuing  suc- 
cessfully. 

The  grist  mill  here,48  which  has  not  run  for  a  considerable 
time,  was  sold  today  by  the  owners  to  the  highest  bidder,  and 
Abraham  Conrad  bought  it. 

October.  Beginning  with  this  month  Br.  Carl  Anton  Van  Vleck 
writes  the  diary. 

Oct.  2.  With  other  members  from  here,  I  attended  the  meet- 
ing in  Salem  of  the  Society  of  Brethren  of  North  Carolina  for 
the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen. 

Oct.  5.  Everywhere  in  this  neighborhood  people  are  complain- 
ing of  bad  colds,  with  headache,  coughs,  and  snuffles.  Without 
doubt  the  changeable  weather  is  the  cause  of  this. 

Oct.  10.  My  wife  and  I  visited  the  widowed  Sr.  Schneider, 
who  lives  six  miles  from  Bethania,  also  Salomon  Sponhauer,  nine 
miles,  and  Charles  Holder,  fifteen  miles  from  here.  Holder's  wife 
still  belongs  to  the  Bethania  congregation.  These  people  live 
near  the  Pilot  Mountain,  and  we  took  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  climb  this  remarkable  mountain.  It  rises,  solitary 
and  steep,  from  level  land.  The  top,  or  crown,  consists  of  one, 
single,  uncut  rock,  with  sides  so  perpendicular  that  it  can  be 
climbed  at  only  one  place,  and  there  with  difficulty.  On  top  of 
this  mass  of  rock  there  is  three-quarters  of  an  acre  of  fertile 
soil,  in  which  trees  grow.  Because  of  its  remarkable  formation 
this  Pilot  Mountain  is  surely  one  of  the  most  notable  works  of 
nature  in  this  state.  It  fills  the  beholder  with  wonder,  and 
moves  him  to  praise  Him  who  has  wrought  so  royally.  From 
the  top  of  this  mountain  one  has  a  very  wide  view  on  all  sides, 
and  can  see  several  hundred  farms,  and  the  winding  river 

48  The  Bethania  grist-mill  was  built,  1783-84,  on  Muddy  Creek,  half  a  mile  north  of  the 
2500  acre  Bethania  tract,  near  the  old  road  to  "the  Hollow,"  the  section  of  which  Mt.  Airy 
is  now  the  chief  town.  The  agreement  of  1783  was  signed  by  six  Bethania  men,  as  partners 
in  the  mill  project.  Of  these  men  Philip  Transou  died  in  1793,  and  apparently  Heinrich 
Sponhauer  withdrew.  The  lease  of  1797  names  four  "mill-partners," — George  Hauser,  Sr., 
Michael  Ranck,  Henry  Shore,  and  George  Peter  Hauser.  These  four  men  died  before  1823,  but 
the  church  records  do  not  show  who  inherited  their  rights  in  the  mill.  Abraham  Conrad  was  a 
son-in-law  of  George  Hauser,  Sr.  The  Unity  Administration  ledger  D,  page  224,  shows  that 
eighty  acres  were  involved  in  the  sale,  and  that  Conrad  gave  a  bond  for  $320  to  the 
Administration,  evidently  taking  over  a  bond  which  had  been  given  by  the  mill-partners.  The 
millers,  before  the  sale  to  Conrad,  were:-  Jacob  Stolz,  1784-1789;  Heinrich  Schulz,  1789-1799; 
Heinrich  Kapp,  1799-1805;  Christian  Andreas  Werner,  1805-1814;  and  probably  Jonas  Werner, 
who  was  at  the  mill  in  1824.

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Yadkin.  On  the  western  horizon  the  great  Blue  Ridge  is  plainly 
visible. 

In  the  soft  light  of  the  moon  we  walked  back  to  the  home  of 
our  guide.  His  wife  had  wished  that  I  might  hold  a  service  at 
her  house  that  evening,  but  it  was  not  possible  because  nearly 
all  the  neighbors  were  busy  husking  corn.  Her  eighty-year-old 
mother  lives  with  them,  and  they  take  good  care  of  her. 

Oct.  11.  We  went  back  to  Salomon  Sponhauer's,  and  then  on 
to  David  Sponhauer's,  where  I  preached  in  German  to  about 
thirty  persons.  On  the  way  home  we  took  another  road,  so  that 
we  could  stop  to  see  the  widow  Maria  Krieger.  On  the  journey 
from  there  to  our  house  we  almost  had  an  accident.  The  road  was 
very  stony,  and  nearly  impassable,  and  a  bough  that  overhung 
the  track  caught  in  one  of  the  back  wheels  of  our  small  carriage. 
It  was  difficult  to  get  it  loose,  and  took  us  an  hour,  even  with 
the  help  of  a  man  who  rode  up  at  just  the  right  time. 

Oct.  18.  My  wife  and  I  went  to  PfafFs  settlement,  where  I 
preached  on  the  latter  part  of  the  Lord's  Prayer.  Then  I  held 
religious  instruction  for  the  young  people  of  the  settlement. 
According  to  their  wish,  this  instruction  will  be  given  in  Eng- 
lish, since  the  schools  there  are  conducted  in  English. 

Oct.  21.  Br.  Petrus  Transou  returned  with  his  wife  Rebecca, 
born  Leinbach,  whom  he  married  in  Lancaster. 

Oct.  26,  Sunday.  At  half  past  ten  o'clock  the  solemn  Harvest 
Thanksgiving  Sermon  was  preached,  and  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  our  neighbors  attended.  The  long  drought  of  the  early 
summer  had  filled  us  with  foreboding,  but  the  Lord  sent  rain 
at  the  right  time,  and  gave  us  a  plentiful  harvest  of  wheat  and 
corn.  At  the  beginning  of  the  service  the  choir  sang  All  glory 
to  the  Sovereign  Good,1*9  and  What  is  created  by  our  God,50  set 
to  appropriate  music.  In  closing  the  hymn  was  sung,  Sing  Hal- 
lelujah, praise  the  Lord.51 

Oct.  30.  In  the  home  of  her  parents,  Br.  Pfohl  married  the 
single  Sr.  Maria  Christina  Loesch  to  the  widower  Benjamin 
Hauser,  who  does  not  belong  to  us. 

Nov.  3.  School  began  for  the  children,  and  will  be  held  four 
days  a  week  during  the  winter.  Once  a  week  there  will  be  re- 
ligious instruction.  Eleven  children  attended.

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Nov.  16,  Sunday.  There  was  the  post-celebration  of  the  festi- 
val of  the  Thirteenth.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  lovefeast. 
Most  of  our  auswartige  members  attended. 

Nov.  2Jf.  A  man  came  from  a  neighboring  county  and  wanted 
to  buy  some  tracts.  I  told  him  that  we  were  in  the  habit  of  giv- 
ing them  away,  and  I  made  him  a  present  of  sixteen,  with  the 
request  that  he  would  share  them  with  his  neighbors. 

Nov.  29,  Saturday.  By  request  I  preached  at  the  home  of  the 
widow  Schneider  instead  of  at  David  Sponhauer's.  Only  twenty 
persons  came,  but  I  was  told  there  would  have  been  many  more 
had  it  not  been  that  musters  were  being  held  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. 

Dec.  6.  This  week  we  have  again  attempted  to  hold  weekday 
services,  namely  readings  from  the  Unity  News  on  Monday  and 
Tuesday  evenings,  Bible  reading  on  Thursday  evening,  and  a 
liturgy  on  Friday  evening.  If  the  members  come  regularly  we 
will  continue  through  the  winter,  when  the  weather  permits. 

Dec.  21,  Sunday.  Br.  Pfohl  read  a  sermon  by  Count  Zinzen- 
dorf  on  the  words :  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Thomas,  because  thou 
hast  seen  me,  thou  hast  believed :  blessed  are  they  that  have  not 
seen,  and  yet  have  believed.  In  the  evening  we  sang  the  liturgy 
for  St.  Thomas'  Day. 

Br.  Van  Vleck  had  a  conversation  with  a  certain  Currie  Forgi- 
son,  who  recently  married  the  single  Catharina  Schneider,  who 
belongs  to  us. 

Dec.  24.  On  Christmas  Eve  the  children  had  a  lovefeast  at 
five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  About  one  hundred  children  were 
present,  including  a  number  of  children  of  our  friends.  At  the 
close  of  the  service  burning  wax  tapers  were  given  to  them. 
Br.  Pfohl  held  the  service,  and  Br.  Van  Vleck  played  the  organ, 
as  our  organist,  Sr.  Oehman,  was  unable  to  be  present. 

Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  second  service.  For  lack  of  an  organist 
Br.  Van  Vleck  moved  his  forte-piano  into  the  church,  placing 
it  near  the  minister's  table,  so  that  he  could  play  the  accompani- 
ment for  the  choir  anthems,  Ehre  sey  Got  in  der  Hbhe,52  and 
Schbnstes  Kind,  Du  bist  es  gar.53

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Dec.  25,  Christmas  Day.  There  was  an  English  sermon,  and 
Br.  Van  Vleck  was  both  preacher  and  organist.  Anthems  sung 
were,  What  good  news  the  angels  bring,51*  and  Rise  my  soul, 
shake  off  all  sadness.55 

Dec.  26.  On  Second  Christmas  Day  Br.  Schaaf  came  from 
Salem,  and  in  the  afternoon  he  baptized  the  infant  of  Br.  and 
Sr.  Oehman,  born  on  the  9th  of  this  month.  The  child  received 
the  name  Ferdinand  Reinhold. 

Dec.  27.  Br.  Van  Vleck  rode  to  the  home  of  David  Sponhauer, 
and  from  there,  under  the  guidance  of  Sponhauer,  he  rode  to 
the  Bethlehem  church,  eleven  miles  from  Bethania.  He  had  re- 
ceived a  written  invitation  from  Pastor  Schober56  to  preach 
there,  and  prepare  the  people  for  the  Holy  Communion  which 
Pastor  Schober  planned  to  hold  on  the  next  day.  They  returned 
to  Sponhauer's  house,  where  Br.  Van  Vleck  had  his  noon  meal. 
Then  he  rode  home  by  way  of  the  Beaver  Dam  church,  a  longer 
but  more  level  way. 

Dec.  31.  In  the  afternoon  at  four  o'clock  the  children  had 
their  closing  meeting.  At  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  there  was 
a  lovefeast  for  the  congregation,  which  was  held  by  Br.  Pfohl, 
while  Br.  Van  Vleck  played  the  organ.  At  half  past  nine  Br. 
Van  Vleck  read  the  Memorabilia.  The  solemn  closing  service 
of  the  year  began  at  half  past  eleven.  The  anthem,  Herr,  Herr 
Gott,  barmherzig  und  gnadig,57  was  sung  with  musical  accompa- 
niment. When  the  clock  struck  twelve  we  entered  the  new  year 
with  the  sound  of  the  trombones  and  the  singing  of  the  hymn, 
Nun  danket  alle  Gott.58  Prayer  was  offered,  kneeling,  for  the 
further  guidance  and  direction  of  our  eternal  God,  and  peti- 
tions were  made  for  our  neighborhood,  for  the  government  of 
our  land,  etc.  Immediately  after  the  prayer  the  choir  sang  for 
the  congregation  the  following  good  wishes,  Selig's  Neujahr,

Since  Christmas  the  weather  has  been  unusually  mild,  and 
many  of  our  neighbors  came  to  this  festival  of  the  changing 
year.  In  the  closing  service  the  church  was  full. 

Diary  of  Friedberg,  1823. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  1.  It  was  sleeting,  but  we  returned  from  Hope  this 
morning.  About  seventy  persons  gathered,  and  the  Memorabilia 
of  this  congregation  was  read,  together  with  a  letter  from  the 
standing  Committee  to  the  congregation.  In  a  prayer,  all  kneel- 
ing, we  thought  of  the  passage  from  the  old  year  into  the  new. 
Then  there  was  a  lovefeast. 

Jan.  6.  Br.  Denke  preached  a  funeral  sermon  in  the  Pilgrims 
Church,  on  Abbotts  Creek,  fifteen  miles  from  here.60 

Jan.  13.  There  was  the  funeral  of  the  Single  Br.  Daniel 
Bockel,  who  passed  away  quickly  on  the  eleventh.  Spasms  in 
his  chest  led  to  suffocation61  which  brought  an  end  to  his  young 
life.  His  age  was  25  years,  7  months,  and  20  days. 

Jan.  20.  The  cornerstone  and  the  box  of  records  were  removed 
from  under  the  old  church. 

Jan.  30,  Saturday.  Stone  was  hauled  industriously. 

Feb.  3.  The  masons  and  carpenters  began  work  today. 

Feb.  5,  Wednesday.  Today  the  weather  was  fine  and  a  large 
number  of  persons  assembled  for  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone 
of  our  new  church.  The  Brn.  Benade  and  Schulz,  and  the  musi- 
cians with  wind  instruments,  came  from  Salem.  The  liturgy 
usual  on  such  occasions  was  read  in  both  German  and  English, 
as  was  the  prepared  inscription.62  It  was  a  day  of  joy  for  the 
congregation  here,  and  all  went  in  a  quiet  and  orderly  manner. 
The  services  were  held  under  the  open  sky,  as  the  church  would 
scarcely  hold  a  third  of  the  congregation  gathered.

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Feb.  7.  Doctrinal  instruction  was  begun  today  for  the  child- 
ren who  will  be  received  at  the  congregation  festival. 

Feb.  16,  Sunday.  In  spite  of  the  continuing  cold  a  considerable 
number  came,  and  we  cleared  out  our  room  so  that  they  could 
warm.63  Some  of  the  services  were  also  held  in  the  room. 

Feb.  17.  Milder  weather  has  set  in,  and  work  on  the  church 
is  being  pushed. 

Feb.  20.  Much  alarm  on  account  of  mad  dogs  has  made  it  un- 
safe to  go  out  much,  and  it  is  dangerous  for  the  school  child- 
ren. Those  who  attend  the  evening  classes,  who  have  more 
miles  to  go,  come  less  often. 

March  2,  Sunday.  The  sermons  were  in  English  and  in  Ger- 
man, and  were  well  attended.  In  the  second  meeting  there  was 
reading  from  the  story  of  Passion  Week.  Then  Br.  Daniel  and 
Sr.  Rebecca  Spach's  little  son,  born  on  January  21,  was  baptized 
with  the  name  Allen  Andreas,  and  the  little  daughter  of  our 
neighbors  John  and  Taber  Fischer,  born  on  December  15th  of 
last  year,  was  baptized  with  the  name  Elisabeth. 

March  10.  Twelve  of  the  Single  Sisters  came  for  the  annual 
big  cleaning  of  the  Gemein  Haus. 

March  12.  The  congregation  celebrated  its  fifty-fourth  con- 
gregation festival.  Seventeen  souls  were  added  to  the  congrega- 
tion. 

March  28,  Good  Friday.  There  was  a  public  meeting  in  which 
the  account  was  read  of  the  sufferings  of  our  Saviour.  Then  the 
communicants  had  a  lovefeast  and  the  Lord's  Supper. 

March  30,  Sunday.  Because  of  the  somewhat  unfavorable 
weather  not  so  many  came  as  usual.  We  prayed  the  Easter  litany 
on  God's  Acre,  which  had  been  put  in  good  order.  Then  there 
was  the  preaching  service. 

March  31 .  I  went  to  Gerber's  Church  and  preached  in  German 
and  in  English  to  a  large  audience. 

April  6.  I  was  very  hoarse,  which  inconvenienced  me  greatly. 
This  hoarseness  is  prevelent  just  now.  In  spite  of  this  I  went  to 
Salem  on  the  9th,  and  had  a  conference  with  the  Provincial 
Elders.  The  members  of  Friedberg  wish  a  revision  of  the  Brother-

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ly  Agreement,  for  the  Agreement  now  in  force  was  written  in 
1781,  and  some  of  the  provisions  do  not  suit  present  conditions. 

April  17.  In  response  to  an  urgent  call,  I  preached  a  funeral 
sermon  in  the  Pilgrims  Church,  to  a  large  gathering. 

April  23.  We  visited  members  and  friends  east  of  Friedberg 
and  south  of  the  South  Fork,  and  among  others  the  Lutheran 
preacher,  Jacob  Miller. 

April  27,  Sunday.  After  the  preaching  there  was  Congregation 
Council.  It  was  decided  that  the  standing  Committee  should  select 
a  contractor  to  engage  and  provide  the  needed  building  materials 
[for  the  new  church]  and  a  treasurer  who  should  receive  the 
money  which  has  been  subscribed,  and  with  that  money  should 
pay  the  bills.  The  Committee  reported  through  their  chairman 
that  they  had  selected  Br.  Joseph  Walk  as  treasurer,  and  Br. 
Jacob  Spach  as  contractor. 

April  30.  Again  messengers  came  to  ask  me  to  preach  a  funeral 
sermon  about  twenty  miles  from  here.  In  spite  of  their  insistence, 
and  sorry  as  I  was  to  refuse,  I  was  unable  to  go,  partly  because 
the  framing  for  the  church  is  to  be  raised  tomorrow,  and  partly 
because  my  horse  is  not  equal  to  the  trip. 

May  1.  The  sills  were  laid  for  the  new  church. 

May  3,  Saturday.  Forty-six  Single  Sisters  and  Older  Girls  cele- 
brated their  Choir  festival. 

May  5  and  6.  The  framing  was  raised  for  the  new  church  and, 
thank  God,  without  even  a  trifling  accident.  On  the  first  day  more 
than  seventy  men  came  to  help,  both  members  and  friendly 
neighbors. 

May  9.  On  the  Muddy  Creek  I  preached  the  funeral  sermon  for 
a  certain  young  Peter  Daniel. 

May  19.1  preached  in  German,  and  delivered  a  funeral  address 
in  English  in  the  Pilgrims  Church.  I  also  baptized  a  child  in  the 
home  of  a  vorsteher  of  that  church.  This  church  is  fourteen  miles 
from  Friedberg  church. 

May  29,  Sunday.  I  preached  in  English  and  in  German  in 
Oppossumtown. 

June  13  and  14.  Much  work  was  done  on  the  roof  of  the  church. 
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July  13.  Because  of  the  oppressive  heat  we  could  pay  few  calls 
this  week. 

July  28.  The  little  chamber-organ,  formerly  belonging  to  the 
Single  Brothers  House  in  Salem,  which  has  been  presented  to  this 
congregation,  was  brought  to  Friedberg,  and  on  the  following  day 
it  was  set  up. 

Aug.  1.  We  were  at  the  Pilgrims  Church,  where  I  preached  the 
funeral  sermon  for  a  ten-year-old  child  named  Fink. 

Aug.  3.  Sunday.  The  Brn.  Reiz  [Rights]  and  Benzien  came 
from  Salem  to  play  the  organ,  which  gave  a  great  deal  of  pleas- 
ure. 

Toward  evening  we  buried  John  Hauser  on  his  farm.  He  was 
born  in  this  neighborhood  on  November  12,  1783 ;  married  Anna 
Johanna  Kraus ;  and  had  four  children. 

Aug.  17.  The  children  of  this  congregation  observed  their  festal 
day.  Ninety-four  were  present. 

Aug.  12.  Fire-wood  was  cut  today.64 

Aug.  31,  Sunday.  The  preaching  was  in  Ripple's  Church.  Not 
half  the  audience  could  find  place  in  the  church. 

Sept.  1.  School  began  again  today. 

Sept.  22.  We  visited  those  who  are  sick  of  the  epidemic  fever. 
Their  number  increases  constantly. 

Oct.  6.  The  patients  have  a  high  fever,  a  swollen  throat,  and 
what  the  doctor  calls  Haut-Wassersucht. 

The  twin  brothers,  Peter65  and  Philip  Rothrock,  came  with 
about  eighty  of  their  descendants  and  their  families.  They  came 
to  celebrate  their  seventy-eighth  birthday,  and  especially  the 
wedding  anniversary  of  Philip  Rothrock  and  his  wife  Eva  Elisa- 
beth, who  have  been  married  for  fifty-five  years.  At  the  lovef east 
they  related  many  interesting  things  concerning  their  life, 
especially  in  the  forty  years  since  they  left  Yorktown,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  moved  to  Wachovia.  As  is  customary  on  such  note- 
worthy occasions  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  was  laid  upon  those 
who  were  celebrating  their  anniversaries. 

Oct.  22.  Br.  and  Sr.  Benade  came  from  Salem  for  the  celebra- 
tion of  our  Married  People's  festival.  Br.  Benade  held  the  serv- 
ices and  Br.  Denke  played  the  organ.

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Oct.  26.  Not  many  came  to  service,  because  a  big  singing-school 
in  the  neighborhood  held  its  closing  exercise  today. 

Nov.  Jt-.  I  visited  a  number  of  sick  persons,  among  others  a 
young  Brother  who  had  had  die  Gichtern™  eight  times  in  one 
night,  and  had  been  blinded  by  them. 

Nov.  9.  Brick  is  being  burned  for  the  new  church. 

Nov.  15.  Our  unmarried  men  and  older  boys,  including  the 
boys  who  were  received  into  the  congregation  on  the  last  con- 
gregation festival,  celebrated  their  convenant  day. 

Nov.  23,  Sunday.  Today  we  entered  the  new  church  year  and 
the  Advent  season. 

Dec.  7.  The  harvest  thanksgiving  sermon  was  preached  here 
today. 

Dec.  8.  There  was  the  funeral  of  the  married  Br.  Johann  Fried- 
rich  Spach  (son  of  Joseph)  who  fell  asleep  on  the  sixth.  The 
unfortunate  accident  which  caused  his  death  distressed  us  great- 
ly. On  the  fourth  of  this  month  his  horse  threw  him  with  much 
force,  and  he  was  so  badly  injured  that  after  several  days  his 
spirit  departed.  In  the  beginning  it  was  thought  only  that  he  had 
dislocated  his  shoulder,  but  evidently  there  was  some  internal 
injury. 

Dec.  9.  I  married  the  single  Jacob  Greter  to  the  single  Sarah 
Wesner. 

Dec.  16.  The  wind  was  high  and  the  chimney  of  our  house 
caught  fire.  It  was  only  by  the  mercy  of  God  that  no  further 
damage  was  done. 

Dec.  18.  1  married  the  single  John  Heyer  to  the  Single  Sr. 
Maria  Rebecca  Fischer  in  the  home  of  her  father. 

Dec.  20.  At  the  urgent  request  of  our  neighbor  Bernhardt 
Kimmel,  and  especially  at  the  request  of  his  fifteen-year-old  son, 
who  lay  on  a  sickbed,  I  baptized  the  lad  with  the  name  Lazarus. 
It  is  understood  that  this  does  not  make  him  a  member  of  our 
congregation. 

68  Older  German  dictionaries  do  not  give  die  Gichtern.  In  a  letter  written  by  Rev.  Christian 
Thomas  Pfohl  from  Bethania,  North  Carolina,  November  1,  1823,  he  mentions  the  case  of  a 
woman  who  for  the  fourth  time  in  three  and  a  half  years  had  "a  very  serious  attack  of 
Convulsionen,  or  the  so-called  Gichtern."  The  attack  began  "much  motion  of  the  head  and 
arms,"  and  became  so  severe  that  "the  entire  body  was  thrown  up"  from  the  bed.  Bleeding 
had  seemed  to  give  some  relief.  A  modern  dictionary  defines  Gichter  as  spasms  in  children, 
which  agrees  only  partially  with  the  use  of  the  word  in  the  early  Wachovia  diaries.

[Louis  XVIII,  of  France,  was  succeeded  by  his  brother,  Charles 
X.  A  great  wave  of  speculation  spread  through  England. 

The  electoral  college  failed  to  elect  a  president  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  national  House  of  Representatives  selected  John 
Quincy  Adams  to  serve  for  four  years. 

The  Marquis  de  Lafayette  landed  in  America  on  August  15, 
to  make  a  visit  as  the  guest  of  the  American  people,  who  still 
remembered  his  services  given  during  the  Revolutionary  War, 
and  were  delighted  to  welcome  him. 

Congress  passed  an  act  excluding  free  Negroes  from  service 
in  the  militia,  and  the  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  followed 
with  a  similar  act. 

On  December  7,  H.  G.  Burton,  of  Halifax  County,  was  elected 
governor  by  the  North  Carolina  Assembly.] 

Memorabilia  of  Salem,  1824 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

In  the  usual  and  praise-worthy  manner  we  will  note  the  im- 
portant events  of  this  year,  now  passing  swiftly  into  the  past, 
and  will  present  a  short  review  of  it,  to  the  praise  of  Him  who 
in  the  midst  of  changing  times  remains  unchanged,  and  crowns 
one  year  like  another  with  His  goodness. 

Thanks  we  bring  to  the  God  who  created  us:-for  each  gift 
from  His  gentle  hand ;  for  supply  of  the  various  needs  of  this 
mortal  life;  for  each  blessing  in  house,  on  field  and  lands;  for 
life  and  health;  for  food  and  drink;  for  protection  from  harm 
and  accident;  for  quiet  and  peace  in  the  country  in  which  we 
live. 

As  a  special  event  of  this  year  we  mention  the  provincial  con- 
ference held  in  July  of  this  year  in  preparation  for  the  General 
Synod  to  be  held  next  year.  It  was  an  occasion  of  general,  active, 
and  lively  interest,  and  gave  opportunity  for  earnest  and 
thorough  consideration  of  the  inner  and  outward  condition  of 
our  congregations. 

We  were  deeply  impressed  with  the  need  that  more  than 
hitherto  efforts  must  be  made  to  fill  our  growing  youth  with 
the  spirit  of  our  beautiful  Unity  of  Brethren  and  with  interest 
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in  it,  so  that  future  generations  may  receive  the  blessing  which 
has  rested  upon  us  and  our  forefathers. 

It  was  decided  that  it  was  not  absolutely  necessary  to  send 
our  proposals  by  a  deputy  elected  from  our  midst,  and  there- 
fore, in  order  to  avoid  the  great  expense  involved  in  sending 
a  special  representative,  it  was  decided  to  request  a  Brother 
who  would  attend  Synod  at  any  rate  to  present  our  written 
proposals  and  bring  them  into  the  discussions.  Our  correspondent 
in  the  Unity  Elders  Conference,  Br.  Samuel  Christlieb  Reichel, 
was  unanimously  chosen  to  represent  us,  in  full  confidence  that 
he  would  accept  the  position.  Through  letters  he  and  his  col- 
leagues in  the  Unity  Elders  Conference  have  shown  their  in- 
terest in  affairs  here,  and  he  will  do  his  best  to  carry  out  our 
wishes. 

The  epidemic  of  measles  which  spread  here  in  the  spring 
affected  most  of  our  children,  a  great  part  of  the  girls  in  the 
boarding  school,  and  many  adults.  It  passed  off  so  well  that 
not  one  case  was  fatal,  or  left  permanent  ill  results,  for  which 
we  are  very  thankful. 

An  addition  has  been  built  to  the  Girls  School  House,  and 
after  a  long  period  of  wishing  the  school  is  provided  with  a 
good  meeting-hall,  which  was  consecrated  on  the  24th  of  Septem- 
ber. It  was  a  most  happy  and  blessed  day  for  the  daughters 
in  our  care.  Services  in  the  English  language  will  now  be  held 
there  regularly  every  Sunday  and  on  festal  days. 

Three  new  dwellings  have  been  finished  and  occupied,  name- 
ly those  of  the  Brn.  Philip  Reich,  Traugott  Leinbach,  Samuel 
Schulz,  and  their  wives. 

The  roof  of  our  church  has  been  repaired,  and  the  tower 
has  been  painted,  and  the  weather-vane  and  ball  have  been  re- 
gilded.  We  have  reason  to  be  thankful  that  this  dangerous  work 
was  accomplished  without  accident. 

A  considerable  section  of  two  streets  of  our  town  has  been 
paved. 

We  have  paid  more  attention  to  our  older  boys.  A  number 
of  Brethren  have  been  willing  to  take  turns  in  going  to  a  room 
in  the  old  Brothers  House  on  Sunday  and  festal  days  to  look 
after  them,  and  classes  have  been  held  for  them  two  evenings 
in  the  week. 

In  future  the  congregation  of  Hope  will  not  be  treated  as 
a  separate  congregation,  but  will  be  included  in  the  Friedberg 
congregation,  as  the  serving  of  two  congregations  is  too  much 
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for  one  couple.  Services  will  be  held  each  Sunday  in  Friedberg, 
as  the  members  there  wish,  and  alternately  in  English  and 
in  German. 

Our  interest  in  the  welfare  of  our  Cherokee  mission  has 
been  maintained  through  letters  and  reports.  We  are  still  in 
painful  uncertainty  concerning  its  future  existence,  for  it  has 
not  yet  been  decided  whether  the  Indians  may  remain  in  that 
part  of  the  state  of  Georgia. 

Our  Negro  congregation  has  been  increased  by  three  mem- 
bers, who  joined  by  adult  baptism. 

Four  little  boys  have  entered  school  and  four  have  left.  The 
number  now  in  the  boys  school  is  twenty-six. 

Five  little  girls  have  entered  school,  and  five  have  left. 
Thirty  little  girls  are  now  in  school. 

Four  teachers  have  left  the  boarding  school,  and  four  others 
have  entered. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  fifty-six  girls  from  outside  have 
entered  the  boarding  school,  and  seventy-four  have  gone  home. 
Three  children  of  the  congregation  have  left  the  boarding 
school.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the  number  of  boarding  pupils 
is  one  hundred  and  one,  of  whom  eleven  are  visiting  their  rel- 
atives. 

Twelve  children  have  been  born  and  baptized  in  Salem.  Five 
persons  have  died.  Twenty-one  have  come  to  Salem  from  other 
congregations.  Three  have  received  permission  to  become  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation.  Two  have  been  transferred  to  other 
congregations.  Two  have  been  suspended.  Four  have  been  con- 
firmed and  admitted  to  the  Lord's  Table.  Three  couples  have 
been  married.

[The  diary  consists  of  ninety-three  closely  written  pages, 
largely  concerned  with  church  services,  which  followed  the 
pattern  of  the  preceding  year.  A  few  items  are  translated.] 

Jan.  2.  In  the  morning  at  ten  o'clock  there  was  the  solemn 
opening  of  our  church  boards.  All  of  the  country  ministers  and 
their  wives  came  to  Salem  yesterday,  except  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl. 

Jan  6.  It  rained  hard  all  day  but  stopped  toward  evening,  so 
that  it  was  possible  to  hold  the  service  planned  for  this  day  of 
remembrance.  The  great  things  which  the  Lord  is  doing  for 
the  conversion  of  the  heathen  in  this  our  day,  and  the  blessing 
which  He  has  laid  upon  the  work  of  the  Brethren  for  that 
cause,  was  the  occasion  of  our  gratitude.  We  prayed  that  His 
blessing  might  rest  upon  the  further  efforts  to  honor  His  name 
among  the  heathen;  prayed  also  that  an  increasing  number  of 
laborers  may  be  called  from  our  Unity  of  Brethren  for  this 
growing  field. 

Jan.  9.  Br.  Benade  began  to  hold  doctrinal  instruction  for 
the  younger  boys  in  the  morning  at  eight  o'clock;  for  the  older 
girls  in  the  afternoon  at  three  o'clock,  and  for  the  older  boys 
in  the  evening  at  half  past  seven.  Instruction  will  be  given 
twice  a  month. 

Jan.  11,  Sunday.  Br.  Benade  preached  in  German.  During  the 
preaching  Br.  Reichel  preached  to  the  boarding  pupils  in  Eng- 
lish. In  the  afternoon  the  Female  Missionary  Society  met,  and 
$150  was  contributed  toward  the  building  of  the  Negro  church. 
In  the  gemeinstunde  Br.  Benade  read  a  circular  from  the  Unity 
Elders  Conference  concerning  the  terrible  fire  in  Sarepta  on 
August  9th  of  last  year,  and  urged  the  members  present  to 
give  liberally  for  the  aid  of  that  congregation.  The  Brn.  Bagge 
and  Kreuser  will  take  up  a  collection  for  that  purpose. 

Jan.  21.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  funeral  of  Br.  Johann 
Heinrich  Blum,  who  fell  asleep  on  the  nineteenth.  His  memoir, 
which  he  had  himself  dictated,  was  heard  with  attention  and 
edification.  He  was  born  in  Bethlehem,  April  19,  1752.  As  a 
young  man  he  left  the  congregation  of  Lititz,  where  he  was 
then  living;  finally  he  enlisted  in  the  Pennsylvania  troops  dur- 
ing the  Revolutionary  War,  in  the  year  1776.  In  a  skirmish  in 
the  month  of  August  a  comrade  beside  him  fell,  shot  through 
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the  head.  ...  On  the  16th  of  November  of  the  same  year  the 
American  and  British  troops  met  at  Fort  Washington.  The  pre- 
ceding evening  he  had  been  stationed  in  a  house  built  for  the 
officers  beside  the  Harlem  River,  and  from  there  he  watched 
the  battle.  At  daybreak  he  saw  the  British  cross  the  river  and 
land  below  the  house  in  which  he  was  standing.  A  number  of 
them  came  into  the  house,  but  he  hid  himself  in  a  small  closet, 
and  when  they  left  he  went  to  the  roof,  and  saw  from  there 
that  the  Americans  were  forced  back  into  the  fort.  Then  they 
surrendered  and  the  British  flag  was  raised.  About  noon  he  left 
his  post  and  went  to  the  bank  of  the  North  River,  where  he 
knew  a  small  boat  was  fastened.  When  he  reached  there  a  com- 
rade sat  in  it  bewailing  his  fate.  He  remembered  that  he  had 
seen  an  axe  in  a  trench,  and  the  other  advised  him  to  go  and 
get  it,  as  he  had  been  seen  and  might  be  captured.  Blum  there- 
fore brought  the  axe  and  two  guns  which  he  planned  to  use 
for  oars.  He  broke  the  lock  with  the  axe;  then  rowed  across 
North  River,  which  was  there  more  than  a  mile  wide,  passing 
between  two  English  frigates  and  landing  safely  on  the  Jersey 
shore.  Another  boat  that  tried  to  cross  was  seen  from  the  fort, 
and  was  shot  down  with  all  on  board.  He  was  very  thankful 
for  this  wonderful  escape,  for  apart  from  him  and  his  companion 
all  his  comrades  were  killed  or  captured.  Soon  after,  he  was 
discharged  from  service  as  a  soldier.  Ultimately  he  was  read- 
mitted to  the  Unity  of  Brethren  .... 

Jan.  25.  Sunday.  The  Saaldiener  and  the  Fremdendiener,  the 
musicians,  and  the  sick-visitors,  had  a  lovefeast  to  encourage 
them  to  willingness  and  faithfulness  in  their  offices. 

Jan.  31.  Br.  Christoph  Reich  died  with  unexpected  suddenness 
from  a  Steckfluss.1 

Feb.  1.  The  entire  month  of  January  was  very  mild,  but  today 
was  very  cold. 

Feb.  5.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  burial  of  the  remains  of 
the  departed  Br.  Samuel  G.  Kramsch,  who  fell  asleep  on  the  2nd. 
Br.  Benade  spoke  in  German,  adding  a  short  address  in  English 
because  some  persons  had  come  from  Hope,  and  there  were  others 
who  did  not  understand  German. 


1  At  this  time  the  word  Steckfluss  was  used  to  denote  a  sudden,  fatal  seizure  connected 
with  the  chest.  Symptoms  noted  frequently  suggest  a  heart  attack,  though  the  heart  is  never 
named  except  as  the  seat  of  the  affections. 
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Feb.  11.  We  had  a  heavy  rain  accompanied  by  a  hurricane-like 
wind,  which  did  damage  at  various  places. 

Feb.  18.  The  Brethren  of  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference 
went  to  Friedland  to  the  congregation  festival.  An  unusual  num- 
ber of  the  members  came  to  the  festal  services. 

March  1.  In  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  Br.  Schulz  reminded 
the  congregation  of  the  beginning  of  the  Unitas  Fratrum  three 
hundred  and  sixty-seven  years  ago. 

March  7.  This  afternoon  there  was  a  largely  attended  meeting 
of  white  and  blacks  in  our  Negro  church.  Br.  Steiner  made  an 
address  and  then  two  adults  were  baptized,  David,  a  married 
man,  who  received  the  name  Christian  David;  and  a  married 
woman,  Hannah,  who  received  the  name  Hannah  Louise. 

March  IS.  Our  auswartige,2  Br.  Matthew  Reich,  had  the  mis- 
fortune to  fall  from  a  load  of  hay,  wounding  himself  badly  in  the 
face. 

March  18.  The  single  Br.  George  Folz  was  married  by  Br. 
Benade  to  the  single  Sr.  Verona  Reich. 

March  21.  In  Bethania,  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  closed  their  more  than 
twenty-one  years  of  faithful  and  blessed  service.  ...  It  was  a 
pity  that  the  weather  forced  the  auswartige  members  to  miss  the 
farewell  of  these  honored,  faithful  servants  of  the  Lord. 

March  30.  Br.  Buchholz  held  the  children's  hour. 

March  31.  It  was  announced  that  Sr.  Dorothea  Warner,  vor- 
steherin  of  the  Single  Sisters  Choir,  had  been  called  by  the 
Provincial  Elders  Conference  to  take  the  position  of  pflegerin 
in  addition  to  her  other  office. 

April  1.  In  the  evening,  in  a  meeting  of  the  congregation,  the 
single  Br.  Wilhelm  Ludwig  Benzien  was  married  to  the  single  Sr. 
Christina  Caritas  Schneider.  Br.  Benzien  will  continue  to  teach  in 
the  school  for  little  boys. 

April  7.  In  the  meeting  for  Bible  reading  Br.  Schaaf  finished 
Risler's  Historical  Extracts  from  the  Books  of  the  Old  Testament. 

April  11.  Br.  Schaaf  led  the  liturgy  of  the  Life,  Sufferings  and 
Death  of  Jesus.  In  a  public  service  at  four  o'clock  four  older  girls 


2  Living  near  but  outside  a  congregation  town. 
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answered  the  appointed  questions  and  received  the  confirmation 
blessing.  In  the  evening  we  began  to  read  the  story  of  the  Passion 
Week  of  our  Lord. 

April  12.  The  story  of  Monday  and  a  part  of  the  account  of 
Tuesday  was  read. 

April  13.  The  story  of  Tuesday  was  finished. 

April  IJf.  We  took  to  heart  the  story  of  Wednesday,  and  began 
the  account  of  Thursday. 

April  15.  There  were  two  reading  meetings  in  the  afternoon, 
at  half  past  two  and  at  four  o'clock,  in  which  we  read  of  the 
institution  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  the  High  Priestly  prayer,  and 
the  agony  in  Gethsemane.  In  the  evening  most  of  the  communi- 
cants partook  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

April  16.  The  rest  of  the  communicants  had  the  Lord's  Supper 
in  the  morning  at  nine  o'clock.  In  the  morning  at  ten  o'clock  and 
in  the  afternoon  at  two  o'clock  the  events  of  the  death-day  of 
Jesus  were  considered.  In  the  evening  the  account  of  the  burial 
was  read,  and  sweet  hymns  were  sung. 

Unpleasant,  and  in  contrast  to  the  purpose  of  this  day,  was  the 
necessity  for  legal  procedure  because  of  a  theft  at  Br.  Winkler's 
during  the  night  of  the  13th.  The  suspect  was  sent  as  prisoner 
to  Germantown3  for  further  hearing. 

April  17.  At  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  there  was  the  Sabbath 
lovef east,  at  which  the  ode  from  the  preceding  year  was  used.  At 
four  o'clock  there  was  a  meeting  for  all  the  Choirs  of  the  con- 
gregation, in  which  we  sought  a  blessing  from  the  rest  of  Jesus 
in  the  grave. 

April  18,  Sunday.  The  congregation  gathered  at  five  in  the 
morning  to  pray  the  Easter  Morning  litany  on  God's  Acre.  It  was 
a  beautiful  morning,  and  the  numerous  outsiders,  who  as  usual 
came  for  the  observance  of  this  day,  were  quiet  and  reverent. 
Br.  Reichel  delivered  the  festal  sermon  in  English  at  nine  o'clock. 
In  the  afternoon  at  one  o'clock  the  story  of  the  Resurrection  was 
read.  In  the  evening  hymns  of  praise  were  sung. 

Br.  Benade  held  the  festal  services  of  this  day  in  Hope,  and  had 
a  large  and  attentive  audience. 

The  Negroes  of  this  neighborhood  had  services  in  their  church 
on  Good  Friday  and  Easter  Sunday. 


County  seat  of  Stokes  County,  North  Carolina. 
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April  21.  In  the  meeting  for  Bible  reading  we  began  to  read 
the  Harmony  of  the  Four  Gospels. 

April  23.  This  week  a  number  of  Brethren  from  here  were  in 
Germantown  as  witnesses  in  the  hearing  of  the  case  of  the  man 
accused  of  stealing  at  Br.  Winkler's.  He  was  found  guilty. 

May  11.  The  boarding  school,  and  the  day  school  for  little  girls, 
had  their  private  examinations  this  week,  so  no  children's  hour 
could  be  held. 

May  12.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  meeting  in  remembrance  of 
the  anniversary  which  the  congregation  of  Herrnhut  is  celebrat- 
ing today.  One  hundred  years  ago  the  cornerstone  was  laid  for 
the  first  meeting  hall  in  Herrnhut.  Br.  Benade  read  the  printed 
account  of  the  event. 

May  1U.  During  these  days  the  Single  Brethren  were  spoken 
with  by  Br.  Benade  in  preparation  for  their  Choir  Communion. 

May  18.  The  communicants  among  the  Single  Brethren  had 
lovefeast  and  the  Holy  Communion. 

May  20  and  21.  The  public  Examination  of  the  girls  school  was 
held  in  the  church.  Many  persons  and  relatives  of  the  pupils  had 
come  from  near  and  far  to  attend  the  exercises,  and  seemed 
satisfied  with  everything. 

May  27.  The  recently  revised  and  enlarged  liturgy  for  Ascen- 
sion Day  was  used.  The  congregation  in  Hope  celebrated  their 
congregation  festival.  A  new  Committee  was  elected  in  Friedland. 

June  10.  Congregation  Council  met  to  elect  three  delegates  to 
the  Preparatory  Conference,  but  the  matter  was  not  quite 
settled. 

June  15.  Congregation  Council  met.  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz 
sent  a  protest  against  one  delegate  who  had  been  elected  to  the 
Preparatory  Conference. 

Hope  congregation  has  elected  Br.  Joseph  Boner  as  their 
delegate  to  the  Preparatory  Conference. 

In  our  Negro  church  a  Negress  made  a  great  disturbance  by  all 
sorts  of  shouts  and  motions.  This  gave  Br.  Steiner  opportunity  to 
express  his  disapproval  of  such  performances,  which  are  custom- 
ary in  some  Methodist  meetings. 
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June  19.  In  the  evening  the  Congregation  Council  met.  To  put 
an  end  to  the  unpleasant  feeling  which  has  arisen  over  the  pro- 
test against  one  delegate,  it  was  moved  and  agreed  that  no 
delegates  should  be  sent  from  this  congregation  to  the  Prepara- 
tory Conference,  but  that  the  wishes  and  proposals  of  the  congre- 
gation should  be  presented  in  writing.  It  was  further  found  good 
to  postpone  for  several  weeks  the  Communion  which  should  have 
been  held  tomorrow. 

June  20.  Friedland  has  elected  the  Brn.  Simon  Leicht  and 
Johannes  Seitz  as  delegates  to  the  Preparatory  Conference. 

July  8,  Thursday.  In  the  evening  a  Quaker  named  Stephen 
Grellet,  at  his  own  request,  addressed  the  congregation  in  Eng- 
lish. He  assured  us  that  in  England  and  Germany  he  had  spoken 
in  our  congregations.  His  address  was  evangelical  and  edifying. 

July  11.  In  our  Negro  church  there  was  a  general  meeting,  in 
which  there  was  an  address  on  the  institution,  the  purpose,  and 
the  blessing  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  Then  there  was  the  confirma- 
tion of  the  Negro  David,  belonging  to  the  Unity  Administration 
here,  and  he  and  three  other  communicants  partook  of  the  Holy 
Communion.  Those  who  had  been  baptized  and  received  were 
present  as  spectators. 

July  12.  The  Preparatory  Provincial  Conference  began  today. 
The  ministers  from  the  country  congregations  attended. 

July  15.  Mr.  Jenkins,  a  Lutheran  minister  just  beginning  to 
preach,  has  been  holding  services  at  Pastor  Schober's  preaching 
places  since  the  end  of  last  year.  He  preached  in  our  church  this 
evening. 

July  20.  The  Preparatory  Conference  finished  the  first  part  of 
its  business  today. 

July  26.  The  Preparatory  Conference  met  for  its  second  session. 

July  28.  The  second  session  of  the  Preparatory  Conference 
ended  today. 

July  30.  The  epidemic  of  dysentery  in  Friedland  last  month  and 
this  has  come  to  an  end,  and  all  of  the  patients  have  recovered. 

Aug.  1.  The  resolutions  of  the  Preparatory  Conference,  in  so 
far  as  they  affect  Salem,  were  read  to  the  Congregation  Council. 
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Aug.  5.  The  house-fathers  and  masters  met  to  consider  the 
rules  relating  to  the  young  people. 

Aug.  8.  There  was  a  meeting  of  the  adult  members  of  the  con- 
gregation, and  the  more  important  parts  of  the  report  of  the 
Preparatory  Conference  were  read,  especially  the  rules  governing 
the  conduct  of  the  young  people  of  both  sexes,  which  had  been 
drawn  up  in  conformity  with  the  principles  laid  down  by  Synod. 
The  young  people  were  urged  to  believe  that  these  rules  were  for 
their  own  good,  and  were  asked  to  observe  them  willingly. 

The  formal  announcement  from  the  Unity  Elders  Conference 
was  read.  It  concerned  the  Synod  to  be  held  next  year  and  the 
delegates  to  be  sent. 

Aug.  11.  A  number  of  married  Brethren  met.  They  have  agreed 
that  on  Sundays  and  festal  days  they  will  take  turns  in  supervis- 
ing our  older  boys,  meeting  with  them  in  the  old  dining  room  of 
the  former  Brothers  House. 

Aug.  12.  This  was  election  day  for  this  district.4 

Aug.  26.  The  Single  Brethren  closed  their  Choir  year. 

Aug.  29,  Sunday.  The  Single  Brethren  celebrated  their  Choir 
festival. 

Sept.  1.  This  was  the  day  for  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Conference  of  Country  Ministers.  The  Preparatory  Conference 
met  once  more  to  consider  the  proposals  of  the  delegates  from 
Bethania.  Because  of  illness  they  were  not  able  to  attend  the 
sessions  of  the  Conference. 

Sept.  16.  Only  Br.  and  Sr.  Huebner,  from  Friedland,  came  to 
attend  the  covenant  day  of  the  servants  of  the  Unity.  The  rest 
were  prevented,  some  by  illness  and  some  by  the  bad  roads. 

Sept.  19,  Sunday.  Br.  Pfohl  preached  in  German. 

Sept.  23.  Br.  Reichel  held  a  special  service  for  the  boarding 
pupils  in  the  girls  school,  in  preparation  for  tomorrow,  when 
the  Saal  in  the  new  addition  to  their  school  house  will  be 
dedicated. 

Sept.  2U,  Friday.  This  was  a  festal  and  a  happy  day  for  the 
daughters  in  our  care.  (See  the  separate  account  of  the  celebra- 
tion of  this  day.) 


*  Emanuel  Schober  was  elected  senator.  Representatives  Shepherd  and  Flynt  were  re-elected. 
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Sept.  26.  Br.  Benade  preached  in  the  church.  Meanwhile,  the 
boarding  pupils  had  a  meeting  in  their  new  Saal. 

Oct.  3.  There  was  a  post-celebration  of  Sept.  30th,  on  which 
date  we  are  accustomed  to  remember  gratefully  the  protection 
and  service  of  the  angels. 

Oct.  7.  The  local  Missionary  Society  held  its  annual  meeting. 

Oct.  15.  Our  little  school  boys  had  their  annual  school  Examina- 
tion, in  the  presence  of  the  members  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz, 
their  parents,  and  a  number  of  invited  guests. 

Oct.  23.  The  Committees  of  Friedberg  and  Hope  met  with  Br. 
Denke  to  consider  the  proposals  of  the  Provincial  Elders  Con- 
ference for  uniting  the  two  congregations,  or  rather  the  merging 
of  Hope  congregation  into  that  of  Friedberg.  Conditions  seem 
to  make  this  necessary. 

Oct.  31.  In  the  gemeinstunde  Br.  Benade  referred  to  the  begin- 
ning of  Luther's  Reformation  three  hundred  and  seven  years  ago. 

In  the  Negro  church  there  was  the  baptism  of  the  Negress 
Jenny,  belonging  to  Br.  Josua  Boner.  She  received  the  name 
Elisabeth  Jane.  The  church  was  filled  with  whites  and  blacks, 
and  all  were  attentive  and  moved. 

Nov.  1.  In  the  evening  a  hymn  was  sung  reminding  us  of  our 
communion  with  the  Church  Triumphant,  and  of  the  Salem 
which  is  above. 

Nov.  lb,  Sunday.  The  congregation  celebrated  its  anniversary 
of  November  13th,  and  also  the  festival  of  the  Chief  Elder.  At 
the  nine  o'clock  service  our  Chief  Elder  received  our  thanks  for 
all  that  He  has  done  for  His  Brethren  and  for  this  congregation. 
At  the  ten  o'clock  service  Br.  Schulz  read  an  historical  account  of 
the  organization  of  the  congregation,  and  of  its  development.  In 
the  evening  the  communicants  shared  the  Cup  of  Covenant  and 
Praise  as  a  sign  of  renewal  of  our  precious  bond  of  brotherhood. 

Nov.  21.  Br.  Benade  was  in  Friedland,  and  there  delivered  the 
harvest  sermon. 

Nov.  28,  Sunday.  As  we  entered  the  Advent  season  we  prayed 
the  litany  of  the  Life,  Sufferings,  and  Death  of  Jesus.  In  the 
gemeinstunde  in  the  evening  the  Hosanna  anthem  was  sung. 
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Dec.  2.  The  country  ministers  met  for  their  monthly  confer- 
ence. This  time  none  of  the  Sisters  were  present. 

Dec.  5,  Sunday.  The  sermon  was  on  the  second  coming  of  the 
Lord  to  complete  His  work  and  to  judge  the  world.  In  the  after- 
noon Br.  Schaaf  held  the  first  Communion;  in  the  evening  Br. 
Benade  held  the  second  Communion.  It  was  a  blessed  foretaste  of 
the  great  Supper  of  the  Lord,  of  which  the  bride  of  the  Lamb  will 
partake  in  the  Saal  of  the  redeemed.6 

Dec.  12.  In  Friedland,  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl,  Jr.,  teacher  in  the 
Salem  boys  school,  preached  his  first  sermon  on  John  xv,  1-5. 

In  Hope,  Br.  Denke  closed  the  regular  services  for  this  con- 
gregation. Hereafter  the  members  will  attend  at  Friedberg,  where 
services  will  be  held  alternately  in  German  and  English. 

Dec.  2Jf.  At  five  o'clock  the  little  children  had  their  service, 
and  rejoiced  in  the  birth  of  the  Child  Jesus.  At  seven  o'clock 
the  congregation  brought  to  our  incarnate  God  an  offering  of 
praise  and  thanksgiving.  At  the  close  of  the  lovefeast  lighted 
tapers  were  distributed  to  the  children,  as  is  always  done. 

Dec.  25.  In  the  beautifully  decorated  chapel  in  the  girls  school 
house,  and  in  the  old  Saal,  the  boarding  pupils  and  the  town  girls 
gave  dialogues  on  the  festal  material. 

Dec.  26.  Members  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  and  the  Female 
Missionary  Society  were  invited  to  a  lovefeast  which  the  Negroes 
gave  in  their  church  on  the  anniversary  of  the  dedication  of  the 
church  last  year.  This  was  followed  by  a  service  for  the  confirma- 
tion of  three  Negro  women ;  and  then  the  few  communicants  of 
this  little  congregation  partook  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  We  must 
thank  the  Saviour  for  what  He  has  already  done  for  these  poor 
people. 

Dec.  31.  At  four  o'clock  the  children  met  in  their  closing  serv- 
ice. At  five  o'clock  Br.  Reichel  held  a  similar  service  for  the  board- 
ing pupils  in  the  girls  school.  At  eight  o'clock  the  congregation 
had  a  lovefeast ;  at  ten  o'clock  the  Memorabilia  was  read ;  and  at 
half  past  eleven  was  the  closing  meeting.  The  weather  was  un- 
usually fine,  and  most  of  our  auswartige  members  were  able  to 
attend  the  solemnities  of  this  night. 


6  Revelation  xix,  9. 
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Account  of  the  Formal  Dedication  of  the  Chapel  or  Meeting  Hall 

(Saal)  of  the  Girls  Boarding  School  in  the  New  Addition  to 
their  Present  Dwelling-Schoolhouse,  September,  182 Jf,  in  Salem. 

At  last  the  long-cherished  wish  has  been  fulfilled  and  a  beauti- 
ful little  God's  House  is  standing  here  for  the  use  of  our  dear 
pupils  in  the  Girls  Boarding  School.  The  Lord  has  granted  grace 
that  this  building,  for  which  the  cornerstone  was  laid  last  May, 
could  be  erected  so  safely  and  quickly  that  the  upper  part,  under 
the  roof,  which  is  connected  with  the  dormitory  of  the  Anstalt 
as  an  extension  of  the  same,  could  be  occupied  last  week.  The 
lower  story  of  the  house  which  stands  to  the  north  of  the  Anstalt, 
between  the  same  and  the  Gemeinhaus,  is  not  completely  finished 
but  will  be  ready  in  about  8  weeks  for  the  use  for  which  it  is 
intended.  It  consists  of  a  large  room,  40  ft.  deep,  and  a  front,  24 
ft.  long.  There  is  a  door  in  the  front  and  in  the  rear  and  a  window 
on  each  side.  At  the  north  gable  end,  which  is  separated  by  a 
driveway  of  12  ft.  from  the  Gemeinhaus,  are  4  windows.  A  door 
through  the  other  gable  end  leads  into  the  old  house,  so  that  both 
houses  appear  to  be  one.  Because  the  new  building  is  so  near  to 
the  Gemeinhaus,  it  has  no  real  chimney  of  its  own,  but  a  false 
chimney  built  up  from  the  framework  of  the  roof  improves  the 
appearance  of  the  house,  However,  this  does  not  preclude  the 
possibility  of  warming  the  rooms  of  the  new  house  with  stoves, 
since  the  one  chimney  of  the  old  house  is  well  located  for  this. 

A  stairway  (Treppe)  leads  from  the  room  below  to  the  room 
above  (Saal  zu  Saal)  which  has  the  important  purpose  of  pro- 
viding a  second  exit  from  the  dormitory,  for  it  might  become 
dangerous  in  such  a  large  house — the  whole  length  is  90  feet — to 
be  limited  to  one  stairway :  as  visiting  parents  pointed  out,  there 
might  be  serious  consequences,  when  so  many  occupy  the  upper 
story,  if  there  should  be  some  unforeseen  necessity  requiring 
them  to  hurry  down  and  there  would  be  but  one  way  to  go. 

The  Anstalt  ackowledges  with  favor  the  use  of  the  hall  (Saal) 
of  the  Gemeinhaus  during  the  time  of  building.  In  this  the  pupils 
found  a  convenient  place  to  continue  their  sewing  and  embroidery 
in  frames  undisturbed  until  the  lower  rooms  of  this  new  building, 
which  is  appointed  for  this  particular  purpose,  is  quite  finished. 

The  Festival  of  the  Little  Girls  on  August  17  which  our  foster 
daughters  of  the  Anstalt  celebrated  each  year  with  all  the  con- 
gregation children  since  the  beginning  of  the  Anstalt  in  the  year 
1804  and  which  was  each  year  a  time  of  special  joy  and  blessing 
in  which  their  hearts  often  were  strongly  influenced,  was  ob- 
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served  this  year — as  noted  in  the  congregation  Diary —  exclu- 
sively by  our  congregation  children  because  it  was  felt  more  to 
the  purpose  to  set  a  special  festival  day  for  our  Boarding  School 
girls. 

Accordingly,  our  foster  daughters  assembled  on  Thursday, 
September  23,  at  5  p.m.,  in  the  church.  Br.  Reichel  led  them  to 
think,  first  of  all,  of  the  fitness  of  the  transfer  of  their  festival 
day  to  the  morrow  and  that  their  Memorial  Day  should  be  held 
either  in  July  or  in  September  because  the  day  of  dedication  of 
the  first  Anstalt  and  the  day  of  dedication  of  their  new  Saal  were 
both  significant.  He  said  the  new  Saal  was  to  be  solemnly  dedi- 
cated to  the  Lord  on  the  morrow  and  was  to  be  observed  as  a 
happy  festal  day  before  Him  by  the  scholars.  They  were,  there- 
fore, to  make  ready  for  this  day,  particularly  by  preparing  their 
hearts  through  prayer  and  meditation ;  they  should  evaluate  the 
mercy  and  goodness  of  God  toward  them :  temporal  blessings  in 
health,  good  care,  faithful  instruction  and  rearing,  but  particu- 
larly the  experiences  so  often  felt  in  their  hearts,  experiences  of 
joy  and  pain  if  they  contemplated  the  faithfulness  of  their  good 
Lord  and  then  thought  upon  their  many  shortcomings  and 
mistakes.  In  the  prayer  which  followed,  their  confession  of  sin 
was  expressed,  and  tears  in  the  eyes  of  the  pupils,  especially 
the  older  ones,  gave  evidence  of  how  deeply  they  felt  the  presence 
of  the  Friend  Whose  delight  it  is  to  heal,  to  comfort,  to  calm. 

The  24th  of  September  dawned.  The  trombone  choir  announced 
the  happy  festal  day  with  instrumental  music  played  out  of  the 
windows  of  the  new  Saal,  or  Chapel,  as  we  call  it. 

The  Chapel  is  connected  with  the  old  house  by  a  door.  The 
entrance  into  the  Chapel  is  through  a  room  which  is  to  be  used 
by  the  teachers  in  their  free  hours,  but  for  classes  also.  The 
Chapel  has  9  windows,  3  on  each  side.  Light  from  the  Chapel 
falls  into  the  first  children's  room  where  the  gable  window  re- 
mains unchanged.  On  the  west  side  of  the  Chapel,  3  steps  high, 
stands  the  lectern,  or  pulpit,  very  ornamentally  constructed. 
Benches  are  placed  round  about,  the  center  section  of  benches 
provided  with  back-rests.  One  hundred  eighty  people  can  be 
comfortably  accommodated.  There  are  2  pretty  chandeliers,  each 
with  6  lights,  which  show  up  beautifully  at  night  when  lit.  In 
winter  the  chapel  can  be  provided  with  a  stove. 

The  invited  guests,  including  members  of  the  Elders  Con- 
ference, in  all  over  60  in  number,  assembled  at  9  a.m.  in  the 
Chapel  and  were  seated  on  the  side  benches  where  also  the  16 
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Sisters  who  will  have  charge  of  the  educational  program — either 
for  full  or  part  time— had  their  places.  The  center  of  the  Chapel 
was  reserved  for  the  foster  daughters  who,  117  in  number,  to  the 
accompaniment  of  trombone  music,  occupied  their  house  of 
worship  for  the  first  time.  Quite  a  number  of  the  pupils  had 
returned  home  from  school  in  the  past  few  days. 

After  the  service  had  been  opened  with  united  song,  Br.  Benade 
made  a  short  address  stressing  the  happy  occasion  for  this  cele- 
bration, the  fulfillment  of  the  desire  to  have  such  a  place  for 
gatherings  in  the  Anstalt  for  various  purposes.  He  called  on  all 
to  thank  the  Lord  that  He  had  prospered  the  work  so  signally 
and  that  it  might  now  be  dedicated  to  Him  from  the  depths  of 
the  hearts  of  all  present.  This  was  done  in  a  fervent  prayer, 
beseeching  for  the  revelation  of  new  grace  in  this  hallowed  house, 
dedicated  to  the  Triune  God.  While  the  house  was  thus  dedicated 
to  Him,  many  hearts  were  consecrated  to  Him  at  the  same  time. 
The  Lord's  evident  presence  was  experienced. 

At  10  a.m.,  after  the  singing  of  "Bliss  beyond  compare,  Which 
in  Christ  I  share,"  Br.  Reichel  spoke  to  the  hearts  of  his  pupils, 
the  teachers,  and  visitors  on  the  text,  "Whom  having  not  seen, 
ye  love;  in  whom,  though  now  ye  see  him  not,  yet  believing  ye 
rejoice  with  joy  unspeakable  and  full  of  glory,"  I  Peter  1 :8.  The 
daughters  were  reminded  how  from  earliest  times  on  special 
occasions  God  revealed  His  glory  to  His  worshipers  in  a  solemn 
way.  He  could  not,  however,  reveal  His  essential  glory  because 
that  glory,  like  Himself,  is  unchangeable.  As  He  revealed  Himself 
to  Moses  and  to  the  Apostles  as  merciful  and  gracious  and  abun- 
dant in  goodness  and  truth,  He  reveals  Himself  today  in  our 
hearts.  It  is  that  which  draws  our  hearts  to  Him  in  love,  Whom 
having  not  seen,  we  love.  Just  as  children,  separated,  some  of 
them,  by  a  thousand  miles  of  mountains,  streams,  and  fields,  from 
their  parents,  yet  though  they  do  not  see  them  they  love  them  as 
much,  or  perhaps  more,  than  if  they  could  embrace  them  today, 
we  feel  the  fairness  of  the  challenge  to  love  Jesus  Whom  we  have 
not  seen. 

Of  many  of  the  hearers  one  could  fully  believe  that  they  had 
felt  the  true  joy  of  the  Lord  which  flows  out  of  love  to  Him  and  is 
connected  with  it  so  intimately — the  joy  which  can  not  be  ex- 
pressed in  words  because  it  has  its  seat  in  the  higher  pulses  of 
the  heart.  We  may  hope  for  no  higher  revelation  of  the  glory  of 
the  Lord  here  below  than  that  which  transfigures  itself  in  the 
heart  through  love,  faith,  peace,  joy,  and  service.  The  attention 
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of  the  children  was  directed,  also,  to  what  they  owe  their  dear 
teachers  who  help  in  making  this  joy  real,  in  the  way  of  affection 
and  obedience. 

The  lovefeast  at  2  p.m.,  attended  by  230  persons,  among  whom 
were  the  little  school  girls  in  town,  part  of  whom  had  to  be  seated 
in  the  adjoining  rooms,  was  especially  lovely.  A  printed  ode 
arranged  for  the  occasion  was  sung  from  full  hearts.  The  choir, 
composed  of  pupils,  was  particularly  effective  by  reason  of 
heartiness  of  expression  in  singing,  which,  accompanied  by  grand 
piano  and  stringed  instruments  in  an  adjoining  room,  made  a 
deep  and  moving  impression,  particularly  on  those  who  had 
never  heard  anything  like  it  before. 

Notable  among  those  present  was  a  mother  of  one  of  our 
daughters  who  travels  for  the  sake  of  her  health  and  who  had 
arrived  only  yesterday.  For  years  she  had  been  suffering  extra- 
ordinary discomforts  and  pains  which  she  bears  patiently  with 
great  strength  of  spirit:  probably  she  is  one  of  those  who  hold 
to  Him  Who  bears  our  griefs.  The  lovefeast,  she  added,  had 
refreshed  her — both  the  coffee  and  the  singing — so  that  she  felt, 
all  at  once,  that  she  was  quite  well.  She  could  not  express,  she 
said,  her  sense  of  well-being  and  how  she  loved  all  with  whom  she 
had  become  acquainted.  For  years  she  had  been  traveling  but  had 
never  found  a  place  or  people  like  here. 

A  similar  tribute  came  from  a  gentleman  of  Lincoln  who  has  a 
foster  daughter  here  whom  he  regards  as  his  own  child.  He  was 
most  happy  over  what  he  saw  and  heard  and  said  it  made  an 
impression  on  him  he  would  not  forget  for  the  remainder  of  his 
life.  He  had  wished  to  come  here  before  but  had  been  hindered  by 
the  serious  illness  of  his  wife.  When  she  recovered  somewhat  he 
set  out  on  his  journey  here.  Now  he  was  filled  with  thanks  and 
praise  that  all  had  turned  out  so  favorably  and  he  could  be 
present  for  this  day.  Since  he  was  anxious  to  get  home,  he  had 
had  in  mind  to  attend  only  the  first  service ;  when  that  was  over 
he  felt  a  desire  to  attend  the  second  and  finally,  he  declared,  he 
could  not  go  home  before  he  had  attended  all  the  festivities  of 
the  day  and  shared  its  blessings  to  the  full. 

In  the  festival  ode,  among  other  notes,  it  had  been  printed — 
and  it  was  this  the  children  sang,  standing,  with  particular 
emphasis — that  more  had  taken  place  in  this  Anstalt  since  its 
founding,  through  the  grace  of  the  Lord,  than  the  first  pupils, 
20  years  ago,  could  imagine  or  anticipate,  and  that,  in  a  certain 
respect,  100  scholars  present  today  represented  1,000  educated 
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here,  appearing  before  God  in  a  fellowship  of  prayer.  Surely,  it 
is  an  inspiring  thought  that  a  good  work  had  been  going  on  here 
already  in  over  1,000  youthful  hearts !  To  Him  Who  has  begun  a 
good  work  and  will  perform  it  unto  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ,  the 
song  of  thanksgiving  was  attuned  with  such  opened  hearts  and 
lips,  and  such  a  joyous  spirit  took  possession  of  the  children  that 
they  wanted  to  do  nothing  for  the  rest  of  the  day  but  to  sing  songs 
of  praise  to  the  Lord. 

In  the  morning  the  weather  was  cloudy  and  seemed  to  indicate 
rain.  During  the  lovefeast  the  sun's  rays  greeted  us  all  at  once 
and  pleasant  warmth  followed  the  damp  cold.  How  that  bright 
sun  gladdened  the  hearts  of  the  young  people!  At  once  they 
wished  to  use  the  pleasant  weather  for  the  extension  of  their 
festivities  and  asked  of  their  teachers,  as  a  special  favor,  that 
they  might  have  a  procession  through  the  town,  singing  songs  of 
praise  and  thanksgiving.  Since,  however,  it  is  hardly  possible  to 
keep  singing  in  such  a  long  procession,  they  formed  a  circle  at  6 
different  places  and  Br.  Reichel  repeated  the  verses  which  they 
sang  happily. 

By  this  time  the  streets  began  to  show  more  and  more  anima- 
tion because  several  companies  of  prominent  travelers  drove  into 
town.  As  soon  as  they  found  out  that  this  was  a  festival  day,  they 
petitioned  that  the  evening  service  might  be  in  English — which 
would  have  been  the  case,  at  any  rate  in  part,  because  of  the 
children.  Br.  Reichel  in  a  few  words,  therefore,  commended  our 
educational  institution  to  the  congregation,  after  dwelling  briefly 
on  the  beautiful  sentence  in  the  chorale,  "From  early  morn  until 
late  in  the  night  in  the  joy  of  the  Lord,"  showing  how  this  can  be 
possible  even  in  tribulation  and  dire  need,  but  most  and  best  of 
all  in  the  glorious  time  of  youth  if  the  heart  already  then  has 
received  the  bent  which  it  must  have  in  order  to  partake  of  the 
joy  of  the  Lord  uninterrupted. 

The  congregation  was  reminded  that,  although  this  Anstalt  has 
existed  here  for  over  20  years,  the  foster  daughters  of  it,  groups 
that  enter  and  depart,  are  here  mostly  for  a  short  time  only,  and 
we  could  show  our  interests  in  their  welfare  in  no  better  way  than 
to  remember  them  in  our  intercessions  frequently  that  they  may 
receive  here  good  impressions  of  the  love  of  Jesus  so  that,  when 
they  leave  this  Salem  they  may  not  only  keep  it  in  affectionate 
remembrance,  but  also  retain  the  radiance  of  peace  in  their 
hearts  until  they  and  we  meet  some  day  in  the  Salem  Above  and 
unite  in  the  new  song  to  the  Lamb  of  God  Who  bought  us. 
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The  call  of  the  Apostle,  "Rejoice  in  the  Lord  always :  and  again 
I  say,  rejoice,"  (Philippians  4:4)  was  the  text  in  the  English 
language,  and,  after  a  somewhat  general  application,  was  adapted 
with  reference  to  the  solemnity  of  this  day.  The  assurance  was 
given  to  our  foster  daughters,  in  the  name  of  the  congregation, 
that  we  are  greatly  interested  in  their  joy  and  welfare  and  that 
we  like  particularly  to  have  them  with  us  in  the  English  services 
and  singing  meetings  because  the  singing  gains  so  much  anima- 
tion and  strength  thereby.  At  the  close  of  their  happy  and  blessed 
festal  day  the  pupils  were  asked  to  sing  and  gladden  us  with  a 
hymn  in  unison.  This  was  done  in  the  hymn  beloved  by  the 
children,  "Sing  Hallelujah!  praise  the  Lord";  "There  we  to  all 
eternity,  etc." 

Outside  of  singing  meetings  and  liturgical  services,  which  are 
held  in  both  languages,  and  the  English  sermon  once  a  month, 
our  pupils  will,  as  a  rule,  not  attend  the  services  of  the  congrega- 
tion, as  formerly;  on  the  other  hand,  they  will  have  services 
frequently  in  their  Chapel.  This  was  the  case  on  Sunday,  Septem- 
ber 26,  when  the  beginning  of  the  new  order  was  made,  as 
follows:  10  a.m.,  English  sermon;  1  p.m.,  reading  of  some  edi- 
fying devotional  literature ;  in  the  evening,  singing  meeting.  On 
this  Sunday  the  sermon  was  heard  also  by  many  visitors  who 
were  sojourning  here.  Br.  Reichel  spoke  on  Ephesians  2:20-22, 
"Ye  are  built  upon  the  foundation  of  the  Apostles  and  Prophets, 
Jesus  Christ  himself  being  the  chief  cornerstone;  in  whom  all 
the  building  fitly  framed  together  groweth  unto  a  holy  temple 
in  the  Lord ;  in  whom  ye  also  are  builded  together  for  an  habita- 
tion of  God  through  the  Spirit."  He  showed  how  faith  in  His 
atonement  and  how  the  church  are  founded  upon  this  Rock  and 
how,  also,  the  souls  of  these  young  hearers  are  built  by  the  Holy 
Spirit  into  the  House  of  God,  a  holy  temple  to  the  Lord. 

In  the  afternoon  service  2  notable  biographies  were  read  and 
at  night  Br.  Benade  led  the  singing  meeting  in  which  the  children 
happily  praised  Him  Who  loved  them. 

In  order  to  lead  the  singing  more  effectively  and  render  it 
more  worshipful,  the  accompaniment  of  an  organ  will  add  much ; 
and  it  has  already  been  proposed  to  order  a  small  organ  with  4 
stops  from  Philadelphia  for  the  Chapel. 

So  that  the  Boarding  School  girls  may  have  frequent  oppor- 
tunity to  draw  instruction  and  inspiration  from  the  Word  of  God, 
Br.  Reichel  will  hold  a  meeting  with  them  on  Wednesday  nights 
for  a  Bible  lesson  and  exposition  of  many  passages.  The  begin- 
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ning  of  this  was  made  on  Wednesday  night,  September  29,  the 
lesson  being  chapters  1  and  2  of  the  Gospel  according  to  Luke. 

Judging  by  the  many  expressions  of  our  foster  daughters,  not 
only  are  they  very  happy  to  have  their  own  meeting  hall  (Saal) 
and  consequently  more  opportunities  for  ministering  to  their 
hearts  and  being  directed  to  Him  Who  shed  His  blood  for  them, 
but  also  they  were  so  powerfully  gripped  by  the  grace  of  God  that 
we  can  record  this,  their  blessed  Festival  Day  was  a  day  of  new 
awakening  and  quickening  of  their  spirits  for  heavenly  disposi- 
tions and  enjoyments. 

Salem  Board  Minutes,  182 Jf. 
{Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  6.  (Provincial  Elders  Conference)  It  was  a  great  matter 
for  gratitude  that  last  year,  in  the  Brethren  Carl  Anton  Van 
Vleck  and  Samuel  R.  Hubener  and  their  wives,  our  Lord  has 
given  us  industrious,  bright,  and  willing  workers  in  Bethania 
and  Friedland,  so  that  we  can  be  satisfied  with  the  service  of 
these  congregations,  and  can  be  hopeful  of  new  blessing  and 
life  there. 

Our  Br.  and  Sr.  Denke  continue  to  labor  busily  in  their  wide- 
ly extended  field.  We  wish  for  them  the  continued  help  of  the 
Saviour,  and  especially  more  meekness  and  humility  of  heart. 

We  wish  sincerely  that  we  could  arrange  a  change  for  our 
Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  and  the  little  congregation  of  Bethabara, 
but  we  can  do  nothing  now  except  ask  our  Lord  to  give  them 
new  courage. 

Concerning  our  town  [Salem]  we  are  encouraged  by  the  gra- 
cious way  in  which  the  Lord  has  acknowledged  us  so  far,  and 
with  confidence  and  filial  devotion  to  Him  we  look  to  the  future. 
With  thankfulness  we  note  that  since  the  Brothers  House  was 
discontinued  our  young  people  have  been  more  quiet,  more  dig- 
nified, and  better  mannered  than  formerly. 

The  church  for  the  Negroes  in  this  neighborhood  was  con- 
secrated on  December  28  of  last  year.  In  the  Conference  of 
Country  Ministers  various  points  were  discussed  with  Br.  Abra- 
ham Steiner,  with  reference  to  this  little  Negro  congregation, 
a)  Many  of  the  Negroes  do  not  know  whether  they  were  or 
were  not  baptized  in  infancy,  and  most  cases  it  would  be  difficult 
to  find  out.  Our  decision  was  that  if  they  qualify  for  church 
membership,  and  request  baptism,  it  shall  be  granted,  with 
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the  approbation  of  the  Lord.  Br.  Steiner  can  continue  to  bap- 
tize children  whose  parents  are  members  of  the  congregation, 
or  whose  owners  promise  that  the  children  shall  be  brought 
up  as  Christians.7  b)  Hitherto  Br.  Steiner  has  married  Negro 
slaves  by  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  like  white  persons.  It 
is  not  within  the  power  of  the  Negroes  to  promise  that  they  will 
live  together  as  married  people,  for  it  often  happens  that  one 
or  the  other  is  sold  by  the  owner,  or  by  his  executor,  and  they 
are  completely  separated.  Some  of  them  also  break  the  mar- 
riage bond  lightly.  We  were  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  this 
custom  should  cease;  and  if  those  who  belong  to  the  congrega- 
tion wish  to  marry,  their  purpose  shall  simply  be  announced, 
they  shall  be  admonished  to  live  as  Christian  husband  and  wife, 
and  the  blessing  of  God  shall  be  wished  for  them. 

Jan.  12.  (Aufseher  Collegium)  Br.  Rights,  as  requested,  has 
spoken  with  Br.  Hulthin  about  his  Segars.  It  seems  impossible 
to  convince  him  that  his  wares  are  poor.  On  the  contrary  he 
insists  that  he  is  not  making  as  many  as  he  could  make. 

Collegium  will  continue  to  require  that  the  rule  of  1820  be 
followed,  and  that  any  resident  here  who  wishes  to  buy  a  Negro 
or  Negress  must  give  notice  of  his  purpose  in  advance. 

Br.  Fries  asked  that  eighteen  or  twenty  acres  of  the  Salem 
Town  Lot  might  be  sold  to  him.  The  piece  which  he  wishes  lies 
on  the  line  of  the  Salem  Tract ;  it  is  much  broken,  and  he  wants 
it  for  the  spring  which  is  in  it.8 

Jan.  26.  (Auf.  Col.)  Jacob  Christman  has  a  cow  that  is  peel- 
ing the  bark  from  the  young  chestnut  trees.  This  will  injure 
the  wood  needed  in  future  for  fence  rails,  so  Br.  Byhan  shall 
tell  him  either  to  keep  his  cow  up  or  get  rid  of  it. 

The  water-works  are  in  bad  condition,  and  an  attempt  shall 
be  made  to  have  more  wells  dug  in  town.  Br.  Reichel  will  have 
one  dug  for  the  Girls  School. 

The  Brethren  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  have  been  to  see 
the  tract  for  which  Br.  Fries  has  asked.  They  think  the  diaconie 
will  be  benefitted  rather  than  hurt  by  selling  it.  The  price  was 
set  at  $5  per  acre. 

Jan.  29.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  springs  from  which  the  water  is 
brought  to  town  have  been  inspected.  At  one  the  box  has  sunk,

Feb.  9.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Benade  and  his  family  have  found  his 
salary  insufficient  and  he  has  been  obliged  to  take  up  $100.  This 
$100  will  be  repaid  to  him,  and  for  next  year  his  salary  shall 
be  increased  $100. 

The  Brn.  Ackermann  and  Byhan  have  each  built  a  smoke- 
house. 

Br.  Christoph  Volger  gives  notices  that  he  wishes  to  arrange 
to  open  a  blacksmith  shop.  Collegium  has  no  objection. 

More  cedar  trees  should  be  planted  in  God's  Acre,  to  beautify 
it.  Care  must  be  taken  to  plant  them  only  at  the  corners  of 
the  squares  which  have  been  filled  with  graves,  and  along  the 
edges  of  the  vacant  squares. 

Feb.  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Reichel  asked  for  re-consideration 
of  his  request  for  use  of  part  of  the  Gemein  Haus,  including 
the  Saal,  for  the  boarding  school. 

Feb.  19.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  It  was  proposed  that  Br.  Reichel  should 
build  an  addition  to  the  girls  school  house,  at  the  north  end,  as 
the  driveway  there  can  well  be  spared. 

No  one  except  ourselves  will  be  found  willing  to  take  charge 
of  the  widow  Strehle,9  and  there  is  no  reformatory  or  hospital 
to  be  found  in  this  state.  There  is  nothing  to  do  but  to  confine 
this  pitiful  person  to  her  house,  to  the  great  distress  of  her 
guardians. 

Feb.  23.  (Auf.  Col.)  Since  the  wretched  widow  Strehle  must 
be  constantly  confined  we  must  build  a  high  fence  around  the 
yard  for  her,  so  that  she  can  have  fresh  air. 

Br.  Reichel  will  be  glad  to  build  an  addition  of  twenty  feet 
at  the  north  end  of  the  girls  school  house,  in  order  to  get  more 
room  for  a  chapel,  and  a  room  for  sewing,  and  also  for  a  second 
flight  of  stairs  leading  down  from  the  sleeping-hall. 

Children  have  been  shooting  with  bows  and  arrows  at  birds 
in  our  God's  Acre,  and  have  broken  the  corners  of  the  grave- 
mounds  by  running  over  them.  This  must  stop  completely. 

Br.  Isaac  Boner  gives  notice  that  he  has  employed  a  journey- 
man named  Josiah  Shinn. 

Feb.  25.  (P.E.C.)  The  older  boys  have  been  gathering  in  and 
in  front  of  the  former  Brothers  House  in  the  evenings,  and 

9  She  was  demented. 
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have  been  noisy  and  disorderly.  They  and  their  masters  and 
parents  shall  be  spoken  with. 

We  wish  that  the  former  arrangement  could  be  revived 
whereby  the  teachers  in  the  boys  school  took  the  pupils  to  walk 
after  school  and  on  Sunday  afternoons. 

March  3.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Necessary  measures  must  be  taken 
so  that  the  girls  who  do  not  attend  Communion  will  not  run 
around  during  that  service.  They  must  remain  in  the  girls  room 
in  the  Sisters  House. 

March  8.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  executors  of  the  departed  William 
Craig  handed  in  their  report  of  his  debts,  which  are  greater 
than  the  assets  which  he  left.  The  deficit  of  $17.233^  will  be 
assumed  by  the  congregation  diaconie. 

Br.  Reichel  presented  the  plan  for  the  addition  to  the  school- 
house.  It  is  four  feet  wider  than  had  been  suggested,  but  the 
Collegium  consented  to  that.  Collegium  insisted,  however,  that 
the  addition  must  have  a  door  in  front,  which  in  case  of  fire 
(from  which  may  God  preserve  us!)  would  be  of  the  highest 
importance  in  a  house  occupied  by  so  many  people. 

The  single  Br.  David  Clewell  asked  the  Collegium  for  permis- 
sion to  go  to  Raleigh  for  six  months  to  learn  the  trade  of  a 
book-binder.  He  declared  that  so  soon  as  he  had  learned  this 
he  wished  to  settle  in  Salem.  It  would  be  very  useful  to  have 
this  business  carried  on  in  Salem  by  some  one  who  understands 
it,  so  Collegium  gave  him  the  desired  permission.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  he  will  maintain  the  character  of  a  true  Brother. 

March  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  desire  of  Br.  Benzien  to  establish 
himself 10  was  the  first  matter  for  consideration.  There  was  much 
discussion  of  the  fear  that  if  this  request  were  granted  it  might 
in  future  injure  both  of  our  schools,  especially  because  Br.  Ben- 
zien has  said  that  he  expected  to  take  the  daughters  of  out- 
siders and  teach  them  music,  which  cannot  be  permitted.  It 
would  seriously  injure  our  school  for  girls  if  other  outside 
girls  were  instructed  here;  private  persons  would  profit  by 
what  the  diaconie  and  the  Unity  have  done.  There  has  been  one 
such  instance  here,  when  a  Miss  Kerr  boarded  with  Br.  John 
Vogler,  and  Sr.  Polly  Steiner  taught  her  music  for  her  own  ac- 
count. Collegium  ruled  definitely  that  no  outside  children  or 
young  people,  male  or  female,  should  be  allowed  to  stay  here  for 


10  Marry  and  settle  in  Salem  with  a  definite  business. 
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instruction  in  music,  drawing,  painting,  or  other  lines,  except 
in  our  already  existing  schools;  unless  in  some  extraordinary 
circumstances  the  congregation  boards  give  their  consent. 

We  think  it  impossible  that  Br.  Benzien  should  be  married 
as  a  teacher  for  the  boys  school.  He  must  be  considered  a  pri- 
vate citizen,  who  would  support  himself  by  the  interest  which 
he  receives,  and  by  tuning  the  instruments  in  the  Boarding 
School  and  in  the  town.  If  so  considered  the  Collegium  can 
probably  approve  his  marriage,  and  can  permit  him  to  continue 
to  teach  in  the  boys  school  with  Br.  Pfohl,  until  we  have  others 
to  take  the  place.  He  has  charge  of  the  organ  in  the  church, 
sees  to  it  that  we  always  have  an  organist,  and  plays  the  organ 
himself,  so  as  long  as  he  serves  as  teacher  he  may  occupy  the 
northeast  and  northwest  rooms  in  the  old  Brothers  House,  with 
free  firewood. 

Br.  Jacob  Blum  reported  that  the  widow  of  Christoph  Reich 
planned  to  continue  his  coppersmith  work  with  her  son  Jacob. 
As  she  has  no  other  means  of  support  for  herself  and  her  young- 
er children,  Collegium  gives  consent. 

The  eldest  son,  Philip,  to  whom  the  father  really  planned  to 
give  over  his  handicraft,  wishes  to  take  the  new,  unfinished 
house  on  his  own  account,  and  his  mother,  the  widow,  will  turn 
over  to  him  all  the  work  as  tinsmith,  and  part  of  the  work  in 
sheet-iron.  She  will  also  employ  him  as  copper-smith  when  she 
has  much  work  in  that  line. 

March  23.  (P.E.C.)  It  was  decided  that  the  Preparatory  Pro- 
vincial Conference  before  the  next  Synod  shall  be  held  in  July, 
with  the  ministers,  and  their  wives,  and  delegates  from  the 
Wachovia  congregations.  The  Results  of  the  last  Synod  shall  be 
re-read  in  advance.  A  circular  to  the  congregations  shall  be  pre- 
pared. The  Conference  shall  be  held  in  two  sections:  l)for 
Salem,  as  the  congregation-town,  2)  for  the  country  congrega- 
tions. 

March  29.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Emanuel  Schober  takes  over  the 
corner  house  where  Jonas  Herbst  formerly  lived.  The  follow- 
ing contract  was  made:  he  is  to  pay  interest  on  $800  at  6  per 
cent.  While  the  Kuschkes  and  Sr.  Rothhaas  live  there  $12  will 
be  allowed  on  the  interest  as  rent,  leaving  $36  interest  to  be 
paid.  If  he  does  not  establish  himself  as  a  citizen  within  one 
year  from  this  date,  the  Collegium  shall  consider  his  right  to 
the  house  as  cancelled,  and  some  one  else  will  be  free  to  buy 
it  if  the  Collegium  approves. 
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April  5.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  church  tower  is  to  be  repainted  this 
summer.  If  the  tin  with  which  it  is  covered  is  found  to  be  rust- 
ed it  shall  be  re-covered  with  copper. 

April  1U.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Br.  Carl  Heinrich  Phillips, 
of  Lititz,  has  asked  permission  to  settle  here  as  a  weaver  of 
wool  and  of  damask.  He  has  a  good  reputation  and  it  may  be 
hoped  that  such  a  weaver  could  support  himself  here,  so  the 
Conferenz  has  no  objection  if  the  Aufseher  Collegium  approves. 

The  single  Br.  Daniel  Wohlfahrt,  of  Salem,  has  gone  to  Penn- 
sylvania to  study  painting.11 

April  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  regard  to  the  Provincial  Conference 
preparatory  to  the  approaching  Synod  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren, 
the  Conferenz  is  of  the  opinion  that  three  delegates  should  be 
elected  by  this  congregation. 

April  26.  (Auf.  Col.)  Sr.  Rosina  Gambold  may  take  a  room 
in  the  old  part  of  the  former  Brothers  House. 

April  28.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Aufseher  Collegium  does  not  ap- 
prove the  application  of  Br.  Carl  Heinrich  Phillips,  for  thought 
must  be  taken  for  the  young  men  growing  up  here,  one  of  whom 
is  learning  weaving  in  Pennsylvania. 

May  6.  (P.E.C.)  The  widowed  Br.  Heinrich  Rude,  in  Betha- 
bara,  has  given  Br.  Strohle  to  understand  that  with  four  little 
children  he  finds  himself  obliged  to  marry.  Br.  Rude  is  no 
longer  in  the  service  of  the  Saviour  and  of  the  congregation, 
so  his  re-marriage  is  not  the  business  of  the  Conference.  If  he 
wishes  to  marry  again  he  is  at  liberty  so  to  do,  but  he  cannot 
expect  the  assistance  which  has  hitherto  been  given  to  him.  He 
can  count  only  on  help  for  his  small  children. 

May  6.  (Congregation  Council)  At  his  request,  the  paper- 
mill  land  has  been  sold  to  Pastor  Shober  for  $3  per  acre,  and 
22%  acres  adjoining  have  been  sold  to  him  for  $5  per  acre.  The 
old  plantation  of  the  Single  Brothers  diaconie  has  been  sold  at 
public  vendue  for  $4.14  per  acre. 

Br.  G.  B.  Reichel,  Inspector  of  the  Girls  School,  has  received 
permission  to  build  a  24  foot  addition  to  the  school  house,  in 
order  to  get  room  for  a  chapel  and  place  for  the  various  kinds 
of  needlework.

Shaffner,  who  has  resigned  as  night-watch- 
man, Br.  Christian  Fockel  has  been  employed  at  a  salary  of 
$125  a  year. 

May  10.  (Auf.  Col.)  Owners  of  bulls  shall  be  told  to  keep 
them  off  the  streets.  It  would  be  well  if  citizens  who  have  cows 
would  let  them  into  the  barnyards  as  soon  as  they  come  home, 
and  not  leave  them  standing  in  the  street  in  front  of  houses. 

The  single  Nathanael  Byhan  learned  the  trade  of  a  saddle- 
maker  with  Br.  Herbst  here,  and  then  spent  some  time  in 
Pennsylvania.  He  has  recently  returned,  and,  as  he  can  get  no 
work  from  Br.  Herbst,  he  asks  permission  to  set  up  for  him- 
self. Collegium  grants  this  request,  but  as  he  is  not  yet  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  he  shall  be  considered  as  working  under  his 
father  until  he  reaches  his  majority,  and  then  he  can  be  recog- 
nized as  a  master-craftsman. 

Br.  Emanuel  Schober  brings  word  that  young  Br.  Gottlieb 
Clauder  is  thinking  of  learning  to  print  books,  and  wishes  to 
know  the  opinion  of  the  Collegium  before  he  goes  further.  It 
might  be  well  to  have  a  small  book-printing  business  here. 

Br.  Hall  gives  notice  that  he  has  taken  an  outside  journeyman, 
William  Willis,  into  his  service. 

May  17.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Heinrich  Herbst  wants  to  buy  the 
candlemoulds  which  belonged  to  the  Brothers  House.  Collegium 
has  no  objection. 

Collegium  inspected  the  main  street  from  Meinung  to  Clauder, 
and  also  the  Salt  Lane12  from  Hagen  to  the  Shallowford  Road.13 
They  are  the  most  important  places  to  be  improved  this  year. 

May  18.  (P.E.C.)  A  letter  from  Br.  Schmidt,  from  Spring- 
place,  has  brought  distressing  news  regarding  Congress  and 
the  Cherokee  nation.  The  representatives  of  the  state  of  Georgia 
in  Congress  demanded  firmly  and  with  threats  that  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  remove  the  Indians  from  its  borders 
according  to  a  contract  made  with  that  state.  On  the  other  hand 
the  delegates  from  the  Cherokee  protested  energetically.  A  com- 
mittee appointed  in  Congress  to  investigate  thoroughly  the  case 
reported  very  favorably  for  the  state  of  Georgia  and  to  the  injury 
of  the  Cherokees.  They  advised  that  in  conformity  with  the 
compact  made  by  the  United  States  Government  with  Georgia

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in  1802,  the  Cherokees  should  be  moved  out  of  that  state  as 
soon  as  possible.  If  this  report  is  accepted  by  both  houses  of 
Congress,  the  poor  Cherokees  will  probably  be  moved  to  Arkan- 
sas, on  the  other  side  of  the  Mississippi,  and  thereby  our  mis- 
sion to  the  Cherokees  will  be  brought  to  an  end.  If  the  Chero- 
kees should  wish  their  teachers  to  move  with  them,  and  if  Br. 
and  Sr.  Schmidt  should  wish  to  go,  (it  would  be  impossible 
for  old  Br.  and  Sr.  Gambold,)  then  careful  consideration  would 
be  needed  in  view  of  the  heavy  expense,  the  great  distance,  and 
the  further  supervision  of  this  mission,  concerning  which  we 
would  need  the  advice  of  the  Unity  Elders  Conference.  It  is 
hardly  to  be  expected  that  Congress  will  settle  the  matter  at 
this  session,  but  probably  Georgia  will  finally  gain  her  end. 
Under  these  circumstances  Conferenz  decided  not  to  make  any 
important  decisions  about  this  mission,  but  to  wait  to  see  what 
our  Lord  will  direct  in  this  crisis.  We  wish  for  our  missionaries 
the  necessary  grace  and  wisdom,  and  will  advise  them  to  do 
only  the  most  necessary  building  at  Oochgeelogy. 

May  26.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Most  of  the  adult  Single  Brethren  here 
have  given  written  approval  for  the  uniting  of  their  Poor  Fund 
with  that  of  the  married  people.  It  is  now  proper  that  the  Single 
Brethren  should  decide  how  much  each  shall  contribute  annually 
to  this  fund. 

The  annual  account  of  the  diaconie  of  the  Single  Sisters  was 
reported  by  their  treasurer,  Br.  Conrad  Kreuser.  This  led  to  a 
discussion  with  Br.  Reichel,  Inspector  of  the  Girls  School,  as 
to  the  number  of  boarding  pupils  living  in  the  school  and  taking 
their  meals  from  the  Sisters  House,  and  the  large  number  of 
out-boarders  in  the  town.  It  is  only  fair  to  keep  the  number  of 
those  who  are  boarded  by  the  Sisters  House  as  high  as  the  Sis- 
ters can  manage. 

May  31.  (Auf.  Col.)  In  the  Salt  Lane  a  gutter  shall  be  dug 
along  the  pavement  in  front  of  the  houses  from  Br.  Hagen  to 
the  Shallowford  Road.  The  entire  width  of  the  street  in  front 
of  Br.  Senseman's  shall  be  filled  in  and  paved. 

The  dear,  old,  Br.  Pfohl  thought  at  first  that  he  would  have 
place  enough  for  himself  and  his  family  with  two  rooms  and  a 
kitchen.  He  has  already  found  out  that  they  are  very  crowded, 
especially  because  he  has  no  room  in  which  he  can  be  alone. 
Therefore  he  asks  the  Collegium  to  let  him  have  the  now  vacant 
room,  the  front  room  on  the  south  side  of  the  north  entrance 
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to  the  Gemein  Haus,  which  adjoins  his  living-room.  This  room 
has  not  been  used  since  Br.  Benade  moved  out,  so  Collegium 
granted  his  request,  with  the  proviso  that  he  will  give  it  up 
if  a  real  need  for  it  arises. 

June  10.  (Cong.  Council)  Thirty-three  Brethren  present,  not 
counting  the  chairman. 

Br.  Benade  opened  the  Council  by  announcing  the  purpose 
of  the  meeting  to  be  the  election  of  delegates  to  the  Conference 
preparatory  to  the  Synod  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren.  In  the  letter 
to  this  congregation  from  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  the 
number  of  Brethren  to  be  elected  was  given  as  three,  but  this 
was  merely  a  suggestion  from  the  Conference,  and  if  Council 
should  desire  the  number  might  be  increased. 

A  proposal  was  made  to  raise  the  number  to  five,  but  it  was 
argued  that  this  number  was  too  small  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  the  members  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  and  the  Con- 
ference of  Country  Ministers,  and  that  the  desires  of  this  con- 
gregation would  hardly  reach  the  Synod.  In  answer  it  was 
stated  that  minutes  would  be  kept  and  that  they  would  be  sent 
to  the  Synod.  Asked  whether  if  only  three  Brethren  were  elect- 
ed their  proposals  would  be  accepted  as  coming  from  the  en- 
tire congregation,  the  answer  given  was  Yes.  It  was  also  stated 
that  the  Brethren  might  meet  to  consider  what  proposals  should 
be  presented  by  their  delegates.  A  majority  then  voted  in  favor 
of  electing  three  delegates. 

It  was  agreed  that  to  elect  a  Brother  at  least  ten  votes  were 
necessary,  that  being  one-third  of  the  number  present  and  vot- 
ing. 

When  the  votes  had  been  written,  collected,  and  counted,  it 
was  found  that  two  Brethren  Christian  Blum  and  Henry  Schu- 
man,  had  fifteen  votes  each,  but  no  one  else  had  the  requisite 
number.  Although  three  more  ballots  were  taken  there  was  no 
election,  and  a  postponed  meeting  of  the  Council  was  set  for 
the  following  Sunday  evening,  following  the  gemeinstunde. 

June  12.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  result  of  the  ballot  of  Congrega- 
tion Council  was  reported,  according  to  which  another  Brother 
and  Dr.  Henry  Schuman  were  elected  as  delegates  to  the  Prepara- 
tory Conference.  It  is  necessary  that  the  congregation  should  be 
represented  by  a  Brother  who  has  been  received  and  who  is  a 
communicant  member.  Br.  Schuman  has  never  attended  Com- 
munion here,  and  cannot  be  considered  really  a  communicant 
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member,  so  after  all  full  consideration  Conferenz  agreed  unani- 
mously that  it  must  protest  against  his  election. 

June  13.  (Cong.  Council)  The  chairman  announced  the  pro- 
test of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  against  the  election  of  Dr.  Schu- 
man  as  a  delegate  to  the  Preparatory  Conference. 

Several  of  the  Brethren  expressed  their  disapproval  of  this, 
and  two  Brethren  left  the  Council.  Most  of  those  present,  how- 
ever, agreed  with  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz. 

Br.  Christian  Blum  said  that  since  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz 
had  not  approved  the  former  election  he  would  rather  resign 
also,  if  Council  approved.  This  resignation  was  accepted,  on 
condition  that  he  would  serve  if  he  were  re-elected. 

Another  meeting  of  the  Council  was  called  for  the  nineteenth. 

June  14.  (Auf.  Col.)  Sr.  Rosina  Gambold  may  take  the  room 
in  the  former  Brothers  House  where  Br.  Emanuel  Schober  has 
been  living. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  salaries  of  the  school  teachers  and 
ministers  should  hereafter  be  calculated  and  should  be  paid  on 
a  basis  of  the  calendar  months,  instead  of  four-weekly,  as  hither- 
to. 

June  16.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  and  Sr.  Salomon  Lick  shall  be  re- 
minded that  their  eldest  son  should  be  sent  to  school.  Their  at- 
tention shall  also  be  called  to  the  bad  language  of  their  children, 
concerning  which  complaint  has  been  made  to  the  Conferenz. 

June  19.  (Cong.  Council.)  A  paper,  signed  by  twenty-eight 
Brethren,  was  read.  It  contained  a  suggestion  that  the  congre- 
gation of  Salem  should  send  no  delegates  to  the  Preparatory 
Conference,  but  that  the  citizens  and  Single  Brethren  should 
meet,  and  their  resolutions  should  be  handed  in  writing  to  the 
Wachovia  Preparatory  Conference,  to  be  passed  on  unaltered  to 
the  General  Synod.  Of  the  forty  Brethren  present,  thirty-five 
voted  in  favor  of  this  suggestion. 

Dr.  Schuman  asked  that  he  might  read  his  written  answer 
to  things  which  had  been  said  in  the  last  two  sessions  of  the 
Council,  and  this  was  granted.  The  chairman  commented  on  cer- 
tain points  which  had  been  misunderstood,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Council  and  Dr.  Schuman,  and  it  was  agreed  that  certain 
other  points  should  be  discussed  by  Dr.  Schuman  with  the  chair- 
man and  two  other  Brethren. 
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At  the  suggestion  of  the  chairman,  Council  agreed  that  the 
Communion  due  the  following  day  should  be  postponed  to  some 
more  suitable  time. 

June  28.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Frederic  Meinung  has  drawn  a  new 
map  of  Salem.  Complaint  has  been  made  that  last  Saturday  sev- 
eral boys  took  apples  to  which  they  had  no  right.  The  boys  were 
called  before  the  Collegium,  and  Br.  Schulz  told  them  in  a  father- 
ly manner  why  they  were  summoned.  He  pointed  out  how  wrong 
such  a  deed  was,  and  how  easily  it  might  lead  to  worse.  He  told 
them  that  if  this  warning  was  not  heeded,  and  they  did  wrong 
again,  we  would  have  to  take  legal  steps  against  them.  They  all 
promised  to  do  better,  and  we  sincerely  hope  they  will. 

June  30.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Emanuel  Schober  brought  to  Br. 
Benade  a  request  from  several  members  that  the  young  Luther- 
an minister,  Jenkins,  who  is  staying  here,  might  preach  one 
evening  in  our  church.  Although  we  do  not  know  much  about  the 
beliefs  of  this  apparently  sincere  man,  the  Conferenz  has  no 
objections,  on  condition  that  he  talk  first  with  Br.  Benade. 

July  12.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  single  Br.  Carl  Phillips  has  come 
from  Lititz,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Collegium  notified  him 
that  he  could  not  settle  here  as  master  weaver.  Today  he  asked 
that  he  might  work  here,  with  the  journeyman,  Thomas  Leins, 
whom  he  brought  with  him.  The  majority  were  in  favor  of  al- 
lowing him  to  work  here  for  one  year,  as  a  visitor,  as  there 
is  no  established  weaver  in  town. 

The  widow  Christman  will  pay  $3  a  year  rent  for  her  room 
in  the  Widows  House. 

Aug.  If.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  report  of  the  transactions  of  the 
Preparatory  Conference  was  read  to  the  Congregation  Coun- 
cil last  Sunday.  Now  a  number  of  the  resolutions  adopted  must 
be  made  known  to  the  congregation,  and  must  be  enforced, 
especially  in  regard  to  the  boys.  All  the  young  people  must  be 
properly  supervised.  After  due  consideration  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  call  a  meeting  of  the  masters  and  house-fathers  tomor- 
row evening  for  consultation.  Next  Sunday  afternoon  at  three 
o'clock  the  necessary  extracts  shall  be  presented  to  all  Brethren 
and  Sisters.  Opportunity  shall  be  taken  in  Choir  meetings  of 
the  boys  and  of  the  girls  to  let  them  know  what  is  expected 
from  them. 
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Aug.  6.  (P.E.C.)  From  the  last  letters  from  our  Brn.  Gambold 
and  Schmidt  it  appears  that  some  of  the  Cherokees  have  be- 
come hostile  to  the  Presbyterian  missionaries,  and  want  to  drive 
them  out.  Our  Brethren  are  going  on  peacefully  and  without 
hindrance.  They  are  flattering  themselves  with  the  hope  that 
the  Cherokees  can  retain  possession  of  their  land,  but  they  have 
heard  as  little  as  we  about  what  the  chiefs  have  been  able  to 
accomplish  in  Washington.  The  chiefs  are  expected  to  return 
from  Washington  soon. 

At  the  recent  Conference  the  request  of  the  congregation  in 
Friedberg  was  presented  by  one  of  the  ministers,  and  it  was 
commended  to  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  for  further 
consideration.  For  several  years  this  large  and  widely  scattered 
congregation  has  been  served  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Denke  in  connection 
with  the  congregation  of  Hope.  Br.  and  Sr.  Denke  live  in  Fried- 
berg, where  the  congregation  is  building  a  new  and  commodius 
church.  It  is  not  surprising  that  this  congregation  wants  its 
own  pastor,  who  will  serve  them  with  the  Gospel  every  Sunday. 
Br.  and  Sr.  Denke  seem  to  find  the  serving  of  both  congregations 
beyond  their  strength. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  location  of  the  Gemein  Haus 
in  Hope  is  so  unhealthy  that  we  cannot  ask  ministers  to  live 
there.  It  is  much  to  be  wished  that  this  English  country  con- 
gregation could  be  maintained,  especially  as  it  consists  largely 
of  faithful  members,  though  most  of  them  are  so  circumstanced 
that  they  can  contribute  little  toward  the  support  of  a  minister. 
There  seems  nothing  better  to  be  done  at  present  than  to  trans- 
fer all  members  to  Friedberg.  It  will  be  no  further  for  them 
to  go  thither  to  church  than  many  of  the  Friedberg  members 
go.  Moreover,  according  to  the  present  arrangement,  there  is 
English  preaching  at  Friedberg  every  fourteen  days. 

Aug.  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Twenty  of  the  married  Brethren  are 
willing  to  undertake  the  supervision  of  the  boys  on  Sundays, 
taking  turns.  According  to  the  plan  this  supervision  will  be 
given  from  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  time  for  preach- 
ing; from  dinner  until  after  the  last  afternoon  meeting;  from 
three  o'clock  until  evening;  and  from  six  o'clock  until  the  hour 
for  the  gemeinstunde.  As  a  beginning  the  boys  will  have  their 
assembly  room  in  the  kitchen  in  the  old  part  of  the  former 
Brothers  House. 

There  are  reports  that  there  is  disorder  in  the  house-keeping 
of  Dr.  Schuman,  who  is  a  widower.  This  made  it  the  duty  of 
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the  Conference  to  ask  from  him  a  brotherly  declaration  that 
the  reports  are  false;  but  he  recently  told  Br.  Benade  that  his 
sense  of  honor  forbade  him  to  answer  such  rumors.  Conferenz 
cannot  make  a  difference  between  Dr.  Schuman  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation,  and  must  enforce  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions without  respect  of  persons.  Dr.  Schuman  has  made  it 
clear  that  he  does  not  feel  bound  by  our  rules,  and  that  he 
would  rather  not  be  a  member  of  the  congregation  than  to  con- 
duct himself  according  to  our  rules.  The  Conferenz  therefore 
cannot  longer  consider  him  our  Brother,  and  the  chairman  will 
notify  him  of  this. 

Aug.  9.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  auswartige  members  of  this  congre- 
gation sent  to  the  Preparatory  Conference  their  wish  to  have 
a  representative  in  the  Collegium,  since  they  contribute  regular- 
ly to  congregation  causes.  Collegium  thinks  that  the  auswartige 
members  should  be  permitted  to  elect  one  of  their  number  as  a 
member  of  the  Collegium.  He  shall  attend  the  meetings  every 
eight  weeks,  or  more  often  if  he  has  matters  to  bring  up  con- 
cerning the  auswartige  members,  or  if  he  is  called  by  the  Col- 
legium or  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz. 

The  Collegium  decided  to  buy  a  good  compass  and  chain  for 
the  boys  school,  so  that  the  boys  can  be  instructed  in  surveying. 

Aug.  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  driving  out  of  young  people  of  both 
sexes  cannot  be  entirely  prohibited.  Sometimes  when  a  group 
of  single  Sisters  are  driving  out  it  is  impossible  to  secure  a 
married  Brother,  and  a  single  Brother  must  be  employed  as 
driver.  In  some  cases  one  single  Sister  alone  must  take  a  single 
Brother  as  driver.  If  a  company  of  single  Sisters  want  to  spend 
the  night  away  from  home,  and  find  it  necessary  to  take  a  single 
Brother  as  driver,  they  must  not  undertake  such  an  excursion 
unless  they  can  take  a  married  person  with  them. 

Sept.  6.  (Auf.  Col.)  According  to  the  proposal  of  Congregation 
Council  the  night-watchman  shall  put  out  the  street  lamps  at 
ten  o'clock.  The  number  of  lamps  shall  be  increased  by  putting 
one  in  Bagge's  neighborhood,  one  at  Rudolph  Christ's,  and  one 
at  the  corner  of  the  Widows  House  garden. 

Sept  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  As  Dr.  Schuman  is  not  a  member  of  the 
congregation  he  cannot  hold  the  position  of  congregation  doc- 
tor. Therefore  the  $50  granted  to  him  annually  for  serving  the 
ministers  comes  to  an  end. 
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Sept.  9.  (P.E.C.)  Our  missionaries  to  the  Cherokee  write  that 
the  Cherokee  deputies  to  Washington  are  satisfied  with  their 
trip  to  Washington  and  hope  their  wishes  will  be  granted.  But 
Congress  has  not  yet  decided  the  matter,  and  the  state  of 
Georgia  has  not  given  up  her  claim,  and  neither  can  nor  will 
recognize  the  Indians  as  citizens  of  the  state,  so  we  have  little 
hope  for  the  desired  outcome. 

Sept.  9.  (Auf.  Col.)  There  was  a  discussion  concerning  the 
Salem  diaconie  land,  which  has  been  held  under  an  agreement 
with  the  Unity  since  1782.  According  to  this  agreement  it  has 
been  the  rule  that  when  some  of  this  land  was  sold  $1.12%  per 
acre  has  been  deducted  from  the  sum  on  which  an  annual  quit- 
rent  is  paid,  and  the  remainder  of  the  purchase  price  has  gone 
to  the  Unity  Vorsteher  Collegium,  unless  definite  instruction 
was  received  for  some  other  use  of  it.  We  believe  that  this  con- 
gregation diaconie  might  take  actual  possession  of  this  land, 
with  the  understanding  that  the  Unity  Administrator  should 
act  for  and  in  the  name  of  this  diaconie.  Then  the  diaconie  could 
sell  land  for  which  it  has  no  need,  and  could  hold  the  amount 
over  the  $1.12%  for  itself,  in  return  for  the  many  years  in 
which  it  has  paid  a  quit-rent  and  the  taxes.  We  think  it  should 
be  granted  to  us  for  the  price  at  which  it  was  taken  by  the  con- 
gregation of  Salem  in  1772.  This  does  not  mean  that  it  is  the 
intention  to  sell  Salem  Town  Lots  in  fee  simple,  which  is  not 
at  all  contemplated.  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  will  take  up  the  mat- 
ter with  the  Unity  Vorsteher  Collegium,  presenting  the  case 
of  this  diaconie. 

Sept.  15.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Benade  reported  that  Br.  and  Sr. 
Van  Vleck  have  had  attacks  of  the  fever  epidemic  in  Bethania. 
They  are  now  free  of  fever,  and  wish  to  come  here  to  recuperate, 
since  no  help  can  be  secured  in  Bethania.  Sr.  Louisa  Kramsch 
has  been  with  them  for  a  week,  but  can  not  well  be  spared  longer 
from  her  duties  in  the  girls  school.  It  is  only  fair  that  no  ob- 
jection should  be  raised  to  the  coming  of  the  Van  Vlecks,  for 
other  ministers  have  been  allowed  to  come  here  under  similar 
circumstances,  but  the  Conferenz  also  recognizes  it  as  a  duty 
to  take  every  care  that  the  fever  is  not  brought  to  Salem.  Br. 
Benade  shall  ask  Dr.  Kuhln  whether  there  is  any  danger  of 
contagion. 

Sept.  20.  (Auf.  Col.)  Jacob  Christman  gives  notice  that  he 
plans  to  build  a  new  house,  thirty  by  twenty-five  feet  in  size, 
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on  the  site  of  the  old  house.  Collegium  permits  this  on  condition 
that  the  front  of  the  new  house  shall  be  in  line  with  the  other 
houses  on  the  Salt  Lane.  According  to  the  rule  he  shall  submit 
a  plan  of  the  new  house.  He  gives  further  notice  that  in  addi- 
tion to  making  wagons  he  plans  to  make  carriages. 

Br.  Ackerman  has  requested  permission  to  take  a  certain 
boy,  John  Spach,  as  apprentice  in  his  handicraft  of  a  cooper. 
This  boy  does  not  belong  to  us,  and  besides  the  Rowan  County 
court  has  bound  him  to  a  master,  so  we  cannot  break  our  rule 
which  forbids  taking  an  outsider  as  apprentice. 

Sept  20.  (P.E.C.)  According  to  the  proposal  of  the  citizens 
here,  the  Preparatory  Conference  referred  to  the  Provincial 
Elders  Conference  their  desire  that  the  out-boarding  of  the 
girls  in  the  school  should  cease  after  a  definite  period.  After 
discussing  the  matter  with  the  Inspector  it  was  decided  that 
after  one  year  all  boarding  pupils  should  have  their  meals  in 
the  school.  Br.  Wilhelm  Fries,  among  others,  has  objected  to 
this,  and  has  wished  that  a  longer  time  had  been  allowed.  The 
Conferenz  would  gladly  oblige  this  Brother,  but  finds  it  impos- 
sible to  make  a  change,  and  must  abide  by  its  decision. 

Oct.  U>  (Auf.  Col.)  Traugott  Leinbach  has  given  up  his  shop 
in  the  old  part  of  the  former  Brothers  House,  and  Br.  Buchholz 
wishes  to  take  it.  Collegium  agrees,  on  condition  that  he  sur- 
render his  room  on  the  second  floor. 

Oct.  13.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Reichel  presented  the  account  of  cost 
of  construction  of  the  addition  to  the  girls  school-house,  which 
amounts  to  $2050.  It  was  decided  to  apply  on  this  $1500  of  the 
profit  made  by  the  school  last  year.  The  balance  of  the  school 
profit  shall  go  to  the  Wachovia  Sustentation  diaconie. 

Oct.  13.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Conferenz  approves  that  Louisa  Rude 
move  from  the  boarding  school  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  Leinbach. 
She  will  continue  to  attend  school  as  a  day  scholar. 

Oct.  18.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  water  cistern  across  the  street  from 
Fries  has  rotted,  and  a  new  one  is  necessary.  It  shall  be  placed 
by  the  sidewalk  on  the  side  of  the  street  where  the  houses  stand, 
so  that  those  who  go  for  water  need  not  cross  the  street  as 
hitherto.  It  shall  be  moved  up  the  street  to  a  point  where  the 
water  will  flow  without  pressure,  and  shall  be  so  placed  that  it 
does  not  interfere  with  hauling  wood  into  or  out  of  the  barn- 
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yards,  and  that  it  encroaches  on  the  main  street  as  little  as  pos- 
sible. 

Oct.  20.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  chairman  notified  the  Conferenz 
that  young  Br.  Sievers,  who  has  been  working  here  as  a  visit- 
ing cabinetmaker,  is  planning  to  leave  soon  for  Philadelphia,  in 
order  to  perfect  himself  in  his  craft. 

Oct.  30.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Salomo  Reich  will  return  from  the  Chero- 
kee mission  on  his  own  horse.  Martin  Rominger  will  set  out  on 
horseback  in  fourteen  days  to  take  his  place  at  Springplace. 

Nov.  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Winkler  has  taken  his  son  Henry 
to  Petersburg,  Virginia,  to  learn  to  make  confectionery. 

Nov.  18.  (Cong.  Council.)  The  Council  was  asked  whether  it 
approved  the  plan  to  stop  using  the  old  brick  cistern14  near  Belo's 
lot,  and  either  cover  it  or  fill  it  up  ?  Answer :  since  it  no  longer 
gets  any  of  the  pipe  water,  and  is  not  water-tight,  Council  advises 
that  the  brick  be  removed  and  the  place  filled  with  earth. 

The  Chairman  reminded  Council  that  they  already  knew  that 
the  Preparatory  Conference  advised  a  change  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Congregation  Council.  The  last  Synod  authorized 
the  American  Provincial  Elders  Conferences  to  organize  Coun- 
cils differing  in  form  from  that  prescribed  by  Synod,  and  this 
has  been  done  in  accordance  with  No.  9,  of  the  rules  of  the 
congregation  which  provides  expressly  that  all  adult  members 
of  the  congregation  shall  belong  to  it.  The  congregation  rules 
can  be  altered  only  with  the  approval  of  the  Congregation  Coun- 
cil, so  it  follows  that  the  constitution  of  the  Council  can  be 
changed  only  by  its  own  action.  After  discussion,  nearly  all 
members  present  were  in  favor  of  a  change. 

According  to  No.  3  of  the  congregation  rules  no  change  can 
be  made  in  the  rules  as  printed  without  a  unanimous  vote  of 
the  congregation.  It  was  apparent  that  this  made  it  practically 
impossible  to  improve  or  change  the  rules,  because  a  unanimous 
vote  on  any  point  could  hardly  be  expected.  This  brought  a  pro- 
posal from  a  Brother  that  when  in  future  it  was  desirable  to  im- 
prove the  rules  the  approval  of  three-fourths  of  the  Brethren 
present  in  Congregation  Council  would  suffice.  This  was  approved 
by  twenty-six  of  the  Brethren  (three-fourths  of  those  present) . 

Twenty-seven  Brethren  then  approved  the  re-organization  of 
Congregation  Council.

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Nov.  29.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  widow  Vogler  wants  to  change  her 
room  because  the  spinning  of  the  widows  in  the  rooms  above 
her  hurts  her  head. 

Dec.  9.  (Cong.  Council.)  It  was  decided  that  in  any  future 
election  thirty  Brethren  should  first  be  elected  to  Congregation 
Council,  that  is  twenty-seven  from  the  married  Choir  and  three 
from  the  Single  Brethren.  Then  the  Council,  as  elected,  should 
elect  the  Aufseher  Collegium  from  among  its  members.  Only 
regular  communicants  may  be  elected  to  Council. 

Dec.  13.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  single  Br.  David  Clewell,  who  is 
still  in  Raleigh,  asks  whether  he  may  now  open  a  bookbindery 
in  Salem.  He  is  still  under  age,  so  the  Collegium  cannot  recog- 
nize him  as  a  master,  but  he  may  begin  his  work  under  the 
guardianship  of  Br.  Christian  Blum.  When  he  attains  his  ma- 
jority the  matter  of  his  being  a  master  can  be  taken  up  again. 

Dec.  27.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  list  has  been  revised,  according  to 
which  each  resident  has  an  assigned  place  in  case  of  fire.  This 
list,  and  the  fire  rules,  will  soon  be  read  publicly. 

Bethabara  Diary,  182 J*. 

[The  Bethabara  diary  consists  of  thirty-eight  manuscript 
pages,  closely  written.  Its  chief  interest  lies  in  the  careful  notes 
on  the  weather.] 

Jan.  1,  New  Year's  Day.  The  weather  was  unusually  warm  for 
this  time  of  the  year,  as  it  has  been  for  several  days.  It  drizzled 
a  little. 

Jan.  I>.  The  gemeinstunde  in  the  evening  had  to  be  omitted 
because  it  began  to  rain. 

Jan.  5.  The  evening  meetings  usual  in  winter  have  begun  again. 

Jan.  8.  Today  is  rather  cold,  after  some  days  of  unusually 
warm  weather. 

Jan.  11*.  The  weather  has  been  unusually  warm  for  the  sea- 
son, and  rainy  also,  but  today  it  cleared  and  the  air  was  rather 
fresh.  The  wind  was  from  the  northwest. 

Jan.  15.  Br.  and  Sr.  Schaaf  came  from  Salem  to  visit  Br. 
Strohle  on  his  fifty-eighth  birthday. 
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Jan.  19.  A  very  cold  and  stormy  day. 

Jan.  25.  It  stormed  and  rained  so  heavily  that  rain  beat  into 
the  houses  everywhere  and  especially  into  the  church.  The  rain 
continued  nearly  all  day,  though  it  cleared  toward  evening. 

Feb.  1.  One  of  the  coldest  days  we  have  had  this  winter. 

Feb.  2.  Colder  than  yesterday.  In  the  morning  the  Fahrenheit 
thermometer  stood  at  8°  above  zero. 

Feb.  3.  About  eleven  o'clock  in  the  morning  it  began  to  snow, 
and  continued  until  one  in  the  afternoon.  After  an  intermission 
of  about  two  hours  it  began  again,  and  fell  for  several  hours. 

Feb.  J>.  Rain  which  followed  the  snow  stopped  about  day- 
break, but  the  roads  were  very  bad. 

Feb.  6.  Because  of  the  unfavorable  weather  and  bad  roads 
no  services  could  be  held. 

Feb.  8,  Sunday.  The  circular  from  the  Unity  Elders  Con- 
ference was  read  to  the  congregation.  Our  congregation  in 
Sarepta  lost  $320,000,  in  our  money,  in  the  big  fire  of  last  August. 

Feb.  11.  Yesterday  and  today  were  unusually  warm,  with  much 
rain.  During  the  following  night  it  cleared,  piercingly  cold  and 
windy. 

Feb.  15.  Yesterday  it  snowed  for  several  hours,  then  began 
to  rain  heavily  and  continued  until  the  middle  of  this  afternoon. 

Feb.  21.  At  noon  it  began  to  rain  and  to  storm,  and  this  con- 
tinued until  noon  of  the  22nd,  making  the  roads  very  bad. 

Feb.  23.  It  rained  all  day,  accompanied  by  a  storm  wind. 

Feb.  26.  It  rained  from  early  morning  to  evening  without  in- 
termission, and  then  it  sleeted  and  snowed. 

Feb.  27.  It  was  bitterly  cold  and  no  services  could  be  held. 

Feb.  29.  Because  of  the  bitter  cold  and  the  piercing  wind  the 
children's  hour  and  afternoon  reading  meeting  were  omitted. 

March  5.  For  several  days  the  weather  has  been  quite  like 
spring. 

March  7.  During  the  afternoon  it  began  to  rain  and  grew 
worse  and  worse  until  late  at  night. 
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March  9.  The  weather  was  disagreeable  and  cloudy  until 
toward  evening,  when  it  began  to  sleet  and  snow  and  rain. 

March  lJt>.  The  rain  which  began  last  night  continued  all  day, 
and  also  on  the  15th  and  16th. 

March  20.  Today  the  weather  was  very  pleasant. 

March  21.  Last  night  it  rained,  and  this  was  followed  by  sleet 
and  snow  which  continued  all  day  with  a  severity  unusual  at 
this  time  of  the  year.  The  roads  became  very  bad. 

March  2U.  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  and  their  children  stopped  to  see 
us.  They  were  on  their  way  from  Bethania  to  Salem. 

March  26.  Because  of  rain  and  bad  roads  no  services  could 
be  held. 

March  27.  The  Brn.  Theodor  .Schulz  and  Meinung  came  from 
Salem  to  try  to  dispose  of  the  former  store  building  and  ap- 
purtenances at  public  sale,  which  had  been  set  for  today.  Their 
purpose  failed,  because  too  little  was  offered. 

The  singstunde  in  the  evening  was  omitted  because  of  rain. 

March  28.  The  school  which  has  been  conducted  here  since 
last  autumn  closed  this  week,  and  with  it  the  religious  instruc- 
tion of  the  children. 

March  31.  It  was  very  cold  and  this  morning  the  ground  was 
white  with  frost. 

April  2.  For  several  days  it  has  been  very  raw,  and  it  has 
frozen  each  night. 

April  3.  Last  night  was  colder  than  those  which  preceded  it. 
Peach  blossoms  and  the  tender  garden  vegetables  were  badly 
hurt.  In  the  morning  the  thermometer  stood  at  20°. 

April  4-.  In  the  morning  the  ground  was  covered  with  frost. 

April  6.  It  rained  all  day. 

April  9.  Yesterday  and  today  there  was  rather  heavy  frost. 
April  10.  It  rained  all  day. 

April  11.  In  the  morning  in  the  seventh  hour  a  storm  came 
from  the  northwest,  with  unusually  heavy  rain.  It  lasted  until 
eight  o'clock  and  flooded  many  places,  especially  the  meadows. 
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In  the  afternoon  the  Saaldiener,  the  musicians,  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  with  their  wives,  had  their  annual  en- 
couragement lovefeast. 

In  the  evening  a  beginning  was  made  with  reading  the  story 
of  the  Passion  Week,  [which  continued  from  day  to  day.] 

April  17,  Great  Sabbath.  The  new  path  to  God's  Acre  was 
made,  the  bridge  was  built,  and  a  good  fence  with  a  gate  was 
placed  on  the  line  between  the  Gemein  Haus  lot  and  Thomas 
Butner's  lot.  All  the  older  and  younger  men  lent  a  helping  hand, 
and  the  work  was  finished  by  noon  to  the  satisfaction  of  every- 
body. 

April  18,  Easter  Sunday.  We  made  public  use  for  the  first 
time  of  our  new  path  to  God's  Acre.  At  nine  o'clock  in  the 
morning  we  met  in  the  church,  and  after  the  usual  greeting  and 
singing  several  hymns  we  went  to  God's  Acre  and  prayed  the 
Easter  litany. 

April  19.  It  has  been  very  windy  and  cool  and  tonight  there 
was  frost  again. 

April  26.  With  this  week  the  services  held  in  the  evenings  on 
weekdays  were  closed  for  this  year. 

April  27  and  28.  It  rained  with  little  intermission,  but  clear- 
ed on  the  29th. 

May  2.  It  has  been  hot  for  several  days.  There  was  a  hard 
rainstorm  during  the  evening. 

May  U.  During  the  evening  it  rained  hard  for  two  hours,  then 
cleared  up  cool. 

May  7.  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  were  caught  in  the  rain  on  their 
way  home  from  Salem.  The  married  Sr.  Elisabeth  Stohr  bore  a 
little  daughter  which  never  saw  the  light  of  this  world.  It  was 
buried  quietly  the  next  day  on  our  God's  Acre. 

May  IS.  The  Single  Sisters  and  Older  Girls  celebrated  their 
Choir  festival.  The  weather  was  pleasant,  following  a  severe 
storm  last  night,  with  some  rain. 

May  18  and  19.  We  had  hard  storms,  followed  by  cool  weather. 

May  23.  In  the  morning  frost  could  be  seen  here  and  there, 
and  the  same  thing  happened  on  the  24th. 
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May  2U.  Br.  Strohle  visited  the  fever  patients,  Br.  Joseph 
Krause  at  the  mill  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Peter  Schor. 

May  28.  Sr.  Strohle  celebrated  her  jubilee  birthday,  fifty  years 
old.  Br.  and  Sr.  Schaaf  and  the  Srs.  Krieger  and  Dorothea  Warn- 
er came  from  Salem  to  visit  her. 

May  30.  It  rained  fairly  hard  after  a  long  dry  spell. 

June  1.  There  was  a  storm  with  a  fair  amount  of  rain. 

June  2.  It  was  unusually  humid,  and  in  the  evening  a  terrible 
storm  came  from  the  southwest.  The  lightning  apparently  struck 
not  far  from  here,  and  it  rained  heavily  for  about  four  hours, 
and  off  and  on  during  the  night. 

June  3.  This  evening  there  was  another  storm  with  heavier 
rain  than  yesterday.  It  lasted  several  hours  but  did  not  relieve 
the  oppressive  heat. 

June  6,  Whitsunday.  A  letter  from  the  Provincial  Elders  Con- 
ference was  read  to  the  congregation.  It  called  for  an  election 
of  delegates  to  the  Provincial  Preparatory  Conference  to  be  held 
in  July,  to  prepare  for  the  Synod  to  be  held  next  year.  Next 
Sunday  was  announced  as  the  date  for  the  election. 

June  7.  The  heat  today  was  almost  unbearable.  The  thermom- 
eter rose  to  100°,  and  there  was  no  breeze  all  day. 

June  8  and  9.  There  were  hard  showers. 

June  12.  Sr.  Strohle  and  Mother  Noll  visited  our  friendly 
neighbors,  Billy  Beck,  John  and  Henry  Noll,  and  Br.  and  Sr. 
Holder. 

June  13,  Sunday.  The  church  litany  was  prayed;  then  there 
was  preaching.  This  was  followed  by  a  meeting  of  all  the  Breth- 
ren who  had  reached  their  majority,  to  elect  one  delegate  to 
the  approaching  Preparatory  Conference.  Br.  John  Rank  re- 
ceived the  most  votes. 

June  1U  and  15.  During  the  afternoon  it  rained. 
June  20.  Today  there  was  much  rain. 

June  22.  After  great  heat  there  came  a  storm  and  it  rained 
about  a  quarter  of  an  hour. 

June  27,  Sunday.  There  were  no  services  except  the  church 
litany  in  the  morning  and  singstunde  in  the  evening.  This  was 
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partly  because  Br.  Strohle  was  not  feeling  well,  and  partly  be- 
cause most  of  the  men  had  gone  out  again  today,  as  they  did 
yesterday,  to  try  to  find  two  dogs  which  had  killed  about  thirty 
sheep  belonging  to  residents  of  the  town.  After  much  trouble 
they  succeeded  in  killing  the  dogs. 

June  28.  Yesterday  and  today  it  has  been  unusually  hot;  the 
thermometer  rose  to  101°  Fahrenheit. 

July  U,  Sunday.  There  was  only  one  Unity  Day  reading,  be- 
cause so  few  attended.  This  was  partly  on  account  of  the  epidemic 
of  measles.  Several  persons  in  this  congregation  who  had  them 
have  recovered,  but  now  the  epidemic  has  spread  and  more 
children,  and  grown  people  as  well,  have  been  attacked. 

July  6.  There  was  a  severe  thunder  storm  with  hard  rain,  but 
it  did  not  cool  the  air.  It  has  been  very  hot. 

July  10.  The  weather  has  been  almost  unendurably  hot.  Late  in 
the  evening  there  was  a  storm,  with  much  rain. 

July  11,  Sunday.  The  Brethren  met  with  their  recently  elected 
delegate  to  discuss  matters  to  be  presented  to  the  Preparatory 
Conference. 

July  12.  Early  this  morning  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  went  to  Salem 
to  attend  the  Preparatory  Conference  which  opened  today.  The 
subject  of  the  first  series  of  meetings  was  the  Place  Congrega- 
tion.15 They  returned  to  Bethabara  on  July  21.  The  Conference 
had  recessed  on  the  20th. 

July  2U.  After  a  long  drought  we  had  a  soaking  rain. 

July  26,  Monday.  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  went  to  Salem,  where  this 
week  the  Conference  will  consider  the  Country  Congregations. 
The  Conference  ended  this  phase  of  its  work  on  July  28.  Br.  John 
Rank,  delegate  from  Bethabara,  was  also  in  Salem. 

July  27.  In  the  absence  of  Br.  Strohle,  at  the  request  of  the 
relatives,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Committee,  Pastor  Schober 
held  the  funeral  of  the  child  Henry  Edwin  Reich,  son  of  Thomas 
and  Mary  Reich,  who  do  not  belong  to  us.  The  child  was  buried 
on  our  God's  Acre,16  and  Pastor  Schober  preached  the  funeral 
sermon  in  our  church. 

15  At  this  time  Salem  was  the  only  place  congregation  in  Wachovia. 

18  After  1821  only  one  interment  was  noted  for  the  old  Dobbs  Parish  graveyard,  near  the 
Bethabara  mill.  The  records  of  interments  in  the  Bethabara  God's  Acre  show  that  at  times 
the  Committee  permitted  the  burial  there  of  persons  who  were  not  members  of  the  congrea- 
tion. 
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Aug.  2.  In  the  evening  we  had  a  much  desired  rain. 

Aug.  3.  There  was  much  thunder  and  lightning,  but  the  storm 
moved  around  us  and  we  had  no  rain.  The  weather  became  con- 
siderably cooler. 

Aug.  10.  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  visited  at  the  mill,  where  Br. 
Joseph  Krause  is  very  sick  with  a  high  fever.  Here  in  town 
several  persons  have  had  attacks  of  fever. 

Aug.  12.  This  was  election  day.  Some  of  the  Brethren  went  to 
Salem,  some  to  Bethania,  and  some  to  Germantown. 

Aug.  19.  After  several  cool  days  and  nights  the  weather  is 
again  oppressively  hot. 

Aug.  26.  After  a  drought  which  has  lasted  a  number  of  weeks 
we  had  a  much  desired,  hard  rain,  which  was  very  good  for  the 
garden  and  other  crops  which  have  been  suffering  greatly.  The 
mill-dam  is  again  full  of  water,  after  being  nearly  dry. 

Aug.  27.  In  the  ninth  hour  of  the  evening  there  came  a  hard 
storm  with  much  greatly  desired  rain,  and  it  rained  off  and  on  all 
night. 

Aug.  28.  There  was  again  much  rain. 

Aug.  30.  Br.  Strohle  and  his  wife  visited  various  fever  patients, 
although  the  roads  were  almost  impassable  from  the  rain  of  the 
preceding  week. 

Sept.  2.  Br.  Strohle  returned  from  Salem,  where  he  attended 
the  Conference  of  Country  ministers.  During  his  absence,  but 
with  his  approval  and  at  the  wish  of  the  congregation  here,  a 
young  Lutheran  minister,  Mr.  Jenkins,  preached  in  the  church 
in  the  English  language  to  a  fairly  large  audience. 

Sept.  5.  Last  night  one  storm  followed  another,  and  it  con- 
tinued to  rain  all  morning. 

Sept.  7.  Our  married  people  and  widowers  celebrated  their 
Choir  festival.  It  was  a  matter  for  gratitude  that  the  married 
people  who  have  had  fever  have  all  so  far  recovered  that  not  one 
was  obliged  to  miss  the  services. 

Sept.  9  to  12.  The  weather  was  cold,  stormy  and  rainy.  In  the 
following  days  of  the  week  it  continued  to  rain  and  the  roads 
became  worse  and  worse. 
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Sept.  19.  Br.  Benade  presented  to  the  adult  members  of  the 
congregation  the  revised  Brotherly  Agreement.  In  the  afternoon 
the  adult  Brethren  met  to  elect  a  new  Committee,  consisting  of 
three  Brethren  living  in  the  town  and  one  living  outside. 

Sept.  23.  Cases  of  fever  have  again  appeared  in  town. 

Sept.  26.  It  has  rained  steadily  all  day,  as  it  did  yesterday  and 
last  night. 

Oct.  U.  For  some  time  the  days  have  been  pleasantly  warm,  but 
the  nights  have  been  cold. 

Oct.  10.  It  was  announced  that  the  Provincial  Elders  Con- 
ference had  approved  the  recent  election  of  the  Brn.  Gottlieb 
Fockel,  Charles  Losch,  John  Spach,  and  Samuel  Krause  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Bethabara  Committee. 

Oct.  12.  It  began  to  rain  during  the  evening,  and  continued  to 
rain  until  the  night  of  the  15th.  Roads  became  very  bad. 

Oct.  16.  We  had  a  light  frost,  the  first  of  this  season. 

Oct.  30.  Last  night  we  had  the  first  hard  frost  of  the  fall ;  and 
it  froze  again  tonight. 

Nov.  5.  The  roads  are  rather  bad  from  last  night's  rain. 

Nov.  15.  For  some  time  it  has  been  rather  cold,  but  today  was 
mild,  with  rain. 

Nov.  17.  We  celebrated  the  anniversary  of  our  congregation, 
and  combined  with  it  the  post-celebration  of  the  festival  of  the 
Chief  Elder. 

In  the  following  days  it  was  very  cold  and  raw,  and  it  froze 
every  night. 

Nov.  12.  There  was  English  preaching,  and  the  service  will  be 
held  in  that  language  on  the  third  Sunday  in  each  month.  Today 
a  harvest  thanksgiving  sermon  was  preached. 

Nov.  27.  We  had  a  severe  thunder-storm,  with  heavy  rain.  It 
cleared  up  warm. 

Nov.  28.  A  report  was  read  to  the  congregation  of  the  Provin- 
cial Conference,  held  in  Salem  last  July,  in  preparation  for  the 
next  General  Synod. 

Dec.  2.  Yesterday  Br.  Strohle  went,  on  foot,  to  Salem  to  attend 
the  Conference  of  Country  Ministers.  Toward  evening  today  he 
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returned,  very  tired  and  soaked  through  by  the  rain  which  began 
to  fall  soon  after  he  started  home.  The  rain  continued  until  the 
morning  of  the  3rd,  when  it  cleared  and  became  very  cold. 

Dec.  5.  There  could  be  no  singstunde  in  the  evening  because 
Br.  Strohle  was  quite  unwell.  In  the  following  days  the  weather 
was  raw  and  unpleasant. 

Dec.  10.  Br.  Strohle  visited  the  auswartige  Br.  Peter  Schor. 
Yesterday,  while  building  a  new  wagon  shed,  a  man  who  was 
working  with  him  carelessly  split  Br.  Schor's  thumb  with  an  axe, 
giving  him  great  pain. 

Dec.  12.  There  was  a  meeting  of  the  adult  members  of  the  con- 
gregation. At  the  request  of  several  Brethren  the  new  Brotherly 
Agreement  was  read  again,  and  then  it  was  unanimously  accept- 
ed, although  it  was  not  signed.  It  rained  today  from  early  morn- 
ing until  late  in  the  night. 

Dec.  16.  In  the  afternoon  it  stormed  and  rained  as  it  has  not 
done  for  a  year  and  a  day.  The  storm  continued  until  daybreak 
of  the  18th,  when  it  cleared  with  a  northwest  wind  and  was  very 
cold.  Not  only  were  all  the  meadows  and  low-lying  fields  deep 
under  water  and  small  bridges  were  carried  away,  but  also  great 
sections  of  fences.  Even  the  new  bridge  across  Muddy  Creek, 
built  last  year,  an  apparently  strong  and  durable  structure,  was 
so  badly  damaged  that  no  one  could  cross  it. 

Dec.  19.  The  fourth  Sunday  in  Advent.  In  spite  of  the  bad  roads 
the  English  preaching  was  well  attended.  The  church  litany  was 
prayed  for  the  first  time  in  English.  During  the  following  days 
the  weather  was  very  raw. 

Dec.  2Jf.  At  five  o'clock  there  was  the  Christmas  lovefeast  for 
the  little  children.  At  seven  o'clock  there  was  the  lovefeast  for  the 
older  children  and  the  adult  congregation.  The  children  received 
lighted  candles. 

Dec.  25.  The  festal  preaching  service  was  largely  attended. 
Soon  after,  Br.  Strohle  went  to  the  home  of  our  neighbor,  Mr. 
William  Beck.  He  had  been  asked  to  hold  the  funeral  of  Mr.  Beck's, 
mother,  who  fell  asleep  yesterday  at  an  age  of  nearly  eighty-two 
years.  We  have  known  her  for  many  years  as  a  true  child  of  God. 
Her  husband  died  five  years  ago.  She  had  eleven  children,  about 
fifty  grandchildren,  and  a  number  of  great-grandchildren. 
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Dec.  SI.  There  was  the  usual  lovefeast  at  eight  o'clock.  From 
now  on  even  the  smallest  children  may  attend  this  service.  The 
second  service  was  at  ten  o'clock,  at  which  time  the  Memorabilia 
was  read.  At  half  past  eleven  the  congregation  gathered  once 
more.  At  twelve  o'clock  the  trombonists  accompanied  the  singing 
of  the  hymn :  Now  thank  we  all  our  God. 

[Extract  from  the  Bethabara  Memorabilia.]  For  an  especially 
rich  harvest  we  bring  our  filial  and  happy  thanks  once  more  to 
our  dear  heavenly  Father.  In  addition  to  a  sort  of  influenza  which 
attacked  most  of  our  members  this  year,  and  the  epidemic  of 
measles  which  included  many  children  and  some  of  the  adults, 
the  late  summer  was  marked  by  many  cases  of  serious  fever. 
Some  of  our  people  were  very  ill  with  one  or  another  of  these  dis- 
eases, but  no  deaths  occurred.  Most  of  the  patients,  thank  the 
Lord,  are  now  entirely  well. 

The  widowed  Br.  George  Christian  Heinrich  Rude  has  married 
the  single  Elisabeth  Aust,  who  does  not  belong  to  us. 

Bethania  Diary,  182 J*. 

[The  Bethania  diary  of  1824  has  sixty  closely  written  pages. 
Services  in  Bethania  followed  the  usual  course  this  year,  and  the 
pastor,  Carl  Anton  Van  Vleck,  continued  to  list  many  of  the 
anthems  sung  by  the  choir.  More  important,  perhaps,  is  the  fact 
that  he  and  his  wife  paid  many  visits  to  the  homes  of  members  in 
the  town  and  to  members  living  outside  the  town  and  their 
neighbors.  Names  of  town  residents  can  be  found  in  the  Bethania 
catalogs,  on  file  in  the  Salem  Moravian  Archives,  but  the  other 
names  are  not  easily  accessible,  so  the  translation  of  this  year 
pays  particular  attention  to  them.] 

Jan.  1.  In  the  preaching  service  the  chorales  were  sung  to  trom- 
bone accompaniment. 

Jan.  5.  Br.  V.  V.17  visited  our  neighbor  Henning,  who  has  been 
sick  for  months  and  has  wasted  until  he  looks  like  a  skeleton. 
The  Methodists  have  held  service  in  his  house  several  times,  but 
in  the  English  language,  which  the  old  man  (born  in  Hesse) 18  did 
not  understand  well.  He  had  asked  therefore  for  a  visit  from  a 
minister  who  could  speak  German.  In  days  of  health  he  often 
attended  our  church  in  Bethania.  That  evening  Mr.  Henning 


17  Br.  "Van  Vleck  so  abbreviated  his  name  in  the  diary. 
™  Many  parentheses  occur  in  the  Van  Vleck  diarj . 
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departed  this  life.  His  funeral  was  held  on  the  7th  by  the  Method- 
ist preacher  Jean. 

Jan.  8.  [Bethania  Committee  minutes.]  Joseph  Leinbach  shall 
be  asked  to  make  a  clock  case  for  the  parsonage.  Christoph 
Schaub  will  make  the  clock. 

Jan.  11.  Br.  Pfohl  undertook  this  week  to  go  to  the  Brethren 
and  Sisters  in  town  and  gather  the  collection  for  the  heathen. 

Jan.  20.  Br.  and  Sr.  V.  V.  went  to  Salem  to  see  Sr.  V.  V.'s 
father,  Br.  Kramsch,  who  is  sick  with  consumption.  They  found 
him  truly  very  weak. 

Jan.  2Jf.  In  the  so-called  Staubers19  Town,  Br.  V.  V.  baptized  a 
grandson  of  the  widowed  Sr.  Werner,  in  the  presence  of  parents 
and  sponsors.  The  child  received  the  name  Jacob  Friedrich. 

Feb.  2.  Br.  V.  V.  had  a  visit  from  our  friend  David  Sponhauer 
and  his  son  Isaac.  They  brought  several  bushels  of  corn  as  a  kind 
of  payment  for  the  services  which  have  been  held  in  their  house. 

Feb.  3.  Word  was  received  that  Father  Kramsch  went  home 
last  evening  in  the  ninth  hour.  Br.  and  Sr.  V.  V.  left  for  Salem 
at  once  in  spite  of  the  snowstorm. 

Feb.  7.  Br.  V.  V.  went  to  Pfaff  s  Settlement20  for  the  first  time 
this  year.  The  service  was  well  attended  in  spite  of  the  bad  roads. 
The  little  daughter  of  Christian  and  Elisabeth  Pfaff,  born  on 
January  6th,  was  baptized  with  the  name  Martha  Rebecca. 
Religious  instruction  was  held  for  the  young  people. 

Feb.  8.  During  the  night  Br.  V.  V.  had  an  unusually  severe 
sick  headache. 

Feb.  15.  Because  of  falling  snow  and  cold  wind  no  auswartige 
members  could  come  to  the  service.  Instead  of  preaching  Br.  V.  V. 
read  extracts  from  German  tracts. 

Feb.  18.  John  and  Sara  Stockburger,  who  were  formerly  mem- 
bers of  Salem  congregation  but  now  live  five  miles  from  Bethania, 
sent  for  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl.  Br.  Pfohl  baptized  in  their  house  their 
little  daughter,  Sara  Louise,  born  a  few  days  ago. 

19  Staubers  Town  was  a  cluster  of  three  or  four  houses  about  a  mile  northwest  of  Bethania. 
It  doubtless  took  its  name  from  Franz  Stauber. 

20  Peter  Pfaff,  Sr.,  and  his  family,  came  from  Pennsylvania  in  1771,  and  settled  at  Friedberg. 
There  his  wife  died.  In  1786  he  and  his  son  Isaac,  with  the  family  of  the  latter,  moved  to  the 
neighborhood  of  Bethania  and  began  Pfaff's  Settlement,  later  known  as  Pfafftown.  Peter 
Pfaff,  Sr.,  died  in  1804. 
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The  widowed  Sr.  Kramsch,  mother  of  Sr.  V.  V.,  came  to  visit 
us  and  remained  until  the  first  of  March. 

Feb.  28.  Br.  V.  V.  rode  to  Pfaff's  Settlement  to  order  260  brick 
for  repairing  the  chimney  and  hearth  in  the  Gemein  Haus. 

March  6.  Br.  and  Sr.  V.  V.  drove  to  Pf aff  Settlement.  The  serv- 
ice was  well  attended.  The  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Peter  Pfaff, 
born  on  February  29th,  was  baptized  with  the  name  Peter  Edwin. 
In  the  Pfaff  Settlement  a  bad  cold  is  epidemic,  almost  like  an 
asthmatic  fever.  On  the  way  back  we  drove  by  the  limestone 
quarry,  and  saw  the  oven. 

March  13.  We  drove  to  J.  J.  Krieger's,  where  I  preached,  and 
then  baptized  a  son  of  Jacob  Schauss  with  the  name  John 
Tryphonius.  When  Jacob  Schauss  was  a  year  and  a  half  old  his 
mother  died,  and  he  was  brought  up  by  Jacob  Krieger.  His  father 
married  again,  and  lives  in  the  western  country.  After  dinner 
we  visited  Henry  Krieger. 

March  17,  and  18.  A  number  of  the  citizens  (and  several  from 
Shor's  Town21)  were  busy  repairing  the  bridge  across  Muddy 
Creek  at  the  south  end  of  the  town. 

March  21,  Sunday.  There  was  the  post-celebration  of  our  con- 
gregation festival.  The  rain,  sleet,  snow,  and  cold  wind  from  the 
northeast  kept  most  of  the  auswartige  members  away.  H. 
Krieger,  part  of  J.  J.  Krieger's  family,  Heinrich  Schulz,  Abraham 
Loesch,  and  Joseph  Stockberger  came  from  Stauber's  Town.  The 
congregation  took  affectionate  leave  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl,  who 
have  served  here  for  twenty-one  years  and  several  months,  with 
faithfulness  and  in  blessing.  In  a  separate  meeting  Br.  Pfohl 
made  a  touching  address  to  the  congregation,  encouraged  the 
congregation  to  give  his  successor  their  trust  and  love,  and  closed 
with  a  fervent  prayer  thanking  the  Lord  for  helping  him 
through :  commended  the  congregation  to  His  faithful  heart  for 
further  progress;  and  gave  them  the  blessing  of  the  Lord.  The 
members  listened  with  attention  and  evident  emotion.  It  was  a 
pity  that  because  of  the  weather  and  bad  roads  so  many  must 
miss  the  solemn  farewell  of  so  faithful  a  servant  of  the  Lord. 

March  2J+.  After  visiting  in  the  houses  of  the  town,  (mostly  by 
invitation,)  and  taking  leave  of  the  families,  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl 

21  In  1793,  Peter  Schor,  of  Bethania,  bought  land  from  Peter  Pfaff,  Sr.,  on  the  road  from 
Bethania  toward  the  Shallow  Ford  of  Yadkin  River.  On  this  land,  between  Pfafftown  and 
Bethania,  he  laid  out  and  sold  lots,  calling  the  village  Schor's  Town.  Peter  Schor  died  in 
1812. 
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left  for  Salem  at  noon,  in  Jacob  Conrad's  carriage,  (Christian 
Grabs  driving,)  taking  their  children  with  them.  As  they  got 
into  the  carriage  we  sang  for  them  a  hymn  of  blessing:  Lass 
ihnen  ferner  tausend  Guts.22  At  the  same  time  the  fourth  wagon 
left  with  their  baggage  (three  had  gone  the  preceding  day) . 

March  28,  Sunday.  Eugene  Lehman  played  the  organ  for  the 
first  time  in  a  service,  and  it  went  well  enough  for  a  beginning. 

Immediately  after  the  preaching  I  rode  to  the  home  of 
Christoph  Schaub,  to  baptize  a  child  in  his  house.  The  whole 
bottom  through  which  the  road  passes  was  under  water,  and  I 
was  afraid  to  ride  through,  even  after  I  had  passed  the  bridge, 
but  I  went  safely. 

April  3.  Saturday.  Br.  Wilhelm  Grabs  and  I  drove  to  David 
Sponhauer's  for  the  first  time  this  year.  I  preached  to  a  fair 
audience,  more  women  than  men.  Some  one  told  me  that  the 
people  there  had  agreed  to  build  a  school  house  and  church  (all 
in  one  house)  quite  near  Salomo  Sponhauer's. 

April  U.  Br.  and  Sr.  Heinrich  Sponhauer  came  to  consult  me 
about  the  jubilee  of  their  marriage,  which  will  come  on  April 
17th.  After  dinner  David  Schneider  came  (he  has  recently 
married  a  Schauss) .  He  asked  me  to  give  him  an  inscription  to 
put  on  the  grave-stone  of  his  father,  who  died  in  the  spring 
of  last  year.  He  also  gave  notice  that  as  his  wife  had  belonged 
to  Pastor  Schober's  church  since  childhood  he  planned  to  go  there 
with  her. 

April  5.  The  bellows  on  our  organ  were  repaired.  The  old 
leather  straps  broke  yesterday,  and  new  ones  were  placed. 

April  6.  Today  I  closed,  for  the  time,  the  religious  instruction 
of  the  school  children.  I  have  told  them  part  of  the  Bible  story. 
Most  of  them  have  learned  by  heart  many  texts  and  hymns,  and 
also  the  Lord's  Prayer,  the  Ten  Commandments,  and  the  Apostles' 
Creed. 

April  9.  Immediately  after  noon  the  scaffolding  was  raised  for 
work  on  the  east  chimney  of  the  old  Gemein  Haus.  Simon  Peter 
Hauser  is  beginning  to  make  the  repairs  on  the  house  and  the 
outbuildings. 


22  The  hymn  was  written  by  Christian  Gregor.  In  translation  the  line  reads :  May  a  thousand 
good  things  continue  to  attend  them. 
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April  11,  Palm  Sunday.  The  two  boys,  Israel  Loesch  and 
Theophilus  Hauser  made  their  first  attempt  to  play  the  organ 
for  a  service.  One  played  before  and  the  other  after  the  sermon. 

April  13.1  rode  to  Pfaff's  Settlement  and  visited  in  six  houses, 
— Henry  Schulz's,  John  Schulz's,  Joseph  Holder's,  Peter  Pfaff's, 
Jacob  Conrad's,  and  Isaac  Pfaff's.  The  object  was  to  visit  the 
old,  widowed,  Sr.  Conrad,  who  has  been  ill  with  asthmatic  fever, 
of  which  several  of  Jacob  Conrad's  sons  have  had  serious  attacks. 
I  found  Sr.  Conrad  improving.  I  also  ordered  some  lime,  for 
plaster  and  for  whitewashing  the  Gemein  Haus. 

April  17,  Great  Sabbath.  This  afternoon  Br.  Johann  Heinrich 
and  Sr.  Elisabeth  Sponhauer  celebrated  the  jubilee  of  their 
marriage  fifty  years  ago.  In  addition  to  their  relatives  they  had 
invited  the  entire  communicant  membership  of  this  congregation. 
Of  their  children  and  grandchildren  who  live  in  this  or  in  the 
Salem  neighborhood  nearly  all  were  present.  In  the  lovefeast  an 
especially  prepared  ode  was  sung.  The  Salem  ministers  and  their 
wives  had  been  invited,  but  could  not  come  because  of  the  Great 
Sabbath  services.  I  therefore  conducted  the  lovefeast,  and  read  a 
letter  from  Br.  Schulz,  in  which  he  and  his  colleagues  sent  their 
best  wishes  for  a  blessing  on  the  jubilee  pair.  So  far  as  we  know, 
Br.  and  Sr.  Sponhauer  have  four  sons  and  five  daughters,  and 
thirty-three  grandchildren.  Two  of  their  children  live  in  the 
western  states. 

The  minister's  table  in  the  church  and  the  space  below  it  were 
decorated  with  greens  and  flowers,  and  the  number  50. 

During  this  week  members  from  town  and  outside  have  several 
times  united  in  cleaning  and  putting  in  order  our  God's  Acre  and 
the  path  to  it.  The  Sisters  really  started  the  movement. 

April  18,  Easter  Sunday.  This  morning  at  five  o'clock  we 
gathered  in  the  church,  then  went  in  procession  to  God's  Acre 
and  there  prayed  the  Easter  litany.  The  weather  was  clear,  but 
cold.  » 

At  eleven  o'clock  there  was  the  preaching  service.  As  we 
entered  into  the  service  the  choir  sang  the  anthem :  Hail!  arisen 
from  sepulchral  slumbers,  and  at  the  close  it  sang :  Glorious  hope 
in  Jesus'  resurrection. 

At  or  soon  after  one  o'clock  there  was  a  service  for  the 
Negroes. 
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April  19.  This  morning  my  wife  and  I  drove  to  Joseph  Holder's, 
where  I  baptized  his  grandchild  (Martin's  son)  with  the  name 
Francis  Montgomery.  Br.  Joseph  Holder  took  me  to  the  home  of 
a  neighbor,  Ludwig  Miicke,  to  see  his  son  Samuel.  Four  or  five 
weeks  ago  Samuel  Miicke,  in  an  attack  of  the  falling  sickness,  fell 
into  the  fire  at  the  still-house.  I  found  the  poor  young  man,  (he  is 
twenty  years  old,)  a  true  object  of  pity,  and  it  is  to  be  feared 
that  his  spiritual  condition  is  even  worse  than  his  bodily  misery. 
His  unfeeling  and  irreligious  father  sent  him  neither  to  school 
nor  to  church.  I  tried  to  speak  to  his  heart,  but  with  what  effect 
only  God  knows.  He  lay  in  great  pain,  and  his  ignorance  is  great. 

April  20.  We  had  a  visit  from  a  Baptist  preacher  named 
William  King,  from  Wilkes  County.  He  has  written  and  printed 
a  sermon  against  the  doctrine  of  the  Universalists.  He  was  on  his 
way  to  Dan  River,  and  this  was  the  first  time  in  his  life  that  he 
had  seen  a  Moravian  town.  He  asked  to  preach  in  the  church  this 
evening,  which  request  was  granted.  He  made  a  truly  evangelical 
address,  but  spoke  in  so  low  a  voice  that  the  fairly  large  number 
of  listeners  could  not  hear  all  he  said,  and  they  grew  tired  of  the 
length  of  his  sermon.  He  continued  his  journey  on  the  following 
morning. 

April  21*.  I  rode  to  Conrad's  Town,  or  Stauber's  Town,  and  to 
Jonas  Werner's  at  Abraham  Conrad's  mill.  In  the  afternoon  my 
wife  walked  to  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Abraham  Loesch,23  one 
mile  from  Bethania. 

April  25,  Sunday.  Accompanied  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Conrad 
and  Br.  and  Sr.  Abraham  Conrad,  my  wife  and  I  went  to  the 
house  of  Mr.  Daniel  Wolf.  His  daughter  had  married  Isaac  Con- 
rad, and  I  baptized  their  child,  Catharine  Elisabeth,  born  on 
January  10th  of  this  year. 

May  8.  I  preached  at  J.  J.  Krieger's,  and  baptized  the  third 
child  of  Jacob  Hilsebeck,  who  received  the  name  Susanna  Re- 
becca. 

May  9,  Sunday.  In  the  following  days  we  (V.Vs.)  moved  from 
our  former  residence  in  the  school  house  into  the  Gemein  Haus, 

23  Since  the  Conrad  and  Hauser  mills  are  mentioned  in  this  diary  it  may  be  noted  also  that 
in  1793  Abraham  Loesch  built  a  saw-mill  and  fulling  mill  "on  the  northwest  end  of  Bethany 
Tract,  on  the  west  side  of  Dorothea  or  Muddy  Creek."  Apparently  most  of  the  mill-pond 
was  outside  Wachovia,  but  part  of  the  water  backed  into  the  Bethania  Tract.  After  a  pro- 
longed discussion  concerning  logs  cut  on  the  Bethania  Tract,  Loesch  was  given  a  lease  for 
nine  and  a  half  acres  in  April,  1800,  by  which  time  the  fulling-mill  had  proved  a  failure. 
The  Bethania  Tract  map  of  1822  shows  this  lot,  and  another  not  far  away,  but  does  not 
specify  his  home-place. 
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which  had  been  repaired,  whitewashed,  and  scoured.  The  Breth- 
ren and  Sisters  lent  a  willing  hand. 

May  18.1  kept  the  funeral  of  the  wife  of  Mr.  Henry  Schor  who 
lives  eight  miles  from  Bethania  on  Jacob  Conrad's  place  on  the 
river.  She  had  been  sick  for  seven  months.  The  sermon,  in  the 
English  language,  was  preached  at  the  home;  the  interment 
was  five  miles  from  there,  toward  Bethania,  at  Schor's  former 
farm.  She  was  buried  near  the  grave  of  one  of  her  little  sons,  (he 
was  three  years  old) .  The  deceased  was  a  Love,  from  Virginia ; 
her  husband  is  a  brother  of  our  Sr.  Lehman. 

May  23.  Mother  Kramsch  came  to  make  us  a  rather  long  visit. 

June  6,  Sunday.  Because  of  sickness  in  a  number  of  families 
there  was  no  organist  for  the  morning  service.  Br.  Grabs  played 
in  the  afternoon  and  evening. 

June  7.  The  weather  is  oppressively  hot,  as  it  has  been  for 
several  days.  I  held  the  first  religious  service  in  the  new  school 
house,  half  a  mile  from  Salomo  Sponhauer's,  in  the  woods,  toward 
David  Sponhauer's,  and  (so  to  say)  dedicated  it.  The  new  school- 
teacher, Mr.  Hickman,  began  school  today  with  nine  children. 
About  seventy  persons  were  present  for  the  service,  and  when  I 
finished,  Mr.  Evans,  a  Methodist,  rose  and  emphasized  what  I  had 
said. 

At  present  there  are  several  epidemic  diseases  in  Bethania, 
such  as  colds,  and  dysentery  among  the  children.  Measles  has  not 
yet  come  nearer  than  Peter  Schor's  family,  this  side  of  Bethabara. 
Since  smallpox  has  made  its  appearance  in  this  state,  and  is 
epidemic  in  Halifax,  a  number  of  the  members  here  are  dis- 
cussing the  advisability  of  having  their  children  inoculated  with 
cowpox. 

June  12.  About  six  o'clock  this  morning  a  little  son  was  born  to 
Br.  and  Sr.  V.  V.  Early  in  the  morning  Dr.  Schuman  was  sent  for, 
but  he  could  not  come  until  midday.  He  drank  coffee  with  us. 

June  13,  Sunday.  After  the  morning  service  the  Congregation 
Council  met  to  elect  two  delegates  to  the  approaching  Prepartory 
Conference.  Br.  Abraham  Loesch  and  Br.  Samuel  Strub  were 
chosen.  Two  weeks  from  today  the  Council  will  meet  again  to 
confer  with  the  delegates  and  give  them  necessary  instructions. 

The  people  have  been  busy  with  the  hay  harvest,  which  in 
general  has  turned  out  well.  We  were  the  more  thankful  because 
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in  some  places,  including  our  Hope  settlement,  numberless  worms 
have  done  much  damage. 

June  22.  I  drove  to  Salem  on  business,  primarily  to  get  help 
from  the  doctor  for  my  sick  mother-in-law,  for  my  wife  who  is 
regaining  strength  very  slowly,  and  for  the  baby. 

In  Salem  I  heard  that  in  Friedland  six  children  have  died 
from  dysentery,  and  also  the  Single  Br.  Lorenz  Seiz,  a  brother  of 
Sr.  Anna  Loesch. 

June  23.  I  was  called  to  Shorstown  to  see  the  sick  John  Kear- 
ney, who  is  concerned  about  his  soul. 

The  weather  in  this  part  of  the  summer  has  been  very  change- 
able, intense  heat  often  followed  by  unusually  cold  weather. 
Without  doubt  this  has  caused  the  sickness  in  the  land. 

June  27.  People  have  been  very  busy  cutting  wheat  and  pulling 
flax. 

July  4,  Sunday.  In  this  sermon,  hearers  were  urged  to  give 
happy  gratitude  to  the  good  and  faithful  Lord  who  has  given 
honorable  peace  to  us  and  to  our  country. 

In  the  afternoon  a  Negro  child  was  baptized  in  the  church ;  its 
parents  belong  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Christian  Loesch.  Then  by  request 
I  rode  to  the  home  of  the  widow  Schemel,  two  miles  from  Betha- 
nia,  and  there  baptized  another  Negro  child,  whose  parents  be- 
long to  her. 

July  11.  In  these  days  fever  began  to  appear  in  town.  Sr. 
Philippine  Conrad,  wife  of  Abraham  Conrad,  was  attacked  with 
an  inflammatory  fever,  as  were  a  number  of  others. 

July  12.  1  drove  to  Salem  to  attend  the  Preparatory  Confer- 
ence, and  returned  on  the  16th.  Meanwhile  the  fever  had  spread 
rapidly,  and  many  were  ill,  white  and  black. 

July  18,  Sunday.  Last  Friday  the  Methodists  began  a  Quarterly 
Meeting  at  Daub's,  and  during  it  held  Communion. 

Mr.  Jenkins,  Pastor  Schober's  assistant,  is  gaining  unusual 
approval  in  the  places  where  he  preaches.  In  the  absence  of 
Pastor  Schober  he  preaches  at  his  churches,  on  Muddy  Creek 
(Gerber's) ,  at  Beaver  Dam,  and  at  Bethlehem  church.  In  addition 
he  preaches  or  teaches  in  many  private  houses. 

In  the  afternoon  we  drove  to  the  home  of  Mr.  Sandy  (Alex- 
ander) Flynt,  and  at  his  request  baptized  his  youngest  child  with 
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the  name  Sandy  Thomas.  I  remarked  that  properly  the  name 
Sandy  was  only  an  abbreviation  of  Alexander,  but  it  had  no 
effect,  the  man  insisted  that  the  child  should  be  baptized  Sandy. 

July  19.  Accompanied  by  old  Br.  Abraham  Transou  I  drove  in 
our  cariole  to  Salomo  Sponhauer's,  where  I  preached  in  the  new 
school  house.  Mr.  Evans  closed  with  a  short  and  appropriate 
address  and  prayer. 

July  21.  During  these  days  I  must  spend  much  time  visiting 
the  sick  in  town,  whose  number  has  increased  from  time  to  time. 
A  number  seem  to  be  dangerously  sick,  among  them  the 
married  Br.  Petrus  Transou.  His  illness  appears  to  resemble 
typhoid  fever,  and  he  is  very  weak.  Dr.  Schuman  says  that  he  has 
never  known  so  bad  a  fever  in  Bethania.  Many  people  are  con- 
vinced that  the  sickness  comes  from  the  mill-dam24  built  many 
years  ago  one  mile  below  the  town.  Much  wood  has  fallen  into 
the  water  and  they  think  that  the  vapors  from  it  have  caused 
the  sickness.  Be  that  as  it  may,  it  is  a  time  of  trial  for  our  poor 
little  town,  and  we  are  led  to  call  upon  the  Lord  for  help. 

July  25.  My  wife  and  I  and  the  little  child  drove  to  Salem  to 
attend  the  second  part  of  the  Preparatory  Conference.  Unfortu- 
nately I  had  to  go  without  the  delegates  from  Bethania.  Br. 
Abraham  Loesch  is  sick  with  fever.  Br.  Samuel  Strub  could  not 
come  because  two  of  his  children  are  sick,  another  son  is  away, 
and  he  himself  is  not  feeling  well.  If  we  had  been  foresighted 
enough  to  elect  substitute  delegates,  such  an  unfortunate  circum- 
stance would  have  been  avoided. 

On  Monday  and  Tuesday,  in  four  sessions,  the  affairs  of  the 
country  congregations  were  considered,  and  then  the  delegates 
from  those  congregations  were  excused.  On  Wednesday  morning 
Br.  Abraham  Steiner  reported  on  his  service  of  the  Negroes. 
Then  the  chairman  of  the  Conference  presented  the  report  which 
he  had  prepared,  covering  the  first  part  of  the  Conference.  A 
pleasant  lovefeast  closed  the  Preparatory  Conference.  In  the  first 
three  sessions  I  (Br.  V.  V.)  kept  the  minutes;  in  the  last  three 
Br.  Strohle.  On  Monday  evening  Br.  Denke  spoke  on  the  text 
for  the  day.  On  Tuesday  I  spoke  on  the  doctrinal  text.  On 

24  The  exact  date  of  this  mill-dam  does  not  appear  in  the  records.  A  map  of  Wachovia, 
dated  1810,  shows  that  John  Henry  Hauser,  "sadler,"  had  eighty-nine  acres  on  Muddy  Creek, 
adjoining  the  south  line  of  the  Bethania  Tract.  The  Bethania  Tract  map  of  1822  shows  that 
he  also  had  eighteen  acres  inside  the  tract,  and  that  one  end  of  the  mill-pond  ran  into  this 
eighteen  acres.  There  were  two  men  of  the  same  name  in  Bethania  at  this  time,  and  the  older 
was  usually  called  "the  saddler"  to  distinguish  him.  His  memoir  speaks  of  the  distress  which 
the  mill-pond  controversy  caused  him.  He  died  in  November,  1832,  only  a  day  or  two  after 
a  long  period  of  hard  work  had  put  his  mill  into  running  order  once  more. 
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Wednesday  Br.  Strohle  held  gemeinstunde  on  the  doctrinal  text. 
Meals  were  so  arranged  that  during  the  entire  Conference  the 
country  ministers  ate  together  at  the  tavern  at  noon  and  in  the 
evening.  They  were  lodged  at  night  with  one  or  another  family, 
mostly  the  ministerial  families. 

July  29.  We  returned  to  Bethania,  and  found  that  more  cases  of 
fever  had  developed.  Some  of  the  earlier  patients  were  improv- 
ing, but  very  slowly,  and  there  were  many  relapses.  During  our 
absence  the  fever  went  to  the  head  of  our  old  Br.  Michael  Hauser 
and  he  became  delirious,  almost  like  a  madman.  Some  of  the 
neighbors  watched  with  him  at  night,  because  help  began  to  be 
scarce  in  town. 

July  SO.  I  visited  the  sick  Sr.  Mary  Rank  in  Schortown.  Her 
sister,  wife  of  Br.  Joseph  Stockberger,  has  taken  Sr.  Rank  to 
her  house  for  care.  At  the  end  of  this  month  only  five  families 
in  town  are  free  of  fever.  0  Lord !  have  mercy  on  our  poor  little 
town,  and  let  at  least  a  few  remain  well  in  order  to  take  care  of 
the  sick!  It  is  very  hot  and  we  long  for  a  cool  rain,  in  the  hope 
that  it  might  fill  the  mill-pond  with  fresh  water,  and  make  the  air 
cleaner  and  more  healthful. 

Aug.  7.  We  drove  to  Pf aff  Settlement.  Since  harvest,  school  has 
begun  again  there,  taught  by  young  Friedrich  Conrad,  Jacob 
Conrad's  son. 

Aug.  15,  Sunday.  Many  of  our  auswartige  members  came  to 
this  post-celebration  of  the  Thirteenth  of  August,  but  many  in 
town  must  remain  at  home  because  of  the  fever.  The  members 
in  town  were  not  in  position  to  bake  the  buns  for  the  lovefeast, 
so  that  service  had  to  be  omitted  this  time. 

Aug.  17.1  rode  to  Salomo  and  David  Sponhauer,  and  on  the  way 
back  stopped  to  see  the  widow  Mary  Krieger  and  the  older  and 
younger  Hilsebecks.  I  wished  to  make  them  a  friendly  visit  and 
to  tell  them  that  I  would  preach  at  the  new  school  house  on  the 
twenty-second  of  this  month. 

Aug.  20.  We  drove  to  John  Stockberger's  and  to  Benjamin 
Hauser's,  to  visit  them. 

Aug.  27.  I  rode  to  Jacob  Krieger's,  and  returned  by  way  of 
Jacob  Conrad's,  Stauber's,  the  widow  Werner's,  and  Jonas  Wer- 
ner's at  the  mill,  in  order  to  visit  the  sick. 
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Toward  the  end  of  the  month  the  fever  continued  to  spread, 
until  scarcely  a  house  in  the  entire  town  is  free  of  it.  Some  are 
improving,  but  slowly.  Part  are  having  renewed  attacks. 

Aug.  31.  We  went  to  Salem,  and  next  day  the  Preparatory 
Conference  was  re-opened  to  give  opportunity  to  the  delegates 
from  Bethania  to  present  the  wishes  of  this  congregation,  which 
was  done  to  their  satisfaction.  In  the  afternoon  the  chairman 
read  the  results  of  the  second  part  of  the  Conference,  and  we  had 
a  meeting  of  the  Conference  of  Country  Ministers. 

Sept.  5,  Sunday.  The  festival  of  the  married  people  would 
probably  have  been  observed  today,  had  it  not  been  necessary  to 
postpone  it  to  a  more  convenient  time.  The  children's  festival 
was  also  postponed. 

In  the  afternoon  the  house-fathers  assembled  to  take  measures 
for  cleaning  out  the  supposed  cause  of  the  epidemic  fever.25 

Preacher  Jenkins  held  his  farewell  service  at  the  Beaver  Dam 
church.26  He  is  about  to  begin  his  tour  as  traveling  preacher  in 
Tennessee. 

Already  with  the  beginning  of  this  week  I  felt  unwell,  and  it 
soon  developed  that  the  now  epidemic  fever  was  the  cause.  My 
wife  and  our  serving  girl  (Rebecca  Schor)  also  took  it  during 
these  days.  We  could  get  no  help  in  Bethania,  and  it  was  there- 
fore most  welcome  when  on  Thursday  my  sister-in-law,  Louisa 
Kramsch,  came  from  Salem  to  take  care  of  us. 

Sept.  12,  Sunday.  I  was  unable  to  hold  services,  but  a  number 
of  the  house-fathers  met  for  further  discussion  of  the  already 
mentioned  matter  [of  the  mill-pond] . 

Sept.  16.  By  the  use  of  Dr.  Schuman's  medicines  we  had 
so  far  recovered  that  in  the  afternoon  we  and  our  child  and  Sr. 
Louisa  were  able  to  drive  to  Salem,  to  recuperate  there. 

Sept.  26,  Sunday.  I  drove  from  Salem  to  Bethania,  and  at  noon 
lield  a  short  service. 

Sept.  27.  I  visited  the  so-called  Stauber  Town,  and  prayed 
beside  the  bed  of  Br.  Franz  Stauber,  who  is  very  ill.  In  the 
evening  I  returned  to  Salem. 

25  In  the  Salem  Moravian  Archives  there  is  a  copy  of  the  letter  sent  by  the  house-fathers  to 
Br.  Joh.  Heinr.  Hauser  on  September  5,  1824.  Admitting  that  the  wet  weather  of  early 
■summer,  and  the  great  heat  which  followed,  might  have  been  contributing  causes,  the  letter 
states  that  "it  is  the  almost  unanimous  belief  of  the  residents  and  neighbors  that  the  mill- 
pond,  belonging  to  you  and  Mr.  Capp,  south  of  the  town,  through  its  noxious  vapors,  is  a 
chief  cause  of  the  epidemic  fever  here."  It  asks  for  immediate  assurance  that  the  wood  which 
tfaas  fallen  into  the  pond  shall  be  removed  as  promptly  as  possible. 

29  Now  the  Lutheran  church  at  Rural  Hall. 
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Sept.  29.  I  rode  to  Bethania  to  hold  the  funeral  for  Br.  Franz 
Stauber,  who  fell  asleep  yesterday  morning  at  half  past  six.  Only 
a  few  of  his  family  could  attend  the  service,  as  most  of  them  had 
fever. 

Sept.  30.  I  brought  my  wife  and  child  back  to  Bethania.  At 
1  P.M.  I  held  the  funeral  of  Sr.  Johanna  Gertraud  Schor,  Jacob 
Schor's  wife.  At  the  request  of  relatives,  Br.  Pfohl  prepared  her 
memoir. 

The  same  evening  I  heard  that  the  family  of  Johann  Jacob 
Krieger  wanted  me  to  come  next  morning,  as  he  was  critically 
ill.  On  the  way  thither  on  Oct.  1, 1  heard  that  he  had  passed  away 
at  half  past  seven  on  the  preceding  evening.  But  I  rode  on,  visited 
the  families  in  Stauber  Town,  and  Jacob  Krieger's  sorrowing 
widow  and  household.  In  the  afternoon  I  visited  John  Stock- 
berger,  five  miles  from  Bethania,  who  also  is  very  ill. 

Oct.  2.  At  the  funeral  of  our  departed  Br.  J.  J.  Krieger  the 
sermon  text  was :  Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord. 

Oct.  Jf.  In  the  afternoon  at  the  mill,  (Abraham  Conrad's)  I  held 
the  funeral  for  John  Kearney,  who  lived  in  Schortown  but  did 
not  belong  to  us.  He  died  yesterday  at  two  o'clock.  A  considerable 
number  of  people  gathered  and  the  service  was  held  in  the  cleared 
space  near  the  mill,  under  the  open  sky ;  then  the  remains  were 
given  to  the  earth  in  the  burial  ground.27  He  left  a  widow  and 
three  little  children,  in  very  needy  circumstances. 

Oct.  2Jf,  Sunday.  The  children  of  this  congregation  celebrated 
their  festival  [postponed  from  August  17th]. 

In  the  evening  the  house-fathers  met  again  to  discuss  the  oft 
mentioned  affair  of  Br.  Henry  Hauser's  mill-pond.  He  offered  to 
clear  the  pond  of  wood,  not  all  at  once,  but  as  he  was  able.  Still 
the  two  parties  could  not  come  together  peaceably. 

Oct.  26.  We  had  a  short  visit  from  the  Brn.  Schaaf  and  Schulz, 
who  visited  in  various  homes  and  tried  once  more  to  keep  the 
Brethren  from  making  a  court  matter  of  the  mill-pond.  Appar- 
ently their  effort  was  of  no  avail,  for  those  most  interested  left 
for  Germantown.  (Note.  The  second  attempt  to  induce  the  court 
to  do  something  about  the  mill-pond  came  to  naught,  for  the 
Grand  Jury  either  could  not  or  would  not  find  a  true  bill  against 
the  owners  of  the  mill-pond.) 

Since  the  coming  of  cooler  weather  the  epidemic  seems  to  have 


The  parish  graveyard  near  Bethania,  on  the  present  road  to  Rural  Hall. 
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abated,  but  a  number  of  patients  are  having  return  attacks  of 
fever.  By  the  end  of  the  month  not  a  single  house  in  town  had 
escaped  the  fever. 

Nov.  7.  The  child  of  our  neighbor,  Joseph  Seiler,  was  baptized 
with  the  name  Maria  Matilda. 

Nov.  1U,  Sunday.  In  the  second  meeting  of  the  post-celebration 
of  the  Thirteenth  of  November  festival,  we  read  from  the  Report 
of  the  Preparatory  Conference  the  portion  which  concerned  this 
country  congregation.  Because  of  the  dissension  still  rife  over 
Johann  Heinrich  Hauser's  mill-pond  nearly  all  the  Brethren  in 
town  remained  away  from  Communion. 

In  the  evening  (at  her  request)  the  old,  widowed  Sr.  Boeckel 
received  the  Communion  for  the  Sick.  This  is  often  done,  for  she 
is  too  lame  to  come  to  the  church. 

Nov.  18.  We  had  a  friendly  visit  to  John  Conrad  (son  of 
Johannes)  on  the  Yadkin  River,  and  turned  aside  to  call  on  Isaac 
Conrad  (in  Brookstown,  or  Vienna). 

Nov.  19.  At  Schorstown  I  kept  the  funeral  of  the  ten-year-old 
child,  Lucinda  Pamela  Schor,  daughter  of  Thomas  Schor  and  his 
now  deceased  wife  Elisabeth,  widow  Kearney,  maiden  name 
Leinbach.  The  child  has  lived  recently  with  the  John  Muckes.  The 
address  (in  English)  was  in  Joseph  Stockberger's  house. 

Nov.  20.  At  the  mill  I  held  the  funeral  of  the  seventy-two  year 
old  Joseph  Leinbach,  who  died  after  a  long  illness  with  fever.28 

The  same  evening  the  auswartige  Sr.  Catharina  Conrad, 
maiden  name  Romig,  fell  asleep.  She  had  apparently  recovered 
from  the  fever  when  other  troubles  developed. 

Nov.  21. 1  rode  to  Jacob  Conrad's  to  secure  information  for  the 
memoir  of  the  widow  Conrad. 

Nov.  22.  Her  funeral  took  place  in  the  afternoon.  Sr.  Pfohl  and 
a  number  of  other  members  came  from  Salem  to  attend  it. 

Nov.  25.  For  some  days  the  weather  has  been  mild.  (Indian 
Summer.) 

Nov.  26.  We  visited  the  auswartige  Br.  John  Conrad  (son  of 
Christian) ,  who  lives  four  miles  from  Bethania.  We  wished  him 
happiness  and  blessing  for  his  jubilee  (50  years)  which  comes  on 
the  28th. 


28  He  also  was  buried  in  the  parish  graveyard  near  Bethania. 
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In  the  afternoon  we  had  a  hard  rainstorm,  with  thunder  and 
lightning. 

Nov.  28,  Sunday.  The  harvest  thanksgiving  sermon  was 
preached  in  English.  Our  neighbor,  Daniel  Wolf,  was  present 
with  his  entire  family,  but  some  neighbors  were  afraid  to  come 
because  of  the  fever. 

Some  families  have  withdrawn  for  our  communion  because 
of  the  unfortunate  dispute  about  the  mill-pond. 

Dec.  11.  In  the  house  of  the  widow  Krieger  I  began  religious 
instruction  for  seven  children.  (Most  of  their  parents  do  not  be- 
long to  us.) 

Dec.  17.  It  rained  all  day  and  late  into  the  night,  and  the  Muddy 
Creek  rose  to  an  almost  unheard  of  height.  The  swollen  waters 
caused  damage  here  and  there  to  fences ;  for  example  the  road  to 
Conrad's  mill  could  not  be  traveled,  because  the  bridge  was 
unsafe.  Moreover  the  roads  were  so  muddy  that  Br.  Wilhelm 
Grabs  and  I  decided  that  it  would  be  better  not  to  try  to  drive  to 
Salomo  Sponhauer's  where  I  was  to  preach.  This  is  the  fourth 
time  that  I  have  been  hindered  from  preaching  in  that  neighbor- 
hood. 

Dec.  2U,  Christmas  Eve.  The  children  had  their  lovef  east,  with 
lighted  wax  tapers  as  usual.  The  adult  congregation  had  a  service 
at  7  P.M.  At  both  meetings  anthems  were  sung  by  the  choir. 

Dec.  31.  At  four  o'clock  the  children  had  their  closing  meeting. 
At  eight  o'clock  there  was  a  lovefeast.  At  half  past  nine  the 
memorabilia  and  personal  notices  were  read.  At  half  past  eleven 
was  the  last  meeting  of  the  year.  With  the  chorale :  Now  thank 
we  all  our  God,  (accompanied  by  the  organ  and  clarinet)  we 
entered  the  new  year  of  1825.  We  read  the  Watchword  and 
Doctrinal  Text  for  1825 ;  and  closed  with  the  apostolic  wish : 
The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  etc. 
« 

Friedberg  Diary,  182  Jf. 

[The  Friedberg  diary  for  1824  is  short,  only  thirteen  and  a 
half  pages.  A  few  extracts  are  translated.] 

Feb.  1.  At  Rippel's  church  I  held  the  funeral  for  Sarah  Noding, 
maiden  name  Miller,  daughter  of  the  Lutheran  pastor  Jacob 
Miller. 
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Jacob  Blum,  the  mason,  came  from  Salem  with  his  assistants 
to  build  the  chimney  for  the  new  church. 

Feb.  15.  Sr.  Denke  was  ill,  and  I  was  not  well,  so  we  remained 
at  home  all  week.  Dr.  Schuman  visited  us  twice. 

Feb.  17.  I  married  the  widowed  Br.  John  Gladf elder  to  the 
widow  Hanna  Mack,  maiden  name  Walk. 

March  12.  We  celebrated  our  congregation  festival. 

The  house-fathers  and  the  young  men  who  have  attained  their 
majority  met  to  hear  the  revised  Brotherly  Agreement  for  this 
congregation.  Most  of  them  signed  it. 

In  the  lovefeast  Br.  Benade  read  a  circular  from  the  Unity 
Elders  Conference  regarding  the  misfortune  of  Sarepta  congre- 
gation. Br.  Denke  read  from  Br.  Bachhof 's  diary  the  account  of 
the  beginning  of  Friedberg  in  the  year  1759. 29 

March  17.  In  the  morning  we  were  horrified  by  the  news  that 
Wilhelm  Friedrich  Hertel  had  been  found  dead.  An  inquest  was 
held  without  the  coroner,  but  our  Br.  Walk,  as  justice,  swore  in 
eighteen  freeholders  as  jurymen.  It  was  evening  before  Hertel 
was  borne  to  his  house.  Sr.  Denke  had  gone  there  immediately, 
and  found  everything  upset  and  in  the  greatest  confusion.  He  had 
been  in  Lexington  on  the  16th,  and  about  three-quarters  of  a 
mile  from  his  home  the  accident  happened.  His  horse  came  home 
about  nine  o'clock  at  night.  He  seemed  to  have  had  a  sudden 
attack.80  Possibly  if  some  one  had  gone  to  his  help  at  once  some- 
thing might  have  been  done  for  him.  He  lay  in  a  swampy  place, 
where  a  tiny  brook  runs.  The  lower  part  of  his  body  was  in  the 
water.  He  lay  on  his  arm  as  though  he  slept,  though  there  were 
indications  that  he  had  tried  to  help  himself  out.  The  Negro  be- 
longing to  the  neighbor,  Br.  Christian  Hege,  said  that  about 
that  time  of  the  night  he  had  heard  some  one  call  for  help.  His 
funeral  on  the  18th  was  largely  attended.  He  left  a  widow,  Sophia 
Elisabeth,  maiden  name  Gambold;  they  had  six  children.  He 
served  as  school-teacher,  and  on  many  occasions  as  secretary.  He 
also  led  the  singing  in  the  church. 

April  16,  Good  Friday.  Our  neighbor  Abraham  Ziegler,  a  com- 
municant member  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  attended  Communion 
as  a  guest. 

29  In  October,  1759,  several  persons  living  south  of  the  Ens,  or  South  Fork  of  Muddy  Creek, 
asked  Bethabar'a  Moravian  for  a  school  for  teacher  and  preacher.  Ludolph  Gottlieb  Bachoff  and 
others  visited  them  from  time  to  time,  and  in  1770  Bachhoff  moved  thither  as  resident 
teacher  and  pastor. 

30  Steckfiuss. 
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April  18,  Easter  Sunday.  God's  Acre  had  been  put  in  good 
order,  and  the  Easter  litany  was  prayed  there  on  a  beautiful 
morning.  Because  of  the  many  visitors  the  service  was  held  both 
in  English  and  in  German,  as  was  the  preaching  service  which 
followed. 

May  9.  In  Congregation  Council  it  was  decided  that  the  living 
rooms  of  the  pastor  in  the  new  building  should  be  finished  first. 

June  20.  As  delegates  to  the  approaching  Preparatory  Confer- 
ence the  Congregation  Council  elected  the  Brn.  Joseph  Walk  and 
George  Frey,  Jr. 

Aug.  3.  We  visited  many  sick  persons  in  the  neighborhood  and 
found  numerous  evidences  of  the  results  of  the  Sutick.31 

Oct.  11.  The  little  son  of  Br.  Philip  Martin  and  Sr.  Maria 
Vogler  was  buried.  He  fell  asleep  suddenly  on  the  ninth;  was 
nearly  four  months  old.  He  had  not  been  baptized,  so  we  speak 
of  him  as  Beatus,  in  view  of  his  present  condition.32 

Nov.  7,  Sunday.  The  single  Br.  John  Greter  and  single  Sr. 
Catharine  Essig  are  minded  to  enter  the  estate  of  holy  matri- 
mony. This  was  announced  for  the  first  time,  and  they  were 
commended  to  the  prayers  of  the  congregation. 

Nov.  21.  The  harvest  thanksgiving  service  was  largely  at- 
tended. At  the  close  various  announcements  were  made,  and 
among  others  the  proposals  of  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference 
concerning  Hope.  That  Br.  and  Sr.  Denke  have  now  been  called 
to  serve  only  Friedberg  gave  joy  to  everyone.  The  congregation 
had  instructed  their  delegates  to  the  Preparatory  Conference  to 
ask  for  this. 

The  above  mentioned  intended  marriage  was  announced  for 
the  second  and  the  last  time. 

Nov.  25.  I  married  John  Greter  and  Catharine  Essig  in  the 
home  of  her  parents. 

Dec.  5.  By  a  majority  vote  of  Congregation  Council  it  was 
decided  to  have  the  lovefeast  for  the  children  on  Christmas  Eve, 
instead  of  on  Christmas  Day  after  preaching  as  has  been  usual. 
It  has  been  too  hurried  because  of  the  shortness  of  the  days.  It 

31  Apparently  a  local  abbreviation  of  epizootic,  incorrectly  applied  to  the  epidemic  among 
the  Friedberg  settlers. 

32  Beatus  (masculine)  and  Beta  (feminine),  meaning  "blessed,"  appear  on  many  old  tomb- 
stones of  unbaptized  Moravian  infants. 
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was  also  planned  to  plant  cedar  trees  for  the  beautification  of 
our  God's  Acre;  and  to  make  a  small  orchard  and  plant  apple 
trees,  which  will  benefit  some  future  pastor.  The  present  apple 
trees  are  old  and  do  not  bear  well. 

Dec.  15.  In  the  early  part  of  this  week  there  was  heavy  rain, 
and  our  mill-dam  broke. 

Dec.  23.  I  married  the  single  Br.  Philip  Gock33  and  the  single 
Anna  Huff  at  the  home  of  her  parents,  fourteen  miles  from  here. 

Dec.  2A.  The  weather  was  fine.  Our  children  had  a  happy 
Christmas  lovefeast.  They  received  written  verses.

Salem  Memorabilia,  1825. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

In  looking  back  over  the  passing  year  we  see  that  no  unusual 
occurrences  have  taken  place  in  this  town,  no  events  have 
happened  in  the  congregation  to  distinguish  this  year  from 
another. 

When  our  life  and  health  have  been  preserved  and  property 
protected,  when  our  town  has  met  with  no  misfortune,  when 
industry  and  faithfulness  in  our  calling  have  not  been  without 
reward,  when  fields  and  meadows  have  been  fruitful  and  pro- 
ductive, when  we  have  lacked  neither  food  nor  clothing,  when 
peace  and  quiet  have  prevailed  in  our  borders,  when  undisturbed 
we  have  enjoyed  the  rights  and  privileges  guaranteed  by  the 
constitution  of  our  country,  then  we  recognize  anew  the  Hand 
that  is  ever  lifted  in  blessing,  the  Eye  that  watches  constantly 
over  the  children  of  men,  and  we  thank  the  Lord  whose  goodness 
endureth  forever. 

An  event  in  which  we  took  a  most  lively  interest  was  the  Synod 
of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  which  began  in  Herrnhut  on  May  30 
of  this  year,  and  ended  on  the  18th  of  August.  Br.  Samuel  Christ- 
lieb  Reichel,  member  of  the  Unity  Elders  Conference,  represented 
the  congregations  here,  assisted  by  Br.  Ludwig  David  von 
Schweinitz,  delegate  from  the  congregations  in  the  Pennsylvania 
district. 

Br.  von  Schweinitz  returned  safely  toward  the  end  of  last 
month,  and  has  sent  us  accounts  of  the  proceedings  and  resolu- 
tions of  the  Revisions  Committee  of  the  North  American  congre-

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gations,  in  so  far  as  they  affect  our  local  congregations.  We  have 
not  yet  received  the  Results  of  Synod  and  the  supplements  there- 
to, but  we  expect  them  by  each  post,  and  hope  to  have  them  early 
in  the  new  year. 

In  brotherly  union  with  our  neighboring  congregations  we 
shared  in  the  happy  and  blessed  jubilee  of  the  congregation  of 
Friedland,  on  February  18th,  when  it  was  fifty  years  since  the 
dwelling  for  the  pastor  there  was  occupied,  the  meeting-hall  was 
consecrated,  and  a  congregation  of  Brethren  was  begun  with 
fourteen  married  couples. 

Our  continuing  interest  and  our  fervent  prayers  have  been 
given  to  the  mission  work  of  the  Brethren  in  general,  and  to  our 
Indian  mission  among  the  Cherokees  in  particular. 

It  is  a  matter  for  gratitude  that  during  this  year  our  schools 
have  progressed  as  we  wished. 

Regularly  each  Sunday,  services  have  been  held  for  the  Negroes 
of  the  town  and  neighborhood.  The  little  congregation  of  baptized 
persons  has  been  increased  by  one.  There  are  now  sixteen  mem- 
bers, of  whom  eight  are  communicants,  and  there  is  one  candidate 
for  confirmation. 

Four  children  have  entered  the  school  for  little  boys,  and 
three  have  left.  The  present  number  of  pupils  is  twenty-eight.  Br. 
Nathanael  Byhan  has  become  the  third  teacher  in  the  boys  school. 

Seven  little  town  girls  have  entered  school,  and  two  have  left. 
There  are  thirty-two  local  girls  in  school.  In  the  course  of  this 
year  seventy-two  boarding  pupils  have  entered,  and  fifty-seven 
have  returned  to  their  homes.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the  number 
of  pupils  from  outside  is  one  hundred  and  eleven.  There  are 
three  daughters  of  the  congregation  who  are  boarding,  making 
a  total  of  one  hundred  and  fourteen  boarders. 

Salem  Diary,  1825. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  23.  This  morning  the  snow  lay  a  foot  deep  and  paths  had 
to  be  dug  so  that  members  might  attend  the  Sunday  services.  At 
four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  the  adult  congregation  met.  The 
credentials  prepared  for  our  representative  to  Synod,  Br.  Samuel 
Christlieb  Reichel,  were  read,  and  were  officially  signed  by  twelve 
Brethren. 

Feb.  6.  Congregation  Council  met  and  it  was  decided  to  ask  Br. 
Ludwig  David  von  Schweinitz,  of  Bethlehem,  who  has  been  elect- 
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ed  delegate  from  the  congregations  in  that  district,  to  support 
our  wishes  and  proposals  to  Synod. 

Feb.  12.  The  Friedland  congregation  began  today  to  hold  Com- 
munion again  on  Saturday.  Since  1821  it  has  been  held  on  Sunday, 
but  most  of  the  communicants  prefer  Saturday,  when  they  can 
be  more  quiet  than  on  Sunday  when  many  outsiders  come  to  the 
preaching  service. 

Feb.  18.  The  Brethren  of  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference, 
many  other  members,  and  some  of  the  musicians,  went  to  Fried- 
land  to  the  jubilee  celebration.  The  weather  was  unusually  mild 
and  fair,  so  the  congregation  assembled  in  large  numbers.  The 
church  could  not  hold  nearly  all  who  came,  and  the  weather  was 
favorable,  so  preparations  were  made  to  hold  the  lovefeast  in 
front  of  the  house,  and  there  the  thanksgiving  ode  was  sung,  and 
there  the  musicians  played.  Directly  after  the  lovefeast  the 
closing  meeting  was  held,  also  under  the  open  sky.  It  was  a  true 
day  of  joy  and  blessing  for  the  Friedland  congregation. 

March  6.  The  rules  in  case  of  fire  were  read  again  to  the  con- 
gregation. 

March  13.  Br.  Denke  preached  today  in  Hope.  The  members 
there  do  not  like  the  proposal  to  unite  them  with  Friedberg,  and 
ask  that  Br.  Denke  continue  to  preach  for  them  in  their  meeting- 
hall,  if  only  once  a  month. 

March  17.  In  the  evening  there  was  the  marriage  of  the  single 
Br.  August  Ernst  Vierling  to  the  single  Sr.  Louise  Towle. 

March  27.  A  letter  was  read  from  the  congregation  of  Sarepta, 
giving  thanks  for  the  contributions  sent  last  year. 

April  2.  This  was  a  cold  and  most  unpleasant  day,  with  wind 
from  the  northeast,  rain,  sleet  and  snow.  This  was  unexpected, 
for  the  weather  had  been  mild,  and  vegetation  was  far  advanced, 
and  trees  had  begun  to  put  out  leaves  and  flowers. 

April  3,  Easter  Sunday.  All  signs  to  the  contrary,  it  cleared 
during  the  night,  and  we  had  a  fine,  clear,  and  not  very  cold 
morning,  so  that  the  Easter  Morning  litany  could  be  prayed  on 
our  God's  Acre.  Not  many  visitors  were  present  as  the  bad 
weather  of  the  preceding  day  had  kept  them  away. 

Br.  Reichel  conducted  the  service  for  the  congregation  of 
Hope.  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl,  Jr.,  at  the  request  of  Pastor  Schober, 
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went  to  one  of  Pastor  Schober's  preaching  places  and  there 
preached  an  Easter  sermon. 

April  19.  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl,  Jr.,  conducted  the  funeral  of  a 
little  child  at  the  German  Church,  eleven  miles  from  Salem. 

May.  8.  The  Single  Sisters  observed  their  Choir  festival.  At 
ten  o'clock  there  was  preaching  by  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl,  Sr. 

May  14.  Br.  Benade  went  to  Hope  to  hold  their  congregation 
festival.  Not  a  great  many  came. 

May.  19,  20.  There  was  the  public  Examination  in  the  Girls 
School. 

Among  those  present  were  Mr.  McNair  and  his  wife,  who  have 
had  two  daughters  educated  here.  The  mother  is  a  daughter  of 
Mr.  Vann,  who  was  so  often  mentioned  in  the  reports  from  the 
Indian  congregation  in  Springplace. 

June  5.  At  nine  o'clock  the  festal  address  to  the  older  girls  was 
made  by  Br.  Benade  in  the  meeting-hall  of  the  Single  Sisters 
House. 

June  16.  After  several  days  of  great  heat  there  was  a  severe 
storm,  during  which  lightning  struck  several  times  in  our  im- 
mediate neighborhood. 

July  U,  Monday.  On  this  memorial  day  of  the  declaration  of 
independence  by  the  United  States  forty-nine  years  ago,  there 
was  a  meeting  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning  in  which  Br.  Reichel 
spoke  of  what  happened  then  and  of  the  great  good  which  has 
come  to  this  land.  In  the  afternoon  most  of  the  members  gathered 
in  the  orchard  behind  the  church  for  festivities  in  which  the 
school  girls  joined.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  praise  service, 
with  singing  and  musical  accompaniment. 

July  14.  There  was  the  funeral  of  the  married  Sr.  Anna 
Rebecca  Zevely,  maiden  name  Holder,  who  fell  asleep  yesterday 
morning.  Her  home-going  aroused  general  sympathy,  for  she 
was  loved  and  honored  by  every  one. 

July  24.  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl.  Jr.,  held  the  funeral  of  a  child  at 
Rippel's  church. 

Aug.  7.  In  Friedland,  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl,  Jr.,  preached  for  the 
first  time  in  English. 
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Aug.  11.  This  was  election  day,1  so  no  services  could  be  held. 

Aug.  17.  After  the  lovefeast  for  the  children's  festival,  the 
children  were  called  in  groups  before  the  members  of  the  Aeltes- 
ten  Conferenz.  Each  school  child  repeated  a  verse.  In  the  early 
evening  the  children  formed  a  circle  on  the  Square,  and  sang 
hymns  of  praise  and  thanksgiving,  accompanied  by  the  musical 
instruments. 

Aug.  23.  There  was  the  funeral  of  the  widowed  Br.  Johannes 
Lehnert,  who  fell  asleep  on  the  twenty-first. 

Aug.  31.  During  this  month  there  were  many  cases  of  fever  in 
Salem,  and  also  in  Bethania,  Bethabara,  and  the  Friedberg 
settlement. 

Sept.  U,  Sunday.  At  ten  o'clock  a  preacher  from  New  York, 
named  Broad,  who  was  traveling  through,  preached  an  edifying 
sermon  in  English.  He  claimed  to  know  Br.  Mortimer  and  many 
other  Brethren  in  New  York  and  said  that  he  was  a  Baptist. 

Sept.  9.  After  long  waiting,  we  had  the  pleasure  of  receiving 
the  first  reports  from  Synod,  which  were  immediately  read  to  the 
congregation  at  the  evening  meeting. 

Sept.  16.  More  reports  from  Synod  were  received  today  and 
were  read  to  the  congregation  in  the  evening. 

Sept.  25.  In  the  evening  after  nine  o'clock  there  was  a  narrow 
escape  at  the  tavern.  No  one  was  in  the  room  when  a  curtain 
caught  fire  from  a  candle  burning  on  the  table,  and  the  flames 
spread  to  a  bed.  Fortunately  the  fire  was  discovered  in  time,  and 
was  put  out  before  it  spread  further. 

Oct.  6.  The  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  among 
the  Heathen  held  its  annual  meeting  today. 

Oct.  16.  In  our  Negro  church  there  was  the  baptism  of  the 
Negress  Rose,  belonging  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Matthew  Reuz.  She  re- 
ceived the  name  Rosa  Lucy  Ann. 

Oct.  29.  A  man  who  a  few  days  ago  stole  two  horses  and  a 
Negro  in  this  neighborhood,  was  arrested  yesterday  and  brought 
here.  Today  the  prisoner  was  taken  to  Germantown. 

Nov.  1.  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  went  to  Iredell  County  on  business 
connected  with  the  well-known  land  suit.2

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Nov.  6.  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl,  Jr.,  preached  in  German  and  English 
at  Geiger's  church. 

Nov.  13.  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl,  Jr.,  preached  at  Gerber's  church. 

Nov.  27.  Br.  Gottlieb  Schober  returned  today  from  his  journey 
to  Maryland,  where  he  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Lutheran 
preachers  of  that  and  this  district.  With  him  came  the  single 
Br.  Daniel  Wohlfahrt,  of  Salem,  who  has  been  in  Philadelphia 
since  spring  of  last  year. 

Nov.  29.  Br.  Benjamin  and  Sr.  Louisa  Warner  arrived  from 
Bethlehem.  They  have  come  to  take  charge  of  the  tavern,  suc- 
ceeding Br.  and  Sr.  Matthew  Rights. 

Dec.  U,  Sunday.  At  the  last  Communion  of  the  year  there  was 
present  as  a  guest  a  young  man,  named  Albrecht,  who  is  working 
with  Br.  John  Vogler  as  a  silver-smith.  He  was  confirmed  in  the 
Lutheran  Church. 

Dec.  5.  In  the  evening  a  Methodist  minister,  named  Lewis 
Skidmore,  preached  in  English.  He  is  well  known  in  this  neigh- 
borhood, and  seems  to  be  industrious  and  faithful  in  his  calling. 

Dec.  9.  We  were  glad  to  receive  a  letter  from  Br.  von  Schwei- 
nitz,  written  from  New  York  on  November  26th.  He  reported 
that  he  landed  the  preceding  evening  after  a  voyage  of  thirty- 
two  days,  and  said  that  he  was  bringing  us  letters  and  reports 
from  Synod. 

Salem  Board  Minutes,  1825. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  12.  (Aeltesten  Conferenz)  The  Brn.  Schulz  and  Byhan 
have  spoken  with  Br.  Christopher  Vogler  about  his  Negro. 
Without  the  knowledge  of  the  Auf  seher  Collegium  he  has  rented 
the  Negro  for  a  year  to  carry  on  the  handicraft  of  a  blacksmith, 
and  the  Negro  is  already  busy  with  the  work.  Br.  Vogler' s  son 
is  to  learn  the  trade  from  him.  This  is  directly  contrary  to  the 
rules  made  by  Congregation  Council  in  February,  1820,  when 
Council  instructed  the  Aufseher  Collegium  and  the  Aeltesten 
Conferenz  to  see  that  the  rules  were  observed.  Br.  Vogler  hopes 
that  an  exception  may  be  made  in  his  case,  since  he  has  done  it  in 
order  that  his  son  may  learn  the  trade  of  a  blacksmith,  and  he 
himself  is  too  feeble  to  teach  him. 
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Jan.  15.  (Provincial  Elders  Conference)  Following  the  de- 
cision made  last  fall  to  merge  the  Hope  congregation  into  that 
of  Friedberg,  Br.  Benade  spoke  with  the  members  at  Hope.  They 
seemed  entirely  willing,  but  so  far  as  is  known  none  of  them  have 
attended  service  in  Friedberg.  We  decided  to  use  our  young  Br. 
Thomas  Pfohl  in  holding  services  for  the  children.  He  recently 
preached  in  Friedland  for  the  first  time,  and  gave  satisfaction. 

Feb.  5.  (Congregation  Council)  The  chairman  laid  before  the 
Council  the  important  question  of  the  rules  made  in  February, 
1820,  to  restrict  the  employment  of  too  many  Negro  slaves  in 
Salem,  and  especially  prohibiting  their  use  in  the  professions. 
[After  a  lengthy  discussion]  a  vote  was  taken  on  the  question : 
Does  Congregation  Council  tvish  to  modify  these  rules?  Only  five 
Brethren  voted  in  favor  of  modification,  and  more  than  two- 
thirds  (20)  voted  against  it.  Therefore  the  rules  made  on  Feb- 
ruary 24,  1820,  remain  in  force. 

Feb.  7.  (Aufseher  Collegium)  A  letter  from  several  Single 
Brethren  was  read.  They  stated  that  they  have  organized  a 
Debating  Society,  and  wish  a  place  for  their  meetings.  Collegium 
read  the  copy  of  their  constitution,  and  found  nothing  to  which  to 
object.  They  wish  to  meet  one  evening  a  week,  and  permission 
is  given  them  to  use  the  boys'  room;  with  the  express  under- 
standing that  it  shall  not  be  used  as  a  gathering  place  apart  from 
the  object  stated. 

Br.  John  Vogler  asks  whether  he  may  employ  a  young  man 
from  the  Alamance,  in  Guilford  County.  This  young  man,  named 
[William]  Albrecht,  wishes  to  improve  himself  in  his  craft  as 
a  silver-smith.  Collegium  approved. 

Feb.  9.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Christoph  Vogler  has  promised  to 
send  away  his  Negro  blacksmith. 

March  9.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  David  Blum  and  a  number  of  our 
auswartige  Brethren  and  neighbors  have  applied  for  a  place  on 
Unity  land,  near  the  northeast  corner  of  the  Salem  tract.  They 
wish  to  build  a  school-house  there  for  the  instruction  of  their 
children.  Neither  the  Collegium  nor  the  Conf  erenz  has  any  serious 
objection  to  offer,  so  Br.  Schulz  may  give  the  desired  permission. 

March  21.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  Single  Brother  Jacob  Sievers  will 
work  under  Thomas  Wohlfahrt  in  his  cabinet-maker's  shop. 

March  28.  (P.E.C.)  There  was  discussion  of  a  letter  recently 
received  from  our  correspondent  in  the  Unity  Elders  Conference 
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concerning  the  desire  of  Salem  congregation  to  purchase  the 

unsold  portion  of  the  land  allotted  to  Salem  in  1782  Br.  Schulz 

will  at  once  send  a  detailed  answer. 

April  6.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  During  the  last  rain  storm  the  water 
from  Wach  Creek  flooded  the  so-called  potter's  meadow  and  the 
meadow  belonging  to  the  Single  Sisters,  and  it  has  stood  there 
longer  than  common.  There  is  danger  that  this  may  bring  sick- 
ness to  our  town,  and  the  Auf  seher  Collegium  is  asked  to  investi- 
gate and  see  whether  the  mill  race  is  the  cause,  and  if  so  what  can 
be  done  about  it. 

April  13.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Single  Sisters  prefer  that  their 
Covenant  Day  may  be  observed  on  Sunday  rather  than  on  a  week 
day.  Their  festival  therefore,  shall  be  held  this  time  on  May  8th, 
and  the  Covenant  Day  of  the  widows  on  May  1st. 

April  18.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  Single  Brother,  Adam  Butner,  has 
asked  permission  to  build  a  shop  between  Winkler  and  Herbst, 
and  there  to  carry  on  his  craft  as  a  hat  maker.  Collegium  does 
not  see  how  this  can  be  refused,  since  the  Brothers  House  has 
been  given  up,  and  so  there  is  no  place  there  for  the  establishment 
of  a  Single  Brother.  His  work  requires  more  of  an  outfit  than 
many  others.  He  will  pay  rent  for  his  lot3  as  others  do,  but  will 
not  receive  a  lease  until  he  has  established  himself  as  a  citizen. 

Br.  Isaac  Boner  has  taken  into  his  shop  a  journeyman  named 
John  Strup. 

Collegium  is  convinced  that  the  standing  of  water  in  the 
meadows  is  not  caused  by  the  mill-race  but  by  the  much  rain  of 
this  winter.  Much  improvement  can  be  gained  by  cleaning  out 
the  creek. 

Br.  Kreuser  has  made  a  present  of  a  Negro  child  to  Br. 
Levering,  who  shall  give  the  usual  bond. 

Br.  Benzien  reported  to  the  Collegium  that  Br.  Bagge  had 
received  a  letter  from  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  signed  by  a  number 
of  respectable  people  living  there.  They  propose  that  Br.  Benzien 
open  a  school  for  girls  there,  and  offer  a  salary  of  $1200  a  year. 

April  19.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Benzien  has  told  Br.  Benade  that 
he  is  disposed  to  consider  the  offer  from  Tennessee  as  a  leading 
of  the  Lord,  and  is  inclined  to  accept  it.  Before  he  gives  a  decisive 
answer  he  will  write  to  Mr.  Williams,  and  mention  certain  con- 
ditions under  which  he  would  go.  In  any  event  he  would  not

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leave  before  fall.  Before  writing  he  wishes  to  have  the  approval 
of  the  Conferenz,  and  also  the  assurance  that  he  and  his  wife 
would  still  be  considered  members  of  Salem  congregation.  There 
have  already  been  cases  of  this  kind  in  America  and  in  Europe, 
and  they  were  handled  in  the  way  he  desires,  so  Conferenz  does 
not  hesitate  to  grant  his  request,  and  also  wishes  him  the  bless- 
ing of  God  if  the  plan  goes  through. 

May  4.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Conrad  Kreuser,  who  has  been  living 
outside  the  town,  has  exchanged  houses  with  Br.  Charles  Lever- 
ing, who  has  been  living  in  Salem.  Conferenz  has  no  objection. 

A  letter  which  arrived  yesterday  from  Br.  Mortimer,  in  New 
York,  finally  brought  word  that  Br.  L.  D.  von  Schweinitz  sailed 
from  there  an  April  1st,  accompanied  by  the  young  Br.  Eugene 
Frueauf. 

May  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  speaking  with  the  married  people, 
widows,  widowers,  and  Single  Brethren  shall  be  held  before  their 
respective  Covenant  Days. 

Br.  Theodor  Pfohl  is  willing  to  hold  the  speaking  for  the  Single 
Brethren,  and  to  serve  as  their  pfleger  so  far  as  that  seems 
advisable. 

The  boy  Henry  Ruede.  thirteen  years  old,  will  now  leave  school 
and  go  to  Br.  Henry  Leinbach  to  learn  the  trade  of  shoe-maker. 
The  Wachovia  Sustentation  will  no  longer  support  him.4 

The  Directors  of  the  "Society  for  the  Melioration  of  the  Condi- 
tion of  the  Jews"  have  sent  out  a  circular  stating  that  they  have 
rented  a  farm  near  New  York  City  for  the  use  of  Jewish  emi- 
grants from  Europe,  and  they  ask  contributions  for  this  and 
other  expenses.  Such  a  collection  was  taken  here  some  time  ago. 
We  must  keep  in  mind  the  needs  of  our  Unity  of  Brethren,  and 
we  do  not  consider  it  desirable  to  take  up  another  collection  for 
that  Society. 

May  11.  (P.E.C.)  Letters  have  been  received  from  Br.  John 
Gambold,  one  written  from  Springplace,  where  he  and  his  wife 
were  visiting.  He  reported  that  in  Springplace  there  have  been 
increasing  evidences  of  spiritual  life  among  the  Indians.  On  Sun- 
day, Misericordias  Domini,  the  Indian  Richard  Sanders  was 
baptized  by  Br.  Gambold,  with  the  name  Richard  Daniel  Sanders. 

May  16.  (Auf.  Col.)  Sr.  E.  complains  greatly  that  her  husband 
is  again  getting  drunk  often,  and  is  neglecting  his  business,  so 


*  As  the  son  of  a  Moravian  minister  he  had  been  supported  until  he  finished  school. 
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that  she  and  the  rest  of  the  family  are  suffering.  She  suggests 
that  a  guardian  be  appointed,  who  could,  so  to  say,  keep  money 
out  of  his  hands.  ...  Br.  E.  was  called  before  the  Collegium,  and 
was  reminded  of  his  promises,  which  he  had  so  soon  forgotten. 
He  acknowledged  his  fault,  and  promised  to  leave  brandy  alone 
entirely,  which  he  could  certainly  do  without  injury  to  his  health. 
He  made  no  objection  to  the  appointment  of  a  guardian.  It  will 
be  well  to  ask  everybody  in  town  not  to  give  him  brandy. 

May  30.  (Auf.  Col.)  This  is  the  season  when  the  creek  must 
be  cleared  of  wood.  The  congregation  vorsteher  shall  employ 
three  or  four  men  to  do  it.  If  it  proves  too  much  for  them  others 
can  be  called  in,  and  the  occasion  turned  into  a  sort  of  Frolick. 

The  church  and  town  fund  has  had  unusual  expenses  this  year 
because  of  the  repairs  to  the  church  steeple,  so  the  condition  of 
the  fund  is  not  as  good  as  in  other  years.  However,  if  all  out- 
standing amounts  are  collected  there  will  be  a  balance  on  hand  of 
$24.92. 

The  land  belonging  to  the  local  congregation  diaconie  on  the 
Little  Yadkin  and  near  Germanton  shall  be  surveyed  by  the 
county  surveyor,  Mr.  Charles  Banner.  The  congregation  vorsteher 
or  some  one  else  shall  go  from  here,  so  that  we  may  learn  the 
location  and  quality  of  the  land. 

It  has  often  been  wished  that  a  third  class  might  be  added  to 
our  school  for  little  boys,  but  so  far  it  has  remained  a  matter  of 
good  wishes.  . .  .  Since  we  hope  that  the  boarding  school  for  little 
boys  may  soon  begin,  this  may  be  a  good  time  to  arrange  for  a 
third  teacher.  The  advantages  for  our  boys  are  well  known,  and 
are  too  numerous  to  be  inserted  here.  Twenty  years  ago  the 
school  was  one  third,  perhaps  even  one  half  smaller,  and  still 
there  were  three  or  four  teachers,  or  Brethren  who  did  some 
teaching.  It  would  save  much  expense  in  the  future  if  we  could 
have  teachers  who  were  prepared  here,  instead  of  being  obliged 
to  pay  for  their  journeys  hither. 

June  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  meeting-hall  in  the  former  Brothers 
House  on  the  second  floor  can  be  divided  to  make  two  good  school- 
rooms. The  rooms  opposite,  in  the  old  part  of  the  house,  can 
easily  be  arranged  for  sleeping  quarters.  The  kitchen  and  cellars 
can  be  used  as  they  are  for  the  present.  The  former  dining-room 
of  the  Brethren  and  the  room  adjacent  to  it  furnish  a  suitable 
dining-hall.  Expenses  for  the  repairs,  and  for  bedding,  bed- 
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spreads,  ware,  and  furniture,  shall  be  borne  by  the  congregation 
diaconie,  to  which  the  house  belongs. 

To  prevent  injury  to  our  flourishing  girls  school,  boys  received 
must  not  be  too  old.  They  can  be  received  between  the  ages  of  ten 
and  twelve,  and  must  not  remain  after  they  are  fifteen.  They  must 
always  be  under  strict  supervision  of  the  teachers;  and  so  far 
as  possible  they  must  be  kept  from  visiting  in  the  town  or  in  the 
tavern.  ! 

June  18.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  According  to  the  rule  of  Synod,  board- 
ing schools  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Aeltesten  Con- 
ference and  of  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference.  This  shall  be  the 
case  with  our  intended  boys  boarding  school. 

June  20.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  former  Kreuser  land  has  been  sur- 
veyed for  Br.  Levering.5  According  to  the  surveyor's  plat  it 
contains  28  acres  and  98  rods,  for  which  he  shall  pay  an  annual 
rental  of  50^  per  acre. 

A  marble  gravestone  shall  be  placed  on  the  grave  of  the  vener- 
able Johannes  Herbst,  Episcopus  Fratrum,  who  is  buried  here. 
This  shall  take  the  place  of  the  old  sandstone  one.  The  congrega- 
tion diaconie  shall  bear  the  expense. 

The  sleeping-hall  in  the  former  Brothers  House  shall  be  divided 
by  a  board  partition,  in  such  a  manner  that  the  old  door  falls  into 
the  part  to  be  used  as  a  school-room.  The  part  of  the  old  sleeping- 
hall  toward  the  street  shall  remain  as  a  meeting-hall;  can  also 
be  used  as  a  class-room.  In  the  other  part  a  small  section  shall  be 
cut  off  by  a  partition,  also  of  boards,  running  from  the  chimney 
toward  the  back  yard,  and  what  is  left  will  make  a  fine,  large 
school-room.  In  each  of  these  rooms  a  large,  iron  stove  shall  be 
set,  and  shutters  shall  be  made  for  the  windows.  As  a  temporary 
sleeping-hall  the  large  sick-room  can  be  used,  taking  out  the 
partition  between  it  and  the  adjoining  small  room. 

Twelve  single  beds  shall  be  procured,  made  in  the  English 
fashion,  with  the  necessary  bedding,  but  no  feather-beds;  also 
tables  for  the  dining-room  and  the  new  school-room. 

June  2U.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  has  spoken  with  Br. 
Henry  Hauser,  in  Bethania,  about  his  mill-pond.  While  he  was 
clearing  out  the  pond  he  was  stopped  by  the  flood  waters  from  a 
heavy  rain,  but  he  promised  to  finish  the  work. 

5  The  Levering  (formerly  Kreuser)  land  was  on  a  ridge  west  of  Salem.  Connected 
with  this  location  is  an  amusing  instance  of  the  way  some  German  words  persisted  in 
the  speech  of  Salem  after  the  language  in  general  had  become  English.  Noting  in  the 
evening  that  it  was  clear  in  the  west,  the  weather-wise  would  predict  good  weather  for 
the  next  because  it  was  "hell  over  Levering!" 
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In  letters  from  our  Cherokee  mission  we  see  that  the  school 
in  Oochgeelogy  has  not  yet  commenced.  The  unrest  among  their 
neighbors,  the  Creeks,  and  the  proposals  of  the  general  Govern- 
ment to  move  all  Indians  to  the  west,  greatly  disturb  the  Cherokee 
nation. 

July  11.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  ceiling  in  the  lower  school-room  has 
fallen,  and  the  vorsteher  wants  to  know  whether  he  shall  plaster 
it  or  ceil  it  with  boards?  Good  lime  mortar  shall  be  used,  for  a 
white  ceiling  improves  the  light. 

July  25.  (Auf.  Col.)  From  the  profits  of  the  girls  school  $100 
has  been  given  to  the  boys  school,  which  is  worthy  of  thanks. 

Aug.  5.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Single  Brother  Nathaniel  Byhan 
has  accepted  a  call  as  teacher  in  the  boys  school,  and  a  third  class 
has  been  started. 

Aug.  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  When  the  Single  Brother  Benjamin  War- 
ner came  here  from  Bethlehem  some  time  ago  he  hoped  to  open 
a  shop  for  making  combs,  but  he  cannot  get  the  necessary  horn 
here. 

Old  Br.  Johann  Lehnert  passed  out  of  time  last  night,  so  the 
further  conduct  of  his  toy-shop  came  into  consideration. 

The  old  part  of  the  former  Brothers  House  shall  be  weather- 
boarded. 

Aug.  31.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  On  Sundays,  after  the  services,  the 
Negroes  are  gathering  at  various  places  in  town,  which  might 
easily  cause  trouble.  Br.  Benade  shall  speak  with  Br.  Abraham 
Steiner  about  this,  and  tell  him  that  at  the  close  of  service  he  must 
remind  the  Negroes  earnestly  that  they  must  go  home  quietly 
after  a  religious  meeting. 

Sept.  5.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Matthew  Rights  has  taken  over  the 
little  shop  left  by  Br.  Lehnert. 

Collegium  wishes  greatly  that  the  sale  of  brandy  at  various 
places  in  town  might  stop.  It  puts  temptation  in  the  way  of 
Brethren  and  neighbors  who  have  a  weakness  in  that  direction. 

Sept.  22.  (P.E.C.)  In  Bethania  the  dissension  over  "saddler" 
Hauser's  mill-pond  grew  worse.  Some  of  the  men  are  willing  to 
reimburse  him  for  loss  if  he  will  break  his  dam;  others  are 
determined  to  take  the  matter  to  court  again. 
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Sep t  26.  (Auf.  Col.)  There  has  been  another  warning  of 
danger,  for  a  curtain  at  the  tavern  caught  fire  from  a  candle. 
Collegium  decided  to  put  suitable  shutters  at  the  windows,  and 
take  away  the  curtains  that  have  been  in  use. 

Oct.  31.  (Auf.  Col.)  Old  E.  was  called  before  the  Collegium, 
and  was  told  that  as  his  conduct  was  worse  rather  than  better  all 
patience  was  at  an  end.  His  house  and  tools  will  be  taken  over  by 
the  diaconie,6  and  will  be  given  to  his  son,  under  a  guardianship. 
He  may  work  under  his  son,  but  may  have  nothing  to  say  as 
master.  Perhaps  in  this  way  the  family  may  be  assisted  in  their 
distress,  especially  if,  as  we  hope,  young  E.  will  do  what  is  best 
for  his  mother. 

Br.  S.  would  like  to  have  two  or  three  boards  fastened  to  the 
organ,  on  the  side  toward  the  bellows,  so  that  the  Sisters  cannot 
see  him  as  he  blows  the  bellows.  Collegium  thinks  this  is  quite 
unnecessary,  and  the  symmetry  of  the  organ  would  be  destroyed 
by  it. 

Nov.  5  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  letter  from  Bethlehem  brings  word 
that  Br.  Benjamin  Warner  has  accepted  the  call  to  take  charge 
of  the  Salem  tavern.  He  plans  to  marry  the  Single  Sister,  Louise 
Stolz,  in  Bethlehem,  and  to  reach  Salem  by  the  first  of  December. 

Nov.  8.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Denke,  of  Friedberg,  reported  at  the  last 
Conference  of  Country  Ministers  that  one  of  their  militia  captains 
was  not  satisfied  with  the  certificates  presented  by  some  of  the 
Friedberg  members,  and  demanded  that,  according  to  law,  each 
certificate  must  state  that  the  bearer  was  a  regular  member  of 
the  congregation.  Hitherto,  the  preacher  of  each  of  the  Brethren's 
congregations  here  has  annually  compiled  a  list  of  men  between 
the  ages  of  15  and  45  years,  and  this  list,  signed  by  the  preacher, 
has  been  given  to  the  militia  captain.  No  objection  has  been  made 
except  at  Friedberg  and  Friedland,  where  this  year,  instead  of 
the  usual  list,  the  captains  are  requiring  a  separate  certificate  for 
each  member.  In  the  usual  lists  all  males  belonging  to  us  were 
noted,  according  to  their  age,  and  they  were  exempt  from  muster 
and  drill,  and  we  think  this  exemption  should  be  accorded  to  the 
individual  certificates.  But  it  cannot  be  denied  that  some  among 
us  show  by  their  conduct  that  they  are  not  regular  members  of 
the  Unity  of  Brethren;  others  in  the  country  congregations  be- 
long to  us  because  they  wish  to  be  exempt  from  drill,  and  there 


6  He  was  in  debt  to  the  diaconie. 
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have  been  cases  in  which  such  persons,  who  have  been  treated 
with  patience,  have  left  us  when  they  reached  the  age  of  forty- 
five. 

Br.  Schulz  returned  yesterday  from  the  Superior  Court  in 
Iredell  County,  where  at  the  request  of  General  Lenoir  the  old 
Wilkes  case  was  heard  again.  It  has  been  eleven  years  since  a 
judge  in  that  court  could  or  would  do  anything  in  that  case.  Judge 
Nash  has  referred  the  request  of  General  Lenoir  back  to  the 
Supreme  Court  in  Raleigh,  and  we  must  attend  at  the  next 
January  term.  It  is  much  to  be  hoped  that  a  final  decision  will 
be  given  and  in  our  favor.  This  is  expected  by  all  the  lawyers, 
for  the  judges  who  are  sitting  in  the  Supreme  Court  found  for 
us  in  1814. 

Nov.  28.  (Auf.  Col.)  A  shelter  shall  be  built  along  the  fence 
in  the  Square  for  the  protection  of  the  fire-ladders  and  fire-poles. 
Two  axes  and  two  crowbars  shall  be  bought  and  placed  in  the 
fire-engine-house  to  be  at  hand  in  case  of  fire. 

Br.  John  Vogler  is  appointed  director  in  case  of  a  fire. 

Dec.  12.  All  sorts  of  rumors  regarding  the  Negroes  are  in 
circulation.  The  congregation  vorsteher  is  requested  to  employ 
several  able  Brethren  to  be  on  guard  on  Christmas  Eve  during 
the  lovefeast,  and  on  New  Year's  Eve  during  the  services.  They 
shall  keep  a  quiet  but  sharp  watch  in  the  town.  It  would  also 
be  well  to  have  a  second  watchman  on  duty  every  night  from 
Christmas  to  New  Year.  This  shall  be  kept  secret  from  the 
Negroes. 

Dec.  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  On  account  of  the  disturbing  reports 
circulating  among  the  Negroes  Br.  Steiner  shall  be  advised  this 
year  to  have  no  Christmas  lovefeast  for  the  blacks.  No  evening 
meetings  can  be  held  for  them,  either. 

Bethabara  Diary,  1825. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  1.  The  rain  which  began  last  night  continued  steadily  all 
day. 

Jan.  2.  The  weather  cleared  and  it  was  bitterly  cold.  Br.  and 
Sr.  Strohle  drove  to  Salem  to  attend  the  opening  of  the  confer- 
ences for  the  new  year.

Jan.  13.  It  stormed  and  rained,  and  continued  all  night.  Next 
morning  the  rain  was  still  heavier,  and  everything  was  under 
water. 

Jan.  21.  A  stormy,  rainy  day. 

Jan.  22.  Last  night  it  began  to  snow,  for  the  first  time  this 
winter.  The  snow  continued  through  the  night  and  until  noon 
of  the  following  day,  reaching  a  depth  of  about  one  foot. 

Jan.  25.  The  weather  was  rather  cold  all  week.  A  good  deal  of 
snow  is  still  on  the  ground. 

Feb.  2.  All  this  week  the  weather  has  been  the  coldest  we  have 
had  this  winter.  It  was  hard  to  keep  warm  even  when  one  kept 
up  a  good  fire.  Br.  Strohle  frosted  his  feet  badly,  and  was  unable 
to  go  to  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  of  Country  Ministers. 

Feb.  8.  Very  cold  all  week,  with  much  rain.  It  finally  cleared 
about  noon  on  the  12th. 

Feb.  IS,  Sunday.  During  the  early  days  of  this  week  there  was 
much  rain.  Several  clear  days  followed,  but  it  froze  every  night. 

Feb.  20.  From  early  in  the  morning  till  late  at  night  there  was 
heavy  rain  accompanied  by  such  a  terrible  wind  that  it  was  im- 
possible to  hold  any  services. 

Feb.  21.  The  weather  cleared  and  it  was  very  pleasant,  until 
the  25th,  when  it  rained  heavily  from  morning  until  some  time  in 
the  night.  Much  rain  fell  during  the  night  of  the  26th. 

Feb.  27.  Again  there  was  much  rain,  which  continued  almost 
without  intermission  in  the  following  days,  until  everything  was. 
under  water. 

March  5.  The  weather  finally  cleared. 

March  11.  It  rained  from  early  morning  until  late  at  night.. 

March  22.  The  school  which  has  been  held  for  the  children 
during  the  winter  will  close  tomorrow. 

March  25.  There  was  a  hard  storm,  accompanied  by  rain  and 
hail. 

April  2,  Great  Sabbath.  It  snowed  and  sleeted  all  day  as  though 
it  were  the  middle  of  winter.  The  evening  service  which  had  been 
announced  could  not  be  held. 
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April  3,  Easter  Sunday.  We  met  in  the  church  at  half  past  five. 
The  snow  had  made  the  path  to  God's  Acre  so  bad  that  we  could 
not  go  there,  and  after  the  usual  greeting  and  several  hymns  the 
Easter  litany  was  prayed  in  the  church.  During  the  day  the  sun 
melted  most  of  the  snow. 

April  U-  Last  night  there  was  a  fairly  hard  frost. 

April  lJf  and  15.  The  evening  meetings  were  omitted,  partly 
because  of  the  raw  disagreeable  weather,  and  partly  because  Br. 
Strohle  felt  very  unwell. 

April  17.  After  a  long  spell  of  dry,  cold  weather,  it  rained  a 
little. 

April  19.  The  wished-for  rain  fell  until  late  in  the  night.  Then 
it  was  rather  windy  and  cool. 

April  21.  Last  night  it  was  very  cold,  and  this  morning  the 
earth  was  white  with  frost.  All  of  the  vegetables  were  frozen,  and 
much  of  the  fruit.  There  was  much  frost  the  following  night,  also. 

April  28.  No  services  could  be  held  because  of  rain. 

April  30.  This  morning  there  was  a  little  frost  here  and  there, 
but  it  seems  to  have  done  no  damage. 

May  3.  It  has  been  very  hot.  This  evening  there  was  a  shower, 
only  a  short  one. 

May  6.  The  weather  is  oppressively  hot. 

May  ll.lt  has  been  so  dry  that  vegetation  has  suffered  not  a 
little.  This  morning  we  finally  had  a  soaking  rain  which  lasted 
several  hours,  for  which  we  thanked  God  from  our  hearts. 

May  12.  It  was  cloudy,  with  occasional  showers.  The  evening 
service  was  omitted  because  it  was  raining  and  very  dark.  The 
following  days  were  cloudy,  with  a  little  rain. 

May  21.  There  was  a  shower. 

May  25.  We  had  a  visit  from  Br.  Reichel  and  his  daughter 
Clara,  from  Salem.  There  was  also  a  fine  rain. 

May  29,  Trinity  Sunday.  The  afternoon  reading  meeting  was 
omitted  because  of  the  oppressive  heat. 

June  Jf.  During  the  past  few  days  there  has  been  much  rain,  and 
it  rained  again  this  afternoon,  which  has  cooled  the  air. 
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June  5,  Sunday.  By  request,  at  the  graveyard  near  the  mill,7 
Br.  Strohle  held  the  funeral  of  a  woman,  named  Rebecca  Stolz, 
who  died  yesterday  morning.  After  the  interment  he  preached 
to  a  large  audience  in  the  shade  of  the  trees.  The  people  listened 
attentively  and  with  evident  emotion. 

June  6.  The  weather,  which  has  been  cloudy  for  a  number  of 
days,  has  finally  cleared.  It  is  warm,  which  is  good  for  the  haying 
which  started  last  week. 

June  12,  Sunday.  A  shower  in  the  afternoon  prevented  the 
reading  meeting. 

June  16.  For  more  than  a  week  and  a  half  it  has  been  very  dry 
and  oppressively  hot,  which  was  fine  for  the  hay  harvest,  which 
for  the  most  part  has  been  successfully  ended.  This  evening  we 
had  a  fine  rain,  which  refreshed  all  growing  things. 

June  23.  The  unusually  long,  dry  spell  has  been  very  good  for 
the  harvest  which  began  this  week,  but  it  was  very  bad  for  the 
gardens.  This  afternoon  we  had  a  nice  rain,  but  by  no  means 
enough.  The  next  day  there  was  fairly  heavy  rain  in  the  after- 
noon. 

June  26.  In  the  following  days  it  rained  often. 

July  3.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  hard  rain  which  lasted  until 
late  in  the  night. 

July  6.  Sr.  Strohle  has  a  severe  attack  of  the  fever  which  is 
epidemic  now. 

July  IJf.  Last  night  and  today  there  have  been  showers,  but 
they  have  not  cooled  the  air. 

July  2Jf.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  shower,  followed  by 
others,  which  continued  until  late  at  night,  and  brought  greatly 
desired,  copious  rain  upon  the  very  dry  earth. 

July  26.  Today  and  in  the  following  days  the  weather  was  mild, 
but  the  nights  very  cool. 

Aug.  1.  We  had  a  soaking  rain,  which  was  greatly  desired. 

Aug.  12.  Br.  Strohle  visited  Br.  Joseph  Krause  at  the  mill;  he 
is  sick  with  fever.  He  also  called  on  Br.  and  Sr.  Peter  Schor.  A 
number  of  fever  patients  in  the  village  are  visited  daily. 


7  The  old  Dobbs  Parish  graveyard  near  the  Bethabara  mill. 
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Aug.  17.  For  some  time  the  weather  has  been  very  hot,  and  to- 
day was  almost  unbearable. 

Aug.  21,  Sunday.  In  the  morning  there  was  preaching  in 
English.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  public  examination  of 
the  older  boys  and  girls  who  during  the  past  four  or  five  weeks 
have  been  instructed  in  the  doctrines  of  salvation  in  the  Christian 
religion.  They  have  also  been  given  a  brief  view  of  the  founding 
of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  its  progress,  and  its  calling.  The  church 
was  filled  with  attentive  listeners.  The  young  people  acquitted 
themselves  well,  and  afterwards  one  heard  many  favorable  com- 
ments. 

The  second  hay  harvest,  which  began  more  than  eight  days 
ago,  has  continued  this  week. 

Aug.  25.  Br.  Joseph  Krause  is  improving.  In  the  family  of  Br. 
Peter  Schor  two  or  three  have  developed  fever.  The  weather  this 
week  has  been  oppressively  hot  every  day. 

Sept.  3.  Last  night  it  finally  began  to  rain.  The  drought  and 
great  heat  have  lasted  a  number  of  weeks.  The  rain  continued 
until  noon  and  did  some  good,  even  cooled  the  air  a  little. 

Sept.  7.  Br.  Schaaf,  from  Salem,  held  the  first  service  for  the 
married  people  and  widows,  who  today  celebrate  their  festival. 
It  was  a  day  of  blessing,  and  those  who  have  had  fever  have  so 
far  recovered  that  only  one  widow  was  prevented  by  illness  from 
attending  the  services.  Soon  after  the  Communion  it  began  to 
rain,  so  the  evening  service  could  not  be  held. 

Oct.  3.  Last  night  it  rained  occasionally. 

Oct.  7.  For  some  days  it  has  been  as  hot  as  mid-summer,  90° 
Fahrenheit. 

Oct.  17.  The  day  school  for  the  children  has  begun  for  the 
winter.  The  weather  today  was  unusually  raw  and  stormy. 

Oct.  18.  Last  night  there  was  the  first  frost  of  the  season,  and 
during  the  following  night  there  was  frost  again. 

Oct.  23.  For  several  nights  there  has  been  hard  frost. 

Oct.  27.  Br.  John  Hein,  with  his  wife  and  children  and  his 
wife's  mother,  the  widowed  Sr.  Elisabeth  Feiser,  have  moved 
from  the  village  to  their  plantation  in  the  neighborhood.  It  rained

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off  and  on  during  the  night  and  on  the  28th  cleared  up  fresh, 
with  wind  from  the  northwest. 

Nov.  14.  It  finally  began  to  rain,  after  an  unusually  long  spell 
of  dry  weather,  which  has  been  bad  for  the  winter  grain.  The 
rain  was  fairly  heavy,  but  by  noon  it  had  stopped  again. 

Nov.  17.  We  celebrated  our  congregation  festival.  Br.  Van 
Vleck  came  from  Bethania  to  spend  the  festal  day  with  us,  and 
played  the  organ  for  the  services. 

Nov.  19.  Yesterday  was  cold  and  stormy,  and  last  night  the 
coldest  we  have  had  this  winter.  Water  standing  in  the  kitchen 
was  covered  with  rather  thick  ice. 

Nov.  20,  Sunday.  Br.  Van  Vleck,  from  Bethania,  preached  the 
harvest  thanksgiving  sermon  here  in  English.  Br.  Strohle  preach- 
ed in  German  in  Bethania. 

Nov.  25.  In  the  afternoon  a  funeral  sermon  was  preached  to 
an  unusually  large  and  attentive  audience.  Then,  with  the  per- 
mission of  the  Committee,  the  remains  of  the  married  John 
Chitty  were  interred  on  our  God's  Acre.  He  was  formerly  a  mem- 
ber of  this  congregation.  He  departed  this  life  on  the  23rd,  be- 
cause of  a  nervous  fever.  His  memoir  is  filed  with  this.8 

Dec.  1.  Rain  began  last  night  and  continued  today. 

Dec.  12.  Yesterday  was  very  cold,  and  at  noon  today  it  began 
to  snow  for  the  first  time  this  winter.  The  snow  continued  to  fall, 
at  short  intervals,  until  during  the  night.  The  snow  was  two  or 
three  inches  deep,  and  did  not  all  melt  until  the  night  of  the 
17th,  when  there  was  rain. 

Dec.  18.  Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent.  It  was  very  cold  today,  and 
in  the  days  that  followed. 

Dec.  25.  Christmas  Day.  In  the  afternoon  at  one  o'clock  the 
latest  reports  were  read  from  the  Synod  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren 
which  convened  this  year.  It  rained  all  afternoon  and  late  into 
the  night. 

Dec.  26.  Second  Christmas  Day.  It  was  very  cold.  The  wind  was 
from  the  northwest. 

Dec.  29.  The  weather  was  cold,  stormy,  and  rainy. 


8  Memoirs  filed  with  the  diaries  have  been  removed,  indexed,  and  placed  in  a  separate 
file  in  the  Salem  Moravian  Archives. 
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Dec.  31.  (Extracts  from  the  Bethabara  Memorabilia.)  The 
precious  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  and  His  all-sufficient  atonement 
was  proclaimed  here,  in  the  German  and  English  languages,  on 
Sundays  and  on  the  festal  days  of  the  Christian  church.  We  hope 
and  believe  that  this  has  not  been  without  blessing. 

On  the  Choir  festivals,  on  the  memorial  days  of  the  Unity  of 
Brethren,  and  in  the  services  of  the  congregation,  the  Saviour 
has  given  us  the  comforting  assurance  that  He  was  working  in 
our  midst. 

Although  this  year  the  fruits  of  the  field  have  not  been  as 
abundant  as  in  some  other  years,  yet  our  dear  heavenly  Father 
has  provided  for  our  needs,  for  which  we  give  Him  our  hearty 
thanks. 

Bethania  Diary,  1825. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  9,  Sunday.  Many  of  our  young  people  went  today  to 
Daub's,  to  hear  young  Peter  Daub  preach.  He  is  visiting  relatives 
in  this  neighborhood. 

A  man  from  Surry  County  asked  me  to  play  the  organ  and  the 
piano  for  him  and  his  Negro  boy,  and  I  took  occasion  to  give  him 
some  tracts. 

Jan.  16,  Sunday.  Eugene  Lehman  played  the  organ  for  all  three 
services. 

Feb.  5.  There  was  a  meeting  at  Pfaff's,  and  doctrinal  instruc- 
tion. On  the  way  back  I  drank  coffee  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Joseph 
Holder.  He  was  celebrating  his  sixty-first  birthday. 

Feb.  6,  Sunday.  Br.  Samuel  Thomas  Pfohl  preached  in  German, 
(the  first  time  in  Bethania) .  The  people  were  delighted  to  have 
the  son  of  their  former  faithful  pastor  with  them.  He  spent  part 
of  his  childhood  in  this  congregation. 

Israel  Loesch  played  the  organ  for  the  reading  meeting,  Br. 
V.  V.  for  the  preaching  service,  and  Eugene  Lehman  for  the 
singstunde  in  the  evening. 

Feb.  8.  I  rode  on  business  to  Mr.  Sandy  Flynt.  Some  of  his 
children  are  sick  with  measles.  He  himself  caught  measles  on  a 
trip  to  Fayetteville. 

Feb.  13.  We  had  a  visit  from  John  Conrad's  (River9  Conrad's) 
wife,  accompanied  by  Sr.  Philippina  Conrad. 


9  "River  John"  Conrad  lived  near  the  Yadkin  River. 
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In  the  following  week  Br.  Thomas  Krause,  of  Bethabara,  set 
up  a  stove  in  the  small  Saal  on  the  upper  floor  of  the  Gemein 
Haus.  The  room  can  now  be  used  for  a  school  room. 

Feb.  18.  Br.  John  Transou  rode  today  to  Salem  to  see  Dr. 
Schuman.  His  son,  Petrus  Transou,  is  again  very  ill  with  fever. 

Feb.  19.  This  forenoon  Dr.  Schuman  brought  the  news  that 
John  Stockburger  passed  out  of  time  this  morning.  The  Doctor 
was  also  called  to  the  widowed  Br.  Wilhelm  Grabs,  who  last  night 
had  a  severe  outbreak  of  an  old  bodily  injury.  Toward  evening 
he  became  so  weak  that  the  minister  was  called.  A  prayer  was 
offered,  and  while  hymns  were  being  sung  around  his  bed  he 
gently  fell  asleep.  He  was  the  oldest  Brother  in  the  village.10 

Feb.  21.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  interment  of  the  re- 
mains of  our  widowed  Br.  Wilhelm  Grabs,  and  also  of  our  neigh- 
bor and  friend,  John  Stockburger,  who  wished  to  be  buried  on 
our  God's  Acre.  John  Stockburger,  who  formerly  belonged  to  the 
Salem  congregation,  was  a  brother  of  our  Br.  Joseph  Stock- 
burger. He  lived  five  miles  from  here,  near  the  river,  where  he 
owned  one  or  more  farms.  His  neighbors  and  acquaintances  held 
him  in  high  regard.  In  spite  of  the  muddy  roads  so  many  gathered 
that  our  church  was  crowded.  Both  bodies  were  accompanied  to 
God's  Acre  and  were  laid  into  their  graves  at  the  same  time.  The 
choir  sang  for  them : 

Happy  souls,  your  days  are  ended,  etc.11 

On  the  same  day  there  were  two  burials  in  our  neighborhood, 
namely,  that  of  old  West  Cornelius,  a  neighbor  of  John  Stock- 
burger, who  died  on  the  19th,  and  a  boy  named  James; — four 
funerals  on  one  day. 

March  8.  Br.  and  Sr.  V.  V.  drove  to  Salem.  They  took  the  so- 
called  Walker's  Road  to  Bethabara,  and  three  miles  from  there 
a  new  road  cut  by  Abraham  Hauser,  which  leads  into  the  Ger- 
mantown  Road. 

March  9.  A  kind  of  fever  in  the  chest,  or  pain  in  the  side,  or 
in  some  cases  more  like  a  bad  cold,  has  appeared  during  these 
days  in  many  adults  and  children. 

March  20.  Two  Brethren  had  a  conference  with  J.  H.  Hauser, 
(saddler,)  concerning  the  well-known  matter  of  the  mill-dam. 


10  He  was  sixty-nine  years  old.  He  came  to  Wachovia  in  1756  with  his  parents,  and  as 
a  small  child  was  one  of  the  pioneer  residents  of  Bethania. 

11  Written  by  Charles  Wesley  in  1749. 
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March  26,  Saturday.  The  free  Negro  Christian  came  from 
Salem,  and  asked  that  today  I  would  preach  the  funeral  sermon 
for  his  brother,  John  Samuel,  who  died  on  Thursday  at  John 
Stolz's  (two  miles  from  Bethania).  Christian  brought  a  letter 
from  Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  who  had  visited  John  Samuel  during 
his  last  sickness,  and  had  found  him  in  a  desirable  condition  of 
heart.  The  remains  were  interred  yesterday  on  Br.  Christian 
Loesch's  farm.  1  rode  to  Stolz's  house,  therefore,  (the  wife  and 
two  children  of  John  Samuel  live  there)  and  preached  to  a  com- 
pany of  Negroes  and  a  few  white  people. 

On  the  same  day  our  Brethren  living  in  and  outside  the  town 
put  God's  Acre  in  order,  straightened  the  rows  of  stones,  etc. 

April  3,  Easter.  Because  of  the  wet  ground,  still  partly  covered 
with  snow,  we  were  obliged  to  hold  our  early  Easter  service  in 
the  church  instead  of  going  to  God's  Acre. 

April  9.  A  large  part  of  the  male  residents  of  the  town  worked 
all  day  on  clearing  Muddy  Creek  from  the  trees  and  bushes  and 
other  wood,  but  they  did  not  finish. 

April  11.  By  noon  our  men  had  finished  clearing  the  creek.  Br. 
Herman  Butner  was  also  busy  clearing  out  his  little  mill-pond.12 

One  afternoon  in  this  week,  after  school,  I  rode  to  Bethabara 
to  take  Br.  Strohle  several  copies  of  the  New  York  Observer. 

April  20.  I  made  a  short  trip  to  our  auswartige  Br.  Jacob 
Schaub.  On  the  way  back  I  stopped  to  see  Samuel  Strub,  Jr.,  who 
has  recently  married  the  daughter  of  Casper  Stolz,  near  Beth- 
abara. They  are  beginning  a  new  farm  near  Schaub's. 

April  27.  The  pastor  heard  a  sermon  by  the  young  Methodist 
preacher,  Wilkison,  who  was  holding  a  service  at  Daub's,  three 
miles  from  Bethania. 

May  2.  At  daybreak  we  were  roused  from  slumber  by  the  terri- 
fying cry :  "Fire !  Fire!"  Fire  had  broken  out  in  the  stable  on  the 
former  school  house  lot,  now  occupied  by  Br.  Samuel  Thomas 
Hauser.  By  God's  grace  there  was  practically  no  wind,  so  the 
adults  and  children,  white  and  black,  who  rushed  to  the  spot, 
used  the  fire-engine,  and  tore  down  the  stable,  were  able  to  put 
out  the  fire  before  it  spread. 


12  The  map  of  1822  shows  Herman  Butner  with  thirty-eight  acres  on  both  sides  of  Muddy- 
Creek,  about  half  a  mile  northwest  of  the  village  of  Bethania. 
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For  this  gracious  protection  of  our  town,  we  gathered  in  the 
evening  and  on  our  knees  gave  thanks  humbly  and  from  our 
hearts. 

May  3.  In  the  evening  the  men  of  the  town  gathered,  and 
arranged  to  procure  fire-hooks,  and  to  provide  for  testing  and 
improving  the  fire-engine. 

May  7.  A  Quaker  girl,  named  Catharine  Alberson,  who  is  stay- 
ing with  Br.  and  Sr.  Oehman  to  learn  tailoring,  attended  the 
meetings  of  the  covenant  day  of  the  Choirs  of  Single  Sisters  and 
Older  Girls. 

May  9  and  10.  Johann  Heinrich  Hauser  was  busy  cleaning  out 
his  mill-pond,  with  help  from  neighbors. 

A  number  of  persons  have  new  attacks  of  fever. 

May  12.  There  was  a  meeting  at  the  home  of  the  widow 
Susanna  Krieger. 

May  18.  We  drove  to  Salem  to  attend  the  public  Examination 
of  the  girls  school.  I  had  felt  some  warnings  of  fever,  which 
developed  fully  the  following  day,  so  that  I  had  to  remain  indoors. 
We  returned  to  Bethania  on  the  21st,  but  I  could  hold  neither  the 
school  nor  the  services  until  the  29th. 

June  5.  Toward  evening  a  Methodist  minister  named  Schiler 
preached  in  our  church,  at  his  own  request.  The  man  was  born  in 
Holstein,  had  been  in  Christiansfeld  several  times.  He  served  as 
a  soldier,  and  at  one  time  held  deistic  tenets,  but  was  awakened 
and  now  seeks  to  convince  others.  At  present  he  is  re-painting 
the  house  of  Mr.  Shepherd  near  the  Pilot  Mountain.  He  lives  in 
Greensborough. 

June  9.  Sr.  V.  V.  went  to  bed  with  fever. 

June  16.  I  made  my  first  visit  to  Germantown.  As  I  returned 
the  heat  was  terrible.  By  the  18th  it  was  evident  that  I  had  a  new, 
severe  attack  of  fever. 

June  19,  Sunday.  The  above  mentioned  Methodist  preacher, 
Schiler,  came  again  this  morning,  and  I  asked  him  to  preach  for 
me  twice  today,  which  he  did,  morning  and  afternoon. 

June  26.  Many  from  our  town  went  to  Daub's,  where  the 
Methodists  are  holding  a  Quarterly  Meeting. 
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July  1.  Br.  Daniel  Butner  had  the  misfortune  to  cut  his  foot 
with  the  scythe  as  he  was  mowing. 

July  5.  I  rode  to  Isaac  Pfaff  to  see  him  on  business,  and  found 
him  with  his  brother  Peter  and  his  son  Christian  at  the  lime 
oven. 

July  10,  Sunday.  Directly  after  noon  the  entirely  unexpected 
request  was  made  that  I  would  preach  the  funeral  sermon  over 
John  Geiger,  who  died  last  evening.  Pastor  Schober,  to  whose 
congregation  he  belonged,  was  at  Gerber's  church  today.  I  de- 
cided to  do  it,  and  about  three  o'clock  rode  to  the  Beaver  Dam 
church,  or  Fessler's  church  as  it  is  called,  (also  known  as  Naza- 
reth,) and  after  the  burial  I  preached  in  English  to  a  large 
gathering.  The  deceased  is  the  son  of  John  Geiger,  now  some- 
thing over  eighty  years  old,  who  some  time  ago  was  lamed  by  a 
stroke.  The  deceased  was  also  the  father  of  Polly  Stolz  (wife  of 
Jacob  Stolz)  and  of  Margaretha  Strub  (wife  of  John  Strub). 

July  26.  We  visited  Br.  Johann  Christian  Loesch  and  his  wife 
on  their  farm  (Quarter)  two  and  a  half  miles  from  here.  During 
the  busy  and  sickly  period  of  the  summer  they  spend  most  of 
their  time  there. 

Aug.  18.  We  visited  Simon  Peter  Hauser  (Silver),  Isaac  Con- 
rad, and  Jacob  Conrad  (oil-miller). 

Aug.  19.  We  had  a  pleasant  visit  from  Sr.  Dorothea  Warner, 
of  Salem,  and  her  brother  Benjamin.  Toward  evening  I  accom- 
panied them  to  the  home  of  Jacob  Conrad  (store-keeper) ,  where 
they  spent  the  night.  They  returned  to  Salem  on  the  following 
day. 

Aug.  28.  During  this  month  many  peaches  were  gathered  and 
prepared  for  distilling.  There  were  few  apples. 

From  time  to  time  there  are  new  cases  of  fever,  but  it  seems 
to  be  less  severe  than  last  year.  In  Schorstown  a  number  are 
sick,  as  are  two  sons  of  Peter  Hauser. 

Sept.  5.  Three  of  Simon  Peter  Hauser' s  sons  now  have  fever. 
In  Schorstown  there  have  been  or  now  are  cases  in  every  family, 
and  the  fever  seems  to  be  spreading  into  the  neighborhood. 

Sept.  6.  Br.  and  Sr.  V.  V.  visited  at  John  Schor's  (three  miles 
westward  from  Bethania) . 
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Sept.  7.  Br.  V.  V.  rode  to  the  home  of  Henry  Krieger  and  John 
Miller  (the  latter  has  fever).  Both  families  live  in  one  house. 
Then  he  went  to  Jacob  Schor,  and  from  there  to  the  widowed  Sr. 
Mary  Krieger  (six  miles  from  Bethania) ,  and  to  John  Hilsebeck. 

Sept.  8.  A  traveling  preacher  named  Broad  (if  I  am  correctly 
informed)  came  today.  He  had  preached  in  Salem,  and  at  his 
request  he  was  given  opportunity  at  the  evening  service  to  de- 
liver a  kind  of  sermon  (or  exhortation)  in  our  church.  In  the 
following  morning,  as  he  wished,  he  was  taken  on  to  German- 
town.  He  claimed  to  be  a  Separate  Baptist  and  said  that  he 
counted  all  Christians  as  brothers,  no-matter  what  their  de- 
nomination might  be. 

Sept.  9.  We  visited  the  homes  of  John  and  Jacob  (son  of 
Henry)  Schulz,  three  miles  southward  from  Bethania. 

Sept.  IS.  Br.  V.  V.  visited  Br.  Joseph  Stockburger  (in  Schors- 
town)  and  went  on  to  Joseph  Holder,  Jacob  Conrad,  and  Isaac 
Pfaff. 

Sept.  lb.  We  visited  John  Conrad  and  his  wife,  about  four 
miles  from  Bethania.  From  there  I  went  on  foot  to  call  on  the 
eighty-one  year  old  John  Krause  (formerly  wagoner  for  the 
Brethren  between  here  and  Pennsylvania). 

Sept.  23.  All  the  Brethren  of  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference, 
(namely  the  Brn.  Benade,  Schulz,  and  Schaaf,)  came  from  Salem, 
and  at  once  went  to  investigate  conditions  at  J.  Henry  Hauser's 
mill-pond.  After  dinner  they  met  with  the  local  Committee,  and 
then  with  Br.  Henry  Hauser  alone,  discussing  his  promise  to 
clear  his  mill-pond  of  wood.  So  far  he  has  not  done  this,  has  only 
made  a  beginning  in  clearing  the  dam.  He  appeared  unwilling 
to  understand  that  he  must  clear  out  all  the  wood  this  fall,  as 
the  citizens  demanded. 

Sept.  25,  Sunday.  Br.  V.  V.  has  another  severe  attack  of 
fever,  his  fourth  this  year.  In  his  place  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl,  from 
Salem,  went  to  Solomo  Sponhauer's,  and  preached  in  the 
school-house  in  English  and  in  German. 

Oct.  15.  Accompanied  by  a  number  of  Brethren  and  Sisters, 
Br.  V.  V.  and  his  wife  went  to  the  other  side  of  the  Yadkin  River 
(in  response  to  a  request) ,  and  in  the  house  of  John  Schor,  Jr. 
(son  of  our  Br.  John  Schor),  Br.  V.  V.  preached  the  funeral 
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sermon  for  his  daughter,  Maria  Magdalena  Schor,  who  died  last 
June.  We  visited  Henry  Schor  (another  son  of  our  Br.  John 
Schor)  who  lives  near  by,  and  then  took  our  way  homeward. 
The  weather  was  oppressively  hot. 

Oct.  22.  This  week  the  matter  of  Hauser  and  Kapp's13  mill- 
pond  was  again  taken  to  court,  and  after  re-consideration  the 
Grand  Jury  today  found  a  true  bill  against  the  owners  of  the 
mill-pond. 

Oct.  25.  Br.  and  Sr.  V.  V.  and  their  little  son  went  to  the 
home  of  Colonel  Joseph  Williams,  and  visited  there  until  the 
28th,  when  they  returned  to  Bethania  by  way  of  Salem. 

Nov.  6,  Sunday.  Today,  as  on  many  earlier  Sundays,  a  com- 
pany from  Bethania  went  to  the  Pilot  Mountain.  The  weather 
was  clear  and  warm. 

Nov.  10.  Br.  V.  V.  visited  the  sick  Br.  Heinrich  Sponhauer, 
(four  miles  from  Bethania) . 

Nov.  13.  The  young  winter  grain  seems  to  have  suffered  from 
lack  of  rain  and  from  the  Hessian  fly. 

Nov.  18.  In  Pastor  Schober's  absence,  Br.  V.  V.  held  the  fu- 
neral of  the  widow  Catharina  Muller,  (maiden  name  Mayer,) 
who  fell  asleep  on  the  17th.  She  and  her  husband,  old  Johannes 
Muller,  formerly  belonged  to  Bethania  congregation.  The  burial 
was  at  the  so-called  Muddy  Creek  (Gerber's)  church. 

Nov.  26.  Br.  V.  V.  drove  to  Salomo  Sponhauer's,  and  preach- 
ed to  about  thirty  people  in  the  school-house.  I  did  not  know 
that  the  Methodist  itinerant  (or  circuit  rider)  was  preaching 
there  that  day,  but  I  took  the  opportunity,  after  my  own  service, 
to  hear  this  man,  named  Thomas,  make  an  address.  Before  the 
sermon  I  baptized  Allen  and  Levi,  twin  sons  of  Currie  Forgison. 
Their  mother,  Catharine,  maiden  name  Schneider,  formerly 
belonged  to  the  Unity  of  Brethren. 

Dec.  2.  The  young  Br.  Jacob  Butner  left  for  the  Cherokee 
mission,  where  he  will  help  with  the  farm  work. 

Dec.  I*.  The  public  harvest  thanksgiving  sermon  was  preached, 
largely  in  the  German  language  but  partly  in  English. 


18  John  Henry  Hauser  (saddler)  married  Anna  Maria  Kapp,  daughter  of  the  Jacob  Eapp 
who  ran  the  Bethabara  mill  during  Revolutionary  days.  Her  brother,  Heinrich  Kapp,  had 
Tun  the  Bethania  grist  mill,  1799-1805,  under  the  mill-partners. 
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Dec.  2b.  Christmas  Eve.  Br.  Solomo  Sponhauer,  who  lives 
nine  miles  away  came  with  several  of  his  children  to  attend  the 
evening  service.  After  several  cloudy  days  there  was  clear  moon- 
light this  evening  for  the  return  to  their  homes  of  the  members 
who  live  outside  the  town. 

Dec.  31.  (Extracts  from  the  Memorabilia.)  The  wheat  harvest 
in  our  neighborhood  was  poor.  In  addition  to  other  causes  the 
rust  injured  it.  Because  of  the  dry  weather  the  corn  and  other 
field  and  garden  products  did  only  fairly  well.  The  hay  harvest 
was  reasonably  good,  and  most  of  it  was  safely  housed.  Fruit, 
especially  peaches,  was  fairly  plentiful,  although  in  some  places 
most  of  the  fruit  was  frozen. 

Health  during  the  past  year  has  not  been  what  we  wished. 
In  general,  the  fever  has  not  been  as  severe  or  as  wide-spread 
as  last  year,  yet  individuals  and  some  entire  families,  in  and 
near  Bethania,  have  had  much  to  endure. 

The  sudden  changes  of  temperature,  from  heat  to  cold  and 
from  cold  to  heat,  brought  serious  colds  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  year.  In  some  residents  of  the  town  the  cold  turned  into 
fever  in  the  chest. 

We  remember  with  gratitude  our  town  and  neighborhood  have 
escaped  floods,  and  hail-storms,  and  lightning.  On  election  day 
in  August  a  storm  passed  near  the  town,  with  lightning  and 
crashing  thunder. 

With  few  exceptions  the  services  have  been  held  as  usual, 
on  Sundays,  and  on  special  occasions. 

Because  of  sickness,  the  meetings  in  the  homes  of  Br.  and 
Sr.  Peter  Pfaff  and  the  widowed  Sr.  Krieger  have  not  been  held 
as  regularly  as  usual.  Preaching  in  the  school-house  near  Br. 
Salomo  Sponhauer  often  had  to  be  omitted. 

May  the  often  expressed  wish  that  a  Sunday  School  might  be 
begun  in  Bethania  be  realized  in  the  new  year. 

Friedberg  Diary,  1825. 

[Extracts  translated."] 

Jan.  2.  Measles  are  common,  and  affect  adults  also.  The  older 
people  who  have  them  are  keeping  themselves  apart.14 

Jan.  23.  There  was  a  meeting  of  the  house-fathers  to  consider 
further  work  on  the  church.  After  urging  them  to  undertake 


This  is  the  first  hint  in  the  diaries  of  the  quarentine  idea. 
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the  completion  of  the  building  it  was  announced  that  Br.  Philip 
Vogler  had  made  a  very  advantageous  offer,  which  was  that  if 
each  house-father  and  young  man  over  twenty-one  years  of 
age  would  subscribe  three  dollars,  either  in  money  or  in  corn 
at  the  Salem  market  price,  he  would  finish  the  carpenter  work 
as  soon  as  the  materials  were  furnished.  A  number  of  the  men 
had  already  signed  the  agreement,  and  others  now  signed  it. 
Only  one  man  opposed  the  plan,  and  he  is  always  against  every- 
thing. 

March  13.1  went  to  Hope,  where  a  large  company  has  assem- 
bled. I  presented  to  them  the  new  proposals,  and  announced 
Communion  for  April  2,  Great  Sabbath. 

The  creeks  were  still  very  deep. 

April  10.  This  week  I  had  to  do  the  work  of  a  contractor  for 
the  building,  in  the  absence  of  George  Frey,  so  I  had  little  time 
for  visiting. 

May  Jf.  The  Single  Sisters  and  Older  Girls  observed  their 
festal  day  with  the  usual  services. 

Before  the  first  meeting  began,  between  nine  and  ten  o'clock, 
we  were  suddenly  shocked  by  the  distressing  news  that  the  single 
John  Ebert  had  been  buried  in  the  well  of  our  near  neighbor, 
Thomas  Fischer,  into  which  he  had  climbed  to  clean  it.  We 
hurried  to  the  place,  and  sent  for  the  neighbors,  but  in  spite  of 
all  efforts  of  the  workers  it  took  until  sunset  to  get  out  the 
stones  and  dirt  and  find  his  corpse.  It  appeared  probable  that 
he  had  been  killed  instantly.  He  was  a  harmless  man,  always 
ready  to  help,  and  will  be  much  missed  by  the  neighbors.  He 
was  born  in  Stokes  County,15  Oct.  21,  1781. 

May  18.  Accompanied  by  George  Frey,  Sr.,  I  held  the  funeral 
of  his  cousin,  Elisabeth  Derr,  maiden  name  Frank,  at  Beck's 
church,  something  over  twenty  miles  from  Friedberg. 

June  3  and  U.  We  moved  with  praise  and  thanksgiving  into 
the  new  house.16 

June  6.  Fifteen  men  worked  on  the  back  porch  steps,  but  did 
not  finish  them. 

35  Stokes  County  was  cut  from  Surry  County  in  1789,  eight  years  after  John  Ebert  was 
born.  It  is  a  common  mistake  to  give  the  modern  name  of  a  county  location  regardless 
of  the  date  of  the  incident  under  discussion. 

16  Into  the  parsonage  end  of  the  new  church  building. 
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July  9.  Twelve  miles  from  here  I  preached  the  postponed  fu- 
neral sermon  for  the  deceased  wife  of  John  Delop. 

July  17.  This  week  I  visited  a  number  of  fever  patients.  I 
was  also  in  the  Hope  district.  The  heat  is  very  oppressive. 

July  2Jf.  Congregation  Council,  by  a  large  majority  vote,  de- 
cided to  plaster  the  ceiling  of  the  new  church. 

Aug.  9.  Here  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  married  Br.  Philip 
Rothrock,  Sr.  Afterwards  I  had  a  conversation  with  Pastor  Mil- 
ler. 

Sept.  8.  The  pastor  celebrated  his  jubilee  birthday. 

Sept.  18.  According  to  the  proposal  for  opening  a  Sunday 
School  here  the  plan-forming  committee,  or  temporary  trustees, 
composed  of  J.  Walk,  Sr.,  G.  Frey,  Sr.,  J.  George  Spach,  Philip 
M.  Vogler,  and  the  pastor,  had  a  meeting  to  discuss  the  matter. 

Sept.  25.  There  was  German  preaching.  After  it  a  number  of 
persons  signed  the  Sunday  School  rules. 

Oct.  2.  Forty  and  more  persons  attended  the  service  in  Hope 
in  spite  of  the  big  Baptist  Association  meeting  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. 

Oct.  9.  Br.  Van  Vleck,  from  Bethania,  preached  in  German 
and  English,  and  then  opened  the  Sunday  School  with  prayer. 

Oct.  23.  Sunday  School  was  held  one  hour  before  and  one  hour 
after  the  German  preaching. 

Nov.  8.  Br.  Frey  wanted  me  to  write  his  memoir,  and  in  spite 
of  great  bodily  weakness17  he  dictated  the  outline  of  it.  Next  day 
I  read  the  memoir  to  him,  and  it  was  exactly  according  to  his 
mind. 

Nov.  10.  Br.  Walk  came  to  tell  me  that  his  mother  passed 
away  gently  this  morning. 

Dec  2.  Jacob  Spach,  Sr.,  moved  to  the  woodshed  here. 

Dec.  5.  The  hen-house  was  built. 

Dec.  2Jf.  I  held  the  Christmas  Eve  service  in  Hope. 

Dec.  25.  The  Christmas  services  in  Friedberg  were  well  at- 
tended.

Salem  Memorabilia,  1826. 
{Extracts  translated.'] 

It  is  customary  in  the  congregations  of  our  Unity  to  meet 
on  the  last  evening  of  the  parting  year,  solemnly  to  appear  be- 
fore the  Lord  our  God  to  offer  Him  thanks,  and  to  pay  our 
vows  to  the  Most  High.  Our  congregation  joins  this  group,  for 
it  also  must  speak  of  goodness  and  faithfulness;  of  a  goodness 
new  every  morning,  and  a  faithfulness  which  never  ended  with 
the  day. 

Through  the  changes  and  experiences  of  this  uncertain  life 
His  eye  has  guided  us  and  His  hand  has  kept  us.  He  surrounded 
us  with  His  presence  from  morning  until  evening,  and  from  the 
evening  to  the  morning;  watched  over  us  while  we  slept,  pro- 
tected us  when  we  were  awake,  and  directed  us  in  our  business 
and  in  our  callings.  He  defended  our  homes,  and  provided  for 
the  needs  of  our  life.  He  visited  our  fields  and  plains  and  water- 
ed them,  and  abundance  followed  His  footsteps.  He  was  the 
Friend  of  our  youth  and  the  Staff  of  the  aged ;  He  watched  over 
the  weak  and  the  sick  as  His  beloved  ....  What  strengthening 
He  gave  to  those  traveling  heavenward  on  the  way  of  faith 
and  love !  We  were  filled  with  the  consciousness  of  His  nearness 
in  our  beautiful  religious  services,  in  the  proclamation  and 
consideration  of  the  word  of  life,  and  in  the  observance  of  His 
holy  institutions.  Our  hearts  must  be  lifted  up,  and  our  mouths 
must  be  filled  with  praise  and  thanksgiving  to  Him,  Who  reigns 
over  us  in  grace  and  truth  forever. 

The  greatest  and  the  best  can  never  be  put  into  words,  but 
we  will  not  fail  to  tell  what  can  be  told,  and  to  remind  our- 
selves of  one  and  another  thing  which  has  distinguished  this 
year.

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The  Results  of  last  year's  Synod  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren 
reached  us  in  the  first  week  of  this  year,  and  were  at  once 
presented  to  the  congregation.  Immediately  after  the  publica- 
tion of  the  Results  of  Synod  a  new  Congregation  Council  and 
Aufseher  Collegium  were  elected. 

This  congregation  had  expressed  a  wish  to  purchase  the  land 
held  in  rent  from  the  Unity  Administration.  This  was  approved 
by  Synod  and  the  transfer  has  been  properly  made. 

During  this  year,  also,  the  long-time  wish  of  many  members 
of  this  congregation  has  been  realized,  and  a  boys  boarding 
school  for  this  town  has  been  begun  in  the  former  Brothers 
House.  The  school  was  opened  on  the  first  of  July  with  five  of 
our  congregation  boys: — Gotthold  and  Carl  Pfohl,  Charles  and 
William  Benade,  and  Christian  Ruede.  The  Brn.  August  Hein- 
rich  Schulz  and  Johann  Heinrich  Kluge  had  been  called  from 
Nazareth,  and  arrived  at  the  end  of  July.  The  Brn.  Samuel 
Thomas  Pfohl  and  Nathanael  Byhan  had  been  teaching  in  the 
boys  day-school,  and  these  four  were  placed  as  teachers  and 
supervisors  in  the  new  institution.  They  live  in  the  two  rooms 
arranged  for  the  use  of  the  pupils.  Br.  Wilhelm  Ludwig  Benzien 
will  share  in  the  teaching,  will  keep  the  accounts,  and  he  and  his 
wife  will  furnish  the  meals  for  the  teachers  and  pupils.  Br. 
Andreas  Benade  has  been  appointed  Inspector  by  the  Provincial 
Elders  Conference.  There  were  two  main  objects  in  the  opening 
of  a  boarding  school  for  boys  in  our  town.  One  was  to  gain 
more  advanced  instruction  for  our  own  boys,  and  a  beginning 
has  already  been  made  with  this.  Our  town  boys  will  not  only 
attend  all  the  classes,  and  so  share  in  all  branches  taught,  but 
at  certain  appointed  times  they  will  be  in  the  school  building, 
and  under  the  supervision  of  their  teachers  will  be  held  to  indi- 
vidual industry  in  preparing  for  their  classes.  The  second  ob- 
ject, the  education  of  outside  boys,  is  promising.  In  more  than 
one  way  the  opening  of  this  school  has  been  made  known  to 
the  public.  Two  foster  sons  have  already  entered;  nine  others 
have  applied  and  all  except  one  are  expected  shortly.  May  our 
Lord  look  with  approval  upon  the  undertaking.  May  we  win  the 
approval  of  the  public  for  this  school  as  it  has  been  won  for 
its  older  sister,  the  girls  school,  which  has  flourished  for  so 
many  years. 

Our  happy  and  sympathetic  notice  of  the  great  and  beautiful 
work  of  our  day  in  the  spread  of  the  kingdom  of  God  on  earth, 
in  which  work  our  missions  have  had  so  blessed  a  part,  has  been 
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particularly  attracted  this  year  by  the  Cherokee  mission.  It 
is  the  nearest  to  us  and  the  best  known  among  us,  especially  be- 
cause, at  the  request  of  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference,  Br. 
Theodor  Schulz  visited  there,  and  brought  us  the  most  encourag- 
ing reports  of  the  grace  which  is  evident  among  the  small  but 
increasing  number  of  believing  Indians.  Our  auswartige  mem- 
bers, William  Henry  and  Maria  Clayton,  left  for  Springplace 
last  month  to  assist  in  the  secular  work.  How  we  wish  that  one 
or  two  heralds  of  peace  might  have  gone  with  them,  to  raise 
their  voices  in  that  wilderness  and  to  help  prepare  the  way  of 
the  Lord! 

We  have  remained  in  brotherly  union  with  the  congregations 
around  us.  In  Friedland  a  successful  attempt  was  made  to  or- 
ganize a  Sunday  School,  which  is  progressing  actively.  This 
has  encouraged  us  to  plan  for  the  beginning  in  other  congrega- 
tions of  this  institution,  which  has  been  blessed  in  so  many  ways 
and  is  undoubtedly  useful. 

We  have  been  heartily  sorry  for  the  congregation  of  Betha- 
bara,  which  this  year  has  had  an  epidemic  of  fever,  in  which 
few  members  escaped  attacks.  The  more  reason  have  we  to  be 
thankful  for  the  measure  of  good  health  which  our  town  en- 
joyed, and  especially  because  in  spring  there  were  a  number 
of  cases  of  a  bad  kind  of  fever,  and  we  were  afraid  that  it 
might  spread.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  deaths  this  year 
have  been  nearly  all  of  young  people  or  of  children,  a  warning 
that  preparation  can  not  be  made  too  soon  for  the  step  into 
eternity  which  lies  before  us  all. 

It  is  a  matter  for  gratitude  that  during  the  early  summer,  when 
portions  of  this  and  other  states  suffered  from  prolonged 
drought,  and  fields  and  gardens  were  ruined,  we  had  favorable 
weather.  The  fine  prospect  of  a  good  crop  of  fruit,  especially 
peaches,  was  spoiled,  however,  by  hard  frosts. 

Our  town  has  grown  by  the  building  of  three  new  dwellings 
and  several  work-shops.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  main 
street  has  been  paved.  We  note  with  thankfulness  that  all  this 
work  was  done  without  injury  or  accident. 

On  the  fourth  of  July,  the  jubilee  of  our  country,  fifty  years 
since  the  declaration  of  independence  of  the  United  States,  we 
took  a  happy  share  in  the  celebration  of  the  anniversary,  thank- 
ful for  the  enjoyment  of  civil  freedom  and  rights  as  citizens; 
and  we  prayed  that  these  might  continue. 
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Of  personal  items  the  following  may  be  noted. 

Five  little  boys  have  begun  school  and  two  have  left  school. 
The  present  number  of  boys  in  the  town  school  is  twenty-seven. 

In  the  boys  boarding  school,  seven  have  entered  and  one  has 
left.  Present  number  of  pupils  is  six. 

Six  girls  have  begun  to  attend  school,  and  four  have  finished. 
Thirty-three  town  girls  are  now  attending  school. 

In  the  boarding  school  for  girls  a  new  room  was  opened  this 
year,  so  it  now  has  six-room-companies.  This  necessitated  two 
additional  teachers,  Sr.  Charlotte  Friedericke  Pfohl  and  the 
older  girl  Henriette  Bolow.  Sr.  Eliza  Bagge  went  to  her  eternal 
home,  and  Sr.  Susanna  Elisabeth  Peter  has  married,  and  their 
places  have  been  filled  by  an  older  girl,  Eliza  Vierling,  and  the 
Single  Sr.  Anna  Leinbach. 

During  this  year  fifty-eight  foster  daughters  have  returned 
to  their  homes  and  fifty-six  new  girls  have  entered.  The  num- 
ber of  boarders  now  is  one  hundred  and  twelve.  Among  them 
is  an  Indian  girl  from  the  neighborhood  of  Springplace. 

During  this  year  services  have  been  held  regularly  in  their 
church  for  the  Negroes  of  Salem  and  the  surrounding  terri- 
tory. The  congregation  consists  of  ten  communicants,  and  five 
who  have  been  received,  total  fifteen. 

Salem  Diary,  1826. 
[A  few  extracts  translated."] 

Jan.  6.  Today,  after  long  waiting,  we  received  the  Results  of 
Synod  and  accompanying  papers.  They  came  by  the  post  from 
Bethlehem. 

Jan.  8,  Sunday.  During  the  week  following  this  day  every 
evening  except  Saturday  was  devoted  to  the  reading  of  the 
Results  of  Synod.  The  members  attended  in  large  numbers. 

Also  during  the  week  Br.  Reichel  again  received  a  very  hearty 
and  friendly  letter  from  our  friend  David  Duncan,  a  school- 
teacher in  Paris,  Kentucky.  He  sent  five  dollars  for  the  mission 
in  Greenland  and  five  dollars  for  the  mission  in  Labrador. 

Jan.  15.  The  adult  Brethren  of  the  congregation  met  in  the 
evening  to  arrange  for  the  election  of  a  Congregation  Council 
under  the  new  plan  proposed  to  Synod  and  approved  by  it. 

Jan.  17.  The  adult  Brethren  met  again  and  gave  their  votes 
for  twenty-seven  married  and  three  single  Brethren  for  Con- 
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gregation  Council.  Those  receiving  a  plurality  vote1  were:  John 
C.  Blum,  John  Vogler,  Joh.  Heinrich  Senseman,  Joh.  Heinrich 
Leinbach,  Jacob  Christman,  J.  C.  Wilhelm  Fries,  John  Leinbach, 
Benjamin  Warner,  Isaac  Boner,  Christian  Brietz,  John  Hol- 
land, Samuel  Schulz,  Friedrich  Bolow,  Traugott  Leinbach,  Joh. 
Heinrich  Schulz,  Friedrich  Christian  Meinung,  Wilhelm  Ludwig 
Benzien,  Joh.  Philip  Reich,  Carl  Abraham  Steiner,  George  Folz, 
Matthew  Reuz,  Christian  Burckhard,  John  Ackerman,  James 
Hall,  Conrad  Kreuser,  Abraham  Steiner,  Sr.,  Christian  Winkler, 
married  Brethren;  and  Emmanuel  Schober,  Thomas  Pfohl,  and 
David  Clewell,  single  Brethren.  These,  with  the  Aeltesten  Con- 
ferenz,  Jacob  Blum  as  curator  of  the  Single  Sisters,  Christian 
David  Kiihln  as  congregation  doctor,  Carl  F.  Bagge  as  Fremden- 
diener,  and  Carl  Gottlieb  Clauder  as  chief  Saaldiener,  will  in 
future  compose  the  Congregation  Council,  a  total  of  thirty-nine 
members. 

Jan.  19.  Congregation  Council  met  to  elect  the  Aufseher  Col- 
legium from  among  its  membership,  and  the  following  seven 
Brethren  were  chosen  by  a  plurality  vote :  Joh.  Heinrich  Sense- 
man,  Emmanuel  Schober,  John  Leinbach,  Isaac  Boner,  Abraham 
Steiner,  Sr.,  Wilhelm  Ludwig  Benzien,  and  Conrad  Kreuser. 
These,  with  Gottlieb  Byhan  as  congregation  vorsteher  and  cu- 
rator of  the  widows,  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  as  administrator  of 
the  Unity  estates,  and  Joh.  Jacob  Blum  as  curator  of  the  Single 
Sisters,  will  hereafter  compose  the  Aufseher  Collegium  of  ten 
members. 

Jan.  22.  By  request,  Br.  Reichel  preached  today  in  Waugh- 
town. 

Jan.  2k.  This  afternoon  there  was  the  funeral  of  Sr.  Anna 
Stauber,  maiden  name  Metz,  who  fell  asleep  on  the  22nd,  aged 
87  years,  1  month,  and  10  days.  She  was  the  oldest  member  of 
the  congregation. 

March  5,  Sunday.  Br.  Pfohl,  Sr.,  preached  today  in  Friedland. 

March  26,  Easter  Sunday.  The  morning  was  clear  but  cold. 
Br.  Schulz  prayed  the  Easter  litany  in  English  on  our  God's 
Acre,  in  the  presence  of  a  great  company  of  neighbors  and 
friends  who  had  gathered  from  near  and  far.  Some  came

yesterday  and  some  during  the  night.  They  filled  the  church  for 
the  English  preaching  at  nine  o'clock  and  many  had  to  stand 
in  the  aisles,  but  they  were  very  quiet  and  attentive. 

March  30.  In  the  Hope  congregation  Br.  Denke  married  the 
single  Br.  Emmanuel  Schober,  from  Salem,  to  the  single  Sr. 
Anna  Hanes,  from  Hope. 

Concerning  the  Negro  congregation  it  may  be  added  that  on 
the  20th  of  this  month  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  free  Negro, 
Christian,  who  served  some  years  at  the  Sisters  House.  He  often 
led  the  singing  in  church  with  his  violin.  He  had  a  talent  for 
music;  could  also  read  and  write. 

April  3.  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  set  out  on  his  journey  to  Georgia, 
accompanied  by  our  best  wishes.  The  Provincial  Elders  Con- 
ference has  commissioned  him  to  visit  our  Cherokee  mission. 

April  15.  A  preacher  from  Hillsborough,  named  Witherspoon, 
preached  in  English  in  the  evening.  He  has  been  commissioned 
by  the  American  Sunday  School  Union  to  travel  through  this 
state  and  establish  Sunday  Schools. 

April  18.  After  an  interval  of  seventeen  months  there  was 
again  a  burial  at  Friedland,  that  of  the  married  Br.  Conrad 
Krohn,  who  fell  asleep  on  the  17th,  in  the  early  morning. 

April  26.  The  Lutheran  preacher,  Jenkins,  is  here  on  a  visit 
from  Tennessee.  He  preached  in  the  evening. 

May  5.  Br.  Reichel  set  out  on  a  trip  to  Pennsylvania.  The  doc- 
tor advised  the  trip  for  the  sake  of  his  health. 

May  lJf.  Whit  Sunday.  Br.  Schulz  returned  yesterday  from 
the  Cherokee  mission,  and  at  the  lovef east  today  he  spoke  brief- 
ly of  his  visit,  and  brought  greetings  to  the  congregation  from 
our  missionaries  and  the  Indian  members  there. 

May  28.  Last  month  a  Sunday  School  was  started  in  Fried- 
land,  and  is  continuing  with  enthusiasm. 

June  11.  In  Hope  there  was  the  burial  of  the  married  Sr.  Sarah 
Hamilton,  maiden  name  Schneider.  She  was  the  oldest  person  in 
our  local  congregations,  aged  89  years  and  4  months. 

June  25.  The  heavy  rain  of  this  afternoon  and  evening  caused 
floods  which  did  much  damage  to  the  hay,  wheat,  and  rye  harv- 
ests. 
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June  26.  Br.  Reichel  returned  from  his  trip  quite  well  and 
in  good  spirits. 

July  1.  The  first  four  boys  moved  today  into  the  boarding 
school  for  boys. 

July  Jf.  In  the  afternoon,  in  the  orchard  behind  the  church, 
this  congregation  celebrated  the  jubilee  of  the  declaration  of 
independence.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  pretty  illumination  in 
the  Square.2 

Today  there  was  the  formal  opening  of  the  boys  school,  with 
which  the  day  school  has  been  united. 

July  30.  In  the  diary  of  Friedland  it  is  stated  concerning  the 
events  of  this  month,  that  there  is  continued  interest  in  the 
Sunday  School  begun  last  spring.  On  the  9th  and  30th  of  this 
month  small  books3  were  given  to  the  children,  to  encourage 
them  to  still  more  industry.  It  is  pleasant  to  see  about  seventy 
children  gather  each  Sunday.  They  show  a  real  eagerness  to 
learn.  Several  of  the  larger  pupils  in  one  week  have  memorized 
forty  or  fifty  verses  from  the  New  Testament,  several  short 
Psalms,  two  verses  from  the  Hymn  Book,  and  a  page  from  the 
short  Outline  of  the  Teachings  of  Jesus,  and  can  repeat  them 
one  after  another  almost  without  mistake.  We  have  the  names 
of  seventy-seven  scholars,  and  it  is  seldom  that  more  than  eight 
or  ten  are  absent.  The  school  is  opened  in  the  morning  at  nine 
o'clock  with  song  and  prayer,  and  lasts  until  nearly  eleven 
o'clock.  Then  comes  preaching,  and  usually  another  meeting.  In 
the  afternoon  at  one  o'clock  the  school  begins  again,  lasting  usual- 
ly until  four,  but  sometimes  we  are  not  through  until  in  the 
sixth  hour.  Several  suitable  stanzas  are  sung  in  closing. 

Aug.  23.  In  the  meeting  for  Bible  reading,  Br.  Benade  began 
to  re-read  the  Historischen  Auszugs  aits  den  Bilchem  des  Alten 
Testamentes. 

Sept.  3.  Many  members  were  absent  today.  They  were  at- 
tending a  Camp  Meeting  of  the  Methodists  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Bethania. 


3  The  fence  around  the  Square  had  a  flat  top  rail,  and  on  this  candles  were  placed  at 
intervals. 

3  Publications  of  the  American  Tract  Society  or  of  the  American  Sunday  School  Union. 
Most  of  these  small  books  bore  no  date,  but  in  the  Salem  Moravian  Archives  there  is  a 
copy  of  The  Christian  Pilgrim,  (Pilgrim's  Progress),  published  by  the  "Sunday  and  Adult 
School  Union,"  and  printed  in  Philadelphia  in  1823  by  I.  Ashmead  &  Co.  There  is  also 
a  Second  Reading  Book  which  shows  how  Sunday  School  scholars  were  taught  to  read 
and  were  at  the  same  time  instructed  in  morality  and  religion. 
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In  Hope  the  children  celebrated  their  festival.  In  Friedland 
Pastor  Schober  preached  in  English. 

Sept.  21*.  The  pupils  in  the  girls  boarding  school  observed 
their  annual  festal  day.4  Br.  Benade  held  morning  prayers  at 
nine  o'clock,  and  Br.  Reichel  preached  the  festal  sermon  at  ten. 
At  two  o'clock  was  their  lovefeast,  to  which  a  number  of  Breth- 
ren and  Sisters  had  been  invited  as  guests.  At  five  o'clock  the 
girls  pleased  the  congregation  by  singing  hymns  in  front  of 
their  house. 

Oct.  1.  A  Presbyterian  preacher  named  Mclver,  from  Fayette- 
ville,  arrived  yesterday.  He  was  returning  from  a  journey  to  a 
number  of  Scotch  congregations,  to  whom  he  had  preached  in 
Gaelic.  He  preached  an  edifying  sermon  here. 

Oct.  5.  Members  of  the  local  Society  for  the  Propagation  of 
the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen  had  their  annual  meeting. 

Oct.  8.  Br.  Carl  Van  Vleck  preached.  He  bade  farewell  to 
Bethania  last  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  he  and  his  wife  and 
two  small  children  set  out  for  Pennsylvania. 

Nov.  19.  Sunday.  Br.  Schaaf  preached  the  Thanksgiving  ser- 
mon. 

Dec.  2.  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacobson  arrived  from  Bethlehem.  With 
them  came  the  boy  [Samuel]  Kitschelt,  to  improve  himself  as 
a  silver-smith  under  Br.  Traugott  Leinbach. 

Dec.  7.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  solemn  service,  in  which 
Br.  Benade  ordained  Br.  Christian  Jacobson  a  deacon  in  the 
Brethren's  Church.  His  wife,  Lisette,  maiden  name  Schnall,  was 
received  as  an  akoluthe  by  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  on 
the  following  day. 

Dec.  21*.  In  the  afternoon  a  carriage  arrived  from  Alabama 
bringing  six  children,  two  boys  and  four  girls.  The  boys  were 
the  first  outside  pupils  to  enter  our  boys  boarding  school.  They 
came  from  six  hundred  miles  away,  and  according  to  the  custom 
here  they  spent  each  night  under  the  open  sky,  around  a  camp- 
fire. 

Major  Ridge  also  brought  his  daughter,  Sarah,  to  pur  girls 
school.  They  come  from  Oochgeelogy,  where  his  wife  is  a  com- 
municant member  of  our  Indian  congregation. 


4  The  Chapel  Festival,  which  originated  in  the  consecration  of  the  school  chapel,  was 
observed  for  many  years. 
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Dec.  26.  Yesterday  and  today  the  town  girls  and  boarding 
pupils  in  the  girls  school  presented  a  dialogue  on  the  birth  of 
Jesus.  There  were  Christmas  decorations,  and  the  dialogue  was 
in  the  German  and  English  language. 

Salem  Board  Minutes. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  18.  (Aeltesten  Conferenz.)  For  quite  a  while  a  number 
of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  have  been  objecting  to  the  Sprechen 
before  the  Communion.  This  aversion  has  become  outspoken  since 
the  Results  of  Synod  were  read,  and  there  is  danger  that  mem- 
bers will  attend  the  Communion  service  only  on  days  where 
there  has  been  no  preparatory  speaking,  of  which  there  have 
already  been  instances,  danger  even  that  this  may  become  com- 
mon practice.  We  believe  that  we  cannot  change  the  decisions 
of  Synod,  but  we  think  that  we  must  notify  them  in  so  far  that 
in  the  next  preparatory  sermon  the  members  may  be  told  that 
we  do  not  wish  to  force  the  Brethren  and  Sisters,  and  no  one 
who  absents  himself  or  herself  from  speaking  will  be  harshly 
judged  or  reproved.  No  change  will  be  made  in  regard  to  the 
boys  and  girls,  for  they  need  instruction  and  contact. 

Jan.  31.  (Provincial  Elders  Conference.)  We  read  Br.  Christ- 
lieb  Reichel's  letter,  and  the  section  in  the  minutes  of  the  Synod 
Revisions  Committee  concerning  the  dropping  of  the  custom  of 
reception5  into  the  congregations  in  the  American  provinces.  It 
was  suggested  that  when  young  Brethren  reach  the  age  of  twen- 
ty-one, and  when  young  Sisters  are  admitted  into  the  Choir  of 
Single  Sisters,6  they  shall  be  given  adequate  instruction  in  the 
constitution  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  and  then  they  shall  ex- 
press their  desire  to  adhere  to  these  principles,  making  their 
assertions  in  the  presence  of  the  Brethren  or  of  the  Sisters  of 
the  Aeltesten  Conferenz.  Br.  Benade  shall  write  to  Bethlehem 
about  this  suggestion,  so  that  as  far  as  possible,  the  custom  shall 
be  made  uniform. 

Feb.  6.  (Aufseher  Collegium.)  As  the  plan  of  several  married 
Brethren  to  supervise  the  older  boys  has  not  worked  well,  the 
Single  Brn.  Clewell  and  Theodor  Pfohl  have  been  appointed 
supervisors  for  Sundays  and  festal  days.

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Feb.  20.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  boys  boarding  school  shall  be  carried 
on  as  a  financial  venture  of  the  congregation  diaconie. 

The  work  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Benzien  make  it  necessary  for  them 
to  live  in  the  school.  Br.  and  Sr.  Buchholz  will  move  into  the 
Gemein  Haus,  and  to  give  them  room  the  Aufseher  Collegium 
will  meet  with  Br.  Theodor  Schulz,  and  the  Aeltesten  Conf erenz 
with  the  pastor.  If  it  seems  necessary  Br.  Theodor  Schultz  will 
arrange  a  room  in  his  house  for  visiting  country  ministers. 

March  1.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  It  is  regrettable  that  the  present 
Widows  House  is  so  small  and  so  ill  arranged.  It  is  often  diffi- 
cult to  make  proper  provision  for  widows. 

March  6.  (Auf.  Col.)  Noah  Speck,  overseer  at  Br.  Shober's 
paper-mill,  has  applied  for  baptism.  No  objection. 

The  benches  on  God's  Acre  can  no  longer  be  used  and  must 
be  replaced.  Br.  Byhan  will  meet  the  expense  from  the  town 
fund,  and  Br.  Reichel  will  probably  help  as  the  benches  are  used 
by  the  girls  from  the  boarding  school. 

March  7.  (P.E.C.)  Letters  from  our  missionaries  among  the 
Cherokees  report  that  the  school-house  there  has  been  finished, 
and  that  on  January  9th  of  this  year  school  was  begun  with 
seven  girls,  under  Br.  George  Procke. 

March  15.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Benade  mentioned  that  he  had 
sent  notice  of  the  opening  of  the  boys  boarding  school  to  the 
printer  in  Salisbury,  so  that  announcement  might  be  made  more 
definitely  by  the  use  of  hand  bills  at  various  places. 

March  22.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Warning  must  be  given  to  the  house- 
fathers concerning  the  running  about  of  boys  with  loaded  guns, 
and  against  useless  shooting.  A  stop  must  be  put  to  the  much 
shooting  near  the  town,  and  even  within  the  town  during 
services. 

April  12.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Day  before  yesterday,  Br.  Salomo  Lick 
and  his  family  moved  out  of  town  to  the  oil-mill  of  Br.  John 
Leinbach,  of  which  he  will  take  charge.  Old  Br.  and  Sr.  Martin 
Lick  will  move  into  the  house  which  they  have  been  occupying ; 
and  next  Friday  Br.  and  Sr.  Kuschke  will  move  into  the  former 
Martin  Lick  house. 

April  17.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Salomo  Mucke  has  begun  business 
as  a  cooper  on  his  own  account  in  the  former  old  Holland  house,7 
near  the  former  Beck  house. 


7  The  log  house  built  in  1766  for  the  men  who  were  to  build  Salem. 
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Br.  Hulthin  has  expressed  a  wish  to  give  up  the  manufacture 
of  tobacco,  which  he  has  carried  on  for  the  benefit  of  the  con- 
gregation diaconie.  His  wish  is  granted.  He  has  served  faith- 
fully for  more  than  twenty  years,  and  if  he  needs  financial  as- 
sistance the  congregation  diaconie  shall  give  it.  It  was  suggested 
that  a  house  might  be  built  for  him  on  the  church  lot,  near  the 
house  of  Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Sr.,  and  when  he  no  longer  needs 
it  it  can  be  used  for  some  other  old  person.  He  could  use  as  a 
garden  part  of  the  orchard  behind  the  church. 

May  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Wilhelm  Fries  has  bought  the  stock 
on  hand  and  the  tools  of  the  tobacco  manufacturer  for  about  $74 
more  than  the  inventory  value.  A  number  of  small  articles  shall 
be  given  to  Br.  Hulthin  as  a  present.  He  shall  pay  for  the  wine, 
whiskey,  and  sugar  at  the  inventory  price.  He  may  borrow  or 
buy  the  furniture  as  he  prefers. 

The  store  has  made  a  profit  of  $1860,  of  which  the  congrega- 
tion diaconie  receives  $1116. 

The  tanyard  has  made  a  profit  of  11^.  The  reason  for  the 
small  profit  is  the  outlay  for  a  new  shop. 

The  leather-dressing  business  shows  a  loss  of  $42;  and  the 
pottery  a  loss  of  $173.28%. 

May  29.  Br.  Schweinitz  writes  in  the  name  of  the  Aeltesten 
Conferenz  of  Bethlehem,  and  inquires  whether  work  can  be 
given  to  the  boy  Samuel  Kitschelt,  to  whom  he  gives  a  good 
reputation.  The  boy  has  worked  for  a  year  and  a  half  with  Br. 
Miksch,  the  silver-smith  in  Bethlehem,  and  has  done  well,  but 
cannot  be  given  further  employment  for  lack  of  work.  Br. 
Traugott  Leinbach  wishes  to  have  an  apprentice  and  has  not 
found  one  here,  so  the  Collegium  is  willing  that  Kitschelt  should 
come  to  him. 

June  12.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Heinrich  Schulz  says  that  he  would 
gladly  enlarge  the  business  of  the  leather-dresser  if  the  Col- 
legium can  help  him  find  a  market  for  the  skins.  He  was  advised 
to  pack  a  barrel  of  skins  (large  size)  and  ship  it  to  Gnadau.  He 
should  try  to  sell  the  smaller  skins  to  shoe-makers  or  glove- 
makers,  or  to  a  leather  merchant  in  Philadelphia,  for  dressed 
deer-skins  sell  for  a  third  more  there  than  here.  Further,  he 
was  advised  to  secure  agents  in  Ashe,  Buncomb,  and  Haywood 
counties,  to  buy  the  raw  skins  for  him ;  also  to  advertise  through 
the  newspapers  that  raw  deer-skins  will  be  bought  here.  The 
suggestion  that  artistic  morocca  leather  might  be  made  here 
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was  dropped,  for  the  price  of  morocca  leather  is  too  low  in  view 
of  the  present  price  of  sheep-skins. 

June  lJf.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Brethren  of  the  Aeltesten  Con- 
ferenz  signed  the  contract  for  the  purchase  of  the  Salem  land 
by  the  Salem  diaconie. 

June  22.  (P.E.C.)  It  was  decided  to  pay  the  boys  school  $100 
per  year  for  each  child  of  the  congregation  boarding  there.  De- 
cided also  that  the  Girls  Boarding  School  should  contribute  a  fix- 
ed sum  to  the  boys  school,  say  $600  annually.8  As  everything  is 
more  expensive  here  than  in  Nazareth  the  salary  of  the  teachers 
in  the  boys  school  is  fixed  at  $110  per  year  instead  of  $108.  We 
decided  that  the  salary  of  Br.  Reichel  should  be  $500  a  year,  and 
we  think  that  he  and  his  family  can  be  comfortable  with  this 
sum,9  and  without  living  on  the  School. 

June  26.  (Auf.  Col.)  Nathaniel  Vogler  has  given  up  the  posi- 
tion of  bar-keeper  at  the  tavern.  William  Hauser  will  succeed 
him. 

July  10.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  committee  appointed  to  confer  with 
the  butchers  reported  that  the  three  butchers  had  agreed  to- 
gether upon  the  following  prices  for  meat: — in  September,  Oc- 
tober, and  November,  three  cents  a  pound;  in  December,  three 
and  a  half  cents ;  in  J anuary  and  February,  4  cents  a  pound ;  in 
March,  April,  May,  and  June,  5  cents;  in  July,  four  and  a  half 
cents;  in  August,  four  cents.  They  agreed  further  that  they 
would  cut  the  meat,  and  then  blow  the  horn  before  they  began 
to  sell.  They  asked  that  the  scales  be  tested  and  corrected,  and 
that  they  be  kept  under  lock  and  key,  and  that  the  key  be  de- 
posited in  the  store.  Finally  they  asked  that  this  tentative  plan, 
good  for  one  year,  should  be  announced  publicly,  so  that  every- 
body would  understand  it. 

The  street  fund  shall  bear  the  expense  of  paving  the  main 
street  from  Br.  Winkler's  to  the  Vorsteher  house;  also  for 
work  on  the  Shallowf ord  Road  from  the  boys  school  to  Br.  Sense- 
man.  Paving  shall  also  be  laid  in  front  of  the  market  house. 

July  19.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  a  letter  from  Bethlehem  we  see  that 
the  congregation  diaconie  there  has  decided  to  reduce  interest  on 
borrowed  capital  from  five  to  four  and  a  half  per  cent.  The  en- 
tire situation  in  our  state  is  very  different,  and  we  do  not  con-

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sider  this  feasible  here,  but  the  diaconies  here  shall  not  pay 
more  than  five  per  cent  on  money  borrowed. 

July  2Jf.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Byhan  shall  speak  with  Br.  Warner, 
and  shall  tell  him  that  in  future  no  peddler  shall  be  allowed  to 
use  a  room  in  the  tavern  for  cheap  sale  of  goods. 

Persons  who  are  renting  land  in  the  Salem  tract  shall  be  in- 
formed that  there  is  a  new  owner,10  and  their  former  leases 
have  been  cancelled.  Next  Thursday  evening  the  Collegium  shall 
meet  to  consider  the  terms  of  new  leases. 

Aug.  1.  (P.E.C.)  The  Provincial  Elders  Conference  in  Bethle- 
hem reports  that  Br.  Christian  Jacobson  has  accepted  the  call 
to  Bethania,  and  asks  instruction  as  to  his  journey.  A  carriage 
will  take  Br.  Van  Vleck  and  his  family  north,  as  soon  as  Sr. 
Van  Vleck  can  travel  after  her  confinement,  and  Br.  and  Sr. 
Jacobson  can  come  hither  as  the  carriage  returns. 

Aug.  7.  (Auf.  Col.)  Each  member  of  Salem  congregation  who 
is  a  year  behind  in  church  dues  and  lovefeast  money  should  give 
a  note,  according  to  rule.  Such  a  note  draws  interest,  beginning 
one  year  after  date. 

Levels  shall  be  run  to  the  mill  branch  and  to  the  branch  near 
Opitz  in  order  to  find  out  whether  they  can  be  used  for  more 
powerful  driving  of  the  water-wheel  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  at 
Br.  Th.  Schulz's.  If  it  is  possible  to  install  a  second  piston  to 
raise  the  water  to  the  top  of  the  hill  there  seems  to  be  enough 
water  in  the  spring  to  give  an  adequate  supply  to  the  houses 
on  Church  Street. 

Aug.  9.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  last  Synod  advised  that  houses  be- 
longing to  the  diaconies  should  be  insured  against  fire.  After  a 
full  discussion  last  evening  the  Aufseher  Collegium  decided  that 
instead  of  doing  this  whatever  could  be  spared  each  year  should 
be  set  aside  as  a  House  Insurance  Fund,  each  diaconie  to  estab- 
lish its  own  fund  for  this  purpose.  The  fund  shall  be  put  out  on 
interest,  and  a  start  shall  be  made  immediately.  Conference  ap- 
proves entirely,  for  we  are  not  convinced  of  the  security  of  the 
Insurances  Offices. 

Aug.  20.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  John  Vogler  is  permitted  to  employ 
an  outsider  named  Dobson  as  a  journeyman. 

It  was  mentioned  that  children  have  been  playing  marbles 
on  Sunday  in  front  of  Br.  Fries'  house.  Br.  Byhan  will  ask  Br. 


10  Salem  congregation  diaconie,  instead  of  the  Unity  as  a  whole. 
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Fries  not  to  allow  this ;  will  also  ask  him  either  to  keep  his  cows 
in  the  barnyard  or  to  send  them  away. 

Aug.  31.  (Congregation  Council.)  The  contract  for  the 
purchase  of  the  Salem  Land,  dated  May  1st,  was  presented  to 
the  Brethren. 

Sept.  3.  (Auf.  Col.)  In  addition  to  his  own  painting,  Br. 
Daniel  Wohlfahrt  expects  to  derive  a  sufficient  income  from  a 
collection  of  pictures. 

Sept.  6.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Christian  Blum  has  accepted  the  posi- 
tion of  Fremdendiener,  succeeding  Br.  Bagge. 

Sept.  15.  (P.E.C.)  A  few  days  ago  Br.  Henry  Clayton  came 
in  and  volunteered  for  service  in  the  secular  affairs  of  the  Chero- 
kee mission.  He  and  his  wife  are  dear  people,  of  good  character, 
and  industrious.  He  is  a  shoe-maker,  a  saddler,  and  a  very  good 
farmer,  who  has  kept  his  own  farm  in  good  order,  and  his  wife 
is  an  industrious  housekeeper. 

Sept.  28.  (Cong.  Council.)  To  the  question:  Is  Council  in  fa- 
vor of  adding  new  building  lots  to  those  already  laid  out?  the 
vote  was  unanimously  in  the  negative. 

A  unanimous  affirmative  vote  was  given  to  the  question:  Is 
Council  in  favor  of  instructing  the  fire  inspector,  Br.  John  Vog- 
ler,  to  attend  to  repairs  and  improvement  of  the  little  fire  engine? 

Oct.  10.  (P.E.C.)  The  Single  Sr.  Maria  Rosina  Gambold  has 
asked  permission  to  go  to  the  Cherokee  mission  with  Br.  and  Sr. 
Clayton,  to  visit  her  father,  Br.  Joseph  Gambold.  Permission  is 
given  gladly,  and  she  shall  be  asked  while  she  is  there  to  teach 
the  school,  in  which  there  are  only  girls,  and  to  assist  Br.  and 
Sr.  John  Gambold  in  other  ways. 

Oct.  17.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  vorsteher  was  asked  to  plant  more 
trees  in  the  Square,  wild  poplars  or  lindens. 

Nov.  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  John  Spence,  the  journeyman  tailor  who 
is  working  for  Br.  Charles  Levering,  was  formerly  a  Society 
Brother  at  Gracehill,  Ireland. 

Nov.  22.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  auswartige,  widowed  Sr.  Schmidt 
and  her  daughter  moved  yesterday  into  the  Gemein  Haus  at  Hope. 

Nov.  29.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  auswartige,  single  Dorothea  Chitty 
has  married  Franklin  Burcham,  and  has  thereby  withdrawn  from 
our  congregation. 

We  discussed  an  unpleasant  incident  which  occurred  on  the 
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street  last  Friday  evening.  The  Single  Brother,  Adam  Butner,  in 
the  presence  of  a  Single  Sister,  was  wounded  in  the  head  by 
a  rock  thrown  by  an  outside  young  man  who  has  been  working 
here  for  a  number  of  years,  and  has  hitherto  conducted  himself 
quietly  and  beyond  reproach.  We  were  concerned  over  the  legal 
action  this  involves. 

Dec.  8.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  has  met  with  the  Com- 
mittee in  Bethania  to  discuss  the  proposed  change  whereby  the 
weekly  contribution  of  products  for  the  minister  should  be  drop- 
ped and  money  payments  should  be  substituted.  It  appeared  that 
most  of  the  Bethania  members  favored  this  change,  and  it  was 
believed  that  a  considerable  number  of  house-fathers  would  with- 
draw unless  this  change  was  made.  Br.  Schulz  examined  the 
books  of  the  present  treasurer,  Br.  Johannes  Transou,  and  con- 
vinced himself  that  the  cash  salary  of  $100  had  been  paid 
regularly  from  the  congregation  funds.  The  change  was  ap- 
proved. 

Since  that  conference  with  the  Committee  nearly  all  the  house- 
fathers have  signed  an  agreement  to  add  $3  a  year  each  to  the 
amounts  which  they  are  already  paying  to  the  congregation 
fund,  this  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  pastor  in  lieu  of  products, 
in  addition  to  the  cash  salary. 

Dec.  13.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Our  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Stolts  have 
moved  from  the  Salem  mill  to  Bethania.  They  will  now  belong  to 
the  Bethania  congregation. 

It  appears  that  illuminating  the  Square  at  midnight  as  the 
New  Year  comes  in,  draws  many  outsiders,  so  the  Aufseher 
Collegium  shall  be  advised  not  to  permit  it. 

Dec.  18.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  committee  appointed  to  consider  a 
shorter  way  from  the  upper  part  of  the  town  into  the  Shallow- 
ford  Road  have  found  a  route  leading  from  the  sheds  at  the 
upper  end  of  town,  along  the  fields  to  a  gate,  from  there  along 
the  line  of  the  old  water-pipes  to  the  branch,  over  which  a 
causeway  must  be  laid,  then  up  the  hill  to  the  road  sign  on  the 
highway.  It  was  decided  that  this  road11  should  be  cleared  as 
soon  as  possible. 

The  vorsteher  will  help  Br.  Hulthin  move  into  the  new  house 
which  has  been  erected  for  him,  and  will  have  a  shed  and  garden 
fence  built  for  him. 

u  The  line  of  the  new  Shallowf ord  road  followed  the  present  Brookstown  Avenue  from 
Main  Street,  to  and  along  Shallowford  Street,  then  west  on  First  Street  and  the  Lewis- 
ville  Road.  The  Shallow  Ford  of  the  Yadkin  River  was  a  short  distance  south  of  the 
present  Yadkin  River  bridge  on  the  Lewisville  Road. 
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Bethabara  Diary,  1826. 
[Weather  items  translated.] 

Jan.  2.  The  piercing  cold,  which  began  yesterday,  continued 
today. 

Jan.  7  and  8.  There  was  much  rain  and  the  roads  became  very 
bad. 

Jan.  12.  The  weather  is  unusually  warm  for  this  time  of  year. 
Jan.  1U.  It  rained  heavily  all  day. 

Jan.  21.  Yesterday  it  snowed  rather  heavily.  Today  it  cleared 
and  was  colder  than  it  has  been  this  winter.  The  snow  melted 
slowly. 

Jan.  25.  Colder  than  it  has  been  all  winter. 
Jan.  27.  It  snowed  from  morning  until  noon. 
Jan.  28  and  29.  It  was  very  foggy. 

Feb.  7.  Last  night  a  hard  rain  began  which  has  continued 
without  intermission  all  day  and  until  late  in  the  evening.  The 
roads,  which  were  already  bad,  are  impassible  now. 

Feb.  10.  It  rained  steadily  all  day. 

Feb.  21.  Since  the  18th  it  has  rained  almost  all  the  time.  The 
bad  roads  have  reached  the  worst  possible  state.  It  has  cleared 
today,  and  is  quite  warm. 

Feb.  28.  Before  day  we  had  the  first  storm  of  the  year.  Another 
followed  about  nine  o'clock,  with  sharp  lightning,  heavy  thunder, 
and  much  rain.  There  were  two  or  three  more  storms  in  the 
afternoon. 

March  3.  Since  the  first  there  have  been  storms  every  day,  with 
pouring  rain  which  has  made  the  roads  very  bad. 

March  9.  Yesterday  and  today  there  have  been  storms,  which 
have  made  the  roads  terrible  again. 

March  10.  Late  at  night  there  was  one  storm  after  another, 
with  heavy  rain. 

March  16.  In  the  evening  meeting  we  began  to  re-read  Count 
Zinzendorf's  Gedenken  iiber  verschiedene  evangelische  Wahrheit- 
en. 
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March  20.  In  the  evening  the  reading  of  the  account  of  Pas- 
sion Week  was  continued.  Immediately  afterwards  a  Methodist 
preacher,  Mr.  Hill,  made  a  short  address  in  English  in  our 
church.  He  is  a  grandson  of  our  old,  widowed  Sr.  Sarah  Butner, 
and  has  come  to  visit  his  relatives.  He  spoke  by  their  request,  and 
with  permission. 

March  21.  In  the  afternoon  the  single  Christian  Hauser  and 
the  single  Anna  Johanna  Spach,  both  belonging  to  us,  were 
married  in  the  home  of  the  parents  of  the  latter  by  Br.  Meinung,12 
of  Salem. 

March  26.  On  the  holy  Easter  Day  the  congregation  assembled 
in  the  church,  and  after  the  usual  salutation  and  the  singing  of 
two  or  three  stanzas,  proceeded  to  God's  Acre,  where  the  Easter 
litany  was  prayed. 

March  27.  The  weather  has  become  raw  and  stormy. 

March  30.  With  the  consent  of  the  Committee  the  remains  of 
Anna  Catharina  Butner  (wife  of  Jesse)  were  interred  on  our 
God's  Acre.  A  heavy,  cold  rain  fell  and  the  roads  were  bad. 

April  2,  Sunday.  A  beginning  was  made  in  the  reading  of  the 
extracts  from  the  Results  of  the  Synod  of  1825.  The  extract  was 
prepared  in  Salem  for  use  of  the  country  congregations. 

April  6.  Weather  and  roads  are  unpleasant.  So  many  are  sick 
(with  influenza)  that  the  evening  meetings  must  be  omitted. 

April  10.  Several  severe  storms  followed  each  other,  with  heavy 
rain.  Then  a  storm  wind  from  the  northwest  cleared  the  sky,  and 
it  turned  piercingly  cold.  During  the  night  the  wind  fell,  and  it 
froze. 

April  12.  Last  night  it  froze  again,  so  there  is  no  hope  of  fruit 
this  year,  and  vegetables  have  been  injured. 

April  13.  It  was  so  cold  that  on  standing  water  ice  formed  one 
inch  thick. 

April  1U.  This  was  an  unpleasant  day  with  a  cold  rain. 

April  20.  Since  yesterday  it  has  been  warm,  but  rather  windy. 

April  22.  For  three  nights  there  have  been  light  frosts. 


M  Frederic  Christian  Meinung  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 
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April  29.  After  a  long  period  of  dry,  windy  weather  we  had  a 
much  desired  rain. 

May  1.  In  the  evening  we  had  a  good  rain. 

May  12.  The  nights  have  been  rather  cool,  and  last  night  there 
was  a  light  frost,  but  it  did  no  appreciable  damage. 

Last  night  several  persons  living  in  and  outside  the  town  felt 
a  slight  earthquake  shock. 

May  13.  Last  evening  we  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  Br. 
Theodor  Schulz,  who  passed  through  Bethabara  on  his  return 
from  Georgia  to  Salem. 

May  21.  After  several  weeks  of  dry  weather,  which  has  badly 
injured  all  growing  things,  we  finally  had  a  good  rain. 

May  2J>.  Last  evening  there  was  some  rain,  and  today  a  soak- 
ing rain  fell  for  several  hours.  During  the  following  days  there 
were  fine  showers  which  revived  the  gardens,  meadows,  and 
fields. 

June  6.  During  the  following  week  there  was  some  rain,  but  the 
weather  was  unusually  hot. 

June  11.  No  singstunde  could  be  held  because  of  rain. 

June  13.  The  Methodist  minister,  Mr.  Hill,  preached  this  eve- 
ning in  our  church.  He  and  his  wife  have  come  to  visit  their 
relatives,  the  Butner  family.  There  was  a  fairly  large  audience. 

During  the  following  days  there  were  occasional  showers, 
which  encouraged  growth  but  interfered  with  the  hay  harvest 
which  had  begun  everywhere  this  week. 

June  17.  It  rained  all  day  and  during  the  night,  so  that  some 
of  the  meadows  where  grass  had  been  cut  were  flooded,  and  the 
hay  injured. 

June  23.  Last  evening  there  was  a  rather  hard  storm  and  rain 
which  lasted  until  midnight.  This  evening  there  was  a  similar 
storm  at  the  same  time. 

June  25.  Because  of  an  unusually  hard  rain  the  meadows  and 
the  low  places  were  flooded. 

July  If.  Last  evening  it  began  to  rain  and  continued  steadily 
until  noon  today.  It  again  rained  hard  the  following  night,  mak- 
ing the  roads  very  bad. 
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Br.  Strohle  was  prevented  from  attending  the  Conference  of 
Country  Ministers  in  Salem,  partly  by  the  weather,  and  partly 
because  so  many  members  are  sick  with  fever,  measles,  and  the 
so-called  influenza. 

July  10.  Since  yesterday  the  weather  has  been  oppressively  hot. 

July  23.  It  is  still  almost  unbearably  hot.  After  the  evening 
singstunde  two  clouds  rose  and  met,  giving  us  a  much  desired 
rain,  which  lasted  until  late  at  night.  The  empty  mill-pond  was 
again  filled  with  water,  but  the  meadows  were  flooded. 

July  26.  This  morning  we  had  a  good  rain. 

Aug.  10.  This  was  election  day.  Part  of  our  members  went  to 
Salem  and  part  to  Bethania. 

Aug.  15.  There  were  showers  yesterday  and  today,  but  all  week 
it  was  oppressively  hot  and  the  rain  did  not  cool  the  air. 

Aug.  21.  The  hay  hardest  began,  although  the  heat  was  intense. 
Shortly  before  midnight  there  was  a  storm,  with  much  desired 
rain. 

Aug.  2b.  Early  in  the  morning  there  was  another  good  rain. 
About  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  there  was  a  severe  storm 
from  the  northwest,  with  unusually  heavy  rain  which  lasted  for 
several  hours  and  continued  into  the  night.  Streets  and  meadows 
were  flooded,  and  fences  here  and  there  were  washed  away. 

Aug.  27,  Sunday.  The  afternoon  reading  meeting  was  omitted 
because  of  the  intense  heat. 

Sept.  3.  Most  of  the  residents  of  the  village  who  have  escaped 
the  fever  went  today  to  Daub's,  six  miles  from  here,  to  a  Method- 
ist Camp  Meeting  which  has  been  in  progress  for  some  days. 

For  several  days  the  heat  has  been  very  oppressive. 

Sept.  8.  About  midday  it  began  to  rain  heavily,  and  continued 
into  the  night  with  little  intermission. 

Sept.  10.  The  afternoon  reading  meeting  was  omitted  because 
so  many  were  sick  and  because  it  rained.  The  weather  has  been 
very  humid,  with  occasional  showers. 

Sept.  2^.  Every  day  this  week  has  been  cloudy  and  damp,  and 
partly  rainy.  The  number  of  fever  patients  constantly  increases. 

Sept.  29.  It  finally  cleared.

Oct.  5.  The  weather  is  unusually  warm  for  this  time  of  the 
year. 

Oct.  9.  Yesterday  it  turned  cold,  and  last  night  there  was  frost 
for  the  first  time  this  fall.  Frost  again  tonight. 

Oct.  10.  The  afternoon  was  raw  and  windy. 

Oct.  15.  The  children  had  a  postponed  celebration  of  the  Feast 
of  Angels.  At  ten  o'clock  their  Choir  litany  was  prayed  with  them, 
and  the  chapter  concerning  the  holy  angels  was  read  to  them 
from  the  Idea  Fidei  Fratrum.  Most  of  the  children  were  able  to 
attend,  although  some  are  not  yet  free  of  fever. 

Oct.  22.  Rain  which  began  last  evening  continued  all  night, 
but  today  it  cleared,  and  became  very  cold. 

Oct.  23.  There  was  the  first  frost  of  the  fall. 

Oct.  26.  For  some  time  the  weather  has  been  pleasant  during 
the  day,  but  very  cold  at  night. 

Oct.  28.  A  cold  day  of  rain. 

Nov.  6.  A  day  of  cold  rain  and  wind. 

Nov.  8.  In  the  latter  half  of  this  week  it  froze  every  night. 

Nov.  17.  This  congregation  celebrated  its  anniversary,  for 
which  the  Brn.  Benade  and  Schaaf  and  four  musicians  came  from 
Salem.  Last  night  and  until  ten  o'clock  this  morning  it  rained 
heavily,  but  then  it  cleared  and  was  pleasant.  Very  few  of  the 
members  were  obliged  to  miss  the  services  because  of  fever. 

Nov.  18.  This  was  a  very  cold,  stormy  day.  In  the  morning  it 
snowed  for  about  an  hour.  During  the  following  night  ice  formed 
fairly  thick  on  the  windows.  All  week  the  weather  was  very  cold 
and  windy,  freezing  at  night. 

Nov.  26.  We  had  a  rather  hard  storm  with  heavy  rain.  It  clear- 
ed raw  and  windy. 

Nov.  27.  School  for  the  winter  began  today.  It  could  not  begin 
sooner  because  of  the  fever. 

Dec.  1.  For  some  time  there  have  been  no  new  cases  of  measles, 
but  now  some  of  the  family  of  the  auswartige  John  Rank  are 
sick.  They  have  evidently  caught  measles  from  another  neighbor- 
hood. 
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Dec.  U.  It  began  to  storm  and  rain,  and  continued  with  little 
intermission  until  noon  of  the  8th. 

Dec.  18,  Monday.  The  storm  which  began  Jast  evening  con- 
tinued all  day,  with  snow  mixed  with  the  rain.  For  the  rest  of 
the  week  the  weather  was  raw,  and  it  froze  every  night. 

Dec.  26.  There  was  snow,  followed  by  rain,  and  the  roads  be- 
came very  bad.  In  the  following  days  of  the  week  the  weather  was 
unusually  cold.  The  earth  remained  frozen  hard,  and  in  rooms 
where  there  was  no  fire  the  ice  on  the  windows  did  not  melt. 

Dec.  31.  It  snowed  nearly  all  day  and  until  late  in  the  evening. 

Bethabara  Memorabilia. 

The  fever  appeared  already  in  July,  and  during  the  following 
months  it  spread,  so  that  in  the  village  nearly  everybody  was 
prostrated  by  it  and  many  auswartig  families  had  it  also.  There- 
fore this  year  the  festival  of  the  married  people  could  not  be  held. 
In  some  large  families  nearly  everybody  was  sick  at  the  same 
time,  and  it  was  very  difficult  to  secure  the  necessary  help. 

Bethania  Diary,  1826. 
[A  few  extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  8.  According  to  the  wish  of  many  members,  the  youth 
Eugene  Lehman  was  appointed  to  play  the  organ  for  the  Com- 
munion services. 

School  was  held  regularly  four  days  a  week.  The  number  of 
scholars  has  risen  to  eighteen. 

March  19,  Palm  Sunday.  To  the  celebration  of  our  congregation 
festival  only  one  member  of  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference 
could  come,  Br.  Theodor  Schulz.  Br.  Benade  had  to  hold  the 
confirmation  in  Salem,  and  Br.  Schaaf  had  to  help  with  the  music. 
Br.  Van  Vleck  reminded  the  congregation  that  in  the  fall  it  will 
be  sixty-seven  years  since  Bethania  was  founded,  and  that  the 
nineteenth  of  March  has  a  double  significance,  for  on  that  date  in 
1770  the  corner-stone  of  the  old  Gemein  Haus  was  laid,  and  on  the 
19th  of  March,  1809,  this  church  was  consecrated. 

April  1.  The  Single  Br.  Lewis  Loesch  went  to  Salem  to  accom- 
pany Br.  Theodor  Schulz  on  his  trip  to  the  land  of  the  Cherokee 
Indians. 
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April  2.  Many  members  went  to  the  funeral  of  our  neighbor, 
Lorenz  Wolf,  which  Pastor  Schober  held  at  the  Beaver  Dam 
church. 

April  9.  The  extract  from  the  Results  of  Synod,  prepared  for 
our  country  congregations,  was  read  to  our  members  in  three 
sessions,  and  was  heard  with  attention. 

June  18.  During  these  days  people  were  busy  with  the  rye  and 
wheat  harvest.  Some  hay  was  made  and  brought  in. 

June  25,  Sunday.  In  the  first  service  notice  was  given  that  Br. 
Van  Vleck  had  been  called  as  pastor  to  Newport,  Rhode  Island. 
As  his  successor,  a  call  has  been  extended  to  Br.  Christian  Jacob- 
son,  teacher  in  the  Seminary  at  Nazareth  Hall  and  assistant  to 
the  Inspector  there. 

The  rain  during  the  afternoon  and  night  was  so  copious  that  it 
flooded  the  meadows  and  bottoms,  and  the  Muddy  Creek  was 
swollen  to  an  unusual  degree.  The  flood  did  considerable  damage, 
for  part  of  the  hay  still  in  the  meadows,  also  some  flax,  rye,  and 
wheat,  was  washed  away  or  ruined.  The  three  following  days, 
however,  were  favorable  for  the  drying  of  wheat  and  hay,  and 
much  of  it  was  brought  in. 

July  Uy  Tuesday.  The  jubilee  celebration  of  American  inde- 
pendence was  observed  here,  as  elsewhere.  In  gathering  of  the 
residents  of  the  town  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was  read. 
In  the  evening  most  of  the  houses  were  illuminated.  If  Br.  V.  V. 
had  been  well  there  would  probably  have  been  public  preaching 
today. 

July  16.  Some  of  our  members  went  beyond  the  Yadkin  River 
to  see  a  baptizing.  A  certain  Owen  Tate  was  baptized  (immersed) 
by  the  Baptists,  and  a  great  crowd  was  present. 

The  corn  is  suffering  for  lack  of  moisture.  The  wheat  harvest 
is  better  than  last  year,  but  not  very  abundant,  for  there  was  not 
a  thick  stand  and  the  Hessian  fly  had  done  much  damage;  the 
heads,  however,  were  generally  well-developed. 

July  27.  Br.  Daniel  Wohlfahrt  (the  painter)  came  from  Salem 
to  visit  us. 

July  30.  The  Brethren  who  are  interested  in  establishing  a 
Sunday  School  met  this  evening. 
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Aug.  20.  Our  children  celebrated  their  festival.  The  five  girls 
who  have  had  some  instruction  in  singing  joined  the  Sisters  in 
the  choir  for  the  lovefeast. 

Sept.  3,  Sunday.  There  was  no  public  service  in  Bethania,  for 
nearly  everybody  from  the  town  and  from  the  neighborhood  went 
to  Daub's  (three  or  four  miles  from  here)  to  the  Methodist  Camp 
Meeting.  Br.  V.  V.  himself  heard  an  evangelical  address  there 
this  morning. 

Sept.  10.  The  Negro  Lewis  preached  two  funeral  sermons  to- 
day, for  two  Negro  children  who  died  recently.  One  sermon  was 
here  in  Bethania;  the  other  near  the  home  of  Jacob  Conrad 
(merchant) . 

Sept.  2U.  Br.  Van  Vleck  rode  to  Sponhauer's  neighborhood, 
and  preached  a  farewell  sermon  to  a  large  congregation,  in  the 
fairly  large  school-house  (or  meeting-house) .  At  the  close  of  the 
service  he  distributed  German  and  English  tracts  to  those  pres- 
ent. This  school-house  is  called  by  many  the  public  meeting-house, 
for  the  builders  stipulated  that  it  might  be  used  by  preachers  of 
all  denominations  for  religious  services.  It  is  about  half  a  mile 
from  Solomo  Sponhauer's  tavern,  and  about  ten  miles  from 
Bethania.  It  is  quite  near  the  so-called  Quaker  Road. 

Sept.  26.  It  now  appears  that  the  dispute  about  the  Hauser 
mill-pond  will  come  up  again  at  the  October  court,  or  perhaps 
be  decided  then. 

Sept.  30.  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  visited  in  all  the  houses  in 
town,  bidding  farewell  to  the  members. 

Oct.  1.  Br.  Van  Vleck  preached  his  farewell  sermon. 

Dec.  10.  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacobson  were  presented  to  the  congrega- 
tion by  Br.  Benade,  and  at  a  quarter  before  eleven  Br.  Jacobson 
preached  his  introductory  sermon.  In  the  afternoon  at  one  o'clock 
there  was  the  reception  lovefeast.  Two  anthems  were  sung  by 
the  choir.  Br.  Henry  Schulz  played  the  organ,  and  Br.  Henry 
Kluge  sang  bass. 

Dec.  11.  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacobson,  who  spent  yesterday  and  last 
night  at  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Christian  Loesch,  moved  today 
into  the  parsonage. 

Dec.  16.  There  is  an  epidemic  of  measles  among  the  children, 
which  makes  a  poor  prospect  for  Christmas. 
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Dec.  18.  Measles  continue  to  spread.  Children  are  usually  sick 
one  week.  Adults  suffer  longer,  especially  before  the  eruption 
comes. 

Dec.  2J>.  At  five  o'clock  was  the  children's  lovef east.  Only  a  part 
of  the  children  could  attend.  They  were  either  candidates  for 
measles  or  just  convalescing,  and  they  sat  with  their  parents, 
well  wrapped  up. 

Memorabilia. 

An  unavoidable  consequence  of  the  interval  of  eight  weeks  be- 
tween the  departure  of  Br.  Van  Vleck  and  the  coming  of  Br. 
Jacobson  was  that  Bethania  was  without  a  pastor  for  that 
period.  However,  the  Sunday  services,  funerals,  baptisms,  and 
visits  to  the  sick,  were  cared  for  by  our  Brethren  in  and  near 
Salem, — Benade,  Schulz,  Schaaf,  Reichel,  and  Pfohl,  of  Salem, 
and  Br.  Hubener,  of  Friedland. 

Friedberg  Diary,  1826. 
[A  few  extracts  translated."] 

Jan.  2.  The  smoke-house  was  finished. 

Jan.  29.  After  the  preaching  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  house- 
fathers and  adult  single  men  to  decide  whether  they  would  in 
future  support  the  building  of  the  church,  the  repairs,  and  the 
support  of  the  minister,  according  to  the  plan  agreed  upon  by 
the  Committee  on  the  18th.  As  instructed  by  the  Committee,  Br. 
Christian  Hanes  put  the  question  to  each  individual  member,  and 
the  Brn.  Walk  and  Hege  wrote  down  the  names  and  the  answers. 
Many  were  present,  and  only  one  declined  the  propsals. 

March  5.  Because  of  illness  I  could  not  got  to  Salem  on  the  2nd, 
nor  to  Hope  today.  Dr.  Schuman  came  today. 

March  11.  Members  of  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  spoke 
with  the  men  who  have  given  their  pledges  to  the  Committee. 
Those  who  have  signed  the  agreement,  vill  follow  it,  and  will 
conduct  themselves  in  a  proper  manner,  will  be  considered 
regular  members  of  the  congregation  and  will  be  exempt  from 
muster. 

March  11^.1  married  the  widower  Jonathan  Miller  to  the  single 
Rebecca  Wesner,  in  the  house  of  Jacob  Rominger. 
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March  26,  Easter.  More  people  came  than  the  old  church  would 
hold.  In  good  order,  and  singing  hymns,  the  procession  moved  to 
God's  Acre,  where  the  litany  was  prayed  in  German  and  English. 

April  9.  The  Brotherly  Agreement  was  read,  and  part  of  the 
extract  from  the  Results  of  Synod. 

April  22.  Our  corn  was  planted  by  Jacob  Mack. 

May  21,  Sunday.  Few  came  to  service  as  a  singing-school  was 
held  in  the  neighborhood. 

May  23.  This  afternoon  there  was  a  severe  storm.  Clouds  came 
from  east  and  west  and  met  above  us. 

May  28,  Sunday.  After  the  sermon,  the  finishing  of  the  church 
building  was  laid  upon  the  hearts  of  the  members,  in  view  of  the 
wonderful  escape  from  damage  in  the  storm  of  the  23rd. 

June  18,  Sunday.  Because  of  cloudy  weather  and  pressing  work 
in  the  harvest  few  came  to  church.  A  severe  storm  yesterday, 
with  hail  and  sharp  lightning,  damaged  fences,  meadows,  hay, 
and  grain. 

July  9.  During  the  week  we  harvested  our  oats. 

July  31.  Br.  Schober,  from  Salem,  preached  here  in  German 
and  English. 

Aug.  Jf.  I  visited  the  sick  S.  but  had  little  pleasure  therein.  A 
few  hours  later  he  died  in  drunken  convulsions,  caused  by  his 
periodic  excessive  drinking. 

Sept.  5.  Our  new  church  was  cleared  of  rubbish  and  made 
ready  for  flooring. 

Sept.  28.  Br.  Benade  brought  us  a  design  for  the  pulpit. 

Oct.  15.  This  week  all  were  busy  gathering  and  husking  corn. 

Oct.  22.  As  we  visited  we  heard  reports  of  the  damage  done  on 
both  sides  of  Muddy  Creek  near  the  Yadkin  River,  four  or  five 
miles  from  here,  by  the  tornado- like  storm  of  the  21st.  Some  lives 
were  lost  in  the  storm.  We  had  a  strong  wind,  but  the  center  of 
the  tornado  passed  about  three  miles  south  of  us. 

Nov.  13.  Philip  Rothrock  (son  of  Philip)  and  his  family  moved 
to  the  west. 
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Nov.  26.  Last  week  most  of  the  flooring  from  the  old  church 
was  removed  for  use  on  the  upper  floor  of  the  new  church.  We 
arranged  the  lower  story  of  the  dwelling-house  so  that  services 
can  be  held  in  it  this  winter. 

Nov.  28.  A  stove  was  set  in  the  new  church.  The  men  began  to 
put  on  laths  for  the  church  ceiling. 

Note.  For  the  future  I  state  that  from  the  beginning  the  pastor 
was  opposed  to  plastering  the  ceiling  of  the  church,  but  although 
he  stated  his  reasons  clearly  he  was  over-ruled.  If  an  accident 
happens  it  can  not  be  charged  to  him. 

Dec.  18.  Plastering  of  the  church  ceiling  continued. 

For  the  conclusion  of  the  year  1826  at  Hope. 

(Written  in  English  by  Rev.  C.  F.  Denke.  A  few  paragraphs 

omitted.) 

An  agreeable  and  delightful  task  for  us  to  perform,  presents 
itself  naturally  at  every  returning  round  of  the  sun;  at  every 
such  a  period  we  are  loudly  called  upon  to  rehearse  and  to  re- 
count the  manifold  instances  which  had  occurred  during  the  term 
of  another  year's  pilgrimage,  in  the  trail  of  our  sublunary 
sojourn  in  these  netherworlds,  where  we  experienced  the  im- 
mutable goodness  and  inexhaustible  mercy  of  the  Lord's  all 
superintending  providence.  We  then  stand  astonished,  as  monu- 
ments of  his  grace ;  our  hands  are  folded  and  lifted  heavenward, 
our  eyes  are  cast  down,  our  hearts  throb  in  ecstacy,  our  pulse 
beats  a  faint  anthem  of  thanksgiving,  our  lips  express  praise 
mingled  with  fervent  prayer  and  supplication,  and  the  rational 
soul  is  wrapt  in  holy  glee ;  in  short  our  whole  frame  is  prevaded 
by  a  sensation  past  utterance. 

We  render  thanks  and  praises  to  the  kind  Lord,  the  indulgent 
Parent,  for  having  provided  for  us  food  and  raiment — for  having 
blessed  our  labours,  and  commended  the  ground  and  soil  of  our 
plantations  to  yield  their  due,  and  in  all  of  our  outward  occupa- 
tions we  were  benefitted  by  his  benevolence  towards  us.  But 
above  all  these  duly  prized  things  and  gifts,  he  infinitely  more 
vouchsafed  to  bless  us  in  spiritual  riches,  even  in  the  participa- 
tion of  his  grace  and  holy  ordinances,  by  the  which  we  were  led 
to  a  more  full  and  close  communion  with  Him,  the  Father,  and 
the  holy  Ghost.  .  .  .  We  never  left  this  hallowed  chapel,  but  with 
a  heart  filled  with  gratitude,  and  the  soul  refreshed  and  strength- 
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ened  by  the  delicacies  or  dainties  of  that  heavenly  nourishment 
administered  to  us. 

Moved  to  us  the  widowed  Sister  Elisabeth  Smith  and  her 
daughter  Mary  Ann  Clayton,  both  communicants,  and  who  live 
now  here,  and  are  counted  to  our  number,  as  belonging  to  Hope 
connection.  By  these  means  the  meeting  house  is  inhabited,  and 
somebody  on  the  premises.  A  new  and  elegant  fence  half  around 
the  graveyard  is  completed. 

Reminiscences  of  the  Girls  Boarding  School,  1826. 

The  Academy13  was  then  in  its  infancy;  at  the  same  time  it 
mothered  over  100  daughters,  some  few  still  boarding  in  town 
in  private  families.  Three  rooms  on  the  first,  and  three  on  the 
second  floor  were  occupied  as  dwelling  and  class  rooms.  The  third 
floor  was  the  general  dormitory.  The  dining  rooms  were  in  the 
basement. 

In  the  year  1824  an  addition  was  added  to  the  main  building, 
the  lower  story  to  be  used  for  an  embroidery  room,  the  second 
for  the  chapel,  and  the  third  added  to  the  dormitory.  .  .  . 

We  had  not  progressed  farther  than  the  tallow  dips.  It  was  the 
duty  of  the  day  keepers  to  have  the  candles  placed  ready  on  the 
tables  by  the  time  the  evening  shadows  fell. 

A  large  garden,  some  little  distance  from  the  Academy,  was 
during  the  summer  season  a  place  for  recreation  after  school 
hours.  Each  room  division  had  an  appointed  plot  where  they 
could  plant  and  cultivate  flowers.  .  .  .  The  second  room  girls 
mostly  gained  the  prize ;  their  teacher,  Miss  Steiner,  better  known 
in  later  days  as  Mrs.  Denke,  was  the  botany  teacher  and  her  love 
and  enthusiasm  for  the  science  inspired  her  scholars. 

There  was  a  large  pavilion  in  the  upper  part  of  the  garden 
encircled  by  climbing  roses,  the  Multi  Flora.  This  little  climber 
has  passed  away  and  has  been  succeeded  by  sisters  of  loftier 
names  and  more  brilliant  colors.  Here,  those  who  did  not  take 
interest  in  gardening,  would  sit  in  clusters,  with  book  in  hand. 

Scholars  were  brought  in  private  conveyances.  Some  even  came 
from  Tennessee  on  horseback.  Saratoga  trunks  were  then  not  in 
use,  and  neither  were  they  needed.  A  lady's  wardrobe  was  very 
simple  in  those  days.  A  bundle  of  clothing  hung  from  the  pommel 
of  the  saddle — the  remainder  was  carried  in  saddle  bags  by  the 
gentlemen  that  brought  the  scholars.  .  .  . 


13  These  reminiscences  were  written  many  years  later  by  a  former  student  of  the  Girls 
Boarding  School  who  attended  in  1826.  The  writer  was  Mrs.  Eliza  Wilhelmina  Kremer 
(maiden  name  Vierling,  1811-1899),  the  wife  of  Charles  Kremer  (Kraemer). 
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We  had  our  Christmas  dialogues,  prepared  by  the  Principal. 
The  discourse  related  to  the  birth  and  life  of  the  Saviour,  in- 
terspersed with  anthems  suitable  to  the  occasion.  The  chapel  was 
always  beautifully  decorated  with  transparent  inscriptions  & 
beautiful  oil  paintings  representing  the  birth  of  Christ.  These 
were  framed  in  by  our  different  evergreens.

[Interest  began  in  gold  mines  here  and  there  in  North  Caro- 
lina ;  it  continued  for  a  few  years  but  the  results  were  disappoint- 
ing. Dr.  Elisha  Mitchell  continued  the  work  begun  by  Professor 
Olmstead  in  the  geological  survey  of  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  J.  P.  Caldwell,  president  of  the  University,  published  a 
series  of  letters  advocating  the  building  of  a  railroad  to  transport 
goods  from  the  mountains  to  New  Bern,  from  which  point  they 
could  be  taken  by  barge  to  the  port  at  Beaufort.  The  cars  were  to 
be  drawn  by  horses.  No  action  was  taken  by  the  legislature, 
which,  however,  authorized  lotteries  to  raise  money  for  laudable 
purposes  without  taxing  the  people.  The  North  Carolina  Institu- 
tion for  the  Instruction  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  was  incorporated. 
James  Iredell,  of  Chowan  County,  was  elected  governor  of  the 
state.] 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem 
for  the  Year  1827. 

[Extracts  translated.'] 

Let  us  tell  one  another  what  the  Lord  has  done  for  our  souls, 
and  together  consider  the  blessings  of  our  Father ;  for  we  stand 
again  at  the  close  of  a  year,  and  goodness  and  mercy  have 
followed  us  from  one  day  to  the  next.  Give  to  our  God  the  glory ! 

Never  to  be  forgotten  were  the  festal  days  of  August  12  and 
August  17,  on  which  we  and  our  children  appeared  before  the 
Lord,  and  with  deep  abasement  and  high  joy  considered  how  the 
Lord,  the  God  of  our  Unity,  had  visited  His  people,  and  over- 
powered the  hearts  of  the  fathers  and  the  hearts  of  the  children 
with  the  power  of  His  grace.1  They  were  for  us  holy  days,  days 
of  solemn  renewal  of  our  covenant  of  love  and  loyalty,  a  covenant 
which  has  been  kept  for  a  hundred  years,  and  which  we  hope  and 
desire  may  be  kept  firm  and  unbroken  by  our  most  remote  de- 
scendants. 

When  we  turn  our  eyes  to  our  material  affairs  and  look  about 
us,  we  see  ourselves  in  the  same  places  in  which  we  opened  the 
year  together.  Again  we  envision  the  danger  in  which  our  town 
stood  a  few  days  ago,  when  it  might  have  been  destroyed  by  fire. 
In  the  evening  of  the  21st  of  this  month,  in  the  house  of  one  of 
our  members,  fire  broke  out.  Through  the  help  of  God  it  was 

JThe  religious  experiences  of  August  13  and  August  17,  1727,  in  Herrnhut,  have  come 
down  in  history  as  the  real  re-birth  of  the  Unitas  Fratrum  or  Moravian  Church. 
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discovered  in  time,  and  could  be  extinguished  before  with  in- 
creasing strength  it  spread  farther  and  destroyed  the  house,  and 
who  can  say  how  many  more  might  have  caught.  At  the  same  time 
we  give  our  brotherly  sympathy  to  this  Brother,  for  as  an  agent 
of  one  of  the  banks  of  the  state  he  and  his  bondsmen  have  been 
placed  in  a  painful  situation  through  the  destruction  of  a  very 
considerable  amount  of  paper  money  which  was  entrusted  to  him. 
We  can  only  wish  that  the  directors  of  the  bank  may  not  hold  him 
responsible  for  the  misfortune.  What  made  the  danger  the  more 
dreadful,  and  our  escape  the  more  a  call  for  gratitude,  was  the 
critical  situation  we  were  in  without  the  water  necessary  to  fight 
the  flames,  for  the  unusually  dry  weather  in  the  second  half  of  the 
year  had  caused  a  severe  shortage  of  both  pipe-water  and  well- 
water,  and  some  of  our  cisterns  were  entirely  dry.  It  is  much 
to  be  desired  that  through  a  new  water  system  our  town  might 
in  future  be  provided  with  a  larger  and  more  dependable  supply 
of  this  indispensable  item. 

In  general  we  have  suffered  no  lack  of  essential  food  stuffs,  and 
our  barns  are  again  filled  with  the  rich  blessing  laid  upon  our 
fields  and  meadows. 

It  is  true  that  because  of  the  hard  times  our  trade  and  our 
handicrafts  have  not  done  as  well  as  we  could  have  wished,  but 
industry  and  effort  have  not  gone  unrewarded,  and  we  will  be 
satisfied  with  the  smaller  amounts  which  we  have  received. 

Apart  from  the  epidemic  of  measles  which  affected  many  of  our 
young  people  and  some  adults  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  we 
have  been  spared  from  epidemic  disease,  and  in  general  we  have 
had  a  year  of  good  health  in  which  we  could  rejoice. 

Two  new  dwellings  have  been  built  and  occupied  in  the  town. 
The  beginning  of  a  printing  business  has  added  another  source  of 
support  to  our  town,  as  the  book-binding  shop  did  earlier. 

The  two  schools  in  our  town  have  continued  to  show  appro- 
priate activity  and  offer  the  proper  opportunities. 

In  the  service  of  the  local  congregations  the  following  change 
has  taken  place.  Br.  Gottlieb  Byhan,  hitherto  the  vorsteher,  has 
received  another  call,  and  his  place  has  been  taken  by  Br.  Wilhelm 
Ludwig  Benzien,  who  thereby  becomes  a  member  of  the  Aeltesten 
Conferenz. 

In  brotherly  union  with  the  neighboring  congregations  of  this 
Province  we  have  shared  in  their  special  experiences.  This  was 
particularly  the  case  at  Friedland,  where  on  July  1st  the  pastor, 
Br.  Samuel  Hubener,  and  his  wife,  left  to  take  over  their  new 
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charge,  the  congregation  on  the  Muskingum,  and  Br.  Samuel 
Thomas  Pfohl  and  his  wife  were  introduced  as  their  successors. 
Br.  Pfohl  had  been  ordanied  a  deacon  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren 
on  the  28th  of  June.  In  Friedberg  the  four-year  building  project 
was  completed,  and  the  new  church  auditorium  was  consecrated 
with  the  usual  solemn  services.  We  sympathised  with  Bethabara 
in  the  home-going,  on  September  12,  of  our  Br.  Johann  Ludwig 
Strohle,  who  had  been  a  faithful  pastor  of  the  congregation  for 
many  years.  Since  then  Br.  Jacobson,  of  Bethania,  has  been 
serving  Bethabara  with  Word  and  Sacrament.  A  much  desired 
event  was  the  beginning  of  a  well-attended  Sunday  School  in 
Friedberg ;  and  there  has  been  active  continuance  of  the  one  be- 
gun in  Friedland  last  year. 

Services  have  been  held  regularly  for  the  Negroes  in  and 
around  our  town ;  and  for  them  also  a  Sunday  School  has  begun, 
and  the  younger  folks  who  attend  have  been  given  instruction  in 
spelling  and  reading. 

The  warm  interest  which  we  feel  for  missions  in  general,  and 
especially  for  those  of  the  Brethren,  has  been  maintained  this 
year  by  the  fine  and  touching  reports  received  from  them.  As 
usual,  we  have  been  particularly  interested  in  our  mission  among 
the  Cherokees,  and  the  blessed  work  there  has  moved  us  to  praise 
and  thanks  to  Him  who  gives  power  to  His  word  among  this 
people  so  that  it  does  not  return  unto  Him  void,  but  bears  fruit. 
Our  old,  honored,  Br.  John  Gambold,  who  served  this  mission 
many  years  with  faithfulness  and  blessing,  was  called  home  to 
the  Lord  on  November  7,  in  Oochgeelogy.  Br.  and  Sr.  Schmidt 
have  taken  his  place  there;  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan  have  taken 
charge  of  Springplace  for  the  present.  With  them  went  their  son 
Nathanael  to  take  charge  of  the  Indian  school,  and  their  younger 
daughter,  Rahel,  who  will  help  with  the  housekeeping. 

Four  little  boys  have  entered  school,  and  six  have  left.  The 
number  attending  the  school  for  little  town  boys  is  at  present 
twenty-seven.  Nine  outside  boys  have  entered  the  boarding 
school  this  year,  and  four  have  returned  to  their  homes;  the 
present  number  stands  at  seven. 

Teachers  who  have  left  the  boys  school  are  the  Brn.  Wilhelm 
Ludwig  Benzien,  Thomas  Pfohl,  and  Nathanael  Byhan.  On  the 
other  hand  the  Brn.  Heinrich  Gottlieb  Clauder  and  Joshua 
Boner  have  been  installed. 

Seven  little  town  girls  have  entered  school,  and  five  have  left. 
Forty-six  boarding  pupils  have  entered,  and  seventy-two  have 
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returned  to  their  homes.  The  following  teachers  have  left  the 
school :  Johanna  Catharina  Reich,  Anna  Abigail  Leinbach,  Sophia 
Christina  Kitschelt,  Maria  Henriette  Bolow,  and  Regina  Elisa- 
beth Leinbach.  The  following  have  entered  as  teachers:  Anna 
Elisabeth  Christ,  Gertraut  Spach,  Lucia  Theophila  Benade, 
Sophia  Dorothea  Byhan,  and  Dorothea  Sophia  Rude. 

Diary  of  Salem  Congregation,  1827. 

Jan.  2.  Again  today  three  boys  came  to  our  boarding  school 
for  boys. 

Jan.  Jf.  In  Hope  there  were  the  burials  of  two  persons,  a 
mother  and  her  daughter;  the  latter  passed  away  on  the  2nd, 
and  the  former  on  the  3rd.  The  daughter  was  married  Sarah 
Moss,  thirty  years  old;  the  mother,  Lydia  Davis,  a  widow, 
seventy-four  years  old. 

Jan.  9.  The  children's  hour  could  not  be  held  because  measles 
are  beginning  to  spread  among  our  children,  especially  in  the 
girls  school. 

Jan.  11.  It  snowed  heavily  all  day. 

Jan.  12.  Br.  Benade  held  the  quarter-hour  service  for  the 
Single  Sisters,  and  announced  that  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendation  of  Synod  in  the  constitution  and  doctrine  of 
the  Unity  of  Brethren  instruction  would  be  begun  for  Sisters 
under  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

Jan.  1U,  Sunday.  The  diary  of  Synod  was  received  recently 
from  Europe,  and  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  we  began  to 
read  it,  continuing  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Jan.  16.  Br.  Benade  began  the  instruction  for  the  Single  Sis- 
ters. In  addition  to  the  ten  younger  Sisters  a  number  of  older 
ones  came,  so  that  in  all  twenty-five  were  present.  The  instruc- 
tion will  be  given  each  Tuesday  and  Thursday  for  about  three 
weeks. 

Jan.  28,  Sunday.  In  the  morning  at  ten  o'clock  there  was  the 
funeral  of  the  married  Br.  Andreas  Brosing,  the  oldest  member 
of  this  congregation.  He  was  born  on  April  5,  1742,  in  Upper 
Lusatia.  His  age  was  84  years,  9  months,  and  20  days. 

Feb.  18.  Br.  Benade  and  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  were  in  Fried- 
land  for  the  observance  of  the  anniversary  of  that  congrega- 
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tion.  The  attendance  was  large,  for  weather  and  roads  were 
favorable. 

Feb.  25.  In  the  Communion  lovefeast  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  pre- 
sented the  names  of  the  twenty  persons  who  are  to  receive  in- 
struction prior  to  confirmation  for  the  Holy  Communion  on  next 
Maundy  Thursday. 

March  U,  Sunday.  Today  several  Sisters  began  to  teach  the 
Negro  young  people,  in  their  church,  giving  them  instruction 
in  English  spelling,  and  reading. 

April  12,  Maundy  Thursday.  The  Single  Brother  Johann 
Hausler,  who  had  already  been  confirmed  and  had  been  a  com- 
municant in  the  Lutheran  Church,  partook  of  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per with  us  for  the  first  time. 

April  15,  Easter  Sunday.  It  was  an  unusually  beautiful  spring 
morning,  and  the  Easter  Morning  Litany  was  prayed  at  sun- 
rise by  Br.  Reichel  in  the  presence  of  a  great  company  of  people 
who  had  gathered  from  near  and  far.  At  the  nine  o'clock  preach- 
ing service  the  church  was  as  full  as  it  could  be,  and  many 
stood  in  the  vestibule  and  outside. 

Br.  Thomas  Pfohl,  Jr.,  held  the  services  in  Hope. 

April  2U.  In  the  evening  service  the  single  Br.  John  Martin 
Lick  was  married  to  the  single  Sr.  Anna  Maria  East.  Their 
formal  bethrothal  took  place  last  Sunday. 

April  28.  The  widowed  Br.  Gottfried  Stauber  came  hither 
from  Bethabara,  and  will  live  here. 

May  7.  In  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  Br.  Benade  offered 
special  petitions  for  our  two  educational  institutions,  as  things 
have  happened  recently  which  threatened  to  disturb  the  inner 
life  of  our  Girls  School,  through  the  forbidden  acquaintance  of 
a  young  Brother  with  a  boarding  pupil.  The  young  man  must 
be  sent  away. 

May  17.  The  youth,  Josua  Boner,  returned  from  Nazareth,  as 
his  poor  health  and  especially  a  weakness  of  the  eyes  have  made 
it  impossible  to  continue  his  studies  there. 

June  1.  The  public  Examination  in  our  Boarding  School  for 
Girls  was  held  yesterday  and  today.  Many  parents,  relatives, 
and  friends  of  the  girls  came  for  it. 
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June  12.  In  the  evening  meeting  there  was  the  marriage  of 
the  single  Br.  Samuel  Thomas  Pfohl  to  the  single  Sr.  Anna 
Elisabeth  Schroeter.  Br.  Benade  held  the  service. 

June  11*.  In  the  evening  meeting  the  single  Br.  Joh.  Jacob 
Chitty  was  married  to  the  single  Sr.  Anna  Dorothea  Leinbach 
by  Br.  Benade. 

June  21.  At  five  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral  of  Sr.  Ann 
Johanna  Kuschke,  maiden  name  Graff,  who  fell  asleep  yesterday 
morning.  The  entire  congregation  was  thankful  for  her  release 
from  the  pitiful  condition  in  which  she  has  been  for  years. 

June  28.  Br.  Samuel  Thomas  Pfohl  was  ordained  a  deacon  of 
the  Unity  of  Brethren  by  Br.  Benade. 

July  1.  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  were  presented  to  the  Friedland 
congregation,  and  Br.  Pfohl  preached  his  first  sermon  as  pastor. 
Br.  and  Sr.  Hubener  took  an  affectionate  leave  from  the  congre- 
gation, and  came  to  Salem  with  Br.  Benade. 

July  3.  Br.  and  Sr.  Hubener  left  for  Muskingum,  accompanied 
by  our  best  wishes,  and  by  Br.  Martin  Hauser  who  took  their 
baggage. 

July  4.  This  national  day  of  remembrance  was  this  time  en- 
tirely quiet,  and  without  special  observance. 

July  8.  In  Friedland  the  Sunday  School  reopened  under  the 
leadership  of  Br.  Pfohl. 

July  12.  The  single  Br.  Joh.  David  Clewell  was  married  to 
the  single  Sr.  Johanna  Catharina  Reich. 

July  16.  Today  a  badly  disabled  soldier  was  here.  He  had 
served  under  Napoleon  in  the  advance  on  Moscow,  and  in  the 
battle  near  Leipzig,  and  later  had  moved  to  this  country  with 
his  wife.  He  aroused  much  sympathy  here,  and  many  gifts  were 
bestowed  upon  him. 

July  22,  Sunday.  At  the  request  of  members  in  Friedland,  a 
singing  school  was  begun  for  them,  to  increase  their  acquaint- 
ance with  our  tunes. 

July  28,  Saturday.  This  was  the  day  appointed  for  the  conse- 
cration of  the  new  church  in  Friedberg. 

Aug.  5.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  special  meeting  to  prepare 
for  the  celebration  of  the  centennial  of  August  Thirteenth, 
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which  will  be  observed  on  the  preceding  day,  August  12,  as  in 
our  town  Sunday  is  the  day  on  which  we  have  the  fewest  visits 
from  outsiders,  and  therefore  are  least  disturbed,  while  on  the 
contrary  Monday  is  the  least  peaceful. 

Aug.  6.  In  the  evening  we  began  to  reread  the  story  of  the 
Thirteenth  of  August,  taking  it  from  the  Gedenktage  der  er- 
neuerten  Bruderkirche. 

Aug.  9,  10.  No  evening  services,  as  freshly  washed  curtains 
were  being  hung  in  the  church. 

In  the  night  between  the  9th  and  10th  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl,  at 
Friedland,  lost  their  dryhouse  by  fire.  Fortunately  no  other  dam- 
age was  done. 

Aug.  11.  The  congregation  assembled  in  the  evening  for  a 
closing  meeting  before  the  festal  day  on  the  morrow. 

Aug.  12,  Sunday.  Early  in  the  morning  suitable  announcement 
of  the  day  was  made  by  the  wind  instruments.  At  half  past 
nine  in  the  morning  we  met  before  the  Lord  our  God.  Holy  joy 
and  thankful  astonishment  seized  us  as  we  considered  that  day, 
which  made  this  a  festal  day  for  us.  Our  hearts  were  warm  as 
we  thought  of  the  glorious  Lord,  full  of  grace  and  truth,  who 
then  revealed  Himself  to  our  fathers  ....  In  the  afternoon  at 
half  past  one  o'clock  we  had  the  festal  lovefeast,  singing  with 
happy  and  thankful  hearts  the  ode  which  the  Unity  Elders  Con- 
ference had  sent  us.2  Then  we  had  a  most  blessed  participation 
in  the  Lord's  Supper,  which  was  held  in  two  sections  .... 
They  were  heavenly  hours.  In  the  evening  service  at  half  past 
seven  o'clock  we  took  once  more  a  loving  glance  at  the  past,  and 
looked  forward  with  hope  into  the  future.  It  was  a  day  which 
the  Lord  had  made,  in  which  we  were  quiet  and  happy  before 
Him. 

It  was  a  token  of  His  grace  that  just  today  we  had  a  visit 
from  the  governor  of  our  state,  Mr.  Burton,  and  the  bishop  of 
the  English  Church  in  North  Carolina,  Mr.  Ravenscroft.  They 
were  invited  to  our  services,  and  both  attended  the  morning 
meeting  and  the  lovefeast,  and  according  to  his  wish  Bishop 
Ravenscroft  shared  with  us  in  the  Holy  Communion. 

Aug.  IS.  The  centennial  was  observed  with  blessing  in  Fried- 
land.  Here  in  the  evening  there  was  a  liturgical  service,  giving 
thanks  for  the  blessing  we  enjoyed  yesterday. 

2  Copies  for  use  of  the  congregation  were  printed  in  Salisbury,  N.  C,  by  Philo  White, 
printer.  The  copy  preserved  in  Salem  Moravian  Archives  shows  lack  of  proof  reading! 
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Aug.  16.  In  the  morning  at  eight  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral 
of  the  married  Sr.  Anna  Aurelia  Herbst,  maiden  name  Wein- 
strauch,  who  fell  asleep  unexpectedly  yesterday  morning.  She 
was  born  October  7,  1748,  in  Cape  Town,  South  Africa,  where 
her  father  was  in  government  service.  When  she  was  eight  years 
old  her  mother  died,  leaving  four  little  children.  In  her  thirteenth 
year  her  father  took  the  children  to  Holland,  and  went  on  to 
Suriname,  leaving  them  in  Zeist.  In  1789  she  accepted  a  call  to 
go  to  Jamaica  and  marry  the  single  Br.  Jonas  Christoph  Herbst, 
who  was  a  missionary  there.  In  1796  she  and  her  husband  and 
little  son  went  to  Bethlehem,  and  in  the  following  year  came  to 
Salem.  Her  age  was  78  years,  10  months,  and  8  days. 

Aug.  17.  The  children  had  their  morning  prayers  in  the 
church,  which  had  been  decorated  for  their  festal  day  with 
garlands  of  flowers  and  leaves.  At  ten  o'clock,  in  the  festal  ser- 
mon, Br.  Benade  spoke  lovingly  and  impressively,  reminding 
them  how  the  Saviour  had  manifested  Himself  to  the  children  in 
the  Unity  of  Brethren  for  a  hundred  years,  showing  that  He  want- 
ed children  to  come  to  Him.  ...  At  two  o'clock  was  the  festal 
lovefeast,  and  the  singing  of  an  ode  sent  by  the  Unity  Confer- 
ence. The  parents  of  the  children  and  the  boarding  pupils  from 
our  girls  school  were  guests  at  the  lovefeast.  In  the  evening,  in 
the  gemeinstunde,  the  church  was  illuminated  with  one  hundred 
wax  tapers  on  the  galleries.  As  the  congregation  left  the  church 
the  members  found  the  Square  beautifully  illuminated,  and  in 
its  light  chorales  were  played  and  sung  alternately,  and  so  this 
joyous  festal  occasion  was  closed  with  praise  and  thanksgiving, 
and  with  the  hope  that  its  celebration  might  leave  an  enduring 
and  blessed  impression  on  our  children. 

The  centennial  was  also  observed  in  Friedland  today  with 
blessing. 

Aug.  19.  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl,  Sr.,  preached  in  Friedland. 

Aug.  22.  In  the  morning  at  eight  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral 
of  the  married  Br.  Joh.  Friedrich  Bolow,  who  fell  asleep  day  be- 
fore yesterday. 

Aug.  25.  After  a  long  drought  there  was  an  unusually  stormy 
rain,  which  lasted  until  the  following  day,  and  cooled  the  air 
considerably. 

Aug.  26.  In  the  gemeinstunde  Br.  Benade  drew  attention  to 
the  fact  that  tomorrow  would  be  the  centennial  of  the  beginning 
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of  the  Hourly  Intercession,3  and  encouraged  the  congregation 
to  the  faithful  use  of  prayer,  and  petitions,  since  we  had  tangible 
evidence  that  therein  lay  our  strength  for  maintaining  the  wel- 
fare of  our  Unity,  and  our  ability  to  promote  the  spread  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  among  Christians  and  heathens. 

Sept.  12.  In  the  morning  we  received  notice  that  it  had  pleased 
our  Lord  to  bring  to  an  end  the  life  of  our  Br.  Joh.  Ludw.  Strohle, 
pastor  in  Bethabara,  after  a  short  illness  with  an  internal 
trouble.  This  home-going  was  announced  to  the  congregation 
in  the  evening,  after  the  Bible  reading. 

Sept.  13.  The  single  Br.  Christian  Ludwig  Ebbecke,  of  Scho- 
neck,  [Pa.]  was  married  to  the  single  Sr.  Charlotte  Christine 
Schulz,  of  Salem. 

Sept.  16.  There  was  the  marriage  of  the  single  Br.  Thomas 
Christmann  to  the  single  Sr.  Maria  Henriette  Boelow. 

In  Friedland  the  house-fathers  met,  and  elected  Br.  Petrus 
Transou  as  trustee  of  the  congregation,  and  Br.  Philip  Schneider 
as  a  member  of  the  Committee. 

Oct.  6.  In  the  morning  at  ten  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral 
of  an  outsider,  the  married  Mrs.  Carolina  Amelia  Bulow,  of 
Charleston.  She  and  her  husband  and  brother  had  been  to 
springs  in  Virginia,  but  her  condition  continued  to  grow  worse, 
and  on  her  return  journey  she  did  not  get  further  than  to  an 
inn  twelve  miles  from  here  where  she  departed.  Her  husband 
and  brother,  who  were  known  in  Salem,  sent  a  request  that 
she  might  be  buried  on  our  God's  Acre,  in  our  manner,  which 
was  gladly  granted.  The  remains  were  brought  here  this  morn- 
ing, and  after  an  address  by  Br.  Reichel,  in  English,  in  the 
church,  she  was  interred  during  our  burial  liturgy,  in  our  God's 
Acre,  in  the  .row  reserved  for  outsiders.  Those  who  came  with 
her  were  very  grateful  for  the  sympathy  and  attention  shown 
to  them. 

Oct.  7.  Our  Br.  Gottlieb  Schober,4  Lutheran  preacher,  preach- 
ed here  today  for  the  first  time,  and  spoke  in  an  edifying  man- 
ner. 

Oct.  8,  9.  We  were  very  thankful  for  rain,  for  the  long-con- 
tinued dry  weather  had  made  all  water  courses  so  low  that  mills

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had  difficulty  in  running,  and  the  lack  of  flour  for  baking  began 
to  be  very  serious. 

Oct.  lUy  Sunday.  Br.  Wilhelm  Benzien,  who  has  been  called 
to  take  the  place  of  Br.  Byhan  as  vorsteher  of  the  Salem  con- 
gregation, was  formally  presented  to  the  congregation  for  that 
office.  Affectionate  good  wishes  were  given  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan, 
who  with  their  children  Nathanael  and  Rahel  will  leave  this 
week  for  their  post  in  the  mission  at  Springplace. 

Nov.  Jf.  Pastor  Schober  preached  in  English  in  Friedland. 

Nov.  8.  There  was  the  funeral  of  the  married  Sr.  Anna  Elisa- 
beth Christmann,  who  fell  asleep  on  the  6th  with  quinsy.  The 
death  excited  general  sympathy,  for  she  was  young  and  had 
been  married  only  a  few  years. 

Nov.  23.  Br.  Benade  preached  the  harvest  thanksgiving 
sermon. 

Dec.  2,  First  Sunday  in  Advent.  In  opening  the  gemeinstunde 
the  Hosanna  chorus  was  sung.  At  the  close  of  the  service  notice 
was  given  of  the  news  received  today  that  our  worthy  Br.  John 
Gambold  had  ended  his  service  on  November  7  in  Oochgelogy, 
and  had  entered  into  the  joy  of  his  Lord,  after  many  years  of 
faithful  service  in  the  Cherokee  mission. 

Dec.  5.  In  Hope  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  widowed  Br. 
Christopher  Elrod,  who  passed  away  yesterday. 

Dec.  11.  There  was  the  funeral  of  the  married  Br.  Christoph 
Vogler,  who  fell  asleep  on  the  9th.  He  was  born  on  Sept.  28, 
1765,  at  Broadbay,  in  New  England;  came  to  Wachovia  with 
his  parents;  and  from  his  ninth  year  on  was  a  member  of  the 
congregation  of  Salem.  He  learned  the  craft  of  a  gunsmith,  and 
after  his  marriage  carried  on  that  business  with  industry  and 
success.  He  was  the  father  of  seven  children.  In  the  course  of 
this  year  he  built  a  new  dwelling  in  Salem,  into  which  he  moved 
a  few  weeks  ago.  Then  his  former  ill-health  took  a  more  serious 
turn,  and  he  passed  away  in  his  63rd  year. 

Dec.  20.  The  single  Br.  Nathanael  Vogler  was  married  to  the 
single  Sr.  Anna  Maria  Fischel. 

Dec.  21.  The  usual  evening  liturgical  service  could  not  be  held. 
Just  a  few  minutes  before  the  hour  for  the  meeting  we  were 
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frightened  by  a  fire  alarm.  The  fire  was  in  the  house  of  our  Br. 
Christian  Blum,  and  in  the  room  in  which  he  carried  on  his  busi- 
ness as  agent  of  the  Cape  Fear  Bank.  He  had  just  left  the  room, 
to  perform  his  duty  as  a  Saaldiener,  when  the  fire  broke  out.  This 
apparently  caught  from  a  spark  that  fell  on  the  paper  when  the 
candle  was  put  out.  Fortunately  it  was  discovered  immediately, 
and  although  the  table  with  the  papers  and  banknotes  were  in  full 
flame,  the  fire  was  extinguished  before  it  spread  any  further. 
Great  was  the  escape  of  the  house,  and  of  the  entire  town ;  great 
also  was  the  loss  in  paper  money,  for  investigation  showed  that 
in  the  time  of  ten  minutes  bank  notes  to  the  amount  of  $10,000 
had  been  destroyed  in  this  manner. 

Dec.  23,  Sunday.  Instead  of  preaching  we  had  a  special  service 
to  give  thanks  to  God  our  Lord  for  the  protection  given  to  our 
town  yesterday.  Yet  we  must  not  forget  that  it  is  our  duty  to  take 
every  precaution  to  avoid  damage  and  misfortune.  We  thought 
with  sympathy  of  our  sorely  afflicted  and  deeply  depressed  Br. 
Christian  Blum. 

Salem  Board  Minutes,  1827. 

Jan.  10.  (Aeltesten  Conferenz)  Word  has  been  received  from 
New  York  that  Br.  Carl  Van  Vleck  and  his  wife  finally  reached 
Newport  [Rhode  Island]  on  December  17,  and  were  received  in 
love  by  the  members  there. 

Jan.  15.  (Aufseher  Collegium)  The  new  street5  shall  be  laid 
out  parallel  with  the  cross  street6  by  the  leather-dresser's  and 
with  the  lane  on  the  north  side  of  Br.  John  Ackermann's  lot,  then 
along  the  side  of  the  northwest  lots,7  then  diagonally  to  the  bars. 
In  surveying  building  lots  there  care  must  be  taken  of  the  water- 
pipe  line  which  crosses  some  of  them,  and  the  Collegium  decided 
that  the  pipe  line  should  be  changed  so  that  it  would  run  with 
one  side  of  the  lots,  and  that  the  lot  on  which  it  would  be  located 
should  receive  eighteen  feet  more  frontage  than  the  others. 

The  Collegium  also  considered  the  division  of  the  former  Beck 
plantation8  among  individual  citizens.  Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Jr., 
asked  for  the  part  of  this  old  plantation  which  will  be  north  of 
the  new  street.

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It  was  noted  that  a  lottery  existed  in  town,  of  which  the  Col- 
legium disapproved.  Br.  John  Leinbach  was  commissioned  to 
advise  the  participants  to  withdraw  from  it. 

Collegium  appropriated  $10  for  the  relief  of  neighbors  whose 
property  suffered  considerable  damage  in  the  recent  tornado-like 
storm. 

Jan.  19.  (Congregation  Council)  The  Council  was  called  today 
to  consider  the  application  of  Br.  Christoph  Vogler  who  wishes  to 
build  a  brick  house  on  the  piece  of  land  between  Philip  Reich  and 
the  Negro  God's  Acre.  At  its  last  session  Council  resolved  to  lay 
out  no  new  building  lots  while  some  still  stand  vacant,  and  this 
piece9  is  really  outside  the  map  of  the  Salem  house  lots,  so  the 
question  was  put :  Does  Council  wish  to  make  an  exception,  and 
permit  Br.  Christoph  Vogler  to  build  a  brick  house  on  the  land 
between  Philip  Reich  and  the  Negro  God's  Acre?  The  majority 
favored  it. 

Jan.  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Christoph  Vogler  presented  to  the  Col- 
legium the  plan  for  his  house,  which  will  have  a  30  ft.  front  and 
26  ft.  depth.  No  objections  were  raised. 

A  letter  from  Br.  Christlieb  Reichel,  our  correspondent  in  the 
Unity  Elders  Conference,  reported  that  Br.  Schaffner  of  Neu 
Wied  had  been  given  a  call  to  come  to  Salem  and  take  charge  of 
the  pottery.  The  letter  from  Br.  Schaffner,  which  was  enclosed, 
was  read.  It  showed  that  he  is  an  intelligent  man,  who  considers 
his  work  well  in  advance ;  but  it  also  admits  that  he  is  not  pro- 
ficient in  work  on  the  potter's  wheel,  but  says  that  he  can  spend 
the  winter  in  gaining  experience  with  it.  He  wishes  to  be  of 
service  to  the  Unity,  but  will  reserve  final  decision  until  he  re- 
ceives the  answer  to  several  questions.  The  Collegium  advises 
that  instead  of  being  brought  over  as  master  potter  he  should 
come  at  his  own  expense,  and  work  here  as  a  journeyman  until 
he  knows  us  and  we  know  him.  If  he  seems  suited  for  the  position 
the  question  of  a  master  potter  can  then  be  considered. 

Jan.  30.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  With  the  connivance  of  Sr.  K.,  her  young 
brother  has  secretly  made  the  acquaintance  with  one  of  the  pupils 
in  the  Girls  School,  and  they  have  exchanged  silhouettes  and  a 
pocket  book. 

Feb.  5.  (Auf.  Col.)  It  was  decided  that  it  was  unnecessary  now 
to  open  the  lane  by  and  behind  Br.  John  Ackerman.  Bars  will  be

placed  beside  Br.  Ackerman's  lot,  and  at  the  point  where  the 
lane  meets  the  new  street. 

Rent  for  certain  outlots  shall  be  50^  per  acre  annually,  and 
fence  rails  for  the  circumference  may  be  cut  free  on  Salem  land ; 
for  the  rest  the  rent  shall  be  75^  per  acre,  and  the  renter  must 
buy  his  fence  rails. 

Citizens  of  Salem  have  set  next  Friday  as  the  day  on  which 
they  will  gather  to  cut  the  new  street  through  the  woods  to  the 
Shallowford  Road.  The  Brn.  Jacob  Blum  and  Isaac  Boner  will 
see  that  the  street  is  as  direct  as  possible,  and  that  the  surveyor 
lays  it  out  not  more  than  two  rods  wide. 

Feb.  7.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Reichel  has  engaged  a  seat  for  Sr.  K. 
in  Br.  Thomas  Christmann's  stage.  Br.  David  Clewell  will  drive 
to  Pennsylvania  at  the  same  time  in  a  chair. 

The  Single  Sr.  Rosina  Fockel  has  entered  the  Girls  School  as 
sick-nurse. 

The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  has  no  objection  to  the  laudable  plan 
of  our  Single  Sisters  to  hold  a  Sunday  school  for  the  Negroes  in 
their  church,  and  teach  them  to  read. 

Feb.  U.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  letter  from  Br.  J.  R.  Schmidt,  at 
Springplace,  reports  the  home-going  on  January  20  of  our  Br. 
Charles  Renatus  Hicks,  Chief  of  the  Cherokee  Nation,  and  the 
death  of  Chief  Pathkiller  thirteen  days  before  him. 

Feb.  19.  The  Brn.  Herbst  and  Schober  ask  for  out-lots  north 
of  the  Beck  sheds,  toward  Opitz.10  Brethren  who  take  these  lots 
must  buy  their  own  fence  rails.  They  may  have  the  lots  free  of 
rent  for  ten  years,  on  condition  that  they  bring  the  land  into 
better  condition,  for  it  is  badly  washed. 

Br.  Jacob  Christmann  asks  permission  to  build  a  blacksmith 
shop  on  his  lot,11  to  furnish  iron  work  which  he  needs  in  making 
carriages.  The  young  Br.  Jacob  Stauber,  who  has  learned  the 
trade  of  a  blacksmith  from  Br.  Senseman,  will  work  for  him,  as 
the  local  blacksmith  usually  does  not  have  time  for  what  he 
needs  for  carriages.  Permission  was  given  for  a  temporary  shop 
beyond  the  small  branch  on  his  lot. 

The  chairman  told  the  Collegium  of  the  desire  of  certain  mem- 
bers of  the  Female  Missionary  Society  to  teach  the  Negroes  to 
read,  on  Sundays.

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Feb.  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  musicians  will  practice  once  in  four 
weeks  in  the  little  Saal. 

The  single  Martha  Blum,  daughter  of  Mr.  Ludwig  Blum  who 
lives  near  Germantown,  wishes  to  join  the  Salem  congregation 
and  would  like  to  move  into  the  Sisters  House.  There  is  nothing 
against  her  character,  but  the  Conferenz  doubted  the  wisdom 
of  letting  her  move  into  the  Sisters  House,  not  seeing  how  she 
could  support  herself.  She  is  too  weak  for  hard  work,  and  there 
are  already  plenty  of  Sisters  for  other  womanly  occupations. 

It  was  decided  to  continue  for  one  year  the  subscription  to  the 
publication,  Israel's  Advocate,  put  out  by  the  Association  for  the 
Melioration  of  the  Condition  of  the  Jews. 

Feb.  28.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Martha  Blum  went  to  her 
parents  last  Sunday,  but  plans  to  return  before  Easter,  and 
thinks  that  her  uncle,  Christian  Blum,  will  take  her  in. 

March  5.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Emanuel  Schober  showed  the  Col- 
legium the  Fayetteville  fire  rules.  One  of  the  rules  forbids  the 
bringing  of  an  iron  stovepipe  through  a  wall  within  one  hundred 
feet  of  a  frame  building.  The  fire  directors  shall  see  whether 
the  stovepipe  of  Dr.  Kuhin's  apothecary  shop  is  dangerous. 

The  vorsteher  shall  build  a  little  house,  ten  by  ten  feet,  parallel 
with  the  street,  around  the  water-trough  in  the  Square. 

March  19.  (Auf.  Col.)  Six  acres  and  128  rods  have  been  sur- 
veyed for  Gottlieb  Leinbach.  He  will  pay  $5.00  an  acre,  for  the 
land  is  poor  and  the  best  wood  has  been  cut  from  it. 

Br.  Byhan  will  have  new  benches  placed  in  God's  Acre.  The 
Square  in  the  center  of  town  needs  a  new  fence. 

April  2.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Clauder,  the  forester,  shall  be  re- 
minded that  the  vigorous,  straight  trees  must  be  reserved  for 
lumber  and  fence-rails,  and  only  the  crooked  and  old  wood  may  be 
used  for  firewood. 

April  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Aufseher  Collegium  raised  no 
objection  to  the  reception  of  Martha  Blum  into  the  congregation, 
and  a  committee  from  the  Collegium  had  a  conference  with  her 
on  Monday.  Now  this  Conferenz  gives  permission  for  her  recep- 
tion into  the  congregation,  and  Sr.  Warner  will  notify  her. 

April  15.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  reason  for  this  extra  session  of  the 
Conferenz  was  the  concern  of  Br.  Reichel  regarding  the  youth  K. 
who  through  his  forwardness  and  unallowed  acquaintance  with 
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pupils  in  the  Girls  School  has  caused  disturbance  and  worry.  He 
has  recently  dared  to  send  a  letter  to  a  pupil  in  this  Institution, 
through  another  pupil,  and  although  the  letter  was  destroyed 
before  it  became  known  it  is  apparent  that  it  contained  a  pro- 
posal of  marriage,  and  that  K.  proposed  to  the  person  to  meet 
him  secretly,  which  of  course  will  not  now  take  place.  Since  K. 
has  paid  no  attention  to  warnings  and  shows  no  signs  of  im- 
provement, the  Conferenz  considers  it  highly  important  to  send 
him  away  at  once. 

April  15.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  Collegium  thinks  that  the  best  way 
to  dispose  of  K.  will  be  to  send  him  to  Petersburg,  Virginia,  with 
Mr.  Blake,  and  from  there  further  with  the  steamboat. 

April  18.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  K.  was  told  by  a  committee  from  the 
Aufseher  Collegium  that  today  or  tomorrow  he  could  leave  with 
Mr.  Blake's  team  for  Petersburg,  Virginia,  and  from  there  could 
take  a  steamboat  to  Philadelphia.  However,  he  again  found  an  op- 
portunity to  write  to  his  sweetheart  in  the  School,  though  the  let- 
ter was  intercepted  and  did  not  reach  the  person  for  whom  it  was 
intended.  In  order  to  prevent  further  disorder  and  excitement 
in  the  School  he  must  leave  here  today,  and  if  Blake  does  not 
arrive  some  one  will  take  him  to  Mr.  Kerner,12  where  he  must 
wait  for  Blake's  wagon. 

The  usual  children's  hour,  held  on  Thursdays,  will  be  dropped 
for  the  future.  As  only  boys  and  girls  are  present  at  this  service, 
its  stopping  will  tend  to  prevent  attention  drawn  by  one  to  an- 
other. 

April  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  K.  awaited  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Blake  at 
Kerner's,  but  left  his  trunk  in  the  wagon  and  set  out  toward 
Salisbury.  Whether  he  reached  there,  or  whether  he  followed  the 
wagon,  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  find  out. 

April  30.  (Auf.  Col.)  K.  is  at  present  in  Salisbury. 

Br.  Christian  Blum  gives  notice  that  he  wishes  to  establish  a 
printing  shop  here,  and  to  publish  a  weekly  paper.  He  is  thinking 
of  engaging  a  certain  Mr.  Noble. 

May  2.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Careful  consideration  was  given  to  the 
wish  of  Br.  J.  Christian  Blum  to  establish  a  print  shop  on  his  own 
account  and  in  his  own  name.  He  is  thinking  of  publishing  a 
newspaper,  for  which  he  would  engage  a  young  man,  of  good, 
moral  character,  from  whom  his  son  could  learn  the  trade  of  a

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printer.  Conferenz  agrees  with  the  Aufseher  Collegium  in  seeing 
no  objection  to  the  opening  of  a  print  shop  ;13  but  has  doubts  re- 
garding the  publishing  of  a  newspaper,  which  might  have  various 
unpleasant  results  for  local  individuals,  for  the  congregation 
town,  and  for  the  Unity  itself,  in  which  this  would  be  a  new 
thing.14  Br.  Benade  will  confer  with  Br.  Blum  on  the  subject. 

May  9.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Benade  has  spoken  with  Br.  Christian 
Blum.  Br.  Blum  asks  the  Conferenz  not  to  worry  further  about 
a  newspaper,  for  he  will  give  up  that  idea  and  confine  himself 
to  general  printing. 

May  17.  (Provincial  Elders  Conference)  Br.  and  Sr.  Huebner 
are  willing  to  accept  the  suggestion  to  travel  direct  from  here 
to  Gnadenhutten  [Ohio] .  They  were  advised  to  make  the  transfer 
as  easy  as  possible  by  the  sale  of  heavy  household  articles,  and 
then  the  rest  of  their  belongings  can  be  sent  with  them  in  a 
two-horse  wagon.  They  and  their  child  can  travel  in  their  light, 
one-horse  wagon,  which  must  be  put  into  good  condition,  and  a 
stronger  horse  must  be  found  to  replace  the  one  they  have.  If 
not  all  their  heavy  luggage  can  be  packed  into  the  two-horse 
wagon  the  rest  can  be  sent  cheaply  by  way  of  Philadelphia  to 
Pittsburg. 

A  letter  received  today  from  Springplace  brings  word  that  at 
Easter,  that  is  on  April  15th,  the  Indian  Kichleeskeenu  was 
baptized  with  the  name  Boas,  and  Samuel's  second  wife  Tianah 
received  the  baptismal  name  Rahel.  During  the  Passion  Week 
there  were  so  many  visitors  that  to  feed  and  lodge  them  and  care 
for  their  horses  laid  a  heavy  burden  on  the  mission  in  the  way 
of  expense  and  work. 

May.  28.  (Auf.  Col.)  Anna  Geiger,  at  present  in  the  service  of 
Br.  and  Sr.  John  Vogler,  wishes  to  belong  to  this  congregation,  to 
which  there  is  no  objection. 

Br.  Nathanael  Byhan  complains  that  on  the  street  William 
Wiles15  intentionally  kicked  him  on  the  knee.  Br.  Byhan  cannot 
remember  that  he  ever  did  anything  against  Wiles.  This  Wiles 
shows  himself  more  and  more  of  a  Turk,  whose  perverse  disposi- 
tion has  already  led  him  into  deeds  of  violence,  and  the  Collegium 
feels  obliged  to  send  him  word  through  the  chairman  that  he  may 
no  longer  live  in  the  town.

16  An  outsider  working  in  Salem. 
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June  5.  (P.E.C.)  The  last  letter  from  Springplace,  dated  May 
16,  brings  disturbing  accounts  of  the  great  restlessness  in  the 
Cherokee  nation  since  the  death  of  their  two  chiefs,  which  may 
have  disastrous  results. 

The  boy,  Francis  Fries,  who  shows  talent  and  a  desire  for 
study,  and  who  is  nearly  fifteen  years  old,  unites  with  his  parents 
in  a  request  that  he  may  be  received  into  the  Paedagogium  at 
Nazareth.  His  father  is  willing  to  assist  him  to  the  amount  of  $50 
a  year.  Br.  Benade  will  transmit  this  application  to  the  Provin- 
cial Elders  Conference  in  Bethlehem,  and  will  add  our  approval. 

June  6.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Because  of  the  present  small  number  of 
boarding  pupils  in  the  Boys  School  one  teacher  may  be  released. 
Whether  the  Boys  Boarding  School  can  be  continued  under  such 
circumstances  is  a  question. 

The  single  Martha  Blum  will  be  baptized  on  Sunday  at  the 
English  preaching  service. 

June  11.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  single  Br.  Benjamin  Oppelt,  a  vistor 
from  Nazareth,  has  found  work  with  Br.  Levering  as  a  journey- 
man tailor. 

July  1.  (Auf.  Col.)  It  was  noted  that  Br.  Thomas  Christmann 
has  been  selling  stirrups.  He  shall  be  reminded  that  he  may  sell 
only  saddles  and  nothing  else.  He  has  a  right  to  buy  what  he 
needs  for  his  craft  as  a  maker  of  saddles  and  saddle-girths,  and 
he  may  sell  those,  but  not  stirrups,  bits,  and  the  like. 

Br.  Matthew  Rights  shall  be  reminded  to  restrict  himself  to 
the  articles  listed  to  be  sold  in  the  toy  shop.  Br.  Clewell  also  is 
handling  articles  which  do  not  belong  in  a  stationery  shop  but  in 
the  toy  shop. 

Br.  Winkler  plans  to  open  a  confectionery  shop. 

July  Jf.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Conferenz  agrees  with  the  Aufseher 
Collegium  in  opposing  the  opening  of  a  Cordial  shop. 

July  9.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Rights  explained  that  he  could  not  help 
handling  articles  not  mentioned  in  his  list,  because  the  store  sells 
brushes,  Br.  Fries  sells  tobacco,  and  Br.  Clewell  sells  toys. 

July  18.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Provincial  Elders  Conference  in 
Bethlehem  and  the  Inspector  of  the  Paedagogium  in  Nazareth  are 
willing  to  accept  Francis  Fries  as  a  student.  It  will  be  well  to 
arrange  for  him  to  go  north  with  others  in  the  latter  part  of 
August. 
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July  23.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Schober  shall  tell  the  free  Negro  Jacob 
that  the  law  will  be  invoked  against  him  if  he  gives  further 
occasion  for  disorder  among  the  slaves. 

July  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  To  carry  out  the  rules  made  by  Congre- 
gation Council  in  1820,  concerning  the  holding  of  Negroes  in  the 
town,  is  a  very  preplexing  matter  for  the  congregation  boards. 
There  is  scarcely  a  chance  of  enforcing  the  rules  unless  the  citi- 
zens conduct  themselves  as  Brethren,  for  the  laws  of  our  state 
are  in  favor  of  owning  slaves. 

The  married  Br.  John  Vogler  has  agreed  to  serve  as  a  sick- 
nurse. 

Aug.  1.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Br.  Daniel  Wohlfahrt  has 
consented  to  serve  as  a  sick-nurse,  and  Br.  W.  Lewis  Benzien  will 
help  according  to  circumstances. 

The  Inspector  of  the  Girls  School  plans  to  build  a  gallery  by 
the  sick-room,  which  is  needed  for  sick  children  for  various  rea- 
sons. 

Aug.  6.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  John  Vogler  sent  a  letter  to  the  Colle- 
gium in  which  he  stated  that  at  an  earlier  time  he  had  promised 
his  brother  in  Salisbury  that  he  would  teach  his  son16  the  trade 
of  a  silversmith.  When  he  wanted  to  take  Br.  Boelo's  son,  Father 
Below  refused,  and  then  he  gave  his  brother  a  definite  promise. 
He  cannot  take  both  boys,  and  he  asks  Collegium  to  allow  him  to 
keep  his  promise. 

Aug.  13.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  Collegium  emphatically  urged  the 
building  of  a  large  water  cistern  for  the  upper  part  of  town. 

Aug.  20.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  rule  that  no  outside  young  man  shall 
be  employed  when  a  son  of  the  congregation  is  available,  will 
be  broken,  but  a  majority  approved  an  exception  in  this  case,  and 
permitted  Br.  Vogler  to  take  his  brother's  son,  on  the  usual  con- 
ditions. 

Aug.  23.  (Cong.  Council)  In  February,  1820,  in  order  to  pre- 
vent the  intrusion  of  too  many  Negro  slaves  into  the  town,  the 
Congregation  Council  passed  resolutions  and  adopted  a  rule 
which  seems  to  imply  that  no  black  children  may  be  born  in 
Salem,  for  the  Aufseher  Collegium  was  instructed  to  see  that 
pregnant  Negresses  were  sent  out  of  the  town.  The  Aufseher 
Collegium  has  been  willing  to  carry  out  its  instructions,  but  has

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found  not  a  few  difficulties,  because  members  of  the  Congregation 
Council  who  are  slave  owners  have  shown  themselves  unwilling 
to  abide  by  this  well-intentioned  rule. 

Recognizing  the  fact  that  hitherto  the  Collegium  has  been  too 
lenient,  and  has  failed  to  enforce  the  rule,  the  present  members 
do  not  wish  this  to  continue.  .  .  .  After  full  consideration  the 
matter  was  postponed  for  eight  days. 

Aug.  30.  (Cong.  Council)  The  question:  Does  Congregation 
Council  again  instruct  the  Auf seiner  Collegium  to  enforce  the  rule 
made  in  1820?  received  an  affirmative  vote  from  all  members 
except  two. 

Sept.  3.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  new  rain  water  cistern  for  the  upper 
part  of  the  town  shall  be  placed  in  the  street17  between  Br. 
Meinung  and  the  Widows  House.  It  shall  be  ten  feet  long  and 
eight  feet  wide. 

Sept.  23.  (Auf.  Col.)  Edward  Bohlo  will  learn  more  about 
cabinet  work  from  Br.  Petersen ;  and  his  brother,  Lewis  Bohlo, 
will  go  as  an  apprentice  to  Thomas  Christmann,  the  saddle 
maker. 

Br.  Reichel  wishes  to  build  a  cistern  near  the  outhouses  behind 
the  Girls  School,  to  which  there  is  no  objection. 

Oct.  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  For  some  time  some  of  the  Sisters  in  the 
Sisters  House  have  been  carrying  on  a  business,  selling  yarn, 
ribbon,  silk,  and  the  like,  which  is  against  the  rules.  It  must  not 
be  understood  that  the  Collegium  refuses  to  allow  Sisters  who 
work  as  milliner  to  buy  in  quantity  the  materials  they  need ;  to 
that  there  is  no  objection. 

Oct.  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  widow  Strehle  has  had  a  hot  exchange 
of  words  and  blows  with  her  neighbor,  who  no  longer  feels  safe 
in  living  beside  this  demented  person,  and  has  made  complaint 
to  Br.  John  Butner,  justice  of  the  peace  in  Bethania.  This  justice 
has  written  to  widow  Strehle's  guardian,  our  Br.  Meinung,  in- 
forming him  that  within  three  days  he  must  lock  her  up,  or 
remove  her  to  another  part  of  town,  or  else  he  will  send  a  con- 
stable for  her,  and  let  the  law  take  its  course. 

The  Collegium  decided  to  let  matters  take  their  way,  and  leave 
it  to  Br.  Meinung  to  lock  her  up,  or  to  allow  her  to  be  arrested. 
It  might  be  that  she  would  cease  her  evil  ways  if  she  was  once

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actually  arrested,  and  then  security  could  be  given  for  her  and 
she  could  be  confined  here.  If  she  must  be  taken  to  Germantown 
as  a  prisoner  an  attempt  must  be  made  at  the  next  court  to  have 
her  placed  in  the  care  of  the  lowest  bidder. 

Nov.  12.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  eighteen  year  old  Br.  Rudolph  Christ 
has  returned  from  Lititz,  where  he  was  trained  as  a  weaver  and 
dyer.  He  will  work  at  his  craft  under  the  guardianship  of  his 
father. 

Because  of  the  great  need  for  water  it  was  found  well  to  ap- 
point the  Brn.  John  Vogler,  Boner,  Blum,  and  Leinbach,  a  stand- 
ing committee  to  consider  the  matter  of  helping  the  present  lack 
of  water  and  then  report  to  the  Collegium. 

Nov.  1U.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Last  Thursday  the  widow  Strehle  was 
taken  to  Germantown.  The  jailor  there  has  written  to  her  guar- 
dian, asking  him  to  come  for  her,  as  she  begs  to  come  back  and 
it  seems  probable  that  she  will  keep  her  promise  of  better  be- 
haviour. Br.  Meinung  has  gone  to  Germantown  today  to  see  her, 
and  will  either  place  her  with  friends  there  or  bring  her  back 
to  Salem. 

Nov.  26.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  widow  Strehle  has  been  released 
from  the  custody  of  the  jailer  in  Germantown,  and  is  here  again. 
Br.  Meinung  promises  to  lock  her  up  before  each  Communion. 

Br.  Jacob  Rothas  may  buy  the  land  which  he  now  has  in  rent. 
He  shall  pay  $6  per  acre,  including  the  improvements. 

Dec.  10.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  single  Br.  Salomo  Micke  may  build 
a  cooper  shop  on  the  lot18  north  of  the  lot  now  occupied  by  the 
widow  Susanna  Schulz.  This  is  for  a  time  the  last  building  lot  on 
the  east  side  of  the  main  street. 

Dec.  12.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Br.  Nathanael  Vogler  may 
take  over  his  father's  work  as  a  gunsmith. 

A  letter  has  been  received  from  Mr.  William  Hull,  of  Orrville, 
South  Carolina.  He  writes  that  he  is  a  widower  with  four  chil- 
dren whom  he  has  tried  to  raise  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord.  Now  he 
turns  to  our  Society,  and  asks  for  a  place  in  the  Sisters  House 
for  his  eldest  daughter,  sixteen  years  old,  and  for  a  place  for  his 
eldest  son,  a  boy  of  fourteen  years,  to  learn  some  craft. 

Dec.  21i>.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  chairman  presented  a  letter  from 
Postmaster  William  B.  Hull,  (Pendleton  District,  South  Caro- 
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lina) .  Collegium  replies  that  it  may  be  possible  to  find  a  place  for 
the  daughter  with  a  family  in  town.  The  son  might  choose  be- 
tween the  tailor  and  shoemaker  handicrafts,  since  those  are  the 
only  ones  in  which  there  is  a  vacant  place  for  an  apprentice. 

It  was  noted  that  the  cooking  hearth  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Thomas 
Wohlfahrt  is  too  small.  One  pot  must  stand  outside  the  fireplace, 
which  is  too  near  the  floor  or  carpet. 

Care  must  be  taken  that  the  widow  Strehle  cuts  her  fire-wood 
shorter.  It  sticks  outside  the  fireplace,  and  when  she  is  not  in  the 
room  it  might  set  on  fire  the  hanging  bed-clothes. 

Br.  Schaffner  shall  be  asked  to  be  the  last  to  leave  the  organ 
gallery  after  each  service,  and  to  be  careful  that  all  the  candles 
are  entirely  extinguished. 

The  door  by  which  the  Sisters  leave  the  church  shall  be  made 
wider,  and  it  is  recommended  that  it  shall  open  outwards. 

Diary  of  Bethabara,  1827. 
{Extracts  translated."] 

Jan.  1.  In  the  afternoon  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  drove  to  Salem. 

Jan.  3.  They  attended  the  solemn  opening  of  the  Conferences, 
and  in  the  late  afternoon  returned  to  Bethabara,  reaching  there 
safely  although  frozen  through  and  through,  for  the  cold  is  un- 
usually great  and  has  been  for  several  days. 

Jan.  11.  Before  day  it  began  to  snow,  and  continued  until  an 
hour  after  noon.  It  lay  six  or  seven  inches  deep,  and  most  of  it 
remained  for  a  number  of  days. 

Jan.  15.  The  cold  continued,  and  even  in  the  day  time  and  in 
the  sun  the  ground  was  frozen  hard. 

In  the  last  days  of  this  week  the  weather  was  the  coldest  we 
have  had  this  winter,  with  a  piercing  northwest  wind,  and  one 
could  hardly  keep  warm  even  in  the  house  and  with  big  fires. 

Jan.  28.  Br.  Strohle  visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Joseph  Krause  at  the 
mill.  Since  yesterday  it  has  been  somewhat  milder. 

Feb.  U,  Sunday.  The  weather  this  week  was  mild  and  some- 
times rainy. 

Feb.  10.  It  cleared,  with  wind  from  the  northwest,  and  was 
rather  cold. 
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Feb.  11.  There  was  a  reading  meeting  in  the  morning,  with 
reports  from  the  mission  in  Greenland.  In  the  afternoon  at  one 
o'clock  there  was  the  baptism  of  a  child  whose  parents  do  not 
belong  to  us.  At  three  o'clock  there  was  the  baptism  of  another 
child  whose  parents  do  not  belong  to  us.  They  were  to  have  been 
baptized  in  the  same  service,  but  the  second  did  not  arrive  in  time. 

Feb.  22.  During  last  night  the  married  Sr.  Anna  Maria  Stau- 
ber,  born  Baumgarten,  fell  asleep  gently  and  peacefully. 

Feb.  2 1*.  We  had  the  first  hard  storm  of  the  year,  with  heavy 
rain  and  high  wind  which  damaged  fences  and  chimneys  here 
and  there.  The  Gemein  Haus  chimney  suffered  especially,  and 
many  brick  were  thrown  down.  The  very  warm  weather  we  have 
had  was  not  cooled  by  the  storm. 

March  1.  An  unfriendly,  rainy  day,  with  mud  so  deep  that  the 
roads  could  hardly  be  traveled. 

March  2.  After  a  fairly  long  period  of  beating  rain  the  weather 
cleared  with  a  strong  wind. 

March  8.  In  the  afternoon  an  unknown,  traveling  preacher 
preached  in  a  private  house  in  the  village. 

March  9.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  week  it  has  been  warm  and 
windy. 

March  12.  No  evening  meeting  because  of  rain. 

March  16.  Br.  Strohle  visited  old  Mother  Hein  and  her  family, 
Br.  John  Hein,  and  Br.  Benjamin  Krause.  For  several  days  the 
weather  has  been  stormy,  and  all  kinds  of  damage  was  done  at 
various  places.  Today  it  cleared. 

March  18.  It  began  to  rain  and  continued  nearly  all  day. 

March  19.  No  evening  meeting  because  of  the  raw  weather. 

March  20.  It  has  been  freezing  each  night.  The  peaches  were 
in  full  bloom  and  have  suffered  much  harm. 

March  21.  We  had  another  rather  hard  frost. 

March  27.  The  day  school  for  the  children  closed  this  week  for 
the  winter.  The  evening  meeting  must  be  omitted  because  of 
heavy  rain. 

April  3,  I*,  5.  It  rained,  and  the  roads  became  very  bad. 
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April  10.  Yesterday  and  today  we  have  had  several  good 
showers. 

April  13.  During  this  week  the  meetings  have  been  attended 
by  many,  including  visitors. 

April  15.  The  weather  was  favorable  and  the  Easter  litany 
was  prayed  on  God's  Acre.  The  air  became  very  oppressive,  and 
in  the  afternoon  there  was  a  hard  storm,  with  rain  and  wind, 
which  threw  down  many  fences,  and  a  tree  not  far  from  the 
village  was  shattered  by  a  stroke  of  lightning. 

April  16,  Easter  Monday.  It  was  very  raw  and  stormy.  During 
the  night  of  the  17th  the  storm  abated  and  there  was  a  heavy 
frost. 

April  23.  Following  a  storm  it  turned  cold  and  windy,  and 
during  the  night  of  the  25th  there  was  frost,  which  however  did 
little  damage. 

May  1.  Br.  Thomas  and  Sr.  Susanna  Elisabeth  Krause,  and 
their  little  daughter  Juliana  Susanna,  and  the  widowed  Sr. 
Susanna  Losch,  moved  from  here  to  Bethania ;  he  will  carry  on 
his  craft  as  a  potter. 

May  3.  Since  the  beginning  of  this  week  there  has  been  hard 
frost  each  night,  which  has  not  only  killed  all  the  tender  garden 
vegetables  but  also  much  fruit,  and  the  leaves  on  many  forest 
trees. 

May  5.  Toward  evening  there  was  an  accident  near  town.  A 
man  who  lives  some  miles  from  the  village  had  brought  a  load  of 
boards  to  town,  and  while  here  drank  too  much.  On  the  way  back 
his  horses  ran  away,  he  fell  from  his  wagon,  and  so  injured  him- 
self that  he  was  brought  in  more  dead  than  alive.  The  doctor  was 
called  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  he  found  no  fatal  external 
injury,  but  pronounced  his  condition  very  serious.  The  entire 
town  was  frightened  and  excited  by  the  accident. 

May  7.  The  man  who  fell  from  his  wagon  day  before  yesterday 
was  suffering  somewhat  less,  and  was  taken  home  by  his  rela- 
tives. 

May  8.  Again  this  week  there  has  been  frost  every  night. 

May  10.  Last  night  was  cloudy,  and  this  morning  it  began  to 
rain,  to  the  delight  of  every  one,  for  the  lack  of  rain  for  several 
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weeks,  with  raw  wind  during  the  day  and  frost  at  night,  had 
made  the  earth  very  dry,  and  hindered  all  growth. 

May  1U.  It  rained  off  and  on  all  day,  and  the  following  days 
were  very  hot. 

May  20,  Sunday.  Last  evening  it  began  to  rain  and  continued 
today,  and  the  roads  became  so  bad  that  few  came  to  service. 

May  2b.  This  morning  there  was  a  storm,  with  a  rather  hard 
shower,  which  continued  much  of  the  day. 

May  27,  Sunday.  The  usual  services  were  held.  In  the  following 
week  days  it  rained  much,  until  about  noon  of  the  31st,  when  it 
cleared. 

June  3,  Whitsunday.  Beginning  last  night,  it  rained  so  hard 
and  so  continuously  that  few  could  come  to  the  services. 

June  U.  We  had  hard  showers. 

June  7.  Hay  making  began  today. 

June  11*.  We  had  a  welcome  rain,  but  it  did  not  cool  the  air. 

June  2J>.  In  the  first  half  of  this  week  the  hay  making  was 
finished,  and  the  harvesting  of  wheat  was  well  under  way.  The 
weather  was  favorable,  and  the  harvest  all  that  had  been  hoped. 

June  29.  After  the  rain  storm  yesterday  the  weather  continued 
hot. 

July  1.  During  the  following  week  the  weather  was  oppressively 
hot  and  dry,  until  the  7th  when  early  in  the  morning  it  began  to 
rain  and  continued  all  day. 

July  8.  The  unusually  hot  day  passed  without  rain. 

July  15.  In  the  afternoon,  after  a  long  drought  and  oppressive 
heat,  we  had  a  welcome  rain  which  refreshed  all  growing  things. 

July  17.  During  the  following  night  we  had  rain  which  still 
further  soaked  the  earth. 

July  19.  It  was  oppressively  hot. 

July  28.  Leaving  early  in  the  morning,  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle 
drove  by  way  of  Salem  to  Friedberg  to  the  consecration  of  the 
new  church.  They  spent  the  night  with  the  Denkes,  and  returned 
to  Bethabara  the  following  day. 
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July  30.  After  another  long,  dry  spell  there  was  a  welcome, 
soaking  rain  in  the  evening,  which  was  also  the  case  on  the 
following  day. 

Aug.  7.  Toward  evening  there  was  hard  rain  for  three  hours, 
which  refreshed  the  suffering  vegetation. 

Aug.  9.  All  who  could,  went  to  Bethania  or  to  Salem  for  the 
Election. 

Aug.  12,  Sunday.  The  centennial  festival  of  the  Renewed 
Unity  of  Brethren  was  celebrated  today  instead  of  tomorrow.  .  .  . 
The  ode  prepared  for  this  day  by  Br.  von  Albertini,  of  the  Unity 
Elders  Conference,  was  communicated  at  the  lovefeast. 

The  weather  this  week  has  been  hotter  than  before  in  this  year, 
including  the  nights,  when  it  was  almost  impossible  to  sleep. 

Aug.  21.  After  a  long  spell  of  unusually  hot,  dry  weather,  we 
finally  had  a  good  rain  which  lasted  some  hours,  and  the  nearly 
dry  mill  ponds  were  again  supplied  with  water  so  that  the  grist 
mills  could  grind  again.  The  air  was  somewhat  cooled.  A  begin- 
ning was  made  with  cutting  the  second  crop  of  hay. 

Aug.  25.  From  morning  on  we  had  heavy  rain  accompanied  by 
hurricane  wind  that  broke  or  unrooted  fruit  and  forest  trees, 
overturned  fences  and  bridges,  even  damaged  roofs  here  and 
there.  This  frightful  storm  continued  until  during  the  morning 
of  the  following  day,  the  26th.  Partly  because  of  the  storm  and 
partly  because  Br.  Strohle  was  sick  with  a  catarrhal  fever  there 
were  no  services  today. 

Sept.  2,  Sunday.  Br.  Strohle  could  hold  only  one  service,  for  he 
felt  unwell,  and  pain  in  the  chest  made  speaking  difficult. 

Sept.  6.  Although  he  did  not  feel  well,  Br.  Strohle  went  with 
Br.  Jacobson  to  the  Conference  of  Country  Ministers  in  Salem, 
where  he  attended  to  some  matters  that  lay  much  upon  his  heart. 
He  returned  to  his  home,  seemingly  refreshed  in  body  and  spirit. 

Sept.  9,  Sunday.  Br.  Strohle  found  himself  unable  to  hold  the 
services.  What  seemed  to  be  a  catarrhal  fever,  with  complications, 
forced  him  to  stay  in  bed. 

Sept.  11.  He  grew  weaker  steadily.  Br.  Schulz  came  from 
Salem,  and  stayed  all  night,  as  his  end  seemed  near. 

Sept.  12.  About  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  he  passed  away, 
very  gently,  at  the  age  of  60  years,  7  months,  and  27  days. 
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Sept.  13.  There  was  the  funeral  of  the  departed  Br.  Strohle. 
Br.  Benade  held  the  service,  which  was  attended  by  the  ministers 
from  Salem  and  their  wives;  the  country  ministers  and  their 
wives,  and  many  members  from  Salem,  Bethania,  the  neighbor- 
hood in  general,  and  also  from  Hope,  where  the  departed  Brother 
served  a  number  of  years  as  pastor. 

Oct.  7,  Sunday.  There  was  no  service  here  as  most  of  the  people 
had  gone  to  the  so-called  Daub's  Camp  Ground,  to  attend  the 
camp-meeting  which  the  Methodists  have  been  holding  there 
since  the  5th.  On  the  preceding  Friday  the  widowed  Sr.  Strohle 
moved  to  Salem,  where  she  will  live  in  the  Gemein  Haus. 

Oct.  1U,  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  at  three  o'clock  Br.  Jacobson, 
of  Bethania,  preached  here  to  a  large  congregation.  He  has  been 
called  by  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  to  serve  this  congre- 
gation with  Word  and  Sacrament  for  the  present,  as  the  pastor's 
place  cannot  be  filled  otherwise  just  now. 

Oct.  27.  Through  this  month  there  was  fine,  fall  weather.  A 
good  rain  in  the  first  part  of  the  month  made  it  possible  for  the 
farmers  to  plough  and  sow  winter  grain.  The  corn  turned  out  well 
everywhere,  and  in  most  places  gave  an  abundant  harvest.  The 
health  of  the  congregation  was  good. 

Nov.  1.  Br.  Joseph  Buttner  was  married  to  the  single  Sr. 
Catharina  Leinbach,  by  the  justice,  Isaac  Conrad,  in  the  house 
of  Martin  Holder  at  Pfafftown. 

Nov.  2.  Br.  and  Sr.  Buttner  moved  to  Bethabara,  into  his  new 
house. 

Nov.  U,  Sunday.  Br.  Eugene  Lehman,  of  Bethania,  played  the 
organ  for  the  Communion  service. 

Nov.  18,  Sunday.  The  congregation  festival  was  celebrated 
here, — it  falls  properly  on  the  17th.  A  heavy  and  persistent  rain 
did  not  prevent  the  congregation  from  gathering  in  large  num- 
bers. Br.  Schaaf  came  from  Salem,  and  the  Brn.  Meinung, 
Benzien,  Henry  Kluge,  and  the  Srs.  Christ  and  Steiner,  came  to 
assist  with  the  music. 

With  the  exception  of  the  first  days,  this  month  was  cold, 
windy,  and  rainy.  Bad  colds  are  common. 

Dec.  25.  In  the  afternoon  at  half  past  four  o'clock  the  Christ- 
mas Eve  lovefeast  was  held  in  the  usual  manner.  The  weather 
was  very  pleasant. 
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Dec.  31,  Monday.  At  three  o'clock  was  a  lovefeast  for  the  con- 
gregation, during  which  the  Memorabilia  for  the  year  1827  was 
read.  This  was  followed  by  a  service  for  the  close  of  the  year. 
Both  services  were  largely  attended.  The  weather  was  unusually 
pleasant  and  the  roads  were  good. 

Bethania  Diary,  1827. 
[Extracts  translated."] 

Jan.  10.  We  visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Stockburger  and  Samuel  Hauser 
in  Shor-town,  the  families  of  the  Brn.  Peter  and  Isaac  and  Chris- 
tian Pfaff  in  Pfafftown,  and  also  the  Brn.  Jacob  Conrad  (oil- 
miller)  and  his  brother  John  Conrad.  We  found  Joel,  the  twelve 
year  old  son  of  Jacob  Conrad,  very  ill,  and  as  we  were  returning 
from  John's  we  were  stopped  by  the  news  that  the  boy  had  gone 
home  about  half  an  hour  after  we  were  there. 

Jan.  12.  There  was  the  funeral  of  Joel  Conrad.  He  had  the 
reputation  of  being  an  obedient,  good,  industrious  child.  The 
occasion  of  his  home-going  seemed  to  have  been  a  relapse  from 
his  attack  of  measles. 

Jan.  21,  Sunday.  Because  of  the  cold  there  were  no  meetings. 
The  temperature  in  the  church  was  appreciably  below  that  of 
the  air  outside. 

Jan.  22.  Br.  Jacobson  was  called  from  school  to  baptize  Joseph 
Calvin,  born  on  the  20th,  infant  son  of  our  neighbor  Daniel 
Hauser  and  his  wife  Susanna,  born  Holder.  The  child  had  spasms, 
and  they  feared  for  its  life.  Sr.  Jacobson  continued  the  school 
in  his  place. 

Jan.  28,  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  preaching  for  the 
Negroes. 

Jan.  31.  A  Brother  from  Bruxe's  town,  Isaac  Conrad,  came  to 
say  that  he  was  planning  to  withdraw  from  the  congregation, 
giving  as  reason  the  distance  of  his  home  from  Bethania,  which 
is  four  miles. 

N.B.  By  the  middle  of  the  month  the  town  was  free  of  measles, 
but  it  continued  in  the  neighborhood  until  the  end  of  the  month. 

Feb.  I*.  At  the  Conference  of  Country  Ministers  it  was  decided : 
1)  that  children  should  be  baptized  in  church,  not  in  homes, 
unless  there  were  special  circumstances  which  made  it  impossible. 
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2)  That  fees  might  be  asked  for  the  burial  or  the  baptism  of  per- 
sons who  were  not  members.19 

Feb.  5.  We  planted  grape-vines  on  the  south  side  of  the  pastor's 
dwelling. 

Feb.  18,  Sunday.  The  usual  morning  services  were  dropped  as 
most  of  the  members  had  gone  to  the  funeral  of  the  ninety-one- 
year-old  Mr.  Geiger,  at  the  so-called  German  Church.  In  place  of 
preaching,  two  sermons  were  read  from  the  printed  Gemein 
Nachrichten. 

Feb.  21.  We  made  a  short  visit  to  Br.  Schaub.  He  had  been  very 
ill  with  convulsions,  and  was  still  very  weak. 

During  February  two  children  of  neighbors  were  baptized, 
and  seven  Negro  children.  The  weather  was  very  mild,  and  the 
peach  trees  are  almost  in  bloom.  Health  has  been  good  in  the 
town  and  in  the  neighborhood.  People  are  beginning  to  plow  and 
to  garden. 

March  18.  The  congregation  festival  was  celebrated.  Joseph 
Transou  became  ill  yesterday  with  fever,  cough,  and  pain  in  his 
side. 

March  2Jf.  We  visited  Br.  Jacob  Conrad  (merchant)  who  will 
leave  tomorrow  on  a  journey  to  Tennessee  (as  far  as  the  Missis- 
sippi) to  inspect  several  thousand  acres  which  he  owns  there. 

March  25,  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  well  attended 
meeting  for  Negroes.  With  the  help  of  several  leaders  from  among 
them  verses  from  our  Hymn  Book  were  sung  to  their  own  tunes 
(presumably  Methodist) . 

March  31.  The  pastor  held  religious  instruction  and  preached 
in  Pf afftown.  Many  people  attended,  although  it  was  muster  day. 

April  1,  Sunday.  We  had  friendly  visits  from  Br.  Bagge  and 
his  family,  from  Br.  and  Sr.  Christian  Blum,  and  others. 

April  6.  Br.  Jacobson  went  to  Salem,  chiefly  to  get  the  ruling 
of  the  Conference  in  regard  to  Sr.  H.B.  who  for  a  number  of 
years  has  lived  apart  from  her  husband.  She  wishes  to  be  num- 
bered with  this  congregation,  and  to  be  re-admitted  to  the  Com- 
munion. The  decision  was  that  her  wish  might  be  granted,  if  no 
possibility  existed  of  re-uniting  them,  and  if  she  had  not  bitter- 
ness in  her  heart  toward  him. 


19  There  is  nothing  to  indicate  that  preachers  took  advantage  of  this  permission,  though 
they  may  have  done  so. 
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April  15,  Easter  Sunday.  We  gathered  in  the  church  at  a 
quarter  before  six  to  pray  the  Easter  litany,  and  as  the  weather 
was  warm  and  clear  we  finished  it  on  our  God's  Acre. 

April  16,  Easter  Monday.  As  this  day  would  be  used  by  many 
for  visiting  there  were  no  services  except  a  Resurrection  liturgy 
in  the  evening. 

April  21.  Today  came  the  report  that  in  the  Supreme  Court 
held  in  Germantown  last  week,  the  end  had  been  reached  with 
the  strife  over  the  Henry  Hauser  mill-pond,  which  has  lasted 
for  three  years.  The  decision  went  against  the  Hauser  party  in 
so  far  that  the  pond  was  declared  a  Nuisance  by  the  jury;  yet  at 
the  request  of  the  defendants  no  Judgment  was  rendered,  but  for 
one  or  more  years  it  will  be  watched  to  see  whether  it  is  or  is  not 
the  cause  of  sickness.  It  must  be  cleaned  out  again. 

April  23,  Monday.  Br.  Daniel  Welfare  came  from  Salem  yes- 
terday to  join  us  in  a  trip  to  the  Sauratown  Mountains.  A  heavy 
rain  forced  us  to  remain  at  home ;  but  on  Wednesday  and  Thurs- 
day the  weather  was  good,  and  the  days  were  spent  on  this 
pleasure  trip. 

April  29,  Sunday.  The  service  for  the  Negroes  was  omitted,  as 
most  of  them  were  fighting  a  bush  fire  on  the  land  of  Br.  Christian 
Loesch. 

Since  Easter  Monday  this  month  has  been  cool,  dry,  and  windy, 
with  many  night  frosts.  Most  of  the  beans,  cucumbers,  and 
potatoes  were  killed.  The  peach  trees  had  begun  to  set  a  large 
crop  of  fruit,  and  probably  have  suffered  somewhat.  Health 
was  good. 

May  12.  We  visited  the  widowed  Sr.  Catharina  Holder,  where 
there  was  a  Quilting  Frolic.  She  was  not  well,  was  suffering  from 
a  cold. 

May  13.  Br.  Jacob  (merchant)  returned  from  his  trip  to  the 
west. 

May  19.  A  young  Lutheran  preacher  named  Keil  stopped  on  his 
way  north.  He  was  born  in  Wiirttemberg;  about  a  year  ago 
finished  his  studies  under  the  preacher  Schmugger  in  Hogertown. 
He  is  looking  for  a  congregation.  He  appears  to  be  a  warm 
servant  of  the  Gospel,  and  with  fairly  clear  ideas  about  the  out- 
lines of  Christianity.  He  stayed  with  us  over  noon  and  until 
about  four  o'clock,  and  the  visit  was  pleasant. 
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May  20.  In  the  afternoon  a  new  trombone  choir  was  begun, 
consisting  of  Eugene  Lehman,  Israel  Loesch,  Joseph  Transou, 
and  Ephraim  Strub. 

May  21.  In  Jonas  Werner's  house  I  baptized  the  child  of  Fried- 
rich  Werner,  who  lives  twenty-five  miles  away. 

May  2A.  We  visited  the  widowed  Sr.  Rank,  who  has  been  living 
in  Schortown  since  the  end  of  last  month. 

May  27,  Sunday.  Each  Sunday  afternoon  the  young  men  prac- 
tise with  the  trombones. 

The  constant  rain  during  May  has  caused  concern  for  the 
wheat,  which  is  in  bloom. 

May  28.  Br.  Christian  Loesch  left  for  Raleigh,  called  as  a 
witness  in  the  well-known  suit  of  the  Brethren. 

July  3.  I  drove  to  the  home  of  Jacob  Conrad  (merchant), 
where  my  wife  helped  in  the  celebration  of  Sr.  Conrad's  birthday. 

July  12.  After  often  repeated  requests,  I  spent  most  of  the  day 
tuning  Sr.  Krause's  clavier. 

July  lJf.  Harvest  is  practically  finished.  All  turned  out  well, 
except  the  wheat,  which  suffered  here  and  there  from  rust.  Still 
the  supply  is  sufficient. 

July  31.  Men  are  threshing  the  wheat  with  horses. 

Aug.  2. 1  went  to  Salem  to  Conference.  An  aloe  is  blooming  in 
the  Sisters  House  garden. 

Aug.  5.  Saddler  Hauser's  wife  is  sick  with  severe  pain  in  the 
chest. 

Aug.  7.  I  rode  with  Dr.  Kuhln  to  Henry  Krieger's  house.  He  is 
better. 

Aug.  9.  This  was  election  day.  Not  many  here,  and  no  distur- 
bance. 

Aug.  12.  We  observed  the  festal  day  of  the  Thirteenth.  .  .  . 
Almost  all  the  congregation  attended. 

Aug.  25.  A  hard  rain,  with  wind  from  the  northeast,  began 
during  the  day  and  lasted  all  night.  Although  fences  and  trees 
and  corn  were  blown  down  our  members  seem  to  have  escaped 
serious  damage,  which  was  greater  in  other  places.  The  storm 
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appears  to  have  crossed  the  entire  country  from  northeast  to 
southwest,  and  to  have  been  worse  elsewhere. 

Aug.  29.  We  made  a  pleasant  visit  to  (River)  John  Conrad. 
(Water  melons.) 

Sept.  1.  For  the  last  two  weeks  everybody  has  been  busy  press- 
ing cider  and  distilling  the  fruit. 

Sept.  9,  Sunday.  Many  of  the  members  absented  themselves 
from  preaching  to  attend  a  celebration  of  the  Methodist  Sunday 
School  in  the  neighborhood  of  Mr.  Daub. 

Sept.  10.  Br.  Jacobson  was  called  to  a  woman,  the  widow  Volk, 
who  lived  eleven  or  twelve  miles  north  of  Bethania.  She  believed 
herself  near  death  and  unprepared.  The  conversation  seemed  to 
give  her  much  peace. 

Sept.  28.  Visited  Br.  (Saddler)  Hauser's  mill,  where  the  wife 
of  (Silver)  Hauser  has  been  for  a  few  days  .Her  son  Samuel  runs 
the  mill. 

Oct.  1.  We  visited  the  widowed  Sr.  Sponhauer.  Daniel  and  John 
Sponhauer  took  us  to  the  so-called  Daub's  Camp  Ground,  in  the 
neighborhood,  where  an  eight-day  Camp  Meeting  of  the  Metho- 
dists will  begin  on  the  fifth. 

Oct.  7,  Sunday.  Most  of  our  members,  and  we  with  them,  went 
to  the  camp  meeting. 

Oct.  16.1  was  asked  to  hold  the  funeral  of  the  widow  Katharina 
Volk. 

Nov.  1.  Left  early  to  attend  the  Conference  in  Salem.  One  pas- 
tor complained  of  the  inroads  the  Methodists  were  making  into 
his  congregation ;  report  says  the  same  of  our  congregation.  The 
thought  that  we  might  fight  back  with  the  same  weapons  was 
set  aside  as  contrary  to  our  spirit,  and  it  was  recommended  that 
the  matter  should  be  presented  to  the  Lord,  calmly  and  secretly. 

Nov.  7. 1  went  to  Daub's  Camp  Ground  to  attend  an  advertized 
debate  between  the  Methodists  and  Baptists.  The  latter  party  did 
not  appear,  so  I  went  home. 

Nov.  10.  I  went  to  Pfafftown  to  see  about  oil  for  painting  the 
church  roof. 

Nov.  12.  Today  school  was  opened  with  the  singing  of  Christ- 
mas hymns,  accompanied  by  the  violin.  I  plan  to  do  this  every 
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day.  The  children  who  can  read  fairly  well,  and  who  have  Hymn 
Books,  learn  verses  daily. 

Nov.  15.  Today  Br.  Hermann  Buttner,  and  his  companions 
Ephraim  Strub  and  Joel  Hauser  (Silver's  son) ,  left  on  a  business 
trip  to  Tennessee  (to  the  land  called  the  Chickesaw  purchase). 
They  expect  to  return  early  next  year. 

Nov.  17.  This  morning  I  received  an  invitation  to  hold  the 
funeral  of  Henry  Kapp,  Jr.,  who  had  died  suddenly. 

Nov.  19.  Because  of  rain  yesterday  the  funeral  was  postponed 
until  today.  With  the  brothers  Hauser,  and  others  from  the  town, 
I  went  to  the  home  of  Henry  Kapp,  where  a  large  company  had 
assembled.  I  spoke  on  the  parable  of  the  Ten  Virgins. 

Nov.  21.  A  request  came  that  I  hold  the  funeral  of  a  certain 
John  Schemel,  seven  miles  northwest  of  Bethania,  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  old  Richmond  courthouse.20  I  went  thither  with 
Br.  Samuel  Strub,  Sr.,  and  arrived  at  half  past  twelve  o'clock, 
but  the  coffin  had  not  yet  been  made,  so  the  ceremony  had  to  wait 
until  nearly  four  o'clock.  At  sunset  we  set  out  for  home.  It  was  a 
cold,  windy  day. 

Nov.  25,  Sunday.  A  harvest  thanksgiving  sermon  was  preached, 
but  rain  kept  many  away.  Some  of  the  members  have  bad  colds. 
The  butchering  of  hogs  has  begun. 

Dec.  2,  Sunday.  In  the  evening  we  had  a  well  attended  Christ- 
mas singstunde. 

Dec.  9, 16.  Christmas  singstunde  in  the  evening. 

Dec.  18.  We  killed  hogs.  The  rest  of  the  week,  mostly  rainy 
days,  filled  with  preparations  for  the  holidays. 

Dec.  25.  There  was  a  fairly  large  attendance  at  the  morning 
service.  The  sermon  was  not  in  English  as  usual,  but  was  in 
German,  because  an  English  service  was  being  held  at  Daub's 
Meeting  House,  and  not  many  neighbors  could  be  expected  here. 

Dec.  31.  The  crowd  at  the  midnight  meeting  was  very  large. 
The  good  roads,  the  bright  moonlight  (it  was  the  night  before 
full  moon),  and  the  pleasant  weather  doubtless  influenced  the 
attendance  not  a  little.  There  was  no  disturbance.

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Friedberg  Diary,  1827. 
[Extracts  translated."] 

Jan.  14.  At  the  request  of  our  members,  during  this  year  the 
sermon  will  be  in  English  on  every  third  Sunday.  Because  of 
the  cold  the  plastering  of  the  church  ceiling  had  to  stop. 

Feb.     Work  on  the  Friedberg  church  goes  slowly. 

Feb.  11.  The  preaching  was  half  German,  half  English. 

Feb.  22.  There  was  the  marriage  of  Lewis  Spencer  Mullican 
to  the  single  Sr.  Sarah  Rominger,  (daughter  of  Cornelius 
Rominger)  in  her  mother's  house. 

March  12.1  went  with  Dr.  Kiihln  to  see  Jacob  Spach  and  other 
sick  people. 

March  30.  Today  members  began  to  clean  God's  Acre. 

March  31.  There  was  examination  in  the  school,  which  now 
closes  the  winter  session.  The  children  have  made  notable  prog- 
ress. 

April  1.  This  week  work  was  done  on  the  pulpit.  The  new  bell 
arrived,  and  I  made  a  drawing  of  the  tower. 

April  8.  The  Congregation  Council  met  to  discuss  finishing  the 
church  building.  There  appears  now  to  be  more  courage  and 
life. 

April  15.  A  large  number  of  persons  gathered  in  the  shade 
of  the  trees  for  the  Easter  services. 

April  17.  Jacob  Mack  and  George  Frey,  Sr.,  and  their  company, 
worked  here  today,  and  built  the  bake-oven.  Work  continued  on 
the  new  church. 

April  22.  Congregation  Council  was  held  with  Br.  Schulz 
present.  The  Brn.  Christian  Hege,  George  Hege,  and  Joseph 
Mack,  Sr.,  were  elected  trustees  of  the  local  congregation  land 
of  77  acres.  This  election  was  attested  by  proper  witnesses.  Then 
the  land  was  pledged  as  security  for  a  bond  for  $250,  to  be  used 
to  finish  the  building.  The  bond  will  be  free  of  interest  for  two 
years,  and  if  the  bond  is  paid  off  within  the  two  years  the 
bond  will  be  cancelled  and  the  land  released.  Br.  Schulz,  as  suc- 
cessor to  Br.  Marshall,  holds  the  land  in  trust,  according  to  the 
deed  from  Adam  Spach,  Sr.  The  plan  for  the  tower  was  shown, 
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and  no  objections  were  raised.  A  majority  ordered  that  the 
church  benches  should  all  be  made  by  a  certain  appointed  person, 
and  then  each  member  should  pay  his  share. 

April  2U>  A  committee  came  to  determine  the  place  for  a  church 
and  house  kitchen,  and  to  stake  it  off. 

May  IS.  The  old  church  kitchen  was  torn  down,  and  the  ma- 
terial used  in  the  new  one. 

May  26.  The  old  church  was  taken  down. 

June  12.  Painting  was  begun. 

June  17 1  Sunday.  There  was  the  funeral  of  the  married  Br. 
Jacob  Reich.  For  lack  of  other  place  the  sermon  was  preached  in 
the  shade  of  the  trees,  for  benches  were  being  made  in  the  old 
house. 

June  25.  The  Brn.  Benzien  and  Meinung  tuned  the  organ. 

July  8.  A  pleasant  meeting  of  Congregation  Council.  The 
consecration  day  was  set  for  July  28. 

July  28.  We  celebrated  a  happy  and  blessed  consecration 
festival.  After  morning  prayer  we  assembled  at  ten  o'clock  at 
the  old  place,  to  which  we  had  been  called  by  the  trombones.  Br. 
Benade  bade  a  suitable  farewell  to  the  place  where  for  fifty-eight 
years  already,  in  two  meeting-halls,  the  word  of  salvation  had 
been  preached.  Then  as  the  trombones  played: 

Eure  Ausgang  segne  Gott,21 
we  moved  in  procession  into  the  new  church,  while  the  bell  rang 
and  the  choir  sang: 

Die  Gnade  des  Herrn  Jesu  Christ,22 
and  with  instrumental  accompaniment  the  anthem : 

Gehet  zu  seinen  Thoren  ein  mit  Danken,  und  zu  seinen 

Vorhof  en  mit  Loben.23 
First  went  the  musicians  and  the  diener,  then  the  children  of  both 
sexes,  then  the  ministers  and  their  wives,  then  the  women,  four 
by  four,  then  the  men  four  by  four,  all  moving  in  good  order  and 
quietly. 

Br.  Benade  welcomed  the  congregation ;  stated  in  German  and 
in  English  the  purpose  of  the  day,  then  offered  the  dedicatory 
prayer  and  consecrated  the  church  in  the  name  of  the  Holy

28  Enter  into  His  gates  with  thanksgiving  and  into  His  courts  with  praise. 
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Trinity.  During  an  anthem  the  pastor  of  the  congregation  entered 
the  pulpit ;  then  preached  the  dedicatory  sermon  and  offered  the 
closing  prayer. 

The  leading  Lutheran  preacher  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina, 
Br.  Schober,  preached  in  English.  Then  Br.  Denke  spoke  briefly 
in  English,  and  held  the  lovef east ;  in  closing,  Br.  Benade  added 
appropriate  words,  and  pronounced  the  Old  Testament  benedic- 
tion on  the  assembled  people,  who  numbered  between  fifteen  and 
sixteen  hundred.  Finally  all  sang: 

Now  thank  we  all  our  God, 
to  the  accompaniment  of  the  trombones. 

Because  the  church  was  too  crowded  Br.  Schober  held  a  service 
for  the  children  during  the  lovefeast. 

The  order,  quiet,  and  reverence  of  so  large  a  crowd  of  people 
was  the  crowning  feature  of  the  day,  together  with  the  beautiful 
music. 

Aug.  25.  The  congregation  celebrated  the  Thirteenth  of  August 
and  other  festal  days  which  had  been  postponed  until  now.  Br. 
Benzien  played  the  organ. 

Sept.  16.  Congregation  Council  met  to  consider  the  Sunday 
School  to  be  established  here. 

Sept.  30,  Sunday.  Br.  Schober  and  his  wife  visited  here,  and 
he  preached  in  English  concerning  the  establishment  of  the  Sun- 
day School  here.  After  the  baptism  of  two  children  by  Br.  Denke, 
the  matter  of  the  Sunday  School  was  further  explained  to  the 
congregation  by  Br.  Schober,  and  it  was  agreed  that  such  a 
society  should  be  organized  here  under  the  name  Charity  Sunday 
School  Society  on  South  Fork,  auxiliary  to  the  American  Sunday 
School  Union.  Seventeen  members  joined  at  once,  from  among 
whom  the  officers  will  be  elected  after  the  constitution  has  been 
signed  and  accepted.  The  collection  was  $8.  Many  of  our  members 
were  absent. 

Oct.  1. 1  presided  at  a  largely  attended  funeral  occasion  at  the 
Pilgrim  Church. 

Oct.  7,  Sunday.  Further  steps  were  taken  in  the  organization 
of  a  Sunday  School.  Forty-two  children  came. 

Oct.  Ik.  Fifty-nine  children  came  to  Sunday  School. 

Oct.  2k.  We  visited  our  members  in  Opossumtown  and  its 
neighborhood. 
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Oct.  28.  The  Sunday  School  numbered  seventy-one. 

Nov.  25.  Because  of  a  rain-storm  there  was  no  public  service, 
otherwise  a  harvest  thanksgiving  sermon  would  have  been 
preached.  However,  sixty  Sunday  School  scholars  came,  and  we 
had  a  happy  day  with  them. 

Dec.  2,  Sunday.  The  entrance  into  the  new  Church  Year  could 
not  be  celebrated  in  Hope,  for  half  way  there  I  was  turned  back 
by  high  water. 

Dec.  7.  In  the  Miller  graveyard  I  held  the  funeral  of  Jose  Davis, 
who  departed  this  life  on  the  5th. 

Dec.  8.  The  day  school  here  was  formally  organized  in  the 
presence  of  George  Frey,  Sr.,  and  Thomas  Padget,  Jr.,  who  are 
trustees  this  year. 

Dec.  23,  Sunday.  Eighty-one  scholars  came  for  the  Sunday 
School  Examination.  Their  progress  is  remarkable,  and  rewards 
were  given  to  them. 

Dec.  25.  Many  people  came  to  join  with  our  members  and  chil- 
dren in  our  Christmas  Day  services. 

Extracts  from  a  Letter  to  Francis  L.  Fries,  Student 
at  Nazareth  Hall,  Nazareth,  Pa.,  from  his  Parents,  1827. 

Salem,  Sept  30,  1827 

My  dear  Child  :24 

I  do  not  know  of  anything  very  important  to  write  to  you  but 
you  will  expect  a  long  letter  from  us.  Your  sister  has  written 
to  you  almost  everything  and  there  is  little  left  for  me  to  write. 
Today  we  celebrated  the  Feast  of  Angels  and  Heinrich  enjoyed 
especially  the  lovef  east. . . .  What  do  you  think  of  the  Boys  School 
here?  One  teacher  leaves  after  another  and  no  one  will  hold  the 
place.  They  also  need  a  cook.  ...  It  looks  like  Cristoph  Vogler 
will  not  get  into  his  new  house,  he  is  so  very  ailing.  This  week 
there  will  be  a  camp  meeting  at  Daub's.  .  .  .  The  Negroes  have 
not  finished  their  corn  fodder  and  the  wool  is  not  finished.  Yes- 
terday was  Tatum's  Negro  sale.  Jacob  Schulz  bought  Mary  and 
the  smallest  child  for  $320.  The  little  boy  not  much  bigger  than 


24  There  are  fourteen  letters  extant  written  by  Wilhelm  Fries  and  his  wife  Johanna 
Elisabeth  Fries,  of  Salem,  to  their  son  Franz  Levin  Fries,  then  in  school  in  Nazareth, 
Pennsylvania.  They  are  largely  personal  letters,  but  contain  some  items  throwing  light 
on  matters  mentioned  in  the  diary.  John  Tatum  was  not  a  Moravian  but  some  of  the 
purchasers  at  the  vendu  were,  and  the  item  shows  amounts  paid  for  slaves,  which  may 
be  compared  with  board  minute  notes  on  the  value  of  land. 
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Heinrich  was  bought  by  Rothaas  for  $150.  The  little  girl  was 
bought  for  $165  by  someone  in  Guilford  and  the  two  old  Negroes 
were  bought  by  John  Tatum  for  $200.  .  .  .  You  must  be  very 
careful  this  winter  since  you  are  not  used  to  the  cold  weather 
and  it  is  not  necessary  for  you  to  walk  in  the  snow  to  feed  the 
pigs  in  the  bush  as  we  have  to  do  here.  .  .  .  Your  dear  father  said 
that  he  would  not  write  this  time,  since  I  wrote  so  much.  He  sends 
best  greetings  and  wishes  you  all  good  things  inwardly  and  out- 
wardly. Do  not  forget  that  needful  part  to  go  with  all  your  wants 
to  the  Saviour  and  through  grace  He  will  answer  your  prayers. 
Now,  dear  son,  we  commend  you  to  His  care  and  keeping.

Freight  difficulties  in  1827. 

Philadelphia,  January  24,  1827. 

Rev.  Gottlieb  Byhan, 
Dear  Sir, 

I  am  under  the  disagreeable  necessity  of  informing  you  that 
the  Box  of  Books  I  received  from  Hamburg  for  you  &  which  I  had 
shipped  to  Petersburg,  Va.  on  board  the  Schr  William  Porter, 
Captain  Dane  Morse,  which  vessel  had  sailed  and  got  about  60 
miles  down  the  river  when  at  night  it  got  so  excesively  cold  that 
on  that  night  the  river  was  completely  filled  with  ice.  This  vessel 
was  in  the  middle  of  the  river,  the  ice  began  to  float  which  when 
then  is  very  sharp,  it  cut  through  the  bottom  of  the  vessell  and 
she  partly  sunk,  &  floating  about  the  river  it  was  thought  that 
she  would  be  entirely  lost,  but  the  weather  moderated  &  by 
exertion  they  got  her  on  shore,  where  they  are  now  discharging 
her  cargo  in  a  damaged  state  &  some  totally  lost,  but  I  have  ac- 
count from  there  that  Books  etc.  are  safe  but  wet.  I  shall  here 
further  shortly.  Mr.  Peterson's  plaines  etc.  are  partly  safe,  the 
expense  will  be  something  to  get  them  back.  I  wish  you  a  happy 
year  and  Remain  My  Dear  Br.

[The  English  Parliament  removed  the  civil  and  political  dis- 
abilities under  which  the  Dissenters  had  labored  for  nearly  a 
century. 

General  Andrew  Jackson  was  elected  president  of  the  United 
States,  after  a  heated  campaign. 

Dr.  Elisha  Mitchell  continued  his  travels  over  the  state  in  his 
geological  survey. 

Five  companies  were  granted  charters  for  the  manufacture  of 
cotton  and  wool  in  different  parts  of  the  state; — Rockingham, 
Randolph,  Trauter's  Creek,  Edgecombe,  Fayetteville. 

Governor  Iredell  and  Governor  Branch  were  elected  to  the 
national  senate.  John  Owen,  of  Bladen  County,  was  elected  gov- 
ernor of  North  Carolina. 

The  State  Bank  of  North  Carolina  was  in  a  critical  condition, 
and  Judge  Thomas  Ruffin  was  urged  to  become  its  president.  He 
consented  to  serve,  and  took  charge  in  December.] 

Memorabilia  of  Salem  Congregation,  1828. 
{Extracts  translated.] 

The  goodness  of  the  Lord  has  manifested  itself  to  us  in  many 
ways  during  the  year  now  ending,  and  as  we  think  back  new 
instances  continually  come  to  mind,  some  of  a  general  nature 
and  others  in  special  circumstances  of  which  we  think  with 
thankful  hearts.  Blessings  from  above  we  have  shared  with  our 
fellow  citizens ;  blessings  in  rich  measure  we  have  enjoyed  with 
the  children  of  God.  Through  the  mercy  of  God  the  farms  yielded 
a  rich  harvest  for  support,  and  supplied  the  needs  which  have 
existed.  Seed  came  up  well,  and  in  spite  of  little  rain  it  bore 
richly.  Clear  weather  permitted  a  successful  harvesting  and 
bringing  into  the  barns.  Health  in  general  was  good,  and  this 
made  the  burdens  of  life  seem  lighter.  Neither  epidemics  nor  high 
prices  threatened  to  harm  us.  The  unusual  shortage  of  circulating 
currency  in  our  state  affected  us  only  measurably.  Peace  and 
quiet  reigned  in  our  towns,  and  in  our  beloved  fatherland.  Most 
heartily  can  we  rejoice  over  the  Constitution  of  these  United 
States,  over  the  high  places  abroad  which  the  Lord  has  given 
to  our  country,  and  the  joy  of  all  who  dwell  under  its  wings. 

Deeper,  however,  lie  our  thanks  and  joy  over  the  goodness  of 
the  Lord,  over  His  grace  poured  out  upon  our  souls.  Children 
and  parents  have  often  lifted  their  hearts  to  the  Lord,  and  have 
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bowed  the  knee  before  His  throne  of  grace.  In  many  families, 
in  special  groups,  hymns  of  praise  have  been  sung  with  edifica- 
tion. 

The  boarding  school  for  boys,  which  has  existed  here  for  some 
time,  was  given  up  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year  because  of  the 
lack  of  a  sufficient  number  of  pupils,  but  the  little  boys  of  the 
congregation  have  suffered  little  loss  in  their  instruction  and 
education.  It  has  also  been  agreed  that  if  parents  or  guardians 
wish  to  bring  their  sons  or  wards  here  for  education  it  may  be 
permitted  if  they  can  be  cared  for  in  one  or  another  family,  in 
which  case  they  may  attend  school  with  our  boys. 

In  spite  of  the  bad  commercial  situation  in  the  southern  and 
western  states,  our  Boarding  School  for  Girls  has  received  new 
pupils  to  take  the  place  of  nearly  all  of  those  who  have  gone  home. 

All  the  Choirs  of  the  congregation  have  observed  their  respec- 
tive covenant  days,  and  have  renewed  their  intention  to  dedicate 
their  lives  to  the  Friend  of  our  souls. 

The  festival  of  the  Chief  Elder  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  and 
the  anniversary  of  our  congregation  was  a  day  of  the  Lord,  on 
which  we  experienced  many  proofs  of  the  love  and  faithfulness 
of  the  Gardener  who  has  planted  us  here,  protected  and  blessed 
us. 

More  than  usual,  perhaps,  has  been  the  interest  in  the  chief 
points  of  our  constitution,  and  in  the  leadings  of  the  Bishop  of 
the  souls  of  a  people  pledged  to  Him.  From  the  great  church 
festivals  many  good  impressions  remain.  On  Easter  day  many 
from  the  neighborhood  united  with  us,  and  were  devout,  quiet, 
and  orderly.  The  Christmas  time  is  so  fresh  in  our  affectionate 
remembrance  that  no  words  are  needed  to  express  what  we  and 
our  children  felt  beside  the  manger  of  the  Son  of  Love. 

The  spread  of  the  Sunday  School  movement  and  the  blessing 
resting  upon  it  was  an  especial  cause  for  the  active  interest  of 
this  congregation.  In  the  course  of  the  year  two  new  Sunday 
Schools  have  been  established,  one  northeast  and  one  northwest 
from  here,  two  or  three  miles  away ;  the  one  in  an  already  stand- 
ing schoolhouse  has  been  named  the  Brushy  Fork  Sunday  School; 
the  latter  is  held  in  a  new  Sunday  School  and  Meeting  House, 
built  by  the  Brethren  and  the  neighbors,  which  has  received 
the  name  Pleasant  Hill.  These  Sunday  Schools  are  under  the 
supervision  of  an  association  formed  here  to  assist  the  American 
Union,  which  has  as  object  the  spread  of  the  Sunday  School  work 
in  our  land.  Many  of  the  members  of  this  association  in  connec- 
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tion  with  the  American  Sunday  School  Union  have  visited  in  the 
neighborhood,  and  there  are  prospects  for  the  beginning  of  other 
schools,  in  addition  to  two  others  which  have  already  been  found- 
ed at  more  distant  points.  They  gladly  take  the  trouble  to  be  at 
the  already  mentioned  schools  each  Sunday,  as  teachers  and  lead- 
ers of  the  young  people.  Often  a  Brother1  goes  from  here  and 
holds  a  preaching  service,  which  is  usually  well  attended. 

The  earnest  desire  which  has  been  awakened  in  many  of  the 
members  of  this  congregation  to  stop  the  misuse  of  strong  drink, 
has  had  good  results  in  some  cases. 

Often  we  have  been  edified  together,  especially  by  the  reading 
of  the  Gemein  Nachrichten,  the  memoirs  of  members  who  have 
gone  home,  and  by  the  encouraging  reports  from  the  spread  of 
the  kingdom  of  God,  showing  the  blessing  attached  to  the  progress 
of  the  mission  work  in  general,  and  especially  of  the  missions  of 
the  Unity  of  Brethren.  It  has  given  particular  joy  that  from  this 
congregation,  and  from  the  Female  Missionary  Society,  there 
have  been  those  who  were  willing  to  enter  mission  service.  In 
answer  to  a  call,  the  Single  Brother  Franz  Eder  arrived  from 
Niesky  on  the  23rd  of  June;  he  remained  for  some  months  to 
learn  the  English  language.  He  married  the  Single  Sister  Caro- 
lina Friederica  Eberhard ;  and  on  September  30  he  was  ordained 
a  deacon  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  by  our  Br.  Benade.  Her  recep- 
tion as  an  akolouthe  followed ;  and  then  in  October  they  left  for 
their  post  in  Oo-yu-ge-lo-gee,  to  take  the  place  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Schmidt.  The  Single  Brother  Heinrich  Gottlieb  Clauder,  formerly 
teacher  in  the  boys  school,  received  a  call  to  go  with  them,  to  help 
in  the  mission  and  teach  the  school,  and  he  was  received  as  an 
akolouthe.  They  left  on  October  6th  with  the  Brn.  Matthaeus 
Reich  and  Christian  Grabs,  accompanied  by  the  Brn.  August 
Henry  Schulz  and  Lewis  Eberhard.  They  had  unusually  fine 
weather,  and  reached  Springplace  on  October  26,  where  they 
made  a  pleasant  stop  and  could  rejoice  over  the  work  of  grace  in 
the  hearts  of  the  Indian  members.  Then  Br.  and  Sr.  Eder  and  Br. 
Clauder  went  to  their  post  in  Oo-yu-ge-lo-gee,  where  Br.  and  Sr. 
Schmidt  took  an  affectionate  leave  and  returned  to  Salem,  ac- 
companied by  Br.  Joseph  Gambold. 

Br.  Steiner  has  continued  to  serve  the  little  Negro  congregation 
here  with  Word  and  Sacrament,  to  the  blessing  of  those  desiring 
salvation.  The  Sunday  School  in  their  church  has  been  held  with- 
out interruption  and  with  good  results. 


1  The  word  is  used  here  for  a  Moravian  minister. 
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With  special  pleasure  it  is  noted  that  a  few  months  ago  a 
Sunday  School  was  begun  in  the  Sisters  House,  where  on  Sun- 
day afternoons  the  younger  Sisters  and  the  older  girls  who  desire 
to  improve  in  reading  and  writing  are  given  free  instruction, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Choir  officers. 

As  soon  as  possible,  steps  will  be  taken  to  offer  school  facilities 
to  the  young  men  and  boys  who  need  instruction  in  those 
branches. 

A  number  of  younger  Brethren  and  boys  said  they  were  willing 
to  serve  the  congregation  with  music,  as  soon  as  they  were 
qualified,  so  arrangements  were  made  for  them,  and  a  number  of 
Brethren  are  teaching  them. 

In  the  Choir  of  Single  Sisters  the  following  changes  have 
taken  place.  Sr.  Anna  Dorothea  Warner,  who  has  been  vorste- 
herin  of  the  Choir  for  fourteen  years,  and  also  pflegerin  for  the 
last  four  years,  has  been  succeeded  as  vorsteherin  by  Sr.  Johanna 
Elisabeth  Schulz,  of  Salem,  and  as  pflegerin  by  Sr.  Friederica 
Helena  Bohler,  from  Bethlehem,  who  arrived  on  October  16. 
Both  Sisters  were  received  as  akolouthes  and  were  installed  in 
office. 

The  sympathy  of  the  congregation  led  to  warm  petitions  to  the 
Lord  for  His  servant,  our  worthy  Br.  Andreas  Benade,  who  has 
been  obliged  to  be  away  from  his  post  for  a  long  time.  On  April 
7  he  and  his  wife  and  three  sons  left  for  Pennsylvania.  The  eldest 
will  be  placed  in  a  business ;  the  second  will  continue  his  studies 
at  Nazareth  Hall.  After  an  absence  of  twelve  weeks  he  returned 
in  good  health.  His  wife  expected  to  return  this  fall,  when  her 
health  had  improved,  but  this  proved  to  be  impossible,  for  she 
became  worse  and  her  condition  more  alarming.  Therefore,  in 
the  beginning  of  October,  Br.  Benade  felt  obliged  to  go  to 
Pennsylvania  again,  to  meet  his  wife  in  Philadelphia,  where 
she  was  staying,  hoping  to  be  able  to  bring  her  back.  Letters 
received  from  him  show  that  this  will  not  be  possible,  because 
of  her  continuing  illness.  She  seemed  to  be  somewhat  better,  but 
the  trip  could  not  be  made  in  this  cold  time  of  the  year.  So  far  as 
we  know,  they  are  ending  the  year  in  Philadelphia,  where  Br. 
Benade  has  preached  on  a  number  of  Sundays.  During  their 
absence  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  has  arranged  for  Br.  Benade's 
duties  to  be  divided  as  follows:  Br.  Schaaf  serves  as  pastor  of 
the  congregation;  Br.  Reichel  as  preacher,  and  as  Inspector  of 
the  boys  school.  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  is  pfleger  of  the  Single 
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Brethren  and  boys.  In  the  place  of  Sr.  Benade,  Sr.  Schaaf  is 
serving  as  pflegerin  of  the  widows. 

After  the  boys  boarding  school  was  given  up,  Br.  Johann 
Heinrich  Kluge  was  called  as  teacher  to  the  Paedagogium  in 
Nazareth,  and  left  on  October  5,  accompanied  by  our  best  wishes. 
The  school  for  the  little  town  boys  is  being  conducted  by  the  Brn. 
Augustus  Henry  Schulz  and  Joshua  Boner. 

In  the  Girls  Boarding  School  two  places  were  vacated.  The 
Single  Sr.  Maria  Steiner,  who  had  taught  there  for  fifteen  years, 
married  the  widowed  Br.  Christian  Friedrich  Denke,  pastor  of 
Friedberg.  The  Single  Sr.  Carolina  Friederica  Eberhard,  who 
also  had  taught  there  a  number  of  years,  married  Br.  Eder,  as 
already  noted.  It  was  not  necessary  to  replace  these  Sisters,  for 
fifty-two  boarding  pupils  had  left  and  only  forty-five  new  board- 
ers had  come,  so  of  six  rooms  one  could  be  closed. 

The  plans  made  last  year  for  a  new  water  system  for  our  town 
were  carried  out  more  quickly  than  could  have  been  expected, 
and  experience  to  date  indicates  that  it  will  serve  the  purpose. 
All  the  cisterns,  from  one  end  of  town  to  the  other,  are  plentifully 
supplied  with  water,  and  at  various  places  in  town,  where  out- 
lets have  been  arranged,  the  water  is  fresh  even  in  the  hottest 
time  of  the  year. 

In  the  month  of  March  a  new  family  house  in  the  lower  part  of 
the  town  was  occupied;  and  later,  at  the  upper  end  of  town,  a 
coopershop  and  a  smithy  were  built.  Also,  near  a  recently  re- 
modeled family  house,  a  house  has  been  arranged  as  a  gallery 
in  which  paintings  may  be  seen  by  those  who  care  to  go  there. 

Eight  little  boys  from  Salem  have  begun  to  attend  school,  to- 
gether with  three  from  the  neighborhood;  and  eight  have  left. 
The  present  total  is  thirty-one. 

Twenty-five  little  town  girls  attend  school  regularly ;  and  seven 
older  girls  are  having  music  and  drawing  lessons.  Sr.  Lisette 
Schulz  is  holding  the  afternoon  classes  for  the  youngest  girls, 
succeeding  Sr.  Johanna  Elizabeth  Schulz.  In  the  boarding  school 
there  are  seventy-three  girls  from  outside. 

Salem  Diary,  1828. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  3.  In  the  evening  the  adult  Brethren  met,  and  it  was  de- 
cided to  undertake  the  building  of  a  new  water  system  for  the 
town,  as  the  one  we  have  is  not  satisfactory  because  it  furnishes 
too  little  water. 
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Jan.  12.  All  this  week  there  were  no  evening  services,  as  the 
adult  Brethren  met  twice  to  elect  a  new  Congregation  Council ; 
and  then  the  Council  met  twice  to  elect  a  new  Aufseher  Colle- 
gium. 

Feb.  29.  The  Sunday  School  in  Friedberg  has  grown  to  123 
pupils.  Each  time,  when  the  session  opens,  they  have  religious 
instruction,  and  they  have  memorized  a  large  number  of  verses 
from  the  New  Testament. 

March  30,  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  at  three  o'clock  there  was 
a  solemn  service  for  the  confirmation  of  five  persons.  There  were 
also  confirmation  services  in  Bethania,  Friedberg,  and  Friedland. 

April  6,  Easter  Sunday.  After  warm  weather,  it  has  been  raw 
and  windy  for  some  days,  and  we  had  a  clear  but  very  cold 
Easter  morning.  In  spite  of  this  a  considerable  number  of  friends 
gathered  for  the  early  service  on  God's  Acre,  which  was  held  in 
the  English  language.  A  still  larger  number  attended  the  preach- 
ing service  at  nine  o'clock,  and  the  church  was  completely  filled. 

April  7.  Br.  and  Sr  .  Benade  and  their  three  sons  left  today  for 
Pennsylvania.  The  widowed  Sr.  Vierling  went  with  them  to  visit 
in  Bethlehem. 

April  22.  Br.  Steiner  held  the  children's  hour2  and  the  sing- 
stunde. 

May  27.  During  the  remainder  of  this  week  there  were  no  eve- 
ning services.  On  the  29th  and  30th  the  church  was  used  for  the 
Examination  of  the  girls  in  our  boarding  and  day  school.  A  con- 
siderable number  of  visiting  parents  and  relatives  were  pleased 
to  see  that  good  use  had  been  made  of  the  time  the  girls  had  spent 
here. 

June  7,  Saturday.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  severe  storm, 
with  wind  of  hurricane  strength  and  heavy  rain.  In  the  Friedland 
settlement  it  was  accompanied  by  hail.  At  Friedland  church  it 
came  just  after  the  members  had  finished  the  Communion  serv- 
ice, and  many  were  caught  on  their  way  home.  Fortunately  no 
one  was  hurt,  though  many  trees  were  blown  down  and  across 
the  roads  by  the  force  of  the  storm.  The  Square  in  the  middle 
of  the  town  here  was  full  of  broken  branches  from  the  trees 
standing  in  it;  and  in  some  gardens  trees  were  uprooted.

June  15.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  widowed 
Sr.  Dorothea  Schulz,  born  Schumacher.  The  departed  Sister  was 
born  on  January  24,  1761,  at  Broadbay,  a  German  settlement  in 
the  state  of  Massachusetts3  in  New  England.  She  lost  her  mother 
when  she  was  still  young,  and  when  her  father  married  again 
they  moved  with  other  Broadbayers  to  Wachovia  in  North  Caro- 
lina. On  the  voyage  they  were  shipwrecked  on  the  coast  of 
Virginia,  and  her  father  lost  everything  he  had.  On  Nov.  12, 
1769,  they  reached  Bethabara.  Ultimately  her  father  settled  about 
two  miles  from  Salem.  ...  On  June  20,  1782,  she  married  the 
single  Br.  Gottfried  Schulz,  which  union  was  blessed  with  four 
sons.  .  .  . 

July  2.  In  the  evening  at  five  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral  of 
the  little  Nathanael  Augustus  Schober,  aged  one  year,  four 
months,  and  fourteen  days.  He  died  of  bowel  trouble. 

July  U.  This  anniversary  of  the  independence  of  the  United 
States  passed  quietly  here. 

July  8.  In  the  evening  meeting  there  was  the  baptism  of  the 
little  son  born  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Heinrich  Leinbach  on  June  27.  The 
child  received  the  name  James  Theodore. 

July  21.  In  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Aeltesten  Con- 
ferenz  and  Aufseher  Collegium  it  was  decided  to  close  the  board- 
ing school  for  boys  opened  here  about  two  years  ago.  The  pupils 
constantly  decrease  in  number,  and  in  this  time  of  scarcity  of 
money  there  is  little  hope  that  their  numbers  will  increase. 

July  31.  The  Sunday  schools  in  Friedberg  and  Friedland  are 
doing  well.  The  former  has  154  pupils  and  the  latter  56. 

Aug.  7.  There  was  no  evening  meeting  as  the  musicians  were 
practising  for  the  approaching  festival. 

Aug.  10,  Sunday.  On  this  important  day  of  remembrance  of 
August  Thirteenth  the  congregation  assembled  in  the  morning  at 
nine  o'clock.  At  the  lovefeast  in  the  afternoon  the  centennial  ode 
from  last  year  was  used,  omitting  the  parts  which  only  belonged 
to  1827. 

Aug.  11*.  Today,  here  in  Salem,  representatives  were  elected 
from  this  district  to  the  coming  session  of  the  Assembly  of  our 
state.4

*  Emanuel  Schober,  of  Salem,  was  elected  state  senator;  Gabriel  T.  Moore  and  Henry  A. 
Martin  were  elected  representatives. 
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Sept.  In  the  evening  there  was  the  marriage  of  the  widowed 
Br.  Johann  Jacob  Blum  to  the  Single  Sr.  Anna  Dorothea  Warner. 

Sept.  11.  The  widowed  Br.  Christian  Friedrich  Denke,  pastor 
of  Friedberg  congregation,  was  married  to  the  single  Sr.  Maria 
Steiner,  of  Salem. 

Sept.  13.  At  Pfafftown,  near  Bethania,  a  Sunday  school  was 
organized  by  our  Brother,  Pastor  Schober.  Br.  Peter  Pfaff  is 
president,  and  it  has  received  the  name  Cedar  Grove  Sunday 
School.  It  is  receiving  much  encouragement  in  the  neighborhood, 
and  begins  with  more  than  thirty  children. 

Sept.  24.  Our  Boarding  School  for  Girls  celebrated  its  annual 
festal  day  with  the  usual  services,  including  a  lovefeast. 

Oct.  2.  The  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  among 
the  Heathen  held  its  annual  meeting. 

Oct.  10.  The  General  Muster  of  the  militia  of  this  county  was 
moved  from  Germantown  to  Salem,  so  from  early  morning  the 
town  was  full  of  people.  In  the  forenoon  the  militia  had  a  pre- 
paratory drill  on  the  main  street  of  the  town.  In  the  afternoon 
the  regular  muster  was  held  on  an  adjoining  field.  All  passed 
without  seriously  disturbing  our  town,  and  in  the  evening  we 
were  able  to  hold  our  singstunde. 

Oct.  26,  Sunday.  Many  of  our  members  attended  the  re-baptism 
of  the  married  Thomas  Christmann,  who  with  his  wife  has  left 
our  congregation  and  has  gone  to  the  Baptists.  The  immersion 
took  place  four  miles  from  here. 

Nov.  13.  Today  many  men  from  this  county  gathered  here  to 
vote  for  Electors  for  a  president  and  vice  president  of  the 
United  States,  as  the  terms  of  the  present  president  and  vice 
president  expire  on  the  4th  of  March  next  year. 

Nov.  16,  Sunday.  The  local  congregation  observed  the  double 
festival,  the  day  of  the  Chief  Elder  and  the  anniversary  of  this 
congregation. ...  In  the  afternoon  was  the  lovefeast.  .  .  .  followed 
by  the  Cup  of  Covenant  for  the  communicants.  Br.  Schaaf  ex- 
plained its  meaning,  namely  to  praise  and  thank  the  Saviour  for 
His  many  tokens  of  grace,  to  pledge  renewed  loyalty  and  obedi- 
ence to  Him,  and  to  resolve  to  continue  to  follow  the  customs  of 
His  people. 
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Nov.  23,  Sunday.  Br.  Reichel  preached  the  harvest  thanks- 
giving sermon  in  German. 

Sr.  Friederica  Bohler  has  felt  moved  to  be  of  service  to  the 
older  girls  entrusted  to  her.  That  they  may  not  forget  what  they 
learned  in  school  she  has  suggested  that  there  be  a  school  for 
them  from  two  to  four  o'clock  each  Sunday  afternoon.  Their 
parents  and  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  were  happy  to  give  their 
approval,  and  Br.  Schaaf  solemnly  opened  the  school  today  with 
a  hymn,  and  with  prayer  to  the  Saviour  that  He  would  lay  His 
blessing  upon  this  loving  endeavor. 

Dec.  7,  Sunday.  Some  of  our  boys  have  expressed  a  willingness 
to  learn  instrumental  music,  and  certain  of  our  musical  Brethren 
have  begun  their  instruction  this  afternoon  and  will  continue 
from  Sunday  to  Sunday. 

Dec.  2Jf.  In  the  afternoon  at  five  o'clock  the  little  children  had 
their  meeting  to  celebrate  Christmas  Eve.  In  the  evening  at 
seven  o'clock  there  was  the  Christmas  Eve  service  for  the  school 
children  and  adults.  In  spirit  we  stood  before  His  manger,  and 
sang  our  hymns  of  praise  from  a  new  printed  ode.5 

Dec.  25.  Our  town  girls  and  the  boarding  pupils  from  the  girls 
school  pleased  the  congregation  with  their  Christmas  decoration 
and  their  Christmas  dialogue.  The  congregation  attended  by 
groups  on  the  25th,  the  26th,  and  the  28th. 

Fries  Letters. 
[Extracts  translated.] 

Salem,  Jan  12,  1828. 

My  dear  Franz, 

It  was  the  10th  of  September  when  you  took  leave  of  us,  and 
when  you  said  goodbye  you  also  said  that  you  wanted  us  to  write 
you  about  all  the  little  things  which  happen.  Whether  they  will 
still  interest  you,  or  whether  you  are  living  so  deeply  in  your 
present  affairs  that  you  have  lost  interest  we  do  not  know,  but 
we  will  tell  you  about  them. 

We  are  getting  along  well  with  the  farm,  the  corn  land  is  all 
ploughed,  and  now  they  are  working  on  the  fence.  They  have  not 
yet  done  any  work  on  the  house.  On  November  17  we  butchered 
the  cow;  she  weighed  260  lbs.  This  year  it  was  the  fashion  to

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buy  hogs  from  drovers,  and  I  bought  six ;  they  weighed  together 
1037  lbs.  for  $4.00.  Of  the  swine  running  in  the  woods  nine  have 
been  found ;  they  now  have  ten  young  ones,  which  I  am  feeding 
myself. 

On  the  14th  of  December  I  bought  a  Negro  named  Adam  from 
a  certain  Hanes,  brother-in-law  of  Emanuel  Schober.  He  came 
from  Yadkin  and  belonged  to  a  Jones  where  Hanes  had  worked  as 
a  hand.  I  paid  $375  for  him.  The  Negro  boy  is  14  years  old  and 
as  tall  as  I  am. 

On  January  10  we  killed  the  hogs  we  had  in  pens ;  they  weighed 
127  lbs.,  157  lbs.,  and  182  lbs. 

In  general  the  times  are  very  bad  with  us.  The  banks  have  all 
called  in  the  tenth  part.  The  State  Bank  declared  only  3%  and 
the  Cape  Fear  Bank  2%  for  the  last  half  year.  The  Cape  Fear 
Bank  is  about  to  be  given  up,  and  we  have  sent  Br.  Schumann 
from  Salem  to  Wilmington  to  see  about  it.  Only  God  knows  how 
it  will  turn  out,  but : 

Der  Wolken,  Luft  und  Winden  gibt  Wege,  Lauf  und  Bahn, 
Der  wird  auch  Wege  finden  da  unser  Fuss  gehen  kann.6 
Your  affectionate  father 
W.  Fries. 

As  your  father  has  written  in  detail  I  will  only  try  to  fill  the 
sheet,  that  we  may  set  you  a  good  example  and  not  send  blank 
paper.  Your  sister  asks  that  you  be  told  that  she  has  resolved 
this  year  to  be  diligent  in  her  studies;  she  is  beginning  with 
geography  and  history.  They  now  have  an  arrangement  by  which 
they  have  school  on  Saturday  morning  and  are  free  on  Wednes- 
day afternoon. 

You  have  probably  heard  of  the  fire  in  the  Bank  on  December 
21.  C.  Blum  was  Saaldiener,  and  was  just  lighting  the  candles  [in 
the  church]  when  the  fire  was  discovered.  Before  he  left  home 
he  was  counting  money,  and  left  the  money  lying  on  the  table.  It 
is  said  that  about  $10,000  was  burned,  of  which  however  only 
four  or  five  hundred  was  in  notes  of  other  Banks. 

You  will  want  to  know  how  our  corn  harvest  turned  out.  The 
cribs  were  filled,  with  twelve  bushels  left  over.  We  have  gathered 
ten  bushels  of  winter  apples.  We  again  bought  fourteen  chickens,

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nine  from  the  man  from  whom  we  bought  seventeen  last  year; 
we  paid  5^  apiece  for  the  chickens. 

Now  I  must  tell  you  about  the  Negroes.  Little  Carl7  sits  alone, 
and  is  always  good  and  pleasant.  Old  Hash8  has  been  captured, 
and  has  been  taken  to  Walker.  Schumann's  Ben  and  Willis  had  a 
grudge  against  him,  and  found  out  when  in  the  evening  of 
December  18  he  came  to  Brietz's.  They  told  Allday  and  Cooper, 
who  came  with  a  gun ;  Oppelt  heard  the  outcry  and  ran  thither. 
The  black  would  not  surrender  and  fought  with  a  fence-rail,  and 
Allday  shot  him  in  the  leg.  Oppelt  was  the  first  to  get  hold  of  him. 
Finally  he  had  to  give  up. 

My  paper  is  coming  to  an  end,  and  the  letter  must  go  to  the 
office.  In  closing  I  kiss  you  many  times  in  spirit,  and  remain

Salem,  March  14,  1828. 

My  dear  Franz, 

In  my  last  letter  I  wrote  about  the  hard  times,  and  now  they 
are  much  worse.  The  hardest  thing  for  us  is  that  in  the  year  1822 
I  bought  a  number  of  bank  shares,  and  at  that  time  children9 
were  boarding  with  us,  so  I  thought  that  I  could  soon  pay  for  the 
shares.  The  year  1823  also  went  well;  but  in  1824  we  lost  the 
children,10  and  I  could  not  pay  much  on  the  shares.  No  one  asked 
money  from  me;  on  the  contrary  when  I  bought  the  Negroes, 
Blum  offered  me  money,  which  I  did  not  take.  After  the  un- 
fortunate fire,  when  Schumann  returned  from  Wilmington  and 
brought  us  a  detailed  account  of  the  Bank,  we  saw  that  in  general 
the  Bank  was  in  good  condition,  but  that  it  was  being  sued  by  the 
United  States  Bank  because  it  could  not  pay  specie  for  its  notes. 
The  directors  had  therefore  decided  to  close  the  Bank,  which 
proposition  however  did  not  go  through.  Schumann  was  put 
into  C.  Blum's  place  as  cashier  of  the  Bank,  and  demand  was 
made  that  the  tenth  part  of  each  note  must  be  paid  every  ninety- 
two  days.  This  was  impossible  for  me.  Some  time  after  that  they 
would  have  been  content  with  the  twentieth  part,  but  that  also 
was  impossible  for  me.  There  is  nothing  I  can  do  except  sell  the 
above  mentioned  Bank  shares,  but  as  the  Bank  is  now  in  bad 
credit  this  can  be  done  only  at  a  large  loss.  The  Directors  of  the 
Salem  Bank  have  done  all  they  can  to  help  me;  our  Br.  Bagge

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has  especially  concerned  himself  about  me,  but  we  do  not  yet 
know  what  the  end  will  be. 

In  other  respects  the  times  are  very  bad;  little  is  sold  in  the 
shop,  and  prices  have  fallen  very  low.  Farming  is  now  the  best 
business,  for  ploughing  and  hauling  bring  in  the  most  money. 

In  the  middle  of  January  we  built  the  little  house  on  the  hill, 
near  the  large  house  which  for  the  time  we  are  not  able  to  finish.11 
On  March  1,  Fanny  and  Adam12  moved  into  the  small  house  above 
mentioned.  Adam  is  the  best  Negro  we  have  ever  had,  and  neither 
Samuel  Schaub13  nor  I  can  say  one  word  against  him.

C.  Blum  is  also  having  a  hard  time,  for  the  people  in  Wilming- 
ton do  not  believe  that  the  money  was  burned,  and  demand  the 
ten  thousand  dollars  from  him.14  Where  he  can  get  it  no  one 
knows.

Salem  Aug.  16,  1828. 

My  dear  Franz, 

As  you  are  interested  I  write  more  particulars.  I  bought  $5900 
worth  of  bank  stock,  and  became  indebted  to  the  Bank  for  $4600. 
As  long  as  the  Bank  paid  six  to  seven  percent  interest  the  matter 
went  very  well  and  I  had  no  fears  about  it.  But  now,  when  the 
Bank  wanted  all  its  debts  paid,  I  had  to  sell,  and  with  all  my 
efforts  I  could  get  only  seventy  cents  on  the  dollar,  and  so  my 
entire  holding  of  stock  was  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  debt,  and  I 
had  to  sell  an  additional  $500  worth  of  State  Bank  stock  to  get 
even  with  the  Cape  Fear  Bank. 

The  times  are  very  bad  with  us.  Our  business  goes  very  slowly 
because  money  is  so  scarce,  and  the  State  Bank  declared  no  divi-

14  In  the  Salem  Moravian  Archives  there  is  a  copy  of  a  Deed  of  Trust,  dated  March  6, 
1828,  in  which  John  C.  Blum  turned  over  his  property  to  John  Leinbach,  of  Salem.  Assets 
listed  were  his  house  and  other  improvements  on  the  lot,  one-fourth  interest  in  the  Salem 
grist-mill,  the  "printing  office  with  presses,  types,  paper,  and  every  aparatus  thereunto 
belonging,"  thirty-four  shares  of  Cape  Fear  Bank  stock,  about  four  thousand  weight  of 
manufactured  tobacco,  book  accounts,  household  furniture  including  a  piano,  a  "one- 
horse  pleasure  carriage  and  one  horse  creature,"  and  a  few  other  items.  The  mortgage 
protected  first  his  personal  creditors;  the  balance  to  go  to  the  Bank  if  demanded;  the 
interests  of  the  Proprietor  of  Wachovia  to  be  duly  protected.  This  deed  was  probated  at 
the  June,  1828,  term  of  court.  At  a  subsequent  date,  not  stated,  the  following  note  was 
written  on  the  Deed  of  Trust  as  filed:  "Since  the  execution  of  this  deed  the  bank  business 
was  settled  by  C.  F.  Bagge,  on  which  settlements  John  C.  Blum  became  debtor  by  bond 
to  said  C.  F.  Bagge,  with  John  Jacob  Blum,  Christian  Lash,  and  Jacob  Conrad  securities." 
The  terms  of  the  settlement  are  not  given. 
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dend  the  last  half  year.15  The  farm  has  done  better  than  last  year, 
though  grain  is  very  low  in  price.

Salem  Board  Minutes,  1828. 

Jan.  3.  (Congregation  Council  minute  book.  A  meeting  of  all 
Brethren  who  have  attained  their  majority.)  The  chairman  re- 
ported that  at  the  request  of  Congregation  Council  the  Aufseher 
Collegium  appointed  a  committee  to  plan  a  remedy  for  the  present 
great  shortage  of  water  in  Salem.  This  committee  consisted  of 
the  Brn.  John  Leinbach,  John  Vogler,  Isaac  Boner,  Jacob  Blum, 
W.  L.  Benzien,  Henry  Herbst,  and  Theodor  Schulz.  Their  report 
was  read,  which  proposed  the  use  of  the  free  spring  of  Br. 
Theodor  Schulz'  water-works,  the  water  to  be  led  to  the  line 
between  Br.  Schulz  and  Br.  Benzien's  bottom  garden;  there  to 
build  an  eighteen  foot  water-wheel,  which  would  force  the  spring 
water  in  iron  pipes  in  a  direct  line  to  a  spot16  in  front  of  Theodor 
Schulz'  house  which  is  the  highest  place  in  town.  From  there  it 
can  be  dispensed  through  the  town. 

To  drive  the  water-wheel  water  can  be  brought  in  a  trough 
made  of  plank  from  the  mill-branch  in  Fockel's  meadow,  crossing 
the  fields  of  Philip  Blum  and  the  widow  Blum.17  It  is  estimated 
that  this  will  cost  thirteen  or  fifteen  hundred  dollars.  ...  It  was 
agreed  that  the  cost  should  be  met  by  subscription,  and  what 
more  is  needed  can  be  borrowed  for  the  water-works  account. 

The  vote  in  favor  of  this  proposal  was  unanimous. 

To  preserve  the  forests,  the  Aufseher  Collegium  has  decided 
that  no  citizen  may  take  more  than  twelve  cords  of  firewood 
annually  from  Salem  land. 

Jan.  Jf.  (Provincial  Elders  Conference)  Four  days  before  our 
Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan  reached  Springplace,  on  November  7,  it 
pleased  our  Lord  to  bring  to  a  blessed  end  His  faithful  servant, 
Br.  John  Gambold,  in  Oochgelogy,  a  man  much  respected  and 
beloved  by  us  and  by  the  Cherokee  nation.  As  soon  as  Br.  and  Sr. 
Byhan  were  settled  in  Springplace,  Br.  and  Sr.  Schmidt  and 
their  children  went  to  Oochgelogy.  They  reached  there  on 
November  21.  The  widowed  Sr.  Gambold  and  her  niece,  the 

^Moravian  account  books  show  that  the  Salem  church  boards  invested  money  in  all 
three  banks,  but  bought  the  stock  outright  so  did  not  suffer  like  those  individuals  who 
had  bought  stock  on  time.  The  Bank  of  New  Bern  and  the  State  Bank  of  North  Carolina 
closed  in  1838,  after  paying  off  a  large  part  of  the  outstanding  stock.  The  Bank  of  Cape 
Fear  went  very  low  but  did  not  close,  and  by  1839  had  regained  credit  standing.

Gottlieb 
Byhan's  written  report  concerning  our  baptized  Cherokees  and 
their  good  progress  was  truly  encouraging. 

Jan.  7.  (Aufseher  Collegium)  It  was  noted  that  the  sheep 
which  Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Jr.  is  keeping  in  Br.  Kuschke's  lot 
are  injuring  the  fruit  trees,  and  he  shall  be  told  so  that  he  can 
move  them  to  another  place. 

For  the  sake  of  symmetry  the  door  into  the  entrance  room  on 
the  Sisters'  side  of  our  church  shall  be  made  like  the  main  door. 
The  brick  wall  at  the  south  side  of  the  church  shall  be  lowered 
to  two  feet  and  eight  inches. 

Jan.  9.  (Aeltesten  Conferenz)  The  chairman  communicated 
to  the  Conferenz  a  paper  signed  by  seventeen  Single  Brethren,  in 
which  they  express  their  wish  that  in  the  approaching  election  of 
a  Congregation  Council  it  should  not  be  insisted  that  three  mem- 
bers of  the  Single  Brethren's  Choir  should  be  chosen.  They  think 
this  number  too  small  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  the  group,  and 
prefer  an  election  without  reference  to  the  Choir  to  which  a  man 
belongs.  It  was  decided  to  lay  this  before  the  adult  Brethren 
tomorrow  evening. 

Jan.  10.  (Congregation  Council  minute  book.  Meeting  of  the 
Adult  Brethren)  The  chairman  presented  the  proposal  of  the 
seventeen  Single  Brethren  that  "their  representation  in  Con- 
gregation Council  should  not  be  limited  to  a  definite  number, 
but  that  it  should  be  left  to  the  free  choice  of  those  voting,  with- 
out regard  to  Choirs."  The  question :  "Does  this  meeting  wish  to 
undertake  a  change  in  the  Congregation  Council  ?"  was  answered 
in  the  affirmative  by  more  than  two-thirds  of  those  present.  The 
meeting  then  adjourned  to  the  following  Monday. 

Jan.  11+.  (Same  group  as  above)  The  chairman  put  the  ques- 
tion :  "Does  the  meeting  wish  to  accept  this  proposal,  with  the 
understanding  that  if  it  carries,  and  this  election  for  Congrega- 
tion Council  is  made  without  regard  to  Choirs,  it  shall  be  under- 
stood that  at  future  elections  and  according  to  circumstances  a 
competent  authority,  not  now  stipulated,  might  decide  the  matter 
again?"  A  large  majority  voted  to  accept  the  amended  proposal. 
The  meeting  then  adjourned  to  the  following  evening. 

Jan.  15.  (Same  group)  After  reading  the  minutes  of  the 
previous  meeting  the  members  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a 
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Congregation  Council.  Br.  Gottlieb  Clauder,  Sr.,  collected  the 
ballots,  Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Sr.,  was  appointed  by  the  chair- 
man to  read  them,  and  Br.  Emanuel  Schober  was  appointed  to 
help  the  secretary  write  them  down.  The  chairman  checked  to  see 
that  not  more  than  thirty  Brethren  were  elected.  Twenty-four 
Brethren  were  elected  from  the  married  men  and  widowers,  and 
five  from  the  Single  Brethren.  The  Brn.  John  Vogler  and  Henry 
Kluge  each  received  twenty-seven  votes,  and  a  majority  agreed 
that  one  of  the  two  names  should  be  drawn,  and  Br.  Henry  Kluge 
was  chosen,  which  completed  the  full  number  of  thirty  for  the 
Council.  Additional  members  ex  officio  were  Jacob  Blum,  David 
Kiihln,  Charles  Bagge,  and  Gottlieb  Clauder,  Sr. 

Jan.  16.  (First  session  of  the  new  Congregation  Council)  It 
was  agreed  that  twenty  members  should  constitute  a  quorum,  not 
counting  the  chairman. 

One  duty  of  the  Council  is  to  elect  seven  of  their  number  as 
the  Aufseher  Collegium,  and  the  chairman  urged  the  members 
of  Council  to  give  careful  consideration  to  their  choice.  After 
careful  consideration  the  Aeltesten  Conference  decided  that  this 
election  should  be  according  to  Choirs,  six  from  the  married  men 
and  widowers  and  one  Single  Brother.  Br.  Kiihln  asked  that  his 
name  should  not  be  considered. 

Jan.  17.  (Congregation  Council)  The  chairman  announced  that 
the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  had  considered  the  matter 
referred  to  them  by  Council,  and  had  decided  that  the  chief  fire 
inspector  and  superintendent  of  the  water  works  should  always 
be  a  member  of  the  Council.  Therefore  Br.  John  Vogler  shall  be 
notified  that  he  is  a  member,  ex  officio. 

According  to  rule  one  third  of  the  votes  are  necessary  to  elect- 
ion, which  this  time  is  thirteen.  Elected  were  the  Brn.  Emanuel 
Schober,  John  Christian  Blum,  John  Vogler,  Henry  Senseman, 
Isaac  Boner,  Jacob  Christman,  and  the  Single  Brother  Gottlieb 
Clauder. 

Jan.  21.  (Auf.  Col.)  Members  of  this  Collegium  ex  officio  are 
the  Brn.  Jacob  Blum,  curator  of  the  Single  Sisters;  Theodor 
Schulz,  administrator  of  the  Unity  estates  in  Wachovia;  and 
L.  Benzien,  vorsteher.  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  was  elected  chair- 
man ;  and  Br.  Benzien  was  nominated  and  accepted  as  secretary. 

Br.  Daniel  Wohlfahrt  presented  the  plan  for  the  building 
which  he  wishes  to  erect  on  the  lot  which  David  Clewell  has  had 
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in  rent.18  He  wants  to  build  a  Picture  Gallery,  20  by  36  feet,  as 
cheaply  as  possible,  and  then  according  to  circumstances  alter 
the  present  Clewell  shop  into  a  dwelling  by  adding  a  kitchen  and 
porch.  The  Collegium  believes  that  it  will  be  best  for  Br.  Wohl- 
f ahrt  to  build  in  such  a  way  that  if  it  is  desirable  to  change  the 
building  into  a  shop  or  the  like,  windows  can  be  made  in  the 
side  walls;  at  present  he  plans  to  put  windows  in  the  roof  of 
the  Gallery. 

Br.  James  Hall  has  given  work  to  an  outside  journeyman 
named  Thomas  Stokes. 

Br.  Salomo  Micke  presented  a  plan  for  a  cooper  shop.19  It 
will  measure  22  by  18  feet;  will  have  4  windows;  and  on  the 
north  side  there  will  be  an  outside  chimney  with  a  fireplace. 

Jan.  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  Bodies  of  Negroes  will  no  longer  be 
taken  to  the  corpse-house  at  the  church  but  will  be  brought 
directly  to  the  Negro  church. 

Collegium  approves  that  one  thousand  dollars  shall  be  bor- 
bowed  from  Br.  Gottlieb  Schober  for  five  years,  at  5  per  cent 
for  the  water-works. 

Feb.  18.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Fries  was  called  before  the  Collegium. 
The  chairman,  in  the  name  of  the  congregation  boards,  re- 
minded him  that  if  he  did  not  keep  his  promise  and  send  out  of 
town  his  Negress,  the  Negro  child,  the  Negro,  and  the  free 
Negro  Jacob,  he  would  be  considered  as  temporarily  suspended, 
since  he  was  setting  himself  against  the  rules  concerning  Negro 
slaves  as  passed  by  Congregation  Council.  Br.  Fries  asked 
that  the  Collegium  would  give  him  a  little  more  time ;  said  that 
he  had  never  refused  to  send  the  Negroes  away,  that  he  really 
had  sent  the  Negroes  away  once,  but  his  wife  could  not  con- 
tent herself  with  that  arrangement,  so  he  had  yielded  and  had 
brought  the  Negress  back;  that  he  was  not  now  refusing  to 
dismiss  the  free  Negro  Jacob,  and  to  send  the  others  out  of 
town;  he  asked  the  Brethren  to  remember  the  difficulties  into 
which  the  bank  troubles  had  plunged  him,  and  to  give  him 
time.  Most  of  the  Brethren  felt  that  they  must  insist  on  thet 
sending  away  of  the  Negroes;  could  see  no  connection  between 
that  and  the  bank  troubles;  especially  as  Br.  Fries  had  said 
that  he  had  already  built  a  house  for  the  Negroes  on  his  farm. 

Feb.  27.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Single  Brother  William  Hauser 


15  Lot  No.  36  on  map  of  Salem. 
18  Lot  No.  42. 
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wishes  to  spend  two  years  in  Philadelphia  to  learn  the  trade  of 
a  bricklayer  and  plasterer,  and  desires  to  hold  his  rights  in 
this  congregation  during  that  time.  Conferenz  has  no  objections, 
especially  as  there  is  great  lack  of  good  masons  in  the  North 
American  congregations. 

March  3.  Br.  Fries  has  dismissed  the  free  Negro  Jacob,  and 
has  sent  his  other  Negroes  out  of  town. 

There  is  no  objection  to  the  marriage  of  the  Single  Brother 
Jacob  Reich.  He  asks  permission  to  establish  himself  in  his 
profession  of  coppersmith,  and  to  that  end  he  wishes  to  buy  his 
mother's  house.20  There  is  no  objection,  except  that  the  family 
have  not  agreed  on  the  price  of  the  house,  and  Collegium  must 
watch  and  see  that  the  widow  Reich  is  not  injured. 

The  boy  Edward  Boehlo  will  go  to  Br.  Eckert  in  Bethlehem 
for  further  instruction  in  his  craft  as  a  cabinet  maker.  At  the 
end  of  his  apprentice  years  he  will  return  and  begin  business 
here. 

Br.  Adam  Butner  wishes  to  establish  himself  here  in  his 
craft  as  a  hat  maker. 

March  17.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  widow  Catharina  Blum  has  taken 
part  of  the  former  Philip  Blum  plantation. 

Br.  Joseph  Stauber  can  not  agree  to  pay  $500  for  the  build- 
ings and  improvements  on  the  plantation  northwest  of  town, 
but  asks  for  the  second  lot21  above  John  Lick22  on  the  west  side 
of  the  main  street,  which  is  granted  to  him. 

March  31.  (Auf.  Col.)  Fifty-three  acres  have  been  measured 
for  Br.  Jacob  Blum  (mason).  He  will  give  a  bond,  and  will 
pay  6%  interest.  The  purchase  price  is  $5  per  acre. 

Collegium  hears  that  Bro.  Joseph  Stauber  plans  to  build  a 
workshop  of  logs  with  a  clapboard  roof  on  the  main  street.  He 
must  promise  to  put  on  a  tile  roof  as  soon  as  any  one  builds 
between  him  and  Br.  John  Lick. 

April  H.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  recommends 
strongly  that  Br.  Stauber  put  a  tile  roof  on  his  work-shop  at 
once.  The  difficulty  is  that  there  is  no  tile  to  be  had. 

The  Brn.  Jacob  and  John  C.  Blum,  Emanuel  Schober,  Theodor 
Schulz,  and  L.  Benzien  were  appointed  a  committee  to  condense

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the  form  of  the  town  leases,  and  to  have  blanks  printed  as  soon 
as  the  form  has  been  reviewed  and  approved  by  the  Collegium. 

April  16,  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Chairman  presented  a  letter  from 
our  friend,  Mr.  Joseph  Williams,  asking  that  his  son  John  might 
receive  several  weeks  of  instruction  in  reckoning  here.  There  is 
no  objection  if  he  can  find  a  place  in  town  for  him. 

April  28.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  John  Vogler  will  have  his  brother's 
son  bound  to  him  on  the  usual  conditions. 

June  7.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  committee  appointed  to  audit  the 
inventories  of  the  Branches  reported  [on  the  tavern,  leather- 
dresser,  pottery,  tan-yard,  store.] 

June  16.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  N.  N.  who  had  been  called  for  today, 
came  in.  He  was  addressed  with  urgency  by  the  chairman  and 
other  members  and  was  told  that  he  must  give  up  all  drinking.23 
He  expressed  regret  for  what  had  happened,  and  was  assured 
that  it  would  be  no  more  remembered.  He  said:  "They  would 
see;  it  would  never  happen  again.',  The  Brethren  admonished 
him  affectionately  not  to  try  to  carry  out  this  decision  in  his 
own  strength,  but  to  ask  help  from  Him  Who  is  mighty  in  our 
weakness.  The  Brethren  also  thought  it  advisable  to  tell  the 
young  Brother  that  he  could  not  remain  a  house-holder  if  he 
did  not  give  up  drinking. 

June  23.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Adam  Butner  presented  the  plan 
for  his  two-story  (frame)  house,24  which  was  approved  on  cer- 
tain conditions.  The  porch  raised  on  posts  must  not  obstruct 
the  sidewalk.  The  sidewalk  must  not  be  raised.  The  steps  must 
not  be  made  more  than  three  feet  wide. 

Br.  Isaac  Boner  will  build  a  porch  in  front  of  his  house,25 
but  in  such  a  way  that  it  does  not  obstruct  the  sidewalk. 

Old  Br.  Clauder  has  told  various  people  that  because  of  his 
advancing  years  the  care  of  the  waterworks  has  become  too 
burdensome  for  him.  It  was  proposed  to  Br.  Jacob  Christman 
that  he  should  take  charge  of  the  installation,  and  of  the  equal 
distribution  of  the  water,  and  keep  the  pumps  in  repair,  and 
also  keep  the  water  accounts,  and  he  accepted  the  work. 

June  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  plan  of  the  house  which  Br.  Adam

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Butner  is  about  to  build  was  presented.  It  will  be  32  by  28  feet, 
two  stories  high  not  counting  the  basement. 

July  2.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  An  article  written  by  one  of  our  neigh- 
bors living  in  Waughtown,  Larken  Terry,  has  appeared  in  a 
Baptist  newspaper  published  in  Philadelphia.  It  is  full  of  oppo- 
sition to  us  and  of  untruth,  but  we  do  not  think  it  worth  an 
answer. 

On  June  21  the  "Stokes  County  Sunday  School  Union,  aux- 
iliary to  the  American  Sunday  School  Society  in  Philadelphia," 
was  organized  to  advise  with  the  Sunday  Schools  in  this  and 
the  adjoining  counties.  It  received  the  necessary  consideration, 
and  although  we  were  convinced  that  the  purpose  was  praise- 
worthy and  that  it  would  do  some  good,  still  we  felt  that  all 
possible  care  must  be  taken  to  prevent  possible  abuses,  and 
certain  disturbances  which  might  result. 

July  16.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Benade  brought  a  question  from 
the  Managers  of  the  Sunday  School  Union  asking  whether  they 
might  meet  each  month  in  the  old  Saal26  here.  Conferenz  agreed, 
on  condition  that  they  do  not  meet  until  after  four  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon,  as  the  classes  for  the  town  girls  continue  to 
that  hour  and  must  not  be  disturbed. 

July  21.  (Auf.  Col.)  Collegium  approves  the  purchase  of  Br. 
Christian  Blum's  small,  one-horse,  carriage  for  $100,  for  the 
chair27  is  in  very  bad  condition. 

Br.  Reichel  asks  for  a  water  outlet  on  the  Square,  in  front 
of  the  Gemein  Haus,  to  be  used  for  drinking  water  only,  for 
the  convenience  of  the  school  girls  and  near-by  houses.  Col- 
legium approves. 

The  chairman  reported  that  he  had  been  advised  by  the 
Unity  Vorsteher  Collegium  to  pay  off  the  capital  creditors  of 
the  Unity  Administration  or  to  reduce  the  interest  paid  from 
5  per  cent  to  4^  per  cent.  This  raised  the  question  whether 
the  Aufseher  Collegium  should  do  the  same  in  regard  to  the 
capital  creditors  of  this  congregation  diaconie.  The  Collegium 
decided  that  the  present  time  was  most  unfavorable  for  carry- 
ing out  such  a  plan.  For  one  thing  money  is  too  scarce  to  pay 
off  the  capitals  on  which  the  diaconie  is  paying  interest,  and 
it  would  be  necessary  to  borrow  the  money  at  6  per  cent;  on

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the  other  hand  it  would  look  as  though  we  were  trying  to  take 
advantage  of  the  situation  to  reduce  the  interest  by  one  half 
of  one  per  cent.  The  Collegium,  however,  did  agree  unanimously 
not  to  accept  any  new  loans  for  more  than  4%  per  cent. 

July  22.  (P.E.C.)  The  annual  statement  of  the  Boarding 
School  was  considered,  covering  the  1827/8  period.  The  neces- 
sary rebuilding  of  an  outbuilding  had  been  covered.  Thirteen 
hundred  dollars  were  appropriated  to  write  off  ten  per  cent 
of  the  value  of  the  houses  of  the  school.  A  further  balance  of 
$174  was  credited  to  the  Wachovia  Sustentation  account. 

Br.  Reichel  stated  that  at  present  there  were  eighty-two  out- 
side pupils  in  the  school,  but  this  number  would  probably  be 
seriously  reduced  by  fall  because  of  the  hard  times.  So  far  as 
he  knew  thirty  girls  would  be  leaving,  and  there  were  no  new 
applications.  He  suggested  a  reduction  in  the  present  terms, 
$161  to  be  reduced  to  $147.  This  would  make  it  necessary  to 
reduce  the  amounts  paid  the  Sisters  House  for  meals;  at  pres- 
ent the  cost  of  food  is  less.  Formerly  the  School  paid  the  Sisters 
House  kitchen  11%^  for  dinner  and  for  supper  per  child;  a 
number  of  years  ago  this  charge  was  increased  to  14  2/7^.  Br. 
Reichel  proposes  that  the  amount  now  shall  be  12%^.  He  also 
wishes  to  be  allowed  to  pay  the  kitchen  when  he  has  the  money, 
not  monthly,  for  the  parents  of  children  never  pay  in  advance, 
and  often  not  until  they  come  to  take  the  daughter  home.  The 
same  situation  exists  with  regard  to  the  shoemaker,  whose  ac- 
count has  been  paid  by  the  Inspector  semi-annually,  and  often 
he  must  wait  a  long  time  to  get  back  the  money  from  the  parents, 
and  often  he  never  gets  it.  In  fixing  the  new  terms  care  should 
be  taken  to  stipulate  that  the  parents  pay  semi-annually,  or 
that  the  parents  be  responsible  personally  for  shoes  and  other 
expenses  for  clothing. 

July  2k.  (P.E.C.)  The  Single  Sister  Polly  Gambold  wishes 
to  marry  a  white  man,  Alexander  Copeland,  a  member  of  the 
Oochgelogy  congregation,  who  has  been  looking  after  the  field 
work  there.  Conference  thinks  that  it  dare  not  make  a  contract 
with  them,  nor  undertake  to  supply  them  with  a  dwelling. 

Aug.  18.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  single  Martha  Elisabeth  Baumgart- 
en28  can  not  well  remain  on  Br.  Levering's  plantation.  Her  little 
house  shall  be  moved  from  there  to  the  hill  behind  the  church. 


28  She  was  weak-minded. 
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The  old  water-works  have  made  a  deficit  of  $91.88^4,  and 
the  annual  report  shows  a  debt  of  $137.95%.  This  may  well  be 
taken  over  by  the  new  water-works  account,  for  the  pipes,  borer, 
bore-bench,  and  other  tools,  which  will  be  turned  over  to  the 
new  account,  are  a  full  equivalent  in  value. 

Sept.  1.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Thomas  Christman  has  accepted  the 
tenets  of  the  Baptists,  and  in  accordance  therewith  has  refused 
to  have  his  child  baptized.  Moreover  he  has  declared  that  he  is 
not  a  member  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren.  According  to  congrega- 
tion rules  he  must  sell  his  house29  to  a  buyer  approved  by  the 
rules,  or  leave  it  with  some  resident  whom  he  may  appoint,  and 
himself  move  away  from  a  people  with  whose  doctrines  he  does 
not  agree.  The  wife  of  this  man  thinks  as  he  does  about  infant 
baptism. 

Sept.  3.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Hagen  has  built  a  porch  to  his  house.30 
It  takes  up  most  of  the  sidewalk,  and  Br.  Benzien  was  instructed 
to  tell  him  that  he  had  acted  contrary  to  rule. 

Sept.  25.  (Cong.  Council)  The  Aufseher  Collegium  thinks  it 
important  to  have  leases  printed  for  future  use  to  avoid  mistakes 
in  writing  which  occur  easily.  The  Collegium  also  advises  that 
the  wording  of  the  old  leases  be  revised  and  the  form  shortened. 
The  proposed  new  form  was  presented  to  Council.  It  shall  now 
be  circulated  in  town,  comments  noted,  and  a  conclusion  reached. 

Sept.  26.  (Auf.  Col.)  It  was  mentioned  that  again  there  has 
been  disorder  among  the  Negroes. 

Sept.  29.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  teachers  of  the  school  for  little  boys 
have  asked  Br.  Benade  not  to  sell  the  forte  piano.  It  will  be  of 
use  as  an  encouragement  to  the  teachers  and  better  pupils  for 
more  frequent  practice  in  music  and  singing. 

Oct.  22.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  town  school  [for  boys]  began  on 
the  20th  of  this  month.  It  will  be  conducted  alone  by  Br.  Josua 
Boner  until  the  return  of  Br.  A.  H.  Schulz.  Br.  Benzien  will 
teach  the  Latin  class. 

Oct.  29.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  married  Br.  Jacob  Christman  has 
resigned  from  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  giving  as  the  reason 
that  his  leaning  toward  Baptist  tenets  would  appear  too  evident- 
ly.

Nov.  10.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Warner31  shall  receive  a  written 
notice  that  he  shall  no  longer  give  spirits  to  habitual  drinkers. 

The  two  sisters  Bresing,  through  the  chairman,  expressed 
their  wish  to  take  on  their  own  account  the  weaving  business 
formerly  conducted  for  the  benefit  of  the  Single  Sisters  diaconie. 
They  must  buy  the  outfit,  and  must  pay  a  suitable  rent  to  the 
Sisters  House  for  the  room. 

Nov.  19.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  A.  H.  Schulz  returned  yesterday 
from  his  visit  to  the  Cherokee  mission.  Now  he  and  Br.  Josua 
Boner  will  conduct  the  town  school  according  to  plan.  The 
travellers  reached  Springplace  on  October  26,  after  a  pleasant 
journey  of  twenty  and  a  half  days. 

Nov.  20.  (Cong.  Council)  On  last  Election  Day  a  Liberty 
Pole  was  erected  and  was  hung  with  warlike  emblems.  This 
was  displeasing  to  the  residents  in  this  town  and  gave  offense 
to  outsiders.  Until  late  in  the  evening  there  was  much  shooting 
which  disturbed  and  frightened  our  weak  persons  and  the  little 
children.  We  ask  politely  that  in  future  we  may  be  spared  such 
disturbances,  and  that  as  residents  in  a  place  of  peace  and  as 
children  of  peace  we  may  not  be  exposed  to  the  unjust  and  bit- 
ter judgments  of  outsiders. 

Nov.  26.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  two  looms  and  other  things  have 
been  appraised  at  about  $60,  and  the  sisters  Bresing  ask  the 
Collegium  to  rent  them  to  them.  Collegium  is  willing,  and  fixes 
the  rent  at  $15. 

Dec.  3.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  On  Dec.  24,  the  time  of  grace  allowed 
to  Thomas  Christman  will  expire.  Conferenz  discussed  what  to 
do  about  him,  for  he  has  not  sold  his  house  and  does  not  intend 
to  move.  Under  these  circumstances,  which  arise  from  religious 
differences,  Conferenz  is  not  in  favor  of  securing  a  Writ  of  Eject- 
ment from  the  county  court  which  meets  next  week,  and  so  to 
begin  a  court  case,  but  advises  the  Aufseher  Collegium  to  try 
to  arrange  to  buy  his  house  for  the  congregation  diaconie,  ac- 
cording to  the  terms  stated  in  the  lease. 

At  the  request  of  certain  young  people  the  following  Breth- 
ren have  agreed  to  give  instruction  in  music,  namely :  Br.  Ben- 
zien  in  playing  the  violin;  Br.  Meinung  with  the  trombone; 
Levering  on  the  violoncello,  and  A.  H.  Schulz  in  organ  playing. 
A  room  has  gladly  been  arranged  for  them  in  the  schoolhouse. 


81  Keeper  of  Salem  tavern. 
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Dec.  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  For  a  long  time  here  in  town  prayer 
meetings  have  been  held  in  the  evenings  in  a  number  of  houses, 
and  the  movement  has  spread  out  to  a  number  of  houses  in  the 
neighborhood,  nourishing  and  edifying  souls.  These  religious 
gatherings  in  the  evenings  have  been  under  the  guidance  of  sev- 
eral of  our  Brethren,  and  have  a  constantly  increasing  attend- 
ance. These  Brethren  wish  that  Conferenz  would  consider  the 
appointment  of  a  Brother  to  take  charge  of  this  promising  work, 
so  that  it  should  prosper  and  not  die.  Conferenz  advises  the 
Brethren  to  continue  humbly  and  quietly  for  a  while,  in  what 
they  have  been  doing,  to  see  what  might  develop. 

Dec.  17.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Brn.  John  Vogler,  Zevilly,  and 
Martin  Hauser  last  evening  had  a  conference  with  the  Brn. 
Schaaf,  Schulz,  and  Reichel  about  the  matter  mentioned  above, 
and  the  conclusion  of  the  Conferenz  was  recommended  to  them. 

Dec.  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  Brn.  Benzien,  Jacob  Blum,  and  John 
Vogler  will  make  the  plans  for  a  new  fence  around  the  Square. 

It  was  noted  that  at  the  next  Congregation  Council  it  must 
be  announced  that  no  one  dare  cut  branches  from  the  cedars 
in  the  Avenue  without  permission. 

Collegium  agreed  that  during  his  stay  here  Br.  Schmidt  may 
teach  the  youngest  class  in  the  school  for  little  boys,  and  for 
this  service  the  diaconie  will  give  him  rooms  and  firewood. 

Bethabara,  1828. 

[During  this  year  Bethabara  was  served  by  Br.  Jacobson 
from  Bethania.  Half  the  diary  is  missing,  and  the  part  on  file 
is  without  general  interest.  Three  paragraphs  are  translated 
from  the  Memorabilia.] 

In  spring,  after  an  unusually  damp,  warm  winter,  the  peach, 
apple,  and  other  fruit  trees  were  in  full  bloom,  when  at  the 
end  of  March  and  beginning  of  April  there  were  severe  frosts, 
so  that  no  peaches  and  few  apples  could  be  expected  to  mature. 
But  there  proved  to  be  no  real  shortage  of  apples,  and  most 
people  had  all  they  needed  for  their  household  use.  After  the 
last  frost,  in  the  beginning  of  April,  unusually  favorable  weather 
set  in,  and  the  growth  in  fields  and  meadows  was  so  rapid  that 
the  hay  and  wheat  harvests  came  nearly  at  the  same  time,  ear- 
lier than  usual,  and  yielding  abundantly.  The  weather  was  so 
favorable  that  almost  everywhere  the  work  could  be  done  con- 
veniently. This  season  was  followed  by  a  prolonged  hot  drought,

which  injured  the  gardens,  though  we  had  enough  for  our  actual 
needs.  The  corn,  however,  grew  luxuriantly,  and  toward  the 
close  of  the  year  gave  a  remarkably  large  crop.  Severe  storms 
with  hard  local  rains  were  not  unusual  this  year.  The  shortage 
of  money  was  more  noticeable  this  year,  but  for  most  people 
this  was  offset  by  the  rich  harvests.  There  is  no  fear  of  lack  of 
that  which  is  needed  to  support  life. 

There  was  no  general  illness  among  us  this  year.  In  the 
neighborhood  there  were  passing  attacks  of  fever,  and  colds 
were  bad  here  and  there  in  families,  but  this  evening  all  can 
appear  before  the  Lord  with  praise  and  thanksgiving. 

The  general  festivals  of  the  Christian  church,  and  those  of 
our  own  denomination,  have  been  observed  regularly  this  year. 

Bethania  Diary,  1828. 
[Extracts  translated."] 

Jan  7.  Last  week  the  weather  was  delightfully  warm,  but 
today  the  skies  became  cloudy,  and  in  the  evening  it  began  to 
rain. 

The  rain  continued  all  week,  though  without  heavy  down- 
pour. During  this  week  school  was  held  for  ten  scholars,  five 
hours  a  day  on  four  days. 

Jan.  IS,  Sunday.  Because  of  the  cloudy  weather  and  the  very 
muddy  roads  few  persons  came  to  the  services. 

Jan.  16.  Rain  prevented  me  from  going  to  Salem. 

Jan.  18.  It  cleared  yesterday,  so  I  went  to  Salem  returning 
today.  There  is  no  news  concerning  the  results  of  the  fire  in 
the  Bank  which  occurred  Dec.  20,  of  last  year.  What  the  Direc- 
tors in  Wilmington  have  done  is  not  yet  known,  therefore  noth- 
ing about  the  fate  of  Br.  Christian  Blum.  Dr.  Shuman  is  ex- 
pected from  Wilmington  next  Monday;  he  went  there  fourteen 
days  ago  on  other  business. 

Jan.  19.  Hard  rain. 

Jan.  21.  Yesterday  the  weather  cleared,  with  frost,  and  to- 
day the  ground  is  frozen  hard. 

Jan.  22.  The  day  was  cold  and  clear. 

Jan.  23.  The  day  was  very  pleasant. 
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Jan  2U,  25.  School  for  the  children;  also  evening  class  for 
four  boys.  The  evening  class  began  last  Monday,  the  21st,  and 
will  meet  four  times  a  week. 

Jan.  26.  Because  of  rain  and  very  muddy  roads  the  four-week- 
ly meeting  in  Pfafftown  was  omitted. 

Jan.  27,  Sunday.  The  rain  was  heavier;  the  meeting  for  the 
Negroes  was  omitted.  About  sunset  it  cleared. 

Jan.  28.  Clear,  and  not  very  cold.  In  the  morning  Br.  Theodor 
Schulz  visited  us  on  business  connected  with  the  unfortunate 
occurrance  at  the  Bank.  He  brought  the  news  that  a  committee 
of  the  Directors,  appointed  to  look  into  the  matter,  had  met  in 
Wilmington.  Dr.  Shuman,  a  member  of  the  committee,  had 
taken  depositions  before  leaving  home,  and  acted  as  a  witness. 
The  decision  was  that  Br.  Christian  Blum  must  make  good  the 
entire  sum  that  was  lost,32  and  must  give  up  his  position  as 
agent.  Dr.  Shuman  was  appointed  agent  for  the  time  being,  and 
the  Bank  will  be  removed  to  the  house  of  Traugott  Leinbach 
(clock-maker)  as  the  committee  insisted  that  it  must  be  in  a 
stone  house.33 

Jan.  29.  Clear  and  cold. 

Jan.  31.  Hard  rain. 

Feb.  1.  Rain. 

Feb.  2.  Six  persons  left  for  Guilford,  to  attempt  to  mine  for 
gold  in  that  neighborhood. 

Feb.  3.  Rain  began  last  night  and  continued  until  noon  today, 
when  it  cleared  enough  that  I  could  go  to  Bethabara. 

Feb.  U.  The  rain  continued. 

Feb.  5.  The  weather  was  pleasant. 

Feb.  6,  7.  Rain. 

Feb.  10.  The  rain  stopped  about  midday.  The  company  men- 
tioned on  the  2nd  returned  without  having  succeeded  in  their 
attempt. 

Feb.  12.  Rain.

38  Lot  No.  22.  The  house  was  built  of  brick,  not  stone. 
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Feb.  17.  The  weather  was  pleasant.  Yesterday  Br.  Herman 
Butner,  and  today  Br.  Ephraim  Strub  returned  from  their  suc- 
cessful journey  to  the  west. 

Feb.  18.  In  the  morning  it  rained  so  hard  that  school  could 
not  commence  until  ten  o'clock.  The  following  days  were  pleasant. 

Feb.  23.  Whooping-cough  is  subsiding. 

Feb.  2U,  Sunday.  Few  were  present  because  of  the  rain  which 
began  yesterday,  so  in  place  of  English  preaching  a  sermon 
was  read  from  the  Gernein  Nachrichten.  In  the  afternoon  a 
meeting  was  held  for  a  few  Negroes. 

Feb.  25,  26.  Clear. 

Feb.  27.  Rain. 

March  1.  The  weather  was  quite  pleasant. 
March  2.  Rain  which  began  last  night  continued  all  day. 
March  3.  Cleared  cold  with  wind  from  the  northwest. 
March  U.  One  of  the  coldest  days.  Ice  in  the  morning. 
March  5.  Colder  than  yesterday.  Clear. 

March  16,  Sunday.  We  observed  our  congregation  festival 
(which  falls  on  the  19th) .  In  the  afternoon  at  one  o'clock  there 
was  lovefeast,  which  Br.  Schulz  held.  An  ode  was  sung  which 
had  been  printed  in  Salem  by  Br.  Blum  and  had  been  sent  as 
a  present  to  the  congregation  here.  It  was  clear,  but  there  was 
a  sharp,  cold,  northwest  wind. 

March  28.  Many  people  went  to  Pfafftown  to  an  Examina- 
tion which  was  held  by  the  school-master,  A.  D.  C.  Wolff,  with 
his  children. 

March  29,  Saturday.  Instruction  and  preaching  in  Pfafftown. 
The  weather  was  very  warm. 

March  31.  The  fine  weather  of  the  last  days  has  turned  into 
a  gentle  rain,  which  lasted  until  evening.  Members  are  busy 
ploughing  for  summer  grain.  Peach  trees  are  putting  out  leaves 
for  the  second  time.  Wheat  is  growing  rapidly. 

April  1.  The  weather  has  cleared  and  it  is  warm. 

April  U.  The  weather  was  fairly  good  but  with  a  rather  raw 
wind  in  the  latter  part  of  the  week. 
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April  6.  The  Easter  liturgy  was  concluded  on  the  Graveyard. 
The  sun  rose  almost  clear,  but  there  was  a  piercing,  cold  wind 
from  the  northwest.  We  returned  to  the  house  in  a  brief  snow 
flurry.  There  was  no  evening  meeting  because  of  the  cold. 

April  8.  Sam.  Strub,  Jr.,  returned  to  his  farm  today.  His  sis- 
ter Kate  will  keep  house  for  him  this  year.  It  was  a  fine,  warm 
day,  but  the  potatoes  have  been  frozen,  and  so  have  the  peaches 
and  apples. 

April  12.  We  visited  at  Jacob  Conrad's.  His  little  Laura  is 
very  weak  from  whooping-cough  and  teeth.  Amanda  and  Cal- 
vin also  have  the  former,  but  without  unusual  complications. 
Wheat  has  been  somewhat  injured. 

April  1U.  The  weather  was  unpleasant.  A  southwest  wind 
brought  occasional  showers  of  rain,  but  not  enough  to  soak  the 
ground. 

April  16.  A.  cold  night,  but  milder  as  the  sun  rose. 

April  17.  A  cloudy,  rainy  day.  We  went  to  Germantown  to 
attend  the  trial  of  a  certain  Nelson,  accused  of  murder.  The  case 
did  not  come  up.  Many  residents  of  Bethania  were  there. 

April  19.  Heavy  rain  all  day  has  made  the  roads  almost  im- 
passable. 

April  20.  During  the  afternoon  it  hailed,  and  toward  evening 
it  was  very  cold. 

April  26.  Religious  instruction  and  preaching  in  Pfafftown. 
A  storm  that  came  four  times  and  was  accompanied  by  an  un- 
usual hail  storm  kept  us  in  Pfafftown  until  half  past  five  o'clock. 

This  week  men  have  been  busy  planting  corn  and  have  almost 
finished.  Leaves  on  the  trees  are  growing  rapidly.  Peaches  are 
gone  for  this  year.  There  will  probably  be  enough  apples  for 
Tioushold  use. 

April  27,  Sunday.  English  preaching.  Few  came,  and  bad 
roads  caused  by  the  heavy  rain  yesterday  and  the  swollen 
streams  may  have  been  partly  the  reason. 

April  30.  We  visited  the  old  blind  John  Krause,  eighty  years 
old  but  quite  bright  in  mind.  Formerly  he  took  many  Brethren 
and  Sisters  back  and  forth  between  Salem  and  Bethlehem,  and 
lie  is  well  known  in  our  congregations  in  Pennsylvania. 
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The  weather  this  month  has  been  very  changeable.  .  .  .  Neith- 
er the  wheat  nor  the  flax  seem  to  have  suffered  much. 

May  The  Covenant  Day  of  the  Single  Sisters  was  announced 
with  trombones  ....  Jane  Mendenhall,  an  unmarried  Quakeress 
who  is  learning  to  be  a  seamstress  and  is  living  with  Br.  and 
Sr.  Oehman,  attended  the  lovefeast  as  a  guest.  The  day  was 
unusually  pleasant  outwardly,  and  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  rest- 
ed upon  the  congregation. 

May  11,  Sunday.  Only  one  morning  service  was  held,  for  many 
of  the  members  had  gone  to  the  so-called  German  Church  to 
hear  a  certain  Jenkins,  formerly  a  journeyman  wagon-maker 
in  Salem  but  now  a  Lutheran  preacher.  He  was  returning  from 
a  Synod  to  Tennessee  whither  he  has  been  called  as  preacher. 

May  20.  Today  there  was  a  fairly  hard  and  much  desired 
rain.  It  lasted  all  day  and  was  very  good  for  vegetation.  It  con- 
tinued until  noon  next  day. 

May  23.  Washed  our  wheat  and  spread  it  on  the  schoolroom 
floor,  so  school  was  not  held.  Worked  in  the  garden. 

May  28.  Yesterday  a  young  Dr.  Wilson  arrived  from  New 
York.  He  will  establish  himself  here  for  the  present. 

May  29.  We  went  to  Salem,  partly  to  attend  the  Examination 
of  the  girls  school,  partly  to  invite  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl,  Sr.  to 
visit  Bethania,  where  he  served  as  pastor  for  more  than  twenty 
years,  and  partly  to  bring  back  my  wife's  sister,  who  arrived 
today  with  a  party  from  Pennsylvania.  At  night  there  was  a 
storm,  with  heavy  rain. 

June  If.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  departed 
Br.  Johann  Henry  Krieger.  Br.  Pfohl  held  the  service  in  Ger- 
man. The  congregation  was  very  large ;  the  day  oppressively  hot. 

June  5.  We  had  a  visit  from  Br.  Meinung,  who  came  on  busi- 
ness. He  brought  with  him  his  widowed  sister,  Sr.  Langbelle, 
who  came  from  Pennsylvania  eight  days  ago.  It  is  again  oppres- 
sively hot. 

June  6.  Negotiations  are  being  carried  on  with  a  young  man 
from  New  York,  named  Gage,  who  may  become  school-teacher 
in  our  town.  He  has  studied  medicine,  but  for  the  present  does 
not  wish  to  establish  himself  as  a  doctor. 
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June  9.  Today  young  Mr.  Gage  has  begun  to  teach  school,  at 
present  with  eight  scholars.  He  is  to  receive  $1  for  each  pupil 
per  month,  together  with  board  and  washing.  Later,  when  the 
number  of  scholars  increases,  he  will  charge  75^.  The  sessions 
will  last  for  six  hours  each  day,  Saturdays  excepted. 

June  10.  Last  night  there  was  a  rather  severe  storm  with 
considerable  rain  which  lasted  for  several  hours;  but  the  rest 
of  the  week  was  fair  which  was  good  for  making  hay. 

June  16.  Heat  very  great. 

June  21.  Last  night  and  today  there  has  been  rain  which  was 
not  desired. 

June  22.  Today  Michael  Daub  preached  in  Pfafftown. 

AT".  B.  Last  Friday  the  Board  of  the  Auxiliary  Sunday  School 
Society,  which  has  hitherto  met  in  Germantown,  was  transferred 
to  Salem.  With  Br.  Schober,  Sr.  as  president,  and  with  the  in- 
fluential assistance  of  vice  presidents,  Board  of  Managers  of 
fifteen  persons  was  elected.  Subscribers  who  pay  50^  each 
number  fifty. 

June  29.  The  singstunde  could  not  be  held  because  of  a  storm. 

June  30.  A  frightful,  black  cloud  came  up,  but  did  little. 

July  In  the  afternoon  our  Dr.  Wilson  delivered  an  oration 
in  celebration  of  the  day.  The  pastor  opened  the  exercise  with 
a  prayer.  The  attendance  was  good;  the  day  fine. 

July  6.  This  week  the  weather  has  been  unusually  favorable 
for  the  harvest.  Rains,  generally  at  night,  have  made  the  corn 
grow  rapidly. 

July  22.  With  the  permission  of  Br.  Schulz  and  the  Bethabara 
committee  I  today  brought  home  the  house  clock  from  the  Betha- 
bara Gemein  Haus.  It  will  be  used  in  the  Gemein  Haus  in  Beth- 
ania  as  long  as  the  Bethabara  Gemein  Haus  remains  unoccupied. 

July  26.  In  the  afternoon,  after  a  very  hot  day,  there  was  a 
severe  storm  with  heavy  rain.  The  wind  threw  down  the  corn 
here  and  there. 

July  27,  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  service  for 
the  Negroes,  and  two  children  were  baptized.  During  the  meet- 
ing a  severe  storm  came,  and  the  rain  lasted  for  a  number  of 
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hours.  The  evening  service  was  omitted  because  of  another 
rain-storm.  Much  of  the  corn  is  down. 

July  29.  Rather  cool  today. 

July  31.  Drove  with  several  others  to  the  camp-meeting  ground 
of  the  Methodists  in  the  Daub  neighborhood.  Twenty  new  huts 
have  been  built. 

Thrashing  is  almost  finished;  the  wheat  turned  out  well. 
School  has  been  held  regularly  by  Mr.  Gage.  Dr.  Wilson  has 
much  business. 

Aug.  1.  The  annual  camp-meeting  at  Daub's  began  today. 

Aug.  6.  The  camp-meeting  broke  up  today.  The  excitement 
increased  from  day  to  day  until  it  reached  a  high  point. 

Aug.  7.  I  went  to  Salem  to  Conference,  where  I  presented  the 
recently  agitated  matter  of  a  Sunday  School  in  Pfafftown.  We 
do  not  wish  to  lay  anything  in  the  way,  though  we  would  prefer 
to  have  it  in  Bethania. 

Aug.  10,  Sunday.  We  celebrated  the  Thirteenth  of  August 
festival.  The  evening  meeting  fell  out  because  a  storm  was  com- 
ing up,  which  brought  heavy  rain  later. 

Aug.  llf.  Today  there  was  Election  for  the  Assembly.  Mr. 
Martin  had  a  majority  of  sixteen  votes  in  Bethabara,  but  his 
conduct  in  Salem  and  Germantown  lost  him  the  vote  there. 

Aug.  16.  Today  there  was  the  vendu  of  the  property  of  the 
boys  boarding  school  in  Salem.  It  has  been  given  up. 

Aug.  17.  It  rained  from  sunrise  until  noon,  when  it  cleared, 
and  the  weather  was  pleasant. 

Aug.  18.  Muddy  Creek  is  so  high  that  we  cannot  drive  through 

it. 

Aug.  21.  In  Salem  I  spoke  with  old  Br.  Schober  about  the 
wish  of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  in  Pfafftown  to  begin  a  Sun- 
day School.  He  has  charge  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  this  county ; 
agreed  to  be  in  Pfafftown  on  the  second  Saturday  in  September. 

Aug.  23.  This  week  many  men  were  busy  making  hay,  and  the 
weather  was  very  favorable. 

Aug.  26.  Dr.  Schuman  was  brought  to  Jacob  Buttner,  who  im- 
proved after  using  his  medicine.  Dr.  Wilson  is  away  all  the 
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time,  for  many  people  on  the  [Yadkin]  river  have  fever  and 
want  his  services. 

Aug.  28.  Visited  at  John  Miller's.  He  himself  is  on  the  way 
to  Fayetteville.  Visited  also  the  young  widow  Betsey.  .  .  .  The 
vendu  will  be  held  there  three  days  from  now,  in  the  morning. 
The  widow  retains  the  land  and  buildings,  appraised  at  $200, 
and  one  fifth  of  the  moveable  property. 

Aug.  29.  Went  to  the  home  of  a  certain  George  Fiedler,  a 
mile  south  of  Casper  Stolz.  The  funeral  sermon  for  his  little 
daughter  was  preached  outdoors  at  the  Bethabara  mill,  and 
the  body  was  interred  in  the  nearby  strangers'  graveyard. 

Aug.  31.  Men  are  busy  with  the  second  hay  harvest. 

Sept.  2.  After  many  dry  weeks  the  sky  is  cloudy.  At  night 
some  rain  fell. 

Sept.  3.  Cool  and  cloudy,  threatening  rain. 

Sept.  8.  Mr.  Gage  has  given  up  his  engagement  to  teach 
another  session  of  school  here.  He  will  probably  settle  in  Clem- 
monstown  as  a  doctor.  Negotiations  have  been  begun  with 
Benjamin  Oppelt  in  Salem. 

Sept.  9.  Toward  evening  and  during  the  night  there  were  some 
slight  showers. 

Sept.  10.  A  very  cold  morning. 

Sept.  13.1  went  to  Pfafftown  where  Pastor  Schober  organized 
a  Sunday  School.  Between  twenty  and  thirty  house-fathers  and 
young  men  were  present,  and  they  elected  Peter  Pfaff  presi- 
dent. More  than  thirty  scholars  were  enrolled. 

Sept.  H.  In  the  afternoon  dark  clouds  gathered,  which  brought 
a  fine  rain  during  the  night.  William  Lash  is  very  ill.  The  trou- 
ble seems  to  have  gathered  in  the  throat  and  jaw  which  are 
much  swollen. 

Sept.  15.  After  the  long  drought  one  can  again  work  in  the 
garden. 

Sept.  17.  Rain  which  began  last  night  continued  all  day. 

Sept.  18.  Still  raining,  though  not  heavily. 

Sept.  25.  Today,  in  his  house  two  miles  from  here,  I  married 
Samuel  Strub  to  the  single  communicant  member  of  our  con- 
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gregation,  Catharine  Elisabeth  Transou,  John  Transou's  eldest 
daughter.  The  nearest  relatives  and  neighbors  were  present. 

Oct.  2.  We  went  to  Salem  to  the  meeting  of  the  Heathen  Soc- 
iety. 

Oct.  3.  A  Free  Dunker  (or  Bearded  Man)  preached  on  Salem 
Square;  did  not  win  much  approbation.  The  church  had  been 
refused  him,  although  some  members  seemed  to  want  him  to 
use  it. 

Oct.  5.  Hard  rain  about  noon  prevented  me  from  going  to 
Bethabara. 

Oct.  6.  I  went  to  Salem  for  Sr.  Rebecca  Bagge,  so  that  she 
and  our  family  could  go  to  the  Pilot. 

Oct.  7,  8.  We  made  a  trip  to  the  Pilot ;  lodged  with  the  Charles 
Holders.  The  weather  was  fine. 

Last  Monday,  the  6th,  Br.  Benjamin  Oppelt  came  here;  he 
will  teach  the  school  for  at  least  one  quarter  of  a  year.  He  re- 
ceives six  shillings  a  month,  has  now  fourteen  children,  boards 
around  with  the  parents. 

Oct.  13.  It  has  been  unusually  cold  this  week.  On  Friday 
morning  the  thermometer  stood  at  28°  Fahrenheit. 

Oct.  16.  The  former  school-teacher  in  Pfafftown,  A.  D.  C. 
Wolf,  and  Lydia  Transou,  whom  he  married  a  few  days  earlier, 
left  for  Tennessee.  The  parents  are  very  sorrowful ;  their  eldest 
son,  Jonathan,  went  with  Wolf  and  his  wife. 

Oct.  26.  For  a  number  of  days  the  weather  has  been  very 
pleasant;  today  was  very  hot. 

Oct.  31.  After  a  long  drought  it  rained  a  little. 

Nov.  1.  At  break  of  day  there  was  a  hard  rain  storm;  but  it 
remained  warm. 

Nov.  2.  There  was  another  hard  storm  about  midnight,  but 
toward  noon  it  cleared  and  was  hot.  I  did  not  go  to  Bethabara 
because  a  Baptist  preaching  was  held  in  the  neighborhood. 

Dec.  14.  We  prayed  the  church  litany  in  the  first  service. 
This  was  followed  by  the  harvest  sermon.  The  attendance  was 
good,  although  the  hard  rain  last  night  made  the  roads  very  bad. 

Dec.  15.  Cold  evening  and  morning. 
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Dec.  16.  Butchering  day. 

Dec.  21.  Heavy  rain.  Br.  Christian  Jacob  Conrad  was  mar- 
ried to  the  single  Polly  Philipps  by  the  justice. 

Dec.  2Jf.  At  six  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  Christmas  Eve 
lovefeast  was  held.  The  little  girls  sang  several  pieces  which 
they  had  learned  under  the  guidance  of  the  Srs.  Oehman  and 
Catharine  Strub,  and  every  one  was  pleased.  The  weather  was 
not  cold,  the  sky  clear,  and  the  roads  not  bad. 

Friedberg  Diary,  1828. 
[A  few  extracts  translated.] 

In  a  Congregation  Council  held  on  January  1st,  it  was  unani- 
mously decided  that  hereafter  our  congregation  festival  should 
be  observed  on  the  12th  of  May. 

Jan.  27.  In  spite  of  hard  rain,  high  water,  and  sickness,  there 
were  60  Sunday  School  scholars  present.  The  number  on  the 
roll  is  105.  Preaching  was  in  English,  and  at  the  close  the 
single  Br.  Thomas  Hege  and  the  single  Sr.  Anna  Walk,  who 
wish  to  enter  into  holy  wedlock,  were  called  out,  and  a  stanza 
of  blessing  was  sung  for  them. 

Jan.  29.  Yesterday  we  visited  in  the  neighborhood  to  the  west. 
Today  we  went  to  the  east  to  the  wedding  of  the  single  Br. 
Thomas  Hege  and  the  single  Sr.  Anna  Susanna  Walk. 

Feb  17.  There  has  been  much  rain  this  week.  It  is  a  cause 
for  thankfulness  to  God  that  the  well  here,  which  has  been  dry 
for  some  time,  now  furnishes  drinking  water. 

Feb.  26.  In  George  Frey's  house  I  married  his  daughter  Elisa- 
beth to  the  single  Samuel  Long. 

March  10.  Last  night  we  felt  an  earthquake. 

March  19.  The  roof  between  the  church  and  the  lovefeast 
kitchen  was  made. 

March  29.  The  Brn.  Schulz  and  Hauser  and  Dr.  Schuman 
came  to  us,  and  the  last  named  remained  over  night.  Sr.  Denke 
is  worse. 

March  31.  At  half  past  one  in  the  afternoon  it  pleased  the 
Lord  to  bring  to  a  peaceful  end  the  life  of  His  servant,  Sr. 
Denke.  Br.  and  Sr.  Kreuser  came  to  us  from  Salem. 
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April  2.  There  was  the  interment  of  the  married  Sr.  Anna 
Maria  Denke,  born  Heckedorn.  Many  Brethren  and  Sisters 
came  from  Salem;  among  them  the  members  of  the  Provincial 
Elders  Conference.  Br.  Benade  held  the  funeral,  and  preached 
an  impressive  sermon  in  German  and  in  English.  Musicians 
from  Salem  also  honored  us  with  their  presence.  The  crowd  of 
people  was  quiet  and  reverent,  and  many  tears  were  shed. 

April  3,  Maundy  Thursday.  I  was  in  Hope,  where  there  was 
a  memorial  service  for  our  departed  one. 

April  6,  Easter  Sunday.  The  Easter  litany  and  preaching 
were  held  first  in  Friedberg,  and  in  the  afternoon  in  Hope.  I 
came  home  tired  and  worn  out.  At  both  places  many  were  pre- 
sent, but  all  was  orderly. 

May  Jf.  Br.  Van  Zevilly  from  Salem  was  here,  and  held  the 
closing  exercises  of  the  Sunday  School.  One  hundred  and  twenty- 
one  scholars  were  present. 

May  12.  Br.  Schaaf  came  to  our  congregation  festival,  ac- 
companied by  the  single  Br.  Schulz  as  organist.  ...  In  the  Con- 
gregation Council  the  building  account  was  presented.  During 
the  lovefeast  the  Sunday  School  scholars  sang. 

May  17,  Saturday.  There  was  the  first  session  of  the  Concert 
of  Prayer,  consisting  of  the  officers  and  teachers  of  the  Sunday 
School.  The  Brn.  Kreuser  and  Schober  came.  The  latter  held  a 
memorial  service  for  the  departed  Sr.  Denke  in  the  name  of  the 
Sunday  School,  which  was  largely  attended.  He  spoke  in  Eng- 
lish and  in  German. 

May  18.  Accompanied  by  126  Sunday  School  scholars,  Br. 
Schober  laid  the  tombstone  on  the  mound  above  the  grave  of 
the  departed,  a  token  of  appreciation  of  the  love  and  faithful- 
ness she  had  showed  the  Sunday  School.  At  the  grave  he  offered 
a  touching  prayer.  The  Sunday  School  sang  sweetly  as  they 
went  to  and  from  God's  Acre. 

June  8.  George  Frey  asked  the  Sunday  School  to  remember 
him  on  his  journey  to  Georgia.  He  will  leave  in  the  morning. 

July  13.  Whooping-cough  prevented  many  from  attending 
Sunday  School.  On  a  number  of  days  I  have  not  felt  well. 

July  19.  Br.  Benade  attended  our  bi-monthly  Concert  of  Pray- 
er. 
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Aug.  7  This  afternoon,  in  Salem,  I  was  betrothed  to  the 
single  Sr.  Maria  Steiner. 

Sept.  11.  I  was  married  to  the  single  Sr.  Maria  Steiner,  by 
Br.  Benade,  in  Salem. 

Sept.  1U,  Sunday.  Br.  Schulz  presented  her  to  the  congrega- 
tion; and  then  to  the  Sunday  School.  The  Sunday  School  sang 
a  hymn  composed  by  Br.  Schober,  Lutheran  minister  and  Sun- 
day School  Agent. 

Sept.  23.  We  visited  the  sick,  widowed  Sr.  Anna  Maria  Folz, 
on  Reedy  Creek  about  nine  miles  from  here. 

Sept  28.  In  Friedberg  the  anniversary  of  the  Sunday  School 
was  celebrated.  Br.  Schober  preached  in  German  and  in  Eng- 
lish. Then  Sunday  School  officers  were  elected  for  a  year. 

Oct.  12.  The  Sunday  School  began  to  practice  our  English 
tunes. 

Nov.  16.  The  Committee  decided  not  to  hand  in  a  Muster  list, 
but  any  members  notified  might  state  that  fact  and  receive  a 
certificate. 

Dec.  2Jf.  We  were  in  Hope  for  the  Christmas  Eve  services. 
It  was  a  very  rainy  day. 

Dec.  25,  Christmas  Day.  In  Friedberg  we  thought  of  the  Sav- 
iour, made  manifest  in  the  flesh.

Seidel,  with  directions  to  be 
forwarded  to  Your  care  to  Salem  —  they  belong  to  Miss  Boehler, 
who  intends  shortly  to  set  out,  for  your  place,  —  Have  con- 
signed the  above  to  Mess  Dennis  &  Mcllvaine,  with  advice  to 
forward  them  to  you,  by  first  opportunity.  Annexed  is  bill  of 
charges  on  the  same,  which  have  charged  to  your  act.  With 
reference  to  the  Box  books  from  Hamburg,  we  forgot  to  ob- 
serve, that  with  considerable  exertion  we  obtained  them  free 
of  duty. 
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Sister  Benade  is  still  uncertain  when  she  returns  home  — 
thinking  it  advisable  to  wait  some  time  yet  —  the  children  are 
quite  well.

[Turkey  acknowledged  the  independence  of  Greece. 

A  "Lunatic  Asylum"  was  opened  at  Columbia,  South  Caro- 
lina, under  the  patronage  of  the  state,  with  regents  appointed 
by  the  South  Carolina  legislature.  It  offered  to  receive  patients 
from  other  states. 

In  North  Carolina  the  election  of  sheriffs  was  taken  from 
the  justices  and  given  to  the  voters ;  clerks  of  the  county  courts 
were  also  elected  by  the  people  thereafter.  Greensboro  Female 
Academy  was  begun  as  a  department  of  the  Greensboro  Acad- 
emy. In  November,  Judge  Thomas  Ruffin  was  elected  to  the 
state  supreme  court. 

Dr.  Elisha  Mitchell  published  a  textbook  entitled  Elements  of 
Geology  with  an  outline  of  the  Geology  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Hillsborough  Recorder  of  June  17,  declared  it  "astonish- 
ing that  the  people  of  North  Carolina  are  just  finding  out  the 
wealth  of  their  state.  ...  It  is  thought  that  the  gold  mines 
in  Buncombe,  Burke,  and  Rutherford  counties  are  richer  than 
those  in  Mecklenburg."] 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem  for  the  Year  1829. 
{Extracts  translated.'] 

Goodness  and  mercy  have  been  bestowed  upon  us  bounteously 
by  the  Lord  during  this  year  now  so  soon  to  end. 

He  has  maintained  for  us  the  greatly  desired  quiet  in  out- 
ward affairs  —  the  honorable  peace  of  the  dear  fatherland ;  He 
has  graciously  protected  us  so  that  no  material  harm  could 
come  nigh  us ;  He  has  given  us  joy  by  the  general  good  health ; 
He  has  given  us  fruitful  seasons,  and  has  allowed  us  to  gather 
a  splendid  harvest  from  field  and  garden,  and  our  happiness 
over  this  is  the  greater  because  this  plentiful  harvest  has  also 
been  given  to  our  fellow  citizens  near  and  far. 

The  little  boys  again  received  for  their  use  the  house  which 
was  built  originally  for  their  schoolhouse.  The  number  of  little 
boys  attending  school  is  now  twenty-seven. 

The  number  of  little  girls  attending  school  is  somewhat  re- 
duced, as  some  of  them  were  received  into  the  Choir  of  Older 
Girls  on  June  fourth.  However,  most  of  them  are  continuing 
to  attend  some  classes,  especially  in  singing  and  instrumental 
music.  There  are  altogether  twenty-one  town  girls  attending  the 
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school.  With  the  exception  of  the  smallest  girls  they  continue 
to  receive  instruction  along  with  the  boarding  pupils.  The  num- 
ber of  the  latter  has  again  decreased,  largely  because  of  cir- 
cumstances beyond  our  control.  The  present  number  of  board- 
ing pupils  is  fifty-six.  Because  of  the  smaller  number  of  pupils 
one  room  was  given  up  in  the  second  half  of  the  year,  so  there 
are  now  four  room  companies.  Four  teachers  have  left  and 
two  have  entered.  The  home-going  of  Sr.  Henriette  Friederica 
Reichel  on  the  18th  of  March  was  a  very  painful  experience 
for  this  school,  for  she  had  a  mother's  heart  for  the  children. 
Her  husband,  because  of  long  attacks  of  illness,  found  it  im- 
possible to  continue  his  work,  and  found  himself  obliged  to  go 
to  Pennsylvania  at  the  end  of  August  on  a  trip  to  improve  his 
health.  He  returned,  greatly  improved,  early  in  November.  In 
Lititz,  on  October  23,  he  had  been  ordained  a  presbyter  of  the 
Unity  of  Brethren  by  Br.  Andreas  Benade.  During  his  absence 
Br.  Steiner  served  as  Inspector. 

It  gave  the  entire  congregation  much  pleasure  on  the  29th 
of  March  to  see  all  the  Sunday  School  scholars  and  their  teach- 
ers from  this  neighborhood,  about  six  hundred  of  them.  They 
met  for  the  annual  celebration  of  the  founding  here  last  year 
of  a  Sunday  School  Society.  This  Society  is  an  auxiliary  of  the 
well  known  Sunday  School  Union  of  this  country,  and  has  been 
blessed  in  its  activities. 

In  April  letters  were  received,  approving  the  changes  in  the 
ministry  here  concurred  in  by  the  Unity  Elders  Conference 
and  the  Provincial  Elders  Conferences  in  Bethlehem  and  here. 
Our  dear  Br.  Benade  and  his  wife  have  been  called  to  Lititz, 
and  Br.  Johann  Christian  Bechler,  pastor  and  preacher  in 
Lititz,  has  been  appointed  chairman  of  the  Provincial  Elders 
Conference  here  and  pastor  of  this  congregation.  While  Br. 
Reichel  is  absent  in  Pennsylvania  Br.  Bechler  will  also  serve 
as  preacher  here.  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  has  been  temporary  pfleg- 
er  of  the  Single  Brethren,  and  that  position  has  been  taken  over 
by  Br.  Bechler  also. 

Each  Choir  of  the  congregation  presented  itself  before  the 
Lord  on  its  Choir  Festival,  and  received  a  blessing. 

The  participation  in  the  Holy  Communion  was  always  at- 
tended with  blessing. 

Our  congregation  anniversary,  observed  in  connection  with 
the  festival  of  the  Chief  Eldership  of  Jesus  in  the  Unity  of 
Brethren,  was  also  a  day  of  blessing  for  us  and  for  our  children. 
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Br.  and  Sr.  Eder,  who  were  installed  in  the  service  of  the 
mission  to  the  Cherokees  last  year,  have  received  a  call  from 
the  Unity  Elders  Conference  to  the  Mission  in  the  Danish  West 
Indies.  In  the  place  of  Br.  Eder  the  Lord  has  called  our  dear 
Br.  Heinrich  Gottlieb  Clauder,  a  child  of  this  congregation,  who 
has  been  serving  there  as  assistant.  With  this,  in  view  he  came 
hither ;  on  September  17  he  entered  into  the  holy  estate  of  matri- 
mony with  the  single  Sr.  Charlotte  Elisabeth  Rude;  and  Sep- 
tember 29th,  in  a  solemn  service,  the  written  ordination  as  a 
deacon  of  the  Unity  was  handed  him — it  was  sent  by  Br.  Gott- 
lieb Hiiffel  of  the  U.E.C.  Their  companion,  Br.  Nathanael  Byhan, 
a  child  of  the  Cherokee  mission,  and  Sr.  Charlotte  Elisabeth 
Clauder  were  received  as  Akoluthes,  for  encouragement  in 
their  service  in  the  Cherokee  mission. 

Br.  Philip  Blum,  who  accompanied  the  above  named  pilgrims 
to  Springplace  and  Ooyugillogee  with  his  wagon,  returned  on 
November  15,  bringing  Br.  and  Sr.  Eder  from  there.  They 
would  gladly  have  continued  their  journey  to  the  West  Indies 
at  once,  but  have  been  detained  by  family  circumstances,  so 
they  are  still  with  us  but  hope,  God  willing,  to  reach  their  des- 
tination next  spring. 

It  is  still  to  be  mentioned  that  a  new  house  in  the  central 
part  of  town,  which  was  begun  last  year,  has  been  completed 
and  occupied. 

The  Square  in  the  middle  of  town  has  been  planted  with 
cedar  trees. 

Salem  Diary,  1829. 

[Church  services  are  entered  most  meticulously  in  the  diary, 
but  they  follow  the  usual  pattern,  so  are  not  translated.] 

Jan.  1.  In  the  afternoon  all  the  Choirs  of  the  congregation 
held  their  respective  services.  These  meetings  had  not  been  held 
for  a  number  of  years,  but  now  the  Choirs  seemed  to  want  them. 

Jan.  11.  In  the  afternoon  the  Female  Missionary  Society  held 
its  first  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  year. 

Jan.  25,  Sunday.  In  Hope  the  elderly  members,  Thomas  and 
Sarah  Anne  Padget,  celebrated  their  wedding  jubilee  with  a 
lovefeast  for  the  adult  members  of  the  congregation.  At  the 
close  of  the  lovefeast  Br.  Denke  pronounced  the  blessing  of  the 
Lord  over  the  jubilee  couple. 
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Feb.  18,  Tuesday.  The  congregation  of  Friedland  celebrated 
its  congregation  festival.  The  lovefeast  was  held  in  two  sections, 
for  the  children  and  then  for  the  adults,  as  the  church  is  too 
small  to  hold  all  at  the  same  time. 

Feb.  22.  The  oldest  member  of  this  congregation,  Br.  Jonas 
Christoph  Herbst,  today  reached  the  end  of  his  journey  here 
below. 

March  3.  After  the  singstunde,  the  local  branch  of  the  Ameri- 
can Tract  Society  in  New  York  held  its  annual  meeting  for  the 
election  of  officers. 

March  15.  Br.  Schaaf  preached  in  Friedland.  The  church  was 
completely  filled  with  an  attentive  congregation,  and  many  had 
to  remain  outside.  This  is  the  case  nearly  every  Sunday,  largely 
caused  by  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  scholars  in  the 
Sunday  School.  In  a  second  service,  announced  in  advance,  the 
memoir  was  read  of  the  departed  Br.  Buchholz,  for  many  years 
the  pastor  of  this  congregation. 

March  18.  The  single  Br.  Theodor  Pfohl  left  for  Philadelphia 
to  buy  goods  for  the  store. 

In  the  morning  at  ten  o'clock  the  Saviour  brought  to  an  end 
the  life  of  the  married  Sr.  Henriette  Friederica  Reichel  (in 
childbirth)  to  the  deep  distress  of  her  husband,  her  children, 
and  the  Girls  School,  where  she  had  mothered  the  girls  as  though 
they  were  her  own  children. 

March  29,  Sunday.  At  the  request  of  the  Sunday  School  Union 
of  this  district,  which  consists  of  members  of  the  Moravian 
congregations,  all  the  teachers  and  scholars  of  the  Sunday 
Schools  under  their  supervision  assembled  here  for  a  suitable 
sermon,  which  had  been  accorded  to  them  gladly.  The  weather 
was  pleasantly  warm.  The  schools  assembled  at  an  assigned 
place  in  the  lower  part  of  the  town  and  about  eleven  o'clock, 
led  by  the  Union,  they  marched  in  procession,  singing,  to  the 
church.  There  were  about  five  hundred  scholars,  and  they  with 
their  teachers  were  first  seated.  About  two  or  three  hundred 
parents  and  friends  had  come  with  them,  and  the  church  could 
not  hold  nearly  all  of  them.  First  anthems  were  sung  by  the 
choirs.  Then  Pastor  Schober,  as  president  of  the  Union,  describ- 
ed the  beginning  of  Sunday  Schools  in  England,  in  Europe, 
and  in  other  parts  of  the  world,  including  this  neighborhood. 
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Then  Br.  Reichel  preached  with  fervor  and  impressively.  It 
had  been  the  intention  to  follow  the  preaching  with  a  lovefeast 
in  the  church,  but  it  was  evident  that  the  church  was  too  small 
for  all  those  present,  so  the  benches  from  the  church  and  from 
the  Saal  in  the  Gemein  Haus  were  carried  to  the  Square  in 
front  of  the  Gemein  Haus,  and  there  the  lovefeast  was  held, 
the  singing  of  hymns  alternating  with  tunes  played  on  the 
wind  instruments.  All  the  exercises  were  held  in  the  English 
language.  It  was  a  pleasant  sight  to  see  so  many  young  people 
from  our  neighborhood,  who  through  the  Sunday  Schools  not 
only  have  an  opportunity  to  learn  to  read,  but  also  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  word  of  God.  May  the  good  seed  which  has 
been  planted  in  their  hearts  this  day  bear  fruit  for  eternity ! 

In  a  report  from  Friedland,  under  date  of  March  23,  there 
is  noted  that  on  that  day  a  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Lanius 
had  a  narrow  escape  with  his  life.  He  was  ploughing  in  a  field 
where  a  number  of  dead  trees  were  standing.  A  very  strong 
wind  blew  down  one  of  the  trees,  which  fell  and  struck  him  on 
shoulder  and  hip,  throwing  him  to  the  ground,  and  yet  he  was 
not  seriously  hurt. 

April  3.  The  small  day  school  held  in  Bethabara  closed  with 
a  little  Examination. 

April  5.  Three  adults  were  baptized  in  Friedland,  namely 
the  widow  Eva  Knoy,  maiden  name  Krumm,  her  married  daugh- 
ter Mary  Schneider,  and  the  single  daughter  Elisabeth  Knoy. 

April  13.  The  widowed  Br.  George  Waterson  fell  asleep  in 
his  79th  year.  He  lived  outside  the  town. 

April  16,  Maundy  Thursday.  In  the  evening  the  communi- 
cants partook  of  the  most  holy  Sacraments.  Partaking  with  us 
was  our  friend  and  brother  David  Dunlap  from  Missouri,  who 
has  been  here  on  a  visit  for  several  weeks. 

April  19,  Easter  Sunday.  Many  visitors  attended  the  pray- 
ing of  the  litany  on  God's  Acre. 

April  27.  The  Single  Br.  Jacob  Fockel  came  on  a  visit.  For 
five  years  he  has  been  working  as  a  silversmith  in  Milledgeville, 
South  Carolina. 

May  U.  The  Brn.  John  Vogler  and  Zevely  returned  from  their 
visit  to  Springplace  and  Oochgeelogy.  They  brought  good  re- 
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ports  of  the  progress  of  the  work  in  both  those  Indian  congre- 
gations. 

May  13.  The  Committee  of  the  Stokes  County  Sunday  School 
Union  held  their  monthly  meeting  today. 

May  19.  The  married  Br.  Martin  Hauser  left  today  with 
the  stage  for  Lititz  to  bring  Br.  and  Sr.  Bechler  hither  in 
answer  to  their  call.  The  widowed  Sr.  Salome  Langballe  and 
Barbara  Bohler  went  with  Br.  Hauser,  returning  to  Bethlehem 
after  a  visit  here. 

June  5.  After  a  long  illness  the  married  Br.  Matthaeus  Reich 
reached  the  end  of  his  suffering  through  a  blessed  home-going. 
He  lived  outside  the  town. 

June  18.  The  single  Br.  Johann  Salomo  Mucke  married  the 
single  Sr.  Gertraud  Spach. 

June  25.  We  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  Br.  and  Sr.  Bechler 
and  their  youngest  son,  Wilhelm  Ferdinand,  arrive  from  Lititz 
with  Br.  Martin  Hauser. 

In  Friedland  there  was  the  burial  of  Philippina  Kastner,  two 
years  old.  The  congregation  sympathized  deeply  with  the  par- 
ents who  in  less  than  three  weeks  have  lost  two  of  their  child- 
ren through  an  illness  resembling  flux. 

June  28,  Sunday.  At  the  nine  o'clock  service  Br.  Bechler  was 
presented  to  the  congregation  as  pastor  and  as  chairman  of  the 
Provincial  Elders  Conference.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a 
lovefeast  to  welcome  Br.  and  Sr.  Bechler. 

July  Jf.  After  weeks  of  practice  the  musical  Brethren  and 
Sisters  here  gave  Haydn's  oratorio  The  Creation  in  the  church, 
to  the  pleasure  of  the  congregation. 

In  the  evening  there  was  a  singstunde,  with  instrumental 
accompaniment,  in  recognition  of  this  anniversary  of  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  United  States  of  North  America  and  the  un- 
disturbed religious  and  civil  peace  we  enjoy,  for  which  we 
thank  and  praise  our  dear  Lord. 

July  26,  Sunday.  By  invitation  of  the  Brethren  who  manage 
the  Sunday  School  at  Pleasant  Hill,  Br.  Bechler  preached  in 
the  schoolhouse  there.  Scholars  from  another  school  attended, 
and  many  curious  listeners  came  and  there  was  not  nearly 
enough  room  in  the  schoolhouse,  so  the  service  was  held  out- 
side under  the  trees. 
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July  30.  The  heat  was  very  oppressive.  In  the  fifth  hour  of 
the  afternoon  a  severe  storm  broke  directly  over  our  town. 
Lightning  struck  the  houseroof  of  Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Jr., 
tore  off  a  number  of  shingles,  splintered  Some  rafters,  and 
broke  the  windows  in  both  gables,  but  did  not  set  the  roof  on 
fire.  Another  flash  of  lightning  struck  an  apple  tree  near  the 
store  buildings,  quite  close  to  the  place  where  powder  is  stored, 
but  did  no  further  damage.  In  the  evening  meeting  we  brought 
to  the  Lord  our  happy  thanks  for  His  protection  from  the  danger 
which  threatened  us,  for  no  one  was  injured  in  life  or  limb. 

Aug.  3.  Br.  Reichel  left  for  Bethlehem  today,  seeking  to  re- 
store his  health  which  has  been  bad  for  several  months.  With 
him  went  his  two  children,  Clara  and  Edward;  the  two  Single 
Srs.  Mary  Ann  Ernestine  and  Lucia  Theophila  Benade,  who 
will  join  their  parents  in  Lititz;  and  the  boy  Franz  Florentin 
Hagen,  who  will  enter  the  Paedagogium  in  Nazareth.  They 
were  escorted  by  the  Brn.  Jacob  Rothhaas  and  Theophilus  Vier- 
ling. 

Aug.  9,  Sunday.  We  observed  the  anniversary  of  August  13, 
1727.  In  the  first  service  Br.  Bechler  commented  on  the  gracious 
way  in  which  God  from  of  old  has  granted  to  those  who  love 
Him  to  live  united  in  the  bond  of  peace  ....  In  the  second  serv- 
ice in  the  morning  Br.  Schulz  read  the  account  of  the  origin  of 
the  day  from  Die  Gedenktage  der  eneuerten  Briiderkirche.  In 
the  afternoon  there  was  a  lovefeast  for  the  entire  congregation, 
followed  by  the  first  and  second  Communions.  In  the  closing 
meeting  of  this  day  of  grace  we  again  brought  to  our  Lord  our 
humble  thanks,  hymns  sung  by  the  congregation  alternating 
with  music  from  the  choir.  After  this  last  service  the  players 
on  wind  instruments  went  through  the  town  playing  sweet 
melodies. 

Aug.  11.  Br.  Bechler  held  the  funeral  of  the  married  Br. 
Johann  Jacob  Blum.  ...  He  learned  from  his  father  the  craft 
of  a  mason.  ...  He  married  Lucia  Padget,  of  Hope,  and  they 
had  nine  children. 

Aug.  13.  There  was  the  funeral  of  the  married  Sr.  Catharina 
Steiner,  maiden  name  Sehnert,  who  fell  asleep  on  the  11th 
after  a  long  period  of  ill  health. 

Aug.  16.  At  the  request  of  Br.  Abraham  Steiner  the  Br. 
Johannes  Renatus  Schmidt  became  his  assistant  with  the  Negro 
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congregation,  by  appointment  of  the  Provincial  Elders  Confer- 
ence. 

Sept.  6.  The  married  people  observed  their  Choir  festival. 
As  they  left  the  church  after  the  evening  meeting  the  wind 
instruments  were  heard  in  sweet  melodies  played  in  the  balcony 
on  the  front  of  the  church. 

Sept.  11.  The  Single  Brn.  Heinrich  Gottlieb  Clauder  and 
Nathanael  Byhan  came  from  the  Cherokee  land  on  a  visit. 

Sept  17.  The  single  Br.  Heinrich  Gottlieb  Clauder  was  married 
to  the  single  Sr.  Charlotte  Elisabeth  Rude. 

Sept.  19.  Br.  Bechler  had  a  visit  from  three  Quakers,  who 
asked  that  one  of  them,  from  Guilford  County,  might  make  an 
address  this  evening  in  our  church.  Br.  Bechler  pointed  out 
that  an  evangelical  address  would  be  expected,  and  that  all 
that  might  disturb  the  service  must  be  omitted;  then  after 
consultation  with  the  Conferenz  he  gave  the  desired  permission. 
About  seven  o'clock  a  large  congregation  gathered,  and  the 
supposed  preacher  took  his  place  behind  the  table.  Contrary 
to  Br.  Bechler's  advice  he  was  silent  for  a  long  time.  Finally 
he  knelt  and  with  strange,  convulsive  motions  he  began  to 
utter  single  words,  more  howled  than  spoken,  which  no  one 
could  understand.  After  a  while  Br.  Bechler  felt  obliged  to  ask 
him  to  speak  properly  and  understandably,  but  he  continued 
as  he  had  been  doing.  The  reverence  of  the  congregation  was 
noticeably  disturbed.  Br.  Bechler  repeated  his  admonitions. 
As  there  seemed  to  be  no  chance  of  edification  the  congregation 
left  the  church,  and  the  preacher  had  to  follow.  He  soon  left  the 
town  with  his  companions.  This  unpleasant  occurance  will  make 
us  more  careful  in  future  about  granting  such  requests. 

Sept.  2U.  The  Girls  School  observed  the  anniversary  of  the 
consecration  of  their  prayer-hall. 

Sept.  27,  Sunday.  Fervent  prayers  were  offered  for  Br.  and 
Sr.  Clauder  and  Br.  Byhan  who  will  leave  tomorrow  for  the 
Cherokee  Mission;  also  for  Br.  Martin  and  Sr.  Susanna  Hauser 
and  their  four  children,  Edwin  Theodor,  Susanna  Elisabeth, 
Mary  Ann  Paulina,  and  Sophia  Theresia,  who  tomorrow  will  be- 
gin their  journey  to  Indiana,  where  they  plan  to  settle.1 

1  Martin  Hauser  was  prominent  in  developing  the  settlement  of  Hope,  Indiana,  and 
West  Salem,  Illinois.  The  former  took  its  name  from  Hope  Church  and  the  latter  from 
the  town  of  Salem  in  North  Carolina.  The  name  Hauser  came  to  be  pronounced  "Hooser," 
and  Bethania,  in  North  Carolina,  was  long  known  as  "Hoosertown." 
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In  the  Pfaff  settlement  Br.  Jacobson,  from  Bethania,  pre- 
sided over  the  anniversary  celebration  of  the  Sunday  School 
there,  and  dedicated  a  recently  built  schoolhouse  which  will 
serve  also  for  religious  services.  The  Brn.  Vogler  and  Zevily 
from  Salem,  and  a  young  Methodist  preacher  named  Hicks, 
assisted  Br.  Jacobson. 

Oct.  Jf.  By  invitation,  Br.  Bechler  preached  in  Waughtown  to 
a  large  gathering. 

Oct.  9.  It  was  very  lively  in  our  town  because  General  Muster 
of  the  militia  was  held  here. 

Oct.  19.  In  Friedland  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  widowed 
Sr.  Elisabeth  Barbara  Ried,  maiden  name  Rominger,  her  age 
eighty-eight  years  and  five  days.  She  was  born  in  Hochwetters- 
bach  in  Baden-Durlach ;  came  with  her  parents  to  North  Ameri- 
ca, to  Broadbay  in  what  is  now  the  state  of  Maine.  Her  parents 
had  been  acquainted  with  the  Unity  of  Brethren  in  Europe, 
and  in  Broadbay  they  learned  to  know  the  Brn.  Soelle  and 
Samuel  Kerr,  who  preached  there  to  the  German  families  from 
time  to  time.  Her  marriage  to  Jacob  Ried  lasted  fifty-eight 
years,  and  was  blessed  with  seventeen  children,  twelve  sons 
and  five  daughters.  She  lived  to  see  fifty-eight  grandchildren, 
and  so  far  as  is  known  there  have  been  fifty-four  great-grand- 
children. In  1770  she,  her  husband  and  children,  and  seven  other 
families  moved  to  North  Carolina.  On  the  voyage  from  Broad- 
bay to  Wilmington  one  of  her  children  had  a  fall  which  brought 
its  life  to  an  end,  and  it  had  to  be  buried  in  Brunswick,  fifteen 
miles  below  Wilmington.  .  .  . 

Oct.  25.  The  Brn.  August  Henry  Schulz  and  Josua  Boner, 
teachers  in  the  boys  school,  returned  from  a  trip  they  made  to 
Georgia  during  the  school  vacation. 

Nov.  8,  Sunday.  A  number  of  our  members  attended  the 
Examination  of  the  school  in  the  Negro  church. 

Nov.  9.  Br.  Reichel  returned  in  good  health  from  his  visit 
in  Pennsylvania. 

Nov.  10.  After  an  address  in  English  on  the  text  for  the  day, 
Br.  Bechler  announced  the  birth  of  the  infant  daughter  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Jac.  Christmann,  born  October  29,  named  Carolina 
Lucinda,  and  the  infant  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Georg  Folz, 
born  November  5,  named  Sophia  Constantina. 
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Nov.  22.  Br.  Reichel  preached  the  harvest  thanksgiving  ser- 
mon from  text  Psalm  107 :1.  A  like  sermon  was  preached  at 
Friedland  to  a  large  congregation.  In  Bethabara  Br.  Gottlieb 
Schober  preached  on  the  occasion  of  his  visit  to  the  Sunday 
School  there. 

Nov.  2k.  The  single  Sister  Elisabeth  Rebecca  Rank  after 
lingering  illness  ended  her  suffering,  and  at  Friedberg  the 
oldest  member  of  the  congregation,  Peter  Rothrock,  departed 
this  life  in  his  84th  year. 

Moved  in  November  from  Salem  to  Indiana;  Br.  and  Sr. 
Joseph  and  Elisabeth  Spach  with  five  children,  Gottlieb  Wil- 
helm,  Timotheus  Immanuel,  James  Robert,  Alexander  August, 
and  Henrietta  Louisa. 

Moved  to  Waughtown:  Br.  and  Sr.  Georg  Samuel  and  Sarah 
Brendel  with  five  children,  James,  Albert  Alexander,  Henry 
Francis,  Maria  Elisabeth,  and  Hennrietta  Paulina. 

Nov.  29.  In  Friedland  Br.  Schober  preached  on  the  occasion 
of  his  visit  to  the  Sunday  School. 

Born  October  25  in  Salem,  William  Henry  Hall. 

Dec.  6.  Br.  Bechler  preached  for  the  first  time  at  Hope. 

Dec.  9.  Br.  Bechler  preached  in  English  with  reference  to 
the  beginnings  of  the  Temperance  Society  formed  here  and  in 
the  surrounding  neighborhood.

Fries  Letters. 
[Extracts  translated.} 

Salem,  Nov.  13,  1829 
.  .  .  Our  Negro  Adam  had  an  accident  the  other  day.  He  was 
in  a  field  when  a  thunderstorm  came.  He  tried  to  get  back  be- 
cause the  horse  (Berry)  acts  so  crazy  when  it  thunders,  so 
he  rode  him  very  fast  and  fell  under  him,  and  he  has  been  laid 
up  3  weeks.  .  .  .  Our  wheat  harvest  was  good.  We  had  only 


2  Church  record  hooks  were  carefully  kept  by  the  Moravian  churches.  In  addition, 
such  personal  notices  were  entered  sometimes  in  diaries,  reports,  etc.  Several  personal 
notices  are  here  included  to  show  this  method  of  recording. 
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Adam  to  work  except  for  sowing.  We  harvested  90  bushels  of 
wheat,  a  little  rye,  oats  were  not  threshed,  200  bushels  of  corn, 
50  bushels  of  potatoes,  50  bushels  of  apples,  10  bushels  of  sweet 
potatoes,  plenty  of  turnips,  etc.  I  must  tell  you  that  we  had 
to  get  rid  of  our  pony;  he  was  so  crazy  and  would  not  pull  the 
wagon  forward  but  pushed  it  backward  all  the  time.  .  .  .  We 
are  well  and  have  nothing  to  complain  of  if  it  was  not  for 
the  silly  [Aufseher]  Collegium  that  wants  to  quarrel  with  us 
and  others  all  the  time.  When  they  are  not  successful,  they 
leave  us  alone  for  a  while.  They  are  ridiculed  in  the  village 
and  think  they  are  the  only  wise  ones.  .  .  .  Our  Negro  children 
are  getting  along  all  right.  Charles  begins  to  talk.  The  little 
one's  name  is  Eugene  Enoch.  He  is  a  beautiful  Negro  child. 
Fanny  is  very  proud  of  him.  He  was  baptized  and  had  three 
white  godparents,  S.  Steiner,  R.  Bagge,  and  S.  Waterson.  These 
three  also  look  after  the  Negro  school.  Last  Sunday  they  had 
examination  and  some  could  read  well.  Old  John  and  Jacob 
Samuel  are  Saaldiener  (sextons)  and  always  see  that  every- 
thing is  in  good  order.  Jake  and  our  Negroes  greet  you.  Jake 
is  not  orderly.  .  .  . 

Extracts  from  Salem  Minute  Books,  1829. 

Jan.  5.  (Aufseher  Collegium)  Br.  J.  C.  Blum  mentioned  the 
expansion  of  his  printing  business  through  the  publication  of 
a  weekly  newspaper3  called  Gleaner,  and  gave  assurance  that 
it  would  contain  nothing  improper  and  that  it  would  cause  no 
offense  to  the  congregation. 

Br.  Ackerman's  advertising  resulted  in  his  securing  a  journey- 
man. 

Jan.  12.  (Auf.  Col.)  It  was  decided  that  with  the  present 
scarcity  of  money  a  second  community  store  should  not  be 
established. 

Jan.  llf.  (Aeltesten  Conferenz)  The  annual  lovefeast  for 
Saaldiener  and  musicians  will  be  held  February  1. 


s  "The  Weekly  Gleaner"  was  a  four-page  paper  probably  printed  on  paper  locally  made, 
"printed  by  H.  S.  Noble,  Salem,  Stokes  Co.  North- Carolina  ....  John  C.  Blum,  Proprietor." 
It  was  issued  from  January  6  to  December  29,  1829.  In  the  last  issue  there  is  the  state- 
ment: "This  number  completes  one  year  from  the  commencement  of  the  Gleaner,  and  we 
are  compelled  to  inform  our  readers  and  patrons  that  it  is  the  last  number  that  will  be 
issued,  or  in  other  words,  the  Gleaner  is  to  be  discontinued.  To  publish  a  larger  sheet,  the 
patronage  is  not  sufficient;  and  to  continue  the  paper  in  its  present  diminutive  size,  is 
not  calculated  to  make  it  as  profitable  and  interesting  to  the  public  as  we  could  wish: 
these  and  other  causes  combined,  have  influenced  us  in  discontinuing  the  publication." 

Among  the  gleanings  of  Salem's  first  newspaper,  there  is  an  excellent  description  of 
Pilot  Mountain  from  Prof.  Olmstead's  "Report  on  the  vieology  of  North  Carolina." 
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Jan.  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  There  was  discussion  of  the  so-called 
Prayer  Meetings  that  have  been  held  for  some  time  here  in 
town  and  more  frequently  among  our  auswartige  (outside) 
members.  It  is  thought  that  good  is  derived  from  them  but  it 
is  feared  that,  especially  among  the  latter,  they  give  occasion 
for  fanatical  movements. 

Jan.  26.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  chairman  read  the  list  of  articles 
that  may  be  sold  in  the  store  and  it  was  ordered  that  a  copy 
of  same  be  delivered  to  the  executors  of  the  Reitz  (Rights)  toy 
shop  so  that  they  could  act  accordingly. 

Feb.  9.  (Auf.  Col.)  It  was  reported  that  there  has  been  shoot- 
ing in  Winkler's  yard  near  the  barn.  Father  and  son  will  be 
spoken  to  sharply  about  this  thoughtless  conduct. 

Feb.  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Conference  does  not  approve  that  Br. 
Zevilly  permits  Methodist  preachers  to  hold  meetings  in  the 
recently  built  Sunday  School  building  (Pleasant  Hill),  disturb- 
ing the  school,  for  this  is  contrary  to  the  conditions  on  which 
the  land  was  granted. 

Feb.  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Serious  consideration  was  given  to 
business  of  the  community  store  since  there  has  been  consider- 
able secret  trading  going  on  outside  the  store,  which  is  against 
the  rules.  A  resolution  was  adopted  calling  for  a  brotherly 
conference  to  be  held  with  all  the  men  of  the  town. 

Mar.  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Nancy  East,  servant  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Reichel,  asks  for  permission  to  join  the  congregation. 

Mar.  16.  (Auf  Col.)  Sr.  Gambold  will  in  the  future  pay  $5 
room  rent,  and  for  cleaning  the  boys  school  house  twice  weekly 
will  receive  30^. 

The  girl  Dorothea  Schulz  can  stay  no  longer  with  her  friends, 
the  Samuel  Schulz  family,  and  will  be  received  in  the  Sisters 
House,  and  although  there  is  little  chance  to  get  work  to  do, 
whatever  she  gets  will  add  so  much  to  what  little  the  mother 
can  give.  Perhaps  there  could  be  established  in  the  Sisters 
House  some  arrangement  for  making  gloves  of  various  kinds, 
for  knitting,  for  spinning,  and  the  like.  Sales  from  such  busi- 
ness could  help  in  support  of  persons  of  slender  means. 

Mar.  23.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  widow  Sr.  Buchholz  will  in  the  future 
have  a  room  in  the  old  Brothers  House. 
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There  was  complaint  about  disturbing  conduct  and  noise  of 
some  of  our  boys  late  at  night,  especially  on  Salt  Street,4  and 
the  chairman  of  the  Collegium  will  presently  speak  with  them 
as  their  pfleger,  and  perhaps  also  with  their  parents  and  their 
employers. 

Mar.  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Reichel's  sister-in-law,  Sr.  Eliza 
Vierling,  is  very  willing  to  help  in  his  home  and  in  the  school, 
and  she  has  therefore  moved  to  his  home  in  the  Inspector's 
House,  and  the  single  Sr.  Regina  Leinbach  has  taken  her  place 
in  the  school. 

Apr.  6.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  low  branches  of  the  cedars  in  the 
Square  are  to  be  chopped  off. 

After  long  discussion  the  matter  of  the  lease  plan  was  still 
not  clear.  Br.  Shober  asks  for  a  new  lease  plan  which  can  be 
compared  with  the  old  one. 

Dr.  Shuman  reports  that  he  has  built  his  fence  over  the  line. 
The  Brn.  Boner,  Th.  Shulz,  J.  C.  Blum,  and  Benzien  are  asked 
to  see  where  the  fence  was  placed. 

Br.  Jos.  Stauber  has  taken  into  his  tailor  shop  a  young  man 
named  E.  Shore  for  apprentice,  with  the  usual  stipulations. 

April  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Daniel  Wohlfahrt  asks  permission 
from  the  conference  for  an  unmarried  female  from  Newberry, 
S.  C,  — who  has  already  taught  school  four  years — to  come  here 
according  to  her  wish  to  study  painting  with  him.  She  has  writ- 
ten also  to  Sr.  Louise  Kramsch  and  wants  to  find  lodging  in  a 
private  home,  if  permission  is  granted.  She  is  thinking  also  of 
bringing  another  unmarried  woman  with  her  and  supposes 
that  they  will  stay  a  year.  Br.  Wohlfahrt  should  consider  this 
arrangement,  further.  If  in  the  future  the  school  here  wishes  to 
begin  a  school  of  drawing  and  painting  for  the  students  here, 
it  is  to  be  feared  that  this  could  easily  set  a  precedent.  It  should 
be  considered  also  that  the  teachers  of  our  girls  school  would 
be  drawn  into  familiarity  with  this  young  woman — whose  char- 
acter is  unknown  to  us.  Thus  answer  is  withheld  from  Br. 
Wohlfahrt,  and  besides,  the  board  should  be  given  time  for 
further  study. 

Apr.  22.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  boy  Henry  Meinung  is  out  of 
school  and  his  father  wishes  him  to  go  to  Br.  Micke  to  learn 
the  cooper's  trade. 


*  South  Liberty  Street. 
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May  7.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Bechler  in  Lititz  (Pennsylvania) 
has  received  and  accepted  the  call  to  be  pastor  in  Salem  and 
president  of  the  Provincial  Ministers  Conference,  which  meets 
with  the  approval  of  the  Elders  Conference. 

May  12.  (Auf.  Col.)  Since  Br.  Bechler,  who  has  been  called 
here  as  Br.  Benade's  successor,  wishes  to  receive  early  informa- 
tion about  his  journey  hither,  the  board  discussed  this  and  be- 
lieves that  a  Steam-boat  voyage  would  be  more  uncomfortable. 
The  board,  with  concurrence  of  Conference,  advises  that  a 
carriage  be  sent  to  Lititz.  Br.  M.  Hauser,  as  driver,  asks  75^  for 
himself  and  horse,  which  the  board  approves. 

Br.  Herbst,  with  the  consent  of  the  board,  will  build  a  shop, 
16  by  20,  between  his  and  Buttner's  house. 

June  1.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  pottery  reports  a  deficit  of  $183. 

July  1.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Hagen  wishes  that  his  son  Franz 
Florentin  be  received  into  the  Boys  Choir,  but  since  he  is  going 
to  send  him  at  first  opportunity  to  the  Paedagogium  in  Naza- 
reth, it  would  be  better  for  him  to  remain  in  the  Children's  Choir. 

July  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Bechler  read  a  letter  addressed  to 
the  Moravian  Clergy,  sent  by  Mr.  John  I.  Smith,  of  Beaufort, 
S.  C,  on  July  6,  in  which  among  matters  of  interest  he  asks  if 
a  Brother  could  be  sent  to  his  plantation  as  a  missionary  to 
the  Negroes. 

July  29.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  discussion  with  Br.  Reichel  about 
the  position  of  Inspector  for  future  oversight  of  the  Girls  Board- 
ing School,  it  was  gladly  and  happily  noted  that  old  Bro.  Steiner 
(Abraham,  Sr.)  would  for  the  present  undertake  the  business. 

Aug.  23.  (Auf.  Col.)  Widow  Vierling  will  buy  the  house  of 
her  son  Ernst. 

Sept.  2.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  There  was  full  discussion  of  minutes 
of  August  31  whether  there  was  any  way  to  prevent  individuals 
from  engaging  in  secret  trade  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  com- 
munity store. 

Sept.  7.  (Auf.  Col.)  Brn.  Th.  Schulz,  L.  Benzien,  and  J.  C. 
Blum  reported  conferences  they  had  held  with  certain  persons 
according  to  minutes  of  August  31  (in  regard  to  secret  trade) . 

Br.  Fries  asks  for  permission  to  operate  a  Schmier-Store  like 
Widow  Reitz's  (Rights's),  but  he  definitely  cannot  decide  to 
send  away  his  Negroes. 
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Dr.  Kiihln,  as  one  of  the  executors  of  the  Reitz  estate,  gave 
his  promise  that  for  the  year  ahead  he  would  prescribe  nothing 
except  what  was  designated  on  the  list. 

The  Sisters  do  not  deny  that  they  have  sold  calico,  dry  goods, 
and  some  other  things,  because  according  to  their  statement 
several  persons  could  not  get  millinery  articles  they  wanted  at 
the  community  store. 

Br.  Clewell  has  sold,  in  a  forbidden  way,  coffee,  sugar,  dry 
goods,  etc.,  but  he  says  not  in  Salem.  He  asks  to  sell  part  of  the 
stationery  to  Pastor  Shober  and  he  will  have  no  objections  if 
anyone  else  engages  in  such  trade. 

Pastor  Shober  asserts  among  other  things  in  a  written  re- 
ply, "that  he  sells  no  goods  except  for  rags"  (for  the  paper 
mill)  but  he  does  have  several  things  that  are  forbidden. 

Sept.  21.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Hagen  requests  the  use  of  the  old 
house  on  the  Beck  place  northwest  of  town,  for  his  father-in- 
law  Martin  Lick.  The  Collegium  agrees  on  condition  that  Hagen 
will  take  his  father-in-law  with  him  if  the  house  will  be  used 
in  the  future  for  some  other  purpose.  The  building  is  rent  free 
but  some  repairs  must  be  made. 

Oct.  5.  (Auf.  CoL)  Br.  Ernst  Vierling  asks  permission  to  make 
candles  for  sale.  Since  Br.  Herbst,  who  heretofore  has  carried 
on  this  business  has  no  objections,  the  request  will  be  granted. 

Oct.  9.  (Auf.  Col.)  Concerning  the  pottery,  it  was  approved 
that  the  buildings,  that  is,  the  dwelling,  the  workshop,  and  the 
outbuildings  be  rented  to  Br.  Holland  for  $45  a  year. 

Br.  Holland  promises  to  send  his  Negroes  out  of  town. 

The  kiln  on  the  lot  opposite  the  pottery  will  be  torn  down 
and  the  manager  (vorsteher)  will  build  another  on  the  west 
side  of  the  lot  on  which  Br.  Holland  will  live. 

All  the  tools  will  remain  in  possession  of  the  congregation 
diaconie;  Br.  Holland  can  use  them  for  $5  a  year  rent. 

Oct.  1U.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Since  Br.  John  Holland  is  willing  to 
take  over  the  account  of  the  pottery,  this  has  been  arranged 
with  the  approval  of  the  Elders  Conference  with  consent  of  a 
committee  of  the  Collegium. 

Nov.  30.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  building  plans  of  Dr.  Kiihln's  house 
were  displayed  by  Br.  Jac.  Blum.  .  .  .  The  steps  of  the  lower  part 
or  shop  should  be  entered  on  the  side.  .  .  .  The  estimate  is  $2,000, 
but  it  is  doubtful  if  this  is  enough. 
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Dec.  21.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  J.  Boner  has  taken  to  work  a  journey- 
man named  Badget. 

Attention  was  given  to  the  early  completion  of  the  contem- 
plated living  cedar  hedge  in  the  square. 

A  short  time  ago  one  of  our  neighbors  cut  down  32  good 
chestnut  trees  on  our  land  and  split  700  rails  from  them  before 
it  was  discovered.  The  vorsteher  (manager)  will  forbid  the 
man  to  remove  the  rails,  which  the  Collegium  approves. 

Dec.  30.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  George  Brendle  in  Waughtown 
wishes  to  remain  a  member  of  our  congregation  but  according 
to  the  rules  this  cannot  be  allowed  and  he  should  be  considered 
a  member  of  Friedland. 

Bethabara  Diary,  1829. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  1.  In  the  afternoon  at  2:00  o'clock  there  was  the  New 
Year's  sermon  on  the  name  of  Jesus.  Afterwards  there  was  a 
committee  meeting  in  which,  among  other  things,  it  was  de- 
cided to  put  the  church  key  in  the  living  room  in  a  corner  cup- 
board, and  also  to  renew  the  garden  fence  and  garden. 

Jan.  8.  Rain  all  day. 

Jan.  9.  Cleared  up  very  cold,  wind  from  the  N.  W. 

Jan.  11.  Consecration  of  a  new  church  in  the  Noll  settlement 
by  two  Baptist  preachers,  Dowd  and  Terry ;  this  should  be  open 
to  all  Christian  sects. 

Jan.  13.  Rain  all  day.  Yesterday  Br.  Vetter  spoke  to  the  work- 
ers about  the  Sunday  School  situation.  As  it  seems,  some  mem- 
bers of  the  church  do  not  think  that  the  subject  has  been  suffi- 
ciently considered  and  discussed.  When  the  school  teacher,  Mr. 
Hendricks,  leaves  in  March,  could  such  an  arrangement  for  re- 
ligious teaching  be  made?  Instruction  could  then  be  provided 
for  which  we  now  have  little  opportunity. 

Jan.  15.  A  clear  and  warm  day  after  the  sun  had  cleared 
away  the  mist. 

Jan.  18.  A  cold  day. 

Feb.  8,  Sunday.  The  Brethren  John  Vogler  and  John  Chitty 
were  here  in  the  interest  of  organizing  a  Sunday  School.  The 
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matter  has  drawn  attention  and  will  be  discussed.  There  is  no 
opposition,  but  few  are  sufficiently  aroused  to  take  action. 

On  the  6th  Br.  Christian  Butner  and  Polly  Leinbach  of  Fried- 
land  were  married  at  the  home  of  her  parents,  the  Joseph  Lein- 
bachs,  by  a  justice. 

Feb.  15.  Today  the  school  master  was  married  to  a  daughter  of 
neighbor  John  Stolz. 

Feb.  22.  We  had  a  reading  meeting,  in  which  the  memoir  of 
Br.  Lorenz  Hartung  was  read,  since  a  few  hours  earlier  there 
was  a  Baptist  preaching  held  by  one  Tatum  in  the  church  recently 
built  in  the  neighborhood.  There  is  nothing  to  report  about  Sun- 
day School. 

March  1.  Yesterday  morning  it  snowed  until  midday,  but  the 
snow  did  not  stay.  In  the  afternoon  Sister  Elisabeth  Butner 
(daughter  of  Herman)  was  taken  with  cramps  in  the  chest 
(after  she  had  been  ill  several  days).  She  was  so  ill  that  the 
minister  was  hastily  summoned.  Today  she  seemed  to  be  better 
and  the  sermon  was  preached  at  the  usual  time,  but  the  pastor 
was  suddenly  called,  "Sister  Butner  is  about  to  die!"  She  was 
blessed  according  to  her  wish,  but  again  showed  improvement. 

Today  a  little  daughter  was  born  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Rude. 

The  following  incident  caused  considerable  disturbance  among 
many  members:  On  the  occasion  of  the  marriage  of  Mr.  Hen- 
dricks, who  it  seems  had  earlier  promised  to  marry  Sr.  Hannah 
Bahner,  it  appears  that  the  latter  named  Sister  sought  revenge 
against  the  aforesaid  man  through  the  representation  of  two 
straw  figures  in  the  school  house.  The  latter  came  with  a  written 
complaint  that  thereby  the  schoolhouse  had  been  profaned,  the 
children  made  angry,  and  their  parents  insulted.  In  order  to  do 
something  about  it  a  committee  was  appointed  but  has  not  been 
able  to  do  anything  on  account  of  the  above  mentioned  illness. 

March  5.  Heavy  rain  all  day  with  thunder  storm  in  the  after- 
noon. 

March  15.  The  matter  of  the  straw  figures  in  the  schoolhouse 
was  brought  by  Br.  Vogler  before  the  grand  jury  last  week 
(court  week)  but  no  true  bill  was  found. 

March  29.  There  was  no  church  service  today  on  account  of  the 
celebration  of  Sunday  Schools  of  Stokes  County  in  Salem. 
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This  month  the  weather  has  been  cold  and  stormy  with  two 
days  of  snowfall.  It  has  become  milder  and  more  spring-like. 

April  3.  Mr.  Hendricks  held  examination  for  the  close  of 
school,  which  Brn.  Schulz  and  Schaaf  attended.  It  was  entirely 
satisfactory.  It  was  held  in  two  sessions,  one  in  the  forenoon  and 
one  in  the  afternoon.  They  were  organized  for  reading,  spelling, 
and  reckoning.  .  .  .  Afterwards  the  Brn.  John  Butner  and  John 
Rank  appeared  before  Brn.  Schulz  and  Schaaf  to  discuss  a  dis- 
agreement that  had  existed  between  them  for  a  year.  A  reconcili- 
ation was  effected. 

April  5.  This  afternoon  there  was  the  beginning  of  the  reading 
of  the  History  of  Martyrs'  Week.  Since  there  was  today  a  so- 
called  "Dipping"  in  the  neighborhood  and  many  of  our  members 
attended,  attendance  at  our  meeting  was  small.  Afterwards  the 
subscription  list  was  presented  for  establishing  a  Sunday  School. 
One  after  another  interested  people  subscribed  and  we  have 
already  11%$  and  29  children. 

April  16.  Br.  Johannes  R.  Schmidt,  of  Salem,  recently  returned 
from  the  Cherokee  Mission,  held  service. 

April  19 Easter  Sunday.  The  Easter  liturgy  was  prayed  on 
God's  Acre,  in  beautiful  warm  weather,  although  a  little  over- 
cast. To  the  great  satisfaction  of  our  members,  at  1 :30  in  the 
afternoon  parents,  children,  and  friends  interested  in  the  Sunday 
School  gathered  in  a  large  company.  The  Brn.  Christian  Blum 
and  Conrad  Creiser  (Kreuser)  of  Salem  were  present.  A  consti- 
tution brought  along  by  Br.  Blum  was  read  and  approved.  A  call 
was  made  for  volunteer  teachers.  Nine  males  and  ten  females 
responded. 

April  26.  Today  several  officers  and  five  teachers  prepared  for 
establishing  the  Sunday  School.  At  9 : 00  o'clock  it  began  with  an 
appropriate  hymn,  a  prayer  in  the  German  language,  and  a  short 
address  by  the  president. 

April  27.  Repeated  frost  has  damaged  orchards  and  gardens. 
There  will  be  no  peaches  and  little  other  fruit. 

May  3.  Sunday  School  was  held  with  46  pupils. 

May  10.  Pastor  Schober  led  the  opening  hymn,  offered  prayer, 
and  made  an  address  before  Sunday  School  pupils  and  teachers. 
Br.  Burkhardt  assisted. 
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May  17.  There  was  the  baptism  of  the  infant  son  of  Joseph 
Lash  of  Germantown  with  the  name  Jacob  Alexander.  Young 
John  Butner  is  sick.  Fever  is  in  Henry  Fulk's  family. 

June  28.  Hay  and  wheat  harvest  is  ready.  Rain  in  the  second 
week  worried  the  farmers. 

July  6.  On  account  of  an  apoplectic  stroke,  of  which  symptoms 
appeared  last  evening,  Br.  Rude  has  lain  unconscious.  He  has  not 
regained  consciousness  this  evening  in  spite  of  medical  aid  from 
Dr.  Shuman.  Several  of  his  children  came  this  evening.  There 
was  a  severe  thunderstorm.  July  7.  Br.  Rude  seems  to  be  better. 

July  8.  His  condition  is  worse.  Heavy  rain. 

July  10.  The  above  mentioned  Brother  since  yesterday  declined 
rapidly  and  this  evening  the  end  seemed  near.  So  at  9 :00  o'clock 
in  the  presence  of  his  wife  and  several  of  his  children  the  blessing 
for  his  journey  was  imparted.  His  Home-going  followed  on. 

July  11.  In  the  evening  soon  after  5:00  o'clock  in  a  peaceful 
manner  accompanied  by  the  singing  of  several  verses. 

August  30.  The  meeting  was  omitted  because  in  Bethania  and 
in  Salem  the  Brethren's  festival  was  celebrated.  Passing  attacks 
of  fever  in  the  neighborhood.  Unusually  rainy  weather. 

September  IS.  The  Methodist  preacher  Michael  Daub  preached. 

September  20.  On  account  of  Camp  Meeting  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, services  here  were  omitted. 

September  20.  The  same,  since  in  Salem  the  Feast  of  the 
Angels  was  celebrated  and  no  one  could  come  from  there  to  hold 
meeting  and  the  worker  here  was  called  for  consecration  of  a 
schoolhouse  in  PfafFtown  for  use  of  the  Sunday  School  now  in 
that  settlement,  begun  a  year  ago. 

September  28.  Today  there  was  a  steady  rain  but  the  weather 
cleared  toward  evening.  Today  Br.  and  Sr.  Clauder  and  the  young 
single  Brother  Byhan  passed  through  enroute  to  the  Cherokee 
Mission.  On  the  17th  Br.  Clauder  was  married  to  the  single 
Sister  Elisabeth  Ruede. 

September  29.  There  is  some  fever  here  and  there  among  mem- 
bers and  their  children,  not  of  short  duration.  The  second  harvest 
is  well  under  roof. 
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October  8.  There  was  the  sale  of  the  possessions  of  the  late  Br. 
Ruede. 

October  11.  Meeting  was  omitted  because  the  young  Lutheran 
preacher  Rosenmuller  was  to  preach  in  the  neighboring  church. 
A  heavy  rain  prevented  that  service. 

October  25.  Br.  Burkhardt  visited  the  Sunday  School.  In 
church  council  following,  it  was  decided  that  on  cold  days  in 
winter  the  Sunday  School  should  be  held  in  the  rear  room  of  the 
Gemein  Haus.  This  month  the  health  of  the  members  has  been 
very  good.  The  corn  harvest  is  generally  pleasing. 

November  1.  After  Sunday  School,  instead  of  preaching,  a 
memoir  was  read  since  most  of  the  members,  especially  the 
young  folks,  went  to  hear  the  above  mentioned  Lutheran  preach- 
er. Afterwards  the  committee  decided  that  the  anniversary  of  the 
congregation,  which  has  been  held  for  a  considerable  number  of 
years  on  the  17th  of  November,  the  day  of  the  arrival  of  the  first 
Brethren  in  Wachovia,  should  be  celebrated  on  the  26th  of  this 
month  as  the  date  of  the  consecration  of  the  new  church  since 
some  of  the  members  are  hindered  on  the  other  date  on  account 
of  their  business. 

November  8.  In  the  absence  of  many  members  we  read  a 
memoir.  Some  teachers  seem  to  lose  interest  in  Sunday  School.  Br. 
and  Sr.  Rank  are  both  sick,  it  seems  with  fever. 

November  22.  Br.  Schober  preached  in  connection  with  a  visit 
to  the  Sunday  School. 

November  26.  In  a  day  of  continuous  rain  the  congregation 
celebrated  a  truly  blessed  festival.  The  Brn.  Schulz  and  Bechler 
presided,  and  the  presence  of  the  Lord  was  plainly  evident. 

December  6.  Today  the  harvest  festival  was  held. 

December  13.  Baptized  the  infant  daughter  of  Wm,  and  Anna 
Stolz  m.  n.  Holder. 

December  20.  Baptized  two  children  in  the  Stohr  family.  One 
was  the  child  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Stohr  and  the  other  was  of  their 
daughter  Rebecca.  The  first  was  born  on  December  4  and  re- 
ceived the  name  Carolina  Eliza;  the  other  was  born  on  the  7th 
and  was  name  Jonathan  Tryfohonius. 
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Bethania  Diary,  1829. 
[Extracts  translated.'] 

Jan.  2.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  birthday  vesper  in  honor 
of  little  Johann  Wilhelm  Grabs  who  is  one  year  old. 

Jan.  8.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Peter  PfafT . 

Jan.  6.  Visited  on  foot  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Conrad  but  found  only 
the  children  at  home;  the  parents  were  at  their  river  farm. 
Heard  there  that  Br.  John  Schor  was  injured  by  a  limb  of  a  fall- 
ing tree. 

Jan.  7.  In  the  morning  went  to  John  Schor's  and  found  him 
with  a  swollen  and  stiff  neck  and  right  arm,  also  with  head 
injury  that  did  not  seem  to  be  dangerous.  Jan.  9  Visited  John 
Schor,  who  is  improving. 

Jan.  13.  Had  a  short  visit  from  Mr.  or  Friend  Mendenhall,  who 
takes  his  daughter  Jane  home.  She  has  lived  for  14  months  with 
the  Oehmann  family. 

Jan.  lh.  Today  there  was  real  Carolina  rainy  weather. 

Jan.  16.  William  Lash  is  not  well.  He  has  an  intermittent  night 
fever,  and  little  appetite.  Julie  Conrad  is  better.  [The  little  girl 
had  a  cold.] 

Jan.  18.  Mother  Sussanna  L.  came  this  morning  complaining 
that  her  son-in-law  put  her  out  of  the  house  last  evening.  She 
spent  the  night  at  Daniel  Butner's.  .  .  .  This  evening  Thomas  K. 
came  to  me  and  wanted  to  leave  the  congregation.  I  admonished 
him  to  wait  and  on  his  side  do  what  he  could  to  bring  peace,  to 
avoid  drink  and  to  be  loving  towards  his  family,  and  to  stop 
taking  his  family  affairs  into  confidence  of  so-called  friends.  It  is 
clear  that  the  female  portion  of  his  household  has  embittered 
his  life  by  wrangling  so  that  he  finds  little  of  friendly  looks  or 
words  but  much  to  the  contrary. .  .  .  According  to  his  declaration 
he  was  not  drunk  last  evening,  but  was  stirred  to  his  forceful 
action  by  nagging  of  the  womenfolk. 

Jan.  19.  Made  a  visit  expressly  to  K's.  in  order  to  help  them  in 
their  affair  if  possible.  I  found  the  statements  of  husband  and 
wife  contradictory  so  I  could  not  get  at  the  truth  of  the  matter. 
I  gave  them  an  opportunity  to  express  themselves  and  after  I 
believed  that  they  took  the  matter  to  heart  I  counseled  them  to 
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seek  anew  mutual  love  and  trust.  They  appeared  to  be  well 
disposed  to  each  other  when  I  left. 

Jan.  25.  During  love  feast  there  was  the  burial  of  a  Negro  of 
Br.  Jno.  Schor,  who  died  yesterday  at  Abm.  Conrad's. 

Jan.  30.  Today  old  Mother  L.  moved  to  her  son  Joseph's  in 
Germantown  after  staying  two  weeks  at  Jno.  Stolz's. 

Feb.  2.  Br.  Jno.  Grabs  returned  today  from  a  business  trip. 

Feb.  6.  It  does  not  seem  that  a  schoolhouse  will  be  built.  Only 
four  are  for  it;  others  are  willing  only  on  condition  that  all 
request  it. 

Feb.  13.  Br.  Lehman  appeared  today  before  Squire  Daub  to  pre- 
vent the  execution  of  a  warrant  by  Hy.  Schor,  Sr.,  in  connection 
with  payment  of  interest  on  indebtedness  of  legacy  of  Silver 
Hauser's  family. 

Feb.  16.  There  was  a  meeting  in  Salem  of  the  rural  pastors. 
Spiritual  movements  in  Salem  and  in  the  congregations  Fried- 
land  and  Friedberg  seem  to  be  spreading,  aided  by  efforts  of 
leaders  of  prayer  groups  (for  instance,  Brn.  Zevilly,  Jno.  Vogler 
&  Martin  Hauser)  to  form  ecclesiolae  in  ecclesia,  and  seem  to 
bring  a  threat  of  great  disorder  and  perhaps  departure  from 
the  Brethren's  Church.  This  afternoon  there  was  an  extra- 
ordinary session  of  the  conference  in  which  the  question  was 
asked,  whether  it  was  in  favor  of  prohibiting  the  said  Brethren 
from  leading  such  meetings.  The  opinion  was  expressed  that  they 
should  be  prohibited  pro  tempore  until  there  could  be  time  for  the 
ministers  conference  to  consider  the  matter. 

Feb.  18.  This  evening  there  was  a  committee  meeting  with  dis- 
cussion about  the  lower  garden  fence,  the  muster,  the  congrega- 
tion festival,  and  plastering  the  room  and  closet  of  the  Gemein 
Haus. 

Feb.  19.  In  the  afternoon  I  went  on  foot  to  Shorstown  to  visit 
Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Werner.  Since  they  had  been  invited  to  a 
wedding  at  Lene  Schaub's  that  was  soon  to  take  place,  I  returned 
home.  Soon  thereafter  came  a  messenger  with  the  request  that 
I  perform  the  wedding  ceremony  since  Justice  Hy.  Doub  had 
been  taken  sick.  So  I  married  a  certain  Frederik  Krause  and 
Charlotte  Schaub,  Lene  Schaub's  daughter.  They  will  live  12; 
miles  north  of  here. 
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Feb.  2U.  Since  Sunday  William  Lash  has  been  suffering  pain- 
fully from  a  recurrence  of  an  old  affliction,  Nekrosis.  It  seems 
to  be  passing  into  his  other  leg. 

Feb.  28.  At  sunrise  a  heavy  storm  set  in  with  hail,  which  did 
not  let  up  until  midday.  This  hindered  me  from  going  to  Pfaff- 
town  for  the  monthly  meeting.  Towards  evening  the  weather  was 
clear  and  beautiful.  In  the  forenoon  a  certain  Jacob  Moser  came 
with  the  news  that  old  Adam  Volk,  formerly  a  member  of  the 
country  congregation,  had  died  yesterday.  Request  was  made  that 
I  conduct  the  funeral  service  Sunday.  He  lived  about  11  miles 
from  here  near  the  Sauratown  Mountains.  On  account  of  other 
duties  I  could  not  comply  with  the  request  and  referred  him  to 
Pastor  Schober  in  Salem,  their  own  preacher. 

March  1.  Since  Pastor  Schober  could  not  serve,  I  was  asked  to 
hold  the  funeral  of  old  Adam  Volk.  Promised  to  visit  Sr.  Elisa- 
beth Butner  in  Bethabara  on  the  way. 

March  2.  She  seemed  to  be  better.  At  8 : 00  o'clock  I  left  for  the 
funeral,  which  was  largely  attended.  The  deceased  had  formerly 
belonged  to  the  country  congregation,  and  had  lived  in  Alle- 
mangel  (where  he  was  born),  Schoeneck,  Tulpehocken,5  near 
Bethania  on  old  Isaac  Pfaff's  plantation,  and  last  at  his  home  11 
miles  from  Bethania,  where  he  joined  the  Lutheran  Church  under 
Pastor  Schober's  care.  He  died  calmly,  at  peace  with  his  God.  On 
this  occasion  I  was  besought  to  serve  often  with  the  Word  of 
God,  by  many  individuals  and  officially  by  Br.  Solomon  Spoen- 
hauer,  who  expressed  the  wish  that  it  could  be  like  it  was  formerly 
with  his  father  Jacob,  and  he  assured  me  that  there  would  be  no 
lack  of  support  in  victuals.  I  promised  to  try  it  if  a  company 
could  be  assembled  on  Saturdays  since  I  could  not  come  on  Sun- 
days, and  proposed  the  second  Saturday  in  March.  This  arrange- 
ment will  depend  on  what  day  the  new  Methodist  circuit  rider 
comes.  For  the  past  half  year  this  neighborhood  has  been  served 
by  a  Methodist  preacher,  Pastor  Schober  in  Salem,  and  Mr. 
Schuler.  The  first  comes  only  every  four  weeks;  the  second  on 
account  of  weakness  of  age  can  come  hardly  at  all ;  and  the  last 
named  is  thoroughly  disliked. 

March  3.  Visited  in  Pfafftown  where  Br.  Peter  Pf aff  has  had  a 
catarrhal  attack  but  is  improving.  Br.  and  Sr.  Isaac  Pfaff  were 
visiting  in  this  neighborhood  where  the  above  mentioned  Adam 

6  Allemangel,  Schoeneck,  and  Tulpehocken  were  in  Pennsylvania. 
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Volk,  brother  of  Sister  Pfaff,  used  to  live,  whose  funeral  she 
had  attended.  On  the  way  she  had  been  thrown  out  of  the  wagon, 
and  although  the  body  of  the  wagon  struck  a  fence,  was  pulled 
loose  by  the  horse,  lost  three  panels,  and  finally  was  stopped  with 
wheels  pulled  off,  no  one  was  injured.  Sr.  Pfaff  did  not  know  how 
she  escaped. 

March  10.  Upon  request  I  held  the  funeral  of  Mrs.  Brinkley  at 
the  so-called  Fessler  Church.  She  died  suddenly  last  Sunday. 

April  6.  Br.  John  and  Sr.  Christina  Grabs,  Herman  and  Daniel 
Butner,  Solomon  Transou,  Isaac  Lash,  Br.  and  Sr.  Oehman,  Br. 
and  Sr.  Krause,  and  Solomon  Stolz  put  in  the  laths  (for  plaster- 
ing) in  the  new  room  and  finished  about  2 :00  o'clock. 

April  11.  Went  to  Solomon  Spoenhauer's  and  preached  a  ser- 
mon in  English  to  a  small  congregation.  Rainy  weather  of  the 
past  week  has  hindered  sowing  of  grain  until  yesterday  and 
today. 

April  IJf.  The  little  daughter  of  our  neighbor  Peter  Schemel, 
Clementina  Philippina,  was  buried.  She  was  a  little  over  2  years 
old.  The  attendance  was  small  and  consisted  almost  entirely  of 
women  and  children.  Scarcely  were  four  pall  bearers  found,  since 
all  men  were  in  the  fields.  Several  Brethren  asked  the  committee 
to  carry  out  the  stated  regulations  that  strangers  be  charged  $1 
for  a  burial  place  in  our  God's  Acre. 

April  16.  Maundy  Thursday.  In  the  afternoon  at  2  o'clock 
there  was  reading  of  the  High  Priestly  Prayer,  and  at  the  proper 
place  the  choir  sang,  "0  Handlung  voller  Majestat."  Afterwards 
was  the  Holy  Communion  at  which  not  all  of  the  auswartige 
members  attended ;  among  others  Srs.  Anna  Stockburger,  Hannah 
Sponhauer,  Mary  Krieger,  and  Br.  Solomon  Sponhauer  had  wish- 
ed to  attend  but  were  hindered  from  coming.  Afflicted  Mother 
Lis  was  given  private  communion,  her  sickness  is  worse.  Mother 
Sponhauer  attended  the  festival,  staying  at  Br.  Daniel  Butner's. 

April  17,  Good  Friday.  Meeting  for  reading  of  Passion  Story 
to  the  Crucifixion.  At  the  beginning  the  choir  sang,  "Ich  bin  in 
meinem  Geiste,"  after  which  there  was  a  solo,  "Da  soli  ich  vor 
Ihm  nieder."  At  its  proper  place  was  the  aria,  "Wiederhalls  mit 
sussen  Tonen."  In  the  afternoon  at  2 : 30  o'clock  there  was  choir 
and  solo,  "Seh  ich  in  deinen  Seelenschmerzen."  Next  was  an  aria, 
"Es  ist  vollbracht."  After  the  words  "He  bowed  His  head,"  was 
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the  hymn  "Holy  Lord  God,"  and  prayer  as  all  knelt.  In  the  eve- 
ning at  7 :00  o'clock  there  was  the  liturgy  and  the  arias  by  the 
choir,  "Ave  0  du  blasst"  and  "0  du  im  Todestaube."  Then  the 
choir  sang  "0  was  wandelt  unsre  Seelen." 

April  18,  Great  Sabbath.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  congrega- 
tion meeting  held  that  was  not  well  attended. 

April  19,  Easter  Sunday.  In  the  morning  at  five  o'clock  we 
assembled  in  the  church  for  praying  the  Easter  liturgy.  After- 
wards it  was  prayed  on  God's  Acre  in  somewhat  warm  but  hazy 
weather.  The  sermon  was  preached  in  the  English  language  at 
10  o'clock  and  was  well  attended.  In  the  evening  we  read  the  story 
of  the  Resurrection.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  gentle  rain. 

April  20.  A  little  daughter  was  born  at  Sam  Stauber's. 

April  21.  School  began  (after  Easter) .  It  seems  that  there  will 
be  a  trade  between  Krause  and  Dr.  Wilson,  who  will  take  over 
the  former's  house  for  $400  although  he  will  not  live  there. 

April  23.  Farmers  are  busy  planting  corn;  peaches  are  in 
bloom. 

April  25.  Philip  Transou  returned  yesterday  from  Tennessee 
with  his  daughter  Lydia  Wolf. 

April  26.  Frost  last  night  killed  most  of  the  peaches  and  dam- 
aged other  blooming  fruit  trees  as  well  as  garden  vegetables 
since  growth  of  leaves  had  been  much  advanced  by  warm  weather. 

April  27.  Dr.  Wilson  is  lame  from  the  kick  of  a  horse. 

April  28.  Went  with  my  wife  to  John  Miller's ;  only  the  wife 
and  her  little  daughter  Paulina  at  home.  April  30.  Visited  Joseph 
Stockburger  in  Schortown. 

May  2.  At  five  o'clock  p.m.  assembled  most  of  the  Single  Sisters 
and  Older  Girls  for  a  blessed  conclusion  of  their  choir  year,  in 
spite  of  rainy  weather  and  muddy  roads.  Some  from  beyond  the 
village  stayed  overnight. 

May  3.  Weather  was  rainy  until  midday.  At  nine  o'clock  in  the 
morning  the  above  mentioned  Choirs  had  a  festal  morning  bless- 
ing and  afterwards  an  address.  Taking  part  were  28  members. 
.  .  .  In  the  afternoon  the  Choirs  had  a  love  feast  followed  by 
Holy  Communion.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  congregation  meet- 
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ing  in  which  for  the  conclusion  of  the  festival  some  verses  were 
sung. 

May  Brn.  Vogler  and  Zevilly  returned  today  from  their  5 
weeks'  journey  to  the  Cherokee  land. 

May  9.  The  weather  changed  at  midday  from  pleasant  summer 
temperature  to  become  wet,  cold,  and  windy.  The  temperature 
fell  30  degrees  in  a  few  hours. 

May  10.  In  the  early  meeting  we  read  from  a  mission  report 
and  afterwards  there  was  a  German  sermon  with  attendance  of 
most  of  the  Sunday  School  pupils  from  Pfafftown.  An  address 
followed.  They  also  joined  in  singing  Methodist  songs  to  the  good 
pleasure  of  our  members  present. 

May  11.  Preparation  was  made  for  whitewashing  the  ceiling 
of  the  recently  built  room.  May  12.  It  was  finished  by  Br.  Isaac 
Lash. 

May  31 .  The  weather  this  month  has  been  generally  favorable 
for  all  crops,  only  the  wheat  seems  to  have  been  damaged  by  the 
rain.  There  were  no  special  cases  of  sickness  among  the  people. 
Old  Mother  Elisabeth  Hauser,  Saddler's  mother  and  Mich's  wife, 
becomes  weaker.  On  the  28th  Br.  William  A.  Lash  and  the  single 
Miss  Nancy  Harding  were  married  by  Justice  Poindexter  in 
Surry  County.  He  has  bought  the  house  of  Br.  John  Grabs  and 
will  take  it  over  in  September. 

June  2.  The  Krauses  have  left.  They  have  sold  their  house  to 
our  Dr.  Wilson  and  will  in  the  future  live  in  the  vicinity  of 
Waughtown  where  he  will  work  in  the  pottery  with  Wagemann. 
The  latter  looks  after  the  sales. 

June  7.  In  the  early  meeting  we  considered  Whit  Sunday  with 
special  reference  to  our  household  of  God  and  prayer  for  a  new 
baptism  of  the  Spirit.  Following  was  the  festal  sermon  in  English 
from  Acts  2. — In  the  meantime  a  little  son  was  born  to  pastor 
and  wife. — The  announced  preparatory  meeting  and  Holy  Com- 
munion were  omitted.  The  evening  meeting  was  omitted  also  on 
account  of  rainy  weather. 

June  21.  In  the  early  meeting  we  prayed  the  church  litany  and 
afterwards  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  of  Salem  baptized  the  infant  son 
of  minister  and  wife  with  the  name  William  Andrew.  In  the  late 
afternoon  our  Dr.  Wilson  was  married  to  the  older  girl  Henrietta 
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Hauser  by  the  justice  Br.  Wm.  Alex.  Lash.  Everybody  is  busy  at 
wheat  harvest  and  making  hay. 

June  28.  Sr.  Elisabeth  Hauser  died.  June  30.  There  was  the 
burial  service  of  the  above  named  Sister  with  sermon  from  text 
John  7:13-17. 

July  If.  Haydn's  oratorio  "The  Creation"  was  performed  this 
afternoon  in  Salem  with  much  favor  and  applause.  The  choice 
of  place  for  presentation,  namely  the  church,  was  strongly  dis- 
approved by  a  certain  party,  who  appear  to  be  under  Methodist 
influence,  although  the  spirit  of  the  community  is  not  against  it. 

July  6.  Went  quickly  to  Bethabara  this  morning  where  Br. 
Ruede  had  suffered  a  stroke  and  was  still  unconscious.  In  the 
evening,  in  spite  of  medical  aid  he  was  in  the  same  condition.  A 
severe  storm  hindered  the  farmers  getting  in  hay  and  wheat. 

July  10.  Visited  the  widow  Betsy  Krieger,  whose  son  Solomon 
is  sick  with  diarrhea  but  seems  to  be  improving.  Also  visited 
John  Millers,  whose  youngest  child  is  affected  with  the  prevailing 
sickness.  This  sickness  has  spread  among  the  children  for  the 
distance  of  five  miles  or  more.  In  the  evening  I  went  to  Bethabara 
and  gave  Br.  Ruede  a  blessing  at  9  o'clock,  and  stayed  over  night. 
July  11.  Stayed  until  evening  after  he  had  departed  this  life  at 
5  o'clock. 

July  13.  Went  to  the  funeral  at  Bethabara.  Besides  a  large 
company  from  this  neighborhood,  Friedberg,  and  Friedland, 
there  were  also  many  from  Salem,  including  Br.  Bechler  who 
made  the  address  at  the  service.  In  the  evening  he  accompanied 
me  to  Bethania. 

July  19.  After  the  prayers  of  the  church  litany  I  read  in  con- 
nection with  the  sermon  the  memoir  Br.  Ruede  had  prepared  for 
himself.  .  .  .  Last  week  was  oppressively  hot ;  temperature  went 
to  96°  Fahrenheit  (later  to  104°).  Today  is  was  cooler  after  a 
thunderstorm. 

July  2Jf.  The  wife  of  our  Br.  William  Lash,  married  eight 
weeks  ago,  died  today  of  an  intermittent  fever.  She  was  24  years 
old. 

July  25.  At  4  o'clock  was  the  funeral,  held  by  Br.  Bechler  of 
Salem  by  request.  There  was  a  large  attendance  although  there 
was  muster  in  the  neighborhood  and  also  preaching  by  a  Baptist 
named  Davis. 
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July  26.  At  the  service  held  in  English  the  little  son  of  our 
neighbor  and  friend  Sandy  Flint  was  baptized  with  the  name 
John  Proctor. 

July  31.  Although  in  the  neighborhood  as  far  west  as  the  river 
and  northeastward  many  have  been  sick  with  fever  and  diar- 
rhea, and  some  have  died,  on  the  whole  the  health  of  our  people 
has  been  good.  Harvest  of  wheat,  oats,  flax,  and  part  of  the  hay 
ended  this  month.  There  has  been  extremely  hot  weather,  with 
thunderstorms  threatening  but  bringing  little  rain. 

Aug.  1.  Br.  Shober  preached  the  sermon  this  evening  at  Pfaff- 
town  Sunday  School. 

Aug.  Jf.  School  closed  yesterday  since  Br.  Oppelt's  engagement 
ended  and  no  considerable  number  of  pupils  can  be  kept  in  school. 

Aug.  7.  Rode  to  Chrn.  Holder's  at  Pilot  Mountain  and  at  their 
request  preached  the  funeral  sermon  of  a  grandchild  that  died 
four  months  ago.  With  their  children  and  grandchildren  they  are 
going  to  move  to  Indiana. 

Aug.  13.  Today  was  election  day  with  more  people  here  than 
usual  but  there  was  not  noticeable  disturbance.  August  lJf.  We 
heard  the  result  of  the  election :  Sheppard  for  Congress ;  Moore 
for  State  Senate ;  Buttner  and  Banner  for  the  House  of  Commons. 

Aug.  15.  At  10  o'clock  was  the  funeral  of  little  Nicodemus 
Wolff,  infant  son  of  the  former  schoolmaster  at  Pfafftown  and 
his  wife  Lydia,  daughter  of  Philipp  Transou.  She  has  been  for 
the  past  six  months  with  her  father  while  her  husband  has  been 
in  Tennessee.  The  child  was  6  months  and  9  days  old.  .  .  .  Mother 
Mich  was  so  weak  today  that  I  was  sent  for  in  the  evening  at 
9:00  o'clock,  but  since  she  did  not  seem  to  be  near  the  end,  I 
came  home  about  midnight.  But  I  was  called  again  at  2  o'clock 
and  blessed  her  for  her  departure.  August  16.  This  morning  at 
7:30  the  above  mentioned  Sister  passed  quietly  and  peacefully 
away  while  appropriate  verses  were  being  sung.  ...  At  9 : 30  was 
the  early  meeting  for  the  children  and  at  10  o'clock  a  short  ser- 
mon on  the  text  for  the  day.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  lovefeast 
and  at  the  evening  meeting  the  ranks  of  children  were  com- 
mended to  the  Lord  with  verses  of  blessing.  At  the  lovefeast  some 
of  the  children  of  the  town  sang  under  the  direction  of  Sisters 
Oehman  and  Kate  Strub  some  of  the  musical  numbers  they  had 
practiced,  to  the  great  pleasure  of  those  present, 
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Aug.  21.  A  Baptist  preacher  named  Dowd,  of  Raleigh,  preached 
in  the  neighborhood. 

Aug.  22.  Went  with  Nancy  and  Br.  John  Stolz  to  John  Conrad's 
on  Yadkin  River. 

Aug.  2J>.  School  will  again  be  taught  by  Br.  Oppelt. 

Aug.  26.  Br.  Michael  Hauser,  who  has  been  afflicted  with  a 
swelling  of  an  arm  and  a  leg  for  some  days  and  seems  to  have 
rheumatism,  has  gone  to  his  brother  Petrus  where  he  will  stay 
until  he  is  better. 

Aug.  29.  The  weather  cleared  and  I  held  the  monthly  instruc- 
tion in  Pf afftown  but  since  most  of  the  young  people  had  to  work 
on  the  roads,  the  sermon  was  omitted.  In  the  evening  some  of  the 
young  people  came  for  speaking,  but  since  the  time  was  short,  not 
many  could  take  part. 

Aug.  31.  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Grabs  moved  out  of  town  today  to 
their  recently  bought  plantation  7  miles  north  of  here.  .  .  .  There 
was  heavy  rain  through  the  month  that  hindered  here  and  there 
and  in  some  places  ruined  hay  and  fodder. 

Sept.  9.  The  committee  met  this  evening.  .  .  .  Michael  Sailor 
and  his  wife  and  children  wish  to  unite  with  our  congregation. 
They  live  in  the  neighborhood  of  their  parents-in-law  Isaac 
Pfaffs.  Committee  has  no  objections. 

Sept.  12.  At  5:00  o'clock  there  was  the  conclusion  of  the  choir 
year  of  the  married  people  and  widows  and  widowers.  Shortly 
before  that  a  distressing  disagreement  arose  among  some  of  the 
Brethren  on  account  of  the  drainage  of  a  part  of  the  water  of 
Muddy  Creek  at  the  lower  bridge.  The  matter  was  not  cleared 
up  and  in  consequence  several  of  the  Brethren  did  not  intend  to 
take  part  in  the  festival,  or  at  least  not  in  the  communion.  Peace 
has  come  on  the  one  side  since  Br.  Solomon  Transou,  of  the  one 
party,  is  appointed  roadmaster  by  the  court  that  meets  next 
week ;  but  not  peace  on  the  otherside.  The  housefathers  who  own 
the  land  south  of  the  ford  and  the  creek  fear  that  the  arm  of  the 
creek  will  cause  a  flood  in  time  of  heavy  rain,  that  is,  Brn.  Jos. 
Hauser,  Herrman  Butner,  and  John  Transou. 

Sept.  13.  A  blessed  festival  was  celebrated.  Br.  and  Sr.  Bechler 
and  Br.  Benzien  were  here.  The  former  conducted  the  services 
and  the  latter  played  the  organ.  .  .  .  Afterwards  elected  to  the 
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committee  were  the  brethren  John  Transou,  Petrus  Transou, 
Christian  Grabs,  Herrman  Butner,  and  Christian  Lehman  for 
the  town,  and  Peter  Pf aff  and  Abraham  Lash  for  the  auswartige 
(outside)  members. 

Sept.  20.  After  the  early  service  there  was  the  baptism  of  two 
children,  the  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Thomas  and  Maria  Hauser 
(maiden  name  Hege) ,  born  August  29,  with  the  name  Phianna 
Lisetta,  and  the  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Joh.  Gottfried  Oehmann 
and  Johanna  (maiden  name  Reuz),  born  August  29,  with  the 
name  Clarinda  Carolina  Louisa.  Not  many  people  were  at  serv- 
ices for  most  of  them  were  at  the  campground  of  W.  Doub,  where 
there  has  been  a  camp  meeting  of  the  Methodists  since  last 
Friday. 

Sept.  22.  Visited  Lisette  Meinung,  who  has  been  at  Br.  and  Sr. 
Abm.  Lash's  since  Sunday. 

Sept.  2Jf.  Drove  in  company  with  Nancy,  Br.  Daniel  Welfare, 
and  Lucinda  Bagge  to  Charles  Holder's  at  the  foot  of  Pilot  Moun- 
tain in  order  to  hold  a  service  at  his  request.  He  is  about  to  move 
with  his  children  and  grandchildren  to  Indiana. 

Sept.  25.  Went  to  Pfafftown  where  in  the  meantime  young 
A.  B.  C.  Wolff,  husband  of  Lydia  Transou,  had  arrived  to  take 
her  back  with  him.  She  will  go  with  him  on  the  condition  that  he 
moves  to  this  neighborhood  within  a  year. 

Sept.  27.  Went  to  Pfafftown  for  the  anniversary  of  the  begin- 
ning of  Sunday  School  and  for  consecration  of  the  house  repaired 
and  prepared  for  divine  service  and  for  day  school.  The  festivi- 
ties were  opened  with  a  short  address  by  Br.  Zevely  at  the  old 
schoolhouse  before  the  pupils  assembled  outdoors.  Then  they  went 
singing  hymns  in  procession  to  the  new  house.  Br.  Vogler  made 
an  address  and  offered  prayer.  Then  there  was  a  report  of  the 
various  school  affairs  for  the  past  year.  After  an  intermission  of 
a  quarter  of  an  hour  the  pastor  of  Bethania  made  an  address 
and  concluded  with  the  baptism  of  the  infant  of  Br.  Christian 
Jacob  Conrad  and  his  wife  Elisabeth  (maiden  name  Phillipps), 
who  does  not  belong  to  us,  with  the  name  Elvira  Berylla,  who  was 
born  Sept.  20.  A  Methodist  preacher  (Hicks)  offered  a  closing 
prayer.  Afterwards  there  was  election  of  officers  for  the  Sunday 
School. 

Oct.  3.  Lydia  Wolff  returned  to  Tennessee  with  her  husband 
who  came  here  a  week  ago  to  fetch  her. 
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Oct.  7.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Schaub.  They  are  building  a 
new  house. 

Oct.  19.  By  request  held  the  funeral  of  Jacob  Schauss  at  Fess- 
ler's  Church. 

Oct.  31.  The  suit  of  the  Hauser  mill  dam  has  been  taken  out  of 
the  docket  and  the  defendant  has  been  fined  $1. 

Nov.  8.  Today  Br.  Jacob  Butner  and  the  single  Sister  Elisabeth 
Hauser  were  married  by  the  justice. 

Nov.  12.  Married  in  the  afternoon  the  single  Brother  C.  Joseph 
Conrad  and  the  single  Sister  Catharina  Micke  in  his  father's 
house ;  in  the  evening  married  Jacob  Reich  and  the  single  Sister 
Philippina  Transou ;  they  will  live  five  miles  southeast  of  here. 

Nov.  16.  Visited  in  the  vicinity  of  Bethabara  Br.  and  Sr.  Rank, 
who  have  symptoms  of  fever. 

Nov.  30.  Br.  Lewis  Lash  began  to  keep  school. 

Extracts  from  the  Friedberg  Diary,  1829. 

Jan.  1.  We  passed  over  from  the  old  to  the  new  year  with  as 
large  a  company  present  at  Friedberg  as  we  had  Christmas  Day. 

Jan.  k.  We  were  at  Hope  where  a  well-attended  preparatory 
meeting  of  the  house-fathers  expressed  the  desire  that  provision 
be  made  for  a  Sunday  School. 

Jan.  11.  On  account  of  the  cold  weather  few  came  to  Sunday 
School  and  none  to  preaching.  Brn.  Kraemer  and  Zevilly  visited 
the  school. 

Jan.  18.  The  pastor  went  to  Hope  and  presented  the  cause  of 
the  Sunday  School.  There  were  11  subscribers. 

Jan.  25.  We  went  to  Hope  where  we  found  other  members 
from  Salem  in  attendance  at  the  jubilee  celebration  of  Br.  and 
Sr.  Thomas,  Jr.,  and  Sarah  Ann  Padget.  With  them  the  congre- 
gation joined  heartily.  Br.  Abr.  Steiner,  Sr.,  offered  the  closing 
prayer. 

Feb.  23.  In  the  Hope  district  I  baptized  the  sick  child  of  George 
Frey,  Jr.,  with  the  name  John  Wesley.  The  child  died  soon  there- 
after. On  account  of  the  rainy  weather  I  could  not  go,  and  so 
Andrew  Krause  attended  to  the  burial. 
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March  1.  After  the  opening  of  Sunday  School  the  attention  of 
the  pupils  was  directed  to  the  double  anniversary  to  be  observed ; 
first,  to  the  beginning  of  the  Brethren's  Unity,  and  second,  to  the 
Passion  Season.  Went  to  Hope  where  a  Sunday  School  is  being 
established  with  God's  blessing. 

March  8.  Made  an  attempt  to  go  to  Hope  but  was  turned  back 
at  the  Middle  Fork6  on  account  of  the  high  water. 

March  10.  Visited  at  Hamilton's  mill  and  Adam  Fischel's. 

March  15.  After  Sunday  School  and  German  sermon  I  went  to 
Hope  for  the  establishing  of  their  Sunday  School.  There  were  39 
pupils  present. 

March  16.  In  rainy  weather  I  rode  as  I  had  promised  to  Joseph 
Boner's  and  on  the  17th  went  with  him  to  George  Gerber,  where 
he  was  married  to  Gerber's  daughter  Anna  Margaretha.  I  came 
back  sick. 

March  23.  We  heard  in  the  evening  that  Mother  Steiner  was 
very  weak,  and  on  the  2Uth  Sr.  Denke  went  to  Salem.  Since  our 
servant  girl  was  sick,  one  of  us  had  to  stay  at  home. 

March  25.  On  account  of  weakness,  since  I  could  not  ride,  I 
went  on  foot  to  visit  the  sick  Br.  Daniel  Spach.  Towards  evening 
was  the  burial  of  one  of  the  twins  born  this  morning  to  Br.  John 
and  Sr.  Tabea  Fischer,  named  Beata. 
Personal  notices — born :

April  5.  Spent  the  whole  day  in  Hope  although  the  weather 
was  rainy.  Besides  the  sermon  and  the  announcement  of  the 
Holy  Communion  to  be  held  on  the  following  Maundy  Thursday, 
there  was  Sunday  School  with  11  new  pupils,  a  total  of  60  enroll- 
ed. Here  (at  Friedberg)  there  were  50  pupils  at  Sunday  School 
and  at  Hope  46. 

April  16,  Maundy  Thursday.  At  Hope  the  married  Sister 
Lydia  Moss  was  received  into  church  membership  by  confirma- 
tion. At  communion  30  were  present. 

April  19.  At  Friedberg  and  Hope  large  crowds  attended  the 
Easter  services. 

8  Salem  Creek,  the  middle  fork  of  Muddy  Creek. 
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April  23.  Married  the  widowed  Br.  George  Spach  and  the 
single  Sr.  Elisabeth  Schott  at  the  home  of  her  parents. 

April  27.  Went  to  Salem  for  the  birthday  celebration  of  Father 
Steiner.

May  3.  In  Hope  72  were  in  Sunday  School  and  in  Friedberg

May  Jf.  In  Friedberg  and  Friedland  was  the  annual  church 
cleaning. 

May  2Jf.  Br.  John  Vogler  from  Salem  visited  the  Sunday 
School.  At  last  we  received  refreshing  rain  that  renewed  the 
withering  growth.

June  20.  Sr.  Denke  went  to  the  camp  meeting.  June  21.  I  went 
to  Hope  for  their  Reward  Day  and  in  the  afternoon  visited  Br. 
and  Sr.  Beroth,  who  were  sick.  I  came  home  sick  with  fever. 

June  22.  Visited  a  Sunday  School  pupil  who  does  not  belong 
to  us,  whom  I  found  to  be  suffering  from  the  poisonous  bite  of 
a  harmful  insect.  She  was  unconscious.  Her  name  is  Eliza 
Boeckel. 

June  2U.  The  above  mentioned  child  died  and  was  buried  on 
the  25th.  She  is  the  first  of  our  Sunday  School  children  to  be 
called  home. 

July  9.  In  recent  days  we  gathered  wood  for  fuel,  bark  and 
old  wood  from  the  bushes,  because  no  chopped  wood  has  been 
brought  in. 

July  12.  It  was  announced  that  former  pastor  Br.  Rude  had 
died. 

July  16.  After  the  English  preaching  I  went  in  the  afternoon 
to  the  widowed  Sr.  Sarah  Spach,  whose  daughter  Salome  Chris- 
tine was  married  to  the  single  Br.  John  Ledford  Swaim. 

July  21.  Baptized  the  two  grandchildren  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Frey 
in  their  home.  The  parents,  John  and  Anna  Lanius,  had  brought 
them  here  from  Georgia,  where  they  lived.

Tesch,  who  fell  asleep  yesterday  morn- 
ing; second,  Magdalena,  born  Hege,  wife  of  John  Gladf elder, 
who  departed  on  the  13th ;  third,  Beatus,  infant  son  of  Br.  and 
Sr.  Thomas  and  Anna  Susanna  Hege,  born  July  31,  and  died 
on  Sept.  14. 

Sept.  17.  In  the  afternoon  visited  at  Rominger's  mill,  and 
in  the  following  days  called  on  the  sick  people  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. 
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Sept.  21.  This  week  we  drove  about  visiting  the  sick  although 
we  were  sick  too. 

Sept.  26.  I  went  this  morning  to  visit  the  sick  Br.  and  Sr. 
Padget,  Sr.,  and  came  back  home  for  the  prayer  meeting.  The 
distance  is  8  miles. 

Oct.  5.  Funeral  of  the  child  of  William  Traugott  Fischel.  The 
little  one  fell  asleep  yesterday. 

Oct.  6.  Funeral  of  the  married  Br.  George  Frey,  Sr.,  who  fell 
asleep  on  the  4th.  There  was  a  large  attendance  at  the  funeral. 

Oct.  11.  The  committee  spoke  with  Daniel  Rothrock  and  John 
Spach,  Sr.,  about  the  son  Jacob  in  reference  to  the  muster.  Cer- 
tificates were  given  to  both. 

Oct.  17.  This  week  visited  the  sick  and  the  well,  namely, 
Jacob  Wesners,  Schneiders,  Walks,  John  Fischels,  the  Widow 
Frey,  and  also  Br.  and  Sr.  Hege  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Rippel. 

Oct.  25.  Br.  G.  Schober  from  Salem  visited  us  and  preached 
in  an  impressive  manner.  He  inspected  the  Sunday  School  and 
went  home  well  pleased.  Br.  and  Sr.  Denke  indicated  that  they 
would  teach  the  day  school  three  times  a  week  for  three  months, 
and  when  anyone  wished,  they  would  teach  in  the  evenings, 
especially  to  train  teachers  for  the  Sunday  School.  Next  to 
visiting  the  sick,  we  were  busy  this  week  getting  in  firewood 
since  our  supply  was  exhausted. 

Nov.  1.  This  week,  as  last,  I  was  often  suffering  from  attacks 
of  fever. 

Nov.  5.  Because  we  were  ailing  we  did  not  go  to  Salem  and 
did  not  go  to  the  Country  Preachers  Conference  (Land  Arbeiter 
Conferenz)  ;  visited  some  of  the  sick  in  the  neighborhood  and 
came  home  sick  at  night. 

Nov.  21.  In  the  evening  I  visited  with  Br.  Schaaf  the  widower 
Br.  Fischer,  who  could  not  go  out  on  account  of  a  cancer  on  his 
eye. 

Nov.  22.  In  the  morning  I  rode  to  the  widower  Br.  Rothrock 
and  found  him  very  sick,  almost  unconscious;  however,  he 
answered  my  questions ;  whereupon  I  sang  and  prayed  and  gave 
him  the  blessing  of  the  congregation.  Br.  Schaaf  held  the  open- 
ing of  the  Sunday  School  and  the  preaching.  In  the  afternoon 
our  dear  Br.  and  Sr:  Schaaf  went  back  to  Salem. 
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Nov.  25.  The  funeral  of  Peter  Rothrock,  who  departed  yester- 
day. The  weather  was  very  cold  for  this  time  of  the  year.

Letter  from  a  Student  of  the  Girls  Boarding  School,  18297. 

Salem  July  the  6th  1829 

Dear  Cousin 

After  a  long  procrastination,  I  will  now  endeavour  to  write 
you  a  few  lines  in  answer  to  yours,  which,  I  received  last  Month ; 
Cousin  I  must  confess  that  I  have  been  negligent  in  not  answer- 
ing your  letter  sooner,  but  I  hope  you  will  not  think  hard  of 
it,  for  Indeed  Dear  Cousin,  I  can  most  assuredly  inform  you, 
that  it  has  not  been  for  want  of  affection,  but  chiefly  for  want 
of  time,  as  I  have  been  very  busily  engaged  with  my  studies 
since  the  commencement  of  school;  and  am  very  much  trans- 
ported with  the  prospect  of  relation  to  you,  that  I  have  been 
promoted  into  the  first  and  second  classes;  and  also  out  of  my 
room,  now  living,  in  the  second  room.  My  Teachers  are  Miss

a  slight  information  how  the  fourth  of  July  was  celebrated 
here,  which  was  something  very  different  from  the  method  that 
I  have  formerly  been  accustomed,  to,  which  we  had  a  very 
friendly  invitation  from  the  inhabitants  of  this  town  who  were 
assembled  together  about  one  o'clock;  there  was  something 
similar  to  a  platform  or  stage  built,  on  which  there  wer  a  couple 
of  rows  of  very  elegant  singers  first  formed  of  the  ladies,  second 
of  the  gentlemen,  further  back  and  all  around  were  the  musicians 
with  all  kinds  of  instruments  which  continued  till  about  five 
o'clock  in  the  evening  The  Piece  that  was  Performed  was 
Haydn's  Divine  Orotorium  or  the  Creation — The  Revd  Mr 
Bechler  and  his  family  from  Pensylvania  have  moved  here  since 
the  examination,  he  delivered  as  a  very  excellent  sermon  on 
Sunday  last  and  whose  appearance  I  am  very  well  pleased  with 
indeed  as  a  clergyman  and  think  he  will  be  a  useful  member  to 
society  and  as  a  citizen.  I  believe  I  have  nothing  more  of  im- 
portance to  write  at  present  E.  P.  Erwin  S.  L.  Lenoire  L.  Lenoire 
I.  Pickens  all  send  their  compliments  to  you.  I  remain  your 
most  affectionate  Cousin  M.  L.  Springs. 

Diary  of  the  Journey  of  John  Vogler  and  Van  N.  Zevely  to  the 
Cherokee  Indian  Mission,  March  30  —  May  U,  1829. 

The  Journal  of  our  Trip  to  Springplace  &  Uchgologe  (Tekoa) 
in  the  Cherokee  Nation.8 

On  Sunday  the  29th  of  March  we  had  a  most  glorious  day 
enjoying  ourselves  with  our  friends  &  about  700  Sunday  School 
children  together  with  their  teachers;  this  was  a  day  which 
the  Lord  had  made  for  enjoyment  in  our  dear  Salem.  Filled 
with  these  good  impressions,  friend  V.  Zevely  on  Monday  morn- 
ing commended  this  great  work,  ourselves,  &  our  families  to 
the  kind  protection  of  God,  Whom  winds  &  waves  obey,  & 
after  an  affectionate  farewell  to  all  that  was  dear  to  us  we  set 
out  during  the  fall  of  a  fine  rain.  Hard  as  it  seemed,  we  passed 
on  cheerfully  and  were  kindly  received  by  our  friend  C.  Hege,9 
where  we  took  our  first  breakfast.  The  rain  ceased  long  enough 
to  permit  us  to  start  again  and  then  continued  for  the  most

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part  of  the  day.  In  the  evening  we  safely  arrived  in  Salisbury 
and  were  kindly  received  by  my  brother  George  Vogler.  After 
spending  an  agreeable  evening  with  him,  Br.  Zevely  commended 
us,  our  families,  &  friends  in  fervent  prayer  to  Him  Who  lets 
not  a  hair  fall  from  our  heads  unnoticed.  Here  we  had  a  tolerable 
night's  rest  and  after  taking  in  a  very  good  breakfast,  on  Tues- 
day the  31st  we  set  out  in  company  with  my  friend  Phillip 
Oeler.  Distributed  tracts  as  we  went  on  &  arrived  early  in  the 
afternoon  &  were  kindly  received  by  this  family.  Some  of  the 
neighbors  were  invited  to  come  in  to  an  evening  meeting.  It 
again  began  to  rain  &  rained  tolerably  hard,  yet  10  or  12  came 
in.  Here  we  spoke  much  about  the  good  effects  of  Sunday  Schools 
&  we  have  no  doubt  3  of  these  men  are  devout  Christians  and 
will  commence  a  Sunday  School  in  this  neighborhood.  This 
evening  was  closed  with  an  address  and  several  fervent  prayers 
accompanied  with  Divine  presence. 

On  Wednesday  1st  of  April  after  breakfast  we  set  out  for 
Lincoln,  accompanied  by  our  kind  host  for  about  3  miles,  took 
leave,  &  passed  through  some  very  good  though  very  broken 
lands.  Made  a  short  halt  at  Major  Fornes  [Forney's]  furnace,10 
and  afterwards  the  land  poor  and  disinteresting.  Arrived  at 
Lincolnton  after  dark.  Took  in  an  excellent  supper.  I  walked 
about  the  village  and  found  it  a  beautiful  little  town.  Took  in 
our  breakfast  &  passed  on  down  the  river  4  miles  to  see  the  cotton 
factory.  Was  treated  with  much  civility  by  all.  The  manager 
and  superintendent  were  genteel  men.  Tracts  were  here  kindly 
received  &  we  left  a  goodly  number  accompanied  with  our  prayer 
that  the  Lord  might  cause  his  blessing  to  rest  on  the  reading 
of  them.  This  factory  we  pronounce  a  most  excellent  display  of 
the  genius  and  workmanship  of  man — we  were  told  by  the  manag- 
er that  a  lady  from  South  Carolina  after  seeing  this  factory  ex- 
claimed, "Well,  the  wisdom  of  God  is  great,  but  the  ingenuity 
of  man  beats  Him!"  It  is  really  elegant  and  the  sweetest  mach- 
inery we  have  ever  seen  &  I  think  it  worth  50  miles  of  travel 
to  see  it.  Thence  we  rode  through  as  poor  lands  as  well  could 
be  found.  Still  handing  out  tracts.  One  old  woman  we  called 
to  the  fence  from  her  little  hut  and  gave  her  a  parcel  of  tracts 
which  she  received  with  joy  &  bewailed  the  spiritual  deadness 
of  the  neighborhood  &  promised  to  circulate  these  little  books 
&  we  have  no  doubt  the  Lord  will  bless  the  reading  of  them.

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We  traveled  on.  Could  get  no  food  for  our  horses  &  at  length 
we  found  a  man  who  was  willing  to  let  us  have  some  corn.  The 
hog  trough  was  picked  up  out  of  the  dirt  &  the  horses  fed  in  it. 
The  hogs  knowing  the  prior  claims  to  the  trough  &  the  just 
claims  to  the  corn  to  keep  them  from  starving,  they  gave  us 
much  trouble  to  keep  them  off.  After  this  small  refreshment  for 
our  horses  we  traveled  on  &  in  the  evening  we  arrived  at  Mr. 
Dillingham's  house  of  entertainment.  This  man  owns  about  40 
Negroes  though  not  one  window  pane  is  in  his  house.  Friend 
Zevely  was  willing  to  pay  12%^,  a  double  price,  for  one  of  the 
horses  &  to  relieve  the  poor  brute.  An  old  once  wealthy  man, 
now  a  school  teacher,  appeared  to  be  the  right-hand  man  in  this 
family.  This  man  greatly  objected  to  our  having  missions  in 
the  Cherokee  Nation,  thought  that  we  ought  to  take  care  of 
the  home  department  first — that  he  could  take  us  in  a  settle- 
ment of  that  neighborhood  where  people  were  so  extremely 
ignorant  that  they  do  not  know  who  made  them.  Before  lying 
down,  evening  prayer  was  proposed,  to  which  our  host  was 
too  unwell,  in  fact,  we  thought  not  only  sick,  but  all  way  en- 
tirely dead  to  what  we  esteem  to  be  life  enjoyment. 

Friday  the  3rd,  this  morning  we  found  Br.  Zevely's  horse 
quite  stiff  though  traveled  only  5  miles  to  breakfast,  which  was 
excellent.  Here  with  these  kind  people  my  friend's  horse  was 
doctored  &  bled  at  4  different  places,  after  which  we  traveled 
on  slowly.  We  passed  Broad  River,  through  lands  very  thin, 
and  came  23  miles  this  day,  and  arrived  at  a  good  old  Method- 
ist's house.  We  were  kindly  received  &  soon  were  united  in  the 
bonds  of  Christian  love  with  this  dear  old  pair,  who  live  by 
themselves  with  a  few  blacks.  Here  we  had  an  agreeable  time, 
with  evening  &  morning  prayer,  &  spoke  much  about  the  Sun- 
day schools  in  general  and  particularly  of  our  anniversary. 
These  good  old  people  shed  tears  of  gratitude  to  hear  the  pros- 
pect of  Zion  in  our  parts,  and  we  have  reason  to  hope  that  by 
this  time  they  have  established  a  Sunday  school  there. 

The  4th  we  set  out  very  cheerfully,  but  my  companion's  horse 
soon  failed  again,  though  we  passed  on  slowly.  Took  in  an  ex- 
cellent breakfast  at  Spartanburg  &  went  on  and  traveled  18 
miles,  friend  Zevely  much  dejected  on  account  of  his  horse.  At 
dark  we  arrived  at  Mr.  Lester's  and  had  a  very  good  lodging 
and  fare  here. 

Sunday  the  5th  it  rained  this  morning  and  we  did  not  start 
until  after  breakfast  &  arrived  at  Greenville,  S.  C.  about  noon 
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&  find  it  to  be  a  very  fine  town,  some  buildings  3  stories  high 
which  would  give  credit  to  the  City  of  New  York.  Scattered 
through  the  woods  the  distance  of  four  miles  many  of  the  lower 
South  Carolinians  have  their  summer  seats  here.  We  attended 
preaching  in  the  Baptist  Church,  heard  an  excellent  speaker 
in  high  style  though  but  few  hearers,  about  12  to  15  in  number. 
Here  are  by  far  the  best  waterfalls  we  have  seen,  one  about  50 
feet  in  the  distance  of  30  yards  &  in  one-quarter  of  a  mile  2 
more  much  better  but  not  so  high,  about  20  feet  perpendicular 
&  a  tolerable  stream,  at  present  would  turn  4  or  5  mills.  One 
mill  has  as  it  seemed  to  us  its  water-wheel  suspended  in  the 
air.  Saw  mills  are  here.  This  town  bids  fair  to  become  one  of 
the  largest  in  the  up  country  and  has  at  present  2  brick  churches, 
2  academies,  &  many  elegant  buildings.  Our  kind  old  friend 
Henning  would  not  suffer  us  to  leave  him  without  taking  in  a 
very  good  breakfast  and  I  tried  to  sell  some  oil  for  friend  J. 
Leinbach11  but  could  not. 

After  which  we  set  out  cheerfully  on  Monday  morning  the 
6th,  giving  out  tracts  as  we  went  on.  In  trying  to  give  one  to 
a  South  Carolina  lady  who  met  us  coming  from  the  spring  with 
a  pail  of  water  on  her  head  cheerfully  with  her  hands  down,  my 
beast  did  not  suffer  me  to  come  nigh  enough  to  hand  it.  I  threw 
the  tract  and  she  stooped  down  &  picked  it  up  without  taking 
hold  of  her  pail  on  her  head. 

We  passed  on  slowly,  my  friend  laboring  hard  with  his 
horse,  picking  the  best  way  for  him  and  holding  up  his  head 
with  the  bridle.  This  afternoon  our  attention  was  arrested  by 
an  elegant  building  and  a  vineyard.  The  owner  is  Mr.  Samuel 
Mirvick  [?],  who  soon  invited  us  to  alight  &  see  his  hot  house 
&  many  foreign  plants,  sugar  cane  growing  &  many  to  us 
strange  plants.  We  passed  through  his  garden.  He  gave  us  some 
of  his  wine  to  drink.  He  showed  us  many  natural  curiosities. 
This  man  works  7  hands  besides  himself,  who  it  appears  works 
as  hard  as  his  Negroes  in  his  fruit.  He  has  12  acres  in  vines 
&  about  ten  thousand  hills  or  vines  &  is  said  to  have  three 
hundred  plantations  &  is  one  of  the  richest  &  we  say  one  of  the 
plainest  men  in  South  Carolina. 

Arrived  in  the  evening  at  Pendleton.  Had  tolerable  fare 
with  Dr.  Roberson.  We  think  this  in  a  few  years  will  be  an 
old  desolate  place  as  the  court  has  been  taken  away  from  here. 
The  doctor  told  us  we  could  not  get  breakfast  under  20  miles, 


11  Leinbach  operated  the  oil  mill  in  Salem. 
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compelled  us  to  take  it  here  &  we  started  the  7th  after  break- 
fast &  after  2  miles  ride  we  turned  too  much  to  the  south  to 
be  in  our  course  &  we  think  we  were  directed  one  day's  ride 
the  farthest  way.  Soon  we  saw  good  houses  &  found  that  the 
doctor  only  wanted  &  did  get  several  sixpence  more.  This  day 
we  crossed  Sineke  [Seneca]  &  Tugelo  River  &  took  dinner  with 
a  dear  old  widow  who  would  not  take  any  pay  nor  would  she 
receive  pay  for  ferriage,  but  our  tracts  were  thankfully  received. 
Along  here  we  said  our  old  friend  John  could  get  the  best  pine 
timber  to  his  sawmill  we  had  yet  seen  &  in  the  evening  we  ar- 
rived at  Carnsville  &  saw  more  drunken  men  than  we  had  seen 
on  our  whole  route.  We  fared  very  well  with  Mrs.  Terrell.  Spent 
the  evening  in  company  with  2  high  style  gamblers.  Gave  them 
some  tracts  on  the  bad  effects  of  gambling.  The  one  of  them 
preferred  the  tract — it's  all  for  the  best. 

The  8th  we  set  out  early  in  the  rain  though  the  weather 
faired  off  again.  Passed  a  man  beastly  drunk  lying  by  the  side 
of  the  road.  Put  a  tract  in  his  possession.  My  companion's  horse 
is  on  the  mend.  Halted  and  took  in  a  good  breakfast  with  Mr. 
Strange  [?],  who  appears  done  for  this  world,  bloated  with 
whisky.  Passed  through  very  broken  lands  although  there  are 
excellent  pines,  some  60  to  70  feet  without  limbs.  Met  the  high 
sheriff  of  Hall  County  with  his  holster  and  pistols,  and  his  ink- 
stand on  his  chest  fastened  to  his  jacket  buttons.  He  told  us 
that  he  wants  at  all  times  rather  to  scare  (skeer)  than  hurt, 
and  that  his  equipage  helps  him.  We  arrived  here  at  Gainesville 
at  half  past  8  in  a  dirty  house  &  in  taking  in  our  supper  I  had 
to  think  as  I  had  often  heard,  what  would  not  poison  would 
fatten. 

In  the  morning  our  bill  was  a  dollar  apiece.  I  wished  to  know 
how  he  charged.  He  said  half  for  you  and  half  for  the  horse. 
We  paid  off  and  started,  not  so  well  pleased  with  our  fare.  The 
9th,  we  started  early  and  after  passing  a  half-mile  we  found 
that  we  had  forgotten  our  wrappers  [  ?] ,  so  I  had  to  ride  back  & 
see  this  place  again  to  which  we  thought  we  had  bid  an  ever- 
lasting farewell.  We  must  excuse  these  people  for  extravagant 
charges  for  grain  and  fodder  is  so  scarce  that  the  cattle  are 
on  the  point  of  starvation.  One  man  has  lost  six  cows  &  another 
told  us  that  from  36  to  40  head  had  perished  in  one  neighbor- 
hood for  the  want  of  food  &  the  appearance  of  cattle  which 
we  saw  proved  to  us  the  truth  of  the  assertion — the  land  is 
very  poor. 
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We  took  in  our  breakfast  with  Mr.  Walles  [?]  on  Chestete 
River,  which  is  the  boundary  line  between  Georgia  and  the 
Cherokee  Nation.  We  passed  over  and  traveled  in  the  Nation 
&  this  day  we  saw  a  family  which  had  started  &  was  waiting 
for  4  more  families  to  join  with  them  &  go  to  the  Arkansas. 
We  this  night  stayed  with  Mr.  Blackburn  on  Hightower  River, 
the  place  where  old  James  Van  was  shot  &  buried. 

The  morning  of  the  10th  was  fine  &  we  set  out  early  &  after 
2  miles  we  turned  from  the  main  road  &  took  private  ways  & 
after  traveling  8  miles  we  arrived  at  Mr.  Eaton's,  also  on 
Hightower  below  Blackburn's.  Here  on  Hightower  are  the  only 
good  lands  \ye  yet  have  seen  in  the  Nation.  Here  we  hired  a 
young  man  who  has  2  sisters  in  school  at  Tekoa  to  pilot  us 
there.  This  day  we  traveled  along  Indian  trails  and  mostly 
through  the  poorest  lands  that  can  be  found  until  we  arrived 
at  Pinelog  Creek.  Here  the  land  is  good.  This  Pinelog  town 
has  about  20  houses  &  lies  about  a  mile  along  this  creek.  We 
tried  to  speak  with  the  Indians  frequently  but  could  not.  This 
evening  we  arrived  here  with  Mr.  Johnston,  who  has  a  fine 
plantation  &  a  mill,  &  here  we  were  kindly  received  &  met 
with  a  Methodist  preacher  by  the  name  of  Scales,  who  keeps 
school  about  a  mile  from  this  place  &  is  a  relative  of  the  Daltons. 
Here  we  had  evening  prayer  and  spent  a  quite  agreeable  even- 
ing but  fear  that  this  good  man  studied  eloquence,  Wesley,  & 
Henry  more  than  the  depraved  human  heart.  We  felt  impelled 
in  our  minds  to  give  him  our  advice  to  teach  &  preach  in  the 
simple  &  plain  language  of  the  Bible  &  to  be  an  humble  follow- 
er of  the  meek  &  lowly  Lamb  of  God ;  that  would  be  better  than 
all  the  eloquence  he  had  studied.  He  kindly  received  our  advice. 

The  11th  after  morning  prayer  we  took  in  a  good  breakfast 
&  proceeded  on  and  arrived  at  Brother  William  Hix's  about 
noon.  Here  our  pilot  wished  to  return  &  we  spoke  to  Br.  Hix's 
son,  who  immediately  caught  a  horse  and  rode  with  us,  and  to 
our  pilot  we  paid  $2.75  &  bid  him  farewell.  These  last  2  miles 
we  rode  quite  silently  and  every  once  &  awhile  a  silent  tear 
would  creep  down  our  cheeks.  Having  now  traveled  about  400 
miles  &  on  the  point  of  meeting  with  our  friends  in  Tekoa,  with 
joyful  feelings  we  drew  nigh  this  place  and  at  the  bark  of  the 
dogs  Br.  Clauder  peeped  out  of  window,  sprang  up  &  how 
he  came  out  he  says  he  does  not  know.  He  opened  the  barn 
&  bid  us  welcome,  but  the  tears  had  to  speak  the  feelings  of 
our  hearts. 
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Mother  Gambold  was  soon  heard  to  cry  out,  "The  Brethren 
are  here!"  Mr.  Ader  soon  made  his  appearance  with  open  arms 
to  receive  us.  I  never  shall  forget  this  meeting. 

We  found  our  friends  in  good  health  &  nothing  was  spared 
to  make  this  time  agreeable  to  us.  Sunday  the  12th  after  break- 
fast we  soon  saw  Br.  Clauder  at  the  head  of  his  school  of  Indian 
girls,  composed  of  19  but  at  present  only  16  are  here.  With  his 
violin  at  his  breast  &  in  full  voice  he  led  these  girls  in  singing 
the  praises  of  God  in  the  Indian  language  and  also  in  English. 
These  girls  have  generally  excellent  voices  for  singing.  Br. 
Clauder  doth  not  yet  understand  all  what  he  doth  sing,  but 
we  believe  that  should  God,  to  Whom  he  is  entirely  devoted, 
grant  him  health  and  spirit,  it  will  not  be  long  before  he  will 
teach  and  preach  in  the  Indian  language.  Here  we  for  the  first 
time  mingled  our  voices  with  these  Indians  &  had  to  give  vent 
to  our  feelings.  Br.  William  Hix  soon  arrived  &  we  find  him 
a  dear  &  devout  Christian,  who  told  us  he  was  sorry  he  could 
not  spend  the  whole  week  with  us.  At  meeting  time  there  gather- 
ed in  about  40  browns  &  whites  besides  ourselves. 

[The  remainder  of  the  diary  describing  the  visit,  until  time 
for  departure,  is  omitted.]12 

On  Thursday  after  Easter,  the  23rd,  we  bade  them  an  affec- 
tionate farewell.  Br.  Byhan  walked  with  us  for  about  a  mile, 
took  leave,  &  we  set  out  for  Mr.  McNair's,  arriving  there  in  the 
afternoon.  The  fatling  was  soon  slain  &  an  excellent  table  pre- 
pared. This  evening  it  rained  very  hard.  We  felt  happy  we 
were  here. 

Early  in  the  morning  we  went  down  to  the  river  &  took  out 
of  the  trap  a  good  mess  of  fish,  which  were  soon  prepared,  &  we 
took  in  a  good  breakfast.  Started  to  cross  the  river  but  found 
it  too  high  at  the  ford.  Accompanied  by  friend  McNair  we  pass- 
ed down  the  river  about  a  mile  to  a  more  shallow  ford.  Got  over 
safe  &  about  noon  passed  Little  Tennessee  &  steered  for  our 
old  friend  Henry  Clayton,  where  we  arrived  about  2  o'clock. 
They  were  much  surprised  to  see  us  here  &  soon  had  dinner 


12  At  the  mission  station  a  visit  was  made  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Watey  (Watee),  "the  parents 
of  our  known  Budenot,  who  is  a  whole  Indian  &  an  as  intelligent  &  genteel  man  as 
can  be  found,  no  nation  excepted;  his  lady  is  white  &  very  fair.  These  are  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  &  live  in  the  greatest  harmony  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wuster 
(Worcester)  and  family,  also  dear  people,  who  have  a  quite  fine  2  story  building  here 
at  Newtown  and  a  fine  printing  establishment."  At  Newtown  the  travelers  spoke  to  "friends 
Budinot  and  Wuster"  about  the  translation  and  printing  of  some  tracts  in  the  Cherokee 
language.  At  Springplace  they  attended  the  Easter  meetings.  A  sermon  preached  by  the 
mission  pastor  was  translated  by  an  Indian  named  David  Steiner,  formerly  called  "Daw- 
tsetse."  Old  Brother  and  Sister  Byhan,  the  missionaries,  entertained  the  travelers  delight- 
fully, including  in  their  refreshments  "an  excellent  coffee  and  sugar  cake."  David  Steiner 
brought  fresh  venison. 
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prepared  for  us  &  in  the  evening,  accompanied  by  friend  Clay- 
ton, we  rode  over  to  Mr.  Copeland's,  7  miles  distance.  Arrived 
here  about  sunset  to  the  much  astonishment  of  our  former 
Polly  Gambold.  Nothing  was  spared  to  give  us  good  supper, 
lodging,  &  breakfast,  after  which  we  made  a  final  start.  This 
side  of  Maryville  we  met  with  A.B.C.  Wolf,  heard  his  whole 
story  about  him  and  his  wife.  Took  breakfast  at  Maryville  & 
resolved  to  go  through  Knoxville.  Found  Holston  River  much 
swollen  so  that  we  were  glad  that  we  took  this  way.  By  the 
other  way  we  certainly  would  have  been  water  bound.  Find 
Knoxville  a  dirty  place  &  many  drunkards.  Here  friend  Zevely 
took  sick  on  Sunday  &  by  Tuesday  I  thought  we  would  be  com- 
pelled to  lie  by  on  account  of  his  sickness,  but  I  believe  our 
prayers  were  heard  in  his  behalf  &  he  was  able  to  travel  until 
I  had  the  pleasure  to  see  him  in  Mrs.  Susan's  care.  These  8  or  10 
days  from  Knoxville  we  traveled  by  Rogersville,  Abington, 
Poplar  Camp,  and  so  on  home  &  were  kindly  received  &  well 
treated  everywhere  and  on  the  4th  of  May  we  had  the  pleasure 
to  again  unite  with  our  family  &  friends  at  our  ever  dear  Salem.

Likewise,  his  undivided  interest,  being  one  third  of  a  Five 
Hundred  and  forty  acre  Tract,  lying  in  Rowan  county,  on  the 
Yadkin  river,  late  the  property  of  Samuel  Jones,  adjoining  lands 
above  mentioned.

Extract  of  a  letter  from  a  man  of  color  in  Hayti,  to  his  ac- 
quaintance in  Guilford,  dated  Port  au  Prince,  Dec.  12,  1828: 
"If  any  of  my  colored  brethren  in  America  are  disposed  to 
come  here,  write  to  me,  and  I  will  procure  comfortable  homes 
for  them.,, 

A  letter  received  from  a  gentleman  in  Norfolk,  Va.  on  the 
2nd  inst.  states  that  the  ship  Harriet  is  chartered  to  convey 
emigrants  to  the  Colony  in  Africa;  that  from  160  to  200  are 
expected  to  sail  the  latter  part  of  this  month,  mostly  from  Vir- 
ginia, several  from  Baltimore,  and  a  few  from  N.  Carolina. 
Abhdull  Rahanan,  the  Moorish  prince,  is  also  to  go  in  this  ves- 
sel. Thirty  of  this  expedition  are  manumitted  slaves. — This  is 
believed  to  be  the  most  valuable  outfit  yet  made,  for  character, 
intelligence,  intellectual  faculties,  piety,  probity,  and  property; 
some  take  houses  framed,  ready  to  rear,  cover,  and  reside  in.

Extracts  from  the  Salem  Diary,  1830. 

Jan.  1.  After  having  made  acknowledgment  of  the  grace 
of  our  Saviour  in  the  opening  year,  our  supplications  were 
directed  for  our  congregation  and  its  choirs  in  giving  our  ex- 
pression that  our  spiritual  desires  might  be  fulfilled  through 
the  doctrinal  text  of  the  day.  Yea,  in  all  who  are  in  Christ 
Jesus,  there  might  be  fulfilled  a  personal  relationship  of  heart 
and  mind  to  live  more  grateful  lives  for  Him  Who  died  for  us 
and  rose  again. 

Jan.  3.  At  3:30  the  funeral  of  the  married  Brother  who  de- 
parted this  life  yesterday,  Br.  Thomas  Wohlfahrt.  The  deceased 
was  the  son  of  former  missionaries  among  the  Cherokee  Indians, 
the  well  known  Br.  and  Sr.  Wohlfahrt  (Welfare),  and  was 
born  in  Salem  in  1792.  ...  He  learned  the  joiners  trade  .  .  .  . 
On  April  6,  1820,  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Johanna  Salome 
Christmann,  who  died  November  5,  1821.  On  January  12,  1823, 
he  was  united  in  marriage  to  the  single  Sister  Mary  Towle.  This 
union  was  blessed  with  2  children,  1  son  and  1  daughter. 

Jan.  24.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Women's  Missionary  Society, 
held  last  Sunday,  the  wish  of  the  members  was  expressed  that 
a  lovefeast  be  prepared  and  the  members  of  the  Men's  Mission- 
ary Society  be  invited,  and  to  this  wish  is  added  the  opportunity 
of  having  present  Br.  and  Sr.  Eder,  who  are  here  on  their  way 
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to  the  Danish  West  Indies  to  serve  in  the  mission  among  the 
Negroes.  This  wish  was  carried  out  harmoniously. 

Jan.  31.  Br.  Bechler  led  the  prayers  of  the  English  church 
litany.  Br.  Reichel  preached  the  German  sermon  on  the  gospel 
according  to  Matthew  8:23-27.  Br.  Schulz  read  the  lesson.  At 
the  request  of  the  church  council  of  the  Negro  church,  Br.  Bech- 
ler preached  a  sermon  in  their  church.  The  same  evening  at 
church  service  he  considered  well  the  text  for  the  day  and  in 
closing  commended  Br.  and  Sr.  Eder  upon  their  expected  de- 
parture for  St.  Thomas  for  their  service  in  the  Danish  West 
Indies,  asking  the  prayerful  interest  of  the  congregation.

Feb.  1.  Br.  and  Sr.  Eder  with  their  little  son  began  their 
journey  to  St.  Thomas,  accompanied  by  Br.  Meinung  as  far  as 
Wilmington,  where  they  will  take  a  ship. 

Feb.  5.  Today  was  the  burial  in  Hope  of  the  married  man 
William  Peddycoart,  who  since  birth  has  been  numbered  with 
that  congregation. 

Feb.  7.  Br.  Bechler  preached  the  German  sermon.  The  other 
service  had  to  be  omitted  on  account  of  the  snow.  This  was 
the  first  and  last  snow  for  this  winter,  and  it  soon  melted. 

Feb.  17.  Br.  Meinung  returned  from  accompanying  Br.  and 
Sr.  Eder  as  far  as  Wilmington.  He  left  them  in  good  health 
and  they  had  hopes  of  boarding  the  ship  on  the  18th. 

Feb.  25.  The  Lutheran  preacher  Rosenmiiller,  upon  invita- 
tion, preached  the  evening  sermon  at  Bethabara  to  a  large  con- 
gregation. At  Friedberg  Br.  Joh  Georg  Spach  was  kicked 
severely  by  a  horse  and  it  seemed  that  his  life  was  in  danger, 
but  he  is  now  recovering.  An  unmarried  Brother  Jacob  Rominger 
had  a  sudden  stroke  affecting  his  left  side.  This  shattering  ex- 
perience had  a  wholesome  effect  on  the  Brother,  causing  him  to 
give  thought  to  his  indifference  towards  his  Saviour,  which 
resulted  in  a  blessed  consultation  with  Br.  Denke. 
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Feb.  28.  In  Friedberg  Br.  and  Sr.  Denke  have  had  a  day 
school  for  3  months.  Today  after  the  sermon  an  examination 
of  these  pupils  was  held  in  the  presence  of  and  to  the  satisfac- 
tion and  appreciation  of  their  parents  and  to  the  pleasure  of 
many  other  listeners.

March  1.  At  prayer  meeting  we  remembered  with  thanks- 
giving the  beginning  of  the  Brethren's  Unity  in  the  year  1457, 
and  likewise  the  blessing  that  has  been  extended  to  the  renewed 
church,  and  implored:  "Remain,  O  Lord,  with  our  band!  Let 
us  shine  like  a  light  that  you  have  set  on  a  stand  to  give  light !" 

March  7.  Brn.  Schulz  and  Schaaf  gave  the  readings  and  Br. 
Bechler  preached  on  John  12:32,  and  in  the  afternoon  preached 
in  the  schoolhouse  at  Union  Hill. 

March  lb.  At  2  o'clock  the  children  had  their  anniversary  love- 
feast  with  address  and  prayer.  The  boarding  school  girls  attend- 
ed the  lovefeast.  Br.  Bechler  preached  in  the  afternoon  in  the 
schoolhouse  on  Brushy  Fork. 

March  16.  In  the  afternoon  at  1:00  o'clock  was  the  funeral 
of  the  departed  single  Sister  Elisabeth  Reich,1  who  had  de- 
parted this  life  on  the  14th.  She  was  born  April  10,  1784,  in 
the  Friedland  settlement,  where  her  parents  had  joined  the 
Brethren's  Church.  As  a  result,  she  went  to  school  there,  but 
she  regretted  in  later  years  that  she  had  not  learned  better. 
She  lost  her  father  in  the  year  1801,  since  he  never  returned 
from  a  journey  undertaken  to  Pennsylvania,  and  died  at  Staun- 
ton, Va.  Her  mother  moved  in  1813  with  her  sister  Verona 
to  the  son  Matthaeus  in  the  neighborhood  of  Salem,  and  in  1815 
Elisabeth,  having  obtained  permission  according  to  her  wish, 

1  Memoirs,  or  obituaries,  were  sometimes  given  fully  in  the  diaries;  sometimes  they 
were  written  separately  and  filed  with  the  diaries.  In  the  course  of  time,  memoirs  were 
prepared  for  funeral  occasions  and  were  placed  in  the  file  of  collected  memoirs  without 
association  with  diaries.  The  memoir,  or  "Lebenslauf"  as  written  in  German,  was  usually 
prepared  with  considerable  care  and  frequently  the  memoir  read  at  a  funeral  had  been 
written  in  part  by  the  deceased  before  death. 
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moved  into  the  choir  house  of  the  Single  Sisters,  where  she  was  0 
much  content,  although  she  found  that  she  had  to  adjust  her- 
self to  many  unaccustomed  situations  ....  The  deaths  of  her 
dear  mother  in  1823  and  of  her  two  brothers,  Christoph  in  1824 
and  Matthaeus  in  1829,  touched  her  noticeably  ....  After 
these  painful  misfortunes  one  could  plainly  notice  that  at  heart 
she  found  herself  where  she  desired  to  be.  Meanwhile  her 
strength  declined  but  she  continued  her  service  until  the  end 
of  January,  after  which  she  was  received  in  the  sickroom  of 
the  Sisters  House.  The  Sisters  sought  at  times  to  bring  comfort 
and  cheer  to  her  through  lovely  song.  On  the  evening  of  March 
12  her  homegoing  seemed  close  at  hand  and  the  last  blessing 
was  given  her.  But  it  was  prolonged  with  many  hours  of  suf- 
fering until  on  March  14,  at  6:00  in  the  evening,  she  reached 
the  end,  while  those  around  her  were  singing. 

March  21.  To  the  Negro  congregation  was  added  a  member, 
to  Negro  Enoch,  belonging  to  Br.  Schober,  by  holy  baptism  ad- 
ministered by  Br.  Steiner. 

March  22.  The  Single  Brethren  Georg  Proske  and  Theophilus 
Vierling  returned  from  their  visit  to  the  land  of  the  Cherokees 
and  we  rejoiced  at  the  reports  from  our  Brothers  and  Sisters 
there. 

March  23.  Br.  Reichel  and  his  son  Edward  set  out  for  Penn- 
sylvania in  hope  of  recovery  of  his  health. 

At  1  o'clock  p.  m.  was  the  funeral  of  the  older  girl  Regina 
Amalia  Vogler,  who  died  on  the  21st.  In  the  funeral  address  on 
Mark  13:35-56  Br.  Bechler  directed  his  remarks  particularly 
to  the  older  youth,  out  of  which  number  the  deceased  had  been 
taken  in  the  bloom  of  youth,  and  cited  this  experience  as  proof 
of  how  necessary  it  is  to  prepare  in  earliest  youth  for  the  fel- 
lowship with  Jesus  and  to  be  prepared  at  all  times  for  Him.  It 
seems  that  these  remarks  made  a  blessed  impression  on  their 
hearts.  Her  age  was  14  years,  4  months,  and  6  days. 

March  28.  On  request  of  the  directors  of  the  Stokes  County 
Sunday  School  Union,  that  again  a  sermon  should  be  preached 
in  the  square  to  the  Sunday  Schools  under  their  direction,  it 
was  decided  that  this  should  be  on  the  28th,  after  the  square 
had  been  suitably  provided  with  benches,  and  a  pulpit  had  been 
erected.  There  assembled  in  the  gradually  clearing  beautiful 
spring  weather  the  pupils  and  their  teachers  to  the  number  of 
1200  and  at  10  o'clock  they  marched  to  the  square  with  sing- 
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ing.  After  all  had  taken  their  places,  Bro.  Schober,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  union,  in  opening  remarks  explained  the  purpose 
of  the  meeting  and  encouraged  the  attendants  to  praise  and 
[give]  thanksgiving  unto  our  dear  Lord,  under  Whose  guidance 
such  work  as  is  here  to  be  seen  has  arisen,  and  Who  has  crown- 
ed with  blessing  the  efforts  of  the  pupils.  Bro.  Thomas  Pfohl, 
Jr.,  as  vice-president,  read  the  reports  of  the  Sunday  Schools, 
and  then  all  joined  in  singing,  which  was  accompanied  by  the 
church  band.  Br.  Bechler  then  preached  in  a  heart-warming 
manner  and  we  hope  with  good  impression  on  the  hearts  of  the 
many  present,  using  Psalm  8:3,  "Out  of  the  mouths  of  babes 
and  sucklings  hast  thou  perfected  praise."  We  judge  that  there 
were  2,000  strangers  listening.  At  1  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
a  lovefeast  was  held  with  singing  accompanied  by  music  of  in- 
struments. In  conclusion  Br.  Schober  gave  children  and  parents 
much  practical  admonition  and  closed  with  prayer  and  the  New 
Testament  benediction.  Just  as  all  had  assembled  in  quiet  and 
order,  so  they  departed.

April  11,  Easter  Day.  At  5  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  con- 
gregation gathered  in  beautiful  weather  for  praying  of  the  Eng- 
lish Easter  litany  on  God's  Acre,  where  a  large  number  of 
strangers  had  already  assembled.  Br.  Bechler  led  in  prayer  fol- 
lowing the  joyous  call,  "The  Lord  is  risen  indeed."  In  the  Eng- 
lish sermon  at  9  o'clock  Br.  Bechler  preached  upon  the  blessing 
that  flows  to  us  from  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  as  a  rich  source 
of  comfort  for  time  and  eternity.  In  the  afternoon  at  1  o'clock 
Br.  Schulz  read  a  portion  of  the  resurrection  story  and  in  the 
evening  the  congregation  joined  in  singing  the  Easter  hymn 
No.  44. 

April  12.  In  the  congregation  hour  we  concluded  the  Easter 
festival  with  thankful  hearts  for  the  attainment  of  our  Lord 
through  His  bitter  sufferings  and  death  and  the  victorious 
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resurrection  of  our  Saviour  from  the  dead,  and  the  blessings 
therefrom  that  flow  to  us  in  these  days.  May  the  impression 
never  depart!  Br.  Bechler  held  this  meeting  and  in  conclusion 
mentioned  the  desire  of  the  Brothers  and  Sisters  who  had  moved 
to  Indiana2  the  preceding  year,  how  they  were  in  hope  that 
a  congregation  could  be  established  there  by  Br.  de  Schweinitz 
of  the  Unity  Administration  in  Bethlehem,  and  that  they  be 
allowed  to  buy  a  piece  of  land  on  which  they  could  build  a  meet- 
ing house  and  a  home  for  a  pastor,  if  they  could  obtain  a  pastor, 
and  ask  support  for  the  undertaking.  This  was  commended  to 
the  active  interest  of  the  congregation  with  the  announcement 
that  Br.  John  Vogler  has  consented  to  receive  voluntary  offer- 
ings from  the  Brothers  and  Sisters  for  this  cause. 

From  the  report  of  the  rural  churches  it  is  to  be  seen  that  the 
Passion  Week  and  Easter  Festival  afforded  a  gracious  "meadow- 
land  of  the  soul"  in  the  meritorious  suffering,  death,  and  resur- 
rection of  Jesus.  The  meetings  were  well  attended. 

April  IJf.  A  Mr.  Gould  arrived,  who  travels  in  this  state,  to 
recommend  the  distribution  of  the  Bible  and  to  organize  Bible 
societies,  since  it  is  a  resolution  of  higher  authority  that  Bibles 
be  provided  for  all  families  that  do  not  have  them.  He  asked 
for  permission  to  present  his  cause  in  our  church,  which  was 
readily  granted.  The  congregation  gathered  in  goodly  numbers 
and  heard  his  lecture  (Br.  Bechler  opened  the  meeting  with 
prayer)  on  the  origin  of  the  Bible  societies,  what  these  have 
already  accomplished,  and  plans  for  encouraging  distribution 
of  Bibles  in  this  state,  for  establishing  Bible  societies  here  and 
there  for  that  purpose,  and  to  make  provision  that  all  families 
not  having  Bibles  are  to  be  supplied.  He  added,  not  in  vain,  the 
request  for  interest  in  this  important  business,  and  also  for 
cash  contributions.  As  a  result,  our  Br.  Zevilly  was  commission- 
ed to  distribute  Bibles  in  Stokes  County.  500  Bibles  would  be 
sent  to  him  for  this  purpose.  This  Brother  undertook  to  per- 
form this  task  with  pleasure.  He  was  advised  to  sell  the  Bibles 
very  cheap,  and  to  the  poor  for  even  less  or  to  give  them  away. 
For  the  latter  he  found  more  opportunities  than  for  the  former. 

April  23.  In  the  afternoon  at  4  o'clock  was  the  funeral  of 
the  married  Sister  Gertrud  Miicke  m.  n.  Spach,  who  died  as  a 
result  of  the  painful  delivery  of  a  stillborn  son.  The  parents 
of  the  departed  Sister  were  non-resident  members  of  Salem 

2  To  Hope,  Indiana,  in  Bartholomew  County. 
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congregation,  but  sent  her  to  the  local  school.  ...  In  the  year 
1826  came  a  proposal  of  marriage  to  her  from  the  Single  Broth- 
er Salamo  Miicke.  She  received  this  proposal  with  mature  re- 
flection and  prayer.  She  was  given  much  trouble  by  the  thought 
that  through  this  change  she  would  be  greatly  disturbed  in 
her  state  of  grace  by  inclination  to  earthly  things;  still  she 
sought  through  childlike  prayer  to  the  Saviour  to  arrive  at 
inward  peace.  With  such  thoughts  she  attended  the  Sunday 
English  sermon,  and  with  the  singing  of  the  hymn  in  the  English 
hymn  book  No.  461. 

Come,  faithful  Shepherd,  bind  me 
With  cords  of  love  to  Thee! 
it  became  clear  to  her  that  it  was  the  Lord's  will  that  she  should 
accept  the  proposal  of  marriage,  and  she  did  not  let  any  pre- 
sentiment of  many  hardships  which  she  might  face  her  turn  her 
from  this  intention.  On  June  18,  1829,  they  were  married. 

April  30.  This  morning  the  widowed  Sister  Barbara  Acker- 
mann  m.  n.  Christmann  died.

May  2.  The  departed  widow  Barbara  Ackermann  m.  n.  Christ- 
mann has  written  the  following  for  her  memoir: — I  was  born 
15  Sept.  1759  not  far  from  Hebron,  Pa.  My  parents  were  con- 
nected with  the  Brethren's  Church  as  long  as  they  lived  there. 
In  1763  they  and  their  family  moved  to  Guilford  County,  in 
North  Carolina,  where  we  lived  far  removed  from  the  Breth- 
ren's Church.  Still  the  Brethren  from  Salem  visited  us  from 
time  to  time  in  this  neighborhood  and  usually  spent  the  night 
with  us.  Through  enemies  we  were  shown  unfavorable  preju- 
dice against  the  Brethren,  which  was  removed  by  the  visiting 
Brothers.  A  children's  meeting  which  Br.  Soelle3  held  in  our 
house  has  remained  particularly  impressive  to  me.  A  visit  to 


3  A  minister  of  Danish  ancestry  who  served  for  a  time  as  an  itinerant  minister  or  home 
missionary.  See  Records  of  the  Moravians  in  North  Carolina,  II,  610-612,  616,  784-807. 
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Salem  was  also  a  blessing  to  me.  I  received  by  it  the  conviction 
that  I  should  belong  to  the  Brethren's  Church.  A  special  pro- 
tection from  the  Lord  afforded  me  the  childlike  trust  in  his 
care  and  help.  During  corn  planting,  while  I  sat  on  the  grass, 
a  rattlesnake  crawled  between  my  feet  and  wrapped  itself 
around  my  legs.  In  fright  I  was  so  fortunate  as  to  sling  it  off 
and  thus  I  was  protected  from  all  harm  of  this  poisonous  snake. 
My  sister  was  married  in  Salem.  She  wanted  my  brothers  and 
sisters  to  move  to  her  house  and  to  help  in  the  household  duties, 
which  occurred  in  the  year  1771.  Now  was  my  wish  fulfilled  to 
live  in  the  Brethren's  Church.  But  two  years  passed  before  I 
could  decide  to  unite  with  the  church.  I  felt  already  an  inclina- 
tion to  that.  With  care  and  perplexity  I  sought  my  salvation. 
In  this  I  went  through  a  season  of  confession.  Threw  myself 
on  my  knees  and  asked  God  to  have  mercy  on  me.  My  prayer 
was  heard  and  I  had  the  joy  of  asking  for  permission  to  enter 
the  congregation,  which  I  soon  received.  After  uniting  with  the 
congregation  it  went  with  me  as  with  the  Apostle  Thomas,  I 
wanted  to  be  able  to  believe  and  see  also  and  I  had  many 
troubled  hours  until  trust  in  the  death  of  Jesus  was  so  strongly 
felt  and  I  was  strengthened  in  faith.  In  the  year  1788  I  was 
married  to  the  Single  Brother  Johannes  Ackermann.  We  moved 
to  a  plantation  near  Bethabara.  We  lived  in  poverty  but  were 
satisfied.  Our  marriage  was  blessed  with  2  children,  a  son  and 
a  daughter,  by  whom  we  had  10  grandchildren.  Already  in  1791 
I  had  the  sorrow  of  losing  my  husband  in  a  quick,  sad  way 
when  he  was  hauling  stone  for  a  house  to  be  built  in  Salem.  He 
fell  from  a  wagon  and  his  life  was  suddenly  ended.  And  so  I 
left  the  plantation  and  moved  to  Bethabara.  Once  when  I  was 
troubled  about  the  strange  experience,  with  my  two  children  I 
opened  the  song  book  and  saw  the  verse 

Let  Him  direct;  He  will  protect; 

To  our  surprise  with  counsel  wise, 

And  whereso'er  our  trouble  lies, 

His  finished  work  will  glorify. 
And  so  I  experienced  the  goodness  and  care  of  the  Lord  to  my 
joy  and  shame.  In  the  year  1814  my  daughter  married  the  Single 
Brother  Johann  Christian  Burkhardt  and  in  1818  I  moved 
with  these  my  children  to  Salem  in  order  to  be  helpful  to  them 
in  their  household  according  to  my  ability.  The  Lord  and  Saviour 
mercifully  guided  me  through  my  lifetime  notwithstanding  my 
many  needs,  sad  experiences,  and  often  depressed  mood.  He 
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leads  and  guides  me  also  to  the  fast  approaching  evening  of 
my  day.  Through  the  dark  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death  he 
helps  me  to  be  fully  healed  of  my  sickness  and  weakness  through 
his  wounds  and  to  be  in  His  kingdom  where  weakness  and  vex- 
ation will  be  laid  under  foot. 

May  7.  Br.  Reichel,  who  was  married  on  April  12  in  Lancaster 
to  Single  Sister  Mary  Parsons  and  who  received  in  Lititz  from 
Br.  Benade  in  commission  for  the  Pennsylvania  Provincial 
Helpers  Conference  consecration  as  a  presbyter,  returned  with 
his  wife  and  son  Edward  and  with  Br.  Jac.  Schulz  to  the  joy 
of  the  congregation.  Especially  cheered  was  the  girls  school 
to  have  in  Sister  Reichel  again  a  mother. 

May  8.  At  1  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  was  the  burial  of  Widow 
Chitty,  who  died  on  the  6th  at  our  auswartige  (outside)  neigh- 
bors Br.  and  Sr.  Phillip  Blum.  She  did  not  belong  to  our  con- 
gregation. Burial  was  in  our  graveyard.  Br.  Bechler  preached 
the  sermon.  Her  husband,  who  as  a  widower  had  married  her, 
belonged  to  the  Bethabara  church. 

May  9.  At  Friedland  a  Sunday  School  pupil  had  the  misfor- 
tune, by  careless  use  of  a  pocket  knife,  to  strike  himself  in  the 
left  leg  and  to  sever  the  large  blood  vessel  and  to  injure  the 
artery  beneath.  He  was  brought  into  the  house  overcome  by 
the  loss  of  blood.  Not  until  next  morning  could  he  be  brought 
home  lying  on  a  bed. 

May  19.  The  married  Sister  Mary  Reichel  appeared  before 
the  Elders  Conference  as  a  member  and  was  received  into  the 
same  as  an  akolouth. 

May  25.  The  following  days  of  this  week  there  were  no  meet- 
ings on  account  of  the  school  examinations  of  the  boarding 
school  for  girls  and  our  town  girls  school.  They  were  held  May 
27  and  28  to  the  pleasure  of  many  attending  relatives  and 
friends  of  the  boarding  pupils,  and  of  parents  of  our  children 
and  of  several  Brothers  and  Sisters  present,  and  there  was 
occasion  to  rejoice  at  the  blessing  of  the  Saviour  that  has  ac- 
companied this  institution.  Some  of  the  boarding  students  re- 
turning to  their  homes  made  touching  parting  addresses  in  which 
they  expressed  their  thanks  for  instruction  here  in  much  use- 
ful knowledge  and  especially  in  the  truths  of  salvation. 

May  31.  Betrothal  was  announced  of  Single  Brother  Johann 
Hausler  and  the  single  Sister  Lydia  Reich.

June  1.  The  married  Brother  Daniel  Wohlfahrt  and  the  single 
Sister  Eliza  Vierling  journeyed  to  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  and  with 
them  returned  the  single  Sister  Nancy  Schnall,  who  for  some 
time  has  been  here  from  Bethlehem  on  a  visit  to  the  Jacobsons 
of  Bethania. 

June  3.  After  the  talk  by  Br.  Reichel  on  the  text  for  the  day 
there  was  the  wedding  of  the  single  Brother  Johann  Hausler 
and  the  single  Sister  Anna  Lydia  Reich.  Also  there  was  the 
country  workers  conference,  and  the  older  girls  had  in  the  even- 
ing a  meeting  for  the  close  of  their  choir  year. 

June  10.  Was  the  wedding  of  single  Brother  Evan  Bohner 
and  single  Sister  Sophia  Dorothea  Byhan. 

In  Friedland  was  the  burial  of  the  departed  stranger,  the 
married  Joseph  Korner,  whose  wife  and  children  are  members 
of  the  congregation  there.  He  was  of  the  Catholic  religion.  In 
his  long  sickness  the  encouragement  of  Br.  Pfohl  and  other 
Brethren  was  always  welcome  to  him  and  we  do  not  doubt  that 
he  departed  as  a  redeemed  sinner  trusting  in  the  complete  merits 
of  Jesus  Christ.  Br.  Bechler  preached  the  funeral  sermon  from 
Ecclesiastes  7 :2,  out  of  doors  in  front  of  the  church  because 
the  hall  was  too  small  to  contain  all  the  hearers. 

Br.  Jacob  Blum  returned  from  Philadelphia,  where  he  at- 
tended to  purchases  for  the  community  store. 

June  25.  On  the  anniversary  of  the  delivery  of  the  Augsburg 
Confession  in  1530,  in  the  evening  was  a  blessed  service.  Br. 
Bechler  led  the  same  with  the  historical  account  of  the  note- 
worthy event  of  300  years  ago  today,  what  was  the  cause  of  it, 
and  what  glorious  results  have  been  for  the  evangelical  church, 
and  encouragement  to  thankfulness  to  our  dear  Lord,  Who  let 
the  light  of  the  gospel  break  forth  and  gave  to  His  servant 
Martin  Luther  courage  and  power  to  step  forward  undismayed 
and  to  avoid  no  danger  — since  the  Augsburg  Confession  was 
also  the  shield  that  gave  to  the  Brethren's  Church  in  all  coun- 
tries of  Europe  entrance  and  freedom  and  safety.  In  the  coun- 
try congregations  the  remembrance  of  this  event  was  observed 
the  following  Sunday. 
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June  27.  At  the  request  of  our  neighbor  Timotheus  Holland, 
at  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  held  the  burial  service  of  his  little 
daughter  aged  1%  years,  who  died  day  before  yesterday  of 
whooping  cough.  Burial  was  in  our  graveyard.  Since  the  older 
children  of  this  man  also  have  whooping  cough  and  were  with 
him  in  the  church  hall  and  in  town,  there  is  the  chance  that 
this  cough,  which  has  been  for  some  time  in  the  neighborhood, 
is  now  also  in  town. 

June  30.  Br.  Bechler  at  the  evening  meeting  for  Bible  study 
began  the  historical  epitome  of  the  books  of  the  Old  Testament. 
The  Sunday  Schools  in  our  neighborhood  make  unhindred  prog- 
ress. 

The  weather  has  been  especially  favorable  for  hay  and  wheat 
harvest.

July  3.  After  continued  dry  weather  we  had  a  refreshing 
rain. 

July  U-  Celebration  of  independence  of  the  United  States  in 
North  America  was  observed  here  and  in  the  country  congre- 
gations with  quiet  joy  and  thankfulness  to  our  dear  Lord,  the 
all-wise  Ruler  of  all  lands.  Br.  Schaaf  led  the  prayers  of  the 
German  litany.  Br.  Reichel  preached  in  English  with  reference 
to  this  memorial  day,  from  the  100th  Psalm.  Afternoon  at  1 :00 
Bro.  Bechler  made  the  preparatory  address  for  the  approaching 
communion.  After  this  meeting  he  preached  on  invitation  in 
Waughtown.  At  3:00  the  Women's  Missionary  Society  held 
its  semi-annual  meeting.  In  the  evening  Br.  Schulz  held  the 
song  service. 

July  16.  Bishop  Bowen,  of  Charlestown,  South  Carolina,  ar- 
rived on  a  journey  to  the  baths  here  and  attended  the  song 
service.  He  remains  here  until  the  18th.  He  attended  also  the 
prayers  of  the  English  litany  and  the  German  sermon.  Several 
Brethren  conversed  agreeably  with  him.  He  was  especially  in-

terested  in  obtaining  more  knowledge  of  the  mission  work  of 
the  Brethren  and  in  particular  among  the  Negroes.  According 
to  his  wish  he  was  told  in  the  English  language  of  the  instruc- 
tion for  the  Brothers  and  Sisters  in  the  mission  service,  for 
which  he  was  pleased  and  grateful. 

July  28.  The  married  Brother  Daniel  Wohlfahrt  returned 
from  a  visit  to  Pennsylvania,  and  with  him  came  from  Nazareth 
the  Single  Brother  William  Meinung  to  visit  his  parents. 

July  31.  The  Sunday  Schools  around  Salem  and  in  the  country 
congregations  continued  this  month,  only  at  Friedland  there 
was  smaller  attendance  for  fear  of  whooping  cough  of  the  child- 
ren of  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl.  Sunday  services  there,  to  the  contrary, 
were — to  the  encouragement  of  the  workers — very  well  attend- 
ed, as  is  usual  in  summer.

Br.  Reichel  preached  in  English  from  Matthew  16 :26.  Br.  Schaaf 
read  the  Nachrichten  and  Congregation  Hour  was  conducted  by 
Br.  Schaaf.  Br.  Bechler  preached  in  the  forenoon  at  Bethania 
in  German  and  in  the  afternoon  in  English  at  Bethabara.  In 
Hope,  in  extraordinary  heat,  the  church  was  crowded  with  peo- 
ple for  the  sermon.  Soon  thereafter  Br.  Denke  had  an  attack 
of  fever  and  some  days  later  Sr.  Denke  also. 

In  the  little  Negro  congregation  the  Negress  Anne,  of  the 
administration  plantation,  was  received  as  a  member,  and  the 
Negro  James,  belonging  to  Dr.  Schumann,  received  the  con- 
firmation and  attended  holy  communion  for  the  first  time. 

The  single  Brethren  Joseph  Stauber  and  Heinrich  Fockel  left 
here  today  for  a  visit  to  Indiana. 

Aug.  16.  This  important  day  of  the  Brethren's  Unity  was 
celebrated  here  in  Salem  with  gracious  acknowledgment  of  the 
Saviour. 

At  2  in  the  afternoon  was  the  lovefeast  at  which  a  recently 
printed  psalm  was  sung. 

Aug.  17.  Celebration  of  the  children's  festival  was  postponed 
to  another  time  on  account  of  prevailing  whooping  cough. 
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Aug.  26.  The  congregation  at  Hope  celebrated  its  fiftieth 
jubilee  with  grateful  and  happy  hearts  and  with  blessed  acknowl- 
edgment of  the  Saviour.  The  Brethren  of  the  P.  H.  C.  and  Br. 
Steiner,  with  several  Brothers  and  Sisters  and  musicians  from 
here,  attended,  as  well  as  the  workers  of  the  county  congrega- 
tions. It  was  a  day  of  real  joy  and  blessing  for  the  congregation. 

Aug.  31.  The  long  drought  in  this  region  has  brought  need 
here  and  there  for  meal  and  bread,  so  that  in  many  families 
potatoes  take  the  place  of  the  latter  as  a  substitute.

Sept.  1.  Br.  and  Sister  Traugott  Leinbach  with  their  two 
children  and  the  widowed  Sister  Rebecca  Schober  with  her 
daughter  Henrietta  set  out  on  a  journey  for  a  visit  in  the  Penn- 
sylvania congregations. 

Sept,  5,  The  school  children  pleased  the  Married  People's 
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Choir  at  the  conclusion  of  their  festal  meeting  by  singing  sever- 
al verses  of  blessing. 

In  the  neighborhood  of  Bethania  the  Methodists  have  had 
the  camp  meeting  since  the  3rd.  Generally  our  neighborhood 
congregations  attend  for  a  change  sometimes  or  to  see  some- 
thing new.  This  time,  however,  the  noisy  ways  of  the  Method- 
ists and  their  religious  practices  made  a  thoroughly  unsatis- 
factory impresr.on  in  comparison  with  former  years. 

Sept.  7.  The  dry  earth  was  refreshed  by  a  fine  rain  so  that 
the  mills  had  a  flow  of  water  again  to  grind  by  the  hour  since 
there  had  been  here  and  there  a  great  lack  of  meal  and  bread, 
and  potatoes  had  to  be  eaten  instead  of  bread.  Br.  Reichel  held 
the  song  service  with  praise  and  thanksgiving  for  goodness  re- 
ceived. 

Sept.  9.  In  the  afternoon  at  1  o'clock  was  the  funeral  of  the 
departed  married  Sister  Sarah  Blum  m.  n.  Hege,  who  died  on 
the  7th.  She  was  born  in  Friedberg  25  April  1789.  .  .  .  She 
married  Br.  Johann  David  Blum  24  November  1808  and  they 
moved  into  the  neighborhood  of  Salem  and  joined  the  congre- 
gation there.  .  .  .  Since  her  dear  husband  had  been  building  a 
new  house  on  another  part  of  the  plantation,  she  wished  soon 
to  move  into  the  new  dwelling  in  hope  that  the  change  would 
contribute  to  her  recovery.  Her  wish  for  moving  was  granted 
on  the  3rd  of  September,  to  her  joy.  But  it  was  destined  that 
she  should  soon  move  into  the  home  prepared  in  heaven  for 
which  she  prepared  herself  in  all  silence. 

Sept.  19.  Br.  Bechler  preached  in  Bethania  in  the  morning 
and  in  the  afternoon  at  Pfafftown  on  the  occasion  of  the  second 
anniversary  of  the  Sunday  School  there.  In  Friedland  there  was 
no  preaching  because  four  miles  from  there  the  Methodists  held 
a  camp  meeting  where  nearly  everyone  was  going  and  all  kinds 
of  disorder  prevailed,  which  also  this  time  had  disturbing  re- 
sults in  our  congregation. 

Sept.  23.  The  girls  boarding  school  had  a  meeting  this  evening 
because  of  its  festival  which  comes  tomorrow.  Sept.  2k.  A  lovely 
and  happy  festival.  Br.  Bechler  held  the  9  o'clock  morning  bless- 
ing; Br.  Reichel  at  10  a  talk;  in  the  afternoon  at  2  there  was 
the  children's  lovefeast  for  which  a  new  psalm  had  been  printed. 
In  the  evening  hour  Br.  Reichel  in  German  and  English  com- 
mended the  institution  to  the  continued  loving  and  active  in- 
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terest  of  the  congregation,  which  expressed  in  some  verses  its 
wish  for  blessing. 

Sept.  28.  Since  the  Children's  Festival  of  August  17  was  not 
celebrated  on  account  of  the  prevailing  whooping  cough,  and 
most  of  the  children  affected  have  recovered,  the  Elders  Con- 
ference decided  to  combine  the  Children's  Festival  on  the  29th 
with  the  Feast  of  the  Angels.  Sept.  29.  In  today's  choir  festival 
of  our  dear  children  the  best  Friend  of  children  let  them  know 
His  friendliness  and  His  understanding  in  their  midst.  .  .  . 
Since  formerly  it  was  usual  on  Children's  Day  for  the  boarding 
school  girls  to  take  part,  they  were  also  at  the  lovefeast.  After 
the  lovefeast  the  Elders  Conference  saw  all  the  children  in 
classes,  first  the  little  and  poor  children,  next  the  school  girls, 
and  last  the  school  boys.  ...  In  the  evening  the  Elders  Con- 
ference had  a  special  meeting  for  the  Brothers  and  Sisters  who 
attend  to  oversight,  care,  and  instruction  of  the  youths,  for 
encouragement  in  their  important  service.

Oct.  3.  In  Hope  was  the  largely  attended  funeral  of  the  married 
Sarah  Holt  m.  n.  Peddicoart. 

Oct.  6.  In  the  evening  Br.  Byhan,  Senior,  arrived  with  his 
daughter  Rahel,  whom  he  brought  here  to  stay.  With  him  also 
was  the  young  man  Benj.  Alexander,  a  communicant  member  of 
the  Cherokee  Mission  in  Springplace.4  The  latter  contributed 

Oct.  7.  to  the  pleasure  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Wachovia 
Brethren's  Society  for  the  Spread  of  the  Gospel  among  the 
Heathen,  at  which  Br.  Byhan  spoke  of  conditions  in  our  mission 
among  the  Cherokee,  which  on  account  of  its  restricted  con- 
dition is  a  special  object  of  the  interest  and  prayer  of  this 
society.  At  the  lovefeast  the  Cherokee  young  man  was  induced, 
to  the  pleasure  of  those  present,  to  read  something  out  of  the 
church  litany  translated  into  Cherokee. 

Oct.  IS.  In  the  afternoon,  principally  for  the  pleasure  of  Br. 
Byhan,  but  also  for  others  present,  Haydn's  musical  composition 
"The  Creation"  was  presented. 


4  The  Cherokee  Mission  had  been  begun  in  Georgia  in  1801. 
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Oct.  16.  In  the  afternoon  at  3  o'clock  was  the  funeral  of  the 
married  Sister  Christina  Bagge  m.  n.  Holder,  who  died  on  the 
14th. 

Oct.  21.  Br.  Byhan  began  the  journey  to  return  to  Spring- 
place  with  the  Indian  young  man  Benj.  Alexander.  Also  went 
with  him  the  single  Br.  Naeman  Rominger  to  serve  in  secular 
affairs  (outer  economy). 

Oct.  25.  Our  friend  and  brother  the  widower  David  Dunlap 
arrived  here  today.  On  a  former  long  visit  here  he  was  recogniz- 
ed to  be  a  true  lover  of  Jesus.  He  has  declared  that  he  wants 
to  be  a  member  of  our  congregation  although  he  has  been  teach- 
ing school  at  Paris  in  the  state  of  Kentucky.  Now  he  has 
brought  the  urgent  request  that  he  be  permitted  to  spend  his 
remaining  days  in  Salem  and  enjoy  the  blessings  which  the 
Saviour  shares  with  the  congregation — which  wish  was  grant- 
ed him  by  the  congregation. 

Oct.  31.  Br.  Reichel  preached  in  German  from  Matthew  16:18 
with  reference  to  today's  anniversary  of  the  beginning  of  the 
Reformation  313  years  ago.  This  was  likewise  thankfully  cele- 
brated in  the  country  churches.

Dec.  5.  In  the  afternoon  at  1  o'clock  many  Brothers  and  Sisters 
attended  with  pleasure  the  school  examination  of  Negroes  in 
their  church. 

Dec.  10.  Today  four  girls  arrived  at  the  boarding  school  who 
had  not  been  previously  announced.  In  the  afternoon  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Temperance  Society,  which  consists  partly  of  our 
Brethren  and  neighbors,  Br.  Bechler  in  our  hall  preached  in 
English  from  Titus  2:11. 

Dec.  21.  In  Friedland  was  the  marriage  of  the  single  Brother 
Henry  Burrow  Wilson  (not  a  member  of  the  congregation) 
and  the  single  Sister  Emilie  Rebecca  Transu. 

Dec.  21f.  In  the  afternoon  at  5  o'clock  was  the  meeting  for 
the  little  children  to  celebrate  Christmas  Eve.  In  the  evening  at 
7  the  grown  people  with  the  school  children  assembled  for  the 
festal  celebration  in  remembrance  of  the  birth  of  our  Saviour. 
When  the  meeting  was  over,  it  rained  so  hard  that  several 
Brothers  and  Sisters  from  out  of  town  found  it  necessary  to 
remain  over  night. 

Dec.  25.  In  the  afternoon  at  1  o'clock  the  Negroes  in  their 
church  arranged  a  lovefeast,  which  was  attended  by  several 
Brothers  and  Sisters  at  their  invitation. 

At  3  o'clock  the  married  Sisters  heard  the  Christmas  song 
and  story  at  a  beautifully  decorated  and  illuminated  representa- 
tion of  the  festal  story  in  the  girls  boarding  school,  and  in  the 
evening  at  6  o'clock  it  was  heard  by  the  married  couples  at  our 
town  school  for  girls.  In  the  following  days  opportunity  was 
given  for  the  other  Brothers  and  Sisters  in  all  choirs  to  hear 
these  speeches  to  their  satisfaction. 

Dec.  29.  Instead  of  the  usual  meeting  there  was  a  meeting 
of  the  contributors  to  the  poor  fund. 

Dec.  31.  In  the  afternoon  at  4  o'clock  the  children  had  their 
meeting  for  the  close  of  the  year.  At  8  o'clock  was  the  lovefeast 
with  singing  of  congregation  and  choir  alternately.  At  10  o'clock 
Br.  Bechler  read  the  Memorabilia.  At  11:30  the  congregation 
assembled  for  the  close  of  the  year  with  humble  and  grateful 
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feeling  for  the  mercies  experienced  in  the  past,  and  for  the 
faithfulness  of  our  dear  Lord,  which  was  to  our  congregation 
daily  new  and  great.  The  doctrinal  text,  "Jesus  Christ,  the 
same,  yesterday,  today,  and  forever,"  Br.  Bechler  applied  im- 
pressively and  with  special  emphasis  to  the  past  experiences  of 
the  congregation  as  a  whole  and  to  each  member  individually, 
and  observed  that  by  holding  firmly  to  the  strong  trust  in  Jesus 
we  could  look  forward  confidently  to  the  future.  So  we  closed 
the  year  with  thanksgiving  and  prayer  in  a  feeling  of  trust  in 
the  nearness  of  Jesus  and  of  His  forgiveness  of  our  many  sins ; 
and  blessed  with  His  peace  we  went  out  into  the  new  year.

Fries  Letters. 
[Extracts  translated.} 

Salem,  Jan.  23,  1830 
.  .  .  Last  year  the  Collegium  demanded  that  we  let  the 
Negroes  go  and  keep  only  tobacco  and  glass,  not  even  coffee  or 
sugar,  and  I  answered  that  I  preferred  to  go  to  the  country  be- 
fore I  do  that,  because  we  have  to  live  ....  The  demands  were 
too  much,  and  when  I  asked  for  a  definite  answer,  Th.  Schulz 
and  Benzien5  told  me  to  sell  my  land  and  house  and  move  to 
Bethabara  and  buy  the  store  there.  There  I  could  do  as  I  please. 
They  knew  I  was  not  going  to  do  that  and  so  the  matter  was 
dropped  for  the  present.  .  .  .  May  the  Lord  grant  that  such  fuss- 
ing will  stop  and  that  we  can  live  in  peace.  .  .  .

...  On  Martin  Hauser's  plantation  there  lives  now  a  Baptist 
preacher  whose  wife  was  a  pupil  in  Salem.  They  are  busy  erect- 
ing a  machine  to  card  wool  and  spin.  They  will  also  weave  by 
water.  The  machine  is  along  a  creek  in  a  meadow  near  Banner's 
place.  Thomas  Christman  built  his  home  near  Joshua  Rights's 
place.  Will  send  you  $5  for  your  pleasure.  Do  not  know  how 
your  financial  condition  is  but  if  you  need  money,  let  me  know  . . .

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.  .  .  Now  I'll  have  to  tell  you  what  happened  to  Heinrich6 
(Henry)  the  other  day.  We  feared  he  was  lost  and  hunted  him 
everywhere  ....  Henry  went  into  the  cellar  to  get  some  apples 
and  Fanny  told  him  that  he  stole  apples  and  that  she  was  going 
to  tell  me ;  so  he  ran  into  the  garden  and  that  was  the  last  seen 
of  him.  I  guess  he  was  afraid  he  would  be  whipped.  Well,  we 
hunted  for  him  everywhere.  It  became  dark  and  the  neighbors 
came  with  their  lanterns.  We  thought  that  he  had  gone  to  the 
plantation  with  Adam,  who  returned  without  him.  Then  when 
Adam  put  the  horses  in  the  stable  at  7 :00,  he  saw  Henry's  head  in 
the  pig  pen.  He  had  been  there  asleep  all  the  time  ....  I  was 
quite  sick  from  it  all;  you  see  how  children  cause  you  worries. 
You  perhaps  want  to  know  how  our  Negro  children  are.  The 
little  Charles  looks  like  big  Charles  and  Eugene  looks  like  Adam.

Salem,  Aug.  31,  1830 
.  .  .  Since  my  last  letter  to  you,  your  mother  has  written 
and  told  you  that  I  bought  a  Negro  boy  for  $207.  He  is  10 
years  old.  Negro  boys  are  best  value.  I  could  have  resold  him 
several  times  for  more.  Your  mother  wrote  you  to  use  tobacco 
for  your  teeth,  but  I  say  that  if  it  is  not  in  general  the  style, 
do  not  use  it,  and  avoid  spirituous  drinks.  .  .  . 

Your  loving  father 

I  have  to  steal  a  little  time  to  greet  you.  We  are  alone  today 
and  have  to  bake.  The  three  Negroes,  Adam,  George,  and  Fanny 
are  making  corn  fodder.  The  little  ones  are  here  and  have  the 
whooping  cough.  .  .  .You  want  to  know  when  we  have  birth- 
days. Your  father  was  born  Nov.  22,  1775  and  your  mother 
March  15,  1787.  .  .  .The  lock  on  our  stable  was  broken  and  the 
horse  was  taken  out.  We  found  him  in  the  garden  next  morn- 
ing. It  must  have  been  a  familiar  person.  Now  we  have  to  get  a 
watch  dog  from  Levering.  .  .  . 

Your  loving  mother 

Salem,  Oct.  8,  1830 

.  .  .  Wish  I  could  write  that  all  of  our  relatives  are  well,  but 
Jacob  Schaub  is  very  sick  and  weak;  he  worked  too  hard,  more 
than  he  could  stand  in  the  summer.  He  built  his  house  and 
made  25,000  bricks  for  sale,  and  he  became  overheated  when 


6  A  younger  brother. 
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they  were  burnt.  Then  he  had  to  look  after  his  land.  He  has 
been  ill  5  weeks  and  the  doctors  fear  that  he  will  not  get  better. 
He  has  liver  trouble.  .  .  .  Many  people  will  go  West  this  fall. 
I  mention  the  ones  you  know,  Ludwig  Reid,  Fred  Brendle, 
Johann  Keller,  Burcham  &  Rothrock,  and  many  others. 

Your  devotedly  loving  mother 
P.  S. — Fanny  sends  greetings.  She  is  very  proud  that  she  is 
the  only  Negro  who  knows  you  and  the  other  Negroes  want  to 
meet  their  young  master.  Henry  goes  often  to  the  plantation 
with  the  Negroes.  He  wants  to  be  a  big  planter  but  does  not 
like  to  study. 

Extracts  from  Salem  Board  Minutes,  1830. 

Jan.  11.  (Aufseher  Collegium)  Since  Br.  and  Sr.  Schoder 
find  themselves  in  much  reduced  circumstances,  they  have 
through  their  son-in-law  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl  applied  to  the 
Aufseher  Collegium  for  an  advance  on  the  account  of  their  house. 
The  Brethren  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  gave  their  consent 
and  added  the  proposal  to  give  a  commission  to  a  Brother  to  as- 
sist this  couple  with  advice  in  practical  affairs.  In  case  Br.  and 
Sr.  Schroder  agree  to  the  proposition,  the  president  is  ordered 
to  confer  with  Br.  Henry  Lineback,  since  he  as  neighbor  and 
good  friend  is  especially  fitted  for  this  service.  This  Brother 
will  see  to  it  that  the  vorsteher  (manager)  holds  a  note  each 
time  money  is  paid  out. 

Widow  Johanna  Vogler  asks  for  release  from  the  water  tax 
of  81%^  due  from  her  per  annum,  because  her  late  husband 
was  exempt  from  it  and  she  has  just  as  little  use  of  it  as  he  did 
of  the  water  system.  On  account  of  precedence,  because  such  an 
important  arrangement  as  the  water  works  should  be  for  the 
whole  community,  and  the  withdrawal  of  only  an  insignificant 
supply  would  gradually  prove  a  disadvantage,  the  Aufseher  Col- 
legium cannot  possibly  make  an  exception  to  the  rule  as  it  now 
stands. 

Abraham  Hauser  has  declared  to  the  vorsteher  that  he  will 
pay  for  his  wife  only  so  much  church  dues  "as  she  likes."  The 
Aufseher  Collegium  cannot  consider  making  this  exception,  and 
no  change  is  made. 

Since  the  undergrowth  (bush)  in  the  vicinity  of  the  town  will 
be  cut  down  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  shady  walks,  Br.  Benzien 
will  instruct  the  bushranger  to  allow  wherever  possible  no  wood 
to  be  cut  too  near  the  town,  dead  wood  excepted. 
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Jan.  18.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Brietz  is  to  announce  to  Br.  C.  Fockel 
that  he  is  to  give  over  the  night  watch  to  a  man  in  sound  health 
if  he  because  of  illness  should  be  hindered  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties. 

Jan.  20.  (Aeltesten  Conferenz)  In  discussion  about  the  par- 
ticular situation  and  circumstances  of  the  Negro  slaves  in  town, 
one  can  speak  of  the  church  work  among  the  Negroes,  and  of 
the  increasing  number  of  pupils  in  the  Sunday  School  establish- 
ed and  successfully  conducted  for  them,  which  has  been  con- 
tinued principally  by  the  Single  Sisters  and  the  aged  Brother, 
Abraham  Steiner,  and  since  it  could  easily  become  too  burden- 
some for  him,  Br.  J.  R.  Schmidt  is  appointed  to  be  a  helping 
hand  and  Br.  Bechler  has  been  asked  to  assist  him. 

Feb.  1.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  question  put  by  the  president,  "Should 
the  plan  for  building  a  second  community  store  be  postponed 
until  August  1830,  unless  unforeseen  circumstances  make  it 
necessary  to  consider  this  earlier  ?,"  was  unanimously  answered 
in  the  affirmative  by  the  A.  C.  (with  the  exception  of  Br.  J.  J. 
Blum,  who  asked  to  be  excused  from  voting).  A  fixed  rule  was 
accepted  by  all  members  of  the  A.  C,  that  the  decision  of  the 
Congregation  Council  ("that  a  new,  second  community  store 
shall  be  established")  remain,  and  that  none  of  our  citizens 
should  be  allowed  to  run  a  store  or  private  business. 

In  consideration  of  the  above,  it  seemed  commendable  as  a 
matter  of  equity  to  furnish  the  new  store  with  stock  from  the 
old. 

Feb.  J>.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  present  special  meeting  of  the  A.  C. 
was  devoted  to  consideration  of  the  possession  of  Negro  slaves 
in  town,  as  committed  to  A.  C.  by  Church  Council  in  1820. 
Therefore  the  resolutions  adopted  in  Church  Council  were  read 
from  the  minutes  first  of  all,  and  then  the  instances  that  have 
arisen  since  were  discussed  fully,  and  the  difficulties  considered 
with  which  A.  C.  has  had  to  struggle  in  attempting  to  carry 
out  the  orders  of  Church  Council  without  attaining  their  goal, 
such  as  the  removal  of  Negro  slaves  and  their  children  from  the 
town,  while  with  some  the  situation  of  the  slaves  not  only  com- 
mends forbearance,  but  also  demands  it,  which  by  others  was 
contrary  to  rules  and  was  used  for  a  pretext. 

In  such  changed  circumstances  it  seemed  to  A.  C.  not  feasible 
to  go  into  this  matter  anew  with  insistance,  and  it  was  thought 
that  on  the  whole  the  moral  effects  of  the  continued  Negro 
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church  life  and  Sunday  School  are  not  to  be  despised ;  the  num- 
ber of  Negro  slaves  in  town  since  1820  has  not  increased  much, 
several  were  inherited  and  were  possessed  as  other  personal 
property,  and  in  many  ways  cannot  be  compared  with  the  whites, 
and  also  a  too  great  increase  of  them  in  this  place  is  not  to  be 
feared,  since  everyone  who  can  help  himself  will  not  look  to  the 
cumbersome  help  of  slaves.  Although  some  modifications  of  the 
prescribed  rules  were  mentioned  as  proposals,  it  could  be  seen 
in  advance  that  it  was  not  possible  to  satisfy  entirely  all  the 
views  of  members  of  the  Church  Council.  It  was  therefore  be- 
lieved that  for  the  time  being  nothing  further  could  be  done  but 
to  have  patience  and  to  remember  that  what  must  be  will  be, 
but  we  wish  heartily  that  the  Altest.  Conf.  would  come  to  the 
aid  of  A.  C.  with  good  advice  in  this  very  much  involved  matter. 

Feb.  8.  (Auf.  Col.)  Since  the  widowed  Sister  Kramsch  received 
today  the  consent  of  the  A.C.  to  live  in  the  two  sick-rooms  of  the 
former  Brothers  House  rent-free,  so  will  thereby  the  room  re- 
served for  her  on  the  lower  floor  of  the  Family  House  be  vacant, 
and  A.C.  set  the  rent  for  this  room  at  $6,  which  Br.  W.L.B.  will 
inform  Sister  Mary  Wohlfarth,  who  asked  for  this  dwelling. 

Since  the  increased  number  of  inhabitants  of  the  Family  House 
causes  a  need  of  fireplaces,  the  vorsteher  was  authorized  on  the 
part  of  A.C.  to  provide  two  fireplaces,  one  on  each  floor,  to  afford 
greater  comfort. 

The  single  Br.  Van  Boner  asks  permission  to  establish  himself 
here  as  hatmaker  partner  with  his  father.  He  thinks  that  when 
he  receives  permission  to  marry,  he  should  at  first  rent  a  place 
in  the  Family  House  until  he  feels  he  has  sufficiently  established 
himself  to  build  or  buy  a  house.  Since  he  is  the  youngest  of  three 
sons  who  work  with  their  father  at  the  hatmaker's  trade,  and 
the  oldest  son,  William,  has  already  received  permission  to  take 
up  this  work  on  his  own  account,  the  president  should  speak 
officially  to  the  father  about  this  matter  and  report  about  it 
before  the  A.C.  gives  further  deliberation. 

Br.  Isaac  Boner  asks  permission  to  cut  chestnut  rails  on  the 
Salem  territory  (property)  and  to  pay  for  them  by  the  hundred. 
A.C.  does  not  wish  to  depart  from  the  rule  that  wood  be  paid 
for  according  to  the  established  timber  price  (money)  after  it 
has  been  cut  according  to  the  advice  of  the  forester. 

Feb.  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Since  two  teachers  are  leaving  the  girls 
school,  Br.  Reichel  wishes  to  secure  in  their  place  two  well  fitted 
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Sisters  from  Pennsylvania  because  the  few  prospects  here  are 
very  young  and  can  be  employed  well  in  the  future;  wherefore 
the  single  Sisters  Mary  Elizabeth  Sautter,  Clem.  Kluge,  and 
Carol  Blech  are  named,  for  whom  Br.  Reichel  will  petition  the 
conference  there,  and  he  is  wished  the  best  of  success. 

Feb.  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  J.  F.  wishes  to  be  allowed  to  move  to 
Salem,  but  since  his  mode  of  life  is  sadder  and  sadder,  it  is  not 
thought  possible  to  grant  his  request. 

Since  John  Stroup  has  asked  the  inspector  of  the  school  for 
little  boys  for  the  admission  of  his  son  in  the  same,  so  A.C.  refers 
to  the  inspector  the  decision  in  this  matter,  with  the  instruction 
that  for  strangers  the  formerly  set  fee  of  $20  is  required. 

The  Stokes  S.S.  Union  asks  for  the  use  of  the  Square,  and,  in 
case  of  rain,  the  church,  on  the  28th  of  March,  for  the  annual 
celebration  of  the  Stokes  S.S.  Union,  to  which  A.C.  has  no 
objection  (for  which  Br.  Bechler  has  been  asked  to  preach  the 
sermon). 

A  brother  recommends  several  lightning  rods  where  they  might 
be  needed,  some  of  them  boxed  in  with  planks  5  or  6  feet  from 
the  ground  up,  in  order  to  prevent  all  possible  damage. 

March  8.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Em.  Shober  offers  $1,000.00  for  the 
house  occupied  at  present  by  Dr.  Kuhln,  when  the  aforesaid 
brother  moves  out.  Also  J.  J.  Blum,  and  Evan  Boner  have  applied 
currently.  A.C.  decided  that  the  aforesaid  house  at  present  is  not 
for  sale,  and  in  any  case,  after  Br.  Schober's  first  bid  in  compari- 
son with  the  frame  house  taken  over  from  Thorn.  Christman 
in  Jan.  1829,  it  is  worth  far  more. 

Church  Street  behind  Br.  Boner's  garden  shall  be  repaired 
at  the  expense  of  the  town  treasury. 

A.C.  proposes  that  a  meeting  of  the  voting  Brethren  be  held 
to  ask  that  there  be  no  shooting  in  the  town  at  unsuitable  times, 
especially  evenings  and  nights,  and  thereby  to  give  notice  that  it 
cannot  be  prevented  if  anyone  applies  the  laws  of  the  land 
against  such  as  do  not  obey  a  brotherly  request. 

March  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  the  schoolhouse  for  little  boys  some 
changes  are  being  made  in  the  school  rooms  which  will  necessi- 
tate change  of  location  of  the  archives  from  there  to  the  north- 
east room  of  the  Gemein  Haus.  Br.  Schaaf  will  have  oversight 
of  the  archives  in  the  future. 

A  letter  has  come  from  Mrs.  Mumford,  maiden  name  Handy, 
who  attended  the  school  in  Bethlehem  and  who  formerly  lived 
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with  her  husband  near  the  Yadkin  River,  but  has  been  for  some 
time  in  New  York  where  she  made  the  acquaintance  of  Br.  Hy. 
Van  Vleck.  She  expresses  to  Br.  Reichel  the  wish  to  move  here 
and  to  become  a  member  of  the  congregation.  Since  one  can 
scarcely  expect  her  to  be  sufficiently  acquainted  with  our  ar- 
rangements, organization,  and  other  circumstances,  and  her 
expectations  might  be  easily  deceived,  the  conference  does  not 
encourage  her  to  take  this  step. 

March  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  Since  the  single  Brother  J.  Hausler 
applies  for  the  former  food  supply  room  of  the  Family  House 
basement,  and  has  expressed  to  the  conference  the  wish  to  marry, 
there  arises  the  question  before  the  Brethren  of  the  Collegium 
whether  this  Brother  can  support  a  family  on  his  salary?  Be- 
cause he  has  shown  himself  here  always  as  an  industrious  and 
frugal  Brother  and  because  others  of  our  members  on  the  same 
and  even  less  salary  have  been  able  to  get  along,  A.  C.  believed 
it  could  harbor  no  valid  doubt,  and  on  the  question  to  grant 
his  petition  the  A.C.  gave  unanimous  consent,  with  the  condition 
that  he  will  continue  to  work  with  Br.  Brietz. 

It  was  brought  up  that  it  would  not  be  out  of  place  to  search 
the  earlier  minutes  concerning  the  site  originally  planned  for 
Reitz's  well.  April  5.  It  was  evident  that  the  Reitz  family  as  well 
as  the  residents  of  the  Family  House  have  equal  rights  to  the 
well,  and  likewise  that  the  repairs  on  same  are  to  be  defrayed 
by  both  parties. 

Br.  Eman.  Reich  makes  request  that  he  take  the  single  Br. 
Theoph.  Vierling  as  a  partner  in  work,  which  was  granted. 

April  7.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  president  read  a  letter  from  Br. 
Mart.  Hauser  in  the  state  of  Indiana,  signed  by  four  of  the 
housefathers  there,  expressing  the  wish  to  have  support  and 
encouragement  in  the  purchase  of  a  piece  of  land  in  their  neigh- 
borhood, on  which  to  build  school  and  meeting  house  with  a  view 
of  establishing  a  country  congregation,  which  could  be  supplied 
by  a  pastor  and  wife  to  whose  support  profits  of  the  land  could 
apply. 

April  19.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Em.  Shober  presented  the  wish  of 
Mr.  William  Shepperd  for  permission  to  be  allowed  to  move  to 
Salem  as  a  stranger  in  order  to  have  his  children  educated  in 
the  schools  here.  In  this  case  Mr.  Shepperd  would  carry  on  his 
business  as  heretofore  and  his  wife  and  children  would  stay 
here.  No  objection  was  raised  against  his  character. 
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Although  synodically  and  according  to  earlier  examples  in 
European  and  Pennsylvania  congregations  such  a  request  can  be 
granted  conditionally,  it  was  thought  on  the  part  of  the  Gemein 
Direction  that  the  matter  should  be  thoroughly  considered  before 
a  precedent  is  set,  which  could  easily  result  in  bad  effects. 

The  widowed  Sister  Boehlo,  in  her  present  straitened  circum- 
stances, asks  for  exemption  from  school  fees  for  her  two  daugh- 
ters (since  Br.  Schaaf  is  paying  for  her  son  Levin)  which  she 
owes  for  two  years  and  is  not  able  to  pay.  A.C.  was  ready  to 
exempt  her  $13  from  the  school  money  and  $13  from  the  other 
treasury. 

Br.  Isaac  Boner  wishes  to  build  a  horse  stable  on  his  back  lot, 
which  is  permitted  with  the  wish  that  in  the  future  he  sets  back 
his  firewood  as  soon  as  possible. 

May  3.  The  application  of  Br.  Burkhardt  to  take  over  candle- 
making  from  Br.  Herbst  was  granted  since  Br.  Vierling,  to 
whom  it  had  been  assigned,  has  given  up  his  house  and  lives 
outside  the  town. 

May  5.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  boy  Christian  Rude,  who  will  be  13 
years  old  this  month,  will  be  taken  by  Br.  Nathaniel  Vogler  to 
learn  the  gunsmith  trade. 

May  17.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  executors  of  the  Rights  estate  have 
declared  that  they  had  no  spermaceti  oil,  nor  do  they  want  to 
handle  any  of  this  article. 

Widow  Foltz  wishes  to  take  into  her  house  her  daughter,  the 
widow  Waggoman.  Since  the  oldest  children  of  the  latter  are 
taken  care  of  elsewhere  and  those  she  has  with  her  will  not  be 
exceptions  to  the  rules,  no  objection  was  found  to  her  moving  to 
her  mother  as  a  stranger,  especially  since  the  widow  Waggoman 
has  evidence  of  a  good  character  and  has  already  expressed  her 
wish  to  be  allowed  to  belong  to  our  congregation. 

The  boy  Traugott  Christ  has  left  school  in  order  temporarily 
to  assist  his  brother. 

June  7.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  proposal  of  the  conference  to  begin  a 
so-called  Madam-School  for  little  children  of  both  sexes  from  3rd 
to  6th  year  under  leadership  of  an  elderly,  experienced  person 
here  in  Salem,  was  for  the  time  being  referred  to  this  board  for 
future  consideration. 

Since  a  fireplace  was  ordered  to  be  added  in  the  passage  next 
to  Sr.  Kramsch's  room  for  use  of  two  persons  living  as  renters, 
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whereby  the  passage  would  be  too  much  filled  with  kitchen 
utensils,  the  vorsteher  requests  that  the  fireplace  be  set  in  the 
west  room,  which  is  granted,  and  since  this  arrangement  is  con- 
nected with  the  cost,  the  proposal  is  approved  that  Mother 
Kramsch  pay  half  the  rent  $3  for  the  use  of  the  half  room,  and  in 
this  case  move  the  household  possessions  out  of  the  passage  into 
the  kitchen  room. 

Br.  Abr.  Steiner,  Jr.,  has  taken  as  helper  a  cabinet-maker 
named  Walker,  with  the  usual  stipulations,  and  wishes  to  carry 
on  at  the  same  time  the  cabinet-maker  trade,  since  he  thinks 
that  with  his  chair-making  alone  he  cannot  get  along.  Since  only 
one  cabinet-maker  is  now  in  the  town,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
several  could  support  themselves  at  this  profession,  and  good 
artisans  are  generally  an  advantage  for  the  whole  town,  A.C. 
consents  to  this  request. 

June  11*.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Em.  Reich  wishes  to  have  built  a  one- 
story  house  east  of  widow  Folz's  lot  for  $500  or  $600  and  next  to 
it  a  shop,  and  in  this  connection  he  requests  permission  to  be- 
come a  citizen  of  the  town.  Since  nothing  has  been  observed 
against  his  character,  and  he  is  also  a  good  workman  in  his 
profession  (shoemaker)  so  that  he  can  well  support  himself  by 
his  trade,  and  he  also  possesses  means  for  building,  therefore 
his  request  is  unanimously  granted.  But  since  the  proposed  lot 
has  not  been  approved  by  Church  Council  for  a  building  lot,  this 
must  first  be  decided  by  the  same. 

Br.  Joh.  Schaffner  asks  permission  to  build  a  washkitchen  and 
a  small  room  on  the  back  of  his  house,  as  well  as  a  porch,  6  feet 
broad,  on  the  front  of  his  house.  The  committee,  consisting  of 
the  Bm.  Senseman,  Linebach,  Benzien,  and  Theod.  Schulz,  will 
examine  the  place  and  make  decision  as  they  think  best. 

Br.  Jac.  Christman  has  handed  in  his  resignation  as  water- 
master.  Since  the  vorsteher  has  been  able  to  secure  no  successor, 
A.  Steiner,  Jr.,  promised  to  serve  in  case  of  necessity.  Since 
there  was  need  of  like  fellows,  Daniel  Rothrock  was  mentioned. 

Br.  David  Spach  of  Friedberg  asks  to  unite  with  the  congrega- 
tion here  and  applies  for  Br.  David  Clewell's  house  and  improve- 
ments. He  wishes  to  learn  the  bookbinder  trade  with  Clewell, 
with  which  he  thinks  of  adding  chest-making  in  order  to  support 
himself.  Br.  Clewell  is  thinking  of  moving  to  Pennsylvania. 

The  wish  of  the  widow  Reitz  to  add  a  spigot  to  the  water  box 
in  the  yard  of  the  Family  House  kitchen  is  not  granted. 
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June  28.  (Auf.  Col.)  With  regard  to  the  burial  of  strangers 
in  our  graveyard,  in  the  future,  care  will  be  taken  to  find  out  as 
nearly  as  possible  the  kind  of  sickness  in  order  to  check  the 
introduction  of  harmful  diseases.  Furthermore,  $1  must  be  paid 
for  the  stranger's  privilege. 

June  30.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  the  last  year  up  to  April  30  the 
community  store  had  a  profit  of  $814.59.  The  surplus  of  the  red 
tannery  is  $178.21%  and  the  white  tannery  $139.10.  The  year's 
report  for  1829-30  of  the  Single  Sisters  Choir  Diaconie  shows 
a  balance  of  $84.97. 

July  12.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Hall's  request  for  a  small  piece  of 
meadowland  at  the  junction  of  the  two  spring  branches  north- 
west of  town  was  unanimously  denied  because  the  water  of  these 
branches  might  easily  be  lost  for  Br.  Nathaniel  Vogler  and  the 
red  and  white  tanneries.  In  turn  Br.  Hall  was  offered  the  upper 
piece  on  the  mill  branch,  for  which  Br.  Hy.  Leinbach  today  gives 
up  his  claims. 

Our  friend  who  lived  outside  (beyond  our  limits) ,  Br.  David 
Dunlap,  at  present  school  teacher  in  Paris,  Kentucky,  has  ex- 
pressed the  wish  several  times  and  now  repeats  it  in  a  letter  to 
Br.  G.  B.  Reichel,  that  the  congregation  in  Salem  would  accept 
him  in  their  midst  in  his  last  years.  He  is  a  widower  and  has  a 
daughter  who  is  well  cared  for.  He  wants  to  have  advice  about 
some  fitting  small  business  whereby  he  can  earn  enough  so  that, 
with  the  help  of  interest  from  $1,600.00  capital  which  he  might 
place  here,  he  would  not  be  a  burden  to  the  congregation.  No 
objection  was  found  to  his  request  and  it  will  be  kept  in  mind 
when  proposal  is  made  for  the  next  vacancy  in  the  boys  school. 

The  president  received  the  order  to  remind  Br.  Hagen  that  he 
has  not  yet  notified  the  A.C.  that  a  certain  Miss  J.  Wilson  will 
learn  the  tailor  trade  with  him. 

July  26.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  president  has  spoken  with  Br.  Hagen, 
who  apologized  very  much  that  he  has  not  made  the  announce- 
ment sooner  that  Miss  Wilson  is  working  with  him  at  the  tailor 
trade  and  learning  the  art  of  cutting. 

Br.  Herbst  has  given  notice  that  he  has  taken  into  service  as 
maid  a  certain  Flint,  and  likewise  Br.  H.  Leinbach  a  certain 
Reed. 

Br.  Em.  Reich's  building  plans  were  presented  and  accepted 
and  it  was  noticed  that  the  house  and  shop  would  be  completed 
for  him  for  $750. 
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The  president  was  requested  to  give  earnest  warning  to  Br. 
Winkler  against  the  sale  of  strong  drink  to  habitual  drinkers  and 
much  less  to  boys,  and  in  general  against  keeping  a  Tippling 
Shop. 

Aug.  9.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  president  has  spoken  to  Br.  Winkler, 
who  says  that  he  has  never  sold  liquor  and  asks  that  a  watchful 
eye  be  kept  on  his  "tippling  shop." 

Br.  Ph.  Reich  asks  permission  to  build  a  small  dwelling  on 
his  lot,  a  little  house  for  his  aunt  Verona  which  will  cost  about 
$150  and  will  be  payed  for  by  her  and  will  sometimes  serve  him 
as  a  shop. 

Aug.  23.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  single  Brother  C.  Kremer,  of  Lititz, 
who  has  been  with  us  for  some  time,  expresses  the  wish  to  become 
a  member  of  the  congregation  here  and  to  carry  on  his  trade 
as  a  saddler.  At  the  same  time  the  president  presented  a  like 
request  from  the  single  Brother  Brillhard,  of  York,  Pennsylvania. 
Of  these  two  Brethren,  the  first  is  recommended  on  account  of  his 
skill  in  his  trade ;  both  have  good  recommendation  as  to  character. 

Aug.  27.  (Auf.  Col.)  Because  during  time  of  the  evening  meet- 
ings some  boys  are  behaving  noisily  in  the  street,  to  no  little 
disturbance  of  several  families,  and  others  in  meeting  are  ac- 
customed to  sit  in  unbecoming  manner,  the  rightful  authorities 
will  seek  to  correct  these  disorders. 

Sept.  6.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  single  Sister  Charlotte  Hamilton  has 
moved  from  Friedberg  to  Salem  to  her  uncle  Adam  Butner's. 

Sept.  20.  (Auf.  Col.)  Pastor  Shober  wishes  to  buy  from  the 
Gemein  Diaconie  an  acre  of  land  in  the  neighborhood  of  his 
paper  mill7  for  some  of  his  Negroes,  in  case  he  can  sell  the  paper 
mill. 

Oct.  18.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  J.  C.  Bloom  (Blum)  wishes  to  carry  on 
the  rag  business  since  he  has  bought  Pastor  Shober's  paper  mill. 
Br.  Bloom  promises  not  to  sell  for  money  the  goods  which  he  will 
have  in  town,  but  merely  to  exchange  them  for  rags.  The  request 
is  granted  with  the  above  conditions. 

Since  Br.  M.  has  given  offense  recently  and  publicly  on  the 
outside  through  repeated  evil  conduct,  A.  C.  can  no  longer  be 
silent,  and  mindful  that  one  should  not  become  too  weary  in 

7  The  paper  mill  was  located  west  of  Salem  on  Peter's  Creek  near  where  the  creek  is 
crossed  today  by  Academy  Street. 
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remembering  such  unfortunate  persons,  the  president  is  re- 
quested to  speak  earnestly  and  brotherly  with  him  and  to  show 
him  the  deserved  results  in  case  no  improvement  is  seen  on 
these  points. 

Br.  Benzien  asked  about  a  circus  performance  to  take  place  on 
October  22.  Br.  Warner  seems  to  have  dealt  with  the  manager 
of  the  circus,  and  to  have  made  preparation  for  its  reception. 
Since  we  know  from  experience  that  refusal  of  such  a  perform- 
ance can  have  only  the  effect  that  old  and  young  stream  out  to 
a  neighboring  town  (Waughtown)  to  attend  the  show  (whereby 
there  is  a  greater  opportunity  for  disorders),  and  since  further- 
more this  performance  of  all  sorts  of  tricks  is  in  itself  harmless, 
but  there  is  the  tendency  to  lead  to  harmful  things,  so  the  A.  C. 
was  silent  as  to  opinion  in  giving  permission  for  this  perform- 
ance, of  course  with  the  condition,  that  if  anything  unseemly 
should  be  feared,  this  would  be  forbidden  in  advance. 

Nov.  15.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  president  stated  that  he  had  spoken 
with  Br.  M.  and  had  received  from  him  the  promise  of  early 
improvement. 

Nov.  29.  (Auf.  Col.)  It  is  announced  that  for  an  indefinite 
time  no  firewood  at  all  is  to  be  cut  down. 

In  the  known  Negro  affair  a  slave  (Judith)  of  the  widow  Reitz 
and  a  slave  of  Br.  Adam  Butner  have  been  involved  and  even 
if  there  is  no  legal  proof  produced  of  their  accused  crime,  still 
evidence  should  be  produced  which  gives  a  strong  suspicion  of 
this  evil.  The  A.  C.  will  be  glad  if  Dr.  Shuman  prepares  a  legal 
investigation  before  some  outside  justice.  After  the  outcome  we 
can  proceed  further. 

Dec.  13.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Levering  wants  to  arrange  an  ex- 
change with  Br.  Fries  whereby  the  former  is  to  move  into  Fries's 
house  and  thinks  he  can  support  himself  with  his  tailor  work 
without  continuing  the  known  Fries  corner  business.  Fries  will 
be  busy  principally  with  his  building  work  and  is  willing  to  sign 
a  lease  prepared  according  to  the  congregation  ordinances. 

Dec.  27.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  fire  committee  reported  that  on  ac- 
count of  the  nearness  of  the  hay  and  straw  stacks  of  Br.  A. 
Butner,  there  is  great  danger  of  fire  to  his  house  and  to  others. 
Br.  Butner  will  be  cautioned  by  the  president  not  to  set  up  his 
stacks  any  more  within  the  town,  but  to  make  use  of  the  piece  of 
land  as  other  citizens. 
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The  request  of  Dr.  Shuman  to  clear  more  land  was  postponed 
for  further  consideration  in  the  new  year,  although  one  didn't 
feel  right  in  making  an  exception  of  the  outstanding  rule  with 
him,  nor  does  Dr.  Shuman  possess  an  exclusive  right  to  demand 
the  above.  But  there  is  no  objection  to  allowing  him  to  clear  the 
"Kettle"  in  the  bottom  above  the  so-called  Long  Pond,  but  on 
condition  that  he  doesn't  go  above  the  line. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Bethabara,  1830. 

Jan.  1.  Albert  Augustus  Butner,  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Chn. 
Butner,  born  December  1829,  was  baptized. 

Jan.  3.  No  church  services  on  account  of  heavy  rain. 

Jan.  11.  Br.  John  Butner  returned  from  the  session  of  the 
Assembly  in  Raleigh. 

Jan.  2Jf.  W.  Mich.  Daub  preached  in  the  Noll  settlement  and 
many  of  our  people  attended. 

For  more  than  a  week  it  was  cold  with  northwest  wind,  but 
for  several  days  it  has  been  clear  and  warm  with  southwest 
wind.  There  was  stormy  wind  on  some  days. 

Jan.  31.  Weather  has  been  cold  and  so  dry  that  water  begins 
to  fail  at  the  mill. 

Feb.  H.  This  week  the  weather  was  lovely. 
Sore  eyes  with  severe  catarrh  have  affected  a  number  of  our 
people,  young  and  old. 

Feb.  25.  Upon  invitation  Br.  Bechler  preached  the  anniversary 
sermon  for  the  Sunday  School.  There  were  57  scholars  present. 
Afterwards  was  election  of  new  officers :  Presidents,  Chn.  Jacob- 
son  and  Sam  G.  Fockel;  vice-presidents,  John  Butner,  Sr.,  and 
Jos.  Krause;  secretary,  Chr.  Lash;  treasurer,  Joseph  Butner; 
managers,  Jno.  Spach,  John  Hine,  and  Chn.  Hauser. 

The  health  of  the  people  is  good,  except  for  sore  eyes.  This  eye 
trouble  is  widespread  among  our  people  and  neighbors. 

Weather  was  dry  and  not  so  cold. 

March  1.  There  was  considerable  rain,  which  continued  through 
the  night  with  interruptions. 

March  16,  A  heavy  rain  began  which  lasted  two  days, 
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March  21.  In  the  morning  there  was  Sunday  School  and  in  the 
afternoon  the  scholars  marched  singing  in  procession  through  the 
village. 

April  11.  On  this  resurrection  morn  there  was  the  usual  pro- 
cession to  God's  Acre  and  prayers  of  the  Easter  liturgy.  Un- 
fortunately, there  was  no  band  for  music  because  players  of  one 
or  two  necessary  instruments  were  not  present. 

The  weather  this  week  was  pleasant  with  a  little  rain  at  night. 
It  continues  dry.  Vegetable  life  is  growing  well  and  there  is  no 
damage  to  fruit. 

April  25.  Heavy  rain. 

May  23.  Heavy  rain  fell  and  continued  through  the  night. 

May  30.  This  month  there  was  generally  good  health  except 
for  colds  caused  by  change  in  temperature.  For  days  it  would 
be  very  warm  and  then  change  to  very  cool  weather.  There  was 
rain  in  season  but  no  frost,  so  that  we  expect  a  bountiful  harvest 
of  fruit,  especially  peaches,  and  good  field  and  garden  crops. 

June  13.  The  past  week  everyone  was  busy  with  hay-making. 
Weather  have  been  favorable  but  too  dry  for  the  gardens. 

June  20.  Last  week  there  was  rain  but  the  soil  thirsts  for  more. 

June  27.  The  heat  was  very  oppressive.  For  five  weeks  there 
has  been  no  rain  of  consequence.  Garden  crops  are  withering. 
The  mills  cannot  grind  meal.  Wheat  has  been  brought  under 
roof;  heads  are  larger  and  kernels  more  filled-out  than  for  20 
years  past. 

July  3.  This  afternoon  a  heavy  rain  brought  an  end  to  the  long 
drought.  A  whirlwind  rose  in  the  neighborhood  but  passed  over 
fences  and  fields  without  damage. 

July  U.  There  was  English  preaching  today  in  connection  with 
the  celebration  of  our  national  observance. 

July  5.  It  rained  for  several  hours. 

July  10.  Heavy  rain  at  night. 

July  25.  Heat  and  dry  weather  continue.  The  welsch  corn 
suffers,  and  also  the  gardens.  Corn  is  being  cut  for  fodder  since 
it  has  no  ears.  There  has  been  little  growth  in  the  neighborhood 
and  here  a  small  harvest  is  expected. 
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Aug.  1.  Heat  was  very  oppressive. 

Aug.  5.  Heinrich  Stohr  was  so  weak  that  the  end  seemed  to  be 
near.  He  suffered  from  fits  of  asthma.  He  improved  a  little  but 
relapsed  into  a  more  serious  condition  than  formerly.  Saturday 
night  he  lost  consciousness.  At  one  o'clock  in  the  morning  he 
received  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  for  his  home-going  and  at  three 
o'clock  he  stopped  breathing.  He  became  reconciled  to  his  long 
and  painful  illness ;  he  sought  and  found  forgiveness  so  that  with 
peace  and  resignation  he  reached  the  end  of  his  journey.  His  age 
was  47  %  years. 

Aug.  9.  A  heavy  rain  fell  during  Br.  Stohr's  funeral. 

Aug.  15.  The  children's  festival  was  omitted  for  lack  of  meal 
(for  lovefeast  buns)  due  to  the  dry  weather  and  was  postponed 
until  the  26th  of  September. 

Aug.  22.  On  account  of  lack  of  meal  due  to  shortage  of  water, 
several  families  have  been  compelled  to  substitute  potatoes.  Br. 
Jno.  Butner  tried  to  run  a  mill  with  his  horse,  but  had  the  mis- 
fortune to  lose  the  horse  thereby.  Farmers  are  busy  with  the 
second  crop  of  hay  but  it  is  short  and  thin. 

Aug.  29.  Last  Saturday  Br.  Christian  Butner  had  a  vendue 
(sale)  since  he  intends  to  move  to  Illinois  the  5th  of  next  month. 

Sept.  5.  No  church  or  Sunday  School  meetings  were  held  today 
since  a  camp  meeting  was  held  by  the  Methodists  in  the  neighbor- 
hood and  most  of  our  people  went  there.  The  Choir  festival  an- 
nounced for  the  7th  will  have  to  be  postponed  on  account  of  the 
lack  of  meal. 

Sept.  12.  There  was  heavy  rain  for  an  hour  today. 

Sept.  19.  Church  service  was  omitted  since  the  pastor  was 
obliged  to  attend  the  second  anniversary  of  the  Sunday  School 
in  Pfafftown. 

Sept.  29.  The  drought  continued  this  month.  Now  there  has 
been  rain  to  fill  the  streams  so  that  the  mills  can  grind  again.  The 
harvest  of  welsch  corn  has  begun;  it  looks  better  than  we  had 
expected. 

Oct.  7.  During  the  meeting  of  the  Wachovia  Society  for  the 
Heathen,  there  began  a  rather  heavy  rain  that  continued  all  day, 
the  first  of  its  kind  we  have  had  for  four  months. 
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Oct.  9.  Today  there  was  a  vendue  at  Stohr's. 

Oct  17.  There  have  been  two  rainy  days. 
Br.  John  Buttner,  Jr.,  after  difficulty  with  Michael  Hauser,  has 
bought  Stohr's  house  and  lot. 

Nov.  7.  After  English  preaching  there  was  baptism  of  Theodor 
Theophilus  Hein,  born  October  22,  1830,  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  John 
Hein. 

Nov.  21.  A  new  committee  was  elected  as  follows :  John  Spach, 
Jos.  Krause,  Saml.  Krause,  &  Jno.  Butner. 

Nov.  28.  Church  service  was  omitted  on  account  of  heavy  rain. 

In  the  first  half  of  the  month,  cold  mornings  with  frost  and 
warmer  weather  towards  the  middle  of  the  day;  in  the  latter 
part,  rain.  Weather  has  been  favorable  for  gardens  at  this  time 
of  year.  Wheat  looks  good. 

Dec.  5.  After  several  fair  days  today  came  a  cold  rain. 

Dec.  12.  In  spite  of  heavy  rain,  a  Thanksgiving  sermon  was 
preached  here  today,  well  attended.  The  rain  continued  until 
Wednesday. 

Dec.  20.  It  was  cold  until  the  middle  of  the  week ;  then  the  sky 
became  cloudy  and  rain  followed,  only  a  little  rain  until  six 
o'clock  and  then  heavy  rain  all  through  the  night.  Christmas 
lovefeast  was  held  at  6:30.  Br.  J.  Renatus  Smith  spoke  at  the 
service  and  returned  to  Salem  afterwards.  The  church  was 
beautifully  decorated.  The  sermon  for  Christmas  Day  was  post- 
poned until  the  following  day  because  of  a  military  muster  in  the 
neighborhood  and  a  public  vendue  in  town  that  was  to  be  held 
at  the  home  of  Br.  Henry  Hein,  but  the  latter  did  not  take  place. 

Dec.  26.  There  was  some  rain  today. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Bethania,  1830. 

Jan.  30.  Held  the  four-weekly  instruction  after  preaching  in 
PfafFtown,  at  which  was  baptized  a  child  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Sailor 
with  the  name  Clarissa  Margaretha,  born  Dec.  25,  1829. 

Jan.  31.  Today's  services  were  reading,  English  preaching, 
lovefeast,  and  Holy  Communion.  It  was  very  cold,  which  might 
have  kept  away  more  members  than  usual  from  the  latter,  but 
also  indifference  and  ill  will  were  among  them.  But  for  those 
present  there  was  a  real  blessing. 
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Feb.  7.  A  heavy  snow  fell  in  the  night. 

Feb.  9.  Visited  Jacob  Conrad,  whose  daughter  Amanda  has 
gone  to  the  boarding  school  in  Salem. 

Feb.  16.  Sore  eyes  with  catarrh  have  affected  many  people. 

Feb.  25.  This  evening  W.  Rosenmuller,  Lutheran  preacher 
who  lives  in  the  neighborhood  of  Germantown,  preached  here  on 
invitation. 

March  5.  We  visited  at  Solomon  Spoenhauer's  and  brought 
home  from  that  neighborhood  a  servant  girl,  daughter  of  John 
Henry  Spoenhauer,  named  Mehela. 

March  16.  Br.  and  Sr.  Strub  celebrated  quietly  their  fiftieth 
anniversary,  with  only  children,  grandchildren,  and  a  few 
friends. 

March  22  to  2h.  On  a  visit  to  Mendenhall's  in  Guilford  County. 

April  2.  Visited  Sr.  Hannah  Spoenhauer  and  at  the  request 
of  Br.  John  Butner  in  Bethabara,  a  sick  Negress. 

April  5  to  7.  The  meetings  were  not  so  well  attended  as  had 
been  expected,  partly  because  of  field  work  with  most  folks  busy 
sowing  welsch  corn. 

April  8.  Holy  Communion  was  not  so  well  attended,  partly 
because  of  the  continued  dissension  in  the  T.  family. 

April  9.  Baptized  Henry  Clinton  Wilson  and  Maria  Minerva 
Butner. 

April  13.  Today  it  was  reported  that  the  widow  Sr.  Susanna 
Loesch,  who  attended  the  Holy  Week  and  Easter  services  here, 
was  badly  injured  on  her  return  to  Germantown  where  she 
now  lives,  when  the  horse  shied  and  the  wagon  overturned  while 
still  in  town.  Most  serious  injury  is  a  broken  collar  bone,  but 
it  seems  that  her  life  is  not  in  danger. 

April  19  to  21.  Was  absent  three  days  on  an  excursion  to  the 
Sauratown  Mountains. 

April  26.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Schor.  He  had  had  another 
attack  of  his  old  leg  trouble,  but  he  is  much  improved. 

April  27  to  30.  The  pastor's  house  was  whitewashed. 
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May  8.  We  were  invited  to  the  birthday  celebration  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Isaac  Pfaff. 

May  29.  Preached  in  Pfafftown.  Instruction  of  children  was 
omitted  because  they  were  not  well  prepared. 

May  31.  There  were  attacks  of  summer  complaint,  but  not 
unusual,  as  well  as  cold3  caused  by  quick  changes  of  weather. 

June  2.  Census  was  taken  today  by  Mr.  Hill,  who  also  col- 
lected the  county  tax. 

June  7.  Everyone  began  making  hay  in  favorable  weather. 

June  10.  Letters  bring  report  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Eder's  safe  ar- 
rival on  March  8  at  St.  Thomas  and  of  their  appointment  for 
St.  Croix. 

June  13.  Not  many  were  at  church.  It  was  a  very  hot  day. 
Garden  vegetables  suffer  from  drought,  especially  cucumbers 
and  beans. 

June  28.  There  is  no  sickness  in  our  community.  Along  the 
river,  to  the  north,  and  also  in  Friedberg  there  is  fever. 

July  Jf.  After  prayers  of  the  church  litany  there  was  a  sermon 
appropriate  for  the  National  Celebration,  with  Scripture  ref- 
erence John  8 :36.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  song  service.  Also 
there  was  before  the  sermon  thankful  prayer  for  the  gracious 
rain  which  refreshed  the  earth  yesterday  in  two  heavy  showers. 

July  7.  Today  Br.  Benj.  Oppelt  closed  his  school,  perhaps 
permanently.  He  expects  to  receive  in  August  a  school  appoint- 
ment with  Solomon  Spoenhauer. 

July  13.  Several  members  have  been  suffering  from  attacks 
of  colic. 

July  28.  At  the  request  of  Br.  Christian  Lash  and  other 
creditors,  it  was  decided  to  hold  a  legal  sale  of  the  property  of 
Br.  Oehman.  The  sale  will  take  place  on  Monday,  August  9, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors. 

July  31.  Br.  Bechler  visited  and  preached  at  the  usual  time 
the  four-weekly  sermon  in  Pfafftown  to  a  large  congregation. 
Unfortunately,  there  was  a  muster  in  the  neighborhood  on  this 
day,  and  in  Bethabara  tax  collection,  which  hindered  many. 
It  was  very  hot. 
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Aug.  1.  It  seems  that  Br.  Oehman  has  found  means  of  pre- 
venting the  above  mentioned  sale  by  satisfying  his  creditors. 

Aug.  11.  There  was  election  for  the  state  legislature,  with 
no  serious  disturbance. 

Aug.  13.  By  borrowing  meal  and  by  the  willingness  of  some 
of  our  members  to  do  the  baking,  although  it  was  not  their 
turn,  it  has  been  possible  to  prepare  for  the  lovefeast.  This  oc- 
casion has  shown  that  as  a  whole  the  congregation  is  with  us, 
and  only  one  family,  with  its  affiliates,  is  contrary. 

Aug.  15,  Sunday.  There  was  the  festival  of  the  Thirteenth  of 
August  with  much  blessing,  although  the  above  mentioned 
family  connections  were  absent  from  the  meetings. 

Aug.  16.  Visited  by  request  the  aged  John  Krause,  who  the 
day  before  seemed  to  be  near  death.  Today  he  was  better.  I  went 
from  there  to  Salem  and  returned  in  the  evening.  In  the  above 
mentioned  man's  house  I  baptized  the  little  daughter  of  a  neigh- 
bor, D.  Petry  (Petree). 

Aug.  18.  Went  by  request  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Solomon  Spoenhauer 
to  baptize  their  sick  child,  who  received  the  name  Susan  Pamelia. 

Aug.  20.  Today  I  was  called  to  visit  Br.  Christian  Conrad, 
who  since  Saturday,  after  return  from  a  trip  to  South  Carolina, 
has  lain  with  a  raging  fever.  He  seemed  to  be  better,  but  feared 
that  he  would  depart  this  life.  Thus  there  was  opportunity  for 
a  hearty  conversation  with  the  pastor,  which  afforded  consola- 
tion. 

Aug.  21.  On  invitation  I  visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Schaub, 
who  besides  celebrating  with  some  friends  and  neighbors  a 
double  birthday,  were  moving  into  their  recently  built  brick 
house. 

Aug.  26.  Attended  the  fiftieth  anniversary  celebration  of  Hope 
Church. 

Aug.  30.  An  unexpected  report  informed  us  that  Br.  Chrn. 
Conrad  fell  peacefully  asleep  last  night  about  3  o'clock.  Aug.  31. 
At  midday  the  funeral  was  held  in  English.  Attendance  was 
large.  He  was  born  27  April  1806.  His  parents  were  Br.  and 
Sr.  Jacob  and  Catharina  Conrad.  On  21  December  1828  he 
married  Maria  Philipps,  who  did  not  belong  to  our  congregation 
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and  does  not  yet.  He  left  a  small  daughter  named  Elvira  Berylla. 
He  was  an  esteemed  teacher  in  the  Sunday  School  in  Pfafftown, 
loved  and  respected. 

Throughout  the  month  our  people  have  been  spared  sickness 
of  all  kinds. 

Sept.  2.  Went  to  the  Rural  Pastors  Conference  in  Salem,  at 
which  among  other  things  was  discussed  the  unpleasant  dis- 
turbance8 of  the  Thirteenth  of  August.  There  were  proposals 
for  improvement.  Brought  home  with  us  the  little  Lucinda  Blum, 
who  will  be  a  maidservant  in  our  home. 

Sept.  3.  Today  began  the  annual  camp  meeting  in  our  neigh- 
borhood. 

Sept.  5.  Although  most  of  the  people,  especially  the  younger 
members,  were  absent  attending  the  camp  meeting  of  the  Method- 
ists in  the  neighborhood,  the  few  present  attended  an  early 
meeting  with  reading  and  a  service  with  an  address  on  the  Text 
for  the  Day.  I  visited  several  times  at  Schaub's  where  Br.  Schaub 
lies  sick  with  fever. 

Sept.  18.  There  was  a  show  here  of  strange  animals,  among 
them  an  elephant  10  feet  high,  which  attracted  many  curious 
onlookers. 

Sept.  19.  Br.  Bechler  came  to  us  in  the  evening,  who  after 
reading  held  public  preaching,  and  then  went  to  Pfafftown  for 
the  second  anniversary  of  the  Sunday  School  there.  He  de- 
livered an  address  in  English,  standing  under  a  tree,  to  a  large 
audience,  after  which  a  report  was  read  and  there  was  the 
baptism  of  a  neighbor's  child  (Lewis  Miiller's).  In  the  evening 
Br.  Bechler  returned  to  Salem. 

Sept.  21.  Harvest  of  welschkom  begins. 

Oct.  Jf.  Was  the  funeral  of  the  married  Maria  Catharina  Haus- 
er  (maiden  name  Conrad),  who  with  her  husband  Christian 
Hauser  formerly  belonged  to  our  congregation.  Visited,  as  I  have 
done  frequently,  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Schaub.  Br.  Schaub  has  been 
sick  for  four  weeks  with  fever  and  other  troubles,  is  still  weak, 
but  not  in  danger. 

Oct.  17.  Farmers  are  busy  spreading  manure  since  it  is  high 
time  to  sow  wheat,  only  at  present  it  is  too  wet  to  plow. 


8  A  local  disagreement  in  Bethania. 
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Oct.  20.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Samuel  Hauser  on  their  planta- 
tion eight  miles  from  here. 

Oct.  23.  Br.  and  Sr.  Thomas  Pfohl,  Jr.,  came  from  Friedland 
to  visit  us. 

Oct.  2Jf.  Br.  Pfohl  preached  the  German  sermon  after  the 
preceding  reading  and  in  the  evening  conducted  the  song  serv- 
ice. 

Oct.  25.  Today  Br.  Herrman  Butner,  in  company  with  Emanuel 
Schor,  set  out  for  West  Tennessee  whither  he  travels  with  a 
load  of  rifles  for  sale. 

In  the  evening  I  visited  Br.  Henry  Hein  in  Bethabara,  who 
has  suffered  for  some  days  with  an  affliction  of  his  chest. 

Oct.  30.  Today  was  the  monthly  meeting  in  Pfafftown,  at 
which  was  the  baptism  of  the  infant  son  of  Martin  Holder, 
named  Joseph  Newton. 

Oct.  31.  The  continued  warm  weather  seems  to  give  rapid 
growth  to  the  turnips,  and  cabbage  is  heading  well.  Otherwise 
there  will  be  no  vegetables  for  winter.  Health  is  generally  good. 

Nov.  1.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Miller  and  the  widow  Betsy 
Krieger,  whose  son  Timotheus  broke  his  leg  last  Thursday.  The 
bone  has  been  set  well  and  seems  to  show  no  unusual  symptoms. 

Nov.  7.  Today  at  early  church  meeting  W.  Mich.  Daub9 
preached  upon  invitation. 

Nov.  9.  We  visited  Sr.  Elisabeth  Strub,  whose  husband  went 
yesterday  with  our  Br.  Grabs  to  Fayetteville. 

Nov.  22.  Today  Mr.  Meneffie  began  a  school  here. 

Nov.  27.  There  was  the  monthly  meeting  in  Pfafftown  with 
instruction  and  the  baptism  of  the  infant  daughter  of  Daniel 
Spoenhauer,  born  the  23rd. 

Nov.  29.  Visited  the  widow  Sarah  Stockburger  4  miles  from 
here.  Evening  school  began  with  7  young  people. 

Nov.  30.  Visited  the  families  of  Isaac  Pfaff,  Mich.  Sailor,  and 
Jacob  Conrad.  Baptized  a  child  of  a  neighbor. 

Dec.  6.  Visited  Br.  John  Schor,  who  has  a  bad  cold  and  is 
very  uncomfortable. 


9  A  Methodist  minister. 
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Dec.  9.  Sr.  Amy  Hauser  (Saddler's)  is  seriously  ill. 

Dec.  12.  After  the  reading  of  a  memoir  there  was  a  Harvest 
sermon.  The  evening  meeting  was  omitted  because  for  the  fourth 
Sunday  there  was  rain.  After  the  sermon  there  was  the  bap- 
tism of  a  Negro  child. 

Dec.  IJf  and  15.  The  rain  has  continued,  especially  heavy  at 
first.  Since  the  creek  is  so  flooded,  for  the  past  two  days  it  can- 
not be  crossed,  yet  the  mills  can  grind. 

Dec.  16.  Received  an  invitation  to  go  to  PfafFtown  to  attend 
the  wedding  of  single  Br.  Jonathan  Leinbach  and  the  single  Sr. 
Maria  Pfaff,  daughter  of  Peter  Pfaff ,  at  the  home  of  her  father. 

Dec.  25.  A  mild  foggy  rain  continued  for  the  first  part  of  the 
day.  There  was  English  sermon  at  the  usual  time  but  no  other 
meeting.  In  the  afternoon  baptized  a  child  of  Jonas  Werner  at 
the  mill,  and  visited  young  Sam  Stauber,  whose  child  has  suf- 
fered for  some  time  with  a  recurring  ulcer. 

Dec.  30.  With  voluntary  help  of  most  of  the  families  of  the 
congregation,  our  God's  Acre  was  cleaned  today  and  planted  with 
cedars. 

Dec.  31.  After  the  closing  meetings  at  Bethabara  in  the  after- 
noon, we  had  here  lovefeast  at  8  o'clock,  the  Memorabilia  was 
read  at  9 :30,  and  at  11 :30  we  gathered  to  celebrate  the  close 
of  the  year.  At  the  last  two  services  there  was  a  big  crowd 
present,  which  was  very  quiet  during  worship,  but  between 
time  there  was  some  little  disturbance  by  shooting. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Friedberg,  1830. 

Jan.  1.  For  the  turn  of  the  year  there  was  the  usual  service 
and  afterwards  the  baptism  of  the  infant  daughter  of  Br.  and 
Sr.  Martin  &  Rosina  Rothrock,  named  Anna  Maria. 

Jan.  3.  Preaching  was  omitted  at  Hope.  In  the  afternoon  we 
went  to  Salem. 

Jan.  6.  I  was  called  to  visit  Willy  Peddycoart,  who  is  very 
sick.  Today  a  horse-trader  came  by  from  Wythe  (County)  in 
Virginia — providentially  for  us — for  we  bought  a  horse  from 
him. 


Jan.  llf.  Slaughtered  a  calf. 
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Jan.  23.  At  lovefeast  there  were  54  attendants.  Afterwards 
there  was  the  baptism  of  a  neighbor's  child  in  the  home  of  the 
grandfather,  Br.  Fischer. 

Jan.  24.  There  was  English  preaching  on  the  parable  of  "The 
Tares  in  the  Wheat."  Sunday  School  was  73  strong  and  new 
classes  were  arranged.  Everybody  was  happy.  Both  of  us  had 
colds  this  week. 

Jan.  31.  There  was  a  German  sermon  on  "The  Feeding  of 
the  Five  Thousand." 

Feb.  2.  In  the  night  I  was  called  to  the  dying  William  Peddy- 
coart,  whom  I  have  visited  for  several  days. 

Feb.  3.  In  the  afternoon  went  to  Salem  and  used  the  new 
young  horse.  The  following  day,  after  attending  Land  Arbeiter 
Conference,  we  came  home. 

Feb.  6.  For  the  bi-monthly  prayer  meeting  for  the  Sunday 
School  affairs,  only  a  few  came. 

Feb.  7.  It  snowed  and  no  one  came  to  Sunday  School.  Yester- 
day evening  Br.  John  George  Spach  had  the  misfortune  to  be 
dangerously  kicked  by  his  young  stallion. 

Feb.  llf.  Br.  Thomas  Rominger  suffered  a  stroke. 

Feb.  21.  After  the  introductory  service  of  the  Passion  Time, 
in  the  afternoon  I  was  called  to  the  above  mentioned  Rominger, 
who  lives  beyond  Muddy  Creek. 

March  1.  Visited  the  sick  in  the  surrounding  neighborhood, 
including  Thomas  Rominger,  who  lives  the  other  side  of  Muddy 
Creek  near  Lewis  Mulligan.  Last  Sunday  Pastor  Schober  visit- 
ed the  Sunday  School  in  Hope  and  preached  to  the  satisfaction 
of  all. 

March  10.  The  burial  of  Lewis  Parmenio  Walk,  infant  son 
of  Lydia  and  Charles  Christian  Walk,  who  died  yesterday. 
On  the  following  days  I  made  visits  on  horseback. 

April  U,  Palm  Sunday.  After  the  preaching  at  Hope  there  was 
the  baptism  of  the  child  John  William  Clemons,  son  of  neigh- 
bors William  Clemons  and  his  wife  Sr.  Maria  Clemons  (maiden 
name  Hanes,  daughter  of  Philip),  born  January  4.  We  have 
been  extraordinarily  busy  with  house  and  garden  duties. 
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April  8,  Maundy  Thursday.  At  Hope  there  was  the  funeral 
of  the  single  Sr.  Anna  Maria  Koch  (Cook),  who  died  on  the  6th. 
Afterwards  there  was  the  reading,  well  attended,  followed  by 
lovefeast  and  Holy  Communion. 

April  9.  There  was  Holy  Communion  for  communicants  only, 
attended  by  65.  At  the  lovefeast  the  married  Sr.  Elisabeth  Spach 
(maiden  name  Shott),  following  instruction,  was  confirmed. 

April  10,  Great  Sabbath.  In  the  afternoon  there  assembled 
members  of  the  committee  and  their  wives,  the  Saaldiener, 
teachers  of  Sunday  School,  and  others  for  lovefeast  and  prayer 
meeting,  which  is  called  the  annual  Workers  Feast. 

April  11,  Easter  Sunday.  In  the  morning  at  Friedberg  and 
in  the  afternoon  at  Hope,  there  were  many  attentive  listeners. 
Everything  was  quiet. 

April  13.  Busy  with  whitewashing,  scrubbing,  and  other 
household  duties  as  well  as  visiting  in  the  neighborhood. 

April  18.  In  Friedberg  there  was  German  sermon  for  the 
Sunday  School  Reward  Day.  After  the  sermon  there  was  the 
baptism  of  a  child  of  the  neighborhood.  This  week  we  have  been 
busy  with  corn  planting,  garden  work,  etc.,  and  with  the  bleach- 
ing of  linen. 

April  21.  Visited  John  Slater,  whose  wife  sent  for  me  last 
night.  She  seemed  perplexed  and  desired  to  have  instruction 
about  the  salvation  of  her  soul.  She  was  directed  to  the  atoning 
sacrifice  of  Jesus. 

April  25.  Since  many  of  the  officers  of  the  Sunday  School 
were  absent  and  there  were  many  scholars  and  other  hearers 
present,  I  took  care  of  all  the  latter  with  the  public  sermon. 

April  26.  Fetched  our  dear  father  from  Salem  and  on  the 
way  visited  John  Markland,  who  was  sick,  and  who  received 
our  converse  with  joy,  as  he  confessed. 

April  28.  We  had  delightful  times  with  our  dear  father  and 
made  several  visits  in  the  neighborhood.  Today  was  the  annual 
church  cleaning. 

May  2.  At  Hope  there  was  a  full  church.  On  the  way  back  I 
visited  the  sick  and  was  overtaken  by  a  storm. 
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May  12.  The  following  were  received  into  the  church  after 
instruction:  The  boys  Jonathan  Rothrock  and  James  Fischer; 
the  girls  Charlotte  Frey,  Anna  Rippel,  Elisabeth  Vogler,  Anna 
Carolina  Rothrock,  Anna  Rosina  Fishel,  Anna  Elisabeth  Tesch, 
and  the  married  John  Ledford  Swaim. 

May  17.  It  is  hoped  that  a  disagreement  that  has  arisen  in 
the  Spach  family  will  soon  be  smoothed  over. 

I  returned  from  my  visit  to  Bethabara,  Bethania,  and  Salem. 

May  30.  After  the  Whit  Sunday  sermon  in  German,  which 
was  well  attended,  there  was  the  baptism  of  the  little  daughter 
of  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  (son  of  Philip)  and  Maria  Seiz  (Sides), 
born  May  13,  named  Salome.  After  that  there  was  the  baptism 
of  the  married  Br.  John  Ledford  Swaim,  which  affected  us 
deeply.  He  had  previously  received  instruction.  In  our  room  I 
baptized  the  infant  son  of  Jacob  (son  of  John)  and  Elisabeth 
(maiden  name  Chitty)  Spach,  Jr.  This  baptism  brought  the 
number  of  baptized  children  of  the  Brethren  here  to  1000. 

June  20.  Wheat  harvest  is  reasonably  good.  Weather  has  been 
cool.  Several  families  have  fever. 

July  1.  The  single  Sr.  Catharina  Hekedorn  came  from  Salem 
to  spend  some  time  with  us. 

July  J+.  There  was  preaching  in  Hope  for  the  National  Holi- 
day, attended  by  many. 

July  IS.  There  was  the  wedding  of  the  widower  Br.  Jehua 
Gladf  elder  and  the  single  Maria  Hartmann  in  her  parents'  home. 

July  22.  The  wedding  of  the  widower  Br.  Jacob  Frey  and  the 
single  Sr.  Anna  Cook,  of  Hope,  in  her  mother's  home. 

July  25.  Trustees  of  the  congregation  were  present  and  the 
committee  will  be  notified  of  the  arrangements  made  by  Br. 
Schulz  on  last  Wednesday  of  the  reserve  of  a  piece  of  meadow 
land  for  this  congregation,  which  lies  north  of  the  church. 

Aug.  2.  Br.  Denke  took  the  fever. 

Aug.  5.  Also  Sr.  Denke. 

Aug.  8.  Fever  fettered  us  at  home  this  week.  The  single  Sr. 
Catherina  Hekedorn,  whom  we  had  brought  from  Salem,  took 
care  of  us.  We  had  also  many  pleasant  visits  from  our  kinspeople 
in  Salem. 
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Aug.  29.  Pastor  and  wife  still  have  fever. 

Sept.  5.  This  week  we  were  still  sick,  but  had  recovered  suffi- 
ciently to  take  short  trips  on  horseback.  On  the  7th  lightning 
struck  in  Vogler's  orchard. 

Sept.  12.  After  the  German  sermon  was  the  baptism  of  the 
infant  son  of  John  Ledford  and  Christina  Swaim,  born  July  20, 
with  the  name  William  Frederic. 

Sept.  19.  Since  there  was  a  Methodist  camp  meeting  in  the 
neighborhood,  only  a  few  came.  An  address  was  made  to  25 
Sunday  School  scholars,  about  50  persons  in  all.  Although  we 
were  still  weak,  we  visited  the  sick  in  the  neighborhood.  In  the 
afternoon  was  baptized  in  the  home  on  account  of  sickness  the 
child  of  Br.  Thomas  Shor  and  his  wife  Lydia  (maiden  name 
Chitty)  with  the  name  Antoinette,  born  July  24. 

Sept.  23.  There  was  the  largely  attended  funeral  of  Sr.  Elisa- 
beth Noeding  (maiden  name  Fishel),  who  died  at  the  birth  of 
her  third  child  on  the  21st. 

Oct.  31.  Sunday  School  went  well  although  many  children 
were  absent  for  fear  of  whooping  cough. 

Nov.  Jf.  Was  the  wedding  of  the  single  Br.  Daniel  Spach,  Jr., 
(son  of  Jac.)  and  the  single  Sr.  Anna  Cath.  Fischel  (daughter  of 
Phil.)  in  the  church  with  a  lovefeast  attended  by  50  persons. 
May  this  be  an  example  for  others  of  the  congregation  to  fol- 
low! Today  the  well  was  cleaned. 

Nov.  7.  Br.  Schober  preached  in  Hope.  Here  at  Friedberg 
there  was  a  small  Sunday  School  on  account  of  a  Methodist 
meeting  in  the  neighborhood.  The  banns  were  announced  for 
the  2nd  and  3rd  time  for  the  engagement  of  Kilian  Gladfelder 
and  Anna  Hege. 

Nov.  8.  Sr.  Cathy  Hekedorn  and  I  visited  this  afternoon  the 
sick  Br.  and  Sr.  Martin  Hanes  in  the  Hope  district. 

Dec.  16.  Killed  hogs.  I  visited  the  sick  widow  Miller,  whom 
I  visited  also  yesterday  afternoon  and  found  her  out  of  her 
mind.  Today  she  seemed  to  be  near  the  end,  but  when  I  asked 
her  if  I  should  pray,  she  nodded  her  head.  In  the  night  she 
wished  very  much  to  see  me.  With  those  standing  around,  I  com- 
mended her  to  God's  care.  Soon  thereafter  she  departed.  At  the 
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request  of  her  children  and  friends  she  was  buried  today  (the 
18th)  on  our  God's  Acre,  a  considerable  number  attending. 

Dec.  21  and  22.  It  has  been  piercingly  cold  but  school  has  been 
held  although  hindered  by  whooping  cough.  A  child,  Malvina 
Hertel,  might  have  been  frozen  if  she  had  not  received  help. 

Dec.  23.  Was  the  burial  of  the  child  George  Wesley  Fischer, 
who  died  yesterday  morning. 

Dec.  2b.  Went  to  Hope  to  preach  on  Christmas  Eve.  Sr.  Denke 
could  not  go  because  of  ill  health.  It  was  cold  and  there  was  ice. 

Dec.  25.  Last  night  there  was  a  severe  storm  with  driving  rain. 
Many  attended  Christmas  festival  and  preaching,  even  the 
children  in  spite  of  the  whooping  cough — as  it  was  in  Hope  yes- 
terday evening — had  a  pleasant  lovefeast,  praised  the  Christ 
Child,  and  received  verses. 

Dec.  26.  Was  empty,  both  in  church  and  school. 

Dec.  30.  The  single  Thomas  Rominger  married  the  single 
Catharina  Miller. 

Dec.  31.  We  went  to  Hope  for  the  close  of  the  year.  On  ac- 
count of  high  water,  on  return  we  had  to  detour  7  miles. 


1831 


[On  January  6,  1831,  while  the  Assembly  was  in  session,  the 
roof  of  the  capitol  caught  fire.  Repairs  were  ordered  but  a  pro- 
posal to  put  the  statue  of  Washington  on  rollers  was  not  car- 
ried out.  In  the  spring  the  teachers  and  others  interested  in 
education  attended  commencement  at  the  University  and  or- 
ganized themselves  into  a  society  with  Dr.  Simmons  G.  Baker 
as  president.  On  June  21,  1831,  while  repairs  on  the  capitol 
were  in  progress,  fire  broke  out  again.  A  number  of  state  papers 
were  saved,  but  the  Washington  statue  could  not  be  moved, 
and  was  so  much  injured  by  heat  and  falling  timbers  that  it 
could  not  be  restored.1  The  capitol  was  destroyed,  and  the  ques- 
tion of  its  rebuilding  caused  a  heated  controversy  between  the 
eastern  part  of  the  state,  which  wanted  the  capitol  moved,  and 
the  west,  which  wanted  it  to  continue  in  Raleigh. 

The  campaign  in  England  to  emancipate  the  slaves  in  the 
British  West  Indies  led  to  a  consideration  of  slavery  in  America 
as  a  moral  question,  and  brought  with  it  serious  disturbances. 
William  Lloyd  Garrison  began  the  publication  of  the  Liberator 
in  Boston  in  January.  In  August  some  sixty  Negroes,  under 
the  leadership  of  a  slave,  Nat  Turner,  murdered  fifty-five  per- 
sons in  Virginia.  A  plot  for  a  similar  insurrection  was  dis- 
covered near  Wilmington,  N.  C.  There  was  widespread  alarm, 
and  the  Assembly  provided  for  military  companies  to  be  or- 
ganized in  many  counties.] 

Memorabilia  of  Salem  Congregation,  1831. 

Again,  we  are  at  the  close  of  a  year,2  the  end  of  an  important 
period  of  our  short  life  on  earth,  and  we  feel  ourselves  deeply 
stirred  to  cast  a  solemn  glance  on  the  swift  stream  of  the  days 
of  this  year — yea,  upon  all  our  years  of  grace — to  reflect  on 
the  goodness  of  God  in  all  that  the  Lord  has  done  for  us  and 
for  His  House  through  His  mercy  and  faithfulness;  and  also 
to  ask  the  question,  according  to  the  admonition  of  today's  Daily 
Text,  How  have  we  recognized  and  utilized  His  grace  and  gifts 
and  the  wonders  of  His  faithfulness  which  we  -  so  unworthy  - 
have  experienced  each  day  anew?  A  better,  richer,  and  happier

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future  depends  entirely  upon  an  earnest  and  sincere  contempla- 
tion of  the  past  and  its  achievements. 

From  our  God  we  again  received  a  year  of  grace.  Life  and 
well  being  He  bestowed  upon  us;  He  has  guarded  our  breath; 
His  Providence  permitted  thousands  upon  thousands  of  bene- 
fits to  flow  to  us;  He  protected  us  from  heavy  calamities.  In 
externals  we  have  enjoyed  a  year  of  peace  and  quiet.  By  being 
zealous  in  our  work  and  faithful  in  the  labors  of  our  hands, 
each  of  us  could  have  more  than  he  required  for  the  needs  of 
his  loved  ones  and  his  own  needs.  The  blessing  from  above  on 
the  fruit  of  our  lands  brought  us  a  rich  harvest  from  fields, 
gardens,  and  meadows;  and  where  there  was  threatened  dam- 
age from  unfavorable  weather,  or  where,  in  some  cases  there 
was  actual  loss,  He  afforded  timely  help  or  enabled  the  loss  to 
be  borne.  God  permitted  us  to  spend  this  year  in  uncommonly 
good  health;  secured  those  of  our  number  who  were  traveling 
from  all  harm  and  brought  them  safely  back  into  our  midst ;  He 
forbade  the  Angel  of  Death  who  with  unsheathed  sword  smote 
thousands  and  hundreds  of  thousands  in  other  parts  of  the 
world,  from  drawing  nigh  to  our  borders.  Neither  "pestilence 
that  worketh  in  darkness;  nor  the  destruction  that  wasteth 
at  noonday"  were  allowed  to  affright  us.  Though  thousands  fell 
in  the  lands  of  the  East  and  ten  thousand  beyond  the  seas,  the 
plague  did  not  come  nigh  us  nor  did  its  arrows  smite  us.  Our 
homes  and  possessions  were  mercifully  spared  from  fire  -  a 
blessing  which  we  could  more  keenly  appreciate  at  the  close  of 
this  year  when  our  hearts  went  out  in  deep  sympathy  to  a 
well-known  settlement  in  this  State  -  Fayetteville  -  in  a  cala- 
mity by  fire. 

Consequently,  in  looking  back  over  our  experiences  in  ex- 
ternals during  the  past  year,  we  have  nothing  but  praise  for 
His  goodness  and  mercy  and  a  song  for  the  faithfulness  and 
kindness  of  the  Lord. 

However,  it  is  not  only  the  privilege  of  a  gospel-enlightened 
heart  to  see  in  every  Providence  the  Provider  and  in  every  gift 
the  Giver,  but  a  God-taught  heart  realizes  most  clearly  that  all 
mercies  and  blessings  of  God,  our  Saviour,  which  we  experience 
in  material  things,  are  given  to  encourage  the  heart  in  faith  and 
love  to  God  Who  for  our  true  enjoyment  has  prepared  far  higher 
and  more  precious  treasures  -  spiritual  blessings  and  heavenly 
possessions  in  Christ  -  which  nurture  our  souls  in  the  life  that  is 
life  indeed,  as  the  earthly  blessings  minister  to  our  mortal 
bodies. 
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And  of  such  spiritual  blessings  there  was  among  us  in  the 
past  year  no  lack!  They  were  provided  for  every  heart  that 
wished  to  enjoy  them  and  did  not  despise  them,  either  because 
it  felt  itself  self-satisfied  or  because,  for  the  time,  that  heart 
found  more  pleasure  in  the  things  of  the  flesh  than  in  those 
of  the  spirit. 

All  the  means  which  the  Saviour  and  the  Holy  Spirit  em- 
ployed in  New  Testament  days  of  grace  to  awaken  men's  souls 
to  eternal  life  and  to  nurture  and  preserve  them,  dwelt  richly, 
also,  in  our  congregation  this  year.  In  public  and  in  private 
there  was  no  dearth  of  teaching  for  our  encouragement  and  ad- 
monition and  chastisement:  the  comfort  of  the  Word  of  Christ 
and  the  Holy  Spirit.  Yea,  He  Himself,  the  good  Spirit  of  Grace 
was  constantly  active  in  our  hearts  for  the  sake  of  Christ,  either 
to  convict  souls  of  their  unsaved  condition  or  to  convince  His 
children  of  their  shortcomings,  mistakes,  and  disloyalties  and 
to  lead  them  to  Him  Who  alone  could  give  them  sufficient  strength 
for  godly  living  through  His  kind  might. 

How  have  we  used  this  nurture  of  the  Spirit?  How  have  we 
grown  and  thrived  by  means  of  it  to  the  joy  of  Jesus  and  for 
our  own  salvation?  For  all  the  blessings  we  can  receive  from 
the  means  of  grace  depend  upon  the  care  we  exercise  upon  our 
own  heart,  to  see  to  its  needs,  to  learn  its  mistakes  and  unChrist- 
like  tendencies,  and  then  to  gain  from  the  means  of  grace  in- 
struction, correction,  and  comfort. 

That  the  Word  of  life  is  proclaimed  among  us  unadorned  and 
with  fervor;  that  the  admonition  and  comfort  of  the  Gospel 
are  abundantly  in  our  midst;  that  the  holy  sacraments  are  ad- 
ministered in  evangelical  simplicity  and  purity;  that  we  cele- 
brate church  festivals  and  memorial  days  in  which  we  rejoice 
over  God's  works  and  wonders  toward  humanity  as  a  whole 
and  our  Zion  in  particular;  that  we  oft  appear  before  His 
throne  with  prayer  and  supplication  in  order  to  implore  good 
and  perfect  gifts  from  Him  -  these  and  all  other  means  and 
opportunities  for  the  awakening  and  revival  of  the  inner  man 
can  attain  their  true  purpose  and  operation  only  when  each 
individual  heart  feels  its  needs,  tells  them  to  the  Saviour,  and 
allows  itself  to  be  satisfied  from  His  fulness. 

On  this  continual  attention  to  the  individual  heart  all  self- 
knowledge  and  all  growth  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of 
Jesus  Christ  depend,  as  do  all  our  dying  to  self  and  living  more 
and  more  to  Christ;  all  our  hope  that  we,  singly  and  as  a  fel- 
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lowship,  come  to  be  somewhat  to  the  praise  of  His  grace  -  a 
company  in  which  it  is  good  to  be;  a  dwelling  of  God  among 
men  in  which  the  Spirit  animates  each  member.  "Not  I,  but 
Christ  liveth  in  me." 

Have  we,  great  and  small,  older  and  younger,  kept  this  our 
high  calling  constantly  before  us?  Have  we  used  the  means  to 
follow  our  call  of  grace  faithfully  and  thankfully?  Must  not 
many  a  one  among  us  confess  that  his  heavenly  calling  for  the 
most  part  has  been  of  indifferent  concern  to  him?  That  neither 
by  word  nor  example  he  has  given  to  others,  particularly  the 
young,  an  attractive  model  in  Christian  living?  In  short,  that 
traces  and  proofs  of  true  spiritual  life  among  us,  individually 
and  collectively,  should  be  far  more  apparent? 

And  is  not  the  spiritual  indifference  toward  our  mutual, 
daily  edification  a  proof  of  the  lack  of  a  strong  spiritual  life, 
especially  since  this  coolness  in  the  matter  of  attending  to  the 
needs  of  our  own  hearts  is  becoming,  more  and  more,  an  un- 
happy commonplace? 

Truly,  we  shall  accomplish  nothing  with  complaints  in  general 
about  the  course  of  the  congregation  or  its  members ;  in  the  de- 
cay, here  and  there,  of  a  desirable  feature  of  our  life,  unless 
each  of  us  who  is  sincere  about  himself,  our  brotherhood,  and 
the  congregation  in  its  spiritual  and  temporal  welfare,  ad- 
monishes himself,  and  thinks  of  his  own  duties  and  performs 
them  faithfully  in  order  to  insure  for  himself  and  for  others, 
by  his  example,  the  blessing  of  God. 

We  shall  not  thrive  for  our  Saviour  and  His  holy  purposes 
unless  we  daily  renew  the  sense  of  our  calling  and  election. 
And  surely,  that  heart  is  not  most  alive  which  seeks  the  least 
nourishment ! 

Among  the  special  happenings  in  the  past  year  we  remem- 
ber with  sadness  the  calamities  which  befell  our  mission  among 
the  Cherokee  Indians  and  the  present  status  of  the  mission  which 
has  ever  been  a  first  concern  of  this  congregation.  Already  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  the  work  of  the  mission  was  affected 
adversely  through  misgivings  and  anxieties  on  account  of  the 
passing  of  political  measures.  The  outcome  was  that  our  Brother 
Gottlieb  Henry  Clauder  Was  ordered  out  of  the  Cherokee  terri- 
tory by  the  Georgia  State  military  and  had  to  leave  his  post, 
"Poyugillogy."  He  arrived  here  safely  with  his  wife  and  little 
son  and  the  widowed  Sister  Anna  Maria  Gambold  on  Sept.  2. 
Brother  and  Sister  Clauder  are  waiting  only  for  the  "when" 
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and  "how"  of  an  opportunity  to  renew  their  work  among  their 
dear  Cherokees. 

Brother  Gottlieb  Byhan,  as  Postmaster  of  the  United  States, 
was  permitted  to  remain  in  Springplace  unmolested ;  consequent- 
ly his  family  was  safe  and  the  work  of  the  mission  could  be 
carried  on. 

May  the  Lord  Who  hitherto  has  worked  such  wonders  by  His 
Word  and  Spirit  among  this  Indian  tribe  in  the  thirty  years' 
service  of  the  Brethren,  guide  all  circumstances  for  the  ulti- 
mate best  of  His  cause  here,  even  as  in  all  the  world  He  permits 
His  goodness  and  justice  to  blossom  forth  even  out  of  man's 
failure  and  misdeeds. 

With  our  best  wishes  we  participated  in  the  celebrations  of 
the  County  Sunday  School  Society  held  in  our  Gemein  Saal 
(Church)  on  April  10  and  Sept.  14;  the  former  commemorating 
the  anniversary  of  the  Society,  the  latter  a  memorial  of  the 
beginning  of  Sunday  Schools  fifty  years  ago.  Heartily  we  wish 
for  this  labor  of  love  God's  richest  blessing  in  order  that  many 
children  who  otherwise  would  grow  up  without  religious  in- 
struction might  share  in  this  great  boon. 

Since  according  to  laws  passed  by  our  State  the  exemption 
of  the  Moravian  Church  and  other  bodies  from  military  service 
in  peace  times  had  been  countermanded  and  our  able-bodied 
and  eligible  brethren  were  to  take  part  in  the  defence  of  their 
country  in  the  same  measure  as  other  citizens,  it  seemed  best 
to  us  in  the  circumstances  that  they  should  voluntarily  organize 
themselves  into  a  special  company  in  uniform  with  rules  and 
regulations  for  their  conduct.  This  went  into  effect  on  July  4. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  our  settlement  was  enlarged  by  sev- 
eral new  buildings.  Houses  of  our  Brethren  Emanuel  Reich 
and  Dr.  Kuehln  which  had  been  begun  the  year  before  were 
completed  and  occupied.  Brother  Lewis  Eberhard  built  a  dwell- 
ing and  workshop  for  himself,  not  yet  completed.  Brother  Timo- 
thy Vogler  erected  and  occupied  a  building  used  as  a  temporary 
dwelling,  later  to  be  a  workshop.  The  Brethren  Denke  (at  the 
time  still  living  in  Friedberg)  and  Joseph  Stauber  are  likewise 
building  homes.  Brother  Foltz  erected  a  new  workshop  and 
Brother  Thomas  Boner  is  in  the  process  of  erecting  one. 

In  the  spring  of  the  year  the  establishing  of  a  second  store 
for  the  business  of  the  Congregation  Diacony,  a  step  which  had 
been  regarded  as  desirable  and  had  been  authorized,  was  car- 
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ried  out  and  the  management  of  the  new  business  was  entrusted 
to  Brother  Theodore  Christian  Pfohl. 

On  November  6,  at  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  our  dear  Brother  William 
Ludwig  Benzien,  at  the  request  of  the  local  Provincial  Helpers 
Conference,  was  ordained  a  deacon  of  the  Moravian  Church  by 
Brother  John  Daniel  Anders. 

Sister  Louise  Kramsch  left  our  Boarding  School  for  Girls  after 
many  years  of  faithful  service  as  a  teacher,  since  following  the 
death  of  her  mother,  she  went  to  make  her  home  with  relatives  in 
Rhode  Island.  Sister  Eliza  Wilhelmina  Vierling,  who  had  been 
absent  from  her  service  in  the  institution  for  some  time,  re- 
turned to  her  duties.  During  the  year  31  students  entered  this 
institution  and  49  left.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the  Boarding 
School  numbers  48  students. 

Our  schools  in  the  settlement  at  the  close  of  the  year  had  an 
enrollment  of  35  little  boys  and  33  little  girls — 68  scholars.

Extracts  from  the  Salem  Diary,  1831. 

Jan.  1.  After  a  blessed  transition  into  this  new  year,  there 
was  German  sermon  this  morning  at  10.  After  a  heart-warming 
prayer  for  the  blessing  of  God  on  the  proclamation  of  the  gospel 
here  and  in  all  places,  and  for  the  imparting  of  all  good  and 
perfect  gifts  out  of  His  store  of  grace  for  us  and  all  men,  and 
particularly  the  inhabitants  of  this  country,  Br.  Reichel  preached 
on  John  9 :4. 

In  the  afternoon  the  customary  meetings  of  the  Choirs,  the 
members  commending  themselves  for  the  blessing  of  the  Lord 
and  rejoicing  in  His  comforting  assurances  in  both  texts  for  the 
day,  that  He  would  keep  the  bond  of  peace  with  us  which  He  had 
made,  if  we  cling  to  Him  and  follow  Him. 

The  children  had  their  meeting  at  one  o'clock  in  the  large 
Saal,  Br.  Reichel  in  charge.  At  the  same  hour  Br.  Schaaf  had 
the  service  for  Widows  in  the  small  Saal  and  Br.  Schulz  for  the 
Single  Sisters  in  their  chapel.  Br.  Bechler  had  the  service  for 
the  Single  Brethren  in  the  small  Saal  at  1 :30,  and  at  the  same 
hour  Br.  Schaaf  held  the  meeting  of  the  Married  Couples  and 
Widowers  in  the  large  Saal. 

In  the  evening  Br.  Schulz  led  the  congregation  in  singing 
liturgy  No.  2. 

Entrance  into  the  New  Year  was  accompanied  with  the  Lord's 
blessing  in  the  rural  congregations  also. 

Jan.  2.  Br.  Reichel  led  the  prayer  of  the  litany  in  English 
and  Br.  Bechler  preached  in  German  on  Phil.  3 :20.  Br.  Schulz 
had  the  Nachrichten  period.  Br.  Jacobsen  from  Bethania  had  the 
Congregation-Hour  (Gemeinstunde)  with  an  address  on  the 
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Daily  Texts.  Since  practically  all  the  workers  from  the  rural 
congregations  were  here  today,  our  Little  Girls,  together  with 
the  girls  from  the  Academy,  entertained  them  with  a  repetition 
of  their  Christmas  recitations. 

Jan.  3.  Today,  the  opening  of  all  the  congregation  Conferences 
with  a  devotional  period. 

Jan.  6.  In  the  Nachrichten  period  Br.  Bechler  stressed  today's 
Epiphany  festival  and  urged  prayer  for  the  congregations 
gathered  from  among  the  heathen  and  for  the  Brethren  and 
Sisters  who  are  working  among  them. 

Jan.  7.  Br.  Johannes  Beroth  died  of  typhoid  fever. 

Jan.  8.  The  Women's  Missionary  Society  held  the  first  meeting 
of  the  year,  for  the  encouragement  of  intercession  and  participa- 
tion in  the  beautiful  work  of  missions.  Financial  statement  and 
election  of  officers. 

Jan.  16.  At  the  request  of  several  parents  and  with  the  consent 
of  the  Congregation  Diacony,  the  widower,  Br.  Dunlap,  today 
began  an  "Infant  School"  for  little  boys,  with  an  enrollment  of 
11,  all  of  whom  were  very  happy  over  it.  Also,  the  widow,  Sr. 
Wohlfahrt,  began  such  a  school  for  little  girls. 

Jan.  23.  Funeral  service  of  the  departed  Br.  Johann  Friedrich 
Kuschke,  Br.  Reichel  officiating  with  address  on  I  Pet.  1:17. 

Holy  Communion  was  administered  at  3  p.m.  and  7:30  p.m., 
Br.  Bechler  presiding  at  the  first  and  Br.  Schaaf  at  the  latter. 

Jan.  30.  The  annual  "Workers  Lovefeast"  for  chruch  servants, 
musicans,  sick-visitors,  wardens,  and  members  of  Aufseher 
Collegium. 

Feb.  2.  The  funeral  service  of  Br.  Heinrich  Hein,  departed 
Jan.  31,  was  held  in  Bethabara. 

Feb.  5.  The  Temperance  Society  of  the  County,  having  re- 
ceived permission  to  hold  its  monthly  meeting  in  the  Bethabara 
Church,  met  and  Br.  Jacobsen  made  an  address. 

Feb.  6.  Br.  Schulz  communicated  the  Nachrichten  from  the 
Unity's  Elders  Conference  and  the  monthly  Nachrichten  from 
the  Provincial  Helpers  Conference  in  Bethlehem  for  Nov.  and 
Dec,  1830.  Br.  Schaaf  followed  with  a  report  of  Enon,  S.  Africa, 
for  the  years  1826-27.

At  night  Br.  Bechler  communicated  the  accounts  of  the  Unity's 
Mission  Diacony  for  1829,  with  an  accompanying  letter  from 
the  Missions  Department.  He  commended  for  earnest  interces- 
sion the  Cherokee  Mission  in  its  ever-increasingly  difficult  situa- 
tion. 

Feb.  18.  The  Friedland  Congregation  celebrated  its  anniver- 
sary today.  The  Brn.  Bechler  and  Schulz  went  there  for  the 
occasion.  At  the  lovefeast  three  boys,  Gottlieb  Seiz,  Alexander 
Schneider,  and  Henry  Ried,  and  the  girl  Carolina  Ried,  were 
received  into  the  Society. 

Feb.  20.  At  the  communion-lovefeast,  Br.  Bechler  named  the 
nine  persons  who  are  candidates  for  confirmation  on  Palm  Sun- 
day and  who  were  to  witness  the  Lord's  Supper,  commending 
them  to  the  prayers  of  the  congregation. 

Feb.  27.  In  Bethabara  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Sunday 
School  was  held,  with  election  of  officers.  Br.  Gottlieb  Schober 
delivered  an  appropriate  address  in  German  and  English. 

In  Friedberg  in  the  past  week,  Br.  and  Sr.  Denke  had  the 
closing  exercises  of  the  week-day  school  that  has  been  in  session 
for  the  past  three  months.  In  the  public  examinations  today  they 
noted  not  only  the  fruits  of  their  labors  in  the  scholars  but  also 
the  satisfaction  and  gratitude  of  the  parents. 

March  1.  For  today's  Memorial  Day  of  the  beginning  of  the 
Unitas  Fratrum,  Br.  Reichel  conducted  the  Gemeinstunde  with 
an  address  on  the  Daily  Text  and  a  historical  sketch  of  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Unity  374  years  ago  and  the  Renewal  in  the  18th 
century. 

March  2.  In  Friedland,  the  funeral  service  of  the  married 
Brother,  Joseph  Gambold,  who  served  for  20  years  in  the  outer 
work  of  the  Cherokee  Mission  in  Springplace,  Georgia. 

March  13.  This  afternoon  the  children  had  their  Congregation 
Day  meeting.  Br.  Reichel  presided  at  the  lovefeast  in  which  the 
Academy  girls  likewise  participated.  Thereupon  the  children  of 
the  congregation  had  another  service,  with  address  and  prayer, 
conducted  by  Br.  Schaaf. 

By  request,  Br.  Jacobsen  this  afternoon  preached  the  anniver- 
sary sermon  of  the  Spanish  Grove  Sunday  School.4  In  Bethabara, 
the  third  year  of  the  Sunday  School  was  begun  with  a  lovefeast. 

4  Spanish  Grove  Sunday  School  was  merged  nearly  a  hundred  years  later  with  Olivet 
Sunday  School. 
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March  20.  The  Brn.  Bechler,  Schaaf,  and  Benzien  were  in 
Bethania  for  the  celebration  of  the  anniversary  of  this  congrega- 
tion. There  was  a  large  gathering  of  members  and  many  ex- 
pressions after  the  services  indicated  it  had  been  a  day  of 
edification. 

March  27,  Palm  Sunday.  At  three  in  the  afternoon,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  preparatory  service  for  the  Maundy  Thursday 
Holy  Communion,  there  was  the  confirmation  of  nine  persons; 
six  Older  Girls,  Ann  Geiger,  Lisetta  Henrietta  Reich,  Dorothea 
Mathilda  Schulz,  Lucinda  Frederica  Bagge,  Johanna  Maria 
Schober,  Maria  Rosina  Schulz — all  of  Salem;  and  three  Single 
Sisters,  Susanna  Fishel  and  Anna  Maria  Rominger  from  Fried- 
berg,  and  Christina  Gibbins  from  Friedland,  who  are  here  in 
service.  Br.  Bechler  in  an  impressive  address  urged  them  to 
ratify  of  their  own  volition  the  covenant  between  them  and  their 
Lord  into  which  their  baptism  in  infancy  had  placed  them,  by 
the  faith  of  their  parents. 

The  Palm  Sunday  service  in  Bethania  had  as  large  an  atten- 
dance as  on  anniversary  Sunday.  A  young  woman,  Mary  Holder, 
was  baptized.  In  the  afternoon  the  following  were  received  into 
the  congregation  by  the  rite  of  confirmation:  the  married 
Brother,  Michael  Seiler,  the  married  couple,  Joseph  and  Cathe- 
rina  Conrad,  and  the  single  Brother,  Samuel  Hege. 

There  was  a  gracious  service  in  Friedland  also,  with  the 
confirmation  of  the  married  Sisters,  Maria  Salome  Styers  and 
Salome  Swaim. 

In  Friedberg  the  Sunday  Schools  of  Hope  and  Hopewell5 
united  with  the  Sunday  School  of  Friedberg  and  Br.  Schober 
made  an  appropriate  address  to  the  assembly. 

March  31.  Heart-warming  Passion  Week  services  of  Maundy 
Thursday  and  the  Lord's  Supper  in  Salem  and  the  other  congre- 
gations. 

In  Hope  congregation,  the  two  Single  Sisters,  Maria  Magda- 
lena  and  Anna  Dorothea  Brunner,  received  confirmation  and 
were  admitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper. 

5  Hopewell  was  founded  by  Henry  Rippel,  a  former  Hessian  soldier.  He  was  a  Lutheran 
layman.  He  called  upon  the  Moravians  for  assistance  and  Gottlieb  Schober,  who  became 
a  Lutheran  minister  in  order  to  serve  Lutheran  congregations,  was  an  able  pastor  in 
this  charge.  Hopewell  has  been  called  "the  oldest  Sunday  School  in  North  Carolina"  and 
although  this  claim  has  been  questioned,  it  was  undoubtedly  among  the  earliest.  The 
little  bell  for  the  church,  made  by  Rippel  at  his  blacksmith  shop,  is  in  the  Wachovia 
Museum.  After  a  century  of  service,  Hopewell  was  a  difficult  charge  for  the  Lutheran 
Church  to  maintain.  In  negotiations  between  Trinity  Church  and  authorities  of  the 
Lutheran  Synod,  the  Lutheran  Church  sold  Hopewell  church  building  and  two  acres  of 
land  to  the  Moravians  for  $50.  The  congregation  was  re-organized  as  a  branch  of  Pine 
Chapel,  which  was  at  that  time  a  branch  of  Trinitj,  and  later  became  an  independent 
congregation. 
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April  3.  Early  Easter  service  with  fine  weather.  We  gathered 
around  the  graves  of  our  departed  Brethren  and  Sisters  and 
heard  the  glad  proclamation  given  by  Br.  Bechler,  "The  Lord  is 
Risen!" 

Br.  August  Schulz  preached  at  Hope  where  the  church  was 
filled  with  attentive  hearers.  The  same  was  true  of  our  other 
congregations.  In  Friedland  the  overflow  congregation  listened 
from  the  outside. 

Br.  David  Dunlap  returned  to  Kentucky  today,  hoping  to  se- 
cure a  position  as  school  teacher,  to  enable  him  to  get  along 
better  than  he  could  here. 

April  10.  By  request  of  the  officers  of  the  Stokes  County  Sun- 
day School  Union,  Br.  Reichel  preached  a  sermon  at  11  a.m., 
on  this,  their  anniversary  day.  Text,  Isaiah  44:1-5. 

April  2U.  In  the  evening,  after  Br.  Bechler  had  sung  the 
liturgy  with  the  congregation,  he  announced  that,  according  to 
resolution  of  Synod,  the  results  of  the  recent  Synod  were  to  be 
read  to  the  congregation,  night  by  night,  until  completed. 

May  1.  Festival  day  of  the  Choir  of  Widows.  Morning  prayer 
at  nine,  with  address  by  Br.  Bechler.  Lovefeast  at  2  p.m.  at 
which  the  ode  of  1829  was  repeated.  Br.  Schaaf  presided  at  both 
lovefeast  and  choir  communion. 

May  2.  Br.  Bechler  conducted  the  monthly  prayer  meeting. 

May  U.  Br.  Henry  Senseman  and  Sr.  Eliza  Vierling  returned 
today  from  a  visit  to  the  congregations  in  Pennsylvania. 

May  5.  In  the  evening  Br,  Reichel  officiated  at  the  marriage 
of  the  Single  Brother,  Theodor  Christian  Pfohl,  and  the  Single 
Sister,  Anna  Susanna  Muecke. 

After  careful  consideration  by  the  conference,  the  beginning 
of  a  second  store  for  the  congregation  was  decided  upon.  Br. 
Pfohl  will  take  over  the  management. 

May  12,  Ascension  Day.  For  several  years  no  preaching  serv- 
ice had  been  held  on  this  day  due  to  poor  attendance.  But  the 
Elders  Conference,  convinced  that  the  blessings  obtained  for  us 
by  our  Lord's  Ascension  could  not  be  too  often  solemnly  stressed, 
resolved  to  try  a  preaching  service  again.  Br.  Reichel  delivered 
the  sermon  on  Acts  1 : 9-11. 

May  19  and  20.  The  evening  meetings  on  these  days  were 
omitted  because  of  the  public  examinations  of  the  Boarding 
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School  (Academy).  These  examinations  were  held  with  the 
evident  approbation  of  large  gatherings  of  members  and  friends 
of  the  young  people  as  they  saw  and  heard  of  their  progress 
in  learning. 

Several  scholars  left  for  home  after  the  exercises,  others  who 
should  have  gone  home  received  permission,  upon  their  pleas,  to 
remain  longer.  Some  entered  the  school  anew. 

May  22,  Whit  Sunday.  After  the  reading  of  the  story  of  the 
outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  Br.  Bechler  preached  an  impres- 
sive sermon  on  the  results  of  Pentecost  in  the  founding  of  the 
Christian  Church  and  the  spread  of  the  gospel. 

May  23.  The  married  couple,  Br.  and  Sr.  Opitz,  had  a  happy 
lovefeast  with  the  members  of  the  Elders  Conference,  celebrating 
their  59th  wedding  anniversary  of  May  20,  1781,  in  view  of  all 
the  blessings  of  God  they  had  experienced.  This  celebration  was 
postponed  until  today  on  account  of  the  Academy  exercises  of 
May  20. 

June  2.  Conference  of  the  leaders  of  the  rural  congregations. 
Shortly  before  the  meeting  little  Francisca  Benzien  experienced 
a  providential  preservation  of  her  life.  She  had  climbed  upon  a 
pile  of  logs  in  their  yard  and  the  blocks  started  rolling.  She  fell 
and  a  large  log  rolled  on  her.  She  was  extricated  with  difficulty, 
but  sustained  only  some  bruises  on  her  face.  The  parents  were 
devoutly  thankful  to  the  Saviour. 

June  8.  A  meeting  of  all  the  Brethren  was  held  to  consider 
help  for  the  people  of  Fayetteville  rendered  homeless  by  a  fire 
which  destroyed  500  houses  on  May  29,  in  a  blaze  of  only  a  few 
hours.  The  offering  gathered  as  a  result  of  the  conference  ex- 
ceeded expectations.  The  students  of  the  Academy  were  especially 
sympathetic  and  helpful. 

June  12.  Br.  Schaaf  prayed  the  church  litany  in  German.  In 
the  prayer  before  the  sermon  Br.  Reichel  commended  the  sorrow- 
ing inhabitants  of  Fayetteville  to  the  great  Helper  in  all  need, 
that  He  Who  had  permitted  them  to  experience  this  misfortune 
would  now  let  them  experience  His  help  and  also  that  He  might 
overrule  this  disaster  for  their  ultimate  good,  that  they  might 
seek  Him  with  their  whole  heart.  In  the  sermon  on  Matt.  16 :26, 
the  frailty  of  all  earthly  happiness  and  prosperity  was  brought 
out,  together  with  the  need  for  the  thoughtful  care  of  the  soul's 
temporal  and  eternal  welfare. 
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June  15.  Letters  from  our  Brethren  Byhan  and  Clauder, 
missionaries  in  the  Cherokee  country,  advised  us  they  could  no 
longer  remain  at  their  stations  unless  they  took  the  oath  of 
allegiance  to  the  State  of  Georgia.  Br.  Clauder  had  already  been 
apprehended,  but  was  released  after  a  conversation  with  the 
officer — with  the  intimation  that  he  would  have  to  leave  the  state 
after  a  period  of  respite. 

June  26.  A  mad  dog  that  had  bitten  several  dogs  in  the  neigh- 
borhood was  sighted  today.  He  had  gotten  into  several  yards 
here  and  almost  got  into  Br.  Herbst's  house  where  a  little  girl 
was  playing  in  the  doorway,  but  fortunately  the  door  was  closed 
in  time.  Several  Brethren  pursued  the  dog  and  were  fortunate 
enough  to  shoot  him. 

July  -4.  Since  the  Brethren  (Moravians)  upon  their  settling 
in  Wachovia  were  happy  and  thankful,  after  they  had  made 
representations  to  the  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
to  receive  by  law  the  privilege  of  freedom  from  military  service, 
they  enjoyed  this  privilege  for  a  number  of  years  undisturbed. 
For  several  years  now,  there  has  been  agitation  in  the  Assembly 
to  repeal  that  law,  but  this  was  opposed  until  in  the  latest  session 
of  the  Assembly  repeal  was  again  proposed  and  carried. 

According  to  a  proposal  made  them,  the  eligible  Brethren 
between  18  and  25  years  of  age  organized  themselves  into  a 
Free  Company  which  elects  its  officers  from  their  own  number, 
and  when  men  are  mustered,  this  company  may  remain  intact, 
not  mingled  with  others,  except  at  the  annual  muster  at  which 
they  must  appear  in  like  uniforms  with  the  others,  the  uniforms 
to  be  furnished  by  themselves.  Guns  are  furnished  by  the  state. 

On  this  memorial  day  of  the  independence  of  the  United 
States  of  North  America,  the  whole  company  appeared  in  the 
early  morning  and  again  in  the  afternoon  in  their  uniforms,  and 
went  through  their  military  drills  accompanied  by  martial 
music.  Everything  was  conducted  in  good  order,  according  to 
the  constitution  they  had  drawn  up.  We  wish  only  that  this 
change  will  not  have  any  detrimental  effect  on  the  congregation. 

At  10  a.m.  Br.  Bechler,  at  the  request  of  the  Company,  made 
an  appropriate  address,  basing  his  remarks  on  Prov.  14:34. 

July  6.  Memorial  Day  of  the  martyrdom  of  John  Hus  was 
observed  with  the  special  liturgy. 

July  9.  A  three-hour  thunderstorm  did  much  damage  to  mills 
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and  dams  in  the  vicinity  of  Bethania,  also  washing  away  much 
mowed  wheat. 

July  10.  Br.  Schober  preached  in  Friedland,  with  reference 
to  the  Sunday  School,  and  Br.  Aug.  Henry  Schulz  preached  in 
Waughtown. 

July  11.  The  engagement  of  the  widower  Br.  Johann  Muecke 
with  the  Single  Sister  Salome  Spach  was  announced. 

July  lit-.  Br.  Reichel  officiated  at  the  wedding  of  Br.  Johann 
Muecke  and  Sr.  Salome  Spach. 

July  28.  A  meeting  of  the  Brethren  who  had  attained  majority 
met  to  consider  a  new  fire  engine,  deemed  necessary  by  the 
Aufseher  Collegium. 

July  31.  Br.  Schaaf  had  the  litany  in  German.  Br.  Reichel 
had  the  English  sermon  and  the  Congregation  Hour  at  night,  at 
the  close  of  which  he  announced  the  death,  on  May  9,  of  Br. 
Johann  Daniel  Roemer,  member  of  the  Unity's  Elders  Con- 
ference. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Bechler  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Benzien  were  in  Pfafftown 
where  Br.  Isaac  and  Sr.  Margarethe  PfafT — members  of  Betha- 
nia— celebrated  their  50th  wedding  anniversary.  Br.  Bechler 
preached  a  sermon  appropriate  to  the  occasion.  Many  members 
and  friends  attended. 

The  Brn.  Theodore  Schulz  and  Meinung  left  for  the  Court  in 
Wilkes  County,  on  Unity  Administration  business. 

Aug.  1.  The  following  left  early  on  a  visit  to  the  congregations 
in  Pennsylvania :  Br.  and  Sr.  Jac.  Schulz,  Sr.  Hagen,  Br.  Chris- 
tian Blum,  and  the  Single  Sisters  Magdalena  Transou  and  Catha- 
rina  Stauber. 

An  itinerant  Baptist  minister  presented  himself  to  the  Brn. 
Reichel  and  Bechler  with  the  request  to  hold  a  lecture  in  our 
church.  He  was  kindly  refused  for  the  reasons  given  him. 

Aug.  8.  Another  company  left  for  a  visit  to  the  Pennsylvania 
congregations :  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Vogler  and  three  children  ;6  Br. 
Bagge  with  his  three  daughters ;  and  Br.  Rothhaas. 

Aug.  9.  In  the  evening,  the  wedding  of  the  Single  Brother 
David  Spach  and  the  Single  Sister  Friedericka  Charlotte  Eb- 
becke. 


6  The  John  Vogler  family  carriage  used  on  such  journeys  is  preserved  in  the  Wachovia 
Museum.  One  of  the  daughters  left  an  interesting  d:ary  of  travel  on  one  of  these  North- 
ern tours. 
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Aug.  21.  From  "Memorial  Days  of  the  Moravian  Church"  the 
section  relating  to  the  beginning  of  Moravian  Missions  among 
the  Heathen,  viz.,  the  mission  to  the  Negroes  on  the  island  of 
St.  Thomas,  in  the  year  1732,  was  read. 

Aug.  24.  Carl  Gustav  Brietz  went  to  Philadelphia  in  order 
further  to  perfect  himself  in  his  trade  as  tanner. 

Sept.  1.  Br.  and  Sr.  Peter  Wolle,  of  Philadelphia,  with  their 
two  youngest  children,  arrived  here  for  a  visit  with  their  parents 
and  friends. 

Sept.  2.  Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  Gottlieb  Clauder  with  their  little 
son,  and  the  widow  Anna  Maria  Gambold  and  the  Single  Br. 
Naaman  Rominger,  arrived  here  safely  after  a  difficult  journey 
from  the  country  of  the  Cherokees.  Since  Br.  Clauder  could  not 
take  the  prescribed  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  State  of  Georgia, 
he  was  compelled  to  quit  the  state  and,  therefore,  his  station. 
The  farewell  of  the  Clauders  and  Sr.  Gambold  from  the  little 
Indian  congregation  Oochgeelogy  was  sorrowful  on  both  sides. 
Br.  Byhan,  holding  his  commission  as  postmaster  of  Springplace 
from  the  Federal  government,  until  he  is  relieved  of  the  same, 
or  resigns,  will  visit  Oochgeelogy  from  time  to  time.  Sr.  Gambold 
will  retire  here  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Clauder  will  have  their  temporary 
home  here  also. 

Sept.  5.  Jacob  Christman  who  has  joined  the  Baptist  de- 
nomination left  today  with  his  wife — whom  we  still  regard  as 
our  Sister — and  their  two  children,  for  Indiana.  Her  mother 
went  with  them  (our  widowed  Sister  Juliana  Spach)  in  order 
to  be  of  help  to  her  daughter  on  the  journey  and  to  visit  her 
other  daughter,  already  living  there. 

Sept.  8.  Today  was  the  funeral  of  a  gentleman,  Samuel  Mc- 
Clary,  who  died  night  before  last  in  our  tavern.  He  was  buried  in 
the  Strangers  Graveyard,  after  an  address  in  English  on  Luke 
12 :40  by  Br.  Reichel.  This  man  came  through  here  on  his  way  to 
Virginia,  seeking  a  mineral  spring  there  for  his  failing  health. 
He  came  here  on  his  return  journey,  having  experienced  no 
benefit,  and  sought  a  physician's  help ;  however,  he  was  so  weak- 
ened and  wasted  away  that  nothing  could  be  done  for  him.  One 
could  not  ascertain  anything  about  his  soul's  condition  because 
he  was  unconscious  most  of  the  time. 

Sept.  lJf.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Sunday  School  Society  in 
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England,  that  the  beginning  of  Sunday  Schools  by  Robert  Raikes, 
50  years  ago,  be  celebrated  in  this  country  also,  and  at  the 
request  of  the  officers  of  the  Stokes  County  Sunday  School  Union, 
there  was  a  festal  gathering  at  1  p.  m.  At  the  opening,  Br.  Reichel 
explained  the  purpose  of  the  service  and  had  a  prayer;  where- 
upon Br.  Gottlieb  Schober  gave  a  historical  sketch  of  the  begin- 
ning and  progress  of  Sunday  Schools  in  many  lands,  and  chal- 
lenged teachers  in  particular  to  be  faithful  and  earnest  in  their 
teaching.  Br.  Peter  Wolle,  of  Philadelphia,  in  an  address  carried 
this  thought  further  and  showed  how  teachers  can  work  profit- 
ably on  the  hearts  of  their  scholars  if  they  are  themselves 
concerned  to  have  faith  in  Christ  and  love  to  Him  in  their  hearts. 
Br.  Bechler  brought  the  meeting  to  a  close  with  an  anthem  by 
the  choir,  several  appropriate  remarks,  and  a  prayer. 

Sept.  18.  In  Bethania  the  festival  day  of  married  couples, 
widowers,  and  widows  was  observed.  An  old  married  couple  took 
part,  by  invitation.  They  had  at  one  time  belonged  to  the  con- 
gregation, but  many  years  ago  had  left  because  of  poverty 
caused,  in  part,  by  the  husband's  blindness,  over  a  period  of  17 
years.  The  invitation  to  the  special  services  had  been  extended 
them  because  it  was  their  50th  wedding  anniversary.  It  proved 
a  blessing  to  them  and  the  celebrating  Choirs. 

Sept.  24.  Today  was  the  annual  general  mustering  of  the 
militia  at  Germantown,  and  our  local  Company  of  volunteers  also 
took  part.  General  Brook  showed  our  Company  very  marked 
approval. 

Sept.  26.  The  pupils  of  the  Academy  were  to  have  had  their 
annual  festival  day ;  in  fact,  had  had  two  special  services  in  the 
morning ;  however,  the  lovef east  was  omitted  because  already  in 
the  morning  a  report  was  circulated  that  a  considerable  number 
of  Negroes  were  on  the  way  here  to  commit  excesses  against 
the  white  people,  as  it  happened  in  Virginia  a  few  weeks  ago, 
where  they  murdered  and  pillaged.  Our  volunteer  Company  as 
well  as  the  district  militia  were  ordered  to  be  in  readiness  to 
march  against  them.  Regardless  of  persistent  rain,  our  town  was 
much  agitated.  The  Aufseher  Collegium  arranged  a  reinforced 
night  watch  and  our  volunteer  Company  was  distributed  over 
town  because  they  believed  themselves  safer  here.  However,  even 
before  night  set  in,  it  proved  to  be  a  false  alarm,  caused  by  fear, 
although  in  the  vicinity  of  Wilmington  a  Negro  had  disclosed 
that  the  4th  of  October  had  been  set  by  a  band  of  Negroes  for  an 
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uprising  against  the  whites.  This  intention  had  been  foiled  by 
proper  measures  taken  in  time.  Those  who  had  fled  into  town 
returned  to  their  homes  early  on  the  27th. 

Oct.  2.  The  children  had  their  congregation  day  for  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  Feast  of  Angels.  Br.  Bechler  preached  in  German  on 
Heb.  1:14.  Br.  Reichel  presided  at  the  children's  lovefeast  in 
which  the  Academy  students  participated.  The  Brethren  and 
Sisters  who  are  engaged  in  the  instruction  and  rearing  of  youth 
had  a  meeting  with  the  Elders  Conference  dedicating  themselves 
to  renewed  faithfulness  and  zeal  in  their  calling. 

The  Sunday  School  in  Pfafftown,  named  "Cedar  Grove  Sunday 
School,"  had  the  3rd  anniversary  observance.  Br.  Aug.  Heinr. 
Schulz  preached  the  anniversary  sermon  and  Br.  Gottl.  Heinr. 
Clauder  took  an  active  part  in  the  proceedings.  There  has  been 
splendid  activity  in  this  school  and  several  resolutions  passed 
today  indicate  the  intention  to  increase  the  scope  of  activities. 

Oct.  6.  "The  Wachovia  Society  For  the  Spread  of  the  Gospel" 
had  its  annual  general  meeting  with  a  blessed  sense  of  the  Lord's 
presence.  The  mission  among  the  Cherokees  in  its  present  critical 
situation  was  especially  remembered  in  prayer. 

The  members  who  had  gone  for  a  visit  to  the  Pennsylvania 
congregations,  returned  today. 

Oct.  13.  No  meetings  today  because  of  preparations  in  the 
church  for  the  school  examination  of  the  Little  Boys  tomorrow. 

Oct.  1J>.  The  examinations  were  held,  to  the  great  satisfaction 
and  pleasure  of  parents  and  numerous  friends.  Excellent  labors 
of  teachers  and  diligence  of  scholars  were  evident. 

Br.  Benzien  left  yesterday  for  Bethlehem,  after  receiving  the 
news  that  his  sister  was  seriously  ill  and  wished  to  see  him 
again.  Also,  Sr.  Louisa  Kramsch  left  for  a  visit  with  her  relatives 
in  Newport,  R.  I. 

Oct.  16.  Br.  Bechler  preached  the  annual  Sunday  School  sermon 
at  Friedberg  before  a  large  audience. 

Oct.  27.  The  wedding  of  the  single  Brother  Timothy  Vogler  and 
the  single  Sister  Charlotte  Hamilton.  Br.  Reichel  officiated  in 
English,  at  their  request. 

Oct.  30.  Br.  Gottl.  Clauder  by  request  addressed  the  Sunday 
School  at  Union  Hill. 
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Nov.  1.  Br.  Bechler  sang  with  the  congregation  the  liturgy  in 
remembrance  of  our  fellowship  with  the  Church  Triumphant. 

Nov.  6.  In  Friedberg,  the  very  largely  attended  funeral  service 
of  the  departed  widowed  Sr.  Elizabeth  Frey,  nee  Rominger,  who 
died  Nov.  4.  Several  members  from  Salem  attended.  Some  days 
before  her  death  the  departed  had  spoken  with  Sr.  Denke  freely 
and  openly  about  her  life  and  expressed  her  hope  in  the  grace 
of  the  Saviour. 

Nov.  lJf.  Br.  Benzien  returned  from  his  visit  to  Bethlehem, 
after  he  had  been  ordained  a  deacon  of  the  Moravian  Church  on 
Nov.  6th  by  Br.  Anders,  at  the  request  of  the  Provincial  Helpers 
Conference  here. 

Nov.  20.  Br.  Schulz  led  in  the  singing  of  a  Psalm  of  Praise  to 
the  Father.  In  Bethabara,  Bethania,  and  Friedberg  there  were 
also  the  harvest  thanksgiving  sermons. 

Dec.  1.  Br.  &  Sr.  Warner,  who  had  served  faithfully  in  charge 
of  our  tavern  for  6  years  and  had  asked  to  be  relieved,  were 
replaced  by  Br.  &  Sr.  Wohlfahrt.  The  Warners  moved  into  the 
house  bought  for  them  by  the  Brn.  Samuel  and  Heinr.  Schulz. 

Dec.  5.  Br.  &  Sr.  Denke  began  a  week-day  school  at  Friedberg 
with  25  scholars.  More  came  in  the  following  days.  Br.  Jacobsen 
began  a  similar  school  in  Bethania  with  17  children.  At  night 
he  gives  instruction  to  several  older  boys. 

Dec.  9.  Service  had  to  be  omitted  on  account  of  the  weather. 
This  whole  week  was  uncommonly  cold  for  our  climate  and  this 
time  of  the  year. 

Dec.  25.  At  1  p.m.  the  Married  People  heard  the  Christmas 
recitations  of  the  Little  Girls  of  the  congregation  in  the  small 
auditorium;  at  3  p.m.  the  Married  Sisters  heard  the  recitations 
of  the  Academy  students  in  their  chapel,  decorated  with  a  beauti- 
ful, illuminated  picture  of  the  nativity.  Both  exercises  were  re- 
peated today  and  will  be  repeated  tomorrow  again,  so  that  the 
entire  congregation  may  have  the  privilege  of  hearing  them. 

Dec.  28  &  29.  In  the  night  Br.  and  Sr.  Gladfelder  in  Friedberg 
experienced  a  heavy  loss  when  their  hat  workshop  burned  down. 
The  fire  at  night  caused  much  damage,  estimated  at  $500.00. 
When  he  tried  to  rescue  some  things,  Br.  Gladfelder  was  severely 
burned.  Yet  they  felt  it  was  God's  preservation  that  the  home, 
standing  near  by,  and  the  barn  were  spared. 
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Extracts  from  the  Minutes  of  the 
Aufseher  Collegium,  1831. 

Jan.  10.  A  number  of  citizens  have  agreed  on  the  starting  of 
Infant  Schools.  These  are  to  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
inspectors  of  the  other  schools,  but  the  management  of  the  Male 
Infant  School  they  think  could  be  entrusted  to  Br.  David  Dunlap. 
The  southwest  lower  room  of  the  Boys  School  is  proposed  to 
house  this  school.  After  lengthy  discussion  Aufseher  Coi^gium 
gave  its  approval  for  this  so-called  Infant  School  and  we  recom- 
mend that  Br.  David  Dunlap  be  engaged  as  teacher  for  these 
little  boys,  if  he  is  willing,  as  soon  as  Br.  Schmidt  is  located 
elsewhere. 

The  Congregation  Diacony  furnishes  the  room  without  rent 
and  wood  for  fuel.  School  money  is  paid  to  Br.  Dunlap  by  the 
parents. 

Aufseher  Col.  also  approves  of  the  beginning  of  a  Female 
Infant  School  under  the  leadership  of  the  widow  M.  Welfare, 
with  the  compensation  of  part  of  her  room  rent  and  fuel,  if  it  is 
desired. 

Since  the  widow  Foltz  has  built  a  porch  in  front  of  her  house 
without  consulting  Aufseher  Col.,  Br.  J.  C.  Blum  will  have  a 
thorough  talk  with  her  about  it. 

Jan.  21>.  The  widow  Reich  has  taken  in  Mr.  J.  Miller  for  2 
months'  lodging.  Spoken  with  about  not  notifying  Aufseher  Col., 
she  said  she  did  not  know  this  must  be  done.  She  also  wishes 
permission  to  board  several  workmen  working  for  the  Brn. 
Kuehln  and  Em.  Reich.  We  shall  not  forbid  her  this  so  long  as 
everything  is  carried  on  in  good  order. 

Br.  J.  C.  Blum  has  spoken  with  the  widow  Foltz.  She  promises 
to  permit  a  passage  over  her  porch. 

Br.  Senseman  has  taken  into  service  a  certain  Rebecca  Romin- 
ger  on  the  usual  conditions. 

Regarding  Dr.  Schumann's7  inquiry  about  more  land,  the  com- 
mittee has  gone  over  his  lease  and  the  minutes  of  Aufseher  Col. 


7  Dr.  Schumann  was  an  eccentric,  a  controversial  character.  With  his  coming  to  Salem 
there  began  a  long  series  of  controversies  which  had  significant  developments.  Many 
stories  were  told  about  him.  One  of  them  still  remembered  tells  of  a  young  man  who  had 
the  misfortune  to  get  his  jawbone  out  of  place  so  that  he  could  not  close  his  mouth.  His 
mother  took  him  to  Dr.  Schumann.  The  doctor  received  the  young  man  courteously  and 
invited  him  to  sit  down,  but  pulled  the  chair  out  from  under  the  young  man,  who  sat 
down  on  the  floor  with  such  a  jolt  that  his  jawbone  snapped  back  in  place  and  the 
cure  was  effected.  The  Schumann  plantation  was  on  the  hill  south  of  Salem  Creek  across 
from  Salem  College.  A  Negro  settlement  was  built  there  later,  called  Happy  Hill,  and 
the  site  now  includes  the  Negro  Housing  Development  called  Happy  Hill  Gardens. 
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on  this  point.  Since  Dr.  Schumann  was  agreed  with  the  stipula- 
tions of  Jan.  10,  1820,  which  gave  him  an  additional  157.75  rods 
with  permission  to  clear  this  strip,  permission  to  clear  beyond 
this  strip  can  not  be  granted  to  him.  At  any  rate,  he  is  paying  50^ 
less  rent  per  acre  than  all  others  and  we  are  not  selling  land 
to  any  other  Brethren.  Aufseher  Col.  approved  the  report  of 
the  committee. 

Br.  Schaffner  had  a  sketch  of  a  16  x  14  ft.  addition  to  his  house 
laid  before  Aufseher  Col.  It  was  approved. 

Br.  Timothy  Vogler  petitions  through  his  brother,  Nathanael, 
for  the  lot  next  to  Dr.  Kuehln.  He  wishes  to  carry  on  his  trade 
there.  The  answer  to  the  request  is  deferred  until  he  appears  in 
person  before  Aufseher  Col,  but  his  prior  claim  to  the  lot  is 
assured  him. 

Br.  Warner  has  in  mind  to  give  up  his  present  service  and 
wishes  then  to  begin  a  tobacco  factory  in  Br.  Fries's  place.  Auf . 
Col.  gives  him  permission  for  this  without  reservations. 

Jan.  31.  Br.  Shober  will  arrange  an  addition  to  the  Post  Office 
for  a  bedroom  for  Post  Office  officials.  Auf.  Col.  considers  this 
expedient. 

Since  Br.  Warner  is  embarrassed  for  lack  of  room  to  stable 
horses,  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Brn.  Theo.  Schulz,  J.  J. 
and  J.  C.  Blum,  Em.  Shober,  and  W.  L.  Benzien  was  appointed, 
first  of  all  to  ascertain  if  fitting  alterations  can  be  made  in  the 
tavern  stables;  if  not,  to  see  whether  one  could  place  the  barn 
on  our  departed  Br.  Kuschke's  property  at  Br.  Warner's  disposal 
and  make  arrangements  for  stables. 

Jan.  31,  Special  Session.  Held  to  consider  the  establishment  of 
a  second  congregation  store,  a  question  that  was  postponed  from 
last  August  to  January,  1831.  Are  time  and  circumstances  now 
right  for  the  undertaking?  Before  deciding  on  the  main  question, 
there  was  discussion  on  matters  relative  to  the  project : 

It  was  held  desirable  to  begin  with  a  capital  of  between  $3,500 
and  $4,000.  Arrangement  and  size  of  the  store  and  lots  belong- 
ing to  it  can  be  left  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brn.  W.  L. 
Benzien,  J.  J.  Blum,  and  Theo.  Pfohl,  which  will  report. 

The  man  to  be  in  charge  of  the  new  business  was  discussed. 
Br.  Theo.  Pfohl  was  recognized  as  suitable. 

Auf.  Col.  would  not  refuse  to  designate  one-third  of  the  general 
profits  of  the  second  store  for  the  Sustentation  Diacony,  although 
the  question  will  have  to  be  answered  at  some  future  date,  Why 
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should  the  branch  store  entail  an  additional  contribution  to 
Sustentation  Diacony? 

Regarding  the  salary  of  the  storekeeper,  $300.00  per  annum 
was  designated,  besides  the  perquisites  associated  with  this 
branch. 

We  came  then  to  the  main  question,  Is  this  the  time  to  estab- 
lish a  second  store,  and  should  the  store  be  set  in  order  under  the 
leadership  of  Theo.  Pfohl  by  the  month  of  May?  The  question 
was  answered  in  the  affirmative  by  a  vote  of  8  to  2. 

Feb.  7.  Miss  Sarah  Blum  is  staying  with  her  uncle,  J.  C.  Blum, 
until  her  brother  comes  for  her. 

The  committee  reported  that  no  suitable  changes  for  extra 
stabling  are  practicable  at  the  tavern  and  recommended  that  the 
aforesaid  barn  located  near  the  tavern  be  fitted  with  stables. 
Report  of  committee  approved. 

Br.  C.  Kraemer  requests  permission  to  rent  the  shop  of  the 
widow  Vierling  and  to  lodge  with  her.  Auf .  Col.  grants  permis- 
sion with  the  understanding  that  he  allow  no  other  trade  in  his 
shop. 

The  store  committee  reported  with  a  sketch  of  the  arrangement 
of  the  store,  buildings,  and  the  lot. 

Br.  Wohlfahrt's  request  that  4  ft.  be  added  to  his  75  ft.  lot  was 
granted,  since  there  will  still  be  15  ft.  between  his  lot  and  the 
store,  provided  Br.  Wohlfahrt  agrees  to  take  away  the  fence  and 
keeps  the  ditch  open  for  any  water  naturally  flowing  in  that 
direction.  Br.  Wohlfahrt's  lot  would  then  be  79  ft.  wide,  the 
store  lot  226  wide,  and  the  lot  between  the  store  and  Br.  James 
Hall's  80  ft.  wide. 

Proposal  was  made  and  accepted  to  extend  the  roof  of  the 
warehouse  flush  with  the  street  in  order  to  provide  shelter  for 
horses  &  wagons,  etc. 

Before  we  answer  Br.  Haeusler's  request  for  the  lot  between 
the  store  and  Br.  Hairs,  Br.  W.  L.  Benzien  will  find  out  what 
he  proposes  to  carry  on  at  this  location. 

The  Single  Br.  Louis  Eberhard  requests  the  corner  lot8  next 
to  the  one  asked  for  by  Br.  Timothy  Vogler.  He  plans  to  build  a 
house  on  it  and  carry  on  his  customary  trade  there.  Before  per- 
mission is  given,  Auf.  Col.  wants  to  find  out  from  him  whether 
he  has  the  means  to  carry  out  his  plans. 


8  The  Eberhard  and  Vogler  houses  are  on  the  east  side  of  South  Main  Street  south  of 
Walnut  Street. 
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Since  the  night  watchman  is  reported  not  to  be  punctual,  Br. 
Brietz  will  have  a  brotherly  talk  with  him  about  it. 

Feb.  21.  The  chairman  reported  that  Br.  Haeusler  wishes  to 
establish  a  tobacco  works  on  the  lot  between  Br.  Hall's  and  the 
store.  Since  the  tobacco  business  has  already  been  promised  to 
Br.  Warner,  he  is  denied  this,  but  Auf.  Col.  is  ready  to  hear 
further  proposals  from  him  before  giving  the  lot  to  another. 

Br.  L.  Eberhard,  locksmith  and  clock-maker,  submits  that  he 
wishes  to  build  a  house  similar  to  Br.  Mickey's  and  a  smith-shop 
with  a  porch  at  a  cost  of  $500.00,  of  which  he  can  pay  $100.00 
cash.  He  also  submitted  a  sketch  of  his  proposed  house.  Although 
we  have  our  doubts  that  he  can  build  for  this  sum,  permission 
was  granted  (in  view  of  permission  having  been  granted  under 
worse  auspices) . 

Since  the  single  woman,  Christina  Kimel,  wishes  to  become  a 
member  of  our  congregation  and  we  are  not  convinced  to  our 
satisfaction  that  she  has  the  genuine  congregation  attitude,  Auf. 
Col.  counsels  her  to  have  patience  and  to  continue  to  use  our 
service  to  fullest  advantage. 

Dr.  Shuman  asks  that  he  at  least  be  allowed  to  clear  the 
huckleberry  swamp  next  to  his  plantation.  Auf.  Col.  will  visit 
the  spot  to  make  a  decision. 

The  notice  of  Br.  Fries  that  he  intends  to  build  a  shop  and  a 
dwelling  for  Negroes  and  the  other  buildings  on  the  plantation 
he  is  soon  to  receive  can  not  be  approved  until  we  know  where 
these  buildings  are  to  be  located.  With  regard  to  his  2nd  proposal, 
our  trustee  is  to  notify  Br.  Fries  that  Auf.  Col.  finds  it  impracti- 
cable to  have  him  run  a  lane  through  the  land.  Not  only  would 
such  a  lane  bring  considerable  cost  of  fence-rails  on  the  Con- 
gregation Diacony,  but  also  the  land  would  be  too  much  cut  up. 

March  7.  Br.  Denke's  ground  plan  was  studied.  He  will  build 
on  the  lot  next  to  Br.  Ackerman  that  was  laid  out  for  him  last 
Thursday.  He  will  set  his  house  22  ft.  back  in  order  to  gain  room 
for  a  garden. 

Br.  Warner  bids  for  the  Toy  Shop9  in  case  the  widow  Reutz 
does  not  want  to  carry  it  on  any  longer.  If  in  that  case  he  is 
permitted  by  the  Cong.  Directory  to  continue  with  the  shop 
(Schmierladen),  Br.  Warner  can  be  assured  in  his  right  of 
preemption. 


9  The  toy  shop  was  located  in  the  pre- Revolutionary  workshop  of  the  Brothers  House, 
on  the  south  side  of  what  is  now  Academy  Street  west  of  South  Main  Street. 
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Br.  D.  Clewell  wishes  to  take  the  little  boy,  August  Fetter 
from  Bethabara,  into  service  for  household  duties  at  first,  but 
then  to  have  him  learn  the  book-binder's  trade.  Since  there 
probably  are  no  prospects  for  this  trade  in  Salem,  Auf.  Col. 
permits  him  to  make  a  trial  with  this  boy,  say,  for  6  months. 

March  21.  Br.  Levering  wishes  to  be  exempt  from  all  lovefeast 
assessments  except  for  communion  lovefeasts,  and  for  the  latter 
to  be  assessed  only  for  one  person.  This  can  not  be  granted  on 
account  of  setting  a  dangerous  precedent.  The  same  Br's.  request 
for  a  town  lease  was  discussed  but  carried  over  until  next  meet- 
ing so  that  all  circumstances  could  be  thought  over. 

Since  Br.  Fries,  without  seeking  or  obtaining  permission,  has 
again  bought  a  young  Negress  and  seemingly  wishes  to  start  a 
kind  of  Negro  speculation  in  our  settlement,  after  careful  con- 
sideration the  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  to  recommend 
to  Elders  Conference  that  Br.  Fries  be  relieved  of  his  Diener's 
office  and  dismissed  before  Holy  Week  from  the  congregation, 
unless  he  gets  the  Negress  out  of  town  and  in  general  promises 
to  abide  by  the  Congregation  Regulations. 

Several  Brethren  went  to  look  over  the  situation  at  Dr.  Shu- 
man's.  He  wishes  to  have  a  piece  of  land  on  the  southeast  line 
next  to  Rothhaas' — the  huckleberry  swamp — about  12-13  acres 
for  clearing.  Also,  on  the  southwest  end  of  his  plantation,  on  the 
street,  8  more  acres.  For  the  latter  he  is  willing  to  give  back  the 
land  not  yet  cleared,  from  his  fences  to  the  measured  line.  Auf. 
Col.  decided  that  he  can  not  have  any  additional  land  beyond 
his  boundaries  because  too  much  land  had  been  cleared  already. 

As  a  committee  on  the  potter's  oven  and  also  the  gates  of  the 
Square,  the  Brethren  of  the  fire  committee  together  with  Br. 
J.  J.  Blum  were  appointed. 

April  5.  The  view  of  Auf.  Col.  on  Br.  Levering's  plea  to  be 
exempted  from  lovefeast  assessments  has  been  communicated  to 
him.  He,  on  his  part,  thinks  his  proposal  would  be  practicable. 
Since  we  can  not  quite  convince  ourselves  about  this  Brother's 
complete  poverty,  and  for  other  reasons,  we  abide  by  our  decision 
and  direct  the  lovefeast  custodian  to  charge  Br.  Levering  with 
all  assessments.  Then,  later  on,  these  charges  can  be  stricken  if 
it  is  deemed  advisable. 

The  request  of  Br.  Levering  for  a  town  lease  is  so  far  granted 
in  that  we  will  give  him  a  lease  as  we  were  minded  to  give  Br. 
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Fries,  namely,  a  lease  drawn  up  according  to  Congregation 
Regulations  (Cong.  Order.  No.  12,  Sec.  5.,  Phila.,  1819). 

The  resolution  regarding  Br.  Fries  is  in  so  far  modified  that, 
before  it  is  carried  out,  his  Choir  leader  (Pfleger)  shall  go  over 
with  him  all  the  consequences  he  is  liable  to  incur  if  he  persists 
in  the  matter.  Of  course,  reasonable  time  will  be  granted  him  to 
make  other  arrangements  and  we  will  inquire  about  this  from 
time  to  time. 

Dr.  Shuman  wishes  to  run  a  fence  through  the  huckleberry 
swamp  but  not  to  clear  it.  Further,  he  wishes  to  buy  from  the 
Cong.  Diacony  50-100  acres  situated  along  the  Dav.  Blum  and 
J.  Rothhaas  line.  We  will  decide  about  this  at  another  time. 

The  pottery-oven  committee  reports  that  they  have  recom- 
mended to  place  the  oven  in  Br.  J.  Holland's  weaver  shop ;  then 
to  provide  a  tile  roof  and  a  chimney  7-8  ft.  higher  than  the  roof. 

Br.  C.  Kraemer  wishes  to  take  the  boy,  Traugott  Christ,  to 
have  him  learn  the  saddler's  trade.  Although  Br.  Kraemer  him- 
self has  not  yet  finished  his  probationary  year,  we  have  no  doubts 
that  he  can  maintain  himself  well  at  his  trade,  and,  since  Br. 
Herbst  has  also  expanded  in  his  trade,  Auf.  Col.  permits  Br. 
Kraemer  to  take  the  boy  for  6  months  on  trial. 

Since  Jac.  Christman  has  withdrawn  from  our  fellowship,  Auf. 
Col.  charged  the  Brn.  Theo.  Schulz  and  W.  L.  Benzien  to  have  a 
conversation  with  him,  telling  him  kindly  but  firmly  that  he  must 
sell  his  house  to  an  accepted  buyer  and  then  leave  our  settlement. 

April  17.  Br.  Levering  wishes  to  have  the  promise  of  the  Cong. 
Diacony  put  into  his  lease,  that  if  it  comes  to  the  worst,  i.  e.,  his 
demise,  at  least  $1,000  is  to  be  paid  his  estate  for  his  house  and 
improvements.  Also,  he  would  like  to  have  2  acres  added  to  his 
fields. 

It  was  proposed  that  the  son  of  the  widow  Mary  Wohlfahrt  be 
sent  to  the  Boys  School  free  of  charge  as  an  equivalent  for  her 
services  in  the  Female  Infant  School.  Since  her  circumstances 
call  for  an  assistance  of  this  kind,  Auf.  Col.  voted  to  do  it  for 
this  year. 

Since  the  quarters  of  the  Female  Infant  School  at  present 
are  very  inadequate,  we  propose  during  the  summer  to  fit  up  the 
room  next  to  the  Concert  Hall  for  this  purpose  if  the  parents  of 
the  little  girls  are  agreeable  to  it.  Br.  Hy.  Leinbach  will  speak 
with  the  parents  about  it. 

May  2.  Br.  Hy.  Leinbach  reports,  after  speaking  with  the 
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parents  of  the  little  girls,  that  they  accept  with  thanks  the 
proposal  of  Auf .  Col.  about  the  school  room. 

Since  Br.  Theo.  Pfohl  has  returned  from  Philadelphia  and 
plans  to  be  married  yet  this  week,  it  becomes  necessary  to  draw 
up  a  written  contract  with  him  (about  the  new  store) .  The  Br. 
Theo.  Schulz  and  W.  L.  Benzien  were  charged  to  draw  up  a  tenta- 
tive draft  and  to  submit  it  to  the  next  session  of  Auf.  Col.  The 
following  points  are  to  be  mentioned  in  the  contract : 

a.  In  case  of  a  death  of  the  storekeeper  the  latest  inventory 
will  be  our  guide ; 

b.  The  storekeeper  must  not  engage  in  any  private  speculation 
in  connection  with  his  business; 

c.  We  refer  all  considerations  of  perquisites  with  regard  to 
which  both  parties  wish  to  have  an  agreement  in  writing,  as  well 
as  necessary  furnishings  to  the  committee  named  above. 

Br.  Foltz  plans  to  put  his  shop  on  the  corner  of  Vogler's  and 
Main  Street. 

Capt.  Em.  Shober  requests,  in  the  name  of  the  Salem  Light 
Infantry  Company,  permission  to  use  the  premises  between 
Schaffner's  field  and  the  Belews  Creek  Road  for  their  military 
drills,  and  to  be  permitted  to  remove  several  stumps.  Since  this 
establishment  will  enhance  the  neighborhood  and  we  will  be 
particular  that  only  a  few  trees  are  cut  down,  we  have  no  objec- 
tions to  this  request. 

May  16.  The  draft  of  a  contract  with  Br.  Theo.  Pfohl  (about 
the  store)  was  submitted  to  Auf.  Col.  and  approved.  One  Brother 
offered  the  suggestion  to  put  at  the  head  of  the  contract,  "This 
second  store  is  erected  by  W.  L.  Benzien,  et  al.,  out  of  the  funds 
of  the  Salem  Diacony,,  and  "for  the  use  and  benefit  of  Salem 
Diacony"  instead  of  "for  use  of  W.  L.  Benzien."  It  was  thought, 
however,  that  it  would  be  sufficient  for  Br.  Benzien  to  give  a  bond 
(written  agreement)  to  this  effect  and  this  be  deposited  with 
Auf.  Col. 

The  single  Christina  Kimel  has  again  expressed  a  desire  to 
become  a  member  of  this  congregation.  In  order  not  to  increase 
the  number  of  those  who  are  indifferent  to  the  lovely  purposes 
of  our  Brotherhood  in  this  manner,  it  is  our  duty  to  insist  on  a 
knowledge  of  our  congregation  principles — knowledge  more  in 
the  spirit  than  in  the  letter — and  since  Auf.  Col.  even  after 
mention  of  this  point  in  our  minutes  of  last  Feb.  21,  has  not  yet 
sufficient  evidence  that  this  question  has  been  satisfactorily 
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answered,  permission  can  not  yet  be  given.  For  the  same  reasons 
the  two  other  applicants,  Catherina  Gibbins  and  Charlotte 
Hamilton,  are  asked  to  be  patient  and  to  make  use  of  our  services 
in  the  best  possible  manner. 

Since  Br.  Levering  feels  entitled  to  have  a  lease  different  from 
that  offered  by  Auf.  Col.,  April  5,  1831,  this  matter  was  brought 
up  again.  He  insists  that  the  Congregation  Diacony,  in  the  last 
change  made  in  the  lease  to  Br.  Kreuser,  received  an  equivalent 
in  Kreuser's  house  for  his  own,  located  outside  of  town,  and 
therefore  it  would  be  fair  to  give  him  the  advantage  of  this  in 
the  town  lease.  After  much  discussion  a  motion  was  made  that, 
in  order  to  avoid  all  appearance  of  an  unfair  transfer,  to  include 
in  the  lease  an  equity  of  $800.00,  or  the  probable  worth  of  the 
former  Levering — now  Kreuser — house.  This  will  have  to  be 
decided  shortly  as  well  as  the  second  proposal,  viz.,  to  put  both 
leases  of  the  former  Kreuser  and  Levering  houses  in  force  as 
they  were  before  the  exchange. 

May  30.  The  motion  was  carried  that,  in  taking  over  the 
Levering  house,  we  do  not  give  Levering  more  than  the  Kreuser 
house  was  valued  through  arbitration  at  the  time  of  the  determi- 
nation of  the  Levering  lease.  Br.  Shober  will  notify  him  of  this. 

Regarding  Levering's  request  for  2  more  acres  of  land,  Auf. 
Col.  can  not  grant  this,  among  other  reasons  because  we  think  he 
has  too  much  rather  than  too  little  land  now. 

The  Single  Brother  Tim.  Vogler  asks  for  permission  to  build 
a  shop  on  the  lot  between  Dr.  Kuehln  and  Br.  L.  Eberhard.  He 
wishes  to  carry  on  his  gun-stock  making  there.  Auf.  Col.  has  no 
objections;  Tim.  Vogler,  however,  must  allow  for  keeping  open 
the  water-ditch,  for  which  he  is  assured  4  ft.  more  of  lot. 

Br.  Theo.  Schulz  gives  notice  that  he  proposes  to  build  a  brick 
washhouse  next  to  his  bake-oven. 

The  boy  Ephraim  Brietz  has  been  put  into  Br.  Pfohl's  store  on 
a  trial  basis. 

The  following  Brethren  were  appointed  a  committee  to  audit 
the  accounts  of  the  branch  store  that  have  been  submitted :  J.  C. 
Blum,  Hy.  Lineback,  W.  L.  Benzien,  and  Theo.  Schulz. 

Br.  Benzien  was  charged  with  inquiring  of  Br.  Fries  how  far 
he  has  progressed  in  getting  the  Negro  women  out  of  town. 

June  13.  The  Brn.  Theo.  Schulz  and  Benzien  have  inquired 
of  Br.  Fries  whether  and  how  far  he  has  progressed  in  getting 
the  Negro  women  out  of  town,  but  were  unable  to  get  a  definite 
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answer.  Auf.  Col.  therefore  decided  that  Br.  Fries  either  gets 
the  Negro  women  out  of  town  by  October  of  this  year  or  he  will 
have  to  be  excluded  from  the  congregation. 

Since  the  curatress  (Pflegerin)  of  Christina  Kimel  gives  her 
a  good  testimony  and  she  seems  to  understand  and  be  in  sympathy 
with  the  congregation  ordinances,  this  person  will  be  interviewed 
by  a  committee  of  Auf.  Col.  as  to  her  future  reception  into  the 
congregation. 

Thorough  discussion  about  our  existing  fire-extinguishing 
facilities.  All  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  fire  engine  is 
quite  inadequate.  Br.  J.  J.  Blum  was  charged  with  writing  to 
Philadelphia  to  inquire  the  cost  of  a  good  fire  engine  and  hose. 
After  this  information  is  received  we  will  go  forward  in  the 
matter  without  delay. 

The  annual  account  of  the  Single  Sisters  Diacony  was  commu- 
nicated. It  shows  a  surplus  for  the  year  of  $375.21.  It  would  be 
desirable  when  future  accounts  are  submitted  to  have  items  of 
kitchen  expense  more  definitely  specified. 

The  auditing  committee  reported : 

1.  The  congregation  store  shows  a  profit  of  $263.23.  The  ware- 
house stock  is  $799.00  lower  than  last  year's  inventory,  and  after 
discounting  6%  and  the  reduction  of  several  articles  is  to  be 
regarded  as  solvent  as  are  also  the  outstanding  debts  after  a 
discount  of  6%  on  the  note  and  10%  of  the  book-debts  which 
have  been  reduced  to  a  total  of  $296.00. 

2.  The  inventory  of  the  tavern  is  $376.00  higher  than  last  year. 
The  proposal  of  the  committee  to  discount  it  by  6%  and  to  dis- 
count the  note  debts  by  6%  and  the  book-debts  by  10%,  was 
approved  by  Auf.  Col.  Accordingly  the  net  profit  for  the  year 
would  be  $299.79  and  three-fourth  cents  instead  of  $545.63 
and  three-fourth  cents. 

3.  The  situation  of  the  white-leather  tannery  is  good  after  a 
discount  of  25%  as  well  as  a  discount  of  10%  of  outstanding 
debts.  In  this  trade  a  deficit  of  $32.48  appears,  but  this  is  negligi- 
ble in  view  of  a  supply  of  raw  deer  hides  estimated  at  $425.00 
and  the  building  expense  of  a  cow  stable. 

The  stock  of  the  real-leather  tannery  is  considerable,  appraised 
at  $8908.70,  and  shows  a  profit  of  $663.58.  In  the  judgment  of 
the  committee  finished  leather  was  discounted  6%,  i.e.,  by  $109.74, 
and  therefore  the  stock  reduced  to  $8798.96  and  the  profits  to 
$553.84. 
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The  proposal  of  Br.  Brietz  to  send  his  oldest  son  to  Philadelphia 
or  New  York  to  perfect  himself  in  his  trade  was  unanimously 
approved. 

Auf.  Col.  proposes  to  devote  $25.00  from  the  surplus  of  the 
Single  Sister  Diacony  and  $25.50  from  the  Congregation  Dia- 
cony,  together  $50.50  to  the  offering  for  the  inhabitants  of 
Fayetteville  impoverished  by  fire. 

Br.  Em.  Reich  wishes  to  build  a  little  house  on  his  lot  for  his 
aunt,  Verona.  For  lack  of  time  this  could  not  be  answered 
today. 

June  27.  Br.  Em.  Shober  reports  that  Br.  Levering  does  not 
accept  the  offer  of  Auf.  Col.,  but  proposes  to  leave  it  up  to  Con- 
gregation Directory  to  credit  him  with  $1,000.00  in  his  lease  for 
his  house  and  improvements  or,  if  in  their  judgment  this  sum  is 
too  high,  to  credit  him  with  a  sum  arrived  at  by  a  valuation  of  his 
house  and  improvements.  Decision  on  this  proposal  was  post- 
poned until  next  meeting. 

Since  the  committee  has  had  an  interview  with  Christina 
Kimel  to  their  entire  satisfaction,  Auf.  Col.  recommends  the 
reception  of  this  person  into  the  congregation. 

Since  the  single  Sister  Verona  Reich  would  like  most  of  all  to 
live  by  herself  in  a  room  in  the  Sisters  House,  the  brethren  of 
Auf.  Col.  on  the  first  suitable  day  will  look  over  the  Sisters 
House  property  in  order  to  decide  whether  a  little  house  could 
be  built  which  Sr.  Reich  could  occupy. 

Br.  J.  Haeusler  foregoes  the  vacant  lot  next  to  the  new  store 
and  wishes  to  rent  the  180  ft.  lot  extending  from  Br.  A.  Butner's 
line  to  Shallow  Ford  Street.  The  matter  remains  undecided  until 
the  property  can  be  looked  over. 

The  Single  Brother  Thomas  Boner  wishes  to  build  a  shop  on 
the  lot  next  to  the  new  store  and,  as  soon  as  he  can  do  it,  to 
settle  down  to  the  trade  of  hat-making.  First  of  all,  as  is  our 
custom,  we  will  get  the  opinion  of  the  other  hat-makers  in  town 
on  this  proposal. 

Br.  Benzien  is  asked  to  ascertain  the  mind  of  the  Single 
Brother  Wm.  Hauser  with  regard  to  his  choice  of  a  trade;  this 
in  view  of  our  early  failure  to  have  a  coach  and  wagon-building 
trade. 

July  11.  In  order  at  last  to  get  clear  with  Br.  Levering,  a 
majority  of  Auf.  Col.  favored  this  proposal :  If  the  Congregation 
Diacony  draws  up  the  lease,  they  have  the  choice  of  paying  him 
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$1,000.00,  or  a  sum  arrived  at  through  valuation.  If  he  draws 
up  the  lease  himself,  he  is  to  find  a  buyer  who  can  be  approved 
according  to  congregation  regulations. 

Auf .  Col.  could  find  no  suitable  spot  next  to  the  Sisters  House 
to  build  a  little  house  for  the  purpose  above  mentioned.  In  order 
to  find  out,  however,  whether  a  couple  of  rooms  could  be  worked 
out  in  the  lower  story  for  the  Single  Sister  Verona  Reich  or  for 
future  persons  in  the  same  situation,  Auf.  Col.  will  look  over  the 
place  tomorrow  morning. 

The  proposal  of  the  committee  that  the  house  lots  next  to  Sr. 
Rothhaas  remain  unchanged,  i.e.,  90  ft.  wide,  was  approved. 

The  hat-makers  in  town  having  no  objection  to  Br.  Boner's 
proposal,  Auf.  Col.  grants  him  permission  (see  under  June  27) . 

Br.  Will  Hauser  has  asked  for  more  time  for  consideration 
(see  under  June  27). 

The  Widow  Foltz  is  granted  permission  to  build  a  shed  with 
fireplace  and  chimney  next  to  the  weaver's  house. 

Jac.  Christman,  since  he  had  himself  baptized  again,  must  pay 
i/3  of  congregation  contributions  for  his  wife.  He  will  receive 
legal  notice  from  the  Proprietor  to  leave  the  town  at  the  latest 
within  3  months. 

Since  the  Single  Brother  Carl  Eberhard  has  served  his 
apprenticeship  and  can  get  no  work  with  Br.  J.  Hall,  the  latter 
will  be  spoken  with  and  asked  to  give  him  work  for  some  time  at 
least. 

Br.  B.  Warner  with  the  approval  of  Auf.  Col.  has  bought  a 
house  from  the  brothers  Sam.  and  J.  Hy.  Schultz. 

July  18.  The  Proprietor  of  Wachovia  has  given  Jac.  Christman 
written  notice  (see  under  Jul.  11).  Since  the  latter  can  find  no 
buyer  for  his  house  and  improvements,  he  offers  to  let  Congrega- 
tion Diacony  take  it  over  for  $1,600.00,  and  he  will  then  soon 
move  his  family  to  the  West.  This  raised  the  question  whether 
Congregation  Diacony  should  take  over  his  possessions  or  not. 
In  the  latter  case,  probably  none  but  legal  measures  could  remove 
Jac.  Christman  from  our  settlement,  in  course  of  which,  after 
long-drawn-out  negotiations,  we  might  finally  have  to  buy  the 
house  at  any  rate,  with  considerable  legal  expense  involved  and 
without  being  able  to  avoid  the  appearance  of  religious  persecu- 
tion. We  saw,  also,  the  inconsistency  in  refusing  the  petition  of 
one  who  was  once  a  member  of  the  church,  under  necessity  to 
sell  his  house,  while  granting  a  petition  of  similar  nature  to  an- 
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other  person  who  might  differ  with  us  on  a  point  of  religion. 
Also,  we  would  have  here  the  opportunity  to  show  up  the  un- 
tenable reasoning  of  some,  that  our  Congregation  Regulations 
lack  the  proof  of  legality,  and  then  our  Congregation  Diacony 
would  be  troubled  and  endangered  at  this  point,  i.e.,  the  taking 
over  of  houses. 

After  discussion  pro  and  con,  Auf .  Col.  was  almost  unanimous 
in  deciding  that  in  this  case  it  would  be  the  most  expedient  and 
economical  solution  to  take  over  the  house  and  improvements  of 
Jac.  Christman  by  purchase,  with  the  proviso  that  this  does  not 
establish  a  precedent  in  future  cases  nor  does  it  mean  that  Auf. 
Col.  doubts  the  tenability  of  our  Congregation  Statutes  before 
the  courts  of  the  Law. 

The  Brn.  Theo.  Schulz,  W.  L.  Benzien,  H.  Lineback,  and  J.  J. 
Blum  were  named  a  committee  to  inspect  the  house,  shop,  and 
improvements  of  Jac.  Christman  and  report  the  probable  value 
of  them  in  the  near  future. 

July  25.  Auf.  Col.  has  looked  over  the  south  cellar  of  the  Sisters 
House  but  found  that  the  room  there  is  not  only  necessary  for 
present  purposes,  but  if  changes  were  to  be  made  to  provide  for 
kitchen  and  dining  room,  the  space  would  be  too  small ;  the  walls 
would  be  endangered  because  the  basement  would  have  to  be 
dug  deeper ;  the  foundation  would  have  to  be  undergirded. 

By  building  an  addition  to  the  northwest  corner  of  the  Sisters 
House,  opposite  the  Academy,  for  a  room  for  the  Sister,  we 
could  get  a  vacant  room  in  the  Choir  House. 

There  was  much  discussion  and  it  was  brought  up  as  to 
whether  in  these  hard-pressed  times  a  building  of  any  kind 
should  be  undertaken  and  Sisters  Diacony  burdened  with  debt. 
The  discussion  brought  out  the  facts  that  there  are  4  rooms  in 
the  House  occupied  by  one  person  each;  one  room  occupied  by 
4  kitchen  Sisters;  2  Sisters  in  girls  room;  and  then  in  4  rooms 
only  23  Sisters,  of  whom  2  will  soon  move  away;  consequently 
of  these  21,  five  Sisters  now  living  in  one  room  could  be  distribut- 
ed between  the  two  large  rooms,  those  occupied  by  the  kitchen- 
Sisters  and  thereby  the  room  occupied  by  the  kitchen-Sisters 
would  become  vacant  and  this  room  has  already  been  promised 
to  Br.  A.  Steiner  for  his  2  daughters. 

After  taking  into  consideration  even  the  least  cost  of  a  build- 
ing, the  majority  of  Auf.  Col.  voted  against  it  and  voted  unani- 
mously against  the  proposal  to  build  a  house  in  the  Sisters  House 
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garden,  especially  since  Sr.  Verona  Reich  is  said  to  have  ex- 
pressed herself  that  on  account  of  her  sickly  condition  requiring 
her  to  have  her  own  diet,  she  would  not  move  into  the  Sisters 
House. 

Em.  Reich's  petition  came  up  and  Auf .  Col.  voted  unanimously 
to  give  him  permission  to  build  an  addition  to  his  house  for  his 
Aunt  Verona.  In  connection  with  this,  it  was  resolved  to  set  up 
a  reserve  fund  out  of  the  annual  surplus  of  the  Single  Sisters 
Diacony,  this  fund  to  be  available  for  a  building  in  time  of  real 
need. 

The  committee  on  the  appraisal  of  Jac.  Christman's  house,  etc., 
reported  an  estimate  of  $1,000.00.  Thereupon  Auf.  Col.  author- 
ized the  Trustee  to  offer  this  amount  on  the  part  of  the  Con- 
gregation Diacony. 

The  proposal  made  to  Br.  C.  Levering  seems  acceptable  to  him, 
but  he  adds  the  petition  that  if  in  future  the  land  on  which  he 
now  lives  should  be  sold  by  the  Congregation  Diacony,  he  might 
have  the  preemption  right  to  buy  it  for  $5.00.  Since  the  Con- 
gregation Diacony  probably  will  never  sell  this  land,  and  we  do 
not  wish  to  insert  this  new  clause  in  the  lease,  Auf.  Col.  stands 
by  the  proposal  made  him  without  further  conditions  or  clauses. 

Auf.  Col.  proposes  to  secure  a  fire  engine  for  20  persons  from 
Philadelphia,  at  a  cost  of  $400.00.  We  also  propose  an  assessment, 
according  to  the  circumstances  of  each  citizen,  to  pay  for  the 
same.  Perhaps  this  proposal  could  be  submitted  to  a  meeting  of 
all  of-age  Brethren  next  Thursday,  July  28.  To  this  came  an 
added  suggestion,  that  we  recommend  that  a  similar  contribution 
for  fire  protection  be  levied  on  everyone  erecting  a  building ;  also, 
that  the  church,  school,  and  congregation  house  be  not  assessed. 

Br.  J.  C.  Blum,  who  is  soon  going  to  Pennsylvania  for  a  visit, 
was  asked  to  make  inquiry  in  the  Penna.  congregations  for  a  good 
wagon  and  carriage-maker  for  Salem,  and  in  case  he  finds  one,  to 
engage  him  for  us. 

Aug.  1.  The  proposal  of  Auf.  Col.  for  an  assessment  to  meet 
the  cost  of  the  new  fire  apparatus  having  been  accepted  by  the 
meeting  of  of-age  Brethren  and  Auf.  Col.  having  been  charged 
with  the  appointing  of  appraisers,  the  following  were  named: 
South  Shallow  Ford  St. :  Sam.  Schulz  and  Isaac  Boner ;  if  either 
or  both  decline,  Dr.  Kuehln  or  Nath.  Vogler ;  north  from  Shallow 
Ford  St. :  the  Brn.  Herbst  and  John  Holland ;  if  either  or  both 
decline,  Ad.  Butner  or  James  Hall ;  for  Salt  St.,  Br.  John  Line- 
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back.  Any  of  the  taxed  Brethren  can  appeal  to  Auf.  Col.,  if  they 
feel  justified,  within  10  days. 

Since  the  best  clay  in  the  vicinity  of  Salem  is  found  only  on  the 
lots  of  the  brothers  Jac.  and  Phil,  Reich,  and  the  clay  is  needed 
for  our  cisterns  and  other  purposes,  Auf.  Col.  decided  to  measure 
the  clay  strip  in  both  lots  and  to  deduct  the  proportionate  value 
from  the  rents  of  these  lots.  If  the  brothers  will  not  hear  to  this 
proposal  at  all,  the  trustee  would  be  obliged  to  take  these  lots 
away  from  them. 

Aug.  8.  It  was  decided  not  to  tax  members  living  away  from 
Salem  in  the  fire-protection  levy. 

Jac.  Christman  has  accepted  the  offer  of  $1,200.00  for  his 
house  &  improvements  and  this  sum  has  been  paid  him  by  the 
trustee.  About  the  middle  of  Sept.  Christman  will  turn  over  his 
house  to  the  trustee. 

Br.  Levering  seems  to  have  been  misunderstood  in  his  last 
proposal.  What  he  wishes  is  that  if  his  land  is  ever  sold,  a  valua- 
tion should  be  made  and  he  should  receive  the  benefit.  Since  so 
many  of  Auf.  Col.  were  absent  today  the  matter  was  postponed 
to  next  meeting  which  Br.  Levering  will  be  invited  to  attend. 

Aug.  22.  Br.  Levering  was  present  and  we  had  a  long  discus- 
sion with  him.  The  majority  finally  came  to  the  agreement  to 
insert  the  following  clause  in  his  lease :  "When  the  lessor  makes 
the  lease  he  is  to  pay  Br.  Levering  $1,000.00,  or  a  sum  arrived 
at  by  arbitration ;  if,  however,  the  Congregation  Diacony  at  some 
future  time  would  sell  the  land,  this  sale  shall  not  take  place 
until  the  buyer  has  come  to  an  agreement  with  Br.  Levering 
about  the  house  and  improvements  and  the  amount  agreed  has 
been  paid  to  Br.  Levering  by  the  buyer." 

The  married  Brother  David  Spach  wishes  to  become  a  member 
of  our  non-resident  congregation.  No  objections  from  Auf.  Col. 

The  Single  Brother  Jos.  Stauber  has  in  mind  building  a  house 
25  ft.  long ;  whether  for  his  residential  purpose  we  shall  have  to 
ascertain. 

The  appraisal  of  houses  (see  minutes  of  Aug.  1)  was  sub- 
mitted. Auf.  Col.  added  the  following  valuations :

Also,  the  shop  of  Tim. 
Vogler,  since  completed, 
is  to  be  assessed. 

Sept.  5.  The  curatress  of  the  Single  Sisters  is  asked  to  gather 
their  contributions  for  the  fire  engine  and  Br.  Benzien  will 
gather  them  from  his  tenants. 

The  widow  Wageman  asks  for  readmission  into  the  congrega- 
tion. Auf.  Col.  asks  her  to  be  patient  and  urges  her  to  bind  out 
her  oldest  son,  William,  as  soon  as  possible — perhaps  to  Br. 
Brietz. 

The  Single  Brother  Jos.  Stauber  plans  to  settle  down  as  a 
citizen  and  plans,  in  time,  a  change  in  his  status. 

Br.  Mickey  will  build  a  cow  stable  in  his  yard  (not  hard  by  the 
graveyard  land)  and  also  a  porch  to  the  rear  of  his  house. 

Br.  Warner  announces  his  retirement  from  service  in  the 
tavern,  which  he  wishes  to  become  effective  Dec.  1.  Brn.  of  Auf. 
Col.  are  asked  to  think  of  a  suitable  successor. 

The  widow  Belo  wishes  to  rent  her  shop  and  woodshed  to 
single  Br.  Will  Hauser.  Auf.  Col.  must  first  learn  from  Br. 
Hauser  if  and  when  he  plans  to  begin  his  wagon-maker's  trade. 

Sept.  19.  Br.  John  Chitty  wishes  to  know  whether  the  so-called 
"Jac.  Blum  Place"  is  for  sale.  Auf.  Col.  advises  the  trustee  to 
sell  it  to  him.  Since  the  Brn.  Rothhaas  and  A.  Steiner,  Jr.  also 
have  expressed  a  desire  to  buy  this  place,  they  have  asked  that 
the  sale  be  postponed  until  Br.  Rothhaas  returns  from  Pa. 

Long  discussion  re  a  suitable  man  for  the  management  of  the 
tavern.  The  following  were  named,  to  be  approached  in  this 
order :  Br.  Senseman,  Br.  D.  Wohlfahrt,  (possibly)  George  Foltz. 

The  Brn.  Theo.  Schulz  and  W.  L.  Benzien  will  notify  Br.  J.  Hy. 
Schultz  to  get  his  Negro  woman,  Betsy,  out  of  town  without  delay 
because  of  her  bad  behavior. 

Dr.  Shuman  complains  that  a  short  time  ago  he  was  almost 
shot  to  death  at  a  so-called  " Shooting-Match' '  behind  the  Negro 
church.  Members  of  Auf.  Col.  will  see  to  it  that  such  sports 
hereafter  are  not  held  too  close  to  town. 

Br.  Em.  Reich  applies  for  the  boy  Naeman  Reich,  dismissed 
by  Br.  James  Hall  for  disobedience.  Br.  Reich  wishes  to  take  him 
for  the  learning  of  the  shoemaker's  trade.  Auf.  Col.  grants  this 
and  advises  Br.  Reich  to  take  the  boy  soon,  to  avoid  happenings 
of  this  sort.

The  annual  accounts  and  status  of  the  Congregation  Diacony 
were  submitted.  The  surplus  amounts  to  $55.33  and  three-fourth 
cents. 

The  distribution  of  the  surplus  of  the  Single  Sisters  Diacony 
was  taken  up.  It  amounts  to  $375.00.  Auf.  Col.  proposes  $100.00 
to  begin  a  fund  for  this  Diacony;  $75.00  for  repairs  to  the  Single 
Sisters  House;  $100.00  for  the  Congregation  Diacony  (for  writ- 
ing off  the  uncovered  debt  of  the  Academy)  ;  and  $100.00  for  the 
Sustentation  Fund  of  Wachovia. 

Sept.  26.  After  reports  had  been  received  last  night  of  an 
insurrection  of  Negroes  in  Montgomery  County,  our  settlement 
was  alarmed  this  morning  by  the  report  that  the  Negroes  were 
marching  on  Lexington,  Davidson  Co.  There  was  much  unrest 
in  town.  This  necessitated  Capt.  Em.  Shober  of  the  local  Light 
Infantry  Co.  to  make  all  arrangements  in  case  they  should  be 
ordered  away ;  consequently  Auf.  Col.  met  also  to  devise  measures 
for  the  safety  of  our  place  by  day  and  night  until  we  receive 
information  from  the  couriers  sent  to  Lexington.  Since  Br.  Em. 
Shober  has  promised  to  guard  the  town  tonight,  especially  the 
Academy  and  the  Sisters  House,  if  his  company  is  not  ordered 
away,  it  was  resolved  that  Br.  Benzien,  in  case  the  Company  is 
ordered  away,  and  as  long  as  there  is  danger,  commandeer  all 
the  remaining  men  in  town  for  assistance  to  Br.  Fogle  in  rein- 
forced night-watching. 

Oct.  3.  Br.  Senseman  explains  that  he  feels  under  necessity  to 
decline  the  proposal  made  him  to  manage  the  tavern,  owing  to 
the  sickly  condition  of  his  wife.  Auf.  Col.  now  proposes  Br. 
Daniel  Wohlfahrt  as  future  host  of  the  tavern.  The  Brn.  Van 
Boner,  Thorn.  Boner,  and  Phil.  Reich  were  suggested  in  case  Br. 
Wohlfahrt  has  no  inclination  to  accept. 

Br.  J.  Hy.  Schulz  is  willing  to  get  his  Negress  out  of  town.  Br. 
Benzien  will  notify  him  that  Auf.  Col.  has  set  Jan.  1,  1832,  as 
a  time  limit. 

Upon  inquiry,  the  trustee  received  approval  to  take  over  by 
purchase  the  barrel-cistern  and  accessories  now  in  front  of  Br. 
Jo.  Lick's  house,  which  cistern  is  too  small  for  that  part  of  town, 
and  move  it  to  a  convenient  place  in  the  yard  of  the  Family 
House.  Also,  he  is  to  have  a  new  and  larger  cistern  built,  at  the 
expense  of  the  water-works,  locating  same  farther  up  in  town  if 
possible. 
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Oct.  10.  Br.  D.  Wohlfahrt  asks  for  a  little  more  time  to  consider 
the  proposal  made  him  to  take  the  management  of  the  tavern. 

Br.  Senseman  wishes  to  be  considered  again  for  the  place  in 
case  Br.  Wohlfahrt  should  decline. 

Since  the  time  given  Br.  Fries  (Oct.  1.)  to  remove  his  Negroes 
out  of  town  has  expired  and  the  Negroes  are  still  here,  the  Brn. 
Theo.  Schulz  and  Benzien  were  charged  first  of  all  to  inquire  of 
Br.  Fries  the  reason  for  this. 

Various  accounts  were  submitted  for  inspection: 

a.  The  Civic  and  Church- Auditorium  (Saal)  Treasury 
Here  there  is  a  deficit  of  $9.77^,  since  April,  1830.  This 

year's  status  reveals  a  deficit  of  $82.36  and  three-fourth  cents.  It 
was  thought  expedient  to  suggest  to  church  council  that  a  sepa- 
rate Street  Account  be  opened  to  which  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town  should  contribute  an  annual  fixed  amount,  and  the  several 
Diaconies  also,  according  to  their  circumstances.  This  is  recom- 
mended in  order  to  relieve  the  Civic  Treasury  upon  which  the 
building  and  upkeep  of  streets  has  rested  since  the  fund  donated 
by  the  Congregation  Diacony  for  the  purpose  has  been  exhausted. 

b.  Annual  Statement  of  the  Water-works. 

A  deficit  of  $20.06  V2  appears  which  is  explained  by  the 
expenditure  of  $30.25  for  water  pipes,  bored  but  not  yet  laid.  In 
this  account  there  are,  in  addition,  $1334.16  %  in  liabilities. 

c.  Annual  Account  of  the  Love  feast  Treasury. 

It  shows  a  deficit  of  $46.09  reconciled  by  a  printing  bill 
of  $45.00  for  odes10  for  6  different  festival  seasons.  It  was 
proposed  to  use  several  of  the  odes  for  4  years,  in  order  three 
years  hence  not  to  have  the  same  expenditure  all  in  one  year. 
This  treasury  has  additional  liabilities  of  $61.87. 

Oct.  17.  Br.  D.  Wohlfahrt  has  expressed  his  willingness  to  take 
over  the  management  of  the  tavern  on  the  condition  that  Auf. 
Col.  and  Elders  Conference  permit  him — providing  he  does  not 
neglect  any  of  his  duties  in  the  tavern — to  spend  what  leisure 
time  he  has  for  his  own  encouragement  and  edification  on  his 
favorite  hobby — painting.11 

10  The  odes  were  programs,  or  orders  of  service. 

11  Daniel  Welfare  (Wohlfahrt)  was  the  best-known  painter  of  Salem.  He  studied  under 
Thomas  Sully  in  Philadelphia,  who  presented  him  with  the  only  self-portrait  of  Sully 
known  to  be  in  existence.  Although  he  did  not  win  wide  public  acclaim,  he  received 
acknowledgment  beyond  his  home  town,  as  is  shown  in  an  article  in  the  North  Carolina 
Historical  Review  (Oct.  1951)  by  Chalmers  G.  Davidson,  entitled  "Catawba  Springs — 
Carolina's  Spa,"  which  includes  the  following:  "According  to  the  Miners  and  Farmers 
Journal,  the  dinner  and  ball  at  Catawba  Springs  on  July  4,  1831,  would  be  an  affair  of 
style  and  elegance  never  surpassed,  if  ever  equalled,  in  this  section.  'Among  Mr.  Simonton's 
decorations,'  announced  the  Journal,  'there  are  several  paintings  designed  by  Mrs.  Justis 
and  executed  by  Mr.  Welfart  [sic]  of  Salem,  which  does  credit  to  his  genius  and  taste. 
The  Eagle  is  a  neat,  elegant  painting,  they  are  all  really  beautiful  and  cannot  fail  to  please.'  " 
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Auf .  Col.  leaves  it  entirely  to  his  discretion  how  he  employs  his 
leisure  time.  Since  under  present  conditions  the  tavern  manager 
can  not  get  along  without  a  good  barkeeper,  and  fitting  persons 
for  this  work  are  rare,  we  were  glad  to  hear  that  Br.  Wohlfahrt 
has  a  young,  well-adapted  Brother  in  view.  However,  since  we 
heard  also  that  this  young  man  is  the  Single  Brother  Charles 
Cooper  who  had  declared  that  he  wished  to  devote  himself  to  the 
learning  of  the  furniture-making  trade,  which  is  lacking  in  town, 
for  this  and  other  reasons  we  shall  try  to  dissuade  Br.  Wohlfahrt 
from  securing  him. 

Brn.  Theo.  Schulz  and  W.  L.  Benzien  had  spoken  with  Br. 
Fries  about  his  not  removing  the  Negroes.  He  asked,  before  he 
did  this,  to  have  an  interview  with  Auf.  Col.  Accordingly,  he 
came  in  at  10  a.m. 

Br.  Fries  asked  for  14  days'  more  time  and  promised  by  then 
to  have  his  Negroes  out  of  town  and  on  his  plantation.  Auf.  Col. 
granted  this  as  well  as  his  petition  to  keep  the  young  Negro 
woman,  Paulina,  for  his  house  service  in  Salem,  provided  he 
gives  bond  for  her  to  Br.  Theo.  Schulz. 

Since  Br.  Fries  assured  us  he  wished  to  live  in  peace  and 
brotherly  love  and  promised  from  now  on  to  abide  by  Congrega- 
tion Regulations,  he  thus  gave  us  opportunity  to  speak  with  him 
about  the  disorders  that  have  come  about  several  times  through 
his  selling  brandy.  He  promised  to  follow  our  directions  in  the 
future  and  to  sell  no  brandy  to  habitual  drunkards. 

Upon  inquiry,  he  stated  that  he  had  been  carrying  on  a  small 
trade  in  molasses,  sugar,  coffee,  paints,  spices,  nails,  and  glass 
and  said  he  would  not  enlarge  this,  but  asked  permission  to  carry 
it  on.  This  will  be  thoroughly  considered  by  Auf.  Col.  and  an 
answer  given  him  as  also  to 

Br.  J.  C.  Blum  who  said  he  would  be  obliged  to  ask  permission 
to  sell  stationery,  books,  etc.,  in  connection  with  his  printing 
and  book-bindery  in  order  to  eke  out  his  small  business. 

Br.  J.  C.  Blum  announced  that  he  had  found  no  Brother  in  the 
Pennsylvania  congregations  willing  to  come  here  as  wagon- 
builder. 

Br.  John  Vogler  has  ordered  the  fire  engine  in  Philadelphia.  As 
soon  as  it  is  ready  it  will  be  sent  here  via  Wilmington. 

Ephraim  Brietz  has  left  his  employ  in  the  new  store  and  has 
temporarily  gone  back  to  his  father's  tannery,  working  for  his 
board  and  clothes. 
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Oct.  81.  Br.  A.  Steiner  will  collect  in  the  Sisters  House  for  the 
fire  engine. 

Auf.  Col.  thought  it  expedient  that  the  boy  Henry  Meinung 
should  be  permitted  to  work  in  the  former  shop  of  Jac.  Christman 
under  supervision  of  his  father ;  especially  since  Br.  Wm.  Hauser 
will  work  there  in  the  coming  winter  at  his  trade  of  wagon- 
building. 

The  single  Sister  Catharina  Stauber  wishes  to  rent  a  room  in 
the  Family  House.  Auf.  Col.  is  willing  but  leaves  the  determina- 
tion of  the  rent  until  Br.  W.  L.  Benzien  returns  from  Pennsyl- 
vania. It  is  understood  that  the  rent  for  the  lower  rooms  is  more 
than  for  rooms  in  the  second  story. 

Holister  Hensdill  wishes  to  buy  the  Jac.  Christman  place  and 
offers  $5.00  per  acre  and  will  buy  the  barn  for  any  reasonable 
price.  Br.  Jac.  Rothhaas,  who  applied  to  buy  the  same  property 
some  time  ago,  will  give  the  same  price  for  the  land  if  the  barn 
is  included  without  cost.  We  decided  to  talk  this  over  with 
Hensdill  further,  as  to  how  much  he  can  pay  down  and  how  he 
will  guarantee  future  payments,  but  we  shall  not  make  the  sale 
until  Br.  Benzien  returns. 

Nov.  7.  The  Single  Brother  Jos.  Stauber  wishes  to  rent  the 
Kuschke  house.  Auf.  Col.  grants  this:  he  may  rent  it  until  a 
buyer  is  found  for  it.  The  matter  of  rent  he  is  to  take  up  with 
Br.  Benzien  when  the  latter  returns. 

The  Single  Brother  C.  Kraemer  notifies  us  that  he  has  bought 
Br.  J.  Lick's  house  and  shop  for  $800.00,  with  the  condition  that 
permission  is  granted  him,  to  settle  down  here  at  his  saddler's 
trade.  Since  there  is  nothing  in  Br.  Kraemer's  character  to 
hinder  it,  and  we  do  not  fear  that  he  can  not  maintain  himself  at 
his  trade,  permission  is  granted  as  also  his  request  to  use  the 
vacant  lot,  used  by  Br.  Lick,  until  it  is  needed  otherwise. 

Br.  Schaffner  wishes  to  have  the  lower  meadow  of  Br.  Lick's, 
located  at  the  mill  branch.  Granted  him  with  the  same  conditions 
on  which  Br.  Lick  had  it. 

The  Single  Sister  Catharina  Stauber  will  occupy  the  room 
formerly  occupied  by  the  departed  Sr.  Kramsch. 

Nov.  28.  It  was  brought  up  that  the  Single  Brethren  and  Single 
Sisters  who  have  been  received  into  their  respective  Choirs  this 
year  should  soon  be  placed  under  the  Congregation  Regulations. 
While  it  is  necessary  that  these  persons  should  be  made  acquaint- 
ed with  our  discipline  by  their  curators  (Pfleger),  Auf.  Col.  was 
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of  the  opinion  that  the  former  shaking  of  hands  could  be  dis- 
pensed with  if  the  candidates  were  to  have  an  interview  with 
Auf.  Col.  In  that  case,  the  Single  Brethren  upon  reaching  their 
majority  would  be  well  informed  on  Congregation  Regulations 
before  signing  them. 

Br.  J.  Rothhaas  asks  for  an  early  decision  on  his  proposal  (see 
minutes  of  Oct.  31) .  He  wishes,  in  addition,  to  have  three-fourths 
of  an  acre  of  land  toward  Salem  and  to  have  preemption  right 
on  a  strip  towards  the  Belews  Creek  Road  if  the  land  should  be 
sold  at  some  future  time.  If  Br.  Rothhaas  can  not  have  the  entire 
"Jac.  Blum  Place,"  he  is  prepared  to  buy  12  acres  of  it  at  $8.00 
per  acre.  While  Mr.  Hensdill  can  make  a  down  payment  and  will 
give  bond  with  security  for  the  remainder,  Auf.  Col.  is  not  in- 
clined to  sell  him  this  land. 

In  case  the  "Jac.  Blum  Place"  is  sold  to  Br.  Rothhaas,  the 
widow  Blum,  then  without  shelter,  would  probably  count  on  our 
help  and  this  might  entail  considerable  expense  for  us.  Br. 
Benzien  was  charged  to  confer  with  Br.  Rothhaas  about  a  com- 
promise. 

Br.  Tim.  Vogler  submitted  a  sketch  of  his  30  x  26  frame 
house.  It  was  approved. 

Br.  Em.  Reich  asks  permission  to  take  the  boy  Robert  Wage- 
man  for  learning  the  shoemaker  trade.  Auf.  Col.  cannot  well 
deny  him  this  but  advises  him,  after  the  boy  has  passed  his 
probation,  to  bind  him  to  himself,  which  latter  provision  should 
be  better  followed  by  all  our  trade  masters. 

It  would  be  a  pity  if  the  simplicity  and  equality  which  has 
hitherto  characterized  our  stones  in  the  graveyard  were  to  be 
marred  by  the  contemplated  setting  of  a  stone  by  Traugott 
Lineback  on  the  grave  of  a  stranger  buried  here  this  year.  We 
therefore  passed  a  motion  to  dissuade  him  from  this  and  also  to 
notify  the  Brethren  who  make  gravestones  in  future  cases  of 
this  kind  to  acquaint  people  with  our  customs. 

We  came  to  discuss  the  questions  raised  by  Br.  Fries  and  Br. 
J.  Chr.  Blum  (see  Minutes  Oct.  17).  Inquiry  had  been  made  of 
Pastor  Shober  who  has  had  stationery  for  sale  for  some  time, 
and  he  says  that  if  J.  Chr.  Blum  is  granted  permission  to  sell  the 
various  articles  mentioned,  he  would  have  to  expand  his  trade 
along  other  lines  also,  especially  since  Br.  Clewell,  the  book- 
binder, has  paper  and  blank  books  for  sale.  It  was  evident  that 
if  Br.  J.  Chr.  Blum  were  to  have  permission  to  sell  all  the  various 
articles  connected  with  book-printing,  one  could  not  refuse  other 
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trades  equal  privileges.  It  would  be  so  with  Br.  Fries  if,  in 
addition  to  the  articles  released  for  the  Toy  Shop  and  his  tobacco 
business,  we  should  permit  him  to  carry  other  articles  for  sale. 
Thus  on  all  sides  there  would  be  infringements  into  the  privileges 
of  others  and  those  of  the  Congregation  Diacony  stores  which  in 
these  times  of  straitened  livelihood  would  be  ruined,  as  well  as 
our  Diacony  system  for  the  good  of  the  whole  congregation — the 
system  which  it  is  our  duty  to  preserve  and  strengthen,  according 
to  Results  of  the  last  Synod. 

With  all  this  discussion  our  time  ran  out  and  we  decided  to 
meet  again  at  7  p.m.  for  further  consideration  of  this  vital 
matter. 

7  p.m.  Br.  Jac.  Blum  announced  that  he  was  authorized  by  his 
brother  J.  Chr.  Blum,  that  the  latter  withdraws  his  petition  and 
wishes  only  to  be  permitted  to  make  and  sell  bandboxes.  We  were 
satisfied  with  this.  With  regard  to  Br.  Fries's  petition,  we  re- 
ferred to  minutes  of  Auf.  Col.  of  August  &  Sept.,  1829,  and  re- 
viewed the  position  taken  at  that  time  on  similar  questions.  At 
that  time  we  stressed  the  benefits  and  advantages  accruing  to  the 
congregation  from  the  Congregation  Diacony  and  its  branches ; 
the  dangers  if  these  springs  are  dried  up ;  the  necessity  for  main- 
taining these  enterprises. 

After  further  discussion  the  result :  We  shall  notify  Br.  Fries 
that  we  stand  on  the  existing  regulations  and  can  not  grant  his 
request.  Br.  A.  Steiner  will  acquaint  him  of  this. 

Br.  Em.  Reich  asks  for  a  grant  of  about  15  ft.  of  land  to  his  lot 
on  the  east  line.  Br.  Benzien  together  with  the  tavern  manager 
will  look  into  the  situation  before  any  action  is  taken. 

Dec.  12.  Br.  D.  Wohlfahrt  asks  for  longer  time  for  considera- 
tion of  proposal  that  he  be  tavern  keeper,  in  view  of  the  15  ft. 
of  tavern  land  to  be  given  to  Br.  Reich's  lot. 

Br.  Rothhaas  is  willing  to  have  the  widow  Blum  remain  in  her 
present  house  until  spring,  and  if  his  interest  is  remitted  until 
Christmas  of  1832,  and  he  can  buy  the  additional  three-fourths 
acre  of  land  he  wishes,  she  may  remain  in  the  house  from  spring 
until  fall.  Since  Br.  Rothhaas  offers  to  repair  the  roof  of  the 
former  P.  Blum  house  for  $10.00,  so  that  the  widow  Blum  could 
move  into  it,  Auf.  Col.  felt  that  his  proposal  could  be  accepted, 
provided  that  the  widow  Blum  remain  in  her  present  house  until 
the  so-called  Phil  Blum  house  is  made  livable.  So  far  as  the 
three-fourths  acre  of  land  is  concerned  we  have  no  objection  to 
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Br.  Rothhaas  buying  this.  Therefore  the  sale  of  the  Jac.  Blum 
place  to  Br.  Rothhaas  at  $5.00  an  acre  is  approved  and  Auf .  Col. 
leaves  it  entirely  to  Br.  Benzien  to  carry  out  and  Br.  Rothhaas 
is  to  come  into  agreement  with  Br.  Benzien  as  to  the  repairs  to 
the  Ph.  Blum  house. 

The  Brethren  of  Auf.  Col.  were  invited  by  the  chairman  to  the 
formal  opening  of  all  the  Conferences  on  January  3,  1832. 

Since  it  is  the  custom  to  elect  a  new  Auf.  Col.  every  two  years, 
we  herewith  ask  the  Elders  Conference  to  combine  the  Auf.  Col. 
election  with  the  church  council  elections  early  in  January. 

Br.  James  Hall  intends  this  week  to  have  a  boy  from  the  Poor 
House  bound  out  to  him  by  the  court.  Since  he  can  involve  him- 
self and  others  in  unpleasant  consequences  in  doing  this,  Auf. 
Col.  earnestly  dissuades  him  from  it.  The  chairman  will  confer 
with  him  on  the  matter. 

The  Single  Brother  Will.  Hauser  is  willing  to  pay  $15.00  a  year 
for  the  use  of  the  former  Jac.  Christman  shop,  to  carry  on  his 
wagon-building  trade.  He  is  also  willing  to  make  all  necessary 
repairs.  Since  the  shop  had  previously  been  promised  to  Br. 
C.  F.  Meinung  and  his  son  has  inclination  and  ability  for  this 
trade  that  he  can  not  well  learn  under  Br.  Hauser's  supervision 
because  the  latter  plans  to  work  at  his  trade  only  in  the  winter, 
Auf.  Col.  proposes  that  the  Brn.  Hauser  &  Meinung  talk  this 
over  in  the  presence  of  Br.  W.  L.  Benzien,  and  seek  to  arrive 
at  a  compromise. 

The  trustees  submitted  the  inventory-sheet  of  the  tavern,  made 
out  by  Br.  Warner  for  Br.  Wohlfahrt.  The  following  Brethren 
were  named  as  an  auditing  committee:  Hy.  Lineback,  W.  L. 
Benzien,  Em.  Shober,  and  Theo.  Schulz. 

The  Single  Brother  Charles  Eberhard  wishes  to  do  shoemaker 
work  here  for  Mr.  Burcham  [?].  Although  it  might  be  imma- 
terial whether  Br.  Eberhard  works  here  or  at  Mr.  Burcham's, 
the  granting  of  this  petition  would,  nevertheless,  be  an  innova- 
tion (and  not  a  desirable  one).  Auf.  Col.  decided  to  leave  the 
answer  for  another  session. 

Extracts  from  the  Minutes  of  the 
Aeltesten  Confer enz,  1831. 

Jan.  19.  The  married  Brother  Nathl.  Vogler,  in  the  name  of 
his  brother  Timothy,  who  is  at  present  in  Georgia  engaged  in 
his  handwork,  who  thinks  of  returning  next  spring,  in  case 
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his  request  to  carry  on  the  trade  of  gunsmith  is  granted,  asks 
to  have  the  lot  next  to  Dr.  Kuhln  for  building. 

March  2.  Lawyer  Roderic  Morokisson,12  who  lives  with  our 
outside  member  widower  David  Blum,  and  who  is  a  member  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  and  attends  its  communion,  has  asked 
Br.  Bechler  if  he  can  from  time  to  time  during  the  year  partake 
of  the  holy  communion  with  our  congregation  because  the  near- 
est Presbyterian  Church  is  far  away.  Br.  Bechler  has  informed 
him  that  for  several  reasons  on  our  part  this  cannot  be  allowed, 
and  advised  him  to  attend  his  own  church.  In  conversation  Mr. 
Morokisson  showed  no  inclination  to  have  closer  connection  with 
us  in  order  to  be  present  with  us  for  enjoyment  of  the  sacrament. 

Since  it  will  be  50  years  on  May  20  since  the  marriage  of 
our  aged  Br.  and  Sr.  Opitz  and  they  wish  to  celebrate  this  festi- 
val with  a  lovefeast  for  the  whole  congregation,  in  which  they 
hope  that  the  members  will  assist,  it  is  advised  that  only  the 
married  people,  widows  and  widowers,  and  perhaps  the  Single 
Brothers  and  Sisters  be  invited,  and  that  it  not  be  held  on  the 
20th  on  account  of  the  examination  in  the  Girls  School,  but  be 
held  on  Whit  Sunday  the  22nd. 

A  letter  that  has  just  come  from  our  dear  Brn.  Byhan  and 
Clauder  in  the  Cherokee  Nation  tells  of  their  sad  condition  in 
which  they  have  been  displaced  by  the  laws  of  Georgia,  that 
Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan  must  stay  in  Springplace  since  he  cannot 
leave  the  post  office,  and  that  Brn.  Clauder  and  Nathl.  Byhan, 
according  to  advice  of  the  Provincial  Helpers  Conference,  fled 
March  1  to  our  friend  Mr.  David  McNair — who  lives  in  the 
District  of  Tennessee — for  the  time  being,  and  Srs.  Clauder  and 
Gambold,  with  the  support  of  Br.  Abraham  Wm.  Hicks  and  his 
son  Jay,  remain  in  Oochgelogy  for  the  observation  and  care  of 
our  property.  Most  of  the  white  men  have  moved  with  their 
families  from  Cherokee  lands  for  this  reason,  whereby  the 
mission  in  Oochgelogy  has  suffered  a  great  reduction  since 
the  women  as  well  as  the  men  return  to  their  congregation, 
such  as  Br.  and  Sr.  Alexander  Copeland,  who  moved  from 
Oochgelogy  to  Indiana. 

March  23.  A  single  person,  Phoebe  Gordon,  who  lives  in  Geor- 
gia and  is  of  the  Methodist  faith,  and  is  in  correspondence  with 
Sr.  Kramsch,  has  expressed  the  wish  to  become  a  member  of 
our  congregation,  and  at  the  same  time  to  be  received  into  the

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Single  Sisters  Choir  house.  The  conference  advises  her  to  give 
more  consideration  and  above  all  to  try  to  visit  here  and  become 
better  acquainted  so  that  she  can  make  her  decision  afterwards 

July  20.  Br.  Ernst  Vierling  insists  that  he  cannot  put  off  his 
wedding.  He  is  very  sorry  that  both  of  them  must  be  excluded 
from  the  congregation. 

Aug.  31.  The  corpse  of  Mr.  Clanahan,  of  Charleston,  who  died 
here  yesterday,  will  be  buried  tomorrow  afternoon  at  1 : 00  o'clock 
in  our  God's  Acre. 

Sept.  21.  It  was  mentioned  that  yesterday  in  Friedberg  the 
single  Br.  George  Hege  was  married  to  the  older  girl  Maria 
Beroth,  who  belongs  to  the  outside  congregation,  without  pre- 
vious notice  of  the  mother  of  the  girl  to  the  conference.  The 
newly-weds  will  belong  to  the  Friedberg  congregation. 

Nov.  2.  On  Sunday,  November  20,  there  will  be  the  Harvest 
Thanksgiving  sermon.  A  new  Psalm  will  be  prepared  and  print- 
ed for  use  at  the  Christmas  lovefeast. 

Fries  Letters 

Salem,  May  12,  1831 
.  .  .  You  asked  me  how  to  make  snuff.  Hultin13  makes  it  a 
little  different  from  the  way  we  do.  He  uses  tobacco  juice  in- 
stead of  water  and  a  few  more  ingredients.  I  take  9  lbs.  tobacco 
and  6  lbs.  stems,  15  lbs.  in  all,  grind  and  mix  well;  take  1  gal- 
lon and  1/2  pint  of  water,  six  handfuis  of  salt  and  1  handful  of 
sugar ;  mix  it  well  and  keep  it  warm ;  in  2  to  4  weeks  strain  it. 
I  take  extra  trouble  and  before  straining  it,  put  it  in  pots  and 
let  it  sweat  for  a  while.  ...  I  bought  a  Negro  girl,  14  years  old, 
for  $290.  Since  Petzy's  death  we  are  short  of  help.  .  .  . 

Your  loving  father 

Salem,  July  30,  1831 
.  .  .  .Since  there  is  opportunity,  we  want  to  send  you  a  mes- 
sage and  let  you  know  that  we  are  well  and  that  nothing  of 
importance  has  happened  except  that  Fanny  had  a  son  on  June 
29  and  his  name  is  Ludwig  Alexander.  The  Collegium  wants  us 
to  have  a  place  for  the  Negroes  and  has  given  us  until  October 
.  .  .  We  wish  that  you  were  here  and  that  we  could  talk  mat- 
ters over  with  you.  .  .  .  Now  in  regard  to  our  dear  Salem,  it  is 
in  many  ways  going  to  extremes  .  .  .  some  for  Temperance

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Bethabara,  1831. 
Jan.  U.  After  some  fair  days  rainy  weather  set  in. 
Jan.  9.  Rainy  weather.  Many  people  have  colds. 
Jan.  14.  It  snowed  all  day  to  depth  of  about  3  inches. 
Jan.  23.  Clear,  cold  weather  after  two  days  of  snow  and  hail. 
Jan.  31.  A  day  of  rain  and  hail. 

Feb.  1.  At  1  o'clock  there  was  the  burial  of  our  departed  Br. 
Henry  Hein. 

Feb.  3.  It  rained  all  day. 

Feb.  5.  It  was  clear  and  very  cold. 

Feb.  12.  There  was  a  circular  eclipse  of  the  sun. 

Feb.  16.  After  a  shower  of  rain  the  weather  was  beautiful, 
like  spring  time. 

Feb.  27.  Today  at  12  o'clock  was  the  anniversary  celebration 
of  our  Sunday  School  with  an  address  in  English  and  German 
by  Br.  G.  Shober  to  the  members  of  the  Sunday  School  and  to 
other  listeners. 

March  6.  It  rained  until  midday  and  then  cleared. 

March  13.  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  preached  here.  March  20.  Br. 
Abraham  Steiner  (preached)  in  the  morning.  On  the  afternoon 
of  the  13th,  the  Methodist  Elder  Hill  preached  here,  as  he  did 
the  previous  Wednesday. 

May  1.  On  account  of  rain  church  attendance  was  small. 

May  29.  Albert  James  Hauser,  son  of  Christian  and  Anna 
Hauser  (maiden  name  Spach) ,  born  May  14,  was  baptized. 
The  weather  has  been  changeable  this  month. 

June  12.  This  week  hay-making  began,  which  will  put  an  end 
to  the  need  for  fodder.  The  weather  has  continued  cool  and 
the  hay  harvest  has  been  two  weeks  later  than  usual. 
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June  19.  The  weather  is  not  favorable  for  hay-making  since 
it  rains  almost  every  day. 

June  26.  At  the  usual  church  service  there  was  a  reading  be- 
cause there  was  a  Baptist  meeting  and  baptizing  in  the  neigh- 
borhood and  many  went  there. 

With  much  trouble  the  hay  has  been  brought  in  without  loss 
or  damage,  but  much  rain  made  difficulties  for  the  wheat  harvest. 

July  3.  Unfavorable  weather.  I  did  not  feel  well. 

July  10.  After  heavy  rain  Saturday  the  weather  cleared.  It 
has  been  very  warm  and  the  wheat  can  be  brought  in.  It  has 
not  suffered  much. 

July  31.  Br.  Shober  from  Salem  preached  the  sermon  for  the 
Sunday  School. 

Sept.  Jf.  Today  there  was  preaching  in  the  neighborhood  by 
a  Baptist  who  has  been  blind  from  his  youth. 

Sept.  25.  Weather  was  rainy  but  Sunday  School  went  on  un- 
disturbed. 

Oct.  9.  There  was  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  Sunday  School.  This  afternoon  it  rained,  and  yesterday  it 
rained  all  day. 

Oct.  lJf.  At  one  o'clock  was  the  funeral  of  young  Lewis  Herr- 
man  Butner,  who  died  yesterday  morning  after  four  days  sick- 
ness with  colic. 

Oct.  23.  Much  rain  today  and  services  were  omitted. 

Nov.  20.  The  Harvest  Sermon  was  preached. 

Nov.  27.  Advent  Sermon,  At  the  close  of  Sunday  School  young 
Thomas  Fockel  made  a  talk  and  offered  prayer. 

Nov.  28.  Br.  and  Sr.  Jos.  Krause  moved  from  town  to  the 
Holder  place.  Into  his  former  home  moved  John  Butner,  Jr., 
who  bought  the  house  and  lot,  and  who  was  married  last  week 
to  the  single  Mehela  Rhea. 

Dec.  U.  Strong,  cold  northwest  wind. 

Dec.  11.  Weather  threatened  with  snow,  but  cleared.  Br.  Schulz 
preached  in  English  this  morning. 
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Dec.  18.  Held  a  reading  service  in  the  back  room  on  account 
of  the  cold. 

Dec.  31.  We  had  the  closing  services.  At  3  o'clock  a  lovefeast, 
during  which  there  was  the  Memorabilia.  Soon  thereafter  there 
was  a  meeting  to  celebrate  the  close  of  the  year.  Before  the  meet- 
ing heavy  snow  fell  to  the  depth  of  several  inches. 

The  family  of  Heinrich  Holder,  8  persons,  moved  to  Indiana 
this  year. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Bethania,  1831. 

Jan.  1.  The  year  began  with  mild,  lovely  weather.  In  the  morn- 
ing at  11 :00  o'clock  was  well  attended  German  preaching  from 
the  text  Hebrews  XIII,  5  and  8.  An  untimely  quilting  party  in 
town  kept  some  away. 

Jan.  2,  Sunday.  Held  two  readings  this  morning.  In  the  after- 
noon went  with  the  family  over  very  bad  roads  to  Salem  to  at- 
tend a  meeting  of  the  Boarding  School  pupils,  where  I  held  the 
evening  service. 

Jan.  It.  Stormy  weather.  Wind  from  the  southeast  continued 
all  day.  This  is  the  second  time  this  winter  that  the  creek  can- 
not be  crossed. 

Jan.  8.  A  rough  day — cold  with  an  east  wind  threatening  rain. 
Most  of  the  families  in  town  and  outside,  as  well  as  other  neigh- 
bors, took  part  in  the  work  on  the  path  to  our  God's  Acre.  The 
middle  of  the  path  was  raised  and  ditches  dug  on  either  side 
to  drain  off  water.  A  row  of  cedar  trees  was  planted  along  the 
ditches. 

Jan.  11.  Had  a  visit  from  Br.  Zevely,  of  Salem,  who  asked  me 
to  make  the  address  at  the  meeting  of  the  Temperance  Society 
to  be  held  in  Bethabara  on  Saturday,  February  1. 

Jan.  13.  Many  people  in  town,  young  and  old,  are  suffering 
from  colds ;  some  of  them  are  confined  to  their  beds. 

Jan.  15.  A  complete  winter  landscape  all  about  us  and  the 
roads  almost  impassable.  Toward  evening  Br.  Bechler  came,  ac- 
companied by  Br.  Benzien,  according  to  agreement,  to  take 
over  my  place  here,  since  I  shall  do  the  same  for  Br.  Thos.  Pfohl 
in  Friedland. 
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Jan.  16.  Went  to  Friedland  for  the  above  name  purpose  but 
held  only  one  service  since  few  came  on  account  of  bad  roads 
and  weather.  Visited  in  the  neighborhood. 

Jan.  19.  Had  an  urgent  call  to  visit  Br.  Hein,  reported  to  have 
had  a  dangerous  change  in  his  condition.  I  went  to  him  and 
found  him  as  usual,  so  returned  home  about  midnight. 

Jan.  20.  Cloudy  and  rough.  Rode  about  visiting  outside  (aus- 
wartige)  members  to  look  up  young  people  and  notify  them  of 
confirmation.  Spoke  with  young  Jesse,  Timothy,  and  Ephraim 
Conrad,  Joseph  &  Catharina  Conrad,  also  with  Solomon,  Nathan- 
ael,  and  Philipp  Pfaff ,  and  Rebecca  Conrad. 

Jan.  25.  Visited  Br.  Hy.  Hein  in  Bethabara,  who  seemed  to  be 
dangerously  weak,  but  he  recovered  again.  Visited  this  Brother 
daily  for  he  expected  his  departure  to  come  at  any  time,  and 
greatly  desired  it.  It  snowed  until  night,  which  I  spent  in  Betha- 
bara. 

Jan.  29.  In  the  forenoon  I  was  fetched  to  Br.  Hein,  who  seemed 
to  be  near  the  end,  and  according  to  his  request  he  was  given  a 
blessing.  However,  he  recovered  somewhat. 

Jan.  31.  A  cold,  rainy  day.  Henry  Hein  fell  asleep. 

Feb.  6.  The  baptism  of  a  little  daughter  of  Sandy  Flint  in  Br. 
Lehman's  house. 

Feb.  12.  Today  was  an  annular  eclipse,  from  10°  59'  to  2°  6', 
the  center  12°  34'.  In  the  midst  the  degree  of  light  was  about 
that  of  full  moon. 

Feb.  26.  There  was  preaching  in  Pfafftown  although  most  of 
the  young  people  went  to  Bethania  for  consultation  about  the 
formation  of  a  volunteer  company  and  exercises  of  the  same 
which  took  place  there  today  for  the  first  time. 

For  poor  people  there  is  pressing  need  for  corn,  which  sells 
70^  to  75^  a  bushel,  and  many  are  holding  it  back  for  a  higher 
price.  Potatoes  are  hard  to  get  even  for  seed.  Cold  weather  and 
bad  roads  have  prevented  mountain  folks  from  bringing  down 
produce. 

March  13.  Upon  request  I  gave  the  anniversary  discourse  at 
Spanish  Grove  Sunday  School. 
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March  15.  A  circuit  riding  Methodist  elder  named  Hill  preach- 
ed a  truly  evangelistic  and  edifying  sermon  at  7  o'clock  in  the 
evening. 

March  19.  In  the  course  of  the  week  visited  Br.  Jac.  Myer, 
who  severely  cut  his  foot  with  an  ax.  The  wound  is  healing  well. 

March  31.  This  afternoon  a  son  was  born  to  the  parsonage 
family. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  the  weather  is  still  cool.  Corn  plant- 
ing has  not  been  started.  Garden  vegetables  and  trees  are  put- 
ting forth.  Health  is  good. 

April  3,  Easter  Sunday.  In  beautiful  warm  weather  we  prayed 
the  Easter  liturgy  on  God's  Acre.  At  9  o'clock  a  strong  wind  be- 
gan to  blow  but  it  remained  warm.  English  preaching  at  10 
o'clock  was  well  attended.  In  the  evening  there  was  reading  of 
the  resurrection  story. 

April  If.  I  repaired  the  fence  from  which  several  palings  had 
been  blown  down.  There  was  a  strong  wind  and  shower  of  rain. 

April  5.  Fruit  trees  are  in  full  bloom. 

April  8.  Rain  and  strong  wind.  April  9.  Wind  changed  to 
northwest,  became  colder,  and  continued  with  great  violence 
until  evening,  when  it  laid  and  the  weather  became  bitter  cold. 

April  10.  Almost  all  of  the  beans  and  potatoes,  and  a  large  part 
of  the  apples,  cherries,  and  peaches  are  frozen. 

April  11.  Br.  Oppelt  began  school  again. 

April  12.  Hard  frost  last  night  killed  some  more  of  the  apple 
blossoms. 

April  17,  Sunday.  In  the  second  meeting,  after  the  reading, 
there  was  the  baptism  by  Br.  Ch.  Fr.  Schaaf  of  the  infant  son  of 
pastor  and  wife,  born  March  31,  with  the  name  Edward  Hastings. 

May  9.  Rough  weather,  rain  and  hail. 

May  10.  Frost  last  night  damaged  garden  vegetables.  Wheat 
shows  traces  of  the  so-called  Hessian  fly. 

Health  has  been  good  this  month  although  there  have  been 
some  colds.  Weather  has  been  favorable  for  plowing  the  welsch- 
korn. 
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June  U.  Heavy  rain  toward  evening  caused  flooding  of  Muddy 
Creek  and  Little  Yadkin  River,  damaging  meadow  and  cornland 
of  many  of  our  people. 

June  12.  Although  weather  at  the  beginning  of  the  week  was 
not  favorable,  our  people  and  others  began  to  make  hay,  which 
will  help  meet  the  need  caused  by  the  lack  of  fodder  and  second 
hay  harvest  delayed  by  the  continued  cool  weather. 

June  16.  Was  called  to  the  home  of  a  sick  man,  Friedrich 
Schauss,  3  miles  from  here.  Found  him  better. 

June  29.  The  four-weekly  meeting  in  Pfafftown  was  omitted 
on  account  of  the  harvest. 

July  U.  The  Festival  of  Independence  was  begun  today  with 
military  exercises  and  an  address  and  prayer. 

July  7.  Rain  off  and  on.  Wheat,  which  for  the  most  part  has 
been  mowed  and  stands  in  shocks,  is  in  danger  of  sprouting  on 
account  of  rain  and  warm  weather. 

July  9.  Today  there  was  a  severe  thunderstorm  which  con- 
tinued for  three  hours  without  interruption.  Swollen  waters 
overflowed  the  bottoms  and  washed  away  several  fences.  Some 
flax  was  washed  away,  although  there  was  no  considerable  dam- 
age in  the  neighborhood.  In  the  region  beyond  some  wheat  was 
washed  away,  mill  dams  were  broken,  and  mills  were  damaged. 

July  31.  After  praying  the  litany  and  making  a  short  talk  on 
the  Text  for  the  Day,  I  went  to  Pfafftown  to  attend  the  fiftieth 
wedding  anniversary  celebration  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Isaac  Pfaff.  Br. 
Bechler  preached  for  this  occasion  at  1  o'clock  and  after  that 
a  large  number  of  invited  guests  took  part  in  a  vesper.  Br.  and 
Sr.  Bechler,  Pfohl,  Sr.,  and  Benzien  of  Salem  were  there.  Br. 
and  Sr.  Pfaff  were  in  good  health  and  cheerful.  His  age  is  77 
and  hers  71. 

There  has  been  no  fever  among  us,  although  it  has  been  feared 
on  account  of  the  wet  spring  and  of  the  hot  and  sultry  weather 
following.  Much  wheat  has  been  brought  in  and  storms  and  rain 
from  time  to  time  give  hope  for  a  rich  harvest  of  corn. 

Aug.  7.  Visited  the  sick  and  others  who  have  been  mentioned 
and  especially  Friedrich  Schauss  for  the  last  time  for  on  the  12th 
he  suddenly  and  quietly  fell  asleep.  His  funeral  was  held  on  the 
14th  in  the  German  church. 
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Aug.  21.  This  week  and  last  there  was  the  building  of  a  new 
bake  oven  on  the  church  lot.  The  work  was  hindered  or  stopped 
entirely  by  the  daily  heavy  rains.  High  water  in  the  bottoms  has 
damaged  corn  and  grass  so  that  the  second  crop  of  hay  is  almost 
destroyed.  Muddy  Creek  was  unusually  high. 

Colds  and  colic  have  been  prevalent,  otherwise  there  has  been 
little  sickness. 

Sept.  2.  Toward  midday  Br.  and  Sr.  Clauder  and  the  widow 
Sr.  Anna  Maria  Gambold  (maiden  Grabs)  arrived.  Since  the 
banishment  of  the  missionaries  and  other  white  people  from  the 
land  of  the  Cherokees,  because  they  would  not  take  the  oath  of 
allegiance  to  the  state  of  Georgia,  the  mission  there  is  halted  for 
the  time  being.  They  spent  the  night  here  in  Bethania. 

Sept.  Jf.  Baptized  a  child  of  Joel  Hauser  who  does  not  belong 
to  us.  He  lives  near  the  Shallowford. 

Sept.  13.  Visited  for  the  last  time  the  widow  Stolz  at  Martin 
Holder's  and  at  her  request  administered  communion  in  the 
presence  of  several  Brothers  and  Sisters  from  Pfafftown  and  of 
members  of  her  family.  Her  Home-going  was  Thursday  morning. 
Her  funeral  will  be  held  at  the  so-called  Concord  Church. 

Sept.  18.  Taking  part  in  our  festal  celebration  today  was  an 
old  couple,  Caspar  and  Anna  Stolz,  of  whom  the  former  has  been 
blind  for  17  years.  Today  is  their  fiftieth  wedding  anniversary. 
They  were  invited  to  our  festival  although  they  do  not  belong 
to  our  congregation  and  they  were  provided  with  lovefeast.  They 
once  belonged  to  us  but  on  account  of  great  poverty  they  with- 
drew. 

Sept.  22.  Visited  Peter  Pfaff,  whose  son  Nathanael  lies  sick 
with  fever;  to  Jacob  Conrad's  whose  wife  remains  about  the 
same ;  by  John  Conrad's.  Br.  Conrad  also  lies  very  sick  of  fever ; 
by  widow  Sr.  Sarah  Stockburger's,  who  is  getting  along  very 
well ;  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Schaub's,  whose  daughter  Betsy  is  improv- 
ing. The  fine  autumn  weather  these  days  gives  the  farmers  op- 
portunity to  get  in  their  hay  and  other  feed  under  roof. 

Sept.  21f.  Today  there  was  general  muster  in  Germantown 
which  most  of  our  Brethren  attended.  Negro  uprisings  in 
Southampton  County,  Va.,  on  the  Carolina  border  and  in  ad- 
joining counties,  also  later  in  the  neighborhood  of  Wilmington, 
have  given  cause  for  anxiety  in  this  neighborhood. 
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Sept.  26.  At  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  suddenly  came  a  rumor 
that  200  Negroes  had  assembled  in  the  neighborhood  of  Lexing- 
ton, were  murdering  the  people  there,  and  by  evening  would 
reach  Salem.  All  possible  precautions  were  taken ;  the  people  were 
armed ;  the  Negroes  forbidden  on  pain  of  death  to  leave  their  lots. 
A  like  report  had  reached  Salem  and  Bethabara,  as  well  as  the 
neighborhood  about.  Most  people  fled  to  the  towns  where  like 
measures  were  taken. 

Sept.  27.  This  morning  we  learned  that  the  above-given  rumor 
was  wholly  without  foundation,  but  there  was  still  much  unrest 
since  eleswhere  in  the  state  there  had  been  an  uprising  of  the 
Negroes. 

Much  hay  is  ruined  and  much  has  been  brought  in  so  dirty  that 
it  is  unwholesome  for  food.  There  are  signs  of  fever  again. 

Oct.  2,  Sunday.  Meetings  as  usual.  In  the  second  a  child  was 
baptized,  born  August  17,  son  of  Sam  Strub,  Jr.,  whose  wife 
belongs  to  the  congregation,  with  the  name  Edwin.  In  the  eve- 
ning there  was  a  song  service.  Today  the  Sunday  School  in 
Pfafftown,  called  Cedar  Grove,  had  its  third  anniversary.  Br. 
Henry  A.  Schulz,  of  Salem,  delivered  an  address,  and  Br.  G. 
Clauder  assisted. 

Oct.  11.  Visited  at  Jacob  Conrad's.  He  is  at  present  in  Fayette- 
ville  and  will  probably  go  to  Philadelphia. 

Oct.  20.  It  was  sad  to  learn  that  two  young  single  auswartige 
Brethren,  J.  and  J.  C,  have  been  indicted  for  forgery.  The  former 
seems  to  have  persuaded  the  latter  to  write  an  order  for  a  Negro 
of  Daniel  Hauser  without  his  fore-knowledge ;  the  writer  has  felt 
keenly  the  immorality  of  the  deed,  or  knew  the  illegality.  They 
have  been  bound  to  superior  court  under  $200  bond. 

Oct.  26.  There  was  a  meeting  of  the  volunteer  military  company 
for  the  inspection  of  rifles. 

Nov.  1U>  Visited  the  widow  Sr.  Rank  in  Schortown,  who  last 
night  had  a  dizzy  spell  and  lay  sick  in  bed.  She  is  better  today. 
Visited  Sandy  Flint  who  has  fever  but  is  better.  Then  visited 
others. 

Nov.  20.  Harvest  Thanksgiving  Service. 

Dec.  11.  Since  last  Tuesday  the  pastor  has  kept  school  for  the 
children  and  in  the  evening  when  the  weather  permitted  for  the 
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young  people.  Br.  Oppelt,  who  has  been  teaching  here,  leaves 
the  neighborhood. 

Dec.  2Jf.  Christmas  Eve  was  celebrated  with  the  usual  meetings. 
After  reading  of  the  story,  address,  and  prayer  there  was  the 
lovefeast  for  children,  with  musical  selections  which  the  children 
had  practiced.  There  was  a  very  pretty  decoration  on  the  little 
table.  Afterwards  there  was  a  meeting  for  grown  people  that  was 
well  attended. 

Dec.  31.  Considerable  snow  fell,  which,  with  the  public  an- 
nouncement that  the  services  for  the  close  of  the  year  were  con- 
sidered private  affairs,  kept  down  the  number  of  strangers 
attending.  We  celebrated  the  close  of  the  year  with  a  lovefeast  at 
7:30,  the  Memorabilia  at  9:30,  and  the  final  service  at  11 :30. 

Extracts  from,  the  Diary  of  Friedberg,  1831. 

Jan.  1.  Friedberg  began  the  year  with  a  beautiful  Festal  Day. 

Jan.  28.  I  was  with  Peter  Vogler  in  Salem  and  returned  late 
in  the  evening  in  sleet  and  snow.  The  road  is  terribly  bad. 

March  3.  Work  began  in  gardens  and  fields. 

March  13.  Two  children  were  baptized:  the  son  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Daniel  and  Rebecca  Spach,  born  February  5,  with  the  name 
David  Franklin,  and  the  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Tobias  and  Anna 
Maria  Boeckel,  born  January  3,  with  the  name  Christian  Tatum. 

March  14.  At  his  urgent  request  I  visited  old  Br.  Padget,  who 
was  sick,  in  the  Hope  District. 

March  20.  This  week  we  were  busy  in  garden  and  field  and 
also  in  making  visits. 

March  27,  Palm  Sunday.  Br.  Schober  came  from  Salem  and 
scholars  from  three  Sunday  Schools  assembled,  namely,  from 
here,  Hope,  and  Hopewell.  All  of  these  schools  are  principally 
under  our  direction.  It  was  a  very  pleasing  day. 

March  31,  Maundy  Thursday.  We  were  in  Hope  where  the  two 
single  Sisters  Maria  Magdalena  and  Anna  Dorothea  Brunner 
were  confirmed.  .  .  .  Came  home  in  the  evening  by  way  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Martin  and  Susanna  Hohns  (Hanes) . 

April  1,  Good  Friday.  This  was  a  solemn  and  happy  day  at 
Friedberg  with  67  communicants  partaking  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 
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April  3,  Easter  Sunday.  As  usual  this  was  the  day  of  the 
Easter  Festival  at  Friedberg  and  Hope.  At  the  latter  place  Br. 
Schulz  attended  to  the  service.  At  Friedberg  two  children  were 
baptized,  the  little  daughter  of  Br.  George  (son  of  Jno.)  and  Sr. 
Elisabeth  Spach,  named  Anna  Lucinda,  born  February  15,  and 
also  a  child  from  the  neighborhood. 

April  U.  Had  a  pleasant  visit  from  Sr.  Bechler  and  Betsy 
Steiner  from  Salem. 

April  7.  Went  visiting  in  the  Hope  District.  There  was  a  wed- 
ding at  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Brunner.  From  there  we 
went  to  Salem. 

April  10.  Strong  wind  and  cold  weather  kept  many  people 
from  church.  After  the  German  sermon  there  was  the  baptism 
of  the  little  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Thomas  and  Philippina 
Padget,  who  belong  to  Hope,  with  the  name  Maria  Rebecca, 
born  January  19. 

This  week  there  were  household  duties  such  as  making  soap. 

April  15.  Went  to  Hope  for  the  burial  of  the  married  Br.  Mar- 
tin Hohns,  who  died  unexpectedly  on  the  13th  as  the  result  of  a 
stroke.  He  was  a  member  of  the  committee  since  1819  and  was 
the  first  Saaldiener.  He  suffered  long  with  internal  affliction  and 
with  an  open  wound  on  his  leg.  It  was  a  rainy  day,  but  many 
people  were  in  attendance,  for  he  was  an  upright  man,  honored 
and  beloved  by  all.  His  wife  suffers  also  with  cancer  of  a  leg.  He 
was  called  away  in  his  sixty-second  year. 

April  19.  This  afternoon  I  was  called  for  the  last  time  to  visit 
the  sick  Br.  Padget,  Senior,  in  Hope  District,  who  on  the  night 
of  the  21st  departed  this  life  in  his  79th  year.  He  was  buried  on 
the  23rd. 

April  2Jf.  After  the  sermon  the  little  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  George 
and  Sarah  Tesch  was  baptized,  born  January  31,  with  the  name 
Solomon. 

April  25.  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  and  Br.  Meinung  came  to  survey 
the  vacant  piece  of  land  lying  northwards  in  Stokes  County, 
known  by  the  name  of  Halm's  Place,  because  formerly  a  certain 
N.  N.  Hahn  lived  there.  With  this  survey  the  congregation  here 
received  for  the  use  of  the  pastor  assigned  here  about  4  acres, 
partly  meadowland  toward  the  South  Fork;  northward  on  the 
little  branch  that  rises  here  and  on  to  the  south  bank  of  the 
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South  Fork.  The  congregation  should  be  thankful  for  this  and 
make  good  use  of  it. 

April  27.  Had  the  pleasure  of  a  visit  from  our  father  Steiner  on 
his  birthday.  His  daughter  returned  with  him  to  Salem.  On  the 
following  day  Br.  Denke  went  also  to  see  about  the  house  he 
intends  to  build. 

May  1.  Only  four  Sunday  School  scholars  came  and  no  one  else 
on  account  of  rainy  weather,  and  for  the  same  reason  I  did  not 
go  to  Hope. 

May  12,  Ascension  Day.  Friedberg  celebrated  its  congregation 
festival.  Br.  and  Sr.  Bechler  came  from  Salem. 

May  15.  Thjs  day  was  for  the  annual  church  cleaning. 

May  29.  The  Single  Sr.  Catharine  Hekedorn  came  from  Salem 
on  a  visit. 

Aug.  7. 1  could  not  go  to  Hope  and  no  one  came  here  on  account 
of  the  rainy  weather.  In  the  following  days  I  was  sick  and  most 
of  our  neighbors  in  a  kind  of  epidemic — partly  on  account  of  the 
heat  and  partly  on  account  of  the  suddenly  cool  weather. 

Aug.  20.  Children's  Day  was  celebrated  with  100  children 
present.  Baptized  two  children:  (1)  Edward  Lazarus,  son  of 
Br.  and  Sr.  Christian  and  Maria  Hege,  born  June  23.  (2)  Susan- 
na Regina,  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Daniel,  Jr.,  (son  of  Jacob) 
and  Anna  Christina  Spach,  born  July  14. 

Sept.  J*.  Children's  Day  in  Hope  with  50  children  present. 

Sept.  5.  Last  night  I  had  a  severe  attack  of  catarrhal  fever  and 
this  morning  I  was  very  weak. 

Sept.  6.  I  visited  the  sick  in  the  neighborhood. 

Sept.  8.  On  my  birthday  I  performed  the  marriage  of  Br. 
Benjamin  Thomas  Essig  and  the  single  Sr.  Rebecca  Frey  for 
Gosen  (Goshen),  Indiana  State,  and  prepared  to  enter  their 
names  as  communicant  members  of  this  congregation  in  the 
church  book  and  catalogue  here. 

Sept.  18.  There  was  English  preaching  and  reading  of  mis- 
sionary reports  from  the  Missionary  Intell.  [Intelligencer].  Br. 
Schober  preached  in  Hope. 
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Sept.  20.  The  marriage  in  the  church  of  the  single  Br.  George 
Hege  and  the  single  Sr.  Maria  Catharina  Beroth  of  Salem. 

Sept.  22.  Visited  in  the  afternoon  8  homes  along  the  South 
Fork.  Especially  wanted  to  see  our  old  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  and 
Maria  Fischel,  who  are  sick.  The  next  sick  neighbors  were  visited 
also. 

Sept.  28.  Heard  the  first  alarm  of  the  Negro  uprising. 

Oct.  9.  This  week  there  was  part  of  the  harvest  of  welschkorn. 

Oct.  23.  After  the  sermon  the  little  daughter  of  the  married 
Br.  Jesse  Gladfelter  and  his  wife  Maria  (daughter  of  Peter 
Hartmann) ,  was  baptized,  born  June  13,  with  the  name  Elmina. 

Nov.  3.  In  the  afternoon  was  the  marriage  of  the  single  Br. 
Charles  Lewis  Hanes,  of  Hope,  and  the  single  Maria  Carolina 
Rominger,  of  here,  at  her  mother's  home. 

Nov.  10.  In  the  church  was  the  marriage  of  the  widower  Br. 
Joseph  Noeding  (Nading)  with  the  single  Sr.  Anna  Johanna 
Spach  (Joseph's  daughter). 

Dec.  8.  I  rode  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Joseph  Boner's  where  in  the  eve- 
ning I  baptized  their  little  son,  born  November  21  (in  sickness 
of  the  mother) ,  with  the  name  Joseph  Wesley. 

Dec.  9.  I  returned  from  the  Yadkin  in  unpleasant  weather.  On 
the  5th  we  began  our  usual  winter  school  for  3  months  with  21 
scholars,  after  the  school  house  had  been  repaired  and  firewood 
gathered. 

Dec.  11.  We  could  not  have  the  announced  Harvest  Sermon 
because  of  the  unpleasant  weather  only  a  few  came.  This  week 
in  addition  to  looking  after  the  day  school  we  killed  hogs,  at- 
tended to  household  duties,  and  visited  in  the  neighborhood. 

Dec.  18.  Harvest  Sermon  and  Sunday  School.  Br.  Clauder  was 
in  Hope. 

Dec.  22.  Performed  the  wedding  ceremony  for  the  widower 
James  Jarvis,  Jr.,  and  the  single  Sr.  Maria  Elisabeth  Campbell 
in  Hope  at  the  home  of  Br.  Horatio  Hamilton. 

Dec.  29.  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Gladfelder  (Clodfelter)  suffered  a 
severe  loss  when  their  hatter's  shop  burned,  valued  at  about  $500.

[Presidential  nominations  were  made  for  the  first  time  in 
national  party  nominating  conventions.  Andrew  Jackson  was 
re-elected  President. 

W.  L.  Garrison  organized  the  New  England  Anti-Slavery 
Society. 

Bechtler,  a  native  of  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Baden,  came  to 
North  Carolina  in  1830.  About  1832  he  began  to  use  the  native 
gold  to  mint  one  and  five  dollar  gold  pieces,  of  such  good  quality 
that  the  government  officially  passed  them  as  standard.  A  brother 
worked  with  him  and  one  of  the  men  had  a  son. 

D.  L.  Swain,  of  Buncombe  County,  was  elected  Governor  of 
North  Carolina.] 

Extracts  from  the  Memorabilia  of  Salem  Congregation, 
for  the  Year  1832. 

The  feeling  of  the  close  bond  of  brotherhood  of  the  Brethren's 
Church  in  all  the  world,  among  Christians  and  heathen,  was 
awakened  and  strengthened  in  an  uncommon  manner  in  the  past 
year  through  various  experiences. 

Soon  after  entering  this  year  we  received  the  news  of  the 
Home-going  of  our  dear  Brother,  John  Baptist  de  Albertini, 
Bishop  of  the  Moravian  Church  and  president  of  the  Unity's 
Elders  Conference,  in  which  experience  we  took  a  sympathetic 
part  since  our  departed  Brother  had  become  so  well  known 
among  us  by  his  writings  that  had  proved  a  great  blessing.  Br. 
Jacob  Levin  Reichel's  entrance  into  the  Unity's  Elders  Con- 
ference in  his  stead  and  the  election  of  two  Brethren  to  fill  ex- 
pired terms  in  the  directorate,  viz.,  Brn.  Carl  Wilhelm  Just  and 
Johann  Christian  Breutel,  gave  us  repeated  occasion  to  commend 
in  prayer  to  the  Chief  Shepherd  these  servants  of  the  Church 
which  He  had  purchased  with  His  own  Blood,  that  He  might 
guide  &  strengthen  them  for  their  very  important  and  often 
difficult  calling. 

Already  in  the  past  years  we  had  strong  reason  for  our  affec- 
tionate sympathy  and  prayer  because  of  the  danger  of  the 
cholera  epidemic  that  threatened  our  wide-spread  congregations 
in  Europe,  and  the  same  danger  threatened  this  year  also ;  but 
so  far  as  we  know,  none  of  them  was  afflicted  by  it. 
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Very  particularly,  however,  the  occurrence  which  awakened 
and  strengthened  the  sense  of  the  brotherhood  of  our  Unity  was 
the  memorial  day  of  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  beginning 
of  Moravian  Missions  Among  the  Heathen,  the  departure  of  the 
first  Moravian  messengers  of  the  Gospel  from  Herrnhut  to  the 
Negroes  of  St.  Thomas,  on  August  21,  1732.  A  sense  of  grateful 
joy  stirred  in  our  hearts  for  the  blessing  of  God  that  has  rested 
on  the  united  labors  of  the  Brethren  in  all  the  world  and  that,  by 
this  token  the  Saviour  approved  the  plan  of  our  Brethren's  Unity 
itself  before  friends  and  enemies  alike.  We  realized  anew  our 
privilege  and  high  calling  in  belonging  to  this  people. 

And  just  as  the  past  year  gave  occasions  for  special  joy  and 
thanksgiving,  it  brought  also  experiences  that  called  for  prayer 
and  intercession — the  "Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us" — in  connec- 
tion with  the  same  enterprise  of  Foreign  Missions.  The  terrible 
Negro  rebellion  that  broke  out  in  Jamaica  at  the  close  of  last 
year  repeatedly  endangered  the  lives  of  our  missionaries  there. 
One  of  them  was  embarrassingly  accused  of  being  the  instigator 
of  the  insurrection.  Although  the  faithful  and  almighty  Lord 
delivers  His  servants  who  serve  Him  with  simplicity  and  single 
motive;  nevertheless,  our  great  human  weakness  and  the  pre- 
carious situation  of  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  in  Jamaica  and  the 
dear  Negro  congregations  entrusted  to  their  care  caused  us  to 
pray  without  ceasing  in  their  behalf.  Thus,  in  experiences  of 
joy  and  sadness,  the  bond  of  brotherhood  in  the  cause  of  Christ 
on  earth  is  nurtured  and  strengthened  by  the  Spirit. 

Our  mission  among  the  Cherokee  Nation  in  which  this  con- 
gregation takes  a  more  active  part  than  in  other  mission  fields 
of  the  Unity,  has  not  experienced  any  extraordinary  difficulties 
and  disturbances  this  year,  however,  unsettled  political  condi- 
tions have  kept  the  Cherokees  restless  all  year  as  to  how  these 
conditions  might  work  out.  Naturally,  the  same  circumstances 
occupy  the  hearts  and  minds  of  our  dear  missionaries  there. 
Consequently  this  work  also  was  an  object  for  intercession  be- 
fore the  Throne  of  Grace  in  public  and  private  prayer. 

After  Br.  Heinrich  Gottlieb  Clauder  had  been  appointed  post- 
master at  Springplace  and  thus  his  unmolested  residence  in  the 
Cherokee  country  was  safeguarded,  the  wish  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan 
to  be  relieved  of  mission  service  and  to  return  to  Salem  could  be 
granted.  Rejoicing  at  the  turn  of  events,  Br.  &  Sr.  Clauder  with 
their  two  children  set  out  on  the  journey  to  Springplace  on  April 
3.  With  them  went  our  Single  Sister  Sophia  Dorothea  Ruede, 
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hitherto  a  teacher  in  our  Academy,  who  had  volunteered  to  go  to 
help  them  with  their  family  work  wherever  possible  and  par- 
ticularly to  follow  an  inner  urge  to  be  of  service  to  the  Saviour  in 
this  mission  in  the  teaching  of  children.  On  Wednesday  of  Holy 
Week  this  company  arrived  safely  in  Springplace  and  right 
after  Easter  Br.  &  Sr.  Byhan  with  their  son,  Nathanael,  and  the 
Single  Sister  Nancy  Becker  and  the  Single  Brother  Naeman 
Rominger,  started  on  their  journey  to  Salem,  arriving  here  on 
May  11. 

Br.  Byhan  accepted  the  call  to  serve  the  Bethabara  congre- 
gation and  Br.  Nathanael  Byhan  fitted  up  his  trade  as  saddler. 

Since  our  congregation  feels  a  deep  interest  in  the  new  little 
congregation  being  formed  in  Goshen,  Indiana,  mostly  from 
emigrants  from  Wachovia,  we  accompanied  with  warm  good 
wishes  our  Br.  Bechler  on  his  official  visit  there,  made  at  the 
request  of  the  Pennsylvania  Helpers  Conference.  He  began  his 
journey  on  May  16  and  spent  3  weeks  in  Goshen  with  mutual 
edification,  celebrating  a  blessed  congregation  festival  with 
them  on  June  17  and  18.  Br.  Bechler  returned  here  July  5. 

Among  the  changes  in  the  servants  of  this  congregation  we 
feel  most  painfully  the  departure  of  our  dear  Brother  William 
Ludwig  Benzien.  A  trustee  of  the  congregation  for  the  past  5 
years,  he  had  celebrated  his  35th  birthday  on  the  day  before 
his  death.  Our  departed  Brother  was  a  man  of  fine  Christian 
character  and  he  employed  his  many  gifts  in  such  a  public- 
spirited  and  unselfish  manner  that  he  won  universal  esteem  in 
the  congregation.  His  departure  so  early  in  life  caused  deep 
sorrow  in  our  midst. 

Several  changes  have  occurred  in  the  personnel  of  our  schools. 
Br.  August  Henry  Schulz  will  leave  our  Boys  School,  having 
received  &  accepted  a  call  to  the  pastorate  of  Friedberg  and 
Hope  congregations  in  place  of  Br.  Denke  who  asked  to  be  re- 
lieved from  service.  At  the  close  of  school  before  Christmas 
Br.  Schulz  parted  from  his  scholars  in  a  farewell  lovefeast  at 
which,  also,  Br.  Franz  Levin  Fries  was  introduced  as  their 
future  teacher. 

There  were  two  teachers  who  left  the  Academy  during  the 
year:  Sr.  Sophia  Ruede,  mentioned  above,  and  Sr.  Eliza  Wil- 
helmina  Vierling.  Since  the  number  of  boarding  pupils  entrusted 
to  our  care  had  decreased  this  year,  the  staff  of  teachers  re- 
maining was  sufficient  for  the  classes  and  the  two  teachers  have 
not  been  replaced.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  boys 
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in  the  school  was  30 ;  girls  in  the  town  school,  37 ;  boarding 
pupils  in  the  Academy,  37. 

A  remarkable  proof  of  the  mercy  and  patience  of  our  God 
can  be  noted  in  that  our  borders  were  spared  the  dreaded 
pestilence  (cholera)  that  for  several  years  has  been  traversing 
the  earth  in  almost  all  lands  of  the  old  world  and  this  year 
invaded  our  blessed  country  and  caused  the  quick  and  painful 
death  of  thousands.  It  has  pleased  the  Lord  of  life  and  death 
to  spare  us  which  we  acknowledged  often  in  private,  but  on 
August  24,  together  with  all  the  inhabitants  of  our  State,  a  day 
of  penitence  and  prayer  was  observed  that  we  might  be  further 
spared.  Oh,  that  all  men  would  in  future  dedicate  all  their  pow- 
ers of  body  and  mind  to  God !  It  is  an  added  cause  for  thanks- 
giving that  in  this  country  cur  congregations  have  been  pre- 
served from  the  destroyer. 

On  December  17  the  50th  wedding  anniversary  of  Br.  Gottlieb 
and  Sr.  Maria  Magdalena  Schober  was  observed,  attended  by 
children  and  children's  children  and  many  friends.  A  lovefeast 
was  held  to  which  the  Married  People,  Widows,  and  Widowers 
Choirs  and  relatives  in  the  ether  Choirs  were  invited. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  several  new  buildings  and  enlarge- 
ments and  improvements  of  existing  buildings  were  under- 
taken. Our  tavern  gained  in  convenience  and  room  through  the 
erection  of  a  middle  building1  between  the  houses  belonging  to 
the  tavern.  Br.  Timothy  Vogler  built  a  new  dwelling  and  the 
houses  of  the  Brn.  Lewis  Eberhard,  Denke,  and  Joseph  Stauber, 
begun  last  year,  were  completed.2  Brn.  Emanuel  Reich  &  Warn- 
er built  additions  to  their  homes.  Br.  Philip  Reich  built  a  new 
workshop  and  Br.  Thomas  Boner  finished  and  occupied  his 
workshop. 

Toward  better  preparation  for  possible  danger  from  fires, 
the  proposal  to  secure  a  large  and  more  efficient  fire  engine  was 
carried  out  this  year.  The  engine  came  from  Philadelphia  in 
June  and  was  recognized  as  meeting  all  expectations. 

At  the  close  of  1832,  the  total  number  of  persons  in  care  of 
Salem  Congregation  was  486;  Bethania,  299;  Bethabara,  110; 
Friedland,  305;  Frieiberg,  338;  Hope,  115;  a  grand  total  of 
1,563  souls.

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Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Salem,  1832. 

Jan.  15.  The  Female  Missionary  Society  had  its  first  meet- 
ing of  the  year  for  encouragement  to  hearty  and  active  interest 
in  the  work  of  missions  entrusted  to  the  Moravian  Unity.  Be- 
sides the  usual  reports,  an  account  of  a  hurricane  on  the  Island 
of  Barbados,  West  Indies,  that  had  appeared  in  a  New  York 
newspaper  received  here  last  week,  was  read.  The  hurricane 
was  felt  especially  at  our  mission  stations  of  Sharon  and  Mt. 
Tabor  and  did  great  damage;  but  the  lives  of  our  missionaries 
were  wonderfully  spared. 

Jan.  19.  The  election  of  a  new  Aufseher  Collegium  was  held 
by  the  Brethren  of  the  congregation  who  had  attained  majority. 
Those  elected  were:  Henry  Senseman,  August  Henry  Schulz, 
Henry  Herbst,  Henry  Leinbach,  Christian  Brietz,  Emanuel 
Schober,  and  Nathanael  Vogler.  These,  together  with  the  Breth- 
ren who  are  members  ex-officio,  John  Vogler  as  curator  of  the 
Single  Sisters,  Wilhelm  Ludwig  Benzien  as  director  of  the 
congregation  and  curator  of  Widows,  Theodor  Schulz  as  ad- 
ministrator of  the  Unity's  land  holdings,  now  constitute  the 
Aufseher  Collegium. 

Jan.  22.  The  annual  Workers  Lovefeast  for  the  Brethren  and 
Sisters  who  hold  office  by  appointment  in  the  church,  in  the 
music  and  other  offices.  They  were  thanked  in  the  name  of 
the  congregation  for  their  services  and  encouraged  to  continue. 

At  the  evening  service  Br.  Bechler  announced  to  the  congre- 
gation that  the  vacancy  in  the  Unity's  Elders  Conference  caused 
by  the  Home-going  of  Br.  Daniel  Roemer  had  been  filled  with 
the  appointment  of  Br.  Carl  Wilhelm  Just,  hitherto  chairman 
of  the  executive  committee  of  the  U.E.C.  Br.  Bechler  commended 
this  Brother  to  the  intercessions  of  the  congregation.  Also,  the 
new  Aufseher  Collegium  was  announced  to  the  congregation 
and  the  congregation  sang,  "Teach  them  to  walk  as  Thou  didst 
walk." 

Jan.  29.  Only  morning  services  were  held,  on  account  of 
heavy  snow.  Services  during  the  week  were  suspended  because 
of  prevalence  of  coughs  and  colds  among  adults  and  children. 

Feb.  9.  The  congregation  council  held  a  deliberation  about 
improvements  at  the  tavern  for  greater  convenience  and  com- 
fort of  guests  and  the  family  of  the  innkeeper. 
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Feb.  18.  The  congregation  in  Friedland  celebrated  a  blessed 
congregation  festival.  The  ciose  attention  given  at  these  serv- 
ices gives  hope  that  blessed  fruit  will  accrue  to  this  celebration. 
The  Brn.  Bechler,  Th.  Schulz,  and  Benzien  from  here  took 
part  in  the  services. 

Feb.  20.  A  drunken  man  who  died  suddenly  and  whose  body 
was  buried  in  our  Friedland  graveyard,  had  a  very  large  funeral 
following.  The  occasion  gave  Br.  Pfohl  opportunity  to  speak 
of  the  danger  of  spending  life's  days  not  for  the  Lord  Who 
bought  us  dearly  with  His  own  blood  and  redeemed  us  from 
the  guilt  and  power  of  sin,  but  to  live,  body  and  soul,  for  sin, 
not  heeding  the  warning  of  the  Saviour,  "Therefore  be  ye  also 
ready  for  in  such  an  hour  as  ye  think  not  the  Son  of  man 
cometh.,, 

Feb.  21.  Word  was  received  of  the  death  on  Dec.  6,  1831,  of 
Br.  Johann  Baptist  de  Albertini,  member  of  the  Unity's  Elders 
Conference. 

March  1.  In  the  congregation  hour  at  night  Br.  Reichel  spoke 
of  the  beginning  of  the  Unitas  Fratrum  375  years  ago  and  of 
the  renewal  of  the  church  in  the  last  century. 

March  25.  A  very  blessed  congregation  anniversary  at  Beth- 
ania  was  attended  by  Brn.  Bechler  and  Benzien. 

In  Salem,  Br.  Reichel  presided  at  the  lovefeast  of  the  Child- 
ren's Congregation  Day,  in  which  the  girls  from  the  Academy 
also  took  part.  Thereupon  Br.  Schaaf  had  the  homily  for  the 
children  of  the  congregation. 

April  2.  Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  the  widowed  Sister  Stroehle, 
and  the  single  Sisters  Esther  Heckedorn  and  Sarah  Steiner 
set  out  early  on  a  journey  to  visit  the  congregations  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

At  the  close  of  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  led  by  Br.  Schulz, 
Br.  &  Sr.  Clauder  and  their  2  children  and  the  single  Sister 
Sophia  Dorothea  Ruede  who  leave  tomorrow  on  their  journey 
to  Springplace,  Cherokee  county,  were  commended  to  the  Lord 
in  earnest  prayer. 

April  5.  Funeral  service  of  the  widowed  Sister  Susanna 
Loesch,  nee  Leinbach,  who  died  April  3.  She  was  a  member  of 
Bethania  but  had  been  living  here  with  her  daughter. 
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April  12.  Marriage  of  the  single  Brother  Friedrich  Jacob 
Reich  and  the  single  Sister  Nancy  Geiger  after  an  address  by 
Br.  Reichel. 

April  15,  Palm  Sunday.  Confirmation  of  the  single  Sister 
Christina  Kimel  and  the  Older  Girls  Anna  Sophia  Blum,  Caro- 
line Amanda  Fries,  Belinda  Blum,  and  Lauretta  Blum. 

April  22,  Easter  Sunday.  At  5  a.  m.  the  congregation  as- 
sembled for  the  praying  of  the  Easter  Morning  litany,  led  by 
Br.  Bechler.  The  weather  was  fine  and  a  large  company  of 
visitors  had  gathered.  They  were  orderly  and  reverent  and  re- 
mained for  the  sermon  in  English  by  Br.  Reichel,  on  Revela- 
tion 1:18. 

April  25.  Burial  in  our  graveyard  of  the  departed  married 
Sister  Henrietta  Christman,  nee  Buelo,  who  died  yesterday  in 
full  assurance  of  faith.  Formerly  she  had  been  a  member 
of  this  congregation  and  wished  to  be  buried  here.  Br. 
Reichel  had  an  impressive  address  which  the  minister  of  the 
neighboring  Baptist  denomination,  to  which  the  husband  of 
the  departed  belongs,  followed  with  close  attention. 

April  29.  By  request,  Br.  Bechler  preached  this  morning  in 
the  Lutheran  church,  5  miles  from  here. 

May  16.  Br.  Bechler  started  on  his  journey  to  Goshen,  Indiana, 
with  the  mail  coach.  Our  best  wishes  for  a  safe  journey  and  the 
visit  with  the  congregation  there  accompany  him. 

May  22.  Br.  Schaaf  held  the  singing-meeting  with  which  the 
services  of  the  week  were  concluded,  on  account  of  the  public 
examination  of  the  Academy  on  the  24th  and  25th.  The  exam- 
ination was  held  with  satisfaction  to  all  who  attended.  Through- 
out, the  girls  spoke  clearly  and  distinctly  and  in  general  showed 
the  result  of  their  diligent  application  and  reflected  credit  on 
the  labors  of  their  teachers.  Fifteen  boarding  school  students 
left  the  institution.  Only  one  of  those  who  had  newly  enrolled 
arrived  today. 

May  26.  Br.  Emanuel  Schober,  Captain  of  the  local  Volun- 
teer Military  Company,  left  for  West  Point,  N.  Y.,  in  order  to 
attend  the  examinations  of  the  Military  Academy  there. 

May  27.  In  the  first  meeting  a  part  of  the  Sept.  -  Dec,  1828, 
report  of  our  new  mission  in  Timbuktu,  S.  Africa,  was  read. 
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May  29.  The  new  fire  engine  from  Philadelphia  arrived  today 
and  was  tried  out  at  once  and  proved  its  merits. 

May  30.  A  congregation  council  was  held  and  the  proposals 
for  payment  of  the  new  fire  engine  were  gone  over.  Also,  with 
the  service  of  the  new  engine  the  election  of  two  fire  inspectors 
was  taken  up.  The  Brn.  John  Vogler  and  Henry  Leinbach  were 
chosen. 

May  31.  With  today's  mail  came  the  sad  news  for  our  widow- 
ed Sister  Rebecca  Schober  that  her  daughter,  Johanna  Maria, 
who  since  October  of  last  year  had  been  visiting  in  the  Pennsyl- 
vania congregations,  especially  with  Br.  &  Sr.  Wolle  in  Phila- 
delphia and  Br.  &  Sr.  Herrmann  in  Nazareth,  had  died  on  May 
23  of  scarlet  fever.  The  entire  congregation  felt  deep  sorrow 
in  the  bereavement  of  the  Schober  family. 

June  2.  Br.  Schaaf  held  the  closing  service  for  the  year  of 
the  Choir  of  Older  Girls.  The  blessed  Home-going  of  their  be- 
loved playmate,  Johanna  Maria  Schober,  had  made  a  whole- 
some impression  upon  them. 

June  10.  In  connection  with  the  services  of  Whit  Sunday,  Br. 
Schulz  closed  the  service  at  night  by  commending  to  the  inter- 
cessions of  the  congregation  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  who  are 
laboring  among  members  and  friends  scattered  abroad.  (Dia- 
spora work.) 

June  15.  The  funeral  service  of  the  Married  Brother,  Isaac 
Pfaff,  was  held  in  Bethania.  He  was  the  oldest  male  member 
of  that  congregation;  died  June  13  at  the  age  of  77  years,  7 
weeks.  He  was  a  model  Christian  and  an  adornment  of  the 
Church.  The  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  in  all  the  surround- 
ing country  was  evident  in  the  large  gathering  for  the  service. 

June  16.  Mr.  Cronlund,  a  Swede,  gave  a  violin  concert  in  our 
small  auditorium. 

June  23.  The  two  young  Brethren,  Franz  Fries  and  Julius 
Bechler,  who  have  completed  their  studies  in  Nazareth  Hall, 
arrived  for  a  visit  with  their  parents. 

July  If.  On  this  memorial  day  of  the  proclamation  of  the  In- 
dependence of  the  United  States,  Br.  Reichel  preached  in  Eng- 
lish on  I  Timothy  2:1,2.  At  night  he  presided  at  a  service  of 
music  and  singing. 
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July  5.  Br.  Bechler  returned  safely  from  his  visit  to  the  con- 
gregation in  Goshen,  Ind. 

July  6.  Br.  Bechler  led  the  congregation  in  singing  liturgy 
No.  51,  "In  Memory  of  the  Martyrs,"  with  reference  to  the 
martyrdom  of  John  Hus,  faithful  witness  of  the  gospel,  through 
whose  testimony  in  the  years  that  followed,  the  Ancient  Mora- 
vian Church  was  established. 

July  8.  In  Friedland,  the  Lutheran  minister,  Jacob  Miller, 
who  has  been  authorized  by  the  Stokes  County  Sunday  School 
Union  to  visit  Sunday  Schools  already  existing  for  the  sake 
of  encouraging  them  and,  wherever  possible,  to  organize  new 
schools,  addressed  a  large  congregation.  After  this,  a  Sunday 
School  was  organized,  the  scholars  signing  the  constitution, 
and  officers  were  elected. 

July  21.  Br.  Pfohl  held  the  funeral  service  of  the  Married 
Sister,  Sarah  Leicht,3  nee  Ripple,  in  Waughtown,  where  she 
lived  while  a  member  at  Friedland.  The  departed  had  expressed 
a  wish  not  to  be  buried  within  48  hours  after  her  death,  but 
owing  to  extreme  heat,  the  remains  had  to  be  buried  last  night. 

July  22.  After  the  evening  meeting  Br.  Bechler  communicated 
to  the  congregation  that  the  vacancy  in  the  Unity's  Elders  Con- 
ference by  the  death  of  Br.  de  Albertini  had  been  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Br.  Levin  Reichel,  minister  of  the  congrega- 
tion in  Niesky.  Br.  Reichel  will  serve  on  the  Education  and 
Helper  Committee  of  the  Board.  A  prayer  hymn  was  sung  for 
him. 

Br.  Bechler  also  brought  greetings  from  the  congregation 
in  Goshen,  Indiana,  commending  that  congregation  to  our  in- 
tercession. 

July  29.  At  1  p.  m.,  Br.  Bechler  read  publicly  the  newly- 
adopted  fire  regulations. 

In  Friedland  there  was  a  consecration  service  for  officers 
and  teachers  of  the  Sunday  School. 

Aug.  Jf.  After  long  dry  weather,  we  have  had  refreshing  show- 
ers for  several  days. 

Aug.  5.  Br.  Bechler  was  in  Bethabara  today  at  the  request  of 
the  Helpers  Conference,  to  tell  the  congregation  that,  accord- 


8  The  Leicht  family  made  spinning  wheels,  some  of  which  bear  the  signature  of  the 
maker  and  date.

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ing  to  their  desire,  they  were  again  to  have  their  own  minister 
and  helpers.  It  had  been  very  difficult,  at  times  impossible,  to 
serve  Bethabara  from  Bethania.  Br.  &  Sr.  Byhan  had  received 
and  accepted  the  call  to  serve  in  Bethabara.  At  the  same  time 
Br.  Bechler  spoke  to  the  Bethabara  congregation  that  it  was 
only  right  that  they  should  contribute  to  the  support  of  their 
helpers,  and  asked  how  much  they  would  contribute. 

Many  members  were  away  from  Salem  today,  visiting  the 
camp  meeting  of  the  Methodists,  4  miles  from  here.  In  the 
rural  congregations  the  attendance  was  poor  for  the  same 
reason. 

Aug.  12.  An  outstandingly  blessed  celebration  of  the  memorial 
day  of  Aug.  13.  In  the  two  services  of  the  Holy  Communion  we 
prayed  earnestly  for  a  renewal  of  the  blessing  of  the  outpouring 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  on  the  congregation  in  the  church  at  Berthels- 
dorf  on  Aug.  13,  1727. 

Aug.  17.  Choir  festival  of  the  children.  Morning  prayer  at 
8:30  by  Br.  Schaaf.  Br.  Bechler  had  a  homily  for  the  children 
at  10.  The  lovefeast  at  2  p.  m.,  after  which  the  children  were 
visited  in  their  classes  by  the  Elders  Conference.  Br.  Reichel 
held  the  congregation  hour  and  laid  to  the  hearts  of  the  congre- 
gation that  it  was  not  only  the  parents  who  had  the  duty  to 
think  of  the  well-being  of  their  children,  but  the  duty  of  the 
other  Choirs  as  well  to  give  the  children  -  who  are  the  congre- 
gation of  the  future  -  an  example  of  a  consistent  and  godly 
walk  and  conversation. 

Aug.  2Jf.  A  Day  of  Penitence  and  Prayer  proclaimed  by  the 
Governor  of  this  State,  to  implore  the  mercy  of  God  in  view 
of  the  pestilential  spread  of  the  cholera  in  this  country.  In  the 
afternoon  Br.  Reichel  preached  in  English  on  Isaiah  26 :9.  Many 
friends  and  strangers  were  present  for  the  occasion  and  all 
listened  attentively  to  the  challenge  that  each  should  present 
himself  to  the  Lord  as  a  sinner,  seek  His  grace  and  trust  Him 
under  all  conditions,  laboring  for  that  which  makes  for  peace 
in  life  and  death. 

Aug.  26.  A  joyous  celebration  of  the  beginning  of  Moravian 
Missions  100  years  ago,  the  first  messengers  going  to  the  Negroes 
on  the  Island  of  St.  Thomas  on  August  21,  1732.  Br.  Bechler 
preached  on  the  Lord's  commission  in  Matt.  28:19,20.  A  love- 
feast  was  held  at  2  p.  m.  The  ode  for  the  occasion  had  been  pre- 
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pared  and  sent  to  us  by  the  Unity's  Elders  Conference.  It  was 
changed  somewhat  to  suit  our  conditions  and  several  English 
hymns  were  added.  In  the  evening  there  was  an  appropriate 
service  of  music  and  song,  followed  by  the  playing  of  chorales 
by  the  trombone  choir  on  the  Square  in  front  of  the  congrega- 
tion house. 

Sept.  5.  The  single  Brother  Julius  Bechler  returned  to  Naza- 
reth to  enter  Nazareth  Hall  as  a  teacher. 

Sept.  9.  Funeral  service  of  the  departed  married  Sister  Ann 
Elizabeth  Holland,  nee  Schumacher.  The  entire  congregation 
took  sympathetic  part  in  the  bereavement  of  husband  and 
children. 

Sept.  11.  Marriage  of  the  single  Brother  Wilhelm  Vogler  and 
the  single  Sister  Johanna  Louisa  Essie.  They  plan  to  move  to 
Goshen,  Ind.,  shortly. 

Sept.  13.  Br.  Reichel  officiated  at  the  wedding  of  the  widowed 
Brother  Carl  Friedrich  Bagge  and  the  single  Sister  Anna  Maria 
Schnall.  A  lovefeast  for  the  wedding  party  and  invited  guests 
followed  in  the  small  auditorium. 

Sept.  2Jf.  The  girls  of  the  Academy  celebrated  a  day  in  mem- 
ory of  the  dedication  of  their  chapel.  Br.  Bechler  had  morning 
prayer  and  Br.  Reichel  made  an  address  at  the  lovefeast. 

Oct.  5.  The  annual  general  muster  of  the  militia  for  this  dis- 
trict was  held  here  today  and  attracted  a  multitude  of  people 
to  our  town.  Everything  passed  off  well  and  by  night  all  had 
gone  home. 

Oct.  11.  Our  local  Society  for  the  Spread  of  the  Gospel  Among 
the  Heathen  had  its  annual  general  meeting  with  a  large  com- 
pany of  members  attending.  Five  new  members  joined  the 
society.  At  the  lovefeast,  2  p.  m.,  the  wives  of  the  married  mem- 
bers attended  also,  as  well  as  the  members  of  the  Female  Mis- 
sionary Society.  They  enjoyed  hearing  an  account  by  Br.  Boehn- 
hof,  of  a  celebration  of  the  centennial  of  Moravian  Missions 
at  New  Herrnhut,  on  the  island  of  St.  Thomas.  We  had  a  good 
day. 

Oct.  28.  Br.  Reichel  had  the  German  sermon  on  Romans  1:16, 
with  reference  to  Martin  Luther  and  the  Reformation,  315  years 
ago. 
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Br.  Benzien  was  taken  sick  today  of  typhoid  fever. 

Nov.  8.  Br.  Reichel  officiated  at  the  wedding  of  the  single 
Brother  Charles  Kraemer  and  the  single  Sister  Eliza  Wilhel- 
mina  Vierling. 

Nov.  29.  Br.  Reichel  officiated  at  the  marriage  of  the  single 
Brother  William  Hauser  and  the  single  Sister  Anna  Susanna 
Schulz. 

Nov.  30.  In  the  evening,  Br.  Benzien  received  the  blessing 
of  the  Lord  for  his  seemingly  not-too-distant  departure.  Members 
of  the  Elders  Conference  as  well  as  a  number  of  Brethren  and 
Sisters  were  present.  There  was  a  feeling  of  great  sadness. 

Dec.  1.  At  about  12  noon  it  pleased  the  Saviour  to  call  our  dear 
Br.  Wilhelm  Ludwig  Benzien,  trustee  of  this  congregation,  gent- 
ly and  blessedly  Home  to  Himself. 

Dec.  3.  At  1  p.m.,  the  funeral  service  of  Br.  Wilhelm  Ludwig 
Benzien.  A  sympathetic  sadness  pervaded  the  service,  over  the 
unexpected  and  untimely  death  of  this  generally  esteemed  and 
beloved  Brother.  There  was  very  large  attendance.  The  service 
was  introduced  with  the  soft  singing  of  "Dearest  Jesus,  Fairest 
Life."  Br.  Reichel  made  the  address,  based  on  the  Daily  Text  of 
the  Moravian  Church  on  the  day  of  Br.  Benzien' s  departure: 
"Let  me  die  the  death  of  the  righteous,  and  let  my  last  end  be  like 
his."  [Numb.  23:10.] 

At  7  p.m.,  the  congregation  had  a  lovefeast  in  memory  of  the 
departed  Brother  and  stressed  our  fellowship  with  the  Church 
Triumphant.  Hymns  and  choir  anthem  dwelt  on  the  thought 
of  preparedness  for  the  Saviour's  call. 

Dec.  15.  The  single  Brother  Carl  Gustav  Brietz  returned  to- 
day after  an  absence  of  a  year  and  3  months,  during  which 
time  he  worked  at  several  places,  perfecting  himself  in  his 
trade  as  tanner. 

Dec.  16.  At  the  close  of  the  evening  meeting  Br.  Bechler  an- 
nounced that  the  office  of  trustee  of  the  congregation  (made 
vacant  by  Br.  Benzien's  death)  would  be  carried  on  temporarily 
by  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  with  the  assistance  of  Br.  Meinung. 
He  also  announced  that  Br.  August  Henry  Schulz,  teacher  in 
the  Boys  School,  had  received  and  accepted  a  call  to  become 
pastor  of  Friedberg  and  Hope  congregations,  since  Br.  Denke 
had  asked  to  be  relieved. 
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Dec.  17.  Br.  Gottlieb  and  Sr.  Maria  Magdalena  Schober  cele- 
brated their  50th  wedding  anniversary.  Their  children  had  ar- 
ranged a  lovefeast  for  them  besides  numerous  relatives  and  had 
invited  the  members  of  the  Choirs  of  Married  People,  Widowers, 
and  Widows. 

Dec.  21.  Since  the  Boys  School  closed  today  for  Christmas, 
the  present  teacher,  August  Henry  Schulz,  following  his  call 
to  Friedberg  and  Hope  congregations,  terminated  his  service. 
At  the  same  time,  Br.  Franz  Fries,  who  completed  his  studies 
in  Nazareth  Hall  6  months  ago,  entered  his  service  as  teacher. 
At  a  lovefeast  with  the  boys  and  the  Elders  Conference,  Br. 
Reichel  thanked  Br.  Schulz  for  his  6  years'  service  as  teacher 
and  called  on  the  boys,  all  of  whom  love  Br.  Schulz,  to  express 
their  thanks  likewise.  Then  Br.  Reichel  introduced  Br.  Fries 
and  bespoke  for  him  the  love,  confidence,  and  obedience  of  the 
scholars. 

Dec.  2U,  Christmas  Eve.  The  beautiful  services  were  held  at 
5  p.m.  by  Br.  Schaaf  for  the  children  and  at  7  p.m.  by  Br.  Bech- 
ler  for  adults. 

Dec.  25.  In  addition  to  the  other  Christmas  services,  the  little 
girls  in  our  day  school,  in  4  divisions,  rejoiced  the  congregation 
with  a  Christmas  dialog  and  song  before  an  illuminated  pic- 
ture of  the  Nativity,  in  the  small  auditorium. 

Dec.  31.  At  5  p.m.  Br.  Schaaf  held  the  closing  service  of  the 
year  for  the  children.  At  8  o'clock  there  was  the  customary 
lovefeast  with  songs  of  praise  and  thanksgiving.  At  10  o'clock 
Br.  Bechler  read  the  Memorabilia  for  the  year  and  at  midnight 
the  congregation  met  for  the  change  of  the  year  with  confes- 
sion, supplication,  and  thanksgiving. 

Extracts  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  1832. 

Jan.  9.  The  Widow  Jac.  Blum  asks  for  wood  for  fence  rails 
in  order  to  fence  a  piece  of  field  from  the  former  Ph.  Blum 
house  half  way  to  the  barn  and  from  there  to  the  lot  of  Mother 
Blum.  The  fenced  area  to  be  for  her  cow  and  sheep.  Decision 
deferred  until  the  situation  can  be  looked  over. 

The  Brn.  C.  F.  Meinung  and  Wm.  Hauser  (see  Minutes  of 
Dec.  12,  1831)  have  agreed  on  a  compromise,  each  to  pay  V2 
the  rent.  The  boy,  Henry  Meinung,  will  work  temporarily  under 
Br.  Hauser's  supervision  at  the  wagon-builder's  trade.

The  fire  inspectors  are  asked  to  make  their  annual  investiga- 
tion of  all  houses  in  town  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Trustee4  reported  that  the  Brn.  Kuehln  and  Tim  Vogler 
had  come  to  an  agreement.  Dr.  Kuehln  will  have  the  water 
ditch  run  through  his  lot5  and  will  be  responsible  for  the  up- 
keep of  it,  and  Br.  Vogler  gives  4  ft.  of  his  lot  to  Dr.  Kuehln. 
Consequently,  Dr.  Kuehln's  lot  will  have  128  ft.  front,  4  ft. 
having  already  been  set  apart  for  the  water  ditch.  Br.  Vogler, 
however,  will  pay  the  full  rent  for  his  lot. 

Since  the  time  limit  given  Br.  J.  Hy.  Schulz  for  getting  his 
Negro  woman  out  of  town  has  expired,  Br.  W.  L.  Benzien  was 
asked  to  find  out  the  reason. 

Auf.  Col.  agrees  that  Br.  John  Chitty  rents  Br.  Kraemer's 
house  until  fall.  Also  that  Br.  Thos.  Boner  builds  a  woodshed  on 
his  lot  at  a  cost  of  $40.00. 

Auf.  Col.  grants  the  petition  of  the  teachers  of  the  Boys 
School  to  buy  2  new  charts  for  the  school  as  soon  as  possible, 
since  the  old  charts  of  the  United  States  and  of  Europe  are 
almost  completely  obsolete. 

The  committee  appointed  to  audit  the  inventory  sheet  of  the 
tavern,  prepared  by  Br.  Warner  for  Br.  Wohlfahrt,  reports  as 
follows : 

A.  To  give  Br.  Warner  for  his  faithful  services  and  because 
of  other  circumstances  one-third  of  the  profits  shown  in  the 
Trustee's  balance-sheet,  $785.53;  in  other  words,  to  give  Br. 
Warner  $261.84.  This,  irrespective  of  any  changes  made  in 
the  inventory.  Since  among  the  outstanding  debts  there  is  a 
note  for  Mr.  Tate's  debt  in  the  amount  of  $425.00,  Br.  Warner 
is  to  receive  one-third  of  this  after  the  note  is  paid. 

B.  Committee  recommends  a  deduction  of  6%  from  $3184.23 
and  three-fourths  cents,  this  sum  representing  the  inventory 
of  furniture,  house  and  kitchen  utensils,  vegetables  and  food 
supplies,  a  deduction  of  $191.05.  One  Brother  moved  the  de- 
duction of  another  6%  from  the  inventory  appraisal  for  the 
worst  articles,  beds,  etc.,  and  in  the  future  to  deduct  12%  an- 
nually from  the  inventory  appraisal.  Auf.  Col.  accepted  the  re- 
port of  the  committee  and  the  latter  motion. 

Jan.  23.  First  meeting  of  the  newly-elected  Aufseher  Col- 
legium. The  Brethren  elected  are :  C.  Brietz,  Em.  Shober,  J.  Hy. 
Senseman,  Hy.  Linebach,  Hy.  R.  Herbst,  Nath.  Vogler,  and  Hy. 


*The  Trustee  was  W.  L.  Benzien,  who  died  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

6  The  Kuehln  lot  was  on  the  corner  of  South  Main  Street  and  Walnut  Street. 
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A.  Schultz,  together  with  the  ex-officio  members,  John  Vogler,  W. 
L.  Benzien,  and  Theo.  Schulz.  Auf .  Col.  organized  with  Br.  Theo. 
Schulz  as  chairman  and  the  single  Br.  Hy.  A.  Schulz  as  secretary. 

Since  Br.  Isaac  Boner  is  having  many  trees  cut  down  in  the 
woods  west  of  town  for  making  fence  rails  and  since  he  re- 
ceived the  Ph.  Blum  land  on  condition  that  he  be  responsible 
for  fence-rail  wood,  and  since  according  to  earlier  resolutions 
of  Auf.  Col.  this  portion  of  congregation  forest  is  to  be  spared, 
the  Trustee  will  talk  both  with  Br.  Boner  and  with  the  forester, 
Br.  Clauder.  He  will  forbid  the  former  to  cut  more  trees  and 
that  he  must  pay  the  price  per  tree,  and  he  will  notify  the 
forester  that  he  must  perform  his  duties  more  conscientiously. 
Meantime  the  Brn.  Theo  Schulz  &  W.  L.  Benzien  will  look  up 
the  resolutions  on  the  use  of  forests  in  earlier  minutes  and  re- 
port to  Auf.  Col. 

The  fire  inspectors  report: 

At  Br.  G.  Foltz's  and  the  Widow  Foltz's  there  are  several 
things  that  must  be  brought  to  their  attention  about  fire  regu- 
lations. Br.  John  Vogler  will  talk  with  Br.  Foltz. 

In  the  Family  House,  ashes  are  kept  in  wooden  barrels.  To 
avoid  this,  the  Trustee  is  asked  to  arrange  one  of  the  rooms 
in  the  basement  with  brick  compartments  for  the  purpose. 

At  Eberhard's,  Ad.  Butner's,  Widow  Reich's,  and  Fries's,  the 
bake  ovens  are  not  to  be  regarded  as  danger  proof  and  recom- 
mendations for  improvements  and  carefulness  are  in  order. 

The  Trustee  has  spoken  with  Br.  Hy.  Schulz  about  the  re- 
moval of  the  above-mentioned  Negro  woman  and  found  out 
that  he  is  still  engaged  in  negotiations  as  to  selling  her,  and 
that  he  is  not  quite  clear  on  her  status,  whether  she  is  a  slave 
or  free,  and  therefore  (he  says)  he  has  not  removed  her.  Auf. 
Col.  regards  his  answer  as  unsatisfactory  since  Br.  Schulz  is 
sufficiently  covered  by  the  bill  of  sale  from  P.  Transou,  whether 
the  person  is  a  slave  or  free,  to  remove  her  from  town.  Con- 
sequently Auf.  Col.  gives  him  until  March  1  to  do  so  and  noti- 
fies him  that  in  case  of  his  refusal  to  do  so  he  may  expect  to 
be  excluded  from  the  congregation. 

The  wish  of  Br.  D.  Wohlfahrt  to  fence  some  of  the  P.  Blum 
fallow  land  for  the  tavern  will  be  decided  soon. 

Br.  J.  C.  Blum  wishes  to  take  a  young  man  by  the  name  of 
Cameron  as  apprentice  for  learning  the  printer's  trade.  Auf. 
Col.  grants  this  on  the  usual  conditions. 
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Br.  Brietz  notifies  us  that  he  has  a  certain  man,  Hamilton, 
at  work  as  tanner. 

Br.  Em.  Shober  asked  whether  the  house  formerly  occupied 
by  Dr.  Kuehln  is  now  for  sale.  A  committee  will  review  pre- 
vious resolutions  on  this  matter  and  report. 

On  the  agitation  of  Widow  Reich  we  came  to  the  question 
whether  it  would  be  expedient  to  lay  water  pipes  in  Salt  Street. 

Since  the  Widow  Hertel  is  still  staying  with  Br.  Ad.  Butner, 
we  will  make  opportunity  to  speak  with  him  again  about  it. 

Feb.  6.  With  reference  to  the  Widow  Hertel  we  ascertained 
that  she  is  in  service  with  Br.  Ad.  Butner  on  the  usual  condi- 
tions and  that  her  real  home  is  with  her  brother  in  Friedberg; 
consequently  Auf.  Col.  has  no  objections. 

The  committee  on  the  use  of  forests  reported.  We  learned 
that  in  the  year  1826  when  the  Ph.  Blum  place  was  rented  out, 
it  was  determined  that  renters  would  have  to  find  their  own 
wood  and  fence  rails;  i.e.,  they  must  buy  them  from  some  other 
source  than  the  Congregation  Diacony.  Therefore  Auf.  Col. 
decided  in  the  case  of  Br.  Isaac  Boner  and  all  others  who  rent 
"Out  Lots"  that  they  must  buy  fire  wood  and  fence  rails  from 
neighbors  or  strangers. 

Auf.  Col.  is  willing  to  give  part  of  the  fields  of  the  Ph.  Blum 
land,  lying  fallow,  for  10  years,  rent  free,  to  Br.  D.  Wohlfahrt 
for  the  tavern  if  he  buys  the  fence  rails  elsewhere  and  with 
the  proviso  that  a  free  approach  to  the  water  ditches  always 
remains  open. 

Br.  Wohlfahrt  may  also  have  use  of  the  barn  for  repairing 
same. 

Auf.  Col.  grants  the  Widow  Jac.  Blum  1  or  IV2  acres  of  land  if 
she  will  buy  the  fence  rails  elsewhere. 

The  following  Single  Sisters  were  placed  under  the  responsi- 
bility of  Congregation  Regulations  by  the  committee  from  Auf. 
Col.:  Adelaide  Cooper,  Rebecca  Reich,  G.  Schulz,  Henrietta 
Shober.  In  line  with  this  we  also  had  a  conversation  with  the 
following  Single  Brethren:  Thos.  Fetter  and  Alexander  Zevely. 
They  were  told  the  meaning  and  purposes  of  all  our  Congregation 
Regulations  and  encouraged  to  follow  them  faithfully,  to  take  a 
good  example  from  other  faithful  members,  and  to  give  a  good 
example  to  others. 

The  committee  on  the  former  Dr.  Kuehln  house  reported  and 
we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  house  should  not  be  sold  but 
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rented  year  after  year  because  we  might  have  use  for  it  at  some 
future  time  in  connection  with  the  old  store.  The  resolution 
also  contemplated  coming  to  an  agreement  with  Dr.  Kuehln 
about  the  sale  of  the  shop  standing  next  to  his  former  house,  if 
possible  for  $200.00 

Regarding  the  taking  of  water  mains  into  Salt  Street,  the 
Brn.  Theo  Schulz  and  W.  L.  Benzien  will  have  discussions  with 
the  residents  on  that  street. 

The  peculiar  situation  of  the  single  Br.  Ch.  Eberhard  is  sub- 
mitted by  his  parents  for  the  consideration  and  advice  of  Auf. 
Col.,  that  he  might  find  work  if  possible  here  in  town.  Auf.  Col. 
is  ready  to  help  this  Brother  in  love  and  with  good  advice ;  hopes, 
however,  that  the  Brother  will  be  more  tractable  and  accept  the 
offer  of  Br.  Dav.  Clewell,  who  was  willing  to  give  him  work  in 
his  shoemaker's  trade. 

Auf.  Col.  discussed  quite  thoroughly  certain  improper  happen- 
ings at  night  on  the  part  of  our  young  people  and  we  wished 
very  much  to  be  able  to  guide  such  occurrences  into  other  chan- 
nels. 

Since  in  the  present  arrangement  of  the  tavern  there  are  sev- 
eral inconveniences,  especially  manifest  in  the  poor  location  of 
the  dining  room  and  the  present  living  quarters  of  the  family 
exposed  to  much  noise  and  disturbance  at  night,  the  landlord, 
Br.  Wohlfahrt,  proposes  to  build  a  new  dining  hall  between  the 
2  buildings  of  the  tavern  and  to  convert  the  present  dining  hall 
into  family  quarters.  A  sketch  of  this  was  submitted  to  Auf.  Col. 
In  order  better  to  understand  the  situation  the  Brethren  of  Auf. 
Col.  this  afternoon  will  visit  the  spot. 

Feb.  13.  After  the  Brethren  of  Auf.  Col.  had  looked  over  the 
situation  at  the  tavern,  they  decided  to  lay  the  plan  of  a  new 
dining  hall  to  be  located  between  the  two  buildings  of  the  tavern, 
to  a  special  session  of  Church  Council.  This  council  was  held  on 
the  9th  of  Feb.  and  a  majority  of  the  meeting  approved  this  plan 
and  Auf.  Col.  was  charged  with  carrying  it  out  and  also  with 
deciding  whether  it  is  to  be  of  frame  or  brick  construction.  We 
decided  to  build  this  connecting  building  of  frame.  Furthermore, 
Auf.  Col.  deemed  it  expedient  to  set  back  the  porch  of  this  new 
construction  in  line  with  the  new,  or  boarding-house  porch. 

The  wish  of  the  Board  of  the  Single  Sisters  Choir  to  put  a 
partition  from  east  to  west  across  the  large  front  room  of  the 
Single  Sisters  House  in  order  to  secure  a  separate  room  for  the 
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single  Sister  Elizabeth  Stockburger,  afflicted  with  melancholia, 
was  unanimously  approved. 

Feb.  20.  For  lack  of  time  in  the  meeting  of  Feb.  6,  the  proposal 
of  Br.  Isaac  Boner  to  rent  the  barn  on  the  Ph.  Blum  place  for 
50^  a  year  could  not  be  considered  and  the  use  of  the  barn  to- 
gether with  part  of  the  fields  he  will  fence  had  been  promised 
to  Br.  D.  Wohlfahrt  for  the  use  of  the  tavern.  Br.  I.  Boner 
considers  this  unfair  because,  he  says,  the  Trustee  promised  him 
the  use  of  the  barn  until  it  is  sold.  Since  no  promise  of  this  sort 
could  be  found  in  the  minutes  and  Br.  Benzien  does  not  remember 
making  it,  Auf .  Col.  stands  by  the  resolution  of  Feb.  6.  It  should 
be  a  self -understood  proposition  that  if  Br.  D.  Wohlfahrt  fences 
in  the  fields,  he  should  also  have  use  of  the  barn. 

Since  not  all  the  residents  on  Salt  Street  are  willing  to  pay 
taxes  for  water  mains  there,  and  neither  Widow  Vierling  nor 
single  Br.  Wm.  Boner  has  been  approached  about  having  the 
water  mains  run  through  the  lot  of  one  or  the  other  of  these 
property  owners,  this  matter  was  tabled  because  we  are  unwill- 
ing to  increase  the  outlays  for  the  water  system. 

The  single  Br.  Ch.  Eberhard  asks  permission  to  work  at  the 
shoemaker's  trade  in  his  parents'  house.  Since  there  are  too  many 
shoemakers  in  town  already  and  C.  Eberhard  could  well  perfect 
himself  further  in  his  trade,  Auf.  Col.  advises  him  to  look  for 
work  among  the  other  shoemakers,  perhaps  Br.  Em.  Reich,  who 
right  now  has  two  outside  apprentices  at  work. 

Much  discussion  about  the  harmful  results  of  having  our  boys 
and  younger  men  in  too  familiar  association  with  stage  drivers 
at  the  tavern.  We  were  convinced  of  the  necessity  that  our 
masters  of  trades  should  have  their  apprentices  bound  out  to 
themselves.  Since  the  Widow  Wageman  received  permission  to 
settle  in  Salem  only  on  condition  that  she  put  out  her  sons 
satisfactorily,  and  she  has  not  done  this  with  her  older  son, 
William,  Auf.  Col.  asks  the  curatress  (pflegerin)  of  the  Widows 
to  notify  her  to  have  her  son  bound  out  as  soon  as  possible, 
otherwise  it  would  have  to  be  done  by  the  Court. 

Br.  Brietz  announced  that  his  son,  Ephraim,  is  working  on 
probation  with  Br.  Kraemer  in  the  saddler's  trade. 

Br.  Senseman  announces  that  he  thinks  of  taking  young  John 
Wageman  to  himself  for  learning  the  blacksmith's  trade. 

March  5.  Br.  Isaac  Boner  notifies  us  that  he  is  looking  for  a 
boy  of  about  15  or  16  as  an  apprentice  in  hat-making,  and  asks 
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for  a  suggestion.  Since  we  can  not  suggest  the  oldest  son  of  the 
Widow  Jac.  Blum  because  he  is  indispensable  to  his  mother  in 
making  a  living,  and  we  know  of  no  other  prospect  in  town,  we 
propose  Wm.  Wageman.  If  this  proposal  is  not  accepted  by  Br. 
Boner,  Br.  Benzien  will  ask  the  single  Br.  Jos.  Stauber  whether 
he  can  use  Wageman  in  his  trade,  especially  since  he  has  a 
stranger  working  with  him. 

Upon  inquiry,  Auf.  Col.  finds  it  quite  all  right  if  Elders 
Conference  permits  Mr.  Thomas  Fockle  (Fogle),  formerly  a 
member  of  Bethabara,  now  belonging  to  the  Methodist  denomina- 
tion, to  enjoy  the  Lord's  Supper  with  us. 

Although  the  term  set  for  Br.  J.  Hy.  Schulz  to  remove  his 
Negroes  from  town  has  expired,  Auf.  Col.  was  willing  to  suspend 
all  action  until  the  interview  he  desires  with  Auf.  Col.  two  weeks 
hence  has  taken  place. 

Br.  Jac.  Siewers  asks  permission  to  unite  with  this  congrega- 
tion with  a  view  perhaps  in  a  year  to  set  up  his  trade  here.  Auf. 
Col.  wants  first  to  be  thoroughly  convinced  that  this  Brother  is 
familiar  with  our  statutes  and  in  general  has  a  mind  for  our 
congregation  cause.  Br.  Theo.  Schulz  was  charged  with  having 
a  full  talk  with  him. 

Auf.  Col.  recommends  the  following  procedure  at  funerals: 
That  in  leaving  the  graveyard  the  Sisters  precede  the  Brethren ; 
on  the  one  hand  for  politeness,  but  especially  since  it  makes  for 
better  order  and  decorum. 

March  19.  Br.  Isaac  Boner  has  taken  Wm.  Wageman  on  proba- 
tion in  his  hat-making  trade. 

Br.  J.  Hy.  Schulz  now  thinks  his  desired  interview  with  Auf. 
Col.  quite  unnecessary,  complains  very  much  about  unjust  treat- 
ment, and  asks  Br.  Theo.  Schulz  to  write  to  the  American 
Colonization  Society  about  sending  away  his  Negress.  Since  this 
Society  will  hardly  bear  the  expenses  in  connection  with  it  and 
Br.  J.  Hy.  Schulz  is  not  willing  to  meet  them,  one  cannot  expect 
the  Congregation  Diacony  to  become  obligated. 

After  long  discussion  of  this  unpleasant  matter  as  well  as 
reviewing  all  similar  cases,  e.g.,  a  short  time  ago  with  Br.  Fries, 
Auf.  Col.  could  do  nothing  other  than,  according  to  the  resolution 
of  congregation  council  regarding  Negro-breeding,  propose  to 
Elders  Conference  that  Br.  J.  Hy.  Schulz,  because  of  his  persist- 
ence in  acting  counter  to  our  regulations,  be  excluded  from  the 
congregation. 
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Br.  Theo.  Schulz  reported  that  he  had  spoken  with  Br.  Jac. 
Siewers  and  received  the  assurance  from  him  that  he  would 
assent  to  our  congregation  regulations.  Br.  Schulz  advised  him 
to  read  carefully  our  statutes,  which  he  has  done  and  is  ready 
to  sign  them.  Auf.  Col.  asks  the  curator  (pfleger)  of  the  Single 
Brethren  to  talk  with  him  also.  After  that,  the  question  of  Br. 
Jac.  Siewers  will  be  properly  answered. 

With  regard  to  locking  up  scales,  weights,  etc.,  in  the  market 
house,  it  was  pointed  out  that  access  to  the  key  for  them  is 
always  available  to  the  citizens  at  Br.  A.  Steiner,  Jr's. 

Elders  Conference  approves  the  proposal  of  Auf.  Col.  regard- 
ing the  order  of  procession  at  funerals.  It  will  be  announced 
publicly  at  the  next  funeral  service  and  committed  to  the  ushers 
(Saal  Diener)  to  carry  out. 

Br.  Em.  Shober  notifies  that  he  has  made  a  conditional  trade 
with  Br.  Warner  about  the  sale  of  the  Schroeder  house.  That  was 
approved  by  Auf.  Col.,  since  Br.  Warner  is  thinking  of  selling 
the  house  he  now  occupies  and  would  not  own  two  houses  in  town, 

Auf.  Col.  permits  the  use  of  the  concert  hall  by  the  newly- 
organized  Debating  Society  among  our  younger  Single  Brethren 
and  boys  for  their  meetings  on  Sunday  afternoons,  on  condition 
that  the  room  will  not  be  available  for  them  if  their  meetings 
become  disorderly.  They  are  to  be  advised  never  to  hold  their 
meetings  during  church  services. 

Br.  John  P.  Reich  plans  to  build  a  shop,  16  x  31,  in  his  garden, 
with  the  gable  end  toward  the  street. 

Auf.  Col.  permits  Br.  Winkler  to  fence  in  the  little  piece  of 
land  to  the  left  of  Shallow  Ford  Street  for  the  rent,  provided  that 
the  road  to  the  paper  mill0  is  in  no  way  obstructed. 

April  2.  The  resolution  with  regard  to  Br.  J.  Hy.  Schulz  of 
March  19  has  been  voided  in  that,  after  he  had  offered  to  sell 
the  Negress  to  several  neighbors  for  $200.00,  he  sold  her,  on  his 
own  initiative  to  Br.  Theo.  Schulz  for  service  in  the  Springplace, 
Ga.,  mission  (Cherokee). 

We  referred  to  the  Debating  Society.  In  order  to  avoid  all 
reproach,  just  or  unjust,  at  present  or  in  the  future,  by  strangers, 
members,  or  even  members  of  the  society,  of  Lord's  Day  desecra- 
tion, we  propose  to  advise  the  society  rather  to  meet  on  Saturday 
afternoons  between  3  and  6  in  the  Town  Hall  for  their,  no  doubt, 
very  worthy  purpose. 


6  Academy  Street  follows  this  old  road. 
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We  discussed  again  the  gatherings  of  some  of  our  boys  at  the 
tavern  and  their  association  with  the  stage  drivers.  It  was  de- 
cided to  ask  Br.  Wohlfahrt  to  give  us  the  names  of  the  boys  who 
make  a  habit  of  this  in  order  that  he  or  the  Trustee  may  speak 
earnestly  to  the  masters  or  the  parents  about  it. 

Auf.  Col.  regards  the  proposal  of  the  Sisters  serving  in  love- 
feast,  that  several  curtains  might  be  put  up  in  the  church,  behind 
which  the  coffee  would  be  poured,  as  to  no  purpose  whatsoever. 

April  9.  Special  session  today  to  act  on  the  plea  of  the  single  Br. 
Jacob  Siewers  to  unite  with  the  congregation  here  with  a  view 
within  a  year's  time  to  settle  down  at  his  cabinet-making  trade. 
Since  Auf.  Col.  is  convinced  that  this  Brother  understands  his 
work  well  and  we  have  no  cabinet  maker  capable  of  fine  work 
in  town,  we  voted  unanimously  to  grant  him  his  request. 

April  2k-  The  reason  for  today's  special  session :  The  inquiry 
and  wish  of  our  neighbor,  Thomas  Christman,  conformable  to 
the  wish  of  his  mother-in-law,  our  widowed  Sister  Boehlo,  for 
permission  to  bury  his  departed  wife  who  passed  away  today,  in 
our  graveyard. 

Since  Mr.  T.  Christman  is  ready  to  have  the  funeral  quite 
according  to  our  rites,  and  also  in  respect  to  the  sorrowing 
mother,  Auf.  Col.  has  no  hesitation  to  grant  this  petition.  Con- 
gregation Directory  always  reserves  the  right,  however,  to  decide 
each  such  case  on  its  own  merits,  and  this  action  does  not  consti- 
tute a  precedent. 

April  30.  It  was  brought  out  that  the  examinations  of  the 
Boarding  School,  which  this  year  and  other  years  have  been 
purposely  set  in  the  week  of  the  Salisbury  and  Greensboro  Court 
in  order  to  avoid  so  great  a  thronging  here  of  outside  young 
people  from  these  neighboring  towns,  might  in  the  future  be  set 
after  these  Court  weeks  so  that  the  officials  and  other  gentlemen 
having  Court  duties  might  have  an  opportunity  personally  to 
convince  themselves  of  the  merits  of  our  Institution.  At  present, 
the  opinion  seems  to  prevail  that  they  are  to  be  excluded  from 
this  event,  which  is  not  in  the  least  the  case.  Auf.  Col.  asks  for 
a  thorough  consideration  of  this  idea. 

Br.  Jos.  Levering  asks  for  several  more  acres  of  land  in  addi- 
tion to  the  28  rented  to  him,  and  designates  a  little  tract  located 
between  the  S.W.  corner  of  the  Middle  Lane  and  the  S.E.  corner 
of  the  newest  clearing.  This  little  piece  was  almost  denuded  of 
wood  by  his  predecessor.  Levering  promises  to  use  the  remaining

wood  for  fire  wood  and  to  make  fence  rails  for  his  plantation, 
and  to  sell  none.  He  gives  as  a  reason  for  his  petition  that  he 
wishes  to  raise  grass  on  his  uplands — having  no  meadow — and 
thus  he  lacks  several  acres  for  raising  corn. 

Although  we  believe  that  Levering  would  profit  by  reducing 
his  acreage,  we  nevertheless  grant  his  petition  in  the  following 
manner :  He  is  to  use  half  of  the  piece  of  land  at  first  and  when 
he  has  used  up  the  wood,  he  can  use  the  other  half.  The  rent  will 
be  determined  by  the  contents  of  the  new  field,  at  50^  per  acre. 
Regarding  cutting  of  trees,  the  terms  of  the  lease  on  that  point,  of 
course,  are  to  be  followed. 

The  inventories  of  the  Branches  (trades)  are  now  to  be  handed 
in.  The  Trustee  will  be  of  service  in  this  connection  if  it  is 
desired. 

The  master  of  the  white-leather  tannery,  Br.  J.  Hy.  Schulz, 
wishes  to  have  the  rent  of  the  buildings  of  this  Branch  reduced. 
The  rent  is  $42.55.  Auf.  Col.  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  rent  is 
not  too  high  for  all  the  buildings  of  this  Branch,  especially  since 
last  year  a  new  cow  barn,  etc.,  was  built  for  the  use  of  the  master, 
in  consequence  of  which  last  year's  loss  in  this  trade  of  $32.00 
was  forgiven. 

May  19.  The  recommendation  of  Auf.  Col.  regarding  the  ex- 
aminations of  our  Academy  will  be  kept  in  mind  for  the  future ; 
it  is  too  late  to  change  the  date  for  this  year. 

Br.  James  Hall  wishes  to  have  a  boy  of  about  13  years  of  age 
bound  out  to  him  by  the  Court.  Since  Br.  Hall  is  complaining  a 
great  deal  about  lack  of  work  in  his  trade,  and  since  by  taking 
this  step  he  could  involve  himself  in  future  unpleasantness,  Auf. 
Col.  advises  him  against  this,  but  in  case  he  insists,  advises  him 
to  take  the  boy  for  a  six  month's  probationary  period  before 
having  him  bound  out  to  himself. 

Br.  James  Hall  thinks  it  an  injustice  that  he  must  pay  more 
than  8%  cents  water  tax,  when  he  has  hardly  any  use  for  the 
piped  water.  Auf.  Col.  can  not  agree  with  him  that  he  is  right: 
in  case  of  fire  he  would  be  very  thankful  for  the  piped  water. 
Furthermore,  we  would  have  to  do  the  same  for  other  citizens 
who  have  their  own  wells. 

The  Brn.  John  Leinbach  and  J.  Ackermann  wish  to  build  a 
drying  house  (12  ft.)  in  the  N.W.  corner  of  the  Leinbach  lot 
close  to  the  Ackermann's  shop,  in  order  to  dry  staves,  oil-barrels, 
etc.  The  Brethren  of  Auf.  Col.  between  this  and  the  next  meeting 
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will  look  at  the  site  to  see  that  no  fire  hazard  is  involved  before 
granting  this. 

Upon  request  of  the  curatress  of  the  Single  Sisters  that  we 
determine  the  rent  of  the  room  prepared  for  the  single  Sr.  Eliz. 
Stockburger,  Auf.  Col.  fixed  it  at  $2.50,  without  the  usual  house 
taxes. 

May  27.  Br.  James  Hall  is  inclined  to  have  a  little  girl  of  7 
years  from  the  Poor  House  bound  out  to  him  by  the  Court.  He 
also  wishes  definite  advice  on  his  other  proposal  (see  Minutes  of 
May  14).  Since  Br.  Hall  has  already  taken  one  little  boy  from 
the  Poor  House,  he  would,  in  consequence,  have  three  strangers 
— 2  boys  and  one  girl — and  not  only  for  the  mounting  costs  in 
clothing  and  school  expenses,  etc.,  but  for  other  reasons  as  well, 
Auf.  Col.  strenously  advises  against  this.  The  Brn.  Theo.  Schulz 
and  W.  L.  Benzien  will  talk  with  him. 

Auf.  Col.  also  dissuades  Br.  Theo.  Pfohl  from  getting  a  girl  at 
the  Poor  House. 

Since  the  new  fire  engine  from  Philadelphia  is  expected  today, 
we  appointed  the  Brn.  Hy.  Senseman  and  Nath.  Vogler  as  a 
committee  to  keep  us  informed  of  fire-prevention  measures. 

An  auditing  committee  was  named  for  the  reports  of  the  trades 
to  be  submitted:  Brn.  Herbst,  H.  Leinbach,  Theo.  Schulz,  and 
W.  L.  Benzien. 

The  single  Br.  Jac.  Siewers  asks  for  permission  to  work  at  his 
trade  in  the  shop  of  the  Widow  Boehlo.  Sr.  Boehlo  is  willing  to 
rent  it  to  him  until  her  son,  Edward,  at  present  in  Philadelphia, 
returns.  Auf.  Col.  has  no  objections. 

May  28.  Special  session  to  hear  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
fire-prevention  measures.  First  of  all  we  completed  the  assessing 
of  the  houses  and  then  read  the  cost  account  of  the  fire  engine 
to  date.  The  committee  recommended  to  place  the  following 
proposals  before  church  council : 

1.  That  church  council  elect  2  fire  inspectors  who,  with  the 
Trustee,  constitute  the  chief  fire  inspection  with  supervision 
of  the  whole  fire-prevention  system. 

2.  That  a  Fire  Company  be  formed  by  [volunteer  ?]  signatures 
handed  in  to  the  Trustee,  for  manning  &  operating  the  engine  & 
hose.  This  company  which  might  consist  of  40  individuals  over 
18  years  of  age,  is  in  all  points  responsible  to  the  above  Fire 
Inspection  &  to  Auf.  Col.  The  company  elects  its  captain  and  4 
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assistants,  the  latter  partly  to  take  his  place  when  the  captain  is 
absent,  partly  to  have  charge  of  the  hose  and  pipes. 

3.  Present  fire  regulations,  i.e.,  those  pertaining  to  the  placing 
of  the  bucket  brigade,  ladder,  hooks,  axes,  wrecking  bars,  etc., 
are  still  in  charge  of  Auf .  Col. 

4.  The  first  inspectors  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  all  meetings  of 
the  Fire  Company. 

The  proposals  of  the  committee  were  adopted  without  change 
and  we  directed  that  a  meeting  of  Church  Council  be  called  for 
tomorrow  night,  at  7:30,  and  to  present  to  the  meeting  the 
assessment  of  all  the  houses  and  the  costs,  to  date,  of  the  fire 
engine. 

June  12.  The  Brn.  Hall  &  Pfohl  have  been  spoken  with  (Min- 
utes of  May  27) .  Br.  Pfohl  plans,  with  permission  of  congrega- 
tion directory,  to  take  a  daughter  of  the  widowed  Sister  Hain  of 
Bethabara  on  trial ;  and  Br.  D.  Clewell  wishes  to  take  one  of  her 
sons,  since  he  wants  to  occupy  August  Fetter  more  in  the  shoe- 
making  business  and  Clewell  needs  an  errand  boy  very  much. 
Auf.  Col.  has  no  objections  to  these  petitions. 

Br.  James  Hall  wishes  to  open  a  bake  and  beer  shop  after  a 
while,  because  a  new  shoemaker  shop  is  being  opened  in  town. 
Although  Auf.  Col.  was  inclined  to  grant  this  request  since  there 
are  frequent  complaints  about  the  privileged  baker  (Winkler) 
and  competition  would  probably  have  a  wholesome  effect  on  the 
quality  and  price  of  baked  goods,  we  postponed  decision  to 
another  meeting,  especially  since  the  matter  of  a  new  shoemaker 
shop  causes  us  serious  misgivings.  Br.  Hall  namely  refers  to  the 
single  Br.  Carl  Eberhard  who  without  permission  put  an  adver- 
tisement in  Br.  J.  C.  Blum's  paper  [Reporter'] 7  that  he  will  carry 
on  his  shoemaker's  trade  in  his  father's  house  and  would  under- 
sell the  other  shoemakers  in  town. 

Auf.  Col.  therefore  considered  the  case  of  Carl  Eberhard.  We 
reviewed  previous  minutes  and  found  that  no  permission  had 
been  granted  to  him  to  carry  on  his  trade  on  his  own  account; 
therefore  his  action  was  deserving  of  the  sharpest  censure.  After 
careful  consideration  we  reached  the  conclusion  that  Carl  Eber- 
hard must  recall  his  advertisement  and  in  general  must  be  amen- 
able to  congregation  regulations  or  incur  the  consequences  of  his 
disobedience.  It  was  resolved  that  if  he  would  not  yield  to

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persuasion,  an  advertisement  in  the  name  of  Auf.  Col.  in  "The 
Reporter"  would  repudiate  his  advertisement. 

We  had  an  interview  with  his  father,  who  was  fully  in  accord 
with  Auf.  Col.  and  seemed  quite  ignorant  of  what  had  taken  place 
and  assured  us  he  had  not  given  his  son  permission  to  work  at 
his  trade  in  his  house,  etc. 

After  Carl  Eberhard  had  been  summoned,  he  said,  upon  being 
questioned  by  the  chairman,  that  he  had  not  yet  signed  congrega- 
tion regulations,  that  he  was  acting  against  them  knowingly, 
that  he  had  thought  over  everything,  including  consequences,  that 
he  had  had  outside  help  in  framing  his  advertisement.  Asked  his 
reason  for  his  action,  he  stated  quite  indignantly  that  he  had 
asked  permission  2  or  3  times  from  Auf.  Col.,  that  he  had  to  live 
as  well  as  others,  etc. 

The  chairman  earnestly  held  up  to  him  the  consequences  of  his 
persisting  in  wilfulness ;  the  purpose  of  our  congregation  regula- 
tions was  clearly  outlined  to  him  and  he  was  lovingly  admonished 
to  desist  from  his  intentions.  Although  Auf.  Col.  could  not  believe 
that  he  had  taken  this  step  well-considered,  but  rather  impetu- 
ously and  ignorantly,  we  felt  we  must  have  a  declaration  from 
him.  Finally,  he  acknowledged  his  fault  with  the  promise  to  take 
back  his  advertisement.  Auf.  Col.,  however,  demanded  a  retrac- 
tion of  his  advertisement,  or,  if  he  refused,  there  would  be  an 
official  retraction  in  the  name  of  Auf.  Col. 

Auf.  Col.  decided  against  the  building  of  the  drying-house 
(Minutes  of  May  14)  either  at  the  designated  place  or  farther 
away  from  town  but  nearer  to  Br.  Brietz's  buildings. 

June  25.  Br.  J.  Ackermann  proposes  to  build  the  drying-house 
to  the  rear  of  his  house,  at  the  corner,  not  far  from  Brietz's 
[mill  ?]  race.  Br.  J.  Leinbach  asked  Auf.  Col.  to  look  over  this,  but 
also  to  see  the  location  he  proposed  in  his  lot.  After  the  close  of 
today's  session  we  decided  to  look  over  both  locations.  We  found 
the  place  in  Leinbach' s  lot  more  dangerous  in  case  of  fire  than 
the  one  proposed  by  Ackermann,  especially  since  the  latter,  with 
proper  placing  of  the  drying  house,  would  be  at  a  safe  distance 
in  case  of  fire.  We  granted  permission  for  the  latter  location. 

The  annual  account  of  the  Single  Sisters  Diacony  was  sub- 
mitted. It  shows  a  clear  profit  of  $349.96  and  three-fourths  cents. 
This  account,  as  well  as  the  one  from  the  old  store,  was  submitted 
to  the  auditing  committee. 

The  single  Br.  Hy.  Winkler  asks  to  establish  a  confectioner's 
shop  on  his  own  account  and  as  a  Single  Brother.  Auf.  Col., 
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without  going  further  into  the  merits  of  this  application,  was 
of  the  opinion  that  Br.  Winkler  could  very  conveniently  help  his 
father  in  the  bakery  for  a  while  longer.  We  wished  especially 
that  the  Brother  would  approve  himself  better,  in  that  his  be- 
havior on  several  occasions  deserved  sharp  censure.  Br.  W.  L. 
Benzien  was  charged  with  giving  him  the  answer  of  Auf.  Col. 
with  an  affectionate  admonition  about  his  past  actions,  in  that  he 
is  in  danger,  through  too  liberal  use  of  spirituous  liquor,  to 
throw  himself  into  the  arms  of  lamentable  vice. 

Br.  Isaac  Boner  wishes  to  buy  a  piece  of  land  of  about  25-50 
acres  located  behind  Shuman's  plantation  and  bodering  on  Dav. 
Blum's  and  Jac.  Rothhaas'  places.  Since  we  were  convinced  that 
it  is  best  for  the  community  to  sell  no  more  land  at  this  time, 
Auf.  Col.  could  not  grant  his  petition  as  we  could  not  grant 
Shuman's.  Consequently,  we  could  not  grant  Br.  Boner's  other 
request,  that  in  case  he  could  not  buy  the  above  land,  a  strip  of 
land  somewhere  else  in  Salem  might  be  sold  to  him. 

We  are  reminded  very  frequently  of  the  disorder  that  the  pigs 
of  the  Brn.  John  Holland,  Rudolph  Christ,  Jr.,  and  those  of  the 
Widow  H.  Blum  are  causing  by  running  about  in  the  streets  of 
our  town.  Br.  Th.  Schulz  will  speak  with  Br.  Holland ;  Br.  John 
Vogler  with  the  Widow  Blum  and  her  son,  John  Henry ;  and  Br. 
H.  A.  Schulz  will  speak  with  R.  Christ,  Jr.  about  doing  away 
with  this  nuisance,  specifically  by  penning  up  the  pigs. 

July  8.  Br.  James  Hall  presses  for  a  definite  answer  to  his 
petition  (Minutes  June  12).  He  plans  not  to  give  up  his  shoe- 
maker trade  at  once,  but  gradually  to  fit  himself  for  the  bakery 
"along  side."  Br.  Benzien  reported  in  connection,  that  he  had 
spoken  with  Br.  Hy.  Winkler  and  that  the  latter  had  confessed 
to  past  wrong-doing  and  had  promised  to  do  better.  He  was  quite 
satisfied  with  the  negative  reply  of  Auf.  Col.  to  his  request  to 
open  a  confectioner's  shop. 

Auf.  Col.  went  into  a  lengthy  consideration  of  Br.  Hall's  re- 
quest. Although  we  have  heard  frequent  complaints  about  the 
quality  and  price  of  Bi\  Winkler's  baked  goods,  and  this  might 
be  remedied  by  having  a  second  baker  in  town,  we  remembered 
that  Br.  Winkler  had  been  expressly  called  to  Salem  to  be  the 
baker  and  also,  we  must  be  mindful  of  his  sons,  Henry  and 
William.  According  to  the  opinion  of  one  Brother,  the  town  could 
not  support  two  bakers  successfully,  and  thus  Br.  Hall's  proposed 
venture  might  really  work  to  his  detriment  rather  than  be  a 
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benefit  to  him.  The  motion  was  passed  to  give  Br.  Hall  no  definite 
answer  until  we  can  notify  Br.  Winkler  that  we  would  grant  Br. 
Hall's  request  in  case  Br.  Winkler  in  future  does  not  furnish 
better  and  cheaper  goods. 

The  report  of  the  auditing  committee  was  heard  and  accepted. 
It  showed : 

a.  The  old  store  shows  a  profit  of  $14.58. 

b.  Regarding  the  new  store,  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee, accepted,  was  to  the  effect  that  the  stock  be  increased  by 
$1,000.00  to  put  the  store  into  greater  activity,  especially  since 
the  proposal  was  also  accepted  that  the  Trustee  take  over  from 
Br.  J.  Jac.  Blum  safe  notes  in  the  amount  of  $1,000.00  for  re- 
ducing the  outstanding  debts  of  the  stock  of  the  old  store.  Besides, 
the  wares  have  fallen  sharply  in  price.  For  the  time,  the  new 
store  is  to  be  charged  with  the  following  contributions:  $1.50  for 
the  water  system ;  $5.00  for  the  congregation  treasury ;  $2.75  for 
civic  treasury. 

c.  In  the  red-leather  tannery,  there  is  a  clear  profit  of 
$746.07%.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  this  industry  is  taxed  sufficiently 
(for  the  water  system) . 

d.  The  white-leather  tannery  has  an  easily-explained  deficit 
of  $9.70. 

e.  The  tavern.  There  has  been  no  inventory  taken  here  since 
Br.  Wohlfahrt  took  over  and  the  status  is  as  of  the  one  closed 
in  Dec.  last  year. 

f .  Br.  Brietz  will  have  a  serious  talk  with  Br.  Burcham  about 
his  mounting  debts,  either  to  get  payment  or  security. 

The  Brn.  Th.  Pfohl  and  S.  Muecke  have  come  to  an  agreement 
with  Br.  Opitz  to  give  them  a  piece  of  land  Br.  Opitz  rents — about 
1  acre — for  $1.50  a  year.  They  wish  consent  of  Auf.  Col.  for 
this,  as  well  as  assurance  of  the  Congregation  Diacony  that  when 
Br.  Opitz  passes,  this  will  be  continued.  In  connection  with  this, 
they  would  like,  if  no  one  else  is  found  for  the  other  piece,  to  rent 
the  whole  area  now  occupied  by  Br.  Opitz — after  his  death — on 
the  usual  conditions.  Auf.  Col.  gives  consent  to  the  first  request, 
but  can  give  no  promise  with  regard  to  the  second. 

Since  the  cellar  rooms  of  the  Family  House  appear  to  be  dam- 
aged and  the  water  arrangements  in  the  kitchen  might  be  the 
cause,  the  Brn.  J.  Vogler,  Herbst,  and  Benzien  will  look  into  it. 

Br.  Benzien  is  asked  to  bring  the  statement  of  the  water  works 
to  the  next  meeting  in  order  that  we  may  correct  some  malad- 
justments in  the  water  taxes. 
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Br.  John  Vogler  asks  permission,  at  his  own  expense,  to  pro- 
vide a  copper  pipe  to  bring  water  into  his  yard.  Decision  post- 
poned. 

July  23.  The  committee  reports  that  the  water  arrangements 
in  the  kitchen  of  the  Family  House  should  be  taken  out,  and 
recommends  that  a  cistern  be  dug  about  7  or  8  ft.  away  from  the 
house,  and  that  the  cellar  rooms  be  repaired  before  winter.  Re- 
port accepted. 

The  fire  committee  reported.  Their  proposal  was  accepted  to 
the  effect  that  every  person  serving  in  the  new  set-up  be  notified 
by  card,  sent  out  by  Br.  Benzien,  of  his  exact  station.  This  in 
addition  to  public  announcement  and  repetition  of  the  fire 
regulations. 

July  23.  To  provide  against  all  confusion,  Auf.  Col.  transfers 
to  Br.  A.  Steiner,  Jr.  not  only  the  so-called  regulation  of  the 
water  but,  also,  the  general  oversight  of  everything  pertaining  to 
the  water  works  and  the  pipe  lines. 

We  recommend  that  none  of  the  boys  and  girls  coming  to  us 
from  our  rural  congregations  be  received  into  this  congregation 
until  they  have  reached  more  mature  years. 

We  discussed  the  unpleasant  circumstance  that  last  week  the 
single  Br.  Hy.  Ruede,  an  apprentice  of  Br.  H.  Leinbach,  ran 
away  at  night.  The  chairman  will  ask  Br.  C.  Bagge  to  write  to  a 
Mr.  Young  in  Statesville,  to  find  out  whether  H.  Ruede  rode 
away  from  Salem  with  him  in  the  mail  wagon  and  whether  his 
present  whereabouts  is  known. 

Since  we  regard  a  certain  Hudson,  a  stage  driver  who,  in  the 
present  postal  schedule,  stays  in  Salem  5  days  out  of  7,  as  a 
dangerous  man  to  our  youth  of  both  sexes,  Auf.  Col.  approves 
the  proposal  that  the  chairman  have  a  conversation  with  the 
landlord  about  the  removal  of  this  person  from  town  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Aug.  6.  The  chairman  communicated  that,  according  to  Mr. 
Young's  statement,  a  young  man — probably  Ruede — was  taken 
into  the  post  wagon  by  Hudson  near  Salem.  Further,  that  the 
landlord  had  written  to  the  stage  contractor,  Mr.  Tate,  about 
removing  Hudson  from  Salem  and  Tate  had  replied  that  he  was 
coming  to  Salem  soon  and  would  bring  along  another  driver  to 
take  Hudson's  place.  Consequently,  the  resolution  with  regard  to 
this  (Minutes  July  23)  is  to  be  held  in  abeyance  until  the  next 
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quarterly  payment  term  [for  postal  facilities?]  and  then  we  shall 
see  further. 

Br.  Benzien  has  spoken  with  Brn.  Winkler  and  Hall  (Minutes 
of  July  8).  Br.  Hall  again  presses  for  a  definite  answer.  In  that 
case,  Auf.  Col.  denies  his  petition  for  the  time. 

The  Trustee  is  to  find  out  whether  the  single  Br.  Charles 
Cooper,  employed  as  barkeeper  at  the  tavern,  is  doing  some 
house-painting  on  his  own  or  someone  else's  account. 

We  took  up  the  water  works  accounts  and  referred  the  state- 
ments to  a  committee :  Brn.  Herbst,  J.  Vogler,  Shober,  Benzien, 
and  Th.  Schulz.  This  committee  will  report  to  Auf.  Col. 

Aug.  20.  The  single  Br.  Ch.  Cooper  ask  to  be  allowed  to  estab- 
lish himself  as  house-painter.  Although  Auf.  Col.  did  not  think 
he  could  maintain  himself  at  this  trade,  we  did  not  want  to  forbid 
him  to  work  at  painting,  which  he  learned  thoroughly  in  connec- 
tion with  his  trade,  and  since  he  is  not  to  be  regarded  any  longer 
as  barkeeper  at  the  inn,  but  rather  as  an  occasional  assistant 
to  the  landlord  for  which  he  receives  his  board. 

The  single  Br.  Nath.  Byhan  wishes  to  carry  on  his  saddler 
trade  on  his  own  account  here  in  Salem  in  the  so-called  Kuehln 
Shop.  Auf.  Col.  felt  that  in  addition  to  Br.  C.  Kraemer  as  saddler, 
Byhan  could  not  maintain  himself  with  a  family  at  this  trade. 
Since,  however,  he  is  a  child  of  the  congregation  and  since  Br. 
Hy.  Herbst  declared  he  wished  no  longer  to  be  considered  as 
carrying  on  the  saddler  trade,  and  consequently  there  would  be 
only  one  saddler  in  town,  Auf.  Col.  permits  N.  Byhan  as  a  single 
man  to  work  at  his  trade,  provided  he  understands  another 
inquiry  to  Auf.  Col.  is  necessary  when  he  wants  to  settle  down  as 
a  citizen  (with  a  family)  to  this  trade.  Auf.  Col.  allows  him  to 
rent  the  Kuehln  shop  for  $15.00,  from  time  to  time. 

The  water  works  accounts  were  audited  by  the  committee  and 
their  report  to  Auf.  Col.  was  accepted. 

Br.  Isaac  Boner  plans,  with  the  consent  of  the  Congregation 
Diacony,  to  build  a  threshing-floor  with  a  straw  shed  on  either 
side,  in  the  back  street  behind  his  barn.  Granted,  with  the  provi- 
sion that  the  threshing-floor,  etc.,  be  set  flush  with  the  barn. 

Br.  Warner  wishes  to  build  a  shop  18%  ft.  front  by  11  ft. 
deep  to  his  house  at  the  gable  end  along  the  street.  The  chimney 
with  fire-place  will  be  located  at  the  back  side  of  the  shop  in  the 
center.  Granted. 

Br.  John  Hiseler  asks  to  rent  the  lower  story  of  the  so-called 
Jac.  Christman  house,  when  Br.  &  Sr.  G.  Byhan  will  have  moved 
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out.  Auf.  Col.  leaves  it  with  the  Trustee  to  arrange  with  Br. 
Hiseler. 

The  chairman  presented  the  request  of  the  single  Sr.  Lydia  T. 
Benzien,  whose  stepmother  has  passed  away  in  Bethlehem,  again 
to  become  a  resident  of  Salem.  Approved,  as  also, 

We  had  no  hesitation  to  grant  that  the  young,  unfortunate 
Nissen  try  to  learn  tailoring  with  Br.  J.  Hagen. 

Sept.  2.  Auf.  Col.  decided  to  stand  by  the  rent  of  $30.00  indi- 
cated by  the  Trustee  for  the  lower  story  of  the  Jac.  Christman 
house,  as  this  amount  is  to  be  considered  rather  too  low  than  too 
high. 

Br.  Evan  Boner  wishes  to  rent  the  house  formerly  occupied  by 
Dr.  Kuehln,  but  considers  the  rent  asked  by  the  Trustee,  $55.00, 
too  high.  Auf.  Col.  does  not  consider  this  too  high.  We  are  ready 
to  rent  this  house  to  Br.  Boner  for  $55.00  a  year. 

Although  Auf.  Col.  stands  by  the  resolution  of  1824  with 
regard  to  the  partition  of  the  lot  next  to  the  Sisters  House,  by 
which  the  one  half  was  rented  to  Pastor  Shober  and  the  other 
half  to  Dr.  Kuehln,  we  nevertheless  agreed  to  rent  the  %/%  which 
originally  belonged  to  the  Kuehln  house  to  Em.  Shober  for  $5.00 
a  year,  in  order  to  have  peace  and  harmony.  It  must  be  under- 
stood, however,  that  when  Pastor  Shober  has  passed  away,  this 
!/2  lot  reverts  to  the  house  formerly  occupied  by  Dr.  Kuehln. 

The  little  girl,  Maria  Hein,  having  completed  her  term  of 
probation,  will  remain  in  service  at  Br.  Theo.  Pfohl's. 

The  chairman  communicated  the  petition  of  the  single  Sr. 
Nancy  Becker  from  Friedland  to  be  permitted  to  move  into  the 
Single  Sisters  House — and  probably  to  become  a  member  of  this 
congregation.  The  only  objection  to  this  petition,  namely  that 
this  Sister,  being  in  feeble  health,  might  become  a  charge  of  the 
sick  treasury,  was  met  with  the  thought  that  in  case  of  her 
illness  the  Mission  Diacony  would  give  consideration  by  reason 
of  the  service  this  Sister  rendered  in  Springplace  (Georgia:  the 
Cherokee  mission). 

The  boy,  Hermann  Ruede,  will  come  to  Br.  A.  Steiner,  Jr.  until 
Dec.  of  this  year,  on  probation  in  learning  the  chair  &  cabinet- 
making  trade. 

We  examined  the  accounts  (annual)  of  the  Congregation 
Diacony : 

There  is  a  surplus  of  $200.82 1/2.  In  view  of  this,  Auf.  Col.  pro- 
poses to  write  off  $100.00  on  the  Ph.  Blum  plantation  and 
$100.00  on  the  furnishings. 
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In  the  civic  treasury  there  are  excess  receipts  of  $29.61  and 
one-fourth  cents,  and  if  current  debts  are  paid,  the  outstanding 
indebtedness  will  be  reduced  by  $41.85%. 

The  lovefeast  treasury  shows  excess  receipts  of  $29.61  and  one- 
fourth  cents,  and  if  all  back  dues  are  paid  there  will  be  a  balance 
of  $70.74  and  three-fourths  cents. 

In  the  water  works  there  were  expenditures  over  receipts  of 
$  12.59 V2-  If  all  current  debts  would  be  paid,  the  entire  indebted- 
ness resting  on  the  water  works  would  be  $1345.68,  toward  which 
will  be  applied  the  proceeds  of  the  changed  (assessment)  rates 
that  went  into  effect  with  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

It  is  to  be  noted  in  the  accounts  that,  according  to  the  resolu- 
tion of  Oct.  9,  1829,  the  cost  of  the  new  kiln  will  be  amortized 
by  Br.  Holland. 

The  specification  of  all  debtors  to  Congregation  Diacony  will 
be  submitted  to  Auf .  Col.  by  Br.  Theo.  Schulz  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  surplus  of  the  Single  Sisters  Diacony,  $349.96  and  three- 
fourths  cents,  Auf.  Col.  proposes  for  allocation  as  follows : 

For  Single  Sisters  House  Insurance  Fund  $  50.00 

For  Expenses  of  Sick  Treasury  in  Excess  of 

Interest  from  Invested  Funds   49.96 

For  the  Water  Works   100.00 

For  the  Wachovia  Sustentation  Fund   150.00 

Sept.  18.  Special  session.  Called  in  order  to  consider  the  pro- 
posal of  the  Elders  Conference  to  give  the  single  Sr.  Johanna 
Liesel  Schulz  a  douceur  [bonus?].  She  has  served  4  years  as 
superintendent  of  the  Single  Sisters  Diacony  and  now  retires 
from  this  service  and  intends  soon  to  make  a  visit  to  Pennsyl- 
vania. Several  Brethren  were  "against  the  principle  of  the  thing," 
but  a  majority  voted  to  give  Sr.  Schulz  a  douceur  of  $20.00. 

Br.  Evan  Boner  is  willing  to  pay  the  rent  of  $55.00  for  the 
former  Kuehln  house. 

Sept.  23.  Br.  John  Hiseler  having  met  the  terms  of  rent  pro- 
posed by  the  Trustee,  has  moved  into  the  Jac.  Christman  house. 

Minutes  of  the  Church  Council  of  Sept.  19  were  reviewed. 
Reference  was  made  to  Br.  James  Hall's  assertion  that  he  would 
not  pay  more  than  $1.50  water  tax  instead  of  $2.08  according 
to  the  latest  revision  by  Church  Council.  He  says  it  is  unjust 
that  he  should  have  to  pay  so  much  for  bad  pipe  water  when  he 
has  gone  to  so  much  personal  expense  on  his  well,  while  other 
citizens  who  have  no  well  of  their  own  do  not  have  to  pay  again

so  much.  Auf .  Col.  delayed  decision  until  we  have  fuller  represen- 
tation at  next  meeting. 

Sept.  29.  Special  session.  The  chairman  announced  the  reason 
for  the  special  meeting.  There  probably  will  soon  be  a  vacancy  in 
the  staff  of  teachers  of  the  Boys  School.  Since  the  single  Br. 
Francis  Fries,  now  visiting  here,  will  soon  leave  for  Nazareth 
Hall  to  follow  his  call  as  teacher  there,  the  question  came  up  in 
Elders  Conference  whether  the  prospective  vacancy  would  be 
filled  by  Br.  Fries  or  by  another  teacher  who  had  had  more 
experience,  e.g.,  the  single  Br.  Wm.  Meinung,  As  is  known,  the 
latter  expects  the  position  and  his  parents  would  very  much  like 
to  see  it  come  about,  and  Father  Meinung  plans  to  have  his  son 
come  home  soon,  for  recuperation. 

The  Brethren  of  the  Elders  Conference,  before  filling  the 
position,  would  like  to  know  the  opinion  of  the  citizens  and 
wished,  first  of  all,  to  have  the  opinion  of  Auf.  Col.  After 
discussion  a  vote  was  taken  and,  with  two  Brethren  abstaning, 
the  majority  of  votes  (and  this  probably  represents  the  minds 
of  the  citizens)  favored  the  proposal  to  have  Br.  Fries  appointed 
to  the  position. 

Oct.  15.  We  discussed  an  inquiry  from  the  Elders  Conference 
as  to  how  the  school  for  boys,  generally  held  in  the  winter,  could 
be  begun  this  year  because  none  of  the  citizens  is  willing  tu 
undertake  the  care  of  it.  One  Brother  proposed  that  citizens 
probably  would  be  more  willing  to  take  care  of  it  if  a  thorough 
separation  were  made  between  the  boys,  so  that  only  such  boys 
come  to  school  who  really  need  instruction.  This  seemed  very 
plausible  to  Auf.  Col. 

In  order  finally  to  decide  on  the  petition  of  Br.  Reich  (to 
have  part  of  the  tavern  lot  between  his  place  and  the  mill  race) 
we  decided  at  the  close  of  the  meeting  to  look  over  the  situation. 
Br.  D.  Welfare  is  loath  to  give  up  part  of  this  lot  on  account  of 
the  tavern  driveway.  Since  Br.  Reich  can  build  the  contemplated 
barn  in  his  yard,  even  at  some  inconvenience,  and  in  general  it 
sets  a  bad  precedent  to  give  Brethren  additional  land  when  they 
have  large  lots  already,  Auf.  Col.  denied  Br.  Reich's  petition. 

Br.  Tim.  Vogler  wishes  to  build  a  cow  shed  at  the  corner  of  his 
lot,  along  the  street. 

Oct.  29.  Although  Auf.  Col.  does  not  like  Br.  Tim.  Vogler's 
proposal  to  build  a  cow  shed  along  the  street  where  members 
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pass  and  where,  just  opposite,  a  citizen  might  want  to  build  a 
house,  we  grant  his  petition  for  the  reason  that  while  the  lot 
next  to  the  graveyard  and  the  Widow  Vogler's  is  used  by  Hannah 
Vogler  who  pays  rent  for  it — altho'  such  use  is  not  specified  in 
the  lease — we  are  nevertheless  convinced  that  there  would  be 
fire  hazard  if  Br.  Tim.  Vogler  should  build  the  cow  shed  beside 
the  buildings  in  his  yard  and  nearer  to  his  smith  shop.  Br.  Vogler 
can  build  the  cow  shed  provided  he  builds  with  the  gable  end  to 
the  street,  or,  if  he  will  not  do  that,  set  the  shed  farther  in,  so  as 
to  leave  a  little  yard  for  the  cows  to  be  let  out. 

The  single  Br.  Wm.  Hauser  has  expressed  the  wish  to  settle 
down  here  as  a  citizen  at  his  cartwright  and  mason  trades.  For 
this  reason  he  wishes  to  rent  Br.  Warner's  house  and  to  keep  the 
shop  he  now  rents  from  Br.  Warner.  Auf .  Col.  wishes  first  of  all 
that  the  curator  (pfleger)  of  the  Single  Brethren  have  a  talk 
with  Br.  Hauser  on  our  congregation  regulations  to  ascertain 
whether  Br.  Hauser  has  understanding  and  aptitude  for  them 
and  would  fit  into  our  order  ;  also,  the  Trustee  was  asked  to 
acquaint  him  with  the  various  congregation  contributions,  so 
that  we  might  forestall  any  future  unpleasantness  growing  out  of 
ignorance  of  congregation  obligations. 

Nov.  12.  (Br.  W.  L.  Benzien  not  present.  He  is  sick). 

The  chairman  stated  that  the  curator  of  the  Single  Brethren 
has  gone  over  congregation  regulations  very  thoroughly  with 
Br.  Wm.  Hauser  and  that  Br.  Hauser  is  willing  to  pledge  himself 
to  the  same  and  also  that  he  could  pay  the  various  congregation 
contributions  without  difficulty.  Accordingly,  Auf.  Col.  does  not 
hesitate  to  grant  his  petition. 

Br.  Joachim  Hagen  notifies  us  that  he  has  a  Miss  Hale  from 
Randolph  County  at  his  place  for  3  months,  to  perfect  herself  in 
the  cutting-out  of  garments. 

Br.  Ph.  Reich  has  taken  on  a  certain  man  by  name  of  Zimmer- 
mann  for  a  short  time  to  learn  the  tinker's  trade.  Approved. 

Br.  G.  Foltz  applies  to  build  a  horse  stable  (livery)  in  order 
to  take  in  horses  if,  as  he  hopes,  he  can  make  an  arrangement 
with  one  or  more  stage-contractors  about  it.  Br.  Foltz  gives  as 
a  reason  for  his  petition  that  it  would  be  a  considerable  loss  for 
several  of  our  citizens  if  the  stage-contractors  would  be  obliged 
to  shelter  their  horses  and  coaches  at  a  distance  from  Salem,  e.g., 
at  Dav.  Blum's.  Br.  Foltz  also  assured  the  chairman  that  he 
would  never  take  in  a  stage  driver  without  permission. 
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Auf.  Col.  takes  the  position  that  even  if  the  stage  horses  are 
stabled  outside  of  town  there  would  not  be  a  considerable  loss  for 
our  trades  if  we  are  noted  far  and  wide  as  doing  the  best  work. 
Furthermore,  we  are  convinced  that  it  would  be  better  for  us  to 
forego  financial  advantage  than  to  have  our  Congregation  Di- 
acony  or,  worse  still,  our  congregation  spirit  impaired,  and  that 
might  be  the  consequence  of  granting  this  petition,  because  it 
might  lead  to  the  establishing  a  second — and  privately  owned — 
tavern  with  all  the  drawbacks  and  evils  that  would  entail,  and 
the  congregation  directory  could  do  nothing  about  it.  Then,  too, 
Br.  Foltz  might  get  into  difficulties  &  debts  in  putting  up  build- 
ings, etc.,  and  perhaps  the  Congregation  Diacony  would  finally 
be  obliged  to  take  over  the  buildings.  With  all  these  considera- 
tions, Auf.  Col.  voted  unanimously  against  the  petition. 

Nov.  26.  (Br.  Benzien  is  still  sick). 

Serious  measures  should  be  taken  against  the  roaming  of  pigs 
in  town.  They  have  done  much  damage  in  the  Square.  In  addition 
to  the  protection  granted  every  inhabitant  by  law  by  public 
"posting"  to  forbid  the  roaming  of  destructive  animals  on  their 
property,  a  proposal  was  made  to  hand  in  a  petition  to  the 
legislature  to  pass  an  act  whereby  the  inhabitants  of  Salem 
would  have  the  right,  in  view  of  this  nuisance,  to  catch  roaming 
pigs  and  give  them  to  the  County  Poor  House.  We  shall  consider 
this  further  and  also  have  a  talk  with  Br.  E.  Shober. 

Br.  Sol.  Mickey  asks  for  an  addition  of  8  to  10  ft.  to  his  lot 
toward  the  north,  in  order  to  build  a  shed,  since  he  needs  the 
rest  of  his  yard  in  the  preparation  of  lumber  for  his  trade,  and 
the  adjoining  lot  to  the  north  is  larger  than  needed  for  a  house- 
lot.  The  Brn.  of  Auf.  Col.  visited  the  spot  but  found  the  land 
to  the  north  sufficient  for  2  lots  of  90-95  ft.  each. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  ditch  from  Br.  Isaac  Boner's  pig 
sty  that  crosses  the  carriage  road  to  the  detriment  of  the  latter, 
be  bridged  over  with  stone. 

Since  the  single  Br.  Charles  Cooper  has  completely  declined  to 
help  Br.  Welfare  as  barkeeper  and  Br.  Welfare  has  not  been  able 
to  find  anyone  in  town  fitted  for  the  job,  Auf.  Col.  can  raise  no 
objections  if  Br.  Welfare  looks  for  a  suitable  person  of  good 
character  elsewhere. 

Br.  Hy.  Leinbach  wishes  to  build  a  new  smokehouse. 

Br.  G.  B.  Reichel  has  taken  the  single  girl,  Sally  East,  in 
service  for  a  few  months. 
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Dec.  11.  Since  it  has  pleased  our  gracious  Lord  to  give  our 
dear  Brother  W.  L.  Benzien  on  December  1st  a  blessed  Home- 
coming— to  the  deepest  sorrow  of  us  all — the  chairman,  Br. 
Theo.  Schulz,  announced  that  he  had  been  charged  by  the  Helpers 
Conference  to  assume  Trustee's  business  temporarily  with  the 
assistance  of  Br.  C.  F.  Meinung.  Meantime,  the  treasury  has  been 
gone  over  by  the  Brn.  Theo.  Schulz,  Herbst,  and  Meinung. 

Dec.  18.  We  discussed  further  the  very  unpleasant  circum- 
stance that  the  pigs  are  still  roaming  about  town,  especially  at 
night.  The  chairman  was  asked  to  speak  with  Br.  Em.  Shober 
about  further  measures,  e.g.,  posting  of  properties  against  pigs, 
to  stop  this  nuisance. 

The  petition  of  Br.  Sol.  Mickey  (Minutes  of  Nov.  26)  was 
denied  in  order  not  to  mutilate  two  good  lots  to  the  north. 

Br.  G.  Foltz  has  bought  the  Negro,  Louis,  from  Br.  Dav.  Blum 
and  given  Br.  Theo.  Schulz  his  bond. 

With  regard  to  the  Widow  Wageman's  sons,  we  shall  see  to  it 
that  Robert  is  bound  out  to  Br.  Em.  Reich  and  Joseph  to  Br. 
Senseman — after  their  probationary  term  is  completed. 

The  chairman  pointed  out  the  need  of  repairs  on  the  church 
roof  and  suggested  it  might  be  wise  to  buy  shingles  gradually  for 
the  purpose  in  order  to  spread  the  expense  over  a  longer  period 
of  time.  The  Brethren  will  make  inquiry  which  shingles — pine  or 
cedar — are  best  for  the  purpose. 

The  chairman  communicated  a  circular  of  the  U.  S.  Secretary 
of  State,  Edward  Livingston  (q.  v.). 

Br.  Wm.  Hauser  wishes  to  rent  the  shop  that  he  has  hitherto 
rented  jointly  with  Br.  C.  F.  Meinung.  The  young  man,  Hy. 
Meinung,  will  work  at  the  carriage  trade  under  Br.  Hauser's 
supervision.  Approved. 

Br.  Chr.  Brietz  announced  that  his  son  Charles,  after  his 
return  from  the  State  of  New  York,  will  work  with  him  again. 

The  chairman  invited  the  members  of  Auf .  Col.  to  the  opening 
service  for  all  the  Conferences  on  January  2,  1833,  in  the  small 
auditorium. 

After  appropriate  remarks  by  the  chairman  the  Auf.  Col.  year 
was  closed  with  a  hymn. 

Extracts  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz,  1832. 

Jan.  25.  For  some  time  young  people  of  the  town  have  been 
going  about  the  streets  in  the  evening  and  causing  disturbances. 
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The  matter  will  be  discussed  in  Auf.  Col.  in  order  to  find  some 
way  of  halting  this  evil  before  it  brings  harmful  result. 

Feb.  8.  Br.  and  Sr.  Fockel,  who  live  in  our  neighborhood,  have 
taken  the  fatherless  child,  Emilia  Stohr,  of  Bethania,  to  live  with 
them,  and  want  her  to  become  a  member  of  the  congregation 
here  and  attend  school.  The  request  is  granted. 

March  7.  The  proposal  of  the  Auf.  Col.  changes  the  order  of 
march  in  the  funeral  processions  so  that  the  Sisters  will  return 
first  and  not  the  Brothers  as  formerly,  but  the  Brothers  follow 
the  Sisters.  This  was  proposed  and  adopted.  Furthermore  it  is 
arranged  that  the  minister  and  the  schoolboys  go  first,  and  then 
follow  the  Sisters;  then  the  first  Saal  and  Wochen  Diener 
(ushers)  and  the  Fremden  Diener  (host  for  strangers)  will  see 
to  it  that  the  Brethren  follow  in  good  order,  which  the  minister 
will  mention  at  the  funeral. 

March  21.  There  was  discussion  of  the  request  of  Br.  Jacob 
Siewers  to  join  our  congregation  in  order  to  establish  himself 
in  the  joiner's  trade.  He  professes  to  agree  to  our  doctrine  and 
congregation  rules. 

Our  Br.  H.  G.  Clauder  recently  received  the  order  from  the 
Postmaster  General  in  Washington  to  take  over  the  post  office 
in  Springplace  in  the  place  of  Br.  G.  Byhan.  He  and  his  wife  will 
journey  from  here  to  the  Cherokee  land.  The  single  Sister 
Dorothea  Ruede  feels  urgently  called  to  accompany  them  to  assist 
in  the  mission  school  and  therefore  has  left  the  service  of  the 
Girls  School  here.  Br.  Reichel  thinks  of  securing  in  her  place 
the  single  Sr.  Louisa  Kramsch,  who  is  visiting  in  Rhode  Island. 

April  U.  There  was  a  thorough  discussion  of  the  complaint  of 
the  inn-keeper  Br.  Wohlfahrt,  that  boys  (some  of  them  grown 
Brethren,  even  citizens)  often  loiter  too  late  in  the  inn  and  are 
annoying  to  travelers,  and  are  too  familiar  with  the  stage  drivers. 
Since  Br.  Wohlfahrt  cannot  possibly  settle  these  disturbances 
alone,  conference  considers  it  best  to  have  a  discussion  with  the 
fathers  and  masters  of  the  young  people,  which  will  be  held  after 
the  holidays. 

April  25.  Br.  Lewis  Eberhard,  who  has  already  received  per- 
mission to  establish  himself  here  and  has  built  his  house,  wishes 
to  marry  the  outside  single  Sister  Catharina  Blum,  daughter  of 
Br.  David  Blum.  May  2.  Br.  Eberhard  and  his  bride  wish  to  be 
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married  in  the  home  of  her  parents.  The  conference  does  not 
approve  of  this  but  would  like  to  have  the  marriage  ceremony- 
performed  in  the  church  hall.  Since  the  request  was  made  of 
Br.  Reichel,  it  was  granted  by  the  conference  in  order  to  avoid 
any  unpleasantness. 

May  2.  The  widow  Sr.  Mary  Wolfarth  has  moved  with  her  two 
children  to  Mrs.  Calhoun's  in  South  Carolina. 

May  30.  The  single  Br.  Jacob  Sievers  can  not  find  a  shop  in 
town  for  establishing  himself  in  cabinet-making.  Conference 
allows  him,  with  the  advice  of  Auf.  Col.,  to  rent  the  shop  at  the 
widow  Sr.  Belo's. 

Cost  in  full  of  the  new  fire  engine  including  200  feet  of  hose, 
is  $595.09.  Individuals  have  contributed  $54.83  and  the  remain- 
der will  be  raised  according  to  valuation  of  the  houses. 

Our  neighbor,  Mr.  Murkison,  thinks  of  marrying  the  single 
Sr.  Henriette  Matilda  Blum,  daughter  of  our  outside  member  Br. 
David  Blum,  and  requests  that  she  be  allowed  to  remain  a  mem- 
ber of  our  congregation.  Her  father  also  made  this  request. 

The  auswartige  (outside)  Brother  Van  Zevilly  wants  his  son 
Edmond  to  be  permitted  to  study  at  the  institute  in  Nazareth. 
Conference  made  several  observations,  partly  on  account  of 
Edmond's  peculiar  exit  from  the  local  school  and  partly  for  other 
important  considerations,  and  besides  we  do  not  know  when  the 
seminary  students  will  leave  and  when  the  new  students  will  be 
received. 

June  1U.  Entering  the  town  Girl's  School  are  Olivia  Warner  and 
Emma  Leinbach  from  here,  Antoinette  Transu  and  Wilhelmina 
Stotts  from  Bethania;  in  the  Boys  School,  Alford  Butner  of 
Bethania. 

June  20.  Br.  Zevilly  wants  his  son  August  to  go  to  Nazareth  to 
learn  the  saddler  trade  with  Br.  Keller. 

Mrs.  Thornton,  of  South  Carolina,  a  well  known  friend  of  ours, 
is  staying  at  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Philip  Reich  in  the  interest 
of  her  health.  Her  daughter  is  attending  the  Girls  School  with 
the  consent  of  the  inspector. 

July  1.  The  widower  Br.  Charles  F.  Bagge  has  in  prospect  the 
finding  of  a  helpmeet,  the  single  Sr.  Nancy  Schnall,  in  Bethlehem, 
and  asks  for  the  approval  of  our  conference,  and  also  that  of 
Bethlehem,  for  his  marriage.  On  our  part  we  have  no  objection, 
and  Br.  Schaaf  will  advise  Br.  Schweinitz  accordingly. 
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July  11.  Br.  Bechler  has  returned  from  a  visit  to  Indiana. 

Aug.  1.  Although  the  Auf.  Col.  has  tried  seriously  to  keep 
citizens  from  letting  their  hogs  run  around  town,  it  seems  that 
there  has  been  little  result,  and  that  the  sheep  also  cause  much 
trouble,  which  should  be  stopped. 

Aug.  8.  Br.  James  Hall's  request  to  open  a  bakery  next  to  his 
shoemaker  shop  is  not  allowed  for  the  time  being. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan  have  been  appointed  for  ministerial  service 
in  Bethabara. 

Aug.  29.  The  single  Sr.  Nancy  Becker,  formerly  of  Friedland, 
who  for  some  years  assisted  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan  faithfully  and 
diligently  in  the  Cherokee  Mission,  asks  for  permission  to  join 
the  congregation  here  and  to  be  received  into  the  Choir  House 
of  the  Single  Sisters,  where  she  would  be  busy  with  all  kinds  of 
handwork.  Since  she  was  born  in  Salem,  conference  has  no  objec- 
tion. 

Sept.  5.  The  young  man  who  is  visiting  here,  Francis  Fries,  has 
spoken  with  Br.  Theod.  Pfohl,  proposing  that  he  take  over  the 
store,  if  the  conference  does  not  object,  while  Br.  Pfohl  is  on  a 
buying  trip  to  Philadelphia.  We  could  not  help  but  wonder  why 
Br.  Pfohl  had  not  spoken  to  one  of  us  before  talking  about  the 
store  instead  of  going  to  such  a  young  and  inexperienced  person. 

Sept.  12.  Br.  Kreuser  is  willing  to  look  after  the  store  in  Br. 
Pfohl's  absence. 

Oct.  2Jf.  Br.  Chrn.  Friedr.  Denke  has  resigned  as  pastor  of 
Friedberg  and  Hope  congregations. 

The  single  Br.  Francis  Fries  will  take  over  the  Boys  School 
when  Br.  A.  H.  Schulz  leaves. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Bethabara,  1832. 

Jan.  8.  No  service  was  held  on  account  of  the  heavy  rain. 

Jan.  22.  This  week  there  was  cold  weather  and  from  Wednes- 
day exceedingly  cold  for  three  days.  One  can  scarcely  remem- 
ber such  cold  weather. 

Jan.  29.  It  snowed  all  day. 

Feb.  26.  At  12 :30  Br.  G.  Shober  preached  in  German.  In  spite 
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of  much  rain  in  the  forenoon  a  considerable  number  of  Sunday 
School  scholars  and  other  hearers  were  present. 

March  3.  Muster  and  election  of  a  constable  were  held  here. 
This  was  the  first  election  of  this  kind  that  is  a  direct  vote  of 
the  people.  Through  efforts  of  members  of  the  Assembly  from 
Stokes  County  in  the  last  session,  a  resolution  of  this  kind  was 
adopted  for  this  county. 

April  29.  The  weather  is  very  favorable  for  this  time  of  the 
year.  Health  is  good. 

May  20.  There  was  much  rain  this  week  and  the  continued 
cool  weather  seemed  to  affect  the  health  of  our  people  but  not 
seriously. 

May  27.  After  preaching  there  was  a  special  meeting  of  the 
subscribers  to  the  Sunday  School  to  deliberate  on  the  continued 
use  of  the  Sunday  School  Journal.  Today  Br.  John  Vogler,  in 
passing,  visited  the  Sunday  School. 

June  10.  At  the  close  of  the  service  the  child  of  Anton  and 
Anne  Hauser  (maiden  name  Butner),  of  the  neighborhood  of 
Brookstown,  was  baptized. 

June  2Jf.  After  a  successful  hay  harvest,  wheat  harvest  has 
begun,  which  seems  to  promise  a  good  crop.  The  weather  is 
favorable. 

June  29.  There  was  the  burial  on  our  God's  Acre  of  a  young 
person,  Polly  Butner,  who  belonged  to  the  Methodists.  Her  fa- 
ther, Jesse  Butner,  once  belonged  to  the  Moravian  Church. 
Mich.  Daub8  had  charge  of  the  funeral  at  request  of  the  deceased 
and  with  permission  of  our  committee. 

July  22.  A  wished-for  rain  fell  for  a  couple  of  days.  It  re- 
freshed the  welsch  corn,  which  was  wilting  for  lack  of  rain. 

Aug.  1.  Today  Br.  and  Sr.  Chrn.  Butner,  after  an  absence  of 
a  year  and  a  quarter  in  Indiana  where  they  had  gone  to  settle, 
returned  here. 

Aug.  2U.  In  accordance  with  a  proclamation  of  the  Governor 
of  the  State,  for  a  Day  of  Humiliation  and  Prayer,  at  3:00 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  there  was  preaching  in  English,  which 


8  A  Methodist  minister. 
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was  well  attended.  At  the  conclusion,  the  pastor,  who  has  serv- 
ed for  five  years,  bade  farewell  to  this  congregation. 

Aug.  26.  After  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan  had  received  their  call  to 
the  pastorate  of  the  Bethabara  congregation,  Br.  Byhan  preach- 
ed the  introductory  sermon  here  to  a  large  congregation.  To- 
ward evening  he  went  back  to  Salem. 

Aug.  28.  The  pastor  and  wife  with  their  daughter  Anna 
Rahel  moved  in  and  were  graciously  welcomed. 

Sept.  2.  The  Sunday  School,  which  has  until  now  met  in  fore- 
noon and  afternoon,  will  in  the  future  meet  only  in  the  after- 
noon, because  the  forenoon  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  holding  of 
church  services. 

Sept.  7.  Today  repair  of  the  Gemein  Haus  chimney  was  be- 
gun, and  it  was  finished  on  the  8th. 

Sept.  10.  Rainy  weather  hindered  hay-making. 

Sept.  2Jf.  Rainy  day.  A  number  of  members  have  been  sick 
with  a  kind  of  colic,  with  bodily  pains,  and  we  believe  the  cool 
nights  which  have  recently  set  in  are  responsible. 

Sept.  28.  The  aged  and  sick  Sarah  Butner,  who  from  day  to 
day  has  longed  for  a  blessed  ending  of  her  life  here,  has  attained 
her  wish  to  enjoy  once  more  in  this  vale  of  tears  the  body  and 
blood  of  our  Lord  in  the  Holy  Communion,  which  she  enjoyed 
today  on  her  sick  bed. 

Oct.  H.  At  the  morning  service  the  diary  of  Ochgeloogy9  for 
the  year  1831  was  read. 

Oct.  22.  Winter  school  began  today. 

Nov.  5.  The  widow  Sarah  Butner  died  today  in  her  86th  year. 

Nov.  18.  Br.  and  Sr.  Bechler,  of  Salem,  attended  our  festival 
today. 

Nov.  21.  The  married  Brother  Carl  Heinrich  Losch  departed 
this  life  in  his  31st  year,  as  the  result  of  consumption. 

Dec.  lJf.  Rainy  weather. 

Dec.  2U.  In  the  evening  we  celebrated  the  Christmas  festival 
in  the  church  with  a  delightful  lovefeast  and  prayed  humbly 


0  A  station  of  the  Cherokee  mission. 
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before  the  cradle  of  the  incarnate  God  and  besought  Him  for 
the  blessings  he  has  promised  through  His  birth,  life,  suffering, 
and  death.  The  Lord  let  His  presence  among  us  be  felt. 

Dec.  31.  At  1  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  there  was  the  funeral 
in  our  God's  Acre  of  the  3  year  old  son  of  Thomas  and  Maria 
Reich,  who  are  not  our  members. 

In  the  evening  at  8  o'clock  there  was  the  lovefeast  for  the 
close  of  the  year.  At  10  o'clock  the  Memorabilia  was  read.  At 
11:30  the  congregation  assembled  in  the  church  for  the  con- 
cluding service  of  the  old  year  and  for  entrance  into  the  new. 

Bethabara  Memorabilia.  Since  1827  this  congregation  has  not 
had  its  own  pastor.  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacobsen,  of  Bethania,  have 
served  the  congregation  from  time  to  time  with  the  Word  and 
Sacrament.  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan,  of  Salem,  have  received  the 
call  to  serve  Bethabara.  Br.  Jacobsen  preached  his  farewell 
sermon  here  on  August  24. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Bethania,  1832. 

Jan.  8.  School  continues  as  regularly  as  possible.  Also  every 
other  evening  young  girls  come  for  instruction  in  reading  and 
writing. 

Jan.  13.  Today  Isaac  Conrad  departed  this  life  in  Brookstown, 
aged  36  years.  He  formerly  belonged  to  our  congregation. 

Jan.  28.  This  week  it  has  been  colder  than  for  years  past. 
The  meeting  in  Pfafftown  had  to  be  omitted  because  the  pastor 
had  been  ill  since  the  day  before.  Colds  and  other  ailments  are 
widespread  among  grown  people  as  well  as  children.  Changeable 
weather  is  blamed.  The  thermometer  stood  at  0°  Fahrenheit 
Thursday  and  since  then  from  1  to  4  degrees  below. 

The  wheat,  which  on  account  of  the  unexpected  early  and  un- 
interrupted cold  of  the  past  month  has  been  only  partly  sown, 
the  warm  weather  has  helped  considerably. 

March  3.  In  our  district  and  in  Bethabara  there  was  election 
for  constable.  Br.  Eugene  Lehman  was  elected. 

March  6.  There  is  steady  plowing  now,  which  has  been  at- 
tempted for  some  weeks. 

March  31.  Monthly  instruction  and  preaching,  which  had 
been  omitted  four  times  on  account  of  the  weather,  could  be 
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held  in  Pfafftown.  Br.  Isaac  Pfaff  is  sick  with  a  cold.  On  this 
occasion  a  son  of  Philipp  Transou  and  a  son  Christoph  Schaub 
were  baptized. 

April  9.  Went  on  foot  to  Salem  for  business. 

April  13.  There  was  a  storm  last  night  with  heavy  rain.  Be- 
cause of  the  lack  of  rain  for  some  time,  the  warm  days,  and 
much  wind,  the  earth  was  very  dry. 

April  19,  Maundy  Thursday.  After  the  reading  of  the  high 
priestly  prayer  there  was  communion.  Many  were  necessarily 
absent  because  Superior  Court  was  this  week.  Today  the  afore- 
mentioned court  case  was  ended  in  which  two  young  Brethren 
were  charged  with  copying  an  order  of  Daniel  Hauser.  They 
were  acquitted  with  honor  although  the  costs  will  be  rather  high. 

April  21.  Visited  father  Isaac  Pfaff,  who  seems  to  be  worse. 
Since  the  first  of  the  year  he  has  suffered  from  asthma,  which 
seems  to  be  caused  by  heart  trouble  and  cannot  be  helped.  Came 
back  too  late  to  hold  the  evening  meeting  (Great  Sabbath). 

April  22.  We  went  as  usual  to  God's  Acre  for  prayers  of  the 
Easter  liturgy.  Although  the  weather  was  pleasant,  attendance 
was  small.  None  of  our  congregation  died  during  the  year. 

April  27.  This  afternoon  I  was  called  to  Sr.  Catharina  Hauser 
(Peter's  wife).  She  has  been  in  bed  suffering  from  high  fever 
and  appears  to  grow  weaker  from  day  to  day.  Since  she  did 
not  seem  to  me  to  be  near  the  end,  I  sang  some  verses  at  her 
bedside.  In  the  evening  at  eight  o'clock,  in  the  presence  of  a 
considerable  number  of  friends  present,  the  blessing  was  given 
for  her  departure.  The  end  came 

April  28.  At  7  o'clock  in  the  morning.  After  midday  I  went 
to  Pfafftown  and  held  the  monthly  instruction  and  preaching. 
Father  Isaac  (Pfaff)  seems  about  the  same. 

April  29.  In  the  afternoon  at  2  o'clock  was  the  burial  of  the 
late  Sr.  Hauser  (maiden  name  Boeckel) .  She  was  born  May  12, 
1768,  at  Reedy  Creek,  Rowan  County.10  With  her  parents  she 
moved  to  Friedberg  and  joined  that  congregation  in  1786.  She 
was  married  April  10,  1791,  to  the  widower  Br.  Petrus  Hauser 
and  moved  to  Bethania. — In  1793  she  had  the  misfortune  to 
get  a  pin  stuck  in  her  throat,  which  caused  her  such  a  fright 
that  she  became  paralyzed  in  all  her  limbs,  and  brought  her 


?°  Now  Payicjson  County, 
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sufferings  until  the  end.  About  3  years  ago  she  became  affected 
with  a  polyp enartigal  trouble  of  the  nose,  which  seemed  at  first 
insignificant,  but  became  very  serious. 

May  3.  Could  not  go  to  the  Conference  of  Rural  Ministers  be- 
cause I  had  no  horse.  Instead  I  visited  father  Isaac  Pfaff  and 
found  him  surprisingly  better. 

May  10.  Today  a  new  roof  was  finished  on  the  shed  back  of 
the  eastern  gable  end  of  the  dwelling  house. 

May  11*.  White  washing  and  scrubbing  this  week. 

May  21.  There  was  a  show  of  wild  animals  and  pictures  here. 

May  26.  There  was  the  monthly  meeting  in  Pfafftown  at 
which  the  little  son  of  Peter  Schemel  was  baptized. 

May  28.  Visited  Jacob  Schulz,  whose  wife  has  been  threatened 
with  blindness  for  some  time,  but  there  has  been  no  change  for 
the  worse. 

May  29.  Visited  John  Schulz,  who  had  an  attack  of  colic  but 
is  better.  Visited  again  Br.  and  Sr.  Isaac  Pfaff.  He  is  in  a  sad 
condition  with  great  difficulty  in  breathing. 

The  weather  this  month  has  been  unusually  cool  and  growth 
of  corn  has  been  held  back.  Not  much  rain.  There  is  sickness 
going  around  that  has  affected  some  of  our  people — a  bowel 
complaint. 

June  7.  When  I  returned  from  Salem  I  was  called  to  see  Br. 
Isaac  Pfaff,  who  had  had  a  bad  day  and  night.  When  towards 
morning  he  seemed  to  be  better,  I  went  back  home,  but  in  the 
afternoon  (June  8)  at  his  request  I  returned  to  give  him  the 
Holy  Communion. 

June  11.  Went  to  Salem  in  company  with  Sr.  Bechler  (who 
had  been  visiting  in  Bethania).  Br.  and  Sr.  Herrman  Butner 
brought  their  son  Albert,  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Solomon  Transou 
and  Stolz  their  daughters  Antoinette  and  Wilhelmina  to  Salem 
to  attend  as  day  scholars  in  the  school  there. 

June  12.  Visited  Br.  Isaac  Pfaff  and  found  him  a  little  better 
but  still  very  weak. 
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June  13.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Schor  and  John  Miller 
and  found  them  well.  At  the  latter  place  I  heard  that  at  1:30 
in  the  afternoon  Br.  Isaac  Pfaff  fell  peacefully  asleep.  June  lb. 
Went  in  the  afternoon  to  Pfafftown. 

June  15.  At  10  o'clock  there  was  the  well-attended  funeral 
of  the  departed  Br.  Pfaff.  It  was  necessary  to  bury  the  corpse 
early  in  the  morning  because  it  would  not  keep  on  account  of 
the  hot  weather.  He  was  77  years  and  7  weeks  old.  The  German 
text  was :  "Selig  sind,  die  zum  Abendmahl  des  Lammes  beruf en 
sind."  English :  "I  have  fought  a  good  fight." 

June  19.  Hay-making  goes  forward.  The  weather  is  pleasant. 

June  28.  There  were  thick  clouds  but  little  rain,  but  what 
there  was  of  it  refreshed  the  crops.  There  was  hail  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Friedberg. 

We  are  in  the  midst  of  wheat  harvest,  which  seems  to  be 
going  to  turn  out  well.  The  weather  is  favorable.  Health  is  good. 

July  8.  Heat  and  lack  of  rain  begin  to  affect  corn  and  garden 
vegetables,  although  weather  is  just  right  for  harvest  and  wheat- 
threshing.  Nights  are  mostly  quite  cool  and  sometimes  we  could 
stand  to  have  a  fire. 

July  17.  The  widower  Br.  Wm.  Lash  married  a  person  not  of 
our  membership,  Ann  P.  Hughes.  He  will  now  take  over  manage- 
ment of  the  tavern  that  was  bought  four  years  ago  by  Jno. 
Grabs. 

July  30.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  thundershower,  follow- 
ed by  a  violent  storm  in  which  corn  was  beaten  down  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  town. 

Harvest  is  over  and  corn  has  done  well  although  not  so  large 
in  the  ear.  Threshing  is  going  on  all  around  us.  Health  is  good. 

Aug.  13.  Today  was  the  beginning  of  tearing  up  the  floor  of 
the  church.  It  was  found  that  the  entire  first  row  of  slippers 
[sleepers]  and  3  or  4  on  the  north  side  were  rotten.  Replace- 
ments took  about  three  days.  After  that,  doors  were  repaired. 

Aug.  2b.  The  Day  of  Humiliation  and  Prayer,  commended 
by  the  Government,  we  observed  here  with  an  English  sermon, 
well  attended.  In  the  afternoon  went  to  Bethabara  for  the  same 
purpose. 
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Aug.  26.  After  services  I  went  in  the  afternoon  to  the  farm 
of  John  Schor  to  baptize  a  little  daughter  of  his  son  Solomon 
and  a  son  of  his  son  Jacob. 

Aug.  27.  Rain  all  day.  Much  fruit,  especially  peaches,  was 
canned. 

Sept.  3.  Went  to  Salem  to  fetch  my  sister-in-law  who  had 
come  from  Bethlehem. 

Sept.  10.  It  cleared  gradually  and  was  favorable  for  the  second 
crop  of  hay.  The  meadows  promise  to  yield  more  than  last 
spring,  and  the  hay  is  good.  Work  caused  most  of  our  married 
people  to  stay  away  from  preaching  on  the  15th. 

Sept.  29.  Baptized  in  Pfafftown  the  little  daughter  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Christian  Pfaff,  born  the  7th  of  this  month,  with  the 
name  Nancy  Catharina. 

Oct.  7.  Br.  G.  Shober  of  Salem  attended  to  the  celebration 
of  the  Sunday  School  anniversary  in  Pfafftown. 

Oct.  11.  The  meeting  of  the  Salem  Mission  Society  for  the 
Heathen  was  postponed  a  week  because  of  military  drill,  which 
it  was  feared  would  disturb.  On  the  previous  Friday  was  regi- 
mental music  day  in  which  our  company  took  part. 

Oct.  1U.  Last  Friday  there  was  a  camp  meeting  at  a  distance  of 
12  miles  from  here.  I  visited  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  in  Staub- 
erstown. 

Oct.  27.  Today  was  the  funeral  of  the  departed  Johann  Samuel 
Strub,  aged  75  years,  3  months,  and  6  days. 

Corn  husking  has  begun  and  the  crop  seems  to  be  more 
plentiful  than  expected. 

Nov.  U.  This  morning  soon  after  daybreak,  we,  with  all  other 
inhabitants  of  the  town,  were  not  a  little  startled  when  news 
passed  from  mouth  to  mouth  that  J.  Henry  Hauser  (Saddler) 
had  suddenly  fallen  on  his  porch  and  after  a  few  breaths  had 
expired.  Everybody  hurried  there  but  help  was  too  late.  For 
him  and  for  others  it  was  totally  unexpected,  for  he  had  re- 
covered from  a  long  season  of  illness  and  seemed  to  be  in  the 
best  health  he  had  enjoyed  for  years.  The  week  before  he  had 
been  busy  repairing  his  grist  mill  and  just  last  evening  he  had 
gotten  it  in  condition  so  that  he  could  begin  operation  again, 
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about  which  he  was  talking  to  a  neighbor  when  the  stroke  came 
upon  him. 

Nov.  5.  At  2  o'clock  was  the  funeral  of  the  departed  Henry 
Hauser,  largely  attended. 

Nov.  8.  This  was  election  day  for  electors.  Rainy  weather  kept 
many  voters  away.  Of  the  few  votes  the  majority  was  for 
Jackson. 

Nov.  11.  In  addition  to  the  preaching  there  was  the  reading 
of  a  report  from  Oochgelogehy  on  the  "Oppression  by  Georgia," 
which  threatens  to  end  our  mission  among  the  Cherokees. 

Nov.  21.  Went  to  Salem  on  business.  On  the  way  I  stopped  at 
Bethabara  to  visit  Br.  Lash,  whose  Home-going  was  at  one  o'clock 
this  afternoon. 

Nov.  25.  After  the  reading  of  a  report  from  Ochgeloggy  we 
had  the  Thanksgiving  sermon.  Service  was  not  so  well  attended 
as  we  wished.  The  cold  without  and  within  was  probably  the 
cause. 

Nov.  26.  Today  I  began  school  for  those  children  who  do  not 
go  to  Pfafftown,  of  whom  there  are  10.  In  the  afternoon  visited 
Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Schor. 

Nov.  28.  Kept  school  in  the  forenoon.  There  are  10  pupils.  One 
doesn't  come  on  account  of  whooping  cough  and  another  because 
of  being  frightened. 

Nov.  30.  Went  to  Salem  to  see  Br.  Benzien,  whose  end  seems  to 
be  near. 

Dec.  17.  By  invitation  I  went  with  Br.  Abraham  Transou  to 
Salem  to  attend  the  fiftieth  wedding  anniversary  celebration  of 
Br.  and  Sr.  Gottlieb  Shober.  This  week  school  was  omitted  on 
account  of  many  household  duties  of  this  time  of  the  year. 

Dec.  21*.  Christmas  Eve.  At  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  there 
was  the  children's  lovefeast.  After  the  introductory  prayer,  talk, 
and  reading  of  the  story  of  the  birth  of  the  Saviour,  the  singing 
of  the  congregation  accompanied  by  the  organ  alternated  with 
Christmas  musical  selections  sung  by  a  choir  of  little  girls 
accompanied  by  the  piano  forte — very  lovely  and  appealing.  At 
seven  o'clock  the  older  folks  had  their  meeting. 
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Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Friedberg — Hope,  1832. 

Jan.  8.  It  rained  so  hard  that  no  one  came  to  church.  Water 
poured  into  our  cellar  and  with  much  work  and  trouble  was 
dipped  out. 

Jan.  12.1  was  called  to  visit  the  sick  Johann  Wesner,  Sr. 

Jan.  29.  In  snowy  weather  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  widow- 
ed Br.  George  Fischer  who  departed  this  life  on  the  26th. 

Feb.  5.  There  was  a  large  congregation  gathered  at  Hope  but 
my  bad  coughing  prevented  me  from  speaking  long. 

Jan.  11.  Meeting  of  Friedberg  Committee,  but  not  all  were 
present.  Chopping  of  wood  and  repair  of  fences  were  recommend- 
ed. 

March  17.  The  funeral  of  the  widower  Br.  Johannes  Wesner, 
Sr.,  who  passed  away  on  the  15th. 

March  18.  After  German  preaching  I  baptized  two  children: 
Henry  Washington,  son  of  Br.  Thomas  Shor  (Shore)  and  his 
wife  Lydia,  born  December  19,  1831,  and  Leander  Wesley,  son 
of  (auswartige)  Benjamin  Alexander  Wesner  and  his  wife 
Lydia,  born  19  December,  1831. 

April  2.  In  Friedberg  the  graveyard  was  cleaned  and  put  in 
order. 

April  11.  Br.  Schulz  and  son  from  Salem  visited  us.  I  became 
sick  the  night  before  with  a  swollen  throat  due  to  a  cold  and  with 
catarrhal  fever. 

May.  12.  The  congregation  in  Friedberg  celebrated  its  anni- 
versary. 

May  llf.  Yesterday  there  was  the  funeral  in  Hope  of  the  mar- 
ried Sr.  Margereth  Douthitt  (maiden  name  Koch). 

May  17.  In  our  schoolhouse  across  the  line  in  Stokes  County11 
there  was  the  marriage  of  the  single  Br.  Thomas  Lobach  and  the 
single  Sr.  Anna  Dorothea  Brunner  (daughter  of  John),  both  of 
Hope. 

June  If.  This  morning  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  married 
Sr.  Maria  Vogler  (maiden  name  Davis)  who  died  on  the  2nd. 


11  The  Friedberg  Church  is  located  on  the  county  line  between  Davidson  and  Forsyth. 
The  latter  was  once  a  part  of  Stokes  County. 
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June  5.  There  was  the  marriage  of  the  single  Br.  George 
Fischel  and  the  single  Sr.  Anna  Catharina  Miller  in  Friedberg 
at  her  father's  home. 

June  10.  This  week  harvest  of  hay  and  fruit  kept  the  farmers 
busy  all  the  time. 

July  1.  The  Methodists  had  a  meeting  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Friedberg  and  the  afternoon  Sunday  School  could  not  be  held. 

July  13.  In  Hope  was  the  funeral  of  Joseph  Elrod. 

Sept.  11.  There  was  the  wedding  of  the  single  Br.  Wilhelm 
Vogler  and  the  single  Sr.  Johanna  Louisa  Essig  of  the  church  in 
Friedberg.  They  journey  to  the  West  and  want  to  join  the 
congregation  in  Goshen,  Indiana,  and  therefore  they  received 
their  certificate  of  membership. 

Sept.  30.  The  anniversary  of  our  Sunday  School  was  directed 
by  Br.  Schober  of  Salem. 

Oct.  10.  In  Hope  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  departed  married 
Sr.  Maria  Carolina  Hanes  (maiden  name  Rominger) . 

Oct.  21.  Everyone  is  busy  v/ith  harvest  of  corn  and  sowing 
grain. 

Nov.  10.  In  Friedberg  was  the  baptism  of  the  daughter  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Joseph  and  Anna  Johanna  Noeding  (Nading),  born  on 
September  2,  with  the  name  Gertraud  Lisette. 

Dec.  9.  The  annual  Harvest  and  Thanksgiving  Sermon  in 
Friedberg.

[England  decided  to  free  all  Negro  slaves  in  the  British  West 
Indies,  children  at  once  and  adults  after  a  period  of  apprentice- 
ship, their  owners  being  reimbursed  by  the  government  for  the 
losses  sustained. 

Under  pressure  from  President  Jackson,  government  funds 
were  gradually  withdrawn  from  the  United  States  Bank,  and  no 
new  deposits  were  made  in  it,  but  in  certain  favored  state  banks. 

The  North  Carolina  Assembly  granted  a  charter  to  the  "Ex- 
perimental Railroad  Company,"  built  primarily  to  haul  stone  for 
the  rebuilding  of  the  capitol,  but  with  a  car  also  for  pleasure 
rides.  The  motive  power  was  a  horse. 

The  North  Carolina  Historical  Society  was  incorporated,  with 
Governor  Swain  leading  in  the  movement. 

The  affairs  of  the  old  Bank  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina 
having  been  wound  up,  the  Assembly  now  chartered  the  State 
Bank,  half  of  the  stock  being  taken  by  the  state  and  the  rest  by 
individuals.  The  Bank  of  Cape  Fear  was  re-chartered,  and  banks 
were  authorized  for  New  Bern  and  Wilmington. 

The  Internal  Improvement  Convention  met  again  in  July  to 
plan  for  railroads  in  North  Carolina. 

Preparations  were  made  to  rebuild  the  capitol  in  Raleigh. 

"Falling  stars"  caused  great  alarm  on  November  13,  1833, 
about  one  hour  before  dawn.  Many  people  thought  the  end  of 
the  world  had  come. 

More  than  a  dozen  academies  were  incorporated  by  the  As- 
sembly, including  the  New  Garden  School  and  Wake  Forest 
Institute. 

Many  Cherokee  Indians  moved  from  Georgia  into  Tennessee.] 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Salem,  1833. 

Jan.  Br.  and  Sr.  Denke  moved  from  Friedberg  here  into  their 
new  house.  The  congregations  in  Friedberg  and  Hope  can  be 
served  from  here  until  Br.  Heinr.  Schulz  can  be  installed  as 
pastor. 

Jan.  6.  One  of  the  female  persons  learning  tailoring  with  Br. 
and  Sr.  Hagen,  who  gave  much  help  during  the  Christmas  sea- 
son, at  her  request  was  granted  enjoyment  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion this  time.

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Jan.  16.  There  was  a  meeting  of  Church  Council  to  elect  a 
member  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  in  the  place  of  the  single  Br. 
H.  A.  Schulz,  who  leaves  to  be  pastor  of  Friedberg  and  Hope.  The 
single  Br.  Joshua  Boner  was  elected. 

Jan.  20.  There  was  the  baptism  of  the  little  daughter  of 
auswartige1  members  Br.  and  Sr.  David  Spach,  born  on  the  8th 
of  this  month,  named  Selima  Catharina. 

Jan.  29.  The  single  Martha  Blum  has  left  our  Society  to  join 
the  Methodists  and  has  moved  to  her  parent's  home  in  German- 
town. 

Feb.  2.  This  evening  the  Brn.  Adam  Butner  and  Heinrich 
Fockel  returned  after  a  twelve  weeks'  journey  in  the  interest  of 
the  business  of  the  former.  They  went  all  the  way  to  Florida 
and  back.  On  their  return  they  were  from  the  5th  to  the  14th  of 
January  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Clauder  at  Springplace,  to  their  great 
encouragement  and  help  in  their  distressing  situation,  since 
according  to  the  laws  of  Georgia  they  can  no  longer  remain  on 
Cherokee  land,  and  they  will  be  driven  out  by  those  who  are 
awarded  the  land  by  the  lottery  of  the  state.  The  aforesaid 
Brethren  helped  Br.  and  Sr.  Clauder  with  their  wagon  to  move 
to  our  friend  McNair  in  the  state  of  Tennessee,  18  miles  from 
Springplace,  where  they  had  a  friendly  reception  and  found  the 
necessary  dwelling. 

Feb.  7.  There  was  the  funeral  in  Bethabara  of  the  widowed 
Br.  Thomas  Butner,  who  departed  this  life  on  the  5th  after  a 
sickness  of  16  months,  in  his  60th  year.  He  enjoyed  good  health 
until  1830,  when  he  had  a  severe  cold  that  brought  on  consump- 
tion. 

Feb.  10.  In  the  evening  there  was  the  wedding  of  the  single 
Br.  Joseph  Stauber  and  the  single  Sr.  Dorothea  Elisabeth  Fockel. 

Feb.  16.  Br.  August  Heinrich  Schulz  set  out  on  a  journey  with 
the  little  boy  Edward  Reichel,  the  former  to  receive  ordination 
as  a  deacon  of  the  Moravian  Church  from  Br.  Anders  in  Bethle- 
hem, and  the  latter  to  enter  the  Paedagogium  in  Nazareth  for 
further  schooling. 

Feb.  28.  The  married  W.  and  Anna  H.  had  to  be  informed 
that  they  could  not  be  members  of  the  congregation  any  longer 
because  of  their  offenses.  They  moved  out  of  town  today. 


1  Members  living  out  of  town. 
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March  15.  In  the  afternoon  at  1  o'clock  Br.  Reichel  held  the 
funeral  of  the  single  Sr.  Maria  Rosina  Fockel,  who  fell  asleep 
on  the  13th.  He  made  a  talk  on  the  text  I  John  2 :28. 

April  7.  On  account  of  rain  the  Easter  litany  was  prayed  in  the 
church.  The  English  sermon  was  preached  by  Br.  Reichel  at 
9  o'clock  on  the  text  I  Cor.  15.  In  the  afternoon  at  1  o'clock  Br. 
Schaaf  read  the  Resurrection  Story  and  in  the  evening  held  the 
meeting  with  Easter  song  No.  45.  On  account  of  the  rain  Br. 
Bechler  could  not  hold  the  services  in  Friedberg.  For  the  same 
reason  no  services  were  held  in  Friedland  or  Hope. 

April  16.  Br.  Reichel  officiated  at  the  marriage  of  the  single 
Br.  August  Heinrich  Schulz  and  the  single  Sr.  Rebecca  Matilde 
Bagge. 

April  20.  Br.  and  Sr.  August  Heinrich  Schulz  moved  today  to 
Friedberg,  where  on  the  21st  (Sunday)  they  were  installed  in 
charge  of  the  congregation  by  Br.  Theodor  Schulz. 

May  22.  In  the  evening  in  the  6th  hour  the  widowed  Br. 
Abraham  Gottlieb  Steiner  fell  asleep  in  his  76th  year.  The 
funeral  was  [.  .  .] 

May  25.  at  9  o'clock.  Br.  Reichel  delivered  an  address  in  Eng- 
lish on  Hebrews  4 :11.  A  detailed  and  interesting  memoir,  written 
in  his  own  hand — of  which  only  a  part  was  read  at  the  funeral — 
will  be  sent  to  the  congregations  in  congregation  reports  (Nach- 
richten). 

May  SI.  The  Sunday  Schools  in  the  neighborhood  had  this 
month  an  undisturbed  and  useful  activity.  The  pastors  of  the 
rural  congregations,  as  is  usual  at  this  time  of  year,  spent  much 
time  visiting  the  sick. 

In  Friedland  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  visited  a  married  Sister  whose 
husband  does  not  belong  to  our  congregation.  She  has  suffered 
for  a  long  time  with  a  sore  limb  and  spends  her  time  mostly  in  the 
house  attending  to  household  duties  only  with  great  trouble  and 
pain,  and  is  in  her  present  condition  unable  to  attend  our  meet- 
ings, although  formerly  she  seldom  missed.  Besides,  the  im- 
provident management  of  her  husband  has  caused  the  loss  of 
all  of  her  property,  and  since  now  in  her  old  age — she  is  more 
than  70  years  old — he  gives  her  little  care  and  help,  her  situation 
is  deplorable.  As  she  told  of  her  need,  she  was  directed  to  Jesus, 
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Who  in  her  need  will  never  leave  her  or  forsake  her,  if  she 
trusts  in  Him. 

June  2.  The  Older  Girls  had  their  Choir  festival.  At  7  o'clock 
was  the  morning  blessing ;  at  9  o'clock  the  sermon  and  reception 
of  the  following  6  children  into  the  Choir :  Lisette  Maria  Vogler ; 
Louisa  Emilie  Bblo,  Lucinda  Paulina  Blum,  Carolina  Beata  Burk- 
hardt,  Maria  Theresia  Peterson,  and  Catharina  Lucinda  Blum. 

In  Friedland  the  sermon  was  preached  in  connection  with  the 
Sunday  School,  in  which  duties  of  parents  toward  their  children, 
as  well  as  other  older  persons  toward  growing  youths,  were 
considered. 

June  Jf.  In  meeting  was  begun  the  reading  of  the  detailed  and 
interesting  memoir  of  our  departed  Br.  Abraham  Gottlieb  Stein- 
er,  and  same  was  continued  in  following  days. 

June  6.  Br.  Renatus  Schmidt  has  been  called  by  the  Provincial 
Helpers  Conference  to  serve  the  Negro  church  in  the  place  of  the 
late  Br.  Steiner,  whom  he  formerly  assisted. 

June  12.  Bishop  Ives,2  of  Raleigh,  on  a  journey  to  Lexington, 
made  a  friendly  visit  here  with  the  Brn.  Bechler  and  Reichel. 

June  13.  We  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  here  on  a  visit  Br. 
Friedr.  Friiauf  and  his  daughter  Hortensia,  of  Bethlehem. 

June  16,  Sunday.  The  Negro  church  had  this  afternoon  at 
2  o'clock  a  memorial  service  for  the  former  departed  teacher,  Br. 
Abraham  Steiner,  with  a  lovefeast.  Upon  invitation,  members  of 
the  Elders  Conference,  several  members  of  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Society,  other  members,  and  Br.  Friiauf  and  daughter  who 
are  visiting  here,  had  the  pleasure  of  attending.  There  was  read 
to  the  Negroes  a  selection  of  the  memoir  of  Br.  Steiner,  trans- 
lated into  English,  which  they  listened  to  with  great  attention. 

July  6,  Independence  Day.  Br.  Reichel  had  musical  service  in 
the  evening. 

July  9.  In  Friedland  Br.  Pfohl  was  called  to  see  a  young  single 
man  who  does  not  belong  to  our  church  but  attends  regularly. 
He  found  him  sick  and  apparently  near  the  end.  In  regards  to 
his  spiritual  condition  he  explained  that  he  had  lived  a  godless 
life,  but  as  a  repentant  sinner  he  wanted  to  come  to  the  Saviour. 
.  .  .  At  the  request  of  the  sick  man  there  was  prayer  at  his  bed- 


2  Of  the  Episcopal  Church. 
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side  and  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  was  given  for  his  departure. 
He  fell  asleep  the  next  morning,  aged  26  years.  Br.  Pfohl  was 
asked  by  the  parents  to  conduct  the  funeral  at  the  church  in 
Opossumtown,  9  miles  from  Friedland.  On  the  morning  of  the 
11th  there  assembled  about  80  persons  at  the  home  of  a  brother 
of  the  deceased,  where  an  address  was  made  to  them.  Then 
the  large  procession  proceeded  7  miles  partly  by  wagon  and  part- 
ly by  horse  to  church.  In  the  burning  sunshine  there  was  an 
unpleasant  delay  with  the  burial,  because  the  grave  was  too 
small  and  had  to  be  widened.  After  the  burial  Br.  Pfohl  preached 
the  funeral  sermon  in  the  church.  He  preached  on  John  3:3. 
After  the  sermon  an  unknown  female  person  came  to  him, 
grasped  his  hand,  and  with  tears  in  her  eyes  said  to  him,  "We 
shall  see  each  other  above !"  This  gave  him  the  opportunity 
to  speak  briefly  with  her. 

July  lJf.  The  following  8  boys  were  received  into  the  Choir 
of  Older  Boys :  Georg  Abraham  Blum,  Edwin  August  Meinung, 
Christian  Ludwig  Reutz,  Romulus  Augustus  Schulz,  Francis 
Raymond  Holland,  Gottlieb  Herrmann  Rude,  Edward  Friedrich 
Rude,  David  August  Rude. 

July  15.  Br.  Henry  Schulz  in  Friedberg  was  asked  by  the 
Methodists  to  visit  Bethany  Sunday  School  House  about  3% 
miles  from  Friedberg  to  preach  about  the  purpose  and  need  of 
Sunday  School.  He  went  on  the  14th.  On  account  of  the  large 
number  of  attendants,  he  preached  in  open  air  on  the  so-called 
Stand3  or  muster  ground,  on  the  text  Matthew  19:14.  On  his 
return  he  visited  at  the  request  of  Br.  Christian  Rippel,  his  sick 
son,  whom  he  had  previously  visited  and  whom  he  had  cheered 
with  prayer  at  bedside.  This  young  man  some  years  ago  left  our 
church  for  the  practices  of  the  Methodists.  For  this  reason,  one 
after  another  of  the  family  had  gone  to  the  Methodists  and  had 
attended  their  meetings  regularly,  and  deserted  ours.  So  Br. 
Schulz  had  a  hearty  and  blessed  conversation  with  a  man  whom 
the  Methodists  had  led  astray  through  their  judgment  of  the 
Brethren's  teaching  that  "None  of  the  Brethren  had  religion," 
and  that  theirs  was  the  only  saving  faith.  It  was  shown  this  man 

3  An  outdoor  place  of  assembly  or  location  of  a  small  business  was  called  a  stand. 
Appropriate  furnishings  for  religious  meetings  included  a  platform  for  speakers  and  a 
brush  arbor  with  benches.  The  Union  Ridge  Methodist  Church,  located  at  the  junction 
of  the  Old  Lexington  Road  and  Waughtown-Clemmons  Road,  was  organized  at  a  black- 
smith shop  called  Clinard's  Stand.  Union  Ridge  Sunday  School,  like  many  others,  first 
included  teaching  of  reading  and  writing.  An  old  minute  book  of  the  Sunday  School, 
poorly  written  and  badly  spelled,  notes  the  time  when  it  was  decided  to  discontinue  such 
teaching. 
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how  unscriptural  and  unevangelical  was  judgment  of  this  kind, 
whereby  self  was  served  instead  of  the  Lord.  .  .  . 

July  19.  Br.  Friiauf  and  his  daughter,  after  a  pleasant  visit 
here,  returned  to  Bethlehem. 

July  28.  In  the  forenoon  at  9  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral 
of  the  oldest  member  of  the  congregation  here,  the  married  Br. 
Rudolph  Christ,4  who  fell  asleep  on  the  26th.  Br.  Reichel  con- 
ducted the  service,  speaking  on  the  text  Phil.  3 : 20-21. 

Aug.  5.  Br.  Reichel  held  the  monthly  prayer  meeting.  With 
the  consent  of  most  of  the  house-fathers  of  Friedberg,  the  first 
Monday  of  each  month  was  set  apart  for  a  prayer  meeting,  partly 
because  on  the  first  Sunday  there  is  no  religious  service  at 
Friedberg  except  Sunday  School,  and  partly  to  give  new  oppor- 
tunity for  upbuilding  spiritually,  and  partly  to  meet  the  reproach 
that  out  of  need  of  such  opportunities,  our  Brethren  and  Sisters, 
and  especially  the  young  people,  would  be  led  astray  to  attend 
the  Prayer  meetings  of  the  Methodists.  A  beginning  was  made 
today.  This  afternoon  at  5  o'clock  from  near  and  far — from  2  to 
4  miles — a  large  number  of  our  people  and  strangers  assembled 
for  this  meeting.  May  the  Lord  bestow  His  blessing  on  this 
beginning!  Br.  Schulz  remarked:  "Very  remarkable  is  the 
stirring  of  souls  in  religious  interest,  especially  in  the  so-called 
Rothrock  Settlement.  This  thing  has  been  called  forth  by  the 
opposition  of  the  Methodists.  Almost  everywhere  they  are  talking 
about  what  is  true  religion?  How  can  I  get  it?  What  gives  me  the 
opportunity  to  choose  between  outer  forms  and  the  true  spirit 
of  peace?" 

Aug.  10.  Br.  Sensemann  and  Sr.  Johanna  Elisabeth  Schulz 
returned  from  a  visit  in  Pennsylvania  and  with  them  came  the 
two  older  boys  Johannes  Sievers  (Siewers)  and  Heinrich  Sense- 
mann from  Nazareth,  the  former  to  live  here  and  the  latter  to 
learn  a  trade.  Also  came  the  single  Br.  Amos  Bohler  from 
Bethlehem  in  order  to  take  back  with  him  the  widow  Wilhelmina 
Losch  and  her  children. 

Aug.  16,  Friday.  Br.  Heinrich  Schulz  visited  in  Friedberg  to- 
day at  the  repeated  invitation  of  our  old  friend  Mack  (Mock). 
There  he  was  expected  to  make  an  address  and  a  large  crowd  had 
gathered,  mostly  Methodists.  First  a  hymn  was  sung  at  the 


4  Rudolph  Christ  (Crist)   was  a  potter  in  Salem. 
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request  of  Br.  Mack,  "I  Greatly  Desire  to  Depart"  (Herzlich 
thut  mich  verlangen,  nach  einem  sel  'gen  End) .  After  that  there 
was  preaching  in  English,  according  to  the  wish  of  many  who 
could  not  speak  German.  It  is  remarkable  that  such  a  congrega- 
tion assembled,  larger  it  seems  than  on  Sundays. 

Aug.  28.  In  the  afternoon  a  storm  suddenly  broke  over  us  with 
hail,  such  as  no  one  here  could  remember  having  seen  before.  It 
did  great  damage  to  buildings  and  especially  to  windows  on  the 
north  side.  All  the  window  panes  on  the  north  side  of  the  church 
were  burst  out  and  the  floor  stood  quite  covered  with  water  and 
could  not  be  used  in  the  following  days  of  the  week.  An  out- 
building of  the  Boarding  School  was  overturned  by  the  storm 
and  we  were  thankful  that  no  children  were  in  it  at  the  time  for 
they  often  used  it  for  recreation  after  school  hours.  The  hail 
stones  were  as  large  as  small  hen's  eggs.  Also  in  gardens  and  on 
welschcorn  fields  there  was  much  damage  by  the  hailstorm. 
According  to  careful  count,  3,700  window  panes  were  broken  and 
to  replace  them  all  the  available  panes  here  and  in  shops  of 
neighbors  were  procured,  and  the  number  still  lacking  had  to  be 
ordered. 

Personal  notice :  Born  July  25  in  Salem,  James  Constantin,  son 
of  married  Br.  and  Sr.  Salamo  Miicke  and  Salome  (maiden  name 
Spach)  ;  born  July  16  in  Salem,  William  Augustus,5  son  of 
married  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Reich  and  Nancy  (maiden  name 
Geiger)  ;  born  August  4  in  Salem,  Sophia  Carolina,  daughter 
of  the  married  Br.  and  Sr.  Charles  Kraemer  and  Eliza  Wilhel- 
mina  (maiden  name  Vierling)  ;  born  June  8,  in  Friedland  Rosalia 
Ann,  daughter  of  the  married  Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  B.  Wilson  and 
Amelia  (maiden  name  Transou)  ;  born  July  21  in  Friedland, 
Martha  Antoinetta,  daughter  of  the  married  Br.  and  Sr.  Fr. 
Steward  and  Justina  (maiden  name  Seitz).  Married  August  11 
in  Friedland,  the  single  Levi  Swaim  and  the  single  Sr.  Maria 
Lagenauer. 

Sept.  5.  The  single  Br.  Jesse  Vogler  of  Nazareth,  who  was 
called  to  the  service  of  the  Indian  mission  in  New  Fairfield  in 
Upper  Canada,6  arrived  here  to  visit  his  parents  in  Friedberg. 

5  Reich  became  a  tinner,  a  Confederate  soldier,  and  a  magician  popular  with  sleight-of- 
hand  entertainments.  He  made  the  tin  coffin  for  the  Siamese  twins.  As  a  showman  he  ad- 
vertised himself  as  "Gus  Rich — the  Wizard  of  the  Blue  Ridge."  His  last  appearance  was 
at  a  picnic  of  the  Home  Sunday  School  at  Nissen  Park.  His  widow  gave  the  Wachovia 
Museum  his  paraphernalia  used  in  performing  tricks  of  magic,  a  collection  of  his  tinware, 
and  his  book  of  devotions  inscribed  by  him  at  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg. 

6  The  mission  was  begun  in  1792  as  a  refuge  for  the  survivors  of  the  Christian  Indians 
of  the  Moravian  settlement  in  Ohio.  It  was  located  on  the  French  River,  later  called  the 
Thames,  in  Ontario,  not  far  from  Detroit. 
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Sept.  8.  The  Saviour  gave  His  blessing  to  the  Choir  festival  of 
the  Single  Brethren  and  Older  Boys  in  Bethania.  The  spirit  of 
God  had  already  been  manifest  for  some  time  in  the  Pfafftown 
neighborhood  through  the  Sunday  School  and  through  the  en- 
deavors of  the  Methodists  as  well  as  through  the  circumstance 
that  in  a  large  and  generally  respected  family  the  mother  and  a 
daughter  were  brought  to  state  of  melancholy  and  spiritual  sad- 
ness, which  attracted  much  attention,  was  talked  about  every- 
where, and  especially  aroused  the  young  people  to  earnest  reflec- 
tion. A  beneficial  effect  of  this  was  that  some  saw  our  purpose 
more  clearly  and  satisfactorily  and  of  more  importance  than 
formerly. 

Sept.  15.  Today  unexpectedly  news  came  from  Greenville  in 
Tennessee  telling  of  the  death  on  the  10th  of  the  married  Sr. 
Catherina  Clewell  (maiden  name  Reich) .  She  was  born  in  Salem 
in  1805.  .  .  .  She  was  a  cheerful  and  lively  child,  attended  school 
with  commendable  progress  until  1817.  Especially  she  had  taste 
and  talent  for  music  and  when  fifteen  years  of  age  she  entered 
the  Girls  Boarding  School  to  give  instruction  in  piano.  Two  years 
later  she  became  a  teacher  and  duty-keeper.  .  .  .  She  continued 
in  the  service  of  the  school  until  August  12,  1827,  when  she  was 
united  in  marriage  to  the  single  Br.  Johann  David  Clewell.  This 
marriage  was  blessed  with  three  children,  a  son  and  two  daugh- 
ters, the  first  born  daughter  living  only  two  months.  A  well- 
known  family  here  was  that  of  Dr.  Williams,  whose  wife  re- 
ceived her  education  at  the  Boarding  School  along  with  our 
Sister  now  deceased.  They  moved  to  Greenville  in  Tennessee 
where  they  established  an  Institute  for  girls,  in  which  a  music 
teacher  was  needed,  and  since  the  talent  of  our  late  Sister  was 
known,  she  was  invited  to  be  the  teacher,  and  for  that  purpose 
went  there  with  her  husband.  .  .  .  They  were  well  received  in 
Greenville.  Our  late  Sister  went  cheerfully  about  her  business 
and  felt  in  better  health  than  formerly.  She  did  not  feel  quite  at 
home.  There  was  an  attachment  to  the  Brethren's  Church  and 
she  missed  the  beautiful  church  services.  ...  On  Aug.  23  she 
complained  of  weakness  and  pain  in  all  her  limbs,  and  fever. 
.  .  .  Toward  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  she  quietly  fell  asleep.  Her 
age  was  28  years,  5  months,  and  10  days. 

The  Presbyterian  minister  in  Greenville,  who  visited  her 
several  times  during  her  illness  and  who  saw  her  faith  and  her 
submission  to  the  will  of  the  Lord,  asserted  after  her  death  that 
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he  looked  upon  this  as  a  dispensation  of  the  Lord,  that  she  came 
hither  and  had  to  die  so  that  many  could  bear  witness  how  a  true 
Christian,  without  fear  of  death,  but  rather  with  joy,  could 
depart  from  this  world,  and  he  hoped  that  this  instance  of  death 
would  be  a  blessing  for  the  future. 

Sept.  23.  The  widower  Br.  David  Clewell  returned  this  evening 
with  his  children  from  Greenville  in  Tennessee. 

Personal  notices:  Died  September  19,  in  Friedland,  the  mar- 
ried Sr.  Elisabeth  Lagenauer  (maiden  name  Clewell  and  widow 
name  Clauss),  aged  81  years,  6  months,  and  3  days. 

The  congregation  in  Friedland  experienced  the  loss  of  eighteen 
persons  in  the  removal  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Ried  and  part  of  the 
children  and  their  families  to  Goshen,  Indiana. 

Oct.  6.  In  Bethania  was  the  burial  of  the  married  Br.  Jacob 
Schulz,  who  fell  asleep  on  the  4th.  He  leaves  a  young  widow  with 
4  children,  the  oldest  of  them  being  9  years  of  age,  and  the  old 
father.  The  widow  is  threatened  with  blindness.  The  departed 
Brother  has  been  sickly  the  whole  summer,  but  confined  to  his 
bed  for  only  2  weeks  with  fever.  He  was  29  years  and  10  months 
old. 

Oct.  22.  Br.  David  Clewell  left  today  for  Greenville  in  Tennes- 
see. 

Personal  notices:  Born  August  28  in  Friedland,  Thomas  El- 
wood,  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Levi  and  Anna  Elisabeth  Philips ;  born 
September  5,  Mary  Jane,  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Michael  and 
Philippina  Elisabeth  Miller;  married  October  13  in  Friedland, 
the  single  John  Smith  and  the  single  Sr.  Elisabeth  Gibbins. 

Nov.  8.  Br.  Schmidt  visited  the  Negro  Lucas  who  lies  sick 
with  consumption  at  Br.  Schober's  paper  mill  and  found  him  in 
a  happy  mood.  To  the  question,  had  he  thought  that  this  sickness 
might  bring  an  end  to  his  life,  he  said,  "Yes,  I  have  already 
thought  of  that  and  have  received  assurance  that  the  Lord  will 
forgive  my  sins,  and  that  I,  a  poor  sinner,  will  be  received  by 
Him ;  that  is  my  earnest  plea.  I  belonged  for  many  years  to  the 
Baptists  and  was  baptized  in  Virginia,  but  since  then  I  have 
often  broken  my  baptismal  vows  in  sin.  .  .  ." 

Nov.  13.  In  clear,  cold  weather  there  was  seen  a  very  peculiar 
natural  phenomenon,  "shooting  stars,"  frequently  flashing  in  all 
directions  and  in  various  forms,  lighting  the  sky  until  daybreak. 
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Nov.  15.  The  single  Br.  Heinrich  Schaffner,  arrived  here  today 
from  Neuwied  (Germany)  in  hope  of  finding  work  at  his  profes- 
sion as  potter. 

Nov.  30.  On  another  visit  of  Br.  Heinrich  Schulz  to  a  sick 
family  mentioned  in  the  October  report,  where  the  mother  had 
been  troubled  about  her  soul  and  described  her  sinfulness,  he 
found  the  mother  improved  in  health,  but  her  good  resolutions 
were  in  the  background,  and  she  explained  that  her  confession 
of  sins  had  been  when  she  was  at  fever  heat.  She  was  admonished 
not  to  harden  her  heart  lest  it  bring  the  most  severe  punishment 
and  make  her  unhappy. 

Personal  notice :  Married  in  Friedland,  the  single  Br.  Christian 
David  Seitz  and  the  single  Alpha  Vawter  of  Hope,  on  November 
24.  Br.  Sides  thinks  of  moving  to  Hope  and  joining  the  church 
there. 

Dec.  20.  This  morning  at  9:00  o'clock  our  dear  Br.  Gotthold 
Benjamin  Reichel,  pastor  of  the  congregation  and  Inspector  of 
Boarding  School,  fell  asleep.  He  was  afflicted  with  dropsy  of  the 
chest. 

Dec.  22.  At  the  funeral  at  10:00  o'clock,  Br.  Bechtler  made 
the  address  on  the  text  for  the  day,  after  observing  that  the  text 
was  particularly  applicable  to  the  late  Brother. 

Dec.  29.  In  the  afternoon  at  2:00  o'clock  the  Negro  church 
had  its  lovefeast,  which  was  attended  by  many  of  our  members 
on  invitation. 

Personal  notices:  Born  Nov.  28  in  Salem,  August  Benjamin, 
son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Adam  Butner  and  Christina  (maiden  name 
Hege)  ;  born  December  8  in  Salem,  Maria  Theresia,  daughter  of 
Br.  and  Sr.  Joseph  Stauber  and  Elisabeth  (maiden  name  Fockel)  ; 
born  September  in  Friedland,  Philipp  Samuel,  son  of  John  B. 
Davis  and  Elisabeth  (maiden  name  Klauss)  ;  born  November  8 
in  Friedland,  John  Frederic,  son  of  Moses  Steward  and  Anna 
Maria  (maiden  name  Krohn — Green)  ;  born  November  12  in 
Friedland,  Andrew,  son  of  John  Swaim  and  Salome  (maiden 
name  Lagenauer) . 

Extracts  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  1833. 

Jan.  7.  Since  the  disorders  of  pigs,  etc.,  running  in  the  town 
have  not  been  relieved  and  Dr.  Kuhln  and  others  have  made 
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bitter  complaints  and  now,  in  addition,  the  pigs  of  Br.  Isaac 
Boner  and  the  boar  of  Br.  A.  Steiner  run  at  large,  Auf.  Col. 
decided  to  speak  with  the  latter  two  Brethren  about  it  and  to 
invite  the  Brn.  J.  Holland,  R.  Christ,  and  Henry  Blum,  to  whom 
representations  on  this  point  have  been  made  several  times,  to 
the  next  meeting  to  warn  them  in  a  brotherly  manner  and 
earnestly  seek  to  put  an  end  to  this  nuisance.  If  this  does  not 
succeed  we  will  be  in  duty  bound  to  resort  to  sterner  measures, 
e.g.,  exclusion  from  the  congregation. 

With  reference  to  the  purchase  of  cedar  shingles  for  the  church 
roof,  the  chairman  appointed  Br.  J.  J.  Blum  to  make  inquiries 
in  Fayetteville  about  the  price  of  cedar  shingles. 

Br.  J.  Shaffner  may  buy  the  600  old  but  good  bricks  for  two- 
thirds  of  the  regular  price,  i.e.,  $4.00  per  thousand. 

Upon  inquiry  of  the  chairman,  free  fire-wood  was  approved 
for  the  widow  C.  Benzien  for  an  undetermined  time.  The  single 
Sister  Lydia  Benzien  will  pay  for  hers. 

Br.  J.  C.  Blum  announces  that  he  has  taken  the  boy  Edmund 
Zevely  into  apprenticeship  for  printing. 

Notice  was  received  that  C.  F.  Meinung  is  having  rails  split 
behind  Opitz's  without  having  received  permission.  It  was  de- 
cided that  an  end  must  be  put  to  this  and  Br.  Clauder  was 
appointed  to  call  Br.  Meinung's  attention  to  the  stipulations  of 
Auf.  Col.  (1832)  with  regard  thereto. 

The  proposal  of  the  Workers  Conference  to  install  two  stoves 
in  our  church  was  discussed.  Because  of  the  short  winter  season 
remaining,  difficulties  and  unpleasantness  connected  therewith 
as  well  as  expenses,  the  proposal  was  unanimously  declared 
impracticable. 

Auf.  Col.  decided  that,  according  to  present  views,  nobody 
should  receive  permission  to  build  on  the  lots  adjoining  the 
Schulz  house  over  against  the  graveyard  without  setting  houses 
8  to  10  feet  back,  in  order  not  to  damage  the  lovely  cedars.7  At 
any  rate,  it  is  seriously  to  be  considered  whether  these  lots  should 
ever  be  built  upon. 

Upon  his  request,  Th.  Schulz  received  Right  of  Preemption  on 


7  Cedars  were  planted  in  the  graveyard  and  in  two  rows  as  a  border  on  each  side  of 
the  quarter-mile  avenue — hence  the  name  Cedar  Avenue.  In  the  course  of  time  the  cedars 
suffered  from  impurities  in  the  air  of  the  growing  city.  They  were  cut  down  and  replaced 
by  other  kinds  of  trees.  Their  beauty  appealed  to  residents  of  Salem  and  to  visitors. 
The  local  poet,  John  Henry  Boner,  in  his  poem  "How  Oft  I've  Trod  That  Shadowy  Way," 
wrote: 

Full  many  a  peaceful  place  I've  seen, 

But  the  most  restful  spot  I  know 

Is  one  where  thick  dark  cedars  grow 
In  an  old  graveyard  cool  and  green. 
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the  little  house  at  present  occupied  by  the  Rev.  Magnus  Hulthin 
if  and  when  it  is  sold  by  Congregation  Directory. 

The  single  Brother  H.  A.  Schulz  presented  his  resignation  as 
a  member  of  Auf.  Col.,  in  order  that  he  might  follow  his  call 
received  from  elsewhere.  He  asked  that  his  office  be  filled  as  soon 
as  possible. 

Since  Congregation  Council  must  meet  for  the  election  of  his 
successor,  Auf.  Col.  recommended  that  at  this  meeting  represen- 
tation be  made  of  the  serious  and  tempting  nature  of  a  shooting- 
match  for  money,  beer,  cake,  etc.,  such  as  was  arranged  a  few 
days  ago  by  several  of  our  Single  Brethren  and  younger  citizens 
near  the  town.  We  must  seek  to  put  an  end  to  this  sort  of  game 
and  pastime. 

Jan.  21.  Br.  Joshua  Boner  was  welcomed  as  a  new  member  of 
Auf.  Col.,  and  he  was  elected  as  secretary. 

Interviews  had  been  had  with  Brn.  Isaac  Boner  and  Ab. 
Steiner,  Jr.,  who  agreed  to  pen  up  their  pigs.  Since  in  the  last 
Congregation  Council  the  Brethren  were  asked  to  put  an  end 
to  this  nuisance  the  other  three  Brethren  were  not  summoned 
before  Auf.  Col. 

The  fire-inspection  committee  reported  that  with  Br.  Fries, 
Br.  Eberhard,  Sr.,  and  the  widow  Reich  the  same  objections 
about  their  bake-ovens  are  to  be  made  as  last  year.  Br.  Adam 
Butner  must  soon  build  a  new  bake-oven  and  there  the  chimney 
must  be  set  higher.  Chas.  Eberhard's  stove-pipe  is  dangerous 
and  must  be  made  safe  with  tin  or  otherwise.  Sr.  Vierling  has 
been  advised  to  install  an  ash-container  in  the  cellar.  The  same 
is  to  be  done  in  the  lower  story  of  the  Family  House.  The  stove- 
pipe in  Br.  Byhan's  shop  is  dangerous  and  after  the  Brn.  of  Auf. 
Col.  had  looked  over  the  situation,  it  was  decided  to  build  a  small 
chimney  through  the  middle  beams  up  through  the  roof,  into 
which  the  stove-pipe  could  be  led  through  an  opening  in  the 
ceiling.  The  chimney  at  the  new  tavern  seems  too  short. 

Br.  C.  F.  Meinung  is  to  pay  for  the  rails  he  has  split  and  Br. 
Clauder  has  been  told  never  to  assign  trees  for  rails  on  the  out 
lots. 

Wm.  Hauser  offers  $1,000.00  for  the  former  Jacob  Christ- 
mann  house.  Auf.  Col.  will  take  some  time  to  consider  this. 

It  was  decided  to  inspect  the  road  next  to  the  Post  Office  which 
needs  repair. 

Tim.  Vogler  is  thinking  of  taking  the  boy  Ben.  Blum  on  trial 
in  his  work, 
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Auf .  Col.  could  not  permit  Br.  G.  Foltz  to  fell  the  trees  next  to 
his  field,  as  he  desired  to  do. 

Br.  Clauder  is  to  be  asked  how  many  saw  blocks  he  has  assign- 
ed to  Br.  Levering,  since  we  hear  the  latter  wants  to  have  them 
cut  for  half,  which  is  not  permitted. 

Br.  Nath.  Vogler  has  rented  Negro  Stephen  for  farm  work 
for  one  year  according  to  existing  regulations. 

Although  the  chairman  spoke  earnestly  with  Br.  Em.  Reich 
about  the  shooting  which  his  boy,  Wagemann,  did  at  night,  and 
by  which  an  accident  might  easily  have  happened,  we  hear  that 
Br.  Reich  shields  the  boy  instead  of  punishing  him.  The  Brn.  Th. 
Schulz  and  E.  Schober  were  requested  to  speak  with  Br.  Reich 
and  to  insist  that  Wagemann  be  severely  punished  for  lying 
and  the  shooting. 

Since  the  sheds  at  Evan  Boner's  house  are  very  dilapidated 
and  the  roofs  rotted,  we  will  agitate  to  build  a  new  shed  or  to 
have  repairs  made. 

Feb.  U.  It  was  noted  that  Br.  Levering  had  cut  down  more 
trees  in  the  woods  than  had  been  assigned  to  him  by  Br.  Clauder. 
Auf.  Col.  decided  to  speak  with  him  about  it. 

Br.  W.  J.  Rominger  as  miller,  also  has  chopped  down  many 
young  trees  without  permission.  Br.  J.  Vogler  has  promised  to 
prohibit  this.  Instead,  Rominger  may  cut  down  the  large  trees 
at  Br.  G.  Foltz's  field. 

Dr.  Kiihln  had  the  question  brought  up  whether  Auf.  Col. 
would  refund  him  the  tax  which  he  paid  on  his  house  for  the  year 
1827,  since  the  Congregation  Diacony  took  it  over  in  1828.  This 
was  unanimously  denied  him. 

We  considered  Dr.  Shumann  is  doing  too  much  wood-chopping, 
but  action  was  postponed. 

The  chairman  announced  that  the  single  Br.  A.  H.  Schulz 
wished  to  buy  an  old  chest  of  drawers  belonging  to  the  Boys 
School.  The  chairman  had  it  appraised  and  Br.  Schulz  is  willing 
to  pay  the  appraised  price  if  several  small  repairs  are  made. 
Auf.  Col.  approved. 

It  was  decided  to  repair  the  road  at  the  Post  Office  by  making 
ditches  on  both  sides,  filling  in  the  center  and  coating  with 
gravel. 

Br.  Meinung  petitions  that  we  would  give  his  son,  William, 
employment  by  putting  him  into  the  Boys  School — which  would 
suit  the  father  best — or  that  we  would  permit  him  to  open  a 
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private  school  for  outside  children.  This  latter  Auf.  Col.  denied 
completely.  Whether,  however,  a  special  teacher  could  be  em- 
ployed for  older  boys  who  wish  to  go  further  in  their  studies  or 
prepare  for  seminary,  and  the  salary  raised  by  the  parents,  must 
be  considered ;  also,  whether  Br.  William  Meinung  is  qualified  to 
do  this. 

The  curator  cf  the  Single  Sisters,  Br.  J.  Vogler,  announced 
that  Br.  H.  Blum  had  resigned  and  asked  Auf.  Col.  to  give  him  a 
fit  successor.  This  was  considered,  but  we  found  so  many  objec- 
tions that  finally  a  proposal  was  made  to  the  curator  to  look  about 
for  a  strong  maid,  who,  since  the  wages  might  be  increased  some- 
what, might  be  persuaded  to  take  over  this  service,  especially 
since  the  harder  work,  e.g.,  driving  to  the  mill,  will  be  done  by 
the  curator. 

Br.  Fries  petitions  for  the  Right  of  Preemption  to  the  piece  of 
land  between  his  and  the  former  Martin  Hauser  plantation, 
through  which  his  road  runs  and  which  lies  in  the  N.W.  corner 
of  the  Salem  land.  Auf.  Col.  thinks  it  should  not  be  sold. 

Feb.  18.  The  chairman  announced  that  the  Single  Sisters  A.  L. 
Ruede,  A.  Geiger,  Marian  Holland,  Amelia  Meinung,  and  Eliza 
Hauser  had  been  committed  to  the  Congregation  Regulations. 

Since  the  Single  Brethren  Alex.  Blum  and  Levine  Brietz  have 
been  prepared  by  their  pfleger  for  a  similar  commitment,  it  was 
decided  to  call  them  to  the  next  meeting. 

The  situation  of  Br.  Wm.  Meinung  was  considered  again  and 
it  was  decided  to  ask  his  pfleger,  Br.  Bechler,  to  speak  with  him 
in  a  friendly  manner  and  to  try  to  induce  him  to  return  to 
Nazareth  Hall. 

The  curator  of  the  Single  Sisters,  Br.  J.  Vogler,  announced 
that  the  married  Br.  Joshua  Reitz  had  taken  over  the  outer 
household  affairs  of  the  Single  Sisters. 

Auf.  Col.  considered  the  disorders  which  take  place  at  the 
gatherings  of  young  persons  of  both  sexes  in  the  homes  of 
widows  Reich  and  S.  Schultz  and  decided  to  ask  Aelt.  Conf.  to 
warn  both  widows  in  time. 

Auf.  Col.  considered  again  Br.  Fries's  tippling  shop  but  came 
to  no  new  conclusion  in  the  matter. 

Feb.  20,  Special  session.  The  chairman  announced  that  the 
married  Br.  Joshua  Reitz  who  took  over  the  office  of  Br.  H.  Blum 
at  the  Single  Sisters  House  finds  it  very  inconvenient  to  make  the 
trip  daily  between  Salem  and  his  house  and  therefore  wishes  to 
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move  into  town.  Further,  that  Wm.  Hauser  will  move  out  of  town 
as  soon  as  he  can  find  a  place  and  that  he  wishes  to  rent  Josh. 
Reitz's  house  if  Reitz  is  allowed  to  move  into  town.  Reitz  had 
asked  if  he  could  move  into  old  Br.  Warner's  house,  now  occupied 
by  Wm.  Hauser.  It  was  thought  that  Beck's  former  house  and  lot 
in  many  respects  would  be  more  suitable  for  Reitz  and  his  wife ; 
however,  Beck's  house  at  the  time  is  occupied  by  the  widower 
Stauber  and  we  could  not  find  another  dwelling  for  him  at  once ; 
hence  it  was  decided  to  permit  Reitz  to  move  into  the  Warner 
house  for  the  time. 

March  1.  The  two  Single  Brethren  Alex.  Blum  and  Levine 
Brietz  were  called,  and  after  the  chairman  had  addressed  them 
in  an  appropriate  manner  on  the  purpose  of  our  entire  Brethren's 
cause,  they  were  committed  to  the  Congregation  Regulations  by 
the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

Br.  Jos.  Stauber  asked  to  take  Sam  Leinbach  as  apprentice  and 
Br.  J.  Hall  asked  to  take  Eli  Hauser.  Auf.  Col.  approved  under 
the  usual  conditions.  It  was  announced  that  the  single  Br.  Thos. 
Boner  had  taken  Christian  Ebert  partly  as  journeyman,  partly 
as  apprentice. 

The  chairman  announced  that  Br.  Bechler  had  talked  with 
single  Br.  William  Meinung  to  persuade  him  to  return  to  Naza- 
reth Hall,  but  Meinung  had  said  it  was  impossible  for  him  to 
return  for  the  time.  If  he  can  not  be  employed  in  the  local  boys 
school  he  plans  to  set  up  with  Murchison  at  David  Blum's  and 
conduct  a  school  in  this  way.  However,  he  wishes  very  much  to 
find  employment  here. 

It  was  considered  what  effect  such  a  school  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Salem  would  have  on  the  local  school,  and  whether  one 
could  employ  Meinung  in  the  local  school  if  the  parents  of  the 
children  receiving  higher  instruction  would  pay  more,  thus  re- 
lieving the  Congregation  Diacony  of  additional  expense.  After 
much  discussion  it  was  decided  that  nothing  could  be  done  in  the 
matter  at  the  time. 

Br.  F.  Meinung  applied  for  the  shop  rented  by  Wm.  Hauser 
since  Hauser  wants  to  give  it  up.  Approved. 

Theo.  Pf  ohl  wishes  to  build  a  cow  stable  next  to  his  warehouse 
at  his  own  expense.  Permission  was  granted. 

The  pflegerin  of  the  Single  Sisters  had  it  announced  that  the 
single  Sister  Cath.  Gibbins  had  moved  into  the  kitchen.  She  has 
renewed  her  petition  to  join  the  congregation  here.  There  was  no 
objection. 
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March  18.  Br.  David  Clewell  has  had  an  offer  from  Greenville, 
Tenn.,  to  move  there  in  order  that  his  wife  might  teach  music 
in  the  Greenville  school.  He  believes  that  after  working  2  or  3 
years  there  he  might  be  able  to  pay  off  his  debts.  He  is  willing 
to  make  the  trial  if  Congregation  Directory  gives  him  the  right 
to  remain  a  member.  In  that  case,  he  intends  to  put  his  house  and 
shop  into  the  oversight  of  his  largest  creditor,  Br.  Jac.  Blum,  who 
would  rent  it  out  as  there  is  opportunity.  During  the  two  annual 
vacations  of  the  school  they  wish  to  visit  here.  Aelt.  Conf .  was 
not  unwilling  that  Br.  Clewell  make  the  attempt,  and  in  the  time 
they  are  away  they  will  be  regarded  as  members  if  their  conduct 
warrants  it.  Auf.  Col.  agrees  to  this,  providing  he  does  not  count 
on  Congregation  Diacony  taking  over  his  house,  nor  can  we 
guarantee  his  future  carrying-on  of  his  book-binding  trade ;  also 
during  his  absence  he  must  pay  the  citizens*  and  water  taxes. 

Single  Br.  Hy.  Winkler  asked  permission  to  carry  on  his  trade 
and  wishes  to  rent  Br.  Clewell's  shop.  Auf.  Col.  came  to  no  definite 
decision  in  the  matter  but  requested  the  chairman  to  talk  it  over 
with  his  father. 

Br.  Jac.  Siewers,  according  to  his  request,  may  take  Aug. 
Fockel  for  learning  his  trade. 

Br.  Brietz  notified  that  he  wishes  to  take  David  Johnson  as  a 
day  laborer,  particularly  because  Johnson  is  indebted  to  the 
tannery.  No  objections.  We  advise  Br.  Brietz  not  to  let  him  go 
deeper  into  debt. 

Br.  Herbst  announced  that  the  single  Sr.  Sallie  Shore,  be- 
longing to  Bethania,  will  live  for  a  time  with  them  and  maintain 
herself  through  work  here. 

April  1.  Father  Winkler  is  not  opposed  if  Congregation  Direc- 
tory permits  his  son,  Henry,  to  set  up  a  confectionery  shop.  It 
was  decided  to  consider  it  further  in  a  fuller  meeting. 

Consideration  of  the  nuisance  of  the  pigs  and  sheep  at  large 
was  likewise  postponed  to  next  meeting. 

Dr.  Kuhln  complains  in  the  name  of  the  widow  Sr.  Reitz  that 
the  single  Sr.  Cathy  Stauber  is  selling  baskets  and  thus  infringes 
on  the  toy  shop  of  the  former.  Br.  Schulz  is  to  speak  with  Sr. 
Stauber  and  forbid  her  doing  this,  but  at  the  same  time  to  advise 
the  widow,  through  Dr.  Kuhln,  not  to  charge  such  high  prices. 

April  15.  Further  discussion  on  Br.  Hy.  Winkler's  proposal 
to  open  a  confectionery  shop.  Auf.  Col.  decided  to  advise  him  to 
be  patient,  not  to  persuade  him  to  give  up  the  idea,  but  to  give 
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himself  a  little  more  time,  because  he  is  still  very  young  and  we 
have  had  sad  examples  in  several  young  citizens  what  a  pity  it 
is  if  one  hurries  too  much  to  set  up  in  business. 

Auf.  Col.  considered  again  the  matter  of  the  raising  of  pigs 
as  well  as  the  roaming  of  sheep  in  town.  Since  the  matter  has 
been  considered  before  and  the  decisions  reached  never  had  the 
desired  effect,  it  was  decided  to  lay  this  before  the  next  Congre- 
gation Council. 

The  chairman  was  empowered  to  have  the  Square  harrowed. 

Since  the  widow  Wagemann  had  earlier  requested  to  be  re- 
admitted into  the  congregation  and  now  renews  her  petition  and 
Auf.  Col.  regards  her  as  an  industrious  and  honest  person,  we 
had  no  objections  on  our  part,  and  we  felt  she  would  not  make 
any  future  demands  about  living  quarters. 

Br.  J.  Vogler  announced  that  he  had  received  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Mendenhall  near  Jamestown,8  asking  for  permission  to  put 
his  son  into  the  school  here.  This  was  granted. 

We  had  a  petition  from  the  widow  Mary  Wohlf ahrt  who  thinks 
of  returning  to  Salem  and  asks  for  living  quarters.  We  believed 
it  time  enough  to  wait  until  she  is  here  and  are  sure  quarters  can 
be  found. 

Notice  was  given  that  single  Br.  Wm.  Boner  will  fit  up  his 
house  for  hat-making  and  also  plans  to  build  a  stable.  We  ad- 
vised to  set  the  stable  sufficiently  far  back. 

Auf.  Col.  requested  the  masters  of  the  trades  to  make  their 
inventories  alone. 

April  29.  The  chairman  announced  that  he  had  interviewed  the 
single  Br.  Hy.  Winkler  about  setting  up  a  confectioner's  shop  and 
that  he  had  taken  everything  very  kindly,  but  Winkler  told  him 
it  was  impossible  for  him  to  remain  longer  with  his  father  and 
he  would  be  compelled  to  leave  Salem  if  Auf.  Col.  denied  his 
petition.  We  found  so  many  objections  on  the  one  side  and  so 
many  more  important  circumstances  on  the  other  side  that  his 
plea  was  finally  granted  with  the  following  conditions:  1,  it  is 
only  a  trial  for  an  indefinite  time ;  2,  no  strong  drinks  are  to  be 
sold  in  his  shop;  3,  that  nothing  against  Congregation  Regula- 
tions shall  come  up  in  his  shop ;  4,  when  he  finds  a  place  for  his 
business  it  must  be  approved  ay  Auf.  Col. 

Br.  Jac.  Siewers  had  a  request  presented,  whether,  according 
to  the  wish  of  his  mother,  he  could  take  his  youngest  brother, 


8  Guilford  County. 
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Johannes,  who  is  still  in  Nazareth  Hall,  after  examinations  into 
his  trade.  Since  Br.  Siewers  recently  took  a  boy  into  his  trade, 
Auf.  Col.,  while  not  denying  his  petition,  asks  him  to  consider 
carefully  whether  he  will  not  make  himself  liable  for  many  ex- 
penses for  board,  etc. 

As  to  his  request  for  Br.  Clewell's  shop,  Auf.  Col.  could  not 
object,  because  young  Br.  Bolow  is  expected  back  and  he  must 
give  up  hjs  present  shop.  He  will  have  to  do  with  Br.  Blum  about 
it  from  now  on. 

Upon  repeated  requests  from  widow  Wohlfahrt  for  a  dwelling 
in  the  Family  House,  Auf.  Col.  granted  her  the  2  lower  rooms — 
formerly  occupied  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Heisler — for  $18.00  rent.  The 
former  room  of  Br.  Ev.  Boner  was  given  by  Auf.  Col.  to  widow 
Benzien  rent  free  in  view  of  the  services  rendered  the  congrega- 
tion by  the  late  Br.  Benzien. 

Auf.  Col.  decided  to  have  a  gate  placed  on  the  street  which 
leads  to  widow  Blum,  in  order  to  keep  the  pigs  out  of  the  lower 
part  of  town. 

Auf.  Col.  had  no  doubts  in  granting  the  desire  of  the  musicians 
to  practice  in  the  church  at  night,  so  long  as  there  are  no  dis- 
orders. 

May  13.  The  chairman  announced  he  had  told  the  resolution 
of  last  meeting  to  Br.  Hy.  Winkler,  who  had  received  everything 
in  a  good  spirit.  He  had  spoken,  also  with  Br.  J.  Siewers  about 
his  brother.  Br.  Siewers  will  have  no  expenses  with  Aug.  Fockel 
because  Father  Fockel  will  board  and  clothe  him.  In  the  case  of 
his  brother  he  expects  help  from  his  mother. 

Br.  J.  Vogler  applied  for  a  room  in  the  Family  House  for  the 
single  Sr.  Milcah  Moss  who,  on  account  of  sickness,  can  no  longer 
remain  in  the  Sisters  House.  There  is  no  prospect  of  lodging  her 
anywhere  else. 

Br.  Joshua  Reitz  wishes  to  have  the  Kuschke9  house  if  Auf. 
Col.  will  sell  it  to  him.  However,  since  old  Br.  Stauber  still  lives 
in  it  and  moving  him  out  would  be  connected  with  difficulty,  the 
matter  was  postponed. 

Br.  Adam  Butner  notified  that  he  will  build  an  addition  to  the 
back  of  his  shop  for  a  fulling-shop.  No  objections. 

Br.  Jos.  Stauber  applies  for  the  lot  which  lies  between  Br. 
Herbst's  and  Br.  Hall's  out  lot  and  which  belongs  to  the  tavern. 
Br.  Herbst  was  appointed  to  speak  with  the  landlord,  Br. 
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Wohlfahrt,  and  if  he  is  willing  to  give  it  up,  Br.  Stauber  may 
have  it. 

Br.  Isaac  Boner  notified  that  he  h#d  taken  a  stranger,  by  name 
of  John  Brown,  into  his  trade,  partly  as  journeyman,  partly  as 
apprentice,  and  if  his  behaviour  is  good,  will  keep  him  for  three 
years;  if  otherwise,  Br.  Boner  promises  to  dismiss  him  at  once. 

Br.  Brietz,  in  the  name  of  the  citizens  at  the  end  of  the  west 
street,10  applied  for  a  street  lantern.  The  request  was  postponed 
for  further  consideration. 

May  27.  Since  Br.  Wohlfahrt  has  no  objections,  Br.  J.  Stauber 
may  have  the  out  lot,  but  it  must  be  determined  how  many  years 
he  may  use  it  rent  free. 

Auf.  Col.  voted  in  favor  of  a  lantern  for  the  members  on 
Shallowford  Street,  perhaps  at  the  corner  of  the  Sensemann  or 
Brietz  lot,  beside  the  street11  toward  Ackermann.  The  lantern 
could  probably  be  cared  for  by  Br.  Burkhard. 

Discussion  about  contributions  in  arrears  for  the  fire  engine 
and  house  taxes  in  cases  of  the  widow  Rothaas,  Bolow  house,  and 
Conrad  Kreuser  house.  In  the  case  of  Sr.  Rothaas  it  was  felt  that 
her  son,  who  after  the  death  of  his  father  had  a  compensation 
from  the  Congregation  Diacony,  should  pay  for  it.  If  they  refuse 
altogether,  Congregation  Diacony  will  stand  good  for  it.  The  tax 
for  widow  Bolow's  house  is  to  be  charged  to  her.  About  Br. 
Kreuser  it  must  be  added  that  he  can  expect  no  dividends  from 
his  money  in  the  bank  and  therefore  finds  himself  in  straitened 
circumstances.  Thinking  of  the  faithful  services  of  this  Brother, 
Auf.  Col.  can  do  no  other  than  approve  the  proposal  of  Br. 
Kreuser  that  he  will  come  to  the  Trustee  every  time  he  needs 
help.  For  the  time  it  was  decided  that  his  last  year's  obligations 
be  taken  over  by  the  Congregation  Diacony. 

Br.  Isaac  Boner  believes  that  the  road  to  the  widow  Blum's 
might  become  too  narrow  through  the  setting-out  of  the  Sisters 
House  fence  where  the  gate  is  to  be  installed.  This  would  be 
detrimental  in  the  matter  of  the  cattle  going  to  water.  Auf.  Col. 
will  look  into  it. 

Br.  Sensemann  has  taken  into  work  a  German  smith  by  name 
of  Anton  Fink,  under  the  usual  conditions.  Further,  he  wishes 
permission  from  the  Congregation  Directory  to  take  the  son  of 
his  brother,  living  in  Nazareth,  Henry,  aged  16,  so  that  he  might 
learn  a  trade  according  to  the  wish  of  his  father.  However,  since 
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Br.  Sensemann  does  not  know  for  what  the  young  man  has 
inclination,  although  he  mentioned  the  hat-maker's  trade,  no 
decision  could  be  reached  in  advance. 

Since  the  benches  in  the  graveyard  are  in  bad  repair,  Auf .  Col. 
decided  to  have  new  ones  made,  for  which  Br.  Herbst  promised 
to  furnish  scantlings. 

June  10.  It  was  decided  to  give  Br.  Stauber  the  out  lot  for  10 
years  rent  free.  At  the  same  time  Br.  Stauber's  present  situation 
was  considered.  He  wishes  to  care  for  his  father  and  yet  has  no 
room  in  his  house  for  him.  He  proposes  to  buy  the  little  house  on 
Waterson's  former  lot  and  to  move  it  on  the  above  mentioned  out 
lot  and  in  this  way  to  make  a  dwelling  for  his  father.  The  pro- 
posal was  accepted  and  the  Brethren  J.  Leinbach  and  H.  Herbst 
were  appointed  to  appraise  the  house.  As  soon  as  it  is  moved 
away,  the  rent  for  the  lot  which  is  now  held  by  Br.  N.  Vogler 
must  be  determined. 

The  chairman  announced  that  Br.  Rothaas  has  taken  over  the 

house-tax  of  his  mother. 

The  annual  statement  of  the  Single  Sisters  Diacony  was  pre- 
sented to  Auf.  Col.  From  this  it  appears  that  the  receipts  from 
the  Boarding  School  for  girls  for  board  is  $900.00  less  than  last 
year,  and  a  deficit  of  $20.00  is  shown.  Auf.  Col.  traces  this  deficit 
to  the  following :  the  arrangements  in  the  kitchen  are  the  same  as 
formerly  when  the  school  numbered  90-100  children,  i.e.,  there 
are  still  4  cooks  employed;  the  expenses  in  the  kitchen  and  the 
whole  household  are  too  great ;  Sr.  Christman  does  not  personally 
preside  in  the  kitchen.  According  to  the  view  of  Auf.  Col.  there 
should  be  more  retrenchments  in  the  kitchen  and  improvements 
in  the  administration.  This  is  to  come  up  for  consideration  very 
soon  in  conjunction  with  Aelt.  Conf. 

June  17,  Special  session.  The  purpose  of  this  session  was  to 
appoint  a  committee  from  Auf.  Col.  to  act  in  conjunction  with  a 
committee  from  Aelt.  Conf.  to  study  and  report  on  the  state  of 
the  Single  Sisters  Diacony  and  make  recommendations.  Aelt. 
Conf.  named  the  Brn.  Th.  Schulz,  J.  Vogler  as  curator  of  the 
Single  Sisters,  and  C.  Kreuser  as  bookkeeper.  Auf.  Col.  appointed 
the  Brn.  C.  Brietz,  H.  Herbst,  and  H.  Leinbach. 

The  single  Br.  Chas.  Eberhard  thinks  of  moving  to  Bethabara 
and  wishes  the  assurance  that,  if  he  does  not  like  it  there,  he  may 
return  to  Salem.  Auf.  Col.  concurred  in  the  decision  of  Aelt. 
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Conf.  i.e.,  if  he  approves  himself  there  and  would  like  to  come 
back  as  a  Single  Brother,  we  would  not  deny  him. 

The  single  Sr.  Sallie  Steiner,  when  she  visited  Philadelphia  a 
few  years  ago,  acquainted  herself  carefully  with  the  plan  of  an 
Infant  School  there  and  now  wishes  to  open  an  Infant  School 
here.  Permission  was  granted. 

June  2J*.  The  chairman  read  the  report  of  the  committee  to 
study  the  Single  Sisters  Diacony.  The  report  had  the  full  ap- 
proval of  Auf .  Col. 

Sr.  Mary  Wohlfahrt  has  now  arrived  and  she  may  have  the 
two  lower  rooms  for  $18.00.  She  asks  whether  the  rent  might 
not  be  reduced  somewhat.  Since  Auf.  Col.  believes  that  her  rent 
is  paid  by  the  widow  Calhoun,  it  was  felt  that  it  could  not  be 
reduced;  however,  if  her  circumstances  change,  it  will  be  con- 
sidered again.  She  applies  for  a  small  fireplace  opposite  the  large 
one  in  the  kitchen.  The  matter  will  be  investigated. 

The  Brn.  Herbst,  Schober,  and  H.  Leinbach  were  appointed  to 
go  over  several  inventories  with  Br.  Schulz. 

Complaints  were  heard  against  Robt.  Wagemann  who  often 
shoots  with  a  gun  in  the  open  street  and  could  easily  cause  harm. 
Br.  Vogler  will  speak  with  Em.  Reich,  as  master  of  the  boy,  and 
forbid  this  absolutely. 

It  was  announced  that  Br.  Schober  would  build  an  addition  to 
the  Post  Office  of  4  to  6  ft.,  toward  the  corner  house. 

Br.  H.  Leinbach  notified  that  he  had  taken  Patsy  Moser  into 
their  house  as  servant  girl. 

July  8.  The  chairman  announced  that  no  fireplace  could  be  built 
into  Sr.  Wohlfahrt's  rooms,  but  that  she  would  use  the  one 
toward  Reitz's. 

Retrenchments  in  the  Single  Sisters  House  came  up  for  further 
consideration.  The  curator  announced  that  Sr.  Christmann  was 
not  willing  to  make  any  changes  and  had  resigned.  The  frequent 
going-out  of  so  many  Sisters  at  meal-time  was  mentioned ;  those 
who  are  boarded  by  the  day  and  deduct  this  from  their  board 
money  in  the  Sisters  House.  Since  this  is  the  case  mostly  with 
the  poorer  Sisters — although  against  all  rules  in  boarding  houses 
— Auf.  Col.  felt  that  to  abandon  this  practice  would  be  connected 
with  many  difficulties.  The  Brn.  Th.  Schulz,  J.  Vogler,  H.  Herbst, 
and  Em.  Schober  were  appointed  to  speak  with  the  Sisters, 
recommending  to  them  to  disregard  these  out-boarders,  since 
it  is  quite  possible  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  Auf.  Col. 
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must  insist  that  it  be  done.  Further,  Auf .  Col.  desires  that  the 
inspector  visit  the  table  of  the  children  frequently,  to  convince 
himself  about  the  board.  The  committee  was  asked,  also,  to  go 
into  the  Single  Sisters  House  and  notify  such  Sisters  who  take 
up  much  room  in  closets,  etc.,  with  their  hand- work,  that  they 
must  pay  more  rent. 

Auf.  Col.  felt  it  must  abide  by  the  proposal  to  have  only  one 
worker  in  the  Single  Sisters  Choir.  She  would  receive  much  help 
from  a  person  taking  over  the  whole  kitchen,  besides  assistance 
from  the  curator  and  Br.  Kreuser.  Many  proposals  were  made 
for  such  a  person  but  at  the  time  we  found  none  unless  the  widow 
Gambold  should  undertake  it.  The  pflegerin  was  therefore  asked 
to  continue  until  such  a  person  could  be  found  for  the  kitchen. 

The  chairman  announced  that  Br.  Th.  Vierling  had  notified 
him  that  he  intends  to  move  to  Greenville,  Tenn. 

The  report  of  the  committee  to  audit  the  inventories  of  the 
several  trades  was  received  and  approved  as  follows : 

The  red-leather  tannery  under  Br.  Chr.  Brietz  has  a  net  gain 
of  $881.55; 

The  white-leather  tannery  under  Br.  J.  H.  Schulz  has  a  gain 
of  $33.1114; 

The  tavern,  managed  by  Br.  D.  Welfare,  has  a  gain  of  $226.22 ; 
Store  No.  2,  in  charge  of  Br.  Th.  Pf ohl  has  a  gain  of  $2.69 ; 
Store  No.  1,  in  charge  of  Br.  Jac.  Blum,  has  a  loss  of  $1105.61. 

Auf.  Col.  could  not  understand  where  the  great  loss  in  Store 
No.  1  came  from  and  appointed  the  Brn.  Th.  Schulz,  Em. 
Schober,  H,  Herbst,  and  H.  Leinbach  as  a  committee  to  confer 
with  Br.  Blum  and  if  possible  to  trace  the  reason. 

To  the  same  committee  Br.  Th.  Schulz  had  presented  the  status 
of  the  treasury  of  the  late  Trustee,  from  which  one  gathers  that 
there  is  a  deficit  in  the  treasury  of  $1,674.08,  after  the  death  of 
Br.  W.  L.  Benzien.  It  is  hoped  that  before  the  books  are  closed 
and  in  the  auditing  of  the  several  accounts  and  bonds,  this  may 
be  cleared  up;  until  then  it  is  to  be  carried  on  Br.  Benzien' s 
account. 

July  22.  The  widow  Gambold  is  willing  to  serve  as  overseer  in 
the  kitchen  of  the  Single  Sisters  House,  but  can  not  serve  as 
maid-servant;  consequently  three  more  maids  must  still  be 
employed.  Auf.  Col.  advised  to  make  a  trial. 

The  committee  reported  that  the  two  Sisters  who  occupy  the 
front  rooms  and  ply  their  trade  there  should  be  willing  to  pay 
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$12.00  rent.  Auf.  Col.  thinks  this  is  not  too  much.  Should  they, 
however,  leave  the  House  on  account  of  the  rent,  they  may  make 
no  demands  on  the  House  in  case  of  sickness. 

Since  Br.  Will.  Boner  is  thinking  of  building  and  therefore 
wishes  to  change  the  course  of  the  water  pipes  through  his  lot 
into  Salt  Street,  Brn.  Vogler  and  Herbst  will  confer  with  him 
and  also  come  to  agreement  with  him  about  the  expenses. 

The  case  of  Chr.  Spach,  barkeeper  in  the  tavern,  was  taken 
up.  He  refuses  to  pay  congregation  contributions  because  he 
considers  himself  as  belonging  to  Friedland.  Although  he  is 
regarded  as  a  visitor  here,  but  since  he  receives  good  wages,  Auf. 
Col.  thinks  it  no  more  than  fair  that  he  should  pay  as  his  pre- 
decessor did. 

The  boy  Robt.  Wagemann  has  applied  for  permission  to  be 
received  into  the  congregation.  Auf.  Col.  believes  that  there  is 
still  time  for  this,  and  he  is  admonished  to  be  patient.  Also,  he 
must  approve  himself  more. 

Br.  D.  Welfare  [Wohlfahrt]  wishes  a  discussion  about  the  tax 
which  he  pays  for  the  tavern  and  for  his  own  house.  Since  he 
pays  part  of  the  tavern  tax  — $10.00 — out  of  his  surplus  and 
Congregation  Diacony  carries  it  in  case  he  runs  with  a  deficit, 
Auf.  Col.  thinks  his  tax  is  fair. 

The  chairman  read  the  resignation  of  Br.  D.  Welfare  as  land- 
lord. Since  Auf.  Col.  is  now  considering  his  successor,  it  was 
thought  that  a  rule  must  be  set  for  the  future ;  e.g.,  that  no  one 
be  permitted  to  move  into  the  tavern  who  would  carry  on  a  trade 
besides,  or  have  it  carried  on.  Rod.  Murchison,  H.  Sensemann, 
and  Geo.  Foltz  were  spoken  of  as  successors  but  nothing  was 
determined  for  the  time  except  that  local  Brethren  should  be 
given  the  preference. 

It  was  announced  that  the  boys  Edw.  and  Aug.  Ruede  had  left 
the  school  and  that  Edw.  had  been  put  on  trial  with  Br.  Hagen 
and  Aug.  with  Br.  T.  Leinbach,  Sr. 

The  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  Br.  Blum  about  the 
deficit  in  the  store  reported  that  Br.  Blum  could  not  explain  the 
deficit  in  any  satisfactory  manner.  After  much  discussion  the 
Brn.  Th.  Schulz  and  Em.  Schober  were  asked  to  speak  with  Br. 
Kreuser  about  the  matter  and  report  his  thoughts  to  Auf.  Col. 
as  soon  as  possible. 

July  30.  After  the  Brn.  Th.  Schulz  and  Em.  Schober  had  spoken 
several  times  with  Br.  Conrad  Kreuser  about  the  present  situa- 
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tion  of  the  store,  and  studied  the  statements  received  from  Br. 
Blum  about  the  annual  sale  of  store  goods  for  three  years;  the 
present  inventoried  stocks ;  the  statement  of  last  year's  expenses 
of  the  store  of  $1,398.21,  and  had  heard  the  thoughts  and  advice 
of  the  old,  practical  merchant,  Br.  Kreuser,  they  presented  all 
this  to  Auf.  Col.  Although  the  large  deficit  of  last  year  is  not 
sufficiently  explained  thereby,  it  appeared  in  view  of  the  present 
time  and  local  circumstances  that  the  many  outstanding  accounts 
and  the  piled-up  stocks  of  older  wares  seem  to  have  led  up  to  the 
deficit.  (Several  stores  in  the  neighborhood  are  more  active  and 
some  of  our  citizens  order  goods  for  their  use  and  sale.) 

At  the  first  conversation  with  Br.  Blum  the  committee  could 
find  little  hope  for  a  better  continuation  of  the  store,  and  this 
made  it  harder  for  Auf.  Col.  to  come  to  any  conclusion.  To  dis- 
continue the  store  and  thereby  almost  to  destroy  the  trade 
system  of  the  Congregation  Diacony  which  has  been  so  profitable 
for  the  whole  town  would  entail  far-reaching  consequences;  yet 
we  had  to  fear  that  through  continuing  the  store  there  might  be 
still  greater  deficits  and  detriments  for  the  Diacony. 

Whether  the  storekeeper,  Br.  Blum,  would  become  more  active 
and  filled  with  new  courage  and  carry  on  the  business  with  more 
success  if  we  should  ease  his  burden  by  taking  off  the  note-debts 
of  $4,000.00  and  reduce  by  one  to  two  thousand  dollars  the 
value  of  the  stock,  was  not  a  question  easy  to  be  answered;  but 
after  thinking  it  over  most  of  Auf.  Col.  were  in  favor  of  it, 
except  that  three  months  of  the  new  financial  year  have  already 
passed,  and  in  case  of  a  termination  of  the  contract  between  Br. 
Blum  and  the  Trustee  or  in  case  the  store  were  discontinued, 
three  months'  notice  must  be  given,  and  then  a  half  year  would 
have  passed. 

We  thought  to  share  these  our  ideas  with  Br.  Blum,  that  we 
are  inclined  to  deal  with  the  note-debts  and  the  stocks  in  the 
manner  above,  reducing  by  5  to  6  thousand  dollars,  provided  that 
he  himself  would  seek  to  collect  the  outstanding  debts  and  pay 
to  the  Trustee  and  provided  he  gives  us  hope  that  there  will  be 
no  deficit  at  the  next  closing  of  the  books.  However,  should  he 
insist  on  his  views  as  at  first  expressed,  i.e.,  that  next  year's 
deficit  would  be  just  as  great  or  even  greater,  new  deliberations 
would  have  to  take  place  for  the  best  possible  discontinuation  of 
the  store. 

Aug.  5.  The  widow  Wohlfahrt  wishes  to  move  out  of  the  lower 
rooms,  partly  because  she  is  uncomfortable  by  reason  of  the  odor 
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of  the  gutter  which  runs  by  her  windows,  partly  because  she  is 
frightened  by  noises  at  her  shutters.  Auf .  Col.  has  no  other  rooms 
to  give  at  the  present  time  and,  since  it  was  decided  today  to  sell 
Br.  Steiner's  house  as  well  as  the  one  occupied  by  the  widow 
Schulz,  we  advised  Sr.  Wohlfahrt  to  secure  the  latter  or  to  try  to 
find  lodging  in  some  private  home.  Auf.  Col.  does  not  feel 
obligated  to  care  for  her  since  she  after  her  return  renounced 
her  former  rooms  and  they  were  given  to  others. 

Auf.  Col.  agreed  with  the  wish  of  Aelt.  Conf.  that  as  soon  as 
there  is  an  empty  room  we  would  move  the  widow  Christmann 
out  of  the  Boarding  School. 

Upon  the  petition  of  Dr.  Kuhln  he  was  given  the  Right  of 
Preemption  to  the  land  which  borders  on  his  out  lot.  In  this 
connection  Auf.  Col.  accepted  as  guiding-rule  that  the  owner  of  a 
piece  of  land  always  has  the  first  right  to  the  bordering  land. 

It  was  announced  that  Br.  D.  Wohlfahrt  intends  to  build  a 
story  on  his  house ;  also  a  woodshed  on  his  lot. 

Br.  H.  Leinbach  brought  up  the  complaints  of  several  Brethren 
about  the  high  cost  of  lovefeasts.  Since  this  concerns  all  the 
members  it  was  decided  to  lay  it  before  Congregation  Council  as 
soon  as  possible. 

The  chairman  reported  that  he  had  informed  Br.  Blum  about 
what  had  been  decided  concerning  the  store  and  that  he  had 
taken  it  in  a  very  sensible  manner  and  promises  to  do  everything 
possible  to  avoid  a  deficit  next  year,  and  that  he  had  made  no 
objections  to  the  reduction  of  his  stocks  to  $15,000.00.  Auf.  Col. 
believed  now  to  have  to  fear  that  Br.  Blum,  by  making  too  great 
efforts,  might  make  a  good  profit  next  year  and  this  might  throw 
a  greater  deficit  on  the  following  year.  Therefore  it  was  decided 
that,  in  taking  the  next  inventory,  the  Trustee  should  be  present 
and  should  stress  a  strict  inventory,  in  order  to  forestall  such  a 
consequence. 

The  accounts  of  the  Congregation  Diacony  were  gone  over :  a, 
in  the  annual  account  of  the  Diacony  there  is  a  deficit  of 
$616.081/^ ;  b,  in  the  citizens'  treasury  is  a  surplus  of  $19.21V2  5 
c,  in  the  lovef  east  treasury  there  is  a  surplus  of  $12.22 ;  and  if  all 
outstanding  contributions  come  in  there  will  be  a  surplus  of 
$50.00 ;  d,  at  the  water- works  there  is  a  surplus  of  $7.00,  but  if 
all  the  bills  were  to  come  in  there  would  be  a  debt  of  $1237.00. 
Status,  $32,000.00  and  more  credits  than  debits. 

The  widow  Anna  Christ,  whose  circumstances  are  needy,  is  1 
granted  $1.00  per  week  by  Auf.  Col.  until  she  can  turn  her  part 
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of  the  land  into  money.  This  in  view  of  the  late  Br.  Christ's 
faithful  services  in  the  pottery. 

Aug.  19.  The  chairman  read  the  minutes  of  the  Congregation 
Council  to  which  the  matter  of  complaints  about  the  costs  of 
lovef easts  had  been  given.  A  majority  of  Council  were  in  favor 
of  fewer  lovef  easts  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  consider 
the  subject  further  and  to  report  back  to  Council. 

In  further  casting  about  for  a  landlord,  an  interview  was  held 
with  Br.  Sensemann,  who  offers  to  move  into  the  tavern  and  to 
discontinue  his  shop.  He  says  he  would  be  obliged  at  any  rate  to 
close  his  shop  because  his  best  customers  are  the  stage  con- 
tractors and  up  to  the  present  he  has  received  little  or  no  pay 
from  them.  Without  this  work,  on  the  other  hand,  Br.  Sensemann 
thinks  no  two  blacksmiths  could  be  kept  busy  in  town.  He  is 
willing  to  let  his  shop  stand  empty  or  to  rent  it  to  some  one  with 
the  approval  of  Auf .  Col.  Hy.  Fockel  was  considered  for  renting 
the  shop ;  however,  since  he  is  an  outsider  and  has  not  made  an 
offer,  Auf.  Col.  postponed  decision  on  Br.  Sensemann's  plan 
until  next  Monday  night. 

Br.  Schulz  communicated  the  store  notes-debtors  and  the  debts 
amounting  to  $2,501.10,  with  $391.68  back  interest  on  the  same. 
Br.  Jac.  Blum  wishes  to  collect  this,  not  only  to  give  to  the 
Trustees  for  the  reduction  of  the  stock,  but  also  for  the  Congre- 
gation Diacony.  He  expects  to  pay  off  $1,500.00  by  January  1st, 
and  with  this  amount  and  deducting  the  deficit  the  stock  would 
be  reduced  to  $15,000.00  and  bring  $750.00  interest  for  the  year. 

This  does  not  agree  with  the  plan  of  the  Congregation  Direc- 
tory which  was  given  to  Br.  Blum.  According  to  that  plan,  last 
year's  deficit  covered  the  capital  account  debt  of  the  year  before. 
The  stock  appears  as  of  May  1,  1833,  as  it  appeared  a  year  ago, 
i.e.,  $20,000.00,  and  to  reduce  this  it  was  planned  to  take  over 
about  $4,000.00  of  his  note-debts  after  the  rebate  of  6  per  cent 
noted  in  the  inventory.  The  interest  on  that  amount  should  not 
be  counted  as  an  inventory,  but  carried  to  meet  unexpected  de- 
ficiencies ;  and  if  he  then  could  pay  $1,000.00  or  $2,000.00  cash, 
these  sums  would  be  deducted  from  the  stock.  Auf.  Col.  could 
therefore  not  approve  the  views  of  Br.  J.  Blum  and  Br.  Schulz 
will  explain  this  to  him  thoroughly. 

Aug.  26,  Special  session.  Further  consideration  of  the  successor 
in  the  tavern.  Since  Br.  Sensemann  seemed  to  have  made  up  his 
mind  to  move  into  the  tavern  if  the  Congregation  Directory 
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should  elect  him,  the  first  question  taken  up  was  whether  he  was 
fitted  for  the  tavern.  We  feared  that  if  Br.  Sensemann  could  not 
collect  his  own  outstanding  money  from  the  stage  contractors, 
and  since  he  is  known  in  general  as  a  very  slow  collector  of  his 
own  bills,  it  was  felt  that  it  would  be  the  same  in  the  tavern; 
besides,  he  is  not  positive  enough  and  one  doubts  that  he  would 
get  along  there.  He  is  already  an  elderly  man;  if  he  went  into 
the  tavern  and  should  want  to  come  out  after  a  few  years,  he 
would  be  placed  in  an  unpleasant  situation.  It  was  decided  that 
different  members  of  Auf .  Col.  shall  speak  with  him  separately 
before  next  meeting. 

There  was  discussion  on  the  Brn.  Foltz  and  E.  Boner,  both  of 
whom  would  feel  the  tavern  opening  worth  considering.  We 
wished  for  good  advice  from  the  Aelt.  Conf.,  since  resolutions 
of  Auf.  Col.  are  submitted  for  their  approval. 

Sept.  2.  Br.  Schulz  reported  that  he  had  explained  everything 
carefully  to  Br.  Blum  and  for  his  better  understanding  had  given 
him  an  abstract  of  the  status  of  the  store  as  of  May  1,  1833.  Br. 
Blum  expressed  his  satisfaction,  but  was  not  inclined  to  go 
through  the  note-debtors  at  once  and  to  turn  them  over  to  the 
Trustee,  wanting  to  make  arrangements  with  the  debtors  him- 
self. The  new  notes  were  so  well  secured  that  they  could  be 
given  to  the  Trustee.  He  said  the  back  interest  would  be  included 
without  fail  and,  accordingly,  the  interest  to  be  paid  by  Br.  Blum 
on  the  stock  would  also  have  to  be  figured  to  the  time  the  notes 
are  handed  in. 

After  we  had  shared  what  different  Brethren  had  learned 
from  Br.  Sensemann,  and  the  choice  lay  only  between  Br,  Sense- 
mann and  Br.  E.  Boner,  and  it  was  understood  in  advance  with 
Br.  Sensemann  that  if  he  received  the  most  votes  the  position 
would  be  his  upon  condition  that  if  his  seriously-sick  wife  should 
pass  away,  the  matter  would  have  to  be  considered  again.  The 
ballot  resulted  in  5  for  Sensemann  and  2  for  Boner.  Thereupon 
the  chairman  read  the  contract  of  Br.  Welfare  with  the  Trustee 
and,  since  everything  necessary  is  contained  in  it,  Auf.  Col.  made 
no  additions. 

It  was  announced  that  Br.  Ch.  Blum  had  taken  the  boy  Aug. 
Transou  into  his  office  on  trial. 

When  the  tile  roofs  damaged  in  the  hail  storm  on  the  28th  of 
August  are  repaired,  Auf.  Col.  felt  the  proposal  should  be  adopted 
to  give  widow  Vierling  shingles  for  her  tile. 
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Auf.  Col.  also  voted  in  favor  that  cedar  shingles  should  be 
secured  for  the  church,  although  they  cost  $2.50  per  thousand  in 
Fayetteville  and  the  freight  $2.00.  We  felt,  also,  that  the  outside 
gallery  at  the  church  should  be  repaired  or  at  least  examined. 

Sept.  17.  Since  the  gallery  at  the  church  has  not  yet  been 
examined  Auf.  Col.  felt  that  if  a  repair  is  necessary  it  should  be 
done  in  connection  with  covering  the  roof,  because  a  scaffold  for 
the  gallery  alone  would  be  too  expensive. 

It  was  announced  that  Br.  Jac.  Blum  had  taken  a  boy,  Edmund 
Blum;  Br.  Phil.  Reich  a  certain  Alex.  Hauser;  Br.  Henry  Lein- 
bach  had  taken  Edwin  Meinung,  on  trial  for  learning  trades. 

Single  Br.  Chas.  Cooper  has  applied  to  be  allowed  to  set  up  in 
his  trade  as  cabinetmaker  and  painter.  Since  there  are  several 
cabinetmakers  in  town  and  we  have  become  wise  by  experience, 
we  took  no  action  tonight  but  postponed  the  question  until  next 
meeting. 

Sept.  28.  Br.  Fries,  who  sold  the  wife  of  our  Negro  Adam  in  the 
tavern  to  a  slave-dealer,  indicated  to  the  latter  that  perhaps  he 
might  be  able  to  buy  Adam  also,  and  would  give  him  an  answer 
by  tomorrow,  had  turned  to  Br.  Schulz  in  the  matter.  The  latter 
spoke  this  morning  with  the  Brn.  Wohlfahrt  and  Sensemann 
about  it.  Since  Adam's  behavior  has  been  good  for  quite  a  long 
time  and  he  knows  his  service  well,  he  is  necessary  in  the  tavern, 
particularly  at  a  time  of  change  of  landlords.  Br.  Sensemann  was 
not  in  favor  of  disposing  of  him  unless  special  reasons  demanded 
it.  The  decision  was,  not  to  sell  Adam. 

The  renewed  petition  of  single  Sr.  Milcah  Moss — who  is  in 
poor  health — for  a  room  in  the  Family  House  was  considered.  It 
appears  that  the  occupants  of  the  Family  House  are  very  much 
opposed  to  her  living  there.  Br.  Reichel  will  be  asked  whether 
she  could  have  Sr.  Christmann's  room  or  another  next  to  it  for 
rent. 

Br.  Lewis  Eberhard  asks  permission  to  set  up  a  blacksmith 
shop  because  he  has  too  little  work  at  his  trade.  At  the  same  time 
Br.  Fockel,  who  lives  outside  of  town,  had  asked  one  of  the 
Brethren  that  if  anything  were  transacted  in  Auf.  Col.  regarding 
Br.  Sensemann's  smith  shop,  he  wished  to  rent  it  if  he  could  make 
an  agreement  with  Br.  Sensemann.  In  the  case  of  Eberhard  it 
was  felt  that  if  he  wished  to  be  industrious  he  could  find  sufficient 
work  in  his  locksmith  and  clock-making  trade ;  however,  we  came 
to  no  decision  today. 
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We  came  to  speak  of  the  cock-fighting  which,  to  our  shame,  is 
carried  on  by  Br.  Siewers,  and  in  which  so  much  time  is  being 
wasted  by  several  young  Brethren  to  their  detriment.  Auf.  Col. 
will  soon  have  to  voice  disapproval. 

Oct.  8.  Special  session  to  consider  the  sad  economic  situation 
of  our  married  Br.  J.  L.  Leinbach,  and  his  mental  sufferings 
growing  out  of  it,  and  whether  we  could  be  of  some  help.  From 
the  statement  of  his  son,  Henry,  it  was  evident  that  an  exact 
appraisal  of  his  estate  in  present  circumstances  would  be  almost 
impossible  because,  according  to  his  knowledge  and  belief,  the 
debts  of  his  father  amount  to  $6,000.00  or  $7,000.00,  whereas  his 
oil  and  sawmill,  cotton-gin  and  buildings,  with  all  the  land,  would 
not  be  worth  much  more  than  $4,000.00  Since  almost  all  of  the 
outside  land  and  mill  property — about  $2,400.00 — is  involved  in 
a  deed  of  trust  and  his  house  here  and  the  loose  property  have 
been  made  over  to  his  son,  Traugott,  in  a  deed  of  trust  to  secure 
the  latter  somewhat  because  he  is  security  for  his  father  for  a 
considerable  sum,  consequently  there  is  only  a  quantity  of  flax 
seed,  salt,  and  several  other  articles  left  for  the  remaining  credi- 
tors, there  is  no  other  way  than  a  public  sale  of  his  whole 
property,  of  which  Br.  J.  L.  Leinbach  is  not  only  convinced  but 
earnestly  wishes  that  it  might  be  carried  out  quickly. 

Oct.  IJf.  Br.  Sensemann  stepped  into  the  tavern  October  first 
and  took  over  the  inventory  from  Br.  Wohlfahrt.  The  contract 
between  him  and  the  Trustee  can  now  be  signed. 

It  was  reported  by  Brn.  Herbst  and  J.  Vogler  that  if  it  is 
necessary,  water  from  Br.  Winkler's  cistern  could  be  led  to  Salt 
Street  more  easily  through  Sr.  Vierling's  lot  than  through  Br. 
Wm.  Boner's. 

Auf.  Col.  permitted  Sr.  Mary  Wohlfahrt  to  have  the  upper 
rooms  in  the  Christmann  house  for  an  annual  rent  of  $15.00  for 
as  long  a  time  as  the  house  is  not  sold.  Sr.  Sally  Steiner  pays  only 
$15.00  annual  rent  in  view  of  her  services  with  the  Infant  School. 
If  the  widow  Sr.  Eliz.  Christmann  would  move  into  the  former 
Schroter  room,  Br.  Reichel  will  be  asked  whether  single  Sr. 
Milcah  Moss  might  move  into  widow  Christmann's  former  room. 

While  aware  of  the  relationship  between  outside  Brethren  and 
town  congregation  members,  and  while  regarding  it  our  duty  to 
let  all  possible  advantages  come  to  the  town  citizens,  Auf.  Col. 
felt  that  Br.  Lewis  Eberhard  could  maintain  himself  in  his 
present  trade  of  locksmith  and  clock-making  without  setting  up 
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in  the  blacksmith  trade.  Since,  however,  it  is  impossible  for  Br. 
Stauber  to  do  all  the  necessary  blacksmith  work  alone  and  the 
outside  single  Br.  Henry  Fockel  is  regarded  as  an  industrious 
and  skillful  smith,  Auf .  Col.  agreed  to  let  him  continue  the  smith 
shop  of  Br.  Sensemann  for  an  indefinite  time  on  the  following 
conditions :  a,  since  he  is  not  regarded  as  a  master  he  is  not  per- 
mitted to  have  an  apprentice,  only  a  helper ;  b,  he  must  be  amen- 
able to  our  congregation  order  and  not  let  anything  happen  in 
his  shop  opposed  to  it;  c,  he  must  make  the  usual  contributions 
of  a  resident  Single  Brother;  d,  if  in  future  he  should  wish  to 
become  a  resident  of  the  town  and  a  master,  special  permission 
will  be  necessary. 

Henry  Reich,  who  has  worked  with  Br.  Sensemann  in  the 
smith  shop,  goes  to  Br.  Brietz  in  the  tannery. 

Br.  Jac.  Siewers  has  notified  the  Aelt.  Conf .  that  he  is  minded 
to  be  married  and  since  the  permission  to  settle  as  a  citizen  is 
connected  with  this,  he  asks  for  it  at  the  same  time.  He  explains 
that  he  does  not  want  to  build  for  the  present,  but  hopes  to  rent 
the  Warner's  little  house  about  the  middle  of  November,  for 
$25.00  a  year,  and  rent  Sr.  Bolow's  shop  until  spring  when  her 
son  is  expected  back. 

Although  Br.  Siewers  is  recognized  as  a  skillful  cabinetmaker, 
Auf.  Col.  found  many  things  during  his  apprenticeship  and  walk 
in  the  congregation  to  be  censured.  We  could  not  decide  on  his 
petition  now,  but  first  of  all  must  have  a  clear  statement  of  his 
economic  condition,  in  which  Br.  N.  Vogler  will  help  us. 

Br.  Th.  Vierling  wants  to  begin  a  shoemaker's  trade  for  him- 
self in  his  mother's  house.  This  will  be  decided  soon. 

Br.  Schulz  announced  that  Edw.  Ruede  did  not  approve  himself 
in  the  trial  period  in  tailoring  with  Br.  Hagen  and  now  will  go 
to  learn  with  Br.  Warner  the  tobacconist. 

Oct.  21.  Br.  Bechler  communicated  to  Br.  Hy.  Fockel  the  con- 
ditions upon  which  he  could  have  the  blacksmith  shop  of  Br. 
Sensemann.  He  plans  to  begin  work  today. 

Br.  Chas.  Cooper's  petition  to  open  a  cabinetmaking  and  paint 
shop  was  taken  into  consideration.  Auf.  Col.  felt  that  there  are 
already  too  many  cabinetmakers  in  town  and  Br.  Edw.  Bolow, 
who  is  working  in  Pa.  as  a  cabinetmaker,  is  expected  home  next 
spring.  Since  Br.  Cooper  has  not  fully  learned  his  trade,  although 
he  is  considered  an  industrious  young  man  of  good  character, 
Auf.  Col.  is  inclined  to  permit  him  to  learn  chair-making  and 
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to  do  painting  in  a  special  shop,  and  to  recommend  to  him  to 
prepare  himself  more  fully  for  cabinetmaking. 

Because  masters  of  shoemaking  are  more  plentiful  than  work, 
it  was  impossible  for  Auf.  Col.  to  grant  the  petition  of  Br.  Th. 
Vierling.  We  advise  him  for  the  time  to  remain  with  Br.  J.  Hall 
as  journeyman. 

Br.  N.  Vogler  has  spoken  with  Br.  Jac.  Siewers  and  received 
from  him  the  following  statement  for  Auf.  Col.  Assets :  timber, 
varnish,  and  stock  in  furniture,  $340.00;  tools,  $150.00;  book 
account,  $108 ;  total,  $598.00.  Debts  signed  by  him,  $350.00.  It 
was  decided  to  continue  consideration  tonight  at  7  o'clock. 

Second  session,  7  p.m.  Inquiries  revealed  Br.  Siewer's  debts  in 
town  over  $400.00,  besides  his  debt  in  Bethlehem.  After  more 
than  a  three  year's  apprenticeship,  this  did  not  seem  a  recom- 
mendation for  a  young,  skilled  workman  like  Br.  Siewers ;  hence 
Auf.  Col.  was  not  ready  to  decide  on  his  petition  today.  Br.  Vogler 
will  speak  with  him  more  in  detail,  especially  about  his  debt  in 
Bethlehem. 

We  considered  the  unpleasant  happening  that  Br.  J.  L.  Lein- 
bach  without  our  knowledge  executed  a  deed  of  trust  to  Henry 
Leinbach  for  his  house  and  improvements  in  order  to  secure  his 
son,  Traugott.  Since  this  is  a  precedent  not  to  be  permitted  for  its 
bad  consequences  for  the  future,  we  can  not  permit  this  to  pass 
in  silence,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  old  Br.  Leinbach' s  mind  is  very 
much  affected  in  his  present  situation.  Auf.  Col.  protests,  after 
fullest  consideration,  against  this  proceeding  and  declares  it  a 
breach  of  the  lease  and,  consequently,  the  deed  of  trust  made  by 
Br.  Leinbach  is  considered  null  and  void. 

Since  there  are  several  judgments  entered  against  Br.  Lein- 
bach in  the  last  court  and  the  sheriff  is  expected  soon  to  take 
security  for  these,  it  was  decided  to  consider  these  weighty  cir- 
cumstances further,  if  possible  to  be  clear  in  the  matter  before 
the  sheriff  really  seizes  the  house  or,  if  possible,  to  forestall  a 
sheriff's  sale. 

We  then  considered  the  situation  of  Br.  Traugott  Leinbach, 
who  really  suffers  principally  from  the  entanglements  of  his 
father  and  who  seems  to  be  hard  pressed  as  one  of  his  father's 
creditors  in  town.  We  asked  Br.  H.  Leinbach  to  talk  with  him  as 
to  whether  we  could  help  him  with  good  advice. 

Oct  28.  Br.  J.  Vogler  has  had  a  friendly  talk  with  Br.  Jac. 
Siewers,  the  result  of  which  was  that  the  latter  withdrew  his 
petition  for  the  time. 
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Further  deliberations  about  Br.  J.  Leinbach  were  postponed 
until  after  the  public  sale  of  his  property  which  has  already  been 
announced. 

Br.  Schulz  presented  the  inventory  of  the  tavern,  made  by  Br. 
Wohlfahrt  and  given  to  Br.  Sensemann,  in  which  a  gain  of 
$312.60  is  shown.  Br.  Schulz  was  asked  to  go  over  the  inventory 
carefully  with  Br.  Sensemann.  Auf .  Col.  then  discussed  with  the 
latter  the  conduct  of  the  tavern,  the  wages  of  several  employees, 
and  made  suggestions  for  good  housekeeping. 

Br.  Chr.  Blum's  son,  Levi,12  will  go  to  Washington  for  a  time 
in  order  to  perfect  himself  in  his  book-printing  profession. 

Br.  D.  Clewell  has  asked  Aelt.  Conf.  that  when  he  returns  in 
February  he  be  permitted  to  bring  back  the  body  of  his  wife,  who 
died  in  Greenville,  Tenn.,  for  burial  in  the  graveyard.  Auf.  Col. 
agreed  fully  with  Aelt.  Conf.  that  this  could  be  done  only  if  the 
body  is  buried  at  once  after  arrival  without  opening  the  casket. 

Dr.  Kuhln  complains,  in  the  name  of  the  widow  Reitz,  that  Sr. 
Cath.  Stauber  is  selling  baskets  and  hurts  the  business  in  the 
shop.  Since  the  same  is  done  by  others  in  the  Sisters  House,  Br. 
J.  Vogler  was  asked  to  put  a  stop  to  it ;  however,  since  Sr.  Reitz 
makes  too  much  profit  on  these  and  other  articles,  also  stocks 
things  which  she  should  not,  Br.  Schulz  will  speak  with  Dr. 
Kiihln  about  it  since  he,  as  executor,  must  keep  order. 

It  was  decided  to  revise  the  fire  ordinances  as  soon  as  possible, 
especially  in  line  with  the  new  fire  engine.  An  investigation 
should  be  made,  also,  whether  fire  hooks  and  ladders  are  in  order. 

The  buns  which  Br.  Winkler  furnishes  for  lovefeast  were 
discussed.  We  thought  it  only  fair  that  they  should  weigh  at  least 
3  ounces,  otherwise  we  shall  have  to  look  about  for  some  one 
else.  Br.  Schulz  will  tell  him, 

Nov.  11.  Since  Br.  J.  Boner  is  not  inclined  to  withdraw  his 
resignation  as  a  member  of  Auf.  Col.,  we  considered  whether 
this  place  should  be  left  open  until  the  new  election  in  January 
or,  if  Congregation  Council  is  disposed  to  continue  the  present 
Auf.  Col.  to  January,  1835,  to  make  arrangements  as  soon  as 
possible  to  fill  Br.  Boner's  place  as  representative  of  the  Single 
Brethren,  by  special  election. 

It  was  noted  that  the  widow  Sr.  Eliz.  Christmann  remains  in 
her  present  dwelling.  This  brought  the  petition  of  the  sickly 


12  The  sons,  Levi  V.  and  Edward  T.  Blum,  succeeded  the  father  and  continued  the 
printing  business,  publishing  the  newspaper  and  Blum's  Almanac.  The  almanac  has  been 
published  each  year  since  1828. 
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Sr.  Milcah  Moss  again  to  mind.  Since  there  is  no  prospect  of 
getting  her  into  the  Single  Sisters  House  where  she  belongs  and 
should  be  cared  for,  Auf.  Col.  gave  permission  that  she  could 
have  the  vacant  Schroter  room  for  $10.00  annual  rent.  At  the 
same  time  it  was  considered  fair  that  the  widow  Sr.  Rosina 
Gambold  should  pay  not  $5.00  as  hitherto,  but  $10.00  per  year 
for  her  room. 

The  married  Br.  Em.  Reich,  since  his  return  from  the  Cherokee 
country,  has  talked  with  Br,  Schulz  about  his  pressing  economic 
situation  and  given  him  a  statement  of  his  property  for  presenta- 
tion to  Auf.  Col.  According  to  this,  he  is  heavily  in  debt  but  worth 
more  than  he  owes,  and  could  work  himself  out  of  his  distressing 
position  with  industry  and  economical  housekeeping.  Br.  Schulz 
will  encourage  him  to  be  industrious  early  and  late  with  his 
apprentice  and  not  to  keep  any  journeyman. 

It  is  necessary  that  the  house  in  which  old  Br.  and  Sr.  Opitz 
live,  while  it  belongs  to  them,  should  be  transferred  to  the  Trustee 
by  bill  of  sale,  to  prevent  strife  after  their  death.  The  house  has 
been  repaired  and  fenced  for  many  years  by  Congregation  Dia- 
cony  which  has  also  supported  them  since  1820. 

Br.  Schulz  read  a  letter  to  Auf.  Col.  from  C.  F.  Griinewald  in 
Gnadau,  Germany,  about  a  barrel  of  damaged  leather  received  by 
him  in  1827,  sent  by  Br.  Byhan  and  insured  in  the  Philadelphia 
Insurance  Co.  The  ship  sailed  from  Philadelphia,  sprung  a  leak 
and  had  to  dock  at  Norfolk,  Va.  It  was  inspected  there  and  the 
assessed  damages  paid  by  the  insurance  company.  After  the  ship 
had  docked  in  Altona13  the  barrel  was  found  by  Br.  Hamel  to  be 
damaged.  It  was  opened  in  Aitona,  the  damage  assessed,  and  the 
papers  pertaining  to  it  sent  by  Br.  Griinewald  to  Br.  John  Jordan 
in  Philadelphia,  who  was  to  have  the  estimated  damage  of  165 
[?]  reimbursed  by  the  insurance  company.  The  insurance  com- 
pany declined  to  do  this  since  the  whole  procedure  is  not  accord- 
ing to  law  which  states  that  insured  wares  arriving  in  other 
harbors  and  damaged,  shall  be  publicly  sold  there  and  if  this  sale 
does  not  bring  up  the  insured  sum  the  insurance  company  must 
stand  good  for  the  balance.  Br.  Griienwald  wished  the  Congre- 
gation Diacony  to  carry  the  rest  of  the  damage  because  the 
remaining  portion  of  the  leather  was  very  much  impaired,  much 
to  his  disadvantage.  At  the  time,  expecting  such  a  demand,  a 
discount  of  25  per  cent  was  made  Br.  Griienwald's  account 
charged  with  that  much  less  in  the  Congregation  Diacony  books. 


13  Altona,  Germany. 
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In  order  to  have  this  unpleasant  matter  settled  Auf.  Col.  ad- 
vised to  divide  the  amount  involved,  so  that  half  would  be  carried 
by  the  Congregation  Diacony  and  half  by  Br.  Griinewald.  In  this 
way  the  open  account  of  Br.  Griinewald  would  be  closed  and  the 
white-leather  tannery  would  gain  about  $8.00.  Br.  Schulz  will 
notify  Br.  Griinewald. 

Nov.  25.  Br.  Schulz  had  written  at  once  to  Br.  D.  Clewell  what 
had  been  decided  by  Auf.  Col.  on  Oct.  28.  A  letter  to  his  friends 
since  then  begs  that  Mr.  Nething  might  come  for  him  and  his 
goods  as  soon  as  possible  since  he  wants  to  return  here  perma- 
nently because  of  the  prevailing  sickness  in  Greenville,  Tenn. 

We  have  heard  that  Br.  Em.  Reich  has  freed  the  17-year-old 
Naeman  Reich  serving  as  his  apprentice  and  is  giving  him  the 
wages  of  a  journeyman.  We  will  gather  more  information  and 
then  speak  with  Br.  Reich. 

Since  the  fire  company  for  the  new  engine  is  not  yet  complete, 
the  revision  of  the  other  fire  ordinances  could  not  be  undertaken. 
Poles  for  the  fire  hooks  are  to  be  ordered  and  the  fire  house  is  to 
be  floored  with  planks. 

The  inventory  of  the  tavern  given  by  Br.  D.  Wohlfahrt  to  Br. 
Sensemann  was  gone  over  with  the  latter  by  Br.  Schulz.  It  con- 
sists of  $3,642.00  and  at  the  close  showed  a  surplus  of  $354.78, 
of  which  the  Congregation  Diacony  receives  $236.52  and  Br. 
Wohlfahrt  $118.26. 

Dec.  1 6,  Special  session.  Auf.  Col.  met  to  consider  the  petition 
of  Br.  Joshua  Boner,  teacher  of  the  boys  school,  who  wants  to  be 
married.  Aelt.  Conf.  has  notice  of  this  also  but  wished  first  to 
have  the  thought  of  Auf.  Col.  Since  we  had  no  quorum  today  we 
could  decide  nothing,  much  as  we  would  like  to  be  of  help  to  this 
young  Brother.  The  matter  was  informally  discussed.  It  seems 
he  plans  to  get  along  with  his  present  salary  when  he  is  married, 
but  counts  on  the  side  income  from  playing  the  organ,  tuning- 
instruments,  and  private  music  lessons.  The  latter  could  not  be 
permitted  him  and  the  income  from  the  former  is  not  consider- 
able. One  does  not  see  how  he  could  exist,  married,  on  $14.00  a 
month. 

Since  Br.  Boner's  case  is  similar  to  that  of  Br.  W.  L.  Benzien 
in  1824,  we  reviewed  the  Minutes  of  that  time.  Auf.  Col.  was 
against  the  teacher  of  the  boys  school  being  married  for  the 
following  reasons,  which  still  apply:  1,  that  the  usual  salary  of  a 
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single  teacher  is  not  sufficient  for  a  married  one ;  2,  that  a  mar- 
ried teacher  with  the  best  of  intentions  could  not  render  the 
service  a  Single  Brother  can;  3,  the  employment  of  a  married 
teacher  would  close  the  place  in  which  young  Brethren  coming 
out  of  the  Seminary  receive  their  best  training  for  future  service. 

An  exception  was  finally  made  with  Br.  Benzien  because  he  had 
served  the  school  so  successfully  and  only  on  the  condition  that 
he  could  teach  until  we  had  other  teachers.  He  was  not  to  give 
any  private  instruction  and  not  count  on  any  support  from  the 
Congregation  Diacony.  For  playing  the  organ  he  received  free 
dwelling  and  fuel.  Br.  Benzien  after  he  was  married  could  not 
get  along  on  the  salary  of  a  single  teacher,  although  he  added 
a  considerable  sum  of  the  interest  on  his  capital.  It  is  clear  that 
Br.  Boner  would  not  fare  better  when  he  has  no  other  income. 
Further  consideration  was  postponed  until  next  Monday  night. 

It  was  noted  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Chitty  and  son,  John,  today 
moved  into  Br.  Sensemann's  house.  Although  there  is  no  objection 
on  the  part  of  Auf.  Col.,  this  should  have  been  announced  earlier 
according  to  the  rule  with  which  Br.  Sensemann  is  familiar.  It 
could  be  excused  only  because  there  was  no  session  last  Monday. 

Br.  Warner  notifies  that  Ch.  Cooper  and  Hy.  Winkler  had 
rented  his  house  on  the  usual  conditions.  The  latter  wishes  to  set 
up  his  bakery  and  confectionery  shop  there.  Auf.  Col.  gave  con- 
sent. 

Br.  Herbst  plans  to  have  a  cellar  dug  under  his  present  shop. 

Br.  Chr.  Blum  has  taken  a  journeyman  printer  into  his  shop 
for  a  short  time  on  the  usual  conditions. 

Finally  we  had  word  from  Fayetteville  that  cedar  shingles  (for 
the  church  roof)  are  not  to  be  had  under  $3.00  per  thousand. 
Hence,  we  shall  try  to  get  good  yellow-pine  shingles  here. 

Dec.  23.  Br.  Schulz  spoke  with  Br.  Em.  Reich  and  the  latter 
assured  him  that  Naeman  had  not  been  released  but  would  have 
to  work  out  his  time  as  apprentice. 

Nothing  could  be  decided  about  Br.  Boner's  request  because 
the  members  of  Auf.  Col.  were  not  all  present.  A  full  session  is 
hoped  for  two  weeks  hence. 

With  thankful  remembrance  of  the  help  of  our  dear  Lord  in  the 
often  difficult  considerations  of  the  past  year,  and  grateful  for 
the  unity  and  brotherly  love  which  have  prevailed  among  us  and 
also  the  pleasant  harmony  with  Aelt.  Conf.,  we  closed  our  de- 
liberations for  1833  with  prayer  and  praise. 
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Extracts  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Aeltesten  Confer enz,  1833. 

Jan.  22.  A  letter  of  the  9th  of  this  month  just  received  from 
Br.  Clauder  brought  us  the  sad  news,  not  entirely  unexpected, 
that  on  the  1st,  three  families  from  Georgia,  consisting  of  18 
persons,  arrived  and  claimed  that  they  had  rented  Springplace 
and  the  lands  belonging  to  it  from  the  drawer  of  the  winning 
ticket  in  the  Georgia  lottery — with  power  of  possession  of  the 
houses  and  half  of  the  mission  house — and  that  in  a  few  days, 
more  would  come,  so  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Clauder  were  compelled 
to  leave  Springplace  and  to  accept  the  offer  of  our  friend  Capt. 
McNair — 18  miles  from  Springplace — on  the  Connasauqua  in 
Tennessee,  where  for  the  time  a  house  has  been  made  ready  for 
them. 

April  9.  After  the  return  on  the  6th  of  the  single  Br.  A.  Henry 
Schulz  from  Pennsylvania,  where  he  had  been  ordained  a  deacon 
of  the  Brethren's  Church  by  Br.  Anders,  he  has  discussed  with 
Br.  Bechler  a  proposal  for  marriage  and  indeed  gives  the  name 
of  the  single  Sr.  Rebecca  M,  Bagge,  who  is  known  to  us  as  a 
suitable  and  capable  Sister  and  to  whom  the  Provincial  Helpers 
Conference  can  give  full  consent.  Br.  Bechler  was  asked  to 
confer  with  the  above  named  Sister,  and  was  willing  to  do  so. 
The  wedding  can  take  place  next  Thursday. 

Dec.  27.  We  gave  careful  consideration  today  to  requests  re- 
ceived in  a  letter  today  from  Br.  Clauder. 

A  widower,  Br.  Christian  David  Wattee,14  member  of  the  con- 
gregation in  Oochgelogy,  wants  to  marry  the  widow  of  his 
nephew,  or  sister's  son,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
congregation  there,  and  asked  Mr.  Worcester  about  the  wedding, 
who  doubts  that  such  a  relation  would  be  scripturally  permiss- 
able,  but  which  Br.  Clauder  did  not  think  to  be  prohibitive,  but 
he  wanted  the  Provincial  Helpers  Conference  to  express  opinion 
before  the  marriage.  Since  the  widow  is  not  a  blood  relation  of 
Wattee  and  the  Levitical  regulations  (Lev.  18)  do  not  forbid, 
the  Conference  agrees  with  Br.  Clauder  and  has  nothing  against 
the  marriage. 

After  Br.  Clauder  described  the  increasingly  confused  and 
distressing  situation  of  the  Cherokee  Nation,  in  which  the  state 
of  Tennessee  has  extended  its  jurisdiction  over  the  Cherokee 
lands  that  lie  within  the  boundary  of  Tennessee,  he  asks: 
Whether  it  would  be  advisable,  if  the  Cherokees  move  to  Arkan- 


14  A   Cherokee  Indian. 
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sas,  to  gather  as  a  company  for  removal  those  who  belong  to  our 
faith  so  as  to  settle  in  one  place,  and  to  inform  them  of  this  in 
advance.  If  they  should  be  against  such  an  arrangement,  then 
there  is  a  question  as  to  whether  it  would  be  possible  to  ac- 
company them  amid  uncertain  conditions  in  an  unknown  land 
where  they  are  scattered  about,  and  whether  it  might  be  better 
to  join  with  missions  served  by  other  ministers  there.  .  .  . 

The  advice  of  our  missionaries  who  were  formerly  there  is 
for  Br.  Clauder  to  tell  the  Cherokees  that  it  is  understood  that 
they  shall  not  be  forsaken  by  us,  with  the  request  that  in  case  of 
removal  they  try  to  keep  together  and  upon  arrival  in  the  land  of 
their  sojourn  they  can  rebuild  together  with  their  teachers  near 
them.  .  .  . 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Bethabara,  1833. 

Feb.  5.  The  widower  Br.  Thomas  Butner  departed  this  life 
after  16  months  of  illness  with  consumption. 

Feb.  6.  At  the  funeral,  the  pastor  of  Bethabara,  Br.  Byhan, 
made  an  address  in  German  and  Br.  Jacobsen,  pastor  of  Bethania, 
spoke  in  English. 

Feb.  19.  It  rained  so  heavily  yesterday  and  last  night  that  the 
creek  has  risen  to  unusual  height. 

Feb.  2Jf.  Br.  John  Vogler  and  Br.  Conrad  Kreuser  came  from 
Salem  and  spoke  to  the  Sunday  School. 

March  2.  The  weather  was  the  coldest  we  have  had  this  winter. 

March  3.  The  son  of  neighbors  John  &  Christina  Keyser  was 
baptized  with  the  name  William  Albert. 

March  12.  Many  have  colds,  or  catarrh,  some  seriously  affected. 

March  17.  The  daughter  of  the  widow  Sr.  Lash,  born  the  6th, 
was  baptized  with  the  name  Maria  Lucinda.  The  father  of  the 
child  died  November  21  last. 

April  7,  Easter  Sunday.  It  rained  so  hard  this  morning  that 
we  had  to  pray  the  Easter  liturgy  in  the  church  instead  of  on 
God's  Acre. 

April  21.  The  daughter  of  neighbors  William  Golson  and 
Johanna  Elisabeth  Pratt,  born  March  3,  was  baptized  with  the 
name  Mary  Eliza. 
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May  Jf.  At  1 :00  o'clock  was  the  burial  in  the  graveyard  near 
the  mill  of  the  single  Saml.  Hieke,  which  Br.  Byhan  held  by 
request. 

May  5.  This  evening  Br.  and  Sr.  Thomas  Butner  and  their 
children  had  the  preservation  of  God  on  a  visit  to  the  Crist  and 
Butner  families.  When  they  were  on  the  way  home,  near  town 
they  were  riding  down  a  little  hill,  when  the  horse's  harness 
broke ;  the  horse  shied  and  overturned  the  wagon  in  which  Sister 
Butner  and  the  children  sat,  and  they  were  all  thrown  out.  Sister 
Butner  fell  on  the  smallest  child,  who  seemed  to  be  lifeless  when 
lifted  from  the  ground,  but  recovered  in  a  short  time.  We  were 
truly  grateful  to  the  Lord  for  sparing  their  lives  and  for  pro- 
tection from  bodily  harm. 

May  16.  At  1  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  there  was  a  rain  storm  so 
heavy  that  meadows  and  gardens  were  flooded  and  considerable 
damage  was  done  to  roads,  fences,  and  fields.  An  hour  later  a 
second  rain  storm  followed  before  the  water  of  the  first  had 
drained  away,  and  the  water  rose  to  unusual  height.  Fortunately, 
the  second  storm  did  not  last  so  long,  otherwise  the  damage 
would  have  been  much  greater. 

June  16,  Sunday.  The  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Joseph  Butner,  born 
the  8th,  was  baptized  with  the  name  Augustus  Zedekiah. 

Since  Br.  Gottlieb  Shober  was  here  today,  mainly  to  attend 
the  Sunday  School,  he  preached  at  10  o'clock  on  the  words,  "He 
that  serveth  me,  him  will  my  Father  honor." 

June  26.  There  was  the  funeral  of  the  8V2  months  old  child  of 
Isaac  Butner. 

June  28.  Br.  Fruhauf  and  daughter,  Hortensia,  were  welcomed 
on  a  visit  here  today.  He  made  an  address  to  the  congregation 
in  the  evening. 

July  7.  We  read  in  three  sections  the  long  and  detailed  memoir 
of  the  late  Br.  Abr.  Gottl.  Steiner,  who  recently  departed  this  life 
in  Salem.  It  was  heard  with  much  interest  because  he  had  former- 
ly lived  in  Bethabara  and  is  well  remembered  by  various  older 
members  of  the  congregation. 

July  21.  In  the  second  meeting  there  was  the  baptism  of  the 
son  of  John  Restra  and  Susanna  Sanders,  born  on  the  5th,  with 
the  name  William  Cornelius. 
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July  28,  Sunday.  Many  of  our  members  were  in  Salem  attend- 
ing the  funeral  of  Br.  Christ ;  so  we  had  only  a  morning  meeting. 

Aug.  11.  After  a  long  dry  spell  we  had  a  nice  rain,  for  which 
we  thank  our  heavenly  Father. 

Aug.  28.  A  hail  storm  passed  over  Bethabara  and  the  neighbor- 
hood about,  which  did  much  damage  in  fields  and  gardens.  Here 
in  Bethabara  there  was  little  or  no  damage  although  rather  large 
hailstones  fell.  Greatest  damage  was  done  in  neighboring  planta- 
tions. We  are  thankful  to  the  Lord  for  protecting  us. 

Oct.  6,  Sunday.  There  were  two  morning  reading  meetings 
since  only  a  few  of  our  members  were  at  home,  most  of  them 
having  gone  to  a  Methodist  meeting. 

Nov.  1.  On  All  Saints  Day  the  evening  meeting  had  to  be 
omitted  because  almost  everyone  had  gone  to  corn  husking.  There 
was  one  in  town  and  one  in  the  neighborhood. 

Nov.  13.  This  morning  before  daybreak  there  was  a  peculiar 
appearance  in  the  cloudless  sky  where  thousands  of  fiery  sparks 
flew  out  from  a  certain  point  in  all  directions.  Many  people, 
especially  in  the  neighborhood,  were  so  frightened  that  they 
believed  the  world  was  coming  to  an  end ;  they  left  their  homes 
before  day  and  fled  to  their  neighbors,  seeking  protection. 

Dec.  22.  In  the  second  service  there  was  the  baptism  of  the 
daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Benjamin  and  Susanna  Rebecca  Krause, 
born  Nov.  21,  with  the  name  Louisa  Hortensia. 

Dec.  2Jf,  Christmas  Eve.  We  celebrated  a  lovefeast  and  sought 
again  in  spirit  to  draw  near  the  birthplace  of  Jesus.  .  .  . 

Memorabilia.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the  congregation  consists 
of  31  married  members,  7  widows,  12  Single  Brothers  and  boys, 
13  Single  Sisters  and  older  girls,  22  little  boys,  and  15  little  girls ; 
10  less  than  at  the  close  of  last  year. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Bethania,  1833. 

Jan.  3.  At  his  request  I  visited  Br.  Tom.  Butner  in  Bethabara 
and  found  him  considerably  weaker. 

Jan.  6,  Sunday.  In  meeting  I  read  the  account  of  the  journey

Jan.  8.  In  the  afternoon  I  was  called  to  visit  Br.  Tom.  Butner 
in  Bethabara.  I  returned  at  night.  Strong  northwest  wind  has 
blown  for  the  past  day  and  night. 

Jan.  11.  One  of  the  coldest  days  of  the  year.  I  visited  in  Schor- 
town  and  at  Martin  Holder's,  seeking  candidates  for  the  Holy 
Communion.  At  the  first  place  I  met  none  of  the  folks  I  wanted 
to  see.  At  the  latter  I  met  the  single  Sister  Elizabeth  Mucke,  who 
greatly  desired  to  attend.  Twins  at  Petrus  Transou's. 

Jan.  1U.  School  today.  In  the  afternoon  I  had  a  talk  with  Sr. 
Mary  Stockburger  in  Schortown  about  the  above-mentioned 
subject,  but  in  vain.  Otherwise  a  very  nice  day. 

Jan.  15.  School.  Rain  and  snow.  Yesterday  I  spoke  likewise 
with  Br.  and  Sr.  Werner.  Upon  request  I  visited  Lene  Schaub  and 
spoke  with  her  expressly  about  her  proposed  entrance  into  the 
church  here. 

Jan.  16.  Visited  Br.  John  Schor.  He  is  suffering  from  his 
same  old  trouble. 

Jan.  22.  School  was  omitted  today.  I  had  a  visit  from  my  sister- 
in-law. 

Jan.  23.  Today  and  in  the  following  days,  in  the  afternoon  I 
speak  with  most  of  the  young  people  in  Bethania  about  attending 
the  Holy  Communion. 

Feb.  3.  On  account  of  bad  weather  and  bad  roads,  few  at- 
tendants were  expected;  so  we  had  two  reading  services.  After 
dinner  I  baptized  the  daughter  of  the  Jacob  Butners,  and  a  son 
of  Br.  and  Sr.  Saml.  Th.  and  Mary  Hauser  (maiden  name  Hege) , 
born  Jan.  8,  with  the  name  Francis  Calvin.  At  his  request  I 
visited  Br.  Thos.  Butner  in  Bethabara. 

Feb.  If.  Visited  Br.  John  Schor  who  is  suffering  with  a  sty  on 
his  eye.  Wm.  Lash  is  sick  in  bed  with  catarrhal  fever. 
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Feb.  8.  Visited  John  Conrad,  who  has  somewhat  recovered 
from  his  former  sickness. 

Feb.  17.  For  two  days  there  was  heavy  rain. 

Feb.  18.  Visited  in  Pfafftown.  Very  cold  weather. 

Feb.  21*.  On  account  of  very  unfavorable  weather  there  was 
only  a  reading  service.  Evening  service  was  omitted. 

Feb.  25.  Upon  invitation  attended  the  marriage  celebration  of 
Br.  Solomon  Conrad,  who  was  married  yesterday  to  the  single 
Mary  Leinbach. 

This  month  has  been  very  rainy  and  cold.  Health  has  been  good. 

March  1.  Today  was  the  scheduled  public  examination  in  Pfaff- 
town. Today  the  long  period  of  rainy  weather  closed  with  a  storm 
and  it  cleared  very  cold. 

March  2.  Probably  the  coldest  day  of  winter.  Today  in  Betha- 
bara  election  was  held  for  constable.  Eugene  Lehman  was  elected. 

March  If.  Clear  and  cold. 

March  5.  A  little  snow. 

March  11.  Worked  in  the  garden.  Weather  very  pleasant. 
Visited  again  the  single  Sr.  Anna  Stauber,  who  has  been  critical- 
ly ill  but  is  recovering. 

March  17.  Weather  and  roads  better,  attendance  at  meeting 
was  better.  Baptized  a  daughter  of  the  Ephraim  Strubs  with  the 
name  Fiorina  Rebecca. 

March  18.  Today  there  was  a  show™  of  wild  and  foreign 
animals,  among  which  was  a  rhinoceros. 

March  19.  It  rained. 

March  20.  Rain  all  day. 

March  23.  Today  the  confirmands  came  for  the  last  instruction 
class.  After  instruction  we  added  a  short  history  and  character- 
istics of  the  Brethren's  Church. 

March  24.  On  account  of  a  shower  of  rain  the  evening  service 
was  omitted. 

March  25  and  26.  Had  a  pleasant  visit  from  our  sister  Nancy. 

18  A  traveling  circus. 
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In  the  forenoon  of  the  next  day,  Br.  Daniel  Oesterlein,  who  has 
been  living  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Simon  Stolz,  had  a  nervous  stroke. 
...  On  the  night  of  the  28th  he  received  the  blessing  for  his 
departure  and  at  2  o'clock  in  the  morning  he  breathed  his  last. 
Already  on  Wednesday  (the  27)  it  began  to  rain  and  gradually 
changed  into  a  snowstorm  such  as  the  oldest  inhabitants  could 
not  remember  this  late  in  the  season.  Since  the  ground  was  wet 
with  rain,  the  snow  did  not  lay. 

March  31,  Palm  Sunday.  In  the  early  service  we  read  a  report 
of  the  destruction  in  Barbados  after  a  typical  hurricane  in  1831, 
after  which  there  was  English  preaching  from  the  text,  "Father, 
the  hour  is  come."  In  the  afternoon  at  2:30  there  was  confirma- 
tion of  young  people,  a  blessed  service  well  attended.  In  the  eve- 
ning, with  song,  talk,  and  prayer,  we  began  the  reading  of  Holy 
Week.  Confirmed  were  Solomon  Pfaff,  Timotheus  Conrad,  Eph- 
raim  Conrad,  Ephraim  Transou,  Elisabeth  Mucke,  Rebecca  Con- 
rad, and  Catharina  Schaub. 

April  3.  On  Wednesday,  toward  evening,  after  fair  warm  days, 
there  came  a  considerable  thundershower.  However,  it  was  past 
in  time  for  evening  meeting  to  be  held. 

April  7,  Easter  Sunday.  After  a  week  of  fair  weather,  last 
night  came  a  heavy  rain  that  not  only  hindered  the  usual  celebra- 
tion on  God's  Acre,  but  also  kept  many  away  from  the  early 
meeting  in  the  church  for  praying  the  Easter  liturgy.  Preaching 
was  poorly  attended.  The  evening  meeting  was  omitted. 

April  8.  It  cleared  and  became  warmer. 

April  9.  Br.  Abraham  Transou  has  been  sick  for  some  time 
with  an  obstinate  cold  that  has  caused  tightness  in  his  chest. 

The  warm,  weather  this  week  has  brought  growth  to  all 
vegetables  and  to  trees  in  orchard  and  forest. 

April  13.  Baptized  in  Schortown  a  child  of  Frederic  Krause 
who  lives  not  far  from  Pilot,17  and  two  children  of  Jonas  and 
Friedr.  Werner  in  Mother  Werner's  home. 

April  15.  Father  Abraham  Transou  seems  to  be  better.  Sr. 
Polly  Grabs  was  suddenly  taken  sick,  but  does  not  seem  to  be  in 
serious  condition.

April  16.  Everyone  is  busy  planting  corn  and  weather  is  very 
favorable.  Warm  weather  brings  strong  growth.  It  seems  that 
there  will  be  plenty  of  all  kinds  of  fruit  this  year. 

April  21.  Visited  John  Conrad's.  He  does  not  seem  to  be  much 
changed  in  his  condition.  Corn  planting  is  about  finished. 

April  28.  Today  it  was  unusually  cool  and  it  was  feared  that 
there  would  be  a  heavy  night  frost,  but  in  the  afternoon  the 
weather  changed  and  it  became  very  warm. 

Sr.  Polly  Grabs  (John's  daughter)  is  still  very  weak. 

May.  3.  Visited  at  Jacob  Butner's,  who  lives  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  John  Grabs.  The  former  was  wounded  in  the  foot  some 
weeks  ago,  but  it  is  healing  rapidly  and  it  seems  that  no  lameness 
will  result.  I  spoke  also  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Grabs  and  found  them  on 
the  way  to  recovery.  It  was  stormy  today  and  rained  a  little. 

May  5.  It  was  cool  in  the  morning.  After  the  afternoon  meeting 
a  severe  thunderstorm  set  in,  that  refreshed  the  dry  earth.  The 
feared  frost,  which  usually  comes  at  this  time,  has  not  appeared. 

May  6.  Good  shower  of  rain. 

May  7.  Visited  at  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Conrad's.  Besides  the 
father,  who  is  in  about  the  same  condition,  there  is  the  daughter 
Rebecca,  who  is  at  present  in  a  despondent  state,  and  also  the 
mother,  who  formerly  was  thus  afflicted  and  now  is  not  so  cheer- 
ful. I  spoke  purposely  with  them.  Visited  also  in  Pfafftown. 

May  8.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Schaub. 

May  9.  At  John  Schulz's.  All  were  well. 

May  10.  Rain  storm. 

May  11.  Visited  in  Pfafftown.  Found  that  the  above  mentioned 
Rebecca  after  our  conversation,  felt  better. 

May  12.  It  rained  off  and  on. 

May  13.  Shower  of  rain.  Pleasantly  warm.  Favorable  weather 
for  all  kinds  of  growth. 

May  15.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Conrad's.  The  mother  was 
somewhat  depressed.  It  seems  that  Rebecca  is  better.  I  spoke 
purposely  with  both  of  them.  The  father  is  about  the  same  as 
usual. 
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May  16.  Daily  thunderstorms. 

May  19.  There  was  rain  in  the  night  so  heavy  that  [.  .  .] 

May  20.  There  was  no  thought  of  plowing  the  corn  although 
it  was  needed.  William  Lash  is  in  bed  again  on  account  of  his 
usual  trouble,  but  today  [,] 

May  21.  He  is  better.  Father  Abraham  Transou  continues  to 
improve.  Today  is  favorable  for  work  in  the  fields  and  every- 
one is  busy.  After  several  rainy  weeks  the  weather  seems  to 
have  changed.  It  is  lovely  spring  weather  now. 

May  23.  Today  we  went  to  Salem  to  attend  the  examination. 
There  we  learned  of  the  death  of  Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Sr  .  .  . 
Since  there  was  a  steady  rain  on  Friday  and  we  heard  that  the 
water  in  Bethabara  had  reached  an  unusual  height,  we  remain- 
ed here  until  Saturday  and  attended  the  funeral  of  the  above 
named  Brother.  Soon  afterwards  we  returned  home. 

May  27.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Conrad.  This  week  there 
was  scarcely  a  day  without  rain,  but  the  farmers  were  permitted 
to  go  about  the  long  delayed  work  in  the  corn. 

Report  for  May.  At  the  Single  Sisters'  Choir  festival,  ob- 
served on  the  5th,  there  was  a  lovely  custom  followed  again  this 
year,  that  the  auswartige  (outside)  members,  who  compose 
the  greater  part  of  this  Choir,  were  welcomed  here  on  the  day 
before  the  speaking  and  remained  overnight,  so  that  there  was 
a  truly  festal  atmosphere  about  the  services. 

June  If.  Visited  at  Br.  and  Sr.  John  B.  Miller's. 

June  5.  At  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Conrad's.  Found  the  three  patients 
in  about  the  same  condition  as  before. 

June  9.  Reading  and  preaching.  In  the  afternoon  at  1  o'clock 
lovefeast,  followed  by  communion.  In  the  evening  there  was  a 
song  service. 

Visited  today  the  widowed  Sr.  Mary  Krieger,  whose  oldest 
daughter  has  married  a  stranger.  Went  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob 
Conrad's.  Mother  and  wife  of  this  man  are  both  sick,  the  former 
with  her  usual  trouble,  and  the  latter  seems  to  suffer  from 
slow  consumption. 

June  16.  Last  week  with  good  weather  the  hay  was  brought 
in,  Today  everyone  is  busy  cutting  wheat.  The  weather  was  not 
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wholly  favorable.  It  seems  that  on  account  of  much  rain  at 
the  time  of  bloom  there  has  been  more  or  less  damage. 

Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  John  &  Jacob  Conrad's.  The  sick  are  about 
the  same,  although  Br.  John  Conrad  seems  to  be  somewhat 
better. 

June  23.  Evening  meeting  omitted  on  account  of  rain. 
June  2U.  Visited  old  blind  Caspar  Stolz. 

Many  are  complaining  about  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  with 
severe  stomach  pains. 

The  past  week  it  has  been  warm  and  sultry  but  after  a  rain 
quite  cool.  This  might  be  the  cause  of  the  above  mentioned 
sickness.  I  visited  several  sick  people. 

June  29.  After  monthly  instruction  and  a  visit  to  Jacob  Con- 
rad's, whose  wife  is  very  weak,  I  went  to  Bethabara  and  brought 
back  to  Bethania  Br.  Friihauf  and  his  daughter  Hortensia,18 
who  are  on  a  visit  from  Pennsylvania  to  Wachovia. 

Wheat  harvest  has  just  about  ended  in  this  neighborhood,  a 
little  damaged,  and  although  less  than  one  hears  of  other  sec- 
tions, sufficiently  plentiful  to  ward  off  need.  It  is  about  half  of 
the  usual  crop. 

July  2.  Visited  at  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Schaub's.  The  old  mother 
seems  to  be  near  her  end.  A  very  heavy  rain  fell  towards  eve- 
ning and  through  part  of  the  night. 

July  5.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Conrad's,  where  we  took 
leave  of  Br.  Friihauf  and  his  daughter,  who  took  the  mail  coach. 
They  will  continue  their  journey  north  by  way  of  Wythe  Court 
House  (Virginia). 

July  6.  Visited  in  Pfafftown. 

July  8.  Visited  at  Br.  and  Sr.  Schaub's.  The  old  mother  be- 
comes weaker.  Old  Father  Transou  is  so  much  troubled  with 
asthma  that  he  wanders  around  inside  and  outside  the  house 
day  and  night.  Someone  has  to  sit  up  and  watch  him  at  night. 
Dropsy  seems  to  be  affecting  his  chest. 

This  week  has  been  very  hot  and  dry. 

July  11.  Visited  at  the  Schaubs.  The  widow  is  weaker. 


18  The  next  year  Miss  Hortensia  Frueauf  was  married  in  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  to  the  Rev. 
George  F.  Bahnson,  who  accepted  a  call  to  be  pastor  of  the  church  in  Bethania.  On  July 
4,  1834,  the  young  couple  arrived  in  Bethania  to  make  their  home  in  the  parsonage. 
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July  12.  In  Pfafftown,  Sr.  Catharina  Conrad  (Jacob's  daugh- 
ter) is  better  again. 

July  13.  Today  the  widow  Sr.  Hannah  Schaub  quietly  and 
blessedly  departed  this  life. 

July  15.  At  1  o'clock  was  the  funeral  of  the  departed  Sr. 
Schaub.  The  weather  was  very  warm.  A  large  and  attentive 
congregation  was  present.  She  was  83  years  and  3  months  old. 

This  week  we  visited  again  Sr.  Elisabeth  Conrad  (Jacob's) 
who  is  sick  in  bed  with  fever.  Old  father  Abraham  Transou 
seems  to  be  near  his  end. 

Friendly  visits  were  made  to  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Schor,  John 
Conrad,  and  John  Miller.  The  heat  was  intense. 

July  27.  Monthly  instruction  was  held  in  Pfafftown  in  addi- 
tion to  preaching. 

July  30.  This  evening  at  8:30  o'clock  Br.  Abraham  Transou 
quickly,  but  quietly,  fell  asleep.  During  the  singing  of  some 
verses,  and  while  a  blessing  was  imparted  for  his  Home-going, 
he  breathed  his  last.  A  detailed  memoir  is  attached,  which  be- 
gins as  follows : 

"I  was  born  March  15,  1756,  in  Friedenthal,  Pennsylvania,  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Nazareth.  My  parents,  Johann  Philipp  and 
Maria  Magdalena  (maiden  name  Gander)  served  the  church 
community  at  the  grist  mill.  According  to  the  rules,  at  the  age 
of  eleven  months  I  was  put  in  the  so-called  nursery  in  Ephrata, 
where  I  remained,  as  other  children,  under  instruction  and 
care  of  Single  Sisters  until  my  fourth  year.  Then  I  went  for 
further  instruction  to  Nazareth  Hall.  My  education  was  inter- 
rupted two  years  later  when  my  parents  moved  with  me  and 
the  two  other  children  to  Wachovia.  During  my  stay  in  Naza- 
reth I  experienced  a  remarkable  preservation  of  my  life.  I  visit- 
ed my  parents  at  the  mill  and  played  beside  the  mill  race.  My 
father  was  not  far  away  engaged  in  conversation  with  a  man. 
After  a  time  he  looked  around  and  was  no  little  frightened  not 
to  find  me.  He  rushed  to  the  mill  race  where  he  caught  sight  of 
me  in  the  water.  When  he  drew  me  out,  I  was  exhausted.  A  few 
moments  later  I  would  have  been  drowned  ..." 

July  30.  After  a  dry  spell  of  several  weeks,  this  evening  con- 
siderable rain  fell.  The  dry  weather  was  beginning  to  affect  the 
corn,  since  it  had  begun  growth  earlier  and  is  in  the  cob. 
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July  31.  The  rain,  or  at  least  damp  weather,  continues,  and 
helps  the  corn. 

Aug.  1.  At  10  o'clock  was  the  funeral  of  the  late  Br.  Abraham 
Transou. 

Aug.  2.  We  visited  at  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Schor's. 

Aug.  A.  In  three  meetings  today,  read  the  memoir  of  the  late 
Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Sr.,  who  departed  this  life  in  Salem  on 
May  22  of  this  year. 

Aug.  5.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Jonathan  Leinbach. 

Aug.  6.  At  Br.  and  Sr.  Samuel  Hauser's. 

Aug.  8.  Today  was  election.  Since  no  brandy  was  sold,  it  was 
quiet. 

Aug.  11.  It  rained  somewhat  heavily  through  the  day. 

Aug.  IS.  It  cleared.  Visited  the  widow  Betsy  Krieger  and 
again  with  Sr.  Betsy  Conrad,  who  has  had  a  recurrence  of  ill- 
ness. 

Aug.  15.  Visited  at  Sam  Strub's. 

Aug.  19.  Harvest  begins  for  second  crop  of  hay. 

Aug.  22.  Rain  that  began  in  the  night  continued  through  the 
day.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Stockburger. 

Aug.  28.  In  the  afternoon  a  violent  rain  storm  set  in  with 
thunder,  lightning,  and  hail,  which  particularly  hindered  the 
hay  harvest,  although  here  there  was  not  so  much  damage  as 
farther  south,  as  was  the  case  in  Salem  among  other  places, 
where  many  window  panes  were  broken  and  other  damage 
was  done. 

Aug.  29.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Schaub. 

Aug.  30.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Schulz.  Sr.  Schulz's  eyes 
seem  to  get  worse. 

Aug.  31.  Instruction  and  preaching  in  Pfafftown.  I  spoke  with 
Sr.  Maria  Holder,  who  lately  at  a  camp  meeting  seemed  to  show 
strong  inclination  to  join  the  Methodists.  However,  it  seems 
for  the  time  that  she  has  no  such  purpose.  Visited  also  Jacob 
Conrad. 
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Sept.  1.  Today  there  was  preaching  by  several  Methodist 
preachers  in  a  school  house  a  half  mile  from  here,  and  it  seems 
that  there  was  consecration  of  the  house  for  preaching  and  of 
a  nearby  hill  for  a  Negro  graveyard.  For  this  reason  meetings 
here  were  not  well  attended. 

Sept.  2.  Visited  the  widow  Sr.  Sarah  Stockburger.  The  weath- 
er this  week  has  been  very  hot,  especially  since  the  hail  storm. 

Sept  6.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Miller. 

Sept.  7.  In  the  afternoon  all  the  young  people  of  the  town  ex- 
cept three  came  to  speaking.  It  was  pleasing  to  notice  with  what 
frankness  they  expressed  themselves  about  their  spiritual  con- 
dition. It  is  not  to  be  denied  that  in  a  part  of  the  community, 
especially  in  and  around  Pfafftown,  there  is  a  religious  move- 
ment, to  which  the  camp  and  other  meetings  of  the  Methodists 
in  this  neighborhood  have  undoubtedly  contributed.  It  was  al- 
ready dark  when  we  closed. 

Sept.  9.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Werner  and  in  Schortown. 

Sept.  15.  At  the  communion  this  time  for  the  first  time  the 
Brothers  and  Sisters  did  not  sit  together,  but  each  on  their  own 
side,  as  in  other  meetings. 

Sept.  23.  It  is  fine  autumn  weather.  Mornings  are  cold,  but 
later  with  bright  sunshine  the  days  are  warm  and  pleasant. 

Sept.  2Jf.  Today  William  Conrad  and  Nancy  Klein  were  mar- 
ried by  a  justice.  I  visited  Jacob  and  Daniel  Spoenhauer. 

Sept.  27.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Conrad. 

Sept.  28.  Preached  in  Pfafftown.  Mr.  White,  an  agent  of  the 
Sunday  School  Union  in  Philadelphia,  was  present  and  after 
preaching  he  made  an  address  on  behalf  of  the  Sunday  School. 

Sept.  30.  It  rained  in  showers  in  the  forenoon  but  not  enough 
to  moisten  the  dry  earth  so  that  the  farmers  could  turn  the  stub- 
ble. 

Wednesday  the  25th  there  was  the  sale  of  the  property  left 
by  the  late  Br.  Abraham  Transou.  The  young  Elias  Schaub 
bought  house  and  lot  for  $152.  The  widow  will  live  at  Jacob 
Stolz's. 

Oct.  1.  A  rainy  day.  I  visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Schulz.  He  has 
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been  seriously  ill  for  a  week  with  a  kind  of  fever  complication 
and  he  is  prepared  for  his  Home-going.  The  family  is  in  great 
sadness ;  he  is  their  only  able-bodied  man. 

I  visited  Jacob  Reich,  whose  wife  Philippina  (maiden  name 
Transou)  is  in  sad  condition  and  circumstances. 

Oct.  2.  Visited  Jacob  Schulz,  who  seems  to  be  near  the  end. 

Oct.  U.  At  10  o'clock  Br.  Jacob  Schulz  departed  this  life.  1 
visited  there  in  the  afternoon. 

Oct.  6.  At  10  o'clock  was  the  funeral  of  the  departed  Brother. 
The  service  was  well  attended. 

In  the  afternoon  I  went  to  Pfafftown  and  preached  the  anni- 
versary sermon.  Br.  Peter  Transou  of  Waughtown,  secretary 
of  the  Union  (in  Salem),  made  an  address. 

Oct.  9.  I  visited  Jacob  Reich.  Philippina  is  rather  worse  than 
better. 

Oct.  10.  Visited  the  widow  Jacob  Schulz. 

Oct.  11.  The  day  was  very  cool.  It  rained  during  the  night 
rather  heavily. 

Oct.  12.  There  was  a  violent  wind  storm  toward  evening  and 
during  the  night  until  morning. 

Oct.  ll+>  Visited  Sister  Elisabeth  Conrad.  Her  husband  is  on 
a  journey  to  Pennsylvania. 

Oct.  15.  Visited  at  Jacob  Reich's.  Philippina  is  better.  Oct.  16. 
At  John  Schor's. 

Br.  Chrn.  Lash  has  been  sick  with  fever  since  last  Sunday, 
but  today  is  somewhat  better. 

Oct.  20.  Last  night  rain  began  which  continued  the  greater 
part  of  the  day. 

Oct.  26.  Preached  in  Pfafftown.  Unusually  cold.  Ice  this 
morning. 

Oct.  28.  Cold  weather  continues.  Frost  and  icy  every  morning. 

Oct.  29.  Visited  Jacob  Reich's;  Philippina  is  better. 

Nov.  3,  Sunday.  Instruction,  reading,  and  German  preaching 
at  the  usual  time.  In  the  evening  a  song  service.  In  the  after- 
noon singing  school  was  held  for  the  children.  It  rained  and  the 
weather  is  warmer. 
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Nov.  8.  The  sky,  which  has  been  threatening  rain  for  two  days, 
cleared  Tuesday  evening  suddenly  and  pleasant  warm  weather 
set  in,  which  continued  until  Saturday,  and  then  a  considerable 
rain  fell,  which  was  helpful  for  the  seed  sown.  On  the  afore- 
mentioned day  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  child  of  a  neighbor, 
Lewis  Hauser,  named  John  Lawrence,  5*4  years  old,  whose  life 
was  ended  because  while  in  play  a  walnut  kernel  was  stuck  in 
his  windpipe. 

Nov.  10.  Pleasant  weather  again  today. 

Nov.  11.  Last  night  there  was  much  rain. 

Nov.  13.  This  morning  an  unusual  display  of  shooting-stars 
attracted  much  attention  and  with  some  caused  anxiety. 

It  has  since  become  very  cold  and  for  a  little  while  has  been 
stormy. 

Since  Tuesday  I  have  kept  school  for  several  little  children. 

Nov.  17,  Sunday.  In  spite  of  rough  and  cold  weather,  few 
were  absent  from  services. 

After  school  during  the  week  I  visited  Henry  Schulz  and 
Mich.  Sailor,  as  well  as  in  Pfafftown. 

Nov.  2Jf,  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  some  of  the  men  met  with 
some  of  the  young  people  to  discuss  the  establishment  of  a 
Sunday  School  here.  Eight  subscribed. 

Nov.  25.  Today  Philippina  Reich  came  here  on  foot  to  Solomon 
Transou's.  It  seems  that  she  asserted  that  her  husband  had 
driven  her  out.  Two  days  later  he  came  to  fetch  her  back.  She 
is  in  a  distracted  condition. 

Nov.  30.  Preached  in  Pfafftown.  A  little  daughter  of  Br.  and 
Sr.  Michl.  Sailor  was  baptized  with  the  name  of  Lydia,  born 
October  13. 

This  month  unusually  cold  weather  continued.  Aside  from 
colds  there  has  been  no  sickness. 

Dec.  1,  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  another  meeting 
about  organizing  a  Sunday  School  and  a  Board  of  Managers 
was  constituted,  consisting  of  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer. 
Later  a  vice-president  would  be  elected. 

The  weather  was  warm  and  pleasant. 

Dec.  4.  Went  to  Salem  where  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the 
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Stokes  County  Sunday  School  Union  and  reported  on  the  con- 
tinuation of  proceedings  on  behalf  of  a  Sunday  School  here. 

Dec.  7.  Went  to  Henry  Schulz's  at  the  request  of  the  family 
to  baptize  the  child  born  Nov.  4  after  the  death  of  the  father. 
It  received  the  name  Julie  Antoinette  Mandeville. 

Dec.  8,  Sunday.  Reading  and  preaching.  In  the  afternoon  at 
1  o'clock  the  Sunday  School  here  began.  The  school  room  in  the 
parsonage,  half  of  the  former  meeting  hall,  was  given  to  this 
purpose.  Twenty-five  children  and  young  people  were  present 
as  pupils  and  enough  teachers  volunteered  so  that  the  school 
could  begin  without  hindrance. 

There  was  continued  cold  weather,  especially  on  Wednesday 
and  Thursday 

Dec.  IJf.  Last  night  rain,  hail,  and  snow  set  in  and  continued 
through  the  day. 

Dec.  15,  Sunday.  On  account  of  the  bad  roads,  few  attendants 
were  expected  for  services,  so  that  after  reading  we  had  a  con- 
gregation meeting  instead  of  preaching.  The  Sunday  School, 
however,  was  attended  by  all  the  children  and  there  were  three 
new  pupils.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  song  service. 

School  was  omitted  this  week  on  account  of  baking  [Christ- 
mas cakes?]  and  butchering  among  our  families.19 

Dec.  20.  Visited  at  Jacob  Conrad's.  His  wife  is  bedridden 
again. 

Dec.  2U,  Christmas  Eve.  At  5  o'clock  there  was  the  Christmas 
Eve  lovefeast.  More  than  100  children  attended.  Unfavorable 
weather  of  past  days  became  milder  so  that  there  was  no  hind- 
rance on  that  part.  There  was  a  large  gathering  of  people  but 
there  was  no  disturbance.  A  number  of  children  who  had  prac- 
ticed under  direction  of  Srs.  Oehman  &  Cath.  Strub  a  number 
of  Christmas  pieces,  sang  them  with  the  piano  forte  in  a  very 
lovely  manner.  After  the  reading  and  address  there  was  anti- 
phonal  singing  by  children  and  the  congregation,  with  alter- 
nating accompanyment  by  piano  forte  and.  organ. 

Dec.  25,  Christmas  Day.  At  10 :30  there  was  the  festal  sermon 
in  English  and  the  children  again  sang  some  of  their  pieces.  In 

10  What  have  been  humorously   described  as   "movable   festivals,"   when   children  were 

allowed  to  stay  home  from  school  and  help,  were  the  days  for  hog-killing  and  for  baking 

Christmas  cakes,  popular  molasses-flavored  cookies  baked  in  large  quantities  for  con- 
sumption during  the  holiday  season. 
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the  evening  there  was  the  liturgy.  It  was  cold  and  stormy  in  the 
afternoon. 

Dec.  26.  Visited  in  Bethabara. 

Dec.  29.  Cold  and  clear. 

Dec.  31.  After  the  weather  yesterday  and  the  night  before 
had  been  very  rainy,  it  become  more  friendly  today,  clear  and 
warm.  At  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  there  was  meeting  for  the 
children.  In  the  evening  at  8  o'clock  there  was  a  delightful  love- 
feast.  No  strangers  were  admitted.  At  10  o'clock  there  was 
reading  of  the  Memorabilia,  at  which  only  members  of  the  con- 
gregation were  admitted.  At  11:30  o'clock  there  was  the  serv- 
ice for  the  close  of  the  year.  At  this  last  meeting  the  church  was 
filled,  although  we  had  not  expected  it  on  account  of  the  bad 
roads.  The  people  were  quiet  and  reverent  and  went  home  after- 
wards without  disturbance. 

Extracts  from  the  Diaries  of  Friedberg  and  Hope,  1833. 
[A.  H.  Schulz  writes  the  following:] 

April  20.  Following  the  call  of  October  of  last  year,  today  my 
dear  wife  and  I  moved  to  Friedberg.20  Indescribable  are  the 
feelings  that  mastered  us  when  we  caught  sight  of  the  lovely 
green  grain  fields,  the  beautiful  little  church,  and  the  glorious 
grove  of  oaks  that  forms  a  crown  for  Friedberg!  Our  hearts 
were  lifted  up  to  Him  Who  has  called  us  here  to  this  His  vine- 
yard, and  silently  we  implored  Him,  "Lord,  Lord,  let  us  be 
truly  useful  laborers  in  Thy  service!  Let  Thy  strength  be  made 
manifest  in  our  weakness!" 

Soon  after  our  arrival  the  wagon  came  with  our  belongings 
so  we  were  busy  until  late  at  night.  The  weather  today  was  un- 
usually lovely. 

[The  next  day,  Sunday,  April  21,  Br.  Schulz  was  installed 
by  his  father.] 

April  22.  Visited  our  nearest  neighbors,  Jacob  Mock  and  Thorn. 
Fisher.  The  latter  was  not  at  home.  The  friendship  and  love  of 
our  people  are  noticeable. 

April  23.  After  breakfast  we  walked  about  a  mile  to  widow 
Beroth's  to  see  a  cow  offered  for  sale.  The  older  girl  Pauline 


20  They  had  been  married  on  April  16.  (See  Minutes  of  Aeltesten  Conferenz  for  April  9, 
1833.) 
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Fisher  (Thomas'  daughter)  was  our  guide  and  her  pleasing  and 
courteous  manner  was  a  joy  to  us  since  we  had  scarcely  ex- 
pected to  find  such  here  in  the  backwoods. 

April  24.  In  the  cool  of  the  evening  we  took  a  walk  to  Br. 
and  Sr.  Daniel  Spach,  Sr.  He  was  not  at  home  because  he  was 
still  at  work  in  the  field. 

April  26.  About  4:00  in  the  afternoon  we  walked  to  Br.  and 
Sr.  Conrad  Fischel's  and  to  our  widowed  Sr.  Rominger,  who 
lives  with  her  children,  the  Thomas  Padgets.  The  latter  attends 
church  only  at  Hope  because  he  cannot  understand  a  German 
sermon.21  We  found  the  widow  Rominger  ill,  but  mostly  on  ac- 
count of  family  troubles  of  all  sorts — some  months  ago  her 
daughter  Carolina  Hanes  was  snatched  away  by  death,  and  her 
son  is  given  to  drink  and  all  of  the  ensuing  burdens. 

April  27.  In  the  afternoon  we  visited  venerable  father  Hora- 
tio Hamilton,  who  was  happy  that  we  had  not  forgotten  him. 

April  28.  Today  I  became  better  acquainted  with  the  so-called 
Charity  Sunday  School  where  I  listened  to  all  classes  in  reading 
and  spelling.  The  former  (boys  and  girls)  I  catechized  a  little 
and  commended  the  children  to  the  Saviour,  firmly  convinced 
that  in  our  sphere  of  activity  the  youth  are  especially  included. 

After  preaching  I  baptized  the  son  of  our  friends  John  and 
Susan  Byerly  with  the  name  of  Harrison  Franklin.  Since  the 
father  is  of  the  Presbyterian  inclination  and  desires  to  unite 
with  our  church,  I  invited  him  to  attend  our  meetings  regularly 
to  become  acquainted  with  our  Brethren's  Church. 

April  30.  The  older  girl,  Pauline  Fischer,  this  afternoon  under 
my  instruction  practiced  on  the  organ  in  playing  chorales,  in 
which  she  seems  to  be  at  home.  I  wrote  some  German  verses  for 
her  to  learn,  since  she  has  memorized  only  in  English,  for  few 
families  in  this  congregation  have  a  German  hymn  book.  This 
last  circumstance  is  to  be  regretted  since  there  in  an  inexhausti- 
ble treasure  laid  up  in  our  precious  hymns. 

May  1.  Heat  was  90°  Fahrenheit. 

May  5.  After  opening  Sunday  School  in  Friedberg  I  drove  to 
Hope  in  company  with  my  wife  and  the  young  single  Levi  Fisher. 


21  The  first  settlers  in  the  Hope  community,  among  them  the  Padget  family  coming  from 
Maryland,  were  English-speaking.  Hope  Church  was  the  first  Moravian  church  in  Wacho- 
via in  which  the  English  language  was  used  exclusively  from  the  beginning. 
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At  12  o'clock  I  preached  my  introductory  sermon  to  a  congre- 
gation that  completely  filled  the  auditorium. 

May  6.  In  the  afternoon  we  tried  to  visit  the  widowed  Br. 
Philip  Vogler,  but  could  not  on  account  of  the  high  water  of  the 
South  Fork  Creek.  I  visited  today  our  neighbor  John  Spach, 
who  formerly  belonged  to  our  Society  but  now  usually  attends 
Methodist  meetings.  He  was  not  at  home,  but  his  wife  (maiden 
name  Mack)  expressed  the  wish  to  attend  the  congregation 
festival  next  Sunday,  which  I  approved. 

May  7.  We  visited  at  C.  Hege's  and  Rippel's  and  the  widow 
Philip  Hohns  (Hanes).  We  were  sorry  not  to  find  Br.  Rippel  at 
home  since  we  learned  from  Br.  Hege  that  Br.  Rippel  is  often 
in  a  condition  of  great  spiritual  confusion  for  his  son  and 
daughter  keep  after  him  day  and  night  with  praying  and  cry- 
ing, trying  to  get  him  to  join  the  Methodists. 

May  10.  The  well  was  cleaned  today  after  6  feet  of  water 
was  dipped  out  with  much  trouble. 

May  12.  The  congregation  celebrated  its  festival  with  a  large 
number  present  in  spite  of  the  rain.  Our  two  fathers  [of  the  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  Schulz],  Theodore  F.  Schulz  and  Carl  F.  Bagge,  were 
present  and  the  former  assisted  with  the  services. 

May  13.  In  spite  of  numerous  showers  interspersed  with  sun- 
shine, we  visited  our  neighbor  Thomas  Rominger,  Br.  and  Sr. 
Padget,  and  Daniel  Wesner,  and  came  home  tired  and  wet. 

May  lJf.  I  spoke  with  the  single  Br.  Miles  Vogler  about  his 
often  expressed  wish  to  become  a  messenger  of  the  Lord  to  the 
heathen22  ....  I  advised  him  to  become  well  acquainted  with  the 
Holy  Bible,  hymns  of  the  church,  and  the  history  of  the  Breth- 
ren's Church,  and  that  if  time  and  circumstances  permitted,  I 
would  be  glad  to  instruct  him  in  geography,  history,  English, 
and  other  branches  of  learning,  with  good,  if  not  erudite  in- 
struction. 

May  19.  I  gave  notice  that  every  third  Sunday  Preaching 
would  be  in  English. 

May  21.  Married  the  widower  Br.  Philip  Martin  Vogler  and  the 
widow  Sr.  Elizabeth  Peddycoart  at  the  home  of  the  bride.  About 


22  Miles  Vogler  later  served  as  a  missionary  to  the  Cherokee  Indians. 
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60  persons  were  present.  The  South  Fork  Creek  was  so  swollen 
that  we  could  hardly  get  across. 

May  22.  In  the  afternoon  we  visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Charles  Walk, 
and  their  parents,  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Joseph  Walk.  It  is  interesting 
to  find  the  sons  living  on  the  same  place  and  in  the  same  house 
where  their  father  and  grandfather  have  lived.  Joseph  Walk's 
house  was  built  by  his  father  Martin.  This  circumstance  in- 
terests us  especially  since  we  have  begun  reading  with  much 
pleasure  the  old  diary  of  Friedberg  since  the  beginning  of  the 
Society  here  in  1769. 

May  26.  Nature  seemed  to  be  in  all  its  glory  for  this  festal 
Whit  Sunday ;  it  was  a  beautiful  day.  .  .  .  After  dinner  I  swung 
into  the  saddle  and  rode  with  Br.  Levi  Fisher  through  the  risen 
waters  of  South  Fork  Creek  at  Peddycoart's,  across  the  bridge 
of  the  Middle  Fork  at  Stafford's,  and  on  to  Hope,  where  we 
arrived  at  3  o'clock.  Visiting  us  today  were  our  sister-in-law 
Lucinda  Bagge  and  the  older  girl  Matilda  C.  Winkler,  who  ex- 
pect to  remain  here  for  some  days. 

May  27.  I  rode  today  with  Br.  Jac.  Mack  and  visited  several 
of  our  neighbors  and  Brothers  and  Sisters,  viz.,  (1)  John  Spach 
(called  Bachelor),  (2)  John  Hege  (who  suffered  a  painful  back 
injury  in  a  fall  from  a  horse),  (3)  Jesse  Gladfelter — for  9  years 
he  has  been  afflicted  with  the  white  swelling,  (4)  the  father 
John  Gladfelter,  where  we  rested  at  noon,  (5)  Mr.  Peter  Hart- 
man,  (6)  the  old  father  Mack,  who  had  asked  me  to  visit  him. 
At  his  request  I  sang  some  German  verses  and  offered  prayer. 
There  were  about  15  persons  present  for  these  home  devotions. 
The  worthy  old  man  of  80  years  greatly  desired  soon  to  depart 
and  be  with  Christ.  I  encouraged  him  to  be  patient  and  to  wait 
on  the  Lord.  Upon  my  departure  he  asked  me  to  come  again, 
since  he  had  been  brought  up  in  the  Lutheran  Church  and  pre- 
ferred the  method  of  teaching  of  the  Brethren's  Church  to  that 
of  the  Methodists.  Then  we  rode  on  to  (7)  the  widow  Elizabeth 
Hege,  (8)  Jacob  Spach  (who  was  not  at  home),  and  (9)  to  our 
senior  in  Friedberg,  namely,  John  Fishel,  who  is  72  years  old. 
Toward  evening  I  visited  Conrad  Fishel,  who  lies  very  sick 
with  diarrhoea. 

May  28.  At  4  o'clock  a  room  company  from  the  Girls  Board- 
ing School  in  Salem  visited  us  for  a  short  time. 
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May  29.  The  old  diary  of  Friedberg  affords  us  much  pleasant 
reading. 

May  31.  The  farmers  are  busy  plowing  corn.  God  be  praised! 
It  has  not  rained  for  some  days. 

June  1.  We  visited  a  neighbor,  Barny  Kimmel  (Bernhard), 
who  was  not  at  home.  Then  we  went  to  Conrad  Fishel's,  who 
seemed  to  be  better. 

June  2.  In  Hope  as  well  as  in  the  Friedberg  district  there  has 
been  much  of  the  so-called  bowel-complaint,  due  doubtless  to 
the  damp  weather. 

June  3.  With  my  sister  Lisette  we  visited  John  George  Spach 
and  had  vesper  there.  On  the  way  back  we  saw  the  exquisite 
rock  formation  and  we  observed  especially  the  beautiful  so- 
called  "High  Rock."23 

June  1U.  Today  Br.  Mack  began  to  cut  our  rye. 

June  16.  Scarcely  had  I  returned  from  preaching  at  Hope 
when  our  neighbor  Bender  came  to  tell  me  that  Sr.  Kreuzfiisser 
was  very  weak  ....  After  supper,  in  company  with  the  single 
Levi  Fisher  I  set  out  to  visit  her.  The  aged  suffering  mother  had 
changed  very  much  but  was  still  conscious.  At  the  request  of 
her  and  her  sorrowful  husband,  in  the  presence  of  children  and 
children's  children  and  of  Br.  Philip  and  his  wife,  I  sang  some 
verses  and  offered  earnest  prayer,  and  imparted  to  her  the  bless- 
ing of  the  Lord  for  her  approaching  end.  Then  we  rode  home, 
not  without  difficulty,  adventure,  and  some  danger  on  account 
of  the  bad  places  in  the  bottom,  from  Hege's  Creek,  in  the  dark 
night,  arriving  at  10:30  o'clock.  God  be  praised! 

June  19.  1  rode  to  Salem  and  welcomed  our  dear  Brother 
Frueauff,  who  with  his  daughter  Hortensia  has  come  to  visit 
the  Wachovia  churches  and  several  good  old  friends.  They  ar- 
rived in  Salem  hale  and  hearty  on  the  13th,  from  Bethlehem, 
coming  by  way  of  Philadelphia,  Richmond,  and  Danville. 

June  22.  Today  at  10:30  a.  m.  in  spite  of  the  busy  harvest 
time  a  large  company  gathered  for  the  funeral  of  our  departed 
Sr.  Catherina  Creuzfusser.  .  .  .  She  was  born  in  Yorktown, 
Penna.,  in  1760,  the  daughter  of  Johann  Adam  and  Ursula 


23  This  rock  formation  is  found  about  a  half-mile  south  of  the  Waughtown-Clemmons 
Road  and  the  same  distance  east  of  Salem  Creek.  Granitic  rock  underlies  this  area  and 
a  granite  quarry  was  operated  for  some  years  near  "High  Rock." 
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Catharina  (maiden  name  Thomas)  Fischel.  ...  In  1779  she  came 
with  her  parents:  to  Carolina  and  they  settled  at  Friedland. 

We  went  to  Hope  for  the  festival  of  the  widows  and  Single 
Sisters.  The  following  unmarried  young  women  at  their  request 
attended  communion  as  spectators:  Nancy  Campbell,  Maria 
(Polly)  Campbell,  Sophane  Mass,  Elizabeth  (Betsy)  Cook,  and 
Elizabeth  (Betsy)  Peddycoart. 

June  23.  This  morning  we  had  the  pleasure  of  a  visit  from 
Br.  Frueauf  and  his  daughter  Hortensia,  and  our  fathers  Bagge 
and  T.  Schulz  from  Salem.  A  large  congregation  heard  Br. 
Frueauf  preach  on  the  gospel  for  the  day,  Luke  15 :1-10. 

June  26.  I  rode  with  our  visitors  about  half  way  to  Friedland 
where  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl  met  us  to  take  them  in  his  conveyance, 
and  after  hearty  farewell  I  returned  to  Friedberg. 

July  2.  Most  of  the  farmers  have  brought  the  rye  and  wheat 
under  roof.  There  is  complaint  that  the  yield  is  smaller  than 
expected,  especially  of  wheat.  Stormy  weather  is  blamed,  which 
took  place  during  the  bloom  of  the  grain  and  destroyed  the 
blossoms. 

July  7,  Sunday.  On  the  way  back  from  Hope  I  visited  at  Mr. 
John  Slater's  and  at  Peddycoards',  particularly  to  see  Horatio 
Peddycoard,  who  was  sick  in  bed  with  a  burning  fever.  Little 
John  Slater  also  lay  sick,  which  his  parents  attributed  to  the 
bite  of  a  poisonous  spider24  on  his  finger.  I  advised  them  as  well 
as  the  Peddycoards  to  seek  help  from  an  experienced  and  edu- 
cated physician  and  not  be  taken  in  by  a  quack,  which  the  par- 
ents promised  to  do. 

July  10.  Now  we  have  in  July  what  usually  comes  in  June, 
summer  heat.  It  has  been  cool  in  our  region  and  generally 
throughout  the  United  States.  This  week  our  neighbors  should 
finish  the  oats  harvest,  which  promises  a  good  yield. 

July  12.  Toward  evening  my  wife  and  I  drove  to  Jos.  Walk's. 
Not  far  from  the  house  my  horse  stumbled  and  fell.  With  the 
help  of  Br.  Walk  and  his  Negro  we  got  the  horse  again  on  his 
feet  without  horse  or  carriage  being  damaged,  God  be  praised ! 

July  IJf,  Sunday.  Since  I  had  been  called  by  the  Methodists 
to  visit  their  school  house  (Bethany  Sunday  School)  and  preach 


24  Black  Widow  Spiders  are  well-known  in  the  Friedberg  community, 
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especially  on  the  purpose  and  needs  of  the  Sunday  Schools  so 
well  recognized  at  this  time,  after  the  midday  meal  I  rode 
there  in  company  with  Br.  C.  Hege.  On  account  of  the  large 
number  of  hearers  it  was  decided  to  make  use  of  the  Stand 
in  the  open  air  for  preaching,  which  I  did  with  prayers  to  the 
Lord  for  His  assistance.  I  was  received  with  much  apparent 
friendship  and  love  by  teachers  of  the  Sunday  School. 

While  I  was  on  Bro.  Hege's  porch,  we  saw  a  flash  of  lightning25 
that  struck  a  tree  nearby  and  split  it  from  top  to  bottom. 

July  18.  More  than  seventy  neighbors  and  friends  today  at- 
tended a  wedding,  the  ceremony  being  performed  in  the  German 
language  at  the  home  of  the  bride.  I  regret  at  such  occasions 
the  harmful  custom  of  the  use  of  spirituous  drinks,  regardless 
of  age  or  sex,  and  with  the  greatest  insistance  to  partake.  If 
the  wedding  had  been  held  in  God's  house,  and  there  had  been  a 
lovefeast,  the  expense  would  have  been  so  much  less  and  there 
would  not  have  been  so  much  shame. 

July  19.  1  rode  in  company  with  Br.  Christian  Hege  to  visit 
widow  Bockel  and  then  to  her  son-in-law  George  Tesch,  where 
we  had  the  midday  meal  and  ate  our  first  sweet  potatoes  of 
the  season  ....  We  rode  on  to  Reedy  Creek  to  visit  Mr.  John 
Berril,  who  formerly  belonged  to  Friedberg.  From  there  we 
rode  on  to  visit  the  four  Single  Sisters  who  live  together,  Cath- 
arina,  Elizabeth,  Mary,  and  Anna  Volz  (Foltz).  We  also  visited 
the  Byerly  home,  where  the  wife  is  a  member  of  our  church. 
There  we  had  a  beautiful  view  of  the  Yadkin  River.  I  came 
home  late  in  the  evening  and  found  my  wife  sick  with  fever. 

July  26.  We  heard  with  regret  that  day  before  yesterday 
three  of  Br.  Hamilton's  horses  were  killed  by  lightning. 

July  28.  On  account  of  the  "three  days  Meeting"  of  the  Method- 
ists at  Bethany,  few  came  to  preaching  here  today. 

Toward  evening  we  took  a  pleasant  walk  to  our  neighbors, 
Arch.  Davis  the  "settler"  and  Kimmel,  Sr. 

Aug.  5.  I  visited  George  Tesch  who  has  been  sick  with  a  pain 
in  his  side.  I  gave  him  a  tract  that  answers  the  question,  "Who 
is  worthy  to  go  to  Holy  Communion?"  I  had  opportunity  today 

25  It  seems  that  lightning  has  a  preference  for  the  South  Fork  Creek  valley.  Many 
"strikes"  have  been  noted  in  recent  years.  One  flash  struck  at  a  stone  quarry  about  a 
mile  north  of  the  creek,  resulting  in  the  explosion  of  dynamite  that  brought  death  and 
destruction. 
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to  speak  in  detail  to  C.  Rippel  about  true  heart  religion,  separat- 
ism, proselytism,  Methodism,  etc. 

With  the  consent  of  the  house-fathers  we  began  here  in  Fried- 
berg  a  prayer  meeting  at  5  p.  m. 

Aug.  6.  In  company  with  Chas.  Walk  I  rode  to  Fried.  Schott, 
Jos.  Noething,  Jos.  Rothrock,  Christ,  Daniel,  George,  and  Philip 
Rothrock,  widow  Reich,  etc.  Noticeable  is  the  stir  of  religious 
interest  caused  principally  by  the  activity  of  the  Methodists  .... 
The  wife  of  our  Br.  Daniel  Rothrock  and  the  widow  Reich,  who 
both  belong  to  us,  are  said  to  have  "shouted"  ("geschout") 
last  Sunday. 

Br.  Joshua  Boner,  Jr.,  gave  us  the  pleasure  of  a  visit  this 
evening. 

Aug.  9.  I  talked  in  all  friendliness  with  J.  M.  about  the  Shoot- 
ing-Match which  is  to  be  held  at  his  house  this  month  for  the 
second  time  ....  He  regretted  that  he  could  not  take  back  his 
word  and  call  off  the  Shooting-Match,  but  he  promised  to  see  to 
it  that  there  would  be  no  disturbance  of  any  kind. 

Aug.  11,  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  I  read  to  the  Sunday  School 
scholars  the  very  touching  story  of  a  "young  Cottager,"  which 
they  listened  to  with  much  interest. 

Aug.  15.  Our  sister  Antoinette,  who  served  us  yesterday  with 
her  lovely  organ-playing,  returned  to  Salem  today. 

Aug.  16.  At  the  request  of  old  father  Mack  I  went  to  his  home 
to  preach  in  German.  After  some  hymns,  there  was  prayer  for 
this  man  of  ripe  old  age  and  for  all  of  us.  The  little  house  was 
filled  with  listeners,  partly  members  of  our  church  who  live  in 
the  neighborhood,  and  partly  Methodists.  At  the  request  of 
many  who  could  not  understand  German,  we  put  benches  on 
the  beautiful  grassy  yard  in  front  of  the  house,  where  I  preach- 
ed in  English  on  Hosea  8:7,  "They  have  sown  the  wind,  and 
reaped  the  whirlwind." 

Aug.  18,  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  the  Sunday  School,  at- 
tended by  44  scholars,  was  closed  with  singing  of  some  of  our 
hymns  according  to  our  melodies  (and  not  the  Methodist) . 

After  Sunday  School  my  wife  visited  Sister  Rachel  Fischel, 
who  was  sick  with  a  cold  fever,  Br.  and  Sr.  T.  Padgett,  and 
Danl.  Wesner  (Esquire). 
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Aug.  19.  Our  well  needed  repairs  because  last  week  the 
"sweep"  broke  just  as  our  maid  was  dipping  out  water.  So 
today  the  Brethren  P.  Vogler,  G.  and  Daniel  Spach,  John  Spach, 
C.  Hege,  Jac.  Mack,  the  single  Levi  Fischer,  and  our  neighbor 
Bernhard  Kimmel  worked  for  necessary  repairs. 

Aug.  20.  Yesterday  and  today  the  weather  was  extraordinar- 
ily cool  for  this  time  of  year,  apparently  as  a  result  of  the  severe 
hailstorm  in  Salem  and  its  vicinity  on  the  16th. 

Aug.  25.  My  wife  and  I  went  to  visit  Phil.  Vogler,  whose  eldest 
daughter  Charlotte  has  been  sick  for  a  week  with  a  burning 
fever.  On  the  way  home,  on  an  almost  impassable  road,  we  had 
the  misfortune  to  be  overturned,  but  without  the  least  injury, 
God  be  praised!  The  vehicle  was  slightly  damaged. 

Aug.  28.  It  is  said  that  several  weeks  ago  Benjamin  Peddy- 
coard  (Greenbury's  son)  shouted  at  a  camp  meeting  of  the 
Methodists  held  near  the  Yadkin  River. 

Sept.  6.  I  returned  to  Friedberg  with  the  single  Br.  Jesse 
Vogler,  who  arrived  yesterday  afternoon  in  Salem  on  a  brief 
visit  to  his  parents  and  other  relatives  in  South  Fork.  He  came 
from  Nazareth  Hall  (Pennsylvania)  where  for  some  years  he 
has  been  teacher  in  the  school  there.  He  has  recently  received 
a  call  for  service  among  the  Indians  of  New  Fairfield,  Upper 
Canada,  and  has  accepted. 

Today  at  2  p.m.  the  heat  was  96°  in  the  shade. 

Sept.  10.  We  visited  Charlotte  Vogler,  who  is  ill  with  nervous 
fever,  and  Em.  Fishel,  who  has  dropsy  and  for  the  past  five 
days  and  nights  has  had  to  remain  in  a  sitting  position. 

Sept.  11.  We  drove  to  Clemmons-Town26  to  visit  members 
who  belong  to  Hope,  viz.,  widow  Cook  (Koch)  and  her  children, 
widow  Hanes  and  her  daughter  widow  Clemmons,  and  Jacob 
Frey. 

Sept  17.  In  the  afternoon  I  rode  to  Holt's  about  6  miles  from 
here,  upon  the  repeated  request  of  young  Washington  Holt, 
who  was  suffering  from  a  fall  from  a  horse  and  was  painfully 
injured. 

Sept.  18.  At  11:00  o'clock  p.  m.  we  were  called  in  all  haste 
to  the  single  Charlotte  Vogler,  who  was  thought  to  be  dying. 


P  The  tpwp  of  Commons  was  founded  by  the  Clemmons  family. 
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Since  it  seemed  that  the  end  was  near,  she  was  asked  if  she 
wished  to  receive  the  blessing  of  the  Lord,  and  she  replied,  "Yes, 
the  blessing  of  the  Lord."  And  so  the  blessing  for  her  Home- 
going  was  bestowed. 

Sept.  22,  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  we  were  pleased  to  have 
a  visit  from  Mr.  White,  agent  for  the  American  Sunday  School 
Union,  in  the  Southern  States,  especially  in  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina.  He  gave  an  address  that  lasted  IV2  hours  to  scholars, 
teachers,  and  friends  of  the  Sunday  School,  on  the  origin,  prog- 
ress, and  present  condition  of  Sunday  Schools,  and  encouraged 
us  to  continue  to  work  in  this  excellent  vineyard  of  the  Lord. 

Privately  he  explained  the  relative  merits  of  the  Sunday 
School  Rewards  and  the  Library  System  that  he  recommended. 
The  latter  seems  to  be  too  expensive  at  this  time  and  in  our 
circumstances. 

Sept.  23.  Today  Br.  Jesse  Vogler  left  us  in  the  Post  Wagon 
and  today  he  continues  his  journey  from  Salem  to  Nazareth 
(Pennsylvania) . 

Sept.  2Jf.  Today  I  visited  at  Br.  Thomas  Padgett's  where  some 
of  the  children  are  sick  with  the  ague. 

Sept.  27.  On  request  I  rode  to  Mr.  Ader  (Eder)  and  preached 
a  funeral  sermon  in  the  presence  of  a  congregation  composed 
of  women,  for  the  funeral  of  the  infant  son  of  William  and  Cath- 
arina  (maiden  name  Boeckel)  Weaver.  The  burial  was  held 
in  Mr.  Eder's  graveyard. 

Sept.  29,  Sunday.  Since  Br.  Shober  could  not  visit  us  on  ac- 
count of  illness,  I  preached  the  so-called  Anniversary  Sermon 
for  our  Sunday  School  to  a  large  congregation.  After  the  sermon 
there  was  the  collection  for  the  Sunday  School.  After  dinner 
there  was  a  meeting  of  all  the  subscribers  of  the  Sunday  School 
for  election  of  officers,  namely,  vice-president,  Br.  Chr.  Hege; 
secretary,  Br.  J.  G.  Spach ;  the  4  superintendents,  Brn.  G.  Tesch, 
Thorn.  Fischer,  Danl.  Spach,  and  Phil.  Vogler.  By  these  who 
served  as  the  board  of  managers,  the  teachers  were  re-appointed. 

At  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  there  was  the  lovefeast  for  the 
scholars,  of  whom  67  were  present  (7  were  absent,  most  on 
account  of  sickness).  In  addition  there  were  more  than  one 
hundred  friends,  parents,  and  other  guests  present.  It  was  a 
glorious  day. 
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(Report  for  September)  :  Baptized  in  the  home  of  A.  Ader: 

1)  Benjamin,  son  of  Adam  and  Anna  Maria  (maiden  name 
Evans)  Ader. 

2)  Mary  Ann,  daughter  of  Henry  and  Anna  (maiden  name 
Fletcher)  Weaver. 

3)  At  Hope,  Mary  Ann  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Jacob  and 
Anna  Frey. 

Oct.  1.  A  week  ago  today  we  had  the  first  frost  of  the  fall. 

Oct.  5.  Since  I  had  been  asked  by  John  Weesner  (Jacob's  son) , 
at  the  request  of  some  of  his  neighbors,  to  preach  at  the  home 
of  Mr.  Zink  (Sink) ,  I  rode  there  today  in  company  with  Weesner, 
and  preached  in  English  in  the  home  of  Mr.  Zink27  to  a  rather 
large  congregation. 

Oct.  7.  After  a  long  dry  season  there  was  rain  all  day  and  into 
the  night. 

Oct.  13.  After  Sunday  School  I  began  reading  to  the  children 
the  interesting  story  'The  Errand  Boy,''  to  their  great  enjoy- 
ment. 

Oct.  18.  My  wife  and  I  visited  on  foot  several  of  our  members, 
namely,  John  Fishel,  Jacob  Spach,  widow  D.  Hege,  widow  Philip 
Hanes,  G.  Tesch,  C.  Rippel,  and  C.  Hege.  Several  of  the  house- 
fathers were  not  at  home  because  they  had  gone  to  muster. 

Oct.  20.  On  account  of  bad  weather  only  6  scholars  and  one 
teacher  attended  Sunday  School  and  the  sermon  was  omitted. 
However,  we  had  a  meeting  in  the  room  and  after  the  singing 
of  some  verses  I  read  aloud  an  edifying  little  tract,  "The  Shep- 
herd of  Salisbury  Plain.', 

Oct.  22.  Yesterday  and  this  morning  the  corn  was  hauled  in. 

Oct.  23.  Last  night  there  was  ice. 

Oct.  27,  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  I  rode  from  Friedberg  about 
three  and  one-half  miles  to  the  Lutheran  church28  of  Br.  G.  Shob- 
er,  and  preached  in  German  and  English  to  a  congregation  that 
filled  the  church.  I  was  asked  by  officials  of  the  congregation 
(Martin  Ripple  [Rippel]  and  others)  if  I  would  consent  to 
preach  monthly  in  German,  but  on  account  of  my  present  duties 


27  Now  spelled  Sink. 

28  Hopewell  Church. 
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I  could  not  promise,  but  said  that  I  would  consider  preaching 
there  occasionally. 

Oct.  28.  I  rode  to  Benj.  Rominger's  where  parents  and  all  the 
children  but  one  son  were  sick  in  bed. 

Oct.  29.  My  wife  and  I  visited  Sr.  Betsy  Vogler,  who  since 
yesterday  has  been  critically  ill.  She  gave  beautiful  expression 
of  her  confidence  in  the  Lord's  will.  "Two  years  ago,  she  said, 
when  lying  quite  alone  in  the  house,  sick  of  the  fever,  and  not 
delirious,  as  it  appears  to  me,  methought  the  Saviour  showed 
himself  unto  me,  and  said,  that  he  would  call  me,  not  now,  but 
two  years  hence."  She  seemed  to  mean  by  this  expression  that 
the  Lord  would  soon  take  her  unto  Himself. 

Oct.  31.  At  11:00  a.  m.  I  married  the  single  Christian  Spach 
(son  of  Jacob)  and  the  single  Catherine  Hege  (daughter  of 
David)  in  the  home  of  our  widowed  Elizabeth  Hege  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  parents  and  some  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  couple. 
Everything  went  quietly  in  good  order. 

Nov.  12.  On  returning  home  from  pastoral  visits  I  stopped  at 
C.  Walk's,  whose  little  son  injured  his  leg  several  weeks  ago  but 
is  now  able  to  use  it  again. 

Nov .  15.  Today  it  snowed  for  a  little  while,  the  first  time  this 
fall. 

Nov.  2U,  Sunday.  Pastor  Shober  of  Salem  pleased  us  with  a 
visit  and  preached  the  Thanksgiving  Sermon.  Crops  such  as 
wheat  and  rye  have  not  turned  out  this  year  so  well  as  was 
wished,  principally  on  account  of  the  wet  weather  in  early 
summer  and  of  the  hail  that  did  frightful  damage  in  July. 

In  the  afternoon  Br.  Shober  addressed  the  Sunday  School 
and  gave  each  scholar  and  each  teacher  a  little  tract. 

The  single  Charlotte  Vogler,  who  is  now  almost  recovered, 
attended  all  the  meetings  today. 

Nov.  26.  From  6 : 30  to  9 : 00  p.  m.  I  gave  arithmetic  and  spell- 
ing lessons  to  10  young  Brethren. 

Nov.  27.  In  lovely  weather  my  wife  and  I  drove  to  Jos.  Walk's. 
From  there  I  rode  with  Br.  Walk  to  so-called  Possum-Town, 
where  our  Br.  Christian  Hanes  (Hoens)  lives  8%  miles  from 
Friedberg.  On  the  way  back  we  visited  Jacob  Rothrock.  We  did 
not  return  home  until  late  at  night  in  the  beautiful  moonlight. 
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Nov.  28.  I  visited  the  widow  Beroth  to  talk  about  her  wish 
to  be  baptized.  This  person  is  very  poor  and  must  support  four 
children  by  her  work  alone.  From  her  sowing  she  reaped  only 
a  few  bushels  of  wheat! 

Dec.  1,  First  Sunday  in  Advent.  In  springlike  weather  we 
drove  to  Hope  where  there  was  the  Thanksgiving  Sermon,  and 
comments  on  the  Advent  season.  Attendance  was  as  usual  for 
Hope  very  large,  certainly  200  strong.  After  the  sermon  we 
drove  to  the  home  of  Mr.  James  Jarvis,  Jr.,  where  we  had  dinner. 

Dec.  3.  I  rode  to  the  home  of  Benj.  Alexander  Wessner,  who 
lives  near  Middle  Fork  (Creek).  The  wife  asserted  her  wish  to 
remain  always  with  her  children  in  the  Friedberg  congregation. 
He  wants  to  be  clear  about  the  matter,  however,  since  he  has 
hitherto  belonged  to  the  "dubious"  ones. 

Dec.  9.  This  afternoon  I  held  the  prayer  meeting  in  the  Luth- 
eran church  at  Squire  Rippel's,  according  to  Pastor  Shober's  in- 
structions. There  were  certainly  200  people  assembled  at  the 
church  for  this  meeting  that  was  not  without  the  blessing  of 
the  Lord. 

Dec.  11.  My  wife  and  I  drove  on  a  visit  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Jos. 
Boner  on  Yadkin  River.29  At  the  appointment  of  Br.  Boner  I 
made  an  address  in  English  in  the  evening  to  about  thirty  neigh- 
bors who  had  assembled  in  his  house.  After  the  speaking  I  dis- 
tributed tracts  to  all,  especially  the  children.  Mr.  Miller,  who 
lives  not  far  from  Jos.  Boner,  invited  me  to  visit  him  soon  and 
preach  in  his  house.  A  Mrs.  Holt  (maiden  name  Gerber,  who 
was  baptized  by  Br.  Seidel)  regretted  that  she  does  not  live 
nearer  to  Hope  so  that  she  could  attend  meetings  there.  Two 
of  Jos.  Boner's  children,  Elizabeth  and  Lewis,  in  August  of  this 
year  joined  the  Methodists. 

Dec.  12.  After  a  pleasant  visit  we  took  our  departure  from 
Br.  and  Sr.  Boner  and  drove  next  to  our  widowed  Sr.  Lydia 
Johnson  ....  After  we  had  called  on  the  widowed  Sisters  Hoehns 
(Hanes)  and  Clemmons  in  Clemmons-Town,  and  at  Cook's,  we 
returned  home  and  arrived  at  nightfall. 

Dec.  H.  A  cold,  wintry,  rainy  day  with  snow  in  the  evening. 


28  The  Boner  and  Miller  families  lived  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Yadkin  River  north  of 
the  present  highway  bridge  beyond  Clemmons. 
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Dec.  20.  The  single  Br.  Joshua  Boner  brought  us  the  official 
report  that  early  today  our  Br.  Benjamin  G.  Reichel  blessedly 
finished  his  earthly  course! 

Dec.  22.  Musical  pieces  the  children  will  sing  for  Christmas 
were  practiced  today  with  accompaniment  of  organ  and  violin. 
After  Sunday  School  we  made  a  putz  in  the  church  for  the  com- 
ing Christmas  celebration. 

Dec.  2Jf.  In  company  with  the  single  Levi  Fischer  I  rode  to 
Hope  to  attend  the  Christmas  festival.  In  the  first  meeting  I 
made  a  talk  directed  especially  to  the  children  on  "The  Birth- 
day of  the  Lord,"  by  which  we  should  also  consider  the  naturally 
and  truly  joyous  birthday  of  the  soul  to  be  ours  surely  for  etern- 
ity. About  twenty-five  children  were  at  the  lovefeast.  Several 
of  them  recited  Christmas  verses  and  were  rewarded  with  little 
pictures  given  them. 

Dec.  26.  This  day  we  began  the  Christmas  festival  in  an  ex- 
traordinary manner.  The  tastefully  decorated  church  was  com- 
pletely filled  with  500  attendants,  among  them  many  interested 
strangers.  There  was  an  address  in  German  and  at  the  request 
of  strangers  another  in  English. 

Our  Sunday  School  scholars  sang  two  lovely  arias  at  the  love- 
feast.  Two  hymns  were  sung,  "Christ  the  Lord,  the  Lord  most 
glorious,"  and  "Hail,  thou  wondrous  infant  stranger."  Two  of 
our  Brethren  accompanied  the  singing  with  the  violins. 

At  the  close  the  children  recited  verses  and  received  new 
ones  in  turn. 

In  the  evening  with  our  neighbors  we  had  a  song  service. 
The  beautifully  illuminated  church  reminded  us  of  "The  Light 
That  Shineth  in  Darkness."

The  Episcopalians  started  a  boys  school  in  Raleigh,  naming 
it  St.  Mary's. 

Joseph  Gales  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Weston  R.  Gales  as 
editor  of  the  Register.  Philo  White  began  publishing  the  Stand- 
ard at  Raleigh,  and  was  elected  public  printer.]

The  single  Br.  Joshua  Boner  has  ended  his  several  years  of 
service  with  the  Boys  School.  His  position  will  be  taken  in  Feb- 
ruary by  Br.

Of  the  recently  erected  buildings  to  be  noted,  there  is  a  small 
dwelling  house  which  Br.  Joseph  Stauber  has  built  in  his  yard 
for  his  father,  and  there  is  also  a  new  workshop  for  the  single 
Br.  Charles  Cooper.  At  the  end  of  September  our  church  build- 
ing was  provided  with  a  new  roof.

Jan.  U.  The  widowed  Br.  Martin  Lick  suddenly  passed  out  of 
time,  due  supposedly  to  a  stroke  while  he  was  on  his  way  home1 
from  a  visit  to  his  children,  Br.  and  Sr.  Hagen,2  with  whom  he 
had  eaten  the  midday  meal.  He  fell  near  his  home  and  quickly 
passed  away.  His  age  was  74  years. 


1  Martin  Lick  built  his  home  on  what  is  now  South  Liberty  Street  south  of  Bank 
Street.  Later  it  was  the  residence  of  the  Boner  family  where  Salem's  poet  John  Henry 
Boner  was  born.  Years  later  the  poet  visited  the  home  and  found  it  in  a  dilapidated  con- 
dition, whereupon  he  wrote  the  poem  "Broken  and  Desolate,"  which  begins: 

There  are  some  scenes  that  we  should  not 

Revisit,  though  most  dear  they  be — 

Some  things  we  nevermore  should  see — 
Some  places  that  should  be  forgot. 

One  such  not  long  ago  I  went 

To  look  upon  in  mournful  mood, 

Awhile  about  the  place  to  brood — 
The  old  home  where  my  youth  was  spent. 

This  old  home  has  been  restored  and  there  is  promise  that  it  will  be  carefully  preserved. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  Martin  Lick  lived  in  the  home  of  a  son. 

2  The  Hagen  home  was  next  door  to  Martin  Lick's.  Here  lived  the  son,  Francis  F.  Hagen, 
the  musician  who  composed  the  popular  Christmas  anthem  "Morning  Star."

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Jan.  5.  Cold  weather.  The  thermometer  stood  this  morning  at 
4°  Fahrenheit. 

Jan.  16.  Br.  Joshua  Boner  left  the  service  of  the  Boys  School 
on  account  of  displeasure  because  a  request  of  his  was  not 
granted  by  the  administration  of  the  congregation. 

Feb.  15.  We  received  by  post  the  official  news  of  the  Home- 
going  on  the  8th  of  this  month  of  Br.  Ludwig  David  von 
Schweinitz3  in  Bethlehem. 

March  30,  Easter  Sunday.  Under  the  gracious  acknowledge- 
ment of  the  Lord  we  began  joyfully  the  festal  season  with  the 
usual  meetings.  As  usual  there  were  many  strangers  here,  who 
were  quiet  and  orderly,  both  in  attending  the  prayers  of  the 
liturgy  on  God's  Acre  and  at  preaching. 

April  6,  Sunday.  Instead  of  the  usual  sermon,  Br.  Bechler 
preached  the  annual  sermon  of  the  Stokes  County  Sunday  School 
Union  in  English  on  the  text  Is.  55 :8-ll.  On  account  of  the  con- 
tinual rain,  members  of  this  society  who  live  at  a  distance  were 
prevented  from  attending. 

April  10.  There  was  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Tract  Society. 

Br.  Theodor  Schulz  held  the  meeting  in  Friedland  today  where 
he,  his  wife,  and  Sr.  Bechler — whose  husband  could  not  be 
there  on  account  of  business  in  Salem — were  godparents  at 
the  baptism  of  the  son  of  pastor  and  wife  there,  Br.  and  Sr. 
Pfohl,  born  the  9th  of  March,  with  the  name  Wilhelm  Ludwig. 

April  2U.  Married:  the  single  Br.  Jacob  Friedrich  Sievers 
and  the  single  Sr.  Matilda  Amalie  Winkler. 

May  5.  Today  the  widowed  Sr.  Mary  Reichel  with  six  chil- 
dren left  for  Pennsylvania,  She  will  live  in  Bethlehem  with 
her  five  daughters  and  the  son  will  attend  the  school  in  Naza- 
reth. They  will  be  accompanied  by  the  Brn.  Charles  Kramer 
and  Sandford  Schulz,  who  will  be  in  charge  of  the  conveyances. 
At  the  evening  prayer  service,  at  the  request  of  Sr.  Reichel, 
prayer  was  offered  for  the  travel  party. 

May  22  and  23.  The  annual  examination  of  the  Boarding 
School  was  held  in  connection  with  that  of  the  school  for  the 


3  Von  Schweinitz  served  as  administrator  in  Salem.  He  was  famous  as  a  botanist. 
His  herbarium  was  donated  to  the  Philadelphia  Academy  of  Sciences  and  became  the 
foundation  for  its  botanical  collections. 
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town  girls.  Many  visitors,  including  parents  and  other  relatives, 
attended  in  pleasant  weather,  and  seemed  to  be  pleased  and 
satisfied.  The  number  of  boarders  was  59  and  of  town  girls  34. 
Since  no  one  has  been  appointed  as  inspector  to  take  the  place 
of  the  late  Br.  Reichel,  Br.  Bechler  presided.  He  has  been  taking 
care  of  the  business  of  the  school  in  addition  to  his  other  work. 

June  11.  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacobson  arrived  from  Bethania  in 
answer  to  the  call  received  by  Br.  Jacobson  to  become  inspector 
of  the  Girls  Boarding  School,  and  assistant  pastor. 

June  27.  The  Brn.  Charles  Kramer  and  Sandford  Schulz  re- 
turned after  a  successful  journey  to  Pennsylvania,  and  they 
brought  with  them  Br.  and  Sr.  Bahnson  from  Bethlehem,  who 
will  be  in  charge  of  the  congregation  of  Bethania  in  the  place 
of  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacobson.  Also  accompanying  them  were  the 
widowed  Sr.  Schnall  of  Bethlehem  and  the  single  Sr.  Kramer 
of  Lititz,  who  will  visit  here. 

June  28.  Br.  John  Beck,  who  came  here  from  Lititz  on  the 
19th  of  this  month,  returned  today. 

July  Jf.  Br.  Bechler  held  the  funeral  service  in  English  for 
the  child,  several  months  old,  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Memmings,  who 
are  on  their  journey  to  Sweet  Springs,  Virginia.  The  child  died 
yesterday  at  the  tavern. 

This  evening  there  was  a  musical  program  in  celebration  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence  of  the  United  States  of  North 
America  about  50  years  ago. 

July  13,  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  a  traveling  preacher,  agent 
for  the  American  Sunday  School  Union,  delivered  a  lecture  in 
our  church  on  the  needs  of  the  Sunday  Schools. 

Several  Brothers  and  Sisters  were  at  the  Methodist  camp 
meeting  five  miles  from  here. 

Aug.  2U,  Sunday.  In  our  Negro  church  there  was  a  festal 
meeting  and  baptism  of  two  Negroes,  and  a  lovefeast.  Br. 
Schmidt  was  in  charge  of  all  arrangements. 

Aug.  25.  Quite  unexpected,  our  dear  Br.  and  Sr.  Herrman, 
with  their  three  daughters,  arrived  from  Nazareth  on  a  visit 
to  their  parents,  the  old  Br.  and  Sr.  Gottlieb  Schober. 

Married:  the  single  Br.  Nathanael  Byhan  and  the  single  Sr. 
Angelina  Blum,  August  24. 
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Sept.  8.  Born,  Edward  Alexander  Pfohl  and  Julius  Leinbach.4 

Sept.  15.  Beginning  was  made  of  re-roofing  the  church. 

Sept.  2J+.  The  Girls  Boarding  School  celebrated  its  anniversary 
of  the  consecration  of  its  meeting  hall  in  the  year  1824  with 
morning  prayers,  sermon,  and  lovefeast,  and  the  evening  before 
had  a  meeting  for  the  close  of  the  year.  Everyone  was  well 
pleased  with  this  festival.  The  closing  meeting  in  the  evening 
had  to  be  held  in  the  prayer  hall  on  account  of  the  rain,  as  no 
general  meeting  could  be  held,  and  besides  it  was  feared  that 
the  organ  could  not  be  played  because  the  previous  night  a 
heavy  rain  beat  through  the  planks  where  the  shingles  had  been 
removed  from  the  church  roof  and  had  poured  on  the  bellows. 

Oct.  12.  The  married  Br.  Adam  Buttner  returned  from  a  visit 
in  Indiana. 

Nov.  17.  We  had  a  real  winter  day  with  hail  and  rain  from 
early  morning  on. 

Nov.  29.  Some  people  noticed  a  light  earthquake. 

Dec.  25.  The  town  girls  as  well  as  the  inmates  of  the  Boarding 
School  pleased  the  congregation  with  their  respective  illumina- 
tions and  edifying  speeches  and  songs. 

Extracts  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  1834. 

Jan.  6.  With  regard  to  Br.  Joshua  Boner's  request  to  be  mar- 
ried, we  were  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  principles 
set  up  by  Auf.  Col.,  17  and  22  of  March,  1824,  be  maintained, 
and  that  according  to  the  same  Br.  Boner  could  not  be  married 
as  a  teacher  of  the  local  boys  school. 

We  considered  the  situation  of  the  widower  Br.  D.  Clewell, 
who  soon  after  his  removal  to  Greenville,  Tenn.,  had  been 
legally  restrained  by  several  of  his  creditors  here. 

Br.  Em.  Reich's  request  for  a  loan  of  one  or  two  hundred 
dollars  from  the  Congregation  Diacony,  for  which  he  would 
mortgage  his  property,  could  not  be  granted  because  others 
would  take  advantage  of  the  precedent. 

Jan.  13.  Br.  Schulz  read  two  letters  of  Br.  Joshua  Boner, 

4  Julius  Leinbach  became  a  warden  of  Salem  congregation.  He  served  as  a  member  of 
the  26th  Regiment  Band  in  the  Confederacy  and  was  at  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg,  of 
which  he  gave  a  written  description.  He  was  prominent  as  curator  of  the  Wachovia 
Museum. 
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of  the  9  and  11  of  January,  written  to  Aeltesten  Conferenz,  in 
which  he  resigns  his  office  as  school  teacher  and  asks  for  a 
successor.  After  Br.  Bechler  had  spoken  to  him  about  it  and 
Br.  Boner  would  not  take  back  his  resignation,  the  Aelt.  Conf. 
proposed  single  Br.  Wm.  Meinung  as  teacher  of  our  boys  school. 
Since  the  latter,  however,  is  not  at  all  musical,  we  wish  very 
much  that  an  arrangement  can  be  made  whereby  the  children 
can  have  several  hours  of  instruction  in  music  each  week. 

Br.  D.  Clewell  inquires  whether  the  Congregation  Diacony 
would  take  over  his  house.  This  was  refused  because  we  can 
give  him  no  advice  until  he  complies  with  our  request  to  give 
us  a  true  and  exact  estimate  of  his  economic  situation. 

Feb.  3.  Discussion  about  the  fire  inspection.  There  are  several 
points  in  connection  with  the  organization  of  the  fire  company 
which  must  be  rectified  and  Br.  N.  Vogler  was  asked  to  get 
information.  Further,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  carry  out 
the  customary  fire  inspection  in  the  houses  of  the  citizens  in 
the  course  of  this  and  next  week. 

Br.  Em.  Reich  has  asked  again  for  a  loan — of  $50.  It  was 
agreed  that  Br.  Schulz  should  speak  with  him  again  to  as- 
certain exact  information  about  his  debts  and,  in  case  it  would 
seem  best,  to  grant  him  the  desired  help,  to  talk  with  him  about 
a  deed  of  trust  for  security.  At  the  same  time,  it  was  noted  that 
Br.  Reich  said  that  his  apprentice,  Robt.  Wagemann,  had  left 
him  of  his  own  accord. 

The  chairman  announced  that  the  gate  to  the  graveyard  had 
been  raised,  whereupon  it  was  resolved  to  put  a  superscription 
upon  it.  There  was  discussion  as  to  whether  a  momument  should 
be  placed  at  a  suitable  spot  in  the  midst  of  the  graveyard. 

With  reference  to  the  circumstances  that  have  overtaken  Br. 
D.  Clewell  the  question  was  raised  whether  it  might  be  possible 
to  prevent  his  house  from  being  sold  at  public  sale — as  was 
Br.  Leinbach's. 

It  was  urgently  recommended,  if  possible,  that  help  be  given 
in  the  straitened  circumstances  of  old  Br.  and  Sr.  Leinbach, 
caused  by  the  sickness  of  their  son.  Br.  Th.  Schulz  was  asked 
to  write  to  Philadelphia  to  ascertain  the  cost  of  getting  him  into 
a  hospital  there. 

A  request  of  Br.  F.  Meinung  was  presented  to  buy  the  old 
smith  shop  on  the  Christmann  lot,  in  order  to  move  it  out  of 
town  for  Gottl.  Leinbach.  This  was  granted. 
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Feb.  17.  Br.  N.  Vogler  reported  that  he  had  been  successful 
in  rectifying  the  organization  of  the  fire  company. 

Br.  Schulz  reported  regarding  the  proposal  to  be  of  help  to 
old  Br.  and  Sr.  Leinbach  with  their  sick  son,  that  he  had  seen 
from  former  letters  of  Br.  Jordan  that  the  cost  in  the  hospital 
in  Philadelphia  would  be  at  least  $6  a  week;  hence  it  would  be 
impossible  to  carry  out  the  plan.  Consequently,  it  was  proposed 
in  case  of  emergency  to  provide  a  dwelling  with  fenced  yard 
for  the  sick  man,  and  to  give  him  Negro  John  from  the  tavern 
as  a  guardian  and  companion,  since  the  later  is  well  fitted  for 
this. 

On  Br.  Hairs  inquiry  to  hire  a  girl  from  the  outside,  he  is 
to  be  notified  that  while  we  do  not  like  it  that  outside  children 
are  hired  to  the  detriment  of  those  in  town,  we  will  not  forbid  it. 

The  fire  inspectors  have  carried  out  their  assignment  and 
almost  in  every  case  found  the  arrangements  of  the  citizens 
sufficient  for  the  prevention  of  fire. 

Br.  Wh.  Fries's  constant  selling  of  brandy  was  considered, 
together  with  the  detrimental  results  and  the  shame  that  at- 
taches to  the  congregation-town  because  of  it.  Since  it  is  known 
that  Br.  Fries  justifies  himself  on  a  supposed  commission  of 
Auf.  Col.  to  sell  spirituous  liquors,  the  Minutes  of  October,  1831, 
were  consulted  and  revealed  that  he  had  given  his  solemn  prom- 
ise not  to  sell  liquor  to  habitual  drinkers  and  on  this  condition 
permission  had  been  given  him.  Now  it  is  known  to  everybody 
that  he  sells  the  most  drinks  to  drunkards.  It  was  felt  unani- 
mously that  the  matter  must  be  taken  in  hand  at  once. 

March  3.  The  report  of  the  fire  committee  was  presented.  The 
separate  points  were  considered  and  all  of  them  approved.  They 
are  as  follows :  1,  in  the  street  between  the  widow  Bolow  and  the 
Trustee  house,  a  plug  or  something  similar  is  to  be  put  into 
the  pipe  in  such  a  manner  that  a  hose  can  be  attached  to  it; 
2,  to  repair  the  cistern  between  Meinung  and  the  Widows  House 
and  to  provide  it  with  a  forcing-pump;  3,  to  make  the  attach- 
ments of  the  same  size  so  that  they  will  fit  everywhere;  4,  to 
repair  the  damaged  fire  buckets  and  to  keep  those  belonging  to 
the  Congregation  Diacony  in  a  separate  place;  5,  to  repair  the 
small  fire  engine ;  6,  to  put  the  engine  house  in  good  repair  and 
to  put  the  large  engine  at  another  place;  (it  was  proposed  to 
erect  a  small  building  beside  the  market  house  for  the  purpose)  ; 
7,  to  supply  a  support  for  the  engine-pipe  and  also  to  provide

lanterns  for  the  engine ;  8,  to  secure  2  fire  lamps  for  the  engine 
house  and  to  keep  them  in  good  order;  9,  to  provide  a  suitable 
reel  of  the  hose ;  10,  to  fix  cisterns  so  that  the  covers  can  be  lifted 
off ;  11,  to  have  firedrills  from  time  to  time. 

The  chairman  notified  that  according  to  a  recent  inspection 
there  were  91  good  and  19  old  fire  buckets  found  in  the  various 
houses  of  the  town,  but  that  about  30  houses  had  none.  It  is 
desirable  that  the  citizens  who  have  none  should  procure  them, 
but  probably  they  will  not  on  account  of  the  price.  Br.  Schober 
offered  at  the  first  opportunity  to  inquire  the  price  of  fire 
buckets  in  Greensboro.  The  question  was  raised  whether  sad- 
dlers and  shoemakers  here  could  make  them.  It  was  decided  to 
communicate  the  report  of  the  fire  committee  to  the  citizens 
and  to  warn  those  who  have  no  fire  buckets  to  secure  them. 

The  chairman  announced  that  the  proposal  had  been  made 
to  him  that  he  gather  funds  to  have  the  front  fence  of  the  grave- 
yard reset. 

A  conference  was  held  with  Br.  Fries  at  which  he  promised 
to  buy  no  more  brandy  and  to  send  that  which  he  still  has  in 
stock  somewhere  else  and  to  avoid  all  disorders  in  the  future. 
If  otherwise,  it  was  intimated  to  him  that  the  termination  of 
his  lease  would  be  the  inevitable  consequence. 

The  widow  of  the  departed  Br.  Reichel  wishes  to  set  a  larger 
gravestone — with  suitable  text — than  is  customary  in  our  usual 
simplicity.  This  can  hardly  be  denied  her  since  several  exceptions 
have  already  been  made. 

Br.  J.  Hall  notifies  us  that  in  addition  to  the  girl  about  whom 
he  had  applied  recently,  he  wishes  to  have  a  boy  by  name  of 
J.  Hein  bound  out  to  himself. 

We  considered  the  matter  of  Leinbach's  and  Clewell's  houses. 
Congregation  Diacony  could  not  take  over  the  two  houses  with- 
out considerable  loss ;  even  if  it  were  done,  in  a  short  time  there 
would  be  several  similar  cases  which  could  rightly  ask  for  the 
same. 

March  17.  We  considered  Br.  J.  Siewers'  application  to  be 
married  and  to  settle  down  as  a  citizen.  After  careful  delibera- 
tion and  mindful  of  the  fact  that  Br.  Siewers  will  not  build  at 
present  but  will  rent  a  dwelling,  his  request  was  granted. 

The  renewed,  hard-pressed  situation  in  which  Br.  Em.  Reich 
finds  himself  was  considered.  Meanwhile,  Br.  Schober  offered 
to  speak  with  Br.  Reich  to  try  to  persuade  him  to  set  up  an  in- 
ventory of  his  belongings  with  Br.  Schober's  help  and  to  sub- 
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mit  the  same  to  Auf.  Col.  in  order  that  all  the  creditors  might 
be  gotten  to  agree  to  a  deed  of  trust. 

April  lb.  The  single  Br.  Henry  Shaffner  notified  that  for 
several  good  reasons  he  was  minded  to  sever  his  present  con- 
nection with  John  Holland  in  the  pottery,  wishing  to  set  up 
one  of  his  own.  He  believes  that  he  would  not  hurt  Br.  Holland's 
pottery  by  this,  since  he  wishes  to  manufacture  only  small  fancy 
articles  which  Holland  can  not  make.  We  were  agreed  that  if 
Br.  Shaffner  continues  to  entertain  this  plan,  we  could  not  deny 
him.  We  regretted  that  he  could  not  take  over  the  pottery  al- 
together in  Holland's  place :  the  latter  shows  little  zeal  in  carry- 
ing it  on. 

Br.  Schulz  referred  to  the  Minutes  of  last  year  in  the  matter 
of  the  lower  store  and  that  it  had  been  decided  at  that  time 
that,  in  taking  inventory  this  year  a  Brother  should  assist  who 
knows  the  business.  And  since  it  is  feared  that  Br.  Blum's  feel- 
ings would  be  hurt,  it  was  proposed  to  do  a  similar  thing  in  the 
other  store. 

It  was  noted  that  Br.  Boner,  Sr.,  has  a  stranger  as  journeyman 
who  is  of  bad  character  and  spends  much  of  his  time  in  the 
tavern  and  there  endangers  our  youth  with  gambling  games. 
Br.  Boner  is  to  be  asked  by  Br.  N.  Byhan  to  dismiss  him. 

A  Brother  has  complained  that  the  town  young  people  for 
some  time  now  are  in  the  habit  of  gathering  on  the  Square  in 
their  free  time  and  not  only  disturb  the  neighbors  with  their 
noise  but  also  damage  the  young  trees  planted  there.  We  must 
see  to  it  that  this  disorder  is  stopped. 

Br.  Schulz  reported  that  he  had  been  with  Br.  Holland  about 
Br.  Shaffner's  request  and  had  discussed  it  with  him  in  Br. 
Shaffner's  presence.  Br.  Holland  had  expressed  his  satisfaction 
with  Shaffner's  plan.  Shaffner  now  applies  for  the  old  Lick 
house  together  with  a  small  adjoining  building  in  bad  repair; 
also  he  desires,  in  case  the  old  pottery  should  be  given  over  to 
him,  to  set  up  his  trade  as  economically  as  possible  and  would 
like  to  have  the  use  of  several  tools  which  now  lie  unused  at 
Holland's.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  inspect  the  Lick 
houses,  which  are  reported  very  much  out  of  repair,  and  also 
to  look  over  the  pottery  tools. 

Br.  Boner  has  dismissed  his  disorderly  journeyman,  however, 
not  finally,  as  he  was  ordered  to  do.  He  is  to  be  told  that  he  is 
not  to  take  on  that  person  in  case  he  should  return. 
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With  regard  to  the  shingles  which  have  been  procured  for 
the  church  roof,  the  question  arose  to  which  account  the  same 
should  be  charged. 

May  12.  Br.  Herbst  was  appointed  to  work  out  details  with 
Holland  and  Shaffner  so  that  they  arrive  at  a  mutual  agreement 
about  the  clay  meadow.5  Besides,  Shaffner  asks  for  a  new  and 
larger  window  at  the  gable-end  of  the  house  he  has  rented  and 
a  piece  of  new  flooring. 

Br.  F.  Meinung  wishes  a  new  roof  on  his  house  and  also  to 
have  a  porch  built  along  the  length  of  the  house. 

We  are  not  quite  satisfied  with  Dr.  Schumann's  running  of 
the  large  plantation  rented  to  him  and  it  was  deemed  necessary 
soon  to  have  a  new  agreement  made  with  him. 

May  26.  Br.  Theo.  Pfohl  wishes  to  have  the  small  gallery  at 
his  house  removed  because  rain  comes  into  his  house  and  causes 
damage.  Nothing  definite  was  decided. 

A  wish  expressed  last  year  in  Auf .  Col.  came  up  again ;  namely, 
whether  it  would  be  possible  to  have  the  public  examination  of 
the  Girls  Boarding  School  in  the  last  week  of  May,  after  the 
Rowan  County  Court,  since  several  estimable  women  from  Salis- 
bury and  Greensboro  would  like  to  attend. 

June  9.  H.  Shaffner  has  received  from  Br.  Holland  the  fol- 
lowing pottery  instruments:  a  pipe-mold,  a  glazier's  mill,  and 
a  potter's  wheel,  the  latter  needs  some  repair.  He  has  dug  clay 
in  Blum's  meadow  and  he  has  asked  for  the  stones  left  over  from 
a  building  recently  torn  down.  This  was  granted  conditionally. 

It  was  decided  to  have  the  small  gallery  at  Theo.  Pfohl's  house 
removed. 

It  was  noted  that  Mary  Wohlfahrt  is  minded  to  take  over  a 
teacher's  position  in  Clemmonsville. 

(Blum's  paper — Thespian  Society) — Since  a  piece  appeared 
recently  in  Blum's  paper6  inviting  the  citizens  of  this  town  to 
erect  a  stage,  and  we  were  agreed  that  Blum  thereby  infringed 
upon  his  contract,  a  member  of  the  Auf.  Col.  was  appointed  to 
tell  him  of  our  displeasure  and  to  have  him  make  an  apology 
in  the  next  issue. 

June  23.  Recently  there  was  an  unpleasant  happening  in  this 
town,  namely,  theft  and  the  sale  of  stolen  goods  to  one  of  our 

5  The  clay  meadow  was  in  the  valley  behind  Salem  College.  It  came  to  be  known  as 
Shaffner's  meadow.  In  winter  it  was  flooded  and  when  frozen,  ice  was  cut  to  fill  the  ice 
houses.  When  ice  was  sufficiently  thick,  there  was  good  skating  there.

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citizens.  The  theft,  etc.,  were  perpetrated  by  a  Negro  and  cer- 
tain outsiders.  Br.  N.  Byhan  was  appointed  to  tell  the  citizen 
who  had  bought  the  stolen  goods  of  the  disapproval  of  Auf .  Col. 
and  to  instruct  him  to  give  them  back  to  the  rightful  owner. 

July  7.  The  unpleasant  circumstance  of  the  theft  was  again 
brought  up.  Nothing  has  been  done  to  mediate  between  the 
parties  concerned,  only  the  Negro  who  committed  the  theft  from 
his  own  master  is  to  be  sold  as  soon  as  possible.  Also,  Br.  Jos. 
Stauber  is  willing  to  dismiss  young  L.  who  has  worked  with  him 
up  to  now,  for  his  share  in  the  crime. 

Br.  Isaac  Boner  notified  that  he  would  like  to  take  one  of  the 
Cook  children  into  service  (Cook  lives  in  the  neighborhood). 
Since  it  is  known,  however,  that  the  children's  bringing-up  has 
been  very  much  neglected,  we  would  rather  have  Br.  Boner 
change  his  mind  and  this  shall  be  told  him. 

Br.  Em.  Reich  wishes  to  take  a  certain  James  Fisher  as  ap- 
prentice, at  first  on  trial  for  a  period  of  4  weeks. 

Brn.  Pfohl  and  Ackermann  are  to  be  spoken  with  about  their 
sheep  running  around. 

Br.  Sensemann7  is  to  be  reminded  not  to  serve  certain  persons 
spirituous  drinks  and  not  to  let  apprentices  and  others  have  any 
at  all. 

July  19.  Br.  Fockel  must  be  spoken  with  about  plowing  too 
near  the  water  pipe  line  which  runs  through  his  meadow. 

July  27.  Special  session.  From  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
auditing  the  status  of  the  several  trades  it  appears : 

1.  in  the  white-leather  tannery  there  is  a  deficit  of  $34.20% ; 

2.  in  the  red-leather  tannery  there  is  a  surplus  of  $529.80% ; 

3.  the  new  store,  operated  by  Br.  Theo.  Pfohl,  shows  a  surplus 
of  $100.8614 ; 

4.  at  the  old  store  there  was  again  a  heavy  loss,  namely, 
$997,691/2. 

The  report  went  into  detail  about  the  condition  of  the  old 
store.  Since  it  is  clear  that  if  Br.  Blum  can  not  avoid  annual 
deficits  this  branch  will  be  ruined  in  a  short  time,  the  question 
arose  whether  the  store  should  not  be  dissolved  while  the  time 
is  good,  or  whether,  by  other  measures,  the  store  could  be  put 
back  on  its  former  basis.  There  must  be  further  consideration. 

Aug.  h.  Br.  Chas.  Cooper  has  had  his  shop,  to  be  built  on  the 
Schulz  lot,  staked  out. 


7  The  tavern  keeper. 
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Henry  Shaffner,  who  lacks  room  for  storing  his  completed 
pottery  wares,  wishes  to  repair  the  old  slaughter-house  for  his 
use. 

We  have  learned  that  Dr.  Schumann  is  building  again  and  it 
is  necessary  that  it  be  determined  in  time  that  the  Congregation 
Diacony  does  not  have  to  bear  the  cost. 

Br.  Sensemann  is  planning  to  build  a  large  corn  crib. 

Aug.  7.  (After  long  discussion.)  With  reference  to  Br.  Blum 
it  was  noted  that  he  had  employed  his  sons  in  the  store  without 
permission  of  Auf.  Col.  and  that,  counter  to  his  contract,  he 
had  a  plantation  and  a  share  in  a  mill  which  along  gave  him 
sufficient  support.  Consequently,  we  felt  we  had  no  reason  to 
permit  him  to  operate  a  store  for  himself. 

Without  deciding  on  the  question  of  the  operation  of  the  new 
store  the  deliberations  of  the  meeting  came  to  the  following 
unanimous  decisions:  that  Br.  Pfohl  is  to  be  asked  to  take  the 
lower  store;  that  Br.  Blum  is  to  be  notified  that  the  partner- 
ship with  him  is  to  be  dissolved ;  that  we  ask  him  to  give  notice 
in  the  newspaper  to  those  who  have  debts  on  his  books  to 
square  their  accounts  with  him  by  Oct.  1 ;  that  the  Trustee  take 
over  the  note-debts;  that  the  old  wares  be  sold  and  a  new  in- 
ventory be  made  in  Br.  Pfohl's  presence;  that  the  new  store 
be  closed  until  we  can  either  place  a  new  manager  there  or 
combine  both  stocks;  that  Br.  Pfohl  is  not  to  be  permitted  to 
carry  on  other  businesses ;  that  Br.  Blum  is  to  be  told  that  Auf. 
Col.  can  not  permit  him  to  carry  on  merchant's  business  for 
himself ;  should  he,  however,  get  into  difficult  circumstances  so 
far  as  dwelling  and  sustenance  are  concerned,  he  shall  be  cared 
for. 

Aug.  18.  The  recent  public  sale  of  the  Leinbach  and  Clewell 
houses  was  mentioned.  Br.  Schulz  protested  in  the  names  of 
the  lessors  and  proprietors  at  the  public  sheriff's  sale;  never- 
theless, the  sale  took  place.  Br.  Traugott  Leinbach  bought  the 
Leinbach  house  for  $700.00  and  Henry  Herbst  bought  the  Cle- 
well House  for  $776.00,  and  both  sold  them  to  the  Trustee. 

Aug.  20,  Special  session.  Br.  Schulz  announced  that  Elders 
Conference  was  in  agreement  to  let  Br.  Blum  stay  in  the  store 
until  next  April  under  certain  conditions.  He  is  not  to  dispose 
of  the  old  wares  at  public  sale,  but  privately,  after  notice  has 
been  given. 
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The  annual  accounts  of  the  Congregation  Diacony  were  pre- 
sented. In  the  Congregation  Diacony  account  there  was  an  excess 
of  expenditures  of  $583.97% ;  in  the  citizens'  account  there  was 
an  excess  of  expenditures  of  $36.06%,  the  deficit  is  $201.36%, 
of  which  $113.41  %  is  covered  by  outstanding  debts.  In  the  water 
works  there  are  excess  receipts  of  $94.33%,  and  the  debt  would 
be  reduced  by  that  much,  namely  to  $1171.52%,  on  which  there 
is  yet  $80.22  of  outstanding  debts  to  be  paid.  Receipts  of  the 
lovefeast  treasury  were  $52.03%  more  than  expenditures,  if  all 
debts  were  to  be  collected  there  would  be  a  surplus  of  $96.07%. 

Sept.  1.  Dr.  Schumann  alleges  to  have  received  permission 
from  Br.  Benzien  to  build  the  little  side  buildings,  an  ash  house, 
arid  corn  crib,  which  he  is  having  erected  at  present.  He  asks 
permission  to  rent  Dr.  Kuhln's  former  shop. 

Sept.  15.  Br.  Schulz  has  notified  Dr.  Schumann  that  Cong. 
Diacony  will  not  pay  for  the  new  buildings  which  he  is  erecting. 
And  since  he  has  overstepped  the  privileges  of  his  lease  and  in  a 
manner  highly  disadvantageous  to  Cong.  Diacony,  Auf.  Col. 
passed  the  resolution  unanimously  to  end  his  lease.  His  recent 
petition  to  rent  Dr.  Kuhln's  former  shop  was  unanimously  denied. 

Lewis  Eberhard  wishes  to  build  a  cow  stable  on  his  lot.  There 
were  no  objections  but  he  is  to  be  advised  not  to  set  it  too  near 
other  buildings,  thus  preventing  bad  effects  of  fire. 

Sept.  29.  The  recent  resolution  about  the  termination  of  his 
lease  was  communicated  to  Dr.  Schumann.  He  seems  to  regard  it 
as  illegal. 

The  matter  of  fire  buckets  in  the  houses  of  the  citizens  was 
brought  up  and  it  was  noted  that  in  Fayetteville  wooden  buckets, 
much  cheaper  than  the  usual  leather  ones,  are  in  use.  Citizens 
who  have  none  as  yet  are  to  be  asked  to  provide  themselves  with 
this  wooden  kind. 

Br.  Edward  Below,8  recently  arrived  here,  asks  to  be  permitted 
to  set  up  his  cabinet-making  here  in  Salem.  Petition  is  granted. 

Oct.  13.  The  rent  for  Leinbach's  former  salt  house,  which  has 
been  leased  by  3  Brethren,  was  fixed  at  $10.00. 

The  balcony  on  the  exterior  of  the  church  is  out  of  repair  and 
was  discussed.  It  will  probably  be  necessary  to  remove  it  alto- 
gether since  the  repair  might  be  too  costly. 


8  Later  the  builder  of  the  imposing  Belo  Home. 
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Oct.  27.  Since  the  complaints  against  Br.  Sensemann  as  land- 
lord of  the  tavern  do  not  cease,  and  also  in  view  of  the  deficit,  it 
was  decided  to  represent  to  him  that  if  he  can  not  carry  out  his 
duties  as  landlord  and  maintain  order,  he  could  not  keep  the 
business  entrusted  to  him  longer  than  next  April. 

In  order  to  see  again  whether  Dr.  Schumann  is  willing  to 
enter  into  reasonable  proposals,  it  was  decided  to  give  him  the 
offer  of  a  new  lease  which  would  differ  from  the  old  one  only 
in  these  points,  that  he  is  not  permitted  to  fell  trees  on  Salem 
land  and  that  he  makes  repairs  at  his  own  expense. 

Br.  Schulz  mentioned  that  he  had  2  Negro  women  to  house 
and  wished  to  secure  the  old  Waterson  house  for  the  purpose. 
Auf.  Col.  had  no  objections,  even  if  he  should  have  to  secure 
another  house. 

Br.  N.  Vogler  announced  that  he  had  rented  a  Negro  for 
several  months. 

Nov.  10.  Br.  Sensemann  has  been  interviewed.  He  made  it 
appear  that  his  failure  to  fulfill  his  duties  was  not  due  to  a  lack 
of  good  will  but  to  his  great  forgetfulness  and  the  wandering 
of  his  mind. 

Dr.  Schumann  does  not  accept  the  proposals  of  Auf.  Col.  re- 
garding a  new  lease.  He  offers  to  buy  the  whole  plantation. 

Nov.  2Jf.  A  majority  decided  that  the  Schumann  plantation 
is  not  to  be  sold.  Dr.  Schumann  is  to  be  given  time  to  consider 
whether  he  wants  to  enter  into  a  new  lease. 

A  question  was  brought  up  whether  a  room  could  be  opened 
somewhere  for  the  boys  and  young  people  where  they  could 
stay  on  Sundays  and  at  other  times. 

Dec.  9.  Dr.  Schumann,  to  whom  the  resolution  of  Auf.  Col. 
not  to  sell  the  plantation  on  which  he  lives  had  been  communi- 
cated, now  proposes  that  if  he  can  buy  the  plantation  he  will 
secure  in  writing  to  the  Congregation  Diacony  the  Right  of  Pre- 
emption after  his  death;  or  to  take  a  life-long  lease.  Further, 
he  will  pledge  to  pay  for  repairs  and  is  to  be  given  only  fire-wood 
and  wood  for  rails.  Decision  was  postponed  until  the  new  year. 

Extracts  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz,  1831*. 

April  22.  On  the  19th  we  received  information  from  the  Pro- 
vincial Helpers  Conference  in  Bethlehem  that  the  following  ap- 
pointments were  approved:  Br.  Christian  Jacobson,9  of  Beth- 

8  Rev.  Mr.  Jacobson  was  the  father  of  Mrs.  Rondthaler,  wife  of  Bishop  Edward  Rondthaler. 
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ania,  as  Inspector  of  the  Girls  School  here  and  assistant  pastor ; 
as  his  successor,  Br.  George  Friedrich  Bahnson,10  of  Nazareth, 
as  minister  of  the  Bethania  congregation. 

May  29.  It  is  supposed  that  after  Br.  G.  F.  Bahnson  and  the 
single  Sr.  Hortensia  Frueauf  are  married  in  Bethelehem,  they 
will  start  on  their  wedding  journey  in  the  first  days  in  June 
and  should  arrive  in  Salem  in  the  third  week  of  the  month.  We 
discussed  Br.  Jacobson's  removal  from  Bethania  and  advised 
him  to  leave  there  soon  after  the  second  Sunday  so  that  the 
parsonage  could  be  repaired  and  cleaned. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Bethabara,  183 A. 

Jan.  1.  Today  there  was  an  accident  that  nearly  cost  a  young 
single  Brother  his  life.  This  Brother  was  already  busy  yester- 
day firing  his  gun — as  is  the  custom  in  many  places — to  greet 
the  new  year,  or  as  the  expression  goes,  "to  shoot  the  new  year 
in."  This  morning  he  was  continuing  his  shooting  with  a  kind 
of  cannon  in  order  to  make  a  loud  noise,  but  after  he  had  once 
shot,  he  was  careless  in  trying  to  load  for  a  second  time,  and 
some  of  the  burning  wadding  was  still  in  the  cannon.  He  pour- 
ed a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  powder  into  the  cannon.  The  powder 
ignited  and  blew  up  in  his  face,  burning  his  entire  face. 

Feb.  2,  Sunday.  In  the  two  afternoon  meetings  a  part  of  the 
report  of  Br.  (von)  Schweiniz  was  read,  which  told  of  the  con- 
gregations recently  organized  in  the  state  of  Indiana. 

Feb.  23,  Sunday.  This  was  anniversary  day  for  the  Sunday 
School.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  election  of  new  officers.  Br. 
Von  Zevilly  of  Salem  was  present  and  brought  impressive  ex- 
hortation to  the  assembled  congregation. 

March  30,  Easter  Sunday.  In  beautiful  weather  we  assembled 
at  sunrise  on  God's  Acre  for  the  prayers  of  the  Easter  litany. 
At  10  o'clock  there  was  preaching;  at  1  o'clock  there  was  read- 
ing of  the  Resurrection  Story ;  in  the  evening  a  liturgy  was  sung. 

March  31.  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan  visited  the  widow  Shemel,  about 
3  miles  from  Bethabara,  where  Br.  Byhan  baptized  4  Negro 
children  who  belong  to  her. 

May  16.  This  week  we  had  unusually  cold  weather  for  this 
time  of  the  year  and  it  is  feared  that  the  wheat  will  be  damaged. 


w  Rev.  Mr.  Bahnson  became  a  bishop  of  the  Moravian  Church. 
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Gardens  have  already  suffered.  The  wheat  crop  has  been  spared 
in  our  neighborhood  thus  far.  In  case  it  is  damaged,  there  will 
be  increasing  need  among  the  people.  Grain  is  scarce  and  the 
price  is  high.  Therefore  we  were  happy  when  the  weather  [  .  .  .  ] 

May  17.  Turned  milder  today. 

June  22.  Today  there  was  a  severe  storm  in  our  town.  Light- 
ning struck  a  walnut  tree  near  the  out-buildings  in  Wm.  Daniel 
Stolz's  yard  and  also  struck  a  tree  on  God's  Acre. 

June  27.  This  week  there  was  stormy  weather  almost  every 
day.  Field  and  garden  crops  are  unusually  good.  It  was  difficult 
to  get  the  wheat  dried  and  hauled  in,  but  so  far  as  we  know 
there  has  been  no  damage,  God  be  praised!  The  wheat  harvest 
will  relieve  the  need  of  bread  that  has  been  felt  among  our  neigh- 
bors for  two  months.  Corn  rose  to  an  extraordinary  price,  $1 
to  $1.25  a  bushel,  and  scarcely  to  be  had.  But  so  far  as  we  know, 
no  one  suffered  from  hunger,  at  least  not  in  our  neighborhood. 

July  If.  Today  there  was  a  severe  storm  with  beating  rain  and 
strong  wind.  Almost  all  of  the  meadows  were  under  water. 

Sept.  28.  On  account  of  the  continued  heavy  rain  no  Sunday 
School  was  held. 

Dec.  2 J^.  In  the  evening  at  7 :00  o'clock  there  was  the  Christ- 
mas Eve  lovefeast. 

Dec.  25.  At  10:00  o'clock  in  the  morning  there  was  the  Christ- 
mas Day  sermon  on  "The  Song  of  the  Angels — Peace  on  Earth 
and  Goodwill  to  Men."  At  1 :00  in  the  afternoon  there  was  the 
children's  hour.  The  evening  meeting  was  omitted  on  account  of 
rain. 

Dec.  31.  In  the  evening  at  8:00  o'clock  there  was  lovefeast  for 
the  close  of  the  year.  At  the  conclusion,  lighted  wax  candles 
were  given  to  the  children.  At  10 :00  o'clock  the  congregation  as- 
sembled in  the  church  to  hear  the  Memorabilia,  and  at  11 :30 
there  was  the  last  meeting  for  the  year.  At  12:00  o'clock  we 
passed  over  into  the  new  year  with  praise  and  thanksgiving. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Bethania,  183Jf. 

Jan.  1.  At  11:30  there  was  the  New  Year's  sermon  in  the 
German  language.  The  weather  was  rough  but  without  rain  or 
snow. 
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Jan.  5.  It  was  quite  cold  today,  as  it  was  the  day  before.  Last 
night  some  snow  fell. 

Jan.  7.  Probably  the  coldest  day  of  the  year  and  one  of  the 
coldest  for  many  years.  The  thermometer  dropped  to  2°  to  4° 
below  zero  Fahrenheit.  I  went  to  Salem  upon  invitation  to  at- 
tend Br.  Bechler's  jubilee. 

Jan.  9.  School  began  again  today.  After  school  I  visited  Mucke 
(Mickey).  He  had  a  hard  fall  but  is  better.  The  weather  was 
milder  today. 

Jan.  10.  There  was  a  hard  rain  yesterday  evening  that  con- 
tinued all  through  the  day  until  this  evening. 

Jan.  11.  More  rain. 

Jan.  12.  It  was  unusually  warm  today  and  there  was  a  heavy 
shower  of  rain  this  afternoon. 

Jan.  lJf.  Sr.  Philippina  Conrad  has  been  sick  in  bed  for  several 
weeks  with  a  stubborn  cold  that  has  caused  breast  and  stomach 
trouble.  The  continued  cold  and  damp  weather  is  thought  to  be 
the  cause  of  this. 

Jan.  16  and  17.  Overcast,  cool  weather. 

Jan.  19.  The  weather  was  lovely. 

Jan.  20.  Warm. 

Jan.  21.  Since  yesterday  evening,  heavy  rain  and  some  snow 
until  midday. 

Jan.  22.  Beautiful  weather,  although  cold. 

Jan.  25.  Rough  weather.  Preaching  in  Pfafftown.  Towards 
evening  it  began  to  rain  and  hail. 

Jan.  28.  Much  rain. 

Feb.  2.  Sunday.  At  Sunday  School  Br.  Zevely  made  a  powerful 
address  to  the  scholars  and  others  present. 

Feb.  3.  Visited  the  old  blind  Caspar  Stolz  who  suffers  from 
stone  pains.  I  found  him  a  little  better. 

Feb.  U.  The  weather  has  been  very  pleasant. 

\ 
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Feb.  8.  Today  at  1 :00  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral  of  Caspar 
Stolz,  who  quietly  fell  asleep  last  Thursday  at  the  age  of  80 
years  and  about  2  months.  After  3  years  of  failing  eyesight,  he 
was  totally  blind  for  18  years.  The  funeral  was  held  in  the 
English  language  and  was  well  attended. 

It  rained  again  at  night. 

Feb.  12.  A  son  was  born  to  the  pastor. 

Feb.  13.  On  the  occasion  of  a  wedding  celebration  (of  Timothy 
Conrad),  when  the  festivities  were  beginning,  there  was  the 
accident  in  which  the  young  Jonathan  Conrad  (son  of  Jac. 
Conrad  the  oil  man)  was  thrown  from  his  horse  against  a  tree 
with  such  force  that  half  the  skin  of  his  head  was  torn  loose. 
The  concussion  of  the  brain  was  so  severe  that  except  for  the 
first  two  or  three  hours,  when  there  were  signs  of  consciousness, 
he  was  completely  unconscious. 

Feb.  lJf.  Shortly  after  12  o'clock,  just  24  hours  after  the  ac- 
cident, he  breathed  his  last. 

Feb.  16.  The  funeral  was  attended  by  the  largest  congregation 
that  has  assembled  since  the  consecration  of  the  church.  Every- 
one spoke  well  of  him.  He  was  a  faithful  teacher  of  the  Sunday 
School  in  Pfafftown. 

Feb.  17.  It  rained  much  this  week,  but  generally  the  weather 
was  warm. 

Feb.  23.  Rain  in  the  evening. 

Feb.  25.  Heavy  rain.  The  roads  are  almost  impassable.  It 
cleared  up  warm  today.  Fruit  trees  are  putting  forth  leaves. 

March  5.  I  visited  in  Shortown.  A  shower  of  rain  hindered 
me  from  going  farther. 

March  17.  Br.  Schaaf  and  I  visited  the  Jacob  Conrads,  the 
widows  Stauber  and  Werner,  and  in  the  afternoon  come  back  by 
way  of  Bethabara.  Weather  was  pleasant. 

March  23.  There  were  repeated  thunderstorms  accompanied 
by  heavy  rain,  which  made  little  change,  however  in  the  warm 
weather. 

March  28,  Good  Friday.  Rainy  weather  hindered  many  from 
attending  the  meetings. 
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March  30,  Easter  Sunday.  The  Easter  litany  was  prayed  on 
God's  Acre  in  very  beautiful  weather.  Since  today  a  traveling 
singing-teacher  was  again  conducting  a  singing  meeting  or 
school  in  Pfafftown,  the  service  at  10:30  was  not  so  well  at- 
tended. After  dinner  the  subscribers  of  the  Sunday  School  met 
here  to  deliberate  about  establishing  a  Sunday  School  library. 
It  was  decided  to  make  this  arrangement.  The  Parent  Society 
makes  this  request:  When  a  Sunday  School  is  making  good 
progress  and  is  not  in  position  to  afford  an  extensive  number 
of  volumes,  it  can  for  $5  receive  the  value  of  $10  in  Books.  There 
will  be  a  subscription  for  this  purpose. 

March  31.  Rough  and  rainy  weather. 

The  weather  this  month  has  been  favorable  to  the  farmers 
for  their  work  and  sowing  of  oats  and  flax  has  been  almost 
finished.  On  the  whole,  the  weather  has  been  so  warm  that  the 
fruit  trees  have  put  out  exceedingly,  yet  the  nights  have  been 
so  cold  that  the  peaches  have  certainly  been  damaged. 

April  6.  There  was  little  interruption  in  rainy  weather  this 
week  and  the  roads  were  almost  impassable. 

April  13.  This  week  also  it  has  rained  almost  uninterruptedly 
day  and  night.  The  old  folks  cannot  remember  such  long  con- 
tinued rain  in  this  season.  Farmers  have  been  much  delayed 
in  planting  corn. 

April  20.  Br.  Shober  was  expected  today  but  did  not  come. 
There  has  been  no  rain  for  some  days  and  the  farmers  can 
go  on  with  planting  corn. 

April  27.  Br.  G.  Shober  of  Salem  preached  the  English  sermon 
with  special  reference  to  the  Sunday  School  affairs  and  in  the 
afternoon  attended  the  session  of  the  Sunday  School.  His  hearty 
address  to  the  scholars  and  his  special  conferences  with  in- 
dividuals were  very  cheering  to  them.  The  distribution  of  hymn 
books  and  tracts  pleased  them. 

It  is  to  be  added  that  Sr.  Catharina  Conrad  (wife  of  Jacob 
the  oil  man)  and  the  old  mother  requested  communion  at  their 
home  in  the  presence  of  friends.  We  felt  the  Lord's  presence. 
The  former  has  had  to  remain  in  bed  for  several  weeks  and  is 
very  weak,  which  is  often  the  case  with  her  at  this  season  of 
the  year.  The  old  mother  is  as  usual. 

May  2.  This  week  there  has  been  almost  continual  rain. 
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May  Jf.  It  rained  the  whole  day. 

May  5.  After  somewhat  heavy  rain  for  the  most  part  of  the 
night,  the  weather  cleared  near  noon.  Early  in  the  morning  came 
the  news  that  Sr.  Catharina  Conrad  passed  away  peacefully 
last  night  at  9 :30. 

May  6.  Today  at  10 :30  was  the  burial.  Just  as  the  sermon  was 
about  to  begin  a  procession  of  wagons  with  wild  animals  passed 
down  the  street,  which  were  to  be  seen  at  the  end  of  the  town.11 
In  seven  years  this  is  the  fourth  death  in  this  family,  three 
promising  sons  of  10,  24,  and  35  years  of  age  preceded  her.  She 
was  the  last  of  six  brothers  and  sisters.  The  memoir  is  attached. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  week  cool  rainy  weather  set  in. 

May  11.  This  week  the  weather  was  pleasant  during  the  day 
but  the  nights  and  mornings  were  unusually  cold  so  that  there 
was  concern  about  damaging  frost.  In  recent  nights  garden 
vegetables  such  as  beans  and  cucumbers  have  suffered,  but 
wheat  and  corn  have  been  spared. 

May  2b.  At  10  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral  of  Sr.  Anna 
Philippina  Krieger,  the  youngest  daughter  of  the  widow  Mary 
Krieger  (maiden  name  Pfaff).  She  died  Thursday.  It  rained  the 
entire  day. 

June  1.  On  account  of  the  heavy  rain  the  water  has  risen  and 
streams  have  overflowed.  The  roads  are  in  bad  condition. 

June  S.  I  visited  at  Jacob  Schor's.  Br.  Schor  wounded  himself 
on  the  knee  with  an  ax  but  it  seems  that  the  wound  will  heal 
without  harmful  results.  He  can  now  get  about  with  the  aid  of 
a  cane. 

June  8.  Br.  Jacobson  preached  his  farewell  sermon.  In  the 
afternoon  congregation  and  pastor  joined  at  lovefeast  and  in 
the  communion  to  pledge  love  and  loyalty  to  Jesus  unto  the  end. 
Afterwards  I  visited  the  aged  sick  Sr.  Werner. 

June  10.  We  bade  farewell  to  members  in  town  and  June  11 
at  6:00  o'clock  in  the  morning  we  set  out  on  our  way  accom- 
panied by  the  good  wishes  of  our  people. 

[Br.  and  Sr.  Bahnson,  who  had  arrived  in  Salem  in  June,  were 
installed  in  Bethania  on  the  29th.  They  returned  to  Salem  and 
remained  until  July  4.] 


Again  a  circus  came  to  Bethania. 
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July  Jf.  Br.  Byhan,  Jr.,  brought  Br.  and  Sr.  Bahnson  to  Beth- 
ania.  Just  as  we  entered  town,  in  view  of  the  Fourth  of  July 
celebration,  a  cannon  was  fired,  but  this  was  an  insignificant 
prelude  for  what  followed.  At  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  storm 
clouds  gathered  in  the  west.  A  big  cloud  moved  north  but  turned 
about  so  as  to  meet  one  of  those  coming  out  of  the  west.  A  fright- 
ful rain  followed  with  much  lightning  and  heavy  roll  of  thunder. 
The  thunder  and  lightning  came  together.  The  flooded  street 
looked  like  the  sea.  Lightning  struck  Dr.  Wilson's  barn  and  set 
it  afire.  The  sight  of  this  burning  building  was  terribly  beautiful. 
It  was  the  first  time  that  lightning  has  done  damage  in  town.  In 
half  an  hour  the  burning  building  had  disappeared. 

July  5.  We  spent  the  afternoon  and  evening  very  pleasantly 
with  Br.  and  Sr.  Simon  Stoltz.  We  visited  also  the  aged  Br.  and 
Sr.  Butner;  the  husband  is  getting  along  tolerably  well. 

July  6,  Sunday.  H.  Schulz  of  Salem  pleased  us  with  a  visit  to 
hold  the  lovefeast  of  reception  for  us.  The  weather  was  favor- 
able and  there  was  a  large  crowd  present.  We  visited  Br.  and 
Sr.  Herman  Butner  for  dinner.  A  thunderstorm  threatened  in 
the  afternoon  but  we  were  spared.  I  visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Chrn. 
Grabs. 

July  7.  Very  warm.  We  spent  the  day  visiting,  going  from 
house  to  house. 

July  8.  We  ended  our  visits  in  town  and  went  to  see  John 
Stolz,  Jr.,  where  we  stayed  for  dinner,  vesper,  and  supper.  Very 
fine  upright  people. 

July  9.  We  spent  the  afternoon  at  Dan.  Butner's.  The  weather 
was  unusually  warm. 

July  10.  We  drove  in  the  morning  to  Bethabara  and  spent 
the  remainder  of  the  day  with  Isaac  Lash. 

July  11.  We  visited  today  the  widowed  Sisters  Werner  and 
Stauber,  Br.  Jac.  Conrad,  John  Schor,  and  Abr.  Lash.  All  were 
hale  and  hearty. 

July  12.  We  visited  in  Shors  and  Pfafftown  and  with  Jac.  & 
John  Conrad's. 

July  15.  In  company  with  Trautel  Carney  and  Caty  Strub 
we  visited  the  John  Millers  and  Jacob  Shores  and  on  the  way 
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we  stopped  briefly  with  widow  Mary  Krieger.  There  were  sev- 
eral hard  showers  during  the  day,  but  we  fortunately  escaped 
them  while  we  were  at  Millers'.  We  were  all  on  horseback  be- 
cause the  roads  were  too  bad  for  wagons. 

July  16.  For  dinner  we  were  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Stockburger 
and  for  vesper  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Werner.  There  was  a  severe 
storm  in  the  afternoon. 

July  17.  With  Sr.  Trautel  Stolz  we  visited  Br.  and  Sr.  John 
Grabs  7  miles  from  here,  very  pleasantly.  He  advised  us  to  visit 
the  sons  of  Br.  John  Shor  and  the  son  of  widow  Stauber  because 
they  might  join  the  congregation.  Stormy  weather  but  we  re- 
turned home  without  getting  wet. 

July  18.  Visited  Br.  Mich.  Houser,  who  has  a  rather  severe  case 
of  fever.  Had  an  edifying  conversation  with  him. 

July  19.lt  rained  through  the  night  and  until  evening  and  on 
into  the  night.  Br.  Mich.  Houser  is  better. 

July  20.  It  cleared  beautifully  and  the  usual  services  were 
held  with  good  attendance  at  church  and  Sunday  School. 

July  21.  Went  to  Salem  to  bring  Sr.  Lydia  Benzien  for  a  visit. 

July  26.  Visited  Sim.  Stolz  and  Abr.  Conrad.  Muster  day  for 
our  company  here.  Very  warm. 

July  28.  Br.  S.  Stolz  brought  us  wood  which  we  needed  very 
much  and  he  also  repaired  our  hog  pen. 

July  29.  Visited  the  Schulzes.  Old  Br.  John  Hy.  Schulz  and 
his  daughter-in-law  have  not  recovered  from  their  loss. 

July  30.  Spent  the  day  at  Abrah.  Conrad's. 

Aug.  2.  Tuesday.  Preached  in  Pfafftown. 

Aug.  3.  Warm  and  oppresive. 

Aug.  5.  Thunderstorm  this  afternoon. 

Aug.  7.  Went  to  Salem  to  attend  the  Country  Ministers  Con- 
ference. It  was  very  warm. 

Aug.  8.  Tried  to  persuade  several  Brethren  to  sing  chorales  in 
the  choir.  It  is  hard  to  get  them  to  do  it. 
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Aug.  10,  Sunday.  We  celebrated  the  Thirteenth  of  August 
with  good  attendance.  Only  three  of  our  young  people  went  to 
the  camp  meeting  in  Germanton.  Br.  Fetter  of  Bethabara  helped 
with  the  music,  and  also  father  Transou.  In  the  evening  a  storm 
threatened  from  the  direction  of  Germanton  but  did  not  reach  us. 

Aug.  11.  Went  to  Salem  partly  on  business  and  partly  to  at- 
tend the  meeting  of  managers  of  the  Sunday  Schools.  Very 
warm.  In  the  evening  Sr.  Rach.  Byhan  came  with  me  for  a  visit. 

Aug.  12.  Pleasant  weather  but  hot. 

Aug.  13.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Jac.  Conrad  (merchant).  In  the 
evening  Sr.  Rach.  Byhan  returned  home. 

Aug.  llf.  Election  day  in  town  was  lively  as  usual.  Thunder- 
clouds came  up  but  no  rain,  although  it  was  needed  for  the  corn. 

Aug.  17.  In  the  morning  there  was  a  reading  meeting  and  the 
German  sermon  on  the  Gospel  According  to  Mark  7:31-37.  Sun- 
day School  and  evening  service  were  omitted,  since  I  went  by 
request  to  old  mother  Spoenhauer's  home  to  preach.  She  is 
getting  along  well  but  can't  leave  the  house.  I  found  a  large 
company  gathered,  among  them  many  Methodists,  and  I  preach- 
ed on  "The  Sower"  in  English,  adding  a  few  words  of  German 
in  the  discourse.  Mich.  Doub  invited  me  to  preach  in  their  Acad- 
emy, which  I  considered  a  courtesy  since  I  did  not  know  him  and 
as  a  whole  the  Methodists  do  not  conduct  themselves  toward  us 
in  a  very  Christian-like  manner.  It  was  a  warm  day,  followed 
by  a  beautiful  moonlit  evening  for  our  return. 

Aug.  18.  We  visited  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Schor  after  my  wife 
visited  Cath  Miller  who  is  still  sick. 

Aug.  19.  Rather  cool  this  morning.  The  horse  Dick  stepped 
on  our  maid's  toe  today  so  that  when  we  returned  from  Br.  Jac. 
Conrad's,  she  lay  sick  at  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Stolz, 
and  remained  there  until  Thursday.  Old  mother  Conrad  had  a 
stroke  but  is  improving.  We  saw  in  passing  the  Peter  and 
Christian  Pfaffs.  Br.  Peter  Pfaff  has  gone  with  oil  to  Columbia, 
S.  C. 

■ 

Aug.  20.  Rain  at  last,  although  not  enough. 

Aug.  22.  Today  we  took  Sr.  Lydia  Benzien  back  to  Salem  after 
a  pleasant  visit.  A  beautiful  day. 
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Aug.  23.  Br.  Chrn.  Grabs  has  been  suffering  for  some  days 
with  his  hand  and  finds  no  rest  day  or  night.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  this  has  gone  on  for  so  long. 

Aug.  26.  Hay  making  was  interrupted  by  rainy  weather. 

Aug.  27.  In  the  afternoon  we  rode  to  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Conrad, 
whose  2  sons  had  gone  to  Columbia  and  are  expected  back  Mon- 
day with  Br.  Peter  Pfaff,  his  son,  and  his  Negro. 

Aug.  28.  We  had  a  very  pleasant  visit  with  Br.  and  Sr.  John 
Grabs,  accompanied  by  Sr.  Trautel  Stolz.  Watermelons  were 
plentiful ;  one  weighed  20  to  30  lbs.  Very  pleasant  people.  Chrn. 
Grabs  is  still  miserable  on  account  of  his  hand.  So  is  Cath. 
Miller,  whose  doctor  doesn't  know  what  is  the  matter  with  her. 

Aug.  30.  It  rained  rather  hard  all  day. 

Sept.  2.  It  cleared  today  but  not  for  long.  Our  people  have 
been  hindered  in  getting  in  hay  and  fodder. 

Sept.  3  and  Rain  off  and  on,  and  on  the  4th  a  heavy  storm. 
On  the  5th  it  cleared. 

Sept.  6.  A  severe  storm  this  evening. 

Sept.  7.  In  the  evening  there  came  up  a  severe  storm,  so  that 
there  was  a  short  song  service. 

Sept.  9.  We  visited  the  widowed  Sister  Betsy  Krieger.  Her  son 
Timotheus  attended  his  first  and  last  Brethren's  festival,  for 
he  has  joined  the  Methodists!  Then  we  visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Jno. 
Miller,  and  then  I  went  alone  to  Jac.  Shor's. 

Sept.  10.  Visited  the  widowed  Sister  Mary  Krieger;  her 
daughter  has  joined  the  Methodists.  Unfortunately,  she  lives 
so  far  from  here  that  she  can  not  well  attend  meetings.  Since 
she  is  surrounded  by  Methodists,  it  is  unfortunate  that  they 
make  an  impression  on  unstable  dispositions. 

Today  the  Brothers  and  Sisters  cleaned  the  church. 

Sept.  12.  This  afternoon  we  assisted  at  the  birthday  celebra- 
tion of  Br.  Will  Lash.  I  invited  Br.  Abr.  Conrad,  who  does  not 
belong  to  us,  to  attend  the  Married  People's  festival,  but  he 
did  not  seem  to  be  interested.  I  began  taking  up  a  collection 
for  the  Emaus  church  in  Pennsylvania. 
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Sept.  1U.  This  was  a  very  pleasant  festival  day  and  there  was 
much  blessing.  Abrah.  Conrad  stayed  away  to  visit  his  sick 
workman. 

Sept.  15.  In  the  afternoon  I  was  called  to  visit  a  sick  man, 
Nathanael  Hendrick,  who  worked  in  Abraham  Conrad's  mill. 
He  had  a  high  fever.  He  seemed  to  be  in  good  spiritual  condition. 

Sept.  18.  By  request  I  visited  Hendrick  again ;  he  is  very  weak. 
Then  I  visited  Mich.  Houser,  whose  wife  is  very  sick  and  their 
child  is  weak. 

Sept.  19.  Visited  with  L.  Kramsch  at  Jos.  Conrad's  and  Jona- 
than Leinbach's,  all  of  us  on  horseback  in  beautiful  weather  but 
the  road  was  bad  in  places.  On  the  way  home  we  visited  Hen- 
drick. He  was  very  weak  and  every  minute  had  to  be  carried 
from  one  bed  to  another.  He  passed  away  at  1  o'clock. 

Sept.  2Jf.  It  rained  all  day.  I  was  called  to  baptize  Mich.  Hous- 
er's  child  that  went  Home  today.  The  mother  is  very  weak. 

Sept.  27.  Great  change  in  the  weather,  really  a  summer  day. 

Sept.  28.  Miserable  weather ;  rain  all  day  and  night.  Will  Con- 
rad is  very  sick  and  I  drove  to  see  him  on  request.  The  creek 
was  so  high  that  the  water  flowed  into  the  carriage.  He  seems 
to  be  very  weak. 

Sept.  30.  This  morning  a  son  was  born  to  Dr.  Wilson. 

Oct.  U,  Saturday.  It  rained  so  hard  that  I  did  not  believe  we 
could  get  to  Pfafftown  for  the  monthly  preaching,  but  it  cleared 
up  so  that  we  could  go  about  10  o'clock.  After  preaching  I  visited 
Will  Conrad  and  found  him  much  better.  A  rain  storm  held  us 
up  and  we  had  to  set  out  in  the  rain,  but  reached  home  safely  in 
spite  of  the  bad  roads.  I  had  to  promise  to  preach  two  weeks 
from  tomorrow  in  Spanish  Grove  school. 

Oct.  5,  Sunday.  Today  as  previously,  some  of  our  young  people 
attended  the  camp  meeting  in  Clemenstown.  A  number  of  Ne- 
groes were  present  here  for  preaching.  It  was  a  beautiful  warm 
day,  but  cool  in  the  morning  and  evening,  felt  especially  by  us 
in  our  drafty  and  thin  dwelling. 

Oct.  9.  Visited  Mother  Spaenhauer  and  William  Stockburger. 
A  Baptist  preacher  named  Freeman  preached  in  the  neighbor- 
ing Methodist  school  house. 
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Oct.  10.  Today  on  invitation  we  celebrated  with  Br.  John  Shor 
and  family  his  71st  birthday  in  friendly  manner. 

Oct.  12.  Yesterday  Br.  W.  Loesch  returned  from  Fayetteville 
where  he  has  been  sick.  He  is  still  weak. 

Oct.  13.  Visited  Sr.  Elis.  Conrad,  whose  husband  went  to 
Philadelphia.  A  beautiful  day.  We  could  not  get  a  horse  to  go 
with  Sr.  Bechler  to  Salem.  Everyone  is  busy  bringing  in  the 
corn,  manuring,  or  plowing. 

Oct.  lJf.  Solomon  Transou  has  gone  on  a  journey  to  southern 
and  western  states.  Thomas  Krauss  came  to  repair  our  stove. 
Post  mobilas  phoebus —  there  was  great  disorder  in  the  house, 
but  after  the  repairs  were  finished  and  the  fire  was  made,  it 
was  very  pleasant.  Br.  Lash  went  to  Germantown  today. 

Oct.  16.  Today  Br.  Heinrich  Blum  came  to  take  Sr.  Bechler  to 
Salem  since  we  had  not  been  able  to  get  a  horse.  Everything  was 
still  in  the  greatest  disorder  in  the  house.  Thomas  Kraus  and 
Petrus  Hauser  had  with  Jos.  Houser  gotten  hold  of  a  dram  bottle. 
You  must  not  have  both  together ;  it  just  won't  do. 

Oct.  17.  Visited  Mother  Schnall  at  Br.  and  Sr.  Abraham 
Loesch's.  It  was  reported  that  J.  B.  Miller  wanted  to  join  the 
Methodists.  It  does  them  so  much  good ! ! 

Oct.  19,  Sunday.  The  weather  in  the  morning  was  unpleasant, 
but  cleared.  In  the  afternoon,  accompanied  by  Br.  Peter  Pfaff, 
I  went  to  preach  at  Spanish  Grove. 

Oct.  26,  Sunday.  Rainy  day.  Meetings  were  as  usual.  In  the 
afternoon  it  cleared.  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Vogler  were  here  from 
Salem  and  visited  our  Sunday  School. 

Oct.  29.  Br.  Boner  left  our  neighborhood  today  since  he  could 
not  get  the  school  going.  We  had  a  pleasant  visit  from  Br.  and 
Sr.  Meinung  and  their  amiable  daughter  Lisette. 

Nov.  3.  Visited  Henry  Schulz.  His  daughter-in-law  and  her 
three  children  have  been  taken  sick  within  12  hours  with  bilious 
fever  and  are  seriously  ill.  This  is  a  hard-luck  family  in  which 
almost  always  one  or  the  other  is  sick. 

Nov.  5.  Each  evening  we  have  had  corn  huskings  in  the  neigh- 
borhood or  beyond  and  there  has  been  all  kinds  of  disturbance. 
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Nov.  7.  Fine  weather. 

Nov.  11.  Real  fall  weather,  smoky  but  very  agreeable  other- 
wise. 

Nov.  lJf.  This  was  good  for  the  fields  but  not  for  the  funeral 
service  of  the  departed  widowed  Sister  Maria  Conrad.  Father 
Byhan  and  son  and  Br.  Fetter,  of  Bethabara,  assisted  with  the 
music. 

Nov.  15.  &  cold  rainy  day.  The  weather  became  worse  and  in 
the  evening  it  began  to  sleet.  It  was  very  cold  and  slippery. 

Nov.  17.  Frightful  weather  during  the  night  and  for  part  of 
the  day.  The  storm  howled  mightily  and  broke  the  ice-covered 
boughs  of  the  poplars  and  other  trees  in  great  numbers  so  that 
they  fell  on  the  roofs  with  great  noise.  Many  people  during  the 
night  and  especially  on  Tuesday  had  great  anxiety,  and  one 
young  single  Brother  thought  that  the  judgment  day  had  come. 
Our  cellar  was  full  of  water.  In  general  the  streams  have  not 
been  so  high  for  several  years  as  they  are  now. 

Nov.  18.  Today  after  midday  the  sun  appeared  in  all  its  glory 
and  made  the  afternoon  very  warm  and  pleasant,  as  if  one  had 
come  into  another  country.  The  old  people  here  cannot  remember 
such  an  early  approach  of  cold  weather. 

Nov.  20.  Harvest  festival  sermon. 

Nov.  25.  Very  cold  weather. 

Nov.  27.  Visited  Solomon  Conrad.  On  my  way  back  I  lost  my 
watch.  Next  day  [.  .  .] 

Nov.  28.  I  went  the  same  way  and  luckily  found  my  watch. 

Nov.  SO.  In  the  afternoon  the  Sunday  School  was  enlivened 
by  a  visit  from  Br.  Zevely  and  Br.  Jno.  Vogler.  Some  of  the 
Brethren  practiced  playing  trumpets  and  the  children  prac- 
ticed singing. 

The  eclipse  of  the  sun  was  beautiful  to  see. 

Dec.  If.  It  rained  and  the  weather  turned  cold. 

Dec.  6.  It  rained  very  hard  during  the  night  but  cleared 
beautifully.  Monthly  preaching  in  German  at  Pfafftown.  Today 
and  tomorrow  the  Methodists  have  their  quarterly  meeting  at 
Daub's, 
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Dec.  7.  Beautiful  weather.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the 
baptism  of  the  infant  son  of  Dr.  Wilson  with  the  name  Angelo 
Virgil,  at  the  home  of  Abr.  Conrad.  The  father  was  absent,  ap- 
parently on  duty. 

Dec.  9.  Today  Calvin  Transou  (Petrus'  son)  chopped  off  a 
finger  from  the  right  hand  of  his  oldest  sister.  It  was  uninten- 
tional— but  people  do  not  pay  enough  attention  to  their  children. 

Dec.  11.  Everywhere  hog-killing  in  town,  a  good  time  for  us, 
with  sausage  and  spareribs  coming  in  from  all  around. 

Dec.  13.  In  the  evening  there  came  from  Salem  the  inscription 
for  our  putz.12 

Dec.  17.  Rain. 

Dec.  18.  Visited  Joh.  Heinrich  Schulz  and  almost  got  lost  in 
the  woods. 

Dec.  20.  Rode  to  Schortown  with  Edw.  Butner  to  get  greens 
and  brought  back  a  wagon  full. 

Dec.  21.  Murky  and  rainy  as  the  day  before.  Began  the  putz 
in  the  afternoon. 

Dec.  22.  Rode  to  Sandy  Flynt's  for  potatoes. 

Dec.  2Jf.  Wretched  weather.  It  rained  the  whole  day.  A  good 
many  people  came,  even  with  4-horse  teams.  Soon  after  5:00 
o'clock  there  was  the  Christmas  lovefeast. 

Dec.  25.  Weather  unfavorable.  Br.  Chrn.  Loesch  was  75  years 
old.  In  the  evening  it  began  to  rain  hard. 

Dec.  28.  In  the  afternoon  it  began  to  rain. 

Dec.  31.  At  5  o'clock  there  was  the  closing  service  for  the 
children.  At  8  o'clock  lovefeast  and  at  10  o'clock  reading  of  the 
Memorabilia.  At  11:30  we  gathered  for  the  last  time  in  the 
name  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  to  pass  over  into  the  year  1835. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Friedberg  and  Hope,  1834.. 

Jan.  5.  Last  night  three  inches  of  snow  fell.  Only  one  Brother 
came  to  preaching  in  Hope  and  I  came  home  without  accomplish- 
ing anything.  In  Friedberg  there  were  4  Sunday  School  scholars

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and  2  Brethren  present,  to  whom  my  wife  read  aloud  "the  Story 
of  little  Henry,"  by  Mrs.  Sherwood,  to  their  pleasure,  after 
which  they  went  home. 

Jan.  11.  I  was  hastily  called  to  see  our  neighbor  Jacob  Mack 
who  has  a  severe  cold  and  a  frightful  cough.  After  giving  him 
some  good  remedies,  I  returned  home.  Our  black  [servant]  Rose 
has  been  sick  for  several  days  and  has  convulsions  and  today  I 
sent  to  Salem  for  medical  aid. 

Jan.  15.  This  evening,  with  my  help,  there  was  organized  a 
club  of  young  Single  Brethren  for  the  purpose  of  debating  such 
subjects  as  may  be  desired  and  thereby  to  awaken  interest  in 
reading  and  especially  for  intellectual  activities.  It  bears  the 
name  "The  South  Fork  Debating  Society." 

Jan.  22.  At  7:00  p.m.  sixteen  of  our  young  people  met  to  de- 
bate the  question  now  widely  presented  by  the  Temperance  So- 
cieties and  discussed  so  zealously:  "Is  the  distiller,  or  the  re- 
tailer, or  the  drinker  of  spirituous  drinks  to  be  blamed  or  not?" 

Jan.  31.  Our  sister  Antoinette  visited  us  from  Salem  to  play 
the  organ  in  the  meetings. 

Our  two  congregations  could  rejoice  this  month  at  the  gra- 
cious gift  of  health,  although  some  members,  for  example  Jos. 
Boners  family  in  Hope,  have  had  the  so-called  scarlet  fever. 

Feb.  10.  With  the  help  of  Br.  C.  Hege  today  we  planted  fruit 
trees  with  branches,  so  that  there  would  be  no  lack  of  fruit  for  us. 

In  the  afternoon  my  wife  and  I  drove  to  Charles  Walk's.  From 
there  we  went  on  foot  to  the  Lutheran  Church.13  Here  a  large 
number  of  people  attended  prayer  meeting,  which  I  conducted. 
Afterwards  on  the  way  home  we  drank  coffee  at  C.  Walk's. 

Feb.  16,  Sunday.  Today,  as  on  last  Sunday,  we  had  three  new 
scholars.  In  all  74  were  present,  and  288  tickets14  were  distribu- 
ted. A  little  boy,  Eli  Seitz  (Sides)  had  learned  enough  verses 
out  of  the  Sunday  School  hymn  book  for  30  tickets. 

Feb.  22.  Four  members  of  the  Committee  and  another  Brother 
worked  on  the  graveyard  and  in  repairing  the  garden  fence. 

Feb.  21f.  We  visted  C.  Bender's  child  that  has  painful  attacks

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of  cramps.  As  soon  as  we  began  to  sing,  the  child  became  quite 
still  in  its  mother's  arms. 

March  1.  I  visited  widow  Beroth  and  noticed  that  in  spite  of 
her  natural  "high  spirits"  the  Lord  had  granted  her  to  take  in 
Christian  manner  the  report  about  her  daughter.  I  remembered 
the  proverb : 

Where  God  erects  a  house  of  prayer, 

The  devil  builds  his  chapel  there. 

March  2.  After  meeting  (in  Hope)  there  was  a  discussion 
about  the  desired  bridge  to  be  built  across  the  Middle  Fork  at 
Alex.  Weesner's.  A  committee  of  three  Brethren,  George  Fisher, 
Peter  Moss,  and  Philip  Vogler,  was  appointed  to  speak  with 
Weesner,  who  owns  one  side  of  the  creek,  and  to  set  a  day  for 
the  work  to  begin.  There  was  discussion  about  the  usual  cleaning 
of  the  graveyard  before  Easter. 

March  3.  At  2:00  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  23- 
months-old  son  of  our  neighbor  Christian  Ernst  or  Bender. 

March  J+.  In  company  with  Br.  Jesse  Mack  I  rode  5  miles  to 
Jacob  Michael,  where  I  conducted  the  funeral  of  the  widow 
Jacobi  (Jacobus,  'Cobus,  James),  who  passed  away  yesterday 
morning.  Her  name  was  Magdalene  Wilhelmine  (maiden  name 
Diener).  She  was  born  in  1750  in  north  Germany,  of  the  Luth- 
eran faith.  In  1757  she  came  to  Pennsylvania.  After  13  years  of 
service  she  married  a  man  named  Pleyel.  After  the  death  of  her 
first  husband  she  married  her  second  husband,  named  Jacobi. 
Her  first  marriage  was  blest  with  4  and  her  second  with  6  chil- 
dren. She  had  22  grandchildren  and  11  great-grandchildren.  A 
few  days  ago  pastor  Muller  visited  her.  At  the  burial  I  preached 
under  an  oak  tree  from  the  text,  "Set  thy  house  in  order,  for 
thou  shalt  die,  &  not  live."  There  were  about  200  listeners  of 
both  sexes  present  in  groups  about  me,  some  sitting  and  some 
standing.  The  scene  was  singular  in  its  way  and  had  a  certain 
charm  of  novelty. 

March  9.  There  was  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  about  clear- 
ing the  bottom  swamp  on  the  South  Fork  and  cleaning  the 
graveyard  in  Friedberg. 

March  16.  In  the  afternoon  we  visited  neighbor  Jacob  Mack, 
whose  two  sons  Jesse  and  Nathaniel  are  suffering  with  "stitch 
in  the  side"  (pleurisy) .  Also  I  had  conversation  with  Mr.  Adam 
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Mack,  a  Methodist,  about  several  points,  for  example,  conver- 
sion, splinter-groups,  justification,  attaining  salvation  by  our 
good  works,  etc.  Not  until  late  at  night  did  I  reach  home  after 
this  day  of  blessing. 

March  18.  Yesterday  and  today  we  visited  the  Macks.  Both 
the  young  men  have  serious  chest  fever. 

March  19.  1  walked  to  neighbor  Mack's,  who  now  is  sick  with 
the  same  disease  that  his  sons  have.  It  was  a  sad  sight  to  see 
three  strong  men  to  suddenly  and  frightfully  stretched  out 
on  their  sick  beds ! 

Because  the  evenings  are  short  and  the  young  men  are  tired 
after  their  day's  work,  evening  school  has  been  closed  for  the 
time  being. 

March  20.  We  visited  the  Macks  and  found  them  better,  ex- 
cept Jesse. 

March  21.  A  large  number  of  our  young  men,  married  Breth- 
ren, and  some  neighbors  gathered  for  cleaning  God's  Acre, 
which  had  become  overgrown. 

March  22.  My  wife  and  I  visited  the  Macks  and  John  Spach 
(son  of  Jacob),  who  was  taken  sick  like  the  Macks  with  pleurisy, 
vomiting,  dizziness,  and  the  like. 

March  23.  Our  old  parents,  Br.  and  Sr.  Bagge,  arrived  early 
from  Salem. 

March  25.  With  Chas  Walk  I  rode  9  miles  to  Brushy  Fork 
[Creek]  to  Michael  Clodfelter's,  where  in  the  afternoon  I  per- 
formed the  marriage  service  for  the  single  Br.  Joel  Rothrock 
and  the  single  Susanna  Gladfelder.  The  latter  belongs  to  the 
Lutherans,  who  have  a  church  2  miles  from  there  in  Opossum- 
Town.  Everything  went  in  orderly  fashion  and  there  was  no 
drinking  of  spirituous  drinks. 

March  28.  Our  neighbor  Mack  and  sons  are  on  the  way  to  re- 
covery. Many  other  members  of  our  congregation  are  very  sick. 

March  30,  Easter  Sunday.  I  rode  to  Hope  at  7 : 30  a.m.  A  large 
crowd  of  people  assembled  in  the  best  of  order  and  quiet  on 
God's  Acre  at  9:00  o'clock.  After  the  festal  sermon  the  voting 
members  assembled  to  adopt  a  constitution  for  the  Sunday 
School  to  be  reorganized  next  Sunday  in  Hope.  The  old  constitu- 
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tion,  after  some  years,  was  in  need  of  changes  and  additions. 
The  following  were  inducted  as  officers:  Br.  Christian  Seitz, 
president;  Br.  Jacob  Fry,  the  single  David  Douthit,  vice-presi- 
dents; the  Brn.  Fred  Null,  Peter  Moss,  Jos.  Boner,  and  Hy. 
Beroth,  superintendents;  Br.  Hy.  Cook,  treasurer;  the  married 
James  Jarvis  and  the  single  D.  Douthit,  secretaries. 

In  Friedberg  all  the  services  were  held  by  my  dear  father,  Br. 
Theodore  Schulz.15  The  church  was  filled  above  and  below 
[gallery  and  down-stairs]. 

April  1.  Old  Br.  Jacob  Greter,  whom  I  visited,  seems  to  have 
dropsy  of  the  chest.  Since  he  is  a  silent  kind  of  man,  I  could 
not  converse  much  with  him  about  his  heart's  condition  (spirit- 
ual). 

April  8.  Today  were  visited  Thorn.  Padgett's,  Paulus  Schneid- 
er's, Dan'l.  Weesner's,  Dan'l  Spach's  (Adam's  son) . 

April  12.  It  rained  hard  every  day  this  week  except  Tuesday. 
Many  farmers  were  prevented  from  planting  corn,  and  those 
who  had  planted  feared  that  it  would  be  spoiled  in  the  damp, 
cold  earth. 

April  IS.  The  South  Fork,  as  all  other  creeks,  is  extraordinar- 
ily overflooded. 

April  17.  I  officiated  at  the  marriage  of  the  single  Matthias 
Discher  and  the  single  Sister  Mary  Christiana  Walk  at  the  home 
of  the  bride's  parents,  the  Joseph  Walks. 

April  18.  The  Brn.  D.  Wohlfahrt  and  V.  Zevely  visited  us  in 
passing. 

April  19.  At  11  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral  of  our  neighbor 
Samuel  Jacob  Wohlfahrt,  who  entered  into  his  rest  on  the 
morning  of  the  17th.  He  was  born  in  Hope  24  July  1789.  His 
parents  were  Jacob  and  Elisabeth  Wohlfahrt  (maiden  name 
Schneider).  He  learned  his  trade  in  Salem,  where  he  was  re- 
ceived into  the  congregation  26  Dec.  1801.  In  1815  he  left  that 
congregation  and  married  the  single  Elisabeth  Fischer. 

April  20,  Sunday.  In  Sunday  School  84  children  were  present 
and  364  tickets  were  distributed.  Teachers  and  scholars  are 
enthusiastic. 


u  A  church  official  in  Salem. 
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April  27.  The  so-called  "rotten  quincy"  16  has  invaded  the 
neighborhood.  Several  of  our  children  and  some  of  the  grown 
people  have  been  affected  by  it. 

April  28.  At  his  request  I  rode  to  see  neighbor  Zink  (Sink), 
whose  sick  wife  wanted  me  to  pray  for  her.  To  my  great  joy  I 
found  that  she  was  ready  to  depart  and  was  free  from  all 
earthly  cares.  She  had  confided  to  God  her  three  little  children. 
After  the  singing  of  some  verses  I  offered  prayer  and  after  a 
short  address  I  offered  a  closing  prayer  in  English.  Meanwhile 
several  neighbors  had  assembled.  She  wanted  to  be  buried  in 
our  God's  Acre. 

May  2.  I  visited  Jacob  Greter  and  Philip  Vogler;  the  latter 

has  contracted  a  severe  case  of  catarrhal  fever. 

May  5.  In  the  afternoon  I  visited  the  widow  Sr.  Beroth,  whose 
little  Emmeline  is  sick  with  the  disease  spreading  along  the 
Yadkin  River,  "putrid  throat,  or  rotten  quincy." 

May  7.  Little  Emmeline  Catherine  Beroth,  8  years  of  age, 
went  Home  at  9 :00  o'clock  in  the  morning.  Since  the  end  of  last 
week  she  suffered  much  from  the  disease  spreading  in  the 
neighborhood,  "rotten  quincy." 

May  12.  The  congregation  festival  was  largely  attended  in 
Friedberg.  Br.  and  Sr.  Schaaf,  from  Salem,  assisted. 

May  22.  I  went  to  neighbor  Kimel's  to  see  the  sick  son  of  Wm. 
Pack,  whom  I  baptized  with  the  name  of  Wesley.  I  also  visited 
Sr.  Greter,  who  is  sick  with  influenza. 

May  2b.  At  3  o'clock  in  the  morning  departed  this  life  the 
85-year-old  Priscilla,  and  at  10  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  widow 
Sr.  Susannah  Hanes,  who  has  been  sick  since  last  fall.  The  first 
named  Sister  was  a  true  handmaiden  of  the  Lord,  a  true  mother 
to  all  the  members  of  the  Peddycoard  family  to  which  she 
belonged. 

May  26.  There  was  the  burial  of  the  two  Sisters  in  Hope  after 
an  interval  of  20  months  in  which  no  member  of  the  Hope  con- 
gregation has  been  buried. 

May  31.  Heavy  rain  that  threatens  wheat  partly  in  bloom. 
T  visited  little  Lisette  Spach  (Daniel's  daughter)  who  has  a  bad 
case  of  fever,  and  old  Br.  Greter,  whose  end  seems  near. 


16  Inflammation  of  the  tonsils,  quinsy. 
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June  1.  On  account  of  high  water  I  went  to  Hope  by  way  of 
Stafford's  bridge.  There  is  trouble  in  the  Sunday  School  within 
and  without.17  Scholars  number  21.  At  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
after  12  hours  of  intense  suffering,  our  Br.  Jacob  Greter  de- 
parted this  life. 

June  5.  After  return  from  Salem  I  was  called  in  all  haste  to 
seriously  sick  Sr.  Anna  J.  Noeding  (maiden  name  Spach),  who 
had  given  birth  prematurely  to  a  little  son.  After  23  hours  the 
little  son  departed  this  life.  In  company  with  Dr.  Keehln  I  rode 
back  to  Salem  toward  evening. 

We  returned  to  Friedberg  with  the  single  Sister  Louisa 
Kramsch.  After  the  burial  of  the  little  child  Beatus  Noeding 
(Joseph's) ,  I  rode  to  Joseph  Noeding's  and  found  that  his  wife 
had  just  passed  away! 

June  8.  Nearly  400  persons  were  present  for  the  funeral  of 
the  married  Sr.  Anna  Johanna  Noeding,  many  from  Salem.  The 
corpse  was  already  buried  yesterday. 

June  17.  1  visited  Elias  Lashmit,  whose  wife  was  injured  by 
an  unfortunate  accident. 

June  25.  In  the  evening  we  visited  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Fisher, 
whose  youngest  child  has  been  suffering  with  a  "sponsillar"  in- 
flammation since  last  Monday. 

June  26.  Dr.  Keehln  visited  us  from  Salem.  In  the  afternoon 
William  Henry  Fisher,  7  months  old,  departed  this  life. 

June  28.  There  was  Teachers  Meeting  of  our  Charity  Sunday 
School.  The  favorable  results  of  this  organization  are  pleasing 
to  us. 

July  S.  I  discussed  English  grammar  and  exegisis  of  the 
fourth  chapter  of  Paul's  Epistle  to  the  Romans  with  Miles  Vog- 
ler  and  held  instruction  for  the  children. 

July  IS.  Although  there  was  a  Methodist  camp  meeting  at  Mt. 
Vernon  5  miles  from  here,  there  was  a  rather  large  company 
of  listeners  at  meetings  here. 

July  25.  Little  John  Seitz,  who  departed  this  life  yesterday 
morning,  was  buried  at  11  a.m.  This  child  was  sickly  from  birth. 


17  The  pastor  observed  that  lack  of  a  resident  minister  could  account  for  some  of  the 
trouble.  Hope  was  served  in  these  years  by  the  pastor  residing  in  Friedberg. 
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Aug.  3. 1  spent  most  of  the  day  in  Hope.  Before  Sunday  School 
I  visited  the  Henry  Cooks,  both  of  whom  have  been  sick  with 
fever  and  are  recovering. 

Aug.  5.  While  I  was  visiting  at  Hege's  (David's  son),  there 
came  Elisabeth  Hartman,  who  lost  her  reason  in  youth.  I  told 
her  how  God  loves  the  world  and  sent  Jesus  Christ  to  receive 
all  who  in  His  name  believe,  and  asked  her  to  pray  earnestly 
to  God.  "I  often  do  that,"  she  said.  "My  mother  taught  me  to 
pray,  'Our  Father,  Who  art  in  heaven,  etc!'  That  my  mother 
larn'd  me  to  pray  when  I  was  a  leetle  child!"  How  cheering  it 
is  to  find  the  example  of  this  mother  who  brought  up  her  chil- 
dren in  the  fear  of  the  Lord! 

Aug.  11.  I  held  the  prayer  meeting  in  Shober's  Church,  after 
which  I  visited  the  married  Sr.  Swaim,  who  is  in  a  serious  con- 
dition. 

Aug.  15.  At  9:30  p.m.  my  dear  wife  was  delivered  of  a 
healthy  daughter,  for  which  we  can  not  sufficiently  thank  the 
Lord. 

Aug.  16.  Our  dear  parents,  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Theodore 
Schulz,  came  to  help  us  celebrate  the  belated  festival  of  13th 
August.  Father  Schulz  conducted  the  meetings. 

After  communion  I  was  taken  to  Henry  Schott,  at  the  Luth- 
eran Church.  His  wife  is  very  sick.  She  has  fever.  At  their  re- 
quest I  baptized  the  son,  born  July  4,  with  the  name  Wesley. 

Aug.  18.  Early  in  the  morning  we  received  official  news  that 
the  night  before  the  single  J.  R.  had  taken  his  life,  in  a  drunken 
condition. 

It  was  my  duty  to  comfort  the  sorrowing  mother. 

Aug.  19.  According  to  the  wish  of  the  mother,  I  preached  the 
funeral  sermon  in  front  of  the  house  of  Br.  Thomas  Padgett, 
from  Galatians  6:7,  "Be  not  deceived,  God  is  not  mocked:  for 
whatsoever  a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he  also  reap." 

In  the  afternoon  at  4  o'clock  I  rode  to  the  Lutheran  Church 
at  Rippers  to  conduct  the  funeral  of  the  departed  married 
Sarah  Schott  (maiden  name  McCrary). 

Aug.  22.  The  end  of  last  week  our  married  Br.  Christian 
Hege,  with  some  Brethren  from  Bethania  and  Salem,  set  out  for 
Indiana  to  observe  the  life  there  and  to  investigate  the  famous 
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soil  of  that  country,  perhaps  sooner  or  later  to  settle  there. 
May  God  be  with  them! 

Aug.  31,  Sunday.  There  was  the  baptism  of  our  little  daughter, 
born  on  the  15th,  by  my  dear  father  Theodore  Schulz,  of  Salem, 
with  the  name  Mary  Eliza. 

Sept.  U-  Again  my  wife  had  an  attack  of  intermittent  fever 
and  a  physician  was  sought. 

Sept.  7.  At  Hope  I  preached  from  Romans  XIV,  13.  It  was 
Reward  Day  in  the  Sunday  School.  The  diligence  of  the  scholars 
and  their  desire  to  learn  afforded  much  pleasure.  I  rejoiced  in 
succeeding  to  restore  peace  and  brotherly  agreement  between 
two  Brethren  who  had  been  in  contention,  God  be  praised! 

Sept.  8.  My  wife  had  another  attack  of  fever. 

Sept.  12.  With  Br.  Thomas  Padgett  I  visited  Spencer  Mulli- 
kin,  who  married  one  of  our  Sisters  belonging  to  Hope.  He  lives 
in  a  neighborhood  where  mostly  English  is  spoken  and  there  are 
many  Baptists. 

Sept.  19.  Daniel  Spach  and  Daniel  Fishel  were  visited.  In 
both  families  fever  is  spreading,  as  it  is  in  our  neighborhood  and 
especially  along  Muddy  Creek,  an  unusually  large  number  of 
cases  for  this  time  of  the  year. 

Sept.  21.  Rainy  weather;  only  22  scholars  were  in  Sunday 
School.  In  the  afternoon  I  rode  with  Br.  J.  George  Spach  to  the 
Hope  neighborhood  for  the  burial  of  Br.  George  Fry's  child 
who  fell  asleep  yesterday.  Since  the  interment  was  to  be  in  the 
private  burial  place  of  old  Andrew  Krauss,  I  preached  in  his 
house  in  English  from  Romans  VIII,  18,  to  a  considerable 
number  of  persons  present.  After  the  sermon  we  went  to  the 
graveyard  %  of  a  mile  from  the  house  for  the  interment. 

Sept.  22.  I  visited  the  fever-stricken  Br.  Thomas  Padgett,  who 
has  recently  taken  his  poor  sick  Mother  Padgett  into  his  home. 

Sept.  2U.  With  thanks  to  God  I  can  mention  that  the  fever 
seems  to  have  left  my  dear  wife  entirely. 

Sept.  28.  The  anniversary  of  the  Sunday  School  was  joyfully 
celebrated.  Br.  Byhan  preached  in  German. 

Sept.  30.  I  married  the  single  Br.  David  Fishel  and  the  single 
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Catherina  Gladfelder  at  the  home  of  her  parents,  the  Andrew 
Gladfelders,  about  9  miles  from  Friedberg.  After  the  ceremony 
I  rode  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Philip  Rothrock  and  married  their  daugh- 
ter Maria  (Polly)  and  the  single  Joseph  Noeding.  This  latter 
couple  will  move  to  the  Brethren's  plantation  near  Salem. 

Oct.  5.  There  was  an  address  in  English  in  Hope  since  there 
were  few  present.  A  camp  meeting  was  being  held  in  Clemmons- 
ville. 

Oct.  13.  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Sunday  School  Board  in 
Salem  to  look  after  some  business  for  the  Sunday  School  in 
Hope.  The  Board  generously  voted  a  gift  of  $5  for  a  little 
library  for  the  use  of  the  Hope  Sunday  School  scholars  on  the 
condition  that  a  like  sum  of  $5  be  collected  for  the  same  purpose. 

Oct.  IJf.  We  visited  Br.  Christian  Hege,  who  returned  safe 
and  sound  last  Sunday  from  a  visit  of  several  weeks  to  Hope, 
Indiana. 

Oct.  15.  After  instruction  for  children  I  went  on  horseback 
to  visit  Daniel  Spach,  Sr.,  the  widow  Anna  Boeckel,  George 
Tesch,  and  C.  Rippel.  I  had  scarcely  reached  home  when  I  was 
called  to  visit  the  widow  Sr.  Padgett,  who  has  lived  with  her 
son  Thomas  for  the  last  four  weeks.  She  is  suffering  from 
dropsy. 

Oct.  16.  Morning  and  evening  I  was  with  Sr.  Padgett,  who  is 
much  weaker;  the  end  seems  near. 

Oct.  17.  At  1 :00  o'clock  in  the  morning  Sr.  Padgett  peacefully 
departed  this  life.  [The  memoir  of  Sr.  Padgett  (maiden  name 
Matthews)  is  attached.] 

Oct.  21.  I  visited  the  families  Brunner,  Miller,  Lobach,  Null, 
and  Martin  Rominger  in  the  Hope  Settlement.  For  some  weeks 
the  Brunners  have  been  pained  because  their  eldest  son  Michael 
secretly  left  the  paternal  home  and  went  with  a  company  of 
neighbors  moving  to  the  state  of  Indiana. 

Oct.  21>.  I  returned  to  Friedberg  and  visited  the  Sisters  Spach 
(Jacob's)  and  Rippel,  both  sick  with  fever,  the  latter  dangerous- 
ly. 

Oct.  25.  Early  in  the  morning  I  rode  to  Christian  Rippel's, 
to  visit  his  wife.  I  found  both  mother  and  daughter  very  sick. 
Then  I  continued  on  to  Hope  for  the  Married  People's  festival. 
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Oct.  26,  Sunday.  After  the  morning  meeting  the  weather 
cleared  so  that  I  could  ride  with  the  single  Br.  Jesse  Mack  to  the 
home  of  old  Mr.  Mullikin  beyond  Muddy  Creek  and  preach  in 
English  in  his  house  to  an  attentive  company.  The  latter  be- 
longs to  the  Baptists,  who  have  a  church  about  half  a  mile  from 
his  house,  where  a  certain  Mr.  Potts  has  assisted  for  more  than 
30  years. 

Oct.  30.  I  visited  C.  Rippel,  C.  Hege,  Conrad  and  George 
Fishel,  where  in  almost  all  homes  several  were  kept  in  bed  with 
fever.  Sr.  Rippel  seems  to  be  better. 

Nov.  Jf.  I  united  in  marriage  the  single  David  James  (Jacobus) 
and  the  single  Sr.  Lucy  Boeckel  at  the  home  of  the  mother,  the 
widow  Magdalena  Boeckel. 

Nov.  5.  Emanuel  Fishel,  who  suffers  from  a  new  affliction,  was 
visited  and  comforted. 

Nov.  9,  Sunday.  At  Congregation  Council  the  troubling  ques- 
tion was  presented,  whether  it  would  be  best  to  sell  part  of  the 
church  land  to  pay  the  debt  of  $187.50.  Attempts  to  raise  this 
sum  by  subscription  and  collection  have  failed.  The  offer  of  Br. 
Theodore  Schulz  was  accepted,  that  if  we  sold  the  church  land 
to  cover  the  debt,  he  would  give  us  Unity  (Moravian  Church) 
land  in  proportion  if  the  meadow  land  given  the  church  here 
some  years  ago  is  brought  into  cultivation. 

Br.  P.  Vogler  wished  to  resign  as  grave-digger  and  Br. 
Thomas  Fisher  was  unanimously  elected. 

Nov.  11.  I  preached  in  the  home  of  Jacob  Spach  on  the  Home- 
going  of  his  son  Heinrich,  which  occurred  on  the  17th  of  October 
at  the  County  Poor  House,  where  he  spent  the  last  years  of  his 
unfortunate  life  since  his  mind  was  deranged.  It  is  very  strange 
that  the  official  at  the  Poor  House  did  not  inform  the  parents 
either  of  the  sickness  or  of  the  death  of  their  son. 

Nov.  12.  We  drove  to  Jacob  Rothrock,  who  had  asked  us  to 
visit  his  son  Samuel,  a  Lutheran  minister  in  Salisbury  and  its 
vicinity,  who  lies  sick  with  fever.  This  active  fellow-worker  in 
the  vineyard  of  the  Lord  formerly  belonged  to  the  Friedberg 
congregation.  After  a  very  interesting  conversation  we  returned 
home  toward  evening. 
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Nov.  lJf.  I  was  in  the  Hope  neighborhood  on  a  visit  to  a 
spiritually  sick  person  whom  with  the  help  of  the  Lord  I  sought 
to  bring  to  a  better  condition  of  peace  within. 

Nov.  19.  The  single  Br.  Miles  Vogler  began  to  keep  school 
today  with  11  children  in  the  little  schoolhouse. 

Nov.  22.  Br.  and  Sr.  Philip  Vogler  moved  to  their  new  place 
12  miles  from  here  and  only  3  miles  from  Friedland.  With  them 
went  the  single  Horatio  and  the  older  girl  Lucy  Peddycoard. 

Nov.  23,  Sunday.  There  was  the  Harvest  Sermon  in  which  we 
thanked  God  for  the  harvest  blessing  which  He  has  so  unex- 
pectedly granted. 

Nov.  30.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  partial  eclipse  of  the 
sun,  which  was  central  in  Charlestown,  S.  Carolina,  and  Tusca- 
loosa. 

Dec.  5.  I  visited  old  Br.  John  Spach,  who  some  days  ago  was 
almost  totally  paralyzed  on  his  right  side.  He  was  hardly  able 
to  talk  to  me.  Dr.  Keehln  visited  us  a  little  while. 

Dec.  6.  Some  members  and  neighbors  came  to  repair  the 
fence  of  our  God's  Acre. 

Dec.  7.  On  account  of  high  water  I  rode  by  a  detour  to  Hope 
where  only  a  couple  of  children  were  at  Sunday  School.  In  the 
Committee  the  sad  errors  of  Br.  P.  M.  were  discussed.  He  shall 
be  informed  by  Br.  Jos.  Boner  that  on  the  24th,  unless  the  mis- 
understandings are  settled,  the  whole  controversy  will  be  in- 
vestigated by  the  Committee  and  if  possible  disposed  of  before 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Dec.  8.  Br.  John  Spach  was  visited.  He  seems  to  be  speechless 
and  deprived  of  the  use  of  his  senses. 

I  held  the  prayer  meeting  at  Hopewell.  The  leader  of  the 
Lutheran  congregation  offered  to  take  a  free-will  offering  for 
the  building  of  the  church  in  Emmaus.18 

Dec.  12.  At  the  close  of  school  we  practiced  two  musical 
selections  for  the  children  to  sing  at  Christmas. 

Dec.  18.1  rode  to  see  Br.  Horatio  Hamilton,  who  several  days 
ago  had  an  apoplectic  stroke. 


18  A  Moravian  church  in  Pennsylvania. 
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Dec.  19.  I  was  called  in  haste  to  our  sick  Br.  Spach  since  it 
seemed  that  the  end  was  near.  He  recovered  somewhat.  I 
brought  to  him  the  consolation  of  the  Lord  and  tried  to  cheer 
him.  He  gave  signs  of  understanding,  appeared  to  be  comforted, 
and  without  fear  of  death  he  wished  to  go  Home. 

Dec.  21,  Advent  Sunday.  In  spite  of  unfavorable  weather  there 
was  the  English  sermon  preached  to  an  attentive  congregation. 
At  the  close  of  Sunday  School  we  practiced  with  the  children 
some  arias  to  sing  at  Christmas.  The  teachers  helped  us  make 
a  little  putz  in  the  church. 

Dec.  24.  Too  bad!  On  account  of  rainy  weather  only  about 
half  of  the  members  and  children  were  at  Hope  for  the  Christ- 
mas festival.  On  the  way  I  visited  Br.  John  Spach,  who  seems 
more  himself  than  formerly. 

Dec.  25.  At  7 :00  o'clock  this  morning  I  rode  across  Muddy 
Creek  to  baptize  the  little  daughter  of  John  Kreuzfusser  in  his 
house  since  she  is  so  sick  that  it  doesn't  seem  that  she  will  live. 
The  superstition  that  through  this  rite  the  magical  recovery  of 
health  is  to  be  attained  might  account  for  the  wish  of  the 
parents  that  this  child  be  baptized. 

At  11 :00  a.m.  there  was  the  first  meeting  at  Friedberg  with 
the  sermon  in  German  and  English  concerning  the  birth  of  the 
Saviour.  There  was  a  large  attendance  in  spite  of  the  weather. 
The  festal  lovefeast  was  lovely.  The  Sunday  School  scholars 
sang  an  aria,  "Hail,  Thou  Wondrous  Infant  Stranger/'  and  the 
"Hosannah,  Blessed  is  He  that  Cometh  in  the  Name  of  the 
Lord,"  with  boys  and  girls  antiphonally,  to  the  joy  and  edifica- 
tion of  the  congregation.  At  the  conclusion  we  heard  the  chil- 
dren recite  their  verses.  In  retrospect  we  can  thank  the  Lord 
for  this  day,  that  He  has  in  our  midst  so  richly  blessed  us  in 
such  a  wonderful  way. 

Dec.  31.  We  rode  by  Stafford's  bridge  to  Hope,  where  in 
beautiful  though  cold  weather  a  goodly  company  of  members 
attended  for  the  close  of  the  year. 

Our  hearts  were  filled  especially  with  praise  and  thanksgiving 
to  God  through  the  circumstance  that  there  was  complete  recon- 
ciliation among  Brethren  of  the  Committee  there.  Truly  the 
Lord  has  kept  this  little  congregation  of  Hope  as  the  apple  of 
His  eye.  Thanks  and  praise  to  Him !  Amen ! 
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Extracts  from  the  Memorabilia  of  Hope,  183 It. 
[Written  in  English] 

Again  another  year  is  about  to  close — a  portion  of  time,  never 
to  return,  which  has  brought  us  one  step  nearer  to  the  grave 
of  eternity.  .  .  . 

Oh!  let  us  today  seek  our  Lord,  &  commend  our  Spirit  into 
His  safe-keeping.  .  .  . 

If  we  compare  our  present  situation  with  that  of  the  Ancient 
Brethren's  Congregation  2  or  300  years  ago,  we  will  find  ample 
occasion  for  thanksgiving  &  praise  that  tve  have  been  so  pre- 
eminently favoured!  They  lived  in  the  times  of  greatest  re- 
ligious ignorance  and  corruption;  we  rejoice  to  see  the  knowl- 
edge of  Christ  prevail  more  &  more  throughout  the  Christian 
world ;  they  suffered  persecution,  imprisonment,  loss  of  property, 
exile  from  all  the  sweets  of  home,  yea  death  in  the  most  fright- 
ful shape  for  conscience'  sake  &  in  the  cause  of  the  Saviour.  We 
dare  not  only  worship  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  our  con- 
science, but  are  even  invited  to  do  so  by  every  inducement  of 
worldly  &  eternal  happiness.  .  .  . 

First  of  all,  we  owe  thanks  to  God,  that  He  has  cast  our  lot 
in  this  happy  and  free  country,  the  refuge  of  liberty,  and  the 
hope  of  the  world.  Let  us  pray  for  the  increase  of  virtue  &  the 
knowledge  of  Christ  crucified,  as  the  only  means  of  lessening 
all  unholy  strife,  political  as  well  as  sectarian.  Let  us  pray  for 
God's  preservation  in  the  New  Year  within  our  borders  and 
with  all  nations. 

Secondly,  let  us  return  thanks  to  God,  for  His  holy  word, 
which  He  has  revealed  unto  us: 

Religion,  what  treasures  untold 

Reside  in  that  heavenly  word ! 
More  precious  than  silver  and  gold 

Or  all  that  this  world  can  afford! 

The  temporal  blessings  which  God  has  bestowed  upon  us 
ought  not  to  be  forgotten  on  this  review  of  divine  mercy.  After 
a  year  of  considerable  suffering  to  the  poorer  classes  as  re- 
gards to  the  supply  of  bread,  the  Lord  has  this  year  greatly 
blessed  the  produce  of  our  fields,  contrary  to  the  desponding 
and  unbelieving  anticipations  of  our  hearts.  Verily  "He  has 
crowned  the  year  with  His  blessings.  .  .  ." 

For  the  sake  of  facilitations  for  the  payment  of  the  salary 
due  to  the  labourer  [preacher],  Br.  Joseph  Boner  has  been  ap- 
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pointed  by  the  congregation,  the  stezvard  for  collecting  the 
salary  of  the  labourer. 

Memoir  of  Sr.  Padgett 

In  Hope  on  the  19th  (October)  was  the  burial  of  the  depart- 
ed widowed  Sister  Sarah  Ann  Padgett  (maiden  name  Mat- 
thews). She  was  born  23  October  1755  in  Maryland.  She  was 
raised  up  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord  by  her  parents,  who  belonged 
to  the  Quakers,  and  came  with  them  to  this  neighborhood  in 
North  Carolina.  She  not  only  became  acquainted  with  the  Breth- 
ren's Church,  but  also  wished  in  her  heart  to  become  a  member, 
which  was  granted  in  her  25th  year  on  the  occasion  of  her 
baptism,  which  was  administered  by  the  minister  serving  here 
at  that  time,  Brother  Fritz.  In  1786  she  was  admitted  to  the 
enjoyment  of  the  Holy  Communion.  She  remained  until  the 
end  a  faithful  member  of  our  congregation.  The  departure  of 
her  dear  husband,  Thomas  Padgett,  to  whom  she  was  married 
in  1779,  and  with  whom  she  was  blessed  with  7  children,  from 
whom  26  grandchildren  and  1  great  grandchild  have  survived, 
made  a  deep  and  blessed  impression  on  her  heart.  Already  30 
years  ago  she  was  afflicted  with  consumption,  and  for  the  past 
several  months  she  was  taken  with  a  severe  fever,  accompanied 
by  dropsy,  which  soon  led  to  the  close  of  her  life.  In  her  last 
illness  she  expressed  herself  thus:  "Now  I  can  die  in  peace 
with  all  the  world  and  with  certain  hope  of  a  blessed  reception 
by  my  Saviour  in  His  heavenly  kingdom,  and  my  only  request 
is,  'come  soon,  Lord  Jesus.'  "  Her  age  was  79  years  less  5  days. 

Extracts  from  a  Report  of  Friedland,  183 

August.  In  the  course  of  this  month  intermitting  fever  put  in 
its  appearance  in  several  of  our  families  living  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Mr.  Spurgen's  pond. 

Baptized — August  17,  Louisa  Catharina  Gambold,  daughter 
of  the  married  John  Chrn.  Gambold  and  Anna  (maiden  name 
Swaim) ,  born  the  17th  of  July. 

Married — Two  couples  of  strangers,  viz.:  August  3,  (at  7 
o'clock  in  the  morning)  the  single  Charles  William  Lanius  and 
the  single  Elizabeth  Rupel;  August  24,  the  single  Benjamin 
Jonathan  Schneider  and  the  single  Mary  Teague.19 

18  Only  occasional  reports  of  Hope  are  preserved  in  this  period.  Diaries  for  many  years 
are  missing.  There  is  a  tradition,  unsubstantiated,  that  a  careless  pastor  used  the  pages 
of  these  missing  diaries  to  light  his  pipe. 
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A  Letter  Written  by  Elizabeth  Pratt,  Student  at  Salem  Fe- 
male Academy,  to  Her  Father  at  Union  Courthouse,  South  Car- 
olina, in  August,  1834.20 

I  received  your  kind  letter  dated  9th  of  this  month  which 
gave  me  much  pleasure  to  hear  that  you  were  all  well.  I  am 
quite  well. 

You  wished  me  to  let  you  know  what  time  we  spend  at  our 
lessons.  We  spent  three  hours  in  the  week  at  grammar,  two 
at  geography,  one  at  history,  two  at  music,  four  at  embroidery, 
three  at  arithmetic  and  four  at  reading. 

We  retire  to  rest  at  half  past  eight  in  the  evening  and  the 
bell  rings  for  us  to  rise  at  5  in  the  morning.  At  half  past  six 
we  take  breakfast.  After  breakfast  we  study  our  lessons  until 
the  clock  strikes  8,  and  then  we  recite  them  to  our  teachers. 

We  take  very  pleasant  walks  in  the  evenings  after  supper, 
and  attend  church  every  Sabbath  and  besides  three  times  a 
week  in  the  evenings  regularly. 

As  the  school  has  been  increasing  for  sometime  we  have 
another  new  room  which  is  called  the  third  room,  and  also  a  new 
teacher.  There  are  nine  teachers  employed  at  the  academy. 

You  wished  me  to  let  you  know  what  books  I  read.  The  teach- 
ers select  books  for  us  to  read  from  the  library.  The  book  that 
I  am  now  reading  is  the  History  of  Greece,  and  I  am  very  much 
entertained  with  it. 

I  am  very  happy  to  inform  you  that  the  scholars  are  all  in 
good  health  at  present,  and  my  health  is  much  better  than  it 
has  been  for  sometime  back. 

Tell  mother  that  I  will  write  to  her  soon.  Give  my  love  to  her 
and  all  my  dear  brothers  and  sisters,  and  accept  of  the  same 
for  yourself.

1835 


[In  March,  Francis  II  of  Austria  died,  and  was  succeeded  by 
his  son  Ferdinand  I. 

The  Abolitionists  became  active  in  the  North,  and  attempts 
were  made  to  circularize  the  South  with  protests  against  slavery, 
which  stirred  up  ill  feelings  in  southern  states  and  the  delivery 
of  the  circulars  was  stopped  in  the  post  offices  of  various  cities. 

Much  public  land  was  sold,  and  was  paid  for  in  paper.  In 
May  the  Democratic  Party  nominated  for  president  of  the 
United  States  Martin  Van  Buren,  then  the  Vice  President. 

In  December  a  treaty  was  arranged  between  the  U.  S.  Gov- 
ernment and  some  of  the  leaders  of  the  Cherokee  Nation,  where- 
by the  Indians  agreed  to  give  up  their  land  in  Georgia  and  move 
west. 

April  1  and  2  the  calling  of  a  Convention  to  amend  the  Con- 
stitution of  North  Carolina  was  ordered  by  a  popular  vote.  Two 
delegates  were  to  be  elected  by  each  county.  Convention  met  in 
Raleigh  on  the  first  Thursday  in  June  (June  4).  Borough  rep- 
resentation in  the  Assembly  was  abolished.  Free  Negroes  were 
denied  the  right  to  vote.  A  new  plan  of  county  representation 
in  the  Assembly  was  adopted.  The  term  for  which  the  Gov- 
ernor should  be  elected  was  fixed  at  two  years,  the  election  to 
be  by  popular  vote,  not  by  the  Assembly.  The  constitutional 
changes  proposed  by  the  Convention  were  accepted  by  popular 
vote. 

Dr.  Joseph  Caldwell,  president  of  the  University,  died  on 
January  27,  1835;  Dr.  Elisha  Mitchell  acted  as  president  until 
June,  when  the  trustees  of  the  University  elected  Governor 
David  L.  Swain. 

R.  D.  Spaight,  Jr.,  of  Craven  County,  was  elected  Governor 
of  North  Carolina. 

Migration  westward  from  North  Carolina  continued  to  cause 
concern.] 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Salem,  1835. 

Jan.  18.  In  the  Girls  School  no  meeting  could  be  held  on  ac- 
count of  the  catarrh,  which  has  affected  a  large  number  of 
scholars.  This  kind  of  epidemic  has  continued  for  some  time 
also  in  the  town  and  in  the  surrounding  neighborhood,  caused 
by  the  present  cold  weather.

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Jan.  25.  The  church  meeting  was  omitted  on  account  of  rainy 
weather. 

Br.  Theod.  Schulz  went  to  Friedland  today  to  take  the  place 
of  Br.  Thos.  Pfohl  in  holding  a  burial  service.  The  latter  is  suf- 
fering with  a  cold. 

Feb.  7.  After  a  3-inch  fall  of  snow  on  the  3rd  it  was  very 
cold  and  this  evening  at  11  o'clock  the  thermometer  stood  at  8° 
below  zero  Fahrenheit. 

Feb.  8.  At  sunrise  the  thermometer  was  10°  below  zero  Fah- 
renheit. 

Feb.  12.  At  1  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  there  was  the  burial 
service  of  the  widowed  Sister  Maria  Magdalena  Reuz  (maiden 
name  Lick)  *  who  on  the  10th  in  Bethania  ended  her  pilgrimage 
of  78  years.  The  remains  were  brought  here  yesterday. 

Feb.  21.  On  account  of  the  cold  weather  this  week  the  eve- 
ning meetings  were  omitted. 

March  1+.  It  was  to  be  regretted  that  on  account  of  the  cold 
weather  and  of  today's  four  inches  of  newly  fallen  snow,  no 
evening  meeting  could  be  held. 

March  11.  This  evening  at  7 :30  o'clock  there  was  the  first 
weekly  meeting  for  the  Passion  Meditation,  which  had  been  post- 
poned from  last  Wednesday  on  account  of  the  unfavorable 
weather. 

March  25.  At  the  close  of  the  church  service  a  notice  of  in- 
terest was  given  to  the  congregation,  that  the  Unity  Elders 
Conference  had  decided  that  in  view  of  the  one  hundreth  anni- 
versary of  the  consecration  of  the  first  bishop  of  the  Renewed 
Brethren's  (Moravian)  Church,  David  Nitschmann  (on  13 
March  1735),  there  would  be  a  similar  episcopal  ordination;  to 
the  end  that  for  Europe,  Br.  Friedr.  Ludw.  Kolbing  (president 
of  the  Unity  Elders  Conference),  and  for  North  America,  our 
Br.  John  Chrn.  Bechler,  be  appointed  for  ordination,  and  they 
should  receive  the  Lord's  approval.  These  Brethren  were  com- 
mended to  the  Lord  by  the  congregation  in  several  verses. 

March  29,  Sunday.  At  1  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  Br.  Aug. 
Heinr.  Schulz,  of  the  Friedberg  congregation,  preached  the  an- 
nual sermon  before  the  Sunday  School  Union  of  Stokes  County.

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April  3.  Today  again  after  several  years  there  was  an  exam- 
ination in  our  Boys  School  in  the  presence  of  their  parents  and 
other  attendants,  who  gathered  for  this  purpose  in  the  little 
hall  of  the  meeting  house,  in  the  forenoon  from  8 :30  to  12,  and 
in  the  afternoon  from  1 :30  to  5,  and  listened  with  pleasure  to 
the  various  exercises  in  scientific  knowledge,  in  recitation,  and 
in  music,  and  observed  work  of  the  scholars  in  reading,  writing, 
and  arithmetic. 

April  19,  Easter  Sunday.  At  5:45  o'clock  in  the  morning  the 
congregation  assembled  with  a  large  company  of  strangers  in 
the  church  for  praying  the  Easter  liturgy  since  the  rainy  weather 
prevented  us  from  going  to  the  graves  of  our  departed  Breth- 
ren and  Sisters. 

April  23.  Br.  Bechler  set  out  on  his  journey  to  Pennsylvania 
where  under  the  directing  of  the  Lord  he  will  be  ordained  a 
bishop  of  the  Brethren's  (Moravian)  Church  by  the  Brethren 
Anders  and  Benade. 

The  evening  meetings  were  omitted  this  week  on  account  of 
the  cleaning  of  the  church. 

April  26.  In  the  evening  at  7:30  H.  Ballard,  agent  for  the 
Sunday  School  Union  in  the  Southern  States,  preached  an 
evangelistic  sermon  on  Luke  24:26. 

May  10.  The  private  examination  of  the  Girls  Boarding  School 
began  Monday  and  continued  through  the  week.  The  evening 
services  were  held  as  usual. 

May  17.  Except  on  Monday  evening,  church  meetings  were 
omitted  on  account  of  preparation  for  the  public  examination  of 
the  Girls  Boarding  School  and  of  the  examination  itself  on 
the  21st  and  22nd. 

May  27.  Br.  Bechler  returned  safely  from  Pennsylvania.  His 
consecration  as  a  bishop  of  the  Brethren's  Church  was  perform- 
ed on  Sunday  (Cantati),  the  17th  hujus  at  4  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon in  a  church  assembly  at  Lititz,  by  Br.  Joh.  Dan.  Anders, 
with  Br.  Andreas  Benade  assisting. 

May  28.  In  the  afternoon  at  4  o'clock  our  Br.  Joh.  Chrn. 
Jacobsen  set  out  on  a  journey  to  Pennsylvania,  partly  to  take 
his  mother-in-law,  our  widowed  Sr.  Schnall,  who  has  been  here 
for  a  year  on  a  visit  to  her  children,  to  Bethlehem;  partly  to 
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transact  business  in  Philadelphia  for  our  Girls  Boarding  School. 
The  single  Sr.  Lydia  Theodora  Benzien  takes  this  opportunity 
to  return  to  her  former  residence  in  Bethlehem,  after  several 
years'  stay  in  Salem.  The  Inspector's  office  of  the  Girls  Board- 
ing School  will  be  taken  care  of  by  Br.  Bechler  in  Br.  Jacobsen's 
absence. 

June  15.  In  the  forenoon  at  9  o'clock  there  was  the  burial  of 
the  remains  of  the  departed  married  Sister  Maria  Magd.  Schober 
(maiden  name  Transue) ,  wife  of  our  Br.  Gottlieb  Schober,  who 
fell  asleep  on  the  13th.  She  was  77  years  old  less  5  days.  Two 
and  one-half  years  ago,  on  Dec.  17,  1832,  she  celebrated  with 
her  husband  the  jubilee  of  the  fiftieth  year  of  their  marriage. 
The  text  selected  by  her  bereaved  husband  for  the  funeral 
address  was  the  prayer  of  Jesus,  John  17 :24. 

June  21.  Since  our  Girls  Boarding  School  in  recent  weeks  has 
been  so  crowded  with  scholars  that  there  is  not  enough  room, 
that  room  which  has  been  used  for  the  house  meetings  will  be 
used  for  other  purposes,  so  that  the  private  meetings  of  the 
Girls  Boarding  School  in  the  future  will  be  held  in  the  little 
hall  of  the  meeting  house.  This  afternoon  at  1  o'clock  the  be- 
ginning will  be  made  in  which  the  English  sermon  for  the  girl 
boarders  will  be  preached  in  the  above  mentioned  place. 

June  27.  In  the  afternoon  in  the  fourth  hour  our  town  and 
the  surrounding  country  were  visited  by  a  severe  hail  storm, 
such  as  came  on  Aug.  28,  1833,  which  did  not  do  so  much  damage 
as  the  former,  but  left  traces  of  its  violence  on  broken  window 
panes  and  in  waste  to  gardens  and  fields.  This  one  lasted  only 
for  a  few  minutes. 

July  1.  Since  Br.  Franz  Fries  wished  to  retire  from  service 
in  the  Boys  School,  in  his  place  the  young  Br.  Franz  Florentin 
Hagen,2  who  has  just  finished  his  studies  in  the  seminary  in 
Nazareth,  has  been  called  here  and  arrived  several  days  ago. 
This  afternoon  at  2  o'clock  he  was  welcomed  and  introduced  at 
a  little  lovefeast  attended  by  the  schoolboys  with  their  teachers 
and  the  Brethren  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz.  At  the  same  time 
Br.  Fries  took  his  departure.  The  school  will  now  be  served  by 
the  Brethren  Wm.  L.  Meinung  and  Franz  Hagen,  and  Br.  Joh. 
Renatus  Schmidt  will  be  assistant.

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July  Jf.  The  national  holiday  was  celebrated  today  with  more 
than  usual  display  but  without  noticeable  disturbance.  The  mili- 
tary company  paraded  in  the  morning  and  in  the  afternoon  from 
2  to  4,  at  the  entrance  to  the  forest  north  of  town  in  a  place 
that  had  been  prepared,  instead  of  in  the  orchard  behind  the 
meeting  house  where  it  was  usually  held.  There  was  a  celebra- 
tion, in  which  there  were  cakes  and  drinks  amid  the  sound  of 
military  music.  In  addition  to  the  pupils  of  the  Boarding  School 
accompanied  by  their  teachers,  more  than  200  other  persons, 
old  and  young,  took  part. 

July  5,  Sunday.  There  was  a  sermon  with  reference  to  the 
martyrdom  of  John  Hus. 

July  6,  Monday.  There  was  the  monthly  prayer  meeting.  (In 
our  Girls  Boarding  School  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  is  held 
regularly,  a  half  hour  before  the  church  service.) 

July  8.  At  9  o'clock  Br.  Jacobsen  arrived  safe  and  sound  from 
his  visitation  journey  to  Pennsylvania  (see  May  28). 

July  23.  Since  the  younger  element  of  the  voting  Brethren 
for  many  reasons  did  not  want  to  take  part  in  the  election  on 
the  21st  of  representatives  to  the  Preparatory  Synodal  Confer- 
ence, they  have  regretted  their  absence,  and  they  have  promised 
that  if  the  Congregation  Council  orders  a  new  election,  they  will 
take  part  in  it,  and  will  try  to  settle  their  misunderstandings  and 
former  controversy,  and  try  to  do  better.  As  a  result  of  this  ex- 
planation of  the  younger  Brethren,  all  of  the  delegates  elected 
on  Tuesday  resigned  and  asked  for  a  new  election.  So  it  is  be- 
lieved that  for  the  furtherance  of  peace  in  the  congregation, 
this  resolution  of  the  younger  Brethren  must  be  approved,  and 
there  was  therefore  a  Congregation  Council  ordered  this  eve- 
ning, and  the  following  Brethren  were  elected:  (There  were  this 
time  more  than  40  Brethren  in  the  Council) 
Wm.  Fries    by  39  votes  Francis  Fries  by  37  votes

Aug.  7.  This  morning  Br.  Bechler  was  visited  by  a  traveling 
deacon  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  named  Norment,  who  request- 
ed that  communion  be  given  to  another  traveler,  who  lies  sick 
in  the  tavern,  Esek  Arnold.  Extended  conversation  revealed 
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that  this  man  had  been  born  and  was  brought  up  among  the 
Quakers  and  therefore  has  never  been  baptized.  He  has,  how- 
ever, for  twenty  years  had  an  attachment  for  the  Episcopal 
Church  and  has  attended  rather  regularly  its  services  but  has 
never  joined.  He  has  been  ill  for  a  long  time  with  consumption 
and  is  now  in  a  very  weak  condition,  and  it  is  doubted  that  he 
will  ever  be  able  to  leave  this  town  and  go  back  to  his  home 
town  of  Fayetteville  (where  he  was  a  merchant  and  in  very 
good  circumstances  before  the  fire  in  that  town). 

This  threatening  condition  induced  him  to  make  the  request 
since  he  had  often  felt  that  he  should  express  his  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ  and  make  public  profession  through  baptism  and  the 
Holy  Communion  and  become  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 
He  asks  that  since  he  has  come  by  the  gracious  hand  of  God  to 
lie  sick  in  this  place  where  there  is  a  church  of  the  order  of  the 
Episcopal  Church,  that  he  be  baptized  by  a  preacher  of  this 
congregation  and  that  he  be  served  with  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  Elders  Conference  could  not  refuse  this  request  of  a 
dying  man  and  Br.  Bechler  took  the  opportunity  to  visit  Mr. 
Arnold  in  his  room  in  the  tavern  and  discussed  with  him  his 
spiritual  condition.  He  found  him  very  weak  but  in  his  right 
mind,  and  at  6:00  o'clock  in  the  evening,  in  the  presence  of 
some  friends  and  of  guests  assembled  in  the  tavern,  he  baptized 
him  on  his  sick  bed  with  joy  into  the  death  of  Jesus.  The  sick 
man  was  very  much  touched  with  this  treatment  and  it  was 
plainly  seen  that  joy  and  peace  filled  his  heart. 

Aug.  8.  Since  the  baptized  man  requested  that  the  communion 
be  delayed  no  longer  than  this  morning,  at  11 :00  o'clock  ar- 
rangements were  made.  Beforehand  Br.  Bechler  had  a  conversa- 
tion with  him  about  his  spiritual  condition,  and  then  the  dear 
sick  man  with  meekness  and  thanksgiving  received  it.  Besides 
the  minister  only  three  persons  were  present,  namely,  Br. 
John  Vogler,  the  above  mentioned  Rev.  Mr.  Norment,  and  a 
visiting  Mr.  Hauser,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in 
South  Carolina. 

How  wonderful  is  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  shown  toward  such 
trusting  souls  that  long  for  Him!  This  was  plainly  seen  in  an 
unexpected  manner.  He  was  seen  to  be  very  weak  and  near  to 
the  end  of  his  journey,  but  he  was  nearer  than  was  supposed. 
At  3:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  Br.  Bechler  was  notified  that 
the  dear  sick  man  was  passing  away.  Br.  Bechler  hurried  to

him  but  found  that  he  had  already  departed.  The  soul  departing 
for  its  home  was  blessed  with  some  verses.  It  had  been  con- 
fined to  the  body  for  about  50  years. 

Aug.  9.  At  5:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  there  was  the  burial 
in  our  God's  Acre  of  the  remains  of  Mr.  Esek  Arnold,  who  fell 
asleep  yesterday  in  our  tavern. 

Aug.  10.  At  9:00  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  Preparatory 
Synodal  Conference  for  the  Country  Churches  of  Wachovia  con- 
vened in  the  church  in  view  of  the  approaching  synod  of  the 
Brethren's  Unity  next  year. 

Aug.  16.  In  the  evening  at  7:30  o'clock  a  young  traveling 
agent  of  the  American  Sunday  School  Union  preached  an  edify- 
ing sermon  on  John  3:7.  This  is  the  first  time  he  has  seen  a 
Brethren's  Congregation  Town,  and  he  expressed  himself  as 
being  very  well  pleased;  he  assured  us  that  from  various  writ- 
ings he  had  gained  a  preference  for  the  Brethren  and  their 
teaching. 

Aug.  2Jf.  In  the  forenoon  at  9:00  o'clock  there  was  the  burial 
of  the  remains  of  Sulasmith  Leinbach  (maiden  name  Reuz) 
wife  of  Gottlieb  Leinbach,  in  God's  Acre  by  special  permission. 
She  had  been  a  child  of  this  congregation,  but  since  her  mar- 
riage she  had  been  separated  from  our  communion. 

Aug.  27.  Today  with  the  14th  session  the  Preparatory  Syno- 
dal Conference  for  the  town  Congregation  of  Salem  was  con- 
cluded. We  could  thank  the  Saviour  that  this  gathering  was  in 
a  spirit  of  humility. 

Sept.  6.  The  Married  People  today  celebrated  their  choir  festi- 
val. At  9 : 00  was  the  morning  service,  at  the  conclusion  of  which 
the  school  children  entered  the  church  and  greeted  their  par- 
ents with  verses  sung. 

This  afternoon  at  5:00  o'clock  there  was  the  burial  of  the 
remains  of  the  married  Br.  Heinr.  Rudolph  Herbst,  who  fell 
asleep  yesterday  morning  at  8 :00  o'clock.  His  age  was  42  years, 
9  months  less  4  days.  The  departed  Brother  was  esteemed  in 
the  congregation  as  a  beloved  and  sensible  man.  He  had  been  a 
member  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  and  was  a  delegate  to  the 
Preparatory  Synodal  Conference.  In  his  last  illness  he  was  at- 
tacked by  a  nervous  fever. 
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Sept.  lb.  In  the  evening  the  Congregation  Council  met  be- 
cause the  lease  that  Dr.  Schumann  has  from  the  Congregation 
Diacony  contains  certain  privileges  which  can  not  be  granted 
without  consent  of  the  Congregation  Council. 

Sept.  18.  In  the  afternoon  from  2  to  4  o'clock  Sr.  Sarah  Steiner 
conducted  an  examination  of  her  infant  school  (which  consists 
of  about  twenty  little  boys  and  girls  under  7  years  of  age), 
which  was  attended  by  parents,  other  relatives,  and  several 
invited  guests,  who  found  much  pleasure  in  the  various  exer- 
cises of  the  pupils.  In  conclusion,  Br.  Kreuser,  in  the  name  of 
the  Sunday  School  Society,  presented  the  children  with  little 
books,  and  Br.  Bechler  closed  with  a  short  address  and  prayer. 

Sept.  2Jf.  Today  the  pupils  of  our  Girls  Boarding  School  with 
their  teachers  and  other  persons  attached  to  the  school  celebrat- 
ed their  annual  Thanks  and  Festal  Day  in  the  usual  manner, 
except  that  the  unusually  large  number  of  pupils  present  made 
it  necessary  for  the  meetings  to  be  held  in  the  church  instead  of 
in  the  school  building,  consecration  date  of  which  marks  the 
time  for  the  annual  festival.  After  concluding  ceremonies  of  the 
old  year  were  held  yesterday  evening,  at  9 :00  this  morning 
there  was  the  festal  blessing;  at  10:00  a  festal  sermon;  at  2:00 
in  the  afternoon  a  lovefeast  at  which  the  congregation  and  the 
choir  of  pupils  sang  according  to  a  program  printed  especially 
for  the  occasion.  It  was  attended  by  a  considerable  number  of 
Brethren  and  Sisters.  At  7 : 00  in  the  evening  there  was  an  Eng- 
lish service  in  which  this  flourishing  institution  was  heartily 
commended  to  the  congregation,  and  by  the  congregation  to 
the  Lord  for  His  continued  blessing.  On  leaving  the  church  the 
celebrants  were  greeted  by  the  soft  music  of  the  church  band 
playing  chorale  music,  which  continued  playing  sweetly  for 
some  time. 

Oct.  1.  The  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel  among 
the  Heathen  celebrated  its  anniversary  in  an  encouraging  man- 
ner. 

Oct.  Uy  Sunday.  At  9 :00  o'clock  the  English  litany  was  pray- 
ed; at  10:00  was  the  English  sermon,  after  which  there  was 
opportunity  to  express  the  wish  of  the  Preparatory  Conference, 
approved  by  Congregation  Council,  that  in  the  future,  preach- 
ing be  held  in  English  every  other  Sunday. 

At  7 :30  a  visiting  preacher  of  the  Shaking  Quakers  of  Ten- 
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nessee,  Samuel  Hauser,  who  formerly  lived  in  the  neighborhood 
and  for  some  years  even  in  Salem,  and  has  many  near  rela- 
tives in  our  congregation,  made  a  public  address  to  the  congre- 
gation at  the  request  of  his  relatives  and  by  his  own  wishes.  He 
made  an  edifying  address  without  displaying  anything  of  the 
peculiar  forms  of  his  religious  society. 

Oct.  10.  In  the  afternoon  at  1:00  o'clock  there  was  the  burial 
of  the  remains  of  our  neighbor  Brother  John.  Christian  Fockel, 
who  died  of  dropsy  on  the  8th.  His  age  was  62  years,  11  months, 
and  1  day.  In  his  last  years  he  served  the  congregation  here  as 
town  night  watchman. 

Oct.  lip.  In  the  afternoon  at  1 :00  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral 
of  the  widowed  Sr.  Christina  Biebighaus  m.  n.  Dixon,  whose  age 
was  79  years,  7  days. 

Nov.  11.  For  several  years  one  of  our  neighbor  members,  Br. 
Van  Neman  Zevilly,  has  visited  from  time  to  time  the  mountain 
region  of  southwest  Virginia3  about  50  miles  from  here,  in  order 
to  distribute  tracts  and  to  give  spiritual  encouragement  to  the 
people,  who  are  for  the  most  part  poor  and  ignorant.  On  these 
visits  he  has  found  that  the  poor  people  for  the  most  part  are 
devoid  of  religious  instruction  and  only  occasionally  do  they 
hear  a  sermon  or  other  spiritual  discourse  when  someone  comes 
into  their  region.  There  is  no  regular  school  or  religious  instruc- 
tion. Brother  Zevilly's  encouragement  and  exhortation  were 
generally  received  with  much  eagerness  and  gratitude,  and  he 
was  each  time  earnestly  entreated  to  repeat  his  visits,  and  to 
persuade  other  Brethren  to  visit  and  to  preach  to  them.  (They 
declared  that  they  did  not  want  anything  to  do  with  the  Method- 
ists and  Anabaptists  because  they  were  always  insisting  that 
one  should  find  church  membership  exclusively  in  their  respec- 
tive denominations,  and  they  reviled  each  other  mutually ;  where- 
fore they  noticed  with  astonishment  and  joy  how  Br.  Z.  urged 
them  to  give  themselves  to  the  Saviour  and  to  be  built  up  in 
His  word,  but  in  no  ways  to  think  that  exclusiveness  in  any  one 
organization  in  and  for  itself  could  help  them  to  eternal  happi- 
ness ;  and  that  he  had  not  come  to  them  to  persuade  them  to  be- 
come Moravians,  but  lovers  of  the  Saviour  and  children  of  God.) 

In  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  these  people  that  he  bring  a

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preacher  with  him,  Br.  Z.  on  his  last  visit  of  11  days  took  with 
him  Br.  Aug.  Heinrich  Schulz  (pastor  in  Friedberg),  with  con- 
sent of  the  Provincial  Ministers  Conference.  Both  Brethren  on 
their  return  could  not  testify  enough  how  joyous  this  visit  had 
been.  By  almost  everyone  they  were  received  as  angels  of  God 
and  were  listened  to  with  the  greatest  eagerness. 

These  visits  of  Br.  Zevilly  and  the  attendant  blessings  caused 
many  of  our  people  to  discuss  whether  it  were  possible  in  this 
country  for  the  Brethren's  (Moravian)  Church  as  in  Europe 
through  evangelistic  efforts  to  work  with  blessing  to  fellow 
Christians  in  other  religious  denominations  and  to  try  here  some- 
thing of  the  European  Diaspora  Work.4  There  seems  to  be  no 
reason  why  labors  should  not  be  crowned  with  success  in  the 
United  States  here  as  well  as  elsewhere.  Indeed,  here  in  this 
country  of  full  religious  liberty  many  of  the  chief  difficulties 
with  which  one  has  to  struggle  in  other  lands  do  not  exist  at 
all.  Here  in  this  country  there  is  no  further  concern  than  this: 
whether  one  has  willing  and  courageous  workers  who  want  to 
undertake  this  work  of  love;  and  when  one  has  these,  he  sees 
the  whole  country  open  for  the  practice  of  their  calling;  and 
no  one  can  forbid  a  single  soul  to  listen  to  these  quiet  messengers 
of  peace,  singly  or  in  companies,  or  to  make  use  of  them  in  any 
way  or  manner  that  pleases  them. 

The  result  of  the  continued  deliberation  of  this  subject  was 
that  several  Brethren  decided  to  try,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord, 
to  form  a  society  which  would  perform  a  service,  like  that  of 
the  Diaspora  Work,  among  our  neighbors  near  and  far.  To  such 
a  written  appeal  to  all  the  members  of  the  congregations  in 
Wachovia,  about  120  Brothers  and  Sisters  from  all  the  congre- 
gations subscribed  their  names. 

At  10  o'clock  this  morning  a  number  of  the  subscribing  Breth- 
ren assembled ;  and  after  calling  upon  the  Lord  for  His  blessing 
and  the  guidance  of  His  Spirit  in  this  undertaking,  a  constitu- 
tion was  discussed  and  adopted.  In  the  afternoon  at  2  o'clock 
there  was  another  assembly  at  which  a  number  of  Sisters  were 
present  with  the  Brethren,  and  the  constitution  was  signed  by 
the  individual  members  who  joined.  Election  of  officers  was 
held.  An  interesting  account  of  the  visit  of  Brn.  Zevilly  and 
Schulz  in  the  mountains  was  communicated.  The  first  collection 
for  the  society  was  taken.

May  the  Lord  bless  this  undertaking  because  it  is  begun 
with  the  simple  and  humble  wish  to  lead  souls  to  Him. 

Nov.  15,  Sunday.  Today  was  celebrated  the  festival  of  the 
Chief  Elder  and  the  anniversary  of  congregation  and  consecra- 
tion of  this  church. 

Nov.  22,  Sunday.  Today  was  the  Harvest-Thanksgiving 
Festival. 

Nov.  29,  Sunday.  At  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  our  visiting 
missionary  to  the  Cherokee  Mission,  Brother  Gottlieb  Heinr. 
Clauder,  preached  in  English.  At  the  evening  service  the  boys 
and  girls,  supported  by  the  church  choir,  sang  the  "Hosanna 
Chorus."5 

Dec.  1.  Today  Br.  Gottlieb  Heinr.  Clauder  made  an  address 
to  the  children  at  the  children's  meeting  and  on  Dec.  2.  he  start- 
ed on  his  journey  to  his  post  on  the  Connessauga,  accompanied 
by  our  best  wishes. 

Dec.  8.  With  Sr.  von  Schweinitz,  who  returns  today  to  her 
home  in  Bethlehem  after  a  visit  of  several  months  here,  will 
travel  the  boy  David  Zeisberger  Schmidt,  who  will  enter 
the  educational  institution  in  Nazareth  in  preparation  for  serv- 
ice in  the  church.  Accompanying  also  is  Albert  Israel  Butner,  of 
Bethania,6  a  boy  who  has  been  receiving  instruction  in  our 
town  school,  likewise  going  to  Nazareth. 

Dec.  22.  In  these  days  some  delegates  of  the  Cherokee  Nation 
to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  in  Washington  stopped 
here,  among  them  the  well-known  head  chief  of  the  Nation, 
John  Ross.7  Here  they  were  with  pleasure  made  acquainted  with 
several  friends  of  this  oppressed  people,  and  were  shown  our 
establishments. 

Dec.  2h.  In  the  afternoon  at  5  the  little  children  had  their

the  States,  as  Mrs.  Nave,  she  fled  to  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  with  her  children  and  while  there 
she  became  a  member  of  the  Moravian  Church. 
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Christmas  lovefeast.  At  7  o'clock  the  congregation  joined  in 
meditation  on  this  night  so  rich  in  grace. 

Dec.  25.  At  10  o'clock  was  the  festal  sermon  and  in  the  eve- 
ning at  7  a  praise  service.  At  various  hours  of  the  afternoon  and 
evening  the  girls  of  our  town  school  and  the  Girls  Boarding 
School  pleased  their  parents  and  other  guests  with  their  ap- 
propriate speeches  and  songs  of  praise,  accompanied  by  il- 
lumniated  decorations.  These  purposeful  and  pleasing  enter- 
tainments were  repeated  several  times  in  the  following  days. 

Dec.  28.  At  7:30  o'clock,  in  our  Girls  Boarding  School,  after  a 
short  but  severe  illness  (convulsions) ,  departed  this  life  peace- 
fully the  girl  student  Martha  Ross  King,  of  Knox  County,  East 
Tennessee,  at  the  age  of  about  16  years.8 

Dec.  31.  At  10  o'clock  in  the  morning  there  was  the  funeral 
of  little  Martha  R.  King. 

In  the  afternoon  at  5  o'clock  there  was  the  meeting  of  our 
school  children  for  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  the  evening  at  8  there  was  the  lovefeast  for  the  congre- 
gation ;  at  10  the  Memorabilia  of  this  congregation  for  the  past 
year  was  read;  at  11:30  the  congregation  assembled  for  the 
last  time  in  this  year  and  at  12  o'clock,  with  prayer,  supplica- 
tion, and  thanksgiving,  entered  the  New  Year. 

Extracts  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  1835. 

Jan.  5.  Attention  was  drawn  to  irregularities  in  the  sale  of 
spirituous  liquors  in  the  tavern  which  continue  in  spite  of  warn- 
ing given  the  landlord.  Measures  were  discussed  to  prevent 
this  evil  and,  among  other  things,  it  was  proposed  to  move  the 
bar  out  of  the  public  room  into  which  Br.  Wohlfahrt  had  placed 
it.  It  was  decided  to  call  Br<  Sensemann  to  the  meeting,  to  draw 
his  attention  in  an  impressive  manner  to  the  prevailing  dis- 
orders and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  conducting  this  business 
in  the  future.  When  he  appeared,  these  matters  were  gone  into  at 
once.  He  received  the  representations  made  to  him  in  a  good 
spirit,  the  directions  to  remove  the  bar  completely  and  to  keep 
the  necessary  liquors  under  lock  and  to  cease  selling  small  por- 
tions. The  suggestions  met  with  his  approval  and  he  promised 
to  carry  out  everything  asked  of  him  without  delay.

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We  have  received  word  from  Br.  Rudolph  Christ,  Jr.,  that  he 
wishes  to  remain  in  connection  with  the  congregation. 

Concerning  Dr.  Schumann's  proposals  it  was  decided  to  give 
him  a  new  lease  only  on  condition  that  he  promises  to  stand  the 
cost  of  repairs  himself,  pays  for  the  rails  himself,  and  the  rent 
remains  the  same  as  before.  Fire-wood  is  to  be  given  him.  His 
other  proposals  are  not  acceptable. 

The  night  watchman  at  present  can  not  carry  out  his  watch 
punctually  on  account  of  sickness.  It  was  determined  that  a  sub- 
stitute must  be  held  in  readiness  for  such  cases. 

For  the  evening  boys  school  about  to  reopen,  the  lower  empty 
room  in  the  old  Brothers  House  was  set  apart. 

Br.  Schober  notified  that  he  plans  to  take  young  Parmenio 
Transou  into  his  office. 

Br.  Wm.  Boner  asks  to  build  a  smoke  house  on  his  lot. 

Br.  Winkler,  Sr.,  is  to  be  requested  to  spare  as  much  as  pos- 
sible with  his  team  the  road  that  leads  through  the  graveyard 
lane. 

Jan.  19.  The  fire  inspectors  reported.  They  noticed  something 
that  appeared  dangerous  at  Philip  Reich's  bake-oven,  which  he 
promised  to  change;  and  something  similar  at  the  fireplace  of 
the  widow  Folz.  At  Lewis  Eberhard's  the  situation  looked  no  bet- 
ter than  usual.  At  the  smoke  house  of  Dr.  Kuhln  and  in  E.  Bon- 
er's garden  improvements  are  to  be  recommended. 

The  Trustee  made  inquiry  of  the  night  watchman,  Br.  Fockel, 
who  said  that  whenever  he  could  not  attend  to  the  watch  on  ac- 
count of  sickness  he  engaged  Br.  Jos.  Stauber  in  his  place,  but 
that  the  latter  can  not  blow  the  horn. 

The  usual  winter  night  school  for  the  older  boys  will  have  to 
be  omitted  this  year  because  none  of  the  older  citizens  is  willing 
to  take  over. 

The  Negroes  are  to  be  forbidden  to  play  ball  in  the  tavern 
meadow  near  the  public  street  on  Sundays. 

Br.  Hagen  had  it  announced  that  he  has  taken  Leicht's  daugh- 
ter to  work  in  his  tailor  shop. 

The  chairman  announced  that  the  Female  Missionary  Society 
will  see  to  it  that  the  Negroes  receive  their  own  lovefeast  ves- 
sels. 

Where  a  stove  or  stoves  could  be  installed  in  the  church  is  an 
important  consideration  for  the  future. 

Feb.  2.  The  question  was  brought  up  whether  the  night  watch- 
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man's  office  is  superfluous  and  could  be  abolished.  The  majority, 
however,  were  opposed. 

The  night  boys  school  was  finally  begun  under  the  leadership 
of  the  young  men,  Ephraim  Brietz  and  Hermann  Ruede.  It  seems 
to  be  making  good  progress.  This  brought  up  again  the  matter 
of  a  room  where  the  young  men  and  boys  might  gather.  A 
vacant  room  in  the  lower  story  of  the  boys  school  building  was 
suggested. 

The  water  works  was  damaged  recently  by  piled-up  ice  and 
repairs  must  be  made. 

Feb.  16.  Aelt.  Conf.  advises  the  room  in  the  lower  story  of 
the  boys  school  for  the  young  men  and  boys. 

The  widow  Schulz  requested  the  dwelling  of  the  recently  de- 
parted widow  Reitz  in  the  Widows  House.  This  was  granted. 

A  ladder  is  missing  at  the  street  lantern  in  front  of  Sense- 
mann's  house. 

March  2.  Br.  Jacobson  has  taken  a  certain  widow  Hein  from 
Bethabara  on  trial  into  the  Boarding  School  since  no  fitting 
person  could  be  found  here.  Concern  was  expressed  on  the  pro- 
priety of  keeping  Negro  Nat  in  service  at  the  Boarding  School 
because  there  is  so  much  to  be  objected  to  about  his  character. 

Br.  Henry  Shaffner  asks  permission  to  settle  as  a  citizen.  He 
does  not  intend  to  build  but  will  live  with  his  uncle  as  heretofore. 
We  did  not  hesitate  to  grant  his  petition  because  he  can  make  a 
good  living  by  his  well-known  industry  and  good  workmanship. 

Several  citizens,  particularly  Em.  Schober,  complain  about 
nuisance  which  is  carried  on  by  disorderly  boys  in  and  around 
their  property  at  night.  Since  in  such  cases  it  is  hard  to  discover 
the  real  perpetrators,  Auf.  Col.  can  do  little  in  the  matter,  but 
since  Br.  Schober  related  an  experience  in  which  he  believes  to 
have  discovered  one  of  the  doers,  we  advise  him  to  speak  with 
that  one  himself. 

The  question  came  up  whether  Br.  Chr.  Blum,  who  wants  to 
rent  a  Negro  for  assistance  in  his  printery,  could  do  this  ac- 
cording to  the  resolution  of  Cong.  Council  made  several  years 
ago  (about  keeping  Negroes  here  in  town).  According  to  the 
Minutes  which  we  looked  up,  this  could  be  done. 

March  16.  Br.  Fries  has  in  mind  soon  to  resign  his  office  as 
teacher  in  the  boys  school.  Young  Br.  F.  F.  Hagen  is  proposed, 
who  is  still  in  the  seminary  at  Nazareth  Hall. 
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Br.  Burkhard  complains  that  single  Br.  Chas.  Cooper  has 
interfered  with  his  trade  in  making  candles.  This  is,  of  course, 
against  the  rules;  also,  Chas.  Cooper  has  business  enough  not 
to  have  to  go  into  candle-making;  nor  does  it  draw  business  to 
the  upper  store  in  that  Br.  Theo.  Pf ohl  helps  him  to  make  them ; 
on  the  other  hand,  Br.  Burkhard  does  this  work  for  his  daily 
bread.  We  were  sorry,  however,  that  the  latter,  through  his 
stubbornness  in  a  minor  matter,  gave  occasion  for  this.  Br. 
Cooper  is  to  be  forbidden  further  making  of  candles,  while  Br. 
Burkhard  is  to  be  spoken  with  and  Br.  Theo.  Pfohl  is  to  be  re- 
minded of  his  contract. 

Br.  John  Vogler  announced  that  in  order  to  help  the  women 
in  the  kitchen  who  are  over-worked  at  the  hearth  by  reason 
of  the  considerable  growth  of  the  Academy,  he  is  minded  to  buy 
a  cook  stove  with  better  facilities,  such  as  he  saw  in  use  in 
Lititz  several  years  ago.  It  would  have  to  be  ordered  from  Phila- 
delphia at  a  cost  of  about  $200.  There  were  no  objections. 

Br.  Brietz  announced  that  he  had  taken  a  young  man,  Reitz, 
son  of  Jushua  Reitz,  in  service  for  an  undetermined  time. 

March  28.  Special  session.  The  Brn.  of  the  Aelt.  Conf .  met  with 
us  in  order  to  consider  whether,  to  hinder  many  disorders,  a 
circus  announced  for  next  Thursday  in  town  should  be  forbidden, 
if  possible.  At  another  place  there  was  something  similar,  with 
a  show  of  all  kinds  of  foreign  animals  by  day  and  a  circus  by 
night.  At  the  circus  there  would  probably  be  all  sorts  of  juggling 
and  unfitting  tricks  which  would  injure  modesty  and  lead  to 
immorality  and  might  be  detrimental  to  the  character  of  our 
town. 

Upon  examination  of  the  matter  it  appeared  that  Br.  Sense- 
mann  had  already  given  permission  to  the  circus  people,  be- 
cause there  had  been  formerly  2  occasions  of  something  like  a 
circus  in  town.  Aelt.  Conf.  laid  this  matter  before  the  Auf.  Col. 
to  get  their  views.  It  was  noted  that  a  circus  had  been  forbidden 
here  in  town  several  years  ago  and  that  many  of  our  inhabitants 
went  to  Waughtown  and  there  could  easily  have  been  more  dis- 
orders in  that  way;  on  the  other  hand,  a  circus  had  been  al- 
lowed here  in  town  and  everything  went  along  properly  and  the 
circus  men,  out  of  respect  for  our  town,  did  not  present  im- 
proper theatrical  scenes. 

Since  Br.  Sensemann  as  landlord  has  already  arranged  with 
the  circus  men,  it  would  hardly  be  possible  to  forbid  the  circus 
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for  this  time;  but  it  should  be  talked  over  thoroughly  before 
another  occasion  of  this  kind  is  permitted  again  and  the  tavern 
keeper  should  be  so  notified.  It  was  decided  that  Br.  Sensemann 
should  ask  the  circus  people  not  to  undertake  anything  unfitting 
to  our  town. 

March  SO.  The  committee  on  the  status  of  old  Br.  Eberhard 
reported.  His  house  and  other  property  were  estimated  at 
$922.00. 

Dr.  Schumann  was  notified  of  the  termination  of  his  lease  as 
of  September  29.  Br.  Herbst  has  since  had  a  friendly  talk  with 
him.  Dr.  Schumann  declines  to  be  responsible  for  procuring 
fence  rails  and  again  agitated  the  point  that  we  should  sell  him 
the  whole  plantation,  with  renewed  promise  to  secure  the  same  in 
any  way  desired  to  the  Cong.  Diacony  after  his  death.  If  this  is 
not  acceptible,  to  sell  him  the  part  of  the  old  fields  lying  south 
of  his  dwelling,  with  the  addition  of  a  piece  of  bush  land  lying 
on  both  sides  of  the  road  past  David  Blum's,  and  to  rent  him 
the  house  with  the  lower  part  of  the  plantation.  For  the  fencing 
of  the  latter  he  would  count  on  wood  from  the  Salem  land.  Auf . 
Col.  will  take  time  to  think  over  these  new  proposals. 

Chas.  Cooper  was  duly  notified,  but  we  hear  that  since  then 
he  has  again  ordered  tallow  from  Huntsville.9  Br.  N.  Vogler  will 
warn  him  anew  against  unpermitted  candle-making. 

April  18.  Br.  John  Heisler  has  given  up  his  intention  to  buy 
Eberhard's  house  and  the  Eberhards  are  continuing  their  house- 
keeping. In  order  that  none  of  the  finished  wares  be  sold  without 
our  knowledge  and  to  the  detriment  of  the  Cong.  Diacony,  and 
in  order  to  get  as  much  profit  as  possible  from  his  movable 
property  and  especially  the  sale  of  his  clocks,  it  was  proposed 
to  persuade  him,  if  possible,  to  put  them  at  the  disposal  of  Auf. 
Col.,  in  order  to  display  them  at  an  advantageous  place  (e.g.,  Br. 
John  Vogler's  shop,10  who  gives  consent)  and  to  put  advertise- 
ments in  Blum's  newspaper. 

Br.  K.  Peterson  had  a  request  presented  to  rent  a  piece  of 
land  which  lies  at  the  outermost  part  of  the  old  Brethren's  gar- 
den between  his  land  and  the  water  ditch.  No  objections. 

Br.  Sensemann  again  has  the  misfortune  that  complaints  are 
made  against  him.  His  neighbors  are  uneasy  because  of  the

V>  John  Vogler's  house  and  shop  are  on  South  Main  Street. 
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carelessness  with  which  burning  lights  are  carried  around  in  his 
out-buildings  and  stables.  Br.  Schulz  will  speak  with  him  again. 

May  11.  What  was  decided  about  old  Br.  Eberhard's  circum- 
stances can  not  be  carried  out  because  he  does  not  seem  inclined 
to  accept  the  offers  of  Auf.  Col. 

Br.  Fockel  wishes  to  give  up  his  office  of  grave-digging  and 
keeping  the  graveyard  clean.  Br.  Shaffner,  Sr.,  was  proposed. 

Br.  Peterson  has  taken  possession  of  the  land  granted  him  in 
the  old  Brethren's  garden.  We  wish  that  he  shall  not  quite  root 
out  the  so-called  Scheuer  Gras  which  grows  along  the  water 
ditch. 

The  proposal  was  made  and  sanctioned  to  buy  stock  in  the 
Cape  Fear  Bank  for  the  good  of  Congregation  Diacony. 

Br.  Theo.  Pfohl  had  a  request  presented  for  2%  acres  next  to 
Br.  F.  Meinung's  field  in  order  to  fell  the  trees  on  it.  Because  the 
springs  supplying  the  town  with  water  are  in  this  neighborhood, 
for  which  reason  Auf.  Col.  earlier  had  recommended  the  preser- 
vation of  the  woods,  this  can  not  be  granted  him.  We  advised 
him  to  get  a  part  of  Br.  James  Hall's  lot. 

May  25.  Br.  Shaffner  declines  the  grave-digger  office  because 
of  weakness.  Br.  James  Hall  was  proposed  for  it. 

The  rent  which  Shaffner  and  Hall  are  to  pay  for  their  meadows 
was  fixed  at  50^  an  acre. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  congregation  trades  was 
read.  Summary  of  all  inventories : 

Tavern:  Sensemann.  Inventory  on  the  first  of  May  of  this  year 
was  $3380.09i/2,  which  is  $185.23  higher  than  in  October,  1834, 
and  $321,881/2  higher  than  in  1833.  Auf.  Col.  decided  to  deduct 
$20  for  street  paving  and  $20  expended  for  ice.  Regarding  the 
outstanding  debts  of  which  a  list  was  given,  there  is  to  be  a 
rebate  of  6%.  If  there  had  been  no  change  made  in  the  in- 
ventory, there  would  be  a  deficit  in  the  accounts  of  the  tavern  of 
$280.96%. 

The  white-leather  tannery:  Schulz.  In  this  business  there  is  a 
deficit  of  $64,171/2.  It  was  decided  that  this  entire  property  of  the 
Cong.  Diacony  be  offered  for  sale  to  Br.  Hen.  Schulz. 

The  red-leather  tannery :  Brietz.  This  branch  shows  a  profit  of 
$572,471/2. 

The  old  store:  Blum.  Shows  a  profit  of  $279.70. 
The  new  store:  Pfohl.  Shows  a  profit  of  $175.13i/2. 
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Dr.  Schumann  is  to  be  told  the  last  and  unchangeable  resolu- 
tion of  Auf.  Col.,  namely,  that  we  will  not  enter  into  any  sale 
of  the  plantation.  If  he  is  inclined  to  enter  into  a  new  lease,  he 
must  pay  for  the  rails  for  his  fence  in  the  future. 

June  15.  Special  session.  Br.  Hall  has  declined  the  grave-dig- 
ging office;  Br.  Jos.  Stauber  has  taken  it  over.  The  latter  asks 
for  information  whether  keeping  the  graveyard  clean  is  connect- 
ed with  this  office,  and  if  so,  he  could  not  do  that  work  for  noth- 
ing. After  discussion  we  felt  he  was  right,  since  this  work  in 
the  graveyard  is  not  little  or  easy.  It  was  decided  that  this  work 
would  have  to  be  done  at  the  cost  of  the  citizens'  treasury  and 
paid  by  the  Trustee. 

Certain  disturbances  that  have  occurred  for  some  time  on 
occasions  of  public  musical  concerts  in  the  concert  hall  of  the 
old  Brethren's  House,  carried  on  by  the  younger  part  of  the 
audience,  were  mentioned.  It  is  very  annoying  to  the  older  in- 
habitants of  the  house  and  must  be  dealt  with. 

June  22.  The  disturbances  at  concerts  came  up.  To  prevent 
such  we  saw  no  other  means  than  to  recommend  to  the  musicians 
and  especially  to  the  director  of  music,  to  insist  as  much  as  pos- 
sible on  order.  A  proposal  has  been  made  to  build  a  new  concert 
hall  in  the  market  house,  but  it  has  been  met  with  objections, 
chiefly  that  funds  are  lacking  for  such  an  undertaking. 

Br.  Vogler  announced  that  with  the  installation  of  a  steam 
stove  in  the  Single  Sisters  kitchen  it  would  be  necessary  to 
build  up  a  chimney  on  the  outside  of  the  house.  Auf.  Col.  agreed, 
and  the  surplus  above  is  to  be  applied  on  the  chimney. 

July  lk.  Special  session.  The  reason  for  today's  gathering  was 
the  difficulty  in  which  Br.  Jacobson  finds  himself  because  of  the 
continued  growth  of  the  Boarding  School  for  Girls.  Br.  Jacobson 
made  certain  proposals  to  secure  more  room  for  the  school 
classes  without  becoming  involved  in  building.  (Numerous  sug- 
gestions.) 

Above  all  things  we  felt  we  must  recommend  to  Br.  Jacobson 
to  put  notices  in  the  papers  that  new  pupils  could  not  crowd  in 
without  prior  arrangements. 

July  20.  After  long  discussion  on  how  Br.  Jacobson  could 
secure  more  room  for  his  students  temporarily  and  without 
delay,  the  suggestion  was  made  to  ask  the  occupants  of  the  Single 
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Sisters  House  to  give  him  the  use  of  one  of  their  dormitories — 
not  occupied  at  present — temporarily,  until  the  principal  would 
have  derived  other  means,  by  building  or  otherwise. 

The  section  of  Main  Street  from  Winkler's  down  to  the  next 
cross  street  shows  more  and  more  damage  by  rain.  It  was  sug- 
gested to  dig  the  gutter  on  the  one  side  deeper. 

Aug.  3.  The  proposal  of  Br.  Jacobson  for  a  dormitory  in  the 
Single  Sisters  House  could  not  be  carried  out,  and  he  knows  of 
no  other  way  to  help  the  situation  than  by  building  an  addition. 
He  submitted  a  plan  to  Auf.  Col.  according  to  which  a  2-story 
house  would  be  built,  connecting  the  front  and  rear  buildings, 
between  which  there  is  a  space  of  40  ft.  The  lower  part  of  the 
new  structure  is  to  have  an  arched  passage  way  wide  enough 
for  a  wagon  to  pass  through. 

A.  Butner  wishes  to  deal  in  flax  seed  and  wants  to  rent  Lein- 
bach's  former  salt  house  for  the  purpose.  Auf.  Col.  could  not 
approve  his  dealing  in  flax  seed  because  it  would  break  into  the 
trade  of  others ;  as  to  the  salt  house,  we  have  not  heard  whether 
Chas.  Cooper  who  rented  it  is  willing  to  give  it  up  again. 

Aug.  17.  On  the  4th  of  this  month  Br.  Ch.  Fockel  gave  up  his 
office  as  night  watchman  because  of  physical  weakness.  Br.  John 
Ackermann  has  taken  it  over  temporarily  and  would  continue  it 
for  at  least  a  year  if  he  would  receive  $140  annual  salary  instead 
of  $125. 

In  connection  with  the  lovefeast  it  was  observed  that  Br. 
Winkler  should  bake  larger  cakes  (buns). 

Sept.  12.  The  chairman  announced  several  matters  in  the 
previous  Minutes  which  had  been  settled.  1,  Br.  John  Ackermann 
has  taken  over  the  night  watchman's  office  for  $125  annually; 
2,  Br.  Joh.  R.  Schmidt  has  been  notified  that  no  further  gather- 
ings of  Negroes  other  than  for  Negroes  belonging  to  his  church 
can  be  held;  3,  Br.  Heisler  has  decided  to  take  over  the  white- 
leather  tannery  and  buildings;  4,  Br.  Schulz  announced  that  he 
plans  to  build  a  small  house  on  his  lot  for  old  Negro  Davy,  to 
which  Auf.  Col.  had  no  objections ;  5,  Auf.  Col.  asks  for  a  meet- 
ing of  Cong.  Council  as  soon  as  possible  in  order  to  bring  to  an 
end  the  long-drawn-out  business  with  Dr.  Schumann ;  6,  Br.  and 
Sr.  Wm.  Hauser  have  asked  the  pastor  for  readmission  to  the 
congregation  as  non-resident  members.  There  were  no  objec- 
tions. 
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Sept.  12.  The  chairman  read  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Cong. 
Council  of  Sept.  3  the  part  in  which  it  is  commended  to  Auf .  Col. 
to  give  consideration  to  the  situation  at  the  tavern  and  the 
establishing  of  so-called  private  entertainment  of  strangers  in 
homes  in  the  community. 

Auf.  Col.  was  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  Br.  Sensemann 
lacks  much  as  a  landlord.  This,  together  with  the  great  loss 
that  appears  in  the  last  inventory,  seems  to  make  it  necessary 
to  fill  his  place  with  another. 

Giving  permission  for  so-called  private  entertainment  could 
not  be  recommended  by  Auf.  Col.,  partly  for  ethical  reasons  and 
also  because  it  would  probably  involve  setting  up  several  build- 
ings for  stables,  etc.,  by  such  citizens  and  that  in  the  end  might 
mean  loss  instead  of  gain.  This  is  not  to  be  construed  to  mean 
that  citizens  are  forbidden  to  take  families  or  individuals  into 
their  homes  for  a  short  time. 

Sept.  28.  It  was  reported  that  the  inventory  of  the  tavern 
could  be  expected  Oct.  2.  A  Brother  brought  up  that  Br.  Gottl. 
Clauder  should  be  considered  in  the  selection  of  a  future  land- 
lord, but  it  seemed  to  several  members  of  Auf.  Col.  that  he 
could  not  be  spared  from  mission  service  although  he  might  be 
very  useful  as  a  landlord.  It  was  mentioned  also  that  by  dis- 
placing Br.  Sensemann  his  family  would  be  put  into  a  very  un- 
fortunate situation  and  that  he  should  be  spared  as  much  as 
possible. 

Auf.  Col.  advised  the  use  of  the  room  in  which  the  boys  have 
hitherto  had  their  winter  school  for  their  intended  Sunday  School. 

Oct.  12.  Br.  Sensemann  was  present.  He  was  told  that  he  could 
not  remain  in  the  tavern  longer  than  April  30.  (Auf.  Col.  be- 
lieved, however,  that  if  he  should  improve  and  his  status  by 
that  time  was  not  worse,  he  might  be  given  longer  time  or  kept 
in  service.  The  last  point  was  not  communicated  to  him.)  Auf. 
Col.  discussed  with  him  several  points,  particularly  the  kind  of 
help  he  is  keeping,  very  inefficient  people. 

Br.  Jos.  Stauber  will  have  to  be  reminded  that  the  ground, 
when  he  digs  graves,  must  be  stamped  better  in  filling  them  in, 
so  that  they  do  not  sink  so  much.  If  he  stamps  the  earth  well, 
little  will  remain  to  be  carted  away. 

Oct.  13.  A  joint  meeting  of  Auf.  Col.  and  a  committee  of  Cong. 
Council.  Regarding  the  plantation  of  Dr.  Schumann.  After  pre- 
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liminary  discussion,  the  decision  was  reached  that  if  we  were 
to  agree  with  Dr.  Schumann  about  the  price  and  the  boundaries 
of  the  plantation,  a  legal  document  would  have  to  be  drawn  up 
soon  after  he  received  the  deed,  in  which  after  his  death  the 
Right  of  Preemption  is  secured  to  the  Salem  Congregation 
Diacony. 

The  creek11  remains  the  n.e.  boundary  for  Dr.  Schumann  but 
he  may  rent  the  bottom  land,  etc.,  etc. 

It  was  felt  that  one  should  not  sell  to  Dr.  Schumann  more  than 
about  50  acres  in  addition  to  the  plantation  of  160  acres,  so  that 
he  would  receive  in  all  about  210  acres.  In  any  case  the  planta- 
tion would  have  to  be  surveyed  anew.  It  was  generally  agreed 
to  ask  $2,000  for  the  210  acres. 

Nov.  2.  The  widower  David  Clewell,  living  near  Greenville, 
Tennessee,  who  plans  to  move  here  again  before  Christmas, 
asks  to  be  received  kindly  and  at  the  same  time  asks  for  a  room 
for  the  single  Sister  Barbara  Leinbach,  with  whom  he  would 
like  to  leave  his  5-year-old  son  until  he  can  make  further  ar- 
rangements. He  would  be  grateful  for  the  former  N.  Byhan  shop 
— at  Br.  Evan  Boner's  dwelling — if  he  can  rent  it.  For  carrying 
on  his  trade  as  bookbinder  and  shoemaker  he  would  like  to  rent 
the  house  now  occupied  by  Br.  Heisler. 

Nov.  9.  It  was  announced  that  Br.  Joshua  Boner  had  accepted 
the  offer  to  teach  music  in  Knoxville. 

Dec.  8.  Although  Dr.  Schumann  had  promised  to  give  a  writ- 
ten reply  to  the  offer  made  him  by  Auf.  Col.,  he  has  not  done  so. 
He  is  to  be  notified  that  the  negotiations  can  not  be  drawn  out 
further  and  he  must  answer  immediately. 

Br.  Heisler  has  taken  over  the  buildings  of  the  old  white- 
leather  tannery  and  has  made  a  $100  down  payment. 

The  rent  for  John  Leinbach's  house  was  again  considered 
and  it  was  the  opinion  of  Auf.  Col.,  in  view  of  Br.  Leinbach's 
situation  and  because  of  the  unfortunate  Chas.  Leinbach,  that 
the  treasury  for  the  poor  should  pay  at  least  $15  toward  it  and 
the  Cong.  Diacony  would  remit  the  remaining  $17.  The  salt 
house  has  been  rented  to  Adam  Butner  for  $10  per  year. 

Br.  John  Vogler  notified  that  a  free  Negro,  Kebly,  who  works 
at  times  by  the  day  for  Br.  Jacobson,  has  become  a  perfect 
nuisance  at  the  Single  Sisters  House  and  that  Br.  Jacobson 


u  Salem  Creek,  formerly  called  the  Wach. 
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should  be  requested  not  to  employ  this  Negro  any  longer.  Auf. 
Col.  agreed  and  further  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  Single  Sisters 
House  is  not  maintained  to  board  Negroes. 

Br.  Vogler  doubts  that  the  Single  Sisters  House  kitchen  can 
carry  on  further  with  the  board  money  paid  by  the  boarding 
school,  at  present  prices  of  meat  and  grain.  A  circumstance  that 
must  be  considered  is  that  the  price  of  board  was  raised  once 
before. 

Dec.  21.  Dr.  Schumaan's  answer  to  what  has  been  proposed 
to  him  is  that  he  is  inclined  to  pay  $4  per  acre  for  the  cleared  land 
and  $5  per  acre  for  the  land  to  be  measured  in  addition  to  his 
plantation,  but  he  demands  140  acres  instead  of  the  50  acres 
offered  him,  to  bring  his  plantation  to  300  acres.  He  wants  to 
pay  nothing  for  the  improvements  but  will  secure  the  property 
to  the  Congregation  by  a  document,  effective  after  his  death. 

Auf.  Col.  finds  it  impossible  to  secure  him  140  acres  in  the 
tract  between  his  plantation  and  Dav.  Blum's  place,  left  of  the 
road  to  Waughtown,12  because  Rothhaas  wishes  to  add  several 
acres  above  his  plantation  and  the  strip  of  land  will  hardly 
contain  the  number  of  acres. 

Since  we  can  not  be  certain  that  the  lower  beams  of  the  bal- 
cony at  the  church  are  quite  sound,  it  was  decided  to  remove  the 
balcony  and  to  put  a  window  in  place  of  the  door.13 

Old  Br.  Eberhard  demands  a  part  of  the  $95  paid  by  German- 
ton  for  the  town  clock,14  in  order  that  he  can  pay  off  small  debts 
in  town.  It  was  decided  to  put  this  sum  to  his  credit  with  the 
Cong.  Diacony  account  because  we  have  just  learned  that  he  has 
sold  a  room  clock — which  was  to  have  been  sold  for  the  Diacony 
account — and  has  used  the  money  for  other  purposes.  It  will  be 
necessary  to  secure  his  house,  etc.,  by  deed  of  trust  to  the  Cong. 
Diacony  and  to  take  over  the  remaining  salable  wares,  if  pos- 
sible soon  after  the  new  year. 

Br.  Daniel  Welfare  has  accepted  the  call  to  be  delegate  of 
Salem  Congregation  at  the  synod  in  Herrnhut15  and  to  represent 
our  interests  there.  His  business  with  which  he  maintains  his 
family  will  have  to  rest  during  his  absence  of  almost  a  year.  We 
discussed  the  fairness  that  his  family  should  not  be  in  need

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during  his  absence,  but  that  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the  entire 
congregation  to  support  the  family  of  one  who  makes  such  a 
sacrifice  in  the  service  of  the  church. 

Sr.  Boehler  wishes  to  know  whether  Br.  John  Vogler  should 
not  receive  some  compensation  (douceur)  for  his  important 
service  as  Curator  of  the  Single  Sisters ;  e.g.,  a  gift  at  Christmas 
time,  and  how  much  it  should  be.  As  much  as  Auf.  Col.  is  op- 
posed to  giving  of  gifts,  because  there  is  always  danger  of 
establishing  precedents,  we  were  convinced  that  the  business  of 
the  Curator  has  increased  in  large  measure  since  the  growth 
of  the  number  of  boarding  students,  and  that  it  might  be  very 
difficult  in  the  future  to  find  a  Brother  who  would  take  over  this 
service  without  definite  compensation  unless  he  were  a  man  of 
independent  means  and  would  do  it  as  a  labor  of  love.  Auf.  Col. 
could  not  oppose  a  gift  for  Br.  Vogler  at  Christmas.  We  advised 
about  $20. 

The  year's  sessions  closed  with  a  hymn. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Bethabara,  1835. 

Jan.  Sunday.  There  were  two  reading  meetings  this  morn- 
ing since  only  a  few  members  were  present  on  account  of  the 
cold. 

Jan.  9.  No  evening  meeting  on  account  of  the  cold. 

Jan.  18.  There  was  the  baptism  of  the  son  of  John  and  Catha- 
rina  Hein,  born  Dec.  30,  1834,  with  the  name  John  Henry. 

This  month  many  were  sick  with  colds,  indeed,  almost  every- 
one. Some  were  seriously  ill,  but  at  the  end  of  the  month  were 
improving.  This  same  epidemic  has  prevailed  among  our  neigh- 
bors also. 

Feb.  3.  Because  of  the  bad  weather  and  also  because  most  of 
the  people  have  colds,  the  evening  meeting  was  omitted.  The  first 
snow  of  the  winter  fell  today. 

Feb.  8,  Sunday.  On  account  of  the  unusually  cold  weather  there 
was  only  one  meeting  and  that  was  held  in  the  school  room  be- 
side the  stove.16  The  Sunday  School  was  omitted  on  account  of 
the  cold. 

Feb.  15,  Sunday.  Evening  meeting  was  omitted  on  account 
of  the  cold.

Feb.  27.  On  account  of  the  deep  snow  that  fell  last  night  no 
evening  service  was  held.  The  epidemic  of  colds  that  prevailed 
among  our  residents  and  neighbors  has  abated.  There  were  some, 
however,  who  were  seriously  ill,  and  they  were  often  visited. 
At  the  end  of  the  month  they  showed  improvement. 

March  1,  Sunday.  The  morning  meeting  had  to  be  held  in  the 
school  room  on  account  of  the  cold.  We  remembered  today  the 
beginning  of  the  Brethren's  (Moravian)  Church  378  years  ago. 

March  3.  The  evening  meeting  was  omitted  on  account  of  a 
snow  storm. 

March     The  snow  storm  continued  all  day. 

March  6.  Again  there  was  a  deep  snow  fall.  This  is  the  third 
snow  that  has  fallen  within  a  short  time,  which  is  unusual  here 
for  this  time  of  year  and  no  one  can  remember  such  winter 
weather  at  the  beginning  of  March. 

March  7.  Today  the  weather  was  milder  and  it  seemed  that 
the  snow  would  not  linger  long.  At  present  there  is  concern  that 
the  wheat  might  have  been  damaged  by  the  severe  cold  in  Feb- 
ruary. It  is  thought  that  the  future  will  tell  that  the  deep  snows 
that  have  fallen  this  month  will  in  some  way  revive  the  wheat. 

March  8,  Sunday.  It  was  still  cold  and  the  service  had  to  be 
held  in  the  school  room. 

March  10.  No  evening  meeting  on  account  of  bad  weather. 

April  5,  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  the  pastor  was  called  to  see 
the  wife  of  Hendricks,  who  does  not  belong  to  us,  to  bring  her 
comfort  since  she  is  sick  with  consumption  and  it  seems  that 
the  end  is  near.  She  was  commended  to  turn  to  the  Friend  of 
of  sinners  .  .  .  She  had  never  been  baptized  and  expressed  a 
strong  desire  to  be  baptized  ....  She  was  given  instruction  and 
questioned,  and  she  answered  with  great  readiness  and  joy. 
Then  as  she  sat  up  in  bed,  supported  by  her  husband,  she  was 
baptized  into  the  death  of  Jesus  ....  The  following  day,  about 
20  hours  later,  she  passed  into  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 

April  21.  The  Easter  festal  days  were  observed  with  the  usual 
meetings. 

May.  We  are  thankful  to  the  Lord  for  general  good  health 
in  the  community  throughout  this  month.

June  7.  After  the  several  services  of  the  day,  Br.  and  Sr. 
Byhan  (pastor  and  wife) ,  with  several  members  of  the  church, 
went  to  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Samuel  Krause,  where  the  Holy 
Communion  was  administered  to  the  old  widowed  Sr.  Barbara 
Noll  on  her  sick  bed. 

June  8.  Our  neighbor  Br.  John  Rank  experienced  the  preser- 
vation of  his  life  while  he  was  unharnessing  a  horse  from  the 
wagon.  The  horse  shied,  and  could  go  neither  forward  or  back- 
ward. Br.  Rank  could  not  get  out  of  the  way  and  was  struck 
down  by  the  horse.  He  has  had  to  remain  in  his  room  in  bed  for 
almost  3  weeks. 

June  27.  Again  a  severe  hail  storm  passed  by  our  town  and 
great  damage  in  the  neighborhood,  since  the  wheat  was  just 
about  ripe  for  harvest — generally  it  was  rather  thin  in  the  fields 
because  it  had  suffered  the  frost  last  winter.  The  loss  and  dam- 
age are  even  greater  for  those  whom  the  hail  storm  struck. 

July  8.  It  had  begun  to  get  dry,  but  there  came  a  refreshing 
rain.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  wheat  harvest  is  almost  over  and 
the  weather  has  been  very  favorable,  for  which  we  are  thank- 
ful to  the  Lord.  The  wheat  has  been  thin  but  the  grains  have 
been  large. 

July  12,  Sunday.  Br.  Joseph  Krause  was  elected  delegate  to 
the  Preparatory  Synodal  Conference  in  Salem. 

July  26,  Sunday.  No  meeting  was  held  because  all  the  members 
— except  2  or  3 — went  to  a  Baptist  meeting  in  the  neighborhood 
where  an  adult  person  was  baptized. 

Aug.  2.  In  the  place  of  Br.  Joseph  Krause,  who  does  not  wish 
to  attend,  Br.  John  Spach  was  elected  a  delegate  to  the  Prepara- 
tory Conference  in  Salem,  and  states  that  he  will  attend. 

Oct.  21.  In  the  evening  the  married  Br.  Samuel  Krause  de- 
parted this  life  and  on  the  23rd  was  the  burial,  attended  by  a 
large  number  of  people.  Br.  Byhan,  pastor  here,  preached  in 
German,  and  Br.  Bahnson,  pastor  in  Bethania,  preached  in 
English. 

The  last  three  weeks  of  the  month  we  had  unusually  warm 
weather  for  this  time  of  year.  The  Sunday  meetings  and  the 
Sunday  School  have  continued  regularly  without  interruption. 
The  week  meetings  could  not  be  held  so,  regularly,  partly  be- 
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cause  of  sickness  and  also  because  of  the  busy  season  in  which 
our  people  were  bringing  in  their  harvest  from  the  fields.  The 
sick  were  visited  often  and  diligently. 

Nov.  2.  Br.  Byhan  visited  the  widow  Sr.  Stohr  and  spoke  with 
her  earnestly  about  her  former  way  of  life  in  the  congregation. 
She  confessed  that  it  had  not  been  what  it  should  have  been,  and 
promised  to  do  better.  She  was  admonished  to  send  her  children 
more  often  to  Sunday  School. 

Nov.  8.  The  evening  meeting  was  omitted  on  account  of  rain. 

Nov.  11.  The  married  Br.  Benjamin  Krause  had  the  misfor- 
tune to  be  kicked  in  the  side  by  a  horse  and  wTas  unconscious. 
He  recovered  somewhat,  but  on  the  12th  he  could  not  attend  to 
his  work  and  had  to  remain  indoors. 

Nov.  15.  In  the  place  of  the  departed  Br.  Samuel  Krause,  on 
the  church  committee,  Br.  Nathanael  Byhan  was  elected  by  a 
vote  of  11  out  of  16. 

Nov.  17  and  20.  Bad  weather — no  meetings. 

Nov.  22,  Sunday.  There  was  the  annual  Thanksgiving  Sermon. 
Rain  prevented  the  evening  meeting. 

Nov.  27.  No  evening  meeting — the  pastor  was  sick. 

Dec.  6,  Sunday.  Upon  invitation  the  pastor  rode  this  after- 
noon to  Spanish  Grove  School  House,  5  or  6  miles  from  here, 
where  he  preached  to  a  rather  large  meeting  of  neighborhood. 

Dec.  11.  No  evening  meeting  on  account  of  snow,  rain,  and 
sleet. 

Dec.  20,  Sunday.  The  pastor  went  to  Bethania  and  there 
preached  the  annual  Sunday  School  sermon  in  German.  Br. 
Bahnson  preached  here  in  Bethabara. 

Dec.  2 %.  At  7 :00  o'clock  we  assembled  in  the  church  for  cele- 
bration of  the  Christmas  Eve  festival.  At  the  conclusion  the 
children  were  given  lighted  wax  candles. 

Dec.  25.  At  10  in  the  morning  was  the  Christmas  sermon.  Rain 
prevented  the  evening  service. 

Dec.  31.  At  8:00  o'clock  in  the  evening  we  assembled  in  the 
church  for  lovefeast;  at  10:00  the  Memorabilia  for  1835  was 
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read;  at  11:30  we  gathered  in  the  church  for  the  last  time  this 
year  and  remembered  in  this  meeting  the  many  benefits  which 
we  have  enjoyed  from  our  Lord  throughout  this  year.  At  12:00 
o'clock,  with  prayer  and  praise,  we  entered  the  year  1836. 

Extracts  from  the  Diaries  of  Tivo  Country  Churches  in 
Wachovia,  Bethania  and  Friedland,  and  the  Negro 
Church  in  Salem,  1835. 

With  the  feeling  of  the  presence  of  the  Lord  we  entered  the 
new  year  and  meetings  were  held  that  were  attended  by  a  large 
number  of  strangers.  Especially  was  this  noticed  in  Friedland, 
where  shortly  before  there  was  the  Home-going  of  the  married 
Sister  Eva  Seitz  and  there  was  the  news  from  Indiana  of  the 
demise  there  of  Samuel  Phillips,  Sr.,  of  our  congregation,  who 
moved  there  last  spring. 

In  the  middle  of  this  month  there  was  an  epidemic  of  catarrhal 
fever,  which  necessitated  many  visits  of  Pastor  Samuel  Thomas 
Pfohl  to  give  comfort  and  encouragement  to  the  sick. 

Bethania,  January.  Br.  Bahnson  reported  that  on  the  10th 
there  was  the  preaching  in  Pfafftown,  after  which  the  bakeoven 
in  the  yard  of  Br.  Pfaff  caught  fire,  which  was  so  driven  by  a 
strong  wind  that  it  threatened  the  dwelling.  Fortunately  the 
flames  were  extinguished  before  much  damage  was  done. 

The  same  evening  we  heard  that  Christian  Schor  was  stabbed 
with  a  knife  last  Monday  by  a  certain  Vogelman  in  his  store, 
Wythe  Courthouse,  Va.  .  .  .  The  mother  was  so  affected  by  the 
circumstances  that  she  took  a  cold  and  was  in  bed  for  a  week. 

Jan.  26.  (Br.  Bahnson)  I  visited  the  neighbor  Sr.  Betsy 
Krieger  who  lives  with  her  family  consisting  of  two  sons  and  a 
daughter.  All  of  them  were  in  bed  with  the  measles  and  there 
was  no  one  to  wait  on  them.  Measles  were  brought  into  the 
neighborhood  by  travelers. 

Friedland,  Feb.  18.  It  was  noted  that  60  years  ago  old  Br. 
and  Sr.  Johann  and  Catharina  Lanius  were  received  into  the 
church  here. 

Bethania,  March.  Br.  Bahnson  is  happy  that  after  long  de- 
lay a  married  couple  have  finally  asked  to  be  confirmed  and  to 
enjoy  the  Holy  Communion  on  Maundy  Thursday.  The  hus- 
band has  been  under  Methodist  influence,  has  passed  to  highest 
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good  in  the  vale  of  tears,  the  mightiest  medicine  for  the  sick 
soul. 

Friedland,  March.  An  old  man  nearly  70  years  old,  who  has 
avoided  our  meetings  for  some  years,  has  requested  to  be  allow- 
ed to  attend  with  us  again.  We  were  glad  for  him  to  return,  for 
in  his  absence  we  had  always  looked  upon  him  as  a  Brother. 

Sunday  School,  which  has  been  omitted  during  the  winter, 
has  been  resumed  with  an  attendance  of  40. 

April.  It  has  been  reported  from  the  congregations  that  those 
who  have  been  afflicted  with  catarrhal  fever  have  for  the  most 
part  recovered. 

Bethania.  Br.  Bahnson  reports  that  although  many  members 
and  neighbors  attended  the  meetings  on  Palm  Sunday,  probably 
a  considerable  number  were  absent  on  account  of  the  baptizing 
of  an  adult  person  in  the  Daub's  Settlement,  which  was  arrang- 
ed for  the  same  day  and  the  same  hour  when  our  confirmation 
was  held ;  whether  by  intention  or  chance,  we  don't  know. 

Friedland.  It  was  reported  that  on  the  14th  hujus  Br.  and  Sr. 
John  Kerner  had  the  gracious  protection  of  our  dear  Lord  when 
a  stick  of  wood  in  their  chimney  ignited  and  set  the  roof  on 
fire.  Fortunately  this  was  at  midday  when  the  workers  were  re- 
turning from  the  fields  and  they  tore  away  a  part  of  the  roof 
and  prevented  further  damage,  although  a  strong  wind  was 
blowing  the  flames  toward  the  two-story  dwelling  house  some 
steps  away. 

Negro  Church  in  Town.  Br.  Schmidt  reports  that  there  was 
good  attendance  on  Good  Friday,  with  more  than  40  present, 
and  at  Easter  with  more  than  80.  After  he  was  confirmed,  a 
Negro  Brother  attended  Communion  for  the  first  time. 

Bethania,  May.  (Brother  Bahnson  reports:)  On  the  14th  I 
preached,  following  a  Tunker  preacher,  in  Conrad's  schoolhouse 
a  mile  distant  from  Bethania.  This  preacher,  Friedr.  Hauser, 
(Houser) ,  declared  in  the  beginning  that  he  was  not  in  the  habit 
of  taking  a  text  for  his  sermon  because,  as  he  said,  from  a  single 
passage  of  scripture  almost  anything  could  be  proved,  and  his 
congregation  could  be  misled;  but  he  would  choose  today  He- 
brews 1:1,  a  text  that  gave  him  opportunity  to  pass  from  book 
to  book  through  the  Bible,  displaying  his  truly  wonderful  knowl- 
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edge  of  the  passages  of  scripture,  so  that  an  adult  member  of 
the  congregation  said :  "He  told  us  everything  he  knew  by  heart 
out  of  the  Bible." 

June,  Bethania.  A  neighbor  Brother  (John  Schor)  was  so 
injured  by  his  horse  that  he  was  taken  up  by  his  people  for  dead, 
and  even  after  a  while  when  he  could  hear  and  understand,  he 
was  not  able  to  answer.  He  has  recovered,  however,  and  is  able 
to  work  again. 

Br.  Bahnson  reports  that  the  people  generally  complain 
about  the  so-called  epidemic  and  he  has  had  an  attack  also.  Sev- 
eral have  been  critically  ill. 

Friedland.  There  was  a  sad  accident  in  which  the  4-year-old 
child  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Petrus  Transou  in  Waughtown  fell  from  a 
low  fence  where  he  had  climbed  to  pick  cherries,  and  a  heavy 
rail  fell  on  his  head  and  he  was  killed  immediately.  The  parents 
are  all  the  more  pained  by  this  loss  because  the  child  had  shown 
himself  of  extraordinary  mental  and  spiritual  gifts. 

July,  Bethania.  Br.  Bahnson  preached  by  request  on  Sunday 
the  5th  in  the  afternoon  4  miles  from  here  to  a  large  and  at- 
tentive congregation.  Since  the  building  of  the  schoolhouse  had 
just  begun,  he  preached  in  the  woods. 

Some  days  before,  in  the  schoolhouse  of  Br.  Jacob  Conrad,  one 
mile  from  town,  two  Baptist  ministers  (Thomas  and  Freeman) 
evangelists  and  one  of  them  in  particular  a  good  speaker,  appear- 
ed to  preach.  Their  purpose  generally  is  to  appeal  to  Baptist 
congregations  to  help  in  the  mission  work  in  Burmah. 

July  26,  Sunday.  Four  miles  from  here  there  was  the  baptism 
of  the  wife  of  a  Baptist  minister.  The  ceremony  was  attended 
by  many  of  our  members.  The  preacher  spoke  mightily  against 
infant  baptism,  which  he  called  "a  desperately  wicked  thing." 
I  spoke  to  most  of  our  members  who  attended  and  they  declared 
that  they  were  opposed  to  such  a  judgment  of  others. 

August,  Bethania.  A  very  young  child  of  a  neighbor  couple 
apparently  experienced  the  preservation  of  its  life  when  it  went 
into  the  yard  with  no  grown  person  of  the  family  near  and  was 
horned  by  a  cow,  a  portion  of  its  cheek  being  torn  away.  A  phy- 
sician was  hastily  summoned  and  aid  given.  By  the  end  of  the 
month  the  child  was  much  improved.  (Nancy  Pfaff,  of  Pfaff- 
town). 
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The  Negro  Church.  On  the  23rd  there  was  the  anniversary- 
service  for  the  beginning  of  missions  among  their  people  103 
years  ago  (21  Aug.  1732).  There  was  a  sermon,  followed  by  a 
lovefeast.  Attending  the  latter  were  members  of  the  Female 
Missionary  Society.  There  were  about  300  Negroes,  large  and 
small,  who  were  very  quiet  and  orderly. 

Aug.  25.  The  widowed  Negro  Brother  John  Emanuel  depart- 
ed this  life  at  the  age  of  about  70  years.  He  had  been  afflicted 
with  dropsy  of  the  chest.  At  his  funeral  there  were  about  30 
Negroes  and  many  members  of  our  congregation  with  their 
children. 

The  departed  Brother  was  born  in  Virginia.  In  his  early 
years  he  was  brought  by  his  master  to  Salem  and  taken  into  the 
service  of  a  Brother.  He  next  served  a  married  couple  in  Beth- 
ania  diligently  and  faithfully.  He  early  began  to  attend  regularly 
preaching  and  other  meetings  and  came  under  the  blessing  of 
the  Lord  to  consider  his  need  of  grace  and  forgiveness.  His  soul 
was  blessed  and  he  was  baptized  6  January  1803  by  the  late 
Br.  Reichel.  He  went  astray,  alas,  but  the  Saviour  brought  the 
lost  sheep  again  into  the  way.  He  came  to  Salem  many  years 
ago  and  served  faithfully  in  the  tavern.  On  28  Dec.  1823,  with 
his  wife  he  became  one  of  the  first  members  of  the  little  Negro 
Church  and  from  that  time  on  until  the  end  he  served  as  a  sex- 
ton. His  wife  Sarah  died  in  1831. 

A  peculiarity  of  his  should  not  be  left  unnoticed.  Since  his 
baptism  in  the  year  1803,  on  January  6,  each  year  on  this  day, 
formerly  in  Bethania  and  later  in  Salem,  he  took  pleasure  in 
inviting  a  number  of  children  of  our  members  to  an  afternoon 
vesper,17  which  they  enjoyed  together.  He  was  a  great  friend 
of  the  children,  who  loved  him,  and  often  on  Sundays  a  number 
of  them  would  go  to  talk  with  him.  He  left  in  writing  the  notice 
that  next  year  on  January  6  he  was  going  to  have  such  a  vesper 
with  the  children  invited.  He  was  beloved  also  by  the  grown 
people. 

In  his  last  days  he  confessed  his  sinfulness  and  concluded 
with  the  words:  "I  shall  soon  depart;  I  have  nothing  in  the 
world  that  gives  me  pleasure ;  I  know  the  Lord  and  I  am  bound 
to  Him;  with  all  my  waywardness  and  bad  behaviour  He  has 
not  cast  me  off ;  I  am  certain  that  I,  a  poor  sinner,  will  be  re- 


17  A  favored  custom  of  afternoon  assembly  of  friends  in  a  home  where  light  refresh- 
ments were  served.

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ceived  by  Him  and  I  desire  to  depart  and  to  be  in  the  spirit,  and 
look  forward  with  joy  unto  blessed  eternity,  in  full  confidence 
in  my  Saviour  and  Redeemer." 

September,  Friedlancl.  The  congregation  has  been  reduced  in 
number  by  the  removal  of  15  persons  to  Indiana. 

October,  Bethania.  On  the  14th  the  town  was  much  stirred 
by  the  report  that  a  Shaking  Quaker,  Samuel  Hauser,  who  form- 
erly belonged  to  this  congregation,  would  preach.  So  many  peo- 
ple came  that  the  church  hall  could  not  hold  them  comfortably. 
The  sermon  lasted  IV2  hours  and  was  better  than  expected,  al- 
though it  was  clearly  noticed  that  he  did  not  understand  the 
right  meaning  of  Romans  1 :20. 

In  the  afternoon  Br.  Bahnson  preached  in  a  near-by  school- 
house.  Among  the  listeners  was  a  rather  old  man  who,  although 
he  lives  only  4  miles  from  Bethania,  had  never  heard  a  Breth- 
ren's (Moravian)  minister  preach. 

Friedland.  This  month  Br.  and  Sr.  Petrus  Transou,  who  have 
been  members  of  this  congregation  for  more  than  20  years,  after 
an  affecting  farewell,  moved  to  West  Tennessee,  whereby  this 
congregation  has  been  further  reduced  by  11  persons. 

November,  Bethania.  In  Pfafftown,  while  two  men  were  dig- 
ging a  well,  a  rather  thick  plank  6  feet  long  fell  40  feet  upon 
the  workmen.  One  of  them  was  not  hurt  at  all;  the  other  had 
his  leg  broken  and  suffered  severe  pains.  Since  the  latter  is  not 
entirely  free  from  the  burden  of  drunkenness,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  accident  will  make  a  helpful  impression  on  him. 

Friedland,  Nov.  1.  Br.  Miles  Vogler,  of  Friedberg,  preached 
his  first  sermon  here,  in  English,  on  the  text  Romans  1 :16. 

In  an  unpleasant  and  disturbing  way  this  month  has  been 
notable  for  three  fires  that  originated  in  the  neighborhood,  two 
of  them  apparently  set  by  an  as  yet  unknown  arsonist.  The  first 
fire  was  on  the  evening  of  the  10th  about  IV2  miles  from  our 
schoolhouse  at  the  home  of  a  neighbor,  whose  barn  and  all  im- 
plements therein  became  a  prey  of  the  flames.  On  the  next  night 
his  neighbor  had  a  similar  misfortune  with  a  loss  of  several 
hundred  dollars.  Some  days  afterwards  it  was  said  that  this 
second  conflagration  was  caused  by  a  free  young  Mulatto,  who  is 
bound  out  to  this  plantation  owner  until  he  becomes  of  age,  in 
the  foolish  opinion  that  he  might  cause  his  master  to  move  and 
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thereby  be  left  behind.  The  third  fire  occurred  on  the  21st  at 
the  home  of  an  old  man  who  had  just  gone  out  with  his  family. 
The  house  was  destroyed  with  everything  in  it. 

Additional  Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Bethania,  1835. 

Jan.  3.  I  returned  from  Conference  in  Salem.  It  was  colder 
every  hour  and  the  road  was  bad. 

Jan.  This  morning  the  windows  were  covered  with  ice.  The 
cold  continued  all  day. 

Already  at  the  close  of  last  year  Br.  Oehmann  was  taken  sick 
and  steadily  become  worse.  He  has  inflammation  of  lungs  and 
liver  and  left  it  almost  too  late  for  medical  aid. 

Jan.  10.  The  cold  weather  continues.  Before  preaching  in 
Pfafftown  there  was  the  baptism  of  the  son  of  married  Br.  and 
Sr.  Tim.  and  Mary  Conrad,  born  7  Dec.  1834,  with  the  name 
Alphius  Cydonius!! 

Jan.  23.  At  midday  Jno.  Grabs  brought  a  load  of  lumber  for 
a  new  fence,  from  Sam  Hauser. 

Feb.  3.  An  all-day  snow  3  inches  deep. 

Feb.  If.  Very  cold.  I  went  to  Salem  and  found  Br.  Byhan  sick 
in  bed  with  erysipelas. 

Feb.  7.  Perhaps  the  coldest  day  of  this  winter.  I  rode  to  Jona- 
than Leinbach,  who  is  better,  although  he  has  taken  cold.  Of 
course,  few  were  at  preaching  in  Pfafftown.  After  vesper  I  rode 
to  Bethabara  on  business  and  took  the  opportunity  to  visit  sick 
Mother  Noll  as  well  as  her  daughter,  our  Sr.  Trautel  Stolz,  who 
suffers  from  a  cold.  On  the  way  back  the  cold  was  almost  un- 
bearable, with  a  strong  wind  blowing  directly  in  the  face. 

Feb.  8.  A  very  cold  day.  Here  and  there  trees  froze.  With  us 
milk  and  bread  froze  in  the  cellar  as  well  as  in  the  kitchen.  When 
the  pastor  hurried  through  the  room  to  open  the  door  for  some 
Brethren  who  had  brought  wood  for  the  Sunday  School,  he 
struck  his  head  on  the  sharp  edge  of  a  beam  over  the  door  so 
that  he  bled.  The  doctor  came  quickly  and  bound  up  the  wound 
and  there  were  no  serious  results  except  that  no  meetings  could 
be  held  today,  but  on  account  of  the  cold  few  could  come  any 
way.  Mother  Reuz  has  had  a  cold  for  some  time,  which  today 
affected  her  so  that  she  suffers  frightful  pains.  She  can  not  lie 
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in  bed  but  sits  in  a  chair  with  her  head  propped  against  her 
chin,  a  picture  of  misery. 

Feb.  9.  One  can  scarcely  look  upon  Mother  Reuz  without 
tears.  At  4:00  in  the  afternoon  she  suffered  a  stroke,  sank  from 
her  chair,  and  was  no  more  with  us. 

Feb.  18.  At  6:00  in  the  evening  at  Br.  and  Sr.  Oehmann's 
there  was  the  Home-going  of  Mother  Butner  (Johanna,  widow 
Hege,  maiden  name  Dietz). 

Feb.  21.  Muster  day  for  our  Company. 

Feb.  22.  I  heard  that  Jonathan  Leinbach  has  been  bleeding 
from  the  mouth  and  nose  since  yesterday  morning.  Dr.  Wilson 
told  me  he  had  not  seen  such  a  case  like  this  in  North  Carolina. 

Feb.  28.  Very  cold.  Snow  fell  all  last  night.  The  stove  in  our 
room  came  in  two  but  fortunately  it  was  soon  mended.  There 
was  constable  election  in  Bethabara.  Our  Br.  Eugene  Lehman 
was  elected  by  a  majority  of  6  votes. 

March  3.  Br.  Sol.  Pfaff  brought  the  news  that  soon  after  12 :00 
o'clock  this  morning  Br.  Jonathan  Leinbach  departed  this  life. 
A  heavy  fall  of  snow  began. 

March  4.  A  kind  of  path  was  made  (through  the  snow)  to 
God's  Acre.  At  1:00  o'clock  was  the  funeral  of  Br.  Jonathan 
Leinbach.  ...  It  was  an  unusual  funeral  in  that  we  walked  ankle 
deep  in  the  snow  although  a  kind  of  path  had  been  cleared. 

March  6.  It  snowed  the  whole  day. 

March  12.  John  Stolz  and  I  planted  same  acacias  in  front  of  the 
house. 

March  25.  Went  to  see  Br.  Jac.  Conrad  (oilman)  where  I  bap- 
tized the  child  of  Sol  Coller  and  his  wife  Sr.  Marie  (maiden  name 
Conrad)  with  the  name  Uriah  Gustavus. 

April  1.  Election  day  for  or  against  a  Convention.  A  majority 
was  for  a  Convention. 

April  5,  Sunday.  Cold  and  unfavorable  weather.  I  preached 
in  English  from  Isaiah  53 :4-5.  In  my  zeal  I  threw  down  one  of 
the  lights  (candles)  hanging  on  the  wall  but  no  damage  was  done. 
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April  17.  Fine  weather  although  nights  are  cool  and  peach 
blossoms  are  no  more  to  be  seen. 

April  19,  Easter  Sunday.  All  were  ready  to  go  to  God's  Acre 
when  rain  began  that  continued  throughout  the  day.  We  prayed 
the  litany  in  the  church. 

April  21.  Visited  the  widow  Stockburger  and  heard  upon  re- 
turn home  that  Br.  Jos.  Stockburger  is  in  great  need  of  money. 
On  the  way  we  heard  that  Br.  Jac.  Schaub  had  an  affected  throat 
so  we  went  there  at  once  and  found  him  in  great  pain.  For  three 
days  he  has  had  to  sit  in  a  chair  since  he  can  not  lie  in  bed.  He 
did  not  want  anyone  to  fetch  a  doctor.  He  is  a  true  picture  of 
patience  and  humility. 

April  29.  Visited  in  Staubersville  with  Millers  and  Betsy 
Krieger.  All  are  well.  H.  Freeman,  a  Baptist  missionary,  came  to 
Jac.  Conrad's. 

May  1.  Today  I  visited  John  Conrad  (river  man)  but  he  was 
away  on  a  visit  to  the  West. 

May  2.  Monthly  preaching  in  Pfafftown  with  German  sermon 
on  "The  Good  Shepherd."  Br.  Peter  Pfaff  was  absent  on  a  jour- 
ney to  Columbia,  S.  C. 

May  5.  This  evening  Br.  Chrn.  Grabs's  Negress  Susan  departed 
this  life  after  giving  birth  to  a  still-born  child. 

May  6.  At  1 : 00  o'clock  p.m.  there  was  the  burial  of  the  Negress 
attended  by  a  large  number  of  people,  mostly  colored. 

May  9.  Sister  L.  Benzien  returned  to  Salem  with  the  mail 
stage. 

May  10,  Sunday.  After  Sunday  School  Mich.  Hauser  offered  to 
put  our  God's  Acre  in  order  for  $1.  The  lovefeast  mugs  came  yes- 
terday, 12  dozen. 

May  16.  We  were  invited  to  help  celebrate  Sr.  Sally  Transou's 
birthday,  which  we  did. 

May  17.  The  Rev.  Jacob  Miller  preached  today  in  the  so-called 
German  schoolhouse  a  sermon  for  Will  Hofman's  wife,  who  died 
last  winter. 

May  20.  I  visited  Dr.  Wilson  to  try  to  persuade  him  to  let  his 
Patience  come  to  Sunday  School,  but  in  vain. 
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May  25.  Sr.  L.  Kramsch  came  from  Salem  today  to  visit  us. 
We  took  her  and  Amanda  Conrad,  Antoinette  Transou,  and  Lei- 
dorske  ( ?)  Brown  with  us  on  a  pleasant  trip  to  Pilot  Mountain. 

May  30.  The  Volunteer  Company  mustered!! 

June  1.  Sr.  Oehmann  began  to  teach  school,  which  she  has  to 
do  in  order  to  support  herself.  She  has  only  about  9  or  10  pupils 
of  various  ages,  mostly  girls  of  her  own  Reinhold. 

June  Jf.  I  went  to  Salem  for  Conference.  It  rained  hard  in  the 
afternoon.  Br.  Byhan  and  I  had  expected  this  in  the  morning 
and  therefore  we  had  taken  a  covered  wagon  from  Bethabara. 
I  had  loaned  mine  to  Sr.  Phil.  Conrad  who  was  visiting  her  sick 
daughter-in-law. 

June  6.  Preached  in  Pfafftown  under  an  apple  tree. 

June  7.  Some  who  came  expecting  an  English  sermon  were 
disappointed  and  a  young  schoolmaster  from  Daub's,  who  could 
not  understand  German,  went  out. 

June  8.  I  rode  to  John  Grab's  new  house,  not  finished  but  just 
blocked  up,  where  I  preached  in  English  to  large  number  who 
said  I  did  not  preach  long  enough,  although  I  preached  for  an 
hour. 

June  10.  Today  candidates  for  Congress  and  Assembly  let 
themselves  be  heard.  It  was  deplorable — except  for  Staff  Shep- 
perd.  Zigler  is  for  the  House  and  Poindexter  for  the  House  of 
Commons. 

June  11.  Examination  in  Clemmons,  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
Methodists,  and  Oehmann's  old  cow  gets  stuck  in  the  mud  at 
the  mill. 

June  15.  Went  to  Phil.  Transou's,  whose  child  suffers  pain  from 
a  hardened  place  on  its  body.  A  mud  plaster  has  been  applied 
with  good  results. 

June  19.  Rain  and  thunder  at  9:00  a.m.  The  doctor's  Sam 
was  bitten  by  a  moccasin  snake. 

June  20.  Visited  Thomas  Schulz — only  Dinah  was  at  home. 
This  week  everyone  is  in  the  fields  making  hay,  for  which 
weather  is  fine.  In  the  evening  I  made  an  unfortunate  attempt 
to  reconcile  Petrus  Transou  and  Sim  Stolz!! 
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June  22.  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  made  us  a  pleasant  visit. 

June  23.  My  dear  wife  and  Sr.  Pfohl  visited  here  and  there, 
since  the  little  son  of  the  latter  did  not  allow  them  to  go  every- 
where they  wished.  Br.  Pfohl  and  I  visited  all  the  people  in  town. 
Everyone  is  busy  making  hay. 

June  2Jf.  Visited  at  Peter  Pfaff's  where  Solomon  was  suddenly 
taken  ill.  With  the  help  of  God  and  medical  aid  he  is  better. 

June  27.  A  beautiful  day,  but  in  the  afternoon  there  was  a 
hail  storm  three  miles  from  here  that  did  considerable  damage. 

July  6.  Visited  Dan  Spoenhauer,  whose  son  Louis  is  very  sick. 

July  1U.  Visited  Br.  Jacob  Conrad;  Amanda  and  Mother  Stolz 
are  sick.  It  rained  so  hard  in  the  evening  that  I  had  to  remain 
overnight.  Muddy  Creek  rose  very  high.  Styers'  and  Kapp's 
dams  were  broken  through.  The  water  did  much  damage  to 
fences  and  also  to  grain. 

July  26.  There  was  the  baptism  of  the  wife  of  John  Stolz  at 
Beck's  Schoolhouse. 

Aug.  2.  This  week  fireplace  and  stove  were  put  in  order. 

Aug.  16,  Sunday.  Not  a  family  of  the  neighborhood  was  lack- 
ing for  the  festival.  There  was  no  evening  meeting  because  the 
weather  was  bad  and  the  bell  rope  broke. 

Aug.  23,  Sunday.  Today  there  was  a  largely  attended  meeting 
in  Salem  for  Negroes.  The  rumor  reached  the  Negroes  that  any- 
one could  attend  the  lovefeast  by  paying  6%  cents.  They  came 
from  20  miles  around  Salem.  It  is  the  opinion  of  our  people  that 
it  is  at  this  time  inadvisable  for  the  Negroes  to  use  such  a  pretext 
for  gathering  in  such  a  mass.  They  were  too  proud  to  go  on  foot 
and  hired  horses  and  wagons  from  all  quarters. 

Sept.  2.  Sister  (von)  Schweinitz,  of  Bethlehem,  came  with  her 
youngest  son  Bernhard  to  cheer  pastor  and  wife  with  a  visit. 

Sept.  3.  I  went  with  Bernhard  to  Salem  for  Conference  and 
returned  in  the  evening.  I  heard  with  pleasure  that  the  con- 
gregating of  Negroes  there  for  the  celebration  on  Aug.  21  was 
no  more  pleasing  to  the  people  there  than  to  us.  We  should  take 
better  care  in  the  future. 
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Sept.  9.  I  visited  Br.  Abraham  Loesch,  who  suffers  with  a 
wounded  leg. 

Sept.  10.  Everybody  making  hay. 

Sept.  13.  Many  came  to  hear  the  Baptist  preacher  Freeman, 
but  he  did  not  appear.  I  held  services  as  usual.  After  dinner 
Freeman,  who  had  been  hindered  by  sickness,  came  and  preached 
acceptably  from  Isaiah  54:13.  Afterwards  I  visited  in  Br. 
Lehman's  house  and  baptized  the  son  of  Solomon  Schor  with 
the  name  John  Henry. 

Sept.  17.  Malinda  Stockburger  had  the  misfortune  to  fall  from 
her  horse  and  could  have  been  severely  injured  since  she  fell 
between  her  own  horse  and  the  one  her  sister  was  riding,  so 
that  one  of  them  stood  over  her  head  and  the  other  over  her 
feet,  pawing  with  eight  hoofs  and  bruising  her,  but  she  was 
happily  spared  injury  except  to  upper  lip,  and  left  arm  and  hand. 

Sept.  21.  Today  a  little  daughter  was  born  to  pastor  and  wife. 
Br.  and  Sr.  Bechler  returned  to  Salem. 

Sept.  24.  A  certain  Rutland,  who  has  been  here  in  the  doctor's 
care,  fought  today  with  one  Moody  who  insultingly  had  made 
him  mad  by  calling  him  an  abolitionist.  In  this  excitement  his 
pistol  went  off  and  Rutland  was  put  in  prison. 

Oct.  11.  The  town  appeared  to  be  deserted  because  everybody 
had  gone  to  hear  the  Shaking  Quaker  Sam  Houser  preach  6  miles 
from  here.  After  dinner  I  drove  to  Spoenhauer's  and  preached 
in  the  so-called  Academy  at  Daub's.  Afterwards  Houser  gave 
an  exhortation!  With  the  consent  of  the  Committee  I  invited 
him  to  preach  next  Sunday. 

Oct.  12.  I  visited  Abraham  Loesch,  who  is  in  a  wretched  con- 
dition. His  legs  are  frightful.  Oct.  13.  I  visited  him  again.  He  is 
very  sick.  His  Negro  has  had  a  stroke  and  can  not  help  him. 

Oct.  llf.  Today  Jac.  Conrad  returned  from  a  visit  to  Philadel- 
phia. 

Oct.  27.  We  rejoiced  that  the  Bechlers  and  Schaafs  visited  us. 
In  the  evening  Br.  Bechler  baptized  our  little  daughter  with  the 
name  Angelina  Elisabeth.  No  Brethren  were  present  on  account 
of  corn  husking. 

Nov.  22.  In  addition  to  the  usual  meetings  I  preached  at 
Spanish  Grove  schoolhouse. 
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Nov.  26.  In  the  evening  I  married  our  friend  Stephen  Douthit 
and  our  single  Sr.  Matilda  Lisetta  Conrad. 

Nov.  28.  I  preached  in  John  Schemel's  home  and  baptized  two 
children. 

Dec.  10.  A  day  of  snow. 

Dec.  21+.  At  5:00  o'clock  we  met  to  celebrate  Christmas  Eve. 
Many  people  were  present.  Strangers  in  town  did  some  shooting 
so  that  a  horse  shied  and  ran  away  with  the  wagon. 

Dec.  31.  At  5:00  o'clock  was  the  children's  meeting  for  the 
close  of  the  year.  Afterwards  were  the  three  usual  meetings  for 
the  older  folks.  With  the  clear  weather  and  moonlight  many 
people  were  in  town  but  everything  was  orderly  and  peaceful. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Friedberg  and  Hope,  1835. 

Jan.  1.  In  the  so-called  custom  of  "shooting  in  the  New  Year" 
in  company  with  10  or  11  comrades,  in  the  first  hour  of  the 
morning  the  single  Henry  Holder  had  the  misfortune  to  shoot 
himself  in  the  left  arm  above  the  elbow  with  a  double  barreled 
pistol  that  he  was  handling  carelessly.  The  artery  was  not 
severed.  The  physician  who  treated  the  wound,  Dr.  Keehln 
from  Salem,  was  hopeful  for  an  early  recovery.  (The  wound 
healed  in  several  weeks.) 

J  art.  6.  Br.  John  Spach,  Sr.,  was  visited,  who  has  completely 
recovered,  to  the  astonishment  of  everyone,  and  doesn't  re- 
member the  least  thing  about  what  happened  to  him.  [See  Dec. 
5,  1834.] 

Jan  9.  Early  in  the  morning  I  was  called  to  go  to  George 
Noeding's,  whose  wife  is  very  sick  with  the  widely  spreading 
influenza.  From  there  I  rode  on,  in  spite  of  the  exceedingly 
cold  weather  for  North  Carolina,  to  Opossum-Town  to  visit 
Br.  Christian  Heinrich  Hohns,  who  had  an  accident  several 
weeks  ago  when  he  was  returning  from  Greensboro  where  he 
had  been  to  visit  his  married  daughter.  His  horse  ran  away 
with  the  wagon  and  smashed  it  to  pieces  against  a  tree  and 
threw  out  Br.  Hohns  and  his  wife.  She  had  a  couple  of  ribs 
broken  and  his  side  was  severely  bruised. 

Jan.  10.  It  has  been  unusually  cold  for  the  past  week.  The 
thermometer  sank  to  8°  Fahrenheit. 
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Jan.  19.  Many  are  sick  with  influenza. 

Jan.  25.  Partly  on  account  of  unfavorable  weather,  partly 
the  circumstance  that  a  woman  preached  in  the  Baptist  Church 
at  near-by  Mt.  Vernon,18  and  partly  indifference,  few  attended 
preaching  here. 

Jan.  26.  I  visited  the  married  Sr.  Conrad  Fishel  and  Br. 
Thomas  Padgett,  who  had  a  sudden  attack  of  influenza  last 
night.  Br.  Friedrich  Noll,  of  Hope,  came  to  ask  me  to  arrange 
for  the  funeral  of  Andrew  Krauss,  who  as  a  result  of  influenza 
departed  this  life  last  evening.  Br.  Krauss  was  born  in  Mary- 
land about  1761  or  1762.  He  married  in  North  Carolina  the 
single  Margaret  Alford.  They  had  13  children  and  surviving 
are  30  grandchildren. 

Jan.  31.  Today  was  the  funeral  of  the  widow  Sr.  Anna  Maria 
Boeckel  (maiden  name  Hauser).  Her  sickness  was  catarrhal 
fever.  At  the  request  of  friends  the  sermon  was  in  English.  After 
33  years  of  married  life  she  spent  the  remaining  years  in  pov- 
erty, need,  and  trouble  about  her  eldest  son,  who  followed  his 
father's  example  and  drank  to  excess  so  that  he  often  had  de- 
lirium tremens. 

In  Hope  the  widow  Sr.  Hauser  (maiden  name  Yarrell)  was 
given  permission  to  move  with  her  youngest  son  into  the  living 
room  of  the  parsonage-schoolhouse. 

There  has  been  much  catarrhal  fever  in  the  Hope  neighbor- 
hood. Among  others  who  have  been  so  affected  are  the  five 
single  sisters  Voltz  (Foltz),  who  live  near  the  Yadkin  River 
and  who  dwell  in  lovely  agreement  in  a  "Sisters  House." 

Feb.  h.  The  Debating  Society  organized  last  winter  continues 
to  bring  together  several  of  our  young  people  each  Wednesday 
evening. 

Feb.  7.  Cold  weather;  8°  below  zero. 

Feb.  IS.  Spoke  with  old  D.  F.  about  the  excessive  use  of  strong 
drink  and  he  promised  to  do  better. 

March  11*.  Mother  Mack  departed  this  life  on  her  husband's 
83rd  birthday. 

March  16.  By  previous  request  there  was  the  burial  of  the 


The  old  church  stands  near  the  Thomasville  Road. 
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married  Sr.  Juliana  Mack  (maiden  name  Cappus)  in  the  grave- 
yard of  the  Lutheran  Church.  The  request  was  all  the  more 
gladly  granted  for  the  Lutheran  Church  at  Opossum-Town, 
where  she  was  a  member,  has  been  given  up  for  several  years. 

On  the  8th  she  and  her  husband  celebrated  their  50th  wed- 
ding anniversary  in  a  pleasant  manner.  The  next  evening,  when 
she  was  getting  ready  to  go  to  bed,  she  had  a  stroke  and  fell 
with  her  face  against  a  sharp  corner  of  a  chair,  cut  a  deep  gash 
in  her  cheek,  and  lay  unconscious  on  the  floor.  Her  old  husband, 
childish  and  helpless,  was  already  in  bed.  He  tried  to  pull  her 
over  to  the  fireplace  to  keep  her  as  warm  as  possible  in  the 
cold  weather.  He  was  too  weak  to  blow  the  horn  (the  usual 
means  of  informing  neighbors  in  the  country  in  case  of  need 
or  accident)  but  he  had  presence  of  mind  enough  to  drag  sev- 
eral pieces  of  firewood  across  the  floor  to  keep  the  fire  going.  It 
is  wonderful  how  God  protected  them  during  this  dangerous 
time.  In  the  morning  a  passing  neighbor  came  to  the  rescue. 
The  wife  lingered  for  some  days  before  departing  this  life. 

March  29.  A  widowed  Brother  Hy.  Kreuz  experienced  a  spe- 
cial help  of  God  when  in  a  strong  wind  his  chimney  caught 
fire,  and  before  it  was  noticed  the  fire  had  reached  the  roof. 
The  Lord  blessed  him  and  his  two  sons  in  their  efforts  so  that 
they  put  out  the  fire,  although  part  of  the  house  was  consumed. 

One  of  our  widowed  Sisters  who  had  suffered,  became  much 
distressed  at  thought  of  Home-going  and  of  fear  that  she  might 
not  be  saved  on  account  of  her  ignorance.  Through  purposeful 
admonition  she  was  relieved  so  that  with  tears  she  could  de- 
clare that  she  was  delivered  from  her  weakness. 

In  the  course  of  the  month,  according  to  a  decision  of  the 
Congregation  Council  the  past  year,  33  3/4  acres  of  the  congrega- 
tion land  here  were  surveyed  and  sold  to  the  Brn.  Daniel  Spach, 
Sr.,  and  Thomas  Fischer  (for  $5  an  acre)  for  payment  of  the 
congregation  debt.  The  congregation  still  has  39%  acres  of  land 
remaining ;  and  this  land,  through  the  above  mentioned  sale  and 
the  generosity  of  the  Wachovia  administration,  now  at  last  is 
free  from  the  oppressive  debt  of  $187,  God  be  praised ! 

April  1.  Last  week  the  protecting  hand  of  God  was  seen  when 
the  single  Br.  Christian  Spach,  at  his  carpenter  work  in  Salis- 
bury, had  the  misfortune  to  fall  from  the  second  story  of  a  build- 
ing, landed  on  his  head,  and  was  taken  up  for  dead.  With  help 
of  a  physician  he  regained  consciousness. 
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April  13.  I  held  the  prayer  meeting  in  Hopewell  and  after- 
wards visited  Martin  Rippel,  the  leader  of  the  Lutheran  congre- 
gation there. 

April  26.  After  preaching  there  was  discussion  of  the  proposal 
to  organize  a  Bible  Class. 

Earlier  in  the  month  in  the  class  for  instruction  in  church 
membership,  one  of  the  members  asked  an  unexpected  question 
about  better  understanding  of  the  relationship  of  the  persons  of 
the  holy  Trinity !  Especially  disturbing  was  the  uncertainty  as  to 
Whom  prayers  should  be  particularly  or  exclusively  directed,  to 
the  Father,  or  to  the  Son.  This  condition  of  doubt  disturbed  her 
night  and  day.  She  was  told:  "Love  does  not  separate.  In  the 
Father  you  have  the  Son,  and  the  Son  in  the  Father."  She  was 
referred  to  John  16:23  and  John  14:13-14. 

May  24.  After  preaching  I  rode  to  the  recently  built  church 
called  New  Hope,19  six  miles  from  here,  and  by  previous  request 
I  preached  the  consecration  sermon,  from  the  text  I  Cor.  1 :23, 
"We  preach  Christ  crucified."  The  crowd  was  so  large  that 
scarcely  half  could  get  into  the  church  and  the  others  had  to 
stand  outside.  Brn.  Kreuser  and  John  Vogler,  from  Salem,  were 
present.  The  chief  purpose  of  this  little  church  was  announced 
publicly,  "The  preaching  of  the  gospel,"  so  that  the  church  should 
be  open  to  any  evangelical  preacher,  and  the  Sunday  School 
organized  last  year  should  go  on  unhindered.  So  it  seems  that 
the  Lord  Himself  has  opened  a  door  in  this  neglected  and  num- 
erously populated  settlement  on  Reedy  Creek  for  the  proclama- 
tion of  the  gospel  in  this  little  woodland  church,  which  is  the 
first  house  of  God  in  the  whole  settlement.  I  could  not  give  a 
definite  answer  to  the  request  of  many  inhabitants  and  some  of 
the  trustees  to  preach  there  monthly. 

June  30.  At  10  o'clock  in  the  evening  I  was  called  by  Br.  Daniel 
Spach,  Jr.,  to  our  neighbor  Daniel  Hill,  who  has  for  some  years 
been  suffering  from  consumption  and  whose  end  seems  near.  At 
midnight  with  the  family  gathered  around,  there  were  songs  and 
prayers.  After  a  few  hours  he  peacefully  departed  this  life. 

This  month  a  meeting  house  for  a  Sunday  School  was  built 
at  Good  Spring,20  about  3  miles  from  Friedberg.  It  is  supposed 
that  the  children  and  their  parents  there  will  not  attend  our 
meetings  regularly. 


w  New  Hope  is  on  the  Salisbury  Road  south  of  Arcadia.  It  is  called  Good  Hope. 
20  On  the  Salisbury  Road  about  half  a  mile  south  of  Advent  Church,  of  which   it  is 
the  predecessor. 
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July  1.  I  rode  in  company  with  some  Brethren  of  Friedberg  to 
Mount  Pleasant,  a  Methodist  Church  not  far  from  Clemmonsville, 
for  the  burial  in  the  graveyard  there  of  the  above  mentioned 
Daniel  Hill. 

Aug.  22.  We  were  startled  at  the  frightful  report  that  our 
neighbor  Valentine  Miller,  a  former  member  of  Friedberg  con- 
gregation now  advanced  in  years,  was  found  lying  dead  in  a  mill 
branch  by  his  son  Christian.  The  judgment  of  the  jury  is  "wilful 
— or  suicide."  There  were  other  circumstances,  however,  that 
might  lead  to  the  conclusion  "accidental  death  or  by  visitation  of 
the  Lord."  Only  the  Lord  knows ! 

Aug.  9,  Sunday.  The  number  of  members  attending  morning 
worship  was  considerable  large,  although  not  half  of  the  con- 
gregation was  present.  A  large  number  of  them  had  assembled 
at  the  schoolhouse  near  Jacob  Shore's,  where  I  preached  in 
English  after  I  examined  the  classes  of  the  Sunday  School  that 
was  organized  there  some  months  ago. 

Aug.  23,  Sunday.  Alas,  relatively  few  came  to  the  two  meet- 
ings! At  the  first  meeting  there  was  an  edifying  memoir  read 
from  the  "Evangelical  Magazine"  and  at  the  second  there  was 
a  German  sermon.  Since  in  the  future  I  am  to  hold  the  prayer 
meeting  at  Shore's  schoolhouse  on  the  fourth  Sunday,  and  since 
I  must  go  to  Salem  tomorrow  (Monday)  for  conference,  I  held 
the  prayer  meeting  this  afternoon  with  a  large  number  present, 
and  partly  inside  and  partly  outside  the  house,  there  were  so 
many  present,  all  kneeled  for  prayer,  whereby  the  presence  of 
Jesus  was  felt. 

From  the  schoolhouse  I  rode  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Christian  Hege's, 
where  for  several  weeks  there  has  been  a  veritable  school  of 
suffering  with  no  less  than  14  individuals,  some  whites  and  some 
Negroes,  sick  with  whooping  cough.  A  little  13-month-old  Negro 
child  died  today  of  this  disease  and  the  resulting  purple-fever. 
After  a  friendly  and  earnest  talk  with  these  Brothers  and  Sisters, 
especially  concerning  the  spiritual  condition  of  their  little  daugh- 
ter, I  returned  home. 

Sept.  10.  This  week  almost  all  the  farmers  are  gathering  second 
hay  harvest  and  corn  fodder.  Some  are  making  brandy,  and  some, 
God  be  praised,  desire  to  see  the  time  when  according  to  the  law 
of  love  such  business  is  ended. 
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Sept.  12.  News  came  that  last  night  the  youngest  child  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  George  Fry,  of  Hope,  died,  and  the  burial  will  be  tomor- 
row in  Krauss's  private  burial  place.  Since  I  cannot  be  there 
tomorrow,  I  shall  preach  the  funeral  sermon  on  a  future  Sunday 
afternoon  in  Hope. 

Sept.  13.  Only  39  pupils  at  Sunday  School.  Whooping  cough  is 
much  to  blame  for  absence. 

Sept.  lb.  Rode  to  John  Spach's  (the  bachelor)  and  John 
Greter's  to  try  if  possible  to  make  peace  between  them. 

Sept.  18.  I  rode  to  see  D.  F.  to  tell  him  that  in  spite  of  our 
warning  and  admonition  his  drunkenness  continues  and  there- 
fore he  can  no  longer  be  a  member  of  the  congregation.  Alas,  I 
found  him  drunk  again ! 

Sept.  23.  Our  Br.  and  Sr.  Christian  Rippel  had  the  sad  experi- 
ence that  on  last  Sunday  their  18-year-old  daughter,  who  several 
years  ago  went  over  to  the  Methodists,  was  married  to  the 
45-year-old  widower  Adam  Mack,  a  Methodist  exhorter,  against 
the  wishes  of  her  parents. 

Sept.  23.  The  burial  of  Emanuel  Fischel,  aged  28  years  less 
32  days. 

Sept.  26.  Children's  festival  was  celebrated  in  Hope  with  30 
children  present.  There  was  the  baptism  of  the  daughter  of 
Spencer  Mullikin  (Mullican)  and  wife,  with  the  name  Sarah 
Eliza. 

Oct.  3.  We  drove  to  Hope  and  were  soon  joined  there  by  Br. 
and  Sr.  Bechler  and  the  single  Sr.  Bohler,  from  Salem.  Alas,  few 
members  came!  There  was  a  Methodist  camp  meeting  in  Clem- 
monston,  2%  miles  from  Hope. 

After  we  returned  from  Hope,  I  rode  to  Salem  and  from  there 
went  on  a  journey  with  Br.  Zevely  to  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains 
in  Patrick  and  Grayson  counties  in  Virginia  to  undertake 
diaspora  work. 

Oct.  22.  At  1 :00  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral  of  Henriette 
Gertraud  Rothrock,  who  fell  asleep  peacefully  yesterday,  aged  16 
years,  9  months,  less  7  days. 

Nov.  7.  Upon  invitation  I  went  to  a  lovefeast  arranged  by 
several  individuals  under  direction  of  Pastor  Shober  for  officers, 
teachers,  and  pupils  of  the  Hopewell  Sunday  School  of  the 
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Lutheran  Church  at  Rippel's.  Of  course  Father  Shober  was  there 
as  well  as  some  Single  Sisters  from  Salem,  who  sang  several 
musical  numbers. 

Nov.  27.  At  2  p.m.  after  a  short  talk  in  English  there  was  the 
burial  of  little  Rebecca,  daughter  of  John  and  Sarah  Kreuzfues- 
ser,  born  Dec.  14, 1834,  who  died  as  a  result  of  children's  cholera. 

Nov.  29.  After  preaching  I  went  six  miles  to  Good  Hope  to 
conduct  the  funeral  of  a  child.  In  this  almost  heathen  settlement 
of  Reedy  Creek  the  parents  are  notorious  for  their  bad  conduct. 
The  father  and  the  grave-digger  were  drunk. 

This  month  in  Hope  a  member  of  the  Dunkard  Church,  who 
was  baptized  by  her  Uncle  Faw,  asked  to  become  a  member  of 
our  congregation. 

Dec.  11.  Br.  George  Rothrock  brought  400  clapboards  for  en- 
closing one  side  of  our  barn. 

Dec.  25.  During  the  festal  lovefeast  it  began  to  rain  and  many 
members  were  thoroughly  drenched  before  they  reached  home. 

Dec.  26.  At  the  home  of  Jos.  Rothrock's,  where  the  mother  is 
sick,  the  twin  daughters  were  baptized,  named  Louisa  Lisette 
and  Lucinda  Sophia.

Sumterville  So.  Ca.,  28th  Sept  1835

You  would  much  oblige  by  informing  me  as  early  as  prac- 
ticable, whether  it  may  be  in  your  power  to  receive  into  your 
school  my  Sister  Miss  Gessey  R.  Haynsworth,  for  the  ensueing 
twelve  months,  commencing  about  the  first  of  Nov.  next,  She  is 
about  thirteen  years  of  age  and  tolerably  advanced  in  her  studies, 
and  am  extremely  anxious  that  she  should  have  the  advantage  of 
your  superior  While  in  teaching  the  young  idea  how  to  shoot; 
and  flattering  ourselves  with  the  pleasing  hope  that  you  will  not 
object,  we  are  making  every  possible  arrangement  to  start  as 
early  as  your  Letter,  bearing  your  pleasing  assent  may  arrive; 
accompaneying  it  you  would  confer  a  favour  by  forwarding 
the  terms  &c.  With  respect  &  esteem

I  am  desirous  of  knowing  the  present  conditions  of  the  Female 
Academy  in  Salem  North  Carolina.  Whether  the  organizations 
of  that  institution  is  such  as  to  afford  proper  attention  to  children 
from  eight  to  twelve  years  of  age,  and  whether  such  might  with 
safety  and  propriety  be  committed  to  the  exclusive  care  of  the 
persons  having  charge  of  the  institution — the  branches  taught, 
the  prices  of  board,  tuition  &c — Whether  books  &c.  are  provided, 
and  in  short  all  such  information  as  might  be  deemed  interesting 
to  a  parent  living  at  a  distance  and  desirous  of  placing  his 
children  where  their  education  physical,  moral  and  religious  as 
well  as  literary  would  receive  proper  attention. 

A  reply  as  promptly  as  convenient  is  respectfully  requested.

[Note: — A  North  Carolina  newspaper  of  the  year  1835  gives 
an  account  of  the  celebration  of  May  20  at  Charlotte.  It  gives 
this  glowing  description  of  the  occasion:  "We  can  safely  say 
that  a  larger,  more  respectable  and  more  decorous  assemblage 
of  persons  has  not  convened  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina 
since  the  era  of  the  time  they  met  to  celebrate."  Among  the 
celebrities  were  twenty-seven  veterans  of  the  Revolution,  one  of 
whom,  Gen.  Joseph  Graham,  had  been  present  at  the  signing 
of  the  declaration.  At  the  great  banquet  there  were  numerous 
toasts,  each  followed  by  an  appropriate  selection  played  by  the 
Salem  Band.  The  toasts  included  "The  Mecklenburg  Declaration 
of  Independence,"  "Our  Guest,  Willie  P.  Mangum,"  "Our 
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Guest,  Governor  Swain,"  'The  Village  of  Charlotte,"  "The 
Memory  of  George  Washington,"  and  finally,  "THE  FAIR— 
Our  arms  their  protection — their  arms  our  reward."  There  is 
this  comment  on  the  Salem  Band:  "On  seats  higher  than  those 
of  the  audience  and  overlooking  them,  sat  the  Salem  Band,  who 
had  kindly  volunteered  their  services  without  reward,  and  who 
contributed  in  a  high  degree  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  occasion. 
They  were  gentlemen,  handsomely  dressed  in  uniform  and  per- 
formed with  skill  and  ability  seldom  if  ever  witnessed  so  far 
in  the  interior."]

[Arkansas  was  admitted  to  the  Union.  The  United  States 
Bank  was  refused  renewal  of  its  charter  in  March.  Much  surplus 
money,  largely  paper,  had  accumulated  during  the  years  of 
speculation  in  land  and  an  act  was  passed  to  distribute  it  among 
the  states,  beginning  in  June.  This  increased  speculation  and  by 
July  the  financial  situation  became  so  critical  that  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  urged  by  President  Jackson,  issued  a  circular 
requiring  payment  in  specie  for  public  land  sold.  Martin  Van 
Buren  was  elected  President  of  the  United  States. 

The  treaty  with  the  Cherokees  was  ratified  by  the  United 
States  Senate,  May  23,  1836,  but  Chief  John  Ross  and  his  party 
continued  to  be  violently  opposed  to  it. 

In  North  Carolina  the  new  State  Bank  began  to  operate  fully 
with  several  branches  and  agencies.  Various  manufacturing 
companies  were  incorporated  by  the  Assembly,  among  them  the 
Salem  Manufacturing  Company,  which  was  to  make  cotton  goods. 
Greensboro  Female  College  and  Davidson  College  were  also  in- 
corporated. 

E.  B.  Dudley,  of  New  Hanover  County,  was  elected  Governor 
for  a  term  of  two  years,  the  first  gubernatorial  election  in  North 
Carolina  by  popular  vote  instead  of  by  the  Assembly.] 

Extracts  from  the  Memorabilia  of  Salem,  1836. 

Among  the  many  mercies  of  our  loving  heavenly  Father  during 
the  year  may  be  noted  the  protection  from  damage  in  a  storm  on 
May  19  when  lightning  struck  a  tree  not  far  from  the  homes  of 
Ackermann  and  Denke. 

In  the  Infant  School,  taught  by  Sister  Steiner,  there  were  30 
children ;  in  the  Boys  School  28 ;  in  the  Town  Girls  School  31 ; 
with  88  entering  and  89  leaving,  there  were  136  girls  (including 
3  Reichels) 1  at  the  close  of  the  year  in  the  Girls  Boarding  School. 

For  our  dear  Br.  and  Sr.  Bechler,  who  received  their  call  to 
go  to  Sarepta,  we  wish  the  support  and  gracious  protection  of 
our  Lord  on  their  long  journey. 

Br.  William  Henry  Van  Vleck  has  been  called  to  serve  as 
minister  in  Salem. 

The  situation  of  our  mission  among  the  Cherokees  has  been 
serious  on  account  of  political  relations  and  the  outlook  is  dark.

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Our  dear  Br.  and  Sr.  Bahnson,  of  Bethania,  were  in  our  midst 
here  in  Salem  from  Aug.  9  to  Nov.  22  on  account  of  the  illness 
of  Sr.  Bahnson.2 

Citizens  formed  a  company  for  establishing  a  cotton  manu- 
factory in  Salem  in  which  cotton  is  to  be  spun  and  woven  by 
steam  machinery. 

Br.  Johann  Heinrich  Schulz  built  a  new  shop  and  Br.  Charles 
Kramer  added  a  second  story  to  his  dwelling  in  the  upper  part 
of  town. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Salem,  1836. 

(Nota.)  To  avoid  details  by  announcement  of  usual  meetings 
of  the  congregation,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  they  will  be  held  in 
fixed  order  from  week  to  week  by  the  Brethren,  Bechler,  and 
after  his  departure,  Jacobson,  Schaaf,  and  Theodor  Schulz, 
namely,  German  and  English  church  litany,  German  and  English 
preaching,  Sunday  and  festival  congregation  hour,  reading  of 
reports,  Bible  study,  prayer  meeting  (once  a  month),  song 
service,  liturgical  and  monthly  communion. 

Jan.  1.  After  we  had  entered  into  the  new  year  with  praise 
and  thanksgiving,  prayer  and  petition,  at  the  midnight  hour,  we 
assembled  for  preaching,  a  truly  blessed  hour,  in  which  there 
was  discourse  on  the  Text  for  the  Day,  Revelation  1:4. 

Jan.  3.  There  was  the  baptism  of  the  child  Francis  Eugene 
Boner  (son  of  Evan). 

Jan.  2Jf.  On  account  of  the  unusually  heavy  fall  of  snow,  only 
the  morning  services  could  be  held. 

Jan.  31.  It  was  the  same  this  Sunday  on  account  of  the 
weather. 

Feb.  1.  The  cold  was  gripping  today.  The  thermometer  stood 
at  zero  Fahrenheit.  The  3-inch  fall  of  snow  was  frozen  and  did 
not  thaw  the  entire  day. 

Feb.  7.  Announcement  was  made  that  Br.  Joh.  Christian 
Bechler  had  been  chosen  by  the  Unity  Elders  Conference  to 
attend  the  approaching  synod  and  that  his  duties  here  would  be 
performed  ad  interim  by  his  colleagues,  namely,  pastoral  service 


2  Mrs.  Bahnson,  the  former  Miss  Hortensia  Frueauf,  whose  visits  from  Pennsylvania  to 
"\Vachovia  are  recorded  earlier  in  this  volume,  died  the  next  year. 
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by  the  Brn.  Schaaf  and  Theodor  Schulz  jointly,  and  preaching 
by  Br.  Jacobson. 

Feb.  20.  Today  was  the  burial  of  the  remains  of  the  married 
Sr.  Elisabeth  Winkler  (maiden  name  Danz),  who  fell  asleep  on 
the  17th. 

Feb.  25.  In  Congregation  Council  our  Br.  Christian  Daniel 
Wohlfahrt  was  given  his  credentials  for  the  synod,  to  which  he 
had  been  elected  a  delegate. 

Feb.  28.  At  the  close  of  his  sermon  Br.  Bechler  bade  farewell 
to  this  congregation  as  its  preacher  since  he  expects  to  leave 
this  week  with  his  wife  and  young  son  on  the  journey  to 
Herrnhut,  not  to  return  again  to  this  country. 

March  2.  At  the  close  of  the  evening  meeting  the  Bechlers  and 
Br.  Wohlfahrt  were  commended  in  prayer  and  verses  sung. 

March  4.  In  recent  days  Br.  and  Sr.  Bechler  visited  every 
house  in  town  and  yesterday  met  with  all  workers  in  the  country 
congregations  at  conference  here.  This  afternoon,  with  their  son 
Ferdinand,  they  set  out  on  their  journey  to  Europe. 

March  6.  At  the  home  of  a  family  here  Br.  Jacobson  baptized 
the  recently  born  child  of  neighbor  Joshua  Reutz.3 

March  9.  At  the  close  of  the  evening  meeting  verses  of  bless- 
ing were  sung  for  Br.  Christian  Daniel  Wohlfahrt,  who  leaves 
tomorrow  afternoon  on  his  journey  to  Europe.  He  takes  with  him 
the  boy  Henry  Steiner,  who  will  learn  a  trade  in  Nazareth.4 

April  3,  Easter  Sunday.  This  day  we  began  with  praise  and 
thanksgiving  for  the  Saviour  Who  awakened  from  death  and  rose 
again  for  our  justification,  and  with  us — although  the  weather 
was  rainy — a  great  number  of  people  from  near  and  far. 

April  Jf.  At  the  request  of  the  director  of  the  Stokes  County 
Sunday  School  Union,  the  anniversary  sermon  was  preached 
today  in  our  church  by  the  Lutheran  preacher  Jacob  Miller. 

April  5.  The  jubilee  celebration  of  the  fiftieth  year  since  they 
entered  into  their  present  Choir  house  5  April  1786,  was  held  for 
the  Single  Sisters  today  in  connection  with  their  annual  Choir 


8  There  is  a  tradition  that  Joshua  Reutz  revolted  against  the  strict  regulations  of  Salem 
Congregation  and  moved  two  miles  north  to  make  his  home  at  what  he  called  Liberty. 
The  road  from  there  to  Salem  became  known  as  Liberty  Street,  thus  called  today.

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festival.  Thanks  was  given  for  the  continued  care  and  protection 
of  the  Lord  and  for  the  witness  of  His  gracious  love  within  and 
without.  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  had  prepared  a  paper  from  reports 
in  the  archives  here,  describing  memorable  activities  of  the 
Single  Sisters  Choir  since  the  arrival  of  the  first  four  Single 
Sisters  and  12  Older  Girls  from  Bethlehem  in  Bethabara  31 
October  1766,  until  the  present  time.  The  paper  was  read  at  a 
meeting  set  apart  for  this  Choir. 

After  an  impressive  evening  service  the  entire  Sisters  House 
was  illuminated,  and  since  the  weather  was  pleasant,  both  the 
Choir  of  Single  Sisters  and  the  Choir  of  Older  Girls  assembled 
in  front  of  the  house  for  a  festal  service  of  evening  blessing,  at 
which  the  musicians  made  lovely  music  with  their  instruments. 

In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  burial  of  the  remains  of  the 
married  neighbor  Br.  Joshua  Boner,  who  fell  asleep  on  the  2nd. 

April  6.  The  married  neighbor  Sr.  Eleonora  Schulz,  who  came 
to  town  yesterday  to  attend  the  funeral  of  the  late  Br.  Boner, 
was  hindered  by  a  sudden  attack  of  illness  and  had  to  return 
immediately  to  her  plantation.  The  sickness  became  so  severe 
that  no  trusted  medical  remedies  applied  could  relieve  her  and 
she  ended  her  earthly  course  on  the  8th.  At  her  funeral  on  the 
10th  Br.  Jacobson  preached  impressively  in  German  and  English 
to  a  large  congregation. 

April  9.  The  single  Sr.  Clara  Cornelia  Reichel,  of  Bethlehem, 
arrived  by  post  today.  She  will  stay  for  the  present  with  her 
relatives,  Br.  and  Sr.  Charles  Kramer. 

We  thought  much  in  these  days  of  the  Bechlers  and  Br. 
Wohlfahrt  embarking  at  New  York  for  the  sea  voyage,  the  latter 
on  the  6th  and  the  former  on  the  10th. 

April  29.  The  recently  born  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Emanuel  Reich 
was  baptized  with  the  name  Heinrich  Christopher. 

April  30.  The  single  Br.  Francis  Fries,  with  his  sister  Amanda, 
returned  from  Pennsylvania,  where  they  spent  a  year  visiting 
mostly  in  Bethlehem  and  Nazareth. 

In  the  early  morning  the  little  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Emanuel  Schober,  Mary  Ann,  departed  this  life  at  the  tender  age 
of  2  years. 

May  11.  Our  Brother  Van  Neman  Zevelly  returned  from  his 
diaspora  visit  made  these  weeks  in  the  mountains.

May  13.  The  Doctor  of  Theology,  Ludwig  Hazelius,  well  known 
in  American  congregations,  who  has  served  for  three  years  in 
South  Carolina  as  director  of  a  theological  seminary  and  as  a 
Lutheran  preacher,  made  a  short  visit  here  today  in  company 
with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Miller  and  another  young  minister;  then  at 
midday  on  the  following  day  on  account  of  urgent  business  he 
continued  his  journey  with  his  companions. 

May  15.  Br.  Schaaf  baptized  the  recently  born  daughter  of 
our  neighbor  Ernst  Vierling  in  his  mother's  home,  with  the 
name  Carolina  Eleonora. 

May  18.  Br.  and  Sr.  Levering  set  out  for  Nazareth  (Pennsyl- 
vania) with  their  7  children  and  the  boy  Andreas  Kern  from 
there  who  has  been  visiting  here. 

May  26  and  27.  There  was  the  annual  examination  of  students 
in  the  Girls  Boarding  School  as  well  as  in  the  town  girls  school, 
attended  by  many  parents  and  other  relatives  of  the  children,  all 
expressing  their  complete  satisfaction  with  what  they  saw  and 
heard.  The  number  of  girls  in  the  Boarding  School  at  examina- 
tion was  126,  in  the  town  school  28,  making  a  total  of  154. 

May  29.  Here  in  Salem  it  was  lovely  to  think  that  at  the  time 
of  our  meeting  in  the  ninth  hour  of  the  evening,  the  day  of  the 
opening  of  the  synod  in  Europe  had  already  dawned. 

May  31.  The  two  single  Sisters  Lydia  Stauber  and  Lisette 
Meinung,  teachers  in  the  Girls  Boarding  School,  went  on  a  visit 
to  Pennsylvania  for  recovery  of  their  health,  accompanied  by 
Br.  Thos.  Boner.  Their  places  until  their  return  late  in  the  year 
will  be  taken  by  the  single  Sisters  Clara  Cornelia  Reichel  and 
Louise  Cynthia  Hagen. 

June  1.  The  single  Br.  Joshua  Boner,  Jr.,  again  left  for  Knox- 
ville,  Tenn.,  to  conduct  a  music  school  there  for  several  months. 
With  him  traveled  also  (as  it  appears)  the  single  Br.  Rudolph 
Christ,  Jr.,  in  hope  of  getting  a  position  in  the  store  of  some 
merchant  there  (although  he  gave  nobody  in  town  any  notice 
of  his  journey) . 

June  25.  We  heartily  rejoiced  to  receive  a  letter  written  in 
London  by  Br.  Bechler. 

June  28.  The  little  boy  Theodor  Felix  Kuhln  left  today  with 
the  post  for  Nazareth  Hall  to  study  there.  His  father  went  with 
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him  to  Greensboro  and  a  friend  who  is  a  merchant  accompanied 
him  to  Pennsylvania. 

July  Jf.  This  important  anniversary  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  of  the  United  States  of  America  passed  without 
public  festivities  but  on  the  day  following  [.  .  .] 

July  5.  In  the  monthly  prayer  meeting,  prevented  yesterday  by 
the  rain,  we  remembered  the  many  blessings  within  and  without 
that  the  Lord  has  granted  this  land. 

July  7.  In  the  evening  in  our  meeting  house  the  Revd.  Mr. 
Atkinson,  of  Petersburg  in  Virginia,  agent  for  the  North  Ameri- 
can Bible  Society,  appealed  to  the  congregation,  commending 
hearty  and  active  interest  in  the  Bible  society,  in  a  sermon  on 
Matt.  28:  18-20.  At  the  conclusion  his  companion  Mr.  Harris 
made  a  brief  address. 

July  8.  The  Aufseher  Collegium  met  with  the  Brethren  of  the 
Aeltesten  Conferenz  jointly  to  consider  the  proposal  to  erect  a 
cotton  mill  in  the  vicinity  of  Salem,  for  which  also  a  meeting  of 
the  Congregation  Council  was  called  after  evening  service  in 
which  the  little  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Nathanael  Vogler  was 
baptized  with  the  name  Martha  Virginia. 

July  25.  In  the  evening,  according  to  his  wish,  a  traveling 
preacher  named  Harris  delivered  an  address  in  English  to  the 
congregation  on  Tit.  2:11. 

July  30.  By  today's  post  we  rejoiced  to  receive  a  letter  from 
Br.  Bechler,  written  in  Herrnhut  on  May  30,  stating  that  he  ar- 
rived there  at  2 :00  o'clock  in  the  morning  just  a  few  hours  before 
the  opening  of  synod. 

Aug.  8.  With  Mr.  John  Ross,  of  the  Cherokee  Nation  of 
Indians,  who  spent  several  days  here  on  his  way  to  Washington, 
Br.  Schulz  had  a  lengthy  conversation  concerning  the  particular 
position  of  our  Cherokee  mission. 

Aug.  9.  Br.  and  Sr.  Bahnson  came  from  Bethania  on  account  of 
the  continued  illness  of  Sr.  Bahnson,  hoping  that  by  a  somewhat 
lengthy  stay  among  us  the  change  of  air  here  might  possibly 
bring  recovery. 

Aug.  1U.  We  celebrated  with  much  blessing  the  13th  of  August 
festival,  seeking  such  gracious  refreshing  as  came  to  Herrnhut 
in  the  year  1727. 
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Aug.  26.  Our  Br.  Martin  Hauser,  minister  of  the  new  congre- 
gation in  Hope,  Indiana,  arrived  here  on  his  return  from  Penn- 
sylvania. He  held  [.  .  .] 

Aug.  28.  The  English  preaching,  at  the  conclusion  of  which 
Br.  Jacobson,  at  the  request  of  Br.  Hauser,  recommended  the 
gathering  of  an  offering  for  the  building  of  the  new  church  in 
Hope. 

Sept.  6.  The  widow  Sr.  Magdalena  Hauser  (maiden  name 
Strub),  whose  children  for  the  most  part  have  been  living  in 
Indiana,  left  today  with  the  two  families  of  her  children  still 
remaining  in  our  neighborhood  and  with  the  son  Martin,  who  has 
been  on  a  visit  here.  She  will  become  a  member  of  the  Hope  con- 
gregation. 

Sept.  13.  &  traveling  preacher  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church 
at  his  request  delivered  an  address  in  English  to  the  congrega- 
tion. 

Oct.  11.  In  his  home  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  officiated  at  the 
marriage  of  his  daughter  Theodora  and  our  friend  Dr.  Heinrich 
Schumann5  in  the  presence  of  members  of  the  Elders  Conference 
and  their  wives. 

Oct.  23.  The  Lutheran  preacher  Dr.  Ludwig  Hazelius,  of 
Lexington,  South  Carolina,  who  was  here  some  days  ago,  preach- 
ed in  English.  In  the  afternoon  at  his  request  he  was  our  guest 
at  the  Holy  Communion,  which  he  assured  us  was  for  the  blessing 
of  his  heart  since  it  renewed  the  impressions  he  had  received 
when  he  was  a  member  of  the  Brethren's  (Moravian)  Congrega- 
tion in  Nazareth  (Pennsylvania) .  Since  he  left  the  congregation 
he  is  already  superintending  in  a  third  place  a  school  as  professor 
of  Theology.  May  the  Lord  bless  his  work !  He  numbers  already 
more  than  60  appointed  ministers  who  have  been  prepared  by 
him. 

Oct.  27.  The  Wachovia  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the 
Gospel  Among  the  Heathen  had  its  meeting.  It  was  pleasing  to 
have  present  our  dear  Br.  Gottlieb  Clauder,  who  with  his  family 
returned  several  weeks  before  from  his  post  among  the  Chero- 
kees.  They  told  the  sad  and  painful  story  of  this  mission  which 
had  begun  to  bring  forth  through  the  Saviour's  grace  most 
beautiful  fruits.

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Oct.  30.  Soon  after  she  had  breakfasted  and  made  her  bed 
the  widow  Sr.  Johanna  Elisabeth  Vogler  sank  down  upon  it, 
became  unconscious,  and  after  a  few  minutes  departed  this  life. 
Her  age  was  83  years. 

Nov.  20.  Br.  Jacobson  preached  the  annual  Thanksgiving 
Sermon  in  German  from  the  130th  Psalm. 

Nov.  29.  Our  delegate  to  synod,  Br.  Daniel  Wohlfahrt,  returned 
safely  to  the  joy  of  the  congregation  and  especially  to  his  family. 

Dec.  9.  We  had  the  joy  of  receiving  here  our  dear  Br.  and  Sr. 
William  Henry  and  Elisabeth  Van  Vleck  from  New  York,  who 
have  been  called  here  to  minister  to  the  congregation.  Br. 
Gottlieb  Clauder  brought  them  from  Petersburg,  Virginia. 

Dec.  2Jf.  The  Christmas  festival  was  observed,  first  for  the 
little  children  and  then  for  the  older  children  and  grown  up 
people  in  the  usual  manner. 

Dec.  25.  The  festal  sermon  was  preached  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  in 
German  and  English,  attended  also  by  many  of  our  neighbors, 
and  we  earnestly  hope  that  the  preached  word  might  be  a  bless- 
ing to  them  and  us. 

Dec.  26.  Yesterday  and  today  the  girls  of  the  town  school  and 
the  Girls  Boarding  School  gave  enjoyment  to  various  groups  of 
the  congregation  with  their  beautifully  illuminated  presentations 
of  the  Christmas  story  and  with  their  pleasing  speeches  and 
songs. 

Dec.  30.  We  held  the  closing  meetings  of  the  year  in  the  usual 
manner  and  after  an  impressive  and  heart-warming  address  by 
Br.  Van  Vleck  on  the  Text  for  the  Day,  at  midnight  we  entered 
into  the  new  year  of  1837  with  trustful  hope.

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Extracts  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  1836. 

We  will  write  Br.  R.  Christ,  Jr.,  in  Fayetteville  to  buy  one  of 
the  fire  buckets  as  used  there  and  send  it  here. 

The  fire  inspectors  reported  and  made  the  following  notations : 

The  plate  of  stove  in  the  conference  room  has  a  crack  which  is 
dangerous  and  must  be  made  safe  with  sheet  iron. 

In  the  dining  room  of  the  Girls  Boarding  School  the  floor  on 
which  the  stove  stands  must  be  repaired  and  made  safe  and  the 
ash-receiver  must  be  enlarged. 

Ash-receivers  at  Evan  Boner's  and  Gottl.  Schober's  must  be 
repaired.  There  were  several  notations  concerning  ash-disposal 
at  the  tavern  and  other  necessary  repairs.  Br.  Phil.  Reich  has 
not  yet  made  the  roof  of  the  bakeoven  but  will  finish  it  soon.  At 
the  widow  Foltz's  place  the  committee  will  try  to  have  the 
smoke-house  moved  to  another  place. 

Br.  Schulz  received  $94.70  and  placed  it  to  the  credit  of  old 
Br.  Eberhard.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  discuss  with  him 
the  taking  over  of  the  completed  clocks  for  the  account  of  the 
Cong.  Diacony.  His  modest  request  to  receive  $14  instead  of 
$12  for  looking  after  the  town  clock  was  granted,  as  also  his 
request  to  receive  $6  for  the  daily  ringing  of  the  noon  bell  in- 
stead of  $4.  He  is  to  apply  this  on  his  debts. 

Auf.  Col.  proposed  to  give  the  family  of  Br.  Daniel  Welfare 
$52  during  his  absence  at  synod  which,  Aelt.  Conf.  thinks, 
should  be  borne  by  the  Congregation  and  Single  Sisters  Diacony. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  dial  of  the  clock  at  the  church  be 
painted  and  the  numerals  gilded. 

The  request  of  the  young  single  Brother  Aug.  Zevely  to  work 
at  his  saddler's  trade  in  a  separate  shop — accompanied  by  a 
written  request  from  his  father — was  considered.  The  young 
man  has  recently  come  back  from  Pennsylvania  without  hav- 
ing received  work  there..  It  was  thought  best  to  advise  him 
to  work  with  Chas.  Kramer  for  the  time  and  perfect  himself 
in  his  trade.  Br.  Kramer  is  inclined  to  employ  him. 

Jan.  18.  It  was  announced  that  Br.  Hy.  Schulz  has  been  found 
willing  to  take  over  the  grave-digging  office. 

Complaints  have  come  in  from  several  citizens  who  are  dis- 
turbed by  the  pigs  that  roam  about  on  the  streets.  Br.  Schulz 
was  asked  to  speak  with  Br.  Steiner,  to  whom  most  of  the 
pigs  belong,  and  to  ask  him  to  keep  them  penned  up. 

Dr.  Schumann  last  Monday  night  had  a  conversation  with 
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the  entire  Auf .  Col.  At  that  time  he  declared  that  he  would  ac- 
cept no  proposals  of  the  Congregation  Council  and  insisted 
that  he  had  been  wronged  at  the  time  he  signed  his  lease  and 
had  been  assured  the  lease  would  never  be  terminated  during 
good  behavior.  But  nothing  of  this  kind  can  be  found  in  the 
Minutes  of  Auf.  Col.  or  Aelt.  Conf.  Moreover,  the  lease  pro- 
vides only  for  7  years,  and  then  is  to  be  renewed  year  by  year. 

Dr.  Schumann  must  submit  to  the  same  conditions  concern- 
ing the  use  of  wood  as  the  other  citizens  in  town.  Finally,  he 
was  willing  to  buy  the  rails  if  he  could  but  would  not  yield  the 
right  to  cut  the  same  on  Salem  land.  All  representations  and 
persuasion  were  of  no  avail  and  we  went  away  from  the  meet- 
ing without  reaching  any  decision. 

The  discussion  brought  Auf.  Col.  to  speak  about  the  whole 
lease  system  and  we  saw  with  regret  that  it  can  not  stand  in 
in  the  course  of  time  and  that  synod  of  necessity  would  have 
to  make  a  change. 

In  the  Schumann  matter  it  seemed  to  be  the  general  opinion 
of  Auf.  Col.  perhaps  to  make  a  similar  proposal  to  him  as  the 
one  before  submitted,  and  then,  if  he  would  accept  none  of  the 
proposals  made  him,  to  deal  with  him  according  to  law  and 
break  off  all  further  negotiations  with  him. 

Feb.  15.  David  Clewell,  who  has  returned  from  Tennessee, 
wishes  to  carry  on  his  former  trades,  namely,  bookbinding  and 
shoemaking.  We  will  permit  him  to  occupy  the  lower  story  of 
the  Christmann  house  until  a  cheaper  one  can  be  found. 

Feb.  29.  Br.  D.  Clewell  has  promised  to  comply  with  all  the 
directions  of  Auf.  Col.  In  this  connection  he  told  Br.  Schulz 
of  his  unfavorable  financial  situation  and  that  he  would  be 
obliged  to  ask  for  a  loan  from  Cong.  Diacony.  Since  he  plans 
to  work  at  shoemaking  and  is  short  of  lasts,  he  wishes  to  order 
some  from  Philadelphia  through  Br.  Theo.  Pfohl.  He  also  lacks 
leather  for  making  shoes.  Br.  Brietz  seemed  willing  to  advance 
him  some  leather  and  Auf.  Col.  left  that  with  him.  It  appears 
that  Br.  Clewell  is  quite  heavily  in  debt  in  Tennessee  as  well 
as  here.  Perhaps  it  would  be  better  if  he  would  try  to  bind  out 
his  children  and  reduce  his  work  to  a  still  smaller  scale.  It  does 
not  behoove  Cong.  Diacony  to  advance  him  money.  It  would 
be  better  if  he  turned  to  his  friends  for  help. 

Br.  Schulz  exhibited  a  fire  bucket  such  as  are  in  use  in  Fay- 
etteville.  None  are  to  be  obtained  there  at  this  time.  Br.  John 
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Ackermann  promises  to  make  similar  buckets  for  50c  each.  It 
was  decided  that  Br.  Theo.  Pfohl  should  inquire  the  price  of 
leather  fire  buckets  in  Philadelphia  and  that  Br.  Ackermann 
should  make  several  dozen  according  to  the  Fayetteville  pattern. 

It  was  decided  to  send  Dr.  Schumann  a  new  notice  of  the 
termination  of  his  lease,  following  the  recommendation  of  Cong. 
Council,  and  to  send  it  by  3  Brethren  who  are  to  give  him  to 
understand  that  the  way  to  a  friendly  settlement  will  remain 
open  until  Sept.  29.  The  Brn.  Wm.  Fries,  N.  Vogler,  and  Chr. 
Brietz  will  serve  him  the  notice. 

April  11.  The  Brethren  of  the  committee  announced  that  they 
had  handed  Dr.  Schumann  the  notice  about  the  lease  in  writ- 
ing and  had  deposited  a  copy  of  it  with  the  chairman;  where- 
with the  Schumann  matter  has  been  laid  aside  for  the  time. 

Many  complaints  have  been  made  against  the  widow  Strehle.0 
She  is  said  to  have  set  fire  among  the  plantations  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Chr.  Reich,  Hensdill,  and  Longworth,  and  the  bush 
had  been  blazing  far  and  wide.  The  neighbors  were  in  great 
danger  of  losing  their  houses  and  fences  because  of  strong  wind 
and  they  had  spent  most  of  the  night  extinguishing  the  fire. 
They  demand  that  this  person  be  confined.  She  has  caused  much 
trouble  and  expense  and,  since  attempts  to  restrain  her  here 
have  been  in  vain,  it  was  felt  best  that  the  law  be  left  to  take 
its  course  and  perhaps  there  would  be  opportunity  to  get  her 
into  the  poor  house. 

May  9.  Br.  Siewers  had  a  request  presented,  whether  he  might 
take  on  trial  a  certain  young  man  named  Cook,  son  of  the  well- 
known  Cook  living  in  the  vicinity  of  Salem.  He  wants  to  use 
him  first  as  an  errand  boy  and  then  gradually  draw  him  into 
the  trade.  Since  we  can  not  recommend  a  boy  from  the  congre- 
gation, his  request  was  granted. 

The  landlord  of  the  tavern  is  to  be  very  strongly  admonished 
to  take  all  precautions  to  avoid  all  drinking,  gaming,  and  danc- 
ing in  the  house,  especially  during  the  examinations  which  lie 
ahead. 

A  request  was  presented  whether  the  Auf.  Col.  would  permit 
the  local  musicians  to  give  a  concert  in  the  concert  hall  on  second 
examination  day.  There  was  no  objection,  but  all  stamping  is 
to  be  prohibited  on  such  an  occasion,  since  much  damage  has 
been  done  to  the  house  on  former  occasions.  It  has  already  been

decided  that  the  hall  should  not  be  open  for  outside  musicians 
if  they  wished  to  play  for  money. 

May  30.  The  inventories  of  the  Cong.  Diacony  branches  were 
taken  up.  In  the  tannery  several  bad  debts  were  written  off 
and  in  the  tavern  over  $300  had  been  written  off  from  the  sev- 
eral inventories.  For  this  reason  the  surplus  in  the  tannery  is 
only  $9.21. 

Store  No.  1  has  a  surplus  of  $303.47;  store  No.  2  has  a  sur- 
plus of  $266.30 ;  in  the  tavern  there  is  a  profit  of  $297,631/4,  of 
which  one-third  goes  to  Br.  Sensemann  after  last  year's  deficit 
is  wiped  out.  In  looking  over  the  inventory  of  the  tavern  we 
came  to  talk  again  about  the  bad  qualities  of  the  present  land- 
lord, since  the  time  is  now  here  when  he  was  told  he  must  be 
ready  to  leave  the  house.  Further  consideration  was  postponed 
until  the  next  meeting  because  we  thought  that  by  that  time  we 
would  know  how  the  strangers,  here  for  the  examinations  May 
26  and  27,  had  been  satisfied  with  him. 

We  discussed  several  unpleasantnesses  between  Br.  Abr. 
Steiner  and  Br.  Adam  Butner  about  the  use  of  water  behind 
Butner's  garden.  It  appeared  that  the  whole  dissatisfaction  has 
arisen  over  the  accumulation  of  circumstances  which  would 
otherwise  happen  very  rarely  and  we  felt  convinced  that  if  the 
situation  were  explained  to  Br.  Butner  by  Br.  John  Vogler,  he 
would  gladly  confine  himself  to  the  use  of  water  on  Church 
Street.  The  pipes  on  this  street  have  been  newly  laid  in  order 
to  bring  water  to  the  lower  part  of  town  and  it  is  almost  im- 
possible for  the  superintendent  of  the  water  works  to  regulate 
the  flow  of  water  properly  if  it  is  drawn  in  too  great  quantity 
from  the  hydrant  above.  Br.  Butner  is  to  be  advised  that  for 
all  purposes  for  which  he  needs  water,  e.g.,  washing  hats,  etc., 
he  is  to  use  the  water  on  Main  Street.  If  such  unpleasantnesses 
can  not  be  avoided,  Auf.  Col.  favors  the  plan  that  where  a  hy- 
drant stands  a  small  cistern  might  be  constructed. 

The  annual  account  of  the  single  Sisters  Diacony  was  re- 
viewed. The  expenditures  of  $1263.13  for  wood,  wages,  etc., 
seem  to  be  very  high  and  the  chairman  was  asked  to  secure 
some  clarification  from  Br.  Kreuser  on  this  point.  There  is  a 
total  gain  of  $524.88  in  this  Diacony. 

June  20.  The  matter  of  the  landlord  again  came  up  for  dis- 
cussion. No  further  complaints  have  been  heard  about  him  with 
the  exception  that  during  the  examination  period  there  had  been 
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much  uncleanliness  in  the  lobby,  due  largely  to  the  pouring  of 
drinks.  It  is  the  wish  of  Auf.  Col.  that  Br.  Sensemann  should 
stop  this  as  much  as  possible.  Also,  we  are  not  pleased  that  Br. 
Sensemann  has  secured  a  new  license.  The  conclusion  was,  that 
since  there  is  no  more  suitable  person  who  can  be  found  at  pres- 
ent, he  may  continue  his  work. 

Concerning  the  misunderstandings  that  have  come  up  be- 
tween the  Brn.  Steiner  and  Butner,  Auf.  Col.  is  of  the  opinion, 
in  order  to  avoid  further  occurrences  of  this  kind,  that  one 
should  install  a  water  container  instead  of  a  hydrant  at  that 
particular  place  so  that  no  hemming  of  the  water  will  occur 
below  in  the  village.  Only  a  small  amount  of  water  would  be 
allowed  to  flow  into  the  container,  but  no  additional  installa- 
tion would  be  made  to  direct  the  water  back  into  the  pipes 
in  case  of  an  overflow. 

Br.  Kreuser's  explanation  of  the  large  expenditures  of  over 
$1,200  in  the  Single  Sisters  Diacony  was,  that  not  only  wood, 
wages,  garden  expense,  etc.,  were  included,  but  also  many  other 
kinds  of  expenditures  were  included.  He  offered  to  itemize  these 
outlays  but  Auf.  Col.  did  not  deem  it  necessary,  being  satisfied 
with  the  explanation. 

For  some  time  a  strong  desire  has  been  manifest  that  a  cot- 
ton factory  in  the  vicinity  of  Salem  should  be  considered.  A 
gathering  of  interested  persons  has  been  held  and  several  citi- 
zens were  named,  both  to  secure  more  information  about  such 
a  factory  and  to  consider  a  prospective  location.  One  Brother 
remarked  that  they  had  secured  thorough  and  satisfactory  in- 
formation through  Blum  and  White  in  Petersburg,  who  had 
also  expressed  themselves  as  willing  to  take  part  in  such  an 
undertaking  and  intimated  that  a  good  dividend,  possibly  15 
to  20%,  was  to  be  expected. 

Regarding  a  location,  it  was  brought  out  that  the  whole  vici- 
nity, as  far  as  David  Blum's,  had  been  examined,  but  no  place 
was  better  adapted  than  the  fields  on  the  west  side  of  Salem 
near  the  new  Shallowford  Street,  at  present  used  by  Hy.  Schulz 
and  Hy.  Leinbach.  These  fields,  however,  had  been  added  to 
the  town  in  building  lots,  and  the  interested  parties  would  rath- 
er possess  them  in  fee  simple  than  to  take  them  on  lease.  Auf. 
Col.  felt  that  this  would  have  to  be  considered  further,  it  be- 
ing the  first  case  of  its  kind,  before  it  could  be  submitted  to 
Cong.  Council. 

July  6.  The  inspector  of  the  Girls  Boarding  School  wishes 
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that  the  matter  of  water  supply  might  be  considered  again, 
since  the  children  of  the  school  in  summer  get  their  water  at 
the  hydrant  which  is  to  be  removed.  He  wishes  that  besides 
the  cistern  a  small  spigot  might  be  left.  Since  it  is  the  wish  of 
Auf.  Col.  to  favor  the  school  in  every  way,  we  shall  gladly  re- 
tain such  a  faucet. 

There  was  a  long  discussion  about  the  possible  cotton  fac- 
tory. If  the  company  can  find  no  other  fitting  place  to  build  it 
than  the  one  mentioned  in  the  last  session,  but  still  insists  to 
possess  the  land  in  fee,  Auf.  Col.  felt  we  could  not  see  it  unless 
the  same  Board  which  included  said  lots  in  the  map  of  Salem 
would  take  them  out  again.  It  was  the  general  opinion,  however, 
that  this  would  not  be  connected  with  too  much  difficulty,  espe- 
cially since  it  appeared  that  even  if  the  whole  stock  were  not 
subscribed  by  members  of  Salem,  only  a  very  small  part  would 
come  into  the  hands  of  strangers,  and  also,  since  we  have  reason 
to  hope  that  such  a  factory  would  be  a  means  to  advance  trade 
and  industry  anew  in  Salem.  In  order  to  avoid  all  future  diffi- 
culties, it  was  felt  that  Cong.  Diacony  should  seek  to  secure 
dominant  influence  in  the  direction  of  the  factory  and,  there- 
fore, should  acquire  considerable  stock;  but  whether  $5,000  or 
$10,000  should  be  invested  we  did  not  wish  to  decide  in  Auf. 
Col.,  but  this  should  be  left  to  Cong.  Council.  Auf.  Col.  was  very 
happy  to  hear  that  the  administration  of  the  Girls  Boarding 
School  was  minded  to  take  a  very  liberal  subscription,  seeking 
to  advance  the  common  welfare  as  much  as  possible. 

Br.  V.  N.  Zevely  asks  that  his  son,  August,  be  permitted  to 
work  at  his  saddler  trade  in  Salem. 

A  letter  from  Grunewald  in  Gnadau  (Germany)  has  been 
received  in  which  he  declares  himself  willing  to  buy  the  deer 
leather  on  the  conditions  on  which  Cong.  Diacony  took  it  over 
from  the  white-leather  tannery.  Accordingly,  the  leather  is  to 
be  sent  to  him  at  once. 

July  7.  Br.  Meinung  announced  that  he  has  in  mind  sending 
his  son  Henry  to  Greensboro  for  an  indefinite  time  in  order 
that  he  may  perfect  himself  at  his  trade,  and  especially  carriage- 
making. 

July  18.  It  appears  that  Council  leaves  it  to  Auf.  Col.  and 
Aelt.  Conf .  to  give  the  lots  on  which  the  Salem  Cotton  Factory 
is  to  stand  to  the  company  on  lease  or  in  fee  simple.  The  com- 
pany counts  on  securing  the  lots  in  fee.  This  would  be  regarded 
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as  a  special  case,  for  the  common  welfare,  never  to  be  regarded 
as  a  precedent.  Since  the  administration,  the  Cong.  Diacony, 
and  the  Girls  Boarding  School  will  own  so  great  a  part  of  the 
stock,  Auf.  Col.  voted  unanimously  to  give  a  title  in  fee  for 
said  land  (2^  acres). 

The  committee  appointed  for  the  erecting  of  the  factory 
buildings  feels  that  the  lot  now  occupied  by  Br.  Steiner  will 
have  to  be  possessed  also.  Auf.  Col.  has  no  objections  if  Br. 
Steiner  is  compensated  for  what  he  has  expended  on  the  lot. 

Br.  Em.  Schober  would  like  to  take  a  young  man,  Thos.  Wil- 
son, in  service  in  the  post  office.  Auf.  Col.  has  no  objections, 
under  the  usual  conditions. 

Aug.  22.  The  price  of  the  4  lots  for  the  cotton  factory,  together 
with  the  one  of  Abr.  Steiner,  was  discussed.  At  the  same  time 
it  was  mentioned  that  the  commissioners  would  like  to  buy 
one  or  IV2  acres  of  land  north  of  Abr.  Steiner' s.  Auf.  Col.  was 
agreed  to  ask  $200  for  everything  and  the  company  was  will- 
ing to  pay  this  sum  to  Cong.  Diacony. 

The  company  petitioned  to  secure  the  springs  for  them  and 
the  piece  of  land  around  the  springs  and  to  give  them  the  use 
of  the  water  by  a  written  document.  The  company  promises, 
however,  that  if  there  is  surplus  water,  they  would  give  it  for 
the  use  of  the  town  if  necessary.  The  company  promises  further 
to  pay  rent  to  those  occupying  the  lots  through  which  the  water 
line  is  to  go,  one  rod  wide,  and  that  this  rent  shall  be  deducted 
from  their  rents. 

The  administrators  of  the  deceased  Josh.  Boner  announced 
that  they  had  bought  the  house  of  the  widow  Vierling  for  a 
dwelling  for  the  widow  Boner  who  will  move  in  with  a  Negress 
in  the  fall.  In  this  connection  it  was  noted  that  there  are  sev- 
eral Negroes  in  town  for  whom  the  owners  have  not  given  the 
usual  bond.  This  must  be  done  as  soon  as  possible. 

Br.  Chr.  Blum  announces  that  he  has  bought  the  paper  mill 
from  Br.  Schober  and  that,  as  Br.  Schober  formerly  did,  he 
will  keep  all  sorts  of  small  articles  for  trade  in  rags. 

Br.  Hagen  asks  whether  a  certain  Mr.  Sussdorf,  who  tuned 
a  small  organ  in  the  Girls  Boarding  School,  might  tune  the 
organ  in  the  church.  Auf.  Col.  was  dubious  about  having  a 
man,  of  whose  knowledge  in  organ-tuning  one  is  not  fully  con- 
vinced, to  be  entrusted  with  this;  also,  considering  the  expense 
of  $5  per  day,  Auf.  Col.  felt  that  there  were  mechanics  here 
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who,  with  the  help  of  musicians,  could  clean  the  pipes  and  make 
repairs  where  anything  had  become  unglued.  This  could  be 
done  next  winter,  because  the  weather  now  is  so  damp  for  such 
work.  In  this  way  our  town  people  could  earn  the  money. 

It  was  brought  up  that  some  time  ago  a  Mr.  Murbach  and 
others  serenaded  in  the  Square  until  toward  midnight  and  the 
neighbors  complained  that  they  had  been  disturbed.  As  pleasant 
as  this  serenading  is  for  many  members,  it  was  the  wish  of  Auf . 
Col.  that  in  the  future  it  should  not  be  continued  until  late  in 
the  night,  since  many  disorders  can  grow  out  of  this,  as  was 
recently  the  case  in  the  tavern,  where  several  single  Brethren, 
Wm.  Leinbach,  Francis  Hagen,  Eph.  Brietz,  and  Aug.  Zevely 
loitered  until  11  o'clock  and  created  disorder.  Auf.  Col.  finds  it 
necessary  that  Br.  Schulz  speak  with  Br.  Schaaf  about  these 
Brethren. 

Br.  Siewers  desires  to  buy  the  house  which  he  occupies  at 
present;  he  offers  $700  with  bond  and  good  security  for  it  at 
5%  interest. 

Aug.  29.  The  chairman  announced  that  he  had  spoken  earnest- 
ly and  affectionately  to  the  Brethren  who  had  caused  the  dis- 
turbance in  the  tavern  and  that  all  had  promised  in  future  to 
govern  themselves  by  the  regulations. 

Sept.  5.  Br.  A.  Steiner  had  a  petition  presented,  asking  for 
about  2  acres  of  land  to  the  left  of  the  coal  kiln,  near  the  pro- 
posed factory  site.  Auf.  Col.  grants  him  this  at  the  usual  rent 
of  50c  per  acre. 

Sept.  26.  Since  the  end  of  September  is  near,  Dr.  Schumann's 
lease,  which  expires  in  a  few  days,  was  discussed.  He  plans  to 
send  his  Negroes  away  to  Liberia  this  fall  and,  when  these  are 
away,  we  believe  the  felling  of  wood  will  be  impossible  for  him, 
as  well  as  working  the  plantation.  For  this  reason  Auf.  Col. 
was  inclined  to  give  him  some  more  time  to  bring  his  farming 
to  an  end.  He  had  expressed  himself  to  the  chairman  that  he 
hoped  we  would  permit  him  this. 

Oct.  10.  Br.  Henry  Shaffner  asks  whether  Auf.  Col.  is  willing 
to  sell  him  the  building  he  now  rents.  We  thought  that  perhaps 
he  might  be  willing  to  buy  the  old  pottery  if  he  knew  that  it 
is  on  the  market.  Yet  Br.  Holland  is  to  be  offered  prior  right  to 
buy  it. 
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Henry  Reich  asked  through  a  Brother  be  permitted  to  carry 
on  his  blacksmith  trade  in  Salem.  We  could  not  deny  his  peti- 
tion for  he  is  a  young  Brother  belonging  to  this  congregation 
and  has  worked  for  some  time  in  a  very  good  shop  in  Lexington. 
We  lack  a  smith  here. 

Auf.  Col.  has  heard  that  not  only  a  large  number  of  the  resi- 
dents in  town  but  also  the  children  in  the  Girls  Boarding  School 
are  affronted  because  certain  young  men,  strangers  of  whose 
background  one  knows  nothing,  continue  to  have  unhindered 
access  to  the  schoolhouse.  Since  such  actions  would  not  only  have 
a  detrimental  effect  on  the  name  of  the  institution  among  stran- 
gers but  is  also  very  bad  practice  for  us  at  home,  Auf.  Col.  is 
very  sorry  that  its  well-meant  advice  formerly  given  concern- 
ing this  matter  had  not  been  taken  and  followed.  Although  Auf. 
Col.  is  well  aware  that  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  immediate 
direction  of  the  school,  it  also  knows  that  the  whole  town  takes 
a  lively  interest  in  its  welfare  and  that  the  welfare  of  the  insti- 
tution depends  largely  on  the  good  and  strict  discipline  which 
has  hitherto  been  maintained  in  it.  Auf.  Col.  is  minded — if  it 
is  necessary— -to  leave  nothing  undone  to  keep  this  pearl  un- 
spotted and  to  maintain  the  school  house  as  a  sanctum  sanctorum. 

Oct.  2A.  Henry  Shaffner  prefers  his  present  shop  to  the  old 
pottery.  Therefore  his  buildings  and  well  are  appraised  at  $400. 

Nov.  7.  Aug.  Zevely,  who  had  been  permitted  to  set  up  his 
saddler  trade  in  Salem  on  condition  that  he  should  work  there 
alone,  has  nevertheless  hired  a  journeyman.  This  can  not  be 
permitted  and  Br.  Schober,  as  his  guardian,  will  tell  him  that 
if  he  can  not  obey  orders,  he  must  relinquish  his  shop. 

John  Chitty  wishes  to  buy  the  Jac.  Christmann  house.  Auf. 
Col.  believes  it  should  be  sold  for  $1,000,  of  which  he  will  pay 
$300  cash  and  give  his  bond  and  security  at  5%  for  the  balance. 
Chitty  plans,  especially  in  the  beginning,  to  take  in  the  work- 
men building  the  factory  as  boarders.  He  will  be  notified  that 
this  is  not  to  be  a  beginning  of  a  house  of  private  entertainment, 

There  is  a  circus  in  the  vicinity  again.  The  landlord  of  the 
tavern  is  to  be  notified  not  to  take  it  in. 

Nov.  21.  A  letter  from  Br.  Daniel  Welfare  announces  his  safe 
arrival  in  New  York  on  Nov.  8.  He  plans  to  return  to  Salem  in 
company  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Wm.  H.  Van  Vleck.  On  this  occasion 
Auf.  Col.  proposes  to  have  a  lovefeast  of  welcome  with  the  con- 
gregation for  these  guests  of  honor.

Br.  Em.  Schober  presents  a  request  to  be  permitted  to  buy 
the  corner  house  at  present  occupied  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Evan  Boner, 
because  in  this  way  he  could  get  to  live  nearer  to  the  Post  Office 
and  could  board  the  persons  working  there.  They  were  served 
hitherto  by  his  father,  who  can  not  continue  because  of  age. 

Br.  F.  Meinung  asks  for  preemption  right  on  the  corner  lot 
north  of  Br.  Jos.  Stauber's  smithy,  on  the  other  side  of  the  new 
Shallowford  Street.7  Auf.  Col.  had  no  objections,  but  Br.  Mein- 
ung must  declare  himself  definitely,  in  case  another  applies  first. 

Dec.  5.  Br.  Daniel  Welfare  arrived  here  sooner  than  expected 
and  wishes  to  make  a  report  of  synod  to  his  constituents  be- 
fore the  lovefeast.  It  was  decided  to  invite  all  the  Brethren  of 
majority  for  this  purpose  tomorrow  night  in  the  small  meeting 
hall. 

Dr.  Schumann  wishes  to  keep  the  plantation  for  another  year 
and  if  his  farming  does  not  go  satisfactorily,  he  will  give  it  up 
voluntarily,  but  otherwise  would  plan  to  keep  it  further.  This 
answer  is  by  no  means  satisfactory;  Auf.  Col.  believed  that 
when  he  disposed  of  his  slaves  the  difficulties  would  solve  them- 
selves. Now,  however,  he  has  taken  3  Mulattoes  and  it  appears 
that  the  difficulties  can  not  be  solved  peacefully.  Auf.  Col.  came 
to  the  unalterable  conclusion  to  remove  him  from  the  planta- 
tion by  process  of  law  unless,  before  such  steps  can  be  taken, 
he  accepts  one  of  the  proposals  of  Auf.  Col. 

The  salary  of  Bishop  W.  H.  Van  Vleck  was  discussed.  Since 
all  spiritual  offices  are  combined  in  him,  and  they  must  have  a 
servant  girl,  the  salary  was  set  at  $400,  together  with  the  privi- 
leges the  other  congregation  pastors  share. 

In  view  of  the  many  years  of  faithful  service  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Schaaf,  in  future  they  are  to  be  given  free  dwelling  and  fire- 
wood. 

Dec.  19.  The  landlord,  Br.  Sensemann,  allowed  a  ball  to  be 
held  in  the  tavern  last  Saturday  night.  Since  all  such  events  are 
wholly  against  the  honored  and  well-known  precepts  of  our 
Brotherhood,  it  seemed  very  strange  to  Auf.  Col.  that  several 
Sisters  from  the  Girls  Boarding  School  and  a  number  of  their 
charges  attended.  Auf.  Col.  hopes  that  events  of  this  kind  in 
the  future  will  be  carefully  avoided. 

The  sessions  of  the  year  were  closed  with  a  hymn,  whereupon

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Br.  Schulz  excused  himself  in  order  to  permit  the  Brethren  to 
have  a  free  discussion  on  the  Schumann  matter. 

(Since  for  3  years  all  attempts  to  settle  the  Schumann  mat- 
ter peacefully  have  failed,  Auf.  Col.  does  not  know  where  hope 
is  to  be  found  for  better  success  than  by  process  of  law.  It  is 
not  hard  for  Auf.  Col.  to  see  where  the  fault  of  such  a  procedure 
must  lie  if  Cong.  Diacony  finally  seeks  its  own  by  legal  course. 
Already  9  months  ago  Cong.  Council  voiced  its  thoughts  clear- 
ly and  opened  the  way  for  congregation  directory  to  act.  Con- 
sidering everything,  Auf.  Col.  feels  it  can  not  depart  from  its 
Resolution  in  the  last  Minutes.) 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Bethabara,  1836. 

Jan.  17.  On  account  of  the  cold,  the  meetings — not  well  at- 
tended— were  held  in  the  school  room. 

Jan.  21*.  The  usual  Sunday  meetings  were  again  held  in  the 
school  room.  At  9 :00  o'clock  in  the  morning  an  unusually  heavy 
fall  of  snow  and  hail  set  in. 

Jan.  26.  The  evening  meeting  had  to  be  omitted  again  on  ac- 
count of  the  slippery  ice. 

Jan.  29.  The  evening  meeting  was  again  omitted  on  account 
of  the  slippery  ice  and  snow. 

Jan.  31.  The  weather  was  very  cold  and  the  snow  that  lay  on 
the  earth  was  very  slippery.  Today  the  schoolhouse  about  V2 
mile  from  town,  built  last  fall,  burned  down.  The  discovery  was 
too  late  for  anything  to  be  saved;  tables,  benches,  and  books 
were  a  prey  of  the  flames. 

Feb.  2  and  5.  Again  evening  meetings  had  to  be  omitted  on 
account  of  cold  and  of  slippery  roads. 

Feb.  7,  Sunday.  The  meetings  had  to  be  held  in  the  school 
room  on  account  of  unfavorable  weather.  The  evening  meeting 
was  omitted  on  account  of  the  slippery  roads. 

Feb.  9.  There  was  again  no  evening  meeting  because  many 
members  had  severe  colds  and  they  were  afraid  to  come  into  the 
cold  church. 

Feb.  lJf.  A  very  bad  cough  had  prevailed  since  the  last  half 
of  January  among  our  members  and  especially  among  the  child- 
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ren,  some  of  whom  are  seriously  affected  but  none  has  gone 
Home. 

Feb.  26.  Bad  weather  and  bad  roads  caused  omission  of  the 
evening  meeting. 

Feb.  28.  In  the  afternoon  at  1 :00  o'clock  was  the  funeral  of 
the  widow  Sr.  Juliane  Catharina  Hein  (maiden  name  Dorfling- 
er),  whose  Home-going  was  on  the  25th.  Br.  Bahnsen,  of  Beth- 
ania,  preached  the  funeral  sermon  and  read  the  burial  liturgy 
on  God's  Acre  during  a  heavy  snow  storm. 

Feb.  29.  Throughout  the  night  there  fell  snow,  hail,  and 
some  rain  so  that  the  snow  this  morning  is  about  6  inches  deep. 

March  1.  On  account  of  bad  roads  and  bad  weather  the  eve- 
ning meeting  was  omitted. 

March  6.  In  the  forenoon  at  10:00  o'clock  there  was  the  ser- 
mon in  English  for  the  anniversary  of  the  Sunday  School  from 
the  text  Deut.  6 :4-7.  We  had  the  pleasure  of  observing  that  the 
hearers  were  more  attentive  than  to  a  usual  sermon.  After- 
wards there  was  the  baptism  of  a  child  of  our  neighbors  Abr. 
and  Mary  Petry,8  a  daughter  born  Jan.  7,  with  the  name  Caro- 
lina Elisabeth.  The  baptism  was  in  the  school  room. 

March  11.  There  was  the  burial  in  our  God's  Acre  of  the 
little  child  Carolina  Elisabeth  Petry,  not  of  our  congregation. 
The  parents  are  Abraham  and  Mary  Petry  (maiden  name  But- 
ner) . 

March  13.  In  the  morning  meeting  the  daughter  of  Christian 
and  Anna  Johanna  Hauser,  born  27  February,  was  baptized 
with  the  name  Maria  Elisabeth. 

March  20.  This  week  no  evening  meetings  could  be  held  on 
account  of  bad  roads  and  bad  weather. 

March  27.  After  morning  meetings  of  Palm  Sunday  there 
was  the  burial  at  1:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  widow 
Sr.  Anna  Barbara  Noll  (widow  Leinbach,  maiden  name  Laur), 
who  departed  this  life  on  the  25th,  aged  87  years  and  13  days. 

April  3,  Easter  Sunday.  On  account  of  rainy  weather  we  had 
to  pray  the  Easter  liturgy  in  the  church  instead  of  on  God's  Acre. 

8  Now  spelled  Petree.  .  . 
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April  10,  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  at  2:00  o'clock  there  was 
the  baptism  of  the  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Joseph  and  Sarah  Elis. 
Shor,  born  January  8,  with  the  name  Julius  Constantine.  At 
the  same  time  there  was  the  baptism  of  the  son  of  parents  not 
belonging  to  our  congregation,  Jacob  and  Elisabeth  Shor,  born 

20  Nov.  1835,  with  the  name  Henry  Lewis. 

April  12.  In  these  days — since  the  measles  seem  to  be  coming 
near  to  us — many  of  our  children  have  been  vaccinated  by  Br. 
John  Butner. 

April  17.  Few  attended  meetings  on  account  of  rainy  weather. 

April  2A.  On  invitation  the  pastor  preached  at  the  Sunday 
School  not  far  from  Kernels  Crossroad.9 

April  29.  At  the  end  of  the  month  the  many  kinds  of  sickness 
that  have  affected  our  members  and  neighbors  have  mostly  dis- 
appeared. 

May  25.  There  was  the  burial  in  our  God's  Acre  of  the  child, 
not  of  our  congregation,  Salome  Antoinette  Muller,  aged  4  years, 
6  months,  and  5  days. 

June  6.  This  month  there  has  been  much  rainy  weather  and 
the  farmers  have  had  a  difficult  time  drying  their  hay.  Some 
succeeded,  but  there  has  been  much  damage  on  account  of  fre- 
quent rains  and  high  water.  Toward  the  end  of  the  month  the 
wheat  harvest  began  and  this  was  also  hindered  by  rain.  In 
spite  of  this  we  trust  in  the  Keeper  and  Protector  of  our  lives, 
Who  has  provided  and  will  take  care  of  us. 

June  11*.  There  was  the  burial  of  little  William  Levin  Butner, 
who  departed  this  life  on  the  12th,  aged  4  years,  2  months,  and 

21  days. 

July  3.  After  morning  preaching  there  were  three  baptisms: 
the  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Benjamin  Krause,  born  May  29, 
with  the  name  Fiorina  Lucinda ;  the  daughter  of  our  neighbors 
Benjamin  and  Rebecca  Shor,  born  May  11,  with  the  name 
Lucinde  Elisabeth;  the  son  of  our  neighbors  John  Rextra10  and 
Susanna,  born  May  19,  with  the  name  Thomas  Uria.  In  the 
afternoon  we  had  a  very  heavy  rain. 

July     Hard  rain.

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July  12.  The  first  half  of  the  month  we  had  beautiful  weather 
so  that  the  wheat  and  hay  could  be  brought  in  dry. 

July  18.  It  is  unusually  cool  for  this  time  of  year.  In  the  morn- 
ing the  thermometer  stood  at  51°  Fahrenheit.  We  heard  that  a 
severe  hail  storm11  struck  the  upper  part  of  our  county,  which 
did  much  damage  to  crops  in  the  fields. 

July  2Jf.  Most  of  our  members  attended  a  camp  meeting  not 
far  from  Clemmonstown. 

July  26.  There  was  a  severe  storm.  In  these  days  we  have  had 
nice  light  rain  that  has  refreshed  the  dry  earth. 

July  31,  After  the  morning  sermon  the  house  fathers  met 
at  1:00  o'clock  to  discuss  repairing  the  rear  building  or  the 
so-called  schoolhouse. 

Aug.  1.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  storm,  a  hurricane,  that 
damaged  buildings,  fences,  and  trees,  and  especially  the  corn 
that  promised  a  rich  harvest  in  the  neighborhood.  In  the  vici- 
nity, outbuildings  were  overturned  and  roofs  blown  off,  but 
there  was  no  loss  of  life.  In  the  evening  prayer  meeting  we 
gave  earnest  thanks  to  the  Lord  for  His  gracious  preservation. 

Aug.  16.  Rainy  weather. 

Aug.  23.  Rainy  weather. 

Aug.  2U.  There  was  the  burial  of  the  widow  Magdalena  Folk 
in  God's  Acre  near  the  mill. 

Aug.  31.  The  thermometer  stood  at  48°  Fahrenheit. 

Sept.  If.  After  preaching  there  was  the  baptism  of  the  daugh- 
ter of  Br.  and  Sr.  Chr.  Herman  and  Marie  Butner,  born  July  30, 
with  the  name  Theresia  Rebecca. 

Sept.  26.  Health  of  our  members  has  been  good  this  month 
for  which  we  give  humble  thanks  to  the  Lord. 

Oct.  30.  After  preaching  there  was  the  baptism  of  the  son 
of  Daniel  and  Queeny  Stolz,  not  our  members,  born  on  the  7th, 
with  the  name  Charles  Nathaniel,  baptized  in  the  school  room. 

11  In  the  region  between  Bethabara  and  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains,  a  belt  of  land  ex- 
tending through  Surry,  Stokes,  and  Rockingham  counties,  there  are  frequent  hail  storms 
which  cause  considerable  damage  to  tobacco  and  other  crops.  In  this  region  are  Pilot 
Mountain  and  the  Sauratown  Mountains.  A  study  of  weather  conditions  might  well  be 
made  here.

This  month  meetings  have  sometimes  been  omitted  partly 
on  account  of  rainy  weather  and  partly  on  account  of  the 
harvesting  and  shucking  of  corn. 

Our  members  have  been  spared  from  fever  and  other  sick- 
ness, for  which  we  give  the  Lord  our  hearty  thanks. 

Nov.  6,  Sunday.  Br.  Henr.  Gottl.  Clauder  preached  in  English 
to  a  rather  large  congregation.  He  also  made  an  impressive 
address  to  children  of  the  Sunday  School.  Pastor  and  wife  visit- 
ed the  so-called  Spanish  Grove  Sunday  School  4  or  5  miles  from 
here,  and  an  address  was  made  in  English  to  a  not  large  con- 
gregation. 

Nov.  15.  The  neighbor  Peter  Shor,  who  has  been  sick  for 
some  time  and  seems  to  be  getting  worse,  was  visited  daily 
this  week. 

Nov.  20.  It  was  rainy.  The  Harvest  Thanksgiving  Sermon 
was  postponed  until  next  Sunday. 

Nov.  29.  The  neighbor  Peter  Shor  was  visited,  who  continues 
to  be  weak.  Otherwise  health  among  our  members  has  been 
good  this  month. 

Dec.  11.  The  pastor  visited  Salem  to  attend  the  lovefeast 
welcoming  Br.  and  Sr.  Henry  Van  Vleck. 

Dec.  18.  On  account  of  the  cold  the  meeting  was  held  in  the 
school  room. 

Dec.  21.  The  married  Br.  John  Butner,  Sr.,  returned  from 
Fayetteville  where  he  has  been  on  business.  On  the  way  he  had 
the  misfortune  to  have  the  wagon  overturned  in  which  he  was 
riding.  A  heavy  cask  rolled  over  his  arm  and  part  of  his  body. 
Although  someone  came  to  his  aid,  he  was  helpless  when  he  was 
drawn  from  under  the  weight.  He  was  given  a  blood-letting 
and  was  able  to  take  care  of  his  business  in  Fayetteville.  With 
him  we  are  thankful  to  the  Lord  for  sparing  his  life. 

Dec.  2Jf.  In  the  evening  at  7:00  o'clock  we  assembled  in  the 
church  for  the  Christmas  festival.  At  the  lovefeast  we  cele- 
brated the  birth  of  the  Saviour  and  prayed  in  spirit  before  the 
manger.  At  the  conclusion  the  children  were  given  lighted  wax 
candles  as  a  sign  of  the  true  Light  that  has  come  into  the  world 
to  enlighten  us,  which  was  explained  briefly  to  the  children. 
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Dec.  31.  In  the  evening  at  8:00  o'clock  we  assembled  for  the 
lovefeast  in  which  we  thanked  the  Lord  for  His  goodness  to 
us  in  the  past  year.  At  10 :00  o'clock  we  met  to  hear  the  Mem- 
orabilia. At  11 :30  we  met  for  the  last  time  in  the  church  this 
year  and  after  an  address  concerning  all  the  mercy,  love,  and 
faithfulness  of  the  Lord,  at  12:00  o'clock  we  passed  out  of  the 
old  year  into  the  new  while  we  sang,  "Now  thank  we  all  our 
God." 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Bethania,  1886. 

Jan.  3,  Sunday.  In  the  English  sermon  from  Phil.  4:19  I  had 
to  stop  preaching  on  account  of  nose-bleeding. 

Jan.  5.  Br.  Mich.  Hauser  since  the  first  of  the  year  has  suf- 
fered with  pain  in  the  side  and  I  visited  him,  also  Br.  Abraham 
Loesch  who  feels  wretched  on  account  of  salivation. 

Jan.  9.  Instruction  and  preaching  in  Pfafftown,  after  which 
I  had  opportunity  to  gather  a  collection  for  the  Home  Mission 
Society. 

Jan.  10.  After  Sunday  School  I  visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Abraham 
Loesch  where  all  were  sick,  but  were  now  improving,  although 
Br.  Loesch  still  suffers  with  his  inflamed  legs.  This  evening 
Br.  H.  Butner  returned  from  his  journey  to  West  Tennessee. 

Jan.  11.  I  went  to  Salem  to  attend  the  Sunday  School  meeting 
and  the  birthday  vesper  for  Br.  Schaaf.  I  received  a  gift  of 
$2.50  for  our  Sunday  School  library. 

Jan.  15.  Today  I  began  weekly  instruction  in  Sr.  Oehmann's 
school.  The  ignorance  of  the  children  is  extensive.  James  Grabs 
didn't  know  the  Lord's  Prayer.  They  all  seem  to  have  a  desire 
for  better  instruction. 

Jan.  16,  Saturday.  In  the  morning  it  began  to  snow  and  it  con- 
tinued all  day.  Nevertheless,  I  went  to  Betsy  Krieger's  where  I 
preached  contrary  to  expectation,  to  about  12  persons.  I  had 
promised  to  do  this,  but  I  proposed  some  other  Saturday. 

Jan.  21.  I  visited  Abraham  Loesch,  who  is  no  better.  I  spoke 
with  his  Negro,  who  is  in  a  pitiful  spiritual  condition.  He  cursed 
and  did  such  godless  things  and  said  drily  that  all  Negroes  curse. 

Jan.  2U.  Frightful  weather ;  snow,  sleet,  and  storm  all  day. 
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Jan.  27.  Nath.  Lehman  fell  on  the  ice  and  injured  his  right 
thumb. 

Jan.  31y  Sunday.  Very  cold,  unfavorable  weather.  It  is  so 
slippery  that  one  can  hardly  walk  with  safety  and  many  have 
injured  themselves  in  these  days  on  account  of  the  icy  ground. 

Feb.  16.  Solomon  Pfaff  and  his  cousin  Rebecca  Conrad  were 
married  by  Hr.  Daub,  Esq.  It  is  rumored  that  it  was  a  "high 
time."12 

Feb.  18.  Sr.  Catharina  Pfaff  and  one  Jacob  Spoenhauer  were 
married  by  William  Lash,  Esq. 

Feb.  21.  In  the  afternoon  I  held  the  funeral  seven  miles  from 
here  of  the  wife  of  Thomas  Butner. 

Feb.  25.  Br.  Hy.  Schulz,  Jr.,  married  to  Sr.  Cath.  Schaub. 

March  2.  I  was  called  to  Sr.  Miller's  who  fell  asleep  at  3:00 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  I  trust  in  hope  and  confidence  in  her 
Lord  and  Saviour. 

March  17.  I  was  called  in  all  haste  this  morning  to  Br.  and  Sr. 
Jacob  Conrad's,  where  their  son  Calvin  was  in  his  last  moments. 
He  has  been  sick  for  some  time  but  no  one  suspected  that  the  end 
was  so  near.  He  departed  this  life  about  11:00  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon. 

March  21.  Upon  request  I  held  the  funeral  of  old  Mother 
Hauser  at  the  home  of  her  son  Henry  7  miles  from  here.  The 
burial  was  at  Jacob  Schemel's. 

April  10.  After  preaching  I  baptized  Jane  Virginia  Werner. 

May  1A.  After  English  preaching  in  Pfaff  town  I  baptized 
Martha  Maria  Myers. 

May  20.  I  preached  by  request  at  Solomon  Spoenhauer's  and 
baptized  the  little  daughter  Nancy  Pamelia  Edwards. 

May  22.  After  morning  worship  I  baptized  the  little  daughter 
Amanda  Elisabeth  Butner. 

May  29,  Sunday.  In  addition  to  the  usual  meetings  I  preached 


13  Br.  Bahnson,  pastor  of  Bethania,  perpetrated  a  pun  here.  The  German  word  for 
marriage  is  "Hochzeit,"  literally  a  "high  time,"  and  the  pastor  wrote  "hohe  Zeit,"  which 
means  also  a  "high  time"  in  the  sense  of  a  grand  celebration. 
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on  request  in  Antioch  at  5 : 00  p.m.  in  the  schoolhouse  that  belongs 
to  the  Methodists. 

June  18.  Preached  at  Solomon  Spoenhauer's  where  I  baptized 
Fred.  Calvin  Volk  (Fulk). 

Aug.  9.  Since  the  health  of  my  dear  wife  has  not  improved, 
we  decided  to  accept  the  invitation  offered  us  to  go  to  Salem 
for  awhile  in  order  to  seek  with  the  Lord's  help  a  change  of  air 
and  manner  of  living.  We  found  comfortable  quarters  with  Br. 
and  Sr.  Foltz. 

Aug.  10.  From  Salem  I  visited  in  Bethania  and  Pfafftown.13 

Aug.  12.  1  visited  in  Spainhower's  Settlement  John  Spain- 
hower,14  who  wished  to  have  a  conversation  with  me  although 
he  does  not  belong  to  our  congregation. 

Aug.  21,  Sunday.  Besides  litany  and  preaching  there  was 
English  preaching  in  Antioch. 

Aug.  30.  Visited  in  Pfafftown  Br.  Tim.  Conrad  who  has  a  high 
fever. 

Sept.  3.  Baptized  Louis  White  Sailor  and  Julia  Ann  Priscilla 
Hauser. 

Sept.  17.  At  1:00  p.m.  was  the  funeral  of  John  Spainhower, 
who  departed  this  life  on  the  15th.  On  this  occasion  the  Methodist 
preacher  Michael  Daub15  preached  in  English  but  I  looked  after 
all  arrangements  for  the  funeral. 

Oct.  16.  After  meeting  I  baptized  Jannius  Alex  Schulz  and 
in  the  afternoon  in  Br.  Daniel  Conrad's  home  Alphonsine  Liner 
Douthit,  and  Byron  Calvin  Conrad. 

Oct.  28.  Today  was  the  funeral  of  the  little  girl  Prianna  Lisette 
Hauser  at  1 :00  p.m.  Our  Br.  Michael  Hauser,  who  has  been 
suffering  from  a  stroke,  was  visited. 

Nov.  1.  I  visited  in  Bethania,  especially  with  Br.  Jos.  Hauser, 
who  today  expressed  his  wish  to  be  again  a  member  of  our  con- 

13  From  August  9  to  November  22  pastor  Bahnson  and  his  family  resided  in  Salem 
and  he  was  compelled  to  travel  from  there  in  his  pastoral  service. 

14  The  name  Spoenhauer,  changed  thus  to  Spainhower,  eventually  became  Spainhour, 
of  which  there  are  thirty-six  telephone  numbers  listed  in  the  Winston-Salem  telephone 
directory.

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gregation,  from  which  he  had  withdrawn  of  his  own  account  at 
the  time  of  the  quarrel  about  the  mill  dam.16 

Nov.  22.  My  family  and  I  returned  today  to  our  home  in 
Bethania.  Since  our  removal  to  Salem  (August  9)  I  have  traveled 
767  miles.17  Unfortunately,  my  wife  is  still  sickly,  and  this, 
together  with  the  weakness  of  our  little  child,  hinders  me  much 
in  my  work. 

Dec.     Monthly  devotion  hour,  preaching,  and  liturgy.  A  very 
cold  day  and  church  attendance  was  only  so,  so. 
This  week  Sr.  Lehman  was  sick  with  colic. 

Dec.  18.  Today  should  have  been  celebration  of  anniversary  of 
the  Sunday  School,  but  for  a  long  time  I  have  not  been  in 
position  to  hold  the  Sunday  School  on  account  of  the  sickness 
of  my  wife  (our  maid  Henrietta  attends  Sunday  School  and 
someone  has  to  stay  with  my  wife  since  she  is  too  weak  to  attend 
to  the  baby  alone) ,  so  there  is  the  sermon  on  the  duty  of  parents 
in  bringing  up  their  children. 

Dec.  2U.  At  5:00  p.m.  we  assembled  for  the  Christmas  festal 
service.  The  church  was  filled. 

Dec.  25.  An  unfavorable  raw,  damp  day.  Preaching  and  song 
service  were  only  moderately  attended. 

Dec.  29.  Today  at  the  request  of  Br.  Hn.  Butner  I  baptized  the 
5-year-old  son  of  Thomas  Butner,  Jacob  Edwin,  who  passed  away 
quietly  an  hour  later. 

Today  I  visited  as  I  have  often  before,  Br.  Jacob  Conrad  (the 
oilman) ,  who  has  been  suffering  with  consumption  since  the  end 
of  November. 

Dec.  30.  Visited  Br.  John  Shor,  who  suffers  with  his  leg. 

Dec.  31.  At  11:00  a.m.  was  the  funeral  of  the  little  boy  Jacob 
Edwin  Butner.  I  took  the  opportunity  to  speak  on  the  brevity  and 
importance  of  our  time  on  this  earth  and  especially  to  impress 
upon  our  children  that  the  end  is  nearer  than  we  think.  Toward 
evening  the  children  had  their  meeting  for  the  close  of  the  year. 
At  8:00  p.m.  was  the  lovefeast  for  the  congregation.  At  10:00 
p.m.  was  the  Memorabilia  and  at  11:30  p.m.  the  gathering  for 

16  Details  about  the  painful  contention  over  this  mill  dam  are  given  in  the  Bethania 
records  of  earlier  years  in  this  volume. 

17  The  mileage  given  by  Br.  Bahnson  indicates  more  than  his  usual  extent  of  travel 
in  pastoral  service.  A  study  of  the  horse  and  buggy  travel  of  ministers  in  ordinary 
pastoral  service  shows  that  they  covered  a  lot  of  ground. 
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the  close  of  the  year.  In  spite  of  the  cold  and  unfriendly  weather 
there  were  many  strangers  present ;  however  they  were  quiet  and 
orderly  in  the  last  meeting  and  on  the  streets  although  they  made 
disturbance  in  several  homes.  A  certain  Henny  was  given  per- 
mission by  the  minister  to  attend  the  lovefeast,  but  I  found  out 
afterwards  that  she  is  a  woman  who  must  be  turned  away  if  she 
be  so  unashamed  as  to  try  to  come  again. 

Extracts  from  the  Diaries  of  Friedberg  and  Hope,  1836. 

Jan.  1.  Since  the  end  of  December  there  has  been  much  in- 
fluenza in  our  settlement.  This  sickness  is  accompanied  by  severe 
pains  in  the  side,  vomiting,  and  fever.18 

Jan.  7.  The  11-year-old  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  John  George  Spach, 
little  William  Spach,  passed  away  suddenly  unexpectedly.  He 
was  in  the  day  school  here  two  days  before. 

Jan.  10.  There  was  the  funeral  of  J.  S.  who  died  as  the  result 
of  a  hemorrhage,  due  undoubtedly  to  misuse  of  spirituous  drinks. 
He  had  been  excluded  from  the  church  in  Hope. 

Jan.  23.  I  was  called  to  the  Muddy  Creek  Settlement  for  the 
burial  of  the  little  boy  Samuel  Woosley.  The  body  was  buried  in 
a  garden  beside  9  others.19  For  the  sermon  there  was  scarcely 
enough  room  in  the  house  for  the  crowd  and  another  arrange- 
ment was  hastily  made.  A  wooden  sled  was  fitted  with  boards  and 
logs,  on  which  I  preached  under  the  open  sky  beneath  a  cedar 
tree  that  protected  me  from  the  rough  weather.  To  a  wild-eyed 
but  very  attentive  congregation  I  preached  on  life  and  death  in 
this  and  the  next  world. 

Today  the  body  of  the  Negro  Michael,  belonging  to  our 
widowed  Br.  John  Spach,  Sr.,  was  found  in  Muddy  Creek.  It 
seems  that  he  had  tried  to  cross  the  stream  on  a  log  covered  with 
ice  and  snow,  but  fell  off  into  the  water  and  so  met  his  death. 
Since  a  sufficient  number  of  people  could  not  be  sworn  in,  the 
corpse  was  left  in  the  water  until  the  following  day. 

Jan.  28.  By  permission  the  remains  of  the  almost  83-year-old 
neighbor,  Jacob  Mack,  were  buried  in  Friedberg  God's  Acre.  In 
spite  of  the  bitter  cold,  many  attended.  Preaching  was  in  English. 

18  The  Friedberg  minister  and  others  of  his  thne  did  much  pastoral  visiting.  Visits  to 
the  sick  and  for  other  important  ministration  are  usually  included  in  these  excerpts  but 
many  ordinary  visits  have  been  omitted. 

19  There  were  numerous  family  graveyards  at  this  time  and  some  are  still  kept  up, 
especially  toward  the  mountains. 
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Feb.  2.  The  thermometer  fell  to  zero,  the  coldest  day  of  the 
year. 

Feb.  8.  At  sunrise,  9°  above  zero.  We  drove  not  without  danger 
over  long  stretches  of  ice  by  way  of  Lick  Creek20  to  Salem. 

Feb.  5.  In  the  morning  7°  above  zero. 

Feb.  6.  I  was  requested  to  conduct  the  funeral  tomorrow  of  a 
young  man  (Jacob  ?  Brewer)  in  Mt.  Pleasant,  but  could  not  do 
so  on  account  of  my  appointment  at  Hope,  but  I  offered  to  make 
the  funeral  address  on  a  week  day. 

Feb.  7,  Sunday.  The  creeks  were  frozen  and  I  could  not  ride  to 
Hope ;  so  I  walked  there  in  a  drizzle. 

Feb.  9.  In  the  morning  I  held  religious  instruction  for  the 
school  children.  It's  too  bad  that  only  one-tenth  of  the  children 
uf  this  congregation  attend  the  school  here  and  receive  religious 
instruction  and  some  do  not  attend  school  at  all,  while  others 
attend  in  Hopewell  or  Good  Spring.  In  Hope  there  is  absolutely 
no  opportunity  to  serve  the  children  with  this  instruction. 

Feb.  22.  The  single  Br.  Miles  Vogler  held  the  prayer  meeting 
in  the  schoolhouse  near  Jacob  Shore's  because  I  had  contracted 
a  cold  and  almost  lost  my  voice. 

Feb.  27.  Today  the  old  stable  was  completely  torn  down.  Some 
of  the  logs  were  split  for  firewood  and  some  were  dragged  into 
our  yard. 

Feb.  28.  On  account  of  weather  threatening  snow,  only  a  few, 
mostly  young  folks,  came  to  German  preaching.  After  that  we 
sent  the  children  home  because  it  began  to  snow  very  hard  and 
it  continued  until  late  in  the  night.  This  is  the  seventh  snow  that 
has  fallen  this  winter. 

March  3.  At  the  home  of  the  widowed  Br.  H.  Hamilton  I  mar- 
ried the  single  Br.  David  Zimmerman  and  the  single  Nancy 
Campbell,  who  was  Br.  Hamilton's  house-keeper. 

March  10.  All  of  our  sick  people  are  reconvalescent. 

March  15.  There  was  the  burial  of  the  widowed  Br.  Kreuz- 
fiisser,  who  departed  this  life  last  Sunday  as  a  result  of  influenza. 

20  Lick  Creek,  a  tributary  of  the  South  Fork  Creek,  flows  into  the  larger  stream  at 
the  Salisbury  Road  bridge.  The  valley  extending  eastward  along  Lick  Creek  was  once 
inhabited  by  Indians  and  many  artifacts  have  been  found  there.  The  Indians  had  left 
this  region  before  the  coming  of  the  settlers. 
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In  spite  of  rough  weather  so  many  members  and  neighbors 
came  that  the  sermon  had  to  be  in  German  and  English. 

March  16.  On  account  of  cold,  rainy  days,  the  farmers  cannot 
plow  their  fields. 

March  25.  Weather  this  week  was  unusually  cold. 

March  26.  More  than  thirty  people  came  to  clean  God's  Acre. 
I  visited  little  Martin  Schneider,  who  day  before  yesterday  was 
taken  sick  with  vomiting,  severe  headache,  and  later  with  con- 
vulsions and  fever. 

March  29.  There  was  the  burial  of  the  little  son  of  John  Martin 
Schneider.  He  was  11  years,  1  month,  and  25  days  old.  He  was 
cheerful  and  learned  well  in  school.  In  his  sickness  he  prayed, 
"Lord,  take  me  to  heaven!" 

March  30.  There  was  the  burial  in  Friedberg  of  the  single  man 
Friederich  Weesner,  of  Davidson  County,  who  died  on  the  28th. 
He  was  formerly  a  member  of  this  congregation.  According  to 
his  wish  permission  was  granted  for  his  earthly  remains  to  be 
buried  in  our  God's  Acre. 

April  3,  Easter  Sunday.  Although  the  weather  was  rainy,  a 
large  number  of  members  and  friends  assembled  and  went  at 
9:00  a.m.  to  God's  Acre  in  good  order  and  prayed  the  Easter 
litany.  Soon  after  10 :00  o'clock  there  was  preaching  in  English. 
After  that  I  rode  to  Hope,  where  there  was  also  a  large  number, 
mostly  strangers.  Here  also  we  could  pray  the  litany  on  God's 
Acre. 

April  7.  By  special  request  I  visited  the  neighbor  Solomon 
Shott.  Since  the  beginning  of  this  year  he  has  been  very  sick  with 
the  prevailing  influenza  (la  Grippe). 

April  9.  After  the  midday  meal,  while  a  strong  southwest  wind 
was  blowing,  a  brush  fire  broke  out  on  Br.  Daniel  Spach's  newly 
cleared  land.  Fortunately  the  fire  was  discovered  early  and  could 
be  put  out  with  the  help  of  neighbors.  The  brush  fire  reached 
within  50  feet  of  our  fence  near  the  old  spring. 

April  11  to  13.  We  were  busy  whitewashing  rooms  and  hall  of 
the  lower  floor  of  our  dwelling. 

April  20.  Sickness  that  since  the  beginning  of  the  year  has 
been  prevalent  seems  to  be  ending.  God  be  praised! 
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April  25.  Upon  the  request  of  the  departed  single  Philip 
Craver,  who  died  yesterday  morning,  I  rode  to  the  home  of  his 
brother-in-law  Schoaf  where  he  had  died.  The  latter  and  his 
oldest  child  were  sick.  By  request  I  made  an  address  and  offered 
prayer.  Then  I  joined  the  funeral  procession.  Since  the  departed 
had  a  preference  for  the  Lutheran  faith,  he  was  buried  at  Hope- 
well. Here  a  respectable  congregation  had  assembled  and  I 
preached  in  English  from  Romans  8 :18. 

May  1.  Preached  in  Hope  on  the  Ascension.  An  unusually 
large  number  of  strangers  was  present.  In  the  month  of  April 
two  families  belonging  to  Hope  moved  out.  First,  married  Br. 
George  Fry  with  three  children  to  the  state  of  Illinois  ;21  second, 
married  Br.  and  Sr.  Charles  and  Maria  Magdalena  Muller  with 
three  children  to  Germantown,  Stokes  County.  Thus  the  con- 
gregation in  Hope  lost  9  persons. 

May  8.  Upon  invitation,  at  the  second  meeting  preached  Mr. 
Henry  Allspach,  store-keeper,  formerly  circuit  rider  and  now 
local  preacher  of  the  Methodists,  in  an  evangelical  manner. 

May  12.  The  weather  was  beautiful  for  our  congregation 
festival.  Between  two  and  three  hundred  members  were  present. 
Br.  Schaaf,  from  Salem,  held  the  first  meeting.  At  the  lovefeast 
it  was  mentioned  that  on  the  19th  of  February,  1786,  fifty  years 
ago,  the  cornerstone  of  the  first  church  in  Friedberg  was  laid 
by  Br.  Johannes.22 

May  18.  I  visited  the  single  Cornelius  Hertel,  who  some  time 
ago  was  kicked  by  a  horse  in  a  stable  and  received  a  deep  wound 
next  to  and  above  the  right  eye  and  it  seems  that  this  eye  is 
blinded.  He  was  directed  to  thank  God  for  wonderful  preserva- 
tion, and  told  that  this  misfortune  might  be  a  blessing  for  his 
soul. 

May  19.  I  could  heartily  rejoice  about  a  five-year-old  child, 
who  eagerly  attends  meetings  and  especially  the  prayer  meetings 
in  Good  Spring,  and  after  the  last  prayer  meeting  expressed 
his  surprise,  "Why  didn't  Brother  Schulz  pray  longer?" 

May  2Jf.  Toward  evening  the  dry  earth  was  refreshed  by  rain. 

May  31.  In  spite  of  rainy  weather  several  of  our  farmers 
began  to  mow  their  meadows.

22  Bishop  Johannes  von  Watteville,  a  visiting  official  of  the  church  from  Europe, 
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June  1.  Uncommonly  cold  and  damp  weather  so  that  one  could 
enjoy  a  fire  in  the  fireplace  all  day.  The  thermometer  sank  this 
morning  to  48° ! 

June  3.  Visited  some  of  our  Hope  members  in  Clemmonstown, 
the  widowed  Srs.  Hanes,  Clemmons,  Cook,  and  Henry  Cook's. 

June  6.  Ten  days  of  rainy  weather  have  hindered  our  people 
in  making  hay.  Fences  on  fourteen  plantations  have  been  partly 
washed  away  and  grain  in  the  fields  has  been  beaten  down  by 
wind. 

June  8.  We  visited  at  the  mill  near  Thomas  Padgett's. 

June  10.  The  visit  of  Dr.  Keehln,  from  Salem,  was  doubly 
pleasant  since  from  yesterday  our  little  one  has  been  sick  with 
cholera  infantum. 

June  11.  Today  the  officers  and  friends  of  the  Sunday  School 
at  Good  Spring  for  encouragement  and  reward  gave  a  lovefeast 
for  scholars,  since  they  had  taken  subscription  for  meeting  the 
expenses.  Toward  midday  about  150  persons  assembled,  children, 
parents,  neighbors,  and  friends.  Since  the  schoolhouse  was  too 
small  for  so  many  people,  an  arbor  with  roof  of  leaves  was  pre- 
pared.23 Br.  John  Vogler,  of  Salem,  and  Br.  G.  Byhan,  of  Betha- 
bara,  were  there  on  invitation.  During  Br.  Byhan's  talk  there 
was  a  storm  and  everyone  fled  into  the  schoolhouse,  which  was 
jammed  full. 

June  17.1  rode  to  Mt.  Pleasant,  six  or  seven  miles  from  here, 
to  give  a  funeral  talk  for  the  single  Aquila  Brewer,  who  died  in 
February. 

At  4:00  o'clock  in  Friedberg  there  was  the  funeral  of  the 
3-year-old  Catharina  Hekedorn  Spach  (John's),  who  died  day 
before  yesterday  of  cholera  infantum. 

June  25.  This  summer  is  noted  for  its  rainy  weather. 

June  28.  On  account  of  the  very  rainy  weather  it  is  thought 
that  the  so-called  Hessian  fly  has  damaged  the  wheat. 

July  Jf.  Last  night  there  was  rain  that  damaged  the  wheat  and 
rye. 

Just  today  I  heard  that  the  married  Br.  Jacob  Fishel  was  near 
the  end.  I  visited  him  and  found  him  suffering  with  diarrhoea, 


23  Such  brush  arbors  were  frequently  used  for  religious  meetings  out  of  doors  and  may 
still  be  found  occasionally. 
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and  very  weak.  This  Brother  has  been  distinguished  among  us 
for  his  quiet,  simple,  and  friendly  character.  He  had  the  con- 
gregation on  his  heart. 

July  5.  At  9:00  a.m.  he  quietly  fell  asleep.  His  age  was  71 
years. 

July  9.  Since  the  members  near  Cool  Spring2*  Sunday  School 
house  (not  Good  Spring,  as  was  formerly  written  incorrectly) 
have  set  the  second  Saturday  of  the  month  for  their  prayer 
meeting,  I  went  there  today  and  held  it.  This  was  according 
to  the  advice  of  the  Provincial  Ministers  Conference,  for  it  was 
thought  that  if  the  minister  here  did  not  thus  assist,  some 
strange  minister  or  Methodist  exhorter  would  be  invited. 

July  10.  After  preaching  there  was  the  baptism  of  a  child  with 
the  name  Adam  Theophilus  Spach.25 

In  the  afternon  the  Sunday  School  was  opened  with  the  telling 
of  Bible  stories.  In  the  morning  before  the  school  began,  the 
lessons  were  explained  briefly  to  the  teachers,  most  all  of  whom 
are  punctual  every  Sunday  in  their  respective  classes. 

July  1 8.  At  6 : 00  a.m.  the  thermometer  stood  at  50°  Fahrenheit. 
The  weather  is  so  cool  that  apparently  it  must  have  hailed  some- 
where day  before  yesterday. 

July  19.1  visited  Br.  John  Adam  Fishel,  who  has  been  very  sick 
with  "summer  cholera"  but  is  now  almost  well. 

July  2U.  Attendance  was  small  since  many  of  our  members 
attended  the  camp  meeting  in  Clemmonstown. 

July  25.  I  visited  Charlie  Chitty,  Sr.,  who  was  almost  speech- 
less and  his  end  seemed  to  be  near.  He  passed  away  quietly  at 
5 :00  p.m.  His  last  words  understood  were,  "O,  my  dear  Saviour!" 
I  was  requested  to  make  the  burial  address  at  Hopewell. 

July  27.  For  the  funeral  the  church  was  well  filled  and  the 
sermon  was  preached  in  English  and  German. 

Yesterday  there  was  a  good  rain  that  refreshed  the  corn. 

Last  Sunday  the  Sunday  School  at  Hopewell,  established  many 
years  ago  but  inactive  for  the  past  year,  was  reorganized  by  the

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Brn.  Kreuser  and  John  Vogler,  of  Salem.  The  married  Joel 
Rothrock  was  elected  president  and  several  other  members  of 
Friedberg  were  chosen  as  officers. 

July  30.  After  services  there  was  a  meeting  of  Congregation 
Council.  It  was  unanimously  voted  to  follow  the  wish  of  the 
Preparatory  Synodal  Conference  and  have  communion  six  times 
a  year,  with  the  provision  that  communicants  present  pay  each 
time  6*/^,  and  those  who  are  absent  pay  nothing. 

It  was  further  decided  that  our  God's  Acre  be  enlarged  two 
squares  toward  the  south. 

Aug.  1.  Pastor  and  wife  rejoiced  at  the  birth  of  a  healthy  little 
daughter. 

Aug.  3.  At  12  o'clock  midday  in  Hope  there  was  the  burial  of 
the  married  Sr.  Catharina  Beroth  (maiden  name  Hartman)  ;  at 
4:00  p.m.  in  Friedberg  was  buried  the  child  who  passed  away 
yesterday,  due  to  cholera  infantum,  little  Alpha,  son  of  the 
married  John  and  Catharina  Bender  (maiden  name  Krites- 
fuesser)  .26 

Aug.  6.  In  order  to  satisfy  everyone  as  far  as  possible,  in  the 
future  the  prayer  meetings  will  be  held  alternately  in  German 
and  English. 

Aug.  13.  On  this  important  anniversary  day  of  the  Moravian 
Church  I  held  prayer  meeting  at  Cool  Spring.  The  children  were 
told  the  story  of  this  memorable  day  for  the  lack  of  knowledge 
of  almost  all  of  those  under  our  care  concerning  the  chief  events 
in  the  history  of  the  church  is  so  great  as  to  be  deplorable. 

It  was  the  wish  of  synod  that  rural  pastors  give  instruction 
not  only  to  the  children  but  to  older  youth  also,  to  make  them 
acquainted  with  biblical  as  well  as  our  church  history.  Accord- 
ingly I  proposed  at  Cool  Spring  that  in  the  future  I  should  come 
monthly  on  the  second  Saturday  to  hold  instruction  from  12:00 
to  1 :00  p.m.  for  the  young  people  of  both  sexes.  This  proposal 
seemed  to  meet  with  approval. 

Aug.  lJf.  The  temperature  today  was  90°  F. 

Aug.  16.  Visited  Br.  and  Sr.  J.  George  Spach  and  Mother 
Weesner.  The  latter  suffers  from  heart  trouble.  Br.  Spach  thinks,

after  trying  it,  that  he  will  go  to  making  cider,  since  he  for 
conscience'  sake  gave  up  distilling  last  winter. 

Aug.  21.  After  preaching  service  the  little  daughter  of  pastor 
and  wife  was  baptized  by  Br.  Schaaf,  with  the  name  Susan 
Celeste. 

Aug.  28.  After  German  preaching  in  Friedberg  I  rode  to  Cool 
Spring,  where  I  found  a  large  congregation  assembled  before 
the  schoolhouse.  They  listened  with  close  attention  while  I 
preached  in  English.  To  our  great  joy  Br.  Martin  Hauser,  pastor 
of  our  church  in  Hope,  Indiana,  was  present,  and  after  the 
sermon  he  made  a  few  remarks  and  offered  closing  prayer. 

Aug.  29.  I  spoke  to  one  of  our  members  about  the  curse  of 
drink,  but  I  fear  it  was  without  results.  It  is  indeed  painful  that 
scarcely  any  election,  sale,  or  like  gathering  can  be  held  without 
one  or  more  of  the  members  of  the  congregation  indulging  in 
drunkenness. 

Sept.  3.  Br.  Martin  Hauser,  pastor  in  Hope,  Indiana,  who 
arrived  in  Salem  a  week  ago  in  order  to  take  a  collection  for  the 
building  of  a  new  church  in  Hope,  preached  today  at  11 :00  a.m. 
in  Friedberg  in  English  to  a  large  congregation  including  many 
strangers.  After  the  sermon  a  collection  was  taken.  The  single 
Br.  Miles  Vogler  thinks  of  journeying  with  Br.  Hauser  to 
Indiana  to  teach  in  the  school  and  render  other  service  in  the 
Hope  congregation. 

Sept.  10.  After  prayer  meeting  I  visited  Jos.  Spach,  Jacob 
Shore,  and  Jacob  Seitz  and  found  fever  sickness  in  all  the  homes. 

Sept.  2Jf.  In  the  third  meeting  of  the  day  in  Hope  the  son  of 
Br.  and  Sr.  Thomas  and  Philipina  Padgett  was  baptized  with  the 
name  Charles  Augustus. 

Oct.  15.  In  the  evening  the  Brn.  C.  Kreuser  and  Gottlieb 
Clauder,  from  Salem,  visited  us.  On  the  following  day  they  drove 
on  to  New  Hope,  in  the  Reedy  Creek  Settlement,  where  Br. 
Clauder  preached. 

Oct.  16.  The  preacher  Samuel  Rothrock,  recently  returned  to 
North  Carolina  from  Pennsylvania,  was  with  us  today  and  was 
invited  to  preach  the  English  sermon,  which  he  did  from  II  Cor. 
6:18,  in  a  thorough,  fluent,  and  evangelical  manner.  Mr.  Roth-

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rock  will  again  serve  several  churches  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Salisbury. 

Oct.  18.  I  visited  the  families  of  Charles  Walk,  George  and 
Henry  Spach,  where  there  are  cases  of  fever. 

Oct.  21.  We  were  pleased  to  have  as  a  visitor  Dr.  Hazelius,  in- 
spector of  the  Lutheran  Theological  Institute  in  Lexington,  S.  C. 

Oct.  2J+.  The  pastor's  wife  visited  a  home  to  have  a  friendly 
talk  with  a  single  person  about  her  conduct  toward  her  mother 
and  family. 

Oct.  30.  In  the  last  meeting  of  the  Committee  it  was  decided  to 
have  an  English  sermon  on  the  fifth  Sunday  of  any  month. 

Nov.  1.  The  pastor  married  the  widowed  Br.  Joseph  Noeding 
and  the  single  Sr.  Elisabeth  Shott  in  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Joseph  Rothrock. 

Nov.  6.  In  great  weakness  I  preached  the  English  sermon.  Last 
week  I  contracted  a  severe  cold. 

Nov.  9.  We  drove  to  Foltz's  in  the  Reedy  Creek  Settlement, 
where  I  baptized  neighbor  George  Byerly's  daughter. 

Nov.  13.  Winter  school  was  begun  last  week  under  direction 
of  the  single  Br.  Emanuel  Fisher. 

Nov.  26.  In  the  last  days  of  this  week  it  has  been  unusually 
cold. 

Nov.  27,  Advent.  After  the  German  sermon  at  Friedberg  I  rode 
to  Cool  Spring  where  there  were  so  many  in  attendance  that  the 
house  was  filled  with  females  and  the  male  part  of  the  congrega- 
tion had  gathered  around  a  fire  built  in  front  of  the  schoolhouse. 
Most  of  the  congregation  should  have  been  able  to  attend  the 
preaching  in  Friedberg  in  a  roomy  and  warm  church. 

Nov.  28.  At  the  request  of  Jacob  Shore  I  went  at  9 :00  o'clock 
to  his  house,  since  his  Negro  Samuel  had  departed  this  life  day 
before  yesterday.  Several  whites  and  Negroes  attended  the  meet- 
ing, after  which  the  body  was  borne  to  Salem  to  be  buried  in  the 
Negro  God's  Acre. 

Dec.  3.  Twenty  Brethren  came  to  work  on  our  God's  Acre.  It 
was  very  cold  this  week. 
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Dec.  Jf.  Very  early  I  was  called  to  Jacob  Shore,  who  had  a 
sudden  attack  of  pleurisy.  From  there  I  rode  to  Hope  and 
preached. 

Dec.  6.  I  visited  Rosina  Rominger,  who  has  trouble  with  her 
eyes. 

Dec.  13.  1  accompanied  Br.  Van  N.  Zevely  some  miles  on  his 
diaspora  visit  in  the  Reedy  Creek  Settlement.  In  the  rough  winter 
time  he  intends  to  visit  neglected  regions  nearer  to  Salem.27  We 
stopped  with  John  Weesner,  Daniel  Fishel,  and  Daniel  Spach, 
Jr.,  and  everywhere  the  conversation  led  to  spiritual  things. 

Dec.  15.  I  visited  Peter  Moss,  Philip  Rominger,  and  J.  Adam 
Fishel.  Philip  Rominger  recently  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  the 
middle  finger  of  his  right  hand,  a  severe  trial  for  him  in  his 
circumstances. 

Dec.  16.  I  had  a  conversation  with  two  Brethren  about  a  law 
case  to  see  if  it  could  possibly  be  settled  in  a  friendly  manner. 
With  God's  help  both  were  persuaded  to  leave  the  decision  to  an 
arbitration  committee  consisting  of  three  members  from  Hope 
and  three  from  Friedberg  (one  party  belongs  to  Hope  and  the 
other  to  Friedberg) . 

Dec.  17.  Br.  Gottlieb  Clauder,  returned  from  the  mission  among 
the  Cherokees,  held  the  prayer  meeting  at  Cool  Spring. 

Dec.  18.  Sunday  School  was  opened  with  practice  of  Christmas 
music  and  a  prayer.  After  the  English  sermon  I  rode  to  Hope 
for  the  burial  of  3-months-old  John  Philip  Seitz,  son  of  Br. 
Christian  Seitz.  On  the  16th  the  parents  went  to  bed  at  9:00 
o'clock  and  to  their  great  distress  they  awakened  after  midnight 
to  find  the  child  dead  in  the  mother's  arms.  For  some  days  the 
little  one  had  suffered  with  a  sore  throat. 

Dec.  23.  At  sunrise  the  thermometer  stood  at  10°  above  zero. 

Dec.  21f.  Christmas  Eve  lovefeast  at  Hope  was  well  attended. 
The  children  had  learned  Christmas  verses  for  this  occasion. 
Verses  for  the  new  year  were  distributed  among  them. 

Dec.  25.  Unfortunately,  the  weather  was  not  favorable.  At 
10 :30  a.m.  there  was  the  festal  sermon  in  German  and  English,

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from  the  Word,  "Glory  to  God  in  the  highest!"  The  church  was 
filled  with  attentive  listeners.  After  the  sermon  the  Sunday 
School  sang  the  "Hosanna." 

At  the  children's  meeting  Christmas  verses  were  recited  in 
the  presence  of  the  congregation. 

The  third  service  was  the  festal  lovefeast  at  which  several 
arias  were  sung  by  the  scholars. 

We  can  truly  say  that  this  was  a  blessed  day. 

Dec.  30.  The  Brethren  G.  and  Christian  Hege,  George,  Daniel, 
and  J.  George  Spach,  Jos.  Walk,  Sr.,  and  George  Rothrock  plant- 
ed a  number  of  cedar  trees  across  the  yard  to  the  entrance  to 
God's  Acre.  When  the  cedars  are  grown  they  will  beautify  the 
yard  and  make  a  lovely  walk  to  God's  Acre.28 

Dec.  31.  We  drove  to  Hope,  not  without  some  danger  on  ac- 
count of  the  high  water.  There  was  an  address  and  a  prayer,  and 
then  lovefeast.  There  was  discussion  of  several  things  proposed 
for  the  new  year,  such  as  repair  to  the  dwelling  and  the  building 
of  a  horse  stall.  Then  the  Memorabilia  was  read  and  there  was 
closing  prayer,  asking  the  Lord  for  pardon  for  our  faults  and 
transgressions  and  praising  Him  for  His  goodness  and  mercy 
as  we  enter  a  new  year.

A  letter  from  you  requesting  us  to  inform  you  if  we  sell  Eng- 
lish &  German  worsteds  &c  &c  is  at  hand.  I  do  deel  quite  largely 
in  many  articles  of  the  kind  used  in  embroidery  &c.  The  Eng- 
lish worsted  we  always  have  a  large  quantity  on  hand  as  well 
as  the  fine  German  or  Ladies  Zephyr.  The  prices  of  these  are 
5%  and  8  dolls,  pr  Hundred  Skeins,  32  Sks.  of  English  and  64 
German  to  the  pound — which  is  about  $1.75  and  $4.50.  We 
never  sell  either  of  them  here  by  weight. 

The  Cheneille  cords  are  an  article  never  enquired  for  or  at 
least  very  seldom  and  we  have  none  of  them  on  hand.  The  mark- 
ing silk  is  another  article  never  asked  for  and  this  we  have  not 
— The  dickers  silk  floss  is  of  English  Tambouring  Cotton — Hard 
twisted  Crewells — Cotton  Tloss.

There  is  a  direct  water  communication  between  this  place 
and  Petersburg — Norfolk  &  Richmond.  Should  you  wish  any  of 
these  articles  shall  be  very  happy  to  forward  them  &  think  the 
quantity  and  prices  will  give  perpect  satisfaction.  The  reason 
why  we  have  not  the  other  articles  is  that  they  are  not  used 
here.  Frequently  the  work  most  done  in  one  place  is  not  known 
in  another — at  one  time  the  rage  is  for  beads  at  another  for 
embroidery — at  another  worsted  work.  Some  Ladies  with  us 
are  at  this  time  working  carpets  one  would  suppose  it  would 
take  a  moderately  long  life  time  to  accomplish  this — In  Philadel- 
phia animals  and  birds  are  almost  the  only  disigns  used  for 
working  in  worsteds,  while  with  us  it  is  impossible  to  sell  any- 
thing but  flower  pieces.

Mr.  Jacobson, 
Sir, 

As  Mr.  Maner  is  not  at  home,  and  does  not  expect  to  return 
under  four  or  five  weeks,  I  will  therefore  take  the  liberty  my- 
self of  addressing  a  few  lines  to  you,  in  answer  to  yours.  We 
feel  truly  grateful  to  you,  sir,  for  the  kindness  which  you  have 
showed,  in  letting  us  know,  so  particularly,  the  situation  of 
our  children,  in  regard  to  their  health.  I  am  well  assured,  that 
were  any  thing  serious  the  matter  with  our  child,  you  would 
not  conceal  it  from  us.  And  being  fully  aware  of  the  kindness 
and  attention  paid  by  the  tutoresses  to  the  girls  in  sickness,  I 
cannot  say  that  I  feel  much  uneasiness  about  my  Louisa  at  this 
time.  I  am  of  the  opinion  with  her  physician,  that  the  climate 
has  had  no  effect  on  her  as  yet,  in  regard  to  those  complaints 
which  she  has  been  labouring  under.  Eruptions  of  the  skin  are 
very  common,  in  all  climates.  The  grey  ointment  that  you  men- 
tioned, I  am  unacquainted  with,  but  it  is  probable  it  might  be 
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a  preparation  of  mercury,  with  other  ingredients;  if  so,  she 
might  have  taken  a  little  cold,  which  caused  the  glands  about 
the  neck  and  face,  and  her  gums  to  be  swollen.  As  to  the  pain 
in  the  side,  there  is  nothing  more  common  in  this  climate  in 
the  winter  season.  My  little  Anna  has  just  recover'd  from  a 
severe  attack  of  the  bilious  pleurisy,  she  was  dangerously  ill 
last  winter,  with  the  same  complaint.  My  poor  Louisa  is  a  very 
weakly,  delicate  child;  her  constitution  has  been  severely 
wraek'd,  by  the  frequent  attacks  of  chill  and  fever,  which  she 
has  had  in  this  sickly  clime.  I  think  all  that  is  really  necessary, 
is  to  have  her  warmly  clad,  and  keep  her  close,  until  the  severe 
weather  is  over,  also  to  give  her  tonics  to  strengthen  her.  I 
would  recommend  flannel  drawr's  under  her  other  garments,  and 
I  will  be  quite  obliged  to  you,  Sir,  if  you  would  be  so  kind  as 
to  request  her  tutoresses  to  have  them  made  for  her.  I  hope 
you  will  excuse  the  plain  manner  in  which  I  have  written.  If 
you  are  a  parent,  you  know  a  parents  anxiety  for  their  children, 
if  not,  you  can,  and  will,  I  hope  make  allowances  for  a  mother. 
I  shall  feel  very  thankful  to  you,  if  you  would,  agreeable  to 
promise,  write  again,  and  let  us  know  every  particular  respect- 
ing the  health  of  our  poor  afflicted  child.  I  was  really  in  hopes, 
that  leaving  her  in  your  healthy  little  town,  would  have  been  of 
essential  benefit  to  her,  in  bracing  up  her  constiution,  and  re- 
storing her  to  that  good  health,  which  she  formerly  enjoyed, 
before  we  came  to  Florida ;  but  I  do  not  despair,  I  still  hope  and 
trust,  that  after  a  little  while  she  will  again  become  hearty.  Mr. 
Maner  will  certainly  write  to  you  as  soon  as  he  returns  home. 
Please  give  my  love  to  my  girls.  With  much  respect

[King  William  IV  of  England  died  June  20,  and  his  niece 
became  Queen  Victoria. 

Martin  Van  Buren  was  inaugurated  President.  Michigan  was 
admitted  to  the  Union  as  a  state. 

The  demand  for  specie  payments  wrecked  the  banks  and 
many  individuals.  Left  without  banking  facilities  the  gov- 
ernment in  Washington  worked  out  a  system  under  which  a 
treasury  of  the  United  States  was  established  in  Wash- 
ington, with  branches  at  a  few  other  places.  Congress  refused 
to  sanction  the  plan,  which  continued  to  exist,  nevertheless,  un- 
til it  was  legalized  by  the  sub-treasury  bill  of  1846. 

North  Carolina's  share  of  the  public  moneys  was  paid  in 
three  installments  during  the  early  months  of  1837.  Part  of 
it  was  applied  to  the  state  debt;  with  part,  stock  was  bought 
in  the  Bank  of  Cape  Fear;  part  was  promised  to  certain  rail- 
roads when  individual  stockholders  had  raised  their  propor- 
tionate share.  In  May  the  country  at  large  suffered  a  financial 
crash,  and  the  banks  suspended  specie  payments.  North  Caro- 
lina was  not  badly  hurt.] 

Extracts  from  the  Memorabilia  of  Salem  Congregation 
for  the  Year  1837. 

Pupils  in  the  Boys  School  number  36;  in  the  Town  Girls 
School  34;  in  the  Infant  School  not  less  than  32.  The  annual 
public  examination  of  our  Girls  Boarding  School  was  held 
May  18  and  19,  attended  as  usual  by  a  large  company,  and  ap- 
plauded by  parents  and  other  visitors.  The  number  of  pupils 
increased  to  170,  which  made  necessary  an  eighth  room.  After 
twenty  years  of  service  in  the  school  Sr.  Louise  Charlotte 
Kramsch  left  for  Bethlehem  to  serve  as  leader  of  the  Single 
Sisters  Choir  there.  Entering  as  teachers  were  Sisters  Lisette 
Meinung,  Henriette  Schober,  Antoinette  Bagge,  Louisa  Rude, 
and  Louisa  Bolow. 

The  increasingly  disturbed  condition  of  our  Cherokee  Mis- 
sion has  given  us  great  anxiety.  At  the  beginning  of  March  Br. 
Clauder  traveled  back  to  Tennessee  and  celebrated  Easter  with 
our  little  flock  of  Cherokees  and  had  the  joy  of  receiving  from 
time  to  time  some  adults  through  baptism  and  confirmation, 
and  held  frequent  meetings,  some  with  heathen  Indians.  Br. 

[4258] 
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Miles  Vogler  was  appointed  his  assistant  and  left  here  June 
12.  Later  Br.  Vogler  accepted  the  invitation  of  Missionary 
Buttrick  to  help  with  the  school  at  Brainerd,  from  which  place 
he  served  our  scattered  Cherokees  as  best  he  could.  During 
a  later  visit  of  Br.  Clauder,  the  greater  part  of  our  Indians, 
after  a  sad  farewell,  began  their  sorrowful  journey  to  Arkan- 
sas.1 No  one  can  foretell  whether  or  not  there  will  be  a  more 
favorable  outcome  with  the  government  of  the  United  States 
due  to  his  appeal  for  his  people  made  by  Head  Chief  John  Ross, 
who  visits  us  sometimes  on  his  way  to  Washington  and  con- 
fers with  our  church  officials  about  relations  with  his  Nation. 

The  Cherokee  Mission  as  well  as  our  mission  among  the 
northern  Indians  will  be  a  subject  for  our  earnest  prayers. 
The  greater  part  of  the  New  Fairfield2  congregation,  led  by 
Br.  Jesse  Vogler,  migrated  to  Missouri,  where  the  first  group 
should  have  arrived.  Others  of  the  party  will  winter  at  Winne- 
bago Lake  in  Wisconsin  Territory.  May  God  protect  from  all 
harm  those  of  our  little  Indian  flock  who  still  remain  in  New 
Fairfield  with  the  missionaries  in  Canada  in  this  time  of  un- 
ceasing disturbance! 

Work  among  the  Negroes  in  our  neighborhood  goes  on  quiet- 
ly. The  congregation  was  increased  by  one  adult  member. 

The  Tract  Society  held  a  meeting  in  March.  The  Stokes 
County  Sunday  School  Union  celebrated  its  annual  festival 
Easter  Monday.  Our  Home  Mission  Society  met  May  15  and 
November  30,  remembering  our  Diaspora  in  Europe  and  hear- 
ing with  interest  reports  of  Br.  Zevely  about  his  visits  to  the 
mountains  of  Virginia3  and  to  several  regions  within  our  state. 

The  cotton  mill  was  successfully  completed  and  spinning  of 
cotton  by  means  of  a  steam  engine  began  in  the  late  fall.  May 
we  succeed  also  in  caring  for  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  numerous 
strangers  who  come  as  workers  in  the  factory! 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Salem  Congregation,  1837. 

Jan.  1.  After  we  had  celebrated  at  midnight  the  close  of  the 
old  year  and  entrance  into  the  new,  on  New  Year's  Day  the 


1  Part  of  the  Cherokee  Removal,  known  as  "The  Trail  of  Tears." 

2  In  1792,  remnants  of  Christian  Indians,  led  by  their  Moravian  missionary  David 
Zeisberger,  after  much  suffering  and  loss,  ended  their  long  flight  from  Ohio  and  settled 
in  Ontario,  Canada.  Their  village  called  Fairfield,  later  New  Fairfield,  suffered  from  at- 
tacks by  their  enemies,  and  a  large  number  of  the  Moravian  Indians  fled,  their  last  settle- 
ment being  in  Kansas.  Some  survivors  remained  in  Canada  and  their  descendants  are 
located  at  Fairfield,  near  Chatham,  Ontario. 

3  Mt.  Bethel,  Willow  Hill,  and  Crooked  Oak,  congregations  in  Carroll  County,  Virginia, 
are  an  outgrowth  of  this  home  mission  activity.- 
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congregation  assembled  at  10  a.m.  and  was  greeted  with  the 
apostolic  blessing,  "Grace  be  with  you,  and  peace,  from  God 
our  Father,  and  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ."  The  festal  ser- 
mon on  the  name  "Jesus"  was  preached  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  on 
Matt,  i,  21.  The  usual  Choir  meetings  were  held — at  12:30  by 
Br.  Jacobson  for  children;  at  1:00  by  Br.  Schaaf  for  widows; 
and  at  the  same  time  by  Br.  Schulz  for  the  Single  Sisters  and 
Older  Girls  in  the  Choir  halls;  at  1:30  for  the  Single  Brethren 
and  Older  Boys,  and  at  3 :00  for  the  Married  People  and  widow- 
ers by  Br.  Van  Vleck.  Also  the  pupils  of  the  Girls  Boarding 
School  had  a  meeting  in  their  chapel,  held  by  Br.  Jacobson. 
In  the  evening  Br.  Schaaf  led  the  congregation  in  the  liturgy 
for  the  close  of  the  day. 

Jan.  2.  At  10:00  in  the  morning  was  celebrated  the  opening 
of  conferences,  which,  with  the  exception  of  sick  Sister  Bahn- 
son,  were  attended  by  all  ministers  and  their  wives  in  the  sur- 
rounding congregations,  and  also  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Renatus  Schmidt 
who  serve  the  Negro  congregation,  Br.  and  Sr.  Clauder  of  the 
Cherokee  Mission,  and  Br.  Van  Neman  Zevely,  who  by  order 
of  the  Provincial  Helpers  Conference  is  active  in  surrounding 
country  as  a  kind  of  Diaspora  worker.  At  the  conclusion  all 
partook  of  the  Cup  of  Covenant.4  In  the  afternoon  they  had  a 
little  lovefeast.  In  the  evening  at  the  monthly  prayer  service 
Br.  Van  Vleck  read  letters  from  France  and  England. 

Jan.  3.  In  the  evening  the  beginning  was  made  of  reading 
the  report  of  the  recently  held  Synod  of  the  Brethren's  Unity 
for  1836,  after  a  prayer  for  the  gracious  recognition  of  the 
Lord  in  bringing  to  us  these  conclusions  of  that  important 
church  assembly.  The  meeting  was  well  attended  in  spite  of 
rough  weather.  Br.  Van  Vleck  led  the  first  reading  service  and 
began  anew  in  four  sections  the  Bible  instruction  for  youths. 

Jan.  If.  Br.  Schulz  continued  with  reading  the  results  of  Synod 
and  on 

Jan.  5.  Br.  Jacobson  read;  so  they  alternated.  The  married 
Br.  Kremer,  who  is  sick,  was  visited  in  these  days  and  com- 
mended to  the  Lord  in  prayer. 

Jan.  7.  Br.  Jacobson  held  the  weekly  meeting  in  the  Sisters 
House. 


*  A  fraternal  observance,  not  a  sacrament. 
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Jan.  8.  In  the  morning  Br.  Schulz  prayed  the  German  liturgy. 
Br.  Jacobson  preached  in  English  on  "Epiphany,"  Matthew 
ii,  1,  and  at  the  same  time  Br.  Van  Vleck  preached  in  the 
chapel  of  the  Girls  Boarding  School,  on  Jer.  iii,  4.  In  the  after- 
noon at  2:30  there  was  the  preparatory  address  by  Br.  Van 
Vleck  in  view  of  the  coming  Communion.  Directly  afterwards 
the  Single  Sisters  Mission  Society  had  its  annual  meeting.  In 
the  evening  Br.  Van  Vleck  led  the  congregation  in  the  mis- 
sion liturgy. 

Jan.  10.  Today  the  weekly  children's  service  began  again, 
held  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  for  the  first  time. 

Jan.  12.  In  the  remaining  days  of  the  week  Br.  Van  Vleck 
for  the  first  time  spoke  to  the  Choirs  of  Married  People,  widows, 
widowers,  and  Single  Brethren. 

Jan.  IJf.  Br.  Van  Vleck  led  the  meeting  for  the  Older  Boys 
and  also  the  meeting  in  the  Sisters  House.  The  reading  of  re- 
sults of  Synod,  in  which  Br.  Schaaf  also  took  part,  continued 
this  week  with  some  interruption  on  account  of  the  weather. 

Jan.  15.  Br.  Schaaf  led  the  English  liturgy.  Br.  Van  Vleck 
preached  in  German  on  Rev.  iii,  20.  Br.  Jacobson  preached  the 
English  sermon  in  the  Girls  Boarding  School  and  conducted 
the  Communion  lovefeast,  after  which  Br.  Van  Vleck  administer- 
ed the  Lord's  Supper  for  the  first  time  this  year,  to  a  rather  large 
congregation.  In  the  evening  Br.  Jacobson  presided  at  the 
second  Communion  in  the  little  hall  and  Br.  Schaaf  led  the 
liturgy.  Br.  Schulz  had  a  severe  cold. 

Jan.  17.  Br.  Schaaf  held  the  children's  meeting.  In  the  eve- 
ning Br.  Schulz  finished  reading  the  results  of  Synod,  includ- 
ing instructions  for  the  Aufseher  Collegium.  Br.  and  Sr.  Van 
Vleck  traveled  with  Br.  Clauder,  Jr.,  for  a  first  short  visit  to 
Bethabara  and  Bethania.  At  the  later  place  Sister  Bahnson 
continues  quite  ill. 

Jan.  18.  The  above  mentioned  returned.  In  the  evening  Br. 
Van  Vleck  read  the  instructions  of  Synod  for  the  congregations 
in  reference  to  the  Oeconomicum  of  the  Brethren's  Unity  and 
closed  the  synodal  reports  with  a  prayer. 

Jan.  19.  The  Congregation  Council  met  for  the  first  time 
this  year  and  heard  the  detailed  instructions  for  the  Aufseher 
Collegium  with  reference  to  election  of  members. 
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Jan.  20.  In  the  Congregation  Council  was  the  election  of  a 
new  Aufseher  Collegium.  Today  the  married  Sr.  Dorothea  Blum 
and  the  single  Br.  Henry  Reich,  who  are  sick,  were  visited — 
also  father  Pfohl. 

Jan.  21.  Br.  Schulz  held  the  evening  meeting  in  the  Sisters 
House. 

Jan.  22.  Br.  Jacobson  prayed  the  German  litany  and  Br.  Van 
Vleck  preached  in  English  on  II  Kings  iv,  26.  In  the  afternoon 
Br.  Schaaf  attended  to  the  reading.  Br.  Van  Vleck  went  for 
the  first  time  to  the  Negro  church  and  after  Br.  Schmidt's 
sermon  he  made  a  short  exhortation.  He  held  the  evening  serv- 
ice and  recalled  the  beginning  of  the  mission  in  Greenland, 
January  19,  1733. 

Jan.  23.  At  9:00  o'clock  there  was  the  ceremonial  opening 
of  the  first  session  of  the  newly  elected  Aufseher  Collegium 
in  the  presence  of  the  Brethren  of  the  Elders  Conference.  In  the 
evening  Br.  Schulz  held  the  reading  service. 

Jan.  24.  Br.  Jacobson  held  the  children's  service  and  in  the 
evening  the  song  service,  in  which  the  newly  elected  Aufseher 
Collegium  was  commended  to  the  congregation. 

Jan.  25.  Br.  Schulz  led  the  Bible  reading. 

Jan.  26.  Br.  Schaaf  gave  a  reading  from  the  Nachrichten. 

Jan.  27.  Br.  Jacobson  led  in  the  Passion  liturgy. 

Jan.  28.  Br.  Schaaf  held  the  evening  meeting  in  the  Sisters 
House. 

Jan.  29.  Congregation  Day.  Br.  Schaaf  held  the  first  read- 
ing of  the  Nachrichten  while  Br.  Jacobson  prayed  the  English 
liturgy  in  the  Girls  Boarding  School;  after  which  the  latter 
preached  in  German  on  Luke  viii,  4-15,  and  in  the  afternoon 
looked  after  the  second  reading.  In  the  evening  Br.  Schaaf 
prayed  a  liturgy  with  the  congregation. — Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck, 
with  Br.  Clauder,  had  already  gone  to  Friedberg  on  the  27th, 
followed  next  day  by  Theodore  Schulz.  After  a  pleasant  visit 
and  a  blessed  Communion  celebrated  there  they  returned  to 
Salem  this  evening. 

Jan.  30.  Br.  Stauber,  who  has  been  sick  for  some  time,  was 
visited.  He  was  under  conviction  of  sin  and  was  urgently  direct- 
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ed  to  the  Friend  of  Sinners.  The  evening  meeting  was  omitted 
on  account  of  the  weather. 

Jan.  31.  Br.  Schulz  held  the  children's  meeting  and  Br.  Van 
Vleck  the  song  service. 

Feb.  1.  This  morning  at  11  o'clock  after  the  blessing  of  the 
Lord  and  of  the  congregation,  the  widower  Br.  Christian  Gott- 
fried Stauber  entered  into  his  rest. 

Feb.  2.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  meeting  of  house-fathers 
and  masters  to  discuss  what  is  best  to  do  for  our  youths.  A 
committee  of  five  Brethren  was  appointed  to  bring  in  sug- 
gestions. 

Feb.  3.  Several  representatives  of  the  Cherokee,  from  this 
side  as  well  as  the  other  side  of  the  Mississippi,  passed  through 
on  their  journey  to  Washington.  The  Brethren  of  the  Provin- 
cial Helpers  Conference  had  a  discussion  with  the  three  chiefs, 
John  Ross,  Taylor,  and  Saunders,  in  the  presence  of  Br.  Clauder. 

Feb.  20.  Before  midnight  Br.  William  Henry  Reich,  who  has 
been  sick  since  his  return  here,  departed  this  life.  His  age  was 
nearly  22  years.  Feb.  22.  We  had  reason  to  believe  that  on  his 
sick-bed  he  sought  the  forgiveness  of  Jesus.  Br.  Van  Vleck 
preached  the  funeral  sermon  on  Zech.  iii,  2,  "Is  this  not  a 
brand  plucked  out  of  the  fire?" 

March  1.  Br.  Clauder  set  out  alone  on  horseback  for  Tennes- 
see, accompanied  by  our  best  wishes  for  God's  blessing. 

March  6.  At  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  Br.  Van  Vleck 
read  a  letter  from  the  Cherokee  Br.  George  Hicks  and  one  from 
Br.  Martin  Hauser  in  Indiana. 

March  10.  Our  Br.  Johann  Friedrich  Friiauf,  in  company  with 
Sr.  Maria  Licht,  arrived  here  from  Bethlehem  to  see  once  more 
his  daughter,  our  dear  Sr.  Hortensia  Bahnson,  who  is  ap- 
proaching the  end.  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  accompanied  him 
to  Bethania. 

March  19,  Palm  Sunday.  Received  into  church  membership: 
Single  Brethren — Traugott  Chitty,  Friedrich  Edward  Belo, 
Augustus  Theophilus  Zevely,  Naeman  Benjamin  Reich;  the 
Married  Sister  Catherine  Vierling,  nee  Williams;  the  Single 
Sisters — Maria  Beckel,  Elisabeth  Rothrock,  Mary  Ann  Shroyer, 
Sarah  Rebecca  Hauser,  Louisa  Cynthia  Hagen ;  the  Older  Boys — 
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Edmund  Thomas  Blum,  Edwin  August  Meinung,  Romulus 
August  Schulz,  August  Gottlieb  Fockel,  August  Fetter,  Francis 
Raimond  Holland,  Edward  Friedrich  Rude,  David  August 
Rude,  Georg  Abraham  Blum,  Robert  Benjamin  Wagemann ;  the 
Older  Girls — Susanna  Elisabeth  Rights,  Julia  Susanna  Blum, 
Catherine  Lucinda  Blum,  Melinda  Carolina  Sensemann. 

March  26,  Easter  Sunday.  There  was  the  assembly  before 
the  church  at  5:45  a.  m.  with  the  greeting,  "The  Lord  is  risen!" 
Then  a  large  company  proceeded  to  God's  Acre  where  Br. 
Jacobson  prayed  the  Easter  liturgy  in  English. 

March  29.  Br.  Franz  Fl.  Hagen,  in  company  with  Br.  Traugott 
Leinbach,  left  for  Pennsylvania. 

April  2U.  Our  dear  Br.  Friiauf,  with  Sr.  Maria  Licht,  in  com- 
pany with  the  single  Sr.  Hanna  Stauber  from  here,  set  out  for 
Pennsylvania  accompanied  by  our  good  wishes. — A  stranger, 
who  helped  build  the  cotton  factory  and  who  for  some  days 
has  been  sick  at  Br.  Chitty's,  was  visited  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  and 
commended  to  the  Lord  in  prayer.  He  was  later  taken  home 
to  his  family. 

May  16.  Since  there  were  many  visitors  here  for  the  coming 
examination  in  the  Girls  Boarding  School,  Br.  Van  Vleck  preach- 
ed in  English.  Among  others  present  was  the  Cherokee  Chief 
John  Ross  on  his  return  from  Washington,  with  whom  a  con- 
ference was  held. 

May  19.  There  was  the  close  of  the  examination.  Every  one 
present  expressed  satisfaction  with  the  school  work.  In  the 
evening  a  Methodist  Local  Preacher,  who  has  a  daughter  in 
the  school,  preached  really  evangelically  on  Rom.  x,  4.  The 
single  Br.  Miles  Vogler  came  from  Indiana. 

May  2b.  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  returned  from  a  little  trip  to 
Pilot  Mountain. 

June  11.  At  the  close  of  the  evening  service  a  verse  of  bless- 
ing was  sung  for  Br.  Miles  Vogler,  who  sets  out  on  his  journey 
tomorrow. 

June  lh.  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck,  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacobson,  and 
several  Sisters  and  girls  accompanied  as  far  as  Kerner's  Cross- 
roads5 our  dear  Sr.  Boehler  and  her  travel  companion  our  dear 
Sr.  Gertrude  Schulz,  on  their  journey  to  Pennsylvania,  and 


6  Kernersville. 
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after  the  singing  of  some  verses  and  a  prayer  there  was  a 
fond  farewell.  The  first  named  returned  by  way  of  Friedland. 

July  A.  For  celebration  of  Independence  Day  of  the  United 
States,  in  the  morning  at  9  Br.  Van  Vleck  preached  in  the 
church  an  English  sermon  on  Psalm  cxlvii,  20  to  a  large  con- 
gregation. Afterwards  on  the  Square,  under  the  shade  of  the 
trees  and  leafy  arbors  erected,  there  was  a  public  celebration 
of  this  national  festival,  with  reading  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  military  music,  and  refreshments.  In  the  eve- 
ning there  was  a  musical  service  conducted  by  Br.  Schulz, 
which  was  attended  by  the  Lutheran  minister,  Rothrock,  whose 
parents  belong  to  the  Friedberg  congregation. 

July  19.  Brn.  John  Vogler  and  Joshua  Boner,  who  went  to 
Friedberg  with  Br.  Pattison,  had  a  providential  escape  from 
injury  when  their  carriage  overturned. 

July  2Jf.  Our  visitor  from  New  York,  Br.  Thomas  Pattison, 
who  to  his  and  to  our  pleasure  spent  a  week  here,  was  com- 
mended to  the  Lord  on  his  departure. 

July  30.  Toward  evening  there  was  the  Home-going  of  Br. 
Carl  Friedrich  Leinbach,  who  for  more  than  20  years  has  suf- 
fered from  epilepsy. 

Aug.  1.  In  the  evening  the  Lutheran  preacher,  Samuel  Roth- 
rock, whose  parents  belong  to  the  Friedberg  congregation, 
preached  an  English  sermon  on  Rev.  ii,  4-5  to  a  large  congre- 
gation. 

Aug.  7.  In  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  a  letter  was  read  from 
Br.  Miles  Vogler,  who  is  among  the  Cherokees. 

Aug.  10.  During  a  severe  storm  this  afternoon  lightning 
struck  Dr.  Schumann's  house  on  his  plantation,  where  his  wife 
was  alone,  but  we  are  thankful  to  the  Lord  that  nothing  was 
set  afire  or  other  damage  done. 

Aug.  15.  The  long  suffering  Br.  Charles  Bagge  received  the 
blessing  for  his  home-going,  which  followed  at  2  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon.  Aug  17.  At  the  burial  service  a  large  procession  fol- 
lowed the  coffin,  behind  which  walked  the  pupils  of  the  Girls 
Boarding  School  (which  he  had  served  faithfully  for  20  years) , 
dressed  in  white. 
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Aug.  26.  The  single  Sr.  Mary  Ann  White,  who  had  been 
afflicted  with  nervous  fever,  departed  this  life  at  2:30  in  the 
afternoon. 

Oct.  1.  English  preaching  was  attended  by  the  Cherokee 
Chief  John  Ross  and  five  other  representatives  of  their  Nation, 
who  are  on  their  way  to  Washington. 

Oct.  5.  In  the  evening  at  7  o'clock  in  the  little  hall  there  was 
the  marriage  of  the  single  Br.  Friedrich  Edward  Bolow  and  the 
single  Sr.  Caroline  Amanda  Fries. 

Oct.  22.  At  the  evening  service  letters  were  read  from  Pastor 
Wolle  in  Lititz  and  Pastor  Linder  in  France. 

Oct.  2b.  This  evening  a  clergyman  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
named  Swift,  who  has  begun  a  school  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Bethania,  preached  on  I  John  ii,  15-16.  Prayer  before  the  ser- 
mon was  offered  by  a  Presbyterian  preacher,  named  Wilson, 
who  is  a  teacher  in  the  Academy  in  Greensborough. 

Oct.  27.  The  infant  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Lewis  Eberhard 
was  baptized  with  the  name  Sophia  Catharina. 

Nov.  5.  The  infant  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Evan  Boner  was 
baptized  with  the  name  Maria  Dorothea. 

Nov.  11.  Br.  Bahnson,  accompanied  by  his  family  and  Sr. 
Hannah  Stauber,  arrived  safely  late  this  evening  after  a  visit 
to  Pennsylvania,  and  went  on  tonight  to  Bethania. 

Nov.  12.  This  afternoon  at  an  English  service  there  was  the 
baptism  of  the  single  Sr.  Sarah  Frederica  Lothrop,  who  came 
here  with  Sr.  Hueffel  from  Lititz,  where  she  had  attended  the 
Girls  School.  Her  grandfather  was  the  missionary  Kirkland, 
who  in  the  year  1792  visited  Narareth  and  Bethlehem  with  a 
company  of  Indians. 

Nov.  26.  The  infant  son  of  the  outside  members  Br.  and  Sr. 
Theophilus  Vierling  was  baptized  with  the  name  Samuel  Ben- 
jamin. 

Dec.  12.  There  was  the  marriage  of  the  single  Br.  Jefferson 
Fischer  of  Friedberg  and  the  outside  member  here,  the  single 
Sr.  Susanna  Lauretta  Blum,  at  the  home  of  her  mother  not 
far  from  here.  Yesterday  came  poor  Johann  Friedrich  Gorke 
by  permission  from  Rogersville  and  found  lodging  temporarily 
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with  Br.  and  Sr.  Conrad  Kreuser.  He  had  little  to  say  about 
his  actions  that  had  separated  him  from  the  congregation  in 
Herrnhut  and  was  very  grateful  for  the  kind  reception  in  Salem. 

Dec.  31.  At  the  New  Year's  Eve  lovefeast  many  strangers 
from  the  surrounding  country  were  present,  among  them  a 
Methodist  minister,  named  Bethel,  who  is  located  in  our  neigh- 
borhood. 

Extracts  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  1837. 

Jan.  23.  Present  were  the  new  members  of  the  Collegium 
elected  January  20  by  the  Congregation  Council:  Will.  Fries, 
Nath.  Vogler,  Christ.  Brietz,  Isaac  Boner,  Joh.  Christ.  Blum, 
Thomas  Boner,  Francis  Fries.  Also  Br.  John  Vogler  as  curator 
of  the  Single  Sisters  Diaconie.  Br.  Th.  Schulz  was  present  as 
administrator  of  the  Unity  property  in  the  Wachovia  District 
and  the  Brethren  of  the  Elders  Conference.  Br.  W.  Henry  Van 
Vleck  opened  the  session  of  the  Collegium  with  an  encouraging 
little  address  and  a  prayer. 

Br.  Th.  Schulz  was  unanimously  elected  president  of  the  Col- 
legium and  Br.  Francis  Fries  is  going  to  act  as  minute-keeper, 
who  accepted  the  office  under  condition  that  somebody  else  will 
enter  the  records  in  the  register. 

Br.  Warner  reported  that  Br.  Henry  Winkler  intends  to 
purchase  his  house.  He  would  like  to  build  a  smoke  house  on 
the  lot,  against  which  the  Collegium  does  not  make  any  ob- 
jection, if  it  is  not  constructed  in  the  immediate  neighborhood 
of  other  buildings. 

Brn.  John  Vogler  and  Isaac  Boner  will  make  the  round 
through  the  lower  part  of  the  community  as  fire  inspectors, 
and  Brn.  Th.  Schulz  and  Will.  Fries  through  the  upper  part  of 
Salem.  It  was  thought  feasible  to  have  the  fire  orders  read  to 
the  congregation  occasionally  in  the  church. 

John  Waterson  would  like  to  purchase  a  piece  of  land  situated 
adjacent  to  his  plantation  and  the  congregation  diaconie  land. 
This  raised  the  general  question,  whether  we  should  ever  sell 
any  plot  of  this  diaconie  land  or  not. 

The  cotton  factory  has  taken  Br.  Herbst's  shop  as  ware- 
house against  payment  of  rent. 

Br.  Emanuel  Reich  announces  that  he  has  employed  a  stran- 
ger apprentice,  Bryson  Canaday's  son,  on  probation.  The  time 
of  probation  shall  last  half  a  year,  and  if  the  boy's  character 
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proves  to  be  not  in  accordance  with  congregation  orders,  Br. 
Reich  shall  dismiss  him  at  once. 

Jan.  25.  The  meeting  was  devoted  mainly  to  consideration 
of  the  sale  of  congregation  diaconie  land.  The  opinions  of  the 
members,  expressed  openly,  differed  widely,  and  the  subject 
was  deferred  again  until  after  Synod.  It  will  have  to  be  debated, 
however,  also  by  the  Congregation  Council,  and  we  decided 
to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Council  in  order  to  arrive  at  a  positive 
decision.  In  order  to  foster  such  a  discussion  the  Collegium 
made  the  following  suggestion:  As  soon  as  possible  about 
3,000  acres  are  to  be  surveyed  at  the  northeast  border  between 
Germantown  Street  and  Jac.  Blum's  and  Rothass'  plantations, 
and  David  Blum's  and  Salisbury  Street  up  to  Jac.  Schulz's 
plantation.  The  tract  is  to  be  divided  into  lots  and  regarded  as 
land  to  be  sold  to  Salem  citizens.  No  public  roads  are  obstructed 
and  no  land  is  to  be  sold  along  public  streets.  Citizens,  who 
would  like  to  purchase  a  plot  of  land  on  account  of  its  timber, 
would  thus  be  supplied  with  wood  for  a  life-time. 

Since  we  shall  have  to  discuss  the  Schumann  case,  we  did 
not  decide  upon  the  meeting  of  the  Congregation  Council. 

Jan.  27.  In  regard  to  Dr.  Schumann's  plantation,  a  large  ma- 
jority of  the  present  Collegium  looked  differently  upon  the  case 
than  did  the  former  Collegium.  A  majority  of  votes  decided 
that  we  are  not  going  to  carry  out  the  decision  taken  by  the 
old  Collegium,  but  that  we  are  going  to  resume  our  negotia- 
tions with  Dr.  Schumann.  Br.  J.  C.  Blum  and  Br.  Isaac  Boner 
are  asked  to  talk  to  him  about  any  suggestions  he  has  to  make 
about  settling  the  affair. 

Br.  Hall  wishes  to  build  a  wash-kitchen  and  bake-oven, 
against  which  there  are  no  objections. 

Feb.  6.  Br.  Blum  and  Br.  Boner  reported  the  following  con- 
cerning their  discussions  with  Dr.  Schumann:  He  is  willing 
to  leave  the  plantation  this  fall,  or  to  purchase  it  for  $4  for 
the  cleared  land  and  $5  per  acre  for  the  bush  land.  He  is  also 
willing  to  assure  the  congregation  diaconie  of  the  right  of  pre- 
emption after  his  death. 

This  suggestion  had  been  rejected  once  by  the  Congregation 
Council,  but  it  could  be  presented  again.  The  above  mentioned 
Brethren  are  asked  to  talk  once  more  to  Schumann  and  see 
whether  he  would  be  willing  to  rent  part  of  the  plantation, 
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like  our  Salem  citizens  do,  and  thus,  if  the  Congregation  Coun- 
cil approves  the  Collegium's  suggestion  for  selling  the  land, 
he  would  be  given  the  opportunity  like  that  of  other  Brethren 
in  Salem  to  purchase  part  of  his  land. 

A  stranger  has  advertised  that  he  is  going  to  hold  lectures 
in  the  concert  hall  dealing  with  physics  and  astronomy.  The 
Collegium  does  not  know  where  he  obtained  permission  for  so 
doing.  We  decided  to  withdraw  this  permission. 

The  married  Br.  Ephraim  Conrad  and  his  wife,  both  of 
Bethania,  wish  to  become  outside  members  of  this  congrega- 
tion. His  wife  is  a  Lutheran.  Since  both  people  enjoy  a  good 
reputation,  the  Collegium  does  not  object  to  their  request,  and 
neither  does  the  Elders  Conference. 

Br.  David  Clewell  is  afraid  that  he  will  not  be  able  to  keep 
his  present  shop  and  house  very  long.  He  asks  for  assistance 
in  his  plight. 

Br.  F.  C.  Meinung  has  been  assured  of  the  corner  lot  along 
Main  Street  north  of  the  new  Shallowford  Street  for  his  son 
Henry,  and  wishes  to  obtain  120  feet  front  for  this  lot,  which 
was  allowed  him  since  he  will  need  more  room  for  the  running 
of  a  wheelwright  shop.  The  condition  was  made  that  his  paint- 
ing platform  is  not  going  across  the  street.  This  is  being  done 
by  various  citizens  and  is  against  the  orders. 

The  Collegium  heard  a  report  of  the  committee  concerning 
the  situation  of  the  Salem  young  people. 

Br.  Isaac  Boner  wishes  to  build  a  carriage  shed  on  the  north- 
ern side  next  to  the  kindergarten  on  a  small  piece  of  land  for- 
merly used  for  the  purpose  by  the  inspector.  No  objections. 

There  have  been  complaints  about  pigs  running  around  in 
the  streets,  breaking  into  yards,  and  causing  damage. 

Feb.  9.  Br.  Blum  and  Br.  Isaac  Boner  reported  that  Dr. 
Schumann  is  not  willing  to  accept  any  other  proposal  except 
his  own.  He  wishes,  however,  that  the  principal  differences  be 
decided  through  arbitration  according  to  contents  of  the  lease. 
This  matter  will  be  presented  to  the  Congregation  Council.  It 
may  be  that  the  Elders  Conference  will  find  a  new  way  out 
of  this  dilemma  at  their  conference  with  Dr.  Schumann,  which 
is  to  be  held  tomorrow. 

Feb.  13.  The  Brethren  of  the  Elders  Conference  were  present 
for  discussion  of  the  Schumann  plantation-question.  The  Elders 
Conference  had  a  meeting  with  Dr.  Schumann  in  which  he 
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stated  that  the  Brethren  of  the  former  Conference  had  given 
him  their  word  of  honor  in  signing  his  lease  that  he  should  never 
be  given  notice  for  the  lease.  He  said  that  he  would  be  willing 
to  purchase  the  plantation  for  the  price  offered  by  the  Brethren 
of  the  Collegium.  He  would  not  be  willing  to  pay  anything 
for  the  houses,  though,  since  they  had  been  built  for  him  in 
the  past  and  were  paid  for.  The  Collegium  is  rather  doubtful 
to  accept  his  offer  since  we  can  not  hope  that  the  Congregation 
Council  will  withdraw  its  resolution.  In  order  to  bring  about  a 
mediation  in  the  matter,  the  suggestion  was  made  to  have  the 
Administration  take  over  the  plantation  with  50  acres  of  bush 
land  for  the  price  of  $1,500.  Then  we  can  have  some  negotia- 
tion with  Dr.  Schumann  that  after  his  death  the  congregation 
diaconie  shall  have  the  right  of  pre-emption  for  this  plantation. 

The  administrator  is  going  to  discuss  this  with  the  Helpers 
Conference,  and  Br.  Schulz  believes  that  the  Administration 
should  get  the  land  for  the  same  price  that  the  Diaconie  paid 
for  it,  which  would  be  about  $1,300  with  the  house. 

The  Congregation  Diaconie  has  about  300  acres  of  land  near 
Germantown,  which  John  Morris  wishes  to  purchase  for  the 
price  of  $150.  The  Collegium  did  not  object  to  this.  We  also  ap- 
prove the  writ  of  ejectment,  which  will  have  to  be  drawn  up 
against  several  intruders  on  that  land. 

Brn.  Schulz  and  Fries  report  that  they  found  everything  in 
good  order  concerning  the  fire  prevention  orders.  It  must  be 
observed  though  that  on  Br.  Adam  Buttner's  lot  the  bake  oven 
is  too  near  the  shed,  and  widow  Strehle  is  not  always  careful 
with  fire. 

Br.  Jacob  Siewers  is  asked  to  go  over  his  engine  company 
and  turn  the  fire  list  over  to  the  president  of  the  Collegium, 
who  is  going  to  appoint  new  places  for  various  members  of  the 
community  in  case  of  an  emergency. 

Feb.  20.  The  president  of  the  Collegium  announced  that  the 
Administration  is  willing  to  purchase  the  Schumann  plantation 
for  $1,400  under  the  conditions  named.  The  Administration 
wishes,  however,  at  the  same  time  that  the  old  offer  of  Dr. 
Schumann,  as  well  as  this  suggestion,  be  decided  upon  through 
arbitration.  Therefore  the  Congregation  Council  is  going  to  be 
called  for  a  meeting  next  Thursday. 

Br.  Adam  Buttner  sends  in  his  request  for  permission  to 
open  a  tavern.  He  wishes  to  obtain  the  timber  yard  lot  for  this 
purpose.  Debate  on  this  question  was  deferred. 
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Feb.  27.  Br.  Francis  Hagen  intends  to  go  to  Nazareth  Hall 
as  teacher  in  June.  The  local  single  Brother  Ephraim  Brietz 
would  be  willing  to  take  his  place  here  in  Salem  and  the  Col- 
legium does  not  object. 

According  to  the  resolution  taken  in  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Congregation  Council,  the  Administrator  is  going  to  come  to 
terms  with  Dr.  Schumann  concerning  the  plantation  and  give 
a  credit  to  the  Congregation  Diaconie  of  $1,400.  If  the  land  is 
purchased,  the  interest  of  the  mill  company  will  be  considered. 
It  is  understood  that  the  congregation  diaconie  has  the  right 
of  pre-emption  after  Schumann's  death. 

According  to  the  last  meeting  of  the  Congregation  Council, 
the  Collegium  appoints  the  following  Brethren  for  the  survey- 
ing and  estimating  of  the  diaconie  land  that  is  to  be  sold :  Fries, 
Sr.,  Isaac  Boner,  F.  C.  Meinung,  Nath.  Vogler,  and  Thomas 
Boner,  who  are  going  to  receive  one  dollar  each  per  day  for 
their  services. 

March  2.  Extra  meeting.  After  all  misunderstandings  have 
been  cleared  away  concerning  Dr.  Schumann's  plantation,  he 
is  now  asking  for  readmission  into  the  congregation  as  well  as 
for  permission  to  own  a  house  in  Salem.  The  Collegium  makes 
no  objection. 

We  started  our  discussion  concerning  the  tavern  question. 
We  thought  it  might  be  suitable  to  have  two  taverns  and  thus 
travelers  would  not  be  forced  to  stay  in  one.  Moreover,  compe- 
tition might  be  for  the  better.  Against  this  it  was  argued  that 
if  we  should  allow  a  private  man  to  open  a  tavern,  we  would 
not  be  able  to  check  disorder  and  immorality  in  the  community 
in  the  course  of  time.  Moreover,  it  was  argued  that  the  present 
tavern  is  large  enough  for  travelers  except  during  the  time  of 
examinations.  We  should,  however,  seek  to  find  another  tavern- 
keeper  since  it  is  maintained  that  often  strangers  would  stay 
for  a  longer  time  in  Salem  to  the  benefit  of  the  various  com- 
munity business  places  if  we  only  had  a  better  tavernkeeper. 

Since  our  neighbors  prefer  a  fire  place  to  the  stove  in  the 
public  room  of  our  tavern,  the  latter  shall  be  removed  and  the 
fire  place  be  reopened. 

March  27.  Br.  L.  F.  Eberhardt  would  like  to  purchase  his 
father's  house  with  his  father's  debts,  for  which  he  wants  to 
give  a  deed  of  trust.  No  objections. 

Dr.  Schumann  has  purchased  Abraham  Steiner's  house. 
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The  boy  Charles  Reich  is  going  to  Pfafftown  in  order  to  learn 
a  trade. 

Br.  James  Hall  would  like  to  have  cakes  and  beer  for  sale, 
which  is  permitted.  He  must  not  sell  any  other  alcoholic  drinks. 

April  10.  The  Elders  Conference  recommends  restricting  the 
tippling  shops  as  much  as  possible. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  with  the  construction  of  a  house 
for  D.  Clewell  on  the  lot  between  Br.  Kremer  and  Br.  Jos. 
Stauber. 

Two  weeks  have  passed  since  the  citizens  had  free  choice 
to  purchase  one  of  the  surveyed  lots  at  the  distant  corners  of 
the  Salem  bush  land.  We  looked  over  the  signatures  today, 
and  found  that  lots  No.  2,  29,  and  50  had  two  subscribers  each. 
For  the  first  lot  Brn.  August  Zevely  and  W.  Boner  had  sub- 
scribed, and  since  the  former  of  the  two  is  not  yet  of  age,  he 
will  not  be  taken  into  consideration. 

No.  29  has  the  names  of  Br.  Isaac  Boner  and  Br.  John  Chitty. 
According  to  the  advice  of  the  Congregation  Council  we  drew 
lots  and  the  lot  was  given  to  Br.  John  Chitty. 

No.  30  had  been  subscribed  for  by  widow  Reb.  Schober  and 
Br.  John  Vogler.  Br.  Emanuel  Schober  intends  to  persuade 
widow  Schober  to  take  another  lot  and  we  are  going  to  wait 
for  the  result  of  this  decision.  All  the  other  subscribers  to  the 
9  lots  are  going  to  be  considered  the  purchasers. 

Br.  John  Ackerman  has  employed  a  certain  Rudolphia  Ker- 
ney  from  Bethania  on  probation  in  his  household. 

Br.  Brietz  announced  that  he  will  have  to  give  up  the  man- 
agement of  the  Red  Tannery  on  account  of  his  old  age  and 
other  circumstances.  Since  the  Red  Tannery  had  so  far  been 
one  of  the  most  profitable  branches  of  the  diaconie,  the  Colle- 
gium favored  the  idea  of  having  the  tannery  continued. 

April  24.  Br.  Meinung  has  given  his  son  into  apprenticeship 
with  Br.  K.  Peterson,  and  Br.  Naeman  Reich  is  going  to  Spartan- 
burg, S.  C,  keeping  at  the  same  time  his  membership  in  the 
congregation. 

Br.  Nath.  Vogler  has  employed  the  single  Sister  Christ.  Gib- 
bins  as  maid  in  his  household.  He  is  also  willing  to  issue  bond 
for  Negro  he  recently  purchased. 

May  22.  The  single  Sr.  Betsy  Tesch,  a  member  of  the  Fried- 
berg  Congregation,  has  moved  into  the  Sisters  House  and  serves 
in  the  kitchen. 
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The  organ  in  our  church  needs  repair. 

Br.  Will.  Meinung  complains  about  the  disturbances  which 
the  boys  cause  him,  when  they  are  left  without  supervision  in 
the  school  house. 

After  having  heard  of  the  experiences  of  the  Bethlehem  Con- 
gregation, we  considered  once  the  request  of  Br.  Adam  Butt- 
ner  for  opening  a  tavern  in  Salem  and  the  Collegium  seemed 
to  be  strengthened  in  the  former  opinion  that  it  would  be  only 
for  the  disadvantage  of  the  congregation  diaconie  and  the 
Brethren  themselves,  if  we  have  two  taverns  in  Salem.  The 
state  of  our  present  tavern  will  have  to  be  improved,  with 
better  furniture,  beds,  etc.,  and  above  all  we  shall  have  to  an- 
nounce to  Br.  Senseman  that  he  should  be  prepared  to  give 
up  his  position  as  tavernkeeper  by  October  of  this  year. 

May  29.  The  distribution  of  Br.  Matthew  Rights's  estate  is 
is  to  be  held  according  to  his  last  will  before  August  1.  The 
executors  have  turned  in  an  application  in  the  name  of  widow 
Elizabeth  Rights,  asking  for  permission  to  purchase  house  and 
lot  and  thus  continue  the  Toy  Shop  on  her  own  account.  The 
Collegium  can  not  refuse  this. 

Br.  Jacob  Siewers  wishes  a  more  comfortable  workshop.  He 
would  like  to  construct  it  two  stories  high,  18  feet  wide,  lead- 
ing northward  from  his  house  to  the  line  of  Br.  Traugott 
Leinbach's  lots.  The  Collegium  does  not  refuse  this  applica- 
tion, but  recommends  economy. 

Br.  Thomas  Boner  resigns  from  his  office  in  the  Collegium 
owing  to  the  circulation  of  rumors  and  accusations. 

June  5.  Br.  Jos  Stauber's  pigs  have  caused  new  damage  in 
the  gardens.  Br.  Fries  is  going  to  remind  him  to  keep  them  at 
least  during  the  nights  locked  up. 

June  19.  Br.  Joshua  Boner  was  asked  whether  he  would  be 
willing  to  serve  as  tavernkeeper  in  Salem,  and  he  definitely  re- 
fused. Br.  Rudolf  Christ  can  not  make  up  his  mind  either  wheth- 
er he  is  going  to  get  married  for  this  office.  He  would  be  willing, 
however,  to  take  charge  of  the  tavern  as  a  Single  Brother. 

Br.  Jacobson  as  inspector  of  the  Girls  Boarding  School 
wishes  to  make  use  of  the  little  hall  in  the  Gemeinhaus  as  em- 
broidery room  until  the  late  fall. 

The  Congregation  Council  may  decide  whether  a  pulpit  is  go- 
ing to  be  installed  in  the  church  to  relieve  the  pastor;  also,

whether  one  or  two  stoves  are  to  be  set  up  in  the  church  for  the 
winter  time. 

Mrs.  Danford  has  rented  living  quarters  for  some  months 
to  come  from  Sr.  Herbst.  No  objection. 

It  is  reported  that  a  certain  Sally  Miller  is  tailoring  men's 
clothes  without  having  permission  for  so  doing.  Br.  Blum,  as 
administrator  for  the  Herbst  estate,  is  going  to  announce  to 
the  widow  that  according  to  the  orders  of  the  community  she 
must  not  take  anybody  into  her  house  without  notifying  the 
Collegium. 

Widow  Belo  hopes  to  be  able  to  sell  her  house  to  her  son 
Edward. 

June  20.  The  committee  appointed  reported  inspection  of  the 
rooms  in  the  tavern  and  found  everything  generally  in  good 
order.  A  light  wash  stand  will  have  to  be  set  up  in  each  room. 
A  new  dining  room  is  recommended. 

June  29.  Br.  Van  Vleck  reported  that  lately  there  has  been 
hardly  any  complaint  against  the  old  tavernkeeper,  Br.  Sense- 
man.  There  was  considerable  discussion  as  to  whether  the 
Salem  Tavern  is  to  be  directed  according  to  temperance  prin- 
ciples. The  Brethren  generally  hold  very  different  views  about 
this  and  no  decision  was  made. 

July  3.  We  found  enough  reason  to  thank  the  Lord  that  with 
His  help  we  have  been  able  to  remove  so  many  vices  from  our 
community  which  foster  the  drinking  of  alcohol.  We  agreed, 
however,  that  for  the  present  we  could  not  do  without  one  place 
in  Salem  where  alcoholic  drinks  are  sold,  for  which  the  tavern 
would  be  the  only  suitable  locality,  where  travelers,  sick  people, 
and  others  can  go.  However,  no  public-house  should  be  made 
out  of  our  tavern,  and  all  measures  possible  are  to  be  taken  to 
prevent  people  from  going  to  the  tavern  who  are  inclined  to 
drink  too  much.  This  will  have  to  be  made  very  clear  to  Br. 
Senseman. 

We  read  the  report  of  the  committee  for  Community  Branches. 
Both  Community  Stores  show  a  deficit.  The  old  store  $991.31% 
and  the  new  store  $144.  This  caused  a  general,  very  interest- 
ing discussion  concerning  the  decrease  of  the  annual  proceeds 
of  the  community  trades,  and  we  suppose  that  some  changes 
will  have  to  take  place. 

The  single  Br.  Edward  Below  would  like  to  purchase  the 
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house  of  his  mother  and  would  like  to  establish  himself  here 
in  Salem.  No  objection. 

July  17.  Br.  Jacobson,  inspector  of  the  Girls  Boarding  School, 
discussed  with  the  Collegium  the  possibility  of  boarding  several 
children  in  the  Gemeinhaus,  since  there  are  so  many  applica- 
tions that  the  school  house  can  not  take  them  in. 

Miss  Sarah  Lothrop6  asks  to  be  baptized.  The  Elders  Con- 
ference has  asked  her  to  be  patient. 

July  31.  Br.  Blum  has  talked  with  widow  Herbst  concerning 
S.  Miller.  She  has  taken  her  into  her  house  in  order  that  her 
daughters  may  receive  some  training  in  sewing.  The  person 
mentioned  is  not  going  to  stay  long  with  her. 

Aug.  7.  Consideration  was  given  to  providing  more  room 
for  the  Girls  Boarding  School  by  using  the  Gemeinhaus.  The 
main  difficulty  would  be  in  loss  of  use  of  the  little  hall  for  choir 
feasts  and  communions,  congregation  evening  meetings  in  win- 
ter, wedding  ceremonies,  etc.  Moreover,  since  the  inspector's 
family  consists  mostly  of  boys,  their  living  in  the  Gemeinhaus 
would  be  rather  risky.  A  plan  to  enlarge  the  school  by  building 
an  addition  will  be  given  further  consideration. 

Members  living  outside,  Br.  and  Sr.  Ephraim  Conrad,  would 
like  to  move  into  the  community  to  carry  on  a  tailor  shop.  They 
plan  to  move  into  the  house  of  widow  Elizabeth  Rights.  No  ob- 
jection. 

Complaint  has  been  made  against  Brn.  Will,  and  Thomas 
Boner  concerning  retailing  of  brandy.  They  promise  to  dis- 
continue this  and  sell  out  their  scant  supply  as  soon  as  possible. 

Aug.  18.  We  agreed  that  we  are  not  going  to  continue  to  lend 
the  coach  and  the  horse  without  compensation.  The  warden  is 
going  to  demand  in  the  future  approximately  25  cts.  for  the 
coach  to  Bethabara,  37%  cts.  to  Bethania,  50  cts.  to  Germantown 
and  other  places. 

The  waterworks  account  shows  a  profit  of  $83.82%  and  the 
debt  has  thus  been  reduced  to  $772.85%. 

The  Elders  Conference  suggested  that  the  wedding  cere- 
monies here  in  Salem  be  attended  to  in  the  same  manner  as  in 
the  Pennsylvania  congregations,  namely,  announcements  of 
engagement  and  marriage  in  the  little  hall,  or  upon  request  in 

•  Miss  Lothrop  was  a  queer  person  whose  strange  doings  were  gossiped  about  by  old 
folks  in  Salem  as  much  as  seventy  years  later. 
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the  church,  in  the  presence  of  members  of  the  Elders  Conference 
and  a  small  number  of  invited  friends.  The  Collegium  fully 
agreed. 

The  married  Joshua  Rights,  who  some  years  ago  of  his  own 
free  will  left  our  community,  now  asks  for  readmission  for 
himself  and  his  family  as  members  living  outside  the  community. 
The  Collegium  has  no  objection. 

Sept.  U.  Br.  E.  Belo  intends  to  construct  a  piazza  in  front 
of  his  house  as  far  as  the  footpath  will  permit. 

Br.  Joach.  Hagen  asks  to  announce  that  he  has  boarded  a 
certain  Mr.  Sussdorf,7  who  is  going  to  stay  in  his  house  from 
time  to  time. 

Sept.  25.  Br.  Schulz  announced  the  following  to  the  Collegium: 
The  Provincial  Helpers  Conference  has  been  charged  again  with 
the  election  of  a  new  warden  for  Salem  Congregation  and  has 
been  convinced  that  such  a  Brother  should  have  special  abili- 
ties. Br.  Samuel  Thomas  Pfohl  of  Friedland  has  been  chosen 
for  this  office  and  approved  of  our  Lord.  The  Elders  Conference 
has  agreed  to  this  Brother's  taking  over  the  office;  Br.  Pfohl 
has  accepted  the  office,  trusting  in  God. 

According  to  the  regulations  and  former  agreements,  several 
14-year-old  boys  have  been  accepted  in  the  local  school.  They 
pay  $20  per  year  ordinary  school  fees.  Since  several  of  the 
parents  want  instruction  for  their  children  in  music  and  Latin, 
we  agreed  to  charge  $5  per  three  months  for  music  lessons,  con- 
sidering the  use  of  instruments;  $3  for  Latin  and  $5  for  other 
languages.  For  drawing  lessons  we  are  going  to  charge  about  $3. 

Oct.  9.  Upon  leaving  the  tannery,  Br.  Brietz  has  dropped 
hints  that  he  would  expect  some  kind  of  pension.  It  is  our 
opinion,  however,  that  his  services  in  the  tannery  have  been 
paid  for  in  that  he  has  always  received  his  share  from  the 
profit  of  that  trade.  The  Collegium,  nevertheless,  is  willing  to 
exempt  him  from  payment  for  the  rent  of  his  land,  and  promise 
him  that  he  should  never  suffer  any  material  hardship. 

The  contract  with  Br.  Charles  Brietz,  who  has  taken  over 
the  tannery  from  his  father,  was  read. 

7  Mr.  Sussdorf  is  reported  to  have  brought  the  first  stereopticon  lantern,  or  magic  lantern, 
to  Salem  and  gave  exhibitions  in  the  Salem  Tavern.  To  make  ocean  scenes  realistic  he 
would  shake  the  screen  to  produce  the  appearance  of  waves. — In  later  years  he  decided  to 
move  west,  loaded  his  goods  in  a  wagon,  and  with  his  family  started  on  his  way.  He 
traveled  about  two  miles,  halted,  liked  the  looks  of  the  place,  unloaded  his  goods  and  settled 
there,  where  he  built  his  home  and  remained  to  the  end  of  his  days.  The  Winston-Salem 
post  office  and  the  Robert  E.  Lee  Hotel  mark  this  property. — Sussdorf's  father  had  served 
in  the  army  under  Napoleon  and  had  come  safely  through  the  campaigns  in  Italy  and  Russia. 
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A  certain  Mr.  Siddall,  who  has  good  recommendations  and 
is  needed  in  the  factory  as  mechanic,  wishes  to  bring  his  family 
to  Salem  and  rent  Br.  Senseman's  house. 

We  discussed  the  unfortunate  situation  of  Widow  Buchholz, 
who  seems  to  be  very  ill.  We  shall  have  to  take  care  of  her  in 
the  coming  winter. 

We  also  spoke  of  the  deplorable  fate  of  our  poor  John  Fred- 
erich  Gorke,  in  Rodgersville,  Tenn.,  who  is  the  son  of  the  old 
worthy  missionary  Gorke  in  Greenland. 

Oct  23.  Br.  Christ.  Brietz  has  moved  to  his  place  outside  the 
community  and  wishes  to  know  whether  he  is  to  be  considered 
a  member  of  the  congregation  in  the  future.  Since  Br.  Brietz 
wishes  to  be  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  general  members  of 
the  congregation  in  every  respect,  including  the  dues,  he  is  to 
be  considered  a  member. 

Br.  Aug.  Zevely  had  to  go  on  a  journey  to  care  for  his  health. 
He  left  his  shop  in  the  hands  of  a  very  orderly  journeyman 
named  Walker,  who  will  work  for  him  until  his  return. 

Br.  E.  Belo  has  employed  a  girl,  Sophia  Stolz  of  Bethania, 
on  probation.  He  has  also  taken  James  Cooper  and  Alexander 
Meinung  as  apprentices  in  his  shop. 

Sarah  Lothrop  has  repeated  her  request  for  baptism.  The  Col- 
legium has  no  objections. 

Since  there  are  no  prospects  for  improvement  in  the  prob- 
lem of  money  in  circulation,  Br.  Jacobson  is  rather  doubtful 
about  carrying  through  the  construction  of  the  building  planned 
for  the  Girls  Boarding  School. 

Recently  again  shows  and  exhibitions  have  taken  place  in 
our  Salem  Tavern.  Br.  Senseman  is  to  be  instructed  that  he 
must  not  tolerate  anything  of  this  sort,  unless  the  Elders  Con- 
ference has  granted  approval.  We  wish  very  much  that  such 
kind  of  people  would  not  find  too  much  support  in  our  com- 
munity. 

Though  the  factory  premises  do  not  belong  to  the  actual  com- 
munity, the  Collegium  agrees  to  decide  in  each  case  individually 
whether  Brethren  who  come  to  live  there  are  to  be  counted 
among  members  of  the  community  or  to  be  considered  outsiders. 
In  this  connection  it  was  mentioned  that  Br.  Francis  Fries  is 
going  to  be  considered  shortly  as  such  a  case  and,  according  to 
his  wish,  he  is  going  to  be  looked  upon  as  a  community  member. 

The  old  Brother  Adam  Fischel  of  Friedberg  wishes  very 
much  to  spend  his  last  days  in  a  community  where  he  will  be 
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able  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  congregation  easily.  He  there- 
fore asks  for  permission  to  move  to  Salem,  where  he  would  like 
to  construct  or  purchase  a  little  house.  He  is  known  to  the 
Collegium  as  a  worthy  man,  and  there  are  no  objections. 

Nov.  6.  The  Elders  Conference  saw  many  difficulties  con- 
nected with  the  "fee  simple  right"  of  the  Salem  Cotton  Factory 
premises  and  the  independence  of  this  factory  from  the  Salem 
Congregation  Direction.  The  Elders  Conference  thus  advises 
that  a  special  clause  be  inserted  in  the  deed  to  be  issued  for 
the  corporation,  saying  that  nothing  will  be  tolerated  on  those 
premises  that  is  against  the  spirit  and  orders  of  the  town  con- 
gregation. 

Moreover,  the  clause  shall  include  the  provision  that  when 
the  property  of  the  factory  is  to  be  sold,  the  proprietor  of  the 
territory  enjoys  the  right  of  pre-emption.  The  Collegium  does 
not  doubt  that  everything  on  the  factory  premises  is  going  to 
be  handled  according  to  the  regulations  of  the  Salem  com- 
munity. We  nevertheless  decided  that  these  above  mentioned 
items  should  be  presented  to  the  stockholders  at  the  next  general 
meeting. 

Tomorrow  Br.  and  Sr.  Thomas  Pfohl  are  going  to  move  over 
to  Salem.  We  therefore  discussed  the  salary  he  is  to  receive  as 
warden  and  decided  it  should  be  the  same  as  that  of  his  prede- 
cessor, Br.  Benzien,  namely  $350. 

The  fire  engines  are  going  to  be  tested  next  Saturday. 

Br.  Meinung  will  have  to  employ  a  blacksmith  if  he  is  to 
run  the  carriage-making  business.  For  this  purpose  he  has 
promised  one  of  his  nephews,  Eugene  Alexander  Giersch,  that 
he  would  employ  him.  He  would  like  to  build  a  blacksmith  shop 
on  the  lot  next  to  his  wheelwright  shop.  No  objection. 

Nov.  20.  We  regret  that  John  Chitty  is  not  caring  for  clean- 
liness with  his  slaughtering.  The  strong  odor  of  putrefaction 
is  disturbing  his  neighborhood.  Br.  Brietz  is  going  to  talk  to  him 
about  it  and  give  him  instructions  if  necessary. 

Dec.  Jf.  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl  is  going  to  keep  the  minutes  as  suc- 
cessor to  Br.  Fr.  Fries. 

Br.  Ephraim  Conrad  has  employed  the  single  Agnes  Morrow 
in  his  tailor  shop.  The  single  Sister  Clarissa  Werner  from  Beth- 
ania  has  been  employed  in  the  kitchen  of  the  Sisters  House. 
Br.  George  Folz  plans  to  employ  the  boy  Alanson  Wohlfahrt  on 
probation. 
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The  question  arose  whether  any  Brother  would  have  the 
right  to  open  a  store  now  after  the  two  Community  Stores  have 
been  sold. 

A  ramshackle  coach  for  two  horses,  belonging  to  the  congre- 
gation diaconie,  is  not  to  be  repaired  any  more  but  sold  to  the 
highest  bidder  along  with  the  harness. 

Dec.  18.  There  was  considerable  discussion  whether  the  citi- 
zens of  Salem  are  to  be  permitted  to  open  stores  on  their  own 
risk  and  account  after  the  two  Community  Stores  have  been 
sold.  According  to  the  Congregation  Orders,  which  all  Brethren 
have  signed  and  thus  obligated  themselves  to  obey,  "nobody  is 
permitted  to  carry  on  a  trade  of  any  kind  or  any  other  business 
without  having  reported  his  intentions,  ways  and  means,  limits, 
etc.,  to  the  Collegium  and  the  Elders  Conference,  and  has  ob- 
tained permission  from  both." 

This  rule  has  been  observed  with  all  trades  of  the  community 
so  far.  Nobody  has  been  permitted  in  the  past  to  open  some 
trade  which  is  represented  already  in  our  community,  except 
when  some  kind  of  agreement  could  be  made  with  the  Brother 
who  carried  on  such  a  similar  business.  Thus  it  is  clear  that 
no  exception  can  be  made  for  those  Brethren  who  wish  to  open 
a  store  here  in  Salem.  The  Collegium  has  to  see  that  these  or- 
ders are  obeyed,  if  we  do  not  wish  to  start  the  greatest  disorder. 

We  realize  that  the  observance  of  these  rules  has  become  rath- 
er difficult  during  the  last  years.  The  responsibility  of  the  Col- 
legium, however,  is  not  diminished  in  any  way  on  account  of 
that.  Without  building  up  monopolies  of  some  kind  we  are 
obliged  to  safeguard  the  right  of  each  Brother  who  has  estab- 
lished himself  in  his  trade  and  who  would  suffer  great  loss  in 
case  too  many  Brethren  are  allowed  to  establish  themselves  in 
the  same  trade.  We  certainly  have  to  consider  that  the  case 
may  arise  then  that  the  congregation  diaconie  will  have  to  take 
over  the  buildings  of  such  an  indebted  Brother. 

The  Collegium  considers  it  one  of  its  main  duties  to  be  con- 
siderate in  all  respects  to  the  two  Brethren  who  have  taken 
charge  of  the  Community  Stores.  Trusting  in  the  orders  of  the 
community  and  expecting  that  they  would  be  protected  like 
those  in  other  branches  of  trade,  these  two  Brethren  have 
taken  over  a  huge  amount  of  debts.  In  case  the  number  of 
stores  should  increase  in  Salem,  it  might  very  well  happen  that 
the  congregation  diaconie  will  have  to  take  over  the  two  stores 
again. 
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Realizing  the  importance  of  this  issue,  the  Collegium  asks 
itself:  What  can  we  do  if  any  Brother  opens  a  store  in  spite 
of  the  regulations? 

Br.  Jacob  Siewers  intends  to  employ  on  probation  a  boy  by 
the  name  of  Murchison  Ebert  in  his  trade. 

Since  the  appointed  committee  for  revision  of  the  Fire  Or- 
ders has  not  yet  met,  and  since  there  is  little  hope  that  this 
will  ever  be  done,  the  Collegium  decided  to  take  matters  in  its 
own  hands.  Brn.  Th.  Schulz,  Nath.  Vogler,  Em.  Schober,  and 
Thomas  Pfohl  were  asked  to  take  charge  of  this  task. 

The  annual  customary  fire  inspection  is  going  to  take  place 
some  time  soon.  Brn.  Th.  Pfohl  and  W.  Fries  are  going  to  take 
charge  of  the  inspection  in  the  upper  part  of  the  community 
and  Brn.  John  Vogler  and  Isaac  Boner  in  the  lower  part  of  it. 

Extracts  from  Minutes  of  the  Congregation 
Council  in  Salem,  1837. 

Feb.  2.  At  a  meeting  of  the  house-fathers  and  masters,  there 
was  discussion  of  means  for  promoting  the  welfare  of  our 
young  people,  helping  them  to  acquire  all  kinds  of  useful  knowl- 
edge, and  developing  the  spiritual  life. 

It  was  mentioned  that  not  only  was  there  religious  instruc- 
tion every  week  for  the  older  girls,  but  that  for  the  younger 
Single  Sisters  also  there  was  proposed  at  the  request  of  some 
of  them  that  a  Sunday  School  be  organized,  as  well  as  a  Bible 
Class. 

As  for  the  young  men  and  older  boys,  during  the  winter  they 
have  evening  school  twice  a  week  and  religious  instruction 
every  Thursday;  beyond  that,  on  Sunday  and  in  the  evening 
they  are  left  to  themselves.  Perhaps  a  "Young  Men's  Library" 
could  be  established,  and  books  could  be  supplied  from  the 
archives,  the  Salem  Library,  and  elsewhere.  Also,  a  course  of 
lectures,  readings,  etc.,  might  be  arranged. 

There  was  considerable  discussion  of  how  the  young  people 
could  be  protected  from  harmful  influences  of  the  tavern,  of 
associating  with  strange  workmen,  and  of  reading  undesirable 
books.  When  the  question  was  asked,  whether  the  Brethren  felt 
they  should  give  assistance  in  fostering  the  upbuilding  of  the 
young  men  of  the  town,  the  unanimous  answer  was  "yes."  A 
committee  for  this  purpose  was  appointed  consisting  of  John 
Vogler,  D.  Keehln,  J.  Christian  Blum,  Emmanuel  Schober,  and 
Daniel  Wohlfahrt.

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Feb.  16.  Since  Dr.  Schumann  has  in  hand  the  small  sum  of  $18 
of  the  former  Didactic  Society,  former  members  will  be  asked 
if  this  sum  might  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  books  for  the 
young  people's  library. 

June  22.  The  wish  was  expressed  that  the  church  could  be 
better  lighted  in  the  evening,  but  no  action  was  taken. 

Since  the  evening  services  have  been  poorly  attended,  the 
chairman  asked  if  there  were  any  suggestions  for  improving  the 
programs  now  followed.  It  was  suggested  that  instead  of  the 
song  service  or  liturgy  there  might  be  an  address  in  English. 

July  6.  The  committee  did  not  feel  disposed  to  vote  for  bring- 
ing in  stoves  to  warm  the  church  in  winter  time. 

Extracts  from  Minutes  of  the  Elders  Conference,  1837. 

March  16.  Br.  Edmund  Zevely,  now  a  book-binder  in  Greens- 
boro, who  could  not  attend  the  confirmation  class,  wishes  to  be 
confirmed. 

June  7.  The  boy  Zacharias  Rights  will  continue  attending 
the  town  school. 

Aug.  2.  The  single  Charity  Geiger,  who  has  been  staying 
with  several  families  and  at  present  has  no  place  to  stay,  wishes 
to  move  to  the  Sisters  House. 

Aug.  9.  Br.  and  Sr.  George  Hege,  who  belong  to  Friedberg, 
wish  to  join  the  congregation  here. 

Aug.  23.  On  account  of  the  reception  of  the  youth  Robert 
Wageman,  who  although  not  yet  17  years  of  age,  by  his  size, 
manner,  and  other  circumstances  appears  to  be  fitted  for  inde- 
pendence, his  mother  and  his  master  will  be  spoken  to  in  re- 
gard to  this. 

Mr.  William  Wallace,  of  South  Carolina,  wishes  to  bring  his 
two  sons,  William  and  Thomas,  as  day  pupils  in  the  town  school 
here,  and  there  is  no  objection.  They  will  lodge  with  Br.  and  Sr. 
Evan  Bo  »er.  Also  for  permission  for  a  certain  young  Edward 
Patterso  of  Barnwell  District,  South  Carolina,  which  is  al- 
lowed ft    the  present. 

Sept.  20.  The  single  Sr.  Dorothea  Spach  wishes  to  spend  some 
time  visiting  her  relatives  in  Indiana,  but  wishes  to  retain  her 
rights  in  this  congregation. 
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The  circumstances  of  the  single  Br.  T.  B.  have  been  given 
painful  consideration.  He  has  been  accused  before  a  justice 
of  peace  for  misconduct,  but  he  declares  that  he  is  not  guilty. 
Since  the  case  has  been  referred  to  the  court  and  no  judgment 
has  been  pronounced,  for  the  time  being  there  is  no  judgment 
that  we  can  make. 

Oct.  4.  A  boy,  Ezechiel  Petri,  who  stays  with  Br.  and  Sr. 
Zevilly,  entered  the  town  school  for  little  boys  on  the  2nd,  and 
today  the  boy  Lawrence  Rights,  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Joshua 
Rights. 

Oct.  25.  The  single  Sr.  Mary  Magdalene  Foltz  has  moved  to 
Indiana. 

Nov.  1.  Br.  Joseph  Edwin  Beutel,  who  brings  a  certificate  of 
membership  from  his  former  pastor,  Br.  Levin  Reichel,  of  the 
Schoeneck  (Pennsylvania)  congregation,  wishes  to  operate  a 
tailor  shop  here  on  his  account. 

Dec.  13.  On  the  11th  young  Peter  Siddall  was  enrolled  in 
the  town  school  for  little  boys. 

There  was  discussion  about  beginning  a  Sunday  School  for 
the  young  people  who  work  in  the  cotton  mill. 

Extracts  from  the  Bethabara  Diary,  1837. 

Jan.  1.  The  service  this  morning  was  well  attended.  Then 
the  weather  became  so  unexpectedly  cold  that  for  a  week  no 
night  services  could  be  held. 

Jan.  3.  The  pastor  in  visiting  a  neighbor,  Johannes  Stolz 
who  has  been  sick  about  half  a  year,  found  him  rather  trust- 
ing in  his  own  goodness  to  fit  him  for  the  future  life.  He  was 
directed  to  the  Saviour  Who  came  to  save  sinners  and  that 
only  by  taking  his  place  as  a  poor  sinner  could  he  be  saved. 

Jan.  20.  Br.  Peter  Shor  is  growing  weaker.  In  conversation 
he  expressed  himself  as  an  unworthy  sinner,  simply  trusting 
in  the  Saviour. 

Jan.  29.  At  the  close  of  the  service  today  there  was  the  bap- 
tism of  Nancy  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Thos.  Butner, 
born  Jan.  11. 

Feb.  12.  Since  there  was  no  Sunday  School  today,  we  visited 
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sick  members  in  the  homes  of  the  Rank,  Spach,  Chr.  Butner, 
and  Peter  Shor  families. 

Feb.  19.  The  married  Brother  Peter  Shor  passed  away. 

Feb.  21.  The  funeral  service  of  Br.  Peter  Shor  was  attended 
by  a  great  crowd  of  people. 

March  19-25.  Services  of  Holy  Week  were  held  each  night. 
On  Maundy  Thursday  the  reading  of  the  story  of  the  Saviour's 
last  week  was  followed  by  the  Holy  Communion.  Good  Friday's 
services  at  10  a.  m.  and  3  p.  m.  were  marked  by  large  attendance 
and  many  visitors  and  neighbors  were  present.  At  night  we 
had  the  liturgy  on  the  Body  of  the  departed  Lord. 

March  26.  Fine  weather  today  enabled  us  to  have  the  early 
service  on  God's  Acre.  The  Easter  sermon  was  at  10  a.m.;  at 
1  p.m.  was  the  reading  of  the  story  of  the  Resurrection;  at 
night,  songs  of  praise  were  sung. 

April  16.  Anniversary  day  of  the  local  Sunday  School.  The 
sermon  was  in  English.  At  1  p.m.  there  was  to  have  been  elec- 
tion of  the  new  Sunday  School  officers.  We  could  note  no  en- 
thusiasm and  love  for  the  Sunday  School  among  our  members: 
although  all  of  them,  including  parents,  had  been  invited,  only 
the  officers  came.  They  were  all  willing  to  serve  in  the  Sunday 
School  again  with  some  little  changes. 

April  26.  A  heavy  frost  this  morning  killed  peach  and  apple 
blossoms  and  all  things  growing  in  the  garden.  The  temperature 
was  27°  Fahrenheit.  There  is  an  early  drought,  too. 

April  30.  For  the  festival  of  the  Choir  of  Widows,  our  widow- 
ed Sisters  went  to  Bethania  to  celebrate  with  the  Choir  there. 
Here  at  Bethabara  the  Single  Sisters  and  Older  Girls  had  a 
preparatory  service  for  their  Choir  festival. 

May  If.  Choir  festival  of  the  Single  Sisters  and  Older  Girls 
was  observed,  beginning  with  morning  prayer.  At  10  a.m.  there 
was  a  service  for  the  entire  congregation,  it  being  Ascension 
Day.  Following  this  the  Single  Sisters  and  Older  Girls  had  an 
address  and  at  2  p.m.  their  lovefeast. 

May  1U.  The  services  of  Whitsunday  were  especially  en- 
couraging. There  was  a  special  sermon  in  the  morning.  The 
lovefeast  at  2  p.m.  was  followed  by  the  Holy  Communion,  in 
which  there  was  a  gracious  sense  of  the  Saviour's  presence. 
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May  27.  We  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  Br.  and  Sr.  Van 
Vleck  with  us.  This  afternoon  all  the  inhabitants  of  Bethabara, 
members  of  the  congregation  in  the  village  and  non-members, 
were  visited  by  the  Van  Vlecks  and  the  Byhans. 

May  28.  Br.  Van  Vleck  preached  both  in  German  and  Eng- 
lish, and  there  was  quite  a  good  attendance.  We  trust  that  the 
visit  of  Br.  Van  Vleck  will  serve  as  a  real  encouragement  and 
challenge  to  our  congregation. 

June  5.  Monthly  prayer  meeting  was  held  this  evening. 

June  1U.  The  funeral  service  of  the  married  Sister  Catharina 
Rank,  who  passed  away  on  the  12th  after  long  illness. 

June  18.  A  circular  letter  of  the  Provincial  Helpers  Conference 
to  the  rural  congregations  was  read  and  the  newly-revised 
Brotherly  Agreement  was  communicated.  A  meeting  of  the 
house-fathers  followed  and  they  were  given  the  financial  state- 
ment of  the  congregation  from  Jan.  1  to  middle  of  June,  1837. 
They  were  advised,  also,  that  after  Synod  and  the  reading  of  the 
Synodal  Results,  a  new  Committee  for  the  congregation  is  to 
be  elected.  Accordingly,  the  house-fathers  met  at  1  p.m.  and 
elected  the  following  Committee:  John  Butner,  John  Spach, 
Joseph  Krause,  and  Nathanael  Byhan.  The  latter  was  found 
willing  to  keep  the  accounts  of  the  congregation  as  he  had  done 
hitherto. 

Rainy  weather  during  the  month  made  the  hay  harvest  dif- 
ficult but  no  hay  was  wholly  spoiled.  The  same  was  true  of  the 
wheat  harvest. 

July  2.  At  a  meeting  of  the  house-fathers  it  was  decided  that 
religious  instruction  for  children  and  young  people  is  to  be 
held  every  two  weeks  on  Sundays  at  8:30  a.m.  On  such  Sun- 
days the  first  service  is  to  be  omitted  and  the  sermon  is  to  fol- 
low after  instruction.  On  "instruction"  Sundays  there  is  to  be 
no  Sunday  School,  but  a  service  for  the  entire  congregation 
is  to  be  held  at  1  p.m. 

July  27.  A  certain  Rev.  John  Hill,  from  Rowan  County, 
preached  here  in  the  village  today.  Although  it  was  at  night, 
he  had  quite  an  audience. 

Aug.  IS.  The  commemoration  of  the  spiritual  awakening  in 
Herrnhut  110  years  ago  was  observed  with  appropriate  sermon 
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in  the  morning,  lovefeast  in  the  afternoon,  followed  by  Holy 
Communion.  The  children  had  a  service  at  1  p.m.  in  prepara- 
tion for  their  festival  next  Sunday. 

Aug.  20.  A  happy  festival  day  with  the  children  in  which 
they  were  told  of  the  spiritual  awakening  among  the  children 
in  Herrnhut  in  1727.  There  was  a  lovefeast  for  the  children 
in  the  afternoon. 

Sept.  3.  The  Choir  festival  of  the  Single  Brethren  and  Older 
Boys  was  observed.  Their  lovefeast  in  the  afternoon  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  Choir  Communion. 

Sept.  2Jf.  Today  was  the  festival  of  the  Married  People's  Choir. 
Br.  Van  Vleck  and  Br.  Schaaf  had  come  from  Salem  for  the 
day  by  special  invitation.  Br.  Schaaf  held  the  morning  prayer 
and  Br.  Van  Vleck  addressed  the  Married  People's  Choir,  ad- 
monishing them  especially  to  bring  up  their  children  in  the  fear 
and  admonition  of  the  Lord. 

Since  the  children  were  observing  the  Feast  of  Angels  on 
this  day  also,  Br.  Schaaf  spoke  to  them  at  12:30,  telling  them 
how  God  sends  His  angels  to  guard  His  little  ones  from  harm 
of  body  and  soul.  Lovefeast  and  Communion  for  the  Married 
People  were  held  in  the  afternoon. 

Oct.  1.  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  had  been  sent  from  Salem  by  the 
Provincial  Helpers  Conference.  He  preached  in  the  morning 
and  after  the  sermon  he  announced  to  the  congregation  that 
the  pastor  and  wife  here,  Gottlieb  and  Dorothea  Byhan,  had 
received  and  accepted  a  call  to  become  Workers  at  Friedland. 

Oct.  17.  No  evening  service  here  because  the  neighborhood 
was  quite  noisy  with  corn  husking. 

Oct.  19.  Baptism  of  the  child  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Abr.  Petry  in 
the  home  because  the  child  was  so  weak. 

Nov.  3.  The  liturgy  on  The  Church  Triumphant,  appropriate 
for  Nov.  1st,  was  used  and  we  held  up  the  glorious  hope  that 
we,  too,  would  some  day  stand  triumphant  before  the  throne 
of  God. 

Nov.  12.  The  anniversary  of  the  Bethabara  congregation  was 
celebrated  in  connection  with  the  festival  of  the  13th  of  No- 
vember commemorating  Christ  as  the  Chief  Elder  of  the  Unity 
of  Brethren. 
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Extracts  from  the  Bethania  Diary,  1837. 

Jan.  1.  With  thanksgiving  to  God  Whose  protecting  hand 
had  been  held  over  us  hitherto,  and  commending  ourselves  to 
His  guidance,  we  entered  the  New  Year.  Although  very  many 
people  had  gathered  for  this  watchnight  occasion,  some  per- 
haps not  from  the  best  reasons,  everything  proceeded  in  an  or- 
derly manner. 

At  11  a.m.  we  gathered  for  the  first  sermon.  The  attendance 
was  small  because  most  of  the  members  did  not  get  home  until 
the  early  hours  of  morning;  besides,  the  weather  was  unfavor- 
able. Attendance  was  small,  also,  as  always,  at  the  evening 
service. 

Jan.  7.  The  monthly  service  was  held  at  Pfafftown  and  the 
attendance  was  larger  than  expected.  Br.  Bahnson  visited 
Br.  Jacob  Conrad,  Sr.,  who  is  sick,  and  found  there  quite 
an  audience,  some  of  whom  had  come  from  a  distance. 
Our  members  living  at  a  distance  seem  to  appreciate  the  church 
and  the  minister  more  than  those  in  the  village. 

Jan.  15.  As  if  to  compensate  the  pastor  in  his  service  for  the 
sorrow  he  had,  day  and  night,  in  his  family,  a  large  congrega- 
tion of  our  members  attended  the  service  preparatory  to  Holy 
Communion  next  Sunday. 

Jan.  22.  Instead  of  a  sermon  this  morning,  portions  of  the 
account  of  the  founding  of  our  mission  in  Greenland  were  read, 
and  the  members  seemed  interested.  Certainly  the  incidents  in 
cold  Greenland  were  impressive  by  reason  of  the  unusually 
cold  church!  In  the  afternoon  there  was  lovefeast,  followed  by 
Holy  Communion.  The  pastors  heart  was  comforted  in  the 
sorrow  that  his  dear  wife  was  again  prevented  from  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  tokens  of  the  Saviour's  Body  and  Blood.  Old  Br. 
Joseph  Hauser,  who  has  not  come  to  the  Lord's  Table  in  12 
years  and  seemed  to  have  withdrawn  entirely  from  the  congre- 
gation, received  the  Communion  today  in  his  room  and  a  blessed 
sense  of  the  Lord's  presence  prevailed. 

On  the  26th  of  this  month  the  widower  Br.  Jacob  Schulz  of 
Salem  and  the  widowed  Sr.  Mary  Leinbach,  nee  Pfaff,  were 
united  in  marriage. 

Feb.  5.  We  entered  the  season  of  Lent  with  the  liturgy  on 
The  Life,  Sufferings,  and  Death  of  our  Lord,  followed  by  Eng- 
lish sermon  on  John  3,  14  &  15.  Singing  meeting  at  night. 
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Feb.  17.  Our  settlement  experienced  a  great  preservation  by 
our  dear  Lord  Whose  eye  never  sleeps.  Toward  evening  a  chim- 
ney at  the  house  of  Br.  Wm.  Loesch  caught  fire  and  flames  shot 
6  feet  in  the  air.  A  brisk  wind  blew  embers  on  the  roof.  United 
exertions  put  an  end  to  the  danger. 

Feb.  19.  Br.  Clauder  from  Salem  preached  for  us  today.  The 
lovely  weather  should  have  coaxed  more  hearers  to  come  out 
but,  alas,  there  is  an  indifference  among  us  to  the  One  Thing 
Needful  and  love  of  the  Saviour  in  many  hearts  has  grown  cold. 

Feb.  27.  The  pastor  had  a  pleasant  visit  with  Martin  Holder, 
who  came  with  the  petition  that  he  and  his  family — wife  and  7 
children — might  be  readmitted  to  the  congregation.  He  had 
withdrawn  from  the  congregation  voluntarily,  about  16  years 
ago,  chiefly  because  of  the  contributions. 

March  2.  The  pastor  went  to  Salem  for  the  Rural  Ministers 
Conference.  He  mentioned  the  subscription  for  the  liquidation 
of  the  church  debt  but,  as  so  often  the  case,  without  result. 

March  U.  The  monthly  preaching  at  Pfafftown  was  followed 
by  religious  instruction  attended  by  20  children  whom  I  found 
somewhat  backward.  The  following  infants  were  baptized: 
Ursula  Fiorina,  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Spainhower,  nee 
Pf aff ;  Constantine  Wilkerson,  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Solomon  Col- 
ler ;  Amanda  Antoinette,  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Christian  Pf  aff , 
nee  Doll. 

March  7.  Several  former  members  in  the  village  were  spoken 
with  today  and  manifested  a  desire  to  be  readmitted:  Peter 
Transou  and  family;  Joseph  Transou  and  wife;  Timothy  Tran- 
sou.  Later,  Mrs.  T.  Kearney  expressed  the  same  desire  for  her- 
self and  son,  Alexander. 

March  12.  The  Congregation  Festival  was  a  blessed  day,  but 
for  the  pastor  it  was  accompanied  with  sadness  over  the  thought 
that  his  beloved  companion,  given  to  him  in  the  Lot  by  the 
Saviour  but  a  few  years  before,  would  soon  be  taken  from  him. 
She  was  very  weak  today.  The  special  services,  very  largely 
attended,  were  conducted  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  and  the  pastor's 
dear  father-in-law,  Br.  Frueauf. 

March  15.  It  pleased  the  Lord,  Whose  thoughts  are  not  our 
thoughts  and  Whose  ways  are  not  our  ways,  to  call  home  my 
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dearly  beloved  wife,  Amalie  Hortensia  Frueauf,  on  her  birth- 
day, at  the  age  of  23  years.  (Born  in  Lititz,  Pa.,  daughter  of 
Joh.  Fried,  and  Johanna  Frueauf,  nee  de  Schweinitz.  In  1815 
the  family  moved  to  Nazareth,  and  in  1818  to  Bethlehem,  where 
she  spent  her  youth.  She  was  married  to  Br.  Bahnson  in  1834, 
and  he  was  installed  as  pastor  of  Bethania  congregation  on 
June  27  of  that  year.  She  is  survived  by  her  husband  and  15- 
months-old  daughter,  Angelica  Elizabeth.) 

March  17.  Today  was  the  funeral  of  my  beloved  wife  fallen 
asleep  in  Jesus.  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  service,  preaching  in 
German  on  Hebrews  12,  22  and  in  English  on  Ecclesiastes  7,  1. 
Very  many  people  had  gathered.  After  the  burial  there  was  a 
lovefeast  for  the  entire  congregation  and  members  of  other 
Moravian  congregations. 

March  23,  Maundy  Thursday.  There  were  76  present  for  the 
Holy  Communion. 

March  26.  We  had  the  Easter  Morning  liturgy  on  God's  Acre. 

April  1.  Br.  Joh.  Frueauf  addressed  the  congregation  in  the 
monthly  service  at  Pfafi°town  in  German. 

April  2.  The  monthly  prayer  meeting  and  services  at  Bethania 
were  not  so  well  attended.  Probably  it  would  be  better  to  have 
the  service  at  Pfafftown  on  another  day;  our  members  in  that 
vicinity  find  it  difficult  to  attend  services  on  two  successive  days. 
There  was  also  preaching  at  Doub's  today.  Br.  Frueauf  preach- 
ed in  English  and  said  his  farewell  to  the  congregation  to  which 
such  deep  personal  sorrow  had  brought  him. 

April  7.  Single  Sr.  Catharina  Hekedorn  came  to  Bethania  on 
a  visit.  On  the  22nd  of  the  month  she  moved  here  in  order  to  do 
the  pastor's  housekeeping  for  the  time.  I  can  not  be  sufficiently 
thankful  to  my  Lord  for  sending  me  such  an  experienced  soul 
to  take  care  of  me  and  my  little  child. 

April  26.  The  lingering  illness  of  Br.  Michael  Hauser  proved 
too  much  for  the  4  families  that  had  undertaken  to  care  for 
him  and  he  was  taken  to  the  County  Home  in  Germanton.  He 
is  well  satisfied  with  his  new  surroundings  and  care. 

April  29.  Twelve  widows  held  a  blessed  closing  service  of 
their  Choir  year  and  on

April  30.  had  their  Choir  festival.  Most  of  them  are  hard- 
tried  and  aged  Sisters.  Five  widows  came  from  Bethabara  for 
the  services. 

Marriage  of  the  single  Br.  Christian  Eugene  Oehman  and 
single  Sr.  Sophia  Amanda  Butner. 

May  11.  Br.  Joh.  Jacob  Schaub  passed  away  after  long  and 
painful  illness,  at  the  age  of  61.  (Born  in  Bethabara  in  1775. 
In  January,  1795,  a  friend  of  his  got  into  the  icy  water  of  the 
swollen  Wachovia  Creek  and  Br.  Schaub  in  trying  to  save  him 
spent  several  hours  in  the  icy  water  until  he  was  dragged  out 
with  the  dead  body  of  his  friend.  His  health  was  broken  from 
that  time.  In  1791  he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Maria  Salome 
Nissen.  He  was  a  faithful  and  devoted  member.  His  wife,  2 
sons,  3  daughters  survive.)  [See  Vol.  VI  for  account  of  his  un- 
successful attempt  to  rescue  William  Hall  from  drowning  in 
Salem  Creek.] 

May  23.  The  sudden  death  of  John  Covington,  a  young  man 
here  in  the  village,  made  a  deep  impression  on  our  young  peo- 
ple. He  was  not  a  member  of  the  congregation. 

May  28.  Prior  to  their  festival  day  the  Choir  of  Single  Sisters 
and  Older  Girls  had  their  "speaking"  with  Sr.  Bohler  who  had 
come  for  the  purpose.  Today  was  their  festival  day,  celebrated 
by  36  in  this  group. 

At  the  close  of  the  month  the  following  have  applied  for 
confirmation,  the  ratifying  of  their  covenant  in  baptism :  Single 
Brethren  Michael  Butner  and  Edward  Butner;  Single  Sister 
Harriet  Stolz ;  Older  Girls  Lauretta  Butner,  Alma  Oehman,  Wil- 
helmina  Stolz,  Antoinette  Transou. 

June  3.  Br.  Bahnson  preached  in  the  County  Home  in  German- 
ton.  Many  sick  and  aged  who  had  not  been  able  to  go  to  church 
in  a  long  time  expressed  their  joy  to  be  able  to  hear  a  sermon 
again.  Our  poor  Michael  Hauser  is  still  in  statu  quo.8 

June  U-  Election  of  a  committee  for  Bethania  was  held  after 
the  regular  service.  The  "old"  committee  was  re-elected  with 
the  exception  of  Br.  Joh.  Christian  Lehman,  in  whose  place  Br. 
Daniel  Butner  was  chosen.  Br.  Lehman  remains  a  member  of 
the  committee  ex-officio. 

June  10.  The  funeral  of  the  little  girl  of  3  years,  Regina 


8  He  was  an  inmate  of  the  home. 
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Olivia,  daughter  of  our  neighbors  and  former  members,  Samuel 
and  Sarah  Stauber.  She  was  their  favorite  child.  The  Saviour 
seems  to  be  using  this  sharp  trial  for  their  good. 

June  11  and  25.  A  series  of  sermons  on  John  3  and  4  brought 
out  many,  including  some  members  who  are  not  often  seen  in 
church. 

June  17.  Br.  Bahnson  preached  in  the  schoolhouse  at  Solomon 
Spainhower's  with  moderate  attendance. 

June  18.  Today's  services  centered  about  the  story  of  the 
beginning  of  Herrnhut. 

June  23.  Br.  Van  Vleck  came  and  we  visited  all  the  homes.  He 
spoke  individually  with  all  the  young  people  about  their  spiri- 
tual welfare.  He  did  this  also  in  PfafFtown  on  the  next  day  and 
preached  to  a  considerable  audience.  It  is  the  wish  of  the  en- 
tire congregation  that  such  visits  might  be  repeated. 

Sunday  School  this  month  showed  an  increase  in  attendance 
each  Sunday. 

July  2.  In  addition  to  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  and  the 
services,  we  had  at  night  the  liturgy  In  Memory  of  the  Martyrs, 
and  spoke  about  the  man  of  God,  John  Hus,  spiritual  father  of 
the  Unity  of  Brethren. 

July  8.  I  preached  in  the  County  Home  at  Germanton,  but 
so  few  attended  that  I  do  not  intend  to  go  back  next  month. 

July  9.  In  two  services,  well  attended,  we  read  the  interesting 
account  of  Br.  Curie's  journey  of  visitation  in  Surinam. 

July  15.  I  preached  in  the  schoolhouse  near  Solomon  Spain- 
hower's but  the  people  were  so  busy  in  harvest  that  only  a  few 
came.  I  could  not  even  get  a  blacksmith  to  take  pity  on  me  and 
fix  my  broken  wagon  (it  broke  on  the  way),  and  I  had  to  get 
home  with  it  as  best  I  could.  Nevertheless,  I  purpose  not  to 
give  up  this  preaching  place,  D.  V. 

The  instruction  class  continues  with  good  interest  and  often 
the  young  people  are  deeply  moved.  There  is  to  be  baptism  and 
confirmation  on  August  13. 

The  Sunday  School  averaged  45  in  attendance  during  the 
month.  I  managed  to  persuade  one  young  single  woman  who  can 
not  read  to  seat  herself  among  the  beginners  and  she  was  well 
satisfied  and  said  she  would  gladly  come  to  this  school. 
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Contrary  to  expectations,  there  was  an  abundant  harvest 
which  our  members  could  gather  into  their  barns  without  too 
much  difficulty. 

Aug.  6.  The  English  sermon  was  preached  by  a  Baptist  mis- 
sionary, H.  Freeman,  known  to  us  by  his  evangelistic  sermons, 
after  a  fervent  prayer  by  the  Rev.  H.  Swift,  ordained  minister 
of  the  Church  of  England,  who  at  present  is  holding  school  in 
the  vicinity  of  Bethania. 

Aug.  IS.  The  memorial  day  of  the  Moravian  Church,  August 
13,  proved  a  memorable  day  for  this  congregation.  After  a 
blessed  morning  prayer  service,  the  second  meeting  was  held 
at  which  24  members  of  the  congregation  ratified  their  baptismal 
covenant  and  became  communicant  members  by  the  rite  of  con- 
firmation. The  oldest  was  45  and  the  youngest  15.  The  married 
Sister  Mary  Pfaff,  nee  Phillips,  was  received  by  adult  baptism. 
A  happy  lovefeast  in  the  afternoon  was  followed  by  Holy  Com- 
munion, with  107  guests  at  the  Lord's  Table. 

Aug.  26.  So  many  came  out  for  the  monthly  preaching  at 
Pfafftown  that  the  small  schoolhouse  could  not  hold  them  all. 
We  went  out  under  the  apple  tree  that  had  served  on  similar 
occasions,  set  up  the  benches,  and  many  sat  in  wagons  about. 

Many  visits  were  made  during  the  month  on  roads  I  had 
never  seen  in  such  bad  condition.  Twice  my  wagon  was  over- 
thrown, but  the  Lord  sent  His  angel  and  neither  my  little 
Angelica  nor  anyone  else  suffered  harm.

Miller,  Paulina  Conrad,  Harriet  Stolz, 
Lavinia  Pfaff,  Paulina  Pfaff,  Henrietta  Pfaff,  Wilhelmina  Stolz, 
Antoinette  Transou,  Olivia  Oehman,  Lauretta  Butner. 

Sept.  3.  Funeral  of  the  widower,  Br.  Michael  Hauser.  (Born 
Nov.  9,  1758,  in  the  vicinity  of  Bethania,  he  was  reared  in  the 
fear  and  admonition  of  the  Lord.  One  of  his  earliest  impres- 
sions was  that  of  his  father  kneeling  in  the  pew  with  other 
members  in  fervent  prayer.  He  married  single  Sr.  Eliz.  Frey  in 
1784  and  settled  in  Bethania  at  the  tanner's  trade.  His  age  was 
79  years.) 
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Sept.  11.  Funeral  of  the  widowed  Sr.  Catharina  Werner,  nee 
Hauser,  born  Jan.  1,  1763.  She  was  first  married  to  the  late 
Joh.  Michael  Seiz.  Her  second  marriage  was  to  Christian  An- 
dreas Werner.  They  lived  at  Bethania  mill. 

Sept.  17.  Festival  of  the  Married  People's,  Widows,  and  Wid- 
owers Choirs.  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  and  Br.  Theo  Schulz  came 
from  Salem  for  the  occasion  and  took  part  in  the  service. 

The  pastor  was  much  encouraged  by  the  request  of  the  Single 
Sisters  and  Older  Girls  who  had  been  confirmed  on  August  13, 
that  their  Christian  instruction  might  be  continued.  They  felt 
the  need  of  it. 

Oct.  1.  At  the  festival  of  the  Children's  Choir  the  following 
were  baptized:  Elvira  Lavina,  daughter  of  Jesse  and  Nancy 
Leinbach  Conrad,  born  Aug.  10;  John  Parmenio,  son  of  Henry 
and  Catharina  Schaub  Schulz,  born  August  31 ;  Parmenio  Tran- 
sou,  son  of  Jacob  and  Philipina  Transou  Reich,  born  Sept.  4, 
1837.  After  the  children's  lovefeast  the  minister  left  for  Salem, 
from  there  to  begin  a  journey  to  visit  in  Pennsylvania. 

Oct.  5.  Funeral  of  Sr.  Maria  Stolz,  nee  Geiger,  conducted  by 
Br.  Jacobson.  (The  departed  was  born  in  1797  near  Bethania. 
She  was  married  to  Br.  Joh.  Jacob  Stolz  in  1823  and  they  moved 
to  Salem  mill.  She  moved  back  to  Bethania  in  1826.) 

Services  on  the  remaining  Sundays  in  the  month  were  held 
alternately  by  Br.  Jacobson,  preaching  in  German,  and  the 
Rev.  H.  Swift,  Church  of  England  minister,  in  English. 

Nov.  11.  The  minister  with  his  little  daughter  and  single  Sr. 
Cath.  Hekedorn,  returned  from  their  visit  in  Pennsylvania, 
glad  for  the  Saviour's  protection  on  the  journey  and  while  away. 

Nov.  12.  Services  today  commemorated  the  choosing  of  Christ 
as  the  Chief  Elder  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren.  Present  at  the 
Lord's  Table  were  100  communicants. 

Nov.  13.  At  1  p.  m.  the  pastor  held  the  funeral  in  Bethabara 
of  the  little  son  of  Abrah.  Petry. 

Nov.  18.  1  preached  at  Solomon  Spainhower's,  but  very  few 
people  were  there,  due  to  a  corn  husking  in  the  neighborhood. 

Nov.  19.  Harvest  festival  and  sermon.  After  the  sermon  was 
the  baptism  of  Clementine  Rebecca,  daughter  of  Wm.  and  Nancy 
Conrad. 
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Nov.  23.  Br.  Bahnson  went  with  Br.  Van  Vleck  to  Bethabara 
in  order  to  confer  with  the  Committee  there  about  the  future 
service  of  the  congregation.  The  committee  expressed  itself  as 
satisfied  if  the  Bethania  pastor  would  conduct  services  twice 
a  month  in  the  afternoon.  The  Committee  at  Bethania  had  no 
objections  to  the  plan,  but  with  the  express  condition  that  on 
festival  days  the  Bethabara  service  would  have  to  be  supplied 
from  Salem. 

Nov.  2Jf.  Br.  Bahnson  visited  from  house  to  house  in  Betha- 
bara. There  was  quite  a  blizzard. 

Nov.  30.  The  pastor  went  to  a  meeting  of  the  Home  Missionary 
Society  in  Salem.  Several  members  voluntarily  gave  me  $2.00 
to  take  along. 

Dec.  17.  Baptism  of  Lavinia  Rosina,  daughter  of  Ephraim 
and  Salome  Transou  Strub,  born  Nov.  30. 

Dec.  2Jf.  The  customary  happy  Christmas  Eve  service  at  5  p.  m. 
was  somewhat  saddened  by  the  prevailing  kind  of  influenza 
and  whooping  cough  which  prevented  more  than  half  of  the 
children  from  attending.  (Sr.  Oehman's  school  was  closed  for 
the  month  because  of  the  sickness.) 

Dec.  31.  New  Year's  Eve  services  were  held  with  large  at- 
tendance and  real  blessing  was  experienced.  The  closing  service 
of  the  year  for  the  children  was  at  5  p.  m.  There  was  lovefeast 
at  7:30,  the  reading  of  the  Memorabilia  of  the  congregation  at 
10,  and  the  watchnight  service  at  11:30.  Several  strangers 
present  behaved  badly. 

On  Dec.  21st  single  Br.  Nathanael  Pfaff  and  single  Sr.  Lavinia 
Krieger  were  united  in  marriage. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Friedberg,  1837. 

Jan.  5.  I  rode  to  John  Amburn's  in  the  Reedy  Creek  Settle- 
ment to  perform  the  marriage  ceremony  for  the  single  Nathaniel 
Fishel  and  the  single  Mary  Magdalene  Amburn. 

Jan.  1U.  There  was  snow  with  some  hail;  therefore  I  did  not 
go  to  Cool  Spring  for  the  prayer  meeting  since  it  was  under- 
stood among  us  that  in  bad  weather  there  would  be  no  meeting. 
Toward  evening  Br.  G.  Clauder  came  from  Salem  and  said  he 
had  come  by  Cool  Spring,  where  he  found  6  or  8  persons  gath- 
ered; so  they  sang  some  verses  and  had  prayer. 
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Jan.  15.  Although  the  ground  was  covered  with  snow  and 
ice,  the  weather  was  clear.  Br.  G.  Clauder  preached  in  English. 
He  spoke  of  the  flourishing  mission  work  of  the  church.  He  also 
described  the  present  condition  of  the  Cherokee  Mission,  for 
which  our  earnest  prayers  were  offered. 

Jan.  16.  Today  at  the  parsonage  there  was  an  arbitration 
between  a  Brother  from  Friedberg  and  a  Brother  from  Hope.9 
They  had  already  become  embittered  by  a  law  suit  and  it  was 
feared  that  if  the  suit  was  continued  there  would  be  shame  and 
disgrace  before  all  the  world.  The  Lord  blessed  our  efforts  and 
the  two  Brethren  agreed  to  arbitration  before  Brethren  selected 
from  both  congregations,  the  Brethren  Jacob  Fry,  Thomas 
Padgett,  and  Mr.  James  Jarvis,  Sr.,  from  Hope,  and  the  Breth- 
ren Joseph  Walk,  Sr.,  George  and  Joel  Rothrock  from  Friedberg. 

Jan.  21.  Prayer  meeting  and  instruction  could  not  be  held  at 
Hopewell  because  no  one  was  there  on  account  of  bad  weather 
and  bad  roads;  so  my  travel  there  was  in  vain. 

Jan.  23.  I  listened  to  an  edifying  sermon  by  Mr.  Samuel 
Rothrock  at  Hopewell.  After  remarks  of  exhortation  by  Mr. 
Jacob  Miller,  also  a  Lutheran  preacher,  at  the  request  of  the 
former  I  prayed  in  German. 

Jan.  28.  At  lovefeast  Br.  Clauder  made  a  powerful  appeal 
for  our  prayers  on  behalf  of  the  sorrowing  and  scattered  flock 
of  Cherokee  believers. 

Jan.  29.  Although  the  weather  had  changed  and  snow  was 
expected,  more  than  300  attentive  hearers  were  present  for 
the  Sunday  worship,  at  which  Br.  Van  Vleck  and  Br.  Clauder 
assisted. 

Feb.  5.  This  entire  week  the  weather  has  been  lovely  and  at 
midday  the  thermometer  stood  at  65°  Fahrenheit. 

Feb.  15.  I  had  a  pleasant  visit  with  several  members  of  the 
Hope  congregation,  the  families  of  Henry  Cook,  Jacob  Fry,  Jos. 
Boner,  and  the  widows  Cook,  L.  Johnson,  Hannah  Hanes  and 
daughter,  and  Rosina  Ellrod.  I  stayed  over  night  with  Jos. 
Boner  and  in  the  evening  I  preached  to  a  small  but  attentive 
gathering,  of  course  in  English.  After  the  sermon  a  circuit 
rider,  or  preacher  of  the  Methodist  Church,  Mr.  Thomas  Miller, 


e  At  this  time  the  resident  pastor  of  Friedberg  was  serving  also  the  Hope  congregation. 
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made  a  few  appropriate  remarks  and  closed  the  meeting  with 
prayer. 

Feb.  19.  Before  the  sermon  the  Church  Council  decided  that 
before  the  next  congregation  festival  the  remaining  debt  of 
$50  for  stove,  bell,  etc.,  should  be  paid.  Several  married  and 
single  Brethren  subscribed  $20. 

In  the  evening  at  8  o'clock  I  was  called  to  Andrew  Spach's 
home  since  his  wife  had  expressed  a  strong  desire  to  speak 
with  the  pastor.  She  appeared  to  be  in  a  sad  condition  of 
melancholy  and  was  loud  in  her  assertion  that  she  felt  forsaken 
by  God  and  man  and  could  find  no  comfort  in  prayer.  She  was 
troubled  that  she  might  have  fallen  from  her  former  state  of 
grace  and  that  she  had  committed  the  sin  against  the  Holy 
Ghost.  All  possible  comfort  was  given  her  out  of  the  Word  of 
God  and  she  was  earnestly  entreated  to  lay  all  of  her  need  be- 
fore the  merciful  Friend  of  sinners.  Before  I  left,  some  verses 
were  sung,  a  portion  of  the  scripture  was  read,  and  in  heart- 
felt prayer  her  need  and  ours  were  committed  to  the  gracious 
Saviour.  Then  I  rode  back  home. 

Feb.  23.  On  account  of  almost  24  hours  of  continued  rain, 
none  of  the  members  of  the  instruction  class  who  lived  on  the 
other  side  of  South  Fork  or  Middle  Fork  Creek  could  come  to 
meeting. 

Feb.  27.  Yesterday  Br.  and  Sr.  Philip  Vogler  moved  back  to 
their  old  farm  on  the  South  Fork.  They  had  lived  in  Friedland 
since  1834. 

March  lJf.  All  members  of  the  instruction  class  were  present 
except  the  single  Rebecca  Fishel,  who  had  the  misfortune  to 
fall  from  a  fence  and  injure  her  left  knee.  Naturally  she  couldn't 
come. 

March  16.1  visited  the  widow  Eva  Rothrock,  who  accidentally 
burned  her  right  hand  and  is  suffering  from  severe  wound- 
fever. 

March  17.1  attended  the  funeral  of  the  married  Sr.  Hortensia 
Amalia  Bahnson,  wife  of  the  pastor  in  Bethania. 

March  19.  The  following  members  were  received  into  the 
church  by  confirmation  at  an  English  service:  The  married  Br. 
Jacob  Seitz,10  the  single  Br.  Emanuel  Fischer,  the  married  Sr. 


10  Sides. 
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Mary  Seitz  m.  n.  Spach,  the  married  Sr.  Maria  Magdalena  Fishel 
m.  n.  Schneider,  the  Single  Sisters  Eleonore  C.  Hertel,  Eleonore 
E.  Walk,  Maria  Seitz,  Mary  Tesh,  Elisabeth  Tesh,  Pauline  Mary 
Ann  Fischer. 

At  the  communion  92  were  present  and  30  persons  of  both 
sexes  received  permission  to  look  on. 

March  26.  The  day  was  wonderfully  beautiful  overhead. 

More  than  500  attendants  assembled  and  filled  the  church, 
and  at  9 :30  they  walked  to  God's  Acre  in  the  best  of  order.  Sun- 
day School  pupils  from  our  school  and  from  Cool  Spring  went 
in  front  and  sang  several  Easter  hymns  from  the  Sunday  School 
hymn  books.  At  11  o'clock  there  was  preaching,  and  since  most 
of  the  hearers  knew  no  German,  the  sermon  was  in  English, 
preceded  by  a  brief  talk  in  German. 

March  28.  Br.  Friiauf  and  Br.  Bahnson  visited  us. 

March  30.  Among  others  in  Hope  I  visited  the  Slater  family, 
where  one  of  the  daughters  is  seriously  sick  body  and  soul  so 
that  for  some  days  she  can  not  or  will  not  speak  a  word. 

April  2.  The  single  Sr.  Sarah  Miller  is  sick  with  influenza. 

April  U.  The  single  Reuben  Wohlfahrt,  a  Methodist,  and  the 
single  Sr.  Eliza  Rominger  were  united  in  marriage  at  the  home 
of  the  bride's  mother. 

April  8.  Since  the  mother  Rominger  was  too  weak  to  attend 
the  prayer  meeting  in  the  school  house  not  far  from  Jacob 
Shore,  at  her  request,  after  instruction  I  held  the  meeting  in 
Jacob  Shore's  home  where  she  is  living. 

April  9.  The  infant  son  of  the  married  John  and  Charity 
Hege  was  baptized. 

The  widow  Sr.  Maria  Greter,  suffering  from  influenza,  was 
visited. 

April  10.  Mother  Greter  was  visited  by  my  wife  and  at  9 
o'clock  in  the  evening  her  son  John,  with  whom  she  lived,  sent 
an  urgent  message  for  the  pastor  to  come.  With  a  voice  scarce- 
ly heard  she  expressed  her  joyous  confidence,  "He  is  mine  and 
I  am  His !"  At  midnight  she  received  the  blessing  for  her  home- 
going.  April  11.  At  10  o'clock  this  morning,  after  a  hard  strug- 
gle of  several  hours,  the  end  came.  April  13.  Br.  Bahnson,  minis- 
ter of  Bethania  who  is  visiting  us,  preached  the  funeral  sermon 
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in  German,  and  I  followed  with  a  few  remarks  in  English. 
There  was  a  large  and  attentive  company  present,  partly 
strangers,  among  whom  I  noticed  several  exhorters  and  class 
leaders  of  the  Methodists. 

April  16.  Before  Sunday  School  the  lessons  for  the  various 
classes  were  explained  to  the  teachers  and  attention  was  called 
to  the  use  of  the  Union  Questions. 

April  26.  For  two  nights  past  we  have  had  heavy  frost  so 
that  much  of  the  garden  vegetables  and  almost  all  apples  and 
peaches  were  frozen.  The  gardens  and  fields  suffer  for  lack  of 
rain. 

May  If.  After  the  sermon  there  was  the  confirmation  of  the 
single  Rebecca  Fishel,  who  had  been  hindered  from  coming  with 
the  class  on  Palm  Sunday  on  account  of  a  fall  from  a  fence. 

May  5.  Our  daily  petition  is  for  refreshing  rain  since  it  has 
not  rained  for  four  weeks.  All  vegetables  suffer,  and  especially 
flax  and  rye. 

May  6.  After  Sr.  Schulz  had  spoken  to  the  unmarried  girls 
and  women,  43  of  these  young  people  celebrated  their  festal 
day.  Present  as  guests  were  Christine  Gladfelder,  Salome  Haus- 
er  (from  Bethabara),  Betsey  Miller,  and  Eunice  Marshall. 

May  7.  At  Hope,  after  the  sermon,  there  was  a  Nachrichten 
reading  from  the  Missionary  Intelligencer. 

May  8.  A  man  who  does  not  belong  to  us  was  visited  by  the 
pastor.  This  man  is  dangerously  sick  and  hard  of  heart  al- 
though until  now  he  has  given  himself,  also,  to  drink.  He  was 
admonished  to  consider  the  one  thing  needful  and  to  repent.  In 
a  neighboring  little  house  a  person  was  likewise  advised  to 
seek  repentance.  She  seemed  astonished  and  assured  me  that 
she  was  good  and  pious! 

May  10.  Beyond  Muddy  Creek  the  widow  Sr.  Weesner  was 
visited.  She  is  staying  for  a  time  with  her  daughter,  the  widow 
Catharina  Heier.  She  complained  with  tears  that  the  Lord  will 
not  call  her  Home  according  to  her  heart's  desire.  She  was  ad- 
vised to  wait  upon  the  Lord  and  even  to  be  thankful  that  she 
could  be  so  long  on  earth.  The  conversation  with  this  good  Sis- 
ter was  encouraging,  and  she  declared  that  she  was  very  happy. 
She  said  among  other  things,  "Since  on  account  of  sickness  I 
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haven't  been  able  to  go  to  church  for  more  than  a  year,  will 
you  please  have  prayer  with  me." 

May  lb.  As  on  the  Sunday  previous,  again  we  prayed  for 
rain  to  refresh  the  dry  earth,  which  for  the  last  six  weeks  has 
been  affected  by  the  drought. 

From  the  Sunday  meeting  in  Hope  I  rode  to  the  home  of 
John  Spach,  Sr.,  to  visit  Louis  Seitz,  who  experienced  remarkable 
preservation  through  the  hand  of  the  Lord.  He  went  fishing 
yesterday  with  some  of  his  friends  and  on  the  way  back  he  had 
a  sudden  attack  of  weakness  and  plunged  into  a  pond  scarcely 
two  feet  deep  in  his  grandfather's  (Spach)  meadow,  and  lay 
there  in  the  water.  Fortunately,  young  Solomon  Spach  soon 
heard  the  cry  of  frightened  children  near  by,  hurried  to  the 
pond,  and  dragged  the  unconscious  boy  out  of  the  water.  At 
last  he  was  brought  back  to  consciousness,  but  he  seemed  to 
hover  between  life  and  death  until  morning. 

May  18.  The  Kimmling11  family  was  visited,  where  at  2  a.  m. 
the  old  Bernhard  Kimmling  had  died.  May  19.  At  the  request 
of  the  family  to  hold  the  funeral,  I  rode  at  midday  to  the  burial 
place  at  the  Eder  home  4  miles  from  Friedberg,  and  after  the 
burial  I  preached  in  English  out  of  doors  in  front  of  the  house 
to  a  large  company. 

May  20.  The  single  Br.  Miles  Vogler,  who  has  been  in  Indiana 
eight  months,  returned  home  yesterday.  May  21,  Sunday.  He 
preached  in  English  to  a  large  congregation.  After  the  preach- 
ing I  rode  four  miles  from  Friedberg  to  the  Muddy  Creek  Meet- 
ing House,  where  with  the  help  of  Br.  John  Vogler  and  Br. 
C.  Kreuser  a  Sunday  School  was  organized.  After  I  had  preach- 
ed I  went  to  visit  Spencer  Mullikin  and  Thomas  Padgett.  The 
latter  seemed  very  feeble  and  not  to  remain  much  longer  in 
this  world. 

May  22.  The  married  Br.  and  Sr.  George  Rothrock  were 
visited.  He  seems  to  be  afflicted  with  mental  disorder. 

May  25. 1  attended  a  meeting  at  Hopewell  where  two  Lutheran 
preachers  from  Wythe  County,  Virginia,  preached  in  German 
and  English. 

May  28.  After  the  German  sermon  the  little  son  of  John  and 
Isabella  Spach,  who  live  in  Salem,  was  baptized  with  the  name 
Albert  Nathanael.

After  this  meeting  I  rode  to  Good  Hope,  6  miles  from  Fried- 
berg,  where  so  many  hearers  had  assembled  that  the  crowd 
could  not  get  into  the  church  but  had  to  go  out  of  doors  to  the 
stand  in  the  woods.  After  an  introductory  prayer  by  Mr. 
Charles  Weesner,  a  local  preacher  of  the  Methodists,  I  preach- 
ed on  Rom.  vi,  23,  "The  wages  of  sin  is  death,"  to  a  very  atten- 
tive congregation. 

June  2.  I  rode  to  the  home  of  David  Fishel,  where  his  wife 
Catharina  is  dangerously  ill  with  confinement-fever.  I  found 
her  in  a  sad  state  of  mind  since  the  fever  affected  her  con- 
sciousness, and  she  was  in  doubt  and  despair.  She  was  directed 
to  take  all  her  trouble  to  the  Lord  and  pray  to  Him,  but  all 
scriptural  passages  given  seemed  to  be  in  vain,  for  she  con- 
tinued to  lament,  "I  have  no  heart!  I  can't  pray!  I  must  be 
lost!"  The  sad  picture  of  eternal  damnation  hovered  in  her 
mind,  and  she  was  troubled  about  her  first-born  son  and  her 
distressed  husband.  In  a  remarkable  manner  she  was  impressed 
with  the  closing  words  of  the  unforgettable  hymn,  "Who  knows 
how  soon  my  end  shall  come?"  She  spoke  each  line  with  a 
hunger  for  God's  Word.  We  prayed  on  bended  knee  that  the 
Lord  give  comfort  to  this  soul.  ...  I  left  late  in  the  evening. 

June  If.  Not  many  attended  meeting  at  Hope  for  there  was 
meeting  today  in  a  neighboring  Methodist  church! 

June  5.  At  2  a.  m.  I  was  called  to  the  home  of  David  Fishel. 
At  first  the  patient  appeared  to  be  more  and  more  troubled  about 
her  soul,  but  finally  the  spirit  of  the  Lord  bestowed  upon  her 
peace  in  believing,  and  she  could  hold  to  the  Word  of  God,  say- 
ing, "Come  to  me!"  Several  verses  were  prayed  to  her,  which 
she  repeated  with  great  joy,  and  joined  in  singing  with  a 
strong  voice.  In  earnest  prayer  on  bended  knee  we  thanked 
the  Lord  for  all  that  He  had  done  for  her.  Since  the  patient 
seemed  to  be  weaker  and  nearing  the  end,  the  blessing  of  the 
Lord  was  given  for  her  departure,  which  soon  followed.  Since 
she  had  entrusted  the  care  of  her  little  13-day-old  son  to  her 
mother  (Gladfelder)  who  lives  9  miles  from  Friedberg,  and 
the  mother  did  not  feel  well  enough  to  bring  the  child  to  the 
church  on  the  morrow,  at  the  request  of  the  widower  and  his 
mother-in-law,  with  a  feeling  of  sadness  I  baptized  the  little 
boy  in  the  same  room  where  the  corpse  of  his  mother  lay.  He 
received  the  name  David  Andreas. 
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June  8.  I  rode  beyond  Clemmonstown  to  visit  a  sick  daughter 
of  the  widow  Rosina  Ellrod,  and  from  there  to  Br.  and  Sr. 
Joseph  Boner.  At  1  o'clock  I  preached  in  English  in  the  house 
of  Mr.  John  Miller,  an  esteemed  member  of  the  Methodists,  who 
had  often  urgently  invited  me  to  preach  in  his  house. 

June  10.  After  the  morning  service  the  single  Br.  Miles 
Vogler,  who  will  leave  Salem  tomorrow,  was  commended  to  the 
Lord  in  prayer  and  verses  of  blessing  were  sung.  He  has  been 
called  as  an  assistant  to  Br.  Clauder  among  the  Cherokee  in 
Georgia. 

After  the  meeting  in  Friedberg  I  rode  to  Cool  Spring  where 
the  number  of  hearers  was  so  large  that  the  anniversary  sermon 
had  to  be  preached  out  of  doors.  All  were  quiet  and  attentive. 
Mr.  John  Miller,  a  local  preacher  of  the  Methodists,  opened  the 
festal  occasion  with  prayer,  and  after  I  had  preached,  Br. 
Miles  Vogler  made  an  address  to  the  children.  Several  mem- 
bers attended  today  who  are  seldom  in  our  meetings. 

June  2Jf.  This  week  the  people  were  very  busy  in  meadows 
and  harvest  fields. 

June  27.  Br.  Conrad  Fishel  and  Br.  Emanuel  Fisher,  who 
have  influenza,  were  visited. 

July  2.  In  the  past  week  much  wheat  and  rye  was  harvested. 

July  6.  The  single  Jefferson  Fisher,  who  was  bitten  day  be- 
fore yesterday  on  the  left  foot  by  a  poisonous  snake,  has  suf- 
fered little  harm,  God  be  praised!  Although  he  had  one  very 
painful  night,  the  next  day  he  had  about  recovered. 

July  11.  The  Sr.  Magdalene  Rothrock  was  visited.  At  her 
home  the  physician,  Dr.  Keehln,  gave  no  hope  for  her  recovery. 
Again  she  was  earnestly  spoken  to  about  her  spiritual  condi- 
tion and  to  everything  she  answered  yes. 

July  lJf.  Upon  return  at  10  p.  m.  from  an  evening  visit  to  Sr. 
Rothrock,  I  was  called  to  go  to  the  home  of  the  single  Joseph 
Bockel,  who  was  so  weakened  by  nose-bleeding  that  had  begun 
at  sunrise  that  he  was  deathly  pale!  At  last,  fortunately,  the 
bleeding  was  stopped.  This  man  has  for  some  time  been  in  per- 
plexity about  his  soul,  and  in  his  present  condition  seemed 
especially  to  yearn  for  forgiveness.  He  said  his  misery  was 
greater,  particularly  since  hearing  the  funeral  sermon  for  old 
Mr.  Kimmel  some  time  before.

July  17.  Soon  after  I  had  visited  Sr.  M.  Rothrock,  at  4  p.  m., 
she  was  released  from  her  suffering  and  pain.  On  the  way  home 
I  visited  mother  Gtinther  and  her  children  and  the  Charles  Walk 
family. 

July  19.  Several  Brethren  and  Sisters  from  Salem  attended 
the  funeral  of  the  married  Sr.  M.  Rothrock.  Today  I  was  pleased 
to  have  Br.  Pattieson,  of  New  York,  as  a  visitor. 

July  25.  Monthly  instruction  at  Hopewell.  Usually  17  to  20 
young  people  and  children  attend.  After  instruction  there  was 
a  meeting  with  prayer  and  address  for  the  one  married  couple 
present. 

July  30.  There  was  the  usual  instruction  at  Friedberg,  fol- 
lowed by  an  English  sermon  on  Luke  xiii,  3,  "Except  ye  repent, 
ye  shall  all  likewise  perish."  After  the  sermon  I  rode  to  the 
Hope  Settlement  7  miles  from  Friedberg,  where  arrangements 
had  been  made  at  the  home  of  Thomas  Lobach  for  a  meeting  in 
the  beautiful  green  yard  in  front  of  the  house.  Benches  had 
been  provided  for  the  large  number  of  hearers.  Almost  all  mem- 
bers of  Hope  living  in  the  vicinity  were  there  and  many  strang- 
ers. After  the  English  sermon  Mr.  Thomas  Fry,  a  class  leader 
of  the  Methodist,  made  a  short  "exhortation"  and  offered  pray- 
er. The  congregation  was  then  dismissed  with  the  benediction. 

This  month  Br.  and  Sr.  George  Hege,  until  now  members 
of  Friedberg,  received  permission  to  join  the  congregation  in 
Salem. 

Aug.  7.  Nearly  the  whole  week  we  spent  in  Salem  with  our 
dear  father  Bagge,  who  is  critically  ill.  Aug.  15.  Today  was  his 
home-going. 

Aug.  19.  Although  the  day  was  stormy,  there  were  many 
children  and  relatively  few  parents  at  the  children's  festival. 

Aug.  23.  This  morning  the  thermometer  had  fallen  to  49° 

Aug.  26.  Visitors  from  Salem  assisted  at  the  festal  celebra- 
tion in  Hope.  Only  4  communicants  of  the  congregation  were 
absent,  the  best  attendance  in  the  last  four  years.  Mr.  Fletcher 
and  his  wife,  very  respectable  neighbors,  asked  permission  to 
attend  and  look  on  at  Communion.  The  married  Michael  Brun- 
ner  and  the  single  Martha  and  Sophia  Snow  were  at  Communion 
for  the  first  time.  The  celebration  was  somewhat  dampened  by 
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the  news  that  father  Hamilton  had  an  accident  on  the  way  to 
Hope.  His  back  was  injured  when  his  wagon  overturned  and 
the  single  Sr.  Charlotte  Vogler's  arm  was  broken. 

On  the  way  home,  in  company  with  Br.  Johann  Renatus 
Schmidt  of  Salem,  I  visited  our  neighbor  Davies,  who  is  sick 
with  fever. 

Aug.  27.  After  preaching  the  pastor  went  with  Br.  Christian 
Rippel  to  the  so-called  Sauer's  Church  8  or  9  miles  from  Fried- 
berg  in  Davidson  County  at  the  heads  of  the  Reedy  Creek.  This 
church,  or  congregation,  consists  of  German  Reformed  and 
Lutherans  although  served  mostly  by  preachers  of  the  former. 
For  some  years  it  seems  that  there  has  been  a  joyous  spirit  of 
agreement  among  members  of  these  affiliations,  promoted  espe- 
cially by  the  services  of  two  young  preachers,  Jenkins  and  Ben- 
net.  Some  weeks  ago  Communion  was  attended  by  184  persons, 
Reformed,  Lutheran,  and  Methodists,  who  communed  in  brother- 
ly love.  I  preached  first  in  English,  and  next  in  German  by 
special  request  because  this  settlement  is  populated  with  many 
German  descendants.  So  many  hearers  had  assembled  that  the 
church  could  hardly  hold  them  and  they  had  to  go  out  to  the 
stand  in  the  woods.  They  were  very  attentive  in  both  meetings. 
It  seems  that  a  so-called  revival  has  been  going  on  here  for 
some  time  and  the  religious  life  shows  itself  in  all  kinds  of  wild 
outbreaks  after  the  fashion  of  the  Methodists.  Therefore  I  wTas 
pleasantly  surprised  by  the  spirit  of  brotherly  love  that  was 
shown  by  so  many.  Pastor  Jacob  Miller  will  no  longer  serve 
this  church  for  he  has  thought  of  moving  to  the  state  of  Indiana, 
and  for  the  time  being  neither  Lutheran  nor  Reformed  preachers 
serve  this  congregation;  so  I  was  asked  if  meanwhile  service 
might  be  provided  by  the  Brethren,  especially  since  in  former 
years  preaching  service  had  been  supplied  from  Salem.  After  a 
cordial  farewell  and  repeated  requests  to  come  and  preach  again, 
we  rode  to  the  home  of  Mr.  Jacob  Sauer,12  an  esteemed  member 
of  this  church,  and  ate  dinner.  Then  happy  and  thankful  for 
the  support  the  Lord  had  given  us  this  day,  we  returned  home. 

Aug.  29.  At  Hope  was  the  funeral  of  the  little  boy  Milton 
Franklin  Jarvis.  Right  many  female  attendants  were  at  the 
funeral. 

Sept.  2.  In  order  to  put  new  life  (if  possible)  in  the  prayer

meeting,  today  at  1 :00  o'clock  there  was  an  English  sermon 
fairly  well  attended  by  grown  people  although  many  of  our 
people  attended  a  military  muster. 

Sept.  3.  English  preaching  at  Hope  was  well  attended  al- 
though there  were  Methodist  meetings  at  two  places  in  the 
neighborhood.  I  then  rode  to  Mullikin's  Meeting  House,  where 
Br.  John  Vogler  was  also  visiting  the  Sunday  School.  On  the 
way  home  I  visited  Mr.  Mullikin,13  who  is  sick. 

Sept.  11.1  was  visited  by  two  married  Brethren,  one  of  whom 
requested  that  I  try  to  bring  a  friendly  agreement  between  them. 
With  God's  help  the  attempt  was  quite  successful  and  the  two 
Brethren  shook  hands  as  a  sign  of  mutual  forgiveness.  One  of 
them  was  notified  privately  that  we  can  not  allow  him  to  sell 
brandy  on  public  occasions  such  as  musters,  elections,  etc.  He 
was  kindly  advised  to  stop  making  brandy  as  this  is  against 
our  principles. 

Sept.  IS.  I  visited  Br.  John  Fishel,  Sr.,  who  for  several  years 
has  borne  with  Christian  patience  his  sufferings  from  a  sore  leg. 

Sept.  15.  At  Cool  Spring  Br.  Zevely  opened  the  Sunday  School 
and  made  a  powerful  talk.  Yesterday  evening  he  held  a  meeting 
at  Christian  Rippel's  and  had  "a  full  house." 

Sept.  18.  This  afternoon  I  visited  the  sorely  afflicted  house- 
hold of  Thomas  Padgett.  The  father  apparently  suffers  from 
consumption  and  two  children  have  fever  and  other  ills. 

We  are  thankful  to  our  heavenly  Father  that  toward  evening 
a  beautiful  rain  fell  to  refresh  the  dry  earth. 

Sept.  19.  Rode  to  Hertel's,  where  the  mother  and  two  daugh- 
ters lay  sick  with  fever. 

Sept.  21p.  For  anniversary  of  our  Sunday  School  Br.  John 
Vogler  made  a  talk.  Br.  Gottlieb  Clauder,  recently  returned 
from  Cherokee  land,  preached  the  anniversary  sermon. 

Officers  elected  for  Sunday  School  were :  Christian  Hege,  vice- 
president;  J.  George  Spach,  treasurer;  Emanuel  Fisher,  secre- 
tary; Daniel  Spach,  Sr.,  Daniel  Spach,  Jr.,  Christian  Rippel, 
Jesse  Mock,  Christian  Spach,  and  George  Tesh,  superintendents. 

Oct.  1.  Two  weeks  ago  in  the  Hope  Settlement,  where  the

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families  Brunner,  Null,  etc.,  live,  a  so-called  revival  was  start- 
ed by  the  restless  zeal  of  the  Methodists.  As  a  result  of  this 
agitation  three  of  our  families  have  gone  over  to  the  Methodist 
doings.  Several  of  the  young  people  are  said  to  have  "come 
through."  It  is  too  bad  that  much  thoughtlessness  is  bound  up 
with  such  religious  movements  so  that  some  of  our  people  let 
themselves  be  led  astray  to  intolerant  and  unchristian  expres- 
sions. May  the  Lord  grant  that  this  awakening  be  consecrated 
so  that  "His  kingdom  come.,, 

The  following  members  of  the  church  committee  were  elected 
at  Hope:  Frederick  Noll,  Jacob  Fry,  Jos.  Boner,  H.  Hamilton, 
and  Thomas  Lobach. 

After  the  meetings  I  rode  to  visit  the  family  of  Mich.  Reich, 
whose  wife  lay  sick  with  fever. 

Oct.  2.  Today  H.  Ruede  began  the  school  here  with  16  pupils. 

Oct.  3.  I  visited  several  homes  where  there  is  sickness,  Jacob 
Seitz,  John  Swaim,  Solomon  and  David  Fishel,  Hertel,  and 
Fritz  Schott.  The  exceptionally  dry  weather  has  been  accompa- 
nied by  much  sickness  and  almost  daily  I  have  been  visiting  pa- 
tients, finding  opportunity  for  an  earnest  word  of  admonition 
or  encouragement. 

Oct.  5.  Upon  return  from  the  meeting  of  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society  in  Salem,  at  7  p.  m.  I  was  called  to  visit  the 
dying  married  Sr.  Maria  M.  Schneider.  Oct.  7.  In  spite  of  the 
chilly  fall  weather  a  large  number  of  members  and  neighbors 
attended  the  funeral.  The  sermon  was  preached  in  English  and 
German  on  Ps.  cxxv,  5,  "They  that  sow  in  tears  shall  reap  in  joy." 

Oct.  11.  While  the  pastor  was  visiting  at  the  home  of  Christian 
Rippel,  he  was  called  by  a  messenger  to  visit  the  seriously  sick 
married  Sr.  Christine  Swaim.  On  the  way  home  I  visited  Jacob 
Seitz,  whose  daughter  Maria  is  still  very  sick  with  fever  she 
has  had  for  a  long  time. 

Oct.  IJf.  The  infant  daughter  of  the  married  Br.  George  and 
Sr.  Sarah  Tesh  was  baptized  with  the  name  Pauline  Rebecca. 

Oct.  16.  Several  of  the  sick  were  visited,  among  them  the 
widows  Srs.  R.  Rominger  and  Weesner.  In  the  afternoon  we 
drove  to  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  C.  Hege,  where  old  mother 
Hege  was  sick.  From  here  I  was  called  to  see  the  single  Joseph 
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Bockel,  who  has  again  had  an  attack  of  his  old  trouble,  bleeding 
of  the  nose. 

Oct.  17.  On  horseback  I  visited  several  families  at  Hope, 
Thomas  Lobach,  Michael  Brunner,  John  Brunner,  Friedrich 
Noll,  Martin  Rominger,  and  others.  In  this  settlement  for  about 
three  weeks  there  has  been  an  awakening  due  to  the  efforts  of 
the  Methodists,  in  which  some  of  our  young  people  have  been 
mightily  gripped  and  some  of  the  formerly  well-grounded  mar- 
ried people  have  been  swept  in  so  that  they  not  only  attend 
meetings  of  the  Methodists  day  and  night,  but  also  in  one  of 
our  families  Methodist  meetings  are  held  where  things  go  on 
in  quite  an  extravagant  way.  Although  the  Methodists  try  to 
win  all  the  awakened  for  their  church,  thus  far  they  have  not 
succeeded  in  persuading  more  than  two  girls  to  go  over  to  them. 
These  Methodist-minded  persons  were  encouraged  to  seek  the 
Lord  in  spirit  and  in  truth.  They  promised  to  attend  the  choir 
festival  Saturday  and  a  young  married  Brother,  Michael  Brun- 
ner, announced  himself  as  a  candidate  for  confirmation. 

Oct.  18.  I  visited  the  wife  of  John  Fishel  and  the  widow  Eva 
Hege.  Both  have  fever. 

Oct.  21.  At  the  choir  festival  in  Hope,  Br.  W.  H.  Van  Vleck 
made  the  festal  address  with  great  unction  so  that  there  was 
scarcely  a  dry  eye  in  the  congregation. 

Oct.  22.  After  meeting  I  rode  to  the  home  of  George  Glad- 
felder  and  performed  the  marriage  ceremony  for  the  widower 
Br.  Fishel  and  the  single  Lydia  Gladfelder. 

Oct.  23.  I  visited  the  sick  neighbor  Catharine  Spach,  who 
took  sick  yesterday  in  church. 

Oct.  25.  Sr.  Schulz14  was  suddenly  taken  very  sick.  Oct.  26. 
Since  she  seemed  some  better,  I  could  make  my  appointment  to 
go  beyond  Muddy  Creek  to  the  home  of  the  widow  Catharina 
Hyer  and  preach  the  funeral  of  her  husband  Samuel,  who  de- 
parted this  life  December  25,  1836. 

After  long  continued  dry  weather  we  rejoiced  today  at  a  re- 
freshing rain. 

Nov.  13.  Rainy  weather  set  in.

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Nov.  22.  At  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Mock  the  pastor 
performed  the  marriage  ceremony  for  the  single  Daniel  Fishel 
and  the  single  Eliza  Mock.  More  than  50  persons  were  present, 
mostly  relatives.  To  our  joy,  not  the  least  disorder  took  place. 

Nov.  25.  Many  attended  the  harvest  festival.  The  German 
sermon  was  on  Ps.  lxv,  12. 

Nov.  28.  At  12  o'clock  was  the  wedding  of  the  single  Br.  Wil- 
liam Parmenio  Winkler  of  Salem  and  the  single  Sr.  Pauline 
Marianne  Fischer  in  the  presence  of  about  50  persons,  mostly 
relatives.  After  the  wedding  the  whole  party  went  to  the  home 
of  Br.  and  Sr.  Thomas  Fischer. 

Dec.  10.  In  the  unfavorable  weather  not  many  came  to  the 
Advent  meetings. 

Dec.  20.  Daniel  and  Philip  Fishel,  David  James  ('Cobus),15 
and  Thomas  Padgett  were  visited. 

Dec.  23.  Although  it  snowed  and  drizzled,  45  came  to  Com- 
munion. 

. 

Dec.  25.  Many  members  and  friends  came  for  the  Christmas 
services.  There  was  the  baptism  of  the  infant  son  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Christian  Hege  with  the  name  Zacharias  George.  More  than 
100  children  were  at  the  lovefeast  although  snow  and  ice  cov- 
ered the  ground. 

Dec.  27.  Br.  Zevely  spent  last  night  with  us  and  rode  on  to- 
day to  the  Reedy  Creek  Settlement  in  his  home  mission  work. 
Toward  evening  I  visited  again  the  sick  married  Sr.  Betsy 
James. 

Dec.  28.  The  widow  Sr.  Ann  M.  Rominger,  who  is  sick  at  the 
home  of  her  children  the  Benjamin  Romingers,  was  visited  to- 
day. Since  the  married  Sr.  Christine  Swaim  has  been  crippled 
by  attacks  of  rheumatism  for  over  three  months  since  her  con- 
finement, I  went  to  the  Swaim  home  and  baptized  her  infant 
daughter. 

Dec.  31.  We  drove  to  Hope  to  celebrate  the  close  of  the  year. 
Several  Christian  friends  of  the  neighborhood  with  a  consider- 
able number  of  our  members  attended.  There  was  a  talk  on  the 
doctrinal  text  for  the  day  and  the  baptism  of  the  child  of  Br. 


15  Jacobus,  German  for  James,  shortened  to  'Cobus,  sometimes  pronounced  'Covus. 
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and  Sr.  John  and  Sophia  Lobach.  At  the  second  meeting  the 
Memorabilia  was  read.  In  conclusion  we  thanked  the  Lord  for 
his  gracious  leading  throughout  the  year. 

The  Sunday  School  in  Friedberg  had  its  Reward  Day  and 
we  were  glad  to  have  a  large  number  of  pupils  present. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Friedland,  1837. 

Jan.  1.  It  was  very  pleasant  for  us  that  at  the  very  entrance 
into  a  New  Year  we  could  unite  in  our  monthly  prayer  meet- 
ing in  intercession  for  the  spread  of  our  dear  Lord's  gracious 
Kingdom  among  Christian  and  heathen  peoples;  particularly 
also,  that  He  would  so  work  in  this  congregation  that  His  name 
might  be  glorified. 

The  New  Year  sermon  was  preached  in  English  before  a  very 
large  congregation,  with  many  visitors  present.  After  the  sermon 
the  customary  lovefeast  for  adult  members  was  held,  at  which 
the  address  stressed  the  high  purpose  of  our  being  banded  to- 
gether as  a  Church  of  Christ.  Following  this  the  Memorabilia 
of  the  congregation  for  the  past  year  was  read.  It  was  a  memor- 
able day  for  us. 

Church  attendance  on  the  remaining  Sundays  of  the  month 
was  only  fair;  on  the  22nd  the  reason  for  this  may  have  been 
the  prevailing  high  waters. 

Jan.  28.  At  11  a.  m.  was  the  funeral  of  our  departed  Sr.  Anna 
Susanna  Krohn,  nee  Zimmerman.  Her  age  was  71  years,  3 
months,  and  11  days.  She  was  the  widow  of  the  late  Br.  Conrad 
Krohn,  with  whom  she  lived  a  happy  married  life  of  almost  40 
years  until  his  death  on  April  17,  1826. 

Feb.  18.  The  62nd  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  this  congre- 
gation as  a  Society  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  was  observed  to- 
day. We  had  the  pleasure  of  having  with  us  for  the  first  time 
Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck,  also  Br.  Schaaf  and  Br.  H.  Schulz,  who 
came  to  celebrate  with  us.  At  the  anniversary  lovefeast  the 
following  boys  and  girls  were  transferred  to  the  Choirs  of 
Single  Brethren  and  Single  Sisters:  Philip  Gambold,  Julius 
Harmon,  Joseph  Hein,  John  Leibenguth,  and  Christian  Styers; 
Margaret  Miller,  Catharina  Schneider,  and  Sally  Swaim. 

Feb.  19.  Br.  Van  Vleck  preached  in  English  before  a  very 
large  congregation  for  this  locality. 
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Feb.  26.  Religious  instruction  for  children  of  6  years  and 
over  was  begun,  to  be  continued  every  Sunday. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Philip  Vogler  and  their  children,  6  persons  in  all, 
moved  today  to  their  plantation  at  Friedberg. 

March  26,  Easter  Sunday.  The  weather  was  uncommonly 
mild.  Probably  the  largest  gathering  of  people  ever  seen  in  this 
vicinity  came  to  our  services.  With  them  we  went  in  very 
reverent  and  orderly  procession  to  our  God's  Acre  and  prayed 
the  Easter  Morning  Litany,  feeling  the  blessed  hope  of  being 
reunited  with  our  loved  ones  who  had  gone  before,  because  of 
Christ,  risen  from  the  dead.  Immediately  following  our  return 
from  God's  Acre  the  service  and  sermon  in  English  were  held 
in  the  church,  which  was  crowded  but  could  not  accommodate 
all  the  people. 

April  2.  At  the  monthly  prayer  meeting  several  letters  of 
missionaries,  from  the  latest  Missionary  Intelligencer,  were 
read. 

At  the  close  of  the  sermon  the  little  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Philip  Nissen  (nee  Vawter) ,  born  Aug.  21,  1836,  was  baptized. 

After  a  6-months'  interruption  of  our  Sunday  School,  due  to 
prevalent  whooping  cough,  it  was  begun  again  today  and  right 
at  the  opening  we  noted  a  larger  number  of  children  present 
than  for  several  years.  We  took  courage  and  hoped  for  a  better 
future  for  the  Sunday  School. 

April  3.  Twenty  Brethren  assembled  for  repair  work  at  the 
church.  Defective  logs  were  removed  in  the  lower  story  on  the 
west  side  and  framework  was  put  in  place.  We  were  happy  and 
thankful  that  this  difficult  and  dangerous  work  could  be  safely 
completed. 

April  16.  We  rejoiced  to  have  the  church  filled  in  the  morning 
for  the  German  service  and  again  in  the  afternoon  for  the 
English  service.  Since  the  majority  in  the  afternoon  were  young 
people,  the  service  was  adapted  for  them. 

April  27.  The  wedding  of  William  Franklin  Stockton  and  Mary 
Moore  Wilson  took  place  this  evening.  They  are  not  members 
of  the  congregation. 

May  A.  Observance  of  Ascension  Day  and  the  festival  day  of 
the  Single  Sisters  Choir. 
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May  7.  A  large  congregation  assembled  for  the  English  serv- 
ice this  afternoon,  nothwithstanding  the  services  of  the  May 
meeting  of  the  Baptists  at  Abbotts  Creek.16 

May  1J+.  The  services  of  Whitsunday,  both  German  and  Eng- 
lish, were  marked  with  unusually  large  attendance  and  the  pres- 
ence of  many  visitors.  Martha  Amanda,  daughter  of  John  and 
Anna  Brendel,  born  Jan.  20,  1837,  was  baptized. 

May  17.  At  his  earnest  request,  a  service  was  held  in  the 
home  of  old  Br.  John  Lanius.  Several  neighbors  had  gathered 
and  it  was  a  blessed  hour. 

May  21.  The  annual  Sunday  School  Sunday  was  observed 
with  special  sermon  stressing  the  duties  of  parents  in  giving 
their  children  a  Christian  upbringing.  Lewis,  son  of  David  and 
Susanna  Swaim,  born  April  11,  1837,  was  baptized. 

May  28.  Baptism  of  John  Wesley,  son  of  John  William  and 
Louisa  Schneider,  born  March  22,  1837. 

June  11.  In  both  services  today  extracts  from  the  Results  of 
Synod  (last  year's  Synod)  were  read  to  the  congregation,  but 
seemed  not  to  arouse  any  particular  interest;  although  the  spe- 
cial order  had  been  announced,  only  a  small  congregation  at- 
tended the  first  service  and  at  least  half  of  them  went  home  be- 
fore the  second  service. 

June  18.  There  was  particular  interest  among  the  young  peo- 
ple to  whom  the  tract,  My  Son,  Give  Me  Thy  Heart,  was  read. 
We  wish  the  interest  and  attendance  of  the  young  people  would 
be  matched  particularly  by  our  Sisters  who  have  married  men 
not  belonging  to  the  congregation. 

June  21.  The  burial  in  our  God's  Acre  of  the  still-born  twin 
daughters  of  our  neighbors,  James  and  Elizabeth  Payne. 

June  25.  Curiosity  took  almost  all  our  members  to  Waugh- 
town  today  to  hear  a  certain  Mrs.  Chipman  of  the  Reformed 
Methodist  denomination  preach. 

Many  of  our  members  were  sick  this  month  with  cholera 
morbus,  in  some  cases  aggravated  by  severe  cramps.  Toward 
the  end  of  the  month  most  of  them  had  recovered. 


16  Several  miles  southeast  of  Friedland  was  the  Abbotts  Creek  Primitive  Baptist  or  Old 
Sides  Baptist  Church.  In  the  early  years  of  the  nineteenth  century  there  was  the  "split" 
that  divided  the  congregation  and  the  Missionary  Baptists  moved  out  and  built  their  church 
across  the  road. 
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July  16.  At  today's  services,  after  the  reading  of  Instructions 
for  the  Committees  of  Rural  Congregations,  the  Brethren  present 
who  had  reached  their  majority  proceeded  to  elect  a  new  Com- 
mittee for  Friedland.  The  following  were  chosen  for  a  term  of 
3  years:  John  Hein,  Jacob  Leibenguth,  Michael  Miller,  John 
Gibbons,  John  Seitz,  John  Clauss. 

July  17.  A  severe  wind  and  thunderstorm  accompanied  by 
heavy  rain  caused  considerable  damage  in  the  oats  crop  not 
yet  cut  and  laid  low  the  corn  standing  in  its  best  growth.  Never- 
theless, the  harvest,  particularly  wheat,  was  very  good,  as 
some  of  our  members  expressed  it,  better  than  ever  before. 

July  21.  Funeral  services  of  our  departed  Sr.  Elizabeth 
Lanius,  nee  Schramm,  aged  76  years  and  4  months. 

July  30.  Baptism  of  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Moses  and  Eliza- 
beth Swaim,  born  May  20,  1837. 

Aug.  3.  The  wedding  of  single  Br.  Joshua  Schneider  and 
single  Sr.  Anna  Peddycord  took  place  this  evening. 

Aug.  20.  We  had  a  particularly  lovely  day  for  the  Choir  festi- 
val of  the  children,  and  about  90  of  them  gathered.  They  were 
told  the  story  of  the  spiritual  awakening  among  the  children 
in  Herrnhut  in  1727  and  urged  to  dedicate  themselves  to  the 
Saviour  in  like  manner.  The  special  services  closed  with  a  love- 
feast. 

Aug.  25.  Our  neighbor,  Wiley  Tucker,  whose  wife  is  a  member 
of  the  congregation,  had  the  misfortune  to  have  his  well-filled 
barn  destroyed  by  fire.  The  contents  were  almost  a  total  loss. 
The  fire  was  probably  caused  by  carelessness. 

Aug.  27.  The  Choir  festival  of  the  Single  Brethren  for  which 
about  three-fourths  of  them  assembled.  Since  at  least  half  of 
them  do  not  understand  German  well,  the  services  were  all  in 
English. 

Aug.  28.  Last  night  there  was  an  occurrence  the  like  of  which 
was  unheard  of  in  these  parts.  At  a  drinking  party  in  the 
neighborhood  Matth.  Reid,  a  man  well  known  to  us,  who  tried 
to  persuade  another  to  abstain  from  an  evil  deed,  was  stabbed 
7  times  by  the  latter  in  various  parts  of  his  body  and  seriously 
wounded,  The  attacker,  a  vagabond  by  name  of  Lee,  fled  at  once. 
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Sept.  10.  During  the  sermon  a  messenger  came  summoning 
the  minister  to  come  to  old  Br.  John  Lanius  who  seemed  almost 
at  his  end.  He  lingered  until  the  evening  of  the  12th  when  he 
fell  asleep  at  the  age  of  86  years.  He  was  one  of  the  first  set- 
tlers in  this  vicinity  and  a  generally  esteemed  and  beloved  man. 

Sept.  23.  The  minister,  Br.  Sam.  Thos.  Pfohl,  received  a  call 
to  become  Warden  of  Salem,  which  call  he  accepted  with  as- 
surance that  the  Lord  would  be  his  Helper. 

Sept.  29.  A  beginning  was  made  with  religious  instruction 
for  children  and  young  people,  in  two  divisions:  at  9  a.m.  at 
the  church  and  at  12:30  in  the  house  in  which  the  widow 
Krohn  had  lived,  about  two  miles  from  the  church,  where  school 
is  being  conducted  this  winter  by  Mr.  Abr.  Teague.  All  children, 
whether  belonging  to  our  congregation  or  not,  will  attend  if 
their  parents  are  willing.  A  neighbor,  Mr.  Morris,  a  Methodist, 
was  present  today  and  was  much  pleased,  saying  afterward 
that  he  hoped  this  instruction  might  be  used  of  God  not  only 
for  the  good  of  the  children,  but  of  the  whole  neighborhood  also. 

Sept.  29.  Funeral  of  the  1-month-old  Martha  Sally  Nissen. 

Oct.  7.  Br.  Jacobson  came  to  hold  our  services  today.  At  a 
Committee  meeting  the  call  of  the  minister  to  become  Warden 
of  Salem  was  announced;  then,  that  his  place  would  be  filled 
by  Br.  Gottlieb  and  Sr.  Dorothea  Byhan,  hitherto  Congregation 
Workers  in  Bethabara. 

Oct.  14.  Festival  of  the  Married  People's  Choir,  Widowers, 
and  Widows.  Br.  Van  Vleck  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Schaaf  had  come 
to  take  part.  Br.  Van  Vleck  spoke  in  the  morning  and  Br. 
Schaaf  had  charge  of  the  lovefeast  in  which  a  letter  from  Br. 
Martin  Hauser  was  read  concerning  the  congregation  in  Hope, 
Indiana.  Br.  Van  Vleck  presided  at  the  Holy  Communion  which 
followed. 

Oct.  22.  Baptism  of  Mary  Catharina,  daughter  of  Samuel  and 
Justina  Steward,  born  Sept.  23,  1837. 

Nov.  5.  Br.  Sam.  Thos.  Pfohl  preached  his  farewell  sermon, 
the  text  Acts  20,  32.  With  this  service  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  closed 
their  ten  years  of  ministry  at  Friedland. 

Nov.  16.  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan  arrived  here  and  busied  them- 
selves in  the  next  days  arranging  their  household. 
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Nov.  19.  Br.  Theodor  Schulz  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  from  Salem 
visited  us.  Br.  Schulz  conducted  the  first  service  in  which  he 
introduced  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan  as  future  workers  in  the  congre- 
gation. Br.  Byhan  preached  his  introductory  sermon,  the  text, 
I  Corinthians  2,2.  A  lovefeast  was  held  in  the  afternoon  as  a 
farewell  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  and  a  welcome  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan. 

Baptism  of  Philipina  Eliza,  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  John 
Fried.  Gambold,  born  Oct.  13,  1837. 

Baptism  of  Belinda  Louisa,  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  John 
Rud.  Reid,  born  Oct.  17,  1837. 

Dec.  25.  Preaching  in  German  and  English  at  11  o'clock.  The 
attendance  was  very  large.  Soon  thereafter  the  children  had  a 
very  happy  Christmas  lovefeast,  at  the  close  of  which  Scripture 
verses  written  out  for  them  were  distributed. 

Letter  of  Thomas  Sully  to  Daniel  Welfare. 

Received  March  8th  1837  of  Mr.  T.  Sully  a  case  containing 
a  portrait  directed  to  Mr.  D.  Welfare  to  be  sent  to  the  care  of 
Mr.  Phofl  [Pfohl]  Salem  N  C. 

March  12th 

Dear  Welfare 

I  proffered  the  above  receipt  for  signature,  but  the  agent  of 
Messrs  Toland  and  Ayerston  declined  their  endorsement  as  it  may 
make  them  liable  for  the  safety  of  the  article  but  he  promised  to 
pack  the  case  containing  the  portrait  of  myself  which  I  send  to 
you,  in  a  case  containing  goods  for  Mr.  Phofl,  so  that  I  trust 
you  will  receive  it  in  due  time  in  safe  order — let  me  know  when 
you  have  got  it,  but  i  request  you  will  in  future  refrain  from 
paying  postage  of  your  letters  to  me,  unless  you  mean  that  I  in 
justice  should  copy  your  example,  which  otherwise  I  shall  feel 
bound  to  do. 

There  is  nothing  new  in  the  arts  since  you  were  here  unless 
we  may  reckon  a  great  disappointment  we  have  suffered  from  the 
proprietor  of  a  panorama  of  the  city  of  Jerusalem  not  having 
been  able  to  procure  a  suitable  place  for  its  exhibition — the 
picture  is  90  feet  diameter.  Mr  Catherwood  the  owner  is  an 
excellent  artist  in  water  colours  and  has  been  engaged  in  giving 
very  interesting  and  well  attended  lectures  on  Syria  where  he  has 
passed  much  of  his  time.

It  was  painted  by  himself  and  sent  by  him  as  a  present 
to  my  brother  T.  Sully  [Welfare]  who  was  named  after  him.
